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The  work  of  preparing  for  pablication  tlie  Official  Records  of  the 
Union  and  Confederate  navies,  wliicli  was  begun  July  7,  1884,  was 
organized  under  the  superiiiteudcncy  of  Prof.  J.  R.  Soley,  I'.  S.  Navy, 
at  that  time  librarian  of  the  Navy  Department,  afterwards  Assistant 
Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

In  August,  1890,  tlie  work  of  collecting  these  re(;ords  and  their  clas- 
sitication  was  ably  continued  by  his  su(;ccssor,  Lieutcnant-Oommaiider 
F.  M.  Wise,  U.  S.  Navy,  who,  having  received  orders  to  sea,  was  relieved 
by  Lieutenant-Commander  Richard  Rush,  U.  S.  Navy,  in  May,  1893. 

Tlie  long-delayed  publication  was  finally  authorized  by  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  .luly  31,  1894,  and  begun  by  Mr.  Rush.  The  first  five 
volumes  were  published  under  his  eflicient  ndininistration,  and  tlic 
important  duty  of  organizing  tlie  ofiice  for  the  distribution  of  these 
volumes  was  accomplished. 

In  March,  1897,  Mr.  Rush, having  been  ordered  to  sea,  was  succeeded 
by  I'rofessor  Edward  K.  Rawsoii,  U.  S.  Navy,  as  superintendent. 

No  change  is  contemphated  at  present  in  the  outline  of  the  plan  of 
jmblication  as  approved  by  the  Dei)artmeiit.  This  plan  includes  07ily 
the  use  of  such  material  as  may  be  certified  to  be  contemporaneous 
naval  records  of  the  war,  wliich  is  divided  into  three  scries,  in  tlie 
following  order  of  arrangement: 

I.  The  first  series  embraces  the  reports,  orders,  and  correspondence, 
both  Union  and  Confederate,  relating  to  all  naval  operations  on  the 
Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts  and  inland  waters  of  tlie  United  States 
during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  together  with  the  operations  of  vessels 
acting  singly,  either  as  cruisers  or  privateers,  in  different  parts  of  the 
world.  These  reports  are  accompanied  by  occasional  maps  and 
diagrams. 

In  this  series  the  papers  are  arranged  according  to  squadrons  and 
fhitillas,  chronologically;  and,  as  fa'- as  possible,  tlic  Union  reports  of 
any  events  are  immediately  followed  by  the  Confederate  reports. 
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II.  The  second  series  embraces  the  reports,  orders,  and  correspond- 
ence relating  to — 

1.  The  condition  of  the  Union  Navy  in  1861,  before  the  com- 
mencement of  hostilities,  and  to  its  increase  during  the  progress  of 
the  war,  including  the  annual  and  special  reports  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  and  chiefs  of  the  various  bureaus, 

2.  The  construction  and  outfit  of  the  Confederate  Navy,  includ- 
ing privateers,  setting  forth  also  the  annual  and  special  reports  of 
the  Confederate  Secretary  of  the  Navy  and  chiefs  of  bureaus. 

3.  Statistical  data  of  all  vessels,  Union  and  Confederate,  as  far 
as  can  be  obtained. 

i.  Returns  of  naval  and  military  property  captured  by  the  navies 
of  both  sides  during  the  war. 

5.  Correspondence  relating  to  naval  prisoners. 
This  series  is  also  arranged  chronologically  in  ea«!h  of  the  above  sec- 
tions, as  far  as  practicable. 

III.  The  third  series  embraces  all  reports,  orders,  correspondence, 
and  returns  of  the  Union  and  Confederate  authorities  not  specially 
relating  to  the  matter  of  the  first  and  second  series. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  introduce  throughout  the 
volumes  of  the  different  series  illustrations  of  each  class  or  type  of  ves- 
sels referred  to,  in  order  to  preserve  the  identity  of  these  ships  as  they 
actually  appeared  during  the  war.  These  cuts  have  been  reproduced 
either  from  photographs  of  the  vessels  themselves  or  from  the  carefully 
])repared  drawings  made  from  official  sources. 

Much  difficulty  has  been  fimnd  in  collecting  the  records,  for,  while  the 
official  reports  of  commanders  of  fleets  and  of  vessels  acting  singly  are 
on  file  in  the  Navy  Department,  it  is  found  that  the  correspondence 
between  flag  officers  and  their  subordinates  is  tre<(uently  missing. 
Without  this  squadron  correspondence  the  historical  value  of  the  work 
would  necessarily  be  incomplete,  and  the  Department  therefore  has 
spared  no  pains  to  secure  the  letter  books  and  papers  of  the  chief  actors 
on  both  sides.  These  papers  have  for  the  most  part  been  obtained,  and 
they  have  been  copiously  used  in  the  compilation  of  the  work.  The 
reports  of  the  Union  commanders  are  full  and  fairly  complete.  It  is  to 
be  regretted,  however,  that  the  Confederate  records  are  not  equally 
complete,  duo  to  the  great  difficulty  found  in  collecting  them,  and  also 
to  the  fact  that  a  large  i)art  of  the  archives  of  the  Confederate  Navy 
Department  was  burned  at  the  close  of  the  war.    Frequent  careful 
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searches  throughout  various  parts  of  the  country,  conducted  by  a 
special  agent  of  the  Department,  have  brought  to  light  many  dupli- 
cates of  these  papers,  found  among  the  personal  liles  of  participants. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  publication  will  revive  the  interest  of  participants 
in  the  events  referred  to,  and  lead  them  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  the  whereabouts  of  any  papers  bearing  upon  naval  opera- 
tions in  the  civil  war  of  which  they  may  have  knowledge. 

The  seventh  volume  of  the  records  (Series  I,  vol.  7),  which  has 
recently  been  published  by  the  Department,  gives  the  operations  of  the 
North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron  from  March  8  to  September  4, 
18G2.  The  present  volume  (Series  I,  vol.  8)  comprises  the  operations 
of  this  squadron  from  September  5,  1862,  to  May  4, 1863. 

The  reports  and  correspondence  are  placed  chronologically,  with  a 
distinct  heading  for  every  paper.  In  the  record  of  events  in  which 
both  sides  took  part,  the  Confederate  reports  (where  they  could  be 
obtained)  immediately  follow  the  Union  reports,  while  the  miscellane- 
ous Confederate  correspondence  is  placed  at  the  cud  of  the  volume. 
Reference  to  the  table  of  contents  will  show  the  context  of  these  Con- 
federate papers.  It  is  believed  that  the  chronological  arrangement  of 
the  records,  in  connection  with  the  full  and  complete  index  to  each  vol- 
ume, will  afford  ample  means  of  reference  to  its  contents  without  other 
subdivision  or  classification.  In  reports  of  special  or  single  events, 
in  which  the  papers  bear  specific  relation  to  those  events,  the  chrono- 
logical order  has  been  somewhat  modified,  and  such  documents  have 
been  jilaced  together  in  the  compilation.

INTRODXTCTORY  NoTE. — The  official  reports  of  the  pursuit,  destruc- 
tion, seizure,  or  capture  of  vessels  violating  the  blockade  are  arranged 
in  chronological  order.  It  is  proposed  to  give  further  details  relative 
to  adjudication  and  disposal  of  prizes  and  prisoners  in  future  volumes 
of  Series  II. 

There  is  grouped  under  one  heading  (pages  19-67)  correspondence 
relative  to  the  granting  of  Union  trading  permits  at  Norfolk,  Va.,  and 
vicinity.  Similar  correspondence  concerning  Union  permits  for  trading 
in  the  waters  of  North  Carolina  is  arranged  in  chronological  order. 

The  correspondence  concerning  the  assembling  of  the  fieet  of  iron- 
clads at  Hampton  Iloads,  Va.,  is  given  in  this  volume,  as  this  fieet  was 
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at  first  intended  for  an  attack  upon  Wilmington,  N.  C,  and  much  assist- 
ance was  rendered  by  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading  S(juadron  in  its 
preparation  and  dispatch  for  service  with  the  South  Atlantic  Block- 
ading Squadron. 

The  blockade  by  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron  extended 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Piankatank  Kivor,  Va.,  to  the  southern  bound- 
ary line  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  excepting  the  ports  of  Norfolk, 
Va.,  and  Beaufort,  N.  C.  Norfolk  was  occupied  by  Union  Army  forces 
and  trading  was  permitted  to  supply  military  necessities.  Beaufort, 
N.  (J.,  was  occupied  by  Union  Army  forces  and  was  open  to  trade  by 
virtue  of  a  Presidential  proclamation  dated  May  12,  1862. 

The  headquarters  of  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron  was 
at  Hampton  lloads.  Blockading  vessels  in  this  vicinity  were  under 
the  immediate  supervision  of  the  commander  in  chief.  A  squadron  of 
small  light-draft  vessels  was  employed  in  the  inland  waters  of  North 
Carolina,  and  larger  vessels  blockaded  the  seacoast  inlets. 

The  double  coast  begins  a  little  south  of  Cape  Henry  and  extends  as 
far  as  Wilmington.  This  peculiar  conformation  consists  of  a  long,  nar- 
row belt  of  sand  projecting  seaward  at  three  points — Cape  Hatteras, 
Cape  Lookout,  and  Cape  Fear.  The  sand  belt  is  broken  at  intervals  by 
shallow  inlets.  Within  it  lie  the  sounds,  extensive  sheets  of  water, 
upon  whose  tributary  rivers  are  a  number  of  towns.  An  intricate  net- 
work of  (ihannels  affords  ready  means  of  communication  by  small  water 
craft. 

The  town  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  is  on  Cape  Fear  Kiver,  about  28 
miles  from  its  moutli.  Tliere  were  two  entrances  to  the  river,  one  from 
the  eastward,  called  New  Inlet;  the  otlier  from  the  southward  at  the 
river  mouth,  sometimes  called  the  Western  I'hitrance  and  Western  Bar 
Channel. 

The  entrances  were  (i  miles  apart,  in  a  straight  line,  but  between  the 
two  lay  Smith's  Island,  a  long  strij)  of  sand  and  shoal,  with  Cape  Fear 
projecting  far  out  at  its  sonthern  extremity.  Continuing  the  line  of 
Cape  Fear  the  dangerous  Frying  Pan  Shoals  extended  out  southeast- 
erly for  10  miles,  making  the  distance  by  sea  between  the  two  entrances 
about  40  miles.  Each  channel  was  protected  by  strong  works.  Fort 
Fisliei-,  on  Federal  Point,  commanded  New  Inlet.  Similarly  Fort  Cas- 
well commanded  the  montli  of  the  river. 


Note. — The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  law  governing  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  sets  comprising  the  publication  (act  of  Congress 
approved  July  31,  1804): 

*  *  *  Of  said  nund)er,  six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty 
copies  shall  be  tor  the  use  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  two  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  twelve  copies  for  tlie  use  of  the  Senate,  and  one 
thousand  and  forty-eight  copies  for  the  use  of  the  Navy  Depsirtinent 
and  for  distribution  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  among  ollicersof  the 
Navy  and  contributors  to  the  work.  Tiie  iprntas  herein  authorized  of 
said  publication  for  the  Senate  and  House  of  liepresentatives  shall  be 
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sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  suck  libraries,  orgauizatious,  and 
individuals  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Senators,  Representatives,  and 
Delegates  of  the  Fifty-third  Congress,  it  being  the  purpose  of  this  dis- 
tribution herein  provided  for  to  place  these  records  in  public  libraries, 
and  with  permanent  organizations  having  libraries,  so  far  as  sucli 
libraries  may  exist  in  the  several  States  and  Territories.  ICach  Senator 
shall  designate  not  exceeding  twenty-four  and  each  Representative  and 
Delegate  not  exceeding  nineteen  of  such  addresses,  and  tlie  volumes 
shall  be  sent  thereto  from  time  to  time,  as  they  are  published,  until  tlie 
publication  is  completed;  and  all  sets  that  may  not  be  ordered  to  be 
distributed  as  provided  herein  shall  be  sold  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  for  cost  of  publication,  with  ten  per  centum  added  thereto,  and 
the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury.  If  two 
or  more  sets  of  said  volumes  are  ordered  to  the  same  address,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  shall  inform  the  Senators,  Representatives,  or 
Delegates  who  have  designated  the  same,  who  thereupon  may  desig- 
nate other  libraries,  organizations,  or  individuals.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  shall  iuform  distributees  at  whose  instance  the  volumes  are  sent. 

The  following  joint  resolution  regarding  the  distribution  of  the  work 
was  approved  January  30,  1896 : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  send  the  undistributed 
copies  of  the  Official  Records  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  both  of  the 
Union  and  of  the  Confederate  navies,  to  such  libraries,  organizations, 
and  individuals  as  may  be  designated  before  the  meeting  of  the  next 
Congiess  by  the  Repi'eseutatives  in  the  Fifty-fourth  Congress  of  the 
districts  whose  Representatives  in  the  Fifty-third  Congress  failed  to 
designate  the  distributees  of  their  quota  of  said  Official  Ifecords,  or 
any  i)art  thereof,  as  authorized  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July 
thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  the  joint  resolution 
api)roved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  to  the  extent 
and  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  said  act. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  act  of  Congress  of  May  28, 1896, 
which  increased  the  edition  from  10,000  to  11,000  copies: 

*  *  *  For  printing,  binding,  and  wrapping  one  thousand  addi- 
tional copies  of  series  one,  volumes  one,  two,  thiee,  and  four,  for  sup- 
plying officers  of  the  Navy  who  have  not  received  the  work,  two 
thousand  four  hundred  dollars.

Sir  :  Captain  McKinstry  has  left  this  river,  iu  which  I  am  left  senior 
officer. 

The  Genesee,  Mahaska,  and  Morse  are  the  gunboats  for  reconnoitering 
duty.  The  boilers  of  the  Morse  are  tender,  leaving  the  Genesee  and 
Mahaska  the  effective  vessels. 

In  case  of  accident,  such  as  running  aground  or  of  derangement  to 
the  machinery,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the  disabled  vessel  should 
have  a  consort.  I  prefer  to  continue  the  practice  of  sending  two  ves- 
sels in  company.  The  distance  to  Fort  Powhatan  and  back  is  near  100 
miles,  rather  more,  indeed ;  the  Genesee  and  Mahaska  will  be  kept  con- 
stantly running  in  the  river.  Two  effective  gunboats  are  needed  to 
relieve  them  on  alternate  days. 

Captain  McKinstry  has  left  me  with  no  papers  and  no  orders,  except 
that  you  wish  an  examination  made  daily  of  James  Eiver  as  far  as 
Fort  Powhatan.

Dacotah  proceeded  to  sea  yesterday  afternoon,  and  that  theU.  S.  S.  Rhode 
Island  arrived  from  the  south  at  about  the  same  time. 

Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department,  I  have  appointed  William 
P.  Higgins  acting  third  assistant  engineer,  and  directed  him  to  report 
for  duty  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  General  I'litnam.  This  appointment  is 
recommended  by  Commander  Davenport,  partly  on  account  of  a  preva- 
lent sickness  iu  the  sounds,  which,  at  several  points,  allows  only  an 
insufficient  complement  of  officers  to  remain  available  for  service.

Sib  :  I  beg  to  state  that  on  account  of  the  enclosed  report  of  survey 
on  the  U.  S.  S.  Victoria,  and  the  representations  of  her  commanding 
officer  and  Commanders  Armstrong  and  Parker,  I  have  felt  myself 
compelled  this  day  to  order  her  to  proceed  to  Norfolk  for  repairs.  This 
will  leave  but  seven  vessels  ofif  Wilmington,  viz :  State  of  Georgia,  Gam- 
bridge,  I'enobscot,  Monticello,  Daylight,  Octorara,  and  Mystic,  a  force 
insufficient  to  maintain  the  blockade  of  that  port.  In  this  connection 
Commander  Armstrong  remarks: 

Onr  force  here  is  small;  one  vessel  is  of  necessity  constantly  away  for  coal,  and, 
as  the  vessels  do  not  carry  the  same  amount  of  coal  or  for  the  same  number  of  days, 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  have  only  one  absent  at  a  time.  There  shouhl  bo  a  force 
sufficient  to  allow  one  vessel  to  be  absent  from  each  side,  without  reference  to  vessels 
on  the  other.  This  will  require  a  force  of  at  least  ten  vessels,  and  that  number  is 
believed  to  be  requisite  to  maintain  the  blockade  efficiently  of  this  port  alone. 

Commander  Parker  also  earnestly  calls  my  attention  to  the  insuffi- 
ciency of  the  blockading  force. 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  extracts  from  Commander  Parker's 
report  of  August  30,  stationed  at  present  on  the  northern  or  New  Inlet 
side: 

I  have  also  to  report  that  the  rebels  have  been  busily  employed  for  the  last  three 
months  in  strengthening  and  erecting  new  batteries  on  shore.  The  sand  hills  in 
the  vicinity  of  tlie  forts  have  been  leveled,  so  that  an  attacking  force  will  tiu<l  it 
(litticult  to  approach;  and  it  will  require  a  strong  force  to  capture  the  jjlace.  I 
uiiderstaiid  that  some  of  the  new  largo  guns  have  been  recently  received  from 
Charleston,  S.  C. 

I  would  respectfully  add  that  the  TJ.  S.  S.  Stars  and  Stripes,  ordered 
here  August  26,  for  repairs,  is  now  (11:30  a.  m.)  coming  up  Elizabeth 
Kiver  to  Norfolk.

Sir:  I  have  directed  the  steamer  Stars  and  Stripes,  just  from  the 
blockade  off  Wilmington,  to  proceed  to  Philadelphia  for  repairs.  I 
respectfully  suggest  that  an  official  examination  may  there  be  made  to 
ascertain  whether  or  not  it  will  be  practicable  and  proper  to  take  off 
her  upper  deck  and  give  her  a  better  battery. 

In  this  connection  I  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  the  fact  that  the  Octorara  and  (perhaps)  the  Monticello,  together 
with  the  gunboat  Penobscot,  are  the  only  vessels  of  any  strength  of  bat- 
tery off  Wilmington.    In  view  of  the  kind  and  number  of  vessels  which 
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the  rebels  are  reported  to  h;ive  obtained  abroad,  I  respectfully  and 
urgently  suggest  tlie  propriety  of  protecting  this  blockading  force  witli 
cue  or  two  efficient  men-of-war.

Sir:  I  have  respectfully  to  inform  you  tliat  on  Saturday,  at  4:30  a. 
m.,  the  Cth  instant,  the  enemy  attacked  this  town  and  gained  an 
entrance.  Went  to  quarters  immediately;  at  T)  a.  m.  received  volleys 
of  musketry  across  our  decks,  when  we  opened  lire  with  shell,  grape, 
and  solid  shot,  doing  great  execution,  killing  a  number  of  rebels  and 
finally  driving  them  back.  At  C:;?0  a.  m.  the  Louisiana  continued 
shelling,  throwing  over  the  town  and  among  the  retreating  enemy, 
killing  and  wounding  many.  At  8  a.  m.,  having  driven  them  from  tlie 
reach  of  our  guns,  ceased  firing  and  piped  down. 

During  the  action  the  army  gunboat  Fickct  blew  up,  killing  her  cap- 
tain and  eighteen  men.  The  remainder  of  the  crew  were  brought  on 
board  this  vessel  and  attended  by  Assistant  Surgeon  15radley.  It  gives 
me  pleasure  to  testify  to  the  handsome  manner  in  which  our  guns  were 
managed  by  Acting  Master  Hooker,  of  this  vessel.  The  crew  have 
received  my  thanks. 

Ammunition  expended,  viz:  01  8-pound  charges,  13  4i-])ound charges, 
2  1-pouiid  charges.    8-inch  shells :  18  5-second,  3 10-secoud,  2  15-secoud. 
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zine  blew  up,  undoubtedly  from  carelessness  or  accident,  tearing  the 
boat  to  pieces,  instantly  killing  Captain  [Sylvester  D.]  Nicoll,  the 
commander,  19  men,  and  wounding  C  others. 

The  gunboat  Louisiana,  Captain  Eenshaw,  U.  S.  Navy,  rendered 
most  efficient  aid,  throwing  her  shells  with  great  precision,  and  clearing 
the  streets,  through  which  her  guns  had  range. 

Our  whole  force  iu  the  fight  at  time  of  the  attack  consisted  of  4 
companies  of  infantry,  2  of  artillery,  and  5  of  cavalry,  and  was  con- 
siderably outnumbered  by  the  enemy. 

I  shall  leave  for  Washington  immediately,  to  take  such  measures  as 
may  be  necessary,  and  will  send  detailed  list  of  the  killed  and  wounded 
on  my  return.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  left  this  place  early  Sunday  morn- 
ing (7th  instant)  and  proceeded  up  the  Chowan  Kiver,  relieving  the

Shawsheen  a  sLort  distance  above  Oolerain,  opposite  the  encampment 
of  tbe  New  York  Mounted  Riiies,  Captain  [Walter  S.]  Poor.  The  next 
morning  soon  after  daylight  I  went  on  up  the  river.  On  approaching 
Eeddick's  Ferry,  at  the  mouth  of  Somerton  Creek,  I  discovered  a  lot  of 
boxes,  trunks,  and  a  sack  of  coffee.  On  landing  I  examined  the  boxes 
and  trunks  and  found  they  contained  a  large  quantity  of  writing  paper, 
steel  pens,  boots,  shoes,  black  sewing  silk,  dry  goods,  etc.  They  were 
owned  by  one  George  D.  Happer,  who  claims  residence  in  Norfolk,  Va. 
Admitted  that  he  bought  them  in  Norfolk  and  got  them  out  without  a 
pass;  took  them  to  the  southern  part  of  Norfolk  County,  thence  by 
boat  through  Dismal  Swamp  Canal  and  Gates  County  to  said  ferry. 
Said  he  was  taking  them  to  Weldon  via  Boykin's  Depot,  on  the  Sea- 
board and  Eoanoke  Railroad.  I  took  possession  of  them  and  now  have 
them  on  board.  There  are  in  all  13  boxes.  1  trunk,  and  1  sack  coffee. 
Leaving  the  ferry,  I  visited  the  battery  below  the  mouth  of  Blackwater 
which  I  destroyed  last  May.  I  found  no  one  there;  proceeded  down 
the  river  and  anchored  about  6  miles  below  the  ferry.  After  dark  I 
went  up  and  anchored  just  below  it,  and  kept  a  good  lookout  during 
the  night,  but  made  no  discoveries.  The  following  morning  (9th  instant) 
I  lauded  opposite  Eeddick's  with  three  ofiQcers  and  thirty  men,  taking 
the  Somerton  road,  in  order  to  capture  one  Albert  Cross,  who  lives 
about  1  mile  by  the  river  below  the  ferry,  having  good  information  that 
he  has  done  our  cause  much  injury  by  transporting  conscripts,  goods, 
etc.,  across  the  river,  and  was  thought  to  have  been  concerned  in  the 
capture  of  two  Union  men,  John  B.  Bracy  and  Eobert  Hayes,  who  were 
taken  on  the  night  of  the  2d  instant  by  rebel  soldiers.  I  left  orders  for 
the  Hunchback  to  go  down  to  Cross's  house  fifteen  minutes  after  I  had 
started.  Marching  by  the  road  about  2  miles,  we  came  in  the  rear  of 
the  house,  surrounded  it,  and  searched  the  premises.  Cross's  wife  said 
her  husband  and  son  had  left  on  Monday  morning  (8th  instant)  for 
Somerton.  During  the  search  I  ordered  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engi 
neer  John  Wall  to  take  six  men  and  go  a  short  distance  on  the  Somer- 
ton road  to  see  if  he  could  find  a  load  of  goods  which  I  had  information 
was  near  by.  He  had  been  gone  but  a  few  minutes  when  I  heard  five 
or  six  reports  of  firearms  followed  by  others.  I  immediately  went  with 
the  rest  of  the  men  to  his  support.  On  arriving  on  the  ground,  which 
was  a  thick  wood  with  dense  undergrowth,  I  learned  that  Mr.Wall  and 
one  of  the  men  were  badly  wounded.  I  ordered  the  men  to  take  to  the 
trees,  advance,  and  bring  off"  the  wounded.  We  kept  up  a  sharp  fire 
all  the  time.  Prom  the  nature  of  the  ground  I  deemed  it  best  to  fall 
back  and  ox)en  on  them  with  the  9-inch  guns  and  12-pounder  howitzer, 
which  I  did,  shelling  the  woods.  What  the  force  of  the  enemy  was  I 
am  unable  to  determine,  but  conclude  they  had  some  regular  troops,  as 
some  were  seen  in  uniform.  I  think  several  were  killed  or  wounded, 
as  they  were  seen  to  fall.  We  captured  the  rifle  and  ammunition  bag 
belonging  to  Cross,  as  his  name  was  upon  the  bag.  Having  no  medi- 
cal officer,  I  thought  it  best  to  come  here  without  delay,  where  I  arrived 
yesterday  at  5  p.  m.  Mr.  Wall  is  wounded  by  a  shot  in  left  wrist 
and  one  in  left  thigh,  1  think  not  dangerously.  Jacob  Holmes,  first- 
class  fireman,  wounded  by  buckshot  in  left  side  and  left  arm.  I  have 
information  that  a  great  many  goods  have  been  crossed  day  and  night 
at  that  ferry,  also  conscripts,  slaves,  and  horses.

Anchor  the  vessels  in  bow  and  quarter  line  so  as  to  have  guns  clear 
and  close,  so  as  to  prevent  Merrimack  from  running  or  drifting  by  at 
night  and  going  to  Washington  or  Baltimore. 

Choose  sufficiently  narrow  anchorage  for  this,  though  the  fighting 
sliould  be  done  where  there  is  sufficient  sea  room,  say  at  Newport 
News. 

Soon  as  practicable  buoy  out  the  4-fathom  line  around,  above,  and 
below  Newport  News. 

Show  no  lights  except  signal  lights  from  sunset  to  sunrise. 

Use  every  precaution  to  prevent  the  enemy's  low  vessels  from  run- 
ning the  blockade  of  James  River. 

Keep  steam  ready  to  move  and  work,  and  cable  ready  to  slip  at  a 
moment's  notice. 

Keep  battery  cast  loose,  guns  loaded  with  solid  shot  and  heavy 
charges,  and  provided  for  action  as  near  as  practicable  all  the  time. 

Keep  one  watch  on  deck  and  awake  from  p.  m.  to  a.  m.  twilight. 

Keep  a  steam  signal  guard  boat  at  a  suitable  distance  ahead  and 
underway  by  night  if  not  by  day. 

In  fighting  the  Merrimack,  drive  her  ashore  if  possible  by  ramming 
and  firing,  then  destroy  her.

SiE:  I  shall  order  the  Valley  City,  now  under  orders  for  the  blockade 
off  Wilmington  and  undergoing  some  slight  repairs  at  Fortress  Monroe, 
to  proceed  immediately  to  Yorktown  for  the  duty  indicated  in  your 
dispatch  of  tlie  11th  instant. 

Since  the  receipt  of  your  dispatch  of  the  10th  instant  I  propose 
to  defer  moving  this  ship  to  Newport  News.  I  think  the  naval  force 
should  be  concentrated  at  the  probable  point  of  uaval  attack,  at  which 
point  I  wish  to  be.  I  could  leave  the  ferryboat  ;8oM</i^eZd  ( whose  boiler 
is  now  and  will  be  for  six  weeks  under  repairs),  the  ferryboat  Morse, 
and  the  tug  Rescue  (with  two  light  pieces  on  board)  in  this  harbor. 

The  Galena  and  Monitor,  with  the  gunboats  Genesee  and  Mahaska, 
and  the  ferryboat  Commodore  Barney,  make  up  the  force  now  at  New- 
port News.  The  Galena  is  very  vulnerable  and  no  better,  perhaps, 
than  a  wooden  vessel.  The  Monitor  has  been  so  long  a  time  under  steam 
that  her  machinery  wants  repairing,  and  is  very  liable  to  derangement. 
The  New  Ironsides  would  make  this  situation,  ui)on  which  Washington 
depends  so  much,  secure  against  the  really  formidable  Merrimack. 

If  credit  can  be  placed  in  the  very  confident  reports  from  the  shore, 
the  Merrimack  will  come  forthwith. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Captain  Rodgers,  giving  his  views  of 
our  situation,  and  which  deserve  consideration.

Sir  :  In  accordance  with  your  request,  1  have  the  honor  to  submit 
my  opinions  in  regard  to  the  situation  of  our  affairs  on  James  liiver. 

It  is  known  that  the  rebels  are  building  a  vessel  called  the  Virginia, 
or  Merrimack  2d,  at  Kichmond,  to  be  iron-plated,  and,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  rebel  navy  officers,  as  far  as  we  can  learn  them,  to  be  very  formi- 
dable, in  which  they  will  avoid  such  defects  as  they  found  in  the 
Merrimack. 

She  will  draw,  we  hear,  12i  feet  water. 

Her  artillery  Is  to  be  four  rifles,  of  7f-inches  caliber. 

These  guns  are  so  arranged  as  to  be  used  three  at  once  on  either  side, 
or  at  either  end.  Our  100  pounder  Parrott  gun  has  a  caliber  of  0  inches. 
The  Virginia's  guns,  of  so  much  greater  diameter  of  bore,  will  scarcely 
throw  a  less  shot  than  the  6-iuch  Parrott.  The  rule  has  ever  been,  as 
far  as  I  know,  for  people  who  make  war  to  select,  as  far  as  they  can,  the 
place  for  fighting. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  look  for  examples  in  Greek,  lloman,  and  modern 
European  history.  Our  Indians  always,  if  possible,  select  their  battle 
grounds.  1  therefore  presume  the  rule  is  one  of  the  simplest  and 
earliest. 

The  best  place  for  the  Merrimack  to  fight  is  a  narrow  channel,  in  the 
middle  of  which  she  can  lie  and  use  three-fourths  of  her  entire  heavy 
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armament,  exposing  the  least  of  her  surface,  and  in  which  no  ram  can 
attack  lier,  except  by  runniiig  against  her  bow,  especially  designed  for 
such  encounters.  The  worst  place  for  us  is  a  narrow  channel,  ui  which, 
not  a  single  navy-built  war  vessel  being  able  to  fire  parallel  to  her  keel, 
we  must  of  necessity  place  ourselves  more  or  less  across  the  channel  to 
bring  our  battery  to  bear,  in  which  position  we  get  ashore  as  soon  as 
we  go  either  ahead  or  astern.  If  we  anchor  and  get  out  a  spring,  we 
expose  ourselves  to  the  bulk  of  Merrimack  2d,  and  much  surface  to  her 
shot. 

In  a  narrow  channel,  as  in  a  defile,  one  or  two  combatants  only  can 
take  part  at  once. 

To  lie  willingly,  therefore,  in  a  narrow  channel  while  expecting  an 
engagement  with  vessels  of  the  Merrimack's  peculiar  qualities,  would 
not  be  wise.  While  the  army  was  at  Harrison's  Landing  we  had  the 
river  flanks  of  the  army  to  cover,  and  then  we  had  no  free  choice,  but 
now  this  choice  is  offered.  The  peninsula  has  been  abandoned,  and 
some  other  line  to  iJichmond  will  be  taken  in  our  next  military 
approaches. 

The  navy  can  not  pass  Fort  Darling  because  the  obstructions  prevent 
them  from  doing  so;  they  can  not  reduce  Fort  Darling  on  account  of 
the  elevation,  and  because  the  channel,  scarcely  wider  than  the  vessel's 
length,  will  not  admit  of  employing  more  than  two  or  three  gunboats 
at  a  time  against  it.  Many  vessels  will  be  but  little  more  efficacious 
than  a  couple. 

The  best  place  for  us  to  fight  the  Merrimack  would  be  upon  the  ocean, 
where  she  would  beat  our  mercy;  the  best  place  in  James  Kiver  is  11'' 

where  its  channel  is  widest,  where  we  have  room  to  maneuver,  to  deploy 
our  gunboats,  and  to  use  them  in  a  combined  attack  without  any  dan- 
ger of  running  on  shore  and  where  there  will  be  space  to  move  freely 
without  mutual  collisions. 

In  studying  the  chart,  I  find  Newport  News  combines  more  ad  vantages 
to  us  than  any  other  point.  The  channel  is  more  than  a  mile  wide ;  it 
is  within  the  influence  of  the  sea  breeze  and  free  from  the  malaria  said  l^^iiiii 

to  be  in  the  autumn  so  dangerous  on  James  River.  It  is  within  easy 
reach  of  our  communications,  without  involving  the  necessity  of  a  large 
force  simply  to  keep  the  river  open. 

We  have  no  use  for  the  river  if  the  army  does  not  approach  Eichmond 
along  the  river;  the  army  has  no  use  for  it.  When  the  city  falls,  the 
batteries  lying  between  Norfolk  and  Richmond  will  fall  of  themselves. 
\\'hen  the  main  army  has  been  defeated,  no  fragment  of  it  can  hold  I'l; 

earthworks  which  can  be  attacked  at  once  by  land  and  water. 

In  regard  to  reconnoissances  up  the  river,  simply  going  to  look  wir 
not  prevent  the  erection  of  batteries.  The  probability  is  that  such 
will,  if  made,  be  built  behind  screens  of  trees;  but  suppose  that  they 
are  built  in  plain  sight,  and  that  the  laborers  retire  upon  the  approach 
of  the  gunboats,  firing  can  do  little  harm.  The  vessel  fires  as  much  as 
the  captain  thinks  proper,  and  then  retires.  A  few  spades  of  earth 
will  repair  the  damage;  the  earthwork  being  finished,  the  guns,  kept 
some  2  miles  in  the  rear,  can  be  brought  up  and  put  in  a  state  of  effi- 
ciency in  a  few  hours. 

I  see  no  great  use  in  a  reconnoissance,  therefore;  but  if  the  Merri- 
mack 2d  should  conceal  herself  in  the  Chickahominy,  or  even  lie  against 
the  bank  and  cover  herself  with  a  screen  of  green  boughs,  she  would 
be  apt  to  escape  detection.  If,  after  our  gunboats  had  gone  by,  she 
should  follow  them  to  some  narrow  place,  where  she  could  not  be  passed 
except  after  capture,  our  gunboats  would  probably  be  lost  to  us.    The 
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recounoissauce  is  therefore  dangerous,  and,  as  far  as  I  see,  of  no  utility; 
it  involves  a  useless  consumption  of  coal,  it  is  evident  tliat  .should 
the  Alerrimacl;  contrary  to  our  expectations,  be  able  to  pass  onr  gun- 
boats here,  Washington  and  Baltimore  would  be  at  her  mercy. 

We  have  nothing  stronger  than  the  Monitor  and  Galena  to  oppose 
her.  Many  people  think  she  will  not  dare  to  make  the  attack.  I  pre- 
sume that,  when  ready,  she  will  make  it.  She  has  no  other  use.  If 
destroyed,  the  enemy  loses  nothing  necessary  to  his  defense,  and  if, 
against  probability,  she  should  succeed,  then  Washington,  Baltimore, 
and  Norfolk  would  reward  her  success. 

I  do  not  anticipate  anything  but  defeat  for  her.  If,  however,  the 
Monitor  should  run  aground,  or  meet  with  an  accident  to  her  machinery, 
the  probability  of  our  success  Avould  be  reduced  below  a  prudent 
preponderance. 

Any  fight  here  with  the  rebels  must  be  a  Voutrance.    The  navy  can 
not  afford  to  let  her  pass  while  a  single  vessel  remains  afloat.

Report  of  Acting  Rear -Admiral  Lee,  U.  iS.  Navy,  giving  information 
regarding  Confederate  vcsisels  and  the  capahilities  of  the  force  -under  his 
command. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Norfolk,  V(t.,  September  13,  1863. 

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  a  sketch*  of  the  Merri- 
mack 3d,  drawn  Irom  data  got  of  Mr.  iiurroughs,  who  built  her  hull 
here.  She  appears  to  be  a  formidable  vessel,  and  is  said  to  have  speed, 
and  a  ram  calculated  to  i  each  the  Mvnitor''s  bottom.  Her  sides  are  so 
constructed  as  to  resist  ramming  by  ordinary  vessels,  and  to  injure 
them  in  making  the  attempt.  She  is  strong  in  construction,  in  timber, 
and  in  armor.  Besides  the  Merrimack  3d  iind  the  Yorktown  (which  is 
said  to  be  partially  iron-plated),  the  enemy  has  four  steam  tugs,  taken 
from  here,  each  mounting  a  100  pounder  rifle  gun,  taking  the  Teaser  as 
a  sample.  We  know  not  what  other  force  they  liave  prepared  at  and 
near  liichmond. 

Our  force,  with  its  capabilities,  is  as  follows: 

The  Minnesota  is  large,  draws  23.i  feet  of  water,  and  is  difficult  to 
handle  in  these  narrow  limits  of  good  water  for  her.  As  she  floats  her 
battery  high,  a  low  built  ironclad  of  speed  may  keep  close  alongside 
and  deliver  a  destructive  tire,  whilst  our  guns  can  not  be  depressed 
to  reach  such  an  assailant.  At  distant  tiring,  projectiles  would  be 
effectual  against  this  large  wooden  vessel,  whilst  our  tiring  would  be 
ineffectual  against  an  ironclad.  It  is  at  near  range,  suiting  the  utmost 
depression  of  our  guns,  that  the  weight  of  our  broadside  discharge 
would  tell  against  inclined  armor.  The  Minnesota  has  no  stem  guns, 
nor  is  she  titted  to  carry  them.  She  needs  some  heavy  rifle  guns,  at 
least  for  the  bow  and  stern,  to  throw  steel-pointed  shot  capable  of 
entering  inclined  armor,

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The  Galena  (ironclad)  is  not  strong  and  is  very  vulnerable. 

The  Monitor  is  slow  and  might  not  be  able  to  keep  in  the  fight;  she 
is  so  low  in  the  water,  especially  aft,  that  1  think  she  might  be  run 
upon  and  sunk;  she  has  been  a  long  time  under  steam,  and,  whilst  kept 
so,  can  not  receive  the  repairs  she  needs,  the  want  of  which  might  sud- 
denly cause  her  to  be  disabled.  Should  she  happen  to  get  ashore  on  a 
fiilling  tide  and  where  there  should  be  some  sea,  owing  to  her  heavy 
upper  and  comparatively  light  under  works,  the  casualty  might  be  fatal 
to  her. 

And  yet  the  main  reliance  in  a  fight  with  the  Merrimack  2d  would 
be  in  tliese  two  ironclads,  if  the  Minnesota's  broadsides  could  not  reach 
the  enemy  at  the  right  distance. 

The  Genesee  and  Mahaska  are  double-end  wooden  gunboats.  Their 
guns  would  be  serviceable  in  the  fight,  but  they  themselves  could  not 
ram  the  Merrimack,  owing  to  the  construction  of  her  sides.  They  and 
the  Barney  (ferryboat)  could  attend  to  the  MerrimacVs  consorts. 

Where  so  much  is  at  stake,  the  public  interests  here,  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  the  seat  of  Government  at  Washington,  it  is  proper  to  pro- 
vide a  sufiticient  force  to  secure  success  without  doubt.  I  respectfully 
submit,  therefore,  that  the  New  Ironsides,  recently  here  and  now  at 
Philadelphia  taking  in  her  masts,  which  are  not  needed  for  this  service, 
should  be  immediately  sent  here  and  kept  until  the  Merrimack  2d  is 
disposed  of.

S.  Navy,  restricting  all 
traffic  in  the  blockaded  region. 

Navy  Department,  September  18, 1862. 

Sir:  Your  No.  25  has  been  received.  You  will  allow  no  vessel  to 
import  or  export  merchandise  into  Norfolk,  Elizabeth  lliver,  or  any 
l)ort  of  the  country  blockaded.  Beaufort,  in  North  Carolina,  is  the 
only  port  open  for  general  traftic  within  the  limits  of  the  North  Atlantic 
S(iuadrou,  and  you  will  not  regard  what  are  called  "permits"  from  any 
officer  except  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  War,  or  Navy  as  author- 
izing the  ingress  or  egress  of  any  vessel  in  violation  of  the  blockade. 

The  schooner  I'erry,  loaded  with  merchandise  for  Baltimore,  can  not 
be  permitted  to  depart.  There  must  be  no  favoritism  or  license  for 
trade  given  to  any  one  or  more  of  our  own  countrymen  to  trafQc  within 
the  blockaded  region,  or  to  import  or  export  merchandise.  That  would 
be  justly  considered  as  evasion  of  the  blockade  and  in  bad  faith.  No 
officer  of  the  Army  or  Navy  is  authorized  to  grant  permits,  and  you 
will  seize  all  vessels  that  are  engaged  in  illegal  traffic. 
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Such  vessels  as,  uuder  the  authority  of  the  War  or  Navy  Department, 
may  be  ergaged  to  carry  supplies  to  the  Army  or  Navy  will  take  no 
return  cargo.  The  blockade  is  intended  to  interdict  all  trade  whatever 
with  the  country  blockaded  during  its  continuance,  and  should  be 
rigidly  enforced. 

The  permit  of  the  provost-marshal  is  of  no  authority  whatever,  and 
you  will  not  regard  it.

Proclamatioii  of  the  Presideat  of  the  TTnited  States  relaxing  the  blockade  of  the  ports  of 
Beaufort,  Foit  Boyal,  and  New  Orleans. 

May  12, 1862. 

Whereas,  by  my  proclamation  of  the  19th  of  April,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty -one,  it  was  declared  that  the  ports  of  certain 
States,  including  those  of  Beaufort,  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
Port  lioyal,  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  and  New  Orleans,  in  tlie 
State  of  Louisiana,  were,  for  reasons  therein  set  forth,  intended  to  be 
placed  under  blockade;  and  whereas  the  said  ports  of  Beaufort,  Port 
Eoyal,  and  New  Orleans  have  since  been  blockaded;  but  as  the  block- 
ade of  the  same  ports  may  now  be  safely  relaxed  with  advantage  to  the 
interests  of  commerce : 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  that  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of 
the  United  States,  pursuant  to  the  authority  in  me  vested  by  the  fifth 
section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  on  the  13th  of  July  last, 
entitled  "An  act  further  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  duties  on 
imports,  and  for  other  purposes,"  do  hereby  declare  that  the  blockade 
of  the  said  ports  of  Beaufort,  Port  Royal,  and  New  Orleans  shall  so  far 
cease  and  determine,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  June  next,  that 
commercial  intercourse  with  those  ports,  except  as  to  persons,  things, 
and  information  contraband  of  war,  may  from  that  time  be  carried  on, 
subject  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  to  the  limitations  and  in 
pursuance  of  the  regulations  which  are  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  in  his  order  of  this  date,  which  is  appended  to  this 
proclamation. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the 
seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  aftixed.

Regulations  relating  to  trade  unth  ports  opened  hy  proclamation. 

Treasury  Department,  May  12, 1862. 
1.  To  vessels  clearing  from  foreign  ports  and  destined  to  ports  opened 
by  the  proclamation  of  the  Tresidcnt  of  the  United  States  of  this  date, 
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namely,  Beaufort,  in  North  Oaroliua,  Port  Koyal,  in  South  Oaroliua, 
and  New  Orleans,  in  Louisiana,  licenses  will  be  granted  by  consuls  of 
the  United  States  upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  vessel  so  licensed 
will  convey  no  persons,  property,  or  information  coutraband  of  war 
either  to  or  from  the  said  ports,  which  license  shall  be  exhibited  to  the 
collector  of  the  port  to  which  said  vessels  may  be  respectively  bound, 
immediately  on  arrival,  and,  if  required,  to  any  officer  in  charge  of  the 
blockade;  and  on  leaving  either  of  said  ports  every  vessel  will  be 
required  to  have  a  clearance  from  the  collector  of  the  customs,  accord- 
ing to  law,  showing  no  violation  of  the  couditions  of  the  license.  Any 
violation  of  said  conditions  will  involve  the  forfeiture  and  condemna- 
tion of  the  vessel  and  cargo,  and  the  exclusion  of  all  parties  concerned 
from  any  further  privilege  of  entering  the  United  States  during  the 
war  for  any  purpose  whatever. 

2.  To  vessels  of  the  United  States  clearing  coastwise  for  the  ports 
aforesaid  licenses  can  only  be  obtained  from  the  Treasury  Department. 

3.  In  all  other  respects  the  existing  blockade  remains  in  full  force 
and  effect  as  hitherto  established  and  maintained,  nor  is  it  relaxed  by 
the  proclamation  except  in  regard  to  the  ports  to  which  the  relaxation 
is  by  that  iustrument  expressly  applied.

the  restriction  of  traffic.

General:  The  president  of  the  Norfolk  Gas  Company  recently 
applied  to  me,  through  (ileneral  Viele,  to  send  a  quantity  of  shingles 
to  the  North.  This  application  was  promptly  referred  to  the  Navy 
Department,  and  in  reply  I  am  instructed  that  "no  traffic  in  shingles, 
cotton,  tobacco,  or  other  articles  can  be  perndtted  in  the  region 
blockaded."

S.  Navy,  to  Uajor-Oeneral  Dix,  V.  S.  Army,  regarding 
the  provision  of  official  certificates  to  army  transports. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Norfolk,  Va.,  September  18,  1862. 
Sir:  The  instructions  from  the  Navy  Department,  of  which  I  in- 
formed you  to-day,  make  it  necessary  that  1  immediately  direct  the 
naval  vessels  on  guard  duty  not  to  allow  any  steamer  or  sailing  vessel 
to  pass  in  or  out  of  this  harbor  and  these  waters  unless  she  is  in  the 
service  of  the  Array  or  Navy,  and  has  nothing  on  board  except  the 
United  States  mail  or  United  States  troops,  public  property,  viz,  army 
or  navy  stores  and  supplies.  In  respect  to  all  army  transports  I 
respectfully  request  that  you  will  cause  each  to  be  supplied  with  an 
ofQcial  certificate,  stating  the  name  of  the  transport,  that  she  is  in  the 
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service  of  the  Army,  and  that  she  has  nothing  on  board  for  traflSc. 
Such  a  certificate  should  be  left  with  the  officer  of  the  navy  guard  ves- 
sel by  every  steamer  or  vessel  passing  either  way. 

I  further  request  to  be  informed  of  the  name  and  ofiicial  position  of 
the  ofBcer  at  Norfolk  and  at  Fortress  Monroe  whon»  you  may  authorize 
to  issue  these  certificates.  All  vessels  without  such  a  certificate  will 
be  liable  to  detention. 

Whilst  I  desire  to  carry  out  my  instructions  with  fidelity,  I  need  not 
assure  you  of  my  furtlier  wish  to  do  so  in  accordance  with  your  ofiicial 
convenience.

Admiral  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  two 
communications  of  the  ISth  instant. 

I  have  directed  the  provost-marshal.  Captain  William  E.  Blake,  to 
give  the  certificates  you  require.  I  shall,  however,  call  the  attention  of 
the  Government  to  the  instructions  you  have  received  from  the  Navy 
Department,  and  ask  that  some  action  may  be  had  on  my  communica- 
tion of  the  4th  instant  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  of  which  I  enclose  a 
copy. 

You  may  be  assured  that  until  some  proper  system  of  intercourse 
with  Norfolk  is  established,  so  that  the  people  may  receive  what  they 
need  for  their  subsistence  and  comfort,  I  shall  interpose  no  obstacle  to 
the  execution  of  those  instructions,  but,  on  the  contrary,  shall  do  all  in 
my  power  to  aid  you  in  carrying  them  out.

Sir:  Immediately  after  I  was  placed  in  command  of  the  troops  at 
this  post  and  in  the  vicinity  1  called  the  attention  of  the  Government  to 
the  destitute  condition  of  the  20,000  people  of  Norfolk,  arising  from  the 
interruption  of  their  commercial  intercourse  while  the  rebels  were  in 
possession  of  the  city,  and  tlie  systein  of  exclusion  which  was  adopted 
after  it  was  captured  by  us  and  which  I  found  in  force.  I  recommended 
a  total  change  of  regimen  on  grounds  of  liumanity  as  well  as  policy.  I 
thought  it  due  to  ourselves  as  generous  conquerors  to  put  an  end  to 
the  restrictions  which,  under  the  insurgents,  were  a  matter  of  constraint, 
but  which  we  continued  iis  a  matter  of  choice,  iind  to  afford  a  free 
ingress  to  the  necessaries  and  comforts  of  life,  of  which  the  inhabitants 
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were  in  extreme  need.  My  recommendations  were  adopted  only  to  a 
limited  extent.  Eight  vessels  were  permitted  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  to  proceed  therewith  cargoes.  Nearly  three  months  have 
elapsed  and  the  people  are  even  more  destitute  than  they  were  when 
they  came  under  our  dominion.  The  suspension  of  business  to  a  great 
extent  necessarily  compels  them  to  live  on  what  they  have  saved 
instead  of  their  daily  earnings,  which  are  for  the  most  part  cut  off; 
and  they  are  constantly  becoming,  by  the  consumption  of  their  savings, 
less  able  to  pay  high  prices.  Besides,  the  uonintercourse  we  are  kee])- 
ing  up  has,  by  excluding  supplies,  rendered  the  city  entirely  destitute 
of  many  of  the  essential  articles  of  subsistence.  They  are  not  to  be  had 
at  any  price.  This  infliction,  and  it  is  a  serious  one,  falls  ou  the  loyal 
as  well  as  the  disloyal,  and  it  is  certainly  not  calculated  to  add  to  the 
number  of  our  friends  or  diminish  the  number  of  our  enemies.  I 
advised  a  liberal  treatment  for  all,  punishing  where  any  open  hostility 
to  the  Government  was  shown. 

1  do  not  understand  that  this  view  of  the  subject  was  disapproved  by 
the  Government,  but  from  a  communication  recently  received  from  the 
Treasury  Department  a  difficulty  is  supposed  to  exist  in  the  fact  that 
Norfolk  is  "  within  the  section  of  the  country  all'ected  by  the  blockade." 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  since  the  capture  and  occui^ation  of 
Norfolk  by  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States  the  principles  of 
public  law  applicable  to  blockaded  ports  are  no  longer  in  force  there. 
It  is  not  a  case  of  complete  conquest,  in  which  we  must  look  to  our 
constitution  and  laws  for  the  authority  which  we  exercise,  but  is  a  case 
in  which  the  place  is  held  by  the  right  of  military  occupation,  in  which 
we  are  exercising  the  powers  given  by  the  laws  of  war,  and  in  which 
we  may  further  accord  to  the  inhabitants  privileges  not  strictly  con- 
ferred by  those  laws.  Eear- Admiral  Goldsborough,  who  lies  in  the 
harbor  in  the  Minnesota,  is  not  there  to  enforce  the  blockade,  but  to 
enforce  the  military  occupation. 

That  this  is  the  view  taken  by  the  Government  I  can  not  doubt,  for 
certainly  the  right  to  grant  the  permits  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  to  introduce  eight  cargoes  of  merchandise  for  general  traffic 
is  not  to  be  found  in  the  laws  of  blockade,  which  imply  a  naval  force 
on  the  part  of  one  belligerent  and  a  closed  port  on  the  part  of  another. 

I  do  not  overlook  the  fact  that  Norfolk  is  a  recovered  possession  and 
that  we  hold  it  theoretically  to  be  now  and  always  to  have  been  a  part 
of  the  United  States.  But  we  do  not  act  on  this  assumption,  for  if  we 
did  we  should  extend  our  civil  jurisdiction  over  it  and  set  in  motion  the 
customary  machinery  of  administration.  On  the  contrary,  we  govern 
it  by  military  force  and  treat  it  for  all  practical  purposes  as  a  conquest. 
Under  the  rule  of  military  occupation  therefore,  we  may,  without  being 
questioned  by  neutrals,  admit  any  intercourse  with  our  own  citizens  or 
any  portion  of  them  essential  to  the  maintenance  of  our  authority  or 
to  the  preservation  and  comfortable  support  of  those  whom  we  have 
subjected  by  our  i)ower.  It  is  on  this  priucijile,  I  supjmse,  that  the  lim- 
ited right  to  trade  has  been  conferred  in  a  few  instances  on  particular 
individuals. 

1  beg  leave  further  to  suggest  whether  permits  of  this  description, 
granted  to  afford  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  or  districts  thus  sub- 
jected and  held  by  force  the  means  of  subsistence,  should  not  be  given 
by  the  military  commander;  whether  they  can  with  propriety  come 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who  is  at  the  head  of  a  civil  Depart- 
ment, and  wliose  functions  in  respect  to  revenue  and  commerce  are 
wholly  inapplicable  to  conquered  territories  governed  by  the  laws  of 
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war.     It  seems  to  me  that  the  other  function  is  incident  to  the  right  of 
military  occupation  and  not  to  be  defended  on  any  other  ground. 

Should  this  view  of  the  subject  be  concurred  in,  I  respectfully  request 
that  I  may  be  authorized  to  grant  permits  to  vessels  to  go  to  Norfolk 
with  such  supplies  as  I  deem  indispensable  to  save  the  inhabitants 
from  sufi'ering  by  hunger  and  cold,  and  that  Resir- Admiral  Goldsbor- 
ough  be  directed  to  respect  the  permits  thus  granted  by  me. 

In  regard  to  the  justice  of  this  measure,  there  are  considerations, 
already  brieily  alluded  to,  which  address  themselves  to  us  with  great 
force.  The  people  of  Norfolk  are  cut  off  by  our  occu])atioii  of  the 
place  from  their  former  sources  of  supplies.  We  have  surrounded 
them  by  a  chain  of  sentinels  and  have  interdicted  trade  with  the  insur- 
gent States,  from  which  they  could  always  draw  at  some  price  the  nec- 
essaries they  needed.  They  are  in  worse  condition  in  this  respect  now 
than  they  were  under  the  (Jonfederates.  And  it  is  submitted  whether 
on  every  principle  of  justice  to  them  and  to  ourselves  we  should  not 
allow  them  the  privilege  of  obtaining  what  they  need  from  the  loyal 
l)ortious  of  the  Union.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  are  bound  to  do  this, 
or  to  let  them  pass  through  our  lines  into  the  insurgent  States. 

The  enclosed  letter  from  Brigadier-General  Viele,  the  military  gov- 
ernor of  Xorfolk,  states  the  case  with  great  brevity  and  force,  and  I 
commend  it  to  the  attention  of  the  Government.

General  :  There  are  two  questions  connected  with  the  administra- 
tion of  affairs  in  this  city  and  Portsmouth  which  are  becoming  a  source 
of  embarrassment  to  me.  The  one  is  the  procurement  of  supplies  for 
those  who  have  the  means  and  the  other  the  sui)plying  of  those  who 
have  not  the  means. 

We  are,  in  point  of  fact,  holding  here  in  custody  about  20,000  people. 
We  must  either  let  them  feed  themselves  or  we  must  feed  them. 

The  opening  of  the  port  for  a  restricted  trade  seems  to  me  to  be  a 
measure  of  necessity  to  save  the  Government  from  great  annoyance. 

Food  must  be  allowed  to  come  in  or  the  people  will  starve.  If  food 
is  allowed  to  come  in  the  products  of  the  surrounding  country  must  be 
allowed  to  go  out  to  pay  for  it.  Agaiu :  There  is  a  large  class  of  per- 
sons here  who  have  no  means  to  purchase  food  if  it  were  here.  These 
are  mostly  willing  to  go  away  to  the  neighboring  counties  and  to  North 
Carolina  if  allowed  to  do  so.  They  are  helpless  women  and  children, 
who  are  begging  daily  at  my  headquarters  for  food.  Those  who  are 
too  poor  to  go,  or  who  have  uo  friends,  may  be  supported  by  levying 
contributions  upon  those  who  have  the  means. 

I  have  always  considered  that  the  only  point  to  be  attained  here  was 
perfect  tranquillity;  this  has  been  secured  so  far.     In  order  to  continue 
it,  the  steps  I  have  referred  to  appear  to  be  necessary.

Admiral:  I  have  sent  the  i)a.sses  desifjned  for  Norfolk  to  Captain 
J.  H.  Liebeuau,  piovost-marsliai,  who  will  si};u  tliein  for  vessels  coming 
from  tliat  port.    Captain  Blake  will  sign  passes  for  vessels  going  from 
this  post. 

The  mail  and  transport  vessels  are  subject  to  a  strict  examination, 
and  nothing  is  permitted  to  go  in  them  except  supplies  for  the  Array  or 
articles  belonging  to  individuals  not  designed  for  traffic.  An  account 
of  everything  carried  in  these  vessels  is  ke])t  by  the  captain  of  the  port. 
By  these  precautions  tliere  can  be  no  traffic  with  Norfolk,  except  such 
as  is  carried  on  under  the  regulations  which  1  sent  to  you.

Sir  :  1  beg  leave  to  refer  the  matter  embraced  in  the  enclosed  copies 
of  correspondence  between  General  Dix  and  myself  for  the  considera- 
tion and  decision  of  tbe  Department.  The  schooner  Marhlehead  waits 
to  take  out  a  cargo  of  mercliandise.  General  Dix  seems  to  think  that 
Mr.  Chase's  letter  allows  this,  and  any  amount  of  trade  the  military 
authorities  may  approve  in  clearing  vessels.

Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  copy  of  the  notice  you 
sent  me. 

I  also  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
in  regard  to  a  vessel  detained  at  Norfolk.  You  will  observe  that  the 
right  of  the  mihtary  commander  to  clear  a  vessel  from  a  blockaded 
port,  the  vessel  having  arrived  there  under  a  proper  clearance,  is  dis- 
tinctly admitted.  This  will  relieve  the  question  of  supjdies  for  Norfolk 
of  a  good  deal  of  difficulty.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  has  granted 
a  permit  for  a  very  large  (luaiitity  of  necessaries — among  other  items 
2,000  tons  of  coal.  The  inhabitants  have  no  money,  or  at  least  none 
which  the  importers  will  take.  They  must  therefore  ])ay  in  the  prod- 
ucts of  their  labor — tobacco,  shingles,  sweet  potatoes,  etc.  Under  the 
decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  they  may  do  so,  and  I  trust, 
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as  the  right  to  regulate  commerce  resides  iu  the  Treasury  Dei)artment, 
that  you  will  uot  consider  your  instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  as  coutiicting  with  this  decision.  This  rule  has  always  been  rec- 
ognized heretofore.  On  the  return  of  a  vessel  entering  Norfolk  under 
the  authority  of  the  Treasury  Department  witli  mercliandise,  I  have 
authorized  her  to  be  cleared,  with  a  cargo  ot  agricultural  products,  to 
any  i)ort  of  entry  in  a  loyal  State.  Were  it  otherwise  the  permit  to 
carry  necessaries  there  would  be  a  mockery.  The  case  of  tlie  Mnrhle- 
hciid  is  precisely  in  point,  for  she  was  regularly  cleared  for  Norfolk  and 
is  laden  with  staves  and  headings  for  a  return  cargo.  The  Secretary, 
you  will  notice,  does  not  decide  her  case  as  a  special  one,  but  states  the 
rule  which  covers  it. 

The  Delaware,  which  has  taken  the  place  of  the  Morse,  is  precisely 
what  we  want.  With  the  West  End,  a  heavy  tug  whicii  I  have  armed, 
we  shall  have  an  etticieut  river  defense.  1  do  not  know  what  instruc- 
tions you  have  given  the  commander  of  the  Delaware,  and  1  will  be 
much  obliged  to  you  if  you  will  request  him  to  act,  in  conjunction  with 
the  ]y<st  End,  under  the  directions  of  Major-General  Peck,  who  will  be 
advised  of  all  exigencies  as  they  arise  and  know  how  to  meet  them.

Sir:  I  have  received  your  letter*  of  this  date  respecting  the  deten- 
tion of  the  schooner  Marhlehead. 

All  jiermits  for  vessels  to  proceed  to  any  of  the  blockaded  ports  are 
issued  by  this  Department,  upon  the  authority  of  the  War  or  Navy 
Department,  and  no  collector  of  the  customs  is  authorized  to  clear  a 
vessel  to  any  such  port,  unless  he  is  specially  instructed  to  do  so  by 
this  De{)artment,  under  the  above  authority. 

When  a  vessel  has  been  thus  cleared  and  arrives  at  a  blockaded 
port,  her  clearance  from  that  port  is  entirely  within  the  discretion  of 
the  military  authorities  in  command  at  such  i)oint,  and  tliis  Depart- 
ment has  no  jurisdiction  in  regard  to  such  clearances.  When  such 
clearances  have  been  granted,  however,  by  the  military  authorities, 
such  clearance  will  be  respected  by  the  custom-house  officers  on  the 
arrival  of  the  vessel,  and  they  have  been  so  instructed.

Your  decision  in  the  matter  is  correct  and  in  conformity  with  instruc- 
tions and  the  war  rule  of  the  blockade.    There  must  be  no  trafdc,  no 
return  cargo.    Supplies  may  be  conveyed  to  the  troops,  but  not  to  the 
people  of  Norfolk  and  Virginia.

General  Six,  regarding  a  conflict  of  authority  relative  to  the  clearance  of  merchant 
vessels. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  October  9,  1862. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  on  the  Gth  instant  the  schooner 
'William  Penn,  of  Beverly,  Mass.,  with  a  cargo  of  G  bales  canvas,  10 
bales  old  rope,  1  barrel  brass,  78  ])ackages  tobacco,  and  33,870  staves, 
was  stopped  by  the  guard  vessel  at  Norfolk,  and  is  still  detained.  She 
was  cleared  by  order  of  Brigadier-General  Viele  on  account  of  Messrs. 
Clarke  &  Woodward,  of  Boston,  Mass.  I  await  the  instructions  of  the 
Department  in  this  case. 

In  this  connection  I  beg  leave  to  inform  the  Department  that  imme- 
diately upon  the  receipt  of  its  instructions  to  me  of  the  4th  instant,  in 
answer  to  my  No.  55, 1  communicated  the  substance  of  them  to  General 
Dix,  in  a  letter  (October  G),  of  which  the  enclosed  is  a  copy  (A).  On  the 
same  day  the  general  replied  to  me  (see  B,  enclosed)  that  the  vessel 
concerning  which  I  had  asked  for  and  received  the  above-mentioned 
instructions  had  been  permitted  to  leave  Norfolk  with  a  cargo,  "under 
a  permit  and  under  a  rule  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury," 
the  "  permit"  being  from  General  Yiele's  headquarters  and  the  "rule" 
ascertained  or  constructed  by  General  Dix  from  Secretary  Chase's  let- 
ter of  the  27th  ultimo  to  Mr.  Cutting,  which,  as  you  have  instructed

me,  justified  uo  such  rule  as  that  the  Array  may  clear  from  here  with 
cargoes  of  merchandise  vessels  which  brought  army  sujjplies.  There 
seems  to  be  a  great  disposition  to  carry  on  trade  here  under  army 
facilities. 

I  would  respectfully  ask  if  the  letter  I  addressed  yesterday  to  Gen- 
eral Dix,  a  copy  of  which  (C)  is  enclosed,  meets  the  case  properly  and 
obtains  the  approbation  of  the  Department.

Admiral  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receii)t  of  youx 
communication  of  this  date,  and  to  say  in  rc])ly  that  I  shall  do  all  in 
my  power  hereafter,  as  1  have  heretofore,  to  aid  you  in  preventing  any 
commercial  intercourse  with  Norfolk  except  such  as  is  permitted  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  under  special  permit,  granted  in  con- 
formity to  the  printed  regulations  concerning  internal  and  coastwise 
intercourse,  of  which  I  sent  you  a  co])y.  1  have  not,  since  I  received 
those  regulations,  granted  permission  to  any  vessel  or  any  merchandise 
to  leave  this  post  for  Norfolk,  except  in  compliance  with  tliem.  The 
terms  of  the  instructious  granted  by  you  as  having  been  received  from 
the  Navy  Department  are  so  broad  that  I  desire,  in  order  to  under- 
stand the  interpretation  you  put  on  them,  to  make  a  few  en(|uiries  for 
my  own  guidance.  They  state  that  "supplies  may  be  conveyed  to  the 
troops,  but  not  to  the  people  of  Norfolk."    Do  you  understand  this 
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declaration  to  include  supplies  of  merchandise  cleared  for  Norfolk 
under  the  regulations  referred  to,  and  intended  for  the  people,  and  not 
for  the  troops?  The  instructions  also  declare  that  "there  must  be  no 
traffic,  nor  return  cargo."  Do  you  understand  that  you  are  to  prevent 
the  traffic  carried  on  under  special  permits  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  and  m  conformity  to  the  regulations? 

Tlie  Marblehead  was  allowed  to  return  from  Norfolk  with  a  cargo, 
under  a  permit  and  under  a  rule  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury.  If  another  vessel  with  a  "return  cargo"  should,  under  this 
rule,  be  cleared  for  a  Northern  port  by  a  permit  from  tiie  commander  of 
the  military  department,  would  you  consider  it  your  duty  to  stop  her 
under  your  instructions  from  the  Navy  Department?  If  under  your 
instructions  "no  traffic"  is  allowed,  what  "trade  in  or  shipment  of 
cotton  (ir  other  merchandise  conducted  in  pursuance  of  such  regula- 
tions" are  referred  to  and  authorized  by  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  page  8  of  the  pamphlet  edition  of  the  regulations.  A  gen- 
tleman has  exhibited  to  me  a  permit  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
on  the  certificiite  and  request  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  carry  a  large 
quantity  of  supplies  to  the  people  of  Norfolk.  Among  other  items  are 
2,000  tons  of  coal,  of  which  only  160  tons  have  been  delivered.  Do 
you  consider  your  instructions  as  requiring  you  to  stop  the  remaining 
1,840  tons  of  coal,  and  the  other  supplies  enumerated  in  the  permit?  I 
make  these  enquiries  not  only  because  I  desire  to  understand  your  own 
views  distinctly,  but  because  the  instructions  you  have  received,  if 
taken  literally,  seem  to  me  to  be  inconsistent  and  in  contiict  with  the 
regulations  which  both  the  War  and  Navy  Departments  have  sanc- 
tioned. In  a  word,  I  do  not  see  how  any  traflBc  should  be  provided  for 
and  regulated  if  "  no  traffic"  is  allowed.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt,  yesterday, 
of  your  communication  dated  the  Gth  instant.  I  see  no  difficulty  in 
executing  my  instructions  from  the  Navy  Department  (the  substance 
of  which  I  communicated  to  you  under  date  of  September  18  and  2.'5, 
and  October  6,  in  connection  with  the  printed  regulations  to  which  you 
refer).  Permits  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  will  be  respected, 
but  not,  given  by  any  other  officers.  No  vessel  will  be  allowed  to  pass 
the  guard  vessel  with  merchandise  until  her  permit  and  manifest  have 
been  examined  by  me,  or,  in  my  absence,  by  the  senior  officer,  and 
found  to  be  duly  authorized.  A  vessel  attempting  to  pass  under  an 
unauthorized  permit  will  be  seized  and  the  facts  reported  to  the  Navy 
Department.  Vessels  with  army  supplies  will  be  passed,  under  a  cer- 
tificate from  headquarters  that  they  contain  only  army  supplies  and 
no  merchandise.  Tliis  certificate  to  be  left  with  the  guard  vessel.  In 
either  case  the  paper  justifying  admis-^ioii  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
Navy  Department.     By  my  communication  of  October  G  you  were 
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informed  that  the  Navy  Depaitment,  after  seeing  a  copy  of  your  letter 
of  October  1,  and  of  its  enclosed  coj)y  of  Secretary  Chase's  letter  of 
September  27  to  Mr.  E.  H.  Gutting,  decided  that  the  Marblehead  was 
not  authorized  to  take  a  return  cargo.  The  report  made  to  me  from 
the  guard  vessel  was,  that  the  Marblehead  ])assed  out  in  ballast.  I  am 
now  surprised  to  learn  from  you  that  she  was  allowed  to  return  from 
Norfolk  with  a  cargo  under  a  permit  and  under  a  rule  prescribed  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  I  know  not  who  gave  such  a  iiermit; 
neither  it  nor  a  rule  for  it  can  be  found  in  the  above  mentioned  copy  of 
Mr.  Chase's  letter  to  Mr.  Cutting.  The  proceeding  was  a  manifest  vio- 
lation of  the  blockade.  It  is  my  duty  to  state  the  facts  to  the  Depart- 
ment. I  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  the  War  or  Treasury  Department 
can  best  explain  any  part  of  tlie  printed  instructions  not  distinct  to 
you.  Perhaps  your  embarrassment  arises  from  considering  that  the 
port  of  Norfolk,  the  blockade  of  which  has  never  been  raised  by  proc- 
lamation of  the  President,  is  to  be  regarded  as  on  the  same  footing  as 
the  ports  of  Beaufort  and  New  Orleans.

S.  Navy,  approving 
his  course  in  the  restriction  of  traffic. 

Navy  Department,  October  11, 186S. 
Sir  :  I  have  received  your  No.  71,  enclosing  copy  of  correspondence 
between  General  Dix  and  yourself. 

Your  letter  of  the  8th  instant  to  General  Dix,  and  the  course  pur- 
sued by  you  in  regard  to  traffic  and  the  ingress  and  egress  of  vessels, 
are  correct  and  in  conformity  with  your  instructions  and  your  duty. 
Until  the  blockade  is  raised  or  modified  it  must  be  strictly  maintained. 
That  there  is  distress  in  Norfolk  and  the  whole  insurrectionary  region 
I  doubt  not.  The  object  of  the  blockade  is  to  destroy  their  traffic 
while  in  rebellion.  The  relief  is  in  the  hands  of  the  people  who  have 
only  to  be  loyal  to  be  relieved.  The  case  is  not  one  of  sympathy,  but 
of  duty.

Admiral  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication of  the  8th  instant,  in  reply  to  mine  of  the  7th,  and  am  happy 
to  know  that  the  instructions  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  declaring 
that  "no  traffic"  should  be  permitted  with  Norfolk,  is  not  considered 
as  interfering  with  traffic  by  permits  given  under  the  regulations 
concerning  coastwise  intercourse,  etc. 

In  regard  to  the  schooner  Marblehead,  the  permit  to  pass  was  given 
at  Norfolk  in  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  27th 
September,  written  in  reply  to  one  from  Mr.  Cutting,  asking  a  clear- 
ance for  the  vessel  and  a  return  cargo,  as  was  stated  by  him,  although 
the  return  cargo  is  not  mentioned  in  the  Secretary's  answer.  I  have 
sent  to  Washington  to  ascertain  whether  it  was  mentioned  in  Mr. 
Cutting's  letter  which  the  Secretary  acknowledges.  The  Marblehead 
was  cleared  before  any  notice  of  the  view  taken  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  was  received.  Why  she  was  reported  to  you  as  cleared  in 
ballast,  I  can  not  imagine, 

I  have  brought  the  whole  subject  of  traffic  with  Norfolk  before  the 
Government,  and  trust  that  it  will  be  disposed  of  in  some  satisfactory 
mode.  Among  other  questions  I  have  specifically  referred  to  is  that 
of  return  cargoes.  In  the  meantime  I  shall  act  in  strict  conlbrmity  to 
the  regulations. 

I  have  just  learned  that  a  permit  was  granted  yesterday  in  my 
absence,  at  the  request  of  General  Viele,  to  a  schooner  laden  with  coal 
and  lumber  for  Norfolk,  and  that  the  captain  of  the  guard  boat,  after 
allowing  her  to  pass,  sent  to  Norfolk  to  recall  her.  I  have  directed  her 
to  be  sent  back  as  he  requests.  I  have  not  seen  her  papers,  but  believe 
that  the  permit  was  improperly  granted  by  Captain  Millward.  The 
schooner  came  here  with  a  regular  clearance  for  Norfolk,  as  I  am 
informed,  but  the  permit  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  was  wanting. 
I  shall  see  that  there  is  no  recurrence  of  this  irregularity.

P.  S. — 1  have,  on  reflection,  thought  best  to  notice  briefly  the  sug- 
gestion in  your  letter,  that  ''the  War  or  Treasury  Department  can  best 
explain  any  part  of  the  printed  instructions,  not  distinct,"  to  me.  I 
believe  I  have  a  perfectly  distinct  understanding  of  them.  The  ques- 
tions I  proposed  to  you  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  how 
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you  understood  them,  with  a  sincere  desire  to  obviate  all  misunder- 
standing between  us  in  carrying  them  out,  and  if  we  disagreed,  to  asli 
the  decision  of  the  proper  authority. 

The  grounds  I  have  taken  with  the  Government  arc,  briefly,  these: 

1st.  That  Norfolk  is  not  a  blockaded  port;  that  it  lacks  the  funda- 
mental condition  of  a  blockade — hostile  possession. 

2d.  That  if  it  were  a  blockaded  port,  the  traffic  allowed  under  the 
regulations  concerning  "coastwise  intercourse"  is  in  violation  of  the 
laws  of  blockade  recognized  by  civilized  states.  No  nation  can  shut 
out  neutrals  from  intercourse  with  a  blockaded  jiort  and  allow  inter- 
course with  it  to  its  own  people. 

3d.  That  Norfolk,  not  being  a  hostile  possession,  but  held  as  a  mili- 
tary occupation,  we  are  free  to  allow  so  much  traffic  as  is  necessary  for 
military  purposes  and  to  prevent  those  whom  we  have  subjected  to  our 
power  from  sutt'ering  by  hunger  or  cold,  a  duty  dictated  by  the  com- 
monest principles  of  humanity;  and  that  it  is  on  these  conditions  only 
that  the  traffic  allowed  under  the  regulations  can  be  justified. 

I  do  not  state  these  views  with  a  desire  or  tlie  expectation  of  influ- 
encing your  own,  but  to  advise  you  frankly  of  the  grounds  I  have 
taken.    I  deem  this  frankness  due  to  the  relations  between  us. 

I  have  instructed  the  provost  marshal  at  Norfolk  to  issue  no  permits 
to  vessels  with  return  cargoes  or  to  vessels  desirous  of  exporting 
domestic  or  other  products  until  the  decision  of  the  Government  is 
known.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  to-night  of 
your  communication  of  the  Dth  instant. 

The  words  "  no  traffic"  to  which  you  refer,  related  to  such  unauthor- 
ized traffic  as  in  the  case  in  hand — that  of  the  schooner  Marhlehead, 
but  did  not  revoke  my  previous  instructions  to  respect  the  permits  of 
the  Treasury,  War,  and  Navy  Departments.  I  have  seen  but  one  duly 
authorized  permit,  viz,  that  given  by  the  War  Department  at  the 
instance  of  the  Peruvian  minister  to  the  agents  of  the  Peruvian  Gov- 
ernment to  reship  from  Norfolk  the  guano  belonging  to  that  Govern- 
ment, which  permit  was  immediately  respected  by  me. 

If  Mr.  Cutting  applied  for,  and  the  Treasury  Department  did  not 
give  him,  a  permit  to  take  a  return  cargo  in  the  Marhlehead,  it  was  a 
virtual  refusal  of  such  a  permit  by  that  Department,  instead  of  being 
a  permit  to  take  a  return  cargo,  as  construed  and  carried  out  by  Gen- 
eral Viele.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  only  ruled  that  the  Marhle- 
head, the  vessel  only,  might  be  cleared  (have  "permission  to  sail"),  not 
with  a  cargo,  and  did  not,  I  respectfully  submit,  authorize  her  being 
cleared,  as  she  was,  with  a  return  cargo,  under  a  military  permit,  pur- 
porting to  be  based  on  a  rule  of  the  Treasury  Department,  which  can 
not  be  so  construed  from  the  copy  you  sent  me  of  Mr.  Chase's  letter  to 
Mr.  Cutting,  of  September  '21.  This  military  permit  for  a  return  cargo 
was,  I  beg  leave  to  remind  you,  in  contlict  with  my  instructions  from 
the  Navy  Department,  which  I  had  the  honor  to  communicate  to  you 
on  the  23d  (2J:th)  of  September,  six  days  previous  to  the  sailing  of  the 
Marhlehead.

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It  appears  that  the  schooner  Conrad  Fox,  which  you  say  came  to 
Fort  Monroe,  loaded  with  coal  and  lumber  for  Norfolk,  did  not,  as  you 
were  informed,  come  to  Fort  Monroe  with  a  regular  clearance  for  Nor- 
folk. The  captain  of  this  schooner  informed  Captain  Case  to-day  that 
he  had  no  clearance  or  manifest,  as  there  was  no  custom-house  ofl&cer 
at  Havre  de  Grace  to  issue  them.  Besides  lier  enrollment  and  license 
for  coasting  trade,  she  had  nothing  but  a  bill  of  lading,  dated  Havre 
de  Grace,  September  27, 1862,  for  85  tons  of  coal  and  5,000  feet  of  cuU- 
ings  (lumber),  to  be  delivered  to  Kiinberly  Brothers,  at  Norfolk,  Va. 
On  the  back  of  this  bill  of  lading  are  the  following  endorsements :

Whilst  the  C.  Fox  had  no  special  permit  from  the  Treasury,  War,  or 
Navy  Department  to  trade,  and  not  even  the  usual  custom-house  clear- 
ance, the  military  facilities  shown  by  these  endorsements  were,  I  regret 
to  find,  given  to  her  to  trade  here  in  violation  of  the  instructions  of  the 
Government,  which  I  had  duly  and  seasonably  communicated  to  you. 
The  C.  Fox  was  boarded  by  an  ofl&cer  from  the  Victoria  (guard  vessel) 
near  Norfolk  on  the  8th,  and  her  papers  examined  and  found  informal. 
When  this  oflicer  returned  and  made  his  report  to  the  commander  of 
the  Victoria,  the  latter  immediately  dispatched  a  boat  to  bring  the 
C.  Fox  back,  but  she  got  to  the  wharf  at  Norfolk  before  the  boat  could 
reach  her,  when  the  provost  marshal  interfered  and  claimed  control  of 
the  vessel.  He  delivered  her  up  on  the  9th  instant,  by  your  order,  and 
I  am  relieved  by  your  assurances  that  there  shall  be  "no  recurrence  of 
this  irregularity." 

I  am  gratified  that  the  provost-marshal  at  Norfolk  has  instructions 
"  to  issue  no  permits  to  vessels  with  return  cargoes,  or  to  vessels  desir- 
ous of  exporting  domestic  or  other  products,  until  the  decision  of  the 
Government  is  known." 

In  my  reply  of  the  8th  to  yours  of  the  7th,  whilst  wishing  to  avoid 
all  discussion  about  the  policy  of  tlie  blockade  here,  I  endeavored  to 
meet  the  scope  of  your  questions  by  stating  what  my  instructions, 
which  I  had  sometime  communicated  to  you,  required  me  to  do.

Sir  :  I  received  to-night  yours  of  the  11th  instant  reporting  that  the 
Chesapeake  leaks  badly.  If  this  vessel  is  in  distress,  let  her  go  up  to 
Norfolk  to  stop  her  leak. 

I  return  the  papers  of  the  schooner  Typhoon  (received  to-night  with 
your  report  of  the  11th  instant) ;  hand  them  to  the  master  of  that  ves- 
sel. Tell  him  that  he  can  not  have  intercourse  with  the  blockaded  port 
of  Norfolk  without  a  permit  from  the  Navy  Department,  to  which  the 
owners  of  the  steamboat  William  Selden  should  apply  if  they  wish  to 
wreck  their  steamer,  which  it  is  alleged  was  seized  by  the  rebels  and 
which  it  is  known  was  burned  when  Norfolk  was  evacuated.  In  the 
meantime  you  will  not  detain  the  schooner  or  allow  her  to  go  into 
Norfolk. 

I  infer  from  your  report  that  you  have  no  knowledge  but  from  the 
verbal  statement  of  the  master  of  the  Typhoon  as  to  his  object.  As 
soon  as  the  tugs  are  repaired,  I  will  send  you  one  that  you  may  com- 
municate promptly  with  me ;  in  the  meantime  send  an  officer  with  your 
report,  in  case  of  detention,  by  the  first  boat  to  Fortress  Monroe,  whence 
he  can  come  here  in  our  morning  or  evening  mail  boat  aud  be  returned 
promptly  to  you.  I  desire  you  to  afford  the  Army  every  facility  con- 
sistent with  your  instructions,  promoting  as  far  as  you  can  the 
convenience  of  that  branch  of  the  public  service.

the  schooner  Conrad  Fox. 

Navy  Department,  October  13, 1862. 
Sir  :  I  have  received  your  No.  77,  dated  the  11th  instant,  enclosing 
copy  of  correspondence  between  General  Dix  and  yourself,  and  asking 
instructions  in  regard  to  the  schooner  Conrad  Fox. 

The  permit  for  the  Conrad  Fox  was  unauthorized,  and  she  should  not 
land  or  receive  cargo.  But  as  she  acted  under  supposed  authority,  and 
intended  no  violation  of  the  blockade,  she  should,  in  justice,  be 
released. 

The  rule  which  General  Dix  applies  to  Norfolk,  denying  that  it  is  a 
blockaded  port,  would  exempt  any  port  and  the  whole  coast,  with  the 
exception  of  Wilmington  and  Charleston,  from  blockade,  for  all  are 
held  by  military  occupation.

I  respectfully  invite  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  grave 
position  assumed  by  General  Dix  in  direct  opposition  to  the  orders  of 
the  Government,  as  conveyed  in  my  instructions  from  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment of  September  17  and  18  and  October  4,  tlie  substance  of  all  of 
which  I  duly  communicated  to  General  Dix  ;  and  I  beg  to  have  your 
decision  on  my  enclosed  reply  to  General  Dix's  notice. 

I  have  yet  seen  but  one  regular  ijermit  from  the  Treasury,  War,  or 
Navy  Department  allowing  merchandise  to  pass  this  blockade,  and 
this  was  given  by  the  War  Department  to  allow  some  guano  at  Norfolk, 
belonging  to  the  Peruvian  Government,  to  be  reembarked,  as  reported 
to  you  in  my  No.  49.

Sir  :  Captain  E.  S.  McAllister,  of  schooner  Marblehead,  received  a 
permit  from  the  provost-marshal  at  Norfolk  to  come  from  the  Rip  Eaps, 
where  he  had  discharged  a  cargo  of  bricks  for  the  Government,  and 
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load  with  staves  and  headings  for  myself,  Admiral  Lee  liaving  already 
given  a  verbal  promise  to  clear  my  vessels  upon  Captain  Case's  inform- 
ing bim  that  Admiral  Goldsboroiigh  had  granted  me  similar  privileges. 
The  permit  to  "  purchase  and  ship"  was  granted  by  the  ])rovost-marshal 
(Captain  J.  H.  Liebenau),  and  in  good  faith  I  proceeded  with  the  busi- 
ness, and  he  approved  the  manifest  as  usual.  Before  the  manifest  was 
l)resented  on  board  the  Minnesota  I  started  for  New  York,  when,  upon 
arrival  there,  learned  of  the  schooner's  detention,  and  received  from 
Admiral  Lee  the  following  telegram  in  reply  to  a  letter  asking  infor- 
mation : 

It  will  bo  necessary  for  you  to  net  me  an  order  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
to  clear  scbooner  ilarhUhe.ad  with  lier  cargo. 

The  authorities  gave  permission  for  the  transaction,  which  was  in 
every  respect  properly  performed,  and  1  make  this  appeal  to  secure  a 
clearance  for  the  vessel  and  her  cargo,  as  nothing  was  done  contrary 
to  any  known  law.

Ceneral:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  this  after- 
noon of  your  communication  of  this  date,  enclosing  a  copy  of  Mr.  Cut- 
ting's letter  of  September  27,  1802,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 
There  is  an  inaccuracy  in  Mr.  Cutting's  letter  which  requires  a  prompt 
correction  at  my  hands.  Mr.  C.  came  on  board  to  enquire  if  his  vessel 
(not  vessels),  with  lumber,  could  pass  the  guard  vessel.  I  had  but 
recently  assumed  this  command,  and  not  being  familiar  with  the  state 
of  affairs  emjuired  of  Captain  Case,  captain  of  the  fleet,  for  information 
about  the  matter,  and  was  informed  in  reply  that  Admiral  CJoldsborough 
had  allowed  Mr.  Cutting's  vessels  to  pass,  and  Captain  Case  said  he 
believed  Mr.  Cutting  was  one  of  several  firms  who  were  trading  here 
under  a  permit  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  It  was  upon  this 
understanding  of  the  case  that  I  assented  not  to  interrupt  what  seemed 
usual  and  proper.  But  it  is  incorrect  in  Mr.  Cutting  to  assert  that  I 
"granted"  him  the  "privilege"  of  trading.  I  never  meant  to  do  any 
such  thing.  On  the  18th  September  I  received  instructions  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  reply  to  the  application  of  the  gas  company, 
"that  no  traffic  in  shingles,  cotton,  or  tobacco  could  be  permitted  here." 
1  immediately  sent  Captain  Case  and  Mr.  Saltoustall  on  shore  to  inform 
General  Viele  of  the  Department's  answer  to  tiie  gas  company,  and 
directed  him  to  inform  Messrs.  Catlett  &  Moore  and  Mr.  Cutting  that 
trade  here  was  not  allowed.  Captain  Case  learned  from  the  provost- 
marshal  that  Mr.  Cutting  had  gone  North  the  evening  before,  and  the 
provost-marshal  said  he  could  not  direct  Captain  Case  where  he  could 
find  Messrs.  Catlett  &  Moore,  but  he  would  notify  them  of  this  order 
of  the  Department.  The  Marhlehead  sailed  under  a  military  permit 
purporting  to  be  under  sanction  of  the  Treasury  Department  on  the 
30th  of  September.  Captain  Case  has  read  and  endorses  this  state- 
ment. In  reply  to  your  notice  to  me  that  you  shall,  on  application, 
clear  with  return  cargoes  from  Norfolk  vessels  which  go  there  with 
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permits  from  tbe  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  conformity  with  the  regu- 
lations conceniiiig  coastwise  intercourse,  etc.,  I  have  to  inform  you 
that  it  will  be  my  duty,  under  my  instructions,  to  pass  any  vessel  into 
Norfolk  with  a  cargo  of  merchandise  showing  me  a  permit  therefor 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury;  and  that  it  will  also  be  my  duty, 
under  my  instructions,  to  seize  any  vessel  passing  out  of  Norfolk  with 
a  cargo  of  merchandise  under  a  permit  from  you.  In  your  communica- 
tion to  me  of  the  9th  instant  you  say:  "I  have  brought  the  whole  sub- 
ject of  traffic  with  Norfolk  before  the  Government  and  trust  that  it  will 
be  disposed  of  in  some  satisfactory  manner;"  and  you  also  say  in  the 
same  communication:  "I  have  instructed  the  provost-marshal  at  Nor- 
folk to  issue  no  more  passes  to  vessels  with  return  cargoes  or  to  vessels 
desirous  of  exporting  domestic  or  other  products  until  the  decision  of 
the  Government  is  known."  I  sincerely  trust,  general,  that  you  will 
adhere  to  this  considerate  course.  Tou  know  my  instructions,  and  my 
duty  is  to  obey  them.

Beport  of  Actmg  Bear-AdmiTal  Lee,  IT.  S,  Navy,  snbmittiiig  his  action  legarding  permits  in 
the  case  of  the  schooners  Chesapeake  and  Typhoon. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  NeiDS,  Va.,  October  13, 1862. 

Sir  ;  I  would  respectfully  state  that  the  schooner  Chesapeake  was,  on 
the  10th  instant,  stopped  by  the  guard  vessel  at  Norfolk  while  inward 
bound  under  a  pass  from  the  captain  of  the  port  (whose  signature  was 
not  recognized  as  an  authority  by  any  previous  arrangement),  dated 
the  6th,  and  given  by  command  of  Major-General  Dix.  The  pass  stated 
that  her  object  in  going  to  Norfolk  was  to  receive  repairs,  and  not  to 
engage  in  trade  in  any  manner.  I  directed  the  commander  of  the  guard 
vessel  to  send  the  schooner  back  to  Fortress  Monroe,  and  informed  Gen- 
eral Dix  of  my  action  and  of  the  irregularity  of  the  pass,  suggesting 
the  propriety  of  sending  her  to  Baltimore  for  repairs,  if  she  was  not  in 
distress,  and  begging  that  the  facilities  for  repairs  at  the  ship  yards 
under  army  control  at  Norfolk  might  be  reserved,  as  far  as  practicable, 
for  the  use  of  the  Navy,  which  had  been  greatly  in  need  of  such  facili- 
ties on  several  occasions  and  embarrassed  by  consequent  detentions, 
Gosport  navy  yard  not  being  available  for  purposes  of  refitting  and 
repairing.  The  vessel  has  since  been  reported  as  leaking  badly,  and  I 
have  directed  the  commander  of  the  guard  vessel  to  allow  her  to  pass 
up  to  Norfolk,  if  she  is  in  distress,  to  stop  her  leak. 

The  schooner  Typhoon  was  stopped  on  the  11th  by  the  guard  vessel 
while  in  tow  of  an  army  tug.  She  had  no  certificate  from  headquarters. 
The  masters  of  the  schooner  and  of  the  tug  verbally  informed  the  board- 
ing officer  that  her  object  was  to  get  the  engines  and  boiler  of  the  steam- 
boat William  Selden,  said  to  have  been  seized  and  known  to  have  been 
burned  by  the  rebels  when  the  town  was  evacuated.  I  yesterday  in- 
structed the  commander  of  the  guard  vessel  not  to  detain  the  Typhoon 
and  not  to  allow  her  to  go  into  Norfolk.  This  morning  a  regular  pass 
from  army  authorities  has  been  exhibited  to  me  for  this  vessel,  stating 
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that  she  "is  in  the  employ  of  the  War  Departmeut,  and  is  without 
cargo."  I  have  therefore  allowed  her  to  enter,  but  have  caused  her 
master  to  be  informed  that  he  could  not  pass  out  with  the  machinery  of 
the  William  Selden  without  a  permit  from  the  Navy  Department. 

I  submit  my  action  in  these  two  cases  to  the  Departmeut  for  its  con- 
sideration. 

I  have  the  honor  to  add,  in  this  connection,  that  in  placing  the  Wyan- 
dotte below  Fortress  Monroe  as  a  guard  ship  I  have  supplied  her  with 
detailed  instructions,  based  upon  my  orders  from  the  Department,  to 
board  all  merchant  vessels  inward  or  outward  bound,  ascertain  their 
character,  and  seize  such  as  are  detected  in  attempts  to  violate  this 
blockade  as  it  is  defined  to  me  by  the  Department.  Inasmuch  as  Hamp- 
ton Roads  is  a  harbor  of  refuge,  I  have  instructed  the  commander  of 
the  Wyandotte  to  allow  vessels  not  bound  for  Fortress  Monroe  or  Norfolk 
to  pass  in  and  out,  but  not  without  visitation,  and  briefly  noting  the 
character  of  their  clearances  and  manifests,  and  to  detain  such  as  have 
broken  bulk  when  inside.  I  enclose  a  notice  *  to  mariners,  which  I  have 
sent  to  the  public  papers  for  warning. 

I  have  received  to-day  your  letter  of  October  11,  acknowledging  the 
receipt  of  my  No.  71  and  its  enclosures,  and  approving  my  conduct  in 
case  of  schooner  W.  Penn.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  from 
Lieutenant-Commander  0.  A.  Babcock,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Morse,  on 
guard  duty  at  Norfolk,  Va.,  dated  October  10,  1862;  a  copy  of  my 
letter  to  Major-General  Dix,  in  relation  to  the  above,  dated  October  11 ; 
and  a  copy  of  Major-General  Dix's  reply,  dated  October  12. 

General  Dix  had  been  previously  advised,  as  the  Department  is 
aware,  by  me  that  merchandise  can  not  pass  this  blockade  unless  a 
permit  therefor  from  the  Treasury,  War,  or  Navy  Department  is  first 
shown  to  me. 

A  guard  vessel  below  Fortress  Monroe  will  intercept  vessels  attempt- 
ing to  pass  with  cargoes  of  merchandise.  As  no  vessels  in  the  employ 
of  the  Army  can  pass  out  without  having  a  certificate  from  General 
Dix's  headquarters  that  she  has  only  army  supplies  on  board,  and  as 
no  such  vessel  can  pass  in  without  her  papers  from  the  custom-house 
and  the  quartermaster  at  the  port  from  which  she  comes  having  been 
examined,  the  blockade  can  be  enforced  as  regards  such  shipments. 

But,  as  will  appear  from  Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock's  report 
and  General  Dix's  letter,  considerable  quantities  of  merchandise  can 
be,  and  probably  are,  carried  in  the  mail  steamers  which  pass  daily 
between  Fortress  Monroe  and  Baltimore,  and  between  Fortress  Monroe 
and  Norfolk,  I  can  require  that  these  steamboats,  which  are  understood 
to  be  under  army  control  and  police,  should  have,  in  passing  each  way,

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a  certificate  from  General  Dix  or  General  Wool's  beadquai-ters,  as  the 
case  may  be,  that  they  are  in  the  employ  of  the  Army,  and  have  no 
merchandise,  and  only  army  and  navy  supplies  on  board. 

Should  these  steamboats  fail  to  have  or  deliver  such  a  certificate, 
shall  I  seize  them  and  send  the  mail  agent  or  other  person  in  charge  of 
the  mail,  with  the  same,  on  shore  in  a  boat? 

It  would  be  a  partial  remedy  if  the  War  Department  would  order 
Generals  Wool  and  Dix  not  to  allow  any  merchandise  or  articles  for 
traffic  to  be  shipped  on  these  mail  steamers  between  Fortress  Monroe 
and  Baltimore,  and  between  Fortress  Monroe  .and  Norfolk;  it  would  be 
an  efl'ectual  remedy,  and  a  more  natural  state  of  things,  if  these  steam- 
boats were  under  navy  control  and  police.  The  Navy  has  no  sutlers, 
and  no  trade.

Sir:  I  have  just  been  informed  this  evening  that  the  regular  mail 
and  i)assenger  bout  (steamer  Pioneer)  has  been  in  the  habit  of  carrying 
from  and  bringing  to  this  place  goods  nnd  other  articles  in  large  quan- 
tities, which  are,  by  my  orders,  not  allowed,  and  not  for  the  use  of 
either  army  or  navy.  Immediately  ujion  being  informed  of  the  above, 
1  went  on  board  the  steamer  and  asked  the  captain  if  this  was  the  case. 
He  said,  "Yes,"  and  thct  he  hr,d  been  doing  so  for  some  time  by  the 
permission  of  General  Dix.  I  then  told  him  that  he  must  get  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  provost-marsha!  here ;  that  he  was  the  regular  mail  and 
passenger  boat,  and  that  he  had  nothing  on  board  except  for  the  use  of 
the  navy  and  army.  I  also  told  him  that  he  must  get  the  same  from  the 
provost-marshal  at  Fortress  Monroe,  and  that  he  brought  up  nothing 
except  for  the  use  of  the  navy  or  army.  I  told  him  all  trade  was 
strictly  prohibited,  and  if  he  did  not  give  me  these  certificates  I  should 
stop  him  going  down  and  coming  uj),  and  if  1  found  anything  on 
board  that  was  contraband  I  would  seize  his  steamer  and  keei)  her  until 
further  orders  from  you.  I  would  respectfully  ask  if  my  view  of  the 
matter  meets  your  approbation.  I  would  also  respectfully  ask  that  in 
case  I  should  seize  ?'(y  vessel  if  I  am  to  place  any  restrictions  upon 
the  captain  or  crew  c^'  such  vessel,  in  allowing  them  to  communicate 
with  the  shore?  I  am  also  informed  that  agents  from  Baltimore  are  in 
the  habit  of  coming  here  in  the  Pioneer  and  getting  vegetables,  fruit, 
etc.,  and  carrying  them  to  Fort  Monroe,  and  shipping  them  immediately 
to  Baltimore,  to  be  sold  on  private  speculation.

General  :  Lieatenant-C/ommamler  Babcock,  of  tbe  guuboat  Morse, 
on  duty  at  Norfolk,  reports  tliat  the  master  of  the  Pioneer,  mail  boat 
between  Fortress  iMouroe  and  Norfolk,  says  that  he  has  been  in  the 
habit  for  some  time,  by  your  iiermission,  of  carrying  merchandise  in 
considerable  quantities  between  the  two  places,  and,  as  1  understand, 
for  purposes  of  traflic.  The  same  otiicer  reports  to  me  that  he  is 
informed  that  agents  from  lialtimore  are  in  the  habit  of  going  to  Nor- 
folk in  the  mail  boat  Pioneer,  getting  vegetables,  fruit,  etc.,  which  they 
take  to  Fortress  Monroe  and  ship  immediately,  to  be  sold  in  Baltimore 
on  private  speculation.  1  beg  that  you  will  be  so  good  as  to  enquire 
into  this  matter,  and  forbid  trattic  on  board  these  mail  boats,  which  are 
under  your  control.  You  are  aware  that  the  mail  boats  have  not  been 
required  in  passing  to  leave  the  usual  certificate  at  the  guard  vessel, 
because  it  was  understood  that  they  were  under  good  military  police, 
and  would  not  therefore  violate  the  blockade. 

If,  however,  they  are  engaged  in  trade,  the  usual  official  certifl(!ate 
will  be  necessary,  as  in  case  of  vessels  passing  the  blockade  with  army 
supplies.

Admiral  :  Lieutenant-Oommauder  Babcock  is  entirely  mistaken  in 
su])posing  that  tlie  Pioneer  has  been  engaged  by  my  permission  in  carry- 
ing merchandise  in  considerable  quantities  between  Norfolk  and  this 
post  for  pur))oses  of  traffic.  The  only  articles  allowed  to  go  in  the  mail 
boat  are  sutler's  goods  for  the  military  forces  or  goods  in  small  quanti- 
ties having  the  requisite  i^erniit  from  tiie  Treasury  Department.  I  have 
given  the  strictest  orders  to  the  captain  of  the  port,  Captain  James 
Millward,  and  am  assured  by  him  that  they  are  rigidly  enforced.  I  will 
thank  you  to  recognize  him  as  authorized  to  give  permits  to  vessels  and 
merchandise  going  to  Norfolk,  with  the  requisite  permission  from  the 
Treasury  Department.  I  am  also  assured  by  Captain  Millward  that  no 
vegetables  or  fruit  are  brought  here  in  the  Pioneer  and  shipped  imme- 
diately to  Baltimore  to  be  sold  on  speculation.  The  only  articles  of 
that  description  brought  here  from  Norfolk  are  for  the  use  of  the  troops 
and  the  population  in  the  vicinity  of  the  fort. 

Captain  Millward  was  appointed  captain  of  the  port  by  Major-General 
Wool  before  the  capture  of  Norfolk.  His  duty  is  to  board  all  vessels 
coming  here  or  departing,  and  to  supervise  generally  all  that  is  done  in 
the  harbor.

The  blockade  is  intended  to  interdict  all  trade  whatever  with  the 
couutry  blockaded  by  the  Xorth  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron,  from 
the  Piaukatank  southward  to  South  Carolina,  except  the  port  of  Beau- 
fort, in  North  Carolina,  which  is  opened  to  trade  by  the  proclamation 
of  the  President. 

A  vessel  exhibiting  a  permit  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
War,  or  Navy,  will  be  allowed  to  pass  inward  with  a  cargo  after  her 
permit  and  manifest  have  been  examined  by  the  admiral  or  senior  officer 
and  found  to  be  correct.  The  original  or  a  certified  copy  of  such  permit 
and  manifest  will  be  taken  and  sent  to  the  Navy  Department.  Such 
cargoes  to  include  no  other  articles  than  such  as  are  specified  or  obvi- 
ously intended  by  such  permits,  or  by  the  authorized  manifest,  except 
such  stores  as  are  necessary  for  the  subsistence  of  the  officers  and  crews. 
A  vessel  attempting  to  pass  in  with  merchandise,  and  without  such  a 
permit,  will  be  seized,  her  papers  secured  and  forwarded,  with  a  prompt 
report  of  all  the  facts  in  the  case  for  the  information  of  the  admiral,  or 
senior  officer,  and  the  Department.  No  return  cargoes  of  merchandise 
passing  out,  except  the  guano  at  Norfolk,  belonging  to  the  Peruvian 
Government,  under  the  permit  from  the  War  Department,  will  be 
permitted. 

The  guard  vessel  will  retain  this  permit  until  all  the  guano  isreshipped, 
and  enter  on  the  manifest  the  name,  date,  tonnage,  and  quantity  of  the 
guano  taken  by  each  vessel. 

No  other  permits  or  passes,  no  matter  by  whom  issued  (as  no  officer 
of  the  Army  or  Navy  can  give  a  permit  for  taking  merchandise  in  or 
out  of  this  blockaded  region),  will  be  respected  by  boarding  officers,  and 
every  vessel  with  such  unauthorized  permits  or  passes  will  be  seized  by 
order  of  the  Navy  Department  as  above  directed.  Vessels  in  the  service 
of  the  Army,  with  army  supplies  on  board,  will  be  passed  under  a  cer- 
tificate from  Major-General  Dix's  headquarters  that  they  contain  only 
army  supplies  and  no  merchandise.

Auy  vessel  attempting  to  pass  without  complying  with  these  instruc- 
tions will  be  seized,  her  papers  taken,  and  all  the  facts  promptly 
reported  to  the  admiral  or  senior  otficer,  for  tlie  information  of  the 
Department. 

Recognized  mail  steamers  running  regular  trips  between  Baltimore 
and  Fortress  Monroe,  and  between  Fortress  Monroe  and  Norfolk,  and 
transports  with  troops  on  board,  and  the  regular  army  tugs,  after  they 
are  once  known  to  the  guard  vessels  by  their  certificates  from  head- 
quarters, will  be  allowed  to  pass  the  guard  vessels  without  stopping, 
as  these  vessels  are  understood  to  be  under  regular  military  police  and 
government.  For  the  daily  supplies  of  the  army,  navy,  and  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  immediate  vicinity,  boarding  officers  will  allow  firewood 
in  lighters,  or  oysters,  fish,  and  marketing  in  open  skifts  and  canoes  to 
pass  and  repass  the  inner  guard  vessels,  stop])ing  each  time  for  exam- 
ination, but  the  guard  vessel  below  Fortress  Monroe  will  not  allow  any 
of  these  articles  to  pass  out.  Each  guard  vessel  will  keep  a  boarding 
book  and  also  make  in  duplicate  weekly  returns  every  Saturday,  show- 
ing the  names  of  all  vessels  passing  the  guard  vessel,  date  of  passing, 
name  of  master  and  owner,  cargo  and  tonnage,  and  whether  in  army 
or  navy  service,  or,  if  by  a  special  permit,  of  what  Department,  one  for 
the  admiral,  the  other  for  the  Department.  The  permits  and  certifi- 
cates will  accompany  the  latter,  and  be  numbered  with  the  same  num- 
ber given  the  vessel  in  the  weekly  return.  You  will  keep  the  guard 
flag  hoisted  all  the  time.  These  will  supersede  all  previous  conflicting 
instructions.

The  blockade  is  intended  to  interdict  all  trade  whatever  with  the 
country  blockaded  by  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron,  from 
the  Piankatank  Kiver,  Chesapeake  Bay,  southward  to  South  Carolina, 
except  the  port  of  Beaufort,  N.  (].,  which  is  opened  to  trade  by  the 
proclamation  of  the  President.  All  men-of-war  can  pass  in  and  out 
without  interruption;  also  the  mail  boat  to  and  from  Baltimore,  which 
is  understood  to  be  under  control  of  the  army,  in  good  military  police, 
and  will  not  attempt  to  violate  the  blockade.  Tlie  masters  of  vessels 
having  supplies  for  the  army  must  exhibit  their  manifest  and  clear- 
ances from  the  custom-house  at  the  port  which  he  fthey]  left,  which 
you  will  carefully  examine  and  note  if  they  are  irregular;  also  note  the 
character  of  the  supplies  for  your  reports.  The  master  of  the  vessel  must 
certify  on  honor  that  the  supplies  are  for  the  army  only,  and  that  there 
is  nothing  else  except  the  usual  stores  for  the  vessel  and  officers  and 
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crew  on  board.  The  masters  of  vessels  leaving  Fortress  Jlonroe,  etc., 
with  supplies  for  the  army  must  leave  the  following  certiticate  with 
you:

Should  the  vessel  have  merchandise  on  board,  you  will  detain  her 
and  promptly  report  all  the  facts  for  the  information  of  the  Depart- 
ment. No  vessel  can  pass  in  or  out  witb  merchandise,  except  uuder  a 
permit  from  the  Treasury,  War,  or  Navy  Department,  and  not  until 
such  permit  and  her  manifest  have  been  examined  and  endorsed  by 
the  admiral,  or  in  his  absence,  by  the  senior  otlicer  here.  No  oflicer  of 
the  Army  or  Navy  can  give  a  permit  to  pass  a  vessel  in  or  out  with 
merchandise  or  articles  for  traffic.  Hampton  lloads  being  a  harbor  of 
refuge,  vessels  not  bound  to  Fortress  Monroe  and  Norfolk  may  pass  in 
and  out  for  refuge  when  necessary,  but  their  clearances  and  manifests 
must  be  examined,  and  their  contents  briefly  noted.  Keep  a  separate 
list  of  these  vessels,  note  when  they  go  out,  but  detain  them  if  they 
have  broken  bulk  when  inside  and  report  the  facts.  The  exportation 
of  guano  from  Norfolk  by  the  agents  of  the  Peruvian  Government  is 
allowed  under  permit  from  the  War  Department.  Vessels  laden  with 
it  will  be  particularly  looked  after  by  the  inner  guard  vessels,  but  they 
should  not  take  out  any  other  merchandise  than  this  guano.

General:  In  your  letter  of  the  0th  instant,  making  certain  specific 
enquiries  relative  to  my  interpretation  of  and  proi)()sed  course  of  con- 
duct under  my  blockading  instrnction.s  from  the  Dejiartment  was,  with 
my  reply  thereto  of  the  8th,  submitted  to  the  Navy  Department  for  its 
decision. 

The  Department  approves  of  my  letter  of  the  8th  instant  to  you  of 
my  course  in  regard  to  traffic  and  the  ingress  and  egress  of  vessels  as 
correct  and  in  conformity  witli  my  instructions  and  duty,  and  instructs 
that  until  the  blockade  is  raised  or  modified  it  nuist  be  strictly  main- 
tained.   The  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy  says: 

That  there  is  distress  in  Norfolk  and  the  whole  insurrectionary  region  I  donbtnot. 
The  object  of  the  blockade  is  to  destroy  their  tiatiic.  while  in  nbellion.  The  relief 
is  in  the  hand.s  of  the  people  who  have  only  to  be  loyal  to  be  relieved.  The  case  is 
not  one  of  sympathy  but  of  duty. 
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The  honorable  Secretary  also  says  uuder  date  of  13th: 

The  rule  -n-bich  General  Dix  applies  to  Norfolk,  deuying  that  it  is  a  blockaded 

])ort  would  exempt  any  port  and  the  whole  coast  except  Wilmington  and  Charleston 

from  blockadCj  lor  all  are  held  by  military  occupation.

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the  Secretary  of  War  regarding  measures  for  the 
restriction  of  traffic  between  Norfolk,  Fortress  Monroe,  and  Baltimore. 

Navy  DErAETMENT,  October  16, 1862. 
SiE:  Admiral  Lee,  commanding  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading 
S(]uadron,  informs  the  Department  that  considerable  quantities  of 
merchandise  are  carried  in  the  mail  steamers  which  i)ass  daily  between 
Fortress  Monroe  and  Baltimore,  and  between  Fortress  Monroe  and 
Norfolk. 

Unless  some  measures  are  adopted  to  prevent  it,  the  practice  will 
lead  to  difficulty,  for,  while  the  blockade  continues.  Admiral  Lee  has 
no  alternative  but  to  enforce  it  in  good  faith.  He  suggests  that  "it 
would  be  a  partial  remedy  if  the  War  Department  would  order  Gen- 
erals "Wool  and  Dix  not  to  allow  any  merchandise  or  articles  for  traffic 
to  be  shipped  on  those  mail  steamers  plying  between  Fortress  Monroe 
and  Norfolk  and  between  Fortress  Monroe  and  Baltimore;  it  would  be 
an  eflectual  remedy  and  a  more  natural  state  of  things  if  those  steam- 
boats were  under  navy  control." 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  recommendations  of  Admiral 
Lee  in  regard  to  orders  to  Generals  Wool  aiid  Dix  be  given  by  the  War 
Department.

Elizabeth  English.

Sir  :  Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock,  commanding  the  guard  vessel 
at  Norfolk,  reports  that  he  has  detained  the  schooner  Elizabeth  English, 
on  the  ground  that,  excepting  her  enrollment  and  license,  she  had  only 
a  bill  of  lading,  setting  forth  that  she  contained  330  tons  of  coal,  shipped 
by  the  U.  S.  War  Department  at  Philadelphia  on  the  2d  instant,  and 
signed  "David  English,"  whose  name  and  office  are  not  recognized 
here. 

It  has  been  agreed  that  vessels  in  the  employ  of  the  Army  shall,  in 
passing  the  guard  vessel,  leave  a  certificate  from  General  Dix's  head- 
quarters, saying  that  she  is  in  such  employ  and  has  only  army  supplies 
on  board.  The  master  of  the  tug  which  was  towing  this  schooner 
informed  Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock  that  he  asked  both  the  assist- 
ant quartermaster  and  provost-marshal  at  Fortress  Monroe  for  the 
proper  certificate,  and  that  they  told  him  he  did  not  want  any  certifi- 
cate, and  should  not  have  any. 

I  have  just  informed  General  Dix  of  these  facts,  and  have  requested 
him  to  cause  the  usual  and  proper  certificate  to  be  sent  to  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Babcock,  provided  this  vessel  is  in  the  employ  of  the  Army 
and  has  supplies  only  for  the  Army  on  board,  and  if  she  is  not  in  such 
employ  to  please  let  me  know.

Geneeal  :  Lieutenant-Commander  Babcock,  commanding  guard  ves- 
sel below  Norfolk,  reports  that  he  has  under  his  instructions  detained 
the  schooner  Elizabeth  English,  as,  excepting  her  enrollment  and  license, 
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slie  had  only  a  bill  of  lading,  showing  that  she  contained  330  tons  of 
coal,  purporting  to  be  shipped  by  the  U.  S.  War  Department  at  Phila- 
delphia on  the  2d  instant,  and  signed  "David  English,"  who,  or  whose 
office,  is  not  known  here. 

The  master  of  the  army  tug  which  was  towing  the  schooner  up 
informs  the  commanding  officer  of  the  guard  vessel  that  he  asked  the 
assistant  quartermaster  and  provost- marshal  at  Fort  Monroe  for  the 
usual  certiflcate  (viz,  that  the  vessel  is  in  the  employ  of  the  Army  and 
has  only  supplies  for  the  Army  on  board),  and  they  told  him  he  did  not 
want  any  such  a  certiflcate  and  should  not  have  any. 

If  the  Elizabeth  English  is  in  the  employment  of  the  Army  and  has 
supplies  for  the  Army  only  on  board,  I  will  thank  you  to  have  the 
usual  and  proper  certificate  to  that  efliect  sent  to  Lieutenant-Commander 
Babcock  for  me.  If  she  is  not  in  the  employment  of  the  Army,  and 
her  cargo  is  not  exclusively  for  the  use  of  the  Army,  you  would  oblige 
me  by  letting  me  know  it. 

I  beg  to  observe  that  no  inconvenience  will  be  experienced  by  your 
department  if  the  usual  and  proper  certiflcate  is  always  sent  with  the 
vessel  having  army  supplies  ou  board. 

The  commanding  officer  of  the  guard  vessel  below  Norfolk  also 
reports  to  me  that  he  has  vainly  endeavored  to  obtain  from  some  of  the 
steam  tugs  passing  to  and  fro  between  Fortress  Monroe  and  Norfolk 
such  a  certiflcate  as  would  show  that  they  are  in  the  employment  of 
the  Army  and  are  only  so  employed.  This  was  according  to  the  under- 
standing between  us,  as  shown  by  my  communication  to  you  of  Sep- 
tember 18,  and  your  reply  of  September  19.  I  respectfully  request 
that  you  will  now  favor  me  with  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  the  steam 
tugs  in  the  employment  of  the  Army,  plying  between  Fortress  Monroe 
and  Norfolk,  so  that  when  once  known  to  the  guard  vessel  in  the  Eliza- 
beth Eiver  there  may  be  no  difficulty  about  their  passing  afterwards 
without  stopping,  provided  they  are  not  towing  vessels,  especially  such 
as  are  not  in  the  employment  of  the  Army,  and  whose  cargoes  are  not 
duly  certified.

This  afternoon  a  certificate  was  brought  to  me  signed  by  your  com- 
mand by  Captain  Millward,  saying  that  this  cargo  of  goods  (not  army 
supplies)  is  solely  for  the  use  of  the  Fourth  Army  Cor]>s,  under  the 
command  of  Major-General  E.  D.  Keyes,  at  Yorktown.  The  bearer  of 
this  certiflcate  states  that  Mr.  Voorhees,  who  swears  in  the  manifest 
that  he  is  the  owner  of  the  cargo,  is  not  a  sutler  in  the  Army,  but  a 
general  trader  at  Fort  Monroe.  This  certificate  does  not  state,  as  is 
usual,  that  this  vessel  is  in  the  employ  of  the  Army  and  has  only  sup- 
plies for  the  Army  on  board.

This  afternoon  a  certilicate  was  brought  to  me, 
signed  by  command  of  General  J)ix  by  Captain  Millward,  saying  that 
this  "cargo  of  goods"  (not  army  supplies)  is  solely  for  the  use  of  the 
Fourth  Army  Corps,  under  the  command  of  Major-General  E.  D.  Keyes, 
at  Yorktown. 

The  bearer  of  this  certilicate  states  tliat  Mr.  Voorhees,  who  swears 
in  the  manifest  that  he  is  owner  of  the  cargo,  is  not  a  sutler  in  the 
Army,  but  a  general  trader  at  Fortress  Monroe. 

This  certificate  does  not  state,  as  is  usual,  that  this  vessel  is  in  the 
employ  of  the  Army,  and  has  only  supplies  for  the  Army  on  board.

General  Diz,  U.  S.  Army,  regarding  the  conflict  of  opinion  relative  to  the  enforcement  of 
the  hlockade.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  copies  of  two  letters  from 
(ieneral  Dix,  of  October  18  and  19,  to  me,  and  a  copy  of  my  reply. 

I  enclose  also  a  copy  of  a  list,  received  from  (reneral  Dix  to-day,  of 
the  steamboats,  thirty-two  in  all,  employed  by  the  War  Department 
in  this  department.  It  will  be  observed  that  four  of  these  are  in 
Baltimore  to  bring  grain  for  this  department,  whether  for  the  Army 
or  for  trade  is  not  known.  The  officers  on  guard  duty  have  great 
embarrassment  with  these  army  steamers,  as  they  often  refuse  to  stop 
and  leave  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have  none  but  army  supplies 
on  board.  The  subject  is  full  of  diflicnlty,  owing  to  the  positions 
assv-zned  by  General  Dix.  If  the  commanding  army  officers  here  were 
opposed  to  carrying  on  trade  in  this  vicinity,  there  would  be  no  embar- 
rassment in  the  matter. 
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I  respectfully  request  the  Department  to  instruct  me  in  what  manner 
I  can  maintain  a  strict  blockade  here,  under  all  tlie  op])osition  whicli 
I  have  to  encounter,  as  shown  iu  my  correspondence  with  General  Bix 
and  communicated  to  the  Department.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt,  on  my  return  from 
Washington,  of  your  three  communications,  one  of  the  11th,  and  the  two 
others  of  the  15th  instant. 

In  regard  to  permits  for  vessels  with  return  cargoes  from  Norfollc,  I 
do  not  see  how  I  can  properly  refuse  to  grant  one  if  application  is 
made  to  me  under  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  If 
you  deem  it  your  duty,  under  the  instructions  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  to  seize  a  vessel  having  such  a  permit,  I  can  have  no  possible 
objection.  It  is  a  contlict  between  the  two  Departments  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, for  which  neither  of  us  is  responsible.  I  trust,  however,  that 
no  such  case  will  arise  until  some  proper  disposition  is  made  of  the 
whole  subject.  But  individuals  have  rights  which  1  am  bound  to 
respect;  and  if  anyone  brings  himself  clearly  within  the  class  of  cases 
disposed  of  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who  has  the  genernl  reg- 
ulation of  commerce,  I  can  not  put  him  off  because  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  takes  a  view  of  the  question  of  blockade  which  I  conceive  to 
be  at  variance  with  all  the  received  rules  of  international  law.  1  had 
the  honor  to  reply  personally  to  the  arguments  (juoted  from  one  of  his 
letters  to  you,  in  your  communication  of  the  15th. 

The  instructions  you  have  given  the  commander  of  the  gunboat 
stationed  under  the  guns  of  this  fort  are  embarrassing  the  public  serv- 
ice exceedingly.  A  vessel  laden  with  coal  and  lumber,  purchased  by 
the  ordnance  officer  for  public  use,  was  stopped  yesterday  and  detained 
the  whole  day  for  certificates,  greatly  to  my  annoyance.  Vessels 
cleared  to  this  port,  unless  it  is  regarded  as  a  blockaded  port,  ought 
not  to  be  detained ;  and  I  believe  such  an  interference  with  the  mili- 
tary administration  of  this  command  to  be  entirely  witliout  precedent. 
It  certainly  was  so  under  your  two  predecessors;  and  1  consider  it 
altogether  inconsistent  with  the  comity  due  from  one  service  to  the 
other.  If  you  deem  it  your  duty,  under  the  instructions  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy,  to  place  a  gunboat  under  the  guns  of  this  fort,  the 
headquarters  of  a  military  department,  and  subject  to  all  the  restric- 
tions of  an  enemy's  port,  in  order  to  enforce  the  blockade,  1  shall 
bring  the  matter  before  the  Government  without  dehiy.  If  you  do 
not,  then  I  respectfully  request  that  the  gunboat  may  be  anchored  above 
the  fort,  and  that  commercial  intercourse  with  this  port  may  be  left,  as 
it  always  has  been  heretofore,  under  the  control  of  the  Treasury 
Department  and  the  military  authorities.  All  vessels  coming  here  are 
boarded  and  their  papers  and  cargoes  examined  by  the  oflicers  of  the 
revenue  cutter,  and  they  are  visited  again  by  the  captain  of  the  jiort, 
to  whom  they  are  required  to  report  on  shore,  and  who  also  examines 
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their  papers.  To  subject  them  to  a  third  visitation  appears  to  me  to  be 
superfluous  and  a  needless  vexation.  I  state  tliese  facts,  not  as  having 
any  bearing  on  the  graver  objections  I  have  made  to  the  system  of 
visitation  at  this  port,  but  to  show  that  it  is  called  for  by  no  consider- 
ations of  i)ublic  necessity. 

The  sloop  A.  G.  Broclerick  was  cleared  from  this  port  for  Baltimore, 
with  51  bushels  of  wheat,  19  hides,  100  pounds  rags,  2,000  pounds  iron, 
and  ICO  bushels  of  oysters,  and  has  been  stopped  by  your  gunboat. 
Unless  you  regard  Fort  Monroe  as  blockaded,  I  respectfully  submit 
that  there  is  nothing  in  the  instructions  of  the  Navy  Department  which 
you  communicated  to  me  to  warrant  the  detention  of  this  vessel.  The 
property  belongs  to  persons  within  our  lines,  and,  as  the  military  com- 
mander here,  I  claim  the  right  to  clear  vessels  to  any  port  in  a  loyal 
State,  subject  to  the  usual  custom-house  inspection.  I  respectfully  ask 
if  you  consider  this  port  as  blockaded;  and  if  not,  I  will  thank  you  to 
furnish  me  with  a  copy  of  the  instructions  under  which  the  detention 
is  made,  that  I  may  make  a  proper  representation  to  tlie  Government.

Sir:  I  have  just  received  your  communication  of  yesterday. 
The  case  of  the  Elizabeth  English  was  reported  to  me  last  evening, 
and  I  directed  the  usual  certificate  to  be  given.    The  quartermaster 
supposed,  as  she  was  in  tow  of  an  army  tug,  no  certificate  would  be 
required. 

1  supposed  the  army  tugs  had  all  been  furnished  with  certificates. 
If  so,  they  were  probably  left  with  the  commander  of  some  one  of  the 
gunboats,  and  were  not  renewed.  I  will  see  that  they  have  new  ones, 
which  I  request  may  be  left  on  board,  and  I  will  also  furnish  you  imme- 
diately Avith  a  list  of  all  the  steamers  in  the  service  of  the  army  here. 
The  schooner  John  Francis  has  goods  on  board  for  the  army  at  York- 
town.  They  belong  to  Mr.  Voorhees,  who  keeps  a  store  here  by  author- 
ity of  the  Government.  Major-General  Keyes,  the  commanding  officer 
at  Yorktown,  desires  that  he  be  permitted  to  send  a  supply  of  goods 
there,  to  be  sold  within  the  fortifications  for  the  use  of  his  command, 
and  they  were  sent  by  my  order  as  the  commander  of  the  department. 
The  vessel  is  not  in  the  employ  of  the  Army,  but  the  goods  are  for 
General  Keyes'  command.  I  claim,  as  commanding  officer  of  the  depart- 
ment, the  right  to  allow  such  supplies  for  my  command  to  be  sent  from 
one  military  post  to  another,  and  to  give  the  authority  to  sell  them  to 
any  person.  The  right  has  never  before,  as  I  am  advised,  been  disputed 
in  any  quarter.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
iiiuiiicatioiis  of  the  18th  and  19th  instant. 

In  regard  to  permits  for  vessels  with  return  cargoes  from  Norfolk,  you 
iiie  aware  that  the  decision  of  the  Navy  Department  is  adverse  to  your 
making  any  such  clearance.  I  do  not  know  of  any  contlicting  decision 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  The  North  Atlantic  blockade  extends 
from  the  Piankatank  Eiver,  on  the  western  shore  of  Virginia,  to  the 
coast  of  South  Carolina,  excepting  the  harbor  of  Beaufort,  N.  0.,  the 
blockade  of  which  has  been  raised  by  proclamation  of  the  President. 
Within  these  limits  I  am  required  to  maintain  a  strict  blockade,  and  to 
prevent  all  traiBc,  except  under  a  permit  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  War,  or  Navy. 

My  instructions  to  the  gunboat  off  Fortress  Monroe  are  only  to  carry 
out  my  orders  from  the  Government,  and  her  station  is  safe  and  con- 
venient for  that  purpose.  Fortress  Monroe  has  never  been  declared  a 
port  of  entry.  It  is  situated  within  the  blockaded  region,  and  all  ves- 
sels in  the  employment  of  the  Army,  with  only  army  or  navy  supplies 
of  any  kind,  or  public  property,  on  board,  pass  freely  and  frequently, 
not  only  to  Fortress  Monroe,  but  to  all  other  points  here  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  the  Army,  on  a  certificate  from  your  headquarters ;  or,  in  case  of 
a  vessel  coming  from  a  Northern  port,  on  a  certificate  from  the  U.  S. 
quartermaster  there,  stating  in  a  very  few  words  that  such  is  the  char- 
acter of  the  vessel  and  cargo.  It  is  impossible,  therefore,  that  the  pub- 
lic service  should  thereby  be  embarrassed  exceedingly,  or  at  all,  but,  on 
tlie  contrary,  the  public  service  is  benefited  to  the  extent  that  supplies 
are  thus  kept  out  of  the  insurrectionary  region. 

You  say,  "A  vessel  laden  with  coal  and  lumber,  purchased  by  the 
ordnance  ofticer  for  public  use,  was  stopped  yesterday  and  detained  the 
wliole  day,  greatly  to  my  annoyance."  You  refer,  doubtless,  to  the  case 
of  the  Conrad  Fox,  which  had  violated  the  blockade,  got  to  Norfolk 
without  a  permit  from  either  the  Treasury,  War,  or  Navy  Department, 
but  under  an  unauthorized  permit  from  army  officers,  which  I  am 
expressly  ordered  not  to  respect,  and  with  a  cargo  of  coal  and  lumber, 
brought  from  Havre  de  Grace,  without  any  clearance,  for  Kimberly  & 
Bros.,  traders  at  Norfolk.  The  Navy  Department  released  this  vessel 
on  the  ground  that  she  acted  on  supposed  authority,  but  forbidding 
her  to  land  or  receive  cargo.  To  prevent  any  further  violation  of  the 
blockade  by  her,  she  was  towed  just  outside  of  the  lower  gunboat  and 
released,  to  go  where  she  pleased  outside  of  the  blockade.  But  the  Con- 
rad Fox,  instead  of  going  away,  immediately  anchored,  and  your  ord- 
nance officer  bought  her  cargo.  As  soon  as  the  usual  certificate  was 
sent  to  the  guard  vessels,  showing  that  the  cargo  of  this  vessel  had  now 
become  army  supplies,  she  was  at  once  permitted  to  pass  in  to  unload, 
so  I  am  informed  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  guard  vessel.  If 
there  was  any  delay  about  sending  off  the  usual  and  necessary  certifi- 
cate to  the  gunboat,  it  was  wholly  unnecessary,  as  you  have  already 
complained  that  she  is  stationed  "  under  the  guns  of  this  fort,"  the  nec- 
essary situation  of  the  men-of-war,  our  own  and  foreign,  at  anchor  here, 
where  one  of  your  many  steam  tenders  might  communicate  with  her 
in  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes. 

You  wish  me  to  remove  this  gunboat  from  her  anchorage  outside  or 
below  the  fort  to  an  anchorage  inside  and  above  the  fort,  that  commer- 
cial intercourse  may  go  on.  Tliis  would  be  to  violate  my  orders  to 
maintain  the  blockade  strictly  until  it  is  modified  or  raised.    To  this 
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end  the  gunboat  must  be  stationed  where  she  can  conveniently  inter- 
cept and  board  vessels,  and,  when  these  have  merchandise  for  traffic, 
detain  them  to  be  reported  to  the  Department.  When  vessels  with 
army  supplies  have  passed  the  blockade  and  are  inside  discharging,  I 
see  no  objection  to  their  visitation  and  search  by  both  the  military 
authorities  and  the  revenue  officers,  as  gross  irregularities  may  be 
detected  and  prevented  by  such  additional  precautions. 

Since  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  19th  (althougli  I  had 
previously  reported  the  case  of  the  John  Francis  to  the  Department), 
informing  me  that  her  cargo  of  goods  is  sent  at  the  request  of  General 
Keyes  to  be  sold  within  the  fortifications  at  Yorktown  for  the  use  of 
his  comnmud  there,  I  have  directed  the  gunboats  to  let  her  pass.

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Havy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  regarding  the  conflict 
of  opinion  relative  to  the  enforcement  of  the  blockade. 

Navy  DErARTMENT,  October  21,  1862. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  perusal  a  disi)atch  (No.  98) 
which  I  have  received  from  Acting  Hear- Admiral  S.  P.  Lee,  with  cor- 
resj)oiideuce  between  that  officer  and  General  Dix,  relative  to  traffic  at 
Norfolk,  which  1  will  thank  you  to  return  after  perusal. 

If  it  be  the  policy  of  the  Government  to  reopen  trade  with  Norfolk, 
it  should  not,  I  think,  be  limited  to  such  persons  only  as  the  officers  of 
the  Army  may  designate,  but  be  free  to  all.  A  system  of  army  permits 
can  not  otherwise  than  lead  to  favoritism  and  demoralization. 

The  blockade  ought  not  thus  to  be  abused  and  prostituted. 

General  Dix  makes  allusion  to  the  "regulations  of  commerce,"  "reve- 
nue," "custom-house  clearances,''  etc.,  as  if  they  were  consistent  with  a 
state  of  blockade,  whereas  the  object  of  a  blockade  is  to  interrupt  and 
destroy  for  the  time  being  commercial  intercourse.  So  long  as  it  is  con- 
tinued the  Army  will  be  put  to  some  inconvenience  if  it  is  honestly  and 
faithfully  enforced.  If  it  is  not  so  enforced,  and  in  good  faith,  the 
demoralization  of  the  Army  will  be  likely  to  follow. 

Until  the  blockade  is  raised  I  think  it  is  not  only  the  true  policy  but 
the  duty  of  the  Government  to  enforce  it.  If  there  is  any  modifica- 
tion its  benefits  should  be  to  all  and  not  restricted  to  a  few. 

From  the  large  list  of  vessels  furnished,  and  from  information  obtained 
from  other  sources,  it  is  questionable  whether  it  would  not  be  better  in 
every  respect  to  open  the  port  of  Noriblk  than  to  keep  up  what  I  fear 
would  be  but  a  sham — blockade  for  the  benefit  of  favorites. 

From  the  letters  and  views  of  General  Dix,  so  far  as  I  can  under- 
stand them,  it  would  seem  that  he  desires  the  naval  vessels  should  be 
employed  in  restricting  traffic  except  to  such  persons  as  he  and  certain 
officers  of  the  Army  may  permit,  and  those  who  have  these  permits  are 
to  export  and  import  and  carry  on  general  trade. 

This  certainly  is  not  blockade,  but  a  perversion  of  it. 

My  own  opinion  is  that  the  blockade  should  be  maintained  in  entire 
good  faith  with  all  or  that  the  port  should  be  open  to  all.  To  depart 
from  this  rule  will  be  to  bring  our  whole  blockade  into  disrepute.  At 
no  point  should  it  be  made  a  cover  for  traffic  by  privileged  parties  after 
soleiun  proclamation  from  the  Executive  to  the  whole  world  that  com- 
merce is  interdicted.

schooner  John  Francis,  loaded  with  merchandise  for  Yorktowu,  with  a 
permit  from  you. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  transmit  a  copy 
of  your  letter  and  its  enclosures  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  to 
wait  the  orders  of  the  Navy  Department  before  attempting  to  deviate

Letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  regarding  the  conflict  of  opinion 
and  practice  between  the  Departments  in  the  enforcement  of  the  blockade, 

Navy  Department,  October  29, 1862. 
Sir:  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  in  a  letter  of  the  2Gth  instant, 
encloses  to  this  Department  a  communication  from  General  ])ix,  with  a 
coi)y  of  a  telegram  from  the  War  ])epartnient  of  the  18th,  to  the  effect 
that  the  Norfolk  trade  should  be  placed  under  his  (General  Dix's) 
direction;  that  clearances  for  which  lie  asks  permission  into  the  port 
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will  be  granted  by  tlie  Treasury  Department,  and  all  exports  permitted 
by  liim  (General  Dix)  •will  be  allowed  by  the  Navy  to  pass. 

As  was  suggested  in  our  meeting  yesterday,  there  must  be  a  misap- 
prehension on  this  subject.  So  long  as  the  blockade  is  enforced  there 
can  be  no  trade  or  commerce  with  Norfolk  by  individuals  or  firms.  The 
Government  can  seize,  or  in  any  other  way,  perhaps,  procure  materials 
to  export  on  the  permit  of  the  Secretaries  of  War,  Treasury,  or  Navy, 
but  this  does  not  admit  of  commerce  or  private  traffic  which  is  incon- 
sistent with  blockade.  General  Dix,  for  instance,  has  granted  the 
following  pass :

This  proceeding  Acting  Eear- Admiral  Lee  could  not  recognize,  nor 
is  such  traffic  admissible  while  the  proclamation  of  the  President 
declaring  the  blockade  remains  in  force  and  unmodified. 

Our  opinions,  I  believe,  coincide  on  this  subject,  though  there  must 
have  been  some  misunderstanding  as  to  the  authority  of  General  Dix 
to  set  aside  the  restrictions  on  exports.  If  traffic  can  consistently  be 
allowed  he  should  get  his  clearance  and  permit  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  it  appears  to  me,  from  Norfolk  instead  of  Hampton  lioads, 
which  is  not  a  jjort.  This  would  relieve  the  Blockading  Squadron  of 
difficulty. 

I  confess  I  do  not  see  how  traffic  can,  in  good  faith,  be  permitted  to 
any  private  parties,  except  in  derogation  of  the  blockade.  Trade  and 
commerce  must  be  open  to  all  or  closed  to  all. 

I  have  addressed  this  communication  in  justice  to  Acting  Rear- 

Admiral  Lee,  who  has  no  instructions  to  pass  private  vessels  with  cargo 

for  export  excei)t  on  permit  from  the  head  of  the  Department,  although 

admitting  all  army  supplies ;  consequently  the  William  Penn  is  detained.

Sir:  Yours  of  the  2Gth  instant,  and  the  copies  of  correspondence 
enclosed  in  regard  to  the  "  schooner  William  Penn,  with  a  cargo  of  staves 
and  tobacco,"  which  General  Dix  says  "has  permission  to  come  from 
Norfolk  to  this  port  (Fortress  Monroe),  where  she  will  be  cleared  for  a 
Northern  port,"  has  been  received,  and  your  course  in  maintaining  the 
blockade  is  approved. 

Until  the  blockade  is  raised  or  broken,  or  publicly  modified,  it  must 
be  enforced  in  good  faith  by  the  Navy.  Fortress  Monroe  is  not  a  port  of 
entry,  and  clearances  are  not  to  be  made  from  that  poiut,  which  is,  like 
Norfolk,  subject  to  blockade.  If  the  Secretary  of  War  or  Treasury  have 
seized  or  obtained  possession  of  staves  or  tobacco,  or  any  other  articles 
which  belong  to  the  Government,  and  either  of  them  have  authorized 
such  articles  to  be  exported,  you  will  recognize  their  authority;  but 
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permits  from  any  ofBcer  for  general  traific  or  exports  on  private  account 
are  unknown  to  the  Department  intrusted  with  the  blockade  and  can 
□ot  be  recognized.

General  :  1  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receii)t  of  your  com- 
munications of  the  20th  and  23d  instant,  enclosing  a  list  of  the  thirty- 
five  steamers  now  in  the  employment  of  the  Army  in  the  Department  of 
Virginia,  any  of  which  I  suppose  are  liable  to  be  discharged  at  any  time. 

In  respect  to  those  which  are  employed  inside  of  Portress  Monroe, 
their  certificates,  ouce  left  with  the  blockading  vessel  below  Norfolk, 
are  sufficient;  but  in  respect  to  those,  except  the  mail  boats  coming 
from  or  going  to  Baltimore  or  to  and  from  the  North,  I  have  respectfully 
to  request  that  you  will  have  them  ordered  to  stop  at  the  Wyandotte, 
the  outside  guard  vessel  on  blockade  for  Hampton  Koads,  etc.,  and 
leave  the  usual  certificate  from  your  headquarters,  or  from  the  proper 
officer  detailed  by  you  for  that  duty,  or  from  the  quartermaster  of  the 
port  whence  they  came,  stating  that  the  steamer  in  question  is  then  in 
the  employment  of  the  Government  and  has  only  army  supplies  on 
board,  or  is  in  ballast,  as  the  case  may  be.  This  will  occasion  but  a  few 
minutes'  delay,  and  will  prevent  violation  of  the  blockade.  The  guard 
vessel  has  omitted  all  steamers  from  her  report,  an  irregularity  which 
will  be  corrected  immediately. 

It  is  obvious  that  my  Instructions  can  be  carried  out  with  fidelity, 
and  yet  without  inconvenience  to  your  branch  of  the  public  service, 
with  your  cooperation.

Admiral  :  1  have  not  thought  it  profitable  to  contiuue  the  discussion 
with  you  of  the  question  of  blockade  at  this  post,  as  you  assure  uie  that, 
in  all  you  have  done  and  are  doing,  you  are  carrying  out  the  orders  of 
the  Navy  Department.  I  shall  therefore  address  what  I  have  to  say  to 
the  Secretary  of  War,  that  all  questions  arising  here  in  regard  to  this 
subject  may  be  adjusted  at  Washington. 

I  have  endeavored  to  give  you  all  the  aid  in  my  power  in  carrying  out 
your  instructions,  and  shall  continue  to  do  so,  for  I  am  as  anxious  as 
you  can  possibly  be  to  prevent  illicit  traffic  with  the  States  or  parts  of 
States  in  actual  insurrection  against  the  Clovernment  of  the  United 
States,  and  I  agree  with  you  that  those  instructions  may  be  carried  out 
without  inconvenience  to  the  branch  of  the  iiublic  service  with  which  I 
am  connected. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that,  as  you  have  a  complete  list  of  all  the 
steamers  in  the  employ  of  the  army  here,  they  should  be  allowed  to  pass 
freely  from  this  post  to  Norfolk,  Suflfblk,  Yorktown,  and  Newport  News. 
They  will  all  be  provided  with  certificates  from  the  chief  quartermaster 
of  the  Seventh  Army  Corps,  Lieutenant-Colonel  C.  W.  Thomas.  The 
authentic  list  sent  to  you  by  me  is  a  certificate  from  myself  that  the 
steamers  named  in  it  are  actually  in  the  employ  of  the  Army.  It  is 
desirable  that  the  certificates  given  by  Colonel  Thomas  should  be 
retained  by  the  captains  of  the  steamers.  If  any  steamer  is  discharged 
Colonel  Thomas's  certificate  will  be  taken  from  the  captain  and  I  will 
notify  you  immediately  in  order  that  you  may  strike  the  steamer  from 
your  list.  On  the  other  hand,  if  any  new  steamer  is  chartered,  I  will 
give  you  the  like  immediate  notice,  that  you  may  add  it  to  the  list.  All 
steamers  passing  the  Wyandotte,  and  not  being  on  your  list,  will  be 
directed  to  stop  and  exhibit  their  certificates. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  steamers  on  your  list,  of  which  the 
commander  of  the  Wyandotte  should  be  provided  with  a  copy,  ought  not 
to  be  required  to  stop;  the  delay  is  often  inconvenient,  independently 
of  all  other  considerations.  I  am  going  to  Washington  this  morning 
in  the  Metamora  on  a  summons  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  it  will 
be  neither  convenient  nor  consistent  with  my  position  as  the  commander 
of  the  Department  to  be  stojjped  by  the  guard  boat,  when  the  com- 
mander is  aware  that  the  Metamora  is  in  the  service  of  the  Army,  and 
that  it  is  the  boat  I  use  when  I  leave  the  post  in  performance  of  my 
military  duties.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication of  the  29th  instant. 

I  am  gratified  by  your  conclusion  to  adjust  the  question  of  blockade 
with  the  authorities  at  Washington,  and  very  truly  regret  that  you  did 
not  find  it  "profitable"  to  do  so  sooner.  I  have  always  informed  you 
of  the  text  of  my  orders  on  this  subject  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
to  whom  I  jiave  regularly  communicated  our  correspondence. 
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Having  cudeavored  faithfully  to  discharge  my  duty  under  my  clear 
orders  to  maintain  the  blockade  strictly,  I  have  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  my  conduct  has  been  fully  approved  by  the  Department 
in  every  case  where  military  permits  to  trade  have  been  given  in  vio- 
lation of  the  blockade.  In  this  connection  I  beg  leave  to  inform  you 
that  in  reply  to  my  dispatch,  enclosing  a  copy  of  yours  of  the  19th 
instant  ^yith  a  co])y  of  a  dispatch  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  you  of 
the  18th  instant,  respecting  trade  at  Norfolk,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Xavy  informs  me  that  he  is  expecting  a  communication  from  the  Treas- 
ury or  War  Department  specifying  details  of  a  proposed  arrangement 
for  permits,  and  until  it  is  received  that  he  has  no  new  instructions  to 
give  in  regard  to  the  blockade. 

In  reference  to  the  detention  of  the  William  Penn,  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment, under  date  of  the  29th  instant,  approves  my  course  and  instructs 
me  as  follows : 

Until  the  blockade  is  raised  or  broken  or  publicly  modified  it  must  bo  enforced  in 
good  faith  by  tho  Navy.  Fortress  Monroe  is  not  a  port  of  entry,  and  clearances  are 
not  to  be  made  from  that  point,  which  is,  like  Norfolk,  subject  to  the  blockade.  If 
the  Secretary  of  War  or  Treasury  has  seized  or  obtained  possession  of  staves  or 
tobacco  or  any  other  article  which  belong  to  the  Government,  and  either  of  them 
have  authorized  such  articles  to  be  exported,  you  will  recognize  their  authority; 
but  permits  from  any  officer  for  general  traffic  or  exports  on  private  account  are 
unknown  to  the  Department  intrusted  with  the  blockade,  and  can  not  be  recognized. 

In  reply  to  my  communication  to  you  of  the  24:th  instant  you  suggest 
in  substance  that  all  the  steamers  in  the  employ  of  the  Army,  as  shown 
by  the  authentic  list  you  have  sent  me,  should  pass  the  blockade  with- 
out stopping  even  at  the  outer  guard  vessel;  that  Colonel  Thomas, 
chief  quartermaster  here,  will  give  certificates  to  each  steamer,  which 
.she  shall  retain  while  so  en)ployed,  and  when  she  is  discharged  Colonel 
Thomas's  certificate  will  be  taken  from  the  captain,  and  you  will  imme- 
diately notify  me,  that  she  may  be  erased  from  the  list  you  have  sent; 
and  if  any  new  steamer  is  chartered  you  will  give  me  like  immediate 
notice,  that  she  may  be  added  to  the  list,  and  that  all  steamers  not  on 
the  official  list  will  be  directed  to  stop  at  the  outer  guard  vessel  and 
show  their  ccrtilicates. 

I  cheerfully  accept  this  proposition,  and  shall  submit  our  correspond- 
ence on  the  subject  and  my  action  in  relation  thereto  for  the  considera- 
tion and  decision  of  the  Navy  Department. 

In  respect  to  the  Metamora,  1  beg  leave  to  say  that  as  soon  as  you 
informed  me  she  was  in  your  i^ersonal  service,  the  gunboat  on  guard 
duty  was  iiromptly  instructed  on  the  subject.  Had  the  gunboat  on 
blockade,  ignorant  of  the  fact  that  you  were  on  board  the  Metamora, 
stopped  her,  I  am  sure  you  would  on  reflection  not  have  felt  offended, 
as  military  men  do  not  take  offense  at  the  proper  challenge  of  a  sen- 
tinel. Yesterday  I  was  not  allowed  to  go  on  the  ramparts  of  Fortress 
Monroe,  though  I  was  in  uniform  and  had  made  myself  known,  without 
a  permit  from  one  of  your  officers,  and  then  I  was,  and  very  properly,  I 
believe,  challenged  by  a  sentinel  and  stopped  until  I  exhibited  my  pass. 
I  saw  in  this  only  military  propriety,  and  felt  that  no  infraction  of 
dignity  was  intended.

Creneral  Dix,  V.  S.  Army,  requesting  a  change  of  station  of  the  guard  boat  off  Fortress 
Monroe.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  enclosed  a  copy  of  a  communication 
of  yesterday  from  General  Dix  and  of  my  reply  of  this  date. 

The  gunboat  Wyandotte  is  anchored,  with  her  guard  Hag  flying,  at 
the  lower  part  of  the  man-of-war  anchorage  off  Fortress  Monroe  and, 
as  is  the  case  with  the  two  English  men-of-war  now  anchored  above 
her,  is  below  the  Baltimore  wharf,  and  is,  like  them,  under  the  guns  of 
Fortress  Monroe.  The  anchorage  of  tlie  Wyandotte  was  reported  to 
me  by  her  commander  as  convenient  for  the  discharge  of  his  duty  of 
boarding  vessels  passing  the  blockade  of  these  waters,  convenient  to 
the  tug  boarding  and  to  the  vessel  boarded.  I  had  ordered  him  to  anchor 
iarther  outside,  between  the  fort  and  the  light  ship,  but,  after  trial,  he 
found  it  too  rough  there  for  the  convenient  performance  of  his  duty  in 
bad  weather,  and  came  farther  in,  where  he  now  is,  below  all  the  ship- 
ping and  in  a  good  position  for  the  blockade  of  the  channel  way. 

1  can  not  see  any  cause  for  grief  in  this  to  General  Dix,  or  how  it 
can  be  reconciled  with  that  spirit  ot  comity  to  which  he  refers,  to  com- 
plain of  a  United  States  man-of-war  being  at  anchor  within  the  range 
of  the  guns  of  a  United  States  fort,  in  the  performance  of  her  naval 
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duty  of  blockading  tbese  waters,  under  the  clear  and  regular  instruc- 
tions of  tlie  Navy  Department  to  maintain  strictly  the  blockade  pro- 
claimed by  the  President. 

The  anchorage,  inconsiderately  indicated  by  General  Dix  for  this 
naval  vessel  to  occupy  in  the  performance  of  her  naval  duty,  would 
still  be  under  the  guns  of  the  fort,  but  would  be  above  the  anchorage 
of  tlie  foreign  menof-war  here,  and  among  tlie  transports;  whereas,  a 
blockading  vessel  should  be  below  and  outside  of  all  the  shipping. 

As  General  Dix  has  now  thirty-five  steamers  in  the  employ  of  the 
army  here,  any  or  all  of  which  freely  pass  the  blockade  without  stop- 
ping at  the  Wyandotte,  and  as  all  the  army  supply  transports  readily 
pass,  on  showing  by  their  certificates  or  papers  that  they  are  in  the 
employ  of  the  army,  which  distinguishes  them  from  private  traders,  it 
is  singular  that  he  should  venture  to  characterize  the  blockade  against 
traftic  in  this  insurrectionary  region  as  a  "blockade  of  this  fort  by  a 
gunboat;"  as  "a  system  of  visitation  of  this  fortress,  the  headquarters 
of  the  department."

Admiral  :  I  believe  I  have  never  urged  on  you  any  matter,  a  com- 
])liance  with  which  would  have  been  a  violation  of  your  instructions  from 
the  Navy  Department.  It  is  only  in  cases  which  I  considered  witliin 
your  discretion  that  I  have  ventured  to  press  on  you  my  own  views. 
They  are  now  in  possession  of  the  Government,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
will  be  satisfactorily  disposed  of. 

The  permits  given  by  me,  which  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  in  his 
letter  to  you  of  the  29th  ultimo  says  "can  not  be  recognized,"  were  in 
accordance,  in  some  instances,  with  a  special  authority  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  and  in  others  with  a  general  authority  emanating 
from  the  same  Department.  I  shall,  of  course,  give  no  more  until 
this  conflict  of  opinion  and  action  is  reconciled. 

In  regard  to  the  occurrence  alluded  to  in  your  letter  of  the  31st 
ultimo,  within  the  fort,  it  is  proper  to  state  that  there  is  a  permanent 
rule,  adopted  long  ago,  that  no  oflicer  can  go  upoTi  the  ramparts  with- 
out the  permission  of  the  officer  of  the  day,  unless  he  is  accompanied  by 
the  commanding  general  or  one  of  his  staff.  The  rule  is  applicable  to 
all  oflQcers,  whether  belonging  to  the  garrison  or  not,  or  whether  of  the 
Army  or  Navy.  The  case  would  be  precisely  similar  if  I  had  gone  on 
board  one  of  your  vessels  without  announcing  myself. 

But  in  the  case  of  the  harbor,  I  respectfully  suggest  that  it  is  entirely 
different.  I  have  from  the  beginning  objected  to  the  blockade  of  this 
fort  by  a  gunboat  stationed  under  its  guns,  as  entirely  unprecedented, 
unnecessary,  and  in  disregard  of  the  comity  .and  friendly  understanding 
which  should  exist  between  your  service  and  mine,  and  which  I  am 
most  anxious  to  preserve. 

Knowing  your  instructions,  when  I  found  the  Metamora  wanted  for 
another  i)urpose,  and  when  I  decided  to  go  to  Washington  in  the  City 
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of  Hudson,  the  Xorfolk  mail  boat,  I  sent  on  board  the  Wyandotte  to 
advise  the  commander  that  I  should  pass  in  the  last-named  steamer  and 
that  I  was  in  haste  to  obey  a  summons  from  the  Secretry  of  War. 
While  objecting  to  the  arrangement,  in  my  communications  with  you, 
I  had,  nevertheless,  been  careful  not  to  act  in  contravention  of  it  And 
I  now  repeat  and  appeal  to  your  courtesy  in  making  the  request,  that 
the  Wyandotte  may  be  stationed  above  the  Baltimore  wharf,  and  that 
this  fortress,  the  headquarters  of  the  department,  may  be  relieved  from 
a  system  of  visitation,  to  which  it  was  never  before  subjected.  I  should 
not  make  the  request  if  I  did  not  feel  a  perfect  assurance  that  every 
public  object  in  view  could  be  as  eflectually  accomplished,  and  that  it 
is  a  matter  entirely  in  your  own  discretion.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  enquiry,  respecting  information  of  the 
James  Kiver  which  may  be  in  my  possession,  I  submit  the  following, 
viz : 

1st.  The  names  of  the  vessels  at  or  near  Kichniond  are  the  Richmond 
(Merrimack  No.  2),  iionclad,  Yorktown,  Raleigh,  Patrick  Henry,  Nanse- 
mond,  Beaufort,  and  Hampton. 

2d.  The  ironclad  has  four  8  inch  shell  guns,  two  placed  at  either 
end  and  two  in  the  center,  three  ports  on  a  side;  the  forward  and  after 
guns  pivoted  for  three  ports. 

3d.  The  time  of  ironclad  being  ready  is  very  indefinite.  It  is  ques- 
tionable if  she  will  be  finished  for  some  time  to  come.  My  latest 
advices  report  that  they  were  now  making  but  slow  progress  on  her. 
She  has  about  half  the  iron  on.  It  is  to  be  in  two  layers,  each  layer  2 
inches  thick,  laid  at  riglit  angles  to  each  other,  in  bands  8  inches  wide, 
horizontal  and  vertical  on  the  roof.  The  roof  is  Hat  on  top,  of  cast- 
iron  grating,  very  massive,  about  8  feet  wide.  Iler  roofing  and  timber 
projecting  is  about  6  feet  at  the  water's  edge,  made  solid  and  cased 
with  4-inch  iron.  Around  the  vessel  is  a  guard  of  5  feet  wide,  which 
projects  both  forward  and  aft.  (See  the  enclosed  tracing.)!  A  heavy 
beak,  or  prow  of  iron,  is  intended  to  be  put  on  the  bow,  G  feet  below  the 
water's  edge,  but  I  very  much  question  its  being  Jittcd,  now  that  she 
is  launched.  Tlie  machinery  of  the  old  Arctic  is  to  be  put  into  her, 
with  new  boilers;  the  latter  are  not  finished  and  they  have  great  diffi- 
culty in  procuring  boiler  iron  for  this  purpose. 

It  is  thought  that  Captain  Buchanan  will  again  command.  Captains 
Pegram,  Lee,  Davidson,  Minor,  and  others,  the  smaller  vessels. 

The  YorMoH-n  is  but  half  ironclad;  thickness  3i  inches,  and  on  tlie 
forward  part,  like  the  Mississippi  boats.  She  is  to  mount  four  side  guns 
and  two  pivot  guns,  30-pounder  rifles.

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There  are  four  small  tugs,  about  tlie  size  of  the  Teaser,  mounting 
smoothbore  and  ririe  20-pounders  on  pivots.  Their  names  are  the 
Raleigh,  Sumter,  and  Fatrick  Henry. 

The  barrier  is  just  above  Fort  Darling,  not  below  it.  It  is  almost  a 
solid  mass  of  concrete;  its  construction  is  like  this: 
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Piles  were  first  driven  in,  in  a  circular  form,  and  then  filled  in  with 
bricks, cement,  stone,  etc.  (Ten  large  brick  buildings  were  torn  down  in 
Kichmond  for  the  i)nip()se.)  These  cribs  are  about  30  feet  apart  and  15 
to  20  feet  in  diameter.  1  think  there  are  five  of  them.  They  are  Just 
level  with  the  water  at  low  tide.  A  battery  (of  two  or  three  guns)  is  so 
])laced  and  trained  as  to  sweep  directly  over  and  across  the  barrier. 
in  the  center  is  the  o])ening  or  gateway,  some  50  or  (iO  feet  wide.  This 
was  intended  to  be  filled  up  by  the  steamers  Jamestoicn,  Curtis  Peck, 
and  Northhampton.  The  Jamestown  was  sunk,  and  also  the  two  others. 
After  the  fresh[et]  in  the  river,  they  were  removed  by  the  force  of  the 
current  from  the  opening,  and  now  lie  as  represented  in  the  above 
sketch.  The  current  has  very  much  abraded  the  west  bank  of  the 
river  and  changed  the  course  of  the  channel  and  the  places  of  deposits  of 
sand.  To  permit  the  lUchmond  to  come  ont,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
remove  the  Jamestown;  this  can  easily  be  done  by  torpedoes.  The 
water  is  deep — some  30  feet  iii  the  channel.  The  Richmond  draws  12J 
feet  water,  and  is  upward  of  -IG  feet  beam.  There  is  no  barrier  below 
Fort  Darling.  It  is  now  said  to  have  seventeen  guns  mounted,  and 
the  three  most  exposed  to  the  fire  of  the  gunboats  are  plated  with  rail- 
road iron,  two  thicknesses.  None  of  these  guns  can  be  trained  up  the 
river.  There  are  two  batteries  below  Fort  Darling — one  abont  2  miles 
on  the  east  side,  having  columbiads,  commanding  the  reach  of  the 
river,  and  another  battery  above  the  graveyard,  which  has  a  white 
conical  hill  behind  it.  Both  are  well  placed  and  command  the  reaches 
of  the  river.  They  can  be  easily  captured  by  a  land  force  cooperating 
with  the  Navy. 

The  barrier  has  been  much  damaged  by  the  freshets  since  being  con- 
structed, but  it  is  in  sufficient  order  to  cause  obstruction. 

The  torpedoes  placed  in  the  river  have  been  entirely  changed  since 
the  capture  of  the  Teaser.  They  '.fere  situated  just  below  the  range  of 
the  guns  at  Fort  Darling,  and  have  now  been  placed  in  the  channel,  so 
as  to  be  fired  by  the  electric  current.  Some  arc  said  to  have  charges  in 
them  of  400  pounds  of  gunpowder;  these  are  of  little  account. 

1  think  there  are  three  vessels  below  the  barrier — a  hospital  vessel 
and  two  others  (tugs). 

The  James  Eiver  is  very  much  obstructed  by  bars  and  quicksands 
above  City  Point,  which  change  during  the  freshets,  and  the  water  is 
very  turbid  at  all  times,  from  the  quantity  of  red  clay  and  sand  held 
in  suspension,  which  becomes  deposited  in  eddies,  etc. 

The  banks  of  the  river  above  City  Point  are  diversified,  sometimes 
rising  to  the  height  of  60  feet,  and  then  again  falling  into  low  meadows. 
The  channels  generally  pass  close  under  the  banks,  and  enable  parties 
upon  them  to  fire  immediately  down  upon  the  decks  of  the  vessels. 
We  protected  our  vessels  from  musketry  by  plate  iron  sheets. 
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Above  tlie  barrier  tlierc  are  two  obstructions,  the  first  about  2  miles, 
but  it  is  ouly  a  partial  one  of  piles.  They  begau  the  obstructions  here, 
but  atterwards  changed  them  to  near  Fort  Darling. 

Opposite  Pocahontas  burying  ground  there  is  a  bridge  of  boats  and 
obstructions,  and  abreast  of  it  they  have  two  heavy  columbiad  guns  to 
jH'otect  and  cover  them.  Above  this  there  are  said  to  be  other  obstruc- 
tions, but  1  have  my  doubts  if  there  are  any.  Torpedoes  are  sunk  in 
many  places  above  in  the  narrowest  part  of  the  channel.  On  the 
banks,  where  the  locality  attbrded  advantages,  they  intend  to  erect 
batteries,  but  I  could  not  learn  if  any  guns  had  been  placed. 

The  lUchmoml  lies  at  the  Eocketts,  and  some  of  thi?  smaller  vessels  at 
Manchester,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river. 

The  greiit  defense  of  the  James  River  is  through  the  rifle  pits,  filled 
with  sharpshooters,  who  are  entirely  concealed  and  at  very  short  dis- 
tance from  the  vessels  in  passing.  Fourteen  feet  water  may  be  carried 
up  as  far  as  the  first  barrier,  but  above  not  more  than  12  feet,  in  the 
ordinary  state  of  the  river,  to  Kichmoud. 

I  forward  herewith  charts  of  the  James  River,  on  an  enlarged  scale, 
above  City  Point,  with  the  horizontal  sections  and  curves.  They  have 
been  compiled  from  various  sources.  It  was  my  intention  to  fill  up  the 
soundings  and  stake  the  river  out  as  we  ascended  it,  the  same  way 
that  was  adopted  below  City  Point.  Each  vessel  of  the  flotilla  was  to 
be  supplied  with  a  copy  of  the  chart. 

Few,  if  any,  pilots  know  anything  about  the  river  above  City  Point. 
I  have  found  none  whose  information  or  knowledge  could  be  relied 
upon.

Dear  Admiral:  I  sent  up  Mr.  Babcock  in  the  Alert.  She  is  to  go 
upon  the  ways  for  repairs.  In  the  meanwhile  we  have  no  night  picket 
boat,  as  the  Mount  Washington  is  too  unhandy  for  such  a  purpose;  but 
it  may  be  said  the  world  has  lived  and  fought  up  to  the  present 
moment  without  steam  picket  boats  and  we  can  do  without;  still,  they 
are  convenient. 
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Mr.  Aiken,  the  report  comes,  declared  to  a  released  prisoner  that 
Merrimack  2d  is  now  below  the  obstructions  at  Fort  Darling.  It  would 
be  well  to  know  the  fact,  but  we  are  all  the  time  ready.  I  presume 
Mr.  Aiken  is  mistaken. 

The  Genesee  received  her  two  9-inch  guns  with  carriages  complete, 
as  far  as  that  goes,  but  without  gear  in  the  Avay  of  tackles  and 
breeching.  Tiiey  were  working  last  night  to  rig  them  out  from  ships 
and  trees.    Tlie  Genesee  could  not  get  a  man  from  the  Bratidywine. 

There  are  two  other  IX-inch  guns  with  carriages  upon  the  lirandywine. 
Parker,  of  the  Mahaska,  is  anxious  to  have  them. 

I  will  send  the  Alert  to  make  enquiry  as  to  the  ordnance  schooner 
and  leport  to  you.  She,  I  presume,  is  the  mortar  vessel  you  referred 
to  in  your  enquiries  while  on  board.  Captain  McKinstry  told  me  that 
the  ammunition  schooner  was  sent  to  Hampton  lloads.  The  cnptain  of 
the  Alert  says  she  now  lies  near  the  Brandywine.  The  name  of  the 
ordnance  schooner  is  C.  A7ulerso7i.

Commodore  Wilkes,  lately  in  command  of  the  James  River  Flotilla, 
recently  proposed  using  the  magneto  electric  machine  for  the  purpose 
of  tiring  torpedoes  or  magazines,  to  remove  the  obstructions  in  James 
Eiver  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Darling. 

The  torpedoes  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  were  made  by  Mr.  Julius 
H.  Kiroehl,  of  New  York,  and  are  now  on  hand  at  the  navy  yard.  New 
York.  The  magneto-electric  apparatus  was  manufactured  under  the 
direction  of  the  undersigned  by  order  of  the  Navy  Department. 

As  the  flotilla  has  been  withdrawn  from  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Darling, 
the  question  arises  whether  or  not  the  magneto-electric  apparatus  will 
be  required  by  the  James  Eiver  Flotilla. 

If  active  operations  are  to  be  enforced  against  that  place  Mr.  Kroehl 
is  now  prepared  with  the  torpedoes  and  the  necessary  apparatus  to 
make  the  attempt  to  remove  the  obstructions  from  the  James  liiver. 
In  the  meantime  the  undersigned,  by  request  of  Commodore  Harwood, 
commanding  Potomac  Flotilla,  desires  to  use  the  magneto-electric 
apparatus  now  at  Fort  Monroe  on  the  Potomac  River.

Report  of  Captain  Rodgers,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  proposed  removal 
of  obstructions  in  the  James  River. 


U.  S.  S.  Galena, 


James  River,  September  16,  1862. 
Sir:  The  proposed  use  of  the  magneto-electric  battery  of  Acting 
Master  Rogers  refers,  I  presume,  to  removing  the  obstructions  in  this 
river  at  Fort  Darling. 
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When  we  shall  have  possession  of  the  banks  of  the  river  it  will 
become  a  question  how  far  gunpowder  and  magneto-electro  batteries 
can  be  usefully  employed  in  clearing  the  channel.  We  can  not  well 
decide  this  until  then. 

The  barrier  is  composed,  I  believe,  of  sunken  vessels  and  of  cribs 
loaded  with  stones.  Vessels,  in  consequence  of  the  floating  power  of 
their  woodwork  and  of  the  specific  gravity  of  water,  which  buoys  up 
so  much  of  their  solid  weight,  rest  more  lightly  upon  the  bottom  than 
their  tonnage  might  induce  us  to  believe.  Ealf  a  dozen  steam  vessels 
may  draw  them,  and  even  the  stone  cribs,  bodily  aside. 

It  may  be  doubted  whether,  if  the  vessels  are  blown  to  pieces,  their 
floor  timbers  will  not,  with  the  heavy  weights  upon  them,  retain  their 
position ;  the  stones  in  the  cribs  may  be  a  little  dispersed,  but  having 
no  deep  water  to  swallow  them  they  will  still  obstruct  the  channel. 

I  should  be  unwilling  to  try  gunpowder,  therefore,  until  steam  had 
failed,  for  after  the  vessels  are  blown  to  pieces  it  will  be  difficult  for 
steamboats  to  get  hold  of  the  remaining  fragments. 

I  do  not  see,  however,  how  we  are  to  use  any  means  whatever  until 
Fort  Darling  is  taken.

Sir:  In  accordance  with  your  verbal  instructions  given  me  yester- 
day, I  have  visited  Captain  John  liodgers,  commanding  the  Galena, 
and  conferred  with  him  in  regard  to  the  practicability  of  removing  the 
obstructions  of  the  James  Eiver  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Darling.  The 
information  given  me  by  Captain  Itodgers  as  to  the  nature  of  the  de- 
fenses at  that  point  plainly  indicates  to  my  mind  the  impracticability 
of  ap])lying  torpedoes  or  other  explosive  material  for  the  purpose  of 
removing  these  obstructions  under  the  tire  of  the  enemy's  guns  at  Fort 
Darling. 

To  accomplish  this  object,  in  my  opinion,  it  would  be  necessary,  first, 
for  us  to  obtain  possession  of  Fort  Darling.

Sir:  Acting  Master  IT.  J.  Rogers  reported  yesterday,  under  your 
letter  to  him  of  the  12th  instant.

I  gave  Acting  Master  llogers  a  note  to  Captain  John 
Eodgers,  who  is  familiar  with  James  lliver,  in  order  that  the  former 
might  explain  his  purjwse  and  Captain  liodgers  might  report  whether, 
in  his  opiuion,  anything  could  be  accomplished  by  Acting  Master 
Rogers'  means  there  or  elsewhere  in  James  liiver. 

Both  Captain  Kodgers  and  Acting  Master  R.  are  satisfied,  and  leport 
that  nothing  at  present  can  be  done  by  the  latter  with  his  machinery 
at  Fort  Darling,  in  which  conclusion  I  fully  concur. 

Acting  Master  Eogers  informs  me  that  he  does  not  see  how  he  could 
apply  his  apparatus  elsewhere  in  James  Eiver.

SiK :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  having  been  informed  the  enemy 
were  throwing  up  an  earthwork  ou  the  north  bank  of  York  Kiver,  1 
proceeded  up  the  river  this  morning  in  company  with  the  gunboat  Yal- 
ley  City,  and,  after  a  close  examination  of  botli  banks,  I  am  satisfied 
that  I  was  misinformed. 

On  reaching  West  Point  I  directed  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant 
Commanding  Furniss  to  make  a  short  reconnoissance  up  the  Mattapony 
River,  which  duty  he  performed  and  reported  all  quiet  in  tliat  locality. 
With  this  vessel  I  proceeded  about  8  miles  up  the  Pamunkey  River  and 
captured  a  small  sloop,  about  15  tons,  bound  to  the  White  House,  loaded 
with  vegetables  and  a  small  quantity  of  grain.  What  disposition  shall 
1  make  of  the  vessel  and  cargo,  neither  of  which  are  of  much  value?

Litter  from  Lieutenant-Gommandcr  Flusser,  U.  tS.  yavy,  to  Gommander 
Davenport,  U.  S.  y<ioy,  rcyardiny  the  prevalence  of  sickness  and  the 
need  of  medical  assistance. 

S.  Commodore  Perry, 
Plymouth,  N.  G.,  September  19,  1862. 

Mr  Dear  Davenport:  If  it  is  possible,  we  must  have  more  medical 
otlicers  here  or  our  men  will  die  for  want  of  ])roper  attendance.  Dr. 
."\lann  is  sick  and  Dr.  Gale  is  not  strong.  Tlie  army  should  send  a  sur- 
geon here.  Dr.  Gale  prescribed  for  sixty-five  soldiers  today.  The 
fever  has  assumed  a  typhoid  type  and  will  no  doubt  prove  very  fatal. 
I'^ach  boat  in  this  upper  sound  needs  a  medical  officer.  I  can  not  keep 
boats  away  fiom  Plymouth  more  than  a  day  or  two  for  fear  their  men 
should  die.  If  we  had  more  physicians,  I  could  send  a  boat  down  to 
Nag's  Head  to  recruit  officers  and  men,  aud  thus  we  might  relieve  each 
other  until  good  health  was  restored  to  all.  Master's  Mate  Hy.  C 
Webster  died  last  night  of  typhoid  fever.  Master's  Mate  Eeuben  Dolly 
I  sent  to  hospital  at  Portsmouth  to  save  his  life.  Mr.  Lynch  is  sick, 
though  still  on  duty.  Two  of  my  engineers  are  sick,  and  the  third  is 
not  strong.  I  am  much  in  need  of  officers,  but  do  not  send  Thomas 
back;  I'd  rather  have  none;  why  not  show  him  a  chance  to  desert? 
The  secesli  threaten  us  with  attacks  nightly,  but  as  yet  they  have  not 
tried  it  on. 

I  send  five  men  by  the  Lockn-ood  to  be  sent  from  Roanoke  Island  to 
Portsmouth  naval  hospital.  We  can  not  send  all  of  our  cases  there,  as 
some  are  slight,  some  too  serious  to  be  removed.

Sir:  My  informant  brings  me  word  that  8,000  more  troops  were 
bronglit  from  the  direction  of  Petersburg  to  Zuni,  near  Suffolk,  on  Sat- 
urday last,  making,  as  near  as  can  be  calculated,  14,000  troops  tliere. 

TLe  attack,  according  to  some  accounts,  was  to  have  been  made  on 
Suffolk  yesterday,  but  was  delayed  by  the  troops  having  been  retarded 
in  their  arrival. 

Other  accounts  say  that  the  rebel  rams  (probably  the  Merrimack  and 
rams)  were  to  make  a  simultaneous  attack  upon  the  vessels  here. 
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It  is  further  said  tbat  about  6,000  troops  are  moving  dowu  from  Rich- 
mond upon  Williamsburg,  two  regiments  of  cavalry,  and  company  of 
artillery,  and  the  rest  infantry.

Wavy,  to  Commander 
Scott,  U.  S.  Xnvy,  regarding  the  maintenance  of  the  blockade  of  Wil- 
mington, in  view  of  the  escape  of  the  blockade  runner  Kate. 

XJ.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Norfolk,  T  «.,  September  21, 1862. 

Sir  :  The  Department  will  bo  extremely  mortified  to  hear  that  the 
Kate  has  run  the  blockade  of  Wilmington,  out  by  New  Inlet,  with  a  load 
of  cotton,  an  article  now  so  valuable  that  a  single  cargo  will  purchase  a 
large  quantity  of  arms.  It  appears  that  there  wore  three  steamers  on 
the  blockade  off  New  Inlet  at  that  time.  I  am  informed  that  these 
steamers  lie  at  anchor  day  and  night,  5  miles  off  from  the  inlet  and  2 
miles  from  each  other.  I  hope  this  is  not  so;  if  true,  it  will  easily 
account  for  the  escape  of  the  Kate.  The  steamers  should,  between 
evening  and  morning  twilight,  shift  their  day  berths  and  maintain  i)osi- 
tions  just  as  near  the  bar  as  is  safe  and  practicable. 

Of  course,  care  should  be  taken  in  so  doing,  not  to  risk  the  vessels 
unnecessarily.  With  a  close  cordon  by  night  off  tlie  inlet  by  all  the 
steamers,  or  with  even  one  at  anchor  on  picket  duty,  as  near  as  possible 
to  the  bar,  keeping  the  brightest  sort  of  a  lookout  during  the  night, 
and  the  others  anchored  at  their  several  night  stations,  convenient  for 
watching  and  supporting  the  picket  steamer,  it  is  scarcely  possible  that 
the  Kate  could  have  escaped.  I  willingly  believe  that  the  disposition 
of  the  officers  to  do  their  full  duty  is  good,  and  I  hope  that  a  strict 
blockade  will  be  kept  for  the  future. 

With  the  steamers  both  by  day  and  night  in  distant  and  permanent 
positions  in  the  offing,  not  only  may  steamers  and  other  vessels  run  or 
drift  out  by  night,  but  the  positions  of  the  blockaders  may  be  laid  dowu 
and  sent  abroad  for  the  guidance  of  vessels  to  run  or  drift  in  by. 

Give  a  copy  of  these  instructions  to  each  commanding  officer  and 
require  a  strict  and  intelligent  compliance  with  them.  Kvery  otlicer  on 
the  blockade  loses  reputation  by  these  escapes.  The  senior  officer  and 
every  commanding  officer  should  feel  and  act  as  though  his  commnnd 
was  subject  to  censure  for  every  failure  to  keep  the  blockade  as  close 
as  the  weather  will  allow.  We  may  look  forward  to  a  time  when  Wil- 
mington will  be  ours  and  this  labor  cease. 

I  desire  that  you  will,  as  far  as  praciticable,  cause  a  watch  to  be  kept 
on  the  inlets  and  open  coast  above  and  below  Wilmington,  in  order  to 
prevent  small  vessels  from  using  the  former  and  larger  vessels  the  lat- 
ter means  of  landing  arms,  etc. 

Blockade  duty  presents  to  the  intelligent  and  faithful  officer  an 
opportunity  to  show  some  of  his  good  qualities.

Last  night  at  11 :  30  a  boat  came  off  from  Smithville  containing  live 
contrabands  named  Nathan  Doysier,  belonging  to  James  Stolies  New- 
ton; Larry  Doysier,  belonging  to  Charles  JJoysier;  Jacob  and  Larry 
Brown,  belonging  to  John  Brown;  and  Abram  Furpliss,  belonging  to 
William  Furpliss,  from  whom  I  obtained  the  following  infoimatiou : 

The  steamer  Kate  left  Smithville  about  three  weeks  ago,  escaping  by 
way  of  New  Inlet.  She  is  now  daily  exi)ected  on  her  return  trip.  Tiere 
are  two  ironclad  boats  building  at  Wilmington,  but  they  are  very 
incomplete  as  yet,  not  being  wholly  planked.  Tiiere  is  only  one  engine 
for  the  two,  and  that  was  taken  out  of  the  tug  Uncle  Ben. 

The  tug  Mariner  is  to  sail  for  Nassau  soon,  and  also  a  sloop  named 
the  Ben. 

A  schooner  arrived  at  Shallotte  Inlet  a  short  time  since  named  the 
James  Buchanan.     She  is  now  loading  with  cotton.    The  yellow  fever 
is  prevailing  at  Wilmington.    There  have  been  15  deaths.    It  was 
introduced  by  the  steamer  Kate,  from  Nassau.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  for  your  informa- 
tion a  C()i)y  of  my  instructions  to  oHicers  on  guard  duty,  enforcing  the 
blockade  of  Norfolk  and  of  these  waters;  also  a  number  of  printed 
certificates  for  vessels,  other  than  the  mail  or  troop  steamers,  passing 
in  and  out,  to  leave  at  the  guard  vessel.  This  certificate  is  i)repare(l 
on  one  side  for  the  signature  of  Captain  Ulake  as  arranged  with  you, 
and  on  the  other  side  for  the  signature  of  the  master  of  the  vessel,  the 
first  stating  that  the  vessel  is  in  the  service  of  the  Army  exclusively, 
and  both  declaring  that  she  has  no  article,  but  only  proper  supjdies  for 
the  Army  on  board.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  21st  instant  in  relation 
to  trade  being  carried  on  through  Bogue  Inlet  with  or  by  the  rebels,  I 
have  the  honor  to  state  that  two  army  expeditions  in  force  have  receutly 
visited  that  jjoint  and,  judging  i'roiii  the  result  of  their  investigations, 
as  well  as  from  a  lengthy  consultation  held  with  Major-General  Foster 
upon  the  subject,  1  am  inclined  to  believe  that  you  have  been  misiuformed 
as  to  the  extent  of  trade  carried  on  tJirough  tlie  inlet  with  the  rebels. 
In  any  event  the  Ellis  is  the  only  vessel  I  have  suitable  for  the 
service  of  guarding  the  inlet.     Her  commander  is  now  sick  in  hospital 
with  fever,  and  her  presence  here  would  be  necessary  in  case  of  an 
attack  upon  the  town,  which  is  liable  to  occur  at  any  moment. 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  should  you  still  deem  It  advisable 
to  station  a  gunboat  at  Bogue  Inlet,  I  respectfully  suggest  that  one  of 
the  blockading  vessels  oft' Wilmington  be  detailed  for  that  service.

I  submit  to  you  that  in  order  to  avoid  all  embanassment  to  an  effi- 
cient defense  arising  from  delay  in  giving  this  notice,  we  should,  as  soon 
as  you  think  it  necessary  to  do  so,  give  sucli  i)ublic  notice  to  the  inhab- 
itants of  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth  and  to  foreign  consuls  and  their 
families  therein  residing  as  may  be  proper. 

I  invite  your  advice  and  cooperation  in  the  premises  and  submit  here- 
with the  within  for  your  consideration  and  amendment.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  tliat  at  daylight  this  morning  a 
steamer  was  discovered  lying  near  Fort  Caswell,  which  some  of  the 
contrabands  believe  was  the  Kate;  others  think  not. 

1  approached  as  near  as  practicable  to  keep  out  of  the  range  of  the 
guns  from  the  fort,  and  with  the  rifle  gun  drove  lier  up  the  river  to  Smith- 
ville,  where  she  anchored,  when  I  again  opened  oti  her  and  drove  her 
out  of  range. 

The  vessels  at  this  station  occupy  the  best  positions  to  prevent  the 
entrance  or  departure  of  vessels,  and  the  greatest  vigilance  is  observed 
day  and  night,  but  notwithstanding  I  believe  during  tlie  very  dark  and 
rainy  nights  we  have  had  for  the  past  week,  that  vessels  of  light  draft 
might  pass  us  without  being  seen. 

The  Kate  is  represented  to  be  very  fast  and  draws  only  9  feet  when 
loaded,  but  whether  the  one  seen  was  she  I  am  uiiable  to  ascertain.  It 
seems,  however,  that  the  steamer  seen  most  probably  passed  in  last 
night  when  very  dark  and  rainy  without  being  seen,  which  is  much  to 
be  regretted. 
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Auy  other  information  that  may  be  ascertained  in  regard  to  the 
matter  will  be  communicated  by  the  earliest  opportunity.

Report  of  Commander  Scott,  V.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  insu^cicncy  of 
the  Wilmington  blockade. 

U.  S.  S.  Maratanza, 
Off  Cape  Fear  River,  North  Carolina,  September  2:'>,  1802. 

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit  inlbrniation  procured  by 
Lieutenant-Commander  Braine  and  Commander  Parker  [Glitz],  from 
which  it  ai)pears  the  enemy  are  strengthening  tlieir  works  generally  in 
this  neighborhood,  and  they  are  plainly  seen  erecting  batteries  on  the 
beach  near  Fort  Caswell. 

The  withdrawal  of  the  Octorara  and  Victoria  leaves  the  force  here 
(six)  in  my  opinion  too  small  to  blockade  the  two  passes  effectually; 
there  should,  1  think,  be  at  least  eight  heie,  three  at  each  inlet.  One 
is  at  all  times  absent  for  coal,  and  there  should  be,  1  think,  one  at 
Charlotte  [Shallotte]  Inlet,  20  miles  west  of  this,  where  it  is  said  ves- 
sels drawing  8  or  fl  feet  frequently  enter,  loaded  with  salt  and  other 
articles. 

Fourteen  contrabands  have  reached  the  Monticello  and  Penobscot  and 
several  the  Cambridge  within  a  few  days,  and  as  the  vessels  have  not 
room  for  them,  will  you  please  direct  what  disposition  shall  be  made  of 
them  ? 

The  transport  steamer  Massachusetts,  I  learn,  only  touches  here  on 
her  outward  passage  once  a  month;  consequently,  in  sending  invalids 
and  disjjatches  north,  they  have  to  make  the  round  trip  to  Hilton  Head. 
To  touch  on  her  return  would  cause  but  a  few  hours''  detention  and 
attbrd  an  opportunity  of  sending  what  might  be  important  information 
without  delay. 

Messrs.  H.  D.  Edwards  and  S.  K.  Luce,  acting  ensigns,  whose  letters 
of  acceptance  and  oaths  of  allegiance  were  sent  by  the  Victoria,  were 
ordered  to  report  for  duty  to  Commander  Clitz,  of  the  Penobscot,  tlint 
being  the  only  vessel  that  required  officers. 

I  also  forward  requisition  for  the  State  of  Georgia  and  one  for  the 
Mystic.

The  gunboat  Xoith  Carolina  is  to  be  launched  next  Saturday  and  is 
to  be  clad  with  railroad  iron  down  to  the  water's  edge.  The  sides  of 
the  boat  are  built  angular,  and  the  guns  are  to  be  mounted  on  a  cov- 
ered deck.  The  lower  part  of  the  hull  is  of  pine  and  the  upper  of 
heavy  oak.  This  vessel  is  to  be  fitted  up  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Berry,  and 
the  engine  she  is  to  have  is  to  come  out  of  the  steamer  Uncle  Ben,  for- 
merly a  tugboat.  The  coutrabands  state  that  they  are  sanguine  of 
having  her  ready  by  the  10th  of  October,  1802.  Tlicse  contrabands 
are  from  in  and  about  Wilmington  city,  and  they  all  agree  in  stating 
that  that  city  is  completely  entrenched  and  guns  mounted  at  every 
half  mile  upon  the  works.  From  their  account  Cape  Fear  Iliver  has 
scveial  batteries  ujmn  its  banks.  TJie  hrst  is  called  Camp  Brown,  2 
miles  from  the  city,  which  is  an  earth  and  log  work  on  the  right-hand 
side  going  up  the  river,  and  mounts  two  guns;  opposite  to  it  are 
obstructions  in  the  river,  consisting  of  sunken  cribs.  The  next  fort 
below  is  called  Mount  Towser  [Tirzal]  and  mounts  two  guns  and  is  on 
the  same  side  of  the  river.  The  next  is  Fort  St.  Philip,  a  large  work, 
mounting  IC  guns,  near  Old  Brunswick,  on  the  left-hand  side  of  the 
river  going  up.  Opposite  this  last-named  work  the  obstructions  in  the 
river  nre  heavy  piles  with  a  narrow  passageway  through  them.  At 
this  point  the  light-boat,  which  was  taken  from  Frying  Pan  Shoals,  is 
anchored  inside  the  obstructions  and  mounts  four  guns.  There  is  also 
a  light-boat  anchored  inside  Zeek's  Island,  mounting  a  like  number  of 
guns.  One  of  these  contrabands  is  from  Fayetteville,  N.  C,  and 
states  that  they  are  making  rifles  and  gun  carriages  there,  and  also 
that  they  are  building  a  large  foundry  and  blacksmith's  shop.  As  fast 
as  the  arms  are  completed  they  are  sent  to  lialeigh,  N.  C. 

These  contrabands  state  that  the  rebels  succeeded  in  getting  out  of 
the  Moilern  Greece  (which  vessel  was  run  ashore  near  New  Inlet)  six 
ritled  cannon,  which,  from  their  description,  I  should  judge  to  be  Whit- 
worth's  breech-loading  guns;  also  500  stand  of  arms  and  a  large  amount 
of  powder  and  clothing,  the  last  two  in  a  damaged  condition.  They 
also  state  that  the  steamer  Kate,  before  running  into  this  port,  was 
chased  by  a  cruiser  and  threw  overboard  10,000  stand  of  arms.  This 
he  is  i)08itive  of,  as  one  of  the  hands  on  board  the  Kate,  a  friend  of 
his,  told  him  so.  From  their  accounts  1  judge  that  a  regular  and  unin- 
terrai)ted  trade  is  kept  up  between  Nassau,  New  Providence,  and  Shal- 
lotte  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  which  inlet  is  about  20  miles  to  the  west- 
ward of  this  place.  Schooners  are  said  to  arrive  here  weekly,  and, 
after  discharging,  take  in  cotton,  turpentine,  and  rosin,  and  sail  for 
Nassau  with  pai)ers  purporting  that  they  sailed  from  the  city  of  Wil- 
mington. I  would  suggest  that  some  means  be  taken  to  stop  This 
trade,  and  I  am,

From  William  Kobins,  contrabaud,  shiji  carpenter,  who  has  been  at 
work  upon  one  of  the  rebel  gunboats  at  Wilmiugton  since  July: 

1.  There  are  two  boats  in  process  of  construction;  one  at  J.  L.  Gas- 
sidy  &  Sous",  the  other  at  Berry  &  Brothers'.  Gaptain  Whitehead 
superintends  the  former  and  Mr.  Williams  the  latter.  Gommander 
Muse  has  control  of  the  whole.  Both  boats  are  built  upon  the  same  plan, 
150  feet  keel,  23  feet  beam,  VJ,  feet  draft.  They  are  to  be  iron-roofed, 
like  the  Merrimacl:  The  iron  is  to  be  made  in  Kichmoud  and  will  be 
ready  in  four  months.  The  engines  are  on  board,  but  not  set.  One  of 
them  is  new,  made  at  Kichmoud;  the  other  was  taken  from  the  Uncle 
Ben.  J'ropellers  are  about  8  i'eet  in  diameter.  The  boats  are  pierced 
for  eight  guns,  but  will  carry  but  three,  which  can  be  moved  at  ease. 
Guns  are  not  yet  ready.  Boats  would  have  been  ready  for  lauuchiug  in 
three  weeks  had  not  niauy  of  the  workmen  left.  Some  struck  for  more 
pay;  some  were  fearful  of  yellow  fever.  Formerly  95  to  100  were  at 
work  on  each  boat ;  now  only  30.    Pay,  $2.50  to  $3. 

2.  Provisions  scarce.  Flour,  $27;  rice,  12^  cents;  potatoes,  $3.50  to 
$4;  bacon,  50  cents;  beef,  25  cents;  meal,  $2;  butter,  S5  cents  to  $1. 

3.  There  are  uo  soldiers  in  Wilmington.  Golonel  Livingsthrop  [Lev- 
enthorpe],  witli  oue  regiment,  is  at  Masonboro  Sound. 

There  are  about  3,000  in  all  in  this  vicinity.  Golouel  Lamb  is  at  Fort 
Fisher.  Gaptaiu  Dudley  evacuated  Zeek's  Island  and  is  now  in  Fort 
Fisher. 

4.  Friday  last  was  set  apart  by  President  Davis  as  a  day  for  thanks- 
giving and  prayer  for  the  victories  before  Itichmond  and  in  Marylaml, 
jis  also  for  the  cai)ture  of  Harper's  Ferry  and  Giucinnati,  both  of  which 
were  taken  without  the  loss  of  a  life. 

5.  No  vessel  has  run  in  or  ■out  of  the  port  since  the  Modern  Greece, 
except  the  Kate.  The  Modern  Greece  had  two  shots  through  her  boiler 
and  one  through  her  donkey  engine.  Her  cargo  consisted  of  powder 
and  arms  and  whisky.  Much  was  takcu  out  and  much  remains.  Pow- 
der was  all  wet.  They  dried  some  of  it.  She  had  two  heavy  guns. 
She  was  a  very  fine  steamer.     They  saved  none  of  her  machinery. 
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The  Kate  ran  in  and  out  the  main  channel.  The  tug  Marion  is  now 
ready  to  run  out,  having  100  bales  of  cotton  and  100  barrels  of  rosin. 
They  say  a  schooner  ran  in  at  Little  Eiver  Inlet  not  long  ago.  The 
Marion  is  going  to  Nassau  for  salt. 


Information  given  by  Colonel  Shaw's  body  servant: 
Thirty-five  hundred  troops  (a  large  margin  given)  in  and  about  Wil- 
mington, including  all  the  forts,  under  the  command  of  General  Leven- 
thorpe.  At  present  most  of  the  soldiers  have  left  Wilmington  and 
moved  down  this  way  on  account  of  yellow  fever.  Tliere  are  about  800 
at  Fort  Caswell  and  about  double  the  number  at  Fort  Fisher.  The 
trooi)s  are  clothed,  very  dirty,  but  apparently  are  sufficiently  fed. 
Provisions  come  to  them  from  the  country.  They  enlist  from  14  to  50 
years  of  age.  Many  of  the  conscripts  run  away;  300  have  deserted  in 
one  day.  Have  telegrams  from  Kicbmoud,  but  they  are  in  doubt  about 
the  entire  correctness  of  such.  Previous  to  the  battles  before  Richmond 
the  people  were  quite  disheartened  and  were  willing  to  give  up  the 
place;  since,  however,  they  are  much  encouraged,  and  a  better  feeling 
pervades.  Tliere  are  some  Union  men  in  W.  Not  any  small  craft  at 
W.  The  two  gunboats,  not  rams,  are  being  completed ;  workmen  from 
the  army.  One  engine  is  new,  from  Itichmond ;  the  other  old,  from 
Uncle  Ben,  [and  each  boat]  will  mount  three  guns  on  a  side;  also  one 
forward  and  one  aft.  The  tug  Mariner  is  i)repared  to  run  for  Nassau. 
Has  two  guns;  is  loaded  with  cotton.  Flour  is  $30  per  barrel;  whisky, 
815  gallon;  boots,  $20  pair.  Have  grown  some  corn  about  W.  tliis 
season,  tfo  business  doing.  Clerks  all  enlisted.  The  fort's  soutliwest 
breastworks  were  injured  by  the  Octorara;  no  one  killed.  Beauregard 
at  Charleston. 


Report  of  Commander  Scott,  U.  S.  Jfai'y,  requesting  inst^-uctionn  regard- 
ing repairs  to  vessels  and  a  supply  of  coal. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Maratanza, 
Off  Cape  Fear  River,  North  Carolina,  September  S:'>,  1802. 
Sir  :  As  senior  officer  here  I  beg  to  be  informed  what  your  wishes 
are  in  regard  to  the  vessels  at  this  point.  For  instance,  steamers  are 
liable  at  any  time  to  have  their  engines  disabled,  and  it  may  be  neces- 
sary at  this  season  for  their  safety  to  send  them  to  Fortress  Monroe  or 
Beaufort  before  notifying  you  of  the  fact,  which  I  understand  requires 
near  a  month. 

Commander  Armstrong  has  just  returned  from  Beaufort  and  informs 
me  that  he  found  only  92  tons  of  coal  there,  whicli  he  took  on  board. 
The  Cambridge  is  nearly  out  and  sails  in  the  morning  for  a  supply, 
which  Commander  Armstrong  informs  me  she  can  get  from  the  army 
to  the  amount  of  80  tons. 

May  I  ask  that  a  supply  be  sent  as  early  as  practicable  to  meet  the 
wants  of  the  other  vessels'?

Admiral:  I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  communicatiou  of 
this  morning  in  regard  to  the  threatened  attack  of  the  rebels  on  Suffolk, 
[  Va.]  The  question  of  giving  the  notice,  of  which  you  enclose  draft, 
is  a  very  important  and  delicate  one,  and  I  desire  time  to  consider  it. 
There  has  been  as  yet  no  movement  this  side  of  the  Blackwater,  and  it 
a])|)ears  to  me  that  au  advance  should  precede  such  a  notice,  which 
would  probably  induce  a  large  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  Norfolk  to 
leave,  and  devolve  on  us  the  obligation  of  passing  them  tlirough  our 
lines.  If  we  intended  to  make  the  attack  there  would  be  no  question 
as  to  the  propriety  of  giving  the  notice.

Dix,  U.  S.  Army,  regarding  the  official  notice  to   no )i combatants  in 

Xorfolk. 

Flagship  Minnesota, 
Neirport  Neirs,  September  2<J,  1862. 

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
rei)ly  to  uiy  communication  of  the  25th,  relative  to  giving  notice  to  the 
foreign  consuls  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  Norfolk  to  prepare  them  in 
the  event  of  an  attack  on  Norfolk,  now  threatened  by  the  concentration 
of  rebel  forces  in  the  vicinity  of  Suffolk,  the  outpost  of  Norfolk. 

Should  the  enemy  march  upon  the  town  and  under  shelter  of  it 
attack  the  troops  and  gunboats,  the  latter,  stationed  in  the  harbor  to 
assist  in  maintaining  our  occupation  of  the  place,  would  be  obliged  to 
fire  upon  it. 

By  giving  timely  notice  to  the  women  and  children,  the  consuls,  etc., 
we  shall  feel  free  to  fire  should  it  become  necessary  to  do  so.  By  hesi- 
tation and  delay,  lest  we  put  to  some  inconvenience  the  inhabitants,  of 
whom  the  influential,  if  not  the  larger  part,  appear  hostile  to  the  (Gen- 
eral Government,  we  may  entail  on  ourselves  the  disagreeable  alterna- 
tive, in  the  event  of  a  sudden  attack,  ot  firing  upon  a  town  whose 
])eople  have  not  had  the  benefit  of  a  previous  and  proper  notice.  A 
premature  warning  would  be  better  for  them  and  for  us  than  none  at 
all,  and  might  possibly  have  the  effect  of  inducing  the  enemy,  at  the 
instance  of  the  inhabitants,  to  desist  from  any  attempt  against  our 
position  there. 

1  therefore  propose  that  the  terms  of  a  notice  shall  at  once  be 
arranged  to  your  satisfaction  and  signed  by  me,  so  that  you  may  date, 
sign,  and  publish  it  whenever  in  your  good  judgment  it  shall  be  proper 
to  do  so.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit  a  report  of  Commander 
Armstrong  and  Lieutenant-Commander  Arnold  in  regard  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  a  schooner  on  the  2Gth  ultimo. 

The  capture  of  the  English  screw  steamer  Sunbeam  on  the  28th  ultimo 
by  the  State  of  Georgia  and  Mystic,  Commander  Armstrong  informs  me, 
has  been  reported  to  you.

U.  S.  S.  Mystic,  September  20,  1802. 
Sir:  This  morning  at  4: 15  I  got  this  vessel  underway  and  stood  to 
the  northward  and  eastward.  At  5,  discovered  a  schooner  close  inshore, 
standing  to  the  southward,  evidently  witli  the  intention  of  running  the 
blockade.  Gave  chase  immediately.  On  approaching  and  firing  at 
her  she  was  run  ashore.  I  followed  her  as  far  as  the  depth  of  water 
would  prudently  allow,  and  opened  fire  upon  a  camp  and  battery  which 
had  fired  at  tliis  vessel.  The  battery,  after  firing  three  projectiles, 
ceased  firing  altogether.  I  then  caused  the  second  cutter  to  be  called 
away  and  sent  Acting  Master  Jack  to  recounoiter,  with  orders  to  get 
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the  schooner  off  i f  possible,  or,  if  not,  destroy  her.  As  the  second  cutter 
neared  the  shore  I  could  plainly  see  that  the  schooner  had  been  scuttled, 
that  she  was  entirely  submerged,  and  that  no  further  destruction  of 
herself  or  cargo  was  possible  or  necessary.  It  not  being  prudent,  in 
my  opinion,  to  expose  the  second  cutter  to  any  accidental  risk  which 
might  liave  followed  in  going  close  inshore,  and  being  fully  satisfied 
that  the  destruction  of  the  schooner  was  complete,  I  recalled  her, 
liauled  oft',  went  on  board  the  State  of  Gcorr/ia,  and  reported  to  Com- 
mander Armstrong.  At  9:30  a.  m.,  in  company  with  the  State  of 
Georgia,  returned  to  the  locality  of  the  schooner  and  shelled  her,  the 
camp,  and  battery,  to  which  no  response  was  made  by  the  enemy. 

At  10  a.  m.  hauled  oft',  and  at  10 :  10  a.  m.  a  rifled  battery  2^  miles 
distant  to  the  southward  opened  fire,  firing  nine  shells,  one  of  which 
passed  over  this  vessel,  but  as  the  object  of  my  visit  was  accomplished, 
and  the  battery  beyond  the  reach  of  my  guns,  I  paid  no  attention  to  it. 
At  11 :  30  a.  m.  returned  to  my  anchorage.

Siu:  Your  communications  of  the  29th  received  this  morning  per 
Mdiiticeth). 

On  the  morning  of  the  2Cth,  hove  up  anchor  and  got  underway.  At 
5  o'clock,  saw  a  strange  sail  running  along  the  land  before  the  wind, 
Mystic  underway  to  the  northward  of  her  in  chase,  Gamhridge  at  anchor 
to  southward  and  westward.  Made  signal  503,  tired  a  gun,  and  went 
ahead  at  full  speed  to  cut  her  oft',  Mystic  firing  at  schooner,  and  this  ship 
opened  fire  as  she  came  up.  The  schooner  ran  ashore  at  a  bluft',  where 
au  encampment  was  seen.  Sent  an  armed  boat  to  assist  one  from  the 
Mystic,  to  report  to  Captain  [Lieutenant  Commander]  Arnold  for  the 
destruction  of  the  schooner,  and  ran  back  toward  the  bar,  where  a 
schooner  was  seen,  apparently  trying  to  come  out.  About  7  o'clock  the 
schooner  ran  up  behind  Fort  Fisher,  and  we  ran  back  for  the  Mystic. 
Learning  from  Captain  [Lieutenant-Commander  |  Arnold  that  he  had 
been  fired  upon  from  a  battery,  this  ship  and  the  Mystic  stood  in  at 
9.30  as  close  as  possible  to  the  beach,  shelled  the  point,  battery,  and 
encampment,  and  eft'ectually  destroyed  the  schooner,  the  cavalry  and 
infantry  disappearing  from  the  place. 

As  we  ran  back  to  our  anchorage,  rified  guns  were  fired  at  us  from  a 
battery  nearer  the  fort,  which  this  ship  and  the  Penobscot  had  fired  at 
on  August  G. 

Tiie  Mariner,  mentioned  in  your  letter,  is  not  seen  on  this  side  and 
has  not  been  for  some  days.  The  steamer  Garoiina,  or  Kate,  a  schooner, 
and  light-boat,  are  all  that  are  in  sight  on  this  side. 

Contrabands  state  the  schooner  destroyed  by  us  was  loaded  with  salt. 
She  broke  in  pieces,  nothing  being  saved  but  a  portion  of  her  canvas. 

I  enclose  list  of  the  officers  of  this  ship  and  the  Mystic,  and  will  send 
one  of  the  Gamhridge  when  she  comes  back. 

The  six  prisoners  now  on  board  this  ship  from  the  Sunbeam  should  be 
sent  north  at  an  early  period.    It  will  be  long  before  any  opportunity 
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is  afforded  by  a  mail  steamer.     Will  you  direct  tbem  sent  in  some  vessel 
via  Beaufort  and  thence  by  the  transports  of  the  Army  to  New  York? 
I  enclose  report  of  board  of  investigation.

SiE :  III  obedience  to  your  order,  I  submit  to  you  the  following  re])ort 
in  regard  to  proceedings  of  a  company  of  home  guards  stationed  at 
VVinfield,  Chowan  County,  >•'.  C.  On  my  arrival  tliere  on  tbe  IStli  of 
September  I  found  out  of  sixtytbree  recruits  only  twenty  present; 
tbe  otbers  bad  gone  to  tbeir  bomes  or  elsewbere,  as  they  cbose.  Tiie 
captain  was  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  tbreateuing  to  shoot  some  of 
tbe  remaining  men,  and  conducting  himself  in  a  most  disgraceful 
manner  by  taking  one  man's  horses  and  making  other  people  pay 
bim  the  money  to  p.iy  for  them,  and  this,  too,  from  people  who  were 
well  disposed  toward  our  Government.  He  bad  some  eight  or  ten 
horses  when  1  went  there,  gotten  in  this  way.  He  has  no  control 
over  bis  men,  and  (by]  the  manner  in  which  he  conducts  himself  be 
is  doing  much  injury  to  tbe  cause  of  the  U.  S.  Government.  Some 
of  the  men  that  have  gone  have  taken  their  arms  or  guns  with  them ; 
the  ammunition  has  all  been  smuggled  out  and  sold  to  citizens  for 
liquor;  what  remaining  arms  there  were  I  took  on  board  for  safe-keep 
ing.  On  tbe  21st,  Captain  J 'airless  wentoif  and  left  liis  men,  as  he  said, 
to  go  to  New  Berne  by  way  of  Suffolk.  His  men  say  they  will  serve 
under  him  no  longer.  They  are  now  left  in  charge  of  a  man  they  call 
lieutenant,  with  no  clothing,  no  rations;  are  dependent  on  the  county 
for  subsistence.

SiK :  I  have  tbe  honor  to  rei)ort  tbe  seizure,  by  this  ship  and  tbe 
U.  S.  S.  Mystic,  of  the  English  steamer  Sunbeam,  while  endeavoring  to 
run  the  blockade  of  this  jtort.  1  enclose  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  tbe 
honorable  judge,  detailing  tbe  circumstances  of  her  capture.  I  have 
sent  her  to  New  York  for  adjudication  in  charge  of  Acting  Master 
Charles  Folsom  and  a  ])rize  crew. 

On  September  26,  a  schooner  endeavored  to  run  the  blockade  and  was 
chased  on  shore  under  tbe  guns  of  a  battery,  which  opened  fire  on  tlie 
Ml/stir.    This  ship  and  the  Mystic  ran  in,  shelled  the  camp  of  tbe  rebels 
and  battery,  and  effectually  destroyed  the  schooner.

SiE:  This  nioruing  at  dayliglit  a  sail  was  seen  under  Smith's  Island, 
running  in  for  the  entrance  to  Gape  Fear  IJiver.  Chase  was  given. 
The  vessel  i)roved  to  be  a  steamer.  Tlie  American  ensign  was  hoisted 
at  our  peak,  the  steamer  showing  English  colors.  On  approaching  the 
steamer  a  gun  was  fired  to  leeward  for  her  to  heave  to.  She  paid  no  atten- 
tion to  it,  ran  on  for  Fort  Fisher,  which  opened  its  fire  on  us,  its  shell 
passing  over  the  ship.  A  shell  from  our  forward  gun  was  fired  over  the 
steamer,  when  she  rounded  to,  head  offshore,  but  almost  at  once  com- 
menced backing  in  toward  the  fort.  A  shell  was  fired  from  this  ship 
astern  of  the  steamer,  when  she  stopped  and  was  boarded  by  the  boats 
of  this  ship,  distant  at  the  time  about  IJ  miles  from  the  fort.  She 
proved  to  be  the  English  steamer  Snnheam,  mentioned  in  a  letter  from 
the  U.  S.  consul  at  Liverpool,  dated  August  8, 1862,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  an  extract: 

In  dispatch  of  August  6,  reference  is  made  to  the  sailing  of  the  screw  steamer 
Sunbeam.  This  vessel  is  intended  to  rnn  the  blockade.  Her  cargo  consists  of  gun- 
powder, muskets,  etc.  They  are  all  intended  for  the  rebel  (iovernment.  Large 
quantities  of  arms,  gunpowder,  and  military  stores  of  all  kinds  are  now  being 
shipped  by  the  merchants  at  this  place  to  Havana  in  the  jiackets  that  sail  weekly 
for  that  place.  They  expect  to  run  these  into  the  South  on  the  steamers  which  have 
been  purchased  and  sent  to  Nassau,  Uerniuda,  and  Havana  for  that  purpose. 

I  have  detailed  a  prize  crew  from  the  ofbcers  and  crew  of  this  ship 
and  steamer  Myntic  present  at  her  capture,  and  forward  in  charge  of 
Acting  Master  Charles  Folsoni,  in  charge  of  the  prize,  the  log  book  and 
all  papers  found  on  board. 

I  enclose  an  order  to  three  officers  for  an  examination  of  the  vessel, 
with  their  report,  and  an  extract  from  my  log  book,  signed  by  the 
ofiScer  of  the  morning  watch ;  also  a  certified  copy  of  the  remarks  copied 
from  and  found  on  the  log  slate  of  the  Sunbeam  which  brings  the  log 
book  up  to  8  o'clock  Sunday  night,  sea  time. 

The  master  of  the  vessel  alleges  he  ran  in  in  distress,  but  the  report 
of  the  officers  does  not  show  it,  and  he  certainly  was  persistent  in  his 
endeavor  to  get  by,  choosing  early  daylight  as  his  time.  His  log  book 
shows  that  he  was  aware  of  his  position  at  noon  yesterday,  at  which 
time  his  log  ceases.  The  enclosed  extract  copied  from  his  log  slate 
shows  he  steered  in  W.  by  X.;  that  lie  lighted  his  fires  at  8  o'clock  at 
night  and  got  \\\)  steam  to  run  in.  The  steamer  is  bark-rigged,  carries 
a  large  amount  of  canvas,  looks  like  an  English  gunboat,  for  which  she 
was  taken  when  first  seen,  is  a  sailing  vessel  with  steam  as  auxiliary, 
and  has  a  speed  of  some  13  knots  under  canvas  alone.  It  appears  from 
the  statements  of  her  crew  that  she  was  in  sight  of  this  ])ort  last  night, 
but  did  not  know  what  to  make  of  the  lights  seen,  which  were  from 
these  vessels,  making  signals  to  the  mail  steamer  Massachusetts  arriving 
from  New  York.  The  lights  of  that  steamer  were  again  seen  this 
morning  and  avoided.  It  appears  she  has  thrown  overboard  three 
guns,  a  fact  not  mentioned  in  her  log  book.  ITer  cargo  consists  of  gun- 
powder and  army  stores,  no  examination  of  which  has  been  made.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Braine,    U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the 
survey  of  the  bars  off  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

U.  S.  S.  MONTICELLO, 

Off  the  Western  Bar,  Cape  Fear  River,  September  39,  1862. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter, 
September  9,  relative  to  the  depth  of  water  on  the  bars  off  Wilmington, 
N.  C,  and  in  reply  beg  to  say  I  have  adopted  all  the  means  in  my 
power  to  survey  tlie  western  bar  of  Cape  Fear  Eiver.  The  ships  com- 
posing the  blockade  here,  three  in  number,  were  placed  each  about  2\ 
miles  from  Fort  Caswell,  and  a  sufficient  distance  apart  to  obtain  good 
angles  on  the  bar.  Their  positions  were  determined  by  compass  bear- 
ings upon  Bald  Head  light-house,  Fort  Caswell,  and  Miller  House,  also 
by  sextant  angles  upon  the  same  points,  and  upon  the  pilot  lookout 
pole  on  Oak  Island.  With  four  boats  equipped  for  work,  I,  on  two 
occasions  at  night,  upon  low  water,  went  to  the  bar,  having  two  good 
contraband  pilots,  each  of  the  blockading  vessels  showing  a  bright 
light  at  the  masthead.  The  lines  which  we  ran  across  the  bar  and  up 
the  channel  way  toward  Fort  Caswell  have  satisfied  me  fully  that  at 
low  water  there  are  10  feet  on  the  bar.  As  regards  the  plotting  of  the 
work,  it  is  unsatisfactory,  owing  to  several  causes,  such  as  inexperience 
of  officers  who  assisted  me  not  carefully  reading  the  angles,  and  want 
of  means  to  determine  accurately  the  position  of  the  ships  on  ebb  and 
flood  and  slack  water.  As  soon  as  low  water  serves  at  a  favorable 
time  of  the  night,  I  will  again  visit  the  bar  and  repeat  the  work  care- 
fully, by  running  compass  courses,  crossing  and  recrossing  at  least  a 
half  a  dozen  times  at  low  water.  The  greatest  difficulty  we  had  to  labor 
under  was  reading  the  sextant  angles  by  a  light  in  the  boat,  which 
light  we  have  to  carefully  hide  from  the  enemy,  and  you  may  judge 
how  short  our  distance  from  him  when  ihe  sentry's  hail  on  post  could 
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be  distinctly  heard.    From  my  late  personal  examination  of  the  bar  I 
am  led  to  believe  that  there  are  15  feet  at  high  water.

Letter  from  Major- General  T>ix,  U.  S.  Army,  to  Acting  Rear- Admiral 
Lee,  U.  S.  Xary,  suggesting  reasons  for  delaying  the  notice  to  noncom- 
batants  in  Norfolk. 

Hdqrs.  Seventh  Army  Corps,  Dept.  of  Virginia, 

Fort  Monroe,  Va.,  September  29, 1862. 

Admiral:  We  had  advices  yesterday  from  the  Blackwater.  The 
enemy  have  not  crossed,  nor  can  I  ascertain  that  they  have  been  reen- 
forced.  I  think  there  is  not  an  armed  insurgent  within  40  miles  of 
Norfolk,  unless  it  be  some  lurking  squads  or  perhaps  companies  in  the 
Dismal  Swamp.  In  the  meantime  we  have  strengthened  Suffolk  so  as 
to  feel  confident  of  resisting  any  force  the  enemy  can  have  on  the 
Blackwater. 

I  have  fully  considered  the  matter  of  the  proposed  notice  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Norfolk  and  the  foreign  consuls  residing  there,  and  regret  to 
differ  in  opinion  with  you  in  regard  to  the  policy  of  giving  it  at  the 
present  time.  I  am  not  sure  that  we  can  say  that  Suffolk  is  threatened 
until  there  is  an  advance  of  the  enemy's  forces,  and  I  do  not  think  the 
people  of  Norfolk  should  be  disturbed  unnecessarily.  The  hostile 
attack  should  be  imminent.  A  notice  of  twenty-four  hours  is  all  that 
is  needed  in  case  of  an  intended  attack  or  bombardment,  and  where 
we  are  merely  acting  on  the  defensive  a  longer  one  can  not  be  expected 
of  us. 

I  have  express  orders  not  to  allow  anyone  to  pass  through  our  lines 
without  the  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  If  the  proposed 
notice  is  to  have  any  effect  at  all,  it  will  be  to  induce  the  wealthier  por- 
tions of  the  people  to  leave,  and  they  are  in  general  opposed  to  us. 
The  poor,  among  whom  are  nearly  all  the  loyal  part  of  the  popula- 
tion, have  not  the  means  of  leaving.  The  result  would  therefore  be 
to  drive  oft'  those  who  sympathize  with  the  insurgents  and  diminish 
the  objection  on  the  part  of  their  forces  to  attack  the  place.  I  should 
moreover  feel  greatly  embarrassed  by  applications  to  pass  our  lines. 
I  am  constantly  refusing  them  now  to  parties  who  wish  to  go  to  Eich- 
mond.  The  proposed  notice  would  ensure  a  renewal  of  these  appli- 
cations and  impose  on  me  the  obligation  to  grant  them,  as  well  as 
all  others  which  might  be  made,  while  I  am  prohibited  from  doing  so. 

There  is  another  consideration :  I  do  not  like  at  this  time  to  acknowl- 
edge that  we  are  acting  ou  the  defensive.  The  enemy,  as  I  see  from 
tlie  liichmoud  papers,  have  been  exi)ecting  an  attack  on  Petersburg, 
and  they  think  we  have  been  very  heavily  reenforced  at  Suffolk.  The 
notice  would  be  an  acknowledgment  that  we  have  not  the  means  of 
making  an  aggressive  movement,  and  it  might  encourage,  such  a  move- 
ment against  us. 

These  objections,  as  you  see,  relate  chiefly  to  time.  The  form  of  the 
notice  you  enclosed  to  me  is  entirely  unobjectionable.  The  only  sug- 
gestion that  ccsurs  to  me  is  the  addition  of  the  following  words  at  the 
close,  viz,  "in  case  these  places  shall  be  assailed." 
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If  you  will,  as  yoa  proposed  iu  your  letter  of  the  26th,  send  me  such 
a  notice  signed  by  yourself,  I  will  use  it  when  I  think  it  necessary.

Sir  :  I  have  a  small  prize  sloop  here  of  about  30  tons,  captured  at 
this  place  when  it  was  taken  possession  of  by  the  naval  forces,  March 
U,  1862. 

She  is  of  no  use  to  me,  and  I  have  no  authority  to  sell  her.  I  have 
been  offered  $1,000  for  her,  possession  to  be  given  immediately,  whicli 
proposition  I,  of  course,  was  obliged  to  decline.  I  presume  she  can 
not  be  legally  disposed  of  until  she  has  been  condemned.  Will  you 
instruct  me  upon  this  point,  and  advise  me  what  course  to  pursue  iu 
order  to  get  rid  of  the  vessel?

belonging  to  this  squadron  and,  as  far  as  you  may  know,  the  service 
l)erformed  by  each  of  them  during  the  preceding  period.  Make  the 
first  report  up  to  the  1st  of  October. 

With  reference  to  Bogue  Inlet,  it  is  easier  and  better  to  blockade  on 
the  inside  than  by  sea,  facilities  for  patrolling  being  greater.  I  wish 
this  point  watched  as  well  as  practicable.  At  all  events  it  is  necessary 
to  send  there  and  make  full  enquiries  to  ascertain  if  there  is  any  trade 
ever  cariied  on  through  that  inlet,  as  I  hear,  via  the  blockade  of  Wil- 
mington, is  the  case.    Do  the  best  you  can  in  this  matter. 

Direct  Acting  Master  B.  H.  Porter  to  report  to  me  in  person  as  soon

SiK:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  30tb  September,  ultimo,  I  Lave 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  fortnight  ending  at 
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(late  of  tlie  disposition  of  the  Uuited  States  vessels  iu  tlie  sounds  of 
North  Carolina. 

The  Hetzel,  Underwriter,  Hunchback,  Seymour,  Ellis,  and  Geres  have 
been  stationed  oft'  New  Berne  for  the  protection  of  that  place.  During 
the  time  specified  the  Seymour  was  undergoing  repairs,  consequent 
upon  her  sinking  in  the  Neuse  Eiver.

General  :  Tour  communication  of  the  29th  was  received  yesterday. 
You  think  the  notice  proposed  by  me  on  the  ;i5th  not  now  necessary,  as 
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your  outpost  at  Suffolk  has  been  sufficiently  streugtlieued,  and  as  you 
believe  there  is  not  now  an  armed  insurgent,  excepting  perhaps  some 
lurking  compauies  in  the  Dismal  Swamp,  within  40  miles  of  Norfolk. 

The  situation  was  different  when  1  communicated  with  the  Depart- 
ment in  reference  to  the  notice.  Then  you  had  just  informed  me  tliat 
the  enemy  was  coucentrating  and  threatening  to  attack  Suffolk  with  a 
force  double  our  own  there  in  numbers;  tliat  you  had  suggested  to 
CJeneral  Halleck  to  withdraw  the  troops  from  Suffolk,  which  he  declined 
to  do;  that  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  getting  between  Suffolk  aud 
Norfolk  you  desired,  and  1  stationed,  a  gunboat  in  the  Western  Branch 
of  the  Nansemond,  and  General  Viele  has  recently  informed  me  that 
he  had  arranged  to  barricade  and  defend  Norfolk,  or  a  part  of  the  town 
embracing  the  custom-house. 

1  cheerfully  accei)t  your  opinion  that  the  proposed  notice  is  not  nec- 
essary at  the  present  time.  The  alteration  you  proposed  in  the  notice, 
viz,  that  the  consuls,  women,  and  children  should  leave  "in  case  these 
places  be  assailed,"  would,  I  respectfully  suggest,  render  the  notice 
inoperative,  would  not  relieve  the  noncombatants,  who  would  be  between 
two  fires,  and  might  occasion  complaint  on  the  part  of  foreign  govern- 
ments. 

As  you  also  think  a  notice  of  twenty-four  hours  would  be  sufficient, 
aud  that  no  notice  is  now  necessary,  I  presume  the  matter  had  better 
be  deferred  until  from  your  official  sources  of  information,  which  are 
better  than  mine,  you  thiuk  it  time  to  act,  of  which  I  hope  you  will 
duly  inform  me,

Sir  :  I  have  tlie  honor  to  transmit  herewith  copies  of  General  Dix's 
communications,  of  my  orders,  and  of  the  ofiicial  reports  (which  have 
just  reached  me)  in  relation  to  the  joint  expedition  against  Franklin, 
Va.,  on  the  3d  instant. 

The  Department  will  perceive  that  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser 
(senior  officer  present)  displayed  liis  usual  gallantry,  and  that  the 
officers  and  crews  of  the  three  gunboats  did  their  i)arts  well,  under 
very  trying  and  difficult  circumstances.  Our  loss  was  4  killed  and  15 
wounded.  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser  commends  the  good  conduct 
of  Acting  Lieutenant  Kduiund  R.  Colhoun,  commanding  the  Hunchbaclc, 
and  of  Acting  Master  Cliarles  A.  French,  commanding  the  Whitehead. 
1  recommend  these  officers  to  the  favorable  notice  of  the  Department. 
Lieutenant  William  IJ.  Cushing  has  been  put  in  coiiimand  of  the  gun- 
boat Ellis,  and  is  increasing  his  reputation  by  active  operations. 

I  have  instructed  Commander  Davenport  to  have  Acting  Third 
Assistant  Engineer  Richards,  whose  conduct  is  very  favorably  reported 
upon  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  to  be  examined  with  a  view 
to  his  promotion.  I  appointed,  under  date  of  October  25,  and  subject 
to  your  approval,  Daniel  Lakiu  (seaman),  of  the  Commodore  Perry, 
Edwin  Smith  (ordinary  seaman),  of  the  Whitehead,  and  Thomas  C. 
Barton  (seaman),  of  the  Hunchbaclc,  acting  master's  mates,  on  the  rec- 
ommendation of  their  several  commanding  officers  and  as  a  reward  for 
their  gallantry.

I  have  received  a  report  from  Colonel  [Samuel  P.]  Spear,  commanding  recon- 
iKii^sauce,  to  this  eli'ect:  He  found  first  pickets  of  enemy  3  miles  this  side  Franklin ; 
drove  them,  proceeded  a  mile  farther,  and  met  the  enemy  in  some  force  at  junction 
of  South  Quay  and  Franklin  roads.  Enemy  fell  back;  1  mile  from  Franklin  cavalry 
and  infantry  pickets;  drove  them  and  proceeded  half  a  mile  farther;  opened  with 
artillery.  Reconnoissame  halted  and  reconnoitered  vicinity.  Five  thousand  infan- 
try at  Franklin,  on  both  sides ;  near  2,000  at  South  Quay ;  1,200  at  Prestons.  Float- 
ing bridge  across  Blackwater;  can  cross  cars  or  artillery;  very  strict  guard  kept.

letter  from  Hajor-General  Dix,  XT.  S,  Army,  to  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  IT.  S.  Navy. 

Fort  Monroe,  October  5, 1862. 
My  Dear  Admiral:  You  know  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser 
appointed  the  3d  to  be  at  Franklin.  Finding  it  too  early  I  sent  a 
special  messenger  to  him,  asking  him  to  wait  a.few  days,  but,  for  some 
unexpected  delays,  the  messenger  arrived  about  five  hours  after  he  had 
gone  up  the  river.  It  was  of  no  consequence,  however,  for  we  sent 
about  2,000  men  to  Franklin  on  the  2d,  and  on  the  3d  they  were  very 
early  in  the  morning  at  the  [Black  water  ?]  Itiver.  The  enemy  was  there 
in  greatly  superior  numbers;  but  our  men  kept  him  at  bay  during  the 
entire  day,  waiting  for  the  gunboats.    They  heard  firing  apparently 
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some  15  miles  below,  and  it  has  been  reported  to  General  Peck  that 
the  river  bas  been  obstructed  near  Mianoke. 

Our  troops  drew  off  at  night,  having  lost  1  man  killed  and  G  wounded 
and  missing.  The  enemy  is  believed  to  have  lost  from  70  to  100.  They 
would  have  remained  another  day,  but  two  scoundrels  from  New  York, 
belonging  to  a  regiment  of  mounted  riflemen — one  of  them  an  orderly 
at  General  Peck's  headquarters — deserted  in  the  nigbt,  and  passed 
over  to  tbe  enemy;  and  knowing  they  would  inform  him  of  tlie  amount 
of  our  force,  we  thought  it  best,  especially  as  we  had  given  u])  the  gun- 
boats, to  withdraw.  I  feel  anxious  to  know  how  Lieutenant-Commander 
Flusser  fared,  and  if  I  do  not  hear  to-morrow  1  shall  send  a  sjiecial 
messenger  to  him,  who  will  take  dispatches  for  you  if  you  desire  it.

I  planned  an  expedition,  as  I  advised  you,  to  destroy  the  floating 
bridge  the  enemy  had  thrown  over  the  Blackwater  at  Franklin.  We 
were  to  have  had  the  cooperation  of  the  gunboats  from  Albemarle 
Sound  by  order  of  Admiral  Lee,  but  I  think  they  must  Lave  met  with 
obstructions,  as  they  did  not  come.  Our  troops,  less  than  2,000  in  num- 
ber, under  Colonel  Spear,  Eleventh  Pennsylvania  Cavalry,  held  the 
enemy,  greatly  superior  in  force,  at  bay  at  the  river  for  several  hours 
waiting  for  tbe  gunboats.  They  behaved  with  great  coolness,  and,  as 
we  think,  killed  and  wounded  from  70  to  100  of  the  enemy.  Our  loss 
was  1  killed  and  6  wounded  and  missing.

Sir  :  I  enclose  herewith  the  reports  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Flus- 
ser.  Acting  Lieutenant  Colhoun,   and  Acting  Master  Commanding 
French,  concerning  the  action  on  the  Blackwater  Kiver,  near  Franklin, 
on  the  3d  instant. 

While  I  can  not  praise  too  highly  the  gallantry  and  heroism  dis- 
jilayed  by  officers  and  men  on  the  occasion,  1  think  it  extremely  hazard- 
ous for  our  gunboats,  unprotected  as  the  men  are  by  bulwarks  or  any 
other  defenses,  to  go  on  expeditions  up  these  narrow  and  tortuous 
rivers.

SiE :  The  following  is  an  accoant  of  the  part  taken  by  this  vessel  in 
the  fight  on  the  Blackwater  on  Friday,  the  3d  instant.  I  got  under- 
way at  5 :  30  a.  m.  from  our  anchorage  about  4  miles  below  Franklin, 
following  your  vessel  closely,  the  Whitehead  being  astern  of  us.  When 
the  enemy  opened  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry  on  you,  I  pushed  ahead  to 
your  support.  The  river  being  very  narrow  at  that  point,  and  the  turn 
"short  around,"  I  found  great  difBculty  in  turning  the  bend,  being 
detained  there  nearly  half  an  hour  under  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry,  and 
one  shot  from  artillery,  which  latter  killed  two  men,  a  grapeshot  pass- 
ing through  both,  killing  them  almost  instantly.  From  that  time  until 
10:30  a.  m.,  when  we  had  fought  our  way  to  a  point  within  about  three- 
fourths  of  a  mile  of  Franklin,  the  fighting  was  the  same;  here  and 
there  high  banks,  with  dense  foliage,  a  narrow  and  very  crooked  stream, 
with  frequent  heavy  firing  of  musketry.  On  our  passage  down  we  met 
with  even  a  warmer  reception,  the  enemy  seeming  determined  to  capture 
us,  having,  as  you  are  aware,  cut  down  large  trees  to  close  up  the  river. 
We  were  not  idle  all  that  time,  but  whenever  I  could  fire  my  9-iuch 
guns  without  exposing  the  men,  I  let  them  have  shell,  shrapnel,  and 
grape,  and  when  the  firing  of  the  enemy  was  so  hot  that  I  could  not 
expose  the  men,  I  worked  my  two  howitzers  in  the  gangway,  giving 
directions  through  the  speaking  tube  in  the  i)ilot  house  how  to  fire.  I 
can  not  speak  too  highly  in  praise  of  the  officers  and  men  under  my 
command.  They  did  their  duty  nobly.  I  have  to  regret  the  loss  of  one 
of  my  best  men,  James  Ritchie,  boatswain's  mate,  who  was  killed  when 
about  to  sight  his  gun.  I  would  bring  to  your  notice  the  heroic  con- 
duct of  Thomas  C.  Barton,  seaman,  who,  when  a  shell  with  cartridge 
attached  fell  out  of  the  howitzer  upon  tlie  deck,  the  charge,  which  must 
have  been  wet,  being  ignited,  got  a  bucket  of  water  and  threw  it  upon 
it,  thereby  jireveuting  its  explosion.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  ibllowing  report: 

In  obedience  to  your  order,  I  left  my  anchorage  at  this  place  on  the 
evening  of  the  1st  instant  to  take  part  in  the  expedition  up  this  river, 
together  with  yourself  and  steamer  Hunchback.  When  about  1  mile 
below  Franklin,  on  the  morning  of  the  3d,  at  7  o'clock,  1  engaged  the 
enemy  in  force,  who  were  posted  on  a  high  embankment  with  musketry, 
and,  on  my  approach,  finding  the  elevation  so  great,  and  his  fire  so 
hot,  and  my  men  so  exposed,  I  was  forced  to  order  them  under  cover 
for  a  short  time  till  I  got  past,  during  which  time  I  had  4  wounded, 
3  of  which  severely.    A  special  report  of  which  you  will  find  enclosed. 

At  10 :  30  a.  m.,  as  per  your  order,  1  proceeded  on  my  way  down  river, 
receiving  a  severe  fire  from  the  enemy  at  different  embankments  for 
some  miles  below,  but  during  the  passage  down  I  maintained  my  tire 
very  regular,  keeping  the  enemy  in  check.  I  am  only  surprised  that 
the  casualties  were  not  greater,  considering  our  exposed  situation  and 
the  upper  works  being  so  cut  up  with  musketry. 

My  officers  and  men  were  generally  prompt  and  merit  my  thanks.  I 
would  particularly  mention  Edwin  Smith  (ordinary  seaman)  for  gal- 
lantry, who  swam  on  shore  under  the  fire  of  the  enemy  with  a  line, 
while  lying  aground  on  the  opposite  bank,  which  rendered  me  impor- 
tant service,  as  the  risk  of  lowering  a  boat  would  have  been  extremely 
hazardous.

Plymouth,  N.  C,  October  6,  1862. 

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order,  and  in  compliance  with  the  wishes 
of  Major-General  Dix,  I  started  for  Franklin,  to  cooperate  with  the 
army,  on  the  1st  instant,  from  this  place. 

We  shelled  the  town  on  the  morning  of  the  3d  from  a  position  about 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  below,  and  fought  the  enemy  on  the  banks 
from  about  7  a.  m.  till  10: 15  a.  m.  Hearing  nothing  of  the  army  then, 
the  river  being  barricaded  ahead  of  us  and  it  being  a  very  unequal 
fight,  I  thought  it  best  to  return. 

The  troops  were  nearly  all  on  the  south  or  right  bank  of  the  river, 
so  the  army  to  protect  me  from  their  sharpshooters  would  first  have  to 
cross  the  stream. 

General  Pettigrew  commands  at  Franklin. 

Our  loss  was  quite  heavy.  I  do  not  think  I  can  be  of  the  least  service 
to  tlie  army,  and  I  think  the  enemy  by  this  time  suspect  that  they  are  to 
be  attacked. 

I  shall  send  through  Commander  Davenport  a  full  report  of  the  affair. 

The  enemy  attempted  to  blockade  the  river  in  our  rear,  and  would 
have  succeeded  had  we  remained  above  a  few  hours  longer. 

Without  an  order  from  you  I  shall  not  attempt  it  again,  as  suggested 
in  General  Dix's  latter  note. 

It  is  folly  to  fight  these  people  on  the  banks,  where  they  have  every 
advantage,  and  can  drive  the  men  from  the  great  guns. 

The  last  fire  received  from  the  enemy  on  our  return  (and  they  made 
use  of  every  favorable  point  to  give  it  to  us)  was  about  2 :  30  p.  m.

Abstract  log  of  the  T5.  S,  S.  Commodore  Ferry. 

October  3, 1862. — Blackwater  Eiver,  on  way  to  Franklin.  Kept  up  a 
brisk  shelling  till  7,  when  the  rebels  opened  upon  us  from  the  left  bank 
as  we  rounded  the  bend ;  from  right  bank  also.  Silenced  their  fire  with 
howitzer.  One-fourth  mile  farther  found  a  strong  barricade  across  the 
river.  Eebels  again  opened  fire.  From  8  to  12  m.,  brisk  firing  on  both 
sides.  At  12  m.,  finding  that  General  Dix  did  not  arrive  with  land 
force,  steamed  down  the  river.  Kept  up  a  running  fire  for  three  hours 
longer.  Silenced  the  enemy's  fire  on  Hunchback  and  Whitehead  with 
howitzer.  Steamed  down  the  river.  Saw  nothing  more  of  the  rebels. 
Passing  Winton  at  5  p.  m.,  we  threw  shells  toward  the  town  from  9-inch 
forward  gun  and  howitzer.  At  8  p.  m.  transferred  the  dead  to  the 
Himchback,  took  the  wounded  aboard,  and  steamed  through  the  sound 
for  lioanoke.

General  Dix  now  informs  me  that  Major-General  Peck  has  a  heavy 
tug  (armed)  up  the  Nansemond,  and  that  he  will  be  advised  of  all  exi- 
gencies as  they  arise  in  that  quarter,  and  know  how  to  meet  them.  I 
have  requested  General  Dix  to  have  you  promptly  informed  by  General 
Peck  of  any  such  situation  of  affairs  as  will  enable  you  to  directly  act 
against  the  enemy,  or  to  cooperate  with  the  army  against  him.  You 
will  promptly  avail  yourself  of  any  such  information. 
Hand  a  certified  copy  of  this  to  your  successor.

I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  19th,  enclosing  extracts  from 
Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser's  report  of  the  17th  ultimo,  and  relat- 
ing to  the  present  unserviceable  condition  of  the  Brinher,  Ceres,  Put- 
nam, and  Whitehead.  Boilers  are  now  being  made  for  the  Whitehead 
at  VVashington  and  for  the  Ceres  at  Baltimore,  those  for  the  latter 
probably  being  nearly  completed.  On  this  completion  in  each  case 
being  reported  to  me  I  shall  send  for  the  vessel.  The  Putnam  was 
ordered  to  return  here  September  24  for  repairs,  selecting  fair  weather 
and  an  opportunity  of  having  some  army  transport  for  consort.  If  she 
can  be  readily  got  through  the  canals  it  would  be  better  to  send  her 
by  that  route.  I  have  received  no  report  of  survey  on  the  Brinker;  if 
necessary  hold  one  and  forward  report  to  me.  All  repairs  possible 
should  be  made  in  the  sounds. 
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Information  in  which  it  is  said  implicit  confidence  may  be  placed 
has  reached  me  through  the  Navy  Department  that  there  are  now  being 
built  at  Wilmington,  N.  C,  two  ironclad  gunboats,  each  of  about  800 
tons  burden,  which  were  to  have  been  completed  on  or  about  the  1st  of 
October.  The  informant  accompanies  his  statement  with  the  remark, 
"I  am  sure  this  information  is  correct;  there  is  no  doubt  of  it."

Sir:  In  accordance  with  the  suggestions  contained  in  your  letter  of 
July  24, 1862, 1  contracted  with  Captain  Pratt,  of  the  wrecking  steamer 
IHrigo,  for  raising  one  of  the  light  vessels  sunk  in  the  Neuse  Eiver.  I 
went  down  to  see  the  vessel,  accompanied  by  two  gentlemen  conver- 
sant with  such  matters,  aud  they  gave  me  as  their  opinion  that  she 
was  worth  raising  at  the  price  named. 

She  has  been  raised  aud  is  now  anchored  off  the  wharf.  She  has  a 
quantity  of  mud  and  filth  in  her  and  will  require  considerable  repairs. 
1  have  suspended  operations  on  the  others  until  this  one  (Koyal  Shoal 
light-boat)  is  sufficiently  overhauled  to  admit  of  my  judging  whether  it 
would  be  prudent  to  contract  for  raising  the  other  two.    Mr.  J.  P. 
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Smith,  to  whom  I  have  turned  over  all  tiie])io]»eity  of  the  Light-House 
Board,  will  doubtless  give  you  all  the  necessary  iuformatiou  in  refer- 
ence to  his  department.

Report  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  affairs  in  and 
about  ]yilmington,  N.  (J.,  and  the  inefficiency  of  the  blockade. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  October  5, 1862. 

Sir:  I  transmit  herewith  some  extracts*  from  dispatches,  and  copies 
of  enclosures  therein,  just  received  from  Commander  Scott,  Commander 
Clitz,  and  Lieutenant-Commander  Braine,  on  the  blotikade  off  Wilming- 
ton. Commander  Scott,  of  the  Maratanza,  senior  otHcer,  reports  that 
a  steamer  (the  Kate,  as  confirmed  by  a  Kichmond  paper)  got  into  Wil- 
mington on  the  night  of  the  li4th  or  L'oth  instant;  that  the  enemy  are 
strengthening  their  works  generally  in  that  vicinity;  that  the  block- 
ading force  there  is  insufficient;  that  Shallotte  Inlet  requires  to  be 
blockaded;  that  fourteen  contrabands  have  come  off  to  our  vessels  in 
a  few  days;  that  they  are  now  crowding  the  vessels,  and  that  they 
should  be  sent  away ;  that  the  transport  Massachusetts  does  not  com- 
municate on  her  return  trip  with  the  vessels  off  Wilmington,  as  she 
might  and  should  do  for  the  convenience  of  the  public  service.  Com- 
mander Clitz  rei)orts  that  the  Penobscot  received  seven  contrabands  on 
the  23d  (see  list  A),  who  report  that  the  steamer  Marino;  loaded  with 
cotton,  tobacco,  and  turpentine,  is  ready  to  run  the  blockade. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Braine  reports  that  the  Monticello  received 
seven  contrabands  on  the  22d  (see  list  B),  who  report  that  the  railroad- 
iron-covered  gunboat  North  Carolina  was  to  be  launched  on  the  27th 
ultimo  and  to  be  ready  by  the  10th  instant;  that  the  city  is  completely 
intrenched,  with  guns  mounted  every  half  mile;  that  on  Cape  Fear 
Kiver,  2  miles  from  the  city,  on  the  left  bank,  is  Fort  Camp  Brown,  au 
earth  and  log  work,  with  2  guns,  opposite  to  which,  in  the  river,  are 
obstructions  made  with  sunken  cribs. 

Next,  and  on  the  same  side,  is  Fort  Mount  Towser  [Mount  Tirza 
battery)  of  2  guns.  Next  is  Fort  St.  Philip,  near  Ola  Brunswick, 
mounting  16  guns,  and  obstructions  of  heavy  piles,  with  a  narrow  pas 
sage  inside,  where  is  the  Frying  Pan  Shoals  light-boat,  with  4  guns. 
Inside  Zeek's  Island  is  another  light-boat  of  4  guns;  that  the  rebels 
are  building  a  large  foundry,  also  blacksmith  shops,  and  are  making 
rifles  and  gun  carriages  at  Fayetteville,  and  that  these  arms  are  sent  to 
Ealeigh;  that  the  rebels  got  out  of  the  Modern  Oreece,  which  was  run 
ashore  near  New  Inlet,  500  stands  of  arms,  6  rifled  cannon,  and  a  large 
amount  of  damaged  powder  and  clothing;  that  the  Kate  (on  her  i)revi- 
ous  trip,  I  suppose)  was  chased,  and  threw  overboard  10,000  stands  of 
arms;  that  a  regular  weekly  trade,  by  schooner  hailing  from  Wilming- 
ton, is  kept  up  between  Nassau  and  Shallotte  Inlet,  about  20  miles 
southward  and  westward  of  Wilmington. 

*  See  PI).  87-90. 
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William  Robins  (contraband),  a  sliip  carpenter,  worked  since  July  on 
the  two  irou-roofed  rebel  gunboats  building  at  Wilmington,  and  like 
the  Merrimacl:  The  iron  comes  from  Itichmond.  Engines  on  board, 
but  not  set;  one  is  new  and  came  from  Eichmond,  the  other  from  the 
tug  Vnclc  Ben.  These  gunboats  were  to  be  ready  by  the  10th  instant, 
but  the  workmen  left,  fearing  yellow  fever  and  wanting  more  pay. 
There  are  but  about  3,000  soldiers  at  and  near  Wilmington.  The  tug 
Marion  is  ready  to  run  out  with  100  bales  cotton.  Since  tlie  Modern 
(Jreeee  (a  fine  steamer,  whose  machinery  they  did  not  save),  nothing  but 
the  Kate  has  run  the  blockade.  The  Modern  Greece  had  two  shots 
through  her  boiler  and  one  through  her  donkey  engine.  Colonel 
Shaw's  body  servant  says  the  troops  have  left,  and  are  in  the  vicinity 
of  Wilmington,  on  account  of  the  yellow  fever.  The  conscripts  are 
from  11  to  50  years  old.  Many  of  them  ran  away.  Previous  to  the 
battles  before  Kichmond,  the  people  were  disheartened  and  disposed 
to  give  up  the  place.  Now  they  are  much  encouraged.  The  tug 
Mariner  is  ready  to  run  for  Nassau ;  has  two  guns.  No  business  doing; 
clerks  all  enlisted.  I  shall  direct  the  senior  officer  oft'  Wilmington  to 
ship  as  many  of  the  useful  contrabands  as  may  be  needed  in  the  ves- 
sels. I  ask  the  Department  to  direct  what  disposition  shall  be  made 
of  those  not  wanted  in  the  vessels.  The  Department  will  perceive 
that  at  least  two  more  vessels  are  needed  oft'  Wilmington,  and  for  the 
inlets  and  the  coast  of  North  Carolina,  to  supply  the  places  of  the 
titars  and  Stripe/i,  the  Chippewa,  and  the  Victoria,  the  lattei'  vessel 
having  been  reported  unfit  for  blockading  duty.  Complaining  reports 
are  received  of  the  bad  condition  of  several  of  the  steamers  now  there, 
likewise  of  several  in  the  sounds.  A  vessel  of  some  sort  is  wanted  for 
Shallotte  Inlet. 

No  small  craft  are  at  Wilmington.  The  two  gunboats  are  not  rums; 
each  will  mount  three  guns  at  the  side  and  one  at  each  end. 

Workmen  from  the  army  are  completing  them.  I  ho]ie  that  the 
transport  Massachusetts  will  be  ordered  to  communicate  with  the  block- 
ading vessels  oft"  Wilmington  on  her  return  trips.

Sir:  I  have  received  your  two  communications  of  the  25th  ultimo, 
with  their  enclosures.  The  100  men  recently  asked  for  are  now  liere, 
a7id  will  soon  be  sent  to  the  vessels  oft'  Wilmington.  The  occasion  for 
a  part  of  this  draft  might  have  been  avoided  by  using  such  contrabands 
as  are  available  under  circulars  13  and  14  of  the  general  orders  and 
circulars  of  this  stfuadron,  of  which  a  copy  is  herewith  enclosed.  I 
have  asked  the  Department  to  allow  the  transport  Massachusetts  to 
communicate  with  you  on  her  return  trips. 
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I  can  not  tbink  the  positions  occupied  by  the  vessels  off  Wilmington 
are  the  best,  in  view  of  the  Kate's  having  twice  recently  run  the  block- 
ade; and,  considering  that  the  vessels  have  been  lying  from  5  to  7  miles 
off,  I  shall  deplore  any  summary  action  of  the  Department  in  reference 
to  the  blockade  off  Wilmington. 

I  will  order  the  Monticetto  to  this  point  for  repairs  as  soon  as  her 
services  can  be  spared  from  the  blockade.  The  Department  hopes  to 
get  some  useful  soundings  from  her  commander. 

I  prefer  adhering  to  the  course  heretofore  ])ursued  with  reference  to 
the  return  of  the  steamers  off'  Wilmington. 

A  thousand  tons  of  coal  are  now  at  or  on  their  way  to  Beaufort, 
where  the  arrival  of  a  part  of  it  is  reported.  It  was  ordered  one  month 
since.  Please  Inform  me  what  will  be  the  usual  monthly  expenditures 
of  coal  for  all  the  vessels  off'  Wilmington,  and  how  much  coal  should 
be  sent  every  week  or  so  from  Philadelphia  to  keep  you  well  supplied, 
yet  prevent  any  unnecessary  charge  for  demurrage.

Report  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  capture, 
off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  of  the  steamer  tSunbeam,  and  the  destruction  oj 
a  schooner  by  the  U.  IS.  IS.  State  of  Georgia  and  the  U.  S.  S.  Mystic. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  Neirs,  Va.,  October  0,  18(i2 — p.  m. 
Sir:  I  have  ordered  the  State  of  Georgia  to  the  Washington  navy 
yard  for  some  much-needed  repairs,  which  I  hope  she  will  receive  with 
the  least  possible  delay.  I  thought  it  best,  as  she  is  crippled,  and  as 
her  services  are  greatly  needed  on  the  blockade,  to  send  her  to  the 
nearest  navy  yard.  Commander  Scott  writes  urgently  for  an  increase 
of  force  oft'  Wilmington  to  guard,  as  ordered  by  me,  the  inlets  below 
Wilmington,  esi)ecially  Shallotte  Inlet,  through  which,  as  1  have 
reported  to  the  Department,  there  is  constant  trade  to  and  from  Wil- 
mington. Besides  the  capture  of  the  steamer  Sunbeam  on  the  28th 
ultimo,  reported  to  the  Dei)artment  in  my  telegraphic  dispatch,  this 
evening  the  State  of  Georgia  and  the  Mystic  drove  on  shore  and 
destroyed  a  schooner  attempting  to  run  the  blockade.  Contrabands 
report  this  schooner  loaded  with  salt,  and  that  she  was  a  total  loss. 
The  vigilance  and  these  achievements  of  Commander  Armstrong  and 
Lieutenant  Commander  Arnold  at  >'ew  Inlet  entrance  will,  1  am  sure, 
be  gratifying  to  the  Department.  Commander  Scott  reports  that  at 
the  entrance  of  the  main  channel  the  vessels  are  now  stationed  daring 
the  night  in  3  fathoms  water,  and  a  boat  kept  inside  on  the  Hats, 
to  give  notice  of  any  attempted  departure.  "The  officeis  and  men,"

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  announce  the  arrival,  October  5,  at  the 
roads,  of  the  propeller  Thames,  with  122  recruits,  etc.,  for  the  squad- 
ron. The  U.  S.  gunboat  Aroostook  left  at  noon  on  the  same  day.  The 
schooner  Nellie,  prize  to  U.  S.  S.  Alabama,  put  into  the  roads  on  the  5th 
for  harbor. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gale  has  been  assigned  to  duty  on  board 
the  U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Perry. 

The  State  of  Georgia,  which  leaves  Hampton  Eoads  to-day  for  Wash- 
ington, has  on  board  the  following  men,  taken  for  safety  from  the  prize 
Sunbeam:  John  Kidd,  William  Caldwell,  firemen;  James  Frazer, 
Francis  Patten,  J.  McClelland,  George  Gregg,  seamen;  leaving  on 
board  the  prize,  of  her  original  complement,  the  master,  two  mates, 
two  passengers,  two  engineers,  and  six  men.  She  has  a  prize  crew  of 
22  men  all  told. 

The  U.  S.  S.  Delaware  left  yesterday  with  a  draft  of  men  for  the 
sounds.  Last  night  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Port  Royal  anchored  in  the  roads 
on  her  way  southward. 

In  accordance  with  the  desire  of  the  Department,  expressed  in  its 
communication  of  September  1,  to  know  the  depth  of  water  on  Wil- 
mington bars,  I  directed  Lieutenant-Commander  Braiue  to  make  such 
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surveys  as  his  opportunities  and  his  duties  on  the  blockade  would  per- 
mit. In  reply  I  have  just  received  a  report*  (September  29)  of  his 
operations  under  my  order,  of  which  report  the  enclosed  is  a  copy.  I 
will  forward  what  further  information  Lieutenant  Commander  iJraine 
may  give  me  on  the  subject.

Instructions  from  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  to  Commander 
Scott,  U.  IS.  Navy,  regarding  measures  to  prevent  collisions. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  October  7,1862. 

Sir  :  Tour  "So.  10,  of  the  3d,  is  received  by  the  State  of  Georgia.  The 
collision  between  the  State  of  Georgia  and  the  Mystic  is,  as  you  remark, 
"a  most  unfortunate  aifair,"  by  injury  done  both  vessels  and  the  con- 
sequent removal  of  the  State  of  Georgia  from  the  blockade  at  a  time 
when  her  services  are  so  greatly  needed  there.  With  a  view  to  prevent 
such  collisions  in  future,  I  will  remark  that  the  vessels  should  have 
their  regular  lights  burning  and  covered  with  tarpaulin  hoods,  readily 
removed;  also  a  lookout  standing  by  each  reiidy  to  uncover  promptly 
in  case  of  necessity,  so  that  the  course  of  each  vessel  may  be  quickly 
indicated.  These  lights  should  be  trimmed  during  the  night,  removing 
them  with  their  hoods  on.  The  officer  of  the  deck  (or,  when  necessary, 
the  captain)  on  each  vessel  should  be  vigilant,  and  keep  watch  on  the 
bridge  or  other  elevated  position.  The  vessel  or  vessels  returning  at 
night,  especially  when  looking  for  each  other,  and  when  the  situation 
may  have  occasioned  the  other  vessels  previously  lying  at  anchor  to  be 
underway,  should  move  carefully;  the  officers  should  watch  vigilantly. 
In  this  case  both  vessels  should  not  have  expected  to  reconnoiter;  one 
should  have  kept  watch  at  the  bar.  Oonimunicate  these  points  to  each 
commander  on  the  blockade  and  arrange  to  practice  due  system,  in 
order  that  such  collisions  may  be  avoided  in  future.  I  wish  to  avoid 
occasion  for  courts  of  enquiry. 

I  have  communicated,  with  high  satisfaction,  to  the  Department  the 
destruction  of  the  schooner  on  the  23d  ultimo  and  the  capture  of  the 
steamer  Sunbeam  on  the  28th  ultimo,  attempting  to  run  the  blockade 
through  New  Inlet  into  Wilmington,  by  the  State  of  Georgia,  Com- 
mander Armstrong,  and  the  Mystic,  Lieutenant-Commander  Arnold; 
also  the  arrangement  by  you  to  guard  the  main  channel  entrance,  and 
the  disposition  felt  by  you  and  the  officers  and  men  on  the  blockade  to 
perform  their  duties  cheerfully  and  vigilantly,  thus  giving  a  good 
promise  for  the  future.

TJ.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.',  October  8,  1862, 

Sir:  I  have  ordered  a  general  court-martial  to  meet  on  board  the 
Neir  Ironsides  for  the  trial  of  Corporal  Butler,  who,  with  the  witnesses, 
will  be  brought  up  from  the  Brandywine  in  the  roads. 

When  this  trial  is  over — say  on  Sunday  next — I  expect  to  go  in  this 
ship  to  visit  the  blockade  off  Wilmington,  and  then,  in  the  Philadel- 
phia, to  go  into  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina  and  look  into  the  state  of 
affairs  there.  I  expect  to  be  absent  two  or  three  weeks.  I  shall  before 
leaving  acquaint  the  senior  officer  here,  Captain  Turner,  with  the  state 
of  affairs  at  this  point. 

I  am  informed  that  the  crew  of  this  ship  has  had  no  liberty  for  six- 
teen months,  and  the  fleet  surgeon  has  verbally  and  earnestly  repre- 
sented to  me  that  it  is  necessary  they  should  have  liberty  as  soon  as 
practicable.  I  wrote  yesterday  to  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance  respecting 
an  addition  to  and  some  improvement  of  the  battery  of  this  ship.  I 
beg  leave  to  enclose  a  copy  of  this  letter.  The  bottom  of  this  ship,  as 
rei)orted  by  a  diver,  and  as  might  have  been  expected,  is  very  foul,  and 
it  will  be  necessary  to  dock  tlie  ship  to  clean  it.  I  suggest  that  as  soon 
as  the  Bureau  is  ready  to  act  respecting  such  alterations  as  it  may 
approve  of  making  in  this  ship's  battery,  that  I  may  be  authorized  to 
send  the  Minnesota  to  a  northern  navy  yard  to  give  tiie  crew  liberty, 
make  the  battery  more  efficient,  remove  the  poop  cabin,  clean  the  ship's 
bottom,  and  make  some  necessary  repairs. 

I  hear  informally  that,  on  or  about  the  3d,  Lieutenant-Commander 
Flusser  made  a  gallant  attack  on  the  enemy  in  the  Blackwater,  losing 
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Heveial  men  iu  killed  and  wounded,  whilst  killing  and  wounding  many 
of  the  enemy.  When  the  official  report  reaches  me  1  shall  have  the 
honor  to  make  a  full  report  to  the  Department.  The  army  did  not  give 
the  expected  and  promised  support.

SiE:  It  is  probable  this  ship  will  soon  be  sent  to  Boston  to  give  her 
crew  liberty  (who  have  had  none  for  sixteen  months),  increase  her  bat- 
tery, clean  her  foul  bottom,  and  receive  some  necessary  repairs.  I 
would  like  to  know  what  battery  the  Wabash  now  has,  and  what 
changes  you  will  advise  and  approve  and  may  have  the  means  of  mak- 
ing in  the  Minnesota's  battery.  She  has  now  IX-inch  guns  on  the  main 
deck,  Vlll-inch  guns  on  the  spar  deck,  and  a  X-iiich  pivot  forward. 
She  has  a  i)oop  cabin  which  ought  to  be  removed ;  with  no  stern  guns  on 
either  deck,  though  the  main-deck  cabin  is  a  large  one.  I  would  like 
to  have  eight  lOO-pounder  rifles,  two  bow  and  two  stern  guns  on  each 
deck,  fitted  to  fire  as  near  as  practicable  from  the  line  of  the  keel  to 
the  beam.  It  would  be  important  to  bring  the  Minnesota's  guns  to 
bear  with  the  most  depression  practicable  when  fighting  a  low  armor- 
roofed  vessel  close-to.  What  mechanical  expedients  will  increase  her 
efficiency  in  this  respect?  What  addition  to  her  battery  should  be 
made?

Sir:  The  vessels  in  the  Nansemond  should  not  be  at  anchor  where 
they  can  be  surprised  (especially  at  daylight  in  the  morning)  by  sharp- 
shooters and  the  crew  driven  from  their  guns. 

The  vessels  should  not  be  exposed  when  the  stream  is  so  narrow  and 
the  banks  so  high  that  the  enemy's  small-arm  men  can  completely  con- 
trol their  decks  when  their  guns  can  not  be  brought  to  bear  on  the 
enemy.  Nor  should  the  vessels  be  exposed  where,  by  felling  trees  iu 
their  rear  or  by  means  of  other  readily  constructed  obstructions,  the 
vessels  are  liable  to  be  entrapped  and  taken.  Judicious  conduct  is  at 
all  times  expected,  suiting  the  necessity  of  tlie  service  and  the  Situation. 
By  night  and  day  a  good  lookout  must  be  kept.  Communicate  this 
order  to  your  successor,  to  the  Stepping  Stones,  and  any  other  of  our 
vessels  that  may  anchor  in  the  Nansemond.

Gape  Fear  River,  and  transmitting  list  of  casualties. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Maratanza, 
Off  Gape  Fear  River,  North  Garolina,  October  11,  1862. 
Sir  :  It  becomes  my  duty  to  inform  you  that  at  9 :  30  this  morning 
the  enemy  opened  upon  us  with  two  Armstrong  guns  from  a  battery 
which  they  had  constructed  during  the  night  on  the  beach. 

The  second  shell  lired  struck  us  on  the  port  quarter  and  exploded, 
killing  Acting  Master's  Mate  Edward  K.  Flowers  and  George  Blake, 
quartermaster,  besides  seriously  wounding  Joseph  Brink,  captain  of 
the  after  guard,  and  several  others  less  severely.  The  ship  was  not 
materially  damaged. 

We  immediately  got  underway  and  stood  out,  the  shell  passing  over 
us  at  a  distance  of  4^  miles,  proving  that  it  is  no  longer  safe  to  lay 
within  2J  miles,  as  we  have  heretofore. 
I  enclose  surgeon's  report.

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Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander   Braine,   U.  *'.  Wavy,  regarding  the 
seizure  of  the  English  schooner  Revere. 

U.  S.  S.  MONTICELLO, 

Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  October  11, 1862. 

Sir:  The  following  are  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  seizure 
of  the  English  schooner  Revere.  This  morning  at  8  o'clock,  while  run- 
ning toward  Frying  Pan  Shoals,  <a  sail  was  discovered  to  the  southward 
and  westward  on  the  port  tack,  standing  to  the  westward.  The  wind 
was  about  S.  W.  by  S.  At  this  time  I  was  communicating  by  boat  with 
the  steamer  Mystic  across  the  shoal.  I  shortly  after  stood  for  the 
schooner,  and  after  a  chase  of  one  hour  and  a  half  dead  to  windward 
she  proved  to  be  the  English  schooner  Revere,  of  Yarmouth,  Nova 
Scotia,  twenty-five  days  from  Nassau,  New  Providence,  claiming  to  be 
bound  to  Baltimore,  Md.  The  captain  joined  her  the  day  she  sailed, 
also  the  two  mates;  they  all  say  they  know  nothing  of  cargo,  and  saw 
none  taken  in.  The  vessel  is  loaded  with  a  suspicious  cargo,  to  wit,  as 
per  clearance,  800  sacks  salt,  100  barrels  pork, 39  cases  damaged  leather 
trappings,  1  lot  damaged  harness,  29  dozen  brooms,  12  dozen  buckets, 
13  cases  matches,  31  cases  brooms,  1  barrel  beef. 

I  iiud  the  name  of  this  vessel  on  the  list  of  vessels  intending  to  evade 
the  blockade.  She  was  entirely  out  of  the  course  of  vessels  bound  to 
Baltimore  from  Nassau,  New  Providence.  Her  cargo  was  shipped  by 
Henry  Adderly  &  Co.,  of  Nassau,  New  Providence,  parties  who  are  well 
known  to  be  interested  in  running  the  blockade.  Her  manifest  does 
not  agree  with  the  bill  of  lading;  the  latter  is  not  signed  by  any  one; 
muster  roll  is  incorrect,  not  having  the  description  of  the  crew.  The 
captain's  and  mate's  statements  are  very  conflicting  and  they  contradict 
themselves  often.  First  Mate  R.  A.  Smith  and  Second  Mate  J.  C.  Mid- 
dleton  were  both  recognized  as  acquaintances  by  Acting  Master  L.  A. 
Brown,  who  boarded  the  vessel,  and  who  knew  them  in  Charleston,  S.  C, 
as  llobert  McMulleu  and  John  Carnighan  [Corrigan?],  jr.  The  captain, 
Henry  Gage,  opened  one  of  the  packages  in  the  hold  at  my  request;  said 
package  was  marked  "  Harness,"  but  the  contents  proved  to  be  soldiers' 
haversacks.  One  of  the  mates  named  Middleton  has  a  trunk ;  contents, 
shoes,  thread,  matches,  tea,  starch,  stationery,  shoe  thread,  and  a  piece 
of  cotton  cloth,  and  other  articles,  which  he  no  doubt  evidently  intended 
to  sell  in  some  port  after  running  the  blockade,  as  it  would  hardly  pay 
him  to  carry  these  articles  to  Baltimore.  The  crew  state  that  they  were 
lying  off  and  on  Frying  Pan  Shoals  the  night  of  10th  instant.  The 
captain  admits  that  this  is  the  second  time  he  has  been  taken;  the  first 
time  he  was  detained  in  New  York  seven  mouths.  The  captain  claimed 
to  be  on  October  10,  at  noon,  in  longitude  77°  19'  W.,  latitude  33°  17'  N. 
Instead  of  steering  N.  E.,  as  he  should  have  done,  he,  with  the  wind 
S.  E.,  as  log  will  show,  ran  to  northward  and  westward,  no  doubt  with 
the  intent  to  evade  the  blockade  of  this  port,  as  Bald  Head  light-house 
was  in  sight  when  we  boarded  her.  He  was  beating  to  the  westward 
when  he  had  a  fair  wind  to  go  to  the  northward  and  eastward.  This 
is  the  full  account,  sir. 

I  have  sent  Acting  Master  Brown  as  prize  master,  and  directed  him 
to  take  the  prize  to  New  York.  I  have  taken  out  of  her  five  of  her 
crew,  and  have  left  on  board  the  captain,  first  mate,  and  two  of  her 
crew.  I  have  sent  home  in  her  a  prize  crew  of  eight.  Acting  Master 
Charles  Courtney,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Maratanza,  accompanies  Mr,  Brown. 
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At  the  time  of  the  capture  of  the  English  schooner  Revere  the  U.  S. 
S.  Maratanza  was  in  signal  distance  and  the  U.  S.  S.  Mahaska  was  in 
sight.

Sir:  I  neglected  to  mention  in  my  former  report  of  the  expedition 
up  the  Blackwater  Kiver  that  we  seized  at  Keddick's  Ferry  some  1,000 
or  1,200  pounds  of  bacon,  which  I  have  had  distributed  to  the  different 
vessels,  with  orders  to  serve  it  to  the  men  instead  of  pork,  if  they  are 
willing  to  receive  it. 

Had  I  been  killed  in  the  action  of  the  3d  instant,  Colhoun  would 
have  assumed  command,  and  there  would  have  been  a  conflict  of  author- 
ity between  him  and  Cushiug.  It  would  have  been  very  hard  to  put  a 
man  with  Colhoun's  experience  under  such  a  youngster  as  Cushing,  and 
this  difiBculty  can  be  avoided  by  restoring  Colhoun  to  the  active  list  of 
theXavy.  Though  in  general  1  think  this  action  is  unjust  to  those  who 
have  remained  in  the  >'avy,  1  think  Colhoun  has  deserved  it  for  his  good 
conduct  at  lioanoke,  ISTew  Berne,  and  Blackwater. 

I  should  very  willingly  serve  under  him  if  reinstated,  and  hope  you 
will  recommend  it  as  1  do  cordially. 

I  hope  also  that  you  will  recommend  French  for  promotion.  I  feel 
confident  that  Colhoun  will  resign  if  obliged  to  serve  under  Cushing. 

I  desire  permission  to  appoint  a  master  at  arms  for  my  vessel,  and  also 
to  rate  two  cockswains.  I  wish  to  reward  men  for  good  behavior.  I  also 
wish  to  rate  a  man  as  carpenter's  mate,  and  we  should  have  an  armorer; 
we  should  also  rate  two  (juarter  gunners.  In  Admiral  Goldsborough's 
instructions  to  me  these  petty  officers  were  not  allowed. 

The  Himchbuck  needs  the  same  i)etty  officers. 

We  need  provisions  and  clothing;  a  good  many  mattresses  should  be 
sent  here.  I  have  sent  the  ]Srew  Jersey  men  to  tlieir  regiment,  and  wish 
to  return  the  Fourth  Khode  Island  Volunteers.  I  can  do  without  them. 
1  have  lately  shipped  several  contrabands.  Shall  contrabands  sign  the 
articles  or  not?  I  think  it  is  better  not  to  make  them  sign;  they  can 
then  be  sent  ashore,  within  our  lines,  whenever  they  become  worthless 
or  dissatisfied.  I  shall  send  down  the  Lockwood  with  the  prize  schooners 
and  some  goods  seized  by  Colhoun  and  some  by  Hotchkiss.

Sir:  The  schooner  or  scow  Pendleton  was  taken  by  the  gunboat 
'Yankee,  I  believe,  in  Cabin  Point  IGhippoakf]  Creek,  on  James  liiver, 
within  the  rebel  lines;  she  had  on  Doard  50  cords  of  wood. 
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A  commission  appointed  by  Commodore  Wilkes  to  appraise  her 
valued  her  at  $125,  and  her  wood,  50  cords,  at  $3  per  cord,  $150; 
total,  $l.'75. 

Both  the  wood  and  the  schooner  came,  I  presume,  under  the  law  of 
prize.    The  owner  lost  his  right  iu  them  by  their  capture. 

A  man  has  come  forward  who  claims  them  as  his  property.  The 
wood  has  been  taken  for  Government  use  by  the  various  gunboats. 
The  vessel  is  not  worth  the  cost  of  court  in  isondemning  her. 

The  alleged  owner  is  poor ;  he  says  his  whole  fortune  is  embarked  in 
her. 

As  kind,  humane,  and  the  best  manner  of  disposing  of  the  case  I 
should  advise  letting  the  claimant  have  her,  without  payment  for  the 
wood. 

The  gift  of  the  schooner  would  be  a  clear  act  of  grace  were  it  not 
that  the  condemnation  necessary  to  her  re.  tion  would  cost  more  than 
the  amount  of  sale. 

The  owner  claims  to  be  a  Union  man.  If  he  had  professed  Union 
sentiments  while  in  Cabin  Point  [Chippoak]  Creek,  1  presume  he  would 
not  have  been  permited  to  keep  his  schooner. 

It  is  fair  to  infer  that  his  professions  are  tinged  by  his  schooner's 
locality.    As  he  is  a  German,  I  believe  he  actually  prefers  the  side 
which  has  no  slaves  to  interfere  with  white  labor.

all  available  means  within  his  power  to  ascertain  whether  any  trade  is 
carried  on  through  that  inlet  with  or  by  the  rebels.  I  have  directed 
him  to  remain  there  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  satisfy  himself  upon 
this  point  and  to  forward  to  me  from  time  to  time  reports  of  the  result 
of  his  investigations. 

The  JEllis  is  the  only  vessel  I  have  of  sufflciently  light  draft  to  send 
to  Bogue  Inlet,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  her  on  reaching  Beaufoit 
to  go  outside,  as  only  from  3  to  4  feet  of  water  can  be  carried  through 
Bogue  Sound.  For  this  reason  I  think  it  will  be  impossible  for  the  UUis 
to  cruise  to  any  extent  inside  the  inlet.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Flu/iser,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  a  pro- 
posed attack  by  the  Confederates  upon  Plymouth,  N.  C. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Perby, 
Plymouth,  N.  C,  October  15, 1862. 

Sir:  We  have  just  received  what  I  deem  reliable  Information  of  a 
contemplated  attiick  on  tbis  place  by  land  and  water.  There  are  at 
Halifax  three  gunboats  and  an  iron  barge  covered  with  railroad  iron ; 
two  of  these  boats  are  the  Cora  and  Cotton  Planter.  The  gunboats  we 
can  flax  out  easy  enough,  and  I  think  I  can  answer  for  the  ironclad.  I 
only  fear  they  may  send  down  a  large  force  and  board  us.  I  have  not 
enough  good  men  to  resist  a  large  force  of  boarders.  I  have  arranged 
with  Captain  Hammell  that,  in  case  of  attack,  his  men  shall  come  on 
board  of  the  boats,  so  as  to  enable  us  to  resist  boarders  or  even,  per- 
haps, to  board. 

The  engines  intended  for  the  boats  at  Wilmington  have  been  sent 
up  to  Halifax,  [N.  C],  and  all  the  workmen  from  the  former  place  have 
gone  to  the  latter. 

The  citizens  of  Martin  County  petitioned  the  governor  to  send  back 
the  two  regiments  that  were  formerly  in  that  county,  and  they  have 
been  sent  back  from  Tarboro.  We  have  a  report  here  from  secession 
sources  that  the  attack  by  land  is  to  be  made  by  two  regiments  of 
infantry  and  one  of  cavalry. 
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I  ijitend  to  have  the  Hunehbaclc  here,  and  I  fear  must  desert  Chowan 
Eiver  for  a  little  while. 

I  must  have  the  ammunition  for  which  I  wrote.    1  am  very  short.     If 
you  can  spare  me  any  ofBcers,  send  them  up. 

The  cavalry,  which  has  been  absent  from  here  for  several  days,  has 
returned. 

1  understand  the  avowed  objects  of  the  rebels  are  to  burn  this  place, 
destroy  the  boats  if  possible,  and  sweep  the  lower  counties  of  conscripts, 
horses,  and  provisions.

On  the  morning  of  the  3d 
instant  the  Perry,  Hunchback,  and  Whitehead,  engaged  the  enemy  at 
Franklin,  on  the  Blackwater,  and  after  a  severe  tight  of  eight  hours' 
duration  were  obliged  to  withdraw,  on  account  of  the  failure  of  the 
army  to  cooperate  with  them. 

The  Louisiana  has  been  stationed  at  Washington,  N.  C,  for  the 
protection  of  that  place. 

The  Granite  has  been  employed  in  blockading  Ocracoke  Inlet  and 
in  cruising  in  Pamlico  Sound.

S.  White- 
head, regarding  the  duties  performed  by  that  vessel  from  October  1  to 
15,  1862.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  relative  to  the  employ  of  tliis  steamer 
'under  my  command  from  the  1st  to  loth  instant,  I  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report  in  detail : 

On  the  1st,  left  my  anchorage  ofi"  Winfleld  (Chowan  Eiver)  and  pro- 
'ceeded  down  in  search  of  boats,  stopping  at  intervals  and  sending  an 
armed  crew  on  shore,  where  I  found  and  destroyed  several;  returned 
to  my  anchorage  at  10  a.  m.  At  1  p.  m.  I  took  one  officer  and  armed 
crew  and  proceeded  up  river  to  a  creek  some  (>  miles  above  in  search  of 
a  noted  rebel,  but  did  not  succeed  in  iinding  him  at  home.  I  captured 
and  destroyed  four  boats.    At  4 :  30  I  returned  on  board. 

On  2d  and  3d,  took  part  in  expedition  up  river  under  your  command, 
a  report  of  which  has  already  been  given  you. 

On  4th,  left  my  anchorage  oft'  Winfield  and  proceeded  down  river; 
fired  two  shots  at  a  boat,  which  brought  her  alongside,  containing  three 
fishermen;  paroled  the  men,  destroying  their  boat.  Chased  another 
boat  on  shore;  sent  on  shore  and  destroyed  her,  together  with  an  army 
wagon;  returned  to  anchorage  at  5:30;  received  two  deserters  from 
the  rebel  Army  on  board;  administered  to  them  the  oath  of  allegiance, 
and  enlisted  them  in  the  home  guard  stationed  here. 

On  6th,  cruised  up  and  down  river  and  returned  to  anchorage.  At  8 
11.  m.  got  underway  and  proceeded  down ;  anchored ;  at  9 :  30  took  armed 
crew  on  shore  and  proceeded  to  the  house  of  a  rebel  about  3  miles 
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inland;  surrounded  it,  capturing  liim  and  a  rebel  soldier;  also  a  small 
quantity  of  goods  destined  for  Colerain ;  sent  a  detachment  to  the  house 
of  Mr,  Felton;  captured  him,  but  found  no  goods.  I  subsequently 
paroled  him. 

On  the  7th,  learning  that  a  quantity  of  goods,  horses,  contrabands, 
etc.,  were  being  sent  to  Umpire  [Emperor]  Landing  for  the  purpose  of 
crossing,  I  got  underway  at  0  p.  m.  and  went  down;  arrived  there  at  9 
and  went  on  shore  with  armed  crew;  proceeded  inland  about  2  miles 
to  the  house  of  Smith,  a  notorious  smuggler,  where  I  met  a  detachment 
of  the  company  stationed  at  Winfleld,  by  this  hoping  to  cut  oft'  their 
retreat,  but  regret  that  the  information  came  too  late,  they  all  having 
got  over  the  river  with  the  exception  of  two  mules  and  cart;  these  I 
captured  and  sent  to  camp.    Smitli  was  not  to  be  found. 

On  the  9th  I  proceeded  up  river  near  to  the  mouth  of  the  Blackwater, 
destroyed  several  boats,  and  returned  to  anchorage  at  8 :  30  p.  m.  From 
this  date  to  loth  nothing  occurred  worthy  of  note.  Total  number  of 
boats  captured  and  destroyed,  10.

Sir  :  Tour  dispatch  of  the  10th  instant,  ordering  one  of  the  block- 
ading vessels  oft'  Wilmington,  N.  C,  to  blockade  Shallotte  Inlet,  reached 
here  yesterday  afternoon.  I  directed  Commander  Clitz,  of  the  gunboat 
Fenobscot,  to  leave  this  station  for  the  inlet  at  2:30  this  morning,  to 
steer  seaward  and  approach  the  coast  oft'  the  inlet  at  daybreak.  At 
11  a.  m.  he  appeared  off  here,  accompanied  by  the  English  brig  Robert 
iJrwce,  of  about. 200  tons  burden,  which  was  loaded  with  clothing,  medi- 
cines, etc.  Commander  Macomb,  of  the  Genesee,  arrived  about  that 
time.  After  transferring  all  communications  directed  to  Commander 
Scott  to  Commander  Macomb  I  left  on  my  way  to  Hami)ton  Roads,  in 
obedience  to  your  order  of  the  19th  instant. 

I  did  not  remain  to  get  the  particulars  of  the  seizure,  but  Commander 
Clitz  pronounced  her  a  veritable  prize.

Sir:  Proceed  with  the  English  prize  brig  Robert  Bruce  under  your 
charge  to  the  port  of  New  York,  and  there  deliver  her,  together  with 
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the  accompanying  papers  (which  are  all  that  were  found  on  board)  and 
the  persons  retained  as  witnesses,  to  the  judge  of  the  U.  S.  district 
court  or  the  U.  S.  prize  commissioners  at  that  place,  taking  his  or  their 
receipt  for  the  same.  You  will  not  deliver  her,  the  papers,  or  the  wit- 
nesses to  the  order  of  any  other  person  or  parties  unless  directed  to 
act  otherwise  by  the  Navy  Department  or  flag-officer  commanding  the 
sipiadron. 

The  English  prize  brig  Robert  Bruce  was  seized  by  this  vessel  under 
my  command  on  the  -'2d  day  of  October,  1802,  off  this  port,  for  violating 
the  rules  governing  the  blockade  at  present  instituted  by  the  United 
States;  and  of  the  circumstances  attending  the  case  you  are  sufHciently 
aware  and  will  communicate  them  when  required  to  do  so  by  competent 
authority. 

On  your  arrival  at  New  York,  and  immediately  after  you  have  visited 
the  judge  or  prize  commissioners,  you  will  call  upon  the  United  States 
district  attorney  thereat,  sliow  him  these  instructions,  and  give  him 
any  information  he  may  solicit.  Then  you  will  next  report  yourself  in 
person  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  navy  yard  thereat,  show  him 
also  these  instructions,  and  ask  his  directions,  when  needed,  as  to  the 
disposition  of  yourself  and  the  rest  constituting  the  prize  crew. 

Finally,  when  duly  notified  by  the  judge,  prize  commissioner,  or  dis- 
trict attorney  that  your  services  are  no  longer  wanted  by  the  court, 
yon  will  at  once  return  to  your  vessel,  taking  with  you  the  men  under 
your  command  and  the  receipt  above  alluded  to,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  superior  authority. 

Y'ou  will  receive  herewith  a  communication  for  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  giving  him  a  detailed  account  of  the  seizure.  This  you  will  mail 
immediately  on  your  arrival  at  New  York.

Of  Cape  Fear,  X.  6'.,  October  22,  1862. 
SiE :  I  bave  to  inform  you  that  at  G  o'clock  a.  m.,  while  cruisiug  off 
Shallotte  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  I  discovered  a  sail  close  iu  under  tiie 
land  and  to  the  westward  of  said  inlet,  under  all  drawing  sail,  on  the 
])ort  tack.  At  the  time  the  wind  was  to  the  northward  and  westward. 
1  ran  for  her  and  fired  a  shot  ahead  of  her,  when  she  hoisted  Englisii 
colors  and  bore  up  and  stood  for  lue,  reducing  sail.  Boarded  her  and 
found  her  to  be  the  English  full-rigged  brig  liohert  Bruce,  Master  Wil- 
liam Muir,  claiming  to  be  of  Bristol,  England,  from  Hull,  England,  and 
bound  to  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  fifty-three  days  out.  The  following  is 
a  list  of  her  cargo,  as  per  paper  found  ou  board.  No  shipper's  name 
and  no  signature  of  any  authorized  person  to  give  clearance. 

List  of  cargo. 

Thirty-seven  bales  and  14  cases  woolens,  4  bales  linens,  26  cases  boots 
and  shoes, -0  barrels  drugs,  15  cases  drugs,  400  bundles  iron  hoops,  225 
pigs  of  iron,  8  hogsheads  of  ale,  30  casks  (300  dozen)  bottled  porter, 
5  puncheons  of  rum,  3  casks  of  table  cutlery,  58  crates  of  earthenware, 
186  crates  of  bottles,  3  crates  and  1  hamper  tinware,  CO  bags  of  glue, 
42  bags  of  corks. 

When  boarded  she  was  near  Shallotte  Inlet,  a  place  much  used  to 
run  cargo  into  for  the  rebels.  Master  William  Muir,  when  captured,  said 
to  boarding  officer  that  he  could  go  into  Shallotte  Inlet  at  half  tide  or 
low  water.  This  vessel,  the  Robert  Bruce,  is  recognized  as  the  same 
one  that  ran  the  blockade  out  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  in  December,  1861, 
and  is  upon  the  list  of  suspicious  vessels  furnished  me  by  Bear- Admiral 
Goldsborough.  The  log  shows  that  he  had  fair  winds  from  England  to 
the  port  he  claimed  to  be  bound  to,  and  that  he  had  steered  far  to  the 
southward  and  westward.    His  positions  on  the  chart  verify  the  log. 

I  find  that  his  paper,  claimed  as  clearance,  is  imperfect.  The  crew 
list  is  also  imperfect,  wanting  a  descriptive  list  of  crew,  as  required  by 
law.  I  found  part  of  his  cargo  contraband  of  war,  as  per  marks  on 
packages. 

I  tjien  took  jjossession  of  her  and  directed  the  officer  in  charge  to 
follow  me  to  the  anchorage  oft'  Western  Bar,  Cape  Fear  Elver. 

I  send  her,  iu  charge  of  Lieutenant  F.  M.  Bunce,  to  the  port  of  New 
York,  and  a  prize  crew  of  9  men,  consisting  of  1  seaman,  1  ordinary 
seaman,  1  landsman,  3  second-class  boys  (contrabands),  and  3  rebel 
soldiers,  deserters  from  Fort  Caswell,  N.  C. 

At  the  time  of  the  capture  no  vessel  was  in  sight.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  machinists 
secured  in  Norfoll;  by  Confederate  agent  for  work  on  ironclads,  and 
relative  to  movements  of  vessels. 

JJ.  S.  Flag-Steamer  Philadelphia, 

Hampton  Jioads,  Virginia,  October  24, 1862. 
SiE :  I  am  informed,  through  Captain  Case,  by  a  person  in  the  employ- 
ment  of  the  United  States,  and  who  has  good  opportunities  for  knowing 
about  the  matter,  that  recently  a  rebel  agent  came  from  Richmond  to 
Norfolk  and  took  away  some  fourteen  or  fifteen  machinists  and  ship 
carpenters,  with  their  tools,  to  work  on  their  ironclads. 

I  have  the  honor  to  announce  the  arrival  here  this  morning  of  the 
U.  S.  S.  San  Jacinto  from  off  Wilmington.  She  will  be  ready  for  sea 
to-morrow  evening,  and  will  proceed  at  once,  if  she  has  by  that  time 
received  the  charts  for  which  Commander  Eonckendorli'  telegraphed  on 
his  arrival. 

The  U.  S.  S.  Putnam  arrived  here  day  before  yesterday,  via  the  canals, 
from  the  sounds,  for  repairs.  The  TJ.  S.  S.  Chocura  also  arrived  here  on 
that  day  from  Yorktown  to  receive  some  slight  repairs  before  taking 
me  to  Wilmington. 

The  U.  S.  S.  Baltimore  arrived  here  yesterday  morning  and  left 
during  the  night.

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Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Wavy,  regarding  the  schooner 
Henrietta,  and  making  suggestions  concerning  the  defenses  of  I'orktown. 

U.  S.  Flag- Steamer  Philadelphia, 

Chesapeake  Bay,  October  24,  1862. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  I  am  just 
returning  from  an  inspection  of  the  blockade  along  the  western  shore 
of  Virginia  to  the  Piankatank.  The  Crusader,  Delaware,  and  Valley 
City  are  blockading  from  the  Piankatank  to  Fortress  Monroe. 

I  beg  to  enclose  herewith  the  boarding  returns  of  the  Crusader  for 
October  16-19.*  I  also  enclose  a  pass,  dated  October  15,  from  General 
Lockwood,  given  to  one  S.  K.  Mnrshall,  whom  I  picked  up  yesterday 
with  two  large  sailing  boats  and  released,  with  a  verbal  warning  to 
take  back  to  the  eastern  shore,  that  if  any  boats  were  found  on  this 
coast  inside  the  blockade  from  the  other  side  of  the  bay,  they  would 
be  broken  up.  I  propose,  when  the  leaves  fall  and  the  streams  can  be 
safely  penetrated,  to  seize  all  vessels  belonging  in  the  blockaded 
waters,  and  all  boats  in  which  trade  can  be  carried  on. 

This  letter  also  covers  a  report  from  Acting  Master  Thomas  Andrews, 
of  the  Crusader,  dated  October  20,  relative  to  the  schooner  Henrietta, 
which  vessel,  although  her  papers  seemed  correct,  he  seized  ou  account 
of  her  being  unaccountably  and  without  reasonable  excuse  within  the 
blockade.  By  order  of  the  senior  officer  in  York  Itiver,  dated  October 
20,  and  herewith  enclosed  in  copy,  this  vessel  was  released  on  the 
ground  that  there  was  "  no  satisfactory  evidence  that  she  intended  to 
land  stores."  In  my  opinion  she  was  fairly  liable  to  seizure,  and  should 
not  have  been  released.  I  have  directed  the  present  senior  officer. 
Commander  F.  A.  Parker,  of  the  Mahaska,  to  detain  such  vessels  in 
the  future,  reporting  the  facts  to  me  for  reference  to  the  Department. 

The  battery  of  the  Mahaska  is  so  heavy  that  she  can  assist  in  the 
defense  of  Yorktown  more  effectually  than  the  Chocura  and  Valley  City 
combined.  I  would  therefore  respectfully  suggest  that  the  alterations 
on  this  vessel,  proposed  in  my  Nos.  90  and  95,  may  be  deferred  until 
her  services  are  needed  at  sea. 

Above  Yorktown  is  a  deep  and  much  broken  ravine,  affording  a  nat- 
ural and  protected  api)roach  for  an  overpowering  force  to  within  80 
yards  of  our  works.  The  position  at  Yorktown  is  not  considered  ten- 
able by  generals  there.  I  inspected  the  situation  with  Generals  Keyes 
and  i^aglee,  accompanied  by  Commander  Parker,  of  the  Mahaska,  to 
whom  I  have  given  verbal  instructions  where  to  place  a  buoy  to  mark 
tiie  position  his  vessel  should  occupj-,  in  order  to  cover  to  some  extent 
these  approaches.  With  signal  posts  carefully  arranged  (on  which  lights 
should  be  placed  at  night)  to  mark  the  position  of  our  own  works  and 
thus  jjrevent  firing  within  them,  he  would  be  able  to  open  with  much 
effect  upon  an  assailing  force  in  part  of  the  ravines.  I  desired  Com- 
mander Parker  immediately  to  practice  his  otiicers  and  men,  so  as  to 
ascertain  the  ranges  for  the  different  hollows,  there  being  no  topograph- 
ical map  here  of  the  location,  and  to  let  his  division  officers  and  cap- 
tains of  guns  see  the  locality  and  the  effect  of  the  tiring,  to  enable 
them  to  act  intelligently  and  efficiently  in  case  of  assault. 

We  occupy  this  unimportant  and  untenable  position  at  considerable 
expense.  I  am  confirmed  in  my  former  belief  that  our  best  course 
would  be  to  abandon  this  position,  after  destroying  all  the  military 
works  at  and  near  Yorktown,  whether  erected  by  the  rebels  or  our- 
selves, which  could  encourage  a  future  occupation,  even  with  fieldpieces, 

*  Not  necessary  to  publisli. 
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by  the  former,  especially  for  tbe  purpose  of  annoying  the  gunboats, 
which  are  sufficient  to  keep  the  blockade  and  tlie  police  of  these  waters. 
I  would  apply  the  same  rule  to  all  the  rebel  works  near  Norfolk,  and 
would  hold  no  military  occupation  of  any  place  in  this  vicinity  outside 
Fortress  Monroe,  except  such  as  might  be  necessary  to  x)rotect  our 
present  occupation  of  the  Gosport  navy  yard.  This  would  allow  a 
large  force  of  from  20,000  to  30,000,  now  scattered,  and  making,  as  it 
were,  a  frontier  line,  liable  to  attack  in  detail,  to  be  concentrated  for 
the  effectual  prosecution  of  a  campaign ;  and  it  would  leave  our  gun- 
boats free  to  move  about  and  preserve  a  strict  blockade,  instead  of 
occupying  positions  rendered  necessary  only  by  the  positions  of  the 
army.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admirul  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  transmitting  informa- 
tion regarding  the  countrnvtion  of  Confederate  Jioating  batteries  at 
Hamilton,  N,  C,  in  preparation  for  an  attaclc  upon  I'lymouth,  N.  G, 

U.  S.  Flagship  Philadelphia, 
Hampton  Roods,  October  25,  1862. 

Sir:  I  respectfully  transmit,  enclosed,  a  copy  of  a  report  made  in 
behalf  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser  by  Acting  Master  William  J. 
Hotchkiss,  in  command  of  the  General  Futnam,  which  has  just  arrived 
from  the  sounds  for  repairs;  also  a  copy  of  my  dispatch  to  Commander 
Davenport  on  this  subject,  sent  to  him  this  day  in  charge  of  Carpenter 
Paul  in  a  steamer  kindly  dispatched  on  my  application  by  General  Viele. 

I  suppose  the  rebels  have  during  the  low  water  of  summer  been 
building  some  modified  Merrimacks  on  the  rivers  which  empty  into  the 
sounds,  with  the  intention  of  sending  them  down  when  complete  and 
the  state  of  water  might  suit. 

Perhaps  General  Halleck  may  give  some  instructions  to  General 
Foster  which  would  advance  the  j^ublic  interests  in  that  quarter. 

It  is  important  that  the  force  in  the  sounds  should  be  increased,  and 
as  soon  as  possible,  and  to  a  safe  extent.  The  ferryboats  Morse  and 
Gommodore  Barney  need  extensive  repairs;  one  is  now  stationed  at 
Norfolk,  and  the  other  in  the  Nansemoud;  their  draft  of  water  suits 
the  sounds.  It  is  very  desirable  tliat  they  should  be  at  once  repaired 
and  suitably  armed  for  fighting  plated  vessels  and  sent  there.  We  need 
good  officers,  good  vessels,  and  one  or  more  ironclads  in  the  sounds,  the 
latter  to  be  adapted  to  the  service  there.  The  vessels  now  in  those 
waters  are  but  of  little  force.  The  draft  of  the  Miami  (8  feet)  will 
enable  her  to  operate  in  the  sounds;  but  I  hesitate  to  detach  too  many 
vessels  from  here  without  instructions  from  the  Department,  lest  Wash- 
ington and  Baltimore  should  be  left  open  to  a  rebel  raid  by  sea  and 
Norfolk  remain  unprotected  by  naval  forces.  The  battery  of  the  Miami 
should  be  changed  to  carry  one  or  two  100-pounder  Parrotts,  or  other- 
wise increased,  before  she  is  sent  on  this  service,  or  even  if  she  is 
retained  here. 
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I  have  just  made  every  effort  to  get  the  Southfield  ready.  If  we 
could  have  one  of  the  two  shipyards  in  Norfolk,  and  a  constructor,  etc., 
here,  it  would  facilitate  our  repairs  very  much.

power.  They  also  have  a  barge  clad  with  railroad  iron.  There  is  also 
reported  to  be  3,000  soldiers  within  6  miles  of  Plymouth,  with  some 
artillery.  An  attack  is  expected  by  land  and  water.  More  gunboats 
are  wanted ;  also  more  officers.

Sir:  Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  a  communication  from  Acting  Master 
Hotchkiss,  commanding  the  General  Putnam,  received  this  afternoon. 

The  sickness  of  the  gallant  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  which  I 
deeply  regret,  the  importance  of  the  intelligence  he  sends,  and  of  the 
call  he  makes,  induces  me  to  send  a  special  boat  with  this  dispatch 
to  you. 
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I  desire  j'ou  at  once  to  send  him  such  vessels  and  officers  as  will  best 
answer  the  necessities  of  his  situation,  taking  care  to  have  an  ofti«!er 
there  who  is  capable  of  supplying  the  place  of  Lieutenaiit-Comniauder 
Flusser,  who  I  see  by  the  papers  is  detached  from  the  Commodore 
Ferry.  I  will  send  you  the  Southfield  as  soon  as  she  can  be  got  ready. 
This,  I  am  told,  will  take  three  weeks  yet,  but  I  will  make  every  effort 
to  expedite  her  dei)arture.  She  will  come  to  you  in  good  order,  and 
with  a  battery  of  four  IX-inch  guns,  and  at  least  one,  and  i)erhaps  two, 
lOK-pounder  Parrotts.  It  will  take  two  mouths  to  get  the  Morse  and 
Commodore  Barney  lendy ;  so  crowded  are  the  navy  yards  that  their 
repairs  are  not  yet  begun.  I  will  immediately  send  the  Valley  City  to 
Plymouth,  and  to  report  to  you  by  letter,  though  I  suppose  your  atten- 
tion will  be  required  for  a  while  at  least  at  Plymouth. 

Whilst  you  must  take  care  not  to  be  diverted  by  reports  from  the 
true  to  the  feigned  point  of  attack,  it  is  highly  important  that  you  be 
jjrepared  to  repel  any  threatened  attack,  or  what  is  better,  when 
practicable,  to  ibrestall  it,  and  act  on  the  offensive.  It  seems  to  me  to 
be  of  the  utmost  importance  to  destroy  these  vessels  at  Hamilton,  on 
the  Itoanoke,  if  the  place  is  practicable  of  approach  to  gunboats, 
aided  by  a  sufficient  army  force,  under  the  superintendence  or  orders 
of  General  Foster. 

I  wish  you  would  consult  in  confidence  with  General  Foster  on  this 
whole  subject,  both  as  to  our  defense,  or  rather,  if  practicable,  our 
assault  at  Plymouth;  and  also,  and  better,  in  respect  to  an  expedition 
to  Hamilton  to  destroy  the  gunboats,  etc.,  building  there. 

I  have  no  maps  to  show  the  soundings  in,  or  the  size,  etc.,  of,  the 
Eoanoke,  or  the  topography  of  its  banks,  etc.,  but  you,  I  hope,  are 
informed  in  the  particulars,  as  your  opportunities  have  been  good  to 
understand  the  character  of  the  sounds  and  the  streams  emptying  into 
them,  either  from  personal  observation  or  from  the  inforn)ation  of 
others.    Your  movements,  especially  expeditions,  should  be  kept  secret. 

Much  must  be  left  to  your  discretion  and  conduct.  I  do  not  give 
you  positive  instructions,  but  will  leave  the  subject-matter  of  this 
letter  to  your  discretion.  If  you  have  a  vessel  waiting  for  me  at 
Hatteras  Inlet,  you  may,  if  you  need  it,  withdraw  it.  But  I  wish  you 
to  have  several  pilots  there  at  once,  for  New  Berne  and  Plymouth,  and 
make  such  arrangements  as  will  enable  the  vessels  which  I  hope  to 
send  you  to  get  their  pilots  without  delay.  I  expect  to  send  you  the 
Delaware,  aud  perhaps  to  come  in  her;  but  you  need  not  wait  my 
arrival,  as  I  may  be  detained  here  for  a  week  or  ten  days.

2l8t  instant  for  Hatteras  Inlet,  where  I  arrived  on  the  evening  of  the 
same  day.  I  remained  there  until  my  provisions  gave  out,  anxiously 
awaiting  your  appearance,  but,  disappointed  in  not  seeing  you,  I 
started  on  my  return  to  this  place,  where  I  arrived  a  few  minutes 
since.  Should  this  reach  you  before  your  departure  from  Newport 
News,  will  you  please  advise  me  whether,  and  when,  I  shall  leave  this 
place  again  to  meet  you  at  Hatteras  Inlet.  With  all  deference,  I 
respectfully  suggest  that  when  you  visit  these  sounds  you  come  via 
Beaufort,  whence  you  can  come  by  rail  over  a  short  and  good  road  to 
this  place,  where  you  will  be  able  to  make  such  arrangements  for  your 
visit  to  the  sounds  as  may  seem  to  you  advisable.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  its  commu- 
nication of  the  !i4th,  modifying  its  orders  with  reference  to  the  San 
Jacinto,  was  received  this  morning,  and  that  instructions  were  given  in 
accordance  therewith  to  Commander  Eonckendorft',  and  at  about  9 
o'clock  she  proceeded  to  sea.  We  have  thick  weather  and  a  storm  at 
present,  and  she  may  be  obliged  to  return. 

The  Valley  City  left  yesterday  afternoon  for  Albemarle  Sound,  via 
Hatteras  Inlet,  and  I  have  this  morning  ordered  the  Delaware,  now  in 
the  blockade  between  the  Piankatank  and  York  rivers,  to  report  to  me 
here,  when  she  will  receive  similar  orders  with  the  Valley  City. 

I  have  this  day,  subject  to  your  approval,  appointed  Acting  Master's 
Mate  W.  P.  Burke  an  acting  ensign,  detached  him  from  the  command 
of  the  tug  Gohasset,  and  ordered  him  to  report  for  duty  in  Albemarle 
Sound. 
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Commander  Eonckendorfif  has  reported  to  me,  under  date  of  October 
22,  that  on  that  morning  the  Penobscot  captured,  off  Shallotte  Inlet,  the 
English  brig  Robert  Bruce,  of  about  200  tons  burden,  which  was  loaded 
with  clotliing,  medicines,  etc.  I  had  given  instructions  that  a  vessel 
should  be  kept  constantly  at  this  inlet.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  a  report,  dated 
18th  October,  1862,  addressed  by  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser  to 
yourself,  the  original  of  which  1  am  advised  was  forwarded  to  you 
direct,  in  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  your  communication 
of  the  15th  instant. 
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I  sent  you  by  last  mail  a  copy  of  a  report  of  Lieutenant  W.  B.  Cush- 
iug-,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Ellis,  of  his  operations  on  the  lower  coast  of 
this  State.  Although  he  has  somewliat  exceeded  the  letter  of  his 
instructions  by  leaving  his  station  at  Bogue  Inlet,  in  consideration  of 
the  fact  that  by  so  doing  he  has  captured  and  destroyed  a  vessel  ready 
for  sea  and  laden  with  a  valuable  cargo  of  the  enemy's  property,  I  have 
addressed  him  a  note  (a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  enclosed)  approv- 
ing his  action.  I  respectfullj'  trust  that  you  will  agree  with  me  in 
sustaining  him  in  the  course  he  has  pursued. 

I  have  the  honor  to  advise  you  that  I  shall  be  able  to  discharge  the 
chartered  ordnance  schooner  Hon-ard  in  a  daj'or  two.  I  lind  it  impos- 
sible to  transfer  the  cargo  of  the  Charles  S.  (Jarstnirs  at  present,  as  the 
other  two  vessels  can  not  take  it  on  account  of  the  difference  in  their 
tonnage  and  draft,  and  I  deem  it  unsafe  to  place  it  on  shore,  even  if 
suitable  accommodations  for  storage  could  be  found.  I  expect  in  the 
course  of  a  few  days  to  be  able  to  discharge  the  provision  schooner 
C.  R.  MoUer. 

I  also  enclose  the  report  of  Acting  Master  J.  B.  Giddings,  command- 
ing \J.  S.  S.  Brinler,  with  chaigcs  and  specifications  in  the  case  of  John 
Ryan,  ordinary  seaman,  attached  to  that  vessel.  I  think  this  man  should 
be  tried  by  a  general  court-martial,  and  as  there  are  only  three  commis- 
sioned oflHcers  commanding  in  these  sounds,  one  of  whom,  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Flusser,  is  on  a  distant  station,  I  have  concluded  to  respect- 
fully 1  efer  the  case  for  your  consideration. 

I  send  by  this  mail  a  requisition  for  articles  in  the  carpenter's  depart- 
ment, of  which  we  are  much  in  need.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  having  blockaded  Bogue  Inlet 
for  two  days,  I  went  to  sea  and  steamed  to  the  southward.  I  had  learned 
while  at  Beaufort  that  trade  was  carried  on  at  New  Topsail  Inlet,  and 
it  was  to  that  point  that  I  was  bound.  I  entered  the  inlet  at  full 
speed,  found  it  not  fortified,  and  saw  a  large  schooner  about  a  mile 
from  the  mouth.  I  had  no  pilot  for  these  waters,  but  succeeded  in  get- 
ting to  within  100  yards  of  her  before  grounding.  In  the  meantime  the 
crew  left  her,  after  having  first  kindled  a  small  fire  on  the  quarter-deck; 
this  was  soon  extinguislied  and  the  vessel  found  uninjured.  The  prize 
proved  to  be  the  Adelaide,  of  Halifax,  with  about  (iOO  barrels  of  spirits 
of  turpentine  in  the  hold  and  36  bales  of  cotton  and  some  tobacco  for  a 
deck  load.     The  captain  carried  with  him  his  papers  and  flag. 

I  at  once  directed  my  attention  to  securing  the  prize,  but  had  to  remain 
by  her  all  night,  as  it  was  late  when  I  captured  her.  At  4  o'clock  the 
next  morning  1  took  her  in  tow,  but  she  drew  -S  feet  more  water  than 
tlie  Ellis  and  grounded  incessantly.  I  continued  at  work  on  the  schooner 
until  8  o'clock,  when  the  tide  got  so  low  that  I  could  not  take  her  to  sea. 
I  therefore  reluctantly  fired  her  in  the  hold  amongst  the  turpentine,  and 
before  I  left  the  inlet  the  barrels  were  exploding  and  tlie  flame  was  at 
her  mastheads.  I  have  several  reasons  for  thinking  that  a  large  trade 
is  carried  on  at  this  point. 
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Firstly,  it  is  but  12  miles  from  Wilmington  overland  by  a  good  road. 
Secondly,  vessels  can  bave  10  feet  of  water  on  the  bar  at  high  water. 
Thirdly,  since  the  yellow  fever  is  raging  in  Wilmington  they  would 
be  more  likely  to  trade  at  a  point  where  there  is  neither  fever  nor  block- 
ade than  where  their  lives  and  vessels  are  both  endangered;  and  lastly, 
I  found  a  vessel  loaded  and  just  about  to  go  to  sea. 

With  regard  to  Bogue  Inlet,  I  have  as  yet  no  reason  to  think  that 
contraband  trade  is  carried  on.  I  shall  proceed  there  at  once.  But 
believing  that  it  is  the  admiral's  wish  to  break  up  the  trade  in  all  these 
inlets,  I  shall,  until  I  receive  further  orders,  look  into  New  Inlet  and 
New  Topsail  Inlet  when  the  weather  will  permit. 

The  Ellis  does  very  well  at  sea,  and  is  just  the  boat  to  break  up  the 
rebel  trade  on  this  jiart  of  the  coast.

Sir:  Commander  Scott  forwards  to  me  a  report  from  Commander 
Clitz,  of  the  Penobscot,  dated  October  19,  oft'  Cape  Fear  River,  stating 
that  three  white  men  deserted  from  Fort  Caswell  and  came  on  board 
his  vessel  that  morning.  They  state  that  the  battery  which  fired  on 
the  Maratanza  on  the  11th  instant,  as  I  had  the  honor  of  informing  the 
Department  on  the  loth,  consisted  of  two  fieldpieces,  Whitworth  guns, 
landed  from  the  Modern  Greece,  and  brought  from  Fort  Fisher,  to  which 
place  they  were  returned  on  the  I'tth ;  that  the  rebels  are  constantly  at 
work  enlarging  the  fort  and  mounting  guns;  that  they  have  only  one 
largo  gun,  which  was  cast  in  Richmond,  and  that  is  untried;  that  the 
steamer  Kate  commenced  discharging  cargo  on  the  18th,  and  that  no 
vessels  have  run  the  blockade  since  the  Kate  arrived. 

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  a  co])y  of  a  report*  by  Lieuten- 
ant Bunce,  of  the  Penobscot,  dated  October  1(>,  relative  to  a  gallant

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attempt  on  the  night  of  October  8  to  enter  Cape  Fear  River  with  three 
boats  from  the  Fenobscot,  Cambridc/e,  and  Mi/ntic,  for  the  purpose  of 
burning  tlie  rebel  steamer  Kate;  and  of  a  secotid  attem])t,  with  boats 
from  the  Penobscot  and  Gambridgc,  with  tlie  same  object  in  view,  on  the 
night  of  the  10th.  These  expeditions  were  undertaiien  at  the  sugges- 
tion, and  placed  under  the  command  of.  Lieutenant  Bunce,  but  were 
both  unsuccessful  on  account  of  the  lieavy  surf  on  the  bar  and  beach. 

Though  the  chart  shows  8  feet  at  low  water  on  New  Inlet  Bar,  it  is 
the  oinnion  of  Lieutenant  Bunce  and  the  officers  engaged  on  these  boat 
expeditions  that,  except  under  very  favorable  circumstances,  tlie  New 
Inlet  entrance  is  impracticable  for  boats.

Sir:  Lieutenant  Bunce  proposed  some  days  since  to  go  in  at  night 
and  burn  the  rebel  steamer  Kate.  I  have  consulted  with  Commander 
Clitz  and  Lieutenant-Commander  Braiue  in  regard  to  tlie  matter,  and 
they  think,  as  1  do,  that  the  distance  from  this  entrance  is  too  great  to 
make  the  attempt  with  any  certainty  of  success.  Another  difficulty  is 
this,  tliat  slie  is  said  to  have  a  number  of  sick,  with  yellow  fever  and 
smallpox,  on  board.  How  true  this  is  I  do  not  know,  and  care  less, 
but  I  should  like  to  see  the  miserable  craft  destroyed,  and  if  you  think 
the  plan  feasible,  and  have  any  volunteers  on  your  ship  and  the  Mystic, 
with  some  cool  and  discreet  officer  to  command,  it  seems  to  me  her 
destruction  might  be  accomplished,  which  would  be  a  glorious  affair 
for  those  engaged  and  redound  to  the  credit  of  the  Navy  generally. 
Should  there  be  any  sick  on  board  they  might  be  put  in  her  boats  and 
set  adrift  before  firing  her. 

If  you  coincide,  let  the  attempt  be  made  as  early  as  circumstances 
will  permit.

SiE:  On  the  night  of  October  8  three  boats,  one  each  from  the  Cam- 
bridge, Fenobscot,  and  Mystic,  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Bunce,  of  the 
Penobscot,  Actiwg  Master  Strong,  Cambridge,  a,ud  Acting  Master  Coffin, 
of  the  Ml/Stic,  with  twenty-nine  men,  left  for  the  purpose  of  burning 
the  rebel  steamer  Kate.    The  breakers  proved  too  heavy  for  a  landing. 
On  the  10th  October  the  expedition  left  again  witliout  the  Mystic's 
boat  or  officers  under  Lieutenant  Bunce  and  Acting  Master  Strong  and 
twenty-one  men.    It  was,  however,  unsuccessful,  on  account  of  the 
breakers,  and  the  undertaking  proved  fruitless.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  left  this  vessel  and  repaired  on 
board  the  Cambridge  on  the  evening  of  the  7th  instant,  with  a  boat's 
crew  from  this  vessel  and  a  contraband  pilot  from  tlie  Monticcllo,  and 
reported  to  Commander  Parker.  On  the  evening  of  the  8th,  with  two 
boats  from  the  Gambruhie,  Acting  Master  Strong  and  Knsign  Hunting- 
ton, and  one  from  the  Mysfic,  Acting  Master  Cottin,  I  made  an  attempt 
to  enter  New  Inlet,  which  proved  fruitless  owing  to  the  heavy  surf  on  the 
bar.  1  then  attempted  to  land  on  the  narrow  beach  of  Smith's  Island, 
and  thus,  by  hauling  the  boats  over,  to  enter  Cape  P'ear  Ri^er.  This  the 
heavy  surf  also  prevented.  Strong  northeast  winds,  with  a  heavy  swell, 
prevented  any  further  attempts  till  the  eveniiig  of  the  12th,  when,  the 
wind  having  been  sometime  to  the  southward  and  the  tide  suiting,  I 
thought  the  entrance  would  be  practicable.  With  two  boats  from  the 
Cambridye  and  the  same  officers  I  again  made  a  fruitless  effort  to  enter 
the  river  by  either  New  Inlet,  a  small  inlet  to  the  southward  of  Zeek's 
Island  or  by  the  beach.  The  surf  ran  so  high  that  after  nearly  losing 
the  boats  in  the  breakers  the  attempt  was  abandoned.  The  opinion  of 
all  the  above-mentioned  officers  was  asked  and  it  coincided  with  my 
own,  that  unless  in  very  favorable  cases,  snch  as  a  prevalence  of  south- 
west winds  or  calms,  the  New  Inlet  entrance  is  impracticable  for  boats.

Sir:  I  have  received  j'our  No.  10,  with  its  enclosures;  also  the  follow- 
ing from  you,  not  numbered :  Tlie  corres])ondence  with  reference  to  the 
gallant  attempts  to  burn  the  steamer  Kate  on  the  8th  and  10th  instant, 
enclosed  in  yours  of  the  20th;  the  letters  of  Lieutenant-Commander 
Braine  and  Commander  Clitz,  regarding,  respectively,  John  Corrigan 
[Carnighan?],  of  the  Revere,  and  Swain,  of  the  Penobscot,  enclosed  in 
yours  of  the  20th;  yours  of  the  21st,  reporting  your  arrival  at  Beau- 
fort, and  those  of  tlie  same  date  respecting  Paymasters  Barton  and 
Perley,  and  enclosing  duplicate  certificates  of  death  in  cases  of  Acting 
Master's  Mate  Flowers  and  Qnartennaster  Blake,  of  the  Maratanza. 

I  have  taken  great  pleasure  in  informing  the  I)e]>artment  of  the  gal- 
lant efforts  of  Lieutenant  Bunce  and  the  officers  associated  with  him 
to  destroy  the  Kate.  These  expeditions,  even  though  unsuccessful,  are 
especially  valuable  as  indicating  an  active  and  enterprising  spirit  on 
the  part  of  the  blockaders,  and,  together  with  the  recent  captnres  ofT 
Wilmington,  can  not  fail  to  impress  upon  the  Department  the  conviction 
that  the  blockade  of  that  port  may  be  relied  upon  as  one  of  the  most 
efficient  on  the  coast. 

Your  course  in  this  attempt  to  destroy  tlie  Knie  and  in  reference  to 
John  Corrigan  [Carnighan?]  is  very  satisfactory,  and  your  proiwsitiou 
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concerning  the  latter  Las  been  favorably  referred  to  the  Department. 
Please  say  to  Oommauder  Olitz  that  his  action  in  regard  to  Swain  has 
caused  me  embarrassment.  By  his  overlooking  the  regulations  of  the 
Department  in  his  possession  concerning  the  appointment  of  volunteer 
officers  he  has  placed  this  man  in  a  position  from  which  I  can  not  relieve 
him  without  exceeding  my  authority,  and  which  obliges  me  to  apply  to 
the  l)ei)artinent  for  especial  instructions.  By  the  (lencnee  I  sent  in 
charge  of  Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  Hyde  $10,000,  to  be  distributed 
on  approved  requisitions  in  the  following  proportions :  Penobscot,  $3,000 ; 
Monticello,  83,000 ;  Mystic,  $5,000 ;  Cambridge,  $5,000.  As  Acting  Assist- 
ant Paymaster  Barton  was  here  yesterday  with  a  Treasury  draft  for 
$5,000  to  collect  for  the  Cambridgf,  and  as  the  above  proposed  distribu- 
tion (made  to  provide  for  the  absence  of  Paymaster  Pettit)  may  be 
otherwise  unequal,  you  are  authorized  to  make  such  a  distribution  of 
the  funds  in  the  difterent  vessels  off  Wilmington  as  will  best  meet  the 
necessities  of  the  service.

Hampton  Roads,  Virginia,  October  28,  1862. 
Sir:  I  respectfully  draw  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the 
enclosed  copy  of  a  letter  from  Lieutenaut-Uommaiider  Flusser,  dated 
October  18,  relating  to  a  projected  attack  by  the  enemy  by  land  and 
water  on  our  forces  at  Plymouth,  N.  C. 

I  am  preparing  the  Miami  to  go  to  Plymouth  as  soon  as  I  hear  that 
the  Department  will  sanction  the  step,  which  I  hope  to  hear  tomorrow. 
It  is  obvious  that  the  force  in  the  sounds  must  be  increased.  The  ves- 
sels there  are  not  fit  for  heavy  work.  The  Miami  (8  feet  draft)  has 
three  IX-inch  guns  in  battery  and  one  on  a  pivot  aft  and  several  howit- 
zers. I  propose  to  give  her  one  more  IX-inch  in  battery  and  two  100- 
pounder  Parrotts  on  the  bow,  to  fire  from  line  of  keel  to  beam.  Shecan 
carry  this  battery  in  the  sounds.  I  have  .just  written  to  the  Bureau  for 
these  guns,  and  will  supply  the  Miami  from  the  Southfield  if  the  latter 
can  get  others  in  ten  d.iys.  The  SoutUfield  has  now  four  IX-inch  guns  in 
battery  and  one  100-pounder  Parrott  at  each  end.  She  will  soon  be  in 
good  order.  It  is  very  necessary  that  the  Commodore  Barney  and  the 
Morse  be  at  once  pat  in  good  order  and  fitted  for  the  sounds.  I  fear 
they  need  new  boilers.  They  require  repairs  aud  to  be  strengthened, 
and  can  carry  a  good  battery. 

To  maintain  our  supremacy  in  the  sounds  we  need  several  ironclads 
of  light  draft,  each  to  carry  effective  rifle  guns.

Sir:  *  ♦  »  i  have  heard  from  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser 
within  a  day  or  two  that  the  rebels  in  force  contemplate  an  early  attack 
on  Plymouth,  N,  C. ;  that  they  have  three  gunboats  (one  of  them  cov- 
ered with  railroad  iron)  preparing  at  Halifax,  on  which  the  workmen 
formerly  employed  on  the  ironclad  boats  at  Wilmington  are  now  at 
work. 
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A  considerable  land  force — report  says  two  regiments  of  infantry  and 
one  of  cavalry — are  intended  to  cooperate  with  the  boats  in  a  simulta- 
neous attack. 

The  Commodore  Perry,  IlunchhacJc,  and  Whitehead  having  expended 
a  large  poitiou  of  tlieir  ammunition  in  the  action  at  Franklin  on  the  3d 
instant,  Lieutenant-Conimander  Flusser  has  sent  mean  urgent  requisi- 
tion for  more  ordnance  stores  in  anticipation  of  the  rumored  attack  on 
riymouth.  The  requisition  I  send  you  is  for  such  ammunition  required 
by  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser  as  I  have  not  on  hand.

P.  S. — On  the  receipt  of  the  communication  from  Lieutenant-Com- 
manner  Flusser  in  relation  to  the  contemplated  attack  upon  Plymouth, 
I  called  immediately  on  General  Foster,  who  had  also  received  a  dis- 
patch from  the  otticer  commanding  the  post  there,  and  informed  him 
that  I  intended  to  send  up  the  Underwriter  forthwith  as  the  vessel  best 
suited  for  the  service  on  account  of  her  battery.  At  the  request  of 
General  Foster,  who  desired  her  ])resence  here,  I  abandoned  my  inten- 
tion upon  his  stating  that  he  would  send  up  two  armed  transports 
immediately. 

It  is  needless  to  inform  you  that  the  gunboats  form  the  basis  of  all 
operations  in  this  department,  and  1  respectfully  suggest  that,  should 
any  of  them  be  withdrawn,  they  be  replaced  by  others  of  equal  capacity. 
I  tliink  that  the  naval  force  here  should  be  increased.  In  this  opinion 
General  Foster  fully  agrees  with  me.

Sir:  I  have  just  heard  to-day  that  the  rebels  have  at  Hamilton,  a 
point  on  the  Roanoke  River  about  50  miles  above  this,  two  floating 
batteries,  partly  ironclad,  mounting  six  guns  each.  Higher  up  the 
river,  at  Halifax,  they  have  two  or  three  gunboats  and  one  large  iron 
barge  said  to  be  covered  with  railroad  iron. 

The  truth  of  these  reports  I  can  not  vouch  for. 

I  have  otiered  a  faithful  and  intelligent  negro  $100  to  visit  Halifax 
and  Hamilton  and  bring  me  all  the  information  he  can  obtain.  I  expect 
him  to  leave  to-morrow. 

If  the  boats  are  such  as  are  represented  they  may  whip  us  here,  and 
if  my  boat  and  the  Hunchback  are  destroyed  they  gain  possession  of 
the  sounds,  and  our  army  will  be  captured  or  forced  to  evacuate  North 
Carolina. 

The  other  boats  in  the  sounds  could  not  stand  before  boats  able  to 
defeat  the  Hunchback  and  Perry. 
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If  the  Government  has  a  light-draft  ironclad  boat  to  spare  it  should 
certainly  be  sent  here  at  once.

Beaufort,  N.  C,  October  28, 1862. 
Sir  :  I  got  the  Ellis  off  yesterday.  She  got  aground  at  high  water. 
I  was  very  near  the  town  and  I  thought  it  best  to  send  Mr.  Smith  for  a 
steamer  to  tow  her  off.  I  got  my  anchors  out  for  kedges  and  bucked 
her,  but  what  brought  her  off'  at  length  was  jumping  her  Avith  the  gun. 
1  afterwards  went  up  to  Swansboro.  A  rebel  company  left  as  I  came 
up.  I  questioned  both  whites  and  negroes  as  to  the  trade  in  the  inlet, 
but  could  not  learn  that  there  is  any.  The  colonel  of  the  Ninth  New 
Jersey,  learning  that  I  was  aground,  very  kindly  sent  me  a  lighter  and 
some  men,  but  they  came  too  late.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receijjt  this  day,  from  the 
hands  of  Carpenter  Mark  W.  Paul,  of  your  four  communications,  each 
dated  on  the  2J:th  instant,  oue  of  which,  marked  confidential,  enclos- 
ing a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Acting  Master  Hotchkiss  to  yourself,  has 
received  my  particular  attention. 

After  having  had  several  confidential  interviews  recently  with  Gen- 
eral Foster  upon  the  subject  of  affairs  at  Plymouth,  I  yesterday 
decided  to  visit  that  place  myself  and  endeavor  to  ascertain  more  fully, 
if  possible,  from  personal  communication  with  Lieutenant-Commander 
Flusser  and  my  own  observations  the  intentions  and  resources  of  the 
enemy  at  Plymouth  and  on  the  Koanoke  liiver.  With  this  view  I  left 
my  anchorage  oft"  Is'ew  Berne  in  this  steamer  early  this  morning.  I  am 
happy  to  inform  you  that  General  Foster  is  fully  sensible  of  the  impor- 
tance of  destroying  the  ironclad  boats  now  in  course  of  preparation  by 
the  rebels  on  the  lioanoke  liiver,  and  he  assured  me  that  in  three 
weeks  (the  earliest  time  at  which  they  could  be  got  in  readiness)  he 
would  send  a  strong  force  (10,000  men)  across  the  land  to  cooperate 
with  our  gunboats  in  an  attack  upon  the  enemy.  In  the  meantime  I 
sball  do  all  in  my  power  to  strengthen  our  position  at  Plymouth  and 
add  to  the  safety  of  our  vessels  there  in  case  they  have  to  encounter 
the  ironclad  boats  of  the  rebels.  Your  suggestions  in  connection  with 
this  subject  shall  have  my  most  attentive  and  respectful  consideration. 

On  my  return  from  Plymouth  I  will  visit  Hatteras  Inlet  and  carry 
out  to  the  extent  of  my  ability  your  instructions  with  regard  to  having 
several  pilots  there  for  the  vessels,  which  I  trust  you  will  soon  be  able 
to  send  me. 

Your  letter  of  the  9th  Instant,  a  copy  of  which  I  have  the  honor  to 
own  receipt,  I  find,  on  reference  to  my  copies  of  letters,  was  answered 
on  the  15th  instant.  Tlie  order  of  the  Department  to  Mr.  Griffiths, 
carpenter,  was  duly  delivered  and  the  plans  of  fire  rafts,  etc.,  received, 
copies  of  which  have  been  made  and  distributed  as  directed.  The 
circulars  dated  October  20, 1862,  from  the  Ordnance  Bureau,  the  blank 
ordnance  returns,  and  target  blanks  are  all  received,  and  your  instruc- 
tions in  relation  thereto  have  been  duly  noted.

I  deem  it  best 
not  to  interfere  with  people  passing  in  tliis  military  department  by  per- 
n)ission  of  the  commanding  general,  as  so  doing  might  interfere  with 
the  public  interests;  but  in  all  such  cases  I  wish  the  boats  or  vessels 
overhauled  to  ascertain  that  there  is  nothing  taken  for  traffic,  or  any- 
thing else  than  the  articles  specified  in  the  permit,  on  board. 

My  instructions  to  Captain  Foster  were  intended  to  apply  to  persons 
coming  from  places  without  this  military  district  for  the  purpose  of 
traiKc  or  communicating  with  the  enemy.  A  separate  report  of  all 
cases,  with  number  of  men,  women,  and  children  passing  by  permission 
of  the  generals,  with  a  remark  as  to  the  character  of  the  articles  taken 
with  them,  should  be  sent  in  with  the  usual  weekly  report.

Sir:  Yesterday  I  made  a  reconnoissance  of  this  river  as  far  as  West 
Point,  28  miles  from  here,  at  tiie  month  of  the  Pamunkey.  At  West 
I'oint  there  is  a  small  work  which,  in  my  judgment,  should  be 
destroyed,  and  I  would  have  landed  a  force  to  destroy  it  yesterday  but 
that  I  did  not  reach  West  Point  until  10  a.  m.,  and  had  promised 
Major-General  Keyes  to  bo  ott'  Oedarbush  Creek  (20  miles  below  it)  at 
meridian,  to  cover  a  party  of  soldiers  engaged  there  in  freighting 
lighters  with  wood.  I  lay  at  anchor  off  the  creek  all  last  night,  and 
this  morning  early  was  about  getting  underway  for  West  Point  when  a 
leak  suddenly  started  in  the  inboard  tube  box  of  the  starboard  boiler 
of  so  serious  a  character  as  to  compel  me  to  have  the  fires  of  that 
boiler  hauled  immediately.  1  then  sent  a  boat  after  the  white  oak  tim- 
ber, which,  according  to  information  received  by  Commander  Patterson, 
was  to  be  found  at  the  head  of  Cedarbush  Creek,  and  ascertained 
satisfactorily  that  the  information  was  false,  there  being  not  a  stick  of 
timber  there.  This  afternoon  1  canie  down  with  one  boiler  and  took 
my  present  anchorage.  The  engineer  is  now  hard  at  work,  and  I  hoi)e 
by  morning  to  have  the  use  of  both  boilers.  At  sunset  Acting  Master 
Andrews,  of  the  Crusader,  came  in  with  his  vessel  and  handed  me  the 
report  which  I  enclose.  1  directed  him  to  return  at  once  to  the  Alle- 
gJianian,  and  have  just  now  (11  p.  m.)  dispatched  Acting  Master  Dyer 
with  seventeen  men  in  the  steamer  Thomas  A.  Morgan  to  tow  the  ship 
into  this  harbor.  I  would  have  gone  out  to  her  in  the  Mahasha,  but 
that  Major-General  Kej'es  informed  me  he  was  anticipating  an  attack 
of  the  enemy,  and  requested  me  not  to  leave  my  anchorage  here  until 
he  could  get  definite  information  of  their  strength  and  position.  I  pro- 
pose, witli  your  approval,  to  proceed  off  Windmill  Point,  when  I  can 
leave  here,  and,  after  giving  ample  time  for  the  removal  of  the  women 
and  children,  to  destroy  all  the  houses  in  that  vicinity.

Sir:  At  7:30  3^  m.  yesterday  I  anchored  in  Ci  fathoms  of  water. 
Cherrystone  light-house  bearing  S.  E.  by  E.  ^  E.,  and  Horn  Harbor  W. 

At  3: 30  a.  m.  discovered  a  bright  light  bearing  N.  by  E.  I  immedi- 
ately got  underway  and  steamed  toward  it.  It  proved  to  be  the  ship 
Alleghanian  (1,120  tons),  Eristow  [BarstowJ,  master,  of  i<ew  York,  from 
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Baltimore,  bound  to  London  \yitli  a  cargo  of  guano,  on  Are;  the  mizzon- 
mastwas  gone  (the  ship  having  been  set  fire  well  aft)  and  ship  burning 
fiercely. 

I  sent  three  boats  to  her  (in  one  of  which  I  went  myself).  On  her 
spar  deck  I  found  C  casks  of  water.  I  immediately  ordered  the  casks 
rolled  as  near  as  we  could  get  them  and  then  stove  the  heads  in.  This 
seemed  to  subdue  the  fire  somewhat.  We  then  procured  every  avail- 
able bucket  from  both  vessels,  also  my  donkey  engine,  and  soon  gained 
on  the  fire. 

I  examined  her  mainmast  and  found  it  would  stand,  although  the 
rigging  was  burned  oft" both  sides.  I  then  came  up  with  the  Crusader, 
got  our  tire  hose  on  board,  and  set  the  engines  at  work,  and  succeeded 
in  imtting  out  the  fire. 

After  I  had  got  the  fire  well  under  and  had  saved  the  crew's  baggage 
and  sundry  articles,  the  mortar  schooner  T.  A.  Ward,  No.  8,  William 
L.  Babeock,  acting  master,  commanding,  came  near  in  and  anchored. 

The  ship  is  burned  abaft  the  mizzenmast  to  a  mere  shell,  between 
the  mizzen  and  main  masts,  nearly  down  to  her  between  decks.  There 
is  no  damage  forward  of  the  mainmast. 

Her  cargo  can  all  be  saved  if  the  weather  continues  mild. 

According  to  the  crew's  account  (a  copy  of  which  1  send  with  this) 
the  AllcfihanUiu  left  Baltimore  October  20,  and  came  to  anchor  at  3 
p.  m.  yesterday. 

At  10  p.  m.  a  party  of  rebels  came  otf  from  shore  iu  five  boats  armed, 
boarded  her,  and  took  the  captain,  mate,  and  pilot  as  prisoners,  set  the 
crew  adrift  in  two  boats,  and  set  fire  to  the  ship. 

One  boat  has  returned,  containing  second  mate,  carpenter,  steward, 
cabin  boy,  and  four  men.    The  other  boat  has  not  been  heard  from. 

The  AUeghaniun  is  now  lying  at  anchor,  Windmill  Point  bearing 
X.  W.  i  W.,  and  N.  E,  part  of  Gwynn's  Island  W.  i  S.

Remarls  on  hoard;  Tuesday,  October  38,  1862. — At  3  p.  m.  clewed  up 
all  sail  and  came  to  anchor  with  30  fathoms  of  cable  al)reast  of  the 
Bai)pahannock  Biver,  distance  about  10  to  12  miles.  At  8  p.  m.  set  the 
anclior  watch,  leaving  two  men  in  a  watch.  At  10  p.  m.  a  heavy  rush 
of  armed  men  men  sprang  over  the  rail,  seizing  the  two  men  that  were 
on  watch  by  the  throat  and  fastened  both  hands  behind  their  backs. 
Immediately  afterwards  some  of  them  sprang  into  the  forecastle  and 
down  tlie  same,  and  also  went  into  the  cabin  and  made  the  captain, 
mate,  and  pilot  go  in  their  boat,  and  put  ])art  of  the  crew  in  one  of  the 
ship's  boats  and  tiie  other  part  of  the  crew,  including  carpenters, 
steward,  cabin  boy,  and  second  mate,  to  go  in  the  other  boat  belonging 
to  the  ship,  and  not  giving  anyone  a  chance  to  save  some  of  their  clothes, 
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and  also  took  the  barometer  and  chronometer,  and  also  took  tea  and 
coffee  and  sugar,  etc.  After  ^ye  were  abont  one  hour  j)nlling  from  the 
ship,  in  the  direction  tliey  told  me,  I  thought  it  best  not  to  pull  any 
more  until  I  would  see  if  tliey  had  put  the  ship  on  fire.  In  the  course 
of  five  niiuutes  it  Hew  out  at  once;  then  I  told  the  men  not  to  pull  any 
more  nutil  it  would  get  dayliglit.  1  waited  until  I  could  get  a  chance 
to  go  on  board.  1  went  on  board  and  tried,  myself  and  tlie  carpenter, 
to  get  some  of  our  clothes.  We  were  not  over  one  hour  on  board,  until 
the  U.  S.  S.  Crusader  sent  her  boats  to  aid  us. 

We,  the  undersigned,  certify  that  this  is  a  true  and  correct  account 
of  the  cai)ture  of  the  captain,  mate,  and  pilot,  and  burning  of  the  ship 
AUeghauiaii,  on  the  niglit  of  October  138,  18(»li.

Sir:  I  regret  to  inform  you  that  Acting  Master  Dyer  returned  last 
evening  in  the  steamer  Thomas  A.  Morgan  and  reported  to  me  that  in 
consequence  of  the  lire  bursting  out  anew  he  was  compelled  to  abandon 
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tlie  ship  Allefihanian  after  aTichoriug  her  5  miles  outside  of  the  nioiith 
of  tliis  river.  I  immediately  got  underway  and  stood  out  toward  her, 
discovering  as  I  nenred  her  that  she  was  one  sheet  of  flame,  and  when 
1  was  within  about  2  miles  of  her  she  suddenly  went  down.  I  am  con- 
fident that  every  possible  eflbrt  was  made  by  the  commander  of  the 
Crusader  and  Acting  blaster  Dyer  to  save  the  vessel,  and  the  Morgan 
held  on  to  her  until  her  starboard  wheelhouse  caught  fire.  1  enclose 
the  report  of  Acting  Master  Andrews.  1  shall  send  the  mate  and  crew 
with  their  boats  and  baggage  to  you  to-morrow,  in  charge  of  Master's 
Mate  Black,  as,  although  I  have  no  doubt  of  the  correctness  of  their 
statement,  I  presume  some  legal  investigation  will  be  necessary  before 
they  can  be  permitted  to  go  at  large.

Sir:  Yesterday  morning  I  learned,  from  what  I  considered  a  reliable 
source,  that  a  man  by  the  name  of  Peter  W.  Smith,  who  had  been  con- 
cerned in  the  burning  of  the  ship  Alle(jluiiniin,  was  passing  the  day  at 
his  house  on  Guinea  Xeck,  a  narrow  strip  of  land  between  Sedgy  Greek 
and  Mobjack  Bay.  I  immediately  sent  orders  to  the  commander  of  the 
Crnsader  to  cruise  in  JMobjack  to  cut  off  his  escape  in  that  direction, 
and  dispatched  an  armed  boat  to  the  creek,  while  General  Naglee  sent, 
at  my  request,  a  force  of  2.")  dragoons  to  take  possession  of  the  dif- 
ferent roads  leading  to  the  neck  and  to  penetrate  to  his  house.  The 
boat's  crew  and  cavalry  reached  his  house  simultaneously,  but  found  to 
their  chagrin  that  he  had  left  it  just  an  hour  before  their  arrival. 

Being  apprised  of  the  fact,  I  made  up  my  mind  that  Smith  would 
either  return  to  his  dwelling  that  night,  thinking  there  would  be  no 
further  search  for  him  there,  or  that  he  would  make  the  best  of  his  way 
to  Kichmond,  in  which  event  he  would  be  likely  to  i)ass  the  latter  ])art 
of  the  night  at  the  house  of  a  brother  of  his  some  12  miles  below  West 
Point,  wlieuce  he  could  readily  procure  a  skitf  to  convey  him  to  the 
White  House,  distant  from  Kichmond  only  a  few  hours  by  rail.  I 
therefore,  ou  Monday  at  2  a.  m.,  after  dispatching  a  boat  to  his  house, 
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])rooeeded  in  this  vessel  to  a  point  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  his 
Idother's  residence,  where  just  as  day  dawned  1  landed  an  armed  force 
and  succeeded  in  catching  hoth  his  brother  and  himself.  The  former  (he 
being  a  private  of  the  Filth  JJeginieut  of  Virginia  Cavalry  and  in  no  wise 
implicated  in  the  burning  of  the  AJleghanian)  1  delivered  over  to  the 
commanding  general  of  the  post.  The  latter  freely  coufess-es  that  he 
was  engaged  in  the  burning  of  the  Alleyhiinian — was  tlie  pilot  of  the 
rebels  on  that  occasion.  The  party  was  headed  by  Lieutenant  Wood, 
formerly  of  the  old  Navy,  and  consisted  of  IS  persons  in  all.  They 
startfd  from  Thoroughfare,  in  Mathews  County,  and,  after  pulling  10  or 
12  miles,  boarded  the  AUeghaiiiaii  between  the  hours  of  10  p.  m.  and 
midnight.  After  taking  from  her  her  instruments  and  a  quantity  of 
tea  and  cofl'ee  they  set  tire  to  her  and  abandoned  her,  taking  along  with 
them  the  captain,  pilot,  and  lirst  mate,  and  setting  the  second  mate  and 
the  crew  adrift  in  the  A  lleiihaiiifiii^s  boats.  About  a  fortnight  prior  to 
the  burning  of  the  yii/e///*'n((V(M  Lieutenant  Doggett,  of  the  Signal  Corps, 
called  upon  him  by  order  of  ]\Li  jor  Norris,  of  the  same  corps,  and  read 
an  order  to  him  from  the  Secretary  of  War  to  act  as  a  pilot  for  a  force 
then  organizing  in  ^Mathews  County.  The  expedition  against  the  Alle- 
ghaniun  was  the  only  one  he  had  been  engaged  in  or  heard  of. 

I  send  Smith  to  you  in  cjharge  of  a  guard,  and  enclose  herewith 
papers  found  in  his  possession  when  arrested.

In  accordance  with  the  order  annexed  the  within-named  prisoner, 
Peter  W.  Smith,  being  duly  sworn,  deposed  as  follows: 

Lieutenant 'Wood,  of  the  Confederate  Navy,  commanded  the  expedi- 
tion. Lieutenant  Lee,  of  the  Confederate  Navy,  also  accompanied  the 
expedition. 

1  was  oysteriug  in  York  Kiver,  and  Lieutenant  Doggett,  of  the  Con- 
federate Navy,  called  me  on  siiore;  he  ordered  me  to  report  to  Lieuten- 
ant Wood  in  Mathews  County.  I  went  with  him  to  Mathews  Court- 
House.  We  arrived  there  between  12  and  1  o'clock  at  night;  we  stayed 
until  the  next  morning  after  breakfast,  and  then  went  toward  New 
Point  Comfort,  some  -  or  o  miles  into  the  woods,  and  met  the  party 
commanded  by  Lieutenant  W^ood.  He  introduced  me  to  Lieutenant 
Lee,  Wood  at  tlie  time  not  being  present,  but  returned  shortly  after. 
Lieutenant  Wood  asked  me  if  1  knew  the  bay;  1  told  him  I  did;  lie 
then  said  he  was  very  sorry  to  deprive  me  of  being  with  my  family,  but 
he  wanted  me  to  accompany  him.  He  then  asked  me  what  i)Iaces  I 
could  take  a  vessel  into.  I  told  him  almost  into  any  river  between  there 
and  Baltimore.  He  said  that  was  what  he  had  heard  in  regard  to  my 
knowing  the  bay. 

He  had  seventeen  men  with  him,  besides  himself  and  Lieutenant  Lee. 

We  all  went  out  for  two  nights  and  did  not  find  any  vessel.  We  went 
out  some  12  or  1^  miles  from  shore  in  the  direction  N.  B.  by  N.  We  were 
there  in  the  woods  several  nights,  but  it  was  stormy ;  but  the  third  tinie 
we  were  out  we  found  this  vessel.  She  was  anchored  to  the  east  ot  the 
channel,  opposite  trwyuu's  Island. 
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We  tlien  boarded  this  vessel,  which  proved  to  be  the  Alleghanian. 
We  were  in  three  boats ;  the  orders  were  for  two  of  the  party  to  remain 
in  each  boat  while  the  rest  boarded.  Lieutenant  Wood  was  in  one  boat, 
Lieutenant  Lee  in  another,  and  1  was  in  command  of  the  third.  As 
soon  as  I  got  on  board  Lieutenant  Wood  ordered  me  to  take  charge  of 
the  prisoners.  I  think  there  were  twenty-one.  I  only  had  charge  of 
the  crew;  their  hands  were  tied  behind  them.  The  vessel  was  fired 
below. 

I  was  on  deck  during  the  whole  time  and  do  not  know  who  fired  her. 
After  being  on  board  some  two  or  three  hours,  I  was  sent  ahead  with 
orders  to  stand  up  the  bay.  1  had  in  the  boat  with  me  the  captain  of 
the  ship  Alleghanian  and  four  of  our  party.  After  I  had  got  some  50 
yards  from  the  vessel  two  other  boats  slioved  off  from  the  Alleghanian. 
These  two  boats  were  launched  from  the  Alleghanian,  and  contained  the 
crew  of  that  vessel,  with  the  exception  of  the  pilot,  who  was  with  Wood, 
and  the  mate,  who  was  with  Lee.  We  stood  up  the  bay  some  5  miles, 
when  Wood  took  the  lead  and  we  followed  him  in  the  direction  of 
W.  S.  W.  We  stood  on  until  we  made  the  laud,  and  then  stood  back 
to  the  place  where  the  expedition  started. 

We  landed  and  remained  there  for  some  time,  and  Lieutenant  Wood 
sent  two  men  for  the  wagons.  We  then  started  for  the  wagons  with  the 
prisoners,  Avith  the  exception  of  Lieutenant  Wood  and  some  two  or  three 
of  the  party,  whom  we  h^ft  behind.  We  went  some  mile  or  two  when  we 
stopped  and  got  our  breakfast.  When  Wood  came  up  we  took  the 
wagons  and  went  to  Gloucester,  where  1  was  allowed  to  leave  and  pro- 
ceed to  my  home.  Wood  went  on  to  Itichmond  with  the  three  prisoners ; 
they  took  with  them  the  colors  and  sonie  coffee  which  they  had  taken 
from  the  AUeghaiiiun  ;  I  also  think  the  instruments  of  the  ship. 

Interrogatory  1st.  Did  you  accompany  Lieutenant  Doggett  willingly, 
after  he  had  called  you  on  shore? 

Answer.  I  did  not.  I  asked  him  what  he  was  going  after,  and  he  said  he  did  not 
linow.     He  said  he  thought  there  was  a  vessel  in  one  of  the  creekh  with  coffee. 

Interrogatory  2d.  Did  you  consent  to  act  as  pilot  to  the  expedition f 

Answer.  He  did  not  ask  mo  to  act  as  pilot,  but  [said]  that  I  must  accompany  the 
expedition. 

Interrogatory  3d.  Did  you  make  any  remonstrance  or  resistance? 

Answer.  I  did  not. 

Interrogatory  4th.  What  sort  of  a  man  was  Mr.  Doggett,  a  large  or 
a  small  man,  and  was  he  armed? 

Answer.  A  very  slim  man,  but  about  5  feet  10  inches  in  height.  I  do  not  know 
whether  he  was  armed  or  not. 

Interrogatory  5th.  Did  you  know  for  what  purpose  the  expedition 
went  out  into  the  river  on  the  first  night? 

Answer.  I  did.     It  was  for  the  purpose  of  capturing  some  vessels. 

Interrogatory  6th.  Had  you  no  opportunity  of  escaping  before  or 
after  you  joined  the  party? 

Answer.  Before  I  joined  the  party  I  did  not  know  what  they  were  going  to  do.  I 
was  ordered  to  report  to  Lieutenant  Wood.  After  joining  the  party  1  had  no  oppor- 
tunity.    We  were  all  kept  together,  excejit  when  I  was  with  Lieutenant  Wood. 

Interrogatory  7th.  After  you  were  released,  what  did  you  do  and 
where  did  you  go? 

Answer.  I  went  to  my  brother's,  where  I  had  been  oystering  when  Doggett  called 
me  uu  shore. 
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Interrogatory  8th.  Are  you  a  loyal  citizen  of  tlie  TTnited  States  of 
America  ? 

Answer.  I  do  not  know  how  to  answer  it  properly

Sir:  On  the  27th  I  received  a  disj^atcth  from  (;eiieral  Lockwood  at 
Drummondtown,  Accomac  County,  Va.,  stating  tliat  four  companies  of 
infantry  had  mutinied  and  would  not  land  from  the  steamboat  Bclvi- 
dere,  and  asking  for  the  aid  of  a  gunboat.  1  replied  that  General  Dix 
had  plenty  of  troops  and  transports;  that  I  would  send  a  gunboat  for 
moral  effect,  but  not  to  use  force,  unless  General  Wool  thought  it 
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necessary  to  obtain  orders  to  that  eft'ect  from  the  Navy  Dei^artment. 
I  wrote  to  the  same  effect  to  Geiier.il  J)ix,  who  tohi  Captain  Case  that 
he  would  send  an  armed  array  tug',  and  desired  that  a  gunboat  should 
accompany  his  detachment.  I  had  previously  sent  for  the  Delairare, 
on  the  blockade  near  the  Piankatank,  the  only  gunboat  here  whose 
draft  would  allow  her  to  approach  any  of  the  landings  for  Drumnioud- 
town. 

I  am  now  informed  through  Captain  Case,  by  General  Dix,  that  the 
gunboat  will  not  be  necessary,  as  the  difficulty  is  adjusted;  that  these 
were  iiifantiy  companies  enlisted  for  service  in  the  State  of  Maryland.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Wright,  commanding  the  U.  S.  S.  guard  vessel  Wyandotte. 

U.  S.  S.  Wyandotte, 
Off  Fortress  Monroe,  October  21),  1862. 
Sir  :  At  S  :  30  p.  ni.  tliis  diiy  a  side- wheel  steamer  was  reported  coiniug 
out  of  tlie  harbor  close  to  the  Kip  Ua])S.  Mr.  Hodge,  tlie  boarding 
ofdcer  on  board  the  Zouave,  said  it  was  the  Delaware,  and  there  being 
an  officer  on  board  the  Zona  re.  Ensign  Burke,  wlio  had  orders  to  take 
passage  in  the  Delaware,  1  ordered  Mr.  Hodge  to  run  alongside  and  put 
him  aboard.  The  Zouare  started  to  cut  off  the  Delaware,  blowing  the 
steam  whistle  all  the  time,  but  they  appeared  to  take  no  notice,  and 
soon  after  ])assed  the  light-boat  ou  VVilloughby's  Spit.  I  then  saw  a 
gun  tired,  apparently  a  blank  charge;  this  was  followed  by  a  shell,  and 
another,  and  a  third.  By  I  his  time,  9  p.  ni.,  botli  \essels  were  out  of 
sight.  I  still  heard  firing  in  the  distance,  and  as  the  circumstauces 
looked  very  suspicious,  and  thinking  that,  if  an  enemy,  the  Zouave

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would  not  be  able  to  cope  with  him  aloue,  I  ordered  steam  to  be  got  up 
aud  prepared  to  slip.  While  this  was  doing  I  beat  to  quarters,  shotted 
the  broadside  guns,  and  shell  in  the  rifle.  At  10  p.  m.,  steam  being 
reported  ready,  ship  heading  west,  and  anchor  growing  W.  K  W.,  with 
an  ebb  tide,  put  my  helm  hard  astarboard  and  went  ahead,  but  the 
buoy  rope  got  foul  of  the  propeller  and  stopped  the  engine.  Immediately 
after  the  Zouave''x  lights  were  seen,  and  1  let  go  my  port  anchor  aud 
proceeded  to  clear  the  propeller  and  recover  my  best  bower. 

October  30 — 10  a.  m. 
I  have  got  my  anchor,  but  am  still  engaged  getting  the  propeller 
clear.

Sir:  At  8:30  p.  m.  of  this  date  a  steamer  was  observed  passing  close 
to  the  Kip  Kaps,  steering  to  the  eastward.  It  was  believed  to  be  the 
U.  S.  S.  Dehtirare,  and  having  an  officer  on  board  this  boat  for  her,  I 
steered  toward  her  and  made  signals  for  her  to  stop.  As  she  did  not 
do  so,  I  ordered  a  blank  cartridge  to  be  tired,  but  owing  to  the  gnu  not 
being  ready,  she  gained  a  good  distance  from  us.  Seeiug  that  the  blank 
cartridge  was  not  noticed,  1  ordered  a  shot  to  be  fired,  and  I  also  fired 
three  sliell.s  out  of  tlie  stern  gun,  the  whole  three  exj^loding  near  the 
said  steamer,  whicli  took  no  notice  of  them.  I  then  tired  two  more  shots 
from  the  forward  gun,  but  with  the  same  ill  success.  At  10  p.  m.,  Gape 
Henry  light  bearing  east  about  4  miles,  and  not  being  able  to  gain  any 
on  said  steamer,  I  deemed  it  proper  to  return  to  our  station,  and  arrived 
at  11:30.

Sir:  Your  letter  of  29th  is  received.  The  tiring  of  shot  and  shell  at 
the  Delaivare  by  Acting  Ensign  Hodge  was  unnecessary,  unjustifiable, 
aud  might  have  been  very  serious  in  consequences.  1  have  to  inform 
you  that  it  is  always  advisable  to  back  or  let  the  vessels  drift  clear  of 
a  slip  buoy  before  going  ahead.  If  tliis  is  not  done,  the  chances  are 
always  in  favor  of  the  propeller  becoming  fouled  by  the  slip  rope.    I 
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do  not  understand  why  Ensign  Burke  was  not  put  on  board  of  the 
IMaicare  as  soon  as  the  Zona  re  came  from  Norfolk.  Had  this  been 
done,  there  would  have  been,  it  is  probable,  no  chase  or  accident.  You 
should  have  a  good  lookout  kept  on  board  of  the  Wyandotte.  Vou 
ought  to  have  known  the  IJelaivarc,  and  might,  I  suppose,  have  seen 
her  when  she  left  the  wharf.  She  should  have  hailed  you  as  she  passed, 
and  will  be  admonished  for  not  doing  so.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Wright,  V.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Wyandotte. 

U.  S.  S.  Wyandotte, 
Off  Fortress  Monroe,  Nor  ember  L',  1802. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter 
dated  the  30th  October,  which  has  but  this  minute  reached  me,  and,  in 
reply,  I  beg  most  respectfully  to  inform  you  that  ii  good  lookout  is  con- 
stiiiitly  kept  on  board  this  ship.  The  steamer  was  seen  and  reported 
to  me  before  she  arrived  at  the  Kip  K;ips — she  kept  very  close  to  them. 
I  saw  her,  and  sent  the  Zona  re  to  her  immediately.  It  was  certainly  at 
tiist  thought  to  be  the  JJcIairare  by  Acting  Ensign  llodge:  but  as  she 
made  no  reply  of  any  kind,  either  to  the  steam  whistle  of  the  Zouare 
or  the  blank  charge  tired  from  that  vessel.  Acting  Ensign  Ilodge 
reports  to  ine  that  he  could  not  believe  that  one  of  our  war  steamers 
would  allow  herself  to  be  chased  and  fired  upon,  even  with  a  blank 
cartridge,  with  perfect  impunity,  and  therefore  he  tells  ine  that  he  con- 
tinued to  tire  with  shot  and  shell,  believing  that  it  must  have  been  some 
vessel  attempting  to  run  the  blockade. 

The  Zouare  did  not  return  from  Norfolk  until  after  dark  of  the  29th 
October.  She  did  not  come  at  once  to  this  vessel,  but,  as  Acting 
Ensign  Hodge  rei)orted  to  me,  went  around  the  shipping  in  search  of 
the  Dclairare,  for  the  purpose  of  putting  Ensign  Burke  on  board;  but 
being  unable  to  find  her,  he  returned  to  this  ship  to  report,  believing 
that  the  Deiairart  had  gone  to  Newport  News. 

I  have  resi^ectfuUy  to  inform  you  on  my  own  ])art  that  I  should  have 
known  the  Delaware  by  daylight,  or  even  at  night,  if  she  passed  within 
a  reasonable  distance;  but  as  the  vessel  in  question  was  fully  a  mile  off, 
and  had  no  lights  uj)  (very  unusual  in  a  war  steamer),  1  did  not  believe, 
notwithstanding  Acting  Ensign  Hodge's  opinion,  that  it  was  the  Dela- 
irare.  It  seemed  to  me  that  the  steamei ,  whatever  she  was,  purposely 
avoided  communication,  for  the  Zouave  had  two  lights  up  (a  red  and 
a  white)  and  kept  blowing  her  steam  whistle  all  the  time,  whilst  the 
Wyandotte  also  had  her  bright  white  light  set  forward.

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Report  of  Lieutenant  Citxhinf/,   U.  S.  Nary,  of  the  destruction  of  salt 
irorlcs  in  New  Topsail  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  October  2'.),  1862. 

U.  S.  S.  Ellis, 
Off  Beaiifort,  N.  C,  November  J,  1862. 
Sir:  I  liave  the  lionor  to  report  I  again  visited  New  Topsail  lulet  on 
the  liOtli  ot  October. 

Three-lonrtlis  of  ii  mile  from  the  mouth  I  discovered  a  large  salt  work, 
and  went  ashore  witli  an  armed  ])arty  to  destroy  it.  I  found  that  a 
great  deal  of  labor  had  been  expended  in  its  construction,  and  think 
that  it  could  have  furnished  all  Wilmington  witli  salt. 

We  tore  down  the  brickwork,  destroyed  their  huge  copper  and  iron 
kettles  and  pans,  cut  holes  in  tlieir  ilatboats  and  ligliters,  cut  through 
the  cisterns  and  waterworks,  and  burned  the  buildings;  10  or  15 
bushels  of  salt  that  had  been  made  tliat  morning  i  turned  into  the 
ditch.    The  people  belonging  to  the  works  escaped. 

Just  as  we  were  about  to  leave  the  enemy  opened  fire  on  the  boats 
from  a  hill  about  1  mile  away.  Tiiey  had  two  pieces  of  artillery  and  a 
large  nupjiorting  force  of  infantry.  Tliey  lired  very  well,  but  could  not 
hit  the  boats,  tliough  their  shot  fell  all  around  us.  I  soon  regained  my 
vessel  and  returned  the  lire,  and  in  a  few  moments  silenced  them  by 
exploding  a  shell  in  their  midst.  The  enemy  at  once  limbered  up  and 
took  the  road  to  Wilmington. 

1  sounded  for  a  channel  this  time  and  found  that  vessels  drawing 
9  feet  of  water  can  go  u])  the  inlet  for  three- fourths  of  a  mile.  I  shall 
keep  a  bright  lookout  for  the  rebel  trade  at  tliat  point.

At  Sea,  October  30,  1862. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  daylight  this  morning,  whilst 
on  my  way  from  Hampton  Koads  to  the  blockading  station  off  Wil- 
mington, N.  C,  and  when  within  about  30  miles  of  New  Inlet  (the 
above-named  station),  we  discovered  a  schooner  lying  at  anchor  between 
Stump  Inlet  itnd  New  Topsail  Inlet.  We  shaped  our  course  for  her, 
and,  when  within  1  mile  of  her,  we  manned  and  armed  tlie  first  and 
second  cutters  and  sent  them  under  charge  of  Acting  Master  Gleason 
to  board  and  examine  the  vessel.  Before  they  reached  her  her  ciew 
sli])ped  their  cable  to  allow  tlie  schooner  to  drift  on  shore,  and  then 

'  Sec  1).  lyu. 
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fled  in  their  boat  to  the  shore  and  escaped.  My  boats  boarded  her 
before  she  drifted  ou  shore,  and,  finding  no  one  on  board,  made  the  sail 
on  her  and  brought  her  off.    Tliere  was  no  other  vessel  in  sight. 

In  making  the  capture  we  did  not  fire  a  gun;  the  parties  escaping 
from  the  vessel,  after  hmding,  fired  two  musket  shots  at  the  boats' 
crews,  but  did  not  hit  tlieni. 

Ou  closely  examining  her,  no  flag  or  papers  of  any  kind  could  be 
found.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  30th  September  ultimo,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  tlie  disiwaition  of  and 
service  performed  by  the  United  States  vessels  in  the  sounds  of  North 
Carolina,  from  the  15th  October  ultimo  to  date,  viz: 

The  Hetzel,  Underirriter,  Ceres,  iSeymoiir,  and  Jirinker  have  been  sta- 
tioned off  New  Berne  for  the  protection  of  that  place.  During  the 
period  above  named  the  Sei/monr  towed  a  light  vessel  to  the  mouth  of 
the  river,  the  chartered  schooner  Minnehaha,  with  ])rovisions  to  Ply- 
mouth, and  the  disabled  steamer  Whitehead  from  Plymouth  to  New 
Berne.  On  the  28th  ultimo  the  Ceres  was  sent  to  the  assistance  of  the 
FUis,  aground  near  Swansboro,  and  the  Hetzel  left  for  Plymouth  on 
the  same  day. 

The  Commodore  Perry,  HunchhacTc,  Shatcshecn,  Lovkivood,  Valley  City, 
and  Whitehead  have  been  stationed  olf  Plymouth  for  protection  of  that 
place  and  our  troops  there.  The  Valley  City  arrived  at  Plymouth  on 
the  29th  ultimo,  and  the  Whitehead  was  sent  to  New  Berne  for  repairs 
in  tow  of  the  Seymour  the  same  day. 

The  Louisiana  has  been  stationed  off  Washington,  N.  C,  for  the 
defense  of  that  place  and  our  troops  there. 

The  Hllis  has  been  stationed  at  Bogue  Inlet.  During  the  period 
above  mentioned  she  visited  New  Topsail  Inlet  and  captured  and 
destroyed  an  English  schooner  laden  with  spirits  of  turi)entine  and 
cotton,  the  property  of  the  enemy.  When  last  heard  from  she  was 
aground  near  Swansboro. 

The  Orunite  has  been  employed  in  blockading  Ocracoke  Inlet  and  in 
cruising  in  Pamlico  Sound. 

The  General  Putnam  sailed  for  Hampton  Eoads,  via  Plymouth  and 
the  canal  | Dismal  Swamp  ?],  on  or  about  the  loth  October  ultimo.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  yon  that  yesterday  I  threw  down  a 
portion  of  the  work  on  Wormley's  Creek,  which  yon  visited  while  here 
and  advised  me  to  destroy.  This  morning  I  got  nnderwiiy  at  an  early 
hour  and  proceeded  to  West  Point,  leaving  an  armed  boat  here  to  do 
guard  duty  in  my  absence,  where  1  found  a  small  picket  of  rebel 
cavalry  stationed,  who  left  the  place  on  my  approacli.  I  immediately 
landed  with  an  armed  force,  and  alter  throwing  out  pickets  commenced 
to  destroy  the  work,  of  which  I  made  mention  in  my  letter  of  the  29th 
ultimo.  I  found  it  well  constructed  and  larger  than  I  had  supposed, 
it  having  two  bombproof  magazines  and  eight  embrasures  for  heavy 
guns.  15y  4  p.  m.  the  breeching  bolts  and  eyebolts  had  all  been 
drawn  and  about  one-half  of  the  work  destroyed,  when  J  returned  to 
my  anchorage  off  this  place.  During  the  coming  week  I  hope  to  finish 
my  work  of  demolition.

Report  of  Commander  Macomb,   U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  an  engagement 
tcith  Confederate  batteries  on  Oak  Island. 

U.  S.  S.  Genesee, 
Off  Wilmington,  Novemijer  1,  1862. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  that  on  the  morning  of  the  24th  of 
October  1  stood  in  with  this  vessel  near  the  low  beach  to  the  westward 
of  tiie  sand  hillocks  on  Oak  Island  for  the  ])urpose  of  looking  over  into 
the  inlet  beyond,  where  I  had  seen  a  small  schooner.  After  I  had 
made  observations  and  the  schooner  had  passed  out  of  sight  I  thought 
1  would  coast  along  the  beach  of  Oak  Island  within  about  2  miles, 
and  try  the  range  of  the  100-pounder  Parrott,  and,  while  training,  the 
rebels  ox)ened  lire  from  two  batteries  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  apart, 
situated  on  the  ridge  of  the  sand  hillocks,  when  we  immediately 
returned  their  shot  from  the  Parrott  and  X-inch  after  pivot  guns. 

The  shots  from  the  batteries  were  well  directed  in  line,  but  nearly 
all  flew  over  us. 

These  are  the  same  batteries  which  fired  on  the  Maratanza  and  the 
guns  have  long  ranges. 

The  Parrott  gun  had  too  much  elevation  and  the  shell  passed  in  good 
line  over.     [As  to]  the  X-iuch,  1  am  unable  to  tell  whether  any  shell 
took  effect,  as  one  \vent  direct  for  the  batteries  and  appeared  to  burst 
above,  some  of  the  fragments  of  which  may  have  fallen  within  them.

SiE :  I  transmit  enclosed  GommaiKler  Davenport's  report  of  the  naval 
cooperation  with  the  late  army  expedition  from  New  Berne  to  Hamil- 
ton and  that  vicinity;  also  some  interesting  and  instructive  original 
papers  captured  at  Hamilton. 

On  the  31st  of  October,  Oomujander  Davenport,  with  the  Valley  City, 
Hunchhack,  Fern/,  JIet~el,  a,\\d  the  \'i(lette  (an  aimy  gunboat)  threw 
shot  and  shell  for  half  an  liour  into  the  woods  2  miles  back  of  Plymouth, 
where  3,000  rebels  were  posted,  killing  two  of  them. 

On  the  2d  instant,  at  7  p.  ni.,  Commander  Davenport,  with  the  Valley 
City  leading,  and  the  Perry,  Jletzel,  and  Hunchback  following,  left  Plym- 
outh, and  at  6  a.  m.  on  the  3d  instaiit  anchored  off  Williamston,  on  the 
Eoanoke,  where  he  soon  had  an  interview  with  General  Foster  and 
arranged  for  an  advance  on  Hamilton;  and  at  1  p.  m.  on  the  4th  the 
Valley  City,  having  led,  followed  by  the  Ferry,  lletzel,  Hunchback,  and 
Seymour,  arrived  at  Eainbow  Bluff  batteries,  which  were  found  in  pos- 
session of  our  troops,  wLo  had  advanced  without  making  the  precon- 
certed signal  to  the  gunboats.  The  enemy  had  previously  left  these 
batteries  and  taken  off  the  guns.  Our  gunboats  then  went  to  Hamil- 
ton, where  they  found  no  rebel  gunboats  in  process  of  construction. 
That  evening  the  army,  accompanied  by  four  pieces  of  naval  artillery, 
with  their  crews,  left  for  Tarboro,  and  the  Valley  City  and  Perry  were 
sent  up  the  river  a  few  miles,  as  far  as  they  could  go,  to  divert  the 
attention  of  the  enemy. 

On  the  5th  the  Seymour  destroyed,  as  far  as  possible,  the  earthworks 
at  Eainbow  Bluff,  in  doing  which  Acting  Master's  Mate  Whall  was 
accidentally  killed. 

At  2  a.  m.  on  the  6th  the  army  returned  to  Hamilton,  having  failed 
to  reach  Tarboro,  owing,  it  is  said,  to  the  enemy  having  been  reenforced 
from  Itichmond,  [Va.],  and  on  the  9th  instant  the  joint  expedition  left 
Hamilton  for  Plymouth,  the  troops  returning  thence  to  New  Berne,  also 
Commander  Davenport,  with  the  Hetzel,  the  Hunchback  (in  want  of 
repairs),  and  the  Seymour  (conveying  troops). 

Commander  l)aveni)ort  is  satisfied  that  the  rebels  have  no  ironclads 
on  the  lioanoke,  and  that  they  can  not  build  on  that  river  above  Will- 
iamston, owing  to  low  water,  steep  banks,  and  the  want  of  necessary 
facilities.  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  however,  believes,  that  they 
are  building  at  or  about  Halifax. 

Commander  Davenport  is  strongly  op])osed  to  engaging  the  gun- 
boats on  such  expeditions  on  account  of  their  unfitness  for  service  in 
these  narrow  and  crooked  rivers,  from  whose  high  banks  sharpshooters, 
protected  in  ritlle  pits,  can  control  and  sweej)  our  open  decks.  It  is 
obvious  that,  where  the  situation  does  not  allow  the  gunboats  to  take 
care  of  themselves,  they  can  not  assist  tiearmy,  while  they  are  them- 
selves exposed  to  the  worst  consequences. 

The  Department  will  see  from  the  enclosed  papers  of  Lieutenant 
Bender,  secured  at  Hamilton  by  Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  Cushiug, 
that  the  rebels  are  certainly  building  gunboats  on  these  rivers,  and  one 
or  more  at  Tarboro.    It  may  be  safely  assumed,  and  it  is  so  reported 
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here,  that  these  are  ironclads.     It  is  the  policy  of  the  enemy  to  build 
more  eflective  vessels  than  they  have  to  encounter.

SiK:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  move- 
ments since  the  I'Sth  October,  ultimo,  the  date  of  my  last  comnuiuicatiou 
to  you,  having  reference  to  the  state  of  affairs  at  this  place  and  on  the 
Roauoke  liiver. 

I  arrived  at  this  place  early  on  the  morning  of  the  30th  ultimo,  and 
found  here  the  U.  S.  steamers  Covimoilore  I'erry,  Hunchbach',  Valley  City, 
and  tlie  army  gunboat  Videtfe  at  anchor  oft'  the  town;  the  Shairsheeii 
was  on  pi(;ket  duty  some  fl  miles  u])  tlic  river.  On  consultation  with 
Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser  and  Captain  [William  W.]  Hammell, 
the  oflicer  commanding  the  post,  I  ascertained  that  the  enemy,  said  to 
number  o,000,  were  posted  in  the  woods  about  2  miles  in  rear  of  the 
town.  It  was  agreed  upon  between  us  that  on  the  next  day  we  would 
make  the  attemi)t  to  shell  them  from  their  position.  Accordingly,  on 
the  31st  ultimo,  at  12  m.,  the  Valley  City,  Hiinchbacl;  Perry,  Iletzel,  and 
army  boat  Vidette  opened  lire,  and  for  half  an  hour  threw  shot  and  shell 
over  the  town  and  into  the  woods  beyond,  driving  the  rebels  from  their 
Ijosition  and  killing  two  of  their  number. 

Late  on  the  afternoon  of  the  1st  instant  theU.  S.  S.  Seymour  arrived 
with  the  intelligence  that  General  Foster  had  left  New  Berne  with  a 
strong  force,  and  was  then  on  his  march  to  Washington,  N.  C.  At 
lli:30  p.  m.  on  the  L'd  instant,  while  on  my  way  to  Washington  to  con- 
fer with  (ieneral  Foster,  I  intercepted  the  steam  tug  Alert  with  dis- 
patches from  the  general,  requesting  me  to  meet  him  with  the  gunboats 
at  Williamston  on  the  following  day.  I  immediately  I'eturned  to  Ply- 
mouth, and  at  7  p.  m.  got  underway  for  Williamston,  the  Valley  City 
leading  and  followed  by  the  Perry,  Hetzel,  Hunchback,  and  armed  army 
transport  Lancer.  At  0  a.  m.  on  the  morning  of  the  3d  instant  I 
anchored  oif  the  town  of  Williamston,  where  soon  afterwards  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  an  interview  with  General  Foster,  whose  march  had  been 
inefiectually  opposed  by  the  enemy  at  Kail's  [Rawle's?J  Ford,  a  point 
on  a  small  stream  about  5  miles  distant. 

It  was  agreed  upon  (copy  of  which  agreement  is  herewith  enclosed) 
that  we  would  begin  our  advance  on  Hamilton  that  night.  Accord- 
ingly, at  7  p.  m.,  1  got  underway  in  the  following  order,  the  Valley  City 
leading,  followed  by  the  Perry,  Hetzel,  and  Jlunchbach.  The  Lancer 
had  returned  during  the  afternoon  to  Plymouth  with  the  sick  and 
wounded  soldiers.  At  1  a.m. on  the  morning  of  the  4th  instant,  having 
reached  the  barricade,  which  is  about  o  miles  below  Kainbow  Bluff  and 
8  miles  from  Hamilton,  I  anchored,  for  the  double  purpose  of  awaiting 
the  signal  from  the  advance  of  the  army  and  avoiding  Ihe  risk  of  a 
passage  through  the  barricade  at  night.  At  11  a.  m.,  having  failed  as 
yet  in  receiving  any  signal  from  the  army,  I  made  general  signal  "to 
get  underway"  and  proceeded  up  the  river  in  the  following  order,  the 
Valley  City  leading,  followed  by  the  Perry,  Hetzel,  and  Himchbacl;,  the 
Seymour  (which  had  arrived  at  7 :  30  a.  m.)  bringing  up  the  rear.  At  1 
p,  m.  we  came  in  sight  of  the  batteries  at  Itaiubow  Bluff,  which  we  found 
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ill  possession  of  our  troops,  the  enemy  liaving  deserted  them  and  carried 
oft'  all  the  guns.    At  2  p.  m.  I  anchored  off  the  town  of  Hamilton. 

1  here  entered  into  another  agreement  with  General  Foster  (a  copy 
of  which  is  herewith  enclosed),  in  accordance  with  which  the  Valley  City 
and  Feryy,  at  9:30  p.  m.,  proceeded  a  few  miles  farther  up  the  river  to 
divert  the  attention  of  the  enemy,  while  the  army  continued  its  march 
to  Tarboro.  At  night,  after  the  army  liad  left,  pickets  were  posted  iu 
the  town,  ten  from  this  vessel  and  ten  from  the  Hunchback,  under  the 
command  of  iiroper  otticers.  I  must  here  express  my  thanks  and 
acknowledgments  to  Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  Henry  Gushing,  of 
the  Jlunchbaclc,  for  his  vigilance  in  securing  the  enclosed  plan  of  bat- 
teries at  Rainbow  BlutV,  and  pa])ers  relating  tliereto,  while  on  duty  in 
command  (if  pickets  at  Hamilton  on  the  night  of  tlie  4th  instant.  I 
look  upon  these  jiapers  as  one  of  the  most  valuable  ac(juisitions  of  the 
expedition. 

At  10  a.  111.,  on  the  ."")tli  instant,  I  dispatched  the  Seymour  down  the 
river  for  the  puri>ose  of  destroying  the  earthworks  at  llaiiibow  Bluff. 
At  5  p.  m.  she  returned,  having  accomplished,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
object  for  which  she  was  sent.  I  regret  extremely  to  inform  you  that, 
while  ill  the  performance  of  this  duty.  Acting  Master's  Mate  Whall 
was  mortally,  and  one  man  slightly,  wounded  by  the  premature  explo- 
sion of  a  mine. 

At  2  a.  m.  on  the  morning  of  the  6th  instant  the  U.  S.  S.  Loclcicood 
arrived,  and  at  .1.30  a.  m.  the  Heymour  left  for  Plymouth.  During  the 
afternoon  the  army  returned  from  its  march  in  the  direction  of  Tarboro, 
having  failed  in  reaching  that  jilace.  On  the  7th  instant  I  had  another 
understanding  with  General  Foster  (a  copy  of  which  is  herewith 
enclosed),  in  accordance  with  which  I  took  on  board  300  sick  and  dis- 
abled soldiers,  whom  1  distributed  among  the  several  gunboats,  and 
sending  the  Valley  City  and  Loclirood  ahead,  with  orders  to  wait  for  me 
atWilliamston,  at  12.30  j).  in.  I  got  underway  for  the  same  point,  accom- 
panied by  the  Hunchback  and  Perry,  to  cover  the  rear  of  the  army,  and 
arrived  at  Williamston  at  11.30  a.  m.  on  the  8th  instant. 

At  0  a.  m.  on  the  Oth  instant  the  armybegan  its  inarch  for  Plymouth, 
the  Perry,  Valley  City,  and  Loclcwood  having  left  for  the  same  place  on 
the  previous  afternoon.  At  10  a.  m.,  when  the  rear  guard  of  the  army 
had  left  Williamston,  I  got  underway  with  tlie  HunchbacJc  for  Plymouth, 
where  -I  arrived  at  3.30  p.  m.,  about  two  hours  in  advance  of  the  army. 

I  shall  leave  a  force  of  gunboats  here  amply  sufficient  to  protect  the 
place,  in  conjunction  with  such  force  as  it  is  the  intention  of  General 
Foster  to  station  at  this  point.  When  the  army  has  embarked  for  New 
Berne  I  shall  get  underway  for  the  same  place,  stopping  probably  en 
route  at  Washington  to  confer  with  Acting  Lieutenant  Kenshaw. 

With  regard  to  the  results  obtained  by  this  reconuoissaiice,  I  am  sat- 
isfied that  the  rebels  have  as  yet  no  ironclad  boats  on  this  river,  nor  do 
I  think  it  probable  that  they  will  ever  attempt  the  construction  of  any 
vessel  of  a  formidable  character  above  Williamston.  At  Hamilton  there 
were  no  indications  whatever  that  vessels  of  any  kind  (except  canoes) 
had  ever  been  built  there.  The  bank  is  bluff  and  bold,  affording  no 
natural  facilities  for  wharves  or  "ways,"  and  the  river  is  narrow  and 
current  strong.  Above  Hamilton  the  river  is  extremely  narrow  and 
tortuous,  abounding  in  snags  and  bars  to  such  an  extent  that  the  Valley 
City  could  not  ascend  more  than  5  or  0  miles.  I  learned  that  at 
Halifax,  the  next  town  above,  there  is  at  ordinary  times  from  1  to  2  feet 
only  of  water.  The  river  is  now  at  its  medium  height,  and  I  should 
not  think  it  possible,  except  during  a  freshet,  to  float  an  ironclad  boat 
of  formidable  dimensions  at  that  point. 
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You  will  observe  by  the  enclosed  papers  relating  to  the  defenses  of 
this  river,  that  there  is  no  longer  any  doubt  about  there  being  ironclad 
boats  in  coarse  of  construction  at  Tarboro.  I  shall  immediately  con- 
centrate all  my  available  force  at  Washington  and  make  every  eflbrt  in 
my  power  to  strengthen  our  jjosition  at  that  point. 

With  reference  to  sending  gunboats  on  exi)editions  up  these  rivers,  I 
bt'g  leave  to  say  that  I  consider  the  vessels  of  my  command  totally 
u?ititte(l  for  such  service.  Their  decks  being  fully  exposed,  there  is  no 
111  otection  whatever  for  oflicers  or  men  against  sharpshooters  concealed 
from  view  in  the  dense  woods  and  undergrowth  tliat  line  tlie  banks  on 
either  hand.  Above  Jamesville  (12  miles  distant  from  this  place)  the 
river  does  not  average  more  than  150  yards  in  width,  is  extremely  tor- 
tuous, and  abounds  in  snags  and  overhanging  trees.  At  every  sharp 
bend  the  boats  were  forced  by  the  swilt  current  close  up  to  the  banks 
among  the  branches.  In  this  way  the  Ydlleji  Citi/  lost  her  foremast  and 
theHetzel  carried  away  her  niaintopmast  and  bowsi^rit,  stove  boats,  and 
wheels,  and  seriously  endangered  the  smoliestack. 

Actuated  by  my  own  experience  and  observations  I  can  not  refrain 
from  exi)ressiug  my  strong  sense  of  the  extraordinary  perils  attending 
the  navigation  of  these  rivers  with  such  boats  as  J  now  have  at  my 
command;  nor  could  I  feel  justified  in  sending  them  on  such  service 
again  without  positive  orders  from  you  to  that  effect. 

I  enclose  lierewith  copies  of  two  letters,  dated  respectively  October 
31  and  November  1,  18G2,  having  reference  to  the  expedition  to  Hamil- 
ton and  addressed  by  General  Foster  to  the  senior  naval  officer  at 
Plymouth,  N.  C. 

in  conclusion,  I  must  commend  to  your  favorable  consideration  the 
intelligence,  zeal,  and  skill  in  the  management  of  their  vessels  displayed 
by  Lieutenant-Commaiuler  Flusser  and  Acting  Lieutenant  (Jolhoun; 
nor  can  I  withhold  my  praise  and  warmest  thanks  from  the  ofiBcers  and 
men  generally,  who  vied  with  each  other  in  their  eflbrts  to  aid  the  army 
and  bring  to  a  successful  issue  the  objects  of  the  expedition.

Sir  :  I  hope  by  Saturday  morning,  8th  instant,  to  be  before  Hamilton 
for  attack  and  shall  expect  and  hope  for  your  cooperation.    You  need 
only  move  up  the  river  to  be  in  easy  distance  and  wait  for  my  guns  as 
signal  to  attack. 

A  steamer  will  arrive  at  Plymouth  with  commissary  stores  and  forage; 
this  vessel  I  wish  to  go  up  the  river  witli  your  fleet,  so  as  to  supi)ly  my 
wants.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  for  my  oi)erations  up  the  country, 
between  this  and  next  Saturday,  that  this  plan  should  be  an  inviolable 
secret  between  yourself  and  Captain  Hamniell. 

Any  use  you  may  wish  to  put  the  army  gunboats  to,  they  are  entirely 
at  your  service  and  subject  to  your  orders.

1st.  Two  gunboats  to  go  up  the  Eoanoke,  shelling  the  shores,  firing 
blank  shots  (9  out  of  10  shots)  as  far  as  possible,  and  continuing  firing 
at  intervals  all  day  to-morrow. 

2d.  These  same  boats  to  fire  for  an  hour  or  two  on  the  following  day 
and  then  to  return  to  Hamilton. 

3d.  Commander  Davenport  to  remain  at  Hamilton  with  his  boats  for 
six  days,  uuless  he  hears  from  General  Foster  before,  then  to  return  to 
Plymouth. 

4th.  Commander  Davenport  to  loan  General  Foster  four  pieces  of 
artillery,  with  crews,  for  his  expedition.

Copy  of  understanding  between  Major-General  Foster  and  Commander  Davenport,  had  at 
Bamilton,  JV.  C,  November  7,  1S62. 

Ist.  Two  gunboats  to  go  in  advance  to  Williamston. 
2d.  The  three  others  to  remain  here  until  after  the  army  is  goue,  and 
then  return  to  Williamston. 
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3d.  To  take  on  board,  for  passage  to  Plymouth  or  New  Benie,  three 
hundred  sick  and  disabled  soldiers. 

Five  guns  in  quick  succession  or  five  rockets  mean :  The  enemy  has 
Interrupted  our  march,  lay  by  to  assist.

Captain:  Having  received  your  orders  to  make  a  reconnoisance  on 
Eoanoke  Eiver,  North  Carolina,  required  by  General  French  in  Special 
Orders  No.  212,  I  accordingly  started  on  the  2oth  ultimo,  accompanied 
by  Mr.  Samuel  Tyler,  of  the  Engineer  Corps.  I  reached  Tarboro  that 
evening  by  rail  and  on  horseback  arrived  near  Hamilton  the  same  niglit. 
On  the  following  morning  I  obtained  as  a  guide  aii  old  steamboat  cap- 
tain, perfectly  acquainted  with  the  river,  and  examined  the  river  from 
Hamilton  down  to  about  4  miles  below  Poplar  Point,  where  the  bluff 
ceases. 

There  are  several  points  which  might  be  fortified  to  resist  the  pas- 
sage of  gnnboats,  but  none,  in  my  jutlgment,  so  suitable  as  Eaiubow 
Bend.  This  is  an  excellent  ])oint.  it  is  situated  on  the  Martin  side  of 
the  river,  about  3  miles  below  the  town  of  Hamilton.  There  is  a  good 
road  from  Hamilton  to  the  battery.  There  is  a  battery  already  con- 
structed there,  located,  I  understand,  by  Cai)tain  Kidder  Mead  [R.  K. 
Meade?],  C.  S.  engineer,  a  sketch  of  wliich  is  enclosed,  marked  No.  1. 
The  battery  is  well  located,  and  arranged  for  five  pieces.  It  is  not, 
however,  well  constructed.  The  parapet  is  not  more  than  14  feet 
thick;  not  enough,  in  my  judgment,  to  stand  heavy  artillery  at  a  half- 
mile  range.  The  soles  of  the  embrasures  have  not  slope  enough  to 
admit  a  sufficient  depression  of  the  guns  and  the  magazine,  while  it  is 
the  most  conspicuous  point  in  the  work  as  viewed  from  the  river,  is 
very  weak  both  on  top  and  at  the  sides.  The  flooring  of  one  of  tlie 
platforms  is  gone,  and  the  hillside  at  (x)  (see  figure)  should  be  cut 
away  farther,  as  it  limits  the  fire  of  one  of  the  guns.  Slight  labor  and 
time  are,  however,  required  to  put  the  work  in  perfect  repair  and  to 
make  the  alterations  above  suggested,  as  the  earth  obtained  by  increas- 
ing the  slope  of  the  soles  of  tlie  embrasures  and  the  necessary  scrap- 
ing of  the  hillside  would  furnish  sufficient  material  to  strengthen  both 
the  parapet  and  the  magazine.  An  obstruction  in  the  river  is  indisjieu- 
sable  to  comi)lete  defense;  for  the  whole  field  of  fire,  being  less  than 
three-quarters  [of  a]  mile,  an  ironclad  boat  might  in  a  few  moments  run 
above  the  battery,  and,  gaining  the  reach  above,  take  the  battery  in 
reverse  aud  hold  it  at  its  mercy,  as  there  are  no  guns  facing  up  the 
river  and  no  traverses  in  the  rear  of  the  batteries. 

The  reach  commanded  by  the  batteries  is  less  than  three-quarters  [of 
a]  mile  long  and  150  yards  wide ;  the  Martin  [County]  side  is  bluff  and  at 
(«)  is  higher  than  the  batteries.  The  Bertie  [County]  side  is  flat  and 
overflowed  at  very  high  water.  About  200  yards  below  the  battery  the 
obstructions  should  be  placed.  This  would  be  in  full  tire  of  the  bat- 
tery, and  all  along  the  bluff  above  sharpshooters,  perfectly  protected, 
could  lie  to  prevent  any  attemjit  to  remove  the  obstructions.  At  that 
point,  too,  there  is  a  bar,  thereby  making  obstructions  easier.    The 
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obstructions  could  be  best  made  by  piling.  There  are  no  old  craft 
lying  in  the  river  except  some  that  are  too  valuable,  and  jiens  can  not 
be  used,  as  there  is  no  stone  or  gravel  to  be  found  in  that  country. 
Tlicn^  is  not  a  i)ile  driver  on  the  river,  but  I  suppose  the  essential  parts

of  one  might  be  brought  from  iiichmond  by  rail.  The  piles  can  be  cut 
on  the  brink  of  the  river  above  and  tioati'd  down.  Tight  boxes  filled 
•with  mud  or  sand  might  be  used,  but  the  current  is  so  rapid  that  they 
might  be  swept  away  or  a  new  channel  cut.     Piles  would  enable  the 
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current  to  pass,  and  in  a  great  measure  obviate  that  danger.  Tlie 
works  are  defended  from  a  land  attack  by  a  line  of  rille  pits  extending 
from  the  river  to  Conilio  Swamp,  and  another  short  line  at  (a)  (fig.  2), 
to  prevent  a  passage  through  Hamilton  to  the  rear.  The  defense  would 
be  complete  with  a  small  work  at  (b).  On  the  28th,  having  completed 
my  examination  in  Martin  County  in  compliance  with  the  written  order, 
I  proceeded,  in  obedience  to  verbal  orders  from  General  French,  to 
examine  the,  upper  lioanoke,  with  r.  view  to  defending  the  river  at  a 
point  nearer  Halifax.  1  there  obtained  a  steamboat  and  proceeded 
down  the  river  about  ti  miles  below  Bridger's  Ferry.  I  found  two 
l)oiiits,  one  about  7  miles  Irom  Halifax,  in  Mr.  Tillery's  land,  on  the 
south  side  of  the  river,  and  the  other  on  tlie  north  side  at  JSridger's 
Ferry,  about  10  miles  below  Halifax.  There  are  advantages  in  favor  of 
each  of  these  points.  The  bluffs  in  both  cases  are  thickly  covered  with 
heavy  timber,  so  that  it  was  impossible  witliout  much  heavy  [1]  and  an 
instrument,  to  obtain  more  than  mere  sketches  of  the  sites  (sic).  In 
each  case  the  reach  is  only  three-quarters  of  a  mile  and  out  of  fire  from 
the  enemy  until  within  the  reach.  I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the 
site  at  liridger's  Ferry  is  tlie  best,  and  the  river  is  shallower,  making 
obstructions  easier.  The  other  i)oint  lies  nearer  llaliiax  and  Weldon 
and  on  the  same  side  of  the  river,  so  that  materials  for  constructing 
and  heavy  guns  could  be  most  easily  brought  there,  and  the  point  more 
easily  supi)lied  or  reenforced  if  necessary.  TLe  remarks  above  on  the 
method  of  obstruction  apply  equally  here,  for  the  nature  of  the  coun- 
try and  river  is  the  same.  Should  obstructions  be  determined  upon 
either  at  Eainbow  Bend,  Bridger's  Ferry,  or  both,  I  would  earnestly 
recommend  that  it  be  begun  as  early  as  j)()ssible,  for  the  river  is  now 
low,  and  by  the  1st  of  November  it  will  bo  4  ieet  higher,  making 
the  task  of  obstructing  it  more  diHicult,  i)rotracted,  and  expensive. 
Having  completed  these  examinations,  I  removed  to  Petersburg  on 
October  1  and  reported  verbally  to  General  French  the  result  of  my 
reconnoissaiice.

Dear  Sir:  General  Gwynn  and  myself  have  to  day  examined  the 
works  on  the  Roanoke  and  have  decided  to  discard  the  upper  battery  (for 
three  gnns)  and  to  put  three  guns  below  the  other  or  advanced  battery, 
placing  them  in  pits  instead  of  on  the  natural  surface  of  the  ground. 
Will  you  be  good  enough  to  send  me  a  sketch,  sliowingthe  area,  height 
of  epaulement,  etc.,  required  for  columbiads  and  other  heavy  guns  as 
soon  as  you  have  obtained  the  necessary  information  yourself  from  the 
book  on  "heavy  artillery,''  which  you  have  ordered. 

I  have  ordered  a  large  supply  of  stationery,  account  books,  roll  books, 
etc.,  and  will  send  you  a  share  for  your  office  as  soon  as  received. 
Colonel  Gilmer  insists  upon  my  disbursing  for  all  of  the  works.  Two 
books  must  be  kept  in  your  office:  1st,  "a  ledger,  in  which  an  account 
will  be  o])ened  with  every  person  of  whom  materials  or  supplies  are 
purchased  for  the  work,  including  every  person  not  on  the  rolls;"  2d,- 
"a  roll  book,  showing  the  name,  occupation,  rate  of  pay  of  each  hired 
person,  and  time  made  by  him  daily  in  each  mouth." 
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I  have  quoted  from  the  army  regulations,  but  in  the  case  of  slaves 
the  owners'  names  should  be  kept  also,  and  the  daily  time  is  not 
necessary. 

I'ou  Avill  have  to  use  sheet  paper  until  tlie  books  are  received  and 
transfer  afterwards. 

If  you  should  leave  Kinston,  [N.  C.J,  please  instruct  your  successor 
ill  these  matters. 

Hamilton  is  not  half  so  unpleasant  a  place  as  you  led  me  to  expect. 
I  ijrefer  it  to  Kinston.

Understanding  from  him  that  you  have  ordered  him  (ui)on  tlie  expira- 
tion of  liis  furlougli)  to  leport  for  duty  at  Tarboro  to  work  u})on  a  gun- 
boat, 1  write  to  ask  if  you  can  not  annul  that  order  and  detail  him  for 
service  here. 

General  Gwynn,  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  defenses  of  eastern 
North  Carolina,  intended  writing  to  yon  himself  upon  the  subject,  but 
he  has  left  here,  evidently  having  forgotten  it. 

This  work  is  considered  of  more  importance  now  than  the  building 
of  the  gunboats,  and  Mr.  Carraway  can  be  of  great  assistance  to  us. 
I  therefore  hope  that  you  will  be  able  to  grant  this  request  and  let  him 
return  here  to  the  work  which  he  has  commenced.

Such  being  the  condition  of  things 
here,  I  do  not  think  it  safe  to  work  a  large  number  of  slaves  upon  the 
batteries  at  Rainbow  Bend. 

Jt  is  to  be  hoped  that  our  troops  will  be  brought  back  here  soon. 
Until  they  are,  1  can  do  nothing.

Beport  of  Acting  Master  Wells,  U.  S,  Kavy. 

U.  S.  S.  I.  N.  Seymour, 
Roanoke  Rirer,  Off  Hamilton,  X.  C,  Xon'mhcr  5,  1862. 
Sir:  In  obedience  to  y<)ur_ order  of  this  date,  I  left  Hamilton  at  10 
o'clock  this  moruiug  and  proceeded  witli  the  vessel  under  my  command 
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to  Eainbow  Banks  [Blufl],  for  tlie  purpose  of  deuiolisliing  the  rebel 
battery  at  that  point.  I  arrived  there  at  10 :  20  o'clock  and  immediately 
commenced  operations,  by  lauding  all  my  available  men  and  material 
necessary  to  carry  out  your  instructions.  After  climbing  the  steep  bank 
with  considerable  difficulty,  I  reconnoitered  the  jnemises  and  posted  a 
line  of  pickets  in  a  semicircle  around  the  battery,  at  a  distance  of  about 
400  yards  from  it  and  out  of  danger  from  explosion  of  mines  about  to  be 
sprung  under  the  walls  of  the  battery.  The  first  thing  to  be  done  was 
to  blow  up  the  magazine.  For  this  purpose  50  i)ounds  of  cannon  pow- 
der was  placed  inside  and  a  train  laid  on  planks  across  the  ditch  to 
smooth  ground  in  the  rear  of  the  battery,  then  a  portfire,  8  inches  in 
length,  proved  to  burn  two  minutes,  was  ignited  several  yards  away 
from  the  powder  and  carried  carefully  aud  laid  to  the  train.  Previous 
to  doing  so,  all  the  men  in  the  close  vicinity  were  sent  away  except  the 
quarter  gunner  and  myself.  After  placing  the  portfire  we  retired  about 
200  yards  and  awaited  the  result,  which  was  entirely  satisfactory,  as 
the  elapsed  time  between  placing  the  oortfire  and  the  explosion 
exceeded  two  minutes. 

Had  the  wind  been  blowing  at  the  time  other  precautions  would  have 
been  necessary.  For  instance,  substituting  damp  powder  for  the  train 
instead  of  dry.  Such,  however,  was  not  the  case,  as  a  calm  prevailed 
throughout  the  day.  After  destroying  the  bombproof,  or  magazine,  I 
commenced  digging  under  the  timber  composing  the  facings  of  the 
curtain  and  embrasures.  This  was  very  slow  work,  as  we  had  only 
common  coal  scoops  to  dig  with,  and  before  the  holes  were  sufficiently 
deep  to  confine  the  powder  properly  the  men  had  become  fatigued  aud 
thirsty:  accordingly  one-half  were  sent  on  board  the  vessel  to  get 
their  dinner  while  the  others  remained  at  work.  I  went  on  board 
soon  after  the  men,  to  get  them  back  as  soon  as  possible  to  their  work. 
V\'hile  on  board  waiting  for  the  men,  Mr.  C.  F.  Whall,  master's  mate, 
asked  permission  to  try  his  hand  at  blasting,  as  he  had  done  work 
of  the  kind  before.  After  giving  him  orders  to  use  long  trains  and 
half  portfires,  and  admonishing  him  to  be  careful  in  every  way,  I 
sent  him  ashore  and  waited  to  take  the  next  relief  of  men  myself. 
Had  the  orders  given  to  him  been  carried  out,  the  lamentable  acci- 
dent I  have  now  to  report  would  not  have  occurred.  While  the 
second  relief  of  men  were  going  on  shore.  Captain  Colhoun,  of  the 
U.  S.  S.  HvnchbacJi,  came  down  the  river  in  a  boat  and  went  to  the  fort 
with  me,  gave  directions  in  regard  to  burning  platforms,  etc.,  left  two  of 
his  men  to  assist,  and  went  himself  to  destroy  a  bridge  located  about  1 
mile  in  rear  of  the  battery.  After  Captain  Colhoun  left  I  inspected  the 
men  at  their  work  and  found  them  carrying  it  on  properly.  I  then 
commenced  carrying  out  the  orders  of  Captain  Colhoun;  that  is,  to 
burn  the  western  section  of  the  battery.  We  had  got  the  fires  built 
on  each  side  of  the  platforms,  when  I  heard  the  quarter  gunner  cry  out 
"  tire,"  which  was  the  signal  for  all  hands  to  leave;  but  as  the  men 
with  me  were  protected  by  an  angle  of  breastwork  connecting  the  two 
sections  of  the  battery  we  remained,  while  the  others  retired.  Several 
minutes  elapsed  after  the  signal  was  given,  when  the  mine  exploded, 
scattering  fragments  of  timber  in  all  directions.  Supposing  all  was 
right,  as  they  were  secured  from  view  by  the  projecting  angle  before 
mentioned,  1  kept  on  with  my  work.  Soon  one  of  the  miners  rushed 
toward  me  exclaiming,  "  Mr.  Whall  is  dead."  Going  to  the  scene  of 
action,  1  found  Mr.  Whall  lying  about  20  yards  from  the  battery,  with 
a  deep  wound  in  his  face,  entirely  insensible.  He  died  about  an  hour 
and  a  half  after  the  accident.  Frederick  Perkins,  quarter  gunner, 
informs  me  that  he  was  standing  by  the  side  of  the  mine  when  it 
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exploded;  be  is  badly,  but  I  trust  not  dangerously,  wounded.  He  says 
that  Mr.  Wliall  ordered  him  to  use  quarter  portfires  with  no  train 
attached,  as  the  way  they  had  been  working  took  too  long  to  explode. 
So  long  as  they  worked  according  to  orders  no  accident  happened. 
I  left  the  battery  i)artially  destroyed  in  order  to  procure  immediate 
surgical  aid  lor  my  men,  and  arrived  at  Hamilton  at  4  p.  m. 

T  will  add  that  this  accident  leaves  the  vessel  entirely  destitute  of 
watch  officers.

At  3  landed  howitzer  and  crew  with  four  days'  rations  and 
180  rounds  of  ammunition. 


Report  of  Commander  Glitz,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  (-apture  of  the 
English  schooner  Pathfinder. 

U.  S.  Gttnboat  Penobscot, 
Off  Shallotte  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  November  3,  1862. 

Sir:  I  have  to  inform  you  that  on  yesterday  (November  2)  at  10:45 
a.  m.  discovered  a  sail  to  the  westward,  close  in  with  the  land;  slip.i)ed 
the  cable  and  immediately  started  in  chase.  At  11  o'clock  made  the 
sail  out  to  be  a  schooner.  At  11:30,  it  being  calm,  she  got  out  boats 
ahead  and  commenced  towing  in  toward  the  coast.  At  about  meridian 
opened  lire  upon  her  with  our  rifle  gun  at  long  range,  closed  in  with 
her,  continuing  to  fire,  drove  her  crew  on  shore,  dispatched  two  boats 
in  charge  of  Acting  linsign  H.  D.  Edwards  to  board  her.  She  proved 
to  be  the  Knglisli  schooner  Pathfinder,  of  Nassau,  New  Providence, 
abandoned,  and  loaded  with  salt,  boots  and  shoes,  olive  oil,  liquors, 
cutlery,  etc.,  ashore  about  2  miles  to  the  westward  of  Little  River  Inlet, 
North  Carolina.  The  tide  flowing,  dispatched  the  third  boat,  in  cliarge 
of  our  pilot,  Mr.  .1.  W.  Taylor,  with  extra  men  and  a  hawser,  to  get 
afloat  if  possible  the  said  schooner;  but  after  working  at  her  until  6 
o'clock  p.  m.  under  great  difficulties,  upsetting  two  boats  and  nearly 
drowning  several  of  the  men,  the  tide  ebbing  and  the  surf  increasing, 
with  no  prospect  of  getting  lier  afloat,  gave  orders  to  set  her  on  fire, 
which  was  accordingly  done  at  0:20  p.  m.,  every  pre])aration  having 
been  made  for  tliat  event  early  in  the  afternoon.  At  10  p.  m.,  after 
having  seen  the  vessel  effectually  destroyed,  got  underway  and  took  a 
position  between  Little  Kiver  and  Shallotte  inlets. 

I  enclose  you  all  the  papers  that  were  found  belonging  to  the  prize, 
and  tliese  were  picked  up  on  the  beach  in  a  damsiged  condition. 

I  have  on  board,  subject  to  your  order,  an  English  flag,  a  quadrant, 
and  a  timepiece.

If  the  Crusader  can  not  conveniently  keep  the 
property  saved  from  the  A  lleghanian,  as  I  suppose  she  may  until  the 
owners  call  for  it,  try  and  get  from  General  Keyes  a  convenient  and 
safe  place  to  land  and  store  it  at  Yorktown.  I  have  sent  the  list  to  the 
Department.  Let  Captain  Andrews  send  a  duplicate  to  the  owners  or 
consignees.  Do  not  call  the  Crtisader  off  for  this  purpose.  She  should 
not  allow  any  vessels  to  anchor  on  the  Virginia  side  of  the  bay.  I  pro- 
pose to  publish  such  a  notice  to  mariners.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  orders  conveyed  to  me  by  the  signal 
at  10  a.  m.  on  the  4th  instant,  I  proceeded  to  chase  a  strange  sail  bear- 
ing X.  by  E.  At  11  a.  m.  a  steamer,  which  afterwards  proved  to  be 
tlie  U.  y.  S.  Daylight,  was  discovered  right  aliead,  tiring  at  a  bark 
aground  on  the  beach,  about  2^  miles  to  the  westward  of  Masonboro 
Inlet.  I  immediately  beat  to  quarters  and  cleared  the  ship  for  action. 
At  12  noon  we  commenced  firing  on  the  bark  Avith  the  lOO-pounder  Par- 
rott  rifle,  but  I  soon  discovered  that  she  was  an  unarmed  vessel  and  so 
fast  aground  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  her  off.  I  then  directed 
Acting  Master  Warren,  commanding  the  Daylight,  to  cease  firing.  I 
then  sent  Acting  Ensign  O.  L.  S.  Eoberts  with  five  men  in  tbe  third 
cutter,  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  Ernest  Hodder  with  five  men  in  the 
gig,  with  combustible  materials  to  set  fire  to  the  bark.  After  perform- 
ing this  service  eft'ectually,  for  she  was  soon  enveloped  in  flames,  both 
boats  returned  to  the  ship,  bringing  with  them  five  i)ris()ners  from  the 
bark,  one  of  them  the  mate,  who  states  that  the  bark  was  called  the 
Sophia,  of  Liverpool,  England,  James  Forbes,  master,  and  bound  from 
K^assau  to  Baltimore,  with  a  cargo  of  salt,  saltpeter,  soda  ash,  three 
brass  rifle  fieldpieces,  gun  carriages,  trucks,  etc.  He  also  states  that 
the  bark  had  run  the  blockade  twice  previous  to  this  attempt,  at 
Wilmington,  N.  C. 

Acting  Master  Warren,  of  the  Daylight,  now  hailed  me  and  requested 
me  to  lend  assistance  to  get  oft'  two  of  his  boats  which  were  on  the 
beach.  I  complied  immediately,  and  sent  the  same  two  boats,  under 
command  of  the  same  two  ofiBcers,  with  150  fathoms  of  small  liue. 

The  third  cutter,  under  command  of  Acting  Ensign  Koberts,  got 
into  the  surf,  capsized,  and  was  washed  on  shore.  The  officer  in  com- 
mand of  the  gig,  after  waiting  an  hour,  and  finding  the  surf  too  heavy 
for  him  to  land,  returned  to  this  vessel  and  reported  that  the  third 
cutter  could  not  be  got  off  through  the  surf. 

During  the  whole  of  this  time  the  Daylight  and  this  vessel  kept  up  a 
constant  fire  on  the  woods,  on  both  sides  of  the  boats,  to  prevent  the 
enemy  from  molesting  our  men  while  they  endeavored  to  launch  their 
boats.  Darkness  overtook  us,  and,  finding  further  eflbrts  fruitless,  I 
steamed  back  to  communicate  with  you  oft'  Xew  Inlet. 

At  8  p.  m.  I  anchored,  the  wind  increasing.  At  4  a.  m.  this  morning 
I  received  from  the  U.  S.  S.  Cambridge,  under  your  command,  a  life 
boat,  with  two  coils  of  small  line,  and  returned  again  to  the  beach 
near  the  wreck,  but  nothing  could  be  seen  of  the  missing  men. 

Theeuemyhad,  in  the  meantime,  erected  a  battery  behind  a  sand  hill 
and  opened  fire  on  us. 

At  8  a.  m.  I  returned  to  this  anchorage,  and  submit  the  above  report.

Sir  :  On  the  4tli  instant,  at  11  a.  m.,  by  your  orders,  in  charge  of  the 
second  cutter  and  six  men,  I  left  the  steamer  under  cover  of  the  bioad- 
side  and  pivot  gnus  to  burn  a  ship  your  guns  had  forced  on  the  beach 
among  the  breakers.  With  some  difficulty  1  succeeded,  with  two  men, 
in  boarding  the  English  ship  Sophia,  of  Liverpool;  my  remaining  force 
I  left  in  the  boat  to  ijrevent  its  being  stove.  On  boarding  1  found 
three  men  on  board.  I  asked  for  the  captain  and  wliat  they  were 
doiug  there  with  their  vessel.  The  spokesman  said  the  captain  was 
drowned  while  attempting  to  get  ashore,  and  there  was  no  use  in  deny- 
ing that  they  were  attempting  to  evade  the  blockade  and  were  forced, 
by  tlie  vessel  under  your  command,  to  run  among  the  breakers.  I  found, 
on  boarding,  tlie  main  and  mizzen  masts  gone  by  the  board,  and  shrouds 
and  backstays  to  the  foremast  cut.  I  at  once  gave  orders  to  stave  some 
casks  containing  coal  oil  and  prepare  everytliing  to  tire  ship,  while  I 
sl)onld  make  a  more  thorough  search  of  the  ship.  At  that  moment  my 
attention  was  attracted  by  a  signal  from  some  of  her  crew  on  shore  to  a 
body  of  armed  men  on  the  oi)posite  side  of  the  sound.  I  at  once  ordered 
Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  Clark,  who  was  ai)proaching  the  vessel 
with  tlie  first  cutter,  to  remain  outside  of  the  breakers  and  cover  me 
with  his  rifles  while  I  should  fire  the  ship,  as  there  were  armed  men 
approaching  from  the  other  side,  but  he  continued  on  and  attempted  to 
get  alongside  tlie  ship,  wiien  he,  with  his  boat's  crew,  was  carried  ashore 
among  the  breakers.  I  at  once  procured  a  life  buoy  and  attached  a  line 
to  it.  One  of  my  crew  succeeded  in  reaching  the  shore  in  safety  with 
it.  As  the  enemy  were  rapidly  approaching,  and  the  surf  beating 
against  the  ship  rendered  unsafe  for  me  to  attempt  to  do  anything 
alongside,  I  made  fast  the  line  to  the  ship  and  ordered  my  men  in  the 
boat  to  cover  Mr.  Clark  and  crew  while  launching  with  my  rifles.  I 
suc(;eeded  in  reaching  the  outer  edge  of  the  breakers  and  covered  his 
successful  launch,  but  was  carried  back  again  among  the  breakers. 
Acting  Ensign  Peakes  coming  to  our  assistance  in  the  whaleboat  with 
a  kedge  anchor  and  line,  I  came  on  board  and  received  orders  to  take 
a  kedge  anchor  and  line  and  assist  Mr.  Peakes  to  save  the  men  on 
shore  and  then  go  on  board  the  Sophia  and  make  comi)lete  her  destruc- 
tion while  Mr.  Peakes  should  get  otf  the  boats.  As  the  first  cutter  had 
not  been  stove,  I  at  once  returned  to  the  breakers.  Mr.  Peakes  took 
my  line  and  went  ashore  in  the  whaleboat,  while  I  remained  in  the 
outer  edge  of  the  breakers  to  receive  the  first  cutter's  crew,  but  for 
some  reason  they  did  not  come,  .so  I  ordered  my  men  to  pull  into  the 
breakers  to  see  what  was  the  cause.  I  remained  among  the  breakers 
for  the  second  time  until  one  man  and  his  oar  was  washed  out  of  the 
boat.  I  rescued  the  man,  and  having  but  three  oars  left,  and  my  men 
being  exhausted,  I  ordered  them  to  give  way  to  the  shij).  15y  you  I 
was  ordered  to  go  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vcrtion,  whic^h  had  been 
engaged  in  firing  the  ship,  to  get  them  to  send  their  boats  and  to 
returii  on  board,  which  I  did  about  an  hour  before  sundown,  after 
leaving  my  anchor  for  the  use  of  the  Mount  Vernon's  boats. 

Frank  Mc(^uade,  the  man  that  went  ashore  with  the  life  buoy,  is 
among  the  absent.

Sir  :  Your  commnnication  of  3d  instant  has  been  received,  and  I 
sball  leave  this  station  tomorrow  morning  for  Beaufort  at  daylight  to 
fill  up  with  coal. 

I  think  it  important  that  the  Mystic  should  remain  on  this  side  till 
the  Mdutirello  or  this  vessel  can  return,  as  I  think  it  will  be  better  for 
a  navy  oHicer  to  be  present,  for  obvious  reasons. 

Yesterday  the  Mount  Yenion  and  tlie  Dayliyht  burned  a  large  English 
bark  about  i  miles  to  the  south  and  west  of  Masonboro  Inlet,  and  the 
J>ayU</ht  lost  two  boats  with  Acting  Assistant  raymaster  Clark  and 
Ensign  Thomas  M.  Teakes  and  thirteen  men. 

The  Mount  Vernon  lost  one  boat,  with  Ensign  O.  L.  S.  lioberts  and 
five  men. 

Total  loss,  3  boats,  3  officers,  and  18  men. 

The  duty  seems  to  have  been  unskillfuUy  performed,  as  I  do  not  see 
the  necessity  of  losing  the  boats,  especially  as  no  resistance  was  ottered 
from  the  shore.  These  officers  and  men  arc  now  detained  as  prisoners 
on  shore  by  the  enemy. 

The  Mount  Vernon  took  oft'  the  bark  the  mate  and  five  men  of  her 
crew,  the  captain  having  escaped  ou  shore  in  a  boat  with  the  shiij's 
papers.  She  is  said  to  be  loaded  with  salt,  saltpeter,  and  arms  and 
otlier  cargo.  I  presume  these  men  should  be  sent  to  Hampton  lioads 
in  tlie  Mystic. 

The  mate  of  the  bark  says  they  met  the  steamer  Kate  at  sea,  but 
refused  to  state  where  or  when,  so  that  this  statement  may  be  false. 

1  tliiuk  it  will  be  impossible  for  the  vessels  to  take  their  regular  turns 
witli  only  one  at  a  time  at  Beaufort,  as  some  carry  more  coal  than 
others  and  also  expend  more;  in  fact,  tlie  expenditure  entirely  depends 
on  the  amount  of  cruising  to  be  done  by  each  vessel. 

1  would  beg  leave  to  state  that,  in  my  opinion,  we  have  not  a  sufficient 
[number]  of  swift  steamers  on  this  side  to  maintain  the  blockade  effi- 
ciently; there  are  several  important  inlets  to  the  northward  which 
should  be  guarded,  and  we  expect  many  steamers  and  other  vessels  to 
arrive  soon. 

Captain  Tratheu,  of  the  Mount  Vernon,  says  his  vessel  is  crank, 
owing  to  the  <iuantity  of  ballast  being  insufficient  to  steady  her,  and  is 
anxious  to  fill  up  coal  as  soon  as  he  can  be  spared  from  the  blockade. 

The  bark  Sophia  was  burned  to  the  water's  edge,  but  some  of  the 
cargo  will  probably  be  saved.  I  sent  the  Mount  Vernon  this  morning 
with  one  of  our  boats  to  endeavor  to  rescue  the  boats  and  prisoners  ou 
shore;  but  the  enemy  have  placed  ritied  lieldpieces  of  long  range,  so 
that  Acting  Lieutenant  Commanding  Trathen  did  not  think  it  prudent 
to  make  any  further  ettbrts,  I  herewith  forward  their  reports.  As  the 
Mystic  will  go  direct  to  Hampton  Roads,  letters  sent  by  her  will  reach 
tlie  admiral  before  they  would  reach  him  if  sent  by  the  Cambridge,  and 
therefore  1  presunu'.  you  will  not  re([uire  me  to  wait  any  longer  than 
to -morrow  morning;  there  will  still  be  time,  however,  to  receive  any 
communication  from  you  by  the  Mystic,  should  you  have  any  to  send.

P,  S, — A  tlag  of  truce  has  just  come  oft"  from  the  fort  to  get  the  eflects 
of  the  prisoners  which  were  taken  yesterday,  and  1  have  sent  them 
ashore;  they  have  been  well  treated. 
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U.  S.  S.  Daylight, 
Off  New  Inlet,  Xor ember  5,  1803. 

Sin  :  I  liavc  tlie  honor  to  rei)ort  that  yesterday  inoriiiiig  wliilc  nm- 
Tiiiig-  down  the  coast  at  8:45  a.  ui.  1  discovered  a  British  bark  lying  at 
aiielior  near  Masonville  [Masonboro].  Stood  lor  lier,  wlien  slie  made 
sail  and  stood  lor  the  bench,  which  she  struck  at  9:2(»  a.  in.,  and  soon 
broached  to  and  her  main  and  inizzen  masts  went  over.  At  'J :  30  a.  ni.  I 
opened  lire  upon  her.  Atll  a.m.  manned  and  armed  the  lirst  and  second 
cutters  and  sent  them,  under  the  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate 
Albert  E.  Barnett,  witli  orders  to  board  her,  bring  oil'  all  papers  that 
he  might  And,  and  set  lier  on  lire.  At  11:30  I  sent  the  whaleboat, 
under  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Thomas  M.  Peakes,  to  the  assistance  of 
the  otlier  boats.  About  12  ni.  Mr.  Barnett  came  ott'  and  reported  tliat 
he  had  boarded  the  r'nglish  bark  Sophia,  of  Liverpool,  from  Xassau, 
New  Provideuce,  bound  to  run  the  blockade.  Bee  Mr.  Barnctt's  report 
herewith  enclosed. 

We  furnished  'Sir.  Barnett's  boat  with  one  small  anchor  and  about 
200  fathoms  of  line  and  the  deep-sea  lead  line,  and  sent  Inm  again  to 
the  assistance  of  the  other  boats. 

J\lr.  I'eakes  returned  with  tlie  whaleboat  and  leported  that  he 
thought  he  could  get  the  boat  and  men  oft  with  an  anchor  and  lines. 
They  were  immediately  furnished  to  him,  and  he  was  sent  back  with 
orders  to  rescue  tlie  men  if  jiossible,  but  not  to  go  into  the  surf  with 
his  boat,  lie  did,  however,  go  into  the  surf,  and  was  washed  on  shore. 
The  1*.  S.  8.  Miiunt  \'er)i()H,  being  witiiin  signal  distance,  coming  up,  I 
signaled  1.3.0.  and  then  1.3.0. ,  which  was  done.  She  sent  two  boats  to 
the  assistance  of  the  others.  As  the  boats  i)assed  I  hailed  the  nearest 
one  and  reipiested  them  to  set  the  ship  on  lire,  if  jjossible,  but  to  try 
and  rescue  my  peoi)le  that  were  on  shore.  They  set  the  ship  on  lire, 
and  one  of  their  boats  went  on  shore.  We  continued  all  tliis  time  tir- 
ing at  squads  of  armed  men  as  they  approached  from  different  (juarters. 
We  kept  underway  most  of  the  time,  and  as  near  the  beach  as  possible, 
holding  it  entirely  under  our  lire.  This  state  of  things  continued  until 
dark,  we  using  every  exertion  to  protect  and  save  our  men.  There 
being  at  this  time  live  boats  on  the  beach,  and  all  apparently  uninjured, 
two  from  the  English  ship,  two  from  this  ship,  and  one  from  the 
Mount  ^'l■rno')u  with  two  small  anchors,  and,  in  all,  about  400  fathoms 
of  small  rope  and  CO  fathoms  of  deep-sea  lead  line  from  this  ship,  I 
stood  off  and  anchored.  I  then  consulted  with  Acting  Volunteer  Lieu- 
tenant Tratheu,  commanding  the  U.  S.  S.  Moiint  Vernon,  what  further 
action  we  should  take.  It  was  concluded  that  1  should  remain  and  he 
should  go  down  and  report  to  you  what  had  been  done,  and  ask  for 
instructions,  and,  if  possible,  procure  another  boat.  At  daylight  this 
morning  tlie  Mount  \'crnon  returned  with  another  boat,  s])are  ropes, 
etc.  We  then  stood  in  for  the  beach,  and  the  enemy  o])ened  lire  upon 
us  with  wlnit  apjieared  to  be  rilled  fleldpieces,  overshooting  us  several 
times.  Not  seeing  anything  of  our  boats  or  ])eople,  we  hauled  off  again 
and  stood  down  the  coast. 

1  have  to  report  the  loss  of  the  first  cutter  and  whaleboat,  two 
small  anchors,  about  400  fathoms  [of  small  rope],  (JO  fathoms  of  deep- 
sea  lead  line,  and  the  following  ofHcers  and  men  left  on  shore,  viz: 

Allan  .1.  Clark,  acting  assistant  jjaymaster;  Thomas  ]\1.  Peakes,  act- 
ing ensign  ;  Kobert  Roberts,  coxswain  ;  James  Mc(>regor,  Isaac  Whitby, 
James  Kelly,  ordinary  seamen;  John  Phalon,  John  Kearney,  Peter 
Haggerty,  Henr\'  Wright.  Francis  McQuade,  John  31.  Mur]>hy,  Michael 
Coyne,  ileury  F.  Dutiin,  landsmen,  and  Andrew  oSiewmau,  lirstclass 
firemau. 
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I  have  also  expended  the  following  ammunition,  viz: 
Of  32-pounder  shells,  15-second,  22;  of  32-pounder  shells,  10-second, 
24;  of  Parrott  rifle  30-pounder  shells,  62;  solid  shot,  32-pounders,  34; 
Howitzer  shells,  3. 

The  bark  and  cargo,  consisting  of  kerosene  oil,  saltpeter,  salt,  small 
arms,  large  guns,  and  ammunition  (so  reported  by  the  men  on  board), 
were  totally  destroyed.

SiK :  I  most  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  myself  a  paroled  prisoner 
of  war  and  awaiting  my  exchange. 

I  was  attached  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Daylight,  and  was  captured  by  the 
Confederate  forces  off  Masonboro  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  while  attempt- 
ing to  carry  out  the  orders  of  Captain  Warren. 

1  herewith  transmit  a  list  of  the  crews  captured  with  me,  and  who  are 
paroled  and  awaiting  your  orders  at  the  ])arole  camp,  Annapolis,  Md.:

Beport  of  Acting  Dnsign  Feakes,  V.  S.  Hayy,  V.  S.  S.  Daylight 

Edgaetown,  [Mass.],  December  2, 1862. 
SiE :  I  most  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  to  you  some  of  the  cir- 
cumstances attending  the  capture  of  myself  and  fourteen  others  attached 
to  U.  S.  S.  Daylight,  near  MavSoiiboro  Inlet,  coast  of  Nortli  Carolina,  on 
the  morning  of  the  4th  of  last  month.  A  bark  was  discovered  lying  at 
anchor  near  the  beach ;  we  immediately  headed  for  her,  and  as  soon  as 
they  saw  us  they  slipped  their  chains  and  ran  her  on  shore.  As  soon 
as  we  got  her  within  range  of  our  guns  we  commenced  tiring  upon  her, 
and  continued  to  fire  for  about  one  hour,  although  she  was  an  unarmed 
vessel  and  completely  iu  our  power,  with  a  white  flag  flying,  and  we 
could  plainly  see  several  men  standing  upon  her  cabin  deck,  which  fact 
was  several  times  reported  to  our  commander,  J.  D.Warren,  to  which  he 
replied,  "It  is  too  late  now,  fire  away."  Two  boats  were  finally  sent  to 
take  the  men  from  the  wreck  and  set  her  on  fire,  one  in  charge  of  Act- 
ing Master's  Mate  Barnett,  the  other  in  charge  of  A.  J.  Clark,  pay- 
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master.  In  the  attempt  to  board  the  wreck  the  boat  iu  charge  of  Mr. 
Clark  was  swamped  and  thr6wn  upon  the  beach  by  the  surf.  The  third 
boat  was  then  dispatched  to  rescue  tlie  men  from  the  shore,  which  boat 
was  placed  iu  my  charge.  After  trying  for  some  time  to  drift  a  line  on 
shore  by  the  use  of  floats,  owing  to  the  strength  of  the  current  it  was 
found  to  be  impracticable.  An  anchor  was  then  dropped  upon  the  out- 
side of  the  surf  and  the  boat  proceeded  on  shore  with  the  line,  but  the 
anchor  not  being  of  suflBcient  weight  could  not  haul  our  boats  through 
the  surf  by  it.  Two  boats  were  then  sent  to  our  assistance  from  the 
U.  S.  S.  Mo^tnt  Vernon,  one  of  which  dropped  an  anchor  and  landed  as 
we  had  previously  done,  but  the  anchor  being  too  light  could  not  haul 
our  boats  ofl  by  it.  A  number  of  trials  was  then  made  to  launch  our 
boats,  but  each  time  tliey  were  swamped  and  it  was  abandoned.  For 
two  hours  after  it  was  daylight,  and  theJV/o«w^  Verno7ia,i\d  I>aylight]a,j 
at  their  anchors  without  making  an  attempt  to  rescue  us.  At  about 
8  p.  m.  we  were  captured  by  a  company  of  cavalry,  a  company  of 
infantry,  and  a  company  of  artillery  and  carried  to  Port  Fisher.  The 
next  day  after  a  letter  was  received  by  General  Eains  from  citizens  of 
Wilmington  requesting  him  to  hang  the  three  officers  in  his  power  for 
firing  upon  a  white  flag.  A  few  days  after,  in  passing  through  Wil- 
miiigtou,  the  captain  of  the  guard  in  whose  charge  we  were  placed  was 
waited  upon  with  the  same  request  and  the  same  reason  assigned,  but 
he  refused  their  modest  request.  Hoping  you  will  see  fit  to  enquire  into 
the  circumstances,

ture of  ail  unknown  schooner,  November  5,  1862. 

U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  November  20,  1862. 

Sib:  *  *  *a  During  the  whole  of  this  day  (5th)  [November]  the 
wind  and  sea  were  gradually  increasing,  and  on  the  Gth  instant  it  was 
blowing  a  heavy  gale  from  northeast,  accompanied  with  a  very  heavy 
sea.  On  the  morning  of  this  day  this  ship  and  the  Daylight  stood  to 
the  northward,  and  on  approaching  the  place  where  we  had  destroyed 
the  bark,  we  discovered  another  bark  and  a  schooner  close  under  the 
land,  but  upon  seeing  us  they  ran  them  ashore  in  the  same  place  and 
in  a  short  time  they  were  totally  destroyed  by  the  heavy  surf  setting 
on  the  beach. 

On  the  20th  instant,  while  standing  to  the  southward,  I  made  a  vessel 
bearing  E.  S.  E.  In  a  short  time  after  I  commenced  to  steer  for  her  I 
discovered  that  the  vessel  was  a  schooner  without  any  sail  set.

SiE:  I  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  a  very  interesting  report*  from 
Lieutenant  Gushing,  commanding  the  light-draft  gunboat  Ellis,  sent 
down  the  coast  in  obedience  to  orders  of  mine  of  the  22d  and  30th 
ultimo,  to  enquire  about  illegal  trade  and  keep  the  blockade  of  Bogue 
Inlet,  to  which  tlie  Ellis  went  by  sea  from  Beaufort. 

At  Beaufort  Lieutenant  Oushing  heard  that  trade  was  carried  on  at 
New  Topsail  Inlet,  which  is  1-  miles  from  Wilmington  by  a  good  load, 
and  where,  after  blockading  Bogue  Inlet  for  ten  days,  he  went  and  dis- 
covered the  Adelaide.  Lieutenant  Oushing  deserves  much  credit  for 
his  enterprise  on  this  occasion. 

I  have  now,  since  the  blockade  has  been  reenforced  off  Wilmington, 
required  a  steamer  to  be  detailed  to  watch  this  inlet  and  the  coast 
above  Wilmington,  and  another  steamer  to  watch  Shallotte  Inlet  and 
the  coast  below  Wilmington. 

The  earnest  orders  I  have  given,  and  the  measures  taken,  will,  I 
hope,  secure  a  complete  blockade  of  the  seacoast  within  the  limits  of 
my  command.

Confidential  and  unofficial.]    Navy  Department,  November  7, 1862. 

I  have  your  several  notes.  First,  about  the  sounds.  The  only  craft 
we  can  give  you  at  present  is  a  flue  double-end  ferryboat,  nearly  ready 
at  New  York,  under  command  of  Saltoustall.  By  and  by  the  Monitor 
or  Keokuk  may  be  spared  to  go  in  there. 

The  Monitor  leaves  here  Saturday  to  join  you.  I  think  the  Passaic 
will  be  around  next  week.  If  you  believe  these  two  vessels  can  go  up 
to  Wilmington  (the  forts  can  not  hurt  them),  the  Passaic  can  be  retained 
at  your  service  until  more  ironclads  are  ready,  when  all  but  the  Monitor 
and  Galena  must  go  south.  1 1  would  be  a  grand  stroke  to  take  a  couple 
of  steamers,  tow  these  vessels  down  in  good  weather,  and  clean  out 
Wilmington  and  its  railroad  connections. 

Perhaps  the  forts  would  surrender  if  you  got  to  the  town.  *  *  • 
Our  Secretary  will  not  yield  unless  the  Treasury  and  War  Departments 
take  the  responsibility  of  asking  in  writing  the  opening  of  traffic.  1 
send  by  Commander  Baukhead  a  chart  ([scale]  one  ten-thousand)  of 
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James  Eiver.  It  may  be  of  service.  *  *  *  The  blockade  is  becom- 
ing much  better.

Sir:  1  have  respectfully  to  inform  yon  that  I  sent  the  howitzer 
belonging  to  this  vessel  with  Actin.u-  JNIaster's  Mate  McKeever  and 
crew  in  one  of  tlie  army  transports  to  liosc  Lay.  [North  Carolina],  and 
took  a  very  iine  schooner  belonging  to  David  Tolsou,  who,  I  am  told, 
is  one  of  our  enemies.  Mr.  David  Tolson  is  said  to  be  a  rebel.  Captain 
Brooks,  of  Washington,  N.  C,  confirms  it. 

I  have  also  to  report  to  you  that  I  sent  Second  Assistant  Engineer 
John  L.  Lay  and  Assistant  Paymaster  Williams  to  take  care  of  the 
wounded,  and  Gunner  McDonald  with  twenty  men,  partly  armed  with 
Sharps  rifles,  up  this  river  in  the  steamer  Xorth  State  to  destroy,  if 
possible,  a  vessel  that  is  building  above  Greenville,  [Tar  Itiver,  North 
CaroHnaJ.  The  steamer  unfortunately  grounded  some  2  or  3  miles 
below  Greenville,  when  the  men  were  landed  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
such  horses  and  nmles  belonging  to  the  enemy  that  could  be  found. 
They  succeeded  in  capturing  six  horses  and  three  mules,  which  I 
turned  over  to  the  army.  Mr.  Lay  ascertained  that  Chief  Engineer 
Quinn,  formerly  of  our  service,  is  superintending  the  building  of  two 
vessels  at  Tarboro,  to  be  ironclad,  one  aboub  50  feet  long.  Mr.  Lath- 
erswite,  a  member  of  the  legislature  of  this  State,  gave  the  informa- 
tion.

My  Dear  Datenpoet:  As  the  colonel  connnanding  this  post  was 
going  to  send  the  steamer  Xorth  State  up  this  river  on  Saturday  last 
for  forage,  etc.,  I  proposed  to  him  to  permit  me  to  organize  another 
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expedition  to  take  (rreeiiville  under  tlie  cliarge  of  Mr.  Lay,  second 
assistant  eng:ineer,  U.  S.  Navy.  I  have  just  time  as  tlie  steamer  Curlew 
is  goinj>-  to  New  Berne  to  tell  you  that  the  expedition  has  returned, 
alter  capturing  the  town  of  Greenville,  taking  a  number  of  prisoners, 
and  a  lighter  load  of  horses,  mnles,  and  wagons.  One  of  the  marine 
artillerymen  was  killed  while  landing  with  a  ling  of  truce  to  demand 
the  surrender  of  the  town.  I  will  make  my  report  to  you  as  soon  as 
possible.  The  bridge  was  destroyed  by  our  forces.

SiiJ :  Agreeable  to  your  order  I  left  on  the  8th  instant  at  4:  30  ]>.  m. 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  Greenville,  [N.  C],  with  the  following  forces: 
The  steamer  Xorth  <V<«/t', mounting  one  -!4  pounder  howitzer  and  (i  men 
from  the  Marine  Artillery:  a  launch  with  one  iL'-ponnder  howitzer  and 
17  men  from  the  steamer  Clianseur ;  a  llatboat  and  17  men  of  the  First 
North  Carolina  Ifeginient,  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  |John  ]i.]  McLane, 
and  14  men  from  this  ship  with  a  howitzer,  in  care  of  10.  A.  MclJonald, 
gunner. 

I  arrived  oft'  the  dock  I  mile  from  Greenville  the  following  morning 
at  !>  o'clock,  and,  as  I  eould  not  take  the  steamer  farther,  owing  to  a 
sand  bar,  1  transferred  the  men  and  guns  to  the  Hat  and  launch.  When 
near  the  town  a  number  of  rebel  cavalry  were  seen  on  the  bridge; 
they  left,  however,  on  our  approach.  I  immediately  ordered  Mr. 
McDonald  to  proceed  witli  the  launch  and  0(('U])y  such  a  position  as 
would  command  the  bridge.  I  landed  with  the  remainder  of  the  forces, 
bearing  a  flag  of  truce,  and  took  i)ossessiou  of  the  town,  which  was 
surrendered  by  the  Alayor.  Soon  after  1  heard  several  shots  in  the 
direction  of  the  bridge,  and  feeling  confident  that  an  attack  had  been 
made  on  the  launch,  1  l)rought  the  howitzer  to  bear  on  that  point  and 
tired  several  stands  of  grape,  after  which  1  returned  to  the  boat,  where 
1  learned  that  one  man  had  been  killed.  As  they  had  disregarded  a 
tlag  of  truce,  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  destroy  the  bridge,  and  detailed 
Mr.  McDonald  Mith  a  ]iarty  to  i)roceed  and  lire  it.  On  the  return  of 
the  force  1  left,  taking  10  ju'lsoncrs  with  me.  I  was  detained  four  hours 
on  a  sandbar  and  reached  Yankee  Hall,  [Tar  i;iver],at  1(»  o'clock  p.m., 
where  I  remained  for  the  night,  making  such  preparation  for  defense 
as  I  deemed  necessary,  for  1  had  been  informed  that  a  force  would 
attemi)t  to  cut  us  off  as  we  passed  Loyd's  Fen  y.  I  came  by  that 
point  in  safety  and  leached  here  at  2.30  ]>.  m.  on  Tuesday,  the  11th.  I 
am  i)leased  to  .say  that  through  the  exertions  of  iMr.  McDonald,  laeu- 
tenant  .McLane,  and  Dr.  Hunt  the  ex])edition  has  proved  a  su('cess.

r.  S. — The  river  is  navigable  for  vessels  drawing  5  or  (!  feet  of  water 
as  far  as  Yankee  llall  (about  l>  miles  above  V\'ashiugton).     From  there 
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up  a  number  of  bars  make,  which,  in  order  to  pass,  would  require  a 
vessel  not  drawing  more  than  4  feet.  Three  miles  this  side  of  Green- 
ville is  a  bar  extending  from  both  sides  of  the  river.  I  sounded  the 
whole  length  and  the  greatest  depth  of  water  found  was  3i  feet.  Above 
that  is  another  bar,  which  I  also  sounded  and  found  at  the  greatest 
depth  3  feet.  At  the  lock  1  mile  from  town  the  water  is  very  shoal 
and  would  not  pass  a  boat  drawing  more  than  2  feet.  The  banks 
are  generally  low  and  marshy.  At  Boyd's  Ferry,  on  the  port  aide 
passing  up,  the  b.auk  varies  i7i  height  from  5  to  35  feet  and  extends 
about  onefourtli  of  a  mile,  and  as  vessels  in  descending  are  compelled 
to  approach  that  shore,  attbrds  an  excellent  protection  to  the  enemy. 

At  Pactolus  the  banks  vary  from  5  to  1.")  feet  in  height,  and  extend  a 
short  distance  on  both  sides.  At  Taft's  Landing,  18  miles  above 
Washington,  the  bank  on  the  port  side  is  very  similar  to  that  at 
Boyd's  Ferry,  and  I  should  judge  of  about  tlie  same  length.  From 
there  to  Greenville  the  banks  on  both  sides  are  alternately  high  and 
low,  but  in  no  place  do  they  exceed  10  feet.  Two  miles  this  side  of  the 
town  the  bank  on  the  port  side  will  average  2  feet  in  height,  varying 
very  little  either  above  or  below  that  figure,  and  occasionally  a  small 
rise  of  land  on  the  starboard  hand. 

The  town  is  built  on  a  rise  of  sand  50  or  60  feet  above  the  water.  The 
opposite  side,  however,  is  not  over  8  or  10  feet  in  height,  except  where 
the  bridge  connects,  and  that  has  the  appearance  of  having  been  filled 
in  with  earth  and  timbers,  from  what  1  could  discern  with  a  glass. 
Beyond  the  bridge  I  should  infer  that  the  land  became  more  bold  and 
blutty.  I  will  also  add  that  at  no  point  could  I  discover  a  place  where 
trees  could  be  felled  to  obstruct  navigation,  and,  in  fact,  there  are  very 
few  large  trees  standing  near  the  river.

Sir:  According  to  promise,  I  now  proceed  to  give  you  tlie  descrip- 
tion of  the  ironclad  steamer  Richmond,  of  tlie  rebel  Navy,  better  known 
as  the  Young  Merrimack  or  Merrimack  No.  ^.  She  was  built  in  Gosport 
navy  yard  and  is  of  the  following  dimensions:  Length  between  i)er- 
l)eiidiculars,  150  feet;  breadth  of  benni,  molded,  32  feet;  lier  depth 
from  lower  side  of  rabbet  to  knuckle  or  load  Hue,  12  feet.  She  is  built 
of  good  material  and  thoroughly  fastened;  her  frame  is  2  feet  apart 
from  center  to  center;  sided  to  8  inches,  molded  10  inches  at  the  heel 
and  Gi  at  the  head ;  filled  in  solid  between  the  frames  with  yellow  pine, 
fore  and  aft;  her  wales  are  5  inches  thick;  her  bottom  plank  4  inches. 
Uer  roof  is  built  of  yellow  pine,  oak,  and  iron ;  li  rst  yellow  pine  timber  13 
inches  deep,  running  up  and  down  at  an  angle  of  35  degrees;  running 
fore  and  aft  is  a  5-inch  thickness  of  yellow  pine;  running  up  and  down 
a  4-inch  thickness  of  oak  plank;  on  that  running  fore  and  alt  is  a  2-inch 
thickness  of  iron;  running  up  and  down  again  is  another  2  inch  thick- 
ness of  iron,  making  her  altogether  2G  inches  thick.  She  is  ironed  3i 
feet  below  her  load  lines.  The  blocks  in  the  drawing  represent  the 
plank  and  iron  running  fore  and  aft.  She  was  originally  intended  to 
carry  four  guns,  but  after  she  was  converted  into  a  battery  they  talked 
of  putting  six  upon  her. 

She  was  launched  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  of  May,  1862,  and  was  towed 
up  to  Eichmond  that  night.  I  do  not  think  that  there  has  been  any 
material  alterations  made  in  her  since  she  left  this  place. 

The  above  is  about  all  that  I  know  of  the  above-mentioned  vessel. 
I  being  a  suspicious  character,  there  was  no  more  information  imparted 
to  me  than  they  could  possibly  help.

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Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Truxtun,  U.  S.  Navy, requesting  instruc- 
tions regarding  the  abandoned  schooner  Racer. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Chocuka, 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  November  12,  1862. 

Sir:  I  liave  to  report  to  you  that  at  9:30  a.  m.  on  the  11th  instant  a 
small,  suspicious-looking  schooner  was  discovered  close  in  with  the  land, 
Cedar  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  bearing  from  her  at  the  time  W.  by  S., 
distant  4  miles. 

On  communicating  with  the  schooner  she  was  found  to  be  the  Racer, 
from  Nassau,  New  I'rovideuce,  in  charge  of  James  Finnigan  (mate)  and 
Martin  Dunn  (seaman),  who  had  been  put  on  board  at  4  p.  m.  on  the 
yth  instant  by  Captain  William  Munsou,  of  the  American  schooner  Wil- 
son Cranford,  from  riiiladelphia,  with  coal,  bound  to  Jieaufort,  N.  O. 

The  men  stated  tliat  the  Wilson  Craa-ford  fell  in  with  the  Racer  in 
latitude  34^  47'  N.,  longitude  (about)  75°  W.,  on  the  9th  instant, 
entirely  abandoned,  and  they  accordingly  took  charge  of  her  and  were 
making  the  best  of  their  way  to  the  nearest  i)ort. 

All  the  charts  and  instruments,  excepting  two  compasses,  had  been 
removed;  also  all  private  pro])erty  and  the  greater  portion  of  the 
cargo.  No  pai)ers  of  any  kind  were  found  on  board,  uor  any  circum- 
stances discovered  that  would  account  for  her  condition.  The  day's 
work  for  November  3  was  found  on  the  cabin  floor. 

As  the  vessel  was  without  a  mainsail  and  the  men  short  of  water,  I 
took  her  in  tow  and  brought  her  to  this  port,  where  she  now  lies 
awaiting  your  orders,  as  1  have  thought  it  best  to  keep  her  in  charge 
until  instructions  as  to  her  disi)osition  shall  be  given  the  salvors  by 
competent  authority.    The  Wilson  Crauford  is  now  in  this  harbor. 

At  the  time  the  Racer  was  abandoned  the  mainsail,  balanced  reefed, 
had  evidently  been  left  set,  as  its  remains  were  still  standing;  the  rest 
of  the  sails  were  furled. 

At  present  she  has  on  board  1-7  bags  salt  and  a  few  minor  articles. 

I  enclose  you  a  list*  of  her  cargo  and  stores  at  the  present  time.

That  expedition  will  probably  consist  of  armed  launches  sent 
down  close  inshore  in  the  darkness  of  the  night  until  they  get  abreast 
of  you. 

It  is  possible  that  it  may  be  made  to  cooperate  with  one  or  more  of 
the  gunboats  coming  down  the  river;  you  can  not  be  too  vigilant.

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Enjoin  upon  the  officers  and  men  upon  the  lookout  to  be  constantly 
on  the  watch  for  them.

Sir:  I  herewith  enclose  you  copies  of  documents  from  the  Navy 
Department  of  so  much  importance  that  I  think  they  ought  to  be 
placed  in  your  hands  immediately. 

As  I  am  writing  to  you  I  will  mention  that  the  Wyandotte  has  cleared 
her  propeller  without  the  necessity  of  sending  her  to  Baltimore. 

There  is  nothing  that  I  remember  of  sufficient  importance  to  men- 
tion. 

The  Southfield  will  be  ready  in  about  eight  days. 

The  Monitor  has  arrived. 

Captain  Eodgers  has  been  superseded  by  Lieutenant-Commander 
Paulding.  The  Morse  is  repairing  alongside  of  me,  and  will  be  ready 
in  two  days.  Major-General  Dix  visited  me  the  day  before  yesterday, 
with  a  telegram  from  the  President,  out  of  which  I  think  new  compli- 
cations will  arise,  touching  the  blockade. 

The  •'  resurrectionists,"  I  hear,  are  to  begin  at  once  on  the  Cumber- 
land. 

The  Mystic  has  arrived,  been  condemned  by  a  survey,  and  her  case 
referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy;  no  answer  has  been  received 
yet. 
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Toil  left  me  no  directions  where  to  address  you,  therefore  I  must  run 
the  risk  of  your  being  found  by  this  officer. 

Tour  private  letters  I  also  send  by  a  conveyance  so  direct,  not  know- 
ing whether  you  wish  it  or  not. 

Immense  numbers  of  troops  under  General  Corcoran  are  collecting 
at  Newport  News  for  some  exiiedition — I  know  not  where. 

We  have  stirring  rumors  about  the  Merrimack,  said  to  be  below  Fort 
Darling. 

I  have  various  communications  for  you  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy;  upon  some  of  which  of  not  much  importance  I  have  deferred 
action  until  your  return. 

I  have  kept  a  brief  of  everything  of  any  importance  that  has  oc- 
curred. 

The  Government  has  sent  some  twenty  or  thirty  mechanics,  who  are 
working  upon  my  ship  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  impair  her  readiness 
for  action  at  any  moment. 

No  draft  of  men  has  as  yet  arrived  here. 

The  General  Putnam  will  be  ready  to  proceed  to  York  River  in  about 
two  days.

From  dispatch  of  consul  at  Liverpool,  dated  October  8,  1862: 

A  steamer  called  the  Hope  entered  and  cleared  from  this  port  on  the 
4th  instant  for  Alexandria,  via  Cardiff,  in  ballast.  Her  captain  is 
C.  Baker;  consignors,  J.  C.  Moses  &  Co.  1  have  nothing  positive  about 
this  vessel — that  is,  where  she  is  bound — but  there  are  some  suspicious 
circumstances  which  lead  me  to  believe  she  is  bound  south.  I  accord- 
ingly report  her. 

From  dispatch  of  consul  at  Altona,  [Prussia],  dated  October  4,  1862 : 

The  ship  Susan  G.  Owens,  Captain  J.  J.  Norton,  flying  British  colors, 
is  a  Charleston  vessel,  metamorphosed  by  an  English  flag.  She  has 
been  lying  four  weeks  in  the  Elbe,  off  Altona  part  of  the  time,  and  has 
now  left  in  ballast,  taking  an  English  pilot.  *  *  *  Captain  Norton 
says  his  was  the  first  ship  which  hoisted  the  rebel  flag  in  Charleston 
Harbor  at  the  time  the  rebels  fired  into  Fort  Sumter. 
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From  dispatch  of  consul  at  Halifax,  [Nova  Scotia],  dated  October  24: 

British  fore-and-aft  schooner  Melrose,  about  100  tons,  cleared  yester- 
day for  Matamoras ;  general  cargo ;  actual  destination,  1  have  no  doubt, 
some  blockaded  port. 

From  dispatch  of  the  consul  at  Bermuda,  October  21, 1862 : 

The  steamer  Herald,  Coxetter,  arrived  here  on  the  17th  instant,  four 
days  from  Charleston,  with  cotton.  She  brings  twelve  passengers, 
among  which  is  Lieutenant  Maury.  1  understand  the  Herald  is  to 
return  soon  to  Charleston.  There  is  now  here  nearly  4,000  tons  of 
Cardift'  coal  for  the  use  of  the  Southern  steamers.  The  Merrimac  and 
riia'be  have  been  seized  here  by  orders  from  England  and  probably  can 
not  leave  for  some  time.  *  *  *  The  Harriet  I'mhiey  is  now  in  port 
here  with  her  cargo  on  board.  Coxetter  advises  thein  they  can  not  get 
into  Charleston.  A  passenger  from  Charleston  in  the  Herald  informs 
me  the  British  steamer  Hero  was  the  only  one  in  port  when  he  left. 
She  was  loaded  with  cotton  aud  had  made  several  unsuccessful  attempts 
to  escape. 


Report  of  Commander  Davenport,  U.  S.  Navy,  refiarding  the  disposition 
and  service  of  vessels  in  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina. 

U.  S.  S.  Hetzbl, 
Off  New  Berne,  N.  C,  November  15,  1862. 

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  30th  September,  ultimo,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  disiwsition  of, 
and  service  performed  by,  the  vessels  under  your  command  in  the 
sounds  of  North  Carolina  from  the  1st  instant  to  date,  viz: 

The  Underwriter,  Ceres,  Whitehead,  and  lirinler  have  been  stationed 
off  New  Berne.  The  JDelatcare  arrived  during  the  period  above  named 
and  still  remains  at  anchor  oflf  the  town. 

On  the  2d  instant  the  Hetzel,  Commodore  Perry,  Hiinchbacl;  and  Valley 
City  left  Plymouth,  N.  C,  on  a  reconnoissance  up  the  Koauoke  Eiver. 
On  the  5th  instant  they  were  joined  at  the  barricade  by  the  Seymour, 
and  on  the  6th  instant  at  Hamilton  by  the  Lockicood.  They  returned 
to  Plymouth  on  the  9th  instant.  On  the  10th  instant  the  Hunchha^k 
and  on  the  12th  instant  the  Hetzel  left  Plymouth  for  New  Berne. 

The  Seymour  during  the  period  above  named  destroyed  the  rebel 
earthworks  at  Rainbow  Bend,  on  the  Koanoke,  returned  to  Tlymouth 
and  towed  the  supply  schooner  to  New  Berne,  and  took  coal  schooner 
to  Washington,  N.  C,  towed  coal  schooner  and  prize  schooner  Alice  L. 
Webb  from  Washington  to  New  Berne. 

The  Shaicsheen  has  been  stationed  off  Plymouth.  The  Louisiana  has 
remained  at  her  station  off  Washington,  N.  C. 

On  or  about  the  10th  instant  the  Miami  entered  the  sounds  and  pro- 
ceeded to  Plymouth,  thence  to  Washington,  N.  C,  where  she  is  at 
present.  The  Ellis  has  been  cruising  in  Bogue  Sound  and  off  Bogue 
and  New  Topsail  inlets.  The  Granite  has  been  employed  in  blockading 
Ocracoke  Inlet  and  cruising  in  Pamlico  Sound. 

The  following  is  the  disposition  of  the  vessels  under  your  command 
in  these  sounds  at  date,  viz : 

At  New  Berne,  the  Hetzel,  Underwriter,  Delaware,  Hunchback,  Geres, 
Whitehead,  Seymour,  and  Drinker. 

At  Plymouth,  the  Commodore  Perry,  Valley  City,  Shaicsheen,  and 
Lockwood. 
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At  Washington,  N.  C,  the  Miami  and  Louisiana. 
At  Ocracoke  Inlet,  the  sloop  Granite. 
At  Bogiie  Inlet,  the  Ullis.

Specific  instructions  from  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  to  Com- 
mander Davenport,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  affairs  of  his  command. 

U.  S.  S.  Hetzel, 
OffNeio  Berne,  N.  C,  November  16,  1862. 

Sir  :  You  will  have  the  schooner  from  Wilmington,  IST.  C,  thoroughly 
surveyed.  If  she  is  found  to  be  lit  for  service,  have  her  appraised  by 
competent  and  disinterested  persons,  take  her  into  the  naval  service, 
and  report  the  proceedings,  in  triplicate,  to  me. 

2d.  Ascertain  how  much  three-eighths-inch  boiler  iron,  and  what 
length  and  breadth,  is  necessary  to  cover  the  pilot  house  of  each  ves- 
sel, and  the  aggregate  quantity  thereof. 

3d.  Ascertain  how  much  of  such  iron  is  necessary  to  cover  or  side- 
screen  the  battery  of  the  Ellis,  Seymour,  and  Shaivsheen,  each,  and  the 
aggregate;  also  what  carpenter  work  and  what  time  it  will  take  to  do 
tlie  work.     Examine  the  Ellis  first,  that  she  may  go  on  her  mission. 

4th.  Ascertain  if  the  Seymour^s  boiler  can  be  repaired  here,  so  as  to 
justify  sheathing  her  with  iron. 

5th.  If  practicable,  have  the  smoke  pipes  arranged  so  as  to  hinge. 
If  the  Delaware  goes  on  river  service  her  masts  may  be  unstepped. 

Cth.  The  gunboats  should  occupy  positions,  as  far  as  may  be  i)racti- 
cable,  where  their  decks  at  daylight  or  at  the  lifting  of  a  fog  may  not  be 
controlled  by  the  musketry  of  the  enemy,  who  should  not  be  allowed  an 
opportunity  of  keeping  or  driving  our  men  from  their  guns. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  gunboats  assisting  in  the  defense  of  posts 
should  also  occupy  enfilading  positions  and  have  room  to  work  in.  At 
all  times  have  steam  and  battery  ready  for  action,  and  be  prepared  to 
get  underway  immediately,  day  and  night.  Have  boarding  nettings 
with  stout  ridge  rope  so  arranged  as  to  trice  up  and  not  interfere  with 
the  guns  and  get  on  fire. 

7th.  Endeavor  to  obtain  and  keep  a  good  set  of  pilots  for  the  sounds 
and  rivers. 

8th.  Transfer  Acting  Master  Westervelt  to  the  Louisiana  and  order 
a  gunner  in  his  stead  to  store  the  ordnance  properly  in  the  ordnance 
vessel,  and  keep  up  a  supply  of  300  or  400  rounds  for  each  gun. 

9th.  Keep  a  bright  lookout  for,  and  use  eveiy  precaution  to  guard 
against,  torpedoes. 

10th.  Neither  officers  nor  men  must  ever  be  out  of  their  vessels  after 
sunset. 

11th.  Each  of  the  vessels  may  screen  its  battery  with  rifle  screens, 
as  far  as  her  commanding  and  the  senior  officer  may  deem  practicable. 

12th.  Endeavor  to  get  two  or  three  of  the  gunboats  of  the  lightest 
draft  screened,  so  as  to  be  ready  to  cooperate  with  the  army  as  soon 
as  possible. 
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13th.  Make  a  return  to  me  of  the  name  and  rate  of  each  officer  on 
board  of  the  different  vessels,  with  their  respective  qualifications. 

14th.  The  instructions  of  the  military  governor  for  inside  trade  not 
contraband  of  war  with  Beaufort  will  be  respected  until  further  orders 
from  me.  Governor  Stanly  says  he  has  not  given  any  permits  to  trade 
in  salt. 

15th.  Keep  an  ample  supply  of  coal  and  of  ordnance  stores  on  hand 
ready  for  an  emergency.  Have  the  ordnance  supplies  so  assorted  as  to 
have  an  even  supply  for  the  large  guns  and  an  extra  supply  for  the 
howitzers  and  the  guns  most  tired. 

16th.  Notify  Acting  Lieutenant  Eenshaw  not  to  put  down  any  torpe- 
does until  further  orders,  as  in  case  of  our  needing  to  use  that  river 
they  would  be  detrimental  to  us.

Send  the    Whitehead,  to  Washington  for  her  boiler  and  for 
improvement  of  battery,  and  to  be  cased  over  forward  and  after  guns 
and  around  pilot  house  and  engine  room  with  three-eighths-inch  iron,  to 
resist  bullets,  so  hinged  as  to  work  the  guns  and  let  army  fieldpieces 
be  received  on  board.    Her  9-inch  gun  to  be  put  on  the  BunchbacJc  and 
all  belonging  to  it.

S.  Navy,  concerning  the  granting 
of  trading  permits  by  the  military  governor  of  North  Carolina. 

D.  S.  S.  Hetzel, 
Off  New  Bsrne,  N.  C,  November  17, 1862. 
Sir:  I  find  that  vessels  arriving  at  Beaufort  from  open  Northern 
ports  receive  permits  from  Governor  Stanly  to  enter  the  sounds  of 
North  Carolina  by  Hatteras  Inlet  when  they  draw  too  much  water  to 
come  up  Core  Sound,  and  to  bring  their  cargoes  to  New  Berne,  Wash- 
ington, Plymouth,  etc.  After  the  vessels  reach  these  ports,  not  yet 
open,  loyal  citizens  have  permits  from  Governor  Stanly  to  trade  within 
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our  lines  under  certain  military  restrictions.  These  vessels  return 
within  the  district  of  Beaufort  with  cargoes  of  cotton,  turpentine,  tar, 
etc.,  and  clear  from  that  point. 

I  desire  to  be  informed  by  the  Department  if  it  considered  these  per- 
mits to  enter  by  Hatteras  Inlet  or  Core  Sound,  and  also  the  permits  to 
trade,  proper  or  otherwise,  under  its  instructions  to  me  in  respect  to 
the  blockade.

Boat  expedition  for  the  destruction  of  the  British  schooner  J.  W.  Pindar, 
near  Masonhoro  Inlet,  and  the  loss  by  capture  of  three  officers  and  ten 
men,  November  17, 1862. 

Beport  of  Commander  WiUiam  A  Faiker,  IT.  S.  NaTy. 

U.  S.  S.  Cambridge, 
Off  Neic  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  November  17, 1862. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  at  8  o'clock  this  morning  a  schooner  was 
observed  near  Masonboro  Inlet.  I  immediately  bore  down  upon  her 
and  fired  my  30-pounder  Parrott  gun,  at  which  the  schooner  ran  ashore. 
A  boat  under  the  command  of  Acting  Master  W.  H.  Maies,  with  ten 
men,  was  sent  to  burn  her,  with  instructions  (as  the  surf  was  high)  not 
to  venture  too  near,  and  in  case  of  doubt  as  to  reaching  the  vessel 
safely  to  return.  The  boat,  however,  was  swan)ped,  yet  the  men  with 
Mr.  Males  reached  the  shore  and  fired  the  schooner,  which  is  entirely 
destroyed. 

Two  other  boats,  with  Acting  Master's  Mates  H.  W.  Wells  and 
W.  C.  Odiorne,  were  sent  to  communicate  and,  if  possible,  give  relief. 
Mr.  Wells  swam  ashore  with  a  line,  but  it  having  parted  Mr.  Odiorne 
followed  with  it  and  landed. 

Just  at  this  juncture  some  thirty  armed  men  came  suddenly  upon 
the  party  and  all  were  taken  prisoners. 
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I  yould  recommend  for  favorable  consideration  Mr.  Wells,  for  volun- 
teering to  take  the  line  ashore  through  the  heavy  breakers,  as  also 
Mr.  Odiorne  for  the  same  gallant  act. 

Under  my  loss  I  am  obliged  to  ask  for  two  acting  masters,  two  mas- 
ter's mates,  and  ten  seamen.  I  have  been  short  an  acting  master  for 
some  time  before  my  present  loss. 
Enclosed  is  a  list  of  officers  and  men  taken  prisoners. 
During  my  absence,  while  engaged  in  destroying  the  schooner,  the 
Dfli/??V//(<  drove  the  English  bark  upon  the  beach  about  one  mile  from 
the  fort,  where  she  is  now  hard  and  fast.  Accompanying  this  is  the 
report  of  the  commander  of  the  Daylight.

Master's  Mates  Wells,  Odiorne,  and  ten  men,  com- 
prising petty  officers  and  seamen,  on  the  17th  November,  12  miles 
N.  E.  of  Fort  Fisher,  N.  G.,  while  burning  the  British  schooner  J.  W. 
Pindar,  loaded  with  salt  and  attempting  to  run  the  blockade:  On 
attempting  to  reach  the  schooner  my  boat  was  capsized,  and  with  diffi- 
culty we  reached  the  shore,  but  we  effectually  destroyed  vessel  and 
cargo.  We  made  several  unsuccessful  attempts  to  gain  our  vessel,  but 
failed.  After  remaining  on  the  beach  three  hours,  about  twenty-live 
men  of  the  Third  North  (Carolina  Cavalry  came  on  us  and  made  us 
prisoners.  I  made  a  report  in  detail  to  Commander  Parker,  of  the  ves- 
sel to  which  I  was  attached.  I  would  also  report  that  on  the  21st 
November  William  B.  Frost  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Confed- 
erate Government  at  Petersburg,  Va.  Over  I  will  give  the  names*  of 
officers  and  men  with  their  ratings.

Headquarters, 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  November  19, 1862. 
General:  I  have  today  sent  over  to  Charleston  three  negroes 
belonging  to  Nassau,  West  Indies.  They  formed  part  of  a  crew  of  a 
small  schooner  whicli,  loaded  with  salt,  was  endeavoring  to  run  the 
blockade  on  Monday  last,  but,  being  cut  off  from  Wrightsville  Inlet, 
was  beached. 

The  enemy  sent  a  party  on  shore,  of  whom  a  lieutenant,  two  mid- 
shipmen, iind  ten  sailors  were  captured  by  our  pickets,  together  with 
the  negroes,  whom  tbe  enemy  had  taken.  The  captain  of  the  vessel 
was  also  rescued.  I  think  they  should  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  British  consul. 

They  certainly  were  endeavoring  to  help  us.  I  have  therefore  sent 
them  over  to  Charleston,  where  there  may  be  a  chance  for  them  to 
return  to  Nassau.

Beport  of  Acting  Master  Warren,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Bay- 
light,  of  an  unsuccessful  expedition  for  the  destruction  of  a  British 
brig. 

U.  S.  S.  Daylight, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  November  17,  1862. 
Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  this  morning  soon  after  daylight,  it  being 
very  foggy,  we  discovered  a  sail  close  in  under  Fort  Fisher.    We  imme- 
diately steamed  for  her  under  a  full  head  of  steam.  She  was  at  this  time 
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heading  ofiC  the  land  toward  us.  At  sight^f  us  she  tacked  and  made 
all  sail  (set  studding  sail),  and  ran  for  the  channel  and  grounded  near 
the  fort.  I  ran  in,  manned  and  armed  my  two  boats  (second  cutter  and 
dingey),  the  only  boats  I  have,  put  them  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign 
Brice  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  Barnett,  and  sent  them  in  to  destroy 
the  vessel  if  possible,  while  we  went  as  far  as  the  water  would  permit 
and  tried  to  reach  her  with  our  rifled  30-pounder,  but  tliere  was  so  much 
sea  on  that  we  could  not  hit  her.  The  boats  went  in,  but  could  not  get 
to  her  for  the  heavy  sea  running  over  the  bar.  The  boats  were  too 
small  for  such  service. 

The  fort  and  battery  on  shore  opened  and  kept  up  a  brisk  fire  on  us 
and  the  boats  all  the  while,  the  shot  falling  but  a  few  yards  irom  us. 
The  boats  returned  and  we  hauled  off'  out  of  the  range  of  the  fort. 
The  vessel  was  a  small  brig  and  had  an  English  ensign  flying.

Sir  :  Enclosed  I  send  you  a  report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant 
Commanding  Thomas  J.  Woodward,  of  the  Shawsheen.    I  think  our 
troops  were  frightened  and  saw  more  enemies  than  were  there. 

Reports  have  reached  me  that  the  enemy  is  again  fighting  at  Kaiubow 
Blufi',  below  Hamilton. 

As  soon  as  I  can  get  the  boats  here  I  shall  order  a  board  to  examine 
them  and  to  report  on  their  condition  and  the  probable  cost  and  time 
to  tit  them  with  iron  plates  for  river  fighting. 

I  have  no  news  to  communicate,  excejit  the  capture  of  some  eighteen 
of  the  enemy's  cavalry,  about  12  miles  above  Plymouth,  by  twenty  of 
the  Twenty- seventh  Massachusetts.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  pro- 
ceedings about  here  day  before  yesterday,  the  17th  instant.  A  body  of 
rebel  troops  crossed  the  river  at  night — near  as  can  be  ascertained,  two 
companies,  Small's  and  Hill's.  They  have  pressed  horses  and  mounted 
part  of  their  number.  Last  night  they  drove  in  all  the  pickets.  At  10 
p.  m.  I  drove  them  back  by  shelling  them,  when  the  pickets  were  put 
out,  and  at  3  a.  m.,  18th  instant,  they  were  driven  in  again  by  cavalry 
and  infantry,  when  I  again  shelled  them  out.    No  more  was  seen  of 
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them,  as  the  pickets  were  not  put  out  until  daylight.  Expended  forty 
rounds  of  ammunition  during  the  night.  The  U.  S.  S.  Lockwood  arrived 
up  here  at  8  o'clock  to-night.  At  11 :  30  p.  m.  the  pickets  were  all  driven 
in.  At  about  the  same  time  the  troops  all  fell  back  to  the  river,  when 
both  steamers  shelled  the  grounds  in  the  vicinity  of  the  camp  and 
picket  station,  as  many  troops  were  seen.  I  took  all  our  troops  and  all 
the  contrabands  on  board,  there  being  about  200  contrabands  now  here, 
then  threw  a  few  rounds  of  grape  and  canister  all  about  the  camp 
ground.  Everything  remains  quiet  at  present  since  shelling  them. 
We  destroyed  the  boats  they  came  across  in.  They  crossed  about  2 
miles  above  here  at  Cannon's  Ferry,  [Chowan  Eiver].  Two  men  left 
here  this  morning  with  a  dispatch  for  Suttblk,  [Va.],  to  ac(iuaint  the 
general  commanding  there  of  their  being  on  this  side  of  the  river. 

As  they  have  not  efiected  their  object  in  capturing  the  home  guard 
or  destroying  the  headquarters,  I  think  they  will  not  stay  on  this  side 
long.  As  there  is  no  provision  made  here  for  contrabands,  I  will  send 
part  of  what  are  here  to  Plymouth  by  the  Lockwood  for  your  disposal. 
She  will  leave  at  daylight.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Braine,  U.  8.  Navy,  of  the  destruction 
of  British  schooners  Ariel  and  Ann  Maria,  off  Shallotte  Inlet. 

TJ.  S.  S.  MONTICELLO, 

Off  Shallotte  Inlet,  November  18, 1863. 

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  this  morning  at  early  daylight 
we  weighed  anchor  as  usual,  and,  as  soon  aseverything  could  be  distinctly 
seen  around,  1  stood  to  the  westward  along  the  coast.  At  8  a.  m.  we  dis- 
covered a  schooner  close  inshore  to  the  westward  and  gave  chase.  The 
parties  on  board  of  her  ran  her  on  shore.  With  a  few  shell  we  dispersed 
those  unloading  her.  She  proved  to  be  the  English  schooner  Ariel,  of 
Halilax.  We  found  no  papers  or  colors  on  board.  At  this  time  another 
schooner  was  discovered  to  the  westward  down  the  coast.  Leaving 
two  boats  endeavoring  to  get  off  the  first  schooner,  I  immediately 
started  in  pursuit  of  the  second.  She  was  also  run  on  shore.  I  drove 
those  employed  in  unloading  her  away  from  her  with  a  few  shell.  On 
boarding  she  proved  to  be  the  English  schooner  Ann  Jl/ar/ffl,  of  Nassau, 
New  Providence.  I  found  no  papers  or  colors.  Getting  as  close  to  her 
as  possible  with  the  steamer,  I  got  a  hawser  to  her  and  hauled  her  off. 
She  was,  however,  bilged  and  sunk  in  4  fathoms  of  water.  I  immedi- 
ately returned  to  the  tirst  schooner  and,  finding  her  bilged,  fired,  but 
the  fire  was  extinguished  by  the  sea. 

The  cargoes  of  these  vessels  were  principally  salt,  a  few  kegs  of  lard, 
and  a  few  barrels  of  flour  and  sugar.  I  destroyed  everything  I  could 
lay  my  hands  on.  I  obtained  two  compasses,  some  old  charts,  and  a  few 
other  articles  of  slight  value,  such  as  brooms,  etc.,  which  I  appropriated 
for  ship's  use. 

I  enclose  all  the  papers  found  on  board.  I  think  we  must  have 
destroyed  upward  of  2,000  bags  of  salt. 
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The  schooners  were  each  about  80  tons,  one  English  and  one  American 
built.

Dear  Mr.  Blunt  [  ?] :  I  have  several  times  written,  but  received  no 
answer,  but  I  know  from  Paythers  receiving  a  letter  trom  his  wife  you 
received  mine.  I  am  here  yet,  as  you  see,  looking  after  remains  [of] 
H.  M.  ship  Conqueror,  wrecked  here,  and  will  most  likely  be  here  for 
two  years,  unless  the  war  is  over. 

If  you  could  by  any  possible  means  get  to  me  the  second  installment 
in  full  payment  for  the  guano  purchase  you  would  do  me  a  great  favor; 
it  would  free  me  of  debt  entirely.  Everything  is  safe  and  shall  remain 
so.  If  you  would  wish  it  to  make  a  shipment  to  Sawyer  or  Menendez 
or  Adderly  in  cotton  or  anything  else,  and  authorize  them  to  pay  it  to 
Mr.  Matthews,  who  has  long  fixed  things  all  right,  you  would  do  me 
a  great  favor. 

I  have  had  frequent  applications  from  the  North,  but  as  usual 
informed  them  that  I  had  already  sold. 

I  leave  to  morrow  for  Long  Cay  to  see  if  things  are  going  on  all  right 
there  and  will  return  here  in  a  few  days. 

The  Brothers  has  just  returned  from  a  voyage  to  Bermuda.  Paythers 
was  quite  sick  and  Jimmy  sent  him  to  Nassau  for  medical  aid.  I  do 
not  know  what  is  the  matter  with  him,  but  1  know  he  thinks  a  great 
deal  about  his  family.  I  will  be  in  Richmond,  Deo  volente,  as  soon  as 
the  war  is  over  (when  that  will  be,  God  knows).  It  reminded  me  to-day 
of  you.  I  am  having  cleared  shot  and  shell  from  the  ship.  I  will  do 
very  well  by  the  job.  If  I  could  only  get  the  amount  from  you  I  should 
be  free  of  the  world.  I  think  if  you  send  letters  to  some  friend  in 
Wilmington  they  will  come  safe.  We  have  a  large  quantity  of  salt, 
which  I  would  like  to  have  to-day  in  liichniond.    Stick  to  your  guns. 

Try  and  get  a  few  lines  to  me  by  some  possible  means.    I  trust  this 
vessel  will  get  in  safe.    Fever  has  been  bad  in  Nassau,  wliich  carried 
olf  a  great  many  strangers,  but  now  the  winter  is  approaching  it  will 
be  quite  healthy.     Harrison's  old  toast,  "  God  and  liberty ! "

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Department  that  this  vessel, 
under  my  command,  has  this  day,  in  latitude  33°  38'  N.,  longitude 
78°  19'  W.,  seized  for  violation  of  the  blockade  an  unknown  schooner 
from  Wilmington,  N.  C,  bound  to  Nassau,  New  Providence, 

Her  master,  A.  C.  Polli(;k,  stated  that  he  left  Wilmington,  N.  C,  at 
7  p.  m.  on  the  18th  instant  without  papers,  flag,  or  name.  The  death 
of  the  collector  and  the  prevalence  of  yellow  fever  had  caused  the 
custom  house  to  be  closed  and  business  to  be  generally  suspended;  800 
cases  of  fever  were  said  to  exist  when  he  left. 

The  schooner  is  loaded  with  turpentine,  rosio,  and  shingles,  and  her 
master  openly  declares  her  a  Confederate  vessel. 
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I  have  sent  her  to  Washington,  D.  C,  for  adjudication,  in  charge  of 
Acting  Master's  Mate  D.  M.  (Jarver. 

Enclosed  is  a  complete  muster  roll  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  the 
Chocura,  the  only  vessel  entitled  to  share  in  the  capture.

At  the  time  of  dispatching  the  schooner  mentioned  in  the  foregoing 
report,  she  -was  taken  in  tow  by  this  vessel  to  give  her  an  offing  from 
the  land,  there  being  no  wind  at  the  time.    At !)  p.  m.  the  prize  master 
hailed  to  say  she  had  sprung  a  leak;  on  investigation  she  was  found  to 
be  tilling  so  rapidly  as  to  necessitate  her  immediate  abandonment. 
After  removing  the  prize  master  and  crew  she  was  set  on  fire. 
The  next  day  (20th  instant)  she  was  found  by  Acting  Volunteer  Lieu- 
tenant Commanding  Trathen,  of  the  Mount  Vernon,  her  deck  and  deck 
load  burned,  the  cargo  in  the  hold  having  been  saved  by  the  water  that 
covered  it.    The  Mount  Vernon,  I  understand,  took  her  in  tow  with  a 
view  of  saving  the  remaining  portion  of  her  cargo,  when  she  capsized, 
thus  completing  her  destruction.

Admiral  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  copy  of  a  report  from  Colo- 
nel Alford,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  post,  in  regard  to  the  sup- 
posed firing  on  the  gunboat  lying  ofl'  the  fort  by  a  sentry. 
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It  appears  that  a  private  belonging  to  tlie  guard,  but  not  posted  as 
a  sentinel,  went  outside  of  the  water  battery  and,  in  violation  of  i)Osi- 
tive  orders,  fired  his  musket  three  times  at  some  ducks  a  short  distance 
from  the  shore.  I  have  examined  the  man  myself  and  am  satisfied 
from  his  statement  that  it  was  an  act  of  mere  carelessness,  and  that  it 
did  not  occur  to  him  that  anyone  on  board  the  gunboat  would  be  in 
danger.  Indeed,  he  says,  what  I  have  no  doubt  is  true,  that  he  was 
not  thinking  of  the  gunboat  at  all. 

The  occurrence  is  very  much  regretted  by  Colonel  Alford  and  myself, 
and,  as  you  will  perceive,  the  guilty  party  had  been  imprisoned  for 
trial  by  court-martial  before  my  attention  had  been  called  to  the 
transaction.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  Friday  morning,  the 
24th  instant,  complaint  was  made  to  me  by  the  captain  of  the  guard 
boat  Wyandotte  that  the  boat  had  been  fired  upon  by  one  of  the  sen- 
tries upon  the  beach. 

I  immediately  proceeded  (accompanied  by  the  captain)  to  investigate 
the  matter  and  found  the  facts  to  be  as  follows :  Private  Gill,  one  of  the 
water  battery  guard  (but  not  posted  as  a  sentinel),  had  fired  his  piece 
three  times  at  some  ducks  which  were  swimming  near  the  shore,  (iill 
was  immediately  placed  in  a  cell  in  the  guardhouse,  and  will  be  tried 
for  disobedience  of  orders. 

I  am  fully  satisfied  t^at  Gill  had  no  intention  of  firing  at  or  toward 
the  ship,  but  is  guilty  of  gross  carelessness  in  aiming  that  way. 

The  captain  appeared  to  be  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  investigation 
and  with  the  explanation  made  to  him  at  the  time,  substantially  as 
above  stated,  and  I  did  not  suppose  that  any  further  official  action 
would  have  occurred  in  the  matter.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communica- 
tion, dated  this  day,  at  the  foot  of  the  letter  of  Colonel  S.  M.  Alford  to 
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Major  General  John  A.  Dix,  aud  in  reply  most  solemnly  declare  that  no 
such  explanation  as  that  "Private  Gill  had  fired  his  piece  three  times 
at  some  ducks  which  were  swimming  near  the  shore"  was  ever  made  to 
me.  On  the  contrary,  each  one  of  the  guard  positively  declared  in  the 
colonel's  presence  that  there  had  been  no  firing,  and  the  only  allusion 
made  about  "ducks"  was  a  suggestion  from  some  one  present  that  some 
persons  had  been  shooting  ducks  a  mile  to  the  eastward  of  where  we 
then  stood,  aud  that  probably  the  bullets  came  from  their  guns. 

Immediately  after  this,  on  being  threatened  with  punishment  for  not 
keeping  a  better  lookout,  one  of  the  guard  said  that  he  could  point  out 
the  man  who  had  fired  at  the  ship,  but  no  further  mention  was  made  as 
to  duck  shooting.  On  hearing  this  the  colonel  at  once  ordered  this  man 
to  point  out  the  guilty  one.  He  was  evidently  afraid  to  do  so,  however, 
for  he  hesitated  a  long  time,  even  after  the  guard  had  been  turned  out 
before  him,  but  on  his  way  up  to  the  cell  he  told  uiion  a  man  named 
Gill.  The  colonel  then  ordered  Gill  to  be  confined  for  the  firing  aud 
the  other  man  for  not  reporting  it,  telling  me  that  Gill  would  be  tried 
by  court-martial,  and  that  I  should  have  to  attend. 

1  further  solemnly  declare  that  1  never  exjiressed  satisfaction  of  any 
kind  beyond  that  of  thanking  Colonel  Alford  for  his  promptness  in  hav- 
ing the  men  arrested,  and  lor  his  promise  that  the  man  who  had  fired 
upon  my  ship  should  be  tried  by  a  court  martial  for  his  crime. 

In  couclusion,  I  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  refer  to  the  statement 
of  my  executive  oflBcer  and  myself,  dated  the  24th  instant,  which  is  sim- 
ply the  truth,  and  to  which  I  have  nothing  further  to  add.

I.  At  a  general  court-martial,  which  convened  at  Fort  Monroe,  Va., 
pursuant  to  Special  Orders,  No.  152,  current  series,  and  of  which  Major 
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Andrew  Morris,  One  hundred  and  thirty-ninth  Eegiment  New  York 
Volunteers,  is  president,  was  arraigned  and  tried: 

Private  Thomas  J.  Gill,  Company  C,  Third  New  York  Volunteers,  on 
the  following  charge  and  speciflcation : 

Charge  :  Conduct  to  the  prejudice  of  good  order  and  military  dis- 
cipline. 

Specification.— In  this,  that  Private  Thomas  J.  Gill,  Company  C, 
Third  Xew  York  Volunteers,  being  a  member  of  the  guard  (but  not  on 
post  at  the  time),  did  take  direct  and  deliberate  aim,  and  did  fire  ofi'  a 
loaded  musket  (Enfield  rifle),  three  seveial  times,  at  persons  on  the 
quarter-deck  of  the  U.  S.  S.  ^Yy(ln(lott€^  then  lying  in  the  stream  between 
]>'ort  Monroe  and  Fort  Wool,  Va.,  of  which  vessel  Thomas  Wright,  act- 
ing master,  is  commander.  All  this  at  Fort  Monroe,  Va.,  on  or  about 
October  24,  18G2. 

I'indbiij  of  Ihe  court. 

After  mature  deliberation  upon  the  evidence  adduced,  the  court  finds 
the  accused,  Private  Thonuis  J.  Gill,  Company  C,  Third  New  York  Vol- 
unteers, as  follows: 

Of  the  specification  not  guilty. 

Of  the  charge  not  guilty. 

And  the  court  docs  therefore  ac(|uit  him.  Private  Thomas  J.  Gill, 
Company  C,  Third  New  York  Volunteers,  of  the  charge  and  specifica- 
tion preferred  against  liini. 

II.  In  approving  the  proceedings  and  the  finding  of  the  court  the 
commanding  general  deems  it  due  to  the  accused  to  state  the  facts  on 
which  the  chargi'  was  founded.  The  charge  brought  against  the  accused 
by  tiie commanding ofUeer of  the  Wyandotteisot  the  gravest  character, 
that  of  firing  directly  at  the  quarter-deck  of  his  vessel  three  times  in 
succession.  No  motive  is  assigned  for  so  wanton  an  act,  and  the  officer 
referred  to  testified  before  the  court  that  he  had  never  seen  the  accused 
before.  The  vessel  was  half  a  mile  from  the  shore,  and  the  command- 
ing officer  declared  in  his  testimony  that  he  could  at  that  distance  see 
the  muzzle  of  a  musket,  as  also  an  object  five-eighths  of  an  inch  in 
diameter,  with  the  naked  eye;  although  he  states  in  the  same  examina- 
tion that  he  could  not  distinguish  a  change  in  the  direction  of  the  aim 
unless  the  piece  were  moved,  "probably  a  foot."  On  this  contradictory 
testimony  alone  the  court  would  have  been  justified  in  acquitting  the 
accused  of  the  charge,  unless  some  motive  could  have  been  found  for 
the  act.  But  there  were,  fortunately  for  him,  three  persons  near  at 
hand,  who  were  eyewitnesses  of  the  firing.  They  all  testify  that  he 
fired  at  a  duck  very  near  the  shore.  Two  of  them  saw  the  tliree  shots 
strike  the  water;  the  first  two  shots  Tiear  the  duck,  but  between  him 
and  the  shore,  and  the  third  also  near,  but  beyond  the  duck.  The 
third  witness  saw  the  last  two  shots  fired,  and  concurs  with  the  others 
as  to  the  points  where  the  shots  struck  the  water.  The  balls  must  have 
passed  by  ricochet  over  the  YVyandotte,  which  was  lying  just  within  the 
greatest  range  of  the  piece.  While,  therefore,  the  accused  was  guilty 
of  disobedience  of  orders,  in  firing  within  a  mile  of  the  fort,  and  also  of 
gross  carelessness,  for  which  he  has  been  punished,  he  is  acquitted  of 
the  criminal  act  charged  upon  him  of  firing  at  the  Wyandotte,  and  will 
return  to  duty.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  on  Friday,  the  2d  instant, 
Brigadier-General  Naglee  and  myself  concerted  a  plan  of  operations 
against  Mathews  County  (whose  inhabitants  were  said  to  be  largely 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  salt  and  in  smuggling  contraband 
goods  from  the  eastern  shore  of  Maryland  into  Virginia),  which  M'as 
carried  out  as  folllows: 

On  the  night  of  Saturday,  the  22d  instant,  having  received  on  board 
a  battalion  of  infantry,  300  strong,  under  the  command  of  Major 
Conyngham,  of  the  Fifty-second  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  I  left  this 
harbor  with  the  MahasM,  the  General  Putnam,  and  a  small  tug  called 
the  May  Queen  (aboard  of  which  1  had  mounted  a  ritie  howitzer), 
bound  to  East  River,  Mobjack  Bay,  where,  on  the  following  morning, 
I  ran  alongside  of  a  tine  wharf,  distant  3  or  4  miles  from  the  river,  and 
exactly  2  miles  from  Mathews  Court-House.  Here  the  troops  were 
disembarked,  and,  reenforced  with  a  12-i)ounder  Dahlgren  howitzer, 
manned  by  twenty  seamen  under  the  command  of  Acting  Master's 
Mate  Black,  took  up  their  line  of  inarch  for  New  Point  Comfort  and 
Winter  Harbor,  while  the  General  Putnam,  with  a  detachment  of  sea- 
men and  a  howitzer  boat  from  this  vessel,  all  under  the  command  of 
my  executive  oflicer.  Lieutenant  Farquhar,  was  dispatched  up  the 
river  with  orders  to  capture  or  destroy  all  vessels  and  boats  that  could 
be  used  in  running  the  blockade.  At  8  p.  m.  both  expeditions  had 
returned,  the  result  of  the  day's  operations  being  the  destruction,  on 

-See  IP.  1!)4. 
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the  part  of  Major  Couynghain,  of  eleven  salt  works  and  between  300 
and  400  bushels  of  salt,  and  on  the  part  of  Lieutenant  Farquhar  the 
destruction  of  one  salt  works  and  the  burning  of  three  schooners  and 
a  number  of  scows  and  boats,  with  the  capture  of  a  lighter  and 
twenty-four  large  canoes,  some  of  which  are  capable  of  containing 
twenty-four  men.  Acting  Master's  Mate  [Nathan  W.]  Black  reported 
that  while  on  the  march  Patrick  Madden  (landsman)  suddenly  disap- 
peared from  the  ranks,  but  whether  be  had  intentionally  deserted  and 
straggled  from  the  command,  and  had  been  captured  by  a  body  of 
rebel  cavalry  who  hung  close  upon  their  rear,  it  was  impossible  to  say. 

On  the  following  morning  a  detachment  of  soldiers  was  sent  out 
toward  Mathews  Court-House,  while  our  men  were  employed  in 
destroying  boats  on  both  sides  of  the  river  in  our  immediate  vicinity, 
and  at  1  p.  m.,  the  object  of  the  undertaking  against  Mathews  County 
having  been  successfully  accomplished,  I  got  underway  for  Yorktown, 
where  I  arrived  and  disembarked  the  trooi)S  about  sunset. 

Having  learned,  however,  shortly  before  leaving  East  River,  that 
two  sloops  were  hauled  up  on  the  beach  in  Horn  Harbor,  which  had 
just  brought  over  a  cargo  of  goods  from  Maryland,  I  gave  orders  to 
the  commanding  ofiicer  of  the  Crusader,  whom  I  fell  in  with  outside, 
to  send  his  cutters  in  to  destroy  them,  which  duty  I  have  since  learned 
he  executed  immediately. 

Yesterday  morning,  with  this  vessel  and  the  Putnam,  I  ascended  the 
North  River  some  3  miles,  whence  I  sent  Lieutenant  Farquhar  up  the 
river  in  the  latter  vessel,  with  same  instructions  as  before. 

By  sunset  he  had  destroyed  a  schooner  (Acting  Master  [Benjamin] 
Dyer  in  the  meanwhile,  in  one  of  the  cutters  of  this  vessel,  had 
destroyed  anotlier)  and  a  vessel  on  the  stocks  in  the  course  of  «on- 
struction,  which,  he  thinks,  from  her  model,  the  strength  of  her 
timbers,  etc.,  was  intended  for  a  small  gunboat.  In  confirmation  of 
his  opinion,  I  would  state  that  my  pilot  was  informed  sometime  since  at 
West  Point  that  a  privateer  was  building  in  North  River.  At  night  I 
anchored  off  Ware  River,  intending  to  enter  it  and  the  Severn  to-day, 
but  was  prevented  from  so  doing  by  thick,  stormy  weather. 

I  should  do  injustice  to  my  own  feelings  and  to  the  service  were  I  to 
close  this  report  without  making  special  mention  of  Lieutenant  Far- 
quhar, upon  whom  the  major  portion  of  the  labor  attending  our  little 
enterprise  devolved.  Always  reliable  and  always  efficient,  his  high 
standard  of  professional  character  is  apparent  in  everything  he  under- 
takes.

Sir  :  I  omitted  to  mention  to  you  yesterday  in  my  report  that  large 
canoes,  I  find,  are  now  principally  used  in  running  the  blockade  of  the 
rivers  flowing  into  Cliesapeake  Bay.  I  was  informed,  too,  by  a  man 
who  has  given  me  much  reliable  information  of  late,  that  contraband 
trade  is  carried  on  to  some  considerable  extent  between  North  and 
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Back  rivers.  "How  can  this  be?"  said  1  to  my  informant:  "Back 
Eiver  is  wholly  within  our  lines."  "I  know  that  very  well,"  was  the 
reply,  "and  the  supplies  are  furnished  by  the  sutlers  of  your  army." 
I  have,  of  course,  made  this  known  to  the  commanding  general  at 
Yorktown. 

I  have  been  up  the  river  to-day  and  captured  five  boats  with  over  a 
hundred  bushels  of  oysters  intended  for  the  Richmond  market.

Sir:  Your  highly  satisfactory  reports  of  the  24th  and  26th  ultimo, 
regarding  the  successful  expeditions  up  the  East  River  on  the  23d,  and 
the  ^orth  Eiver,  etc.,  on  the  25th,  have  been  received,  and  a  copy  for- 
warded to  the  Department  to-day. 

A  copy  of  your  report  of  the  27th  ultimo,  concerning  the  contraband 
trade  said  to  be  carried  on  between  North  and  Back  rivers  through  the 
sutlers,  has  been  sent  to  the  Department. 

If  you  can  capture  a  small  vessel,  such  as  you  state  are  used  in  run- 
ning the  blockade  of  the  Chesapeake  rivers,  if  fitted  to  carry  a  howitzer 
and  in  charge  of  an  active  and  intelligent  officer,  it  would  doubtless 
prove  of  great  service  in  breaking  up  some  of  the  contraband  trade. 

Your  report  of  the  2Cth  ultimo  on  the  sinking  of  one  of  the  launches 
on  the  22d  has  been  received.  As  regards  the  eighteen  oars  for  the 
launch,  you  will  make  out  a  requisition  in  duplicate  for  them  in  tlie 
usual  form,  leaving  the  size  in  blank  if  you  are  not  prepared  to  spec- 
ify it. 

You  will  please  continue  in  imijortant  matters  to  make  your  reports 
in  duplicate.

Fort  Monroe,  Va.,  November  24, 1862. 
I  have  just  received  the  following  dispatch  from  General  Naglee,  at 
Yorktown : 

My  salt  expedition  to  Mathews  County  has  been  a  perfect  success.     Destroyed 
seventy-three  large  cast-iron  boiling  vessels  of  nine  establishments  and  over  1,000 
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bushels  of  salt.    We  are  iiulebted  to  Captain  Foxhall  Parker,  commanding  the  naval 
branch  of  the  expedition,  for  very  effective  service.

Report  of  Commander  Itarenport,  ('.  S.  2favy,  refiarding  coal. 

U.  S.  S.  Hetzel, 
Off  Netc  Berne,  N.  C,  November  23, 1862. 
SiK:  I  find  that  both  the  army  aud  navy  are  without  coal.    I  would 
have  had  an  abundant  supply  had  it  not  been  taken,  without  my  kuowl- 
edfie  or  consent,  by  the  army. 

1  have  a  schooner  with  75  tons  of  coal  to  arrive,  the  bill  of  lading 
for  which  I  have  had  in  my  possession  lor  about  a  month. 

I  have  written  to  the  )iavy  agent  at  Philade]i)hia  for  a  further  supply. 
As  you  Jire  aware,  when  at  Plymouth  I  supplied  the  army  with  coal,  au 
absolute  necessity,  on  condition  that  it  would  be  returned  forthwith. 
On  luy  arrival  here,  to  my  surprise,  instead  of  furnishing  lue  with  a 
cargo,  I  was  asked  for  a  further  loan  of  a  large  quantity.  This  state 
of  affairs  shall  not  occur  again,  as  I  shall  give  positive  orders  that  no 
coal  be  delivered  to  anyone  without  a  written  order  from  the  senior 
ofBcer  present.

U.  S.  S.  Hetzel,  November  26,  1862. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  rei)ort  that  I  entered  New  River  Inlet  on 
the  23d  of  this  month  with  IJ.  S.  S.  Ellis  under  my  command;  suc- 
ceeded in  passing  the  narrow  aud  shallow  place  called  "The  llocks," 
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and  started  up  tbe  river.  My  object  was  to  sweep  tlie  river,  capture 
any  vessels  there,  capture  the  towu  of  Jacksouville,  or  Ouslow  Oourt- 
House,  take  the  Wilmingtou  mail,  and  destroy  any  salt  works  that  I 
might  find  on  the  banks.  I  expected  to  surprise  tiie  eueniy  in  going  up, 
and  then  to  fight  my  way  out. 

Five  miles  from  the  mouth  I  came  iu  sight  of  a  vessel  bound  outward, 
with  a  load  of  cotton  and  turpentine.  The  enemy  fired  her  to  prevent 
her  fi'om  falling  into  our  hands.  I  ran  alongside,  made  sure  that  they 
would  not  extinguish  the  flames,  and  again  steamed  up  the  river. 

At  1  p.  m,  I  reached  the  town  of  Jacksonville,  landed,  threw  out  my 
pickets,  aud  placed  guards  over  the  public  buildings.  This  place  is  the 
county  seat  of  Onslow  County,  and  is  quite  an  important  town.  It  is 
situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  going  up,  and  is  35  or  40  miles 
from  the  mouth.  I  captured  25  stand  of  public  arms  in  the  court-house 
and  post-office,  quite  a  large  mail,  and  two  schooners.  I  also  confis- 
cated the  negroes  of  the  Confederate  postmaster.  1  forgot  to  mention 
that  the  town  is  situated  on  the  main  dirt  road  to  Wilmington.  Sev- 
eral rebel  officers  escaped  as  I  neaied  the  place  and  carried  the  news  to 
that  city.  At  2:30  p.  m.  I  started  down  the  river,  and  at  5  ]>.  m.  came 
in  sight  of  a  camp  on  the  banks,  which  I  thoroughly  shelled.  At  the 
point  where  the  schooner  captured  in  the  morning  was  still  burning 
the  enemy  opened  fire  on  the  I]llis  with  rifles,  but  were  soon  silenced  by 
our  guns.  1  had  two  pilots  on  board,  both  of  whom  informed  me  that 
it  would  be  impossible  to  take  the  steamer  from  tiie  river  that  night. 
High  water  aud  daylight  were  two  things  absolutely  essential  in  order 
to  take  her  out.  I  therefore  came  to  anchor  about  5  miles  from  the 
outer  bar,  took  my  prizes  alongside,  and  made  every  preparation  to 
repel  an  attack.  All  night  long  the  signal  fires  of  the  enemy  could  be 
seen  on  the  banks.  At  daylight  I  got  underway,  and  had  nearly  reached 
the  worst  place  in  the  channel  when  the  enemy  opened  on  us  with  two 
pieces  of  artillery.  I  placed  my  vessel  in  position ;  at  once  hoisted  the 
battle  flag  at  the  fore ;  the  crew  gave  it  three  cheers  and  we  went  into 
action.  In  one  hour  I  had  driven  the  enemy  from  his  guns  and  from 
the  blufi'  and  passed  within  a  hundred  yards  of  their  position  without 
receiving  fire.  Up  to  this  time  I  had  been  in  every  way  successful,  but 
was  here  destined  to  meet  with  an  accident  that  changed  the  fortune  of 
the  day  and  resulted  in  the  destruction  of  my  vessel.  About  500  yards 
from  the  bluffs  the  pilots,  niistaking  the  channel,  ran  the  Ellis  hard 
and  fast  aground.  All  hands  went  to  work  at  once  to  lighten  her,  and 
anchors  and  steam  used  to  get  her  afloat,  but  without  success.  The 
headway  of  the  steamer  had  forced  her  over  a  shoal  aud  into  a  position 
where,  as  the  center  of  a  circle,  we  had  a  circumference  of  shoal  all 
around.  When  the  tide  fell  I  sent  a  party  ashore  to  take  possession  of 
the  artillery  abandoned  in  the  morning ;  but  when  they  reached  the  field 
it  was  discovered  that  it  had  been  removed  while  we  were  at  work  on 
the  vessel.  If  I  had  secured  this,  I  proposed  to  (construct  a  shore  bat- 
tery to  assist  in  the  defense  of  my  vessel  by  keeping  the  rebels  from 
placing  their  batteries  in  position.  At  dark  I  took  one  of  my  prize 
schooners  alongside  and  proceeded  to  take  everything  out  of  the  Ellis 
excepting  the  pivot  gun,  some  ammunition,  2  tons  of  coal,  and  a  few 
small  arms.  Steam  and  anchor  again  failed  to  get  my  vessel  afloat. 
I  felt  confident  that  the  Confederates  would  come  on  me  in  overwhelm- 
ing force,  aud  it  now  became  my  duty  to  save  my  men.  So  all  hands 
were  called  to  muster  and  the  crew  told  that  they  could  go  aboard  the 
schooner.  I  called  for  six  volunteers  to  remain  with  me  on  board  and 
fight  the  remaining  gun.  Knowing  that  it  was  almost  certain  death, 
the  men  came  forward,  and  two  master's  mates,  Valentine  and  Barton, 
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■were  amongst  the  iniuiber.  These  gentlemen  snbsequentlj'  behavea  with 
coolness  and  bravery.  I  ordered  the  schooner  to  drop  down  the  chan- 
nel out  of  range  from  the  bluffs,  and  there  to  wait  for  the  termination 
of  the  impending  engagement,  and  if  we  were  destroyed,  to  proceed 
to  sea. 

Early  in  the  morning  the  enemy  opened  on  us  from  four  points  with 
heavy  rifled  guns  (one  a  Whitworth).  It  was  a  cross  fire  and  very 
destructive.  I  replied  as  best  I  could,  but  in  a  short  time  the  engine 
was  disabled  and  she  was  much  cut  up  in  every  part,  and  the  only 
alternatives  left  were  surrender  or  a  pull  of  one  and  a  half  miles  under 
their  fire  in  my  small  boat.  The  first  of  these  was  not,  of  course,  to  be 
thought  of;  the  second  I  resolved  to  attempt.  I  fired  the  Ellis  in  five 
places,  and  having  seen  that  the  battle  flag  was  still  flying,  trained  the 
gun  on  the  enemy  so  that  the  vessel  might  tight  herself  after  we  had 
left  her,  and  started  down  the  river,  reached  the  schooner,  and  made 
sail  for  sea.  It  was  low  water  on  the  bar  and  a  heavy  surf  was  rolling 
in,  but  the  wind  forced  us  through  after  striking  several  times.  We 
were  just  in  time,  for  about  600  yards  down  the  beach  were  several 
companies  of  cavalry,  trying  to  reach  the  mouth  of  the  inlet  in  time  to 
cut  us  off.  We  hoisted  our  flag,  and  gave  three  cheers  and  were  off. 
In  four  hours  I  reached  Beaufort.  I  brought  away  all  my  men,  my 
rifled  howitzer  and  ammunition,  the  ship's  stores  and  clothing,  the  men's 
bags  and  hammocks,  and  a  portion  of  the  small  arms.  I  retained 
aboard  a  few  muskets,  pikes,  and  pistols  to  repel  boarders. 

I  neglected  to  state  that  when  I  took  possession  of  the  enemy's 
ground  on  the  24th  a  salt  work  was  destroyed  and  ten  boats  rendered 
useless  that  were  to  have  been  used  for  boarding.  At  9  a.  m.  the  U.  S. 
S.  Ullis  was  blown  in  pieces  by  the  explosion  of  the  magazine.  OfiBcers 
and  men  behaved  nobly,  obeying  orders  strictly  under  the  most  trying 
circumstances.  I  respectfully  request  that  a  court  of  enquiry  may  be 
ordered  to  investigate  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  to  see  if  the  honor  of 
the  flag  has  suffered  in  my  hands.

U.  S.  S.  Hetzel, 
yew  Berne,  iV.  C,  November  29,  1862. 
Sir  :  Having  discovered  that  the  mail  captured  by  me  at  Onslow 
[Jacksonville]  was  lost  in  my  steamer,  I  will  state  the  substance  of  the 
information  gained. 
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I  read  several  letters  from  both  officers  and  men  of  Longstreet's 
corps,  dated  lu  North  Carolina,  and  stating  that  the  troops  under  the 
command  of  that  general  were  in  this  State. 

I  also  captured  a  letter  from  an  edncated  lady,  whoAvrote  as  follows: 

Now  that  yon  have  the  noble  Longstreet  to  cDiiimaud  iu  your  State  iiud  to  pro- 
tect you,  you  need  have  uo  tear  of  the  Yankees. 

These  letters  were  dated  about  the  time  of  General  Foster's  late 
movement  above  Plymouth.  Letter  after  letter  spoke  of  the  design  of 
the  rebels  to  give  up  to  us  the  eastern  part  of  the  State.  It  seemed  to 
be  looked  upon  by  the  writers  as  a  foregone  conclusion.  I  found  that 
a  bitter  feeling  has  grown  up  iu  regard  to  the  conscript  law,  and  all 
soldiers  complained  of  a  want  of  clothing  and  shoes.  Salt  was  $20  a 
bushel  and  sole  leather  87  per  pound.  Tlie  yellow  fever  has  nearly 
disapi)eared  in  Wilmington.

Kewkirk,  of  the  cavalry,  and  Captain  [Z.  T.]  Adams,  with  a  section  of 
a  field  battery,  have  destroyed  a  steam  gunboat  of  the  enemy  on  New 
Eiver.  Her  crew  escaped.  Her  armament,  ammunition,  small  arms, 
and  many  articles  of  value  will  be  saved.  The  enemy  attempted  to 
tire  her.  but  being  of  iron  but  little  damage  was  done.  Great  credit  is 
due  to  Ca]itaiiis  Newkirk  and  Adams  and  their  officers  and  men.

S.  Navy,  of  a  visit  of  inspection 
to  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina. 

V.  S.  FlAG-STEAMEU    PlIILAnELrHIA, 

Hampton  Roads,  Viryinia,  November  2-1,  1862. 
Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  report  my  return  to  this  place  last  night  in 
the  Choenra.  I  inspected  the  vessels  in  the  sounds  and  made  a  visit 
to  Hatteras  Inlet,  Itoanoke  Island,  Plymouth,  Washington,  New  Berne, 
and  Beaufort.  Leaving  the  Miami  at  Washington,  N.  C,  and  joining 
the  Ghocura  at  Beaufort,  I  communicated  with  tlie  Monticello  off  Shal- 
lotte  Inlet,  with  the  Maratanza  and  I'enobscot  off  Cai)e  Fear  River,  and 
with  the  Cambridyc  and  Mount  Vernon  off  TSTew  Inlet  (Wilmington).  I 
thence  inspected  by  daylight  the  coast  north  of  Wilmington  toward 
Beaufort. 
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I  fouud  all  tlie  vessels  except  the  Cambridge  reportiug  the  want  of 
repairs  and  alterations  necessary  to  their  safety  and  efticiency. 

An  addition  of  six  efficient  vessels  is  essential  to  keep  the  blockade 
of  Wilniiugtou  and  the  inlets  and  coast  above  and  below  that  locality.

Louisiana  and  her  ojjivers.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  I  have  respectfully  to  submit 
the  following  report: 

First.  I  have  procured  enough  half  inch  railroad  iron  to  plate  the 
pilot  house  of  this  vessel,  and  will  have  it  finished  in  a  week. 
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Second.  It  will  require  600  square  feet  of  platiug  tliree-eigbtbs  inch 
thick  to  shield  the  battery,  the  plates  to  be  5  feet  long  by  3  Avide. 

Third.  The  carpenter's  work  can  be  done  on  board. 

Fourth.  The  Loiiisinna  is  an  iron  boat  and  in  good  condition,  except- 
ing a  hole  in  her  bottom,  that  was  made  by  running  on  an  anchor  at 
llatteras  Inlet,  but  is  well  covered  by  an  iron  plate.  She  leaks  con- 
siderably through  the  stuiting  box  of  the  propeller  shaft. 

I  have  also  respectfully  to  furnish  you  with  the  names,  rates,  and 
qualifications  of  the  of&cers  belonging  to  this  vessel: 

First.  Acting  Master  Jacob  Westervelt,  Acting  Second  Assistant

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Jiacer,  which  vessel  Mr.  Oakley  abandoned  at  sea.  She  was  afterwards 
towed  into  Beaufort  by  one  of  the  United  States  steamers  and  lays 
there  now. 

I  am  now  short  of  my  original  number  of  men,  caused  by  being  sent 
away  in  prizes,  taken  prisoners,  and  deaths,  to  the  extent  of  twenty, 
which  number  is  necessary  to  the  completion  of  my  full  crew.

U.  S.  Bark  Restless,  Xovember  26, 1862. 
Sir:  I  take  this  opportunity  to  forward  you  [an  account  of]  the  loss 
of  the  schooner  Racer.  The  first  four  days  I  experienced  light  east 
winds  and  fine  weather.  I  worked  out  around  Cape  Lookout  Novem- 
ber 2,  light  southwest  winds,  steering  N.  E.  At  4  p.  m..  Cape  Hatteras 
bearing  N.  E.,  25  miles,  at  the  time  strong  N.  W.  winds.  Schooner 
under  close-reefed  sails,  working  to  the  N.  E.  On  the  5th,  light  gale 
from  the  N.  E.,  and  a  heavy  swell  running  at  4  p.  m.  Hove  the  schooner 
to  on  the  starboard  tack,  heading  N.  N.  W.    The  gale  continued  till 

10  a.  m.  on  the  6th,  when,  the  gale  abating,  made  close-reefed  sails  and 
worked  to  the  windward  all  day.  At  4  p.  m.,  in  latitude  34°  36'  N., 
longitude  75°  57'  W.,  schooner  on  the  starboard  tack  standing  to  the 
westward.  Next  morning  at  9  a.  m.  saw  the  lighthouse  at  Oakleycock 
[Ocracoke]  Inlet,  at  the  time  light  winds  from  the  north  with  all  the 
appearance  of  bad  weather.  At  sundown  I  was  up  to  the  bar,  but 
being  so  dark  could  not  find  the  way  in.  At  dark  strong  winds  sprang 
up  from  the  S.  W.;  kept  the  schooner  off  N.  E.  for  Cape  Hatteras.    At 

11  p.m. made  Cape  Hatteras  light, bearing  N.by  E., raining  and  heavy 
squalls  from  the  S.  W.  at  the  time.  At  2  a.  m.,  Cape  Hatteras  bearing 
W.,  20  miles  distance.  At  4  a.  m.  Thursday  moi  ning,  wind  bursting  out 
from  the  north  a  heavy  gale,  took  in  all  sail  bnt  a  close-reefed  mainsail, 
hove  the  schooner  to  on  the  port  tack,  heading  E.  N.  E.,  making  a  south 
east  drift.  At  2  p.,  m.  the  wind  hauling  to  the  N.  N.  E.,  with  heavy 
rain  squalls,  and  a  heavy  swell  running  at  the  time,  which  caused  the 
schooner  to  labor  very  hard  and  taking  considerable  water  over.  She 
being  loaded  so  heavy,  I  found  it  necessary  to  light[enj  her,  so  I  hove 
over  60  bags  of  salt.  At  4  p.  m.  I  was  called  down  the  hold  by  one  of 
the  men  saying  the  schooner  liad  sprung  a  leak.  I  went  in  the  hold  and 
on  the  starboard  side  amidship  I  could  hear  the  water  rushing  in.  I 
cleared  away  the  salt  from  that  side.  I  discovered  the  leak  was  under 
one  of  the  deck  beams.  I  went  on  deck  and  wore  the  schooner  around 
on  the  starboard  tack  as  quick  as  possible,  and  then  commenced  light- 
ening her  by  heaving  overboard  salt  from  that  side  to  get  the  leak  out 
of  water  and  kept  the  pumps  continually  going.  After  heaving  over 
as  much  salt  as  we  were  able  to  do,  as  the  men  all  got  tired  out,  for  we 
had  to  bring  the  salt  all  up  through  the  cabin  and  heave  it  overboard 
from  that  way,  as  it  was  impossible  to  take  off  one  of  the  hatches,  as 
the  water  Avas  breaking  over  us  so;  we  could  manage  through  the  night, 
by  keeping  the  pumps  continually  going,  to  keep  the  water  down  to 
about  2  feet  in  the  hold.  In  the  morning  we  found  that  the  schooner 
was  in  the  Gulf  [Stream?]  and  a  very  sharp  swell  running,  the  wind 
increasing.    The  schooner  now  was  leaking  in  several  different  places 
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and  working  the  water  throngh  her  deck,  and  so  that  it  wet  all  of  our 
clothes  in  the  cabin  and  bedding.  I  found  it  necessary  to  heave  over 
some  more  of  the  salt.  At  10  a.  m.  I  found  that  her  bowsprit  had 
nearly  wrung  off'.  At  12  noon  the  mainsail  split  nearly  all  to  pieces. 
By  tying  it  down  and  hoisting  a  little  of  the  peak  I  could  make  out  to 
keep  her  up  to  the  wind.  At  4  p.  m.  two  of  the  men  were  unable  to 
get  on  deck — by  working  and  being  wet;  no  place  to  lay  down;  they 
were  fatigued  out.  Saturday  morning  I  found  that  the  gale  had  abated. 
1  set  the  foresail  and  jib  and  steered  to  the  westward,  keeping  the  men 
continually  at  the  pumps.  At  12,  struck  out  to  the  west  edge  of  the 
Gulf  [Stream?].  At  1  p.  m.,  the  wind  hauling  to  the  westward,  with 
heavy  rain  squalls,  the  foresail  went  nearly  all  to  pieces.  At  the  time 
I  saw  a  steamer  to  the  leeward  steering  N.  E.  I  having  no  sails  to 
work  the  schooner  with,  the  schooner  leaking  very  bad  and  the  men  all 
worked  out,  1  made  a  signal  of  distress.  She  passed  close  along  by  me, 
paying  little  or  no  attention  to  the  signal  of  distress.  At  2  p.  m.  a 
schooner  hove  in  sight.  I  made  the  signals  of  distress  to  her.  She  ran 
down  and  took  us  off  the  schooner.  At  the  time  it  was  blowing  a  gale 
from  the  westward,  so  it  was  very  diilicult  for  her  to  lower  a  boat  and 
take  us  off.  We  saved  some  of  our  things,  but  the  most  of  them  we 
lost,  as  it  was  dangerous  for  the  boat  to  come  alongside  of  the  schooner. 
This  schooner  that  took  us  off'  was  the  R.  M.  J).  MiU.s,  bound  to  Port 
Royal,  [S.  C.].  We  arrived  at  Port  Royal  on  the  11th  of  November. 
Admiral  Du  Pont  sent  for  me  to  come  on  board  of  the  Wabash.  He 
then  ordered  me  to  the  bark  Restless  with  the  four  men.  I  made  a 
request  to  come  back  again  and  join  the  ship,  but  he  said  he  had  no  way 
of  sending  me,  so  I  took  the  four  men  under  my  charge  and  reported  for 
duty  on  the  bark  Restless.  I  made  out  a  full  re])ort  with  all  proceed- 
ings and  sent  them  to  the  admiral.  The  things  I  have  got  belonging 
to  the  ship  I  will  forward  by  the  first  opportunity.  The  chart  got  wet 
and  ruined,  for  it  was  impossible  to  keep  anything  dry.

$5,000  if  they  take  an  ironclad  to  the  town  of  Wilmington  and  back. 
We  should  like  them  iu  about  a  week.

General  :  In  respon.-e  to  your  application  for  assistance  to  arrest 
the  crew  of  the  transi)ort  Hussar,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  in  conse- 
quence of  being  without  coal  or  wood  I  have  previously  been  compelled 
to  direct  that  the  several  vessels  under  my  comniaud,  contrary  to  my 
usual  custom  and  orders,  should  permit  their  fires  to  go  out  instead  of 
keeping  up  steam.  It  was  therefore  impossible  to  have  had  a  gunboat 
ready  as  soon  as  I  supposed  the  emergency  of  the  occasion  required. 

The  distance  from  this  vessel  to  the  Hussar  being  also  too  great  to 
admit  of  n)y  hauling  alongside,  as  you  h.ad  suggested,  I  therefore  dis- 
patched four  armed  boats  under  command  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieu- 
tenant Foster,  who  has  reported  that  the  duty  lias  been  performed  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  army  officers  of  your  staff  who  accompanied  him.

General  :  I  enclose  herewith  copies  of  two  communications  received 
this  morning. 

You  will  perceive  that  the  provost-marshal  transcended  his  authority 
by  going  on  board  of  one  of  the  naval  vessels  under  my  command  to 
execute  an  order  from  Governor  8tanly.  I  have  approved  Captain 
Wells's  course  and  would  have  considered  him  unworthy  to  be  an 
officer  of  the  Navy  had  he  permitted  himself  to  be  arrested  under  the 
circumstances. 

Captain  Wells  emphatically  denies  having  used  disrespectful  lan- 
guage toward  Governor  Stanly,  yourself,  or  the  provost-marshal. 

I  will  thank  you  to  inform  the  provost-marshal  that  I  command  all 
the  naval  vessels  in  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina,  and  that  his  author- 
ity does  not  extend  to  the  naval  vessels,  and  that,  while  any  request 
from  him,  the  general,  or  the  governor  will  meet  with  my  prompt  and 
respectful  consideration,  I  command  independently  of  .anyone  here, 
being  responsible  only  to  Acting  Hear- Admiral  S.  P.  Lee  and  the  Navy 
Department. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  provost- 
marshal  presented  himself  alongside  the  Seymour  with  an  armed  cor- 
poral's guard,  as  if  meaning  to  threaten  by  dis])lay  of  force  a  command- 
ing officer  of  the  United  States  naval  service  while  on  his  own  quarter- 
deck. This,  from  an  officer  whose  antecedents  would  indicate  greater 
knowledge  of  military  propriety,  would  h.ive  called  for  a  report  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy.  As  it  is,  I  liope  that  you  will  inform  the  pres- 
ent provost-marshal  that  intimidation  is  an  argument  to  be  recognized 
and  answered  only  in  one  way  by  gentlemen  who  wear  the  uniform  of 
the  United  States  service.

Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  for  your  cousideratioii  an  account  of  au 
atl'uir  wliicli  occuned  on  tlie  deck  of  this  vessel  this  afternoon  between 
an  army  oiMuer  and  myself.     The  particulars  are  as  follows: 

A  person  wearing  the  insignia  of  a  major  of  infantry,  and  calling 
himself  provost-marshal  of  Kew  Berne,  came  on  board  this  vessel  and 
produced  a  document  signed  by  himself  requiring  me  to  deliver  the 
money  and  effects  of  the  late  Mr.  Whall,  master's  mate,  U.  S.  Navy, 
into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Carrow,  light-ho\ise  keeper.  I  quietly  informed 
the  oHiccr  that  the  paper  required  Commander  Davenport's  signature 
before  I  obeyed  the  order  contained  therein.  lie  then  became  much 
excited;  said  he  would  make  me  give  up  the  things  in  spite  of  a  thou- 
sand Commander  Davenports,  and  called  a  guard  of  several  soldiers, 
whom  he  had  at  his  back  to  support  him,  and  endeavored  to  arrest  me 
in  the  name  of  General  Foster.  I,  however,  declined  being  arrested 
in  anyone's  name  other  than  that  of  my  commanding  officer's,  and 
immediately  hauled  the  vessel  into  the  stream  in  order  to  prevent  a 
collision  between  my  men  and  the  soldiers,  and  repaired  on  board  the 
senior  officer's  vessel  to  report  this  unprovoked  indignity  offered  to  the 
service,  to  my  connnanding  oHicer,  and  to  myself,  and  to  ask  for  instruc- 
tions whereby  to  regulate  my  future  conduct  should  the  same  occur 
again.

Captain  Wells  sent  a  reply  that  he  did  not  recognize  the  authority  of 
Governor  Stanly,  General  Foster,  or  myself,  and  should  not  give  up  the 
property.  I  then  went  personally  to  Captain  Wells  in  order  to  explain 
the  matter  to  him;  liere])eated  the  remark  that  he  did  not  recognize  the 
authority  of  Governor  Stanly,  General  Foster,  or  the  provost-marshal, 
and  added  that  there  was  but  one  man  that  he  should  obey,  and  that 
that  was  Commander  Davenport,  and  proceeded  to  unmoor  the  boat, 
using  most  disrespectful  language  toward  Governor  Stanly,  General 
Foster,  and  myself.  I  ordered  him  under  arrest  and  told  liim  to  go 
with  me  to  n)y  office;  he  said  he  could  not  go  then,  but  would  report  in 
half  an  hour,  but  he  has  not  made  his  appearance. 

In  order  to  avoid  all  trouble  I  desire  to  leave  the  execution  of  Gov- 
ernor Stanly's  order  in  your  hands,  but  would  respectfully  request  you 
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to  place  Gaptaiu  Wells  under  arrest,  as  I  intend  to  prefer  charges 
against  him.

The  position  that  you  take,  namely, 
that,  as  commander  of  all  the  naval  vessels  in  the  sounds  of  North 
Carolina,  you  can  not  permit  the  provost- marshal  to  execute  his 
authority  on  board  one  of  your  vessels,  admits,  I  think,  of  some  ques- 
tion. 1  am  under  the  impression  that  the  provost-marshal,  like  a  civil 
marshal,  while  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  governor  as  a  civil 
functionary,  has  a  right  to  execute  his  authority  on  any  of  the  naval 
vessels  while  in  port.  lie  could  not  do  this,  of  course,  as  a  military 
ofQcer,  nor  properly,  even,  if  acting  by  my  orders;  but  being  under  the 
orders  of  the  governor  at  the  time,  places  him,  I  think,  in  the  right.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen,    U.  S.  ^ai^y,  regarding 
the  capture  of  the  schooner  Levi  Eotce. 

U.  S.  S.  Mount  Yeknon, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  November  30,  1862. 

SiE :  On  the  29tb  November,  while  cruising  on  the  coast  of  North 
Carolina,  according  to  the  orders  of  the  senior  oflBcer  off  this  port,  at 
1:40  p.  m.,  Old  Inlet  bearing  due  west,  1  mile  distant,  made  a  sail 
bearing  from  us  S.E.  by  E.  standing  directly  in  for  the  land.  At  2  p.m. 
fired  a  shot  to  bring  the  vessel  to,  and  at  2 :  15  boarded  the  schooner 
Levi  Roive,  of  and  from  Nassau,  New  Providence,  and  purporting  to  be 
bound  to  Beaufort,  N.  C,  with  a  cargo  of  salt,  etc.  When  boarded  the 
schooner  was  standing  directly  for  New  Topsail  Inlet,  it  bearing  from 
her  N.W.  by  N.,  3  miles  distant,  and  is  a  noted  place  on  the  coast 
as  being  a  favorable  point  at  which  to  run  the  blockade.  An  English 
ensign  was  found  on  board,  but  during  the  chase  she  refused  to  show 
her  colors.  I  was  informed  a  few  days  since  that  salt  was  selling  in 
North  Carolina  at  $150  per  sack,  Confederate  scrip,  and  that  said  scrip 
was  exchangeable  in  Richmond  for  gold  at  $2.25  per  cent.  This 
information  I  received  from  two  intelligent  white  men  and  one  woman 
who  came  from  "Wilmington  to  take  refuge  on  board  this  ship.  This 
cargo  would  have  brought  in  the  Confederacy  $127,500  in  scrip,  which 
if  exchanged  for  gold  would  bring  $50,666.66. 

The  captain  of  this  schooner  (Levi  Bowe)  was  captured  by  this  same 
ship  on  the  1st  of  March,  1862,  while  attempting  to  run  the  blockade 
in  the  schooner  British  Queen,  on  which  occasion  he  was  sent  with  his 
vessel  to  Philadelphia,  where  both  vessel  and  cargo  were  condemned 
and  confiscated. 
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All  circumstances  combiued  show  that  salt  is  almost  wortliless  iu 
Beaufort,  aud  that  the  schooner  was  undoubtedly  intended  to  run  the 
blockade,  for  when  discovered  he  was  steering  directly  forK"ew  Topsail 
Inlet,  which  bore  N.W.by  N.,  3  miles  distant;  he  had  a  stronj--,  fair 
wind,  aud  in  less  than  an  hour  she  would  have  been  inside  the  inlet. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances,  I  have,  with  the  advice  aud  consent 
of  the  senior  officer  present  (Commander  W.  A.  Parker,  U.S.  Navy), 
sent  the  schooner  Levi  Rowe  to  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  for  adjudica- 
tion, iu  charge  of  Acting  blaster's  M.ite  Ernest  Ilodder,  and  five  men 
from  this  ship.  I  also  send  the  captain,  J.  S.  Dennis,  aud  the  super- 
cargo, J.  M.  Taylor.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  disposi- 
tion of  and  service  performed  by  the  United  States  vessels  under  your 
command  iu  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina  from  the  loth  of  November, 
ultimo,  to  date,  viz : 

The  Iletzvl.  Hunchback,  Underwriter,  Seymour,  and  Brinker  have 
remained  at  their  stations  off  New  Eerne. 

On  the  25th  ultimo,  at  the  request  of  (xeneral  Foster,  the  Delaware 
proceeded  to  the  assistance  of  the  transport  George  Peahody,  ashore  at 
Hatteras  Inlet,  and  after  having  successfully  accomplished  her  mission 
returned  to  her  station  off  New  Berne.  On  the  18th  ultimo  the  Ceres 
sailed  for  the  North  to  be  repaired. 
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On  the  20th  ultimo  the  Whitehead  sailed  for  the  North  to  be  repaired. 

The  Commodore  Perry,  Valleji  City,  Shaicsheen,  and  Loci-wood  have 
been  at  their  stations  off  Plynionth,  the  Shawsheen  having  in  the 
meantime  made  a  recouuoissauce  up  the  Chowan  liiver  as  far  as  Win- 
fleld. 

The  Louisiana  and  Miami  have  remaind  at  their  stations  oft'  Wash- 
ington, N.  C. 

The  L'llis,  on  her  return  from  a  reconnoissance  up  New  River,  X.  C, 
grounded  near  its  mouth,  and  while  in  that  position  was  blown  up  by 
her  commander,  Lieutenant  Gushing,  on  the  morning  of  the  i.'5th  of 
November,  ultimo,  to  ])revent  her  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy. 

On  the  22d  November,  ultimo,  the  Granite  conveyed  Acting  Master 
Westervelt  to  Washington,  N.  G.;  left  him  on  board  the  Loniniana  for 
duty  on  that  vessel;  brought  back  Gunner  E.  A.  McDonald  for  duty  as 
ofticer  in  charge  of  ordnance  stores  at  this  place,  and  then  returned  to 
her  station  at  Ocracoke  Inlet.

[U.  S.  S.j  Philadelphia  (underway  and  shaking  badly), 

Hampton  Roads,  December  '^,  1S63. 
Sent  by  Lieutenant  Gushing.] 

Lieutenant  Gushing  arrived  this  morning.  lie  lost  the  light-draft 
miis  with  credit.  His  representation  of  his  conduct  impresses  me 
very  favorably.  He  goes  up  to  get  something  to  wear,  and  will  sec 
you  and  rei)ort  a  plan  he  proposes  for  getting  information  which  may 
succeed  if  the  idea  has  not  leaked  out;  but  Davenport,  Scott,  and 
Foster  know  it.  I  met  General  Foster  here  this  morning.  lie  came 
up  to  get  a  brigade  from  General  Dix  to  march  from  Suftblk  to  the 
Gliowan  (at  Winfield,  about  10  miles  below  Gatesville),  there  to  take 
water.  He  is  now  at  Norfolk  arranging  with  General  Peck,  at  Suftblk, 
about  it.  General  Foster  proposes  to  march  from  New  Berue  and  cut 
the  railroad  at  or  about  Goldsboro ;  thence  either  to  go  to  Tarboro  and 
destroy  the  gunboats,  or  return  to  New  Berne,  which  I  prefer,  and 
have  so  said  to  him,  and  thence  to  march  to  Wilmington,  receiving 
supplies  from  New  Topsail  Inlet,  brought  there  by  his  light-draft 
steamers  (four  or  five  of  them)  under  Murray.  He  wants  Murray  to 
be  in  command  in  the  sounds.    As  senior  ofticer  he  will  be  in  jiro  tern 
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coimr.aiul,  which  I  think  will  serve  bis  wishes  and  his  official  re(}uire- 
nieuts  for  the  service  of  aiding  General  Foster.  I  urged  General  Foster 
to  get  through  with  Goldsboro  and  go  down  toward  Wilmington  as  soon 
as  possible;  that  I  would  communicate  with  him  through  Murray. 
Told  him  I  was  ])reparing  for  an  inside  and  outside  attack  on  Wilming- 
ton and  wanted  him  to  give  aid  on  the  land  side.  (I  do  not  suppose  he 
can  be  up  in  time,  but  with  Murray  he  may,  and  the  moral  aid  of  his 
approach  will  be  good.)  That  1  should  go  ahead  when  ready,  and  he 
can  do  the  same.  That  for  the  operation  against  Goldsboro  he  need 
not  wait  for  me,  nor  for  the  other  either;  that  1  shall  be  ahead  of  him, 
1  suppose,  as  my  operations  must  come  off  soon.  I  enjoined  secrecy 
upon  him ;  told  him  that  but  one  officer  around  mo  knows  it.  Since  he 
left,  Murray  tells  me  he  talks.  Sorry  for  it.  When  will  the  Passaic 
be  ready,  and  the  other  vessels?  Do  let  me  know.  Murray  says  he 
knows  that  Gunner  Samuel  D.  llincs,  now  on  board  the  Marion,  is  a 
"clever  Wilmington  and  sounds  pilot."  tie  acted  as  pilot  therefor 
Murray  when  on  coast  survey  duty.  Please  send  him  to  nie.  If 
Gashing  succeeds  we  shall  learn,  and  it  will  be  important  to  us  to 
know  tlie  place  and  the  character  of  the  obstructions  in  the  river,  etc.; 
if  they  are  under  water  at  high  tide,  as  at  Norfolk,  it  will  be  well  to 
know  it.     *     *     *.

Sir:  In  a  letter  from  you  to  Commander  ]3aveiiport  you  say  that 
Governor  Stanly  states  that  he  has  granted  no  permits  to  sell  salt  in 
the  inner  waters  of  North  Carolina.  The  governor  must  mean  that  he 
has  granted  no  passes  to  trade  in  salt  exclusively,  for  he  has  given  per- 
mits to  trade  in  the  sounds  and  rivers  to  vessels  partly  laden  with  salt. 
It  is  to  be  presumed  that  he  knew  their  cargoes  when  the  papers  were 
granted.  The  two  schooners  that  were  at  Plymouth  when  you  were 
there  have  disposed  of  all,  or  nearly  all,  of  their  cargoes  under  permits 
from  Governor  Stanly,  but  I  have  informed  their  owners  that  no  more 
salt  should  be  brought  there  until  I  received  instructions  from  you. 

Yesterday  I  saw  atWinfleld,  on  the  Chowan  River,  a  sutler's  schooner, 
having  salt  on  board,  with  a  permit  to  trade.  I  arrested  the  sale  of  the 
salt,  but  directed  Acting  Lieutenant  Woodward,  of  the  Shatcshecn,  to 
allow  the  owner  to  dispose  of  the  rest  of  his  goods  not  contraband  to 
loyal  people. 

The  governor,  as  I  stated  above,  granted  permits  to  trade  in  the 
navigable  waters  of  North  Carolina,  but  on  condition  that  the  parties 
do  not  trade  with  disloyal  men ;  that  they  report  at  all  military  stations, 
and  tliat  they  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  military  or  naval 
authorities. 

It  would,  perhaps,  be  well  for  the  cause  if  no  permits  to  trade  were 
granted;  but  if  granted,  it  would  certainly  seem  wise  to  restrict  the 
parties  to  the  military  posts  and  place  them  under  military  supervision. 
They  should  surely  not  be  left  to  judge  of  the  loyalty  of  their  pur- 
chasers; the  largest  buyer  might  be  the  most  loyal  man. 

A  great  deal  of  suflering  has  no  doubt  been  relieved  among  the  Union 
people  near  Plymouth  and  elsewhere  by  trade  being  in  a  measure 
resumed,  and  this  has  at  Plymouth,  I  think,  benefited  the  secessionists 
butlitlle. 

Three  regiments  of  rebels  are  reported  to  be  at  Itainbow  Bluff.  Two 
regiments  are  reported  to  have  gone  from  there  lately  to  Virginia. 

I  think  it  probable  the  river  is  now  obstructed  and  the  batteries  near 
completion. 

I  have  no  news  to  communicate.  We  are  greatly  in  need  of  coal. 
The  Lockwood  is  at  Plymouth  with  none,  and  if  I  do  not  find  a  coal 
schooner  here  tomorrow  I  shall  have  none  when  I  arrive  at  Plymouth.

The  blockade  is  intended  to  interdict  all  trade  whatever  with  the 
country  blockaded  by  the  North  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron  from 
the  Piankatank  Itiver,  Chesapeake  Bay,  southward  to  South  Carolina, 
except  the  port  of  Beaufort,  N.  C,  which  is  open  to  trade  by  the  proc- 
lamation of  the  President. 

It  is  necessary  that  sailing  vessels  having  supplies  for  the  army  on 
board,  passing  into  the  sounds,  should  have  and  exhibit  manifests  and 
clearances  from  the  customhouse  at  the  port  which  they  left,  or  quar- 
termaster's certificates  that  they  are  in  the  employ  of  the  army,  or 
bills  of  lading  certified  by  him,  which  papers  must  be  {"arefully  exam- 
ined by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  guard  boat  to  ascertain  if  they 
or  the  character  of  their  supplies  are  irregular.  The  masters  of  the 
vessels  must  also  certify  on  honor  that  their  supplies  are  for  the  army 
or  navy  only,  and  that  there  is  nothing  else  except  the  usual  stores  for 
the  vessel,  and  the  officers  and  crew  on  board. 

Sailing  vessels  wliich  have  brought  sup])lies  to  the  army  or  navy, 
and  which  are  passing  out  in  ballast,  will  need  no  certificates,  and  will 
be  allowed  to  pass;  if,  however,  they  carry  return  cargoes,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  them  to  have  and  exhibit  certificates  from  the  general 
commanding  the  department,  or  from  such  officer  or  officers  as  he  may 
officially  designate  for  that  duty,  certifying  that  these  cargoes  are  com- 
posed only  of  army  supplies  or  other  Government  property. 

As  regards  steamers,  if  the  general  commanding  will  furnish  you  with 
an  official  list  of  such  as  are  in  the  regular  sei'vice  of  the  army  in  his 
department,  and  Avill  agree  promptly  to  notify  you  in  writing  of  any 
additions  to,  or  deductions  from,  this  list  as  they  may  be  made,  such 
steamers  will  be  allowed  to  pass  in  and  out  without  stopping.  Such, 
however,  as  do  not  appear  on  this  list  will  be  required  to  exhibit  cer- 
tificates or  clearances  as  in  the  case  of  sailing  vessels  unless  they  are 
troop  transports. 

No  vessel  can  pass  in  or  out  with  merchandise  except  under  a  permit 
from  the  Treasury,  War,  or  Navy  Department,  and  not  until  such  per- 
mit and  her  manifest  have  been  examined  by  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  guard  vessel  and  either  the  original  permit  (which  is  much  pre- 
ferred) or  a  copy  of  it  taken  and  Sfutin  with  the  weekly  boarding  returns; 
in  the  latter  case,  the  cox)y  is  to  be  certified  as  correct  by  the  master  of 
the  vessel  and  by  the  connnanding  officer  of  the  guard  vessel,  who  will 
then  note  on  the  original  the  date  of  boarding  in  words  with  his  signa- 
ture. 

No  officer  of  the  Army  or  Navy  of  any  rank,  or  any  person  other  than 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  War,  or  Navy,  or  his  assistants,  can  give 
a  permit  to  pass  a  vessel  in  or  out  with  merchandivse  or  articles  for  traffic; 
and  any  vessel  attempting  to  pass  in  with  merchandise  or  articles  for 
traffic  without  a  permit,  as  above  designated,  must  be  warned  off  and 
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the  warning  endorsed  upon  her  papers,  with  date  and  signature  of  the 
coniinandiug  officer  of  the  guard  vessel.  If  such  warning  is  not  taken, 
and  she  i)ersists  in  entering,  slie  must  be  detained  and  the  facts  reported 
to  me  for  reference  to  tlie  Navy  Department.  Vessels  attempting  to 
pass  out  with  merchandise  and  without  a  permit,  as  above  designated, 
nuist  be  detained  and  the  fact  reported  to  me  for  reference  to  the  Navy 
Department,  unless  they  prefer  to  return,  discharge,  and  go  out  in  bal- 
last. 

Care  must  be  taken  not  to  allow  vessels  taking  refuge  in  either  Hat- 
teras  or  Ocracoke  inlets  in  foul  weather  to  enter  the  sounds. 

Kach  guard  vessel  will  keep  a  boarding  book  and  also  make  a  weekly 
return  in  duplicate,  showing  the  name  and  class  of  all  vessels  jjassiug 
the  guard  vessels,  date  of  passing,  whether  in  or  out,  names  of  masters 
and  owners,  cargoes,  tonnage,  and  whether  with  army  or  navy  supjjlies, 
or,  if  by  special  permit,  of  what  Department.  The  permits  and  certifi- 
cates, or  certified  copies  of  them,  must  accompany  these  returjis  (dupli- 
cate coi)ies  accompanying  the  dujtlicate  returns)  and  must  each  be 
numbered  to  corresi)ond  with  the  same  number  set  against  the  name  of 
each  vessel,  I'espectively,  in  the  weekly  return.  These  weekly  returns 
must  be  forwarded  by  earliest  o]>i)ortunities. 

Each  guard  vessel  must  keep  the  guard  flag  flving  at  all  times.

Unofficial  report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Fliisser,  J\  S.  Xavi/,  regard- 
ing miscellaneous  matters.

Albemarle  Sound,  J>ecemher  :3,  1862. 

My  Dear  Davenport:  I  have  done  nothing  since  the  15th  ultimo 
except  protect  Plymouth.  1  went  down  to  haul  the  ^f(lssasoit  off  three 
days  ago;  not  being  able  to  get  near  enough  to  run  a  hawser  to  her, 
returned  to  l^lymouthj,  and  sent  the  Lockicood  to  her  assistance;  she 
got  her  off.  The  board,  Furniss,  Graves,  and  P^ngineer  Newton,  have 
examined  the  vessels,  but  have  not  yet  finished  the  reports.  I  shall 
be  unable  to  send  them  if  I  do  not  find  coal  at  lloanoke,  where  1  expect 
to  be  at  8  p.  m.;  it  is  now  near  7.  The  Loel;wood  has  no  coal.  I  shall 
have  barely  enough  to  reach  Plymouth  with,  if  I  find  none  at  Eoanoke. 
The  Valley  City,  at  Elizabeth  City,  has  4  or  ">  tons,  and  the  Shan-sheen, 
at  "Winfield,  Chowan  Ptiver,  has  8  or  10.  T  was  at  Winfield  yesterday; 
no  news  of  importance.  1  stopped  the  sale  of  salt  there  until  further 
orders.  I  wrote  you  some  time  since  about  needing  petty  officers.  I 
want  now  au  engineer  (second  assistant),  and  want  permission  to  make 
more  rates.  If  you  have  made  no  mention  of  it  to  tlie  admiral,  say 
nothing  of  it.  If  you  have  mentioned  it,  jog  his  memory.  I  need  one 
quartermaster,  two  quarter  gunners,  two  coxswains,  one  master-at-arms, 
one  carpenter's  mate. 

I  have  on  board  11  boxes  of  tobacco,  captured  on  Chowan  Kiver,  in 
transit  to  Eichmond,  taken  by  Sltawsheen. 

I  am  much  in  need  of  the  paints  I  required;  please  send  them  as 
soon  as  you  can.  Some  few  days  since  the  rebels  had  five  regiments 
about  Painbow  Bluff  fortifying;  two  have  since  gone  to  Virginia.  1 
have  been  unable  to  establish  a  mail  from  Poanoke  Island  to  Plymouth, 
through  need  of  coal. 
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There  have  been  no  soldiers  serving  on  the  gunboats  for  some  months, 
except  some  few  of  the  Fourth  Rhode  Island  Volunteers,  who  were 
attached  to  mine.  I  am  only  waiting  for  Hammell  to  leave  to  send 
them  on  with  him ;  I  know  of  no  other  way  to  send  them. 

Governor  Stanly,  so  the  admiral  writes,  says  he  has  given  no  permits 
to  sell  salt;  may  be  not,  but  he  has  given  vessels  permits  to  trade  and 
dispose  of  their  cargoes  when  he  knew,  or  should  have  known,  that 
they  were  partly  laden  with  salt;  you  had  better  see  about  it.  He  has 
also  given  permits  to  trade  in  the  navigable  waters  of  North  Carolina. 
1 1  seems  to  me  bad  to  grant  civilians  permits  to  trade  at  other  places  than 
military  posts;  if  done,  they  can  sell  to  anyone,  loyal  man  or  traitor. 

I  have  not  prevented  the  sale  of  the  salt  which  was  at  Plymouth 
when  you  were  there,  but  will  not  allow  any  more  to  be  brought  there 
and  disposed  of.  If  more  comes,  I  shall  seize  the  vessels,  with  or  without 
passes. 

If  you  send  a  coal  schooner  up,  let  her  come  to  Plymouth,  for  neither 
the  Loclacood  nor  Ferry  will  have  coal  enougli  to  come  down  for  her,

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  tliat,  in  obedience  to  your  order  of 
December  -,  I  ])ruceeded  with  the  steamer  Delaware,  under  my  command, 
to  Koanoke  Island.    Colonel  Hickman  (whom  you  desired  me  to  com- 
municate with)  not  being  there,  I  awaited  liis  arrival.

Sir:  I  submit  for  the  consideration  and  decision  of  the  Department 
a  letter  from  Commander  Davenport  to  me,  dated  November  29,  enclos- 
ing (A)  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Governor  Stanly  to  the  provost-marshal 
at  New  Berne,  dated  November  28  (B);  also  a  copy  of  the  provost- 
marshal's  note  of  November  21)  to  Commander  Davenport  and  a  copy  of 
his  reply  thereto  (C). 

I  presume  it  is  not  proper  for  Governor  Stanly  to  decide  a  naval 
l)rize  case  or  to  order  the  provost-marshal  to  execute  his  decision  on 
board  of  a  United  States  naval  vessel,  or  to  assume  any  authority 
whatever  over  a  United  States  naval  vessel. 

Any  respectful  suggestion  from  Governor  Stanly  is  of  course  entitled 
to  respectful  consideration.

Sir:  I  enclose  herewith  copies  of  three  communications,  to  which  I 
respectfully  ask  your  consideration. 

The  schooner  alluded  to  by  Governor  Stanly  was  captured  by  the 
Louisiana  at  liose  Bay,  and,  you  may  remember,  was  the  one  which 
you  directed  should  be  brought  here,  appraised,  and  put  into  the  naval 
service  as  a  store  or  supply  vessel. 

It  was  but  a  few  days  after  her  arrival  here  when  a  man  presented 
himself  to  me,  claiming  to  be  her  owner,  or  at  least  part  owner.  I 
declined  to  deliver  the  vessel  to  him  until  he  produced  proper  evidence 
that  he  was  a  loyal  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

You  will  perceive  that  Governor  Stanly  issues  an  order  to  the  provost- 
marshal  to  "take  proper  steps  to  secure  the  detention  of  the  said  ves- 
sel," etc.  To  prevent  the  slightest  collision  of  authority,  and  being 
firmly  resolved  that,  as  far  as  I  possibly  can,  there  shall  not  be  a  jar 
between  the  military  and  naval  authorities,  I  have  written  to  the  pro- 
vost-marshal that  the  schooner  awaits  the  orders  of  Governor  Stanly. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  that  you  will  give  me  your  views  and  instruc- 
tions, and  inform  me  whether  the  governor  possesses  the  authority 
indicated  iu  his  note,  and  also  whether  he  can  send  the  provost-marshal 
on  board  of  a  naval  vessel,  as  has  been  done,  to  execute  an  order  from 
him. 

I  beg  you,  most  respectfully,  to  understand  that  I  have  no  feeling  in 
the  case;  but  I  do  not  wish  to  do  or  submit  to  anything  which  might 
not  meet  with  the  approbation  of  yourself.

Report  of  Captain  Drayton,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  the  arrival  and.  examination 
of  the  U.  S.  S.  Passaic  at  the  Washington  navy  yard. 

V.  S.  S.  Passaic, 
Nary  Yard,  Washington,  December  3, 186S. 
Dear  Sir:  We  arrived  here  yesterday  afternoon,  having  been  some- 
what delayed  by  the  bad  weather,  which  prevented  our  running  on 
Monday  night. 

1  have  seen  Mr.  Fox,  who  has  directed  Mr.  Isherwood  to  examine  the 
boilers  himself  and  report.  This  lias  already  been  done  by  the  yard 
people,  who  think  the  injuries  quite  serious,  and  owing  to  bad  work 
and  ignorance.  When  anything  more  positive  is  known  I  will  write 
again.  In  the  meantime,  byway  of  making  the  most  of  the  unfortunate 
accident,  a  series  of  experiments  are  to  be  nt  once  commenced  with  my 
X\'-inch  gun,  to  establish  the  n)ost  convenient  manner  of  tiring  it  with- 
out boring  out  the  turret  i)orts  larger  than  at  present,  Ericsson's  present 
plan  having  many  serious  objections. 

Your  tngs  merely  remained  long  enough  to  take  in  a  little  coal  and 
return  to  you  at  once.  It  was  well  that  you  gave  me  both;  one  conld 
scarcely  have  towed  me.

At  the  same  time  tlie  schooner  Emma  Tuttle  was 
observed  lying  under  Smith's  Island,  less  than  a  mile  from  shore.  On 
spying  us  she  slipped  chain  and  stood  to  the  S.  B.,  coasting  along  Ciipe 
Fear  Shoal.  We  overhauled  her  after  a  chase  of  10  miles.  The  captain 
of  said  schooner  acknowledges  his  intention  of  running  the  blockade. 
No  other  vessels  in  signal  distance. 

The  first-mentioned  schooner  lies  upon  the  shoal,  the  sea  making  a 
clean  breach  over  her,  and  apparently  i'ull  of  water. 

The  captured  schooner  ^m»Ha  Tuttle  was  from  Nassau  with  an  assorted 
cargo.  I  have  sent  her  to  New  York  under  charge  of  Acting  Master's 
Mate  W.  F.  Durgin,  with  the  papers  and  necessary  orders.  She  had  a 
contraband  cargo.

Report  (if  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Tratheu,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding 
the  chase  of  the  schooners  Emma  Tuttle  and  Brilliant. 

U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  December  3,  1862. 

Sir:  At  daylight  this  morning  1  perceived  a  schooner  close  in  shore 
making  directly  for  New  lulet.  The  TJ.  S.  S.  Cambridge  and  this  ship 
immediately  stood  in  chase.  At  6:45  a.  m.  the  Cambridge  fired  a  shot 
from  her  bow  gun  toward  the  schooner.  At  the  same  time  observed 
another  schooner  bearing  S.  W.  by  S.  Cambridge  made  signal  to  engage 
the  schooner  inshore,  and  stood  in  chase  of  the  one  to  the  southward  and 
westward.  We  immediately  commenced  firing  from  the  pivot  gun;  the 
schooner  heading  for  the  shore  soon  after  grounded.  After  standing  in 
as  near  as  expedient,  the  wind  being  from  the  N.  E.,  very  fresh,  with  a 
heavy  sea,  we  fired  twelve  lOO-pounder  shells,  and  observing  that  the 
schooner  was  fast  filling  with  water  and  the  sea  making  a  complete 
breach  over  her,  we  hauled  olf  and  stood  for  the  U.  S.  S.  Cambridge, 
who  had  by  this  time  overtaken  the  other  schooner  and  had  her  in 
tow.  The  schooner  proved  to  be  the  Emma  Tuttle,  of  Nassau.  After 
communicating  with  the  Cambridge,  stood  for  the  anchorage  oft'  Nev 
Inlet. 

At  10:40  observed  a  sail  bearing  N.  E.  by  N.;  made  signals  to  the 
Cambridge  Nos.  503  and  360;  Cambridge  maAOi  signal  No.  282.  Imme- 
diately stood  in  chase.  At  11 :  30  discovered  the  U.  S.  S.  Daylight  in 
chase,  also ;  at  12 :  15  p.  m.  observed  the  Daylight  board  the  stranger  and 
take  her  in  tow.    At  12 :  30  p.  m.  passed  within  hail  of  the  Daylight  and 
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discovered  the  schooner  to  be  the  Brilliarit,  of  Nassau.    Stood  back  for 
the  anchorage  off  Federal  Point.

U.  S.  S.  Cambridge, 
Beaufort,  X.  C,  December  -J,  18(>2. 

Sir:  I  enclose  herewith  the  report  of  Acting  Master  .1.  U.Warren, 
comiuanding  the  U.  S.  S.  Daylight,  detailing  the  capture  of  the  schooner 
Brilliant,  from  Nassau;  also  the  reports  of  deficiencies  in  ofi&cers  and 
men  of  the  Mount  Vernon  and  Daylight. 

The  Cambridge  last  night  captured  the  schooner  J.  C.  Bolder,  from 
Nassau,  loaded  with  salt.  I  would  beg  to  be  informed  of  the  course  I 
shall  pursue  when  a  seized  vessel  is  found  to  be  uuseawortliy,  or  con- 
taining cargo  insufficient  to  defray  legal  adjudication,  as  in  the  present 
Instance  I  do  not  consider  the  lioker  nor  the  Brilliant  of  sufficient 
value  to  hazard  the  lives  of  officers  or  men  ofl'  stormy  Ilatteras,  espe- 
cially at  this  season,  without  a  tow.  I  place  them  both  in  the  charge  of 
Acting  Master  H.  P.  Ciirr,  commanding  the  storeship  William  Badger, 
to  await  instructions  from  you.  The  cargo  of  the  Brilliant  is  repre- 
sented to  be  salt.     I  towed  her  from  off  New  Inlet. 

In  connection  with  the  above,  I  would  suggest  that  arrangements 
might  be  made  at  Beaufort  to  adjudicate  upon  such  small  unseaworthy 
craft  as  are  mentioned  above.     It  would  certainly  be  advisable. 

I  would  also  suggest  the  propriety  of  our  Government  investigating 
the  conduct  of  our  consul,  Mr.  Whiting,  at  Nassau.  The  schooner 
which  the  Mount  Vernon  seized  (of  which  a  report  has  been  made  to 
you)  had  consular  signatures  u])on  her  papers.  The  same  may  possi- 
bly be  forgeries,  and  there  may  be  a  colluding  with  owners.  From  the 
character  of  her  cargo,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  her  master  has  once 
before  been  taken  by  one  of  our  blockading  vessels,  our  consul  at  Nas- 
sau could  not  be  deceived  as  to  her  probable  destination. 

The  J.  C.  Eoker  has  a  consular  license,  sealed  and  signed.  I  enclose 
the  confession  of  the  master,  James  S.  Fields.  The  vessel  was  taken 
about  7  miles  from  New  Tojjsail  Inlet.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  a  detailed  report  of  the  capture  of  an 
English  schooner  by  this  vessel. 

We  discovered  her  at  10  a.  m.  of  the  '.id  instant,  while  cruising  up 
and  down  the  coast,  off  Masonboro  Inlet,  North  Carolina.    At  12.30  we 
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came  up  with  aud  boarded  lier.  We  found  her  to  be  the  British 
sc'hoouer  Brilliant,  of  and  Iroui  Nassau,  New  Trovidence,  loaded  with 
300  sacks  of  salt,  commanded  by  Captaiu  1).  D.  Sirinoiid,  of  Beaufort, 
N.  C,  where  he  stated  be  was  bound,  but  afterwards  told  me  he  was 
iutendino'  to  run  the  blockade  into  Wilmington,  if  possible.  I  took 
her  in  tow  and  towed  her  to  our  anchorage  oft'  North  Carolina  and 
immediately  reported  to  Commander  Wilham  A.  I'arker,  commanding 
U.  S.  S.  Cambridge,  aud  senior  oliiccr  present,  whom  I  found  nearly 
ready  to  start  for  Beaufort  to  coal,  witn  schooner  Emma  Ttittle,  just 
taken  prize,  in  tow.  Jt  was  understood  that  Commander  Parker  would 
take  the  Jirilliaiif  in  tow  also  to  Beaufort,  and  there  she  would  await 
the  orders  of  Acting  Itear-Admiral  S.  P.  I.ee,  as  I  was  of  the  opinion 
that  she  was  not  w"orth  the  risk  of  an  officer  and  men  to  send  North, 
as  the  schooner  Racer,  of  about  the  same  size,  was  sent  North  by  me 
on  the  31st  day  of  October,  ultimo,  aud  was  abandoned  a  few  days 
after  at  sea.  The  UriHiunt  is  about  33  tons,  English  measure,  and  is 
deeply  loaded  with  salt,  and,  in  my  opinion,  not  lit  to  send  North  at 
this  season  of  the  year.  I  have  therefore  sent  hei'  to  Beaufort,  N.  C, 
as  above  stated,  in  charge  of  an  acting  ensign  and  two  men,  to  await 
your  orders. 

I  herewith  send  list  of  oflicers  aud  men  belonging  to  this  ship,  and 
claim  for  myself,  officers,  aud  men,  our  proper  shares  of  the  prizes 
Levi  liowi;  taken  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Mount  Venion  on  the  29th  day  of 
November,  ultimo;  the  Emma  Tiittle,  taken  by  tlie  U.  S.  S.  Camhridf/e, 
on  the  3d  day  of  December,  instant,  and  the  Brilliant,  taken  by  the 
U.  S.  S.  JJaylifjht,  on  tlie  3d  day  of  December,  instant.  All  the  above- 
named  United  States  steamers  were  aud  are  engaged  in  blockading  off 
Wilmiugton  and  under  the  command  of  Commander  William  A. 
Parker,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Cambrittge,  as  senior  officer  present.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  captures  recently  made 
by  the  blockading  force  oft'  Wilmington,  N.  C,  and  the  neighboring 
coast,  in  addition  to  those  enumerated  in  my  No.  157  of  November  19: 

On  the  30th  of  November  the  U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon,  Old  Inlet  at 
the  time  bearing  due  west,  1  mile  distant,  captured  the  schooner  Levi 
Roice,  of  and  from  Nassau,  New  Providence,  Isaiah  Dennis,  master, 
and  purporting  to  be  bound  for  Beaufort,  N.  0.,  with  a  cargo  of  salt. 
She  was  at  the  time  standing  in  for  New  Topsail  Inlet. 

On  the  3d  of  December  the  U.  S.  steamers  Mount  Vernon  and  Cam- 
bridge discovered  two  schooners  near  New  Inlet.  In  obedience  to  sig- 
nal the  former  gave  chase  to  and  drove  ashore  one  of  the  schooners, 
where,  after  being  flred  at,  she  tilled  with  water  and  the  sea  made  a 
complete  breach  over  her.  Meanwhile  the  Cambridge  overhauled  and 
captured  the  other  schooner,  which  proved  to  be  the  Emma  Tuttle,  of 
Nassau,  with  an  assorted  and  contraband  cargo. 

On  the  same  day,  the  U.  S.  S.  Daylight,  oft'  New  Topsail  Inlet,  cap- 
tured the  schooner  Brilliant,  of  Nassau,  New  Providence,  loaded  with 
about  300  bags  of  salt,  David  D.  Sirmoud,  master,  who  made  a  written 
statement*  (enclosed,  marked  A)  of  his  intention  to  violate  the  blockade 
under  instructions  from  his  owner,  Mr.  Waman,  of  Nassau,  New 
Providence. 

On  the  night  of  December  3,  the  U.  S.  S.  Cambridge  captured  the 
schooner  J.  C.  Raker,  from  Nassau,  New  Providence,  loaded  with  salt, 
James  S.  Fields,  master,  who  made  a  written  statement*  (enclosed, 
marked  B)  of  his  intention  to  violate  the  blockade,  under  instructions 
from  his  owners,  Messrs.  Saunders  &  Sons,  of  Nassau,  New  Providence. 

The  J.  C.  Roker  and  Brilliant  were  sent  into  Beaufort,  N.  C,  being 
unseaworthy.  The  Levi  Rowe  and  Emma  Tuttle  were  sent  North  for 
adjudication. 

Up  to  the  4th  of  December,  therefore,  the  list  of  vessels  captured  or 
destroyed  off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  and  the  neighboring  coast,  since  Sep- 
tember 1,  includes  one  steamer,  two  barks,  two  brigs,  fifteen  schooners ; 
making  a  total  of  twenty  vessels,  of  which  six  have  been  sent  North 
and  two  to  Beaufort,  as  prizes.  The  others  (with  the  exception  of  one 
which  sprung  a  leak  and  filled)  were  chased  ashore  and  destroyed.

SiE:  I  respectfally  report  that  on  the  morning  of  November  '2,2,  near 
Masouboro  Inlet,  the  U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon  picked  up  a  skiff  contain- 
ing two  white  men  and  one  white  woman,  refugees  direct  from  Wil- 
mington, N.  0. 

They  report  that  the  garrisons  around  that  place  were  to  have  been 
immediately  reenforced  by  4,000  men,  in  expectation  of  an  attack  by 
the  Union  forces.  The  rebels  have  recommenced,  since  the  subsiding 
of  the  fever,  the  construction  of  the  two  ironclads,  and  were  expecting 
the  arrival  of  iron  for  the  purpose  from  Augusta,  Ga.  They  also  stated 
that  the  steamer  Kate  had  been  destroyed  by  getting  on  the  obstruc- 
tions in  the  river  near  Smithlield,  and  that  salt  was  worth  in  North 
Carolina  $150  per  sack  in  Confederate  scrip.

Yours  of  the  3d  instant  is  received.  I  am  glad  to  hear  of  the  i)ro- 
posed  experiments  with  the  XV-inch  gun,  and  hope  the  difficulty  will 
be  remedied.  If  the  turret  has  to  be  cut,  can  not  a  shield  be  fitted,  if 
but  for  light  artillery  or  musketry?  Could  you  carry  a  small,  light 
skiff  boat  and  oars  on  board  (it  would  be  very  useful),  and  in  case  of 
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the  large  boats  being  wounded  (for  patching  -which  you  should  be 
amply  prepared)  in  taking  soundings"^  So  would  a  good  number  of 
small  pieces  of  broken  kentledge,  with  some  spun  yarn  and  small  pieces 
of  board  for  floats  to  mark  shoals,  etc. 

Some  rat- tail  files  of  assorted  sizes  may  be  useful  to  spike  guns  from 
which  we  expect  to  drive  the  enemy.

Report  of  Commander  Farlcer,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Maliaska, 

regarding  vessels  captured  and  destroyed  in  the    Ware  and  Severn 

rivers. 

U.  S.  S.  Mahaska, 
Off  Yorktown,  Va.,  December  6, 1862. 

SiE:  Yesterday  morning  at  5  o'clock,  with  the  Mahaska  and  General 
Putnam,  I  proceeded  to  Ware  River,  where  Master's  Mate  Black,  of 
this  vessel,  destroyed  a  number  of  large  canoes  and  captured  a  sloop 
which  a  short  time  since  carried  a  cargo  of  salt  there  from  Back  Eiver. 

Last  night  I  anchored  in  the  Severn,  and  to-day  sent  Lieutenant 
Blake  with  the  General  Putnam  and  our  howitzer  boat  up  its  various 
branches  and  creeks,  who  returned  at  4  p.  m.,  having  destroyed  several 
tine  boats  and  a  schooner  and  sloop,  the  property  of  soldiers  in  the 
rebel  Army,  and  another  sloop  whose  owner  is  unknown.  These  ves- 
sels were  high  and  dry  on  the  beach,  so  that  it  was  impossible  for  him, 
with  the  force  at  his  command,  to  haul  them  ott'.  He  brought  with  him, 
however,  two  schooners,  one  of  which,  the  Seven  Brothers,  belonged  to 
a  Mr.  Sterling  Kowe,  who  told  me  flatly  he  was  not  a  Union  man;  the 
other,  the  Galena,  a  most  beautiful  craft,  is  the  property  of  a  Captain 
Willey,  who  professes  to  be  a  loyal  citizen.  He  had  with  him  a  cer- 
tificate of  loyalty  from  the  provost-marshal  of  Yorktown,  a  copy  of 
which  is  transmitted  herewith,  and  the  enclosed  permit  from  Com- 
mander Patterson  to  keep  his  vessel  in  the  Severn.  As  she  could  be 
seized  there,  however,  by  the  rebels  and  fin]  a  single  night  do  much 
damage  in  the  bay,  I  deemed  it  prudent  to  bring  her  here,  where  she 
will  be  under  the  cover  of  my  guns,  and  I  have  not  at  all  regretted  this 
step  since  the  discovery  of  the  enclosed  paper,  marked  A,  which  was 
found  carefully  stowed  away  in  a  locker  of  the  Galena,  leads  me  to 
believe  that  Captain  Willey  is  endeavoring  "to  carry  water  on  both 
shoulders."  I  am  more  inclined  to  this  belief  from  the  fact  that  he 
affected  to  be  very  communicative;  said  he  knew  some  men  who  had 
served  the  rebels  until  after  their  evacuation  of  Gloucester  Point,  and 
had  then  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  and  that,  for  his  part,  he  did  not  believe  in  such  loyalty.  He 
had  ever  been  a  Union  man,  had  never  served  the  rebels,  and  when  the 
rebels  wanted  the  use  of  his  schooner  he  had  threatened  to  burn  her 
rather  than  let  them  have  her,  etc.  Mr.  Eowe  spoke  of  Willey  as  "  his 
partner."

Sir  :  Commander  W.  A.  Parker,  of  the  Cambridge,  off  Wilmington, 
under  date  of  l>ecember  4,  and  referring  to  such  prizes  as  the  schooners 
J.  C.  Boker  and  Brilliant,  which  are  reported  not  sufficiently  seaworthy 
or  of  enough  value  to  be  sent  North  for  adjudication,  suggests  that 
arrangements  might  be  made  at  Beaufort  to  adjudicate  upon  such  small 
uiiseaworthy  craft. 

Heferring  to  the  instructions  contained  in  the  letter  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  me,  dated  October  8,  regarding  a  proposition  of  Commander 
Davenport  to  sell  a  small  captured  schooner,  I  beg  to  be  informed  what 
disposition  I  shall  make  of  the  schooners  Boker  and  Brilliant,  now  at 
Beaufort,  if,  upon  the  examination  I  have  directed,  they  shall  be  found 
unseaworthy  or  of  too  little  value  to  be  sent  to  a  Northern  court. 

I  submit  respectfully  to  the  Department  the  following  extract  from 
the  same  letter  of  Commander  Parker,  the  schooner  referred  to  being 
the  Levi  Boice,  sent  to  Philadelphia  as  a  prize: 

I  would  also  suggest  the  propriety  of  our  Government  Investigating  the  conduct 
of  our  lonsul,  Mr.  Whiting,  at  Nassau.  The  schooner  which  the  Mount  Temon  seized 
(of  which  a  report  has  heen  made  to  you)  had  consular  signatures  upon  her  papers. 
The  same  may  possibly  be  forgeries,  and  there  may  be  a  colluding  with  owners. 
From  the  character  of  her  cargo,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  her  master  has  once  before 
been  taken  by  one  of  our  blockading  vessels,  our  consul  at  Nassau  could  not  be 
deceived  as  to  her  probable  destination.

Beport  of  Commander  Parker,  U.  S.  Navy,  giving  information  received 
from  masters  of  captured  schooners. 

U.  S.  S.  Cambridge, 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  December  8, 1862. 

General:  I  glean  the  following  information  from  the  masters  of  the 
lately  seized  schooners  Brilliant  and  J.  C.  Boker,  to  wit:  There  is  at 
Nassau,  intending  to  run  the  blockade,  a  small  screw  steamer,  the  Lizzie, 
belonging  to  Wilmington.  Said  steamer  would  be  ready  about  the  last 
of  November  or  soon  after. 

Fort  Fisher,  at  New  Inlet,  is  considered  the  stronger  fort  compared 
with  Caswell.  There  are  forty  guns  mounted,  including  one  8-inch 
columbiad  (rifled)  and  two  Whitworth  guns.  The  fort  is  built  of  cab- 
bage wood,  filled  in  with  sand  14  feet  thick.  At  Brunswick,  up  Cape 
Fear  Eiver,  there  is  a  strong  work,  and  some  5  miles  below  Wilmington 
there  is  a  stronger  fortification  in  process  of  building. 

The  channels  are  all  obstructed,  with  only  a  narrow  passage,  which  is 
reported  easily  stopped  when  necessity  requires,  being  defended  by 
batteries  on  either  side. 

The  ironclads  are  to  be  perfected  whenever  irou  is  landed,  intended 
mainly  for  river  defense. 
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lu  my  opinion  the  present  moment  is  the  best  time  to  attack  Wil- 
mington and  the  adjacent  forts.  Tiie  longer  the  enterprise  is  delayed 
the  more  difficult  it  will  prove  to  be,  as  a  large  number  of  men  are  kept 
at  work  strengthening  the  fortifications.  I  believe  the  troops  should  be 
lauded  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Caswell,  although  Masonboro  Inlet  should 
be  examined  in  this  connection;  but  a  military  reconnoissance  will 
determine  the  relative  advantages  of  the  two  places. 

At  the  last  accounts  there  were  about  4,000  troops  in  the  vicinity  of 
Wilmington.    The  yellow  fever  has  entirely  disappeared. 

Salt  is  selling  at  $150  (Confederate  money)  per  sack,  or  about  $60  per 
bushel,  and  everything  else  in  proportion,  which  is  a  proof  that  the 
blockade  has  been  effectual.  Gold  is  exchanged  at  the  rate  of  $2.25 
Confederate  scrip  for  $1  in  gold. 

Let  me  repeat  that  the  golden  moment  for  action  has  arrived. 

About  700  persons  died  from  yellow  fever  in  October  and  November 
out  of  a  population  of  about  2,500. 

The  impression  is  that  if  Fort  (Jaswell  is  taken  Fort  Fisiier  will  be 
abandoned.

I  wish  you  to  sound  the  Western  Bar  at  night,  and  see  if  it  is  clear 
and  what  water  there  is  on  it.  Push  your  reconnoissance  as  far  in  as 
you  prudently  can.  Calculate  tide  tables  for  both  bars  for  this  and  the 
next  montli.  I  would  like  much  to  know  what  water  there  now  is  on 
the  old  bar.    Please  examine  it  also. 

I  send  you  our  experienced  Wilmington  pilot.    Treat  him  very  well ; 
get  all  the  information  you  can  from  him,  and  keep  him  on  board  the 
IJncotah  until  further  orders.

Extracts  from  consular  reports  received  from  Nary  Department,  December 
8,  1863,  by  Acting  Rear-Admiral  S.  P.  Lee. 

From  U.  S.  consul  at  Altona,  [Prussia],  dated  November  0,  18G2: 

The  rebel  agents  have  purchased  arms  in  Bremen,  and  the  ship 
Alsterdam,  Captain  Benson,  lying  in  Bremerhaven,  is  chartered  by 
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Adams  to  go  to  Matamoras.  Freight,  arms,  and  ammunition.  Also, 
the  bark  Herbert,  Captain  Loud,  now  in  Antwerp,  is  chartered  for  the 
same  purpose.  The  Alsterdam  will  fly  a  Hamburg  and  the  Herbert  an 
English  flag.  Mr.  Adams  left  liere  for  Matamoras  last  week.  I  would 
advise  a  strict  lookout  for  these  vessels. 

From  U.  S.  consul  at  Liverpool,  dated  November  12, 1862 : 
The  Justitia,  in  addition  to  the  description  of  goods  lieretofore  speci- 
fied by  me,  has  about  50  cases,  say  2  feet,  or  a  little  over,  long,  nearly  as 
wide,  by  15  [inches]  deep.  They  were  made  of  thicker  deals  than  is  usual, 
carefully  made  and  hooped  with  iron,  though  they  weighed  only  about 
20  pounds  each,  and  were  marked  '•  Caution,  aqua  fortis.  To  be  kept 
on  deck."  This  mark  is  no  indication  of  precisely  what  they  contain, 
only  that  it  is  some  material  they  dare  not  carry  under  decks.  May 
they  not  be  infernal  machines  or  parts  of  such  machines?  This  vessel 
went  to  Erith,  20  miles  below  Loudon,  on  Monday  night.  She  has 
since  taken  in  at  this  latter  place  80  tons  of  gunpowder,  and  in  all  proba- 
bility went  to  sea  this  morning.  She  will  be  a  valuable  prize  if  any  of 
our  cruisers  are  fortunate  enough  to  take  her. 

The  U.  S.  consul  at  Cork  (Queenstown),  under  date  of  November  7, 
1862,  reports  the  departure  of  the  Cornubia  for  Nassau. 

From  U.  S.  consul  at  Liverpool,  dated  November  14, 1862: 
The  Confederates  and  their  friends  in  this  country  are  making  rather 
formidable  preparations  for  operations  at  sea  and  to  get  supplies  into 
Southern  ports.  Besides  the  boats  they  have  in  ports  in  different  ports 
of  the  West  Indies,  on  the  way  across  and  in  ports  in  Europe  ready 
and  preparing  to  leave,  they  have  quite  a  number  building.  They  have 
recently  been  buying  all  the  fast  vessels — steamers — they  can  find  for 
sale,  and  are  now  in  treaty  for  three  of  the  very  fastest  and  best  boats 
that  have  been  built  in  England.  They  are  new,  all  alike,  480  tons  ea«h, 
and  built  to  run  between  l3over  and  Calais.  They  are  side- wheel,  built 
in  the  best  possible  manner,  covered  with  steel  plates  instead  of  iron, 
and  are  very  fast  and  of  light  draft  of  water,  and  are  wanted  to  run  in 
with  cargoes  from  Bermuda  and  Nassau.  Two  powerful  steam  rams, 
iron  plated,  are  building  in  Thompson's  yard  in  Glasgow.  A  screw 
steamer,  between  400  and  500  tons,  is  to  be  launched  by  the  20th  of  this 
month  in  Laurie's  yard.  She  is  iron  screw  and  is  to  have  a  speed  of  at 
least  14  knots,  and  will  be  ready  for  sea  in  fourteen  days  after  launch- 
ing. I  will  give  further  particulars  hereafter.  Two  other  boats  like 
her  have  been  commenced  in  the  same  yard  for  the  same  service.  Two 
superior  boats,  of  about  400  tons,  are  building  in  Banstey  &  Curtis's 
yard,  Glasgow.  They  will  be  launched  in  from  three  to  four  weeks. 
Sailing  ships  are  going  out  with  coal,  and  to  be  used  in  the  harbors  of 
Bermuda  and  Nassau  as  storeships,  and  to  receive  cotton  until  it  can 
be  shipped  in  British  bottoms.  Steamers  Havelock,  Giraffe,  and  Prin- 
cess Royal  have  all  been  purchased  at  Glasgow  lately,  and  will  go  to 
Liverpool  to  take  in  cargo.  The  screw  iron  steamer  Thistle,  a  15-knot 
boat  of  about  400  tons  burden,  left  Glasgow  last  week  and  is  now  mak- 
ing some  alterations  in  Bramley  Moore  Dock,  Liverpool.  I  learn  she 
will  take  out  several  noted  Southerners  as  passengers.  She  has  now 
two  12-pounder  rifled  cannon  aboard,  put  on  board  at  Glasgow,  and  her 
decks  have  been  strengthened  that  heavy  guns  may  be  discharged  on 
them  without  injury.  She  may  be  destined  for  another  2no,  but  will 
first  attempt  to  get  it  with  cargo  and  passengers.  Her  name  is  already 
altered,  and  she  will  not  probably  take  another  until  she  gets  outside. 
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She  will  go  via  Madeira  and  call  at  St.  TLomas  for  orders.  I  hear  from 
difiereut  rebel  authorities  that  they  will  soon  attempt  the  plan,  to 
which  I  have  heretofore  directed  your  attention,  of  running  a  strong 
supply  fleet  into  one  of  the  blockaded  ports.  Wilmington  and  Charles- 
ton are  named,  but  where  they  make  the  attempt  will  depend  on  cir- 
cumstances. They  can  not  wait  for  the  aid  of  their  war  ships  now 
building,  for  Southerners  recently  arrived  have  said  that  the  getting  in 
of  supplies  was  nearly  their  whole  hope  of  holding  out  through  the 
winter.  They  say  they  expect  to  lose  some  of  their  boats,  but  will  get 
in  enough  to  answer  their  purpose  by  the  Thistle  going  to  St.  Thomas; 
if  it  be  true,  they  will  start  from  places  less  notorious  for  rebel  opera- 
tions than  I>fassau  and  Bermuda.  One  Southern  agent  lately  said  the 
hazardous  task  would  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  the  boats  could  be  got 
over  and  a  place  of  concentrating  them  at  some  point  agreed  on.  The 
JusHtia  cleared  on  the  11th  instant. 

From  D".  S.  consul  at  Glasgow,  dated  November  G,  1862: 
Glasgow  is  now  the  great  resort  of  Southern  emissaries  for  the  pur- 
chase and  outfitting,  and  also  for  the  building,  of  iron  steamers,  either 
to  run  our  blockade  as  merchant  vessels  or  to  ravage  the  seas  as  ships 
of  war.  You  no  doubt  have  been  informed  what  ships  have  heretofore 
been  built  here  and  have  left  for  their  Southern  mission,  the  200,  or 
Alabama,  and  the  Oreto  being  the  most  suspicious.  But  on  day  before 
yesterday  (the  5th)  the  Eagle,  a  large  iron  screw  steamer  of  600  tons  bur- 
den, left  here  laden  with  arms  and  ammunition  bound  for  Nassau,  and 
will  await  there  orders  from  Charleston  to  run  the  blockade.  The  Giraffe 
will  sail  from  here  this  week  on  a  similar  or  worse  expedition.  She  is 
about  the  size  and  build  of  the  Eagle,  but  now  belongs  to  the  Southern 
Confederacy,  and  will  be  commanded  by  Lieutenant  North,  an  officer 
of  their  Navy,  who  is  expected  here  this  week  to  take  charge  of  her, 
though  she  will  be  under  the  ostensible  command  of  a  Scotchman  named 
Dunlap.  She  is  now  knocking  down  her  bulkheads  and  preparing  for 
sea.  The  Pearl,  Thistle,  and  Ferley,  all  of  the  same  class  of  fast  iron 
steamers  with  the  Eagle,  have  gone  out  within  the  last  few  days  on  the 
same  voyage.  The  Thistle  took  out  as  passenger  Mr.  Wigg,  who  has 
acted  as  agent  for  the  South  to  make  the  contracts  for  these  boats. 
Other  vessels  of  similar  character  are  yet  in  port  preparing  to  leave, 
and,  more  ominous  still,  an  iron-plated  frigate  and  ram  are  in  process 
of  construction  and  nearly  completed,  while  a  joint  stock  company  of 
£20,000  capital  is  being  organized  to  fit  out  vessels  to  run  our  block- 
ade. I  have  spoken  of  all  these  as  facts.  I  wish  to  be  understood  as 
giving  them  upon  information  commendable  to  me  on  which  I  rely. 

From  U.  S.  consul  at  Liverpool,  dated  November  7, 1862 : 
There  are  now  nine  vessels  loading  at  this  port  for  the  rebels,  all  of 
which  will  either  attempt  to  run  the  blockade  or  else  land  their  cargoes 
at  Nassau,  Bermuda,  St.  Thomas,  or  Havana,  to  be  run  into  Charleston 
on  the  steamers  running  between  Charleston  and  those  islands,  viz: 
Thistle,  Nicholas  III,  and  Julia  Usher  (steamers);  ship  Digby;  barks 
Severn,  Qveen  of  the  Usk,  and  Instrinsic;  also  bark  Mary  Francis  and 
ship  Monmouth.  These  are  all  English  vessels  and  will  sail  under  the 
British  flag.  English  steamers  in  port  ready  to  load:  Fetcrhoff, 
Gladiator,  Minnie,  Bahama,  and  Stanley. 

From  dispatch  of  the  same,  dated  November  8,  1862 : 
The  persons  here  engaged  in  aiding  the  rebels  have  purchased  three 
more  steamers  to  run  the  blockade.    They  are  at  Glasgow  and  are  called 
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the  Havelock,  Princess  Boyal,  aart  Sultan.  I  understand  they  are  to 
have  telescopic  funnels  or  chimneys,  so  they  can  approach  the  Charles- 
ton port  without  showing  anything  but  masts. 

From  dispatch  of  the  same,  dated  November  11, 1862 : 
I  learn  from  a  reliable  source  that  the  steamer  Giraffe  will  sail  from 
Glasgow  to-night  or  to-morrow,  to  be  commanded  by  Captain  J.  A. 
Duguid,  the  same  who  took  out  the  pirate  Oreto.  She  is  to  ruu  the 
blockade  at  Charleston;  has  on  her  a  very  large  mail  for  the  South  and 
important  dispatches  for  the  rebel  Government.  She  is  said  to  bo  a 
fast  vessel,  and  very  likely  to  run  in.  She  should  be  captured  wherever 
found.  There  is  no  doubt  about  her  character.  The  steamer  Antonia, 
which  cleared  from  this  port  some  days  ago,  sailed  from  Queenstown 
to-day.  While  there  she  took  ou  board  100  tons  of  gunpowder,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  100  barrels  she  took  from  this  port.  This  is  the  report  I  have 
from  a  source  usually  correct.  The  steamer  N'icolai  I,  or  Nicolas  III, 
as  she  is  sometimes  called,  has  taken  on  board  some  170  cases  of  rifles 
and  muskets,  1,400  bags  of  salt,  30  cases  wire,  50  crates  marked  earthen- 
ware, 4  large  bales  of  clothing,  besides  a  number  of  cases  the  contents 
unknown.  The  bark  Severn  has  taken  iu  05  tons  of  coal,  40  tons  lead, 
40  tierces  dry  caustic  soda,  20  cases  soda  ash,  40  barrels  copperas,  147 
tons  saltpeter,  etc.;  the  steamer  Thistle,  150  cases  pale  brandy,  and 
about  200  cases  and  bales,  contents  unknown ;  the  IHghy,  450  tons  coal ; 
the  Intrinsic,  75  tons  coal;  ship  Monmouth,  brandy  and  coal.  The 
steamer  Jxdia  Usher  took  on  board  45  tons  saltpeter  on  the  7th  instant. 
She  has  gone  into  the  stream,  and  I  presume  is  about  to  sail.  The  bark 
Darence,  an  English  vessel  of  547  tons  burden,  entered  to-day  to  load 
for  Bermuda. 

In  dispatch  of  ]Srovember  14  reports  the  purchase  of  the  steamer 
Douglass,  by  Fraser,  Trenholm  &  Co.,  to  sail  for  Nassau  shortly;  also, 
that  the  Speculator,  a  small  English  vessel,  has  entered  to  load  for 
Nassau;  cargo  intended  for  the  South.  The  Julia  Usher  has  taken  in 
additional  cargo,  consisting  in  part  of  20  cases  shot  and  shell,  14  cases 
of  wheels  for  fieldpieces,  15  cases  guns ;  cargo  will  be  large  and  valuable. 
The  Severn  has  taken  14  boxes  of  shot  and  shell,  18  cases  Enfield  rifles, 
and  22  kegs  lead  shot.  The  steamer  Pearl,  from  Glasgow,  and  bound 
to  Charleston,  sailed  from  Queenstown  yesterday.  The  Nicholas  III 
has  also  sailed;  before  sailing  took  on  board  1,320  quarter  barrels  of 
gunpowder. 

From  U.  S.  consul  at  Turk's  Island,  dated  November  10, 1862 : 
The  bark  Architect,  of  Liverpool,  England,  Brig,  master,  from  Liver- 
pool via  St.  Thomas,  arrived  at  this  port  on  the  8th  instant  and  sailed 
again  the  same  day.  This  vessel  was  reported  as  bound  for  Havana, 
Cuba,  laden  with  coal  and  salt,  and  as  having  put  m  here  for  water. 
It  is  rumored,  however,  that  she  contemplates  breaking  the  blockade 
of  Charleston  or  some  other  port. 

From  U.  S.  consul  at  Haliftix,  [Nova  Scotia], dated  November  20, 1862 : 
British  schooner  Glen,  about  60  tons,  cleared  from  this  port  on  the 
18th  instant  for  Matamoras,  laden  with  dry  goods  and  other  articles 
adapted  to  the  Southern  market;  doubtless  will  endeavor  to  run  into 
some  of  the  inlets  along  the  Southern  coast,  but  if  unsuccessful  will  con- 
tinue her  voyage  and  enter,  and  perhaps  sell  her  cargo  at  Matamoras; 
was  to  touch  at  Yarmouth,  in  this  province,  where  she  probably  took 
in  provisions  and  medicines.  Vessels  of  similar  description  clearing 
for  Matamoras  may  be  expected  to  leave  here  occasionally  with  the 
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design  of  running  into  some  of  the  inlets  along  tbe  coast,  but,  if  too 
closely  watched,  or  tbe  inlets  too  vigilantly  guarded  to  enable  them  to 
accomplish  their  design,  will  then,  as  a  last  resort,  proceed  to  Matamoras. 


Letter  from  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  Acting  Rear-Admiral 
Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  relative  to  miscellaneous  matters. 

Navy  Department,  December  9,  1862. 

I  liave  all  your  notes.  The  arrival  of  the  Passaic  was  very  discour- 
aging, but  by  getting  on  a  large  draft  of  men  from  New  York,  and 
promising  them  double  wages,  I  think  you  will  get  her  back  by  the  12th 
or  14th,  wliich  will  be  as  early  as  you  will  get  some  of  the  other  vessels. 
We  have  learned  something  by  the  accident.  Accident  is  a  good 
teacher.  The  ordnance  vessel  will  be  at  Beaufort  with  a  gunner  on 
board  by  the  14th  instant.  The  three  mortar  schooners  will  also  join 
you  in  the  roads  by  that  time.  A  schooner  now  in  our  employ  is 
expected  at  the  yard,  when  her  charter  will  be  renewed  and  transferred 
to  you.    She  is  to  ply  from  any  port  you  wish  to  the  sounds. 

I  told  him  (young  Gushing)  he  might  go  at  any  scheme  you  consented 
to.  Rashness  in  a  young  officer  is  rather  commendable.  Blunt  has 
sent  you  four  pilots.  The  pilots  in  Fort  Lafayette  are  not  to  be  trusted. 
The  Sunbeam  had  an  Euglish  pilot  and  Seward  lets  them  all  go. 

Foster's  scheme  will  never  come  to  anything,  and  you  are  right  in 
what  you  said  to  him.  It  is  your  work  and  consequently  your  glory. 
I  have  no  doubt  of  your  complete  success.  You  better  send  for  Braine. 
No  vessel  sent  North  for  repairs  can  get  back  for  a  month.  If  there  is 
anything  else  of  any  description  whatever  that  is  in  our  power  to 
furnish  you  with,  you  have  but  to  say  the  word. 

If  the  Montaul;  gets  round  before  you  go,  I  think  she  had  better  watch 
the  James  Eiver  and  let  the  Ironsides  take  an  extra  load  of  shell  and 
shrapnel  and  try  her  hand  at  the  beach  forts.

Memorandum  of  understanding  between  liientenant-Commander  Flusser  and  General  Foster, 

December  6,  1862. 

1st.  Captain  Flusser  to  furnish  pilots  for  the  Chowan  Eiver  to  the 
army  transports. 

2d.  On  the  11th  to  be  in  the  Upper  Chowan  with  one  or  two  gunboats; 
more  gunboats  if  he  can  furnish  them.  These  are  to  be  reenforced  by 
two  or  more  army  gunboats,  to  be  under  Captain  Flusser's  command. 

3d.  To  communicate  with  Major-Geueral  Peck,  commanding  atSuffolk, 
by  means  of  parties  sent  from  Wiufield.  The  letter  to  be  so  written 
that  if  it  falls  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  he  will  think  that  the  attack 
is  to  be  made  on  the  Blackwater  in  earnest  instead  of  being  a  demon- 
stration. The  word  "cooperate"  will  express  this  idea  to  General 
Peck  in  speaking  of  your  assistanee.  This  letter  must  be  sent  at  once. 
The  general  impression  to  be  given  to  those  who  may  communicate 
to  the  enemy  is  that  a  serious  attack  is  to  be  made  on  the  Blackwater. 

4th.  The  coal  schooner  to  be  brought  up  by  Captain  Graves  is  to  be 
Bent  back  to  Eoanoke  Island  as  soon  as  the  immediate  wants  of  the  gun- 
boats are  satisfied. 

5th.  The  demonstration  on  the  Blackwater  is  to  continue  for  one  week 
from  11th,  unless  Captain  Flusser  hears  from  General  Foster  to  the  con- 
trary, and  even  then  the  strong  show  of  force  is  to  continue  for  a  few 
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days  longer,  and  even  until  General  Foster  sends  to  inform  him  that  the 
main  attack  is  completed.  The  force  then  is  to  make  some  hostile  demon- 
stration on  the  11th,  to  keep  it  up  until  the  19th,  and  then  to  maintain 
a  hostile  attitude  until  he  hears  from  General  Foster. 

6th.  General  Foster  will  write  to  General  Peck,  through  the  canal, 
but  this  not  to  prevent  Captain  Flusser  sending  a  letter  also.  The 
rough  draft*  of  a  suitable  letter  is  enclosed.

Sir:  At  the  request  of  General  Foster,  and  by  order  of  Commander 
Davenport,  I  returned  from  Plymouth  to-night  to  make  a  diversion  on 
the  Blackwater  River  and  on  the  Nottoway,  while  the  General  marched 
from  New  Berne  or  Goldsboro. 

I  was  to  have  been  aided  in  my  movement  by  General  Peck,  who  was 
to  have  moved  out  from  Suffolk. 

I  am  just  now  in  receipt  of  a  dispatch  from  General  Peck,  in  which 
he  says  he  will  be  unable  to  operate  as  agreed  upon  with  General 
Foster. 

This  is,  I  think,  to  be  deplored,  as  I  have  information  that  the  enemy 
expect  an  attack  at  Weldon  and  are  prepared  to  abandon  the  place. 

I  have  written  to  inform  General  Foster  of  General  Peck's  decision, 
and  to  say  that  I  am  ready  to  act  without  General  Peck's  aid. 

The  enemy  is  reported  in  large  force  near  Hamilton  and  as  approach- 
ing Plymouth.    No  danger  from  them.

Letter  from  Major-General  Feck,  U.  8.  Army,  to  Major-General  Foster,  TJ.  S.  Army,  giving 
some  details  regarding  his  demonstrations. 

Suffolk,  Va.,  December  12,  1862. 

Have  sent  communications  to  you  via  Norfolk  and  Winfield,  giving 
you  some  details  of  my  series  of  demonstrations.  When  we  parted  the 
enemy  had  in  Franklin  about  3,000,  and  as  many  more  in  the  vicinity, 
and  1  was  inclined  to  strike  there.  Finding  the  river  wide  and  deep 
below  and  no  pontoons  to  be  obtained,  and  reinforcements  arriving 
there,  I  was  compelled  to  change  my  point  of  attack,  and  accord- 
ingly released  Captain  Flusser  from  his  cooperation.  Fearing  capture 
of  the  messengers,  I  did  not  tell  the  captain  where  I  should  make  the 
demonstrations. 

On  Monday  I  sent  cavalry  and  artillery  to  the  Chowan,  at  Manny's 
Ferry,  [N.  C.J,  with  a  view  to  draw  the  enemy's  attention  in  that  quar- 
ter, which  was  entirely  successful.  About  1  a.  m.,  on  Tuesday,  the  camp 
in  the  vicinity  of  South  Quay,  [Va.],  was  shelled. 

Yesterday  I  sent  a  large  force,  cavalry  and  artillery,  in  the  vicinity 
of  Carrsville  and  Franklin,  and  from  Colonel  Spear,  commanding,  I  learn 
that  some  12,000  men  are  iu  that  immediate  locality.  His  force  is  still 
in  that  quarter. 

Besides  the  movement  toward  Franklin,  I  sent  yesterday  noon  every 
available  man  to  demonstrate  near  the  crossing  of  the  Petersburg  Rail- 
way and  the  Blackwater  Eiver.  The  command  is  still  in  that  direction 
and  has  occupied  the  attention  of  the  enemy  very  much,  who  have  been 
reenforciug  by  railway,  etc.,  all  day.

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Report  of  Acting  Master  Warren,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Day- 
light, of  the  capture  by  that  vessel  of  the  sloop  Coquette. 

U.  S.  S.  Daylight, 
Off  Neiv  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  December  9,  1862. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  on  the  7th  iustaut,  while  ruuning  up  the 
coast,  I  boarded  the  ferryboat  John  Adams,  from  Bostou  for  Port  Eoyal, 
for  Goveruinent.  The  captaiu  reported  a  small  sloop  lying  oft"  and  on 
at  New  River  Inlet  when  he  passed. 

I  was  under  orders  to  watch  New  Topsail  Inlet,  and  1  accordingly 
anchored  there  that  night.  Next  morning  (the  8th  instant),  at  daylight 
we  made  a  sail  to  the  E.  S.  E.  of  us  and  gave  chase.  After  coming  up 
with  her,  found  her  to  be  the  sloop  Coquette,  from  Philadelphia  for  Beau- 
fort, N.  C.,  as  he  says,  but  I  find  him  48  miles  from  Beaufort  and  within 
3  miles  of  New  Topsail  Inlet,  undoubtedly  bound  into  that  place.  I 
took  the  sloop  in  tow  and  towed  her  to  this  place.  This  morning  I  par- 
tially examined  her  cargo,  and  found  14  barrels,  containing  681  bottles 
of  whisky,  which  were  not  upon  her  manifest;  100  barrels  of  potatoes, 
30  barrels  of  apples,  and  10  barrels  of  onions.  The  potatoes,  apples, 
and  onions  ought  to  be  sold  forthwith.  Her  captain  says  that  he  shall 
not  try  to  run  the  blockade  any  more.  I  shall  take  her,  being  of  small 
size  and  unsafe  to  send  North  at  this  season  of  the  year,  to  Beaufort, 
N.  C,  to  await  your  orders.  She  has  a  surf  boat  on  board,  and  I  found 
one  United  States  flag,  one  British  flag,  and  a  white  flag,  evidently  for 
the  puriiose  of  carrying  on  an  illicit  traffic  with  the  shore.

Steamer  Justitia  (with  very  valuable  cargo),  steamers  Havelock, 
Giraffe,  Princess  Royal,  etc.,  steamer  Thistle  (armed,  perhaps  for  pri- 
vateering operations),  steamers  Alabama  and  Oreto,  Nicholas  III,  Julia 
Usher,  I'eterhoff,  Gladiator,  Minnie,  Bahama,  Stanley,  Sultan,  Antonia 
(with  munitions  of  war),  Douglass,  /Speculator,  Pearl  (all  with  valuable 
contraband  cargoes).  Sailing  vessels:  ShiT^  Alsterdam,  hai^  Herbert, 
ship  Digby,  barks  Severn,  Queen  of  the  TJsk,  Intrinsic,  Mary  Francis, 
ship  Monmouth,  with  bark  Darence,  bark  Architect,  with  British  schooner 
Glen,  from  Halifax,  [JSTova  ScotiaJ.

Send  several  of  the  accompanying  extracts  to  each  ship, 
in  order  that  their  oflQcers  may  become  acquainted  with  the  necessity 
for  increased  vigilance  and  activity.  These  papers  show  the  necessity  of 
your  making  every  effort  to  arrive  oft'  Wilmington  with  dispatch,  in

TI.  S.  S.  Commodore  Perry, 

Plymouth,  N.  C,  December  10,  1862. 

Sir:  Last  night  I  left  Plymouth  to  operate  on  the  Chowan  Eiver, 
leaving  the  SouthJieUl  to  protect  the  port.  I  anchored  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Eoanoke  Eiver,  and  at  daylight  this  morning  returned  to  Plymouth, 
being  recalled  by  the  firing  of  heavy  guns  in  that  direction. 

Upon  reaching  Plymouth  I  found  that  the  enemy,  taking  advantage 
of  our  absence,  had  made  an  attack  upon  the  town,  fired,  and  partially 
destroyed  it.  The  Southfield  had  been  disabled  by  a  shot  through  the 
steam  chest,  and  boats  were  at  work  towing  her  down  the  river.  We 
took  her  in  tow  and  immediately  returned  with  her  to  the  town,  but 
the  enemy  had  retired  before  our  arrival  there.  The  inhabitants  are 
in  the  greatest  consternation  and  are  fearing  another  attack  to-night. 
As  near  as  I  can  learn  the  enemy's  force  was  about  000,  comprising 
infantry,  cavalry,  and  four  i^ieces  of  artillery. 
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The  casualties  on  our  side  are  small,  several  citizens  killed  and 
wounded,  and  four  men  wounded  on  the  Southjield.

U.  S.  S.  SOUTHFIELD, 

Off  Plymouth,  N.  C,  December  10,  1862. 

SiK :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  at  5  a.  m.  we  heard 
musketry  liriug  on  shore.  We  immediately  beat  to  quarters  and 
trained  our  guns  on  the  port  side,  so  as  to  command  the  Plymouth 
shore.  This  shore  was  all  lined  with  people  flying  from  the  enemy, 
making  it  very  diflBcult  to  fire  without  hitting  our  own  friends.  I 
ordered  the  anchor  to  be  hove  up,  so  as  to  have  the  boat  under  com- 
mand, stood  up  the  river,  and  was  opened  on  by  the  enemy's  howitzers 
with  canister,  shot,  etc.  This  we  returned  instantly  with  all  the  guns 
we  could  get  to  bear,  but  the  fifth  or  sixth  shot  of  the  enemy  went 
through  our  steam  chest,  disabling  our  engine  and  filling  our  gang- 
ways and  hold  so  full  of  hot  steam  that  we  could  not  get  at  the  maga- 
zine, and  of  course  were  unable  to  fire  any  more  at  the  enemy. 

I  ordered  the  boats  to  be  lowered  to  tow  the  vessel  down  the  stream, 
and  around  the  first  bend  we  met  the  Commodore  Perry,  reported  to 
you  the  state  of  aftairs,  and  asked  you  to  take  us  in  tow.  This  you 
kindly  consented  to,  and  what  has  been  done  since  you  were  an  eye- 
witness of.  Captain  B.  Ewer,  jr.,  commanding  the  post  on  shore,  came 
on  board  with  some  of  his  men  at  5:30  and  wanted  me  to  get  his  men 
off.  I  could  not  do  so  with  the  steamer,  but  offered  him  my  three 
boats,  the  other  one  beinj;-  disabled  by  a  shot.  He  did  not  think  this 
sufficient  and  stayed  on  board  until  you  came  up  the  river.  I  do  not 
mean  to  attach  any  blame  to  him,  except  that  he  did  not  inform  me  in 
time  of  the  enemy's  attack,  and  as  the  shore  was  lined  with  people  all 
along,  instead  of  allowing  us  to  fire  up  the  streets,  he  prevented  us 
from  doing  the  execution  Ave  might  have  done  if  he  had  placed  every- 
one behind  the  custom-house,  according  to  the  agreement  made  with 
you. 

The  engineers  are  at  work  patching  up  the  hole  made,  and  I  trust 
they  will  have  finished  before  night.  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the 
following  casualties : 

William  Armstrong,  ordinary  seaman,  acting  quartermaster,  shot 
through  the  left  leg  while  at  the  wheel  and  badly  hurt;  amputation 
most  likely  necessary. 

John  W.  Smith,  landsman,  hit  with  a  buckshot  in  the  forehead;  not 
seriously. 

William  Morrow,  landsman,  jumped  overboard  when  the  shot  struck 
the  steam  chest,  and  has  not  been  seen  since;  probably  drowned;  cer- 
tainly missing. 

The  boat  was  thoroughly  riddled  at  the  forward  end,  and  the  enemy's 
aim  was  excellent.  I  am  sorry  to  inform  you  that  one  of  our  IX-inch 
guns  on  the  port  side,  marked  "C.  A.  &  Co.,  No.  346, 9,130  pounds,"  has 
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been  cracked,  having  been  twice  hit  with  solid  shot,  9  or  12  pounder.  I 
herewith  most  respectfully  request  that  you  will  order  a  survey  on  this 
gun.  It  has  been  fired  twice  since  receiving  those  two  shots,  but  I 
hardly  think  it  safe  for  any  continued  firing. 

Some  thirty  of  my  men  had  never  been  under  fire  before,  I  having 
received  them  from  the  Brandytvine  only  a  few  days  before  leaving 
Hampton  Koads,  and  they  behaved  very  badly;  the  rest  did  no  dis- 
credit to  the  service,  and  all  the  officers  behaved  excellently.

Also  that  after  firing  the  100-pounder  Parrott  gun 
twice  the  vent  got  obstructed  and  we  were  unable  to  use  the  gun  till 
after  the  action,  when  we  cleared  the  vent  with  a  drill.

If  so,  why  did 
you  stop  to  weigh  the  anchor? 

3d.  How  many  and  what  guns  did  you  use  in  the  action  ?  How  many 
times  was  each  gun  fired!  What  projectiles  did  you  use?  What 
amount  and  kind  of  ammunition  did  you  expend  in  the  action?  Explain 
fully. 

4th.  For  how  many  minutes  after  the  steam  drum  was  struck  were 
you  prevented  from  getting  ammunition  and  from  serving  the  guns  at 
both  or  either  end  of  the  vessel  ? 

5th.  What  was  done  to  relieve  the  vessel  of  the  steam?  At  what 
distance  from  the  deck  was  the  steam  drum  struck?  Was  anyone  in 
the  engine  or  fire  rooms  hurt?  Answer  fully.  Send  me  the  surgeon's 
sick  report  for  this  day  (11th)  and  the  surgeon's  report  of  the  wounded. 

0th.  Was  the  iron  rifle  screening  for  the  pilot  house  up  at  the  time 
of  the  action?  With  what  projectiles,  probably,  was  the  man  at  the 
wheel  wounded  ? 

7th.  Why  did  you  tow  the  Southfield  and  her  guns  away  from  Plym- 
outh and  abandon  its  dei'ense  ? 

8th.  When  did  you  begin  to  leave  Plymouth,  and  at  what  time  did 
you  meet  the  Commodore  Perry  "I 

9th.  When  did  the  action  begin  from  the  Southfield,  and  how  long  did 
it  last? 

10th.  How  many  times,  when,  with  what  effect,  and  with  what  pro- 
jectiles, probably,  was  the  Southfield  struck? 
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11th.  How  was  the  vent  of  the  100-pounder  obstructed?  What  means 
-were  used  at  the  time  to  clear  the  vent?  Did  you  shift  the  gun  during 
action  ? 

12th.  Name  the  men  who  behaved  badly;  report  the  facts  in  each 
case  in  writing.

Off  Plymouth,  N.  C,  December  29, 1862. 

Sir  :  Yours  of  the  11th  instant  readied  me  this  morning,  and  I  have 
the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  herewith  the  answers  to  the  questions 
asked  by  you.  The  report  was  made  on  the  10th  instant,  by  order  of 
Lieutenant-Commander  Plusser,  to  him,  and  forwarded  by  him,  1  believe, 
to  you. 

Point  1st.  Our  battery  has  always  been  ready  for  instant  action  and 
was  so  on  that  night.  We  had  on  deck  two  stands  of  grape  and  two  of 
canister,  two  shells  of  5  second,  and  plenty  of  solid  shot  for  each  IX- 
inch  gun,  and  the  guns  were  loaded  with  grape.  For  the  Parrott  gun 
we  had  two  shells  of  5  second,  two  of  10  second,  and  one  shell  of  5 
second  in  the  gun.  The  howitzer  on  the  upper  deck  was  loaded  with 
shrapnel,  and  we  had  two  boxes  of  shrapnel  on  the  upper  deck. 

Point  2d.  The  cable  was  ready  for  slipping.  I  had  the  anchor 
weighed  because  it  was  easier  to  haul  up  5  fathoms  of  chain  (the  deck 
tackle  being  all  ready  to  walk  away  with)  than  to  pay  out  10  fathoms. 

Point  3d.  We  used  the  Parrott  gun  five  times,  and  fired  the  four  IX- 
inch  guns,  Nos.  2, 3, 5,  and  6,  fourteen  times.  No.  4  we  could  not  get  to 
bear.  No.  2  (marked  342)  was  fired  seven  times;  No.  3  (marked  346), 
four  times;  No.  5  (marked  332),  once;  No.  6  (marked  343),  twice.  The 
howitzer  was  fired  twenty-four  times  with  shrapnel.  We  fired  out  of 
the  IX-inch  guns  two  canister,  seven  grape,  and  five  5-second  shells. 
In  the  Parrott  gun  we  expended  five  5-second  fuze  shells. 

Point  4th.  It  is  imiiossible  for  me  to  state  the  length  of  time  we  were 
prevented  by  the  steam  from  getting  to  the  magazine.    I  should  say  it 
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was  full  forty  miuutes  before  we  could  get  down  to  tbe  after  magazine 
and  longer  than  that  to  the  forward  magazine,  there  being  no  wind  to 
drive  the  steam  ont  of  the  gangways.  The  Commodore  I'erry  hove  in 
sight  immediately  afterwards  and  took  us,  at  my  request,  in  tow  after 
she  came  up  with  us. 

Point  5th.  Before  the  engineer,  Mr.  Bradley,  saved  himself  out  of 
the  engine  room  he  opened  the  safety  valve,  as  far  as  the  injury  to  the 
same  would  allow  him,  the  stem  of  the  safety  valve  having  been  broken 
by  the  shot,  and  besides  a  shrapnel  shot  having  struck  the  escape  pipe 
and  falling  down  on  the  valve  prevented  the  steam  from  escaping 
upward.  The  sixth  shot  struck  the  steam  drum  at  the  distance  of  7 
feet .'{ inches  from  the  deck  and  fell  down  into  the  steam  drum.  No  one 
was  hurt  in  the  engine  or  tire  rooms.  I  enclose  the  report  of  Acting 
Assistaiit  Surgeon  Noyes  of  the  10th  instant.  William  H.  Morrow, 
landsman,  who  jumped  overboard,  has  not  been  heard  from  up  to  this 
date.    He  was  probably  drowned. 

I'oint  Cth.  The  rifle  screening  for  the  pilot  house  was  only  partially 
up,  because  we  could  not  get  it  up  without  injuring  the  efiiciency  of  the 
compasses,  which  were  needful  until  we  got  to  Plymouth.  The  man  at 
the  wheel  was  injured  by  a  0-pound  solid  shot,  which  went  through  the 
three-eighths  inch  iron  on  the  port  side,  took  a  large  piece  of  the  iron 
with  it,  and  went  through  the  after  part  through  the  same  thickness  of 
iron,  struck  the  forward  kingpost  on  the  starboard  side,  and  then  went 
overboard.  I  believe  that  the  ragged  piece  of  iron  was  the  principal 
cause  of  the  severe  wound  received  by  Armstrong,  as,  in  my  opinion,  a 
round  shot  would  never  have  made  so  fearful  and  tearing  a  wound. 

Points  7th  and  8th.  I  did  not  tow  the  ISouthficld  away  from  Plymouth, 
and  was  never  out  of  sight  of  the  town.  I  do  not  believe  that  Ave  were 
near  half  a  mile  from  Plymouth  when  the  Commodore  I'erry  took  us  in 
tow.  I  never  abandoned  the  defense  of  either  the  Southjield  or  Plym- 
outh. I  commenced  tiring  as  soon  as  the  magazines  were  accessible, 
but  by  that  time  the  enemy  had  left.  To  attempt  to  tow  the  Southjield 
with  a  current  of  not  more  than  half  a  knot  would  have  been  prepos- 
terous, although  I  did  say  in  my  report  that  I  towed  her  with  the  boats, 
meaning  by  this  only  to  keep  her  from  drifting  on  shore  and  keeping 
her  the  right  way.  I  saw  the  Commodore  Perry  at  daybreak  coming  up 
very  slowly,  she  having  started  with  but  little  steam  up,  but  am  unable  to 
give  any  certain  data  as  to  time,  having  too  much  to  do  to  look  at  watch 
or  clock. 

Point  9th.  When  the  first  musketry  from  the  pickets  was  heard  we 
went  to  quarters  instantly,  but  the  whole  of  Plymouth  was  on  the 
banks  of  the  river,  screaming  and  yelling.  This  must  have  been  some- 
where near  5  o'clock.  1  did  not  know  where  to  fire,  having  been  here 
only  two  days,  not  knowing  which  way  the  roads  led,  and  knowing 
only  the  custom-house  and  hospital.  If  I  had  fired  promiscuously,  I 
should  have  killed  more  of  our  friends  than  of  the  enemy,  and  if  I  had 
been  able  to  get  information  as  to  where  the  enemy's  battery  was 
placed  and  where  I  ought  to  have  tired,  I  could  have  done  some  good. 
As  it  was,  the  whole  thing  was  done  so  quickly,  the  burning  of  the 
houses  and  the  disabling  of  the  Southjield,  that  1  had  no  chance  what- 
soever to  prevent  either  the  one  or  the  other.  As  near  as  I  can  come 
to  it,  the  action  commenced  at  some  fifteen  minutes  after  5,  when  the 
enemy  opened  on  us.  Not  more  than  five,  certainly  not  more  than  ten, 
minutes  elapsed  before  the  steam  drum  was  struck,  disabling  us,  and 
I  think  it  must  have  been  near  half  past  0  when  we  first  got  sight  of 
the  Commodore  I'erry. 
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Point  lOtb.  The  Southfield  was  struck  eight  times  witli  solid  6-pound 
shot,  twice  through  the  smokestack,  once  at  the  port  forward  davit, 
once  through  the  pilot  house,  once  through  the  wardroom  and  steam 
dram,  once  in  the  guard,  and  twice  on  the  No.  3  IX-inch  gun ;  how 
often  by  shrapnel  and  canister  I  can  not  say,  but  the  pilot  house 
door,  the  front  of  the  pilot  house,  the  front  of  the  house,  and  the 
decks  show  the  marks.  I  should  say  we  were  struck  with  shrapnel 
and  canister  ten  or  twelve  times. 

Point  11th.  The  100-pounder  Parrott  was  fired  five  times,  and  when 
the  vent  was  found  obstructed  we  tried  to  clear  it  with  priming  wire 
and  boring  bit  but  were  unable  to  do  so.  The  gun  was  removed  and 
No.  2  gun  put  in  its  place.  After  the  action  we  accomplished  the 
clearing  of  the  vent  by  a  vent  drill,  but  I  am  unable  to  say  what  the 
obstruction  was,  as  the  drill  went  down  into  the  cartridge,  bringing 
up  nothing  but  powder,  and  the  gun  has  been  fired  since. 

Point  12th.  As  regards  the  bad  beliavior  of  the  men,  it  is  impossible 
for  me  to  make  out  specifications.  It  was  dark  at  the  time,  I  was  on 
the  upper  deck,  and  they  did  not  shirk  before  the  shot  struck  the  steam 
drum;  everything  then  was  in  such  confusion,  and  I  was  unable  to  get 
on  deck  for  some  time  afterwards,  that  I  should  be  loath  to  charge 
iudividuals.  When  the  escape  of  steam  allowed  us  to  enter  the  mag- 
azine again  everything  went  all  right,  but  the  enemy  had  then  disap- 
peared and  we  had  nothing  to  fire  at.  I  have  asked  the  oflicers  of  the 
different  divisions  but  have  not  been  able  to  bring  home  charges  to 
iudividuals.  Quartermaster  Peter  M.  Greeham,  who  was  with  me  in 
the  TJ.  S.  bark  Braziliera,  was  transferred  to  the  U.  S.  frigate  Congress 
and  joined  me  again  last  spring  at  New  Berne,  behaved  well.  He 
serveid  the  howitzer  on  the  upper  deck  admirably  and  did  his  duty 
well.  This  came  under  my  own  personal  observation  and  I  think  it 
therefore  my  duty  to  mention  it.  Shrapnel  and  canister  were  flying 
thick  all  over  us,  but  he  kept  on  firing  at  the  enemy  wherever  there 
was  a  chance.  I  have  tried  to  answer  your  questions  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  and  trust  they  will  prove  satisfactory.  The  whole  thing  was 
done  quickly  and  well  by  the  enemy.  The  distance  from  which  we 
were  fired  at  was  not  more  than  from  300  to  500  yards  and  their  aim 
was  excellent.  If  it  had  not  been  for  the  unlucky  hit  in  the  steam 
drum,  when  we  were  on  our  way  up  the  river,  and  if  I  had  been 
informed  by  the  land  forces  where  the  enemy  had  placed  or  were  about 
to  place  their  guns,  I  think  the  result  would  have  been  difterent.  My 
report  was  made  out  soon  after  the  action  and  this  will  account  for 
some  discrepancies  between  this  and  the  former.  The  whole  is  a  sad 
chapter  of  accidents  and  decidedly  a  bold  thing  on  the  part  of  the 
enemy,  but  if  I  had  known  that  the  Sonthfield  would  have  to  go  on 
service  such  as  this  I  should  have  applied  for  twelve  howitzers  besides 
one  Parrott  gun  forward  and  one  IX-inch  gun  aft,  and  she  would  have 
been  then  a  much  more  eflBcient  vessel  for  this  service.  The  large  guns 
in  a  river  not  more  than  400  to  500  yards  wide  are  not  efiScient  and  if 
the  Southfield  is  to  be  kept  in  this  service  I  should  most  respectfully 
request  that  her  armament  shojild  be  changed  and  that  100  sheets  of 
three-eighths  or  one-half  inch  iron  may  be  sent  to  her  at  the  earliest 
opportunity.

Report  of  Captain  Ewer,  TJ.  S.  Army. 

Plymouth,  N.  C,  December  10, 1802. 

Sir:  At  4:30  o'clock  this  morning  our  pickets  were  driven  in  by  a 
force  (as  near  as  we  can  estimate)  of  four  companies  of  infantry  and  one 
of  cavalry  and  four  pieces  of  artillery.  They  came  in  immediately,  driv- 
ing all  before  them.  Our  forces  (some  200  men),  after  making  all  the 
resistance  possible,  took  refuge  in  the  custom-house.  The  artillery  was 
planted  so  as  to  fire  upon  us  there,  by  which  means  considerable  dam- 
age was  done.  The  town  was  tired  in  many  places,  and  this  morning 
is  ])retty  much  destroyed,  including  tlie  building  used  for  headquarters 
and  all  things  therein. 

At  the  third  discharge  of  the  enemy's  artillery  the  gunboat  Southfield 
received  a  shot  through  the  boiler,  which  disabled  her,  but  her  captain 
kept  up  as  brisk  firing  as  his  crippled  condition  would  allow.  The  gun- 
boat Commodore  Perry,  hearing  the  firing,  came  to  our  assistance,  but 
was  too  late,  as  the  enemy  had  left. 

At  roll  call  this  juoruing  some  thirty  men  were  missing;  several  are 
wounded,  one  dangerously.  1  am  in  hopes  some  of  the  missing  will  come 
in,  but  some  are  no  doubt  prisoners.  A  number  of  the  enemy  are  known 
to  have  been  shot,  as  they  were  seen  to  fall,  but  were  carried  away  by 
their  comrades. 

Further  particulars  will  be  forwarded  as  soon  as  we  can  obtain  them.

General  Foster  left  this  morning  early  for  Plymouth,  N.  C,  and  is 
expected  to  return  to-morrow  or  the  next  day. 

I  lind  the  Seymour  can  be  put  in  condition  for  temporary  duty  in 
about  a  week;  but  as  the  boilers  of  this  vessel  are  reported  very  bad, 
and  lier  general  condition  bad,  I  doubt  if  we  can  rely  on  this. 

The  only  vessel  that  will  suit  our  purpose,  and  is  in  a  good  condi- 
tion, is  the  Delaware.  I  expect,  however,  that  one  or  two  other  vessels 
may  be  patched  up  for  the  occasion  from  the  Navy.  I  do  not  know  as 
yet  what  the  Army  may  be  able  to  produce  in  the  shape  of  suitable 
vessels,  but  soon  will.

I  hope  that  you  will  be  ready  to  cooperate  with  me  by  moving  up  the 
river  [Neuse]  with  your  flotilla  as  soon  to-morrow  as  you  can  be  pre- 
pared to  move.    I  shall  attack  K[inston'?J  on  the  evening  of  the  12th 
or  the  morning  of  the  13th  instant.

Every  facility  will  be  furnished  by  the  quartermaster  and  all  con- 
cerned in  fitting  out  these  boats  in  every  requisite;  you  will  only  have 
to  demand  to  get  what  you  require,  though,  as  we  are  about  moving, 
the  bureaus  will  be  almost  denuded  of  officers. 
1  beg  that  you  will  use  your  own  facilities  as  far  [as]  practicable.

I  hope,  general,  you  are  perfectly  aware  of  the  little  dependence 
which  can  be  placed  upon  these  improvised  armed  boats.  They  are 
very  frail,  and  will  be  fortunate,  even  with  a  good  stage  of  water,  if 
they  overcome  the  natural  difficulties  in  the  river  [Eeuse]  and  escape 
destruction  from  small-armed  men  on  its  banks.  Facing  a  battery  of 
heavy  guns  under  circumstances  so  favorable  to  the  enemy  would,  in 
my  opinion,  be  impracticable,  the  channel  being  so  narrow  that  we  are 
compelled  to  approach  him  from  one  position  with  no  opportunity  or 
room  to  maneuver. 

I  write  you  these  hurried  lines  to  prevent  you  expecting  from  us  more 
than  I  think  we  can  accomplish.  All  we  can  do  will  be  done,  and  I 
hope  the  result  may  justify  the  belief  that  1  undervalue  our  services. 

If  the  water  is  too  low  for  u.s,  there  will  be  an  end.

*  '  "  Commander  Murray  is  absent  with  the  gunboats  up  the 
Neuse  River,  on  service  in  connection  with  the  expedition  of  General 
Foster.  The  Seymour  and  Shawsheen,  with  the  army  boats  Allison, 
Ocean  yVare,  and  Port  Royal,  succeeded  in  passing  the  bar  about  2 
miles  above  this  point,  where  the  Delaivare  and  Lock-wood  are  still 
aground. 

The  army  had  a  slight  skirmish  with  the  enemy  at  Trenton,  [N.  C], 
on  Wednesday  night,  [December  10],  last,  since  when  we  have  heard 
nothing  further.

Admiral  :  The  march  commenced  to-day.  The  first  division  of  our 
boats  will  push  up  the  river  [Neuse]  this  afternoon  to  <t.  safe  point 
above,  where  I  expect  to  join  them  tonight.  The  stage  of  water  is  very 
unfavorable  (of  course),  the  boats  frail,  tlie  crews  undisciplined;  for, 
save  a  slight  infusion  from  the  navy  vessels,  1  have  to  rely  on  the  coast 
guard. 

1  have  informed  General  Poster  that  he  can  expect  but  little  aid 
beyond  the  moral  effect;  yet  we  risk  much. 

i  have  prepared  the  vessels  as  much  as  possible  to  resist  musketry. 

Several  navy  otticers  arrived  to-day,  some  en  route  to  Cape  Fear. 

All  appears  to  be  going  on  well,  except  the  persistency  of  Governor 
Stanly  in  giving  others  the  means  of  furnishing  aid,  comfort,  and 
information  to  the  enemy.*

Admiral  :  I  have  just  returned  from  our  Nense  River  expedition.  It 
has  been  tolerably  fruitful  in  results;  the  demoustratiou  on  the  river 
was,  according  to  contraband  accounts,  startling  to  the  enemy. 

We  encountered  many  difficulties,  the  most  fatal  of  which  was  the  low 
stage  of  water.  The  Allison,  a  very  light-draft  boat,  with  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Manchester  on  board,  succeeded  in  getting  within  shelling  dis- 
tance of  the  batteries,  about  4  miles  below  Kinston.  He  received  two 
shells — one  through  his  smokestack  and  oue  through  the  wheelhonse. 
Several  (three)  men  were  wounded ;  we  had  one  killed  and  one  wounded, 
by  musketry  from  the  banks,  on  board  the  Ocean  Wave. 

At  this  time  the  military  forces  had  not  arrived;  the  pickets  were 
driven  in;  night  put  a  stop  to  further  operations,  and  our  boats  were 
placed  on  the  defensive. 

lu  the  morning  it  was  discovered  that  a  fall  in  the  river  of  19  inches 
prevented  any  further  advance;  aud  that  day  we  were  compelled  to 
listen  at  a  distance  to  the  attack  of  General  Foster,  which  was 
successful. 

I  am  now  sending  oft'  liatboats,  in  tow  of  a  little  stern-wheel  steamer, 
to  bring  back  the  wounded  (175). 

The  navy  gunboats  could  only  get  about  15  miles  up.  I  could  not 
get  under  fire,  except  from  the  guerillas,  which  did  but  little  damage; 
a  little  stern  wheel  boat  which  I  kept  in  the  rear  for  my  own  use  ran 
ahead  of  me  when  I  was  aground  and  did  not  see  the  signals. 

I  think  we  were  useful,  but  [to]  what  extent  I  do  not  know,  as  there 
are  no  official  reports.  The  river  is  too  low  for  the  lightest  draft  boats 
to  operate.    I  am  afraid  we  can  not  get  the  flats. 

The  Shmcsheen  had  her  rudder  knocked  oil',  and  Master's  Mate  Williams 
had  his  thigh  broken  endeavoring  to  get  her  ofl'. 

The  Seymour,  Lochwood,  and  Shaicsheen  are  aground  4  miles  above 
and  will  not  be  gotten  off  until  the  wind  changes.  The  Ocean  Wave  is 
sunk  on  a  snag,  but  will  be  raised  without  difficulty. 

I  have  no  copy  of  this  and  write  unofficially.  General  Foster  is  in 
the  advance.    1  had  a  note  to-day. 

Davenport  gave  me  all  the  aid  in  his  power. 

I  send  by  the  Port  Royal  some  officers,  who  go  to  join  their  vessels. 

Commander  Glitz  is  here  awaiting  transportation  to  New  York.

Sir  :  I  am  hajjpy  to  inform  the  Department  that  1  have  received  from 
Commander  A.  3Iurray,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed,  ofiQcial  in  formation 
of  the  successful  results  ofGeneral  Foster's  expedition  to  Goldsboro,  and 
that  due  credit  is  accorded  to  the  naval  cooperation,  though  the  stage 
of  water  in  the  Neuse  rendered  it  impossible  for  our  vessels  to  proceed 
so  far  as  was  desirable. 

Commander  Murray's  report  of  the  20th  states  that  two  of  the  boats 
under  the  command  of  naval  officers  are  still  up  the  Neuse  River,  about 
C  miles  from  Kinsion,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  down  the  sick  and 
wounded. 

Copies  of  Commander  Murray's  letters  to  me  of  the  11th  and  16th, 
regarding  the  preliminary  movements  and  the  subsequent  progress  of 
the  expedition,  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Department  with  my  confi- 
dential communications  226  and  229.

The  army  transports  were  armed  and  equipjied  by  ofiQcers  and  men 
of  the  Navy,  and  a  part  of  the  Marine  Coast  Guard  under  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Manchester. 

This  flotilla  left  New  Berne  on  the  evening  of  the  12th  instant,  the 
Allison,  Port  Royal,  Ocean  Ware,  and  Wilson  in  the  advance,  under 
Colonel  Manchester,  with  orders  to  recouTioiter,  and,  in  case  of  an 
attack  or  the  discovery  of  batteries,  to  fall  back  on  the  heavier  vessels. 
This  movement  was  partially  strategic,  and  was  very  successful.  The 
attack  on  the  batteries,  the  falling  back  of  tlie  lighter  boats,  tlie  shell- 
ing of  the  woods,  and  the  feint  to  land  a  force  on  the  north  bank  had 
the  desired  effect. 

Noue  of  the  vessels  were  iujnred  seriously,  the  Allison,  with  a  crew 
of  sailors  from  the  Hetzel,  under  Gunner  McDonald,  and  liaving 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Manchester,  of  the  Marine  Artillery,  on  board, 
received  three  shots  from  the  lire  of  the  enemy's  batteries,  wounding 
four  men  seriously.  One  man  belonging  to  the  Marine  Artillery  was 
killed  on  board  the  Ocean  Wave,  having  exposed  himself  to  tlie  firing 
from  the  banks.     Several  were  slightly  wounded. 

Acting  Master  Thompson,  of  the  Hetzel,  temporarily  commanding 
the  Port  Royal,  destroyed  the  batteries  and  brought  away  the  sick  and 
wounded  of  the  army,  some  400  in  number. 

These  boats  were  partially  protected  from  small-armed  men  by  means 
of  bales  of  hay. 
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Whan,  besides  the  low  stage  of  water,  it  is  considered  that  we  had 
but  forty-eight  hours  to  prepare  these  light  steamers  for  war  purposes, 
it  is  a  subject  of  congratulation  that  we  could  accomplish  so  much.

Headquarters  Marine  Artillery, 

New  Berne,  December  ]6,  1862. 
Sir:  In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  on  the  12tli  instant,  after 
waiting  until  4  o'clock  }).  m.  at  Willis's  Landing  and  learning  that  your 
boats  could  not  reach  me  for  want  of  water,  I  proceeded,  on  board  the 
steamer  A^fso/t,  accompanied  by  the  steamers  Ocean  Ware,  Port  Royal, 
Wihon,  and  North  State,  to  ascend  the  Neuse  River  on  a  reconnoissance 
toward  Kinston.  At  dark  I  anchored  in  the  neighborhood  of  Lee's 
Landing,  about  20  miles  from  New  Berne  by  the  river  [Nense],  making 
all  disi)osition  for  defense  in  case  of  attack.  At  daylight  on  the  13th 
got  underway  and,  with  much  difficulty  and  labor,  worked  our  way  up 
to  within  2  miles  of  Kinston,  meeting  with  but  slight  opposition  from 
the  guerrillas  on  shore,  by  whose  Are  one  man  (of  the  crew  of  the  late 
steamer  Ellis)  was  seriouslj'  wounded.  About  two  miles  from  Kinston, 
upon  a  turn  in  the  river,  we  suddenly  found  our  boats  in  face  of  a  ten- 
gun  battery  and  penned  within  the  river,  with  a  space  of  about  100 
feet  to  move  the  boats.  I  immediately  ordered  the  I'ort  Royal,  Ocean 
Wave,  and  Wilson  to  retire  (the  North  State  not  having  arrived)  and 
interposed  the  Allison  between  the  battery,  which  had  opeiied  fire,  and 
these  boats.  The  boats  had  to  be  backed  down,  as  the  river  would  not 
admit  of  their  being  turned,  and  it  occupied  some  twenty  to  thirty 
minutes.  We  replied  to  the  enemy's  fire  with  one  I'arrott  gun,  the  first 
tire  being  within  canister  range.  Three  shells  were  exploded  within 
the  batteries  with  apparent  effect,  as  the  enemy  ceased  their  fire  for 
some  time  after.  It  was  sunset  when  the  firing  commenced,  and  it 
became  dark  so  soon  that  I  was  scarcely  able  to  get  the  boats  under 
the  protection  of  the  trees  before  we  were  left  to  grope  in  total  darkness. 
The  enemy's  shell  exploded  over  and  around  us  witli  but  little  damage. 
The  Allison  received  three  shots,  one  taking  off  the  tip  of  the  pilot 
house,  the  next  passing  through  the  roof  and  through  the  smokestack, 
and  the  third  cutting  off  some  fenders  and  light  work.  Our  boats  were 
moored  in  double  line,  hay,  beef,  bread,  etc.,  being  packed  along  the 
sides,  the  guns  were  put  into  battery  on  the  decks,  and  bags  of  oats 
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spread  over  the  decks.  In  this  position  we  awaited  until  moroing  in 
expectation  of  the  appearance  of  the  enemy.  Several  attempts  were 
made  to  reconnoiter  our  jwsition  in  the  early  evening,  which  were 
promptly  defeated  by  the  sentinel's  tire.  A  reconnoissance  was  made 
on  shore,  but  with  little  information  gained.  Soon  after  taking  up  our 
position  for  the  night  we  heard  a  heavy  firing  a  few  miles  to  tbe  west 
ward  of  us,  which  lasted  for  half  an  hour.  At  daylight  in  the  morning, 
upon  examination  I  found  the  largest  boat  on  the  bottom,  and  that  the 
water  had  fallen  during  the  night  over  10  inches.  1  immediately 
ordered  one  of  the  lighter  boats  to  hitch  on  to  the  Ocean  Wace  and  drag 
her  off,  and  then  to  drop  down  the  river  to  deep  water.  This  was  a  slow 
operation,  as  we  had  to  go  sternforeniost  and  our  boats  often  grounded. 
The  forenoon  was  consumed  in  getting  '}  miles.  Here  we  found  tlie 
North  State  and  learned  of  a  force  being  below  about  3  miles  to  dispute 
our  passage  down.  We  winded  all  our  boats  but  the  Ocean  Wave  and 
started  on  for  2  miles  farther,  when  we  succeeded  in  turning  her.  The 
North  State  was  sent  forward  to  find  the  enemy's  position,  the  others 
following  to  shell  them  out.  About  a  mile  from  an  old  dam,  where  the 
river  was  swift,  on  a  turn,  we  found  a  party,  but  they  fled  after  one  of 
their  number  had  been  tumbled  into  the  river  by  a  shot.  Firing  was 
kept  up  occasionally  by  the  enemy  for  5  miles,  when  we  came  upon  a 
party  who  fired  uj)on  us  from  a  log  house  on  the  river's  bank.  This  party 
stood  but  one  fire  and  ran,  leaving,  as  we  learned,  several  killed  and 
wounded.  Here,  from  a  contraband,  we  learned  that  a  party  of  70  had 
crossed  over  that  morning  to  obstruct  the  river  atOldfield  Bank  Laud- 
ing, and  that,  by  the  addition  of  others,  we  might  expect  to  meet  140 
men  there.  We  proceeded  at  once  to  the  place,  the  enemy  keeping  up 
an  occasional  shot  at  us.  Here  we  found  them  in  possession  of  botli 
sides  of  the  river  and  occupying  the  turn  so  as  to  fire  into  the  sterns  of 
our  boats.  They  opened  upon  the  Ocean  Wave  with  a  volley,  which  was 
returned  with  interest,  and  the  other  boats,  seeing  the  enemy's  position 
from  their  fire,  opened  their  cannon  with  grape  and  canister  with  such 
effect  that  the  last  boat  could  find  no  one  to  fire  upon.  The  boats,  after 
a  short  delay,  passed  on  to  Street's  Ferry,  and  then,  meeting  with  the 
boats  of  the  Navy,  reported  to  you.  In  the  last  fight,  one  man,  Edwin 
J.  Perkins,  of  Marine  Artillery,  was  killed,  and  another  of  that  regi- 
ment, and  a  member  of  the  signal  corps,  were  seriously  wounded.  Our 
loss  is  1  killed  and  3  severely  wounded,  and  several  slightly  wounded. 
Of  the  enemy,  1  was  shot  from  the  bridge  and  fell  into  the  river,  and  2 
were  blown  to  pieces  on  the  bank.  At  the  log  house  30  men  are  said 
to  have  been  in  it  when  two  30  pounder  Parrotts,  loaded  with  canister, 
were  fired  through  it,  at  a  distance  of  200  feet,  and  at  the  Oldfield  Bank 
Landing  the  fire  of  the  Ocean  Wave,  North  State,  and  Port  Boyal  was 
direct  and  within  400  feet  of  the  enemy. 

The  Ocean  Wave  and  Allison  are  somewhat  shattered,  both  by  shot 
and  by  contact  with  trees,  etc.  The  North  State  has  lost  her  rudder, 
and  the  other  boats  are  in  good  order  for  use.

December  11,  1862. — At  7  p.  m.  ran  aground  in  Neuse  lliver. 

December  IS. — At  12:  20  p.  m.  (Jommauder  Murray,  with  ii  part  of  the 
signal  corps,  left  tliis  vessel  and  went  aboard  the  Seymour.  She,  in 
company  with  the  balance  of  the  fleet,  proceeded  up  the  Eeuse. 

December  13. — At  11  a.  m.  heard  heavy  firing  in  northerly  direction. 
At  12: 30  p.  in.  succeeded  in  getting  our  vessel  afloat,  proceeded  down 
tlie  river,  but  at  1 :  30  ran  on  sunken  stumps  in  the  river  and  held  fast. 

December  15. — At  3  p.  m.  floated  off  the  stumps  with  the  assistance 
of  steamers.     Steamer  Port  Royal  towed  us  to  l^ew  Berne. 

December  23. — At  7:  45  p.  m.  anchored  off  Plymouth. 


Report  of  Commander  Parl-er,  TJ.  S.  Nary,  regarMng  joint  expedition 
against  Matheivs  Gourt-House,  V<i.,  December  12, 1862. 

U.  S.  S.  Mahaska, 
Off  Yorktoicn,  Va.,  December  12,  1862. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  I  have  just  arrived  from 
the  East  Eiver,  where,  at  the  request  of  General  Naglee,  I  landed  this 
morning  at  sunrise  a  detachment  of  infantry  (Les  Bnfants  Perdus)  50 
in  number,  and  95  of  the  Sixth  New  York  (Javalry,  under  Major  Hall, 
with  my  marines  and  howitzers,  manned  by  CO  seamen,  in  charge  of 
Acting  Master  [Benjamin]  Dyer,  and  proceeded  to  Mathews  Oourt- 
F louse,  distant  2  miles  from  the  landing  place.  After  moving  about 
half  a  mile  the  command  commenced  driving  the  enemy's  pickets,  and 
at  a  point  a  little  beyond  the  court-house  fell  in  with  a  small  party  of 
cavalry,  not  above  fifteen,  I  think,  who  made  a  stand  for  a  moment 
until  our  advanced  guard  fired  a  volley,  when  they  rode  off.  Ascer- 
taining here  that  their  force  was  not  above  forty  in  all,  I  halted  the 
infantry  and  artillery,  while  Major  Hall  with  his  cavalry  continued  the 
pursuit,  and  as  a  considerable  number  of  our  cavalry  was  dispatched 
from  Gloucester  Court-House  very  early  this  morning  to  cut  off  their 
retreat,  I  do  not  see  how  the  rebels  can  escape.  After  resting  a  short 
time  in  the  village,  where  I  caused  the  post-ofRee  to  be  searched,  but 
found  nothing,  I  returned  with  our  men  and  the  infantry  to  this  vessel.

Steamers  .Julia  Usher,  Thistle,  Gladiator,  Giraffe,  Cornuhia,  and  Day- 
light, all  of  which,  excei)ting  the  Gladiator  and  Daylight,  have  left 
English  ports  with  munitions  of  war  for  the  rebels;  steamers  fomi, 
I'earl,  Thistle,  Antonia,  Giraffe,  Eagle,  and  nine  others,  lately  pur- 
chased for  or  by  the  rebels,  and  the  following  sailing  vessels:  Shi]) 
Monmouth,  cleared  for  Nassau;  bark  Intrinsic,  sailed  November  17; 
bark  Severn,  sailed  November  21  for  Nassau ;  brig  Peep  of  Day,  with 
description ;  bark  Chatham,  loading  for  Nassau. 

You  will  observe  that  in  addition  to  the  above  a  large  number  of 
sailing  vessels  have  been  purchased  lately  to  run  the  blockade,  etc.

The  Julia  Usher  has  not  yet  sailed.  She  took  on  yesterday  3  more 
large  cases  containing  guns,  12  cases  shells,  and  4  other  cases,  contents 
unknown.  She  will  sail  from  this  port  direct  for  Havana.  The  bark 
Tntrinsic  sailed  yesterday,  having  cleared  on  the  14th  instant. 

From  U.  S.  consul  at  Liverpool,  dated  November  21, 1862: 

The  ship  Monmouth  cleared  for  Nassau  on  the  18th  instant.  The 
steamer  Thistle  cleared  for  Havana  and  Nassau,  via  Madeira,  en  the 
18th  instant  and  sailed  on  the  lOtli  instant.    On  the  day  she  cleared 
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she  took  ou  board  a  large  number  of  cases  containiiifjr  guns.  The  bark 
ISevern  cleared  for  Nassau  yesterday  and  will  sail  to-day.  Her  cargo  is 
a  valuable  one,  consisting  of  arms,  shot,  shell,  and  military  goods.  The 
steamer  Julia  Usher  is  ready  for  sea,  and  will  sail  most  likely  to  morrow. 
The  steamer  Gladiator  entered  to  load  on  the  J  9th  instant.  The  brig 
Pcq)  of  Day  is  bound  for  Charleston,  but  will  most  likely  clear  for  Nas- 
sau. Description:  Feep  of  Day,  brig,  late  Ella  and  i)reviously  Ella 
I'lemhiji,  196  tons;  hull  painted  greeu;  square  stern;  small  top  gallant 
forecastle  deck;  masts,  mastheads,  yards,  and  bowsprit  painted  black. 
The  bark  entered  to  load  for  Nassau  on  the  19th  instant;  354  tons;  hull 
painted  black;  S(iuare  stern;  small  bust  painted  white  for  figurehead; 
masts,  mastheads,  and  jib  boom  bright.  The  steamer  Giraffe,  which 
sailed  from  Glasgow,  has  important  dispatches  and  documents.  Within 
the  past  few  weeks  the  followiug  fast  steamers  have  been  ]>urchased  in 
England  to  run  the  blockade:  loiia,  Fcarl,  Thintle,  Antonia,  Giraffe, 
Eaijle,  Havelock,  Frincess  Royal,  Northumbria,  Kicolai  I,  J)o)((/laHii. 
Ferley,  Britannia,  Wave  Queen,  and  Juxtitin.  Of  these  the  lona  has  been 
sent  off  Greenock.  The  steamer  Cornubia  recently  sailed  from  (Glasgow. 
During  the  last  six  weeks  a  large  number  of  sailing  vessels  have  been 
l>urchased  and  taken  up  to  run  the  blockade  or  carry  supplies  to  Nassau, 
Bermuda,  or  Havana. 

From  U.  S.  consul  at  London,  dated  November  21,  1802: 

The  Jtistitia  saded  last  week.  The  jiapers  of  this  week  report  that 
a  very  fast  and  valuable  steamer  called  the  Daylifjht  has  been  pur- 
chased this  week  either  by  the  rebels  or  their  sympatliizers  here  for  the 
Confederates. 

From  U.  S.  consul  at  Belfast,  dated  Noveinber  22,  1802: 

The  steamer  Giraffe  has  just  left  the  Clyde  to  cross  the  Atlantic,  with 
a  view  to  run  the  blockade.  She  is  schooner  rig,  with  pad<lle  wheels 
of  medium  size.     She  is  uiicpiestionably  loaded  with  munitions  of  war.

Sir:  I  enclose  herewith  (A)  a  copy  of  the  report  of  Lieutenant- 
Commander  De  Haven,  dated  December  14,  on  the  seizure  by  him  of 
the  schooner  Golden  Eayle;  a  copy  of  my  advice  to  him  (B),  dated 
December  26,  to  discharge  her  from  (uistody  if  he  had  no  more  evidencie 
against  her  than  that  presented  in  his  report  ( A ) ;  and  (C),  Lieutenaut- 
Ciimmander  De  Haven's  explanations,  dated  March  2,  regarding  the 
alleged  pillaging,  etc.,  of  the  Golden  Eayle  while  under  detention  at 
Beaufort. 

This  last  report  is  made  in  obedience  to  the  Department's  letter  of 
en(iuiry  to  me,  dated  February  10,  and  encdosiug  a  copy  of  a  communi- 
cation from  Lord  Lyons  to  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  subject. 

In  Lieutenant  Commander  De  Haven's  communication  (C),  he  states 
that  he  would  leciuire  from  Acting-Ensign  S.  K.  Luce,  wlio  was  placed 
in  charge  of  the  schooner  Golden  Eayle,  a  detailed  rejwrt  on  the  sub- 
ject.   This  has  not  yet  been  received  by  me;  but  as  Lieutenant-Com- 
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maiider  ]Je  Haveu,  with  the  Penobscot,  is  now  at  the  Washington  navy 
yard,  where  he  and  his  officers  are  accessible  to  direct  enquiry  by  the 
Department  if  necessary,  I  have  thought  it  proper  to  make  this  report. 
1  will  forward  the  statement  of  Acting-Ensign  Luce  as  soon  as 
received.

U.  S.  Gunboat  Penobscot, 
Harbor  of  Beaufort,  N.  C,  December  U,  1862. 
Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  yesterday  morning  about  10  o'clock,  this 
vessel  being  on  the  passage  to  this  port  for  repairs,  I  boarded  the 
schooner  Golden  Eagle,  under  English  colors,  of  and  from   Nassau, 
New  Providence,  and  consigned  to  Thomas  Duncan,  Beaufort,  N.  0. 

The  captain  and  crew  1  have  on  board  this  vessel;  the  schooner  I 
placed  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  S.  K.  Luce,  with  orders  to  proceed 
to  Beaufort,  N.  G.  1  have  had  an  examination  of  the  crew  of  the 
schooner,  and  send  herewith  the  information  elicited. 

The  papers  of  the  Golden  Eagle  are  endorsed  by  the  American  con- 
sul, and  appear  correct  with  the  exception  of  the  shipping  articles, 
where  there  is  a  discrepancy  in  the  amount  of  monthly  wages  purportecl 
to  have  been  paid  the  men. 

The  movements  of  the  schooner  being  suspicious,  and  her  cargo  (salt) 
contraband,  I  have  thought  best  to  hold  her  for  further  instructions 
from  yourself. 

Acting  Master's  Mates  H.  B.  Nickerson  and  George  K.  Knowlton, 
Acting  Ensigns  Daniel  W.  Glenney,  Samuel  H.  Mead,  and  Edward  A. 
Small,  ordered  to  tlie  U.  S.  steamers  Cambridge  and  Mount  Vernon, 
reported  to  me  this  morning.  Both  of  those  vessels  have  gone  North 
for  repairs,  hence  I  have  thought  best  to  direct  their  return  to  Hampton 
Roads  and  report  tliemselves  to  you.

Arthur  Baine,  cook,  says  he  is  a  native  of  Nassau ;  shipped  on  board 
schooner  Golden  Eagle  to  make  the  passage  to  Beaufort,  N.  G.;  his 
wages  were  to  be  $25  per  month,  which  was  more  than  the  current 
price  for  such  vessels;  liave  been  on  the  coast  twelve  days;  had  several 
days  fair  wind  if  bound  to  Beaufort,  which  we  did  not  avail  ourselves 
of ;  were  in  7  or  8  fathoms  last  evening ;  believes  the  vessel  was  intended 
to  run  the  blockade. 

John  Davis,  mate,  born  in  Milford,  England;  shipped  in  Nassau  for 
$40  per  month  to  go  to  Beaufort,  N.  C,  in  schooner  Golden  Eagle; 
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have  never  seen  land  on  this  coast;  has  no  idea  that  the  captain 
intended  to  run  the  blockade;  saw  an  American  fri};ate  day  before  yes- 
terday, tacked  and  stood  away  from  her;  the  usual  wages  on  such  a 
vo\  age  are  $25  per  month ;  does  not  know  why  he  was  paid  more;  does 
not  [know]  why  he  is  down  on  shipping  articles  for  only  $25  per  month. 

John  McKenzie,  captain,  lives  in  Liverpool;  shi])ped  at  Nassau  to 
take  schooner  Golden  Eagle  into  Beaufort,  N.  C;  has  been  on  this 
(^oast  two  days;  struck  soundings  yesterday  for  first  time;  has  had 
light  winds  since  leaving  Nassau;  the  Oolden  Eagle  is  owned  by 
Sjiwyer  &  Menendez,  of  Nassau. 

Zacharias  Murray,  shipped  in  Nassau  for  Beaufort,  N.  C;  wages  to 
be  $25  per  month;  $15  advanced  by  owners,  the  balance  to  be  paid 
after  getting  to  sea,  which  has  not  been  done;  was  told  when  shipped 
that  tlie  vessel  was  bound  to  Beaufort,  N.  O. ;  have  not  anchored  on 
this  coast;  the  usual  wages  of  seamen  out  of  Nassau  are  $14  or  $15; 
on  vessels  intending  to  run  the  blockade,  $25  per  month. 

Michael  Oulman,  seaman,  shipjied  for  $25  per  month  to  go  to  Beau- 
fort, N.  C. ;  the  captain  promised  me  not  to  attempt  to  run  the  blockade; 
I  received  no  advance;  the  usual  coasting  wages  are  about  $15. 

John  Fernando,  seaman,  lives  in  Nassau;  shipped  in  Nassau  to  go 
to  Beaufort  for  $25  per  month;  left  Nassau  three  weeks  ago  to-day; 
night  before  last  saw  a  frigate,  but  she  did  not  speak  us;  thinks  from 
the  actions  of  the  Golden  Eagle  that  he  intended  to  run  the  blockade; 
the  usual  price  paid  seamen  to  run  the  blockade  is  from  $25  to  $50; 
for  trips  to  New  York  men  only  get  from  $12  to  $16. 

Tlie  Golden  Eagle  is  owned  by  I\Ir.  Menendez.  He  has  lost  several 
in  attempting  to  run  the  blockade,  two  of  which  were  the  Racer  and 
British  Queen.

Sir:  Y'our  communication  of  the  l!)tli  ultimo,  accompanied  with  a 
copy  of  a  letter  from  Captain  John  MacKenzie,  claiming  compensation 
for  seizure  and  detention  of  the  schooner  Golden  Eagle,  also  for  prop- 
erty pillaged  while  detained,  was  received  yesterday. 
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lu  my  report  of  the  llth  of  December  last  1  made  kuowu  the  circum- 
stances  uuder  which  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  detain  that  vessel,  and 
in  compliance  with  your  instructions  of  20th  of  same  month,  released  her. 

The  claim  for  provisions  consumed  can  not,  1  think,  be  sustained,  as 
the  officer  and  men  detailed  for  her  were  provisioned  from  the  Penobucof. 

The  claim  for  property  pillaged  I  have  no  knowledge  of,  there  having 
been  no  complaint  made  to  me  on  the  part  of  Cai)tain  MacKenzie  or  his 
crew  of  that  character;  therefore  I  must  conclude  that  the  accusation 
made  is  altogether  without  foniidation. 

The  movements  of  the  schooner  at  the  time  of  her  seizure  were  sus- 
picious, showing  a  desire  to  evade  the  blockading  vessel  on  the  coast 
of  North  Carolina  by  standing  to  the  southward  and  eastward  when  the 
wind  was  fair  for  vessels  bound  for  the  port  of  Beaufort,  N.  C,  and 
distant  from  that  port  about  20  miles. 

I  will,  at  the  earliest  moment,  forward  instructions  to  the  officer  who 
was  placed  in  charge  of  the  schooner.  Acting  En.sign  S.  K.  Luce,  to 
report  in  full  regarding  the  matter.

Letter  from  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Navy,  to  the  Assistant  8ecre 
ianj  of  the  Navy,  concerning  proposed  attack  upon  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

Confldeutial  and  unofficial.]  Sunday,  December  14,  1862. 

I  have  written  urgently  to  Commander  Armstrong  and  Mr.  Lenthiill 
for  the  8tute  of  Georgia,  and  to  Lieutenant-Commander  Braiiie  and 
Admiral  Paulding  for  the  Monticello,  with  Kroehl  iind  his  tixtures. 

In  consequence  of  the  consular  dispatches  revealing  the  rebel  plan  to 
concentrate  their  vessels  and  force  the  blockade  of  Wilmington,  I  sent 
the  Chocura  to  the  blockade,  but  have  now  recalled  her  to  tow,  and  shall 
dispatch  the  Colorado  there  as  soon  as  she  conies. 

The  vessels  to  tow  ironclads  must  be  able  to  take  them  into  Beaufort 
if  necessary.  I  need,  therefore,  the  8tate  of  Georgia  and  Monticello. 
The  Chocura  is  an  additional  provision.  I  counted  on  the  Ossipee  and 
Juniata  without  knowing  their  draft. 

When  Captain  Case  brought  me  word  tliat  you  would  send  several 
more  named  ironclads,  I  thought  you  intended  to  make  sure  work  of 
Wilmington  by  engaging  its  defenses  with  all  the  ironclads  intended  for 
Charleston.  The  vessels  bringing  them  here  could  take  them  on,  and 
the  State  of  Georgia  and  Monticello  would  meantime  be  ready  for  tow- 
ing down,  the  first  the  Fassaic  and  the  latter  the  Monitor.  The  Min- 
7icsota  can  tow  one  or  two  ironclads  if  the  Chocura  is  along  to  take  them 
into  Beaufort  if  necessary. 

If  the  upper  James  or  Pamunkey  is  to  be  protected  by  ironclads,  are 
there  now  enough  ready  for  this  and  the  operation  on  the  (loast  ?  Please 
give  me  a  list  of  vessels  I  am  to  have,  stating  when  each  will  be  here. 
Could  1  have  gone  up  last  evening,  we  could  have  talked  at  the  Depart- 
ment to  day,  with  my  illustrated  chart  before  us,  over  views  which  have 
occurred  to  me  since  I  left  you,  and  1  could  have  returned  here  to  mor- 
row morning.    The  good  weather,  the  weak  state  of  the  blockade,  and 
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the  pressure  on  Ricbinond  are  the  main  causes  for  urgency  now.  Tlie 
enemy  has  liad  ample  time  iu  eighteen  mouths  to  prepare  liis  deleusc, 
and  is  now  publishing  that  he  is  to  be  attacked,  which,  when  done, 
should  be  done  in  sutHcient  force  to  allow  for  casualties  and  insure  suc- 
cess. I  am  arguing  for  all  the  force  you  can  give — more  monitors  if 
you  can. 

If  the  ironclads  could  safely  go  into  New  Inlet,  thus  allowing  au 
inside  and  outside  attack  on  the  works  there,  Federal  Point,  the  whole 
force  could  be  used  at  once  and  together;  but  if  the  former  is  obliged 
to  enter  over  the  Western  Bar,  the  attack  is  divided  and  weakened. 
Fort  Caswell  and  its  obstructions  have  to  be  got  by  or  taken.  Is  the 
force  you  intend  applicable  and  sufBcient  for  that?  Let  me  know  just 
wliat  is  it  to  be.    I  am  willing  anyhow. 

The  Cambridge  and  Mount  Vernon  ai'e  just  come.  The  former  is 
probably  in  real  want  of  repairs,  the  latter  only  out  of  order.  A  survey 
to-day,  a  report  to  you  to-morrow. 

Two  English  captains  just  called — lioss,  of  the  Cadmus,  and  Watson, 
of  the  Petrel — ^just  from  off  Charleston.  Merlin  (French)  inside  harbor 
there;  Petrel  returns  there.  Keport  negroes  detected  burying  arms  in 
coffins  with  mock  funerals  (stuff,  1  suppose — mere  pretense  for  men-of- 
war  to  be  there  and  for  ultimate  intervention);  told  him  there  was  less 
cause  for  apprehension  of  an  insurrection  now  with  the  whites  all  armed 
than  during  ordinary  holidays.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  move- 
ments of  the  U.  S.  naval  vessels  in  these  sounds  for  the  fortnight  ending 
at  date,  viz : 

The  Hetzel,  Hunchback,  and  Brinker  have  remained  at  their  stations 
off  New  Berne. 

On  the  2d  instant  the  Delatoare  proceeded  to  Koanoke  Island  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  in  quelling  an  anticipated  mutiny.  She  returned 
to  New  Berne  on  the  5th  instant. 

On  the  3d  instant  the  Southfiehl  arrived  at  Hatteras  Inlet,  and,  after 
a  short  delay  in  getting  over  the  swash,  proceeded  to  Plymouth. 

On  the  4th  instant  the  Underwriter  left  her  anchorage  off  New  Berne 
and  proceeded  to  Plymouth,  where  she  has  remained. 
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On  the  6th  instant  the  7)e/a?oare  proceeded  to  Hatteras  Inlet  to  assist 
the  Southfield  in  ffettiiig  over  the  bulkhead,  but  before  her  arrival  there 
the  Southfield  had  left  for  her  destination. 

On  the  10th  instant  the  Shaiosheen  arrived  at  New  Berne  from 
Plymouth. 

On  the  11th  instant  the  i)eZa?oare,  Shawsheen,  and  Seymour  proceeded 
up  the  Neuse  River  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  expedition  of  General 
Foster. 

On  the  12th  instant  the  Lockwood  arrived  from  Plymouth  and  imme- 
diately ])roceeded  up  the  Neuse  liiver.  The  gunboats  returned  this 
day,  having-  failed,  on  account  of  the  low  stage  of  water,  to  ascend  more 
than  10  or  15  miles. 

The  Commodore  Ferry,  Souihfield,  Valley  City,  and  Utiderioriter  have 
been  employed  in  the  defense  of  Plymouth  and  in  operations  on  the 
Chowan  liiver.

Admieal  :  I  have  forwarded  a  commiinicatiou  of  Commander  Daveu- 
l)Ort  coutaiuing  correspoudeuce  between  his  Excelleucy  Governor 
Stanly  and  himself,  by  which  yon  will  see  that  a  conflict  of  opinion  and 
authority  exists.  I  do  not  find  your  instructions  explicit  as  regards 
inland  navigation  and  trade,  but,  judging  from  the  spirit  of  them,  I  am 
inclined  to  take  the  same  view  with  Commander  Davenport  and  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Flusser. 

There  is  no  doubt  Governor  Stanly  has  given  over  his  official  signa- 
ture permission  to  trade  within  all  navigable  waters  in  North  Carolina. 
I  am  not  fully  acquainted  with  Governor  Stanly's  power  in  the  prem- 
ises, but  so  manifest  a  disregard  of  the  duties  exi)ected  of  us  can  not,  I 
infer,  be  permitted,  but,  in  consideration  of  the  respect  due  to  the  high 
position  of  (Governor  Stanly,  I  have  given  orders  to  honor  those  passes 
as  far  as  relates  to  posts  occupied  by  the  military  forces  of  the  United 
States.  Governor  Stanly  has  thus  far  modified  liis  passes  to  meet  that 
view,  but  does  not,  I  understand,  yield  his  right  to  give  unlimited  ones, 
as  well  as  to  arrest  naval  officers  who  fail  to  respect  them.  Governor 
Stanly  also  grants  passes  to  enter  the  sounds  by  Hatteras  to  vessels 
whose  draft  of  water  excludes  them  from  the  channel  by  Core  Sound; 
this,  if  allowed,  would  subject  the  naval  officer,  very  properly,  to  the 
charge  of  not  comprehending  his  duties.  I  still  hope  that  a  respectful 
remonstrance  with  the  governor  will  have  the  effect  of  recalling  him  to 
a  proper  considtration  of  the  duties  of  the  blockading  vessels  which  he 
appears  to  have  lost  sight  of. 

A  vessel,  the  Brinker,  will  be  sent  to  Hatteras  with  a  copy  of  your 
instruction;  one  is  already  at  Ocracoke.  Core  Sound  will  also  be 
watched.

I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  nioditication  in  Governor 
Stanly's  permit  after  the  receipt  of  my  letter;  the  first,  you  will  per- 
ceive, granted  permission  to  trade  in  any  of  the  navigable  waters  of 
North  Carolina  without  specifying  whether  occupied  by  the  United 
States  forces  or  not,  while  the  second  is  specific  and  confines  the  vessel 
to  the  port  of  Plymouth. 

The  master  of  the  vessel  brought  me  the  permit,  the  first  presented 
to  me  here,  asking  if  there  was  any  objection  to  his  proceeding  on  his 
voyage,  to  which  I  answered  in  the  affirmative,  supposing  that  he 
would  not  have  been  sent  to  me  merely  as  a  matter  of  form.

I  had  but  a  few  days  before  received  a  letter  from  Lieutenant-Goni- 
maiider  Fliisser,  iu  which  he  says : 

Governor  Stanly,  so  the  .■nlmiral  writes,  saya  he  has  jjiven  no  permission  to  sell 
salt.  May  lie  not,  but  lie  has  jiiven  vessels  jierniits  to  tnide  and  dispose  of  their 
cargoes  when  he  knew,  or  should  have  known,  that  they  were  jiartly  laden  with 
Siilt.  You  had  better  see  about  it.  He  has  also  given  permits  to  trade  in  the  navi- 
gable waters  of  North  Carolina.  It  seems  to  mo  bad  to  grant  civiliaus  jiormits  to 
trade  at  other  places  than  military  posts;  if  done,  they  can  sell  to  anyone,  loynl 
man  or  traitor.  I  have  not  prevented  the  sale  of  the  salt  wliiih  was  at  I'lymonth 
when  you  were  there,  but  will  not  allow  any  more  to  bo  brought  there  and  disposed 
of;  if  more  comes,  I  shall  seize  the  a  essels,  with  or  without  passes. 

The  muster  of  the  Mary  Jane  Kennedy  to]d  me  lie  ex])ected  to  take  up 
25  sacks  of  salt;  tliat  the  cargo  was  the  property  of  sutlers  and  brought 
liere,  to  llie  best  of  his  knowledge,  in  a  vessel  tiirough  Hatteras  Inlet, 
loaded  with  army  stores. 

I  may  be  in  error  in  the  view  1  took  and  also  as  to  the  applicability 
ot  the  quotations  from  the  blockading  instructions.  If  this  be  so,  and 
I  have  no  authority  iu  the  case,  whence  the  uecessity  of  the  master  of 
the  vesst'l  calling  upon  me  and  askiug  if  there  was  any  objection  to  his 
taking  his  cargo  ?    This  had  never  been  done  before. 

Heieafter,  however,  1  shall  always  defer  to  Governor  Stanly's  orders 
and  requests  to  prevent  any  collision  of  authority,  until  I  shall  bring 
the  matter  before  you  and  receive  your  instructions. 

Since  writing  tlie  above  I  have  had  an  interview  with  the  governor 
and  called  his  attention  to  the  latitude  of  tlie  first  permit.  He  admit- 
ted there  "  was  something  in  that.''  In  the  course  of  a  frank  and  friendly 
conversation  lie  said  that  the  loyal  people  must  have  salt,  sold  under 
the  sui)ervision  of  the  military  authorities  in  such  ([uantities  as  was  dis 
cretionary  with  the  commanding  officer;  that  no  officer  had  a  light  to 
decline  obeying  his  order  or  permit,  and  least  of  all  to  seize  a  vessel 
]U'otected  by  such  permit,  and  requested  that  Lieutenant-Oommaiider 
Flusser  be  informed  of  that  fact;  that  any  officer  would  lay  himself 
liable  to  arrest  if  he  pursued  such  a  course,  and  that  the  h)yal  people 
must  starve  if  they  could  not  get  salt  to  cure  their  meat. 

The  salt  (luestion  is  a  delicate  one  to  touch,  and  1  trust  that  1  may 
have  instructions  in  the  case. 

In  the  course  of  conversation  the  governor  asked  whether,  if  a  vessel 
entered  Beaufort  and  had  a  permit  from  him  to  come  into  the  sounds 
through  Hatteras  Inlet,  she  would  be  stopped.  1  replied  that  in  accord- 
ance with  your  instructions  no  vessels  other  than  such  as  might  be 
laden  with  cargoes  for  the  army  or  navy  could  be  permitted  to  enter 
there  without  authority  from  the  Treasury,  War,  or  Navy  Department. 

He  has  laid  this  matter  before  the  War  Department. 

As  this  affair,  iu  its  ince])tion,  occurred  before  the  arrival  of  (3om- 
maiuler  Murray,  I  have,  with  his  consent,  written  this  letter.

GoVEKNOR:  Mr.  J.  P.  Hoover  has  called  upon  me  with  a  request,  as 
he  says,  from  yourself,  that  ''I  will  give,  in  writing,  the  reasons  for  not 
permitting  him  to  proceed  to  Plymouth  upon  a  trading  voyage." 

1  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  say  that  in  the  (irst  paragraph  of  the 
permission  given  by  yourself  to  trade  you  say  that  he  can  do  so  "in  any 
of  the  navigable  waters  of  North  Carolina,"  etc.  This  is  in  direct  oppo- 
sition to  the  instructions  of  the  admiral,  which  say,  viz: 

Sailiug  vessels  which  liave  brought  supplies  for  the  army  or  navy,  and  which 
are  ])assiiij;  out  in  ballast,  will  need  no  curtilioates  and  will  be  allowed  to  pass.  If, 
however,  thiy  c.irry  return  cir^oes  it  will  be  necessary  for  thrui  to  b.ive  and  exhibit 
certiticates  from  the  fjeueral  I'ommandinpt  the  department  or  from  suehollicer  or  ofti- 
( crs  as  he  may  officially  designate  for  that  duty,  certifying  that  tliese  cargoes  are 
com])0.sed  only  of  army  supplies  or  other  Government  property. 

No  officer  of  the  Army  or  Navy  of  any  rank,  or  any  other  person  other  than  the 
.•Secretary  of  Treasury,  War,  or  Navy,  or  his  assistants,  can  give  a  permit  to  pass  a 
vessel  in  or  out  with  merchandise  or  articles  for  traffic;  and  any  vessel  attempting 
to  pass  in  with  merchandise  or  articles  for  traffic  without  a  permit  as  above  desig- 
nated must  be  warned  olf  and  the  Avarning  endorsed  on  her  papers,  with  date  and 
signature  of  commanding  officer  of  guard  vessel.  If  such  warning  is  not  taken,  and 
she  persists  in  entering,  she  must  be  detained  and  the  facts  rct)orted  to  mo  foi'  refer- 
enie  to  the  Navv  Department,  unless  they  prefer  to  letuni,  discharge,  and  go  out  in 
ballast. 

You  ^'ill  perceive,  Governor,  that  in  accordance  with  the  above  instruc- 
tions it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  allow  the  vessel  to  i)roceed  on  her 
voyage.     In  this  opinion  1  am  sustained  by  Commander  A.  Murray, 
U.  S.  Navy,  who  is  for  the  present  my  superior  ofhcer.

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instant.  The  coast  of  North  Carolina  and  the  entrances  into  the  waters 
ol'  North  Carolina  and  these  waters  are  blockaded,  and  the  Department, 
as  you  are  aware  from  having  read  its  instructions  to  me,  requires  that 
the  blockade  shall  be  kept  in  good  faith  by  the  Navy. 

Governor  Stanly's  passes  and  permits  for  trade  in  the  waters  of  North 
Carolina  are  unauthorized  under  my  present  instructions  from  the  Navy 
l)ei)artment,  and  can  not  therefore  be  regarded.  Your  instruction's 
come  from  the  Navy  Uei)artinent  through  me,  and  it  is  not  competent 
for  Governor  Stanly  to  give  you  orders  or  instructions  in  regard  to  the 
blockade  or  any  portion  of  your  naval  duties. 

You  will,  of  course,  extend  to  the  governor's  recommendations  all 
the  consideration  consistent  with  your  instructions  and  the  public 
interests.

Persons  known  as  contrabands  will  not  be  shipped  or  enlisted  in  the 
naval  service  with  any  higher  rating  than  that  of  landsman;  but,  if 
found  qualified  after  being  shipped,  may  be  .idvanced  by  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  vessel  in  which  they  serve  to  the  ratings  of 
seaman,  ordinary  seaman,  fireman,  or  coal  heaver,  if  their  services  are 
needed  in  such  ratings,  and  will  be  entitled  to  the  corresponding  pay. 
They  will  not  be  transferred  from  one  vessel  to  another  with  a  higher 
rating  than  that  of  landsman,  but  if  discharged  on  termination  of 
enlistment,  or  from  a  vessel  going  out  of  commission,  will  retain  their 
advanced  rating  in  the  discharge.

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When  the  vessels  mentioned  arrive  I  will  not  lose  a  minute  in  carry- 
ing out  the  important  order  of  the  J)e|>artnieut.  Xo  efi'ort  will  be 
spared  to  give  success  to  the  expedition. 

As  soon  as  the  Monticello  arrives  (she  is  expected  every  hour)  1  will 
dispatch  her  to  examine  New  Inlet,  in  hopes  of  finding  water  to  get 
tiie  ironclads  in  by  that  entrance. 

The  unexpectedly  deep-load  draft  of  the  Pa.N.vaic  and  MontaiiTc,  jnst 
reported  to  me  in  the  case  of  the  former,  viz,  Hi  feet  each,  makes  it  a 
delicate  oi>eration  to  get  these  ironclads  safely  in  over  New  Inlet  bar, 
etc.,  whilst  the  passage  immediately  under  Fort  Caswell  is  still  more 
difticult  from  the  obstructions  (reported)  at  the  narrow  i^assage  Just 
there. 

The  Bacotah  is  now  examining  the  Western  Bar  and  the  Old  Bar. 

The  Department  instructs  me  to  leave  a  sufdcieut  force  here.  The 
New  Ironxiiles  and  the  Galena  will  be  the  only  ironclads  available, 
aided  by  the  wooden  vessels  Mystic,  WyamJotte,  Commodore  Morris, 
Commodore  Barney,  and  Morse.  The  last  two  laid  up  repairing.  If 
more  force  is  desirable  here  it  can  scarcely  be  spared  from  the  expedi- 
tion.

I   have  been   greatly  disappointed   by  the  detention  of  the 
Sltawsheen  and  Lockwood  at  New  Berne.    I  must  have  them  at  once,  or 
the  four  boats  mentioned  above  may  be  blocked  up  in  the  Blackwater 
for  some  time. 
I  need  them  to  tow  the  heavy  boats  over  the  shoal  places. 
We  must  have  the  provision  schooner  immediately,  or  we  shall 
starve.    I  expected  her  here  some  days  since;  we  have  only  two  or 
three  days'  grub  aboard. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  our  force  being  at  the  mouth  of  Blackwater  has 
kept  a  large  force  of  the  enemy  at  and  near  Franklin,  which  was  the 
object  of  our  presence  there. 

We  have  seen  them  once  or  twice,  the  last  time  in  force. 
Eemember  me  to  Murray,  Dr.  Campbell,  McCann,  and  all  my  friends 
in  the  Army.

Sir:  Yesterday  morning  the  (re«esee communicated  with  the  Chocura 
by  boat  across  Frying  Pan  Shoals,  bringing  a  verbal  message  from 
Commander  Macomb  that  the  ro/mf/Eover  had  appeared  off  New  Inlet 
with  dispatches  for  the  senior  officer  here,  and  that  she  was  crippled 
or  broken  down. 

1  immediately  sent  the  Chocura  down  to  the  point  of  the  Frying  Pan 
Shoals  to  look  for  her,  and  she  api)eared  at  daylight  this  morning,  hav- 
ing found  the  Young  Rover  about  30  miles  off  and  towed  her  in  to  our 
station. 

By  the  Young  Rover  I  received  the  enclosed  communications  from 
Commander  Macomb,  dated  19th  and  20th  December.  In  regard  to 
his  letter  of  the  19th  instant,  I  have  to  say  that  the  Penobscot  was 
ordered  to  report  to  him  as  soon  as  she  could  coal  and  return  from 
Beaufort,  and  should  be  off  New  Inlet  now.  In  regard  to  the  steamer 
getting  into  New  Inlet,  I  can  only  say  that  so  far  as  has  come  under 
my  own  observation,  I  can  not  see  how  the  commanding  officers  here 
can  be  more  vigilant  than  they  are,  or  how  the  force  we  have  can  be 
better  disposed  than  we  have  them. 

On  this  side  of  the  [Frying]  Pan  Shoal  I  have  at  night  one  vessel 
guarding  the  bar,  and  one  a  little  farther  west  nearer  the  shore,  and 
one  to  watch  the  approach  from  seaward,  taking  up  their  position 
after  dark  and  leaving  it  just  before  daylight,  so  as  Jiot  to  be  seen  if 
possible,  from  the  batteries  on  shore,  as  their  night  positions  are  within 
range  of  the  enemy's  guns. 

At  daybreak  on  Wednesday  morning,  the  18th  instant,  we  discov- 
ered a  three-masted  fore-topsail  schooner  at  anchor  inside  the  river, 
under  Fort  Caswell.  In  view  of  the  precautions  that  had  been  taken, 
I  could  not  then  believe  she  could  have  run  the  blockade,  the  opinion 
prevailing  among  the  oflicers  that  she  was  preparing  to  run  out.  Since 
the  success  of  the  steamer  running  into  New  Inlet,  I  fear  that  the 
schooner  also  may  have  run  in  here. 

It  is  greatly  to  our  mortification,  after  all  our  watchfulness  to  pre- 
vent it,  that  the  enemy  succeed  in  eluding  us.    None  can  be  more 
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vigihuit  tliau  we  are— the  officer  of  the  watch,  with  the  quartermaster, 
always  on  the  bridge,  lookouts  on  each  bow,  gangway,  and  quarter- 
For  myself  I  never  pretend  to  turn  in  at  uight,  and  am  frequently  on 
deck  during  the  night  inspecting  the  lookouts  in  person,  taking  what 
sleep  I  can  get  in  my  clothes,  ready  for  a  moment's  call.  And  I  believe 
it  is  the  same  with  all  the  commanding  officers. 

I  can  not  see  how  this  can  ba  prevented  unless  we  can  string  the 
whole  coast  with  steamers;  for,  on  dark  nights,  I  am  sure,  from  my  own 
personal  observation,  that  vessels  can  not  bo  seen  lialf  a  mile  distant, 
and  under  favorable  circumstances,  in  the  absence  of  the  moonlight,  we 
can  not  see  a  vessel  a  mile  off. 

lu  tlie  condition  in  which  Acting  Master  I.  B.  Studley  I'eports  his  ves- 
sel, his  report  of  which  I  herewith  enclose,  1  have  been  obliged  to  call 
a  survey  upon  her.  I  enclose  lierewith  their  reports,  from  which  you  will 
see  that  by  her  condition  1  am  constrained  to  send  her  north  for 
repairs.  If  the  Young  Rover  was  efficient,  or  could  be  ma<le  any  use 
of,  I  would  gladly  retain  her  to  assist  in  making  this  a  close  blockade. 

The  Mount  Vernon  having  gone  for  repairs  and  to  accompany  the 
Cambridge  fov  the  same  purpose,  I  herewith  return  tiie  communications 
forwarded  to  mefor  Acting  Assistant- Paymaster's  Clerk  H.  Y.  Glisson, 
of  that  vessel. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
13th  instant,  with  extracts  of  consular  correspondence. 

I  enclose  also  a  requisition  of  Commander  Scott  for  anchor  stock. 
He  has  managed  to  flv  u])  a  temporary  one  by  the  aid  of  a  small  stock 
furnished  by  me,  but  sadly  wants  what  he  has  requited  for.

SiK :  1  have  respectfully  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
sending  another  steamer  to  assist  in  maintaining  a  proper  blockade  of 
this  inlet. 

The  orders  of  the  admiral  to  the  senior  officer  were  to  send  a  vessel 
np  to  the  inlets,  and  those  of  Captain  Scott  were  to  blockade  this  inlet 
and  the  neighboring  coast.  The  Daylight  lias  therefore  been  sent  up 
as  high  as  New  Topsail  Inlet,  daily,  in  the  afternoon,  with  orders  to 
coast  down  to  this  place  in  the  morning  and  communicate. 

You  will  perceive  it  is  a  large  space  to  blockade  and  impossible  to 
maintain  it  with  two  vessels.  There  is  great  necessity  for  a  vessel  to 
guard  the  inlets  to  the  northward  of  this,  as  the  schooner  reported  per 
circular  as  having  cleared  from  Halifax,  [Nova  Scotia],  for  Matamoras, 
with  the  intention  to  run  in  at  the  inlets,  may  be  expected  to  arrive  on 
the  neighboring  coast  daily. 

Yesterday  morning,  while  the  wind  was  blowing  strong  and  fair  from 
the  N.  N.  E.,  with  the  current  also  from  the  same  direction,  a  steamer 
got  into  this  inlet.  On  discovering  her  I  slipped  the  chain,  got  under- 
way, and  stood  for  her,  but  she  was  first  seen  so  near  to  Fort  Fisher, 
to  the  northward,  that  it  was  impossible  to  head  her  oft".  She  could  not 
have  been  more  than  4  miles  to  the  northward  of  the  fort,  close  inshore, 
when  first  seen  from  the  masthead,  and  owing  to  the  peculiar  state  of 
the  atmosphere  she  was  scarcely  visible  from  the  deck  and  presented 
the  appearance  of  whitish  streaks  on  the  undulations  of  the  shore. 
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Every  object  toward  the  laud  appeared  tliat  moriiing  very  indistinct 
and  as  though  it  were  dancing  or  trembling  iu  the  air,  as  is  not  unfre- 
queiitly  the  case  on  very  cold  mornings. 

Had  there  been  two  steamers  blockading  at  that  time,  the  vessel 
reported  could  probably  have  been  prevented  from  running  in,  for, 
with  a  northerly  wind,  one,  of  course,  would  have  been  stationed  to  the 
northward  of  the  entrance,  inshore. 

Under  these  circuinstauces  I  do  not  think  I  can  spare  tlie  services  of 
the  Dayl'Kjht  from  here,  and  shall  not  hereafter  send  her  any  farther  to 
the  northward  than  Masonboro  Iidet  until  another  vessel  be  ordered 
here,  or  further  orders.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  the  arrival  of  the  U.  S.  steam  bark  Young 
Borer  to-day,  she  having  left  Hamjjton  Beads  on  Tuesday  and  ordered 
here  by  the  admiral  to  report  for  duty  in  blockading  this  inlet.  She  is 
an  auxiliary  steamer,  with  small  power,  and  not  well  adapted  for  the 
service  on  this  side  of  the  reef.  1  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  that 
one  of  the  vessels  be  sent  from  the  southward  of  the  reef  to  take  her 
place  here,  as  she  would  be  better  suited  for  assisting  to  blockade  on 
tiiat  side. 

The  commanding  officer  of  the  Young  Rover  informs  me  that  the  ves- 
sel has  not  power  enough  to  steam  directly  against  a  strong  wind. 

Since  the  arrival  of  this  vessel  1  have  ordered  the  Daylight  tp  resume 
her  usual  guard  of  the  inlets  from  New  Topsail  to  this,  which  subject  I 
alluded  to  in  my  communication  of  the  19th  instant. 

I  have  to  report  that  the  amount  of  coal  on  board  this  vessel  is  CO 
tons  and  on  board  the  Daylight  40  tons,  and  that  each  vessel  consumes 
10  tons  per  day,  full  steaming.

Sir :  Commander  Parker,  of  tlie  Mahaska, reports  thatou  thenight  of 
the  20th  instant  the  Crusader  (Acting  Master  Thomas  Andrews,  com- 
manding) captured  a  boat,  with  goods,  attempting  to  run  the  blockade. 
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The  invoice  was  endorsed  by  General  Lockwood,  giving  permission  to 
the  man  taken  with  the  boat  to  leave  Accomac  County  with  tlie  goods. 
The  invoice  difiered  in  some  resi)ect  from  tlie  articles  actually  on  board 
the  boat,  as  per  comparative  lists  herewith  enclosed. 

I  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  fact  that  General  Lock- 
wood's  course  in  giving  this  ])ermit  to  introduce  mercliandise  into  the 
insurrectionary  region  within  the  limits  of  this  blockade  is  contrary  to 
its  instructions  to  me. 

I  ask  for  instructions  as  to  what  shall  be  done  with  the  boat,  goods, 
and  parties.

Letter  from  BrigadieT-General  Lockwood,  V.  S.  Army,  to  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  IT.  S.  ITavy. 

Headquarters  First  Separate  Brigade, 

Eighth  Army  Corps, 
Drummondtoivn,  Va.,  March  19, 1863. 

Admiral  :  I  have  recently  received  a  copy  of  your  communication 
No.  242,  December  23, 1862,  to  the  Bavy  Department,  respecting  the 
seizure  of  goods  by  Acting  Master  Thomas  Andrews  on  the  night  of 
the  liOth  December,  18C2,  and  stating  that  I  had  given  permission. 
This  permit  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  reporting  the  case  to  the 
War  Department,  seems  to  regard  as  a  permit  to  traffic.  I  beg  leave, 
very  respectfully,  to  inform  you  that  being  in  command  of  this  penin- 
sula, aiid,  as  such,  the  board  of  trade  for  the  same,  that  all  trade  there 
is  regulated  by  my  order;  that,  as  a  consequence,  certain  islands, 
appendages  to  these  counties,  can  get  supplies  from  the  main  only  by 
my  order,  the  coast  guard  on  the  several  inlets  having  orders  from  me 
to  pass  only  the  products  of  the  country.  Without  remembering  the 
case  in  point,  I  presume  that  the  said  permit  referred  to  was  of  this 
naiure.  I  know  of  no  other  case,  except  one  for  Mrs.  Taylor,  of  Nor- 
folk, who  has  large  estates  here,  given  at  the  instance  of  Major-Geueral 
Dix,  in  whose  department  she  resides. 

I  regret,  admiral,  that  this  case  was  not  made  known  directly  to  me, 
as  I  could  have  shown  you  that,  so  far  as  I  was  concerned,  the  trans- 
action was  perfectly  legitimate  and  by  no  means  an  infringement  on  the 
blockade  rules  or  the  prerogatives  of  the  Chesapeake  fleet. 

To  avoid  deception  hereafter  I  shall  give  no  more  such  permits,  leav- 
ing the  islands  to  get  along  as  best  tliey  can.

Letter  from  Acting  Eear-Admiral  Lee,  V.  S.  Navy,  to  Brigadier-General  Lockwood,  TJ.  S.  Army. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Neicport  News,  Va.,  March  23,  1863, 
General  :  I  received  your  letter  of  the  19th  to-day,  referring  espe- 
cially to  a  case  of  attempted  violation  of  the  blockade  on  the  20th  of 
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December,  reported  by  me  to  the  Department  iu  obedience  to  general 
instructions  on  the  23d  of  December. 

The  report  made  to  me  by  the  senior  officer  in  that  division  of  this 
squadron  informed  me  that  the  boat  in  question  had  on  board  a  man 
named  William  Kenner  and  a  boy  named  Robert  Huntly,  with  an 
assorted  cargo,  composed  principally  of  cofl'ee,  sugar,  and  other  gro- 
ceries, shoes,  whisky,  dry  goods,  etc.  Kenner  liad  in  his  possession  an 
invoice  dated  December  II  and  endorsed  by  you,  giving  him  permission 
to  leave  Accomac  County  with  the  goods  for  family  use.  The  list  of 
the  goods  found  on  board  differed  from  the  invoice. 

I  am  instructed  to  hold  the  west  shore  of  the  Chesapeake  (from  the 
Piankatank  to  Fortress  INIonroe)  under  strict  blockade,  to  interdict  all 
traffic  with  that  shore  except  under  a  permit  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  War,  or  iSTavy,  to  allow  no  goods  to  pass  except  such  as  are 
properly  certitied  to  be  for  the  use  of  onr  army,  to  seize  all  vessels 
attempting  to  pass  witliout  such  permit  or  certificate,  and  to  report  such 
cases  to  the  Department. 

Yon  will  perceive,  general,  that  in  making  the  seizure  in  question  I 
have  acted  strictly  under  my  instructions,  and  I  am  glad  to  learn  from 
you  that  you  will  iu  future  give  no  such  ])ermits,  under  which  supplies 
are  liable  to  be  conveyed  directly  to  the  enemy  and  afford  tliem  the  aid 
and  comfort  which  it  is  my  duty  to  prevent.

Hampton  Roads,  Virginia,  December  24,  1862. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  at  10  p.  m.  yester- 
day of  the  Department's  telegram  dated  7:45  p.  m. 

1  immediately  dispatched  the  Mount  Washington  to  meet  and  tow 
down  the  Passaic.  The  Monitor  is  already  here  from  Newjiort  News. 
She,  with  the  Rhode  Island  to  tow  her,  will  to-day  be  i)ut  under  orders 
for  Beaufort,  N.  C,  and  will  probably  go  to  sea  to-morrow  evening  if 
tlie  weather  permits.  The  Passaic  and  Montauk  will  be  sent  to  Beau- 
fort as  soon  after  tlieir  arrival  as  the  weather  will  justify.  By  moving 
these  three  ironclads  from  here  at  tlie  same  time,  less  notice  ot  their 
coming  is  given  to  the  enemy  to  complete  his  preparations  than  if  one 
goes  iu  advance  of  the  others.  1  understand  the  Department  provides 
the  three  for  the  inside  attack,  though  if  the  Passaic  can  not  get  in,  the 
two  others  are  to  make  it  and  to  go  up  to  Wilmington. 

1  enclose  a  copy  of  my  confidential  instructions  to  Captain  Sands,  of 
the  Dacotah,  sent  by  the  Monticello.  I  purjrose  to  leave  here  for  VVil 
mington  as  soon  as  the  ironclads  are  off.  When  the  reports  of  Cai)tain 
Sands  and  Lieutenant-Commander  Braine  are  received,  I  will  deter- 
mine, after  consultation  with  the  commanders  of  the  ironclads,  on  the 
practicability  of  gettiug  the  Passaic  and  Montauk  inside.     If  this  is 
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fouud  impracticable,  in  view  of  the  unexpectedly  deep  draft  of  the 
Passaic  and  probably  the  Montaulc,  T  desire,  with  the  object  of  prevent- 
ing delay,  the  instructions  of  the  bepartmeut  as  to  the  course  to  be 
pursued. 

The  greatest,  if  not  the  only,  difficulty  of  the  proposed  undertaking 
arises  irom  the  extremely  shallow  and  narrow  passages  into  Wihning 
ton — a  great  natural  difficulty  (not  lelt  at  New  Orleans  and  not  to  be 
feared  at  Charleston),  which  maybe  insurmountable  when  additionally 
embarrassed  by  obstructions  and  other  defensive  i)rovisions.  With 
plenty  of  water  there  would  be  no  diflicult.\  felt  in  the  matter. 

The  Department  may  rest  assured  that  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
carry  out  its  views,  the  wishes  of  the  President,  and  to  achieve  success, 
the  importance  of  which  is  of  so  much  moment  to  the  great  cause  we 
all  have  at  heart.

Sir:  The  deep  draft  just  ascertained  of  the  new  ironclads  makes  it 
of  the  utmost  importance  to  obtain  accurjite  and  immediate  information 
upon  the  following  points: 

1st.  What  is  the  depth  of  water  at  ordinary  high  water  on  the  bar 
over  lieeper  and  Marshall  shoals  into  the  old  channel  way  between 
Bald  Head  and  the  Middle  Ground  ? 

I'd.  What  is  the  character  of  the  obstructions,  if  any  there  be,  at 
Fort  Caswell,  and  what  is  the  depth  of  water  at  ordinary  high  water 
on  the  Western  Bar  ? 

3d.  What  is  the  depth  of  water  at  ordinary  high  water  on  New 
Inlet  Bar  ? 

Can  yon  buoy  out  at  night  the  channel  way  over  that  bar  (of  these 
three)  which  has  the  best  water  by  means  of  small  floats  which  the 
enemy  can  not  detect  and  tamper  with? 

It  is  proposed,  if  practicable,  to  send  the  ironclads  in  over  New  Inlet 
Bar,  because  of  supposed  obstructions  and  the  difficulties  of  the  chan- 
nel at  Fort  Caswell.  These  vessels,  it  is  now  known  to  me,  draw  11 J 
feet  of  water,  and  such  is  tlieir  construction  that  it  is  ruin  to  them  to 
thump  on  the  outer  bars  or  to  get  aground  at  high  water  under 
batteries. 

The  old  channel  over  Marshall  Shoal  and  by  Bald  Head,  to  which 
your  attention  was  on  the  8th  instant  directed,  is  the  best  located  on 
account  of  its  width  inside  and  the  supposed  absence  of  batteries  at 
Bald  Head,  provided  the  vessels  (the  ironclads  especially)  can  be  safely 
got  in  that  way. 

Wilmington  is  of  much  more  importance  in  a  military  and  naval 
point  of  view  than  Charleston,  but  attacking  it  necessarily  depends  on 
being  able  to  get  the  ironclads  safely  over  the  outer  bar  and  above  the 
natural  and  artificial  obstructions  at  Fort  Caswell  Narrows,  lleliable 
soundings  showing  sufficient  water  are  required. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Braine  has  some  knowledge  of  the  localities 
generally.    You  will  derive  great  assistance  from  him. 
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The  ironclads,  which  are  expected  here  iu  all  this  week,  will,  as  soon 
after  they  arrive  as  the  weatber  permits,  be  sent  to  Beaufort  to  ren- 
dezvous for  orders,  which  will  depend  on  the  information  which  you 
obtain. 

You  see  how  much  depends  on  the  efforts  of  Lieutenant-Commander 
Braine  and  yourself  and  the  results  to  be  obtained  by  you.  In  case  I 
sbould  not  be  ott'  Wilmington  inform  me  here  of  the  results  of  your 
investigations,  with  the  opinion  of  yourself  and  Lieutenant-Gouiniander 
Braine  (to  whom  you  may  in  confidence  show  this  letter)  on  the  feasi- 
bility of  these  ironclads  entering  Oape  Fear  Eiver.

SiE:  Commander  Case  has  just  brought  me  word  from  (ieueral  Dix 
that  he  had  forgotten  to  inform  me  that  a  man  who  brings  him  informa- 
tion communicated  to  him  a  few  days  ago  that  the  Richmond  was  taking 
in  her  commissary  stores.  Commander  Case  also  informs  me  that 
Colonel  Taylor,  U.  S.  commissary  of  subsistence  at  Fortress  Monroe, 
Just  asked  if  I  could  not  give  transportation  to  some  of  the  10,000 
troops  to  go  from  here  to  General  Foster,  for  only  4,000  of  whom  they 
have  transportation.  I  will  do  all  in  my  power  to  advance  a  public 
purpose  so  proper  as  providing  good  means  for  a  cooperating  land 
attack  against  Wilmington.  The  greater  the  pressure  meanwhile  on 
Richmond  the  better.

Hdqks.  Seventh  Army  Corps,  Dept.  of  Virginia, 

Fort  Monroe,  Va.,  December  26, 1862. 
Sir:  In  your  order  authorizing  me  to  permit  the  people  of  Norfolk 
to  send  to  the  loyal  States  the  products  of  theii-  labor  the  Nansemond 
liiver  was  not  included.  Suffolk  is  at  the  head  of  navigation,  and  the 
river  is  used  by  us  in  transporting  our  supplies  to  our  troops  there. 
There  are  oysters,  shingles,  and  other  articles  on  the  river  belonging  to 
Northern  people  as  well  as  to  the  people  of  Norfolk,  and  wanted  in  the 
loyal  States.  May  I  ask  the  extension  of  my  authority  to  permit  these 
articles  to  go  North  by  a  new  order  from  you,  that  of  November  V2,  not 
being  construed  by  Admiral  Lee  to  cover  these  cases. 

The  enclosed  papers,*  which  I  beg  to  have  returned  to  me,  show  the 
hardship  of  the  cases  referred  to.  I  take  the  liberty  to  annex  the  order 
I  need  for  your  consideration,  and

Sir:  1  had  a  brief  interview  with  General  Foster  last  evening.     He 
was  on  his  way  from  Washington  to  New  Berne  and  stayed  here  a  few 
hours  to  make  arrangements  for  the  transportation  of  12,000  troops,

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with  supplies,  from  this  quarter  to  New  Berne.  General  Foster  tbinks 
Le  will  be  ready  to  move  from  New  Berne  about  the  5th  instant  with 
20,000  troops  against  Wilmington.  Arriving  there,  his  situation  will 
be  critical  should  the  enemy  concentrate  a  superior  force  against  him 
from  either  Kichmond  or  Charleston,  both  distant  about  one  day  by 
I  ail.  His  success  dejiends  on  the  enemy  being  kept  fully  occupied  at 
Hichmond  and  Charleston,  since  the  Navy  has  no  control  of  either 
entrance  to  the  river  by  which  to  bring  relief. 

The  troops  taken  from  Yorktown  and  Suffolk  for  General  Foster  make 
it  prudent  to  have  another  good  "double-ender"  like  the  Mahasla  at 
the  former  place  (which  was  weak  before  and  will  be  much  more  so  now), 
and  a  better  gunboat  defense  for  Norfolk  and  the  navy  yard  than  the 
Wi/andoUe  and  Morse  afford.  The  latter  is  now  under  repairs  at  the 
yard  and  will  be  for  some  time. 

James  Eiver  should,  as  you  direct,  be  left  secure.  An  additional 
ironclad  is  desirable  there,  and  when  the  Ironsides  leaves,  at  least 
another  will  be  necessary. 

The  Monitor,  from  her  light  draft  of  10  feet,  is  better  than  the  Passaic 
class  for  the  bars  on  tlie  Southern  coast.  Captain  Drayton  arrived 
this  morning  and  reports  the  Fassaic  drawing  12  feet.  The  Mo7iitor, 
however,  is  less  liable  to  be  rammed  by  the  prow  of  the  Richmond  than 
the  Passaic  class,  as  her  hull  falls  in  more  under  water  than  theirs. 
She  is  more  out  of  water  than  the  Passiac  and  less  likely  to  be  run 
over. 

I  hope  there  may  be  something  coming  in  convenient  season  from  the 
North  to  supply  deficiencies  here.

Report  of  Commander  Parker,  U.  S.  Nary,  giving  information  received 
from  refugees  regarding  affairs  in  and  about  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

U.  S.  S.  Cambridge, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  December  20,  1862. 
Sir:  Yesterday  morning  (25th)  three  white  men  came  off'  to  us  from 
shore.  Two  of  them  are  Northeners  and  one  (F.  W.  Savage)  a  native 
of  North  Carolina,  fleeing  for  his  life.  From  this  latter  jierson  I  have 
obtained  information  which  I  consider  sufliciently  important  to  com- 
municate to  you.  I  think  there  is  no  doubt  that  his  statements  are  cor- 
rect. At  Fort  Fisher  there  are  4,000  men  and  150  guns.  The  rebels 
consider  it  the  more  reliable  fort  compared  to  Fort  Caswell,  which  has 
neither  the  number  of  men  nor  guns.  The  soldiers  are  not  well  pro- 
A  ided  with  food  or  clothing.  There  are  some  12,000  inen  in  and  about 
Wilmington,  including  the  forts,  while  at  Goldsboro  and  vicinity  there 
is  a  large  force.  From  Fort  Fisher  up  12  miles  there  are  twenty-one 
salt  works,  each  of  which  by  law  is  required  to  make  from  20  to  25 
bushels  daily,  and  one  white  man  allowed.  Failing  in  this,  the  white 
man  is  taken  for  the  Army.  The  following  prices  prevail:  Flour,  per 
barrel,  $42;  salt,  per  bushel,  $15  (this  salt  is  home  manufacture);  boots, 
per  pair,  $25  to  $40;  tobacco,  per  jjound,  $2;  coffee,  per  pound,  $2,50; 
N  w  R — VOL  8 21 
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bacon,  per  pound,  75  to  80  cents.    Eight  dollars  Confederate  money 
equal  to  $1  in  gold. 

The  enemy  consider  the  gunboats  now  blockading  of  very  little 
account,  but  are  daily  expecting  an  attack  and  have  every  confidence 
in  their  own  success.  There  is  some  signiftcance  in  the  following  addi- 
tional information :  My  informer  has  a  brother-in-law,  J.  J.  Orrell,  a 
lieutenant  in  the  service  of  the  rebels,  who  is  thoroughly  Union  and 
greatly  desirous  of  aiding  when  tlie  forts  are  attacked.  He  is  ready, 
upon  signals,  to  cut  tlie  wires  running  to  Wilmington  and  to  immedi- 
ately join  the  United  States  forces,  and  says  three  regiments  will  throw 
down  their  arms.  The  man  Savage  is  willing  to  go  as  a  guide,  or  to 
remain  as  a  hostage  for  Lieutenant  Orrell's  veracity  in  his  sincerity. 
Through  the  lieutenant's  aid  he  effected  his  escape.  Savage  was  for- 
merly light-house  keeper  at  Campbell  Island,  [North  Carolina],  and  has 
been  proscribed  for  uttering  Union  sentiments.  Tlie  two  rams  at  Wil- 
mington are  being  completed.  One  was  launched  twelve  days  since 
and  will  be  ready  in  about  one  month.  They  are  both  of  the  same 
model,  resembling  an  egg,  built  of  live  oak  and  strongly  bolted,  to  be 
clad  with  4-inch  plates,  covered  similar  to  tlie  Virginia.  Captain  Lynch 
(now  commodore)  has  command  of  the  yard  at  Wilmington,  and  super- 
intends these  rains.  Eleven  guns  are  to  be  placed  on  each.  For  sail- 
ors and  workmen,  men  from  vessels  running  the  blockade  are  taken. 
The  one  now  launched  is  ready,  excepting  her  plates.  These  are  to 
come  from  Kichmond.  They  have  the  guns.  Several  old  naval  officers 
are  at  Wilmington.  The  opinion  prevails  that  with  these  two  rams 
they  can  drive  ott"  all  blockaders.  Tlie  heavy  guns  at  both  forts,  as  also 
at  Wilmington,  point  seaward,  and  can  not  be  turned.  General  Whit- 
ing is  in  command  of  the  rebel  forces  here.  Troops  can  be  landed  7 
miles  above  Fort  Fisher  and  march  to  Wilmington  Avithout  lesistance, 
saving  a  few  pickets.

If  after  careful  and  thorough 
examination  it  shall  be  found  impossible  to  get  the  ironclads  over  the 
bar  at  Cape  Fear  River,  you  will  send  the  Montauk  and  Passaic  to  Port 
Royal,  S.  C.,in  tow  of  the  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island,  when  the  Con- 
necticut  and  Rhode  Island  will  immediately  return  to  Hampton  Roads 
for  further  orders. 

Should  General  Foster  ask  an  outside  attack  to  relieve  his  movement 
you  can  keep  the  Colorado,  but  otherwise,  and  not  requiring  her  serv- 
ices yourself,  you  will  dispatch  her  to  Pensacola,  Fla.

Sir:  Previous  to  tlie  receipt  of  your  confidential  communication  of 
December  20,  I  wrote  confidentially  to  Captain  Drayton  and  Com- 
mander Bankhead  for  tlieir  written  opinions  as  to  tlie  practicability  of 
entering  Cape  Fear  Itiver  with  the  ironclads  under  their  command.  I 
had  heard  their  views,  and  considering  their  responsibility,  thought  it 
due  to  them,  and  particularly  due  to  the  Department,  from  the  impor- 
tant public  interests  involved,  that  their  opinions  should  be  formally 
reported.  I  therefore  enclose  copies  of  my  letter  to  them  and  of  their 
replies  of  the  27th  instant. 

The  Coast  Survey  charts  furnish  sufficient  data,  Irresiiective  of  the 
unreliable  night  soundings  we  are  taking,  for  deciding  in  the  affirma- 
tive the  question  as  to  the  possibility  of  the  Passaic  and  Monitor  enter- 
ing Cape  Fear  Eiver,  provided  there  are  no  obstacles  on  the  Eips  at 
Fort  Caswell,  where  obstructions  extending  but  a  foot  or  two  from  the 
bottom  would  be  insurmountable  until  removed.  As  it  is  understood 
at  the  Department  that  the  ironclad  force  at  present  command  is  not 
sufficient  of  itself  to  reduce  Fort  Caswell,  it  follows  that  these  obstruc- 
tions can  not  be  removed  while  under  the  protection  of  its  cannon  and 
musketry. 

The  only  remaining  prospect  of  using  the  ironclads  in  that  locality, 
previous  to  cooperating  with  an  attack  by  the  army  on  Fort  Caswell, 
arises  from  the  hope  that  the  obstructions  under  Fort  Caswell  may 
possibly  be  wholly  floating  obstructions,  which  it  may  be  ])ossible  to 
remove  before  the  fort  is  taken.  If  this  can  not  be  done,  then  there  is 
nothing  practicable  for  those  ironclads  to  do  there  until  the  army  is 
ready  to  joiu  in  attacking  the  works  commanding  the  entrance  by 
Western  Bar  to  Cape  Fear  River.  Mr.  Kroehl,  after  seeing  the  obstruc- 
tions in  Elizabeth  River,  did  not  encourage  me  as  to  his  ability  to 
remove  similar  ones  under  Fort  Caswell. 

I  shall  not  dispatch  the  ironclads  from  Beaufort  until  I  receive  a 
satisfactory  report  as  to  whether  or  not  the  obstructions  at  Fort  Cas- 
well are  removable  while  under  the  hostile  guns  of  that  fort. 

I  shall  write  to  General  Foster,  informing  him  that  I  presume  the 
only  cooperation  the  Navy  can  give  (as  I  apprehend  the  ironclads  can 
not  be  detained  for  this  object)  will  be  after  he  has  taken  Wilmington 
and  destroyed  the  gunboats  building  there,  to  aid  by  an  outside  attack 
with  wooden  vessels  o]i  the  Federal  Point  works,  and  on  their  capture 
to  attack  Zeek's  Island  with  such  gunboats  as  can  get  in  the  New  Inlet 
entrance,  capturing  which  work  we  can  support  his  subsequent  attack 
on  Fort  (Jaswell  (with  the  gunboats  from  above  and  with  the  ironclads, 
if  we  have  them,  from  below). 

I  annex  to  the  enclosed  copies  of  reports  brief  memoranda  obtained 
from  the  statements  of  George  F.  Bowen,  Wilmington  pilot,  lately  seiit 
by  Mr.  Blunt,  of  New  York,  regarding  the  depth  of  water  on  New  Inlet 
and  Western  bars.

That  after  conversation  Avith  Commander  Bankhead,  who  has  been 
on  the  survey  of  the  river,  and  examination  of  the  chart,  I  am  satisfied 
that  for  anything  like  my  draft  the  New  Inlet  entrance  is  out  of  the 
question,  and,  being  of  this  opinion,  1  shall  merely  consider  the  southern 
one.  Here,  at  low  water,  I  see  9  feet,  which  is  13 J  at  high;  from  this, 
taking  2  feet  for  the  swell — a  most  moderate  allowance — and  allowing 
that  I  happen  on  the  very  top  of  the  tide,  my  vessel,  which  draws  about 
12  and  which  could  not  be  brought  below  11^  feet,  would  strike,  judg- 
ing from  my  experience  in  like  cases  in  comparatively  smooth  water  on 
the  coast  of  South  Carolina,  where,  under  just  such  conditions,  I  could 
not,  on  two  occasions,  avoid  doing  so  in  a  vessel  only  drawing  10  feet 
9  inches,  and  this  quite  seriously,  although  the  bar  was  buoyed,  the 
compasses  in  order,  and  there  was  nothing  to  interfere  with  the  free 
view  of  the  pilot,  all  of  which  would  be  reversed  in  the  case  under  dis- 
cussion, particularly  with  regard  to  the  view,  which  would  be  obtained 
only  through  a  small  hole  in  the  pilot  house,  as  the  bar  is  under  lire. 
Supposing  this,  however,  safely  crossed,  the  next  difficulty  would  be 
met  at  a  mile  and  a  half  beyond,  where  the  channel  is  narrowed  to  less 
than  200  yards  in  front  of  Fort  Caswell,  which  passage  is,  I  understand, 
obstructed,  and  in  the  manner  I  have  little  doubt  which  has  always 
been  practiced  in  the  Southern  waters  (where  shallow  water  enough)  by 
several  rows  of  piles,  the  single  opening  through  which  will  be  closed 
at  our  approach.  There  are  two  ways  of  removing  these  obstructions: 
one  by  our  shot  and  shells,  which  could  only,  however,  clear  that  por- 
tion near  the  waterj  the  other  by  torpedoes,  which  are  both  uncertain 
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and  slow,  as  only  one  could  be  well  discharged  at  a  time,  and  were  a 
single  log  to  reuiaiu  in  the  passage  where  there  is  only  at  high  tide 
more  than  the  exact  quantity  of  water  required,  it  would  prove  almost 
as  serious  an  obstruction  as  the  wliole  work,  and  grounding  would  be 
utter  destruction. 

Believing,  as  I  do,  that  obstructions  in  shallow  water  can  not  be 
removed  without  first  silencing  the  batteries  that  protect  tliein,  particu- 
larly where  those  are  within  short  musket  range,  1  would  propose,  should 
the  projected  entrance  to  the  river  be  held  to,  to  try  and  bring  this 
about  by  the  fire  of  the  ironclads  on  Fort  Caswell,  which,  although  not 
ottering  any  great  chances  of  success,  with  the  few  now  disposable,  still 
does  so  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  any  other  I  can  think  of. 

In  conclusion  I  would  say  that,  although  my  convictions  are  decidedly 
against  the  probability  of  getting  by  the  obstructions  at  Fort  Caswell, 
and,  to  a  somewhat  less  degree,  of  even  crossing  the  bar,  still  T  beg  you 
to  understand  that  should  either  or  both  be  attempted,  nothing  shall 
be  left  undone  on  my  part  to  ensure  their  success  and  no  cooperation 
can  be  more  hearty  than  that  which,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  I  am  pre- 
pared to  give.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  request,  contained  in  your  letter  of  this 
dat«,  desiring  my  opinion  as  to  the  practicability  of  entering  Cape  Fear 
liiver  with  the  vessel  under  my  command,  etc.,  I  have  to  state,  first, 
that  the  New  Inlet  channel  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  feasible  for  vessels  of 
the  draft  of  the  Monitor  during  the  winter  months.  Long  experience, 
gained  while  on  the  TJ .  S.  Coast  Survey  and  employed  on  board  a  vessel 
of  only  9  feet  draft,  has  confirmed  me  in  that  opinion. 

The  bar  is  very  much  exposed  to  northerly  and  easterly  winds  and 
the  entire  sweep  of  the  sea.  The  usual  rise  and  fall  of  the  swell  in  ordi- 
nary weather  is  2  feet,  which  circumstance  (as  you  will  perceive  from  the 
depth  given  by  the  last  survey)  would  render  the  passage  extremely 
hazardous,  if  not  impracticable. 

2d.  The  M'estern  Bar  being  the  only  passage  left,  I  will  state  my  opin- 
ions as  to  its  practicability  as  succinctly  as  possible. 

The  Western  Bar  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  practicable  and  safe  passage  for 
vessels  of  my  draft  (10  feet  4  inches),  understanding  that  at  ])resent 
there  are  no  impediments  upon  it.  Consequently  it  is  my  opinion  that 
if  proper  time  of  tide  be  selected  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  cross- 
ing it.  The  fact  of  being  under  fire  from  the  crossing  of  the  bar  to  the 
river  above  Fort  Caswell  I  consider  unimportant  in  a  vessel  of  this 
class,  provided  no  obstructions  are  encountered  (while  under  fire)  in  the 
channel. 

The  shoal  spot,  represented  upon  the  chart  nearly  in  front  of  Fort 
Caswell  and  immediately  under  its  guns  and  generally  known  as  the 
Rip,  has  nearly  the  same  water  as  the  outer  bar  and  could  be  readily 
passed  in  daylight  under  the  guidance  of  persons  acquainted  with  the 
necessary  ranges,  provided  no  obstructions  had  been  placed  upon  it. 
That  obstructions  have  been  placed  I  am  credibly  informed,  and  of  such 
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a  nature  as  to  interfere  materially  with  the  passage  of  any  vessel.  To 
pass  the  Rip  with  obstructions  in  the  channel  I  consider  impracticable, 
and  to  remove  those  obstructions  under  a  heavy  fire,  with  the  means  at 
present  at  out  disposal,  I  think  extremely  doubtful.  An  attempt  might 
be  made  to  reduce  the  enemy's  works  which  command  the  Rip,  but  it  is 
my  opinion  that  our  present  supply  of  ammunition  would  be  exhausted 
before  such  a  result  was  obtained,  unless,  indeed,  there  were  a  suiiicient 
number  of  ironclads  to  engage  the  different  batteries  at  the  same  time. 
Could  the  batteries  be  reduced,  the  obstructions  could  be  removed  at 
our  leisure  and  with  a  certainty  of  success  as  to  our  ability  to  hold  the 
river  and  eventually  capture  Wilmington. 

I  have  stated  my  opinion  to  you,  sir,  ii-ankly  and  honestly  as  to  the 
impediments  and  difficulties  to  be  overcome  in  an  attempt  to  hold  the 
Cape  Fear  River  and  capture  the  batteries,  but  do  not  hesitate  to  assure 
yon  that  I  am  perfectly  ready  and  willing  to  make  the  attempt  to  over- 
come those  difHculties  whenever  I  may  be  ordered  to  do  so.

In  spring  tides  10  feet  can  be  carried  over 
with  safety.  Two  feet  is  generally  allowed  for  the  swell.  At  low  water 
there  is  from  GJ  to  7  feet  of  water  on  the  bar. 

Wextern  liar. — Vessels  drawing  from  13  to  13i  feet  <an  be  taken  over 
the  bar,  and  from  12  to  12i  feet  over  the  Rips  under  Fort  Caswell.

General:  The  commanding  officers  of  the  ironclads  Passaic  and 
Monitor  report  that  they  can  not  get  their  vessels  in  by  the  New  Inlet 
entrance  to  Cape  Fear  River,  owing  to  the  light  draft  of  water  on  the 
bar  and  the  greater  draft  of  their  vessels. 
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While  it  is  possible  to  get  the  deepest  draft  of  the  two  over  the 
Western  Bar,  both  commanders  think  it  is  irai)ossible  to  pass  the  nar- 
row passage,  shoaler  than  the  bar,  called  the  Kips,  which  lies  under  the 
guns  and  musketry  of  Fort  Caswell,  until  the  obstructions  on  the  Rips 
are  removed.    This  can  not  be  done  under  tlie  lire  of  the  fort. 

Under  these  difficulties,  arising  from  shoal  water,  I  presume  the  only 
cooperation  the  force  under  my  command  can  give  you  in  the  projected 
attack  on  the  defenses  of  Wilmington,  besides  aiding  you  in  getting 
supplies  through  (say)  New  Topsail  Inlet,  will  be  by  an  outside  attack 
with  the  wooden  vessels  on  the  Federal  Point  works,  when  you  are 
ready  to  assist  them.  This,  I  suppose,  will  not  be  until  you  have 
attacked  Wilmington.  When  \Vilraington  is  taken,  the  gunboats 
building  there  destroyed,  and  the  Federal  Point  batteries  captured, 
our  light-draft  gunbonts  cau  enter  by  Xew  Inlet  and  attack  the  batteries 
on  Zeek's  Island.  With  these  taken,  the  light-draft  vessels  can  assist 
in  the  attack  on  Fort  Caswell.  As  the  attack  on  this  place  is  the  last 
part  of  your  programme,  it  is  not  certain  that  I  shall  be  able  to  retain 
the  three  ironclads  until  it  is  made,  as  they  are  wanted  farther  south. 
The  only  i)rtrt  practicable  for  the  ironclads  is  to  attack  Fort  Caswell 
from  below  and  inside  the  Western  Bar,  Avhile  the  gunboats  above  and 
you  inland  are  attacking  it.  These  three  Ironclads  are  not  considered 
sutticieut  to  take  Fort  Caswell  of  themselves. 

I  have  no  maps  showing  how  you  cau  approach  the  Federal  Point 
works,  or  how  keep  up  your  communications  from  New  Topsail  Inlet. 
But  you  have  personal  knowledge  of  the  locality.  Commander  Murray 
should,  as  I  mentioned  to  you  both  when  here,  examine  New  Topsail 
Inlet  at  once. 

I  have  written  to  the  Navy  Department  that  your  success  and  safety 
depend  on  the  enemy  being  kept  fully  occupied  at  Richmond  and 
Charleston,  as  Wilmington  is  but  a  day  by  rail  from  these  ])oints. 

I  shall  leave  here  for  Beaufort  when  the  Minnesota  arrives,  say,  in 
three  or  four  days,  or,  allowing  for  accidents,  by  the  end  of  this  week. 
Anything  important  you  have  to  say  to  nie  you  had,  however,  best  send 
by  special  messenger  here,  lest  1  may  be  prevented  from  seeing  you  at 
Beaufort  or  New  Berne  as  soon  as  I  expect  and  hope  to  do.

The  State  of  Georgia,  Cambridge,  Mount  Vernon,  and  Monticello  were 
tben  absent  repairing,  but  there  were  six  other  steamers  on  the  block- 
ade, including  the  Dacotah,  charged  with  special  duties,  and  the  Penob- 
scot absent  for  coal. 

The  blockade  is  now  strengthened  by  the  return  of  the  Cambridge, 
Mount  Vernon,  and  Monticello,  and  by  the  schooners  Arietta  and  Will- 
iam Bacon,  and  I  trust  there  will  be  no  more  violations  of  it. 
The  Columbia  will  be  put  under  immediate  orders  for  the  blockade.

liEAR  Sands:  The  Passaio  (Drayton)  and  Monitor  (Baukliead)  left 
here  today  for  Beaufort.  The  first  draws  VI  feet,  the  latter  10  feet. 
Their  commanders  feel  sure,  after  examining  the  charts  and  upon  the 
local  knowledge  of  Commander  Baukhead,  who  was  there  on  the  coast 
survey,  that  these  ironclads  can  uot  enter  the  New  Inlet  chaimel. 
Captain  Drayton  thinks  even  if  he  got  over  the  Western  Bar  safely  he 
can  not  expect  to  pass  the  liips  under  Fort  Caswell,  which  are  narrow, 
with  less  water  than  the  bar,  and  obstructed,  he  thinks,  with  piles. 
He  and  Commander  Bankhead  believe  that  these  obstructions  can  not 
be  removed  under  lire  of  the  fort.  It  is  important  to  know  what  these 
obstructions  are  and  if  they  can  be  removed,  so  as  to  leave  a  clear  pas- 
sage for  the  ironclads.  Where  the  channel  is  so  narrow  and  shoal  a 
foot  or  two  of  obstruction  or  the  debris  of  a  barricade  would  bring  the 
ironclads  up.  Can  not  Lieutenant-Commander  Braiue  and  Mr.  ICroehl 
a])proach  these  obstructions  under  favor  of  night,  ascertain  their  char- 
acter, and  report  if  they  can  remove  them? 

Let  me  hear  from  you  as  soon  as  you  get,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
otticers  around  you,  the  information  desired  in  my  previous  communi- 
cations. 

I  expect  the  Minnesota  here  in  a  few  days,  and  to  leave  for  Beaufort 
in  from  five  to  seven  days  from  now.  In  order  to  avoid  weakening  the 
blockade  by  dispatching  a  vessel  from  off  Wilmington  with  your  report, 
I  send  the  Rhode  Island  to  you  to  bring  it  to  me  at  Beaufort. 

Tlie  Rhode  Island  has  two  spar  buoys  with  anchors  and  two  without 
anchors.  The  CohimMa  will  take  two  spare  anchors.  I  design  one  of 
these  to  mark  the  Sheep  Head  Rock,  to  be  planted  just  east  of  it; 
another  to  be  planted  at  the  crossing  of  the  parallel  33°  58'  and  the 
meridian  77°  54',  or  at  300  or  400  yards  east  of  this ;  another  just  outside 
the  entrance  to  New  Inlet  on  the  line  (W.  by  N.  ^  N.)  of  the  sailing 
directions,  and  the  other  for  the  western  entrance  where  the  3-fathom 
curve  is  crossed  by  the  line  (N.  E.  by  N.)  of  the  sailing  directions.  Can 
not  Lieutenant-Commander  Braine  in  the  Monticcllo  plant  these  with 
the  aid  of  the  pilots?  Where  the  Monticello  is  exposed  to  the  chances 
of  fire  from  the  batteries,  her  torpedoes  (of  which  Mr.  Kroehl  seems  to 
have  too  many  filled)  ought  to  be  on  one  of  the  other  vessels  or  one  of 
the  schooners.  I  have  sent  Mr.  Kroehl's  spare  torpedoes  from  the 
Connecticut  to  the  ordnance  vessel  at  Beaufort.  Inform  him.  If  he 
can  use  them,  you  may  get  them  down  and  dispose  of  them  as  above 
mentioned.  I  enclose  directions  for  planting  buoys.  While  you  are 
supervising  si)ecial  orders,  charge  Commanders  Scott  and  Parker  to 
watch  the  blockade  closely  and  carry  out  orders  relating  thereto. 

There  must  be  better  system  about  coaling  to  avoid  weakening  the 
blockade.  Only  one  vessel  should  be  absent  at  a  time.  There  must  be 
no  such  custom  as  taking  turns  to  go  for  coal.  Either  the  large  vessels 
capable  of  carrying  a  good  deal  of  coal  must  do  most  all  the  necessary 
moving  about  (for  which  every  vessel  should  be  at  all  times  ready)  or 
the  small  vessels  must  do  the  running  and  go  oftener  for  coal  and  make 
short  stops  at  Beaufort.    The  Southern  papers  report  a  steamer  to  have 
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carried  in  a  large  quantity  of  valuable  supplies  to  the  rebels.    Effort 
must  be  made  to  prevent  this.

Headquarters  Department  of  North  Carolina, 

New  Berne,  J>ccember  29,  1862. 
Commander:  In  order  to  enable  me  to  land  forces  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  river  with  facility,  1  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will 
survey  and  buoy  out  the  channel  running  from  this  to  the  opposite  shore 
and  extending  up  5  or  G  miles,  or  as  far  as  you  may  have  time  to  carry 
the  survey. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  opposite  side  of  the  channel  be 
marked  in  a  distinct  manner,  and  that  these  marks  be  placed  as  close 
together  as  possible.  It  has  been  found  that  saplings  with  bush  tops 
on  one  side  of  the  channel  and  without  bush  tops  on  the  other  side,  tlie 
butts  driven  well  in  the  bottom,  are  the  best  marks. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  after  tiie  channel  has  been  marked,  in  order 
to  show  that  no  stnuips  have  been  touched  by  the  sounding  rod,  tlic 
channel  be  swept  by  a  rope  or  chain  and  all  stumps  thus  detected  be 
marked  by  distinct  buoys,

Sir:  Yours  of  December  23*  (without  signature)  is  received,  by  the 
Young  Rover.  I  deeply  regret  the  running  of  tlie  blockade  of  New 
Inlet  by  a  steamer  on  the  ISth  instant.  The  blockade  of  that  entrance 
is  not  kept  as  strong  as  the  other.  Divide  the  force  better.  If  there 
is  a  difference,  the  New  Inlet  side  requires  more  instead  of  less  vesseis 
than  the  other.  The  steamers  should  be  required  not  to  waste  their 
fuel  by  running  about  unnecessarily  in  the  daytime,  nor  should  they  be 
allowed  to  make  delays  at  Beaufort.  The  force  present  allows  a  steady 
blockade  of  the  inlets  above  and  below,  as  well  as  the  entrances  over 
Western  Bar  and  New  Inlet.  Assign  one  steamer  and  one  schooner  to

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  verbal  order,  27th  instant,  I  have  to 
report  as  follows:  I  left  this  shij)  at  6  p.  m.,  27th  instant,  and  stood  in 
for  New  Inlet,  steering  N.  by  W.  After  pulling  for  nearly  half  an 
hour,  I  found  the  tide  cutting  tis  well  to  northward,  and  when  in  5 
fathoms  of  water  I  was  obliged  to  haul  up  to  N.  W.  After  steering  on 
that  course  twenty  minutes,  I  made  a  light,  supposed  it  to  be  near  the 
light-house  at  Federal  Point,  bearing  N.  N.W.  After  making  the 
light,  1  stood  for  it,  and  found  that  the  light  was,  as  supposed,  near 
the  lighthouse  at  Federal  Point.  Soon  after  I  made  the  northern 
breakers  ahead.  I  then  kept  two  leads  going,  and  pulled  into  within 
L'O  yards  of  outer  breakers,  when  I  had  9  feet  of  water.  I  then  brought 
the  boat's  head  around  to  W.  S.  W.,  and  steered  in  that  direction  until 
1  made  the  breakers  on  Caroline  Shoal,  then  again  kept  away  W.  N.  W. 
until  the  northern  breakers  were  seen  to  seaward  ott"  1^'ederal  Point 
light-house,  and,  judging  myself  inside  the  bar,  I  pulled  out,  head- 
ing E.  S.  E.  After  getting  into  2  fatlioms  of  water  and  heading  to 
northward,  we  laid  on  our  oars,  and  let  the  tide  sweep  us  again 
through  the  channel,  and  over  the  bar,  until  we  had  deepened  our 
water  from  9  feet  on  the  bar  to  11  and  12  feet  inside  the  bar.  When 
at  12  feet,  could  plainly  see  the  white  sand  beach  and  the  dark  line  of 
earthworks.  I  again  pulled  out,  and  when  on  the  bar  in  9  feet  of 
water,  I  pulled  across  the  channel  and  found  in  no  place  less  than  9 
feet  of  water.  The  apparent  time  when  on  the  bar  was  8:30  p.  m. 
The  time  of  low  water  on  bar  by  calculation  was  7  p.  m.,  giving  one 
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hour  and  a  half  of  flood  tide.  After  being  satisfied  tbat  I  had  passed 
twice  over  the  bar,  I  again  pulled  to  seaward,  heading  S.  and  S.  by  E. 
At  this  time  a  heavy  sea  was  running,  the  wind  being  S.  VV.,  and  the 
weather  rainy.  Pilot  George  Bowen  accom]ianied  lue,  and  sounded  in 
the  bow  of  the  boat  while  1  sounded  aft.  1  am  satisfied  that  10^  feet 
can  be  carried  over  the  bar  at  high  water  with  perfect  safety.  I  veri- 
fied the  ranges  given  me  by  you  for  Federal  Point  light-house,  Zeek's 
Island,  and  the  course  over  the  bar  to  be  correct.

Sir  :  I  shall  write  to-night  to  General  Poster  concerning  the  removal 
of  the  guns,  and  the  destruction  of  the  works  at  Cobb's  Point  battery, 
[North  Carolina],  which  subjects  were  mentioned  in  your  letter  to  me  of 
the  11th  instant,  received  last  night. 

After  the  action  at  Elizabeth  City,  I,  by  direction  of  Commander 
Bowan,  did  what  I  could  to  render  the  guns  and  battery  unserviceable. 
J  burned  the  platforms,  destroyed  the  magazine,  exploded  shells  in  the 
guns,  chipped  off  the  trunnions  and  cascabels,  and  then  wedged  two 
solid  shot  firmly  into  the  bore  of  each  gun. 

I  shall  order  a  board  to  examine  into  and  report  on  the  best  way  to 
protect  the  steam  drums  of  the  Perry  and  ISouthJield,  or  steam  chimneys, 
as  the  engineers  call  them.  The  P'errfs  is  already  surrounded  by 
three-eighths-inch  iron. 

It  was  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained  about  7  o'clock  when  we  met 
and  took  in  tow  the  Southfield  on  tlie  10th  instant.  We  should  have 
reached  here  sooner,  having  plenty  of  steam,  but  expecting  to  be  fired 
into  from  the  right  bank  as  we  went  up,  we  had  our  four  guns  and 
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howitzer  on  the  port  side,  which  heeled  her  so  much  that  she  moved 
but  slowly.

Sir:  1  have  to  report  that  on  Sunday,  December  28,  at  10:30  a.  m., 
a  sail  was  reported  from  masthead  bearing  eastward  oi'  S.  Vj.  At  11 
a.  m.  the  sail  was  made  out  to  be  a  large  steamer  steering  westward 
along  the  land,  nothing  suspicious  in  her  appearance.  Deeming  it 
probable  that  she  was  one  of  our  steamers  going  south,  with  my  small 
stock  of  coal,  her  great  distance,  and  the  certainty  that  she  was  much 
faster  than  my  ship,  1  did  not  get  underway. 

At  11:45  strange  steamer  hauled  up  for  the  land;  was  then  in  sight 
from  deck;  was  two-masted,  very  rakish;  had  the  appearance  of  two 
smoke  pipes  and  dark-colored  paint;  could  not  make  out  whether  side- 
wheel  or  propeller,  but  think  side-wheel.  Immediately  got  our  anchor 
and  at  1-  m.  was  underway  under  steam  and  sails.  At  12:45  p.m. 
strange  steamer  was  shut  in  with  the  land  below  Little  River.  Con- 
tinued the  chase.  At  2  p.  m.  strange  steamer  again  in  sight,  standing 
oft'  the  land,  steering  to  the  westward  of  south,  tiring  up  with  soft  coal, 
going  very  fast  and  dropping  us  rapidly. 

At  2:30  p.  m.  tacked  ship  and  stood  back  for  our  anchorage,  being 
then  by  estimation  about  10  miles  below  Little  liiver.  Strange  steamer's 
hull  down  from  aloft,  and  from  deck  nothing  visible  but  a  cloud  of  black 
smoke.  I  am  confident  that  the  steamer  communicated  with  the  laud 
on  the  South  Carolina  coast  about  15  or  20  miles  below  Little  Eiver.

SiB:  I  have  the  painful  duty  to  perform  of  reporting  the  loss  of  the 
Moriitor  at  sea,  south  of  Oape  Hatteras,  on  Tuesday  night,  the  30th 
ultimo.  I  am  informed  by  Commander  Armstrong  that  two  officers  and 
twenty-eight  men  of  the  Monitor  and  Rhode  Island  were  drowned.  See 
his  report  enclosed,  marked  E. 

The  Passaic  is  at  Beaufort,  K.  C.  Both  these  vessels  departed  from 
the  roads  in  good  weather.  I  left  it  to  the  discretion  of  their  com- 
manders to  choose  the  weather  and  time  of  their  departure.

U.  S.  Ironclad  Passaic, 

Beaufort,  N.  C,  January  1,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  vessel  here  at 
C  ]).  m.  to  day.  I  have  suffered  considerably  in  the  two  gales  to  which 
1  was  exposed  coming  down.  The  pumps  all  got  out  of  order,  and  the 
limbers  between  the  forward  part  of  the  steamer  and  the  pumps  became 
choked,  so  that  I  was  obliged  to  depend  on  buckets  and  a  small  force 
])ump  worked  by  hand  to  keep  that  part  of  the  vessel  moderately  free. 
1  found  that  the  forward  armor  projection  thumping  into  the  sea  was 
gradually  making  a  large  opening  there,  through  which  the  water 
jioured  in  a  large  stream,  and  I  am  seriously  of  opinion  that  a  few  hours 
of  a  very  heavy  sea,  end  on,  would  go  far  to  rip  the  whole  thing  entirely 
off  of  the  main  body.  On  Tuesday  night  and  Wednesday  morning  I 
was  for  a  time  in  considerable  danger,  the  water  having  gained  on  the 
pumps  so  as  to  be  within  4  inches  of  the  fires,  and  twenty  minutes  more 
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at  the  same  rate  of  increase  would  Lave  pat  them  out,  wlieii  nothing 
could  have  saved  the  vessel  from  sinking.  Fortunately  we  were  able 
to  check  the  increase  just  in  time,  but  it  has  very  nearly  occurred  on 
several  occasions  since.  I  was  obliged  on  Tuesday  night,  by  way  of 
relieving  the  thumping,  which  was  fast  opening  the  bow,  to  throw  over- 
board a  quantity  of  32-pound  shot  and  scrap  iron,  which  has  been 
stowed  under  my  cabin.  I  could  not  keep  an  account  of  it,  but  sup- 
posed it  amounted  to  about  10  tons. 

All  of  my  pumps  require  a  thorough  overhauling,  and  I  shall  be 
obliged  to  break  out  the  coal  to  take  up  the  deck  over  the  place  where 
I  supj)ose  the  limbers  to  be  choked. 

On  Tuesday  at  10  p.  m.,  finding  that  I  could  not  stand  the  thumping 
of  the  heavy  southwest  sea,  I  directed  the  /State  of  Georgia  to  run  north 
and  get  a  lee  north  of  Hatteras,  and  had  the  southwest  wind  contin- 
ued, would  have  come  back  to  Hampton  lioads;  but  meeting  the  next 
morning  a  strong  northwest  wind,  was  obliged  to  turn  away  from  it 
also,  which  brought  me  back  here. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  beg  to  state  that  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  pro- 
jections over  the  fore  and  after  part  of  these  vessels  render  them 
totally  unfit  for  the  sea,  as  it  must  inevitably  be  gradually  torn  off. 
Notwitstanding  the  care  I  have  taken  to  run  away  from  the  heavy  seas, 
my  bow,  and  I  think  the  stern,  has  been  so  much  opened  that  I  think 
the  vessel  may  be  almost  considered  unseaworthy  without  extensive 
repairs,  which  even  then  would  be  useless  unless  they  give  greater 
strength  than  was  originally  considered  necessary. 

My  crew,  as  you  may  suppose,  have  been  very  much  overtasked,  and 
could  scarcely  have  stood  the  fatigue  they  were  necessarily  subject  to 
much  longer,  and  were  fast  breaking  down  from  want  of  sleep,  and 
impure  air. 

1  have  only  time  to  write  these  few  lines,  as  Commander  Armstrong- 
is  wanting  to  be  off,  but  will  make  a  more  detailed  report  later.  In  the 
meantime  he  can  give  you  any  information  which  you  may  desire 
beyond  what  is  here  supplied.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  ship,  having  per- 
formed the  duty  assigned  of  towing  the  Passaic  to  Beaufort,  K.  O. 

The  passage  down  was  very  stormy,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  30tli 
Captain  Drayton  made  a  signal  to  return,  and  again  iu  the  night,  that 
he  was  slowly  sinking.  We  ran  back  with  the  Passaic  as  far  as  Nag's 
Head  until  2  p.  m.,  on  Wednesday,  31st,  when  we  again  started  for 
Beaufort,  arriving  there  on  the  evening  of  January  1,  the  Passaic  going 
into  port.  I  enclose  a  communication  from  Captain  Drayton,  of  that 
ship.  As  this  ship  did  not  cross  the  bar  at  Beaufort,  I  have  still  on 
board  his  towline  and  shackles,  which  he  requests  may  be  sent  down 
by  the  first  vessel.

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On  the  passage  down  and  returning  this  ship  has  made  considerable 
water;  the  stern  appears  in  worse  condition,  more  broken.  In  plung- 
ing into  the  sea,  it  works  the  whole  stern  and,  acting  as  a  lever,  endan- 
gers the  whole  bow.  I  consider  it  in  a  very  unsafe  and  unseaworthy 
condition,  and  respectfully  request  it  may  be  repaired.  I  enclose 
reports  from  the  executive  officer  and  chief  engineer  of  this  vessel. 
The  Avheelliouse  compasses  failed  to  traverse,  owing  to  the  local  attrac- 
tion, and  the  ship  had  to  be  steered  by  passing  the  word  forward  from 
the  after  binnacle  compass. 

On  the  morning  of  the  3()th  ultimo,  at  7  a.  m.,  William  H.  Kearney, 
landsman,  a  native  of  New  York,  died  of  acute  laryngitis  and  was 
buried  at  sea.

Sir  :  I  was  spoken  January  1  by  the  U.  S.  S,  GoJumhia,  off  Cape 
Lookout.  She  reported  that  the  Monitor  had  foundered  in  tlie  gale  of 
Tuesday  night.  She  had  lost  sixteen  of  her  crew.  The  Rhode  Island 
had  lost  twelve  men.  Two  [five]  officers  were  lost,  but  I  did  not  learn 
from  which  vessel.* 

When  this  ship  left  last  Monday  the  weather  was  fine,  but  on  Tues- 
day the  barometer  fell  to  29:30  and  we  encountered  severe  weather, 
Cajitain  Drayton,  of  the  Passaic,  desired  me  to  say  to  you  that  it 
would  take  eight  or  nine  days  to  i>ut  his  pumps  and  machinery  in 
order.

SiE:  I  submit  the  following  report,  based  on  the  reports  received  by 
me  from  Captain  Drayton,  of  the  Passaic,  Commander  Armstrong,  of 
the  State  of  Georgia,  Commander  Bankhead,  of  the  Monitor,  and  Com- 
mander Trenchard,  of  the  .Rhode  Island.

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Captain  Drayton  reports  that  he  snftered  considerably  in  the  two 
gales  to  which  he  was  ex])osed  coming  down.  On  Tuesday,  the  30th 
ultimo,  at  10  p.  ni.,  finding  that  the  Passaic  conid  not  stand  the  thump- 
ing of  the  heavy  southwest  sea,  he  directed  the  State  of  Georgia  to  run 
north  and  get  a  lee  north  of  Hatteras,  and,  had  the  southwest  wind 
continued,  would  have  come  back  to  Hampton  Roads,  but  meeting  the 
next  morning  a  strong  northwest  wind  was  obliged  to  turn  away  from 
it  also,  which  brought  him  back.  He  found  that  the  forward  armor 
projection,  by  thumping  into  the  sea,  was  gradually  making  large  open- 
ings there,  through  which  the  water  poured  in  a  large  stream.  (Japtain 
Drayton  was  of  opinion  that  a  few  hours  of  a  very  heavy  sea,  end  on, 
would  go  far  to  ri[)  the  whole  upper  structure  from  the  main  body.  He 
expresses  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  projections  over  the  fore  and  aft 
l^arts  of  the  monitor  vessels  render  them  wholly  unfit  for  the  sea. 

Oommander  Armstrong,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  State  of  (leorfjia,  which 
towed  the  Passaic,  reports  that  when  he  left  Hampton  lioads  the 
weather  was  fine;  passed  Cape  Henry  on  Monday,  29ih  ultimo,  and 
steered  southward  with  light  westerly  wind  and  pleasant  weather.  At 
9  a.  m.,  Tuesday,  30th,  wind  (^hanged  to  S.  W.,  freshened,  and  made 
a  rough  sea.  From  noon  to  4  p.  m.  the  weather  was  stormy.  Saw  the 
Rhode  Island  towing  the  Monitor,  distant  5  miles  S.  W.  At  5 :  50  j).  m. 
[Cape]  Hatteras  light  bore  W.  N.  W.  From  8  p.  m.  to  midnight  there 
were  heavy  squalls  of  wind  and  rain.  At  10 :30  p.  m.  the  Passaic  made 
signal  to  return,  at  which  the  State  of  (ieorgia  changed  her  course  to 
X.  E.  to  pass  Hatteras.  At  3:30  a.  m.  on  Wednesday,  31st  ultimo,  the 
Passaic  made  signal  ''slowly  sinking;"  meantime  strong  breezes,  heavy 
sea,  dark  rainy  weather.  At  5  a.  m.  wind  shifted  to  N.  W.  At  iJ  p.  m. 
weather  more  moderate,  Passaic  signaled,  "  Proceed  to  Beaufort,  N.  C. ;" 
changed  course  to  southward.  Passed  Hatteras  in  first  watch,  in  11, 
13,  and  9  fathoms.  Thursday,  January  1,  commenced  overcast,  with 
strong  northwest  wind.  Spoke  the  Columbia  at  JO  a.  m.,  and  learned 
that  the  Monitor  had  foundered  on  Tuesday  night.  At  4:30  \).  m.  the 
State  of  Georgia  anchored  ofi'  Beaufort,  N.  C. 

Commander  J.  P.  Bankhead,  commanding  the  Monitor,  reports  to 
me  that  he  left  the  roads  on  Monday,  29th  ultimo,  at  2:30  p.  m.,  with 
light  southwest  wind,  clear,  pleasant  weather,  and  every  prospect  of 
its  continuing  so.  At  6  p.  m.  he  passed  Cape  Henry,  water  smooth 
and  everything  working  well.  The  same  good  weather  continued  dur- 
ing night  and  until  5  a.  m.  on  Tuesday,  the  30th,  when  the  Monitor 
felt  a  swell  from  the  southward  and  a  slight  Increase  of  wind  from 
southwest,  the  sea  breaking  over  the  pilot  house  and  striking  the  base 
of  the  tower;  speed  about  5  knots.  Until  C  p.  m  the  weather  was  vari- 
able, with  occasional  squalls  of  wind  and  rain,  with  less  swell  in  the 
afternoon.  Bilge  pumps  were  antply  sufficient  to  keep  her  free.  At 
7  p.  m  the  wind  hauled  more  to  tiie  southward,  increased  and  caused 
sea  to  rise,  the  computed  position  being  15  miles  south  of  Cape 
Hatteras.  At  this  time  the  Monitor  was  yawing  and  towing  badly, 
the  vessel  working  and  making  more  water.  The  Wor thin gton  pumps 
were  set  to  work  and  the  centrifugal  pump  got  ready.  At  8  p.  m.  the 
sea  was  rising  rapidly  (the  Monitor  plunging  heavily),  completely  sub- 
merging pilot  house  and  at  times  entering  the  turret  and  blower  jiipes. 
When  she  rose  to  the  swell  the  flat  under  surface  of  the  projecting 
armor  would  come  down  with  great  force,  causing  considerable  shock 
to  the  vessel.  Stopping  the  Rhode  Island,  which  was  towing  her,  did 
not  make  the  Monitor  ride  easier  or  cause  her  to  make  less  water,  as 
she  would  then  fall  ofi'  and  roll  heavily  in  the  trough  of  the  sea.    The 
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centrifugal  pump  was  at  length  started,  the  others  failing  to  keep  the 
water  down.  With  all  the  pumps  working  well  the  water  continued 
rising,  and  at  ]0  [11 1  p.  ni.,  after  a  fair  trial  of  the  pumps  and  the 
water  still  gaining  rapidly,  Commander  Bankhead  made  signal  of  dis- 
tress, cut  the  hawser,  steamed  close  to  and  under  the  lee  of  the  Rhode 
Island,  received  two  boats  from  her,  and  ordered  the  crew  of  the  Moni- 
tor to  leave  her,  a  dangerous  operation  as  the  sea  was  breaking  heavily 
over  the  deck.  The  two  vessels  touched,  and,  owing  to  the  sharp  bow 
and  sides  of  the  Monitor,  the  Rhode  Island  Avas  endangered  and  she 
steamed  ahead  a  little.  At  11 :30  p.  m.  the  water  was  gaining  rapidly, 
though  all  the  jtumps  were  in  full  play,  the  engine  working  slowly  and 
the  sea  breaking  badly  over  the  vessel,  nmking  it  dangerous  to  leava 
the  turret.  At  this  time  several  men  were  supposed  to  have  been 
washed  overboard;  the  engines  and  pumps  soon  ceased  to  work,  the 
water  having  put  the  fires  out.  While  waiting  for  return  of  boats 
bailing  was  resorted  to.  As  the  Monitor  was  now  laboring  in  the 
trough  of  the  sea  Commander  Bankhead  let  go  the  anchor,  which 
brought  her  head  to  sea.  The  vessel  tilling  rapidly,  Commander 
Bankhead  ordered  the  twenty-five  or  thirty  men  then  left  on  board 
to  leave  in  tiie  boats,  then  approaching  cautiously,  as  the  sea  was 
breaking  violently  over  the  Monitor^s  submerged  deck.  In  this  posi- 
tion Commander  Bankhead  held  a  boat's  painter  until  as  many  men 
could  get  in  as  the  boat  could  carry.  Some  men  left  in  the  turret, 
terrified  by  the  peril,  declined  to  come  down  and  are  supposed  to 
have  perished.  Commander  Bankhead  did  not  leave  his  vessel  so 
long  as  he  could  do  anything  toward  saving  his  crew,  in  which  effort 
he  was  ably  assisted  by  Commander  Trenchard,  the  officers  and  crew 
of  the  Rhode  Island. 

When  the  crew  of  the  Monitor  was  mustered  on  board  the  Rhode 
Island  four  officers  and  twelve  men  were  found  missing,  some  of  whom, 
it  is  hoped,  were  picked  up  or  survived  the  gale  in  the  Rhode  Island^s 
boat.  A  list  of  the  Monitor's  missing  is  enclosed  in  Commander 
Baiikhead's  report  of  the  3d  instant,  accompanying  this  report.  Act- 
ing Assistant  Surgeon  Weeks  suffered  amputation  of  three  fingers,  his 
hand  having  been  badly  jammed. 

Commander  Bankhead  speaks  warmly  of  the  good  conduct  of  the 
officers  and  crew,  with  but  few  exceptions.  He  commended  particularly 
Lieutenant  S.  D.  Greene,  his  executive  officer,  and  Acting  Master  L.  N. 
Stodder  as  worthy  of  all  praise.  He  warmly  praises  the  deportment  of 
Acting  Master's  [Mate  Peter  Williams  and  Quartermaster  Richard 
Anjier.    The  latter  would  not  desert  the  ship  until  his  commander  left. 

The  officers  and  crew  lost  everything.  They  will,  the  latter  at  least, 
doubtless  receive  appropriate  relief  from  the  Government. 

Commander  Trenchard,  commantling  the  Rhode  Island,  reports  that 
he  left  Hampton  Roads  with  the  Monitor  in  tow  on  Monday,  1  )ecember 
29,  at  2:30  p.  m.,  with  wind  light  from  S.  W.,  sea  smooth,  and  weather 
favorable  that  night  and  next  day  (the  30th),  the  j¥om<or  towing  easily. 
At  1  p.  m.  on  the  30th,  [Cape]  Hatteras  light  bore  W.  S.  W.,  distant 
14  miles;  at  sunset  it  bore  N.  W.,  distant  17  miles,  and  the  State  of 
Georgia,  with  the  Passaic  in  tow,  to  the  northward  and  eastward.  The 
wind  was  then  light  from  S.  W.,  with  indications  of  good  weather. 
Between  8  and  9  p.  m.  the  wind  hauled  more  to  the  southward  and 
freshened,  with  rainy  and  squally  weather.  At  11  p.  m.,  when  20  miles 
S.  S.  W.  of  Hatteras,  the  Monitor  made  signal  of  distress,  at  which 
Commander  Trenchard  sent  his  two  largest  boats  to  her  assistance. 
One  of  them,  the  launch,  was  stove  under  the  quarter  of  the  Rhode 
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Island  by  the  Monitor.  While  the  Monitor  was  in  that  position  ropes 
were  thrown  to  her  from  the  Rhode  Island,  but  so  reluctant  was  the 
crew  of  the  Monitor  to  leave  the  vessel  that  they  did  not  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  to  save  themselves.  Acting  Master's  Mate  D.  B. 
Browne,  of  the  Rhode  Island,  twice  brought  tliat  vessel's  first  cutter 
full  of  men  from  tlie  Monitor.  He  attempted  a  third  trip,  probably 
through  a  misunderstanding  of  orders,  and  did  not  return,  though 
waited  for  that  night  and  searched  for  next  day  (the  31st).  There  is 
room  to  hope  that  this  boat,  witli  its  crew  and  probably  with  some  of 
the  missing  Monitor^s  men,  survived  the  gale.  Commander  Treuchard 
commends  the  skill  and  good  conduct  of  Acting  Master's  Mates  D.  if. 
Browne  and  Stevens,  of  D.  T.  Compton,  cockswain,  and  the  missing 
crew  of  the  cutter,  a  list  of  which  is  enlosed  in  (Jommauder  Trenchard's 
report  of  January  3,  accompanying  this. 

I  hope  that  the  dependent  families  of  the  dead  will  receive  the  relief 
needed  by  their  losses,  and  the  faithful  survivors  the  consideration 
deserved  for  their  good  conduct. 

I  have  already  sent  to  the  Department,  enclosed  in  my  No.  10  of 
yesterday,  a  copy  of  Cai)tain  Drayton's  report  of  the  1st  instant  from 
Beaufort,  regarding  the  passage  of  the  Passaic;  Commander  Arm- 
strong's report  of  January  3,  on  the  behavior  of  the  State  of  Georgia 
in  towing  the  Fassaic,  and  his  report  of  the  same  date  concerning  the 
loss  of  the  Monitor.

IT.  S.  S.  Rhode  Island, 
Hampton  Roads,  January  3,  1863. 
Sib  :  I  regret  to  have  to  report  to  you  that  the  U.  S.  ironclad  steamer 
Monitor  foundered  at  sea  at  about  1  a.  m.  of  the  31st  day  of  Decem 
ber,  1862,  with  a  loss  of  four  officers  and  twelve  men  missing,  some  of 
whom  may  possibly  have  been  saved.    I  enclose  herewith  a  detailed 
account  of  the  loss  of  the  vessel  with  the  probable  cause,  the  report  of 
the  senior  engineer,  and  a  list  of  the  men  and  officers  missing.

TJ.  S.  S.  Ehode  Island,  January  1,  1803. 

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  the  Monitor  left  TIauipton 
Koads  iu  tow  of  the  IJ.  S.  S.  Ehode  Island  on  the  2yth  December,  1862, 
at  2:30  p.  m.,  wind  light  at  S.  \V.,  weather  clear  and  pleasant,  and 
every  prospect  of  its  continuation.  Passed  Gape  Henry  at  C  p.  m., 
water  smooth  and  everything  working  well. 

During  the  night  the  weather  continued  the  same  until  5  a.  m.,  when 
we  began  to  exjierieuce  a  swell  from  the  southward  with  a  slight 
increase  of  the  wind  from  the  S.  W.,  the  sea  breaking  over  the  pilot 
house  forward  and  striking  the  base  of  the  tower  [turret],  but  not  with 
suflicient  force  to  break  over  it.  Found  that  the  packing  of  oakum 
under  and  around  the  base  of  the  tower  had  loosened  somewhat  from 
the  working  of  the  tower  as  the  vessel  pitched  and  rolled.  Speed  at 
this  time  about  5  knots;  ascertained  from  the  engineer  of  the  watch 
that  the  bilge  pumps  kept  her  perfectly  free,  occasionally  sucking. 
Felt  no  apprehension  at  the  time.  The  weather  during  the  day  and 
until  G  p.  m.  was  variable,  with  occasional  squalls  of  wind  and  rain, 
and  toward  evening  the  swell  somewhat  decreased,  the  bilge  pumps 
being  found  amply  suflicient  to  keep  her  clear  of  the  water  that  pene- 
trated through  the  sight  holes  of  the  pilot  house,  hawse  hole,  and  base 
of  tower  (all  of  which  had  been  well  calked  previous  to  leaving).  At 
7 :  30  the  wind  hauled  more  to  the  south,  increasing  in  strength  and 
causing  the  sea  to  rise;  computed  position  at  this  time  about  15  miles 
south  of  Cape  Hatteras  Shoals.  Found  the  vessel  towed  badly,  yawing 
very  much,  and  with  the  increased  motion  making  somewhat  more 
water  around  the  base  of  the  tower.  Ordered  engineer  to  put  on  the 
Worthington  pump  and  bilge  injection  and  get  the  centrifugal  pump 
ready  and  report  to  me  immediately  if  he  perceived  any  increase  of 
the  water.  8  p.  m. ;  the  sea  about  this  time  commenced  to  rise  very 
rapidly,  causing  the  vessel  to  plunge  heavily,  completely  submerging 
the  pilot  house  and  washing  over  and  into  the  turret  and  at  times  into 
the  blower  pipes.  Observed  that  when  she  rose  to  the  swell,  the  flat 
under  surface  of  the  projecting  armor  would  come  down  with  great 
force,  causing  a  considerable  shock  to  the  vessel  and  turret,  thereby 
loosening  still  more  the  packing  around  its  base.  Signalized  several 
times  to  the  Ehode  Inland  to  stop,  in  order  that  I  might  ascertain  if  by 
so  doing  she  would  ride  easier  or  decrease  the  influx  of  water,  but  could 
perceive  no  diflerence,  the  vessel  falling  ofl'  immediately  into  the  trough 
of  the  sea  and  rolling  heavily.  The  engineer  at  this  time  reported  that 
it  would  be  necessary  to  start  the  centrifugal  pump,  as  the  others  failed 
to  keep  the  water  under.  Ordered  him  to  do  so  immediately  and  report 
to  me  the  eflect. 

Sea  continued  to  rise,  the  vessel  striking  heavily  forward.  The  engi- 
neer reported  that  the  pumps  were  all  working  well,  but  produced  no 
eflect  upon  the  water,  which,  by  this  time,  had  risen  several  inches 
above  the  level  of  the  engine-room  floor.  About  10:30  p.  m.,  having 
given  the  pumps  a  fair  trial  and  finding  the  water  gaining  rapidly  upon 
us,  I  determined  to  make  the  preconcerted  signal  of  distress,  which  was 
immediately  answered  by  the  Ehode  Inland.  I  ranged  up  close  to  her 
and  reported  that  the  water  was  gaining  rapidly  upon  us,  and  recpiested 
her  commander  to  send  boats  to  take  oft'  the  crew.  Finding  that  the 
heavy  stream  cable  used  to  tow  the  Monitor  rendered  the  vessel  unman- 
ageable while  hanging  slack  to  her  bow,  and  being  under  the  absolute 
necessity  of  working  the  engines  to  keep  the  pumps  going,  I  ordered  it 
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to  be  cut,  and  ran  down  close  under  the  lee  of  the  Rhode  Island,  at  times 
almost  touching  her.  Water  continued  to  gain  upon  the  pumps  and 
was  now  above  tlie  ash  pits. 

Two  boats  reached  us  from  the  Rhode  Island,  when  I  ordered  I>ieu- 
tenant  Greene  to  put  as  many  men  into  them  as  they  would  safely  carry. 
While  getting  the  men  into  the  boats  (a  very  dangerous  operation  caused 
by  the  heavy  sea  breaking  entirely  over  the  deck),  the  vessels  touched 
slightly,  nearly  crushing  the  boat  and  endangering  the  Rhode  Island 
herself,  as  our  sharp  bow  and  sides  would  undoubtedly  have  stove  her 
near  the  water's  edge  had  she  struck  upon  us  heavily.  The  Rhode 
Island  steamed  slightly  ahead  and  the  vessels  separated  a  short  dis- 
tance. At  11 :  30,  my  engines  working  slowly,  and  all  the  jmmps  in  full 
play,  but  water  gaining  rajiidly,  sea  very  lieavy  and  breaking  entirely 
over  the  vessel,  rendering  it  extremely  hazardous  to  leave  the  turret; 
in  fact,  several  men  were  supposed  to  have  been  washed  overboard  at 
this  time.  While  waiting  for  the  boats  to  return,  the  engineer  reported 
that  the  engines  had  ceased  to  work,  and  shortly  after  all  the  pumps 
stopped;  also,  the  water  putting  out  the  fires  and  leaving  no  pressure 
of  steam.  A  bailing  party  had  been  previously  organized,  not  so  much 
with  any  hope  of  diminishing  the  water,  but  more  as  an  occupation  for 
the  men.  The  engine  being  stopped,  and  no  longer  able  to  keep  the 
vessel  head  to  sea,  she  having  fallen  off  into  the  trough  and  rolling  so 
heavily  as  to  render  it  impossible  for  boats  to  approach  us,  I  ordered 
the  anchor  to  be  let  go  and  all  the  chain  given  her,  in  hopes  that  it 
might  bring  her  up.  Fortunately  it  did  so,  and  she  once  more  swung 
round  head  to  wind.  By  this  time,  finding  the  vessel  filling  rapidly  and 
the  deck  on  a  level  with  the  water,  I  ordered  all  the  men  left  on  board 
to  leave  the  turret  and  endeavor  to  get  into  the  two  boats  which  were 
then  approaching  us.  I  think,  at  that  time,  there  were  about  twenty- 
five  or  thirty  men  on  board.  The  boats  approached  very  cautiously,  as 
the  sea  was  breaking  upon  our  now  submerged  deck  with  great  violence, 
washing  several  men  overboard,  one  of  whom  was  afterwards  picked 
up  by  the  boats.  I  secured  the  painter  of  one  of  the  boats  (which  by 
the  use  of  its  oars  was  prevented  from  striking  the  side)  and  made  as 
many  get  into  her  as  she  would  safely  hold  in  the  heavy  sea  that  was 
running.  There  were  several  men  still  left  upon  and  in  the  turret  who, 
either  stui>efied  by  fear  or  fearful  of  being  washed  overboard  in  the 
attempt  to  reach  the  boats,  would  not  come  down  and  are  supposed  to 
have  gone  down  in  the  vessel.  Feeling  that  I  had  done  everything  in 
my  power  to  save  the  vessel  and  crew,  1  jumped  into  the  already  deeply 
laden  boat  and  left  the  Monitor,  whose  heavy,  sluggish  motion  gave 
evidence  that  she  could  float  but  a  short  time  longer.  Shortly  after  we 
reached  the  Rhode  Island  she  disappeared.  I  nnist  testify  to  the  untiring 
efforts  and  zeal  displayed  by  Captain  Trenchard  and  his  officers  in  their 
attempts  to  rescue  the  crew  of  the  Monitor.  It  was  an  extremely  haz- 
ardous undertaking,  rendered  particularly  so  by  the  heavy  sea  and  the 
difficulty  in  approaching  the  Monitor. 

While  regretting  those  that  were  lost,  it  is  still  a  matter  of  congrat- 
ulation that  so  many  were  saved  under  the  circumstances.  There  is 
some  reason  to  hope  that  a  boat  which  is  still  missing  may  have  suc- 
ceeded in  saving  those  left  on  board,  or  may  have  reached  the  vicinity 
of  the  vessel  in  time  to  have  picked  up  some  of  them  after  she  went 
down.  Upon  mustering  the  officers  and  crew  on  board  the  Rhode  Island, 
four  officers  and  twelve  men  were  found  to  be  missing,  a  list  of  whom  I 
herewith  enclose,  as  well  as  the  report  of  Second  Assistant  Engineer 
Watters,  acting  chief  engineer.    I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  the 
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Monitor  must  have  sprung  a  leak  somewhere  in  the  forward  part  where 
the  hull  joins  ou  to  the  armor,  and  that  it  was  caused  by  the  heavy 
shocks  received  as  she  came  down  upon  the  sea. 

The  bilge  pumps  aloue  up  to  7  p.  m.  had  easily  kept  her  free,  and 
when  we  find  that  all  her  pumps  a  short  time  after,  with  a  minimum 
capacity  of  2,000  gallons  per  minute,  not  only  failed  to  diminish  the 
water,  but  ou  the  contrary  made  no  perceptible  change  in  its  gradual 
increase,  we  must  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  are  at  least  good 
grounds  for  my  opinion. 

Before  closing  my  report  I  must  testify  to  the  coolness,  prompt  obe- 
dience, and  absence  of  any  approach  to  panic  on  the  part  of  the  oi3Bcers, 
and  with  but  few  exceptions  on  that  of  the  crew,  many  of  whom  were 
at  sea  for  the  first  time  and  (it  must  be  admitted)  under  circumstances 
that  were  well  calculated  to  appall  the  boldest  heart.  I  would  beg 
lejive  to  call  the  attention  of  the  admiral  and  of  the  Department  to  the 
particularly  good  conduct  of  Lieutenant  [S.  D.]  Greene  and  Acting 
Master  L[onisJ  N.  Stodder,  who  remained  with  me  until  the  last,  and 
by  their  example  and  bearing  did  much  toward  inspiring  confidence 
and  obedience  on  the  part  of  others.  1  must  also  mention  favorably 
Acting  Master's  Mate  Peter  Williams, and  Richard  Anjier,  quartermas- 
ter, who  both  showed  on  that  occasion  the  highest  qualities  of  men 
and  seamen.  The  latter  remained  at  his  post  at  the  wheel  when  the 
vessel  was  sinking,  and  when  told  by  me  to  get  into  the  boat  replied, 
"  No,  sir ;  not  till  you  go." 

The  officers  and  crew  Ijave  lost  everything  but  the  clothes  they  wore 
at  the  time  they  were  rescued.  There  were  no  serious  injuries  received 
with  the  exception  of  Acting  Assistant  8urgeon  G.  M.  Weeks,  who 
jammed  his  hand  so  badly  as  to  require  a  partial  amputation  of  several 
of  his  fingers.  Every  attention  and  kindness  has  been  shown  to  us  by 
Captain  Trenchard  and  his  officers,  to  wliom  we  all  feel  deeply  grateful.

U.  S.  S.  Rhode  Island, 

At  Sea,  January  1,  1863. 

Sir:  The  following  is  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  engines  and 
pumps  connected  with  the  engineer's  department  of  the  U.  S.  ironclad 
steamer  Monitor  on  the  night  of  the  30th  December,  18G2:  Between  the 
hours  of  8  and  9  p.  m.  of  that  evening,  I  received  orders  from  Captain 
Bankhead  to  examine  and  have  ready  for  use  all  pumps  connected  with 
the  engineer's  department,  an  order  which  I  promptly  obeyed. 

I  immediately  went  to  the  engine  room  and  found  the  bilge  pump 
connected  with  the  main  engine  in  good  condition  and  working  well, 
as  it  had  been  during  the  day.  I  had  the  discharge  pipe  of  the  cen- 
trifugal pump  connected  to  its  proper  place  and  all  ready  for  use,  and 
before  leaving  the  engine  room  I  gave  orders  to  Mr.  Hands,  the  engi- 
neer then  on  duty,  in  case  the  water  should  increase  to  let  me  know, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  start  the  AVorthington  pump  and  use  the  bilge 
injection.  I  then  left  the  engine  room  and  reported  to  Captain  Bank- 
head  that  all  pumps  were  ready  for  use.  In  a  few  minutes  1  returned 
to  the  engine  room  again  and  found  the  water  about  1  inch  deep  on  the 
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eugiiieroom  floor;  the  Worthington  pump  and  bilge  injection  at  tliat 
time  were  both  in  use.  1  remained  in  the  engine  room,  and  finding  that 
the  water  did  not  decrease  I  had  the  centrifugal  pump  started;  it 
worked  well  and  constantly,  but  still  the  water  increased.  I  reported 
to  Captain  Bankhead  that  I  would  have  to  reduce  the  speed  of  the  main 
engines,  in  order  to  save  steam  for  the  use  of  the  Worthington  and 
centrifugal  pumps.  The  ash  pits  at  that  time  were  more  than  half  full 
of  water,  allowing  but  very  little  air  to  reach  the  fires;  at  the  same 
time  the  blowers  used  for  producing  a  current  of  air  to  the  fires  were 
throwing  a  great  amount  of  water.  The  speed  of  the  main  engines 
was  reduced,  but  still  the  pressure  of  steam  decreased  and  the  amount 
of  water  in  the  ship  increased,  until  it  reached  the  fires  and  gradually 
extinguished  them.  The  pressure  of  steam  in  the  boilers  at  that  time 
was  5  pounds  per  square  inch,  and  the  main  engines  stopped,  the 
Worthington  and  centrifugal  pumps  still  working  slowly,  but  finally 
sto])ped.  I  reported  the  circumstances  to  Captain  Bankhead.  A  few 
minutes  later  I  received  an  order  to  leave  the  engine  room  and  proceed 
to  get  in  the  boats.  It  was  then  between  the  hours  of  12  p.  m.  and  1 
a.  m.,  and  the  fires  nearly  extinguished.

U.  S.  S.  Rhode  Island, 
Hampton  Roads,  January  3,  1863. 

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  report,  in  conformity  with  your  orders  of 
tlic  24th  ultimo,  the  Rhode  Island  jiroceeded  to  sea  with  the  ironclad 
steamer  Monitor  in  tow  at  2:30  p.  m.  of  the  29tli  ultimo,  the  wind 
being  light  from  the  southward  and  westward,  with  a  smooth  sea. 

The  weather  continued  favorable  during  the  night,  and  the  Monitor 
towed  easily,  speed  ranging  between  5  and  C  miles  per  hour. 

At  1  p.  m.  of  the  30th  made  Cape  Hatteras  light-house,  bearing 
W.  S.  W.,  14  miles  distant. 

The  weather  during  the  day  continued  the  same.  At  sunset,  when 
17  miles  S.  E.  of  Cape  Hatteras,  made  the  steamer  State  of  Georgia, 
with  the  Passaic  in  tow,  to  the  northward  and  eastward  of  us,  the  wind 
being  light  at  the  time  from  southward  and  westward,  with  indications 
of  good  weather.  Between  8  and  9  p.  m.  the  wind  freshened,  hauling 
more  to  the  southward,  and  attended  with  rainy  and  scjually  weather. 

At  l)  p.  m.  the  Monitor  jnade  signals  to  stop.  We  stopped  the 
engines,  starting  them  again  soon  after.  During  tlie  interval  tlie  Moni- 
tor appeared  to  be  lying  in  the  trough  of  the  sea,  laboring  heavily,  the 
sea  making  a  complete  breach  over  her.  Tlie  steamer  was  then  brouglit 
head  to  wind  and  sea,  under  easy  steam,  and  the  Monitor  rode  much 
easier  and  made  better  weather. 

About  two  hours  afterwards  (11  p.  m.),  when  about  20  miles  S.  S.  W. 
of  Cape  Hatteras,  Cominander  Bankhead  made  signals  for  assistance, 
and  upon  hailing  we  learned  the  Monitor  was  in  a  sinking  condition. 
We  lowered  our  launch  and  first  cutter  without  delay,  and  commenced 
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gcttiug  her  crew  on  board.  While  so  eug.aged  the  Monitor  ranged 
upon  our  port  quarter,  staving  in  the  launch,  and  to  prevent  a  serious 
collision,  by  which  the  Rhode  Inland  would  have  been  badly  injured,  it 
was  necessary  to  forge  the  steamer  ahead  a  little.  While  under  our 
quarter  ropes  were  thrown  on  board  the  Monitor,  but  so  reluctant  did 
the  crew  appear  to  leave  their  vessel  that  they  did  not  take  advantage 
of  this  opportunity  to  save  themselves. 

The  vessels  now  being  separated,  a  third  boat  was  then  lowered  to 
assist  the  others  in  getting  the  crew  on  board. 

Acting  Master's  Mate  Browne,  the  oiticer  in  charge  of  the  first  cut- 
ter, deserves  special  credit  for  the  skillful  manner  in  which  he  managed 
his  boat,  having  made  two  trips  to  the  Monitor  and  rescued  a  number 
of  her  men.  Encouraged  by  the  success  attending  them,  Mr.  Browne 
started  on  another  trip,  and  soon  after  was  hailed  and  directed  to  lie 
on  his  oars,  or  drop  astern  and  be  towed  up,  as  the  Rhode  Island  would 
steam  for  the  Monitor,  as  soon  as  tho  men  could  be  got  on  board  from 
the  boats  alongside  and  the  boats  hoisted  up.  Mr.  Browne,  perhaps, 
not  understandingtheorder,i)roceeded  on  inthedirection  of  the  Monitor, 
whose  red  light  from  her  turret  was  still  visible,  but  by  the  time  the 
steamer  was  ready  to  turn  her  wheels,  the  light  had  unfortunately  dis- 
appeared (1:30  a.  m.,  31st  ultimo). 

The  steamer  proceeded  slowly  in  the  direction  in  which  the  Monitor 
bore  when  last  seen,  and  endeavored  to  keep  her  ])osition  as  near  it  as  pos- 
sible throughout  the  night,  burning  Coston's  night  signals  at  intervals. 

After  daylight,  not  seeing  anything  of  the  missing  boat,  I  decided  to 
cruise  between  the  position  [where]  she  had  separated  from  us  and  Gape 
Hatteras  and  the  extremity  of  its  shoals,  with  the  hope  of  falling  in 
with  her.  This  plan  was  carried  out,  and  the  day  (31st  ultimo)  was 
passed  in  this  way,  but  I  regret  to  say  without  success.  It  is  possible, 
however,  that  the  boat  may  have  been  picked  up  by  one  of  the  numer- 
ous vessels  that  were  seen  off  the  coast  on  that  day.  The  boat  was 
buoyant,  had  a  good  crew,  and  no  doubt  well  managed,  and  I  entertain 
hope  that  her  daring  crew  have  been  saved  by  some  passing  vessel. 
Acting  Ensign  [Albert]  Taylor,  the  officer  who  had  charge  of  the  launch, 
which  had  rendered  good  service,  speaks  in  high  praise  of  the  gallant 
conduct  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Stevens,  who,  when  the  launch  was 
manning,  went  quietly  into  the  boat,  took  one  of  the  oars,  and,  while 
alongside  the  Monitor,  in  striving  to  save  others,  was  himself  washed 
from  the  boat,  but  was  rescued  by  the  first  cutter.  Mr.  Taylor  also 
speaks  in  high  terms  of  David  T.  Compton,  cockswain  of  the  launch, 
who,  when  the  boat  was  stove  and  rendered  unfit  for  service,  rowlocks 
broken,  declared  he  would  not  leave  the  boat,  but  would  go  to  the 
Monitor,  even  if  he  had  to  scull  the  boat.  I  enclose  herewith  a  list  of 
the  men  in  tlie  missing  boat  belonging  to  the  Rhode  Island.

westward,  and  weather  pleasant.  On  Tuesday  morning'  at  9  a.  m.  the 
wind  changed  to  the  southward  and  westward,  increasing  in  force  and 
causing  a  rough  sea.  At  5:50  p.m.  Cape  Ilatteras  light  was  seen 
W.  N.  W.  From  meridian  to  4  p.  m.  weather  stormy;  several  vessels 
seen.  The  Cahaicba,  with  ship  conveying  troops,  and  the  Rhode  Island, 
towing  the  Monitor,  about  5  miles  distant  to  tlie  S.  W.  of  us.  From  y 
to  midnight  heavy  squalls  of  wind  and  rain.  At  10:30  p.  m.  Passaic 
made  signal  to  return,  changed  our  course  to  the  N.  E.  to  pass  Hatteras. 
December  31  commenced  with  strong  breezes  and  heavy  sea  and  dark, 
rainy  weather.  At  3:30  a.  m.  Passaic  made  signals  "slowly  sinking;" 
prepared  boats  to  render  her  all  assistance.  At  5  wind  changed  to 
N.  W.,  and  the  barometer,  which  had  fallen  to  29 :  30,  began  to  rise.  At 
2  p.  m.  weather  more  moderate;  Passaic  signaled  to  proceed  to  Beau- 
fort, N.  C;  changed  our  course  to  the  southward.  Passed  Cape  Hat- 
teras in  the  first  watch,  sounding  frequently  in  11,  13,  and  9  fathoms 
of  water.  January  1  commenced  with  strong  wind  from  the  N.  W.,  and 
overcast.  At  10  a.  m.  spoke,  off  Cape  Lookout  Shoal,  the  U.  S.  S. 
Colnmbia,  and  learned  fi'om  her  that  the  Monitor  had  foundered  on 
Tuesday  night,  with  the  loss  of  men,  and  that  the  Rhode  Island  had 
lost  men  in  trying  to  rescue  the  Monitor's.  At  4:30  p.  m.  anchored  off 
Beaufort;  the  Passaic  received  a  pilot  and  proceeded  into  port.  I  went 
in  a  boat,  received  a  communication  from  Captain  I>rayton  for  you,  and 
heard  the  news  of  the  loss  of  the  Monitor  confirmed  by  Captain  Dray- 
ton. I  understood  sixteen  men  of  the  Monitor  and  twelve  from  the 
Rhode  Island  were  lost,  as  well  as  two  officers,  but  did  not  learn  whether 
belonging  to  the  Monitor  or  Rhode  Island.  Pulled  out  to  my  ship,  got 
underway  at  midnight  of  January  2,  and  returned  to  this  port,  arriving 
this  morning.

December  3'J,  18(i2. — At  anchor  off'  Fortress  Monroe.  From  4  to  8 
a.  m.  received  on  board  two  boats  from  the  U.  S.  S.  Monitor.  From  8  to 
meridian  took  a  hawser  to  the  Monitor.  At  2: 30  p.  ni.  got  underway 
and  steamed  down  the  h&vhov,  Monitor  in  tow,  in  charge  of  John  11. 
Bean,  pilot.    At  5: 40  ]).  m.  Cape  Henry  bore  AV.,  distance  4  miles. 

December  30. — At  G:40  a.  m.  the  Monitor  made  signal  to  stop. 
Stopped  the  engine  for  them  to  pass  \sic\  anew  our  hawser.  Sounded 
in  20  fathoms.  At  7  :  30  a.  m.  proceeded  on  our  course.  At  4 :  30  p.  m. 
Cape  Hatteras  bore  >>.  W.  by  W.,  distant  10  miles.     Made  a  steamer 
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mth  a  sbip  in  tow  and  the  U.  S.  S.  State  of  Georgia  with  the  rantidic  in 
tow  on  our  poit  beam.  At  8:45  p.  m.  Cape  Hatteras  light  bore  N.  i 
AY.,  distant  20  miles.  At  9  p.  ni.  the  Monitor  made  signal  to  stop.  At 
9:10  p.  m.  proceeded  slow.  At  11  p.  m.  she  made  signal  of  distress. 
Stopi)ed  and  hailed  her,  and  was  iut'onned  that  she  was  in  a  sinking 
condition.  Called  all  hands  and  cleared  away  the  boats.  Lowered 
launch  and  lirst  cutter.  Launch  was  badly  stove  by  being  canght 
between  the  Monitor  and  Rhode  Inland,  but  succeeded  in  bringing  off 
one  load  of  men.

U.  S.  S.  Columbia  and  was  boarded  by  the  commander  of  her,  who 
reported  having  experienced  a  heavy  gale  from  S.  W.  At  3  p.  m.  pro- 
ceeded on  our  course.

Report  of  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  V.  S.  Navy,  of  the  rescue  of  a  boat's  crew  from  the  V.  S.  S. 

Bhode  Island. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  January  :>i,  186{3\. 
Sir  :  I  have  received  to-day  by  mail  a  communication  from  Captain 
Drayton,  dated  the  3d,  from  Beaufort,  reporting  that  the  Miami  that 
morning  had  towed  iuto  Beaufort  a  leaky  schooner  which  had  picked 
up  the  lost  boat  of  the  Bhode  Island.  He  iu  forms  me  that  no  more  of 
the  Monitor'' s  crew  were  picked  up  by  her. 

Acting  Lieutenant  Towusend,  under  same  date,  from  Beaufort,  has 
reported  to  me  that  the  schooner  was  the  A.  Colby,  and  that  she  had 
picked  up  the  Rhode  Island's  boat  about  50  miles  to  the  eastward  of 
Cape  Hatteras,  containing  Acting  Master's  Mate  D.  E.  Browne  and 
seven  men. 

Although  bound  to  Fernandina  with  army  stores,  she  at  once  stood 
in  for  Hatteras  Inlet  in  order  to  land  those  she  had  rescued.  In  the 
performance  of  this  humane  duty  the  Colby  unfortunately  struck  on  the 
outer  Diamond  Shoal  and  when  she  reached  the  bar  was  leaking  at  the 
rate  of  2,000  strokes  per  hour.  The  Miami  at  the  time  was  lying  in 
the  inlet  and  sent  out  a  steam  tug  with  an  officer  to  answer  her  signal 
of  distress.  As  a  return  for  his  humanity.  Acting  Lieutenant  Town- 
send  towed  her  to  Beaufort,  where  she  could  be  repaired. 

Acting  Lieutenant  Townsend  promised  to  send  Mr.  Browne's  report 
as  soon  as  he  could  obtain  it.

SiE:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  letter  from  Commander  S.  D. 
Treuchard,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Bhode  Island,  dated  the  10th  instant, 
from  Beaufort,  N.  C,  enclosing  a  statement  derived  from  Acting 
Master's  Mate  D.  R.  Browne  regarding  his  experience  with  seven  men 
in  the  Rhode  IslanWs  boat,  which,  in  the  final  ettort  to  save  the  last  of 
the  Monitor^s  crew,  was  lost  at  sea  December  30,  and  picked  up  on  the 
morning  of  the  31st  by  the  schooner  A.  Colby,  Master  H.  D.  Harriman, 
of  Bucksport,  Me.,  bound  to  Feruandina  with  bricks  for  Government  use. 
In  my  No.  104,  of  January  24, 1  reported  to  the  Department  the  gen- 
eral facts  of  the  case  as  reported  to  me  by  Captain  Drayton  and  Acting 
Lieutenant  Townsend.  I  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the 
Department  to  the  humane  conduct  of  Captain  Harriman,  as  narrated 
in  the  enclosed,  and  to  the  injuries  his  vessel  sustained,  and  to  the 
serious  delay  he  incurred  in  his  efforts  to  place  the  officer  and  boat's 
crew  of  the  Rhpde  Island  in  a  place  of  safety. 

When  last  heard  from  the  A.  Colby  was  at  Beaufort,  N.  C,  whither 
she  had  been  towed  by  the  Miami  from  Hatteras  Inlet  to  receive  repairs. 
I  have  written  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  storeship  there  to 
ascertain  ofiBcially  how  the  repairs  of  this  vessel  were  made,  at  whose 
and  what  expense,  and  what  steps,  if  any,  were  taken  at  Beaufort 
toward  securing  Master  11.  D.  Harriman  from  loss.

I  would  respectfully  commend  to  the  consideration  of  the  Department 
the  noble  conduct  of  Captain  Harriman,  of  the  schooner  A.  Colby,  Bucks- 
port,  Me.,  in  rescuing  our  men,  in  which  service  his  vessel  sustained 
serious  injury  by  getting  on  Diamond  Shoal.

Beaufort  Harbor,  January  10,  1863. 
Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  Mr.  Browne's  statement  to  be  in 
substance  as  follows : 

After  having  made  two  trips  to  the  Monitor  he  started  on  the  third, 
and,  upon  leaving  the  Bhode  Island,  he  saw  the  red  light  burning  at 
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the  flagstaft'  of  the  Monitor  and  apparently  about  1  mile  distant.  As 
the  wind  and  sea  were  against  him,  he  made  but  little  progress,  yet  he 
continued  gaining,  until  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  Monitor,  when 
the  light  became  extinguished;  it  appeared  to  settle  gradually  in  the 
water  as  he  approached  her  and  then  it  disappeared.  When  he 
approached  what  he  supposed  to  be  the  position  of  tlie  vessel,  he  could 
perceive  no  other  trace  of  her,  except  an  eddy  apparently  produced  by 
the  sinking  of  a  vessel.  He  remained  near  that  position  as  long  as  he 
deemed  prudent,  in  order  to  rescue  any  of  the  crew  who  might  be  in 
the  water,  but  found  none. 

He  then  started  for  the  Rhode  Island,  which  then  appeared  to  be  2 
miles  distant,  the  weather  being  overcast,  attended  with  a  light  rain, 
wind  hauling  to  the  northward.  Soon  after  he  lost  sight  of  the  Rhode 
Island,  but  afterwards  saw  the  first,  second,  and  third  lights  she  burned ; 
headed  tor  her,  and  finally  lost  sight  of  her  lights.  This  is  the  last  he 
saw  of  the  Rhode  Island. 

He  then  made  a  drag  of  the  boat's  mast  by  which  he  kept  her  head 
to  sea  and  the  crew  on  the  lookout  for  signals.  As  no  more  could  be 
seen  he  then  ])ulled  for  the  nortliward  and  westward,  finding  tlie  sea 
to  be  too  rough  to  pull  directly  west,  ho])ing  to  fall  in  with  some  of  the 
numerous  coasting  vessels,  lie  kept  the  crew  pulling  all  night  in  order 
to  overcome  the  great  strength  of  tl  e  northeast  current,  considering 
thiit  if  they  did  not  exert  themselves  to  do  so  they  would  be  out  of  the 
track  of  all  vessels. 

At  daylight  he  discovered  a  steamer  some  4  or  5  miles  distant.  Soon 
after  making  her,  she  stood  away  from  them.  He  also  mentioned  see- 
ing a  small  black  boat  some  distance  ofl',  with  two  or  three  men  in  her, 
seeing  her  as  she  rose  three  times  upon  the  waves  and  then  disappear- 
ing. At  this  time  they  were  very  much  taken  up  with  the  management 
of  their  own  boat,  the  sea  being  very  irregular  and  coming  from  all 
quarters.  After  losing  sight  of  the  steamer  already  referred  to,  Mr. 
Browne  saw  a  large  ship  closehauled,  tlie  wind  being  at  the  time  from 
the  northward  and  westward.  He  had  approached  sufficiently  near  to 
see  the  men  ui)on  her  decks,  but  she  passed  without  noticing  his  signal. 
He  then  pulled  directly  in  for  the  land,  which  he  estimated  was  about 
40  miles  distant.  This  was  about  9:30  a.  m.  on  the  31st  ultimo,  and 
about  an  hour  afterwards  he  made  a  schooner  to  leeward.  He  got  up 
the  crew's  coats  for  sails  and  peaking  his  oars  to  assist,  ran  down  for 
her  and  at  11  a.  m.  arrived  alongside.  The  schooner  proved  to  be  the 
A.  Colby,  Captain  H.  D.  Hiirriman,  of  Bucksport,  Me.,  bound  to  Fer- 
nandina  with  bricks  for  Government  use.  Mr.  Browne  and  his  crew 
were  received  with  the  greatest  degree  of  kindness  and  attention, 
and  the  boat  taken  on  board.  The  captain  was  requested  to  land  the 
officer  and  his  men  at  Beaufort,  N.  C,  which  he  consented  to  do,  and 
in  ruuTiing  in  for  the  coast  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  more  correctly 
his  i)osition,  being  without  observation,  struck  on  tlie  Diamond  Shoal, 
off  Cajie  Hatteras,  causing  the  schooner  to  leak  very  badly.  The  same 
night  the  vessel  anchored  under  the  land  near  Hatteras  Inlet. 

On  the  following  day,  the  1st  instant,  Mr.  Browne  went  on  board  the 
U.  S.  S.  jl/ia?H(,  [Acting  Lieutenant  Kobert]  Townsend,  reporting  to  him 
the  situation  of  himself  and  crew,  who  dispatched  twelve  men  to  aid  in 
assisting  the  schooner,  and  the  same  afternoon  they  started  for  Beau- 
fort. At  sunset  they  were  overtaken  by  the  Miami,  taken  in  tow, 
brought  into  Beaufort,  reaching  thereon  the  morning  of  the  2d  instant. 

Upon  arriving  there  Mr.  Browne  reported  to  Captain  Drayton,  the 
senior  naval  officer,  requesting  that  himself  and  crew  might  be  permit- 
ted to  remain  on  board  the  A.  (Jolly  to  aid  the  captain  in  keeping  his 
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vessel  afloat  until  a  certain  amount  of  her  cargo  could  be  removed  and 
be  placed  in  a  position  to  work  his  vessel  witli  his  own  crew,  remaining 
there  until  the  8th,  when  he  went  on  board  the  storeship  William 
Jia'Igir,  Captain  Oarr,  by  whom  Mr.  Browne  and  his  men  were  treated 
with  every  de^jree  of  kindness  and  attention,  and  upon  the  arrival  of 
the  Rhode  Island,  the  following'  day,  rejoined  his  own  vessel. 
Mr.  Browne  speaks  of  Captain  Harriman  in  the  following  terms: 

I  can  not  say  too  much  in  praise  of  Captain  Harriman,  wlio  did  all  that  conld  lie 
done,  and  thought  nothinf;  of  the  trouble  to  which  we  necessarily  put  him  hy  so 
altering  his  original  voyage,  and  although  all  he  possesses  was  in  the  schooner,  yiit 
he  told  nie  when  she  struck  that  he  would  willingly  lose  all  to  save  any  one,  and 
that  if  he  should  lose  vessel  and  cargo  he  would  never  regret  having  taken  us  on 
board.

Shoal,  near  Hatteras  Inlet,  and  was  badly  injured.  She  was  bound  for 
Feruandina  with  Government  stores,  was  towed  to  Beaufort  by  the 
U.  S.  S.  jlifawii,  temporarily  repaired  there,  and  proceeded  ou  her  voyage. 
She  has  just  put  into  Hampton  Eoads  from  Feruandina  in  a  bad  condi- 
tion, and  as  the  means  at  my  disposal  are  very  limited  for  repairing 
her  I  have  ventured  to  refer  him  to  you,  as  he  w^as  bound  for  Philadel- 
phia. The  Navy  Department  has  sent  to  him  through  me  an  official 
acknowledgment  of  his  humane  conduct  and  expressed  a  hope  that  he 
would  meet  with  no  ])ecuniary  loss  from  the  injuries  his  ve.ssel  received. 
I  shall  communicate  the  facts  to  the  Department  to-morrow  and  ask 
its  authority  to  have  his  vessel  put  in  good  condition.  You  will,  I  am 
sure,  be  pleased  to  render  assistance  to  one  who  has  met  with  loss  in 
doing  so  good  an  act.

Report  of  Commander  Worden,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  commanding  TJ.  S.  S.  Montauk,  Tegarding  the 
cruise  of  that  vessel  from  New  York  to  Hampton  Beads. 

U.  S.  S.  Montauk, 
Hampton  Roads,  December  30, 1802. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  i)assage 
of  this  vessel  from  New  York  to  this  port: 

Ou  leaving  Mew  York  the  vessel  was  so  trimmed  as  to  be  out  of  the 
water  aft  31.^  inches,  forward  34  inches,  amid.'ihips  15  inches.  On  the 
passage  to  the  Delaware  Breakwater,  the  Connecticut  towing,  making 
about  8  knots  per  hour  in  smooth  water,  her  bow  was  somewhat  buried, 
and  she  took  considerable  water  over  it.  On  anchoring  there  I  found 
that  the  shackles  of  the  cable  in  veering  .jammed  between  the  roller  in 
the  anchor  well  and  the  cover  of  it,  aud  on  the  passage  that  the  wheel 
ropes  were  not  set  up  equally,  taking  three  turns  when  putting  the 
helm  to  port  and  live  turns  to  starboard,  .so  that  with  her  peculiar  steer- 
ing gear  the  helm  could  not  be  put  hard  aport.  After  remedying  the 
latter  and  temporarily  the  former,  by  putting  a  piece  of  inch  rope  under 
it,  I  ])roceeded  to  sea  at  1  o'clock  ]).  m.,  December  li.3,  aud,  as  I  had  the 
honor  to  inform  you  under  date  of  the  2Gth  instant,  when  35  miles  south 
of  Ca])e  Ilenlopen  found  it  necessary  to  put  back  ou  discovering  con- 
siderable water  in  the  forward  ])art  of  the  ship.  I  enclose  a  copy  of 
that  letter,  in  case  it  should  not  have  reaiihed  you. 

1  have  thoroughly  cleaned  the  timbers  fore  and  aft,  taking  a  large 
quantity  of  cotton  waste  and  dirt  from  under  the  boilers,  whicli  had 
choked  them  and  prevented  the  water  from  running  to  the  engine 
pumps.  1  al.so  shifted  some  shot  ballast  from  the  forward  ovei'hang  to 
the  coal  bunkers,  bringing  her  out  of  the  water  aft  33  inches,  lorward 
381  inches,  amidsliips  Ki  inches,  making  her  5.1  inches  by  the  stein.  On 
the  l.'8th  I  went  to  sea  in  that  trim  with  the  wind  from  the  westward, 
the  ship  steering  beautifully,  not  burying  so  much,  and  in  every  respect 
performed  well,  the  water  running  freely  to  the  engine  pumps,  which 
easily  free  her. 

In  going  rapidly  through  the  water  when  being  towed  the  vessel 
takes  in  water  through  the  hawse  pipe,  the  ])ipes  leading  from  the 
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cliauuel  around  the  turret  to  the  hold,  and  various  small  Icaifs  about 
the  decks  aud  armor  shelf,  which  are  not  causes  of  uneasiness  as  long 
as  it  has  free  access  to  the  engine  pumps. 

Whilst  the  ship  was  in  tow  I  could  not  determine  her  speed.  On 
arriving  off  Cape  Heury  I  cast  off  from  the  Connecticut  and  ciime  up  to 
this  anchorage  under  her  own  steam.  She  attained  a  si)eed  of  8  knots 
with  30  pounds  of  steam,  making  ()4  revolutions,  but  could  not  be  kept 
;it  that  on  account  of  the  boilers  foaming. 

I  enclose  herewith  the  engineer's  report  in  relation  to  the  perform- 
ance of  the  engine,  etc. 

TLe  compass  does  not  work  well,  varying  from  1  to  4  points  at  differ- 
ent headings.

U.  S.  S.  Montauk, 
Beanfort,  K.  C,  January  5,  18(io. 
Sir:  1  respectfully  report  that  this  ship,  under  ray  command,  arrived 
off  tliis)harbor  at  7 :  M)  o'clock  a.  m.  yesterday,  and  on  entering  grounded 
(on  the  beginning  of  the  ebb  tide)  in  10^  feet  of  water,  about  a  mile 
inside  of  the  bar,  two  army  tugs  coming  to  our  assistance.  I  carried 
out  with  one  of  them  an  anchor  and  discharged  into  the  other  our  pro- 
jectiles and  a  quantity  of  ballast.  At  5  o'clock  p.  m.,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  U.  S.  S.  Miami  and  one  of  the  tugs,  1  succeeded  in  hauling  her 
off,  aud  reached  this  anchorage  at  about  G  o'clock  p.  in.  When  aground 
at  low  water  she  had  8.J  feet  of  water  alongside.  On  floating  she  showed 
no  increase  of  water  in  the  hold,  and  during  the  night,  at  anchor,  made 
no  more  tliun  usual.  1  therefore  infer  tliat  she  is  not  materially  strained. 
1  am  now  taking  in  our  shot,  shell,  and  ballast,  and  shall  break  out  the 
thwartship  coal  bunker  in  order  to  satisfy  myself  that  there  is  nothing 
under  it  likely  to  choke  the  limbers. 
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I  sball  adopt  every  means  that  my  experience  and  judgment  suggest 
to  avoid  accidents  and  render  the  ship  as  eflficieut  as  possible  for  tbe 
service  required  of  her.  On  the  passage  from  Hampton  Eoads  the 
weather  was  nnexceptionably  fine  and  the  water  smooth,  except  off  Cape 
Hatteras,  where  I  encountered  a  heavy  swell  from  the  northward  and 
eastward,  whicli  caused  the  ship  to  roll  considerably,  taking  water  in 
large  quantities  on  her  deck.

Sir  :  Your  telegraphic  dispatch  of  yesterday  was  received  last  night 
at  10:45,  and  orders  were  then  given  for  coaling  the  Vanderbilt  imme- 
diately. 

On  the  13th  instant  I  informed  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance  of  an  accident 
to  the  pillow  block  or  saddle  of  the  150-pounder  rifle  of  the  Patapsco, 
now  lying  at  Newport  News,  and  enclosed  a  report,  with  drawing,  from 
Commander  Ammen  on  the  subject. 

The  gun  is  rendered  unserviceable  by  the  accident.  The  Bureau  has 
sent  down  two  workmen  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the  carriage, 
and  a  new  saddle  is  being  made  at  tlie  Washington  navy  yard. 
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I  make  this  explanation,  as  the  Dei>artment,  from  its  dispatch  of  last 
night,  seemed  to  consider  the  Patapsco  in  readiness  for  her  destination 
under  previous  orders.

P.  S. — I  sent  the  Lodona  to  Norfolk  to  swing  ship  round  the  buoy  off 
the  navy  hospital  and  find  the  error  of  her  compasses.

Passing  Sandy  Hook  at  1  p.  m.  of  the  19th,  on  the  following  day 
being  off  the  capes  of  the  Delaware,  and  the  weather  assuming-  a 
threatening  appearance,  1  deemed  it  expeilient  to  seek  shelter,  and 
accordingly  ran  in  and  anchored  inside  the  breakwater,  where  I 
remained  until  yesterday  at  5  p.  m.,  riding  out  the  furious  gale  of

Sir:  Your  choice,  the  Pawnee,  is  assigned  to  tow  or  convoy,  as  you 
may  wish,  the  Patapsco  to  Port  Royal  when  you  are  ready  for  sea,  having 
made  all  the  mechanical  and  professional  arrangements  necessary  in 
your  judgment  for  pre])ariug  the  Patapsco  and  taking  her  safely  to  her 
destination,  and  when  you  think  the  weather  suitable  for  making  the 
passage.  It  is  left  to  your  judgment  entirely  as  to  stopping  for  refuge, 
l)utting  back,  transferring  to  the  Pawnee  any  articles  or  persons  from 
your  vessel,  lightening  or  trimming  her,  and  to  do  whatever  you  think 
proper  for  accomplishing  the  sole  object  of  the  Department,  which 
is  to  get  the  Patapsco  safely  to  Port  Royal.  I  will  give  you  every 
facility  in  my  power.  You  had  better  send  the  paymaster  witli  his 
funds  and  accounts  on  board  the  Pawnee  and  take  plenty  of  Coston 
signals,  which  the  Bureau  recommends  should  be  used  according  to  the 
maker's  charts,  etc.  Our  vessels  off  Wilmington  have  for  the  present 
a  different  arrangement  of  numbers  for  the  Coston  signals,  which  you 
understand.

Case  says  Iroquois  will  take  at  least  a  week  to  repair;  Rodgers  hopes 
to  have  his  pumps  ready  by  to-morrow  night,  and  reports  that  theu 
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much  other  necessary  work  will  remain  undone.  Have  iustructed  him 
to  do  everything  that  is  uecessary  for  getting  the  Weehawhen  to  Port 
Eoyal  in  safety.  Similar  iustructions  to  Ammen.  Kodgers  prefers  the 
Lodona  and  Ammen  the  Pawnee  to  the  Vanderbilt  to  tow  and  convoy 
their  respective  vessels.  Both  commanders  prefer  not  to  sail  until  the 
wind  blows  out  its  easting  and  comes  round  northwest.  Neither  the 
Lodona  uor  Faioiec  have  a  coast  pilot.  Vanderbilt  is  coaling.  Will 
have  in  to-morrow  1,000  tons  coal  and  four  months' provisions.  Can 
take  much  more  of  each.

Report  of  Captain  Rodgers,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  cruise  of  the  V.  S.  B.  Weehawken  from 
New  York  to  Hampton  Roads. 

U.  S.  Ironclad  Weehawken, 
I^orfolk  Navy  Yard,  Jamiary  26,  1863. 

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  18th  instant,  while  lying 
in  New  York  Harbor,  the  Boardman,  side- wheel  tug,  came  alongside  to 
tow  us  to  the  Chesapeake,  whereupon  we  immediately  got  underway 
for  sea. 

When  just  outside  the  Hook  the  wind  suddenly  chopped  round  to 
the  N.  E.  and,  the  julots  thought,  gave  indications  of  a  gale.  These  I 
could  not  perceive,  but  I  knew  the  Boardman  would  founder  in  rough 
weather  and  the  Weehau-ken  be  left,  in  case  of  accident  to  her  machin- 
ery, to  drift  upon  a  lee  shore.  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  anchor  and  report 
the  character  of  the  tug  to  the  admiral  commanding  the  station. 

It  was  found  no  better  vessel  could  be  procured  and  we  sailed  next 
morning,  the  19th,  towed  by  the  Boardman  and  under  convoy  of  the 
Iroquois,  Captain  Case,  which  in  the  meanwhile  had  anchored  near  us 
at  Sandy  Hook. 

We  steamed  down  the  coast,  generally  in  sight  of  the  land,  and  with 
the  water  smooth.  On  the  20th  we  were,  at  daylight,  off  tlie  entrance 
to  the  Delaware.  At  about  8  o'clock  it  was  reported  to  me  that  the 
Boardman,  with  us  in  tow,  had  turned  and  was  seeking  shelter  under 
the  breakwater. 

The  weather  was  no  longer  fine,  but  I  did  not  think  the  appearance 
justified  my  seeking  shelter,  and  the  tug  was  ordered  to  stand  on  for 
the  Chesapeake.  The  weather  grew  continually  worse  and  the  barom- 
eter fell  regularly,  but  I  did  not  anticipate  more  than  I  judged  the 
Weehawken  could  easily  weather. 

The  performance  of  the  vessel  in  the  seaway  was  admirable ;  I 
remarked,  however,  that  ^yhen  the  towline  from  any  cause  was  slack- 
ened, the  motion  of  the  vessel  was  better  than  when  it  was  stretched. 

At  about  2:30  p.  m.  the  Boardman  was  no  longer  of  use,  and  it 
seemed  probable  that  we  should  find  her  an  encumbrance.  Made  signal 
to  her  to  leave  us  and  look  out  for  her  own  safety. 

We  cut  the  towline  in  order  not  to  endanger  our  propeller;  with  the 
sea  breaking  over  our  decks,  it  would  not  have  been  safe  to  send  men 
to  gather  it  in  had  she  cast  it  off.  We  were  then  in  sight  of  Fenwick's 
Island  light,  [Maryland).  Tlie  Boardman  ran  to  the  northward  and  was 
soon  out  of  sight.  I  have  since  heard  that  she  arrived  safely  inside  the 
breakwater,  but  half  full  of  water. 
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Upon  seeiiifr  the  Boardman  leave  us,  the  Iroquois  promptly  ran  down 
from  her  station  to  windward  and  offered  to  tow  us,  but  I  decliued, 
thinking  we  should  do  better  alone. 

The  vessel  commenced  leaking  through  the  hawse  hole;  put  new 
parceling  and  lashing  on  to  restrain  the  leak,  which  gradually  increased, 
notwithstanding  our  efforts.  It  was  thought  opening  in  the  overhang 
admitted  water  from  the  deck.  We  commenced  leaking  badly  from  the 
after  overhang;  here,  too,  the  flow  of  water  increased  as  the  gale  grew 
worse,  but  it  was  still  thought  that  these  leaks  were  from  the  deck. 

The  steam  pumps  were  continually  choked,  and  much  time  was  lost 
in  clearing  them. 

Our  limbers,  which,  when  we  received  the  vessel,  it  was  reported  had 
been  carefully  cleaned,  proved  to  be  very  foul;  cotton  waste,  lamps,  oil 
feeders,  hammers,  and  chips  obstructed  the  flow  of  water  to  the  pumps 
and  interrupted  their  action;  we  cleared  as  much  of  them  out  as  we 
could. 

The  water  at  last  forced  up  the  floor  plates  in  the  Are  room  and  cov- 
ered the  ash  pits.  The  leaks  still  increasing,  it  was  found  that  the  flres 
had  been  neglected;  that  two  furnaces  were  so  far  out  as  to  need 
rekindling  with  wood;  that  the  others  were  very  low,  and  we  had  only 
10  pounds  of  steam.  In  this  emergency  one  of  our  passengers,  Mr. 
John  Faron,  chief  engineer  in  the  Navy,  promptly  took  measures  to 
reestablish  the  lires  and  procure  the  necessary  ))ressure  of  steam. 

The  sea  was  about  30  feet  high  and  was  made  irregular  and  trying, 
in  consequence  probably  of  the  proximity  of  land. 

Through  all  this  the  behavior  of  the  vessel  was  easy,  buoyant,  and 
indicative  of  thorough  safety.  Her  movements  tilled  me  with  admira- 
tion.    I  saw  in  them  everything  to  admire,  iiotliing  to  improve. 

The  waves  rolled  furiously  across  the  deck;  instead  of  expending 
their  force  against  tlie  side,  as  in  an  ordinary  vessel,  they  swept  harm- 
lessly by.  A  plate  of  flat  iron,  2  inches  thick  and  weighing  some  3,300 
pounds,  was  broken  from  its  lashings  ui)on  the  deck  and  transported 
about  40  feet  to  some  side  stanchions,  which  arrested  its  course  over- 
board and  to  which  it  was  secured. 

The  opinion  formed  then  confirmed  my  anticipations,  that  a  hull  rising 
but  little  above  the  surface  of  the  water  and  having  a  central  elevation, 
as  in  the  monitors,  is  the  shape  to  form  a  good  sea  boat,  and  I  am  con- 
vinced that  on  this  idea  all  successful  ironclads  must  be  built.  This 
form  reduces  the  surface  to  be  plated  to  a  minimum,  and  puts  the  part 
having  the  necessary  elevation  above  the  sea  for  fighting  guns,  where 
it  can  be  carried  without  inconvenience,  and  in  the  Weehairlen  is  easily 
carried.  With  us  I  think  safety  is  solely  a  question  of  strength.  I 
had  relied  upon  former  experience  to  correct  any  faulty  motion  which  I 
might  discover  in  a  seaway  by  shifting  or  reducing  weights.  I  aban- 
doned, however,  the  idea  of  improvements  as  I  watched  the  action  of 
the  vessel;  it  was  perfect.  The  sea  exercised  great  power  uxjon  the 
upper  hull,  and  our  speed,  while  we  could  measure  it,  fell  to  2J  knots, 
and  she  trembled  through  all  her  plating  at  some  of  the  blows  which 
she  received. 

During  the  height  of  the  gale  the  waves  swept  over  us  so  violently 
that  no  one  could  go  on  the  deck  to  heave  either  the  log  or  lead. 

The  stanchions  on  the  side  were  of  the  greatest  service;  without 
their  aid  men  whose  feet  were  swept  from  under  them  would  have  been 
carried  overboard.    Life  lines  at  sea  can  not  be  too  much  multiplied. 

The  pendulum  or  port  stopper  of  the  XI  inch  gun  during  the  gale 
swung  so  as  to  knock  out  the  port  buckler;  a  piece  of  matting,  how- 
ever, wedged  between  the  side  aud  pendulum  temporarily  repaired  the 
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damage,  and  the  i)eudulam  secured  by  sbippiug  aud  lashing-  its  monkey 
tail. 

Spray  came  over  the  turret,  but  no  sea. 

The  water  ran  copiously  down  along  the  base  of  the  smokestack;  this 
is  now  securely  calked,  1  hope. 

A  gasket  of  plaited  hemp  i)iickiug,  saturated  with  tallow,  was  put 
around  the  base  of  the  turret,  between  it  and  the  deck;  the  iron  ring 
covering  the  joint  was  lifted  for  tlie  gasket.  I  do  not  know  that  this 
precaution  was  necessary,  but  no  water  came  in  around  the  turret. 

The  hatches  for  entrance  into  the  vessel  were  (;arefully  calked  with 
oakum  and  paid  with  white  lead.  They  leaked  enough  to  show  how 
much  care  is  requisite  with  openings  in  the  deck.  Now,  with  the  deck 
free  from  water,  I  do  not  believe  that  the  vessel  leaks  more  than  before 
she  sailed;  careful  scrutiny  has  failed  to  detect  any  injury  to  the  iron 
in  the  after  overhang,  from  wiiich  the  gnjatest  part  of  the  water  flowed. 
I  think  that  removing  the  covers  to  the  i)ropeller  and  anchor  wells  had 
a  good  effect. 

Wheu  the  vessel  raised  her  immersed  bow,  the  water  which  this  lifted 
ran  out  through  the  well,  and  in  plunging  the  sea  rose  through  it  high 
above  the  deck. 

About  a  gallon  of  water  a  minute  runs  from  the  port-side  overhang 
into  the  after  overhang.  lu  New  York  this  was  attributed  to  a  loose 
rivet,  and  1  attach  no  imjwrtauce  to  it. 

On  the  night  of  the  20th  and  morning  of  tlie  21st  the  wind  blew  very 
hard— hardest  from  2  to  -4  a.  m.  We  had  been  running  all  night  on  our 
course  rather  in  the  trough  of  the  sea.  At  about  8  o'clock  the  bad 
weather  had  passed  away  and  the  sea  was  much  smoother.  I  then 
made  signals  to  the  Iroquois  for  a  towline,  which  Captain  Case  promptly 
gave.  There  was  still  so  much  motion  that  wc  parted  a  couple  of  new 
y  inch  hawsers.  I  found  that  by  bending  my  towline  to  his  we  did 
much  better,  on  the  principle  of  a  long  scope  of  cable  in  a  seaway.  The 
length  aud  consequent  elasticity  prevented  any  injurious  jerk  and  the 
line  held. 

At  11  a.  m.  we  made  Cape  Heury  liglithouse. 

At  about  1  p.  m.  the  Iroquois  made  signal  that  she  had  disabled  her 
machinery.  We  cast  oft'  her  towline  and  came  in  alone,  anchored  in 
the  fog  off  tlie  Tail  of  the  Horseshoe,  and  got  underway  next  morning, 
the  22d,  as  soon  as  we  could  see  the  ligiit-boiit,  and  came  uj)  to  Fortress 
Monroe,  from  which  1  telegra])hed  our  arrival.  Both  Captain  Case  and 
I  remarked  that  the  ^]"cehawJ%en  did  much  better,  as  regards  motion, 
without  the  towline. 

I  can  not  withhold  my  expressions  of  thanks  to  Captain  Case  for  the 
noble  manner  in  which  he  kci)t  by  me  during  the  uiglit.  His  boats 
were  fully  prepared,  provisioned,  and  watered  for  service,  in  a  night 
too  wild  for  any  boat  to  live.  He  was  always  near  us,  and  handled  his 
vessel  in  a  daring  manner  in  giving  us  towliues  where  a  collision  would 
inevitably  have  sunk  him. 

I  must  also  express  my  thanks  to  the  engineer  passengers  for  the 
purpose  of  observation,  IMessrs.  John  Faron,  chief  engineer  of  the  Navy, 
N.  C.  Davis,  assistant  to  Mr.  Faron,  and  William  Alden,  sent  out  by 
the  contractors.  Without  their  efficient  and  experienced  aid  in  attend- 
ing to  the  machinery  I  dare  not  assert  the  result.

Sir:  The  aunouncemeut  that  this  vessel  is  designated  to  remain 
inactive  ou  this  station  while  the  work  of  subduing  the  forts  and 
defenses  of  Charleston  and  Savannah  harbors  is  being  carried  on  by 
others,  is  most  unwelcome  news  to  myself,  to  my  officers,  and  to  my 
crew,  most  of  whom  have  served  with  me  under  Admiral  Du  Pont  on 
the  South  Atlantic  Station  for  the  last  year.  Having  seen  almost  daily 
the  rebel  flag  flying  on  the  fortifications  of  Charleston,  or  the  approaches 
thereto,  and  failed  in  one  attempt  to  subdue  them,  we  feel  now  an 
earnest  desire  to  be  there  when  tlie  successful  assault  which  shall  open 
the  harbor  of  Charleston,  particularly,  and  place  our  flag  over  its  forts, 
shall  be  made. 

Feeling  ourselves  identified  with  Admiral  Du  Font's  squadron  by  our 
long  service  in  it,  I  earnestly  hope  that  upon  the  arrival  here  of  the 
ironclad  next  finished,  if  the  work  south  is  not  already  done,  we  may 
be  relieved  in  our  present  duty  by  her,  and  be  permitted  to  proceed 
south  and  join  the  fortune  of  our  old  squadron  in  the  great  work  cut  out 
for  them.

Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  make  to  you  the  following  report: 

On  Friday,  the  3()th  January,  I  left  New  York  in  the  chartered 
steamer  Ericsson,  for  the  purpose  of  towing  four  rafts  to  be  delivered 
to  Rear-Admiral  Du  Pont  at  Port  Royal. 

During  the  first  night  out  the  wind  was  fresh  from  W.  N.  W.,  squally, 
and  some  sea  running. 

At  daylight  on  the  31st  discovered  one  of  the  rafts  to  be  missing. 
At  8  a.  m.,  lowered  a  boat  and  examined  the  condition  of  the  remain- 
ing rafts,  so  far  as  practicable,  the  sea  being  too  rough  to  board  them. 
From  all  we  could  see  it  was  evident  that  for  the  safety  of  the  rafts  we 
should  make  for  the  nearest  port  where  they  could  be  refastened. 

As  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  Ericsson  (owing  to  the  weight  of 
shells  and  their  fixtures  on  her  deck,  some  130  tons)  to  take  in  coal 
before  passing  Hatteras,  and  deeming  Fortress  Monroe  most  suitable 
for  both  the  above-mentioned  purposes,  I  at  once  ordered  the  steamer 
to  this  place. 

On  the  3d  instant,  at  7  a.  m.,  being  near  the  land,  in  G  fathoms  water, 
wind  a  gale  from  north,  the  weather  shutting  in  thick  with  snow,  unable 
to  see  the  light-house  on  Cape  Henry,  and  finding  it  impossible  to  get 
the  steamer's  head  offshore,  I  ordered  the  rafts  to  be  slipped  and 
anchored.  On  the  4th  stood  in,  and  at  9.30  a.  m.  fell  in  with  the  rafts. 
Cape  Henry  W.  by  S.  J  S.,  4  miles.  At  9.30  p.  m.  anchored  in  this 
place.

The  Sangamon  passed  New  Castle,  [Del.],  at  5:30  p.  m.  yesterday 
(llth).  The  attack  will  not  be  made  until  tlie  Nahnnt  reaches  her  des- 
tination, and  we  trust  she  may  reach  her  destination  very  early. 

The  Galveston  attair  was  a  severe  blow  to  the  Navy,  utterly  ruining 
our  prestige  in  the  Gulf. 

The  Senate  has  decided  not  to  give  a  vote  of  thanks  except  to  those 
commanding  a  successful  expedition,  including  Worden,  who  is  nomi- 
nated for  a  captain.  Morris  not  yet  acted  u])on.  You  must  lay  out 
your  work  for  Wilmington,  if  jiossible,  without  much  of  an  army  coop- 
eration, as  I  doubt  if  they  will  make  a  march  from  New  Berne.  After 
the  departure  of  the  Xahant  I  do  not  see  why  you  should  not  take  the 
next  tleet  of  ironclads.  The  Keolcuk  (four  Xl-inch  guns),  drawing  9 
feet,  and  the  monitor  Catskill  will  be  ready  within  the  next  two  weeks, 
and  probably  the  Kantuchet.  We  shall  pu.sh  them  all  we  jjossibly  can, 
and  if  you  can  see  your  way  to  attack  Wilmington,  be  sure  that  every- 
thing within  our  reach  will  be  placed  at  your  disposal. 

If  it  is  not  feasible,  the  ironclads  will  be  sent  to  the  Gulf.  I  think 
you  had  better  write  your  views  to  the  Department  in  answer  to  the 
confidential  dispatch  of  the  Secretary  upon  the  subject. 

When  the  Roanolce  is  ready,  as  it  looks  now,  we  shall  send  her  to 
Hampton  lloads.  The  fleet  of  ironclads  having  gone  south,  avc  can 
afford  to  take  more  risks  at  Wilmington  than  would  have  been  advis- 
able at  first.  I  enclose  a  letter  to  Du  Pont  to  go  by  the  Naliaut.  The 
l^ahant  better  pass  within  sight  of  Charleston  going  down,  a.s  Du 
Pont,  not  knowing  that  she  is  intended  for  him,  m<iy  be  at  work  before 
she  arrives.

The  Xl-inch  port  is  laid  out  of  the  right  dimensions  and  was  bored 
by  a  large  shaft  driven  by  an  engine.  The  boring  by  machinery  is  com- 
pleted, leaving  salient  corners  of  iron  between  the  circles  taken  out  by 
the  boring  machine.  This  has  to  be  chipped  off  with  cold  chisels  by 
hand  and  is  of  course  slow  work. 

I  fired  the  XV-inch  gun  with  20  pounds  of  powder,  and  then  with  35 
pounds,  the  full  cliarge,  yesterday,  and  finding  a  recoil  of  but  2  inches, 
the  engineer  of  Mr.  Ericsson,  Mr.  f  W.  K.]  Thomas,  at  once  went  to  work 
to  ease  tlie  slide. 

The  turret  on  one  side  of  the  XV-inch  is  not  bolted  at  all.  It  is 
necessary  to  bore  six  holes  through  the  turret  for  tlie  bolts.  The  men 
are  now  at  work  at  it  and  have  partially  bored  one  of  the  six.  Mr. 
Thomas  protests  against  firing  the  gun  before  it  is  bolted,  as  the  firing 
only  powder  yesterday  started  the  outside  plating.  Going  back  to  tlie 
Xl-inch  gun,  I  wish  to  remark  that  it  is  the  salient  corners  that  prevent 
the  gun  from  being  run  out. 

I  received  my  orders  from  Commodore  Stribling  to  come  here  with 
the  Sangamon  and  report  to  Bear- Admiral  Lee.  I  left  Chester  at  7  a.  m. 
on  Friday  and  arrived  at  the  Minnesota  at  6  p.  m,  Saturday  (yesterday). 
Admiral  Lee  being  absent  in  Washington,  Commander  Crosby  reported 
my  arrival.  This  morning  I  received  the  accompanying  letter  from 
Mr.  Thomas,  who  is  charged  with  the  superintendence  of  the  work  to 
be  done.  He  says  he  must  be  near  a  forge  and  turning  lathe.  I 
therefore  moved  the  vessel  close  to  Fortress  Monroe,  and  Mr.  Thomas 
is  now  on  shore.  Whether  he  has  found  what  he  needs  or  not  I  am  not 
yet  informed. 

I  was  not  instructed  as  to  the  designs  of  the  Department  in  sending 
this  vessel  here,  and  therefore  did  not  make  any  report  before  leaving 
Chester.  I  was  ordered  to  come,  and  I  obeyed ;  but  1  feared  the  Depart- 
ment had  been  deceived  or  misled  as  to  her  condition  for  lighting,  and  I 
have  now  to  state  explicitly  that  I  do  not  see  how  it  is  possible  for  the 
men  employed  in  boring  the  holes  for  the  bolts  and  chipping  the  Xl-inch 
port  to  do  it  in  less  than  three  days,  and  they  may  be  much  longer. 

If  the  Department  had  required  it  of  me,  I  should  have  been  happy 
to  have  told  it  the  truth  before  I  left  Chester. 

I  have  found  that  no  dei>endence  whatever  is  to  be  placed  on  Mr. 
Thomas  for  the  truth  as  to  when  any  one  piece  of  work  can  be  finished. 
As  Mr.  Ericsson  gets  his  information  from  Mr.  Thomas,  and  in  turn  sends 
it  to  the  Department,  the  Department  is  misinformed. 

No  one,  sir,  can  regret  delay  in  our  great  operations  more  than  I  do,  but 
indispensable  work  in  iron  can  not  much  be  hurried  so  long  as  the  labor 
is  constant,  and  all  the  professional  lessons  of  my  life  are  in  opposition 
to  courting  a  meeting  with  an  adversary  who  may  be  formidable  with- 
out being  as  well  prepared  as  possible. 

I  hope  this  letter  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  Department.

Sir  :  I  respectfully  retjuest  that  an  Ericsson  raft  may  be  sent  for  each 
of  the  ironclads  intended  for  Wilmington.  They  can  be  safely  anchored 
niider  Cape  Fear  shoals. 

There  is  now  much  relief  felt  as  to  the  seagoing  qualities  of  the  moni 
tor  class,  and  they,  too,  can  rendezvous  under  the  shoals,  but  I  shall 
prefer  at  once  to  put  them  in  tlie  placid  waters  inside  the  Western  Bar. 
I  have  the  buoys  ready  for  that  bar. 

If  there  is  time,  and  their  services  are  available,  it  will  be  well  to 
take  advantage  of  the  experience  and  efficiency  of  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  Faucoii  and  Engineer  Eobie  to  take  these  rafts  down.  I 
have  required  1,000  rounds  of  ammunition  for  the  Xl-inch  guns  and 
600  rounds  for  the  XV-inch  guns  named  by  Assistant  Secretary  Fox. 
1  am  well  pleased  with  the  force  proposed  by  him,  and  within  a  day  or 
two,  now  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  doing  so,  will  communicate  my 
views  respecting  your  confidential  dispatch  of  the  l.'Jth  ultimo,  the 
receipt  of  which  was  duly  acknowledged.

U.  S.  S.  State  of  Georgia, 
Port  Royal,  S.  C,  February  23,  1863. 
Admiral:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  obedience  to  your 
orders  I  left  Newport  News  on  the  16th  instant  and  proceeded  to  sea 
with  the  U.  S.  ironclad  steamer  Nahant,  Commander  Downes,  in  tow. 
We  had  on  the  passage  rainy  and  disagreeable  weather,  and  no 
observation  for  position  until  we  made  Capo  Roniain,  on  the  evening  of 
the  lOth. 

The  Nahant  seemed  buoyant  and  made  good  weather,  towing  easily, 
an  engine  working  to  its  full  pressure  to  attain  its  greatest  si)eed.  We 
arrived  here  on  the  morning  of  the  20th,  and  reported  to  Admiral  Du 
Pont.  Have  since  discharged  the  ordnance  stores  brought  down,  taken 
in  coal,  and  proceed  this  day  to  join  the  squadron  off  Wilmington. 
There  is  a  vacancy  of  one  master's  mate  in  place  of  Acting  Master's 
Mate  Edward  S.  Bissell,  whose  absence  without  leave  was  reported  in 
December  to  the  Department,  and  whose  account  has  been  closed  by 
order.

I  make  my  thanks  for  yonr  favor  of  the  llith  instant,  received  on  the 
day  ot  my  departure  for  Washington.  Engrossing  squadron  duties, 
which  1  make  a  rule  to  attend  to  before  every  subject,  however  inter- 
esting, that  may  be  deferred  witliout  public  inconvenience,  have  pre- 
vented an  earlier  acknowledgment. 

The  Galveston  affair  was  a  very  untoward  event.  I  have  given  orders 
re(iuiring  the  utmost  vigilance  in  this  squadron.  I  have  sent  to  tlie 
Department  copies  of  my  instructions  to  Murray  and  Flusser,  and  will 
send  copies  of  communications  from  me  to  General  Foster  and  Com- 
mander Murray,  relative  to  an  expedition  to  destroy  the  enemy's  gun- 
boats building  on  the  rivers  in  the  sounds. 

You  know  my  views  in  regard  to  the  Senate's  discouraging  rule,  for 
so  it  is  generally  regarded  by  those  here  who  participated  in  the  great 
naval  victory  at  New  Orleans.  Some  public  men  of  my  acquaintance 
think  it  a  bad  law  to  make  naval  promotions  depend  on  a  vote  of  thanks. 
This  the  rule  does.  While  it  does  justice  to  those  able  and  deserving 
officers  who  have  received  its  benefits,  it  is  a  wet  blanket  to  the  rest  of 
the  jirofession,  especially  to  those  who  accomplished  the  greatest  suc- 
cess of  the  war,  for  the  rule  makes  no  distinction  between  great  vic- 
tories and  smaller  ones.  It  would  not,  in  my  poor  opinion,  have  been 
extravagant  to  have  confirmed  the  acting  appointments  which  the 
necessities  of  the  service  recpiired  to  be  given  to  three  of  those  officers 
who  fought  at  ^'ew  Orleans,  including  Bell,  wlio,  by  opening  the  bar- 
rier, opened  the  way  to  success  tliere. 

You  will  see  from  ray  confidential  dispatch  of  yesterday  that  I  do  not 
now  calculate  upon  army  aid  at  Wilmington.  If  we  take  Fort  Caswell, 
I  will  garrison  it  from  this  ship  for  a  while. 

Commander  Guest  tells  me  that  the  LehigWs  turret  had  to  be  made 
when  left,  and  he  reiterates  that  she  can  not  be  ready  in  six  weeks. 
Admiral  Gregory  informs  him  that  the  Nantucket  is  to  come  down  in 
the  same  unfinished  state  as  the  Sanfjanwn.  The  latter  was  here  several 
days  after  the  departure  of  the  Nahant  without  being  able  to  use  either 
of  her  guns ;  the  blast  of  tlje  K  V  inch  would  have  burst  off  the  plates  of 
the  turret  unbolted  round  the  new  cut  port,  whilst  the  XI  inch  could 
not  enter  its  port,  which  had  been  bored  out,  but  the  intervening  pro- 
jections had  not  been  chipped  ofl'  (R))  «<  tedious  job.     I  think  that 

the  ports  and  pumps,  centrifugal  included,  should  be  all  right  before 
they  come  here. 

The  first  letter  to  Du  Pont  I  sent  by  the  Nahant  as  directed ;  the  last 
one  by  Assistant  Adjutant-General  Townsend,  who  left  here  for  Port 
Royal  on  the  day  of  iny  return  from  Washington  (littli  instant).

Beport  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  transmittiiig  reports  regarding  accident  to 

the  IT.  S.  S.  Keokuk. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  March  19,  1863. 

Sir:  The  Keokuh  arrived  on  the  13th  instant.  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Rhind  informed  me  he  preferred  to  retain  the  tug  Oovernor 
(though  she  was  chartered  at  $300  per  day,  which  he  said  might  prove 
cheapest  in  the  end),  as  she  could  take  him  inside  of  Hatteras  Shoals, 
whereas  the  Sacramento  would  have  to  go  outside  and  take  him  into 
the  Gulf  Stream. 

After  Fleet  Captain  Crosby's  fruitless  efforts  to  find  one  of  our  pilots 
who  could  take  the  Keokuk  inside  of  Hatteras  Shoals,  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Rhind  informed  me  that  he  understood  he  could  get  an  army 
pilot  at  Fortress  Monroe  who  knew  the  inside  passage.  I  a])proved 
this,  telling  him  that  some  of  the  army  transports  were  in  the  habit  of 
running  that  passage  on  their  trips  between  Fortress  Monroe  and  Hat- 
teras Inlet  and  Beaufort,  and  I  advised  him  to  go  to  the  fort  and  see 
about  the  pilot  himself,  saying  to  him  that  that  was  what  1  would  do 
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myself  iu  his  situatiou.  He  immediately  left  me,  sayiug  lie  would  do 
so.  But  subsequeutly  he  took  Mr.  Eyder,  then  here  in  tlie  Cambridge, 
and  whom  Captain  Case  had  got  from  Mr.  Blunt  at  New  York,  as  coast 
pilot  for  the  Iroquois,  from  which  vessel  he  was  transferred  to  the 
Lodona  when  she  towed  the  Weehawken  to  Port  Royal,  as,  after  enquiry, 
no  other  coast  pilot  could  be  found. 

Captain  Rhind  represents  that  Ryder  told  him  he  knew  the  passage 
through  Hatteras  Shoals. 

When  the  buoy  was  run  upon,  Captain  Rhind  was  at  breakfast,  to 
which  he  did  not  go  until  the  pilot  had  got  his  breakfast  and  the 
Keokul-  was  clear  of  the  shipping.  The  pilot,  the  clever  young  first 
lieutenant,  and  the  acting  master  were  on  deck,  the  latter  on  watch 
and  an  experienced  person.  Had  either  of  them  given  orders  in  time 
to  steer  clear  of  the  buoy,  or  had  either  of  them  stopped  the  propeller 
in  time,  or  even  perhaps  if  the  helm  had  been  put  to  starboard  instead 
of  port,  this  trouble  would  have  been  avoided.  I  boarded  the  Keokuk 
on  her  return,  and  as  Captain  Rhind  told  me  he  doubted  the  fidelity 
of  the  pilot,  who  had  just  applied  to  leave  the  vessel,  I  directed  him  to 
have  the  pilot  confined,  and  he  Avas  then  put  in  charge  of  the  master 
at  arms.  Subsequently  Captain  Rhind  put  him  in  irons.  I  have 
directed  him  to  be  released  from  irons,  but  kept  as  a  prisoner  on  board 
the  Brandywine  until  the  pleasure  of  the  Department  is  known  con- 
cerning him. 

Captain  Rhind  now  thinks  that  Ryder  did  not  run  on  the  buoy  inten- 
tionally, and  I  at  this  moment  am  informed  by  Captain  Crosby  that 
Ryder  says  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  that  he  deserted 
from  the  Tuscarora,  on  board  of  which  vessel  he  shipped  after  deserting 
from  the  Nashville.

SiE:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  got  this  vessel  underway  at 
an  early  hour  this  morning  and  carried  her  through  the  shipping  at 
anchor  in  the  roads,  pointed  fairly  all  clear  on  a  course  ]iast  the  light- 
boat  and  went  below  to  breakfast,  leaving  her  in  charge  of  Mr.  Ryder 
(the  pilot)  and  the  ofiicer  of  the  watch.  While  engaged  below  I  heard 
something  strike  her  heavily  aft,  and  ran  into  the  engine  room  as  the 
engines  were  stopped.  Going  on  deck  I  found  the  vessel  foul  of  a  large 
iron  buoy,  the  moorings  of  which  had  so  fixed  themselves  in  our  i)ort 
propeller  that  I  was  unable  to  clear  it.     I  called  the  tug  alongside,  and,

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finding  tbe  buoy  adrift  from  its  moorings,  I  secured  it  to  our  quarter 
and  towed  tbe  vessel  back.  This  accident,  totally  disabliug  the  vessel 
for  the  present,  is  owing  altogether  to  the  extremely  culpable  careless- 
ness of  the  pilot.  I  took  him  on  board  yesterday,  as  I  learned  that  he 
was  believed  capable,  and  that  he  had  been  employed  in  the  service. 
I  found  him  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Cambridge,  and  was  informed  he  had 
taken  the  ironclad  Weehawken  to  the  southward.  The  officer  of  the 
deck,  Acting  Master  James  Taylor,  warned  him  he  was  too  near  the 
buoy.  The  vessel  was  perfectly  under  control  and  not  being  towed. 
Mr.  Whitney  was  on  the  forward  turret  at  the  time  with  the  first  lieu- 
tenant; the  chief  engineer  and  other  officers  were  also  on  deck. 

Divers  may  succeed  in  clearing  the  buoy,  and  I  trust  no  damage  has 
been  done  to  the  shaft  or  propeller.  I  deliver  Mr.  Kyder  to  you  for 
such  action  in  the  case  and  such  enquiry  as  you  may  deem  proper.  I 
have  ascertained  from  one  of  the  officers  of  the  vessel  that  since  Mr. 
Ryder  came  on  board  yesterday  he  spoke  of  having  run  the  blockade 
of  Charleston,  in  and  out.  Had  this  information  reached  me  before,  I 
should  not  have  intrusted  the  vessel  to  his  charge  for  an  instant. 

I  respectfully  request  that  you  will  forward  a  copy  of  this  report  to 
the  Navy  Department.

Sir  :  I  enclose  the  reports  of  the  first  lieutenant,  the  chief  engineer. 
Acting  Master  Taylor,  and  Acting  Ensigns  Bullis  and  Mcintosh  lela- 
tive  to  the  disaster  to  this  vessel,  and  the  conduct  of  the  pilot,  Mr. 
Ryder. 

I  called  the  pilot  into  the  cabin  this  evening  and  questioned  him  in 
the  presence  of  the  first  lieutenant.  I  obtained  the  information  tliat 
after  having  run  the  blockade  into  the  port  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  he 
enlisted  in  the  rebel  service  on  board  the  steamer  Nashville,  went  to 
Southampton  in  her,  and,  according  to  his  statement,  deserted  and 
found  his  way  to  New  York,  oflered  himself  as  a  candidate  for  exam- 
ination as  coast  pilot,  having,  as  he  says,  given  his  previous  history. 
I  can  hardly  credit  the  latter  portion  of  his  statement.  I  should  not 
certainly  have  permitted  him  to  be  on  board  the  vessel  had  I  the 
information  now  possessed  of  his  previous  career.  His  having  exhib- 
ited a  desire  to  leave  for  Norfolk  m  the  tug  which  ciiine  alongside  of 
our  anchorage  strengthens  my  suspicions  of  liis  integrity,  and  I  have 
put  him  in  irons  until  further  orders.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  question  about  my  supplying  a  pilot  for  tlie 
Keokuk,  I  would  state  that  I  had  endeavored  to  obtain  one  that  could 
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take  the  vessel  inside  of  the  Hatteras  Shoals,  as  Uai)taiii  Khiud  wished 
a  pilot  who  could  take  him  througli  that  channel.  I  sent  for  and  exam- 
ined the  pilots  here  in  the  naval  employ  as  Chesapeake  and  .lames 
Kiver  pilots,  but  did  not  find  them  sudieiently  acquainted  with  the 
Hatteras  Channel  to  recommend  them. 

I  enquired  of  Captain  Hunt,  of  the  quartermaster's  department  at 
Fortress  Monroe,  for  a  good  coast  ])ilot,  and  he  informed  me  that  he 
had  a  good  one,  which  I  mentioned  to  Captain  lihind;  also  to  tlie 
captain  of  the  steam  tug  Governor,  the  tug  emi>loyed  to  convoy  the 
Keokuk. 

I  was  not  aware  that  Joseph  H.  Ryder,  pilot,  had  been  taken  by  the 
Keokuk  until  the  following  morning,  as  you  had  ordered  him  sent  on 
board  of  the  U.  S.  brig  Perry. 

When  I  sent  on  board  the  Cambridge  nfter  him,  1  learned  that  he 
had  gone  in  the  Keokuk,  and  that  Captain  C  S.  Boggs,  of  the  Saera- 
mento,  had  taken  the  pilot  of  the  Cambridge. 

According  to  Ryder's  statement  to  me  to-day,  he  was  examined  by  Mr. 
Blunt,  of  New  York,  and  recommended  to  Captain  Case,  of  the  Iro- 
qnois,  who  took  him  as  his  pilot  to  Fortress  Monroe,  when  he  was 
transferred  to  the  Lodona,  which  vessel  he  piloted  to  Port  Royal;  from 
thence  he  was  sent  here  by  Admiral  Du  Pont. 

I  asked  him  what  excuse  he  had  for  running  the  Keokuk  over  the 
buoy;  he  replied  that  he  had  none. 

He  said  that  he  saw  the  buoy  and  thought  he  could  clear  it;  that  the 
buoy  was  on  the  port  side,  and  he  ordered  the  helmsman  to  port  the 
helm.  In  reply  to  my  question  why  ho  ran  so  close  to  the  buoy,  he 
said  he  did  not  know  the  flanges  of  the  propeller  stuck  out  so  far. 

He  says  that  the  Lodona,  Iroquois,  and  Keokuk  were  the  only  pro- 
pellers he  ever  served  on  board  of. 

He  was  born  in  England,  and  had  lived  in  Long  Island  since  he  was 
5  months  old,  was  a  citizen  of  New  York,  was  a  seaman  on  board  a  brig 
that  ran  into  Charleston  at  the  commencement  of  the  war,  afterwards 
shipped  on  board  the  Xashville  at  Charleston  to  get  out  of  the  country, 
then  deserted  and  joined  the  Tuscarora  at  Southampton ;  deserted  from 
her  and  returned  to  the  United  States.

I  have  also  to 
I  eport  that  I  have  received  information  by  contrabands,  four  of  whom 
came  to  my  ship  December  30,  that  there  were  two  schooners  in  Little 
Hiver,  nearly  or  quite  loaded  for  sea,  and  also  one  iu  Shallotte  in  the 
same  condition. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  31st  a  sail  was  discovered  inside,  which  we 
thous'ht  was  working  down  to  Little  Itiver  Bar.  We  soon,  however,  lost 
sight  of  her.  At  sunset  I  got  underway  and  proceeded  to  Little  Kiver 
and  lay  oft"  and  on  for  a  while.  At  8  p.  m.  1  came  to  anchor  and  sent 
a  boat  on  shore.  At  the  first  point  of  landing  they  were  met  by  cavalry 
pickets  and  retired.

Admiral:  Having  received  your  letter  of  the  28th  ultimo  at  New 
Berne,  I  conceived  its  contents  of  so  much  importance  in  its  bearings 
upon  our  joint  operations  as  to  require  a  personal  interview  and  a 
statement  in  writing  of  the  obstacles  and  facilities  to  be  encountered 
in  the  proposed  attack  on  Wilmington. 

1st.  I  understand  that  none  of  the  ironclads  can,  from  their  draft  of 
water,  enter  New  Inlet.  They  can  not,  therefore,  obtain — what  is  so 
much  needed  against  the  earthen  batteries  of  Fort  Fisher — a  reverse 
fire  upon  the  guns  and  gunners  on  the  sea  front  while  the  wooden  gun- 
boats occupied  that  front  from  the  outside.  The  only  att;ick,  therefore, 
that  the  naval  forces  can  make  on  Fort  Fisher  will  be  from  the  outside. 
Against  such  an  attack,  however  strongly  made,  the  fort  is  so  strongly 
defended,  by  means  of  high  and  thick  earthen  parapets  and  numerous 
traverses,  as  well  as  casemated  protections,  that  the  attack  in  all  prob- 
ability will  fail  to  reduce  the  work. 

2d.  My  part  of  the  programme  was  to  march  from  New  Berne  with 
my  whole  force  and  to  attack  Wilmington  in  the  rear  at  the  same  time 
that  the  naval  forces  executed  their  powerful  diversion  on  Fort  Fisher, 
relying  upon  that  diversion  being  of  [so]  serious  a  character  as  to 
endanger  (if  it  did  not  actually  take  the  fort)  the  safety  of  the  work, 
which  would  therefore  have  to  have  retained  for  its  defense  a  large  and 
powerful  garrison.  As  the  case  now  stands,  the  ironclads  not  being 
able  to  get  into  the  inlet,  the  garrison  will  soon  perceive  their  advan- 
tage in  having  the  attack  only  from  the  direction  whence  they  have 
been  so  long  preparing  to  receive  it,  and  can  easily  detach  a  portion  of 
its  force  to  aid  in  the  defense  of  Wilmington. 

The  time  consumed  in  my  march  (at  least  seven  days)  will  also  ena- 
ble a  portion  of  the  forces  to  be  drawn  from  Charleston  and  Savannah, 
inasmuch  as  the  true  point  of  attack  of  our  expedition  will  be  pro- 
nounced on  the  moment  I  begin  my  march.  Of  course,  all  the  forces  in 
North  Carolina  and  those  on  the  line  of  the  railroad  in  the  southern 
part  of  Virginia  can  be  concentrated  to  meet  me.  I  shall  therefore 
have  a  strong  force  to  meet  and  overcome,  and  the  taking  of  Wilming- 
ton and  its  defenses  will  depend  upon  my  success  alone,  inasmu('h  as 
the  ironclads  can  not  get  into  the  river  to  aid  me.  There  are  many 
elements  necessary  to  my  success  which  may  fail  me,  viz : 

1st.  All  my  force  will  have  to  cross  New  Eiver,  one  column  at  Jack- 
sonville (Onslow,  [N.  C.])  by  the  bridge  and  the  other  at  the  mouth  of 
the  river  by  a  ferry,  which  we  will  have  to  establish  ourselves  by  means 
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of  light  draft  steamers  towing  scows.    This  second  column  will  also 
have  to  cross  White  Oak  Eiver  by  the  same  means. 

2d.  I  depend  upon  my  supplies  coming  in  at  one  of  the  inlets,  say 
New  Topsail  Inlet  or  Masouboro  Inlet.  Recent  information,  however, 
goes  to  show  that  Masonboro  Inlet  is  defended  by  batteries  against 
which  the  guns  of  the  fleet  will  not  be  effective,  in  consequence  of  the 
breadth  of  the  sound. 

New  Topsail  Inlet  has  also  a  great  defect  in  being  rather  narrow  and 
continuing  in  a  narrow  cliannel  across  the  sound  to  the  mainland,  where 
the  lauding  is  at  the  mouth  of  a  stream  or  inlet  and  of  a  very  limited 
character. 

This  will  not  allow  of  a  good  cover  to  the  landing  by  the  light-draft 
steamers  (improvised  as  gunboats) ;  neither  will  it  allow  a  rapid  land- 
ing of  the  stores  and  supplies,  as  very  few  schooners  can  get  in  to  the 
lauding  at  one  time.    In  my  opinion,  it  will  not  answer  as  a  depot. 

3d.  My  wagon  train  for  supplies  and  ammunition,  which  will  have  to 
be  large,  so  as  to  depend  as  little  as  possible  for  constant  supplies  upon 
tlie  depots  that  it  would  be  ne(;essary  to  establish,  will  be  an  mcum 
brance  on  the  long  march,  and  will  be  more  or  less  exposed  to  raids 
from  the  enemy's  cavalry. 

After  taking  Wilmington  and  destroying  the  bridges  on  the  southern 
railroads  near  the  city,  and  also  the  one  on  the  Wilmington  and  Wei 
don  Kailroad,  it  will  require  a  siege  to  take  Fort  Fisher,  and  this  with 
my  rear  exposed  to  a  new  and  accumulated  force  of  the  enemy,  and 
with  my  base  of  supplies  no  safer  than  at  first. 

4th.  In  fine,  I  am  (juite  convinced,  since  learning  that  the  ironclads 
can  not  enter  New  Inlet  and  cooperate  powerfully  in  that  way,  by  oper 
ating  on  the  rear  of  the  defenses  on  Federal  I'oint,  if  not  even  in  taking 
Fort  Fisher,  which  J  confidently  expected,  that  my  force  is  too  small  to 
undertake  the  capture  of  Wilmington  and  the  siege  of  Fort  Fisher 
upon  a  single  venture  with  the  elements  of  delay  enumerated  above. 

oth.  I  think  that  water  communication  should  be  substituted  for  land 
transportation  in  the  movement  of  my  troops,  so  as  to  insure  rapidity 
of  movement  and  prevent  letting  the  enemy  know  where  I  am  to  attack 
until  1  commence  to  land.  This  will  leave  the  actual  point  of  attack 
and  landing  to  be  selected  at  the  last  moment,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  immediate  necessities  of  the  case,  the  weather,  the  enemy's  i)repa- 
rations,  etc. 

(ith.  In  order  to  have  the  attack  converted  into  a  perfect  joint  opera- 
tion, I  propose,  which  is  in  accordance  with  your  own  views,  to  make 
Fort  Caswell  the  first  point  of  attack;  the  monitors  to  attack  from  the 
channel  and  my  force  to  besiege  the  fort  afte)'  landing  upon  Oak  Island. 
A  portion  of  my  force  can  be  lauded  on  Smith's  Island  to  erect  a  battery 
to  cut  ott'  the  enemy's  supply  boats  trying  to  reach  the  fort. 

Relying  upon  the  above  fully  meeting  your  views,  I  propose  to  lay 
them  at  once  before  General  Halleck  for  his  approval.

Sir  :  I  have  just  (at  noon)  received  your  confidential  letter  of  the  29th 
ultimo  by  the  hands  of  Commander  Trenchard,  of  the  Rhode  Island, 
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By  my  communication  of  the  30th,  which  I  left  with  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Braine  to  take  to  you  after  obtaining  what  information  he 
could  of  the  obstructions,  a  duplicate  of  which  I  transmitted  to  you 
upon  my  arrival  here  by  the  Gahawba,  you  will  perceive  by  the  depth 
over  New  Inlet  that  the  Passaic  could  not  safely  go  over  it. 

At  the  Western  Bar,  with  15  feet  at  high  water,  the  Fassaic  can  get 
over;  but  at  the  Rips  of  Fort  Caswell,  where,  if  there  were  no  artificial 
obstructions,  the  depth  of  S  feet  at  low  water  and  narrow  channel  and 
strong  current,  and  the  difficulty,  in  consequence,  of  keeping  in  the 
cliannel  by  a  vessel  steering  badly,  would  bean  obstacle;  and  being 
inside,  having  passed  it,  there  is  no  coming  back  in  case  of  want  ot 
ammunition  or  other  cause. 

Fixed  pile  or  other  permanent  obstructions  are  almost  impossible  to 
be  removed  under  such  tire  as  could  be  .brought  to  bear  from  the  fort, 
but  could  of  course  be  removed  at  pleasure  after  the  fort  was  taken. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Braine,  if  he  can  obtain  the  desired  informa- 
tion before  my  return  to  Cape  Fear  River,  will  convey  it  at  once  to  you, 
and  may  possibly  be  on  his  way  to  you  now.  I  left  with  him  a  small 
boat,  fitted  with  two  pair  of  sculls,  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  for  such 
obstructions  under  cover  of  darkness  or  other  favorable  (;ircum stances. 

The  lilwde  Island  lias  been  to  Cape  Fear  River  and  returned  here 
with  the  dispatch  from  you,  and,  as  she  can  get  to  Hampton  Roads 
before  you  leave,  and  nothing  for  her  to  do  here,  I  think  it  best  to  dis- 
patch her  with  this  for  your  information,  aud,  having  Commander  Bank- 
head  of  the  ill-fated  Monitor  and  the  others  he  saved  from  her,  it  will 
relieve  your  mind  from  anxiety  and  doubt,  probably  caused  by  the  first 
information  you  may  have  received  of  this  disaster.

Sir  :  Captain  Sands  reports,  under  date  of  the  30th  of  December,  that 
on  the  evening  of  December  25  the  Victo7-ia,  blockading  below  Cape 
Fear  River,  chased  away  from  shore  a  propeller  steamer  evidently 
intending  to  violate  the  blockade,  and  on  the  28th.  off  Shallotte  Inlet, 
Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Hooker,  commanding  the  Victoria,  reports 
(December  29)  that  at  11:45  a.  m.  a  stranger  steamer,  which  he  had 
made  out  at  11  a.  m.,  hauled  up  for  the  land.  He  gave  chase  till  2  p.  m., 
when  the  steamer  abandoned  her  intention  and  stood  offshore,  going 
very  fast.  She  is  described  as  two-masted,  very  rakish,  had  the  appear- 
ance of  two  smoke  pipes,  and  dark-colored  paint;  could  not  make  out 
whether  side  wheel  or  propeller,  but  think  side-wheel.  Both  strangers 
are  described  as  far  superior  in  speed  to  the  Victoria.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  failed  to  ca])tnre  tlie  Wil- 
mington pilots  because  my  schooner  was  three  times  becalmed,  inshore, 
at  the  points  where  1  desired  to  act.  Having  learned,  however,  that 
there  was  a  ])ilot  station  at  Little  Kiver,  30  miles  below  Fort  Caswell, 
I  made  sail  for  that  point  and  reached  it  on  the  morning  of  the  5th. 
At  )S  o'clock  at  night  I  crossed  the  bar  with  three  cutters  and  twenty- 
tive  men,  and  proceeded  up  the  river.  My  object  was  to  look  for 
pilots,  and  also  to  find  some  schooners  supposed  to  be  inside.  About 
a  mile  from  the  mouth  the  enemy  gave  us  a  volley  of  musketry  from  a 
blntfon  the  left. 

I  beached  the  boats  at  once,  formed  my  men  about  200  yards  from 
the  enemy's  position,  and  gave  the  order,  "forward;  double  quick; 
charge."  Without  firing  a  musket  the  men  moved  forward,  and  when 
we  got  cieai'  of  the  woods  I  saw  a  fort  in  front  and  the  light  of  the 
camp  fires.  Knowing  that  the  rebels  were  ignorant  of  our  numbers,  1 
charged  with  the  bayonet  and  captured  their  works,  going  over  one 
side  as  they  escaped  over  the  otlier.  I  found  tlie  fort  an  earthwork, 
surrounded  by  a  ditch  about  10  feet  broad  by  5  deep.  Inside  was  a 
blockhouse  pierced  for  musketry.     No  guns  were  mounted.     I   learn 
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that  it  was  held  by  one  company  of  infantry.  The  enemy  left  in  such 
haste  that  their  stores,  clothing,  ammunition,  and  a  portion  of  their 
arms  were  captured.  I  destroyed  all  that  I  could  not  bring  away.  I 
went  a  short  distance  farther  up  the  river;  had  another  skirmish;  did 
not  see  the  schooners;  got  out  of  amunition  and  returned  with  the  loss 
of  but  one  maJi  shot  in  the  leg.  In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  state 
that  officers  and  men  behaved  nobly.  Acting  Master's  Mates  Valentine 
and  Hicks  were  with  me.  Acting  Master  Savage,  commanding  mor- 
tar schooner  Mattheic  Vassar,  furnished  me  with  two  boats  and  a 
portion  of  the  men.

No  side- 
wheel  vessel  can  be  taken  on  the  screw  dock  with  over  37  feet  beam 
without  taking  off  her  wheels,  and  to  go  on  the  railway  the  ship  has  to 
be  lightened  to  9  feet  C  inches  forward  and  12  feet  aft ;  to  obtain  this 
draft,  coal  and  ammunition  will  have  to  be  removed. 

Commodore  Dornin  has  informed  the  Department  and  asked  for 
instructions. 

The  ship  is  leaking  even  in  this  smooth  water,  and  it  is  believed  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  take  her  out  of  water.

at  Newport  News. 

U.  S.  Frigate  New  Ironsides, 

Neicport  News,  January  7,  1863. 
ADMIRAL:  I  have  received  your  order  directing  me  to  send  the  gun- 
boat Commodore  Morris  down  to  report  to  you,  and  it  is  done. 

1  hope  you  may  find  it  within  your  power  to  send  a  gunboat  to  take 
her  place. 
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You  cau,  of  course,  judge  better  than  myself  of  the  necessities  of  the 
service  here,  from  your  superior  knowledge  of  the  force  and  movements 
of  the  enemy.  The  condition  of  the  boilers  of  the  Galena  is  such  as  to 
make  me  apprehensive  of  very  little  assistance  from  her.  In  case  of  a 
protracted  fight,  I  should  fear  that  she  might  break  down. 

A  fast  gunboat  here  would  be  a  most  useful  vessel  to  me  from  other 
considerations. 

1  have  nothing  to  overhaul  anything  that  might  pass  me  except  the 
YoH)i(j  America,  tugboat,  and  she  is  at  this  moment  without  coal  and 
would  not  be  a  very  eftective  vessel  from  which  I  could  expect  impor- 
tant aid  in  any  emergency  that  might  arise  at  this  anchorage. 

I  submit  these  considerations  to  your  better  Judgment  in  the  anxiety 
which  I  feel  to  perform  my  whole  duty  here,  satisfied  that  what  you 
determine  upon  will  be  for  the  good  of  the  service,  and  that  you  will 
do  justice  to  the  feelings  which  have  promi)ted  me  to  secure,  to  the 
best  of  my  ability,  the  safety  of  the  command  with  which  1  have  been 
intrusted.

Sir:  I  forward  you  herewith  a  chart*  of  Cape  Pear  Eiver,  with  the 
(litlereiit  batteries  and  obstiuctioiis  marked  upon  it;  also  the  route  of 
tlie  railroads  from  VVilmiiigtoii,  as  furnished  me  by  Mr.  Savage,  who 
came  off  from  Masoubovo  Inlet  about  two  weeks  since.  He  states  what 
I  liiive  uiarked  u])Oii  the  chart  as  his  iiersoiial  knowledge.  I  believe 
liini  to  be  a  good  river  pilot.  You  will  see  upon  examination  that  I 
have  marked  where  it  is  believed  a  10-foot  channel  exists  at  high  water. 
As  yet,  owing  to  my  being  sent  to  Shallotte  Inlet  to  blockade,  I  have 
not  been  able  to  give  Mr.  Kroehl  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  obstruc- 
tions off  Fort  Caswell.

Parker  of  a  joint  exi)edition  up  the  Panuinkey  Kiver  on  the  7th  and  8th 
instant  with  the  navy  gunboats  Mahaska  and  Commodore  Morris  and 
the  array  tug  May  Queen.  A  list  of  the  captures  made  by  the  land 
force  is  enclosed  in  Commander  Parker's  report. 

A  more  extensive  enterjirise  was  projected,  but  want  of  water  at  the 
obstructions  prevented  its  full  success ;  as  a  reconnoissance  it  is  valuable.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that,  in  accordance  with  the 
plan  approved  by  you  and  submitted  by  me  to  Major  General  Keyes 
on  the  2d  instant,  I  left  this  place  night  before  last  and  proceeded  to 
West  Point.  Here  a  force  of  200  cavalry,  under  Major  Hall,  was  dis- 
embarked, which  proceeded  immediately  to  Indian  Town,  on  the 
Pamunkey,  while  a  company  of  infantry  held  possession  of  West  Point, 
under  cover  of  the  guns  of  the  General  Putnam.    1  then,  with  this 

*  Not  found. 
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vessel,  the  Commodore  Morris,  and  a  small  tug  called  the  May  Qiieen, 
euteied  the  Painuukey.  Conrrary,  however,  to  my  expectatiou,  from 
my  previous  understanding  with  him,  my  pdot  was  uot  willing  to  run 
through  the  blockade,  a  uuiuber  of  suukeu  vessels,  so  called,  off  Cum- 
berland, before  daylight.  I,  therefore,  came  to  anchor  until  half  past 
3  a.  m.,  when  I  commenced  the  ascent  of  the  river.  At !)  o'clock,  when 
off'  Indian  Town,  within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  the  White  House  by  land, 
and  5  miles  by  the  river,  the  tug  grounded  in  mid-channel  in  7  feet 
water,  and  remained  hard  and  fast  until,  by  running  a  line  to  her  from 
his  vessel,  Lieut«naut-Oommander  Gillis  succeeded  in  hauling  her  off. 
I  now  found  that  the  water  in  the  river  was  lower,  owing  to  the  preva- 
lence of  northerly  winds,  than  my  pilot  has  ever  known  it  to  be  within 
his  experience  of  fifteen  years,  and  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  cross 
tlie  bar  for  some  hours.  After  remaining  there  about  an  hour,  finding 
the  tide  still  falling  and  that  my  movements  were  observed  from  the 
shore,  while  a  dense  smoke  [was]  going  up  from  the  White  House, 
which  I  supposed  to  be  from  a  signal  fire,  I  deemed  it  proper,  under 
my  instructions,  to  retrace  my  steps.  Upon  my  way  down  1  shelled 
Cumberland  Heights,  where  I  expected  to  find  the  sharpshooters  of 
General  Wise's  brigade,  now  stationed  in  that  vicinity.  I  met,  how- 
ever, with  no  resistance  whatever.  I  also  landed  a  force  and  destroyed 
a  railroad  bridge  of  the  West  Point  and  White  House  [Richmond  and 
York  Eiver]  Kailroad,  cut  the  telegraph  wires,  cut  down  the  poles, 
etc.  (I  would  remark  here  that  this  road,  although  in  tolerable  run- 
ning order,  is  not  used  now,  owing  to  the  destruction  of  the  bridge 
across  the  Pamunkey  at  the  White  House  by  our  army  last  summer.) 

Upon  my  arrival  at  West  Point,  I  was  agreeably  surprised  to  find 
that  what  I  had  supi)osed  to  be  a  signal  fire  at  the  White  House  was 
the  burning  of  property  there  by  Major  Hall,  who,  arriving  at  Indian 
Town  just  after  sunrise  and  finding  no  force  there  or  at  the  White 
House  opposite,  except  a  solitary  horseman  who  galloped  off'  in  the 
direction  of  Riclimoud  on  his  approach,  sent  six  men  in  a  skiff  across 
the  river  to  the  White  House  and  burned  the  property  there. 

Enclosed  I  send  you  a  list  of  the  articles  captured  and  destroyed  by 
Major  Hall,  by  which  you  will  perceive  that  the  expedition  was  a  suc- 
cess. Major  Hall  met  with  no  force  of  the  rebels,  on  his  route,  and 
could  not  hear  of  any  being  in  that  vicinity.  He  learned  that  the 
rebels  had  an  "iron  car"  on  the  Richmond  and  York  River  Railroad, 
which  was  removed  from  the  White  House  on  Monday  last. 

In  my  reconnoissance  of  the  Pamunkey,  I  discovered  no  signs  of  life, 

and  there  is  not  a  gun  in  position  on  the  river. ,  whom 

I  employed  as  a  spy  (as  you  know),  informs  me  that  on  Wednesday 
last  the  rebels  commenced  throwing  up  a  new  defensive  work  of  some 
kind  on  the  Richmond  and  Williamsburg  road,  3  miles  from  the  former 
city. 

I  have  to  compliment  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis,  who  will  hand 
you  this  communication,  on  the  skillful  handling  of  his  vessel.

SlE:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  a  successful 
raid  up  the  country  between  the  Pamunkey  and  Mattapony  rivers  and 
at  the  White  House: 

A  detachment  ot  cavalry  of  the  Fifth  Pennsylvania  and  Sixth  New 
York  regiments,  under  Major  W.  P.  Hall,  and  another  of  the  One  hun- 
dred and  fifteenth  Xew  York  Infantry,  under  Captain  McKittrick,  300 
in  all,  left  Yorktown  on  the  evening  of  the  7th  instant  in  steamers 
cooperating  with  the  strong  naval  forces  on  this  station. 

It  was  concerted  witli  Captain  F.  A.  Parker,  commanding  the  gun- 
boats on  the  York  liiver,  that  he  would  clear  out  the  Pamunkey  and 
destroy  the  railroad  station,  etc.,  at  the  White  House,  while  the  infantry 
should  hold  West  Point  with  tlie  aid  of  a  gunboat,  and  the  cavalry 
should  sweep  the  roads  and  country  on  the  left  bank.  Unfortunately, 
however,  the  water  was  too  low  to  enable  the  vessel  to  reach  the 
White  House.  Major  Hall  therefore  crossed  the  river  at  that  point  in 
a  skiff  with  a  small  party,  burned  the  ferryboat,  also  a  small  steamer 
called  the  Little  Magruder,  two  sloops  loaded  with  grain,  two  barges, 
four  pontoon  boats,  a  storehouse  containing  1,000  bushels  of  wheat,  etc., 
a  quantity  of  whisky,  soap,  salt,  etc. 

The  torch  was  then  applied  to  the  railroad  depot,  which  contained 
freight  for  Richmond,  the  tank,  the  rolling  stock,  signal  station,  sutler's 
buildings,  etc.  When  the  destruction  was  complete  the  party  recrossed 
the  river. 

On  the  left  bank  of  the  Pamunkey  the  cavalry  captured  and  brought 
in  6  wagons  and  2  carts,  with  26  mules  and  8  horses.  The  wagons  were 
laden  with  "blockade  goods,"  such  as  salt,  black  lead,  gum  shellac, 
buckles  and  rings,  gutta-percha  belting,  bars  of  tin  and  iron,  brass  wire, 
(50  ounces  of  quinine,  and  a  lot  of  gold  lace,  stripes,  and  stars  for  rebel 
uniforms. 

The  expedition  got  off  without  its  destination  being  known  or  sus- 
pected by  any  person  except  Captain  Parker  and  myself.  The  conduct 
of  Major  W.  P.  Hall,  Sixth  New  York  Cavalry,  entitles  him  to  special 
notice  and  praise.  His  success  was  complete,  and  he  lost  neither  man 
nor  horse. 

It  will  not,  I  trust,  be  deemed  out  of  place  to  say  that  the  success  of 
the  land  part  of  the  expedition  was  largely  indebted  to  Captain  Par- 
ker's admirable  management  of  his  vessels.  On  tliis  and  many  other 
o(;casioiis  I  have  noticed  the  zeal  and  good  judgment  of  that  naval 
officer.

Dear  Sir:  I  find  that  upon  the  17th,  18tli,  and  19th  of  this  month 
we  will  have  the  highest  tides  for  the  next  twenty-four  days ;  this  is 
about  the  change  of  the  moon.    On  the  dates  alluded  to  above  the 
tides  will  be  as  follows:

May  I  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  either  the  17th,  18th,  or  19th  as 
favorable  for  the  contemplated  attack  as  regards  tides  and  times; 

You  will  perceive  that  a  little  before 
sunrise  on  the  18th  the  ironclads  could  (weather  being  favorable)  cross 
the  bar  and  advancing  close  to  Fort  Caswell  havegthe  entire  day  to 
engage  the  enemy,  or  the  highest  water  to  pass  the  liip,  as  you  may 
decide.  Suppose  their  inability  to  pass  obstructions,  they  might  lay  to 
the  westward  of  the  Kip  and  destroy  Fort  Caswell ;  or  if  it  should  be 
necessary  (which  I  trust  not)  they  could  retire  at  6  p.  m.  upon  high 
water. 

I  have  a  man  whom  I  have  engaged  as  river  pilot  for  you;  he  is, 
besides,  a  guide  for  the  country  between  Federal  Point  and  Wilming- 
ton city;  he  has  taken  tlieoath  of  allegiance  willingly.  If  you  think 
it  advisable  I  would  suggest  your  seeing  him  just  before  the  attack.

Sir  :  A  flag-of-truce  steamer  came  down  at  noon  to  day  with  several 
liundred  prisoners  and  some  passengers,  mostly  ladies.  She  bronglit 
no  news,  but  reports  that  Major  Ould  looked  gloomy.  I  got  two  papers 
( lialf  they  had),  which  I  enclose,  viz, The  Enquirer  of  6th  and  9th  instant. 
These  papers  contain  editorials  urging,  if  not  pleading,  for  peace,  and  a 
military  order  of  January  3  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  their  conscrip- 
tion. Editorial  reference  is  made  to  the  fact  that  the  time  of  service  of 
some  of  our  best  troops  expires  next  spring. 

I  believe  that  an  army  and  navy  conscription  law  is  the  great  meas- 
ure of  organization  now  needed  to  put  down  the  rebellion.

She  left  Fortress  Monroe  on  Thursday  morning  aTid  anchored  off  Hog 
Island  at  sunset.  On  Friday  morning  at  sunrise  she  got  underway  and 
arrived  at  City  Point  at  noon. 

She  carried  up  56  ladies,  42  children,  and  1  citizen. 
She  bring.s  down  301  exchanged  prisoners,  4  paroled  sutlers,  4  lady 
passengers^  and  1  foreigner  who  has  a  pass  through  the  Confederate 
lines. 

I  obtained  two  Richmond  papers  of  the  10th  of  January,  which  I  have 
handed  to  you.     She  brings  no  news  of  importance. 

She  left  City  Point  at  3  o'clock  yesterday  and  anchored  off  Jamestown 
at  5,  and  left  Jamestown  at  daylight  this  morning.

The  statement  of  the  smuggling  of  large  quantities  of  goods  into  the 
enemy's  lines  by  the  Dismal  Swamp  road  and  the  Chowan  has  been 
submitted  to  Major-General  Dix.

Sir:  Having  orders  to  communicate  anything  of  ijiterest  in  the 
locality,  1  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  present  to  you  the  status  and 
condition  of  the  river  and  country  adjacent  as  lucidly  as  my  observa- 
tion and  means  of  information  will  permit.  Whatever  communication 
exists  from  the  east  bank  of  the  river  with  the  opposite  and  Petersburg, 
is  carried  on  from  below  West  Grand.  Above  that  point  the  army 
pickets  and  vedettes  are  too  frequent  to  admit  of  a  reasonable  chance 
of  success.  Below,  to  as  far  as  Town  Point,  there  are  some  four  points, 
where,  without  great  diligence,  they  may  sometimes  succeed  in  getting 
across.  But  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  for  the  past  ten  months  the 
business  has  been  discouraging.  The  vedettes  patrolling  on  shore,  the 
vessel  up  and  down  Tiear  the  suspected  points,  render  success  extremely 
doubtful.  The  Nansemond  Cavalry  raised  in  this  county  are  now  at 
the  Isle  of  Wight  Court-House,  and  their  great  desire  is  to  communicate 
with  their  friends  hereabouts,  and  mine  to  prevent  it.  There  has  never 
been  much  transportation  of  goods  across  here;  but  they  certainly 
abused  their  permits  for  oystering  in  using  the  boats  for  communication. 
On  the  28th  of  December,  in  connecjtioii  with  the  vedettes,  [I|  detected 
one  Phelps  in  an  attempt  to  cross  the  river  with  three  sacks  of  salt,  and 
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the  uext  day  found  a  small  package  of  Northern  newspapers,  but  no 
letters,  secreted  in  a  hollow  tree  and  doubtless  belonging  to  him.  On 
the  30tu  December,  iiearing  that  a  person  in  Confederate  uniform 
had  been  brought  to  a  house  on  the  west  bank,  I  sent  and  ascertained 
that  lie  belonged  to  Oeneral  Benchord's  |  ?]  brigade,  lately  at  Freder- 
ieksbui'j;';  had  his  discharge  from  sickness,  but  Ills  renewal  of  oath  to 
youthern  allegiance  was  the  succeeding  day  to  his  discharge.  He  was 
attempting  to  reach  his  home,  and  very  sick.  With  no  suitable  place 
tor  liim  here,  I  passed  him  on  to  the  vedettes  of  Colonel  Dodge.  The 
river  is  now  well  clear  of  small  boats,  and  that  is  the  only  w;iy  to  break 
up  all  communication — by  depriving  them  of  the  means  of  trans- 
portation. 

I  have  been  informed  that  the  vessels  outside,  at  the  mouth  of  this 
river,  are  in  the  habit  of  shelling  their  oysters  and  running  them  into 
Chuckatuck  Creek  at  night,  and  that  thus  large  quantities  rcacli  Peters- 
burg. There  was  said  to  be  some  300  of  the  cavalry  of  the  enemy  at 
Chuckatuck  town,  about  3  miles  from  this,  on  the  2(ith  December,  and 
that  large  bodies  are  constantly  visiting  Smithtield,  but  no  ])erma- 
nent  ibrce  there;  also  that  for  the  past  ten  days  troops  are  being  massed 
at  Petersburg;  that  theie  is  a  large  force  there,  but  how  many,  unable 
to  ascertain.  The  most  popular  route  for  transjioitation  of  goods  and 
information  from  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth  appears  to  be  by  the  Dismal 
Swamp  road  and  Chowan ;  and  by  this  route  a  surprising  quantity  of 
goods  are  smuggled  into  the  enemy's  lines.  Although  a  portion  of  this 
may  be  beyond  my  special  jirovince,  it  is  respectfully  submitted  as 
giving  an  insight  into  the  surroundings  of  this  section.

Sir:  I  respectfully  take  the  liberty  of  reporting  to  you  the  follow- 
ing: This  morning  at  0  when  on  my  station,  a  sail  hove  in  sight, 
bearing  S.  VV.  by  S.  I  immediately  got  uudei  way  and  gave  chase. 
When  they  found  what  I  was,  they  tacked  and  tried  to  run  from  me. 
Wh(Mi  they  found  that  1  was  gaining  on  them,  they  cut  a  hole  in  her 
port  side  with  an  ax,  so  that  she  might  sink  before  I  could  capture 
her;  and  the  captain  and  crew  took  the  boat  and  made  for  the  land.  I 
immediately  sent  an  armed  boat  after  them  and  captured  them,  while 
I  i)ursued  the  vessel  and  boaided  her  and  stopped  the  hole  in  her  side 
from  leaking.  1  found  lier  to  be  the  schooner  Florida,  of  Nassau, 
Captain  David  Ireland,  fiom  Nassau,  with  a  cargo  of  400  sacks  of  salt, 
and  was  trying  to  get  into  some  of  the  inlets  on  the  coast  of  North  or 
South  Carolina.  I  made  a  seizure  of  her  and  ])ut  a  prize  master  and 
four  of  a  crew  on  board  of  her,  and  gave  the  prize  master  his  proper 
instructions,  with  a  detailed  account  of  the  seizure,  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  tlao-  otticer  at  Hampton  Rnads  and  one  for  the  Navy  Department.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral   Lee,   U.  S.  Nary,  of  the  arrival  in  a 
Confederate  port  of  the  steamer  Giraffe,  carrying  a  raluahle  cargo. 

U.  S.  Flagshii'  Minnesota, 
Newport  News,  Va.,  January  1:^,  1863. 

Sir:  The  public  journals  contain  a  dispatch  from  Wilmington,  dated 
December  30,  stating  that  the  large  iron  steamer  Giraffe  (frequently 
mentioned  in  late  consular  dispatches)  had  that  morning  "arrived  at  a 
Confederate  port"  with  a  valuable  cargo  of  Government  stores  and  a 
special  messenger  from  Europe. 

I  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  my  No.  21,  of 
January  S,  reporting  that  the  Victoria,  on  the  2i>t\i  and  again  on  the 
28th  of  December,  had  chased  away  from  the  coast  below  Cajie  Fear 
River  inlet  a  large  steamer,  which,  in  both  cases,  from  greatly  superior 
speed,  had  easily  managed  to  elude  the  blockader.  It  is  not  im|)rob- 
able  that  tliis  steamer  was  the  Giraffe,  which  is  reported  to  have  got 
into  a  Southern  port  on  the  30th. 

The  ditticulty  of  maintaining  an  effective  blockade  at  Wilmington 
with  none  but  slow  steamers  is  evident.  With  one  swift  steamei'  to 
cruise  off  and  along  the  coast  in  the  neighborhood  of  Shallotte  Inlet, 
steamers,  making  the  coast  to  run  it  down  by  night  and  enter  by  the 
Western  Bar,  may  be  chased  witii  some  pros]»ect  of  success. 

The  boilers  of  the  Dacotah  can  not  bear  the  pressure  of  steam  neces- 
sary to  give  her  speed ;  but  the  Tro<inois  is  in  good  order  and  has  speed. 
I  had  another  motive  in  asking  for  the  Troqnois  and  Captain  Case. 

At  Beaufort  the  vessels  blockading  Wilmington  are  supplied  with 
coal,  i)rovisions,  clothing,  and  siiip's  stores.     Captain  Case's  ac(iuain- 
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tance  with  the  duties  and  wants  of  the  squadron  would  make  him  very 
serviceable  in  that  quarter. 

I  hope  the  Department  will  soon  give  me  two  swift  steamers,  one  to 
cruise  along  the  coast  above  New  Inlet  and  the  other  below  Western 
Biir  entrance.  It  would  be  a  great  advantage  to  have  an  experienced 
and  reliable  navy  olficer  of  good  business  habits  to  attend  to  the  requi- 
sitions for  providing  necessary  supplies  at  Beaufort.

There  are  several  vessels  of  the  exact  type  of  the  Patapsco  and  tlie 
Keohiil-,  of  much  lighter  draft  (carrying  two  Xl-inch  guns),  to  be  ready 
in  a  nioutli.  If  there  is  any  prospect  of  getting  into  Cape  Fear  liiver 
with  these  they  will  be  placed  at  your  disposal  as  fast  as  finished  unle-s 
disaster  should  occur  to  those  gone  and  going  south.  If  (leneral  Fos- 
ter has  any  ])roject  on  foot  where  the  Navy  can  render  cooperation,  the 
Dei)artment  desires  it  given  to  the  fullest  extent. 

Light-draft  vessels  witli  heavy  guns  are  probably  impossible  to 
obtain.  It  is  believed  that  no  more  ferryboats  can  be  procured,  and 
all  the  tugs  that  could  be  obtained  by  advertisement  or  otherwise  have 
been  purchased.  If  you  will  inform  the  Department  the  gieatest  draft 
of  water  that  Commander  Murray  can  use,  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
obtain  the  vessels  asked  for.  Wilmington  must  be  taken,  and  ])robably 
by  the  Navy,  and  measures  to  fulttll  tliis.just  expectation  <if  the  onii- 
try  ought  to  be  in  i)rogress.  A  careful  survey  of  iill  tiie  inlets  above 
and  below  will  be  important  as  enabling  the  Navy  to  judge  how  far  a 
cooperation  can  be  given  to  the  Army  at  some  point  near  Wilmington. 

The  question  also  of  landing  at  this  season  of  the  year  a  force  with 
siege  trains  to  invest  Fort  Caswell  should  be  considered.  Finally,  a 
more  thorough  es:ainination  of  tiie  probabilities  of  getting  in  with  the 
Kcolcid;  Lehigh,  and  Sangamon,  whilst  it  would  be  improper  to  risk  the 
tirst  and  only  ironclads  we  have  (bound  to  Charleston,  8avanuali,  and 
Mobile)  in  attempting  the  shoal  bars  oft'  Wilmington,  yet  success  at 
those  jioints  would  lead  the  Department  to  hazard  more  at  Wilming- 
ton than  would  be  judicious  at  the  present  time.

U.  S.  S.  Dacotah, 
Off  Cape  Fear  L'ircr,  January  13,  1863. 
liEAR  Lee:  Tour  note  of  7th  instant  came  to  hand  yesterday. 
I  am  glad  you  ai)prove  of  my  action  in  regiird  to  the  buoys.     The 
places  only  had  been  marked  ready  for  any  further  orders  from  you. 
They  are  not  readily  to  be  seen  from  the  shore  and  will  do  no  harm. 

1  am  doing  all  I  ciiii  to  keej)  the  blockade  close.    The  llvrahl  is  down 
again,  apparently  to  make  another  attenii)t  to  get  out.     She  was  down 

Sue  !>.  -113. 
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to  the  fort  on  tlie  29th  December,  but  she  seemed  to  have  grounded 
in  tlie  river,  i)ossibly  upon  some  of  the  obstructions,  and  returned  to 
Wibnington  same  day,  and  is  now  lying  above  Smitliville,  I  suppose, 
preparing  for  aiiotlier  trial.  The  vessels  posted  at  the  bar  and  close  to 
tlie  beach  at  night  have  i)icket  boats  out  in  the  dark  nights  to  watch 
her  outcoming.  if  she  attempts  it. 

Young  Cushing's  expedition  returned  to  Beaufort  without  result.  I 
liad  supplied  him  with  bread  at  Beaufort,  and  other  vessels  here  gave 
him  all  assistance  he  wanted. 

Some  contrabands  came  off  to  the  Maratanza  on  the  12th,  but  they 
are  a  stupid  set  and  know  nothing.  I  have  sent  them  to  the  Badf/er, 
where  they  will  be  useful. 

They  are  driving  on,  increasing  their  defenses  at  Fort  Caswell  with 
cabbage  wood  and  sand  bags,  raising  casemates  upon  their  parapet  and 
a  log  and  sand  battery  outside  tiie  moat  and  nearer  the  water  at  the 
point.  This  work  has  been  steadily  going  on  since  I  have  been  here,  as 
was  evident  from  the  flying  about  of  small  craft  between  the  fort  and 
other  points  of  the  river,  and  are  .just  now  assuming  pro])ortions  to  be 
seen  plainly  froui  the  ship,  and  hundreds  of  men  busily  emidoyed  upon 
the  works. 

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Kroehl  had  requested  more  torpedoes 
to  be  brought  down  from  Beaufort,  and  I  bad  directed  Scott  to  bring 
them  down,  but  upon  receipt  of  your  note  yesterday  1  countermanded 
the  order  lor  the  present,  for  he  has  a  large  number  already  upon  tlie 
MontivcUo.  He  also  wanted  a  half-dozen  GO-gallon  casks  filled  with  pow- 
der— all  of  which  I  think  had  better  be  delayed  till  you  may  think  it 
time  to  use  them. 

I  believe  all  hands  would  be  disappointed  were  they  to  know  that 
proceedings  here  are  deferred  (tliey  were  looking  for  you  daily)  and  will 
be  glad  to  see  the  admiral's  flag  flying  here.  We  have  been  looking  on 
here  with  a  covetous  eye  to  tiie  smooth  water  and  pleasant  weather 
inside  of  the  point  at  Fort  Caswell.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  orders,  I  herewith  furnish  you  a  report 
of  the  circumstances  attending  the  loss  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Columbia  on 
14th  instant. 

At  5 :30  p.  m.  of  the  14th  the  ship  was  headed  in  for  the  land,  with 
a  man  at  the  lead,  intending'  to  anchor  in  7J  fathoms  of  water. 
Weather  mild  but  hazy.  Gradually  shoaling  our  water  until  6 :30  p.  m., 
when  the  man  in  the  chains  called  half  seven,  upon  which  the  engine 
was  stopped  and  hands  at  their  stations  for  anchoring,  the  commander 
and  executive  officer  being  on  the  bridge.  Acting  Master  Howell  on 
the  forecastle,  and  myself  ujion  the  quarter-deck.  Almost  immediately 
upon  stopping  the  engine  white  water  was  discovered  ahead,  when, 
upon  throwing  the  lead,  1  found  we  had  2i  fathoms,  the  man  in  chains 
calling  7i.  Upon  seeing  white  water,  the  bell  was  struck  to  back  the 
engine,  but  before  it  could  be  done  the  shij)  was  in  the  breakers,  with 
but  8  feet  of  water  (she  drawing  11  feet  aft).  Every  effort  was  now  used 
to  lighten  the  ship  by  throwing  overboard  coal  and  pig  iron,  until  she 
swung  broadside  on  the  beach,  when  she  begun  to  thump  very  hard  and 
roll  so  as  to  render  it  impossible  to  work  to  any  advantage,  and  the  sea 
making  in  fast.  At  ll::i()  p.  m.  I  was  ordered  to  take  the  gig  and 
(being  supjjlied  with  signals)  to  make  all  haste  in  reaching  one  of  the 
vessels  off  New  Inlet,  we  lying,  as  near  as  I  could  judge,  off'  Masou- 
boro,  N.  C,  and  about  half  a  mile  from  the  beach.  The  sea  being  very 
rough  on  Wednesday  night,  I  made  but  little  headway,  and  at  daylight 
of  the  15th  it  set  in  a  hard  gale  from  the  S.  S.  W.,  so  that  I  did  not 
arrive  at  the  nearest  vessel  (the  Cambrid()e)  until  4 :20  p.  m.,  and  reported 
the  case  to  Captain  Parker,  who  immediately  got  underway  and  ran 
down  abreast  of  the  wreck  and  anchored  until  daylight  of  the  ICth, 
when  we  found  the  J'enobscot  off  the  wreck,  and  also  that  she  had  suc- 
ceeded in  taking  off'  about  thirty  persons,  besides  blaster's  Mate  Morse 
and  five  men  who  came  to  her  on  the  15th  in  a  boat.  On  the  ICth  it 
blew  a  heavy  gale  from  the  S.  W.,  with  heavy  sea  and  wind  hauling 
into  N.  W.  in  evening.  At  8:.S0  a  boat  from  the  wreck  came  off'  in 
charge  of  Master's  Mate  Bourne,  bringing  eight  or  ten  persons  and  the 
paymaster's  clerk.  Mr.  Bourne  reported  to  me  that  the  ship  had  worked 
in  about  four  times  her  length  and  was  thumping  very  hard  and  that 
the  gnns  had  becTi  spiked  and  thrown  overboard  and  the  foremast  cut 
away,  which  eased  her  greatly.  At  9  a.  m.  of  ICth  the  Cambridge  and 
Penobscot  ran  in  and  fired  on  the  shore  with  their  rifled  guns  until  a  bat- 
tery on  shore  opened  on  the  Columbia,  which  vessel  had  a  white  flag 
flying.  Upon  the  gunboats  stopping  their  tire  the  batteries  ceased, 
and  the  wind  and  sea  being  very  high,  so  that  a  boat  could  not  reach 
the  wreck,  and  the  sea  making  a  breach  over.  About  noon  a  boat  was 
seen  to  leave  the  wreck  for  the  shore,  and  iu  a  short  time  after  a  large 
number  of  people  were  seen  on  the  beach,  and  it  was  supposed  they 
had  landed.  At  night  the  wind  moderated,  and  the  morning  of  Satur- 
day it  was  smooth  as  a  pond  and  two  boats  were  seen  running  from  the 
wreck  to  the  shore.  At  9  a.  m.  of  17th  the  gunboats  ran  in  and 
opened  their  fire  on  the  wreck  and  shore,  which  was  returned  by  the 
batteries  on  tlie  beach.  The  rebels  having  possession  of  the  vessel, 
and  before  leaving  her  they  bent  on  our  ensign  by  one  corner  and  ran 
it  up.    At  10:30  the  gunboats  hauled  off  and  anchored  and  the  rebels 
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boarded  the  wreck  again,  aud  at  3  p.  m.,  or  about  that  hour,  she  was 
discovered  to  be  ou  fire,  and  at  9  p.  m.  she  was  nearly  burned  out,  tlie 
fire  getting  quite  dim.  At  9:30  p.  m.  I  took  passage  in  Mount  Vernon 
for  Beaufort,  and  have  proceeded  on  to  liere  with  all  possible  dispatch. 
There  are  now  missing  twelve  officers  and  about  forty  men,  all  of  whom 
I  think  landed  on  Friday.

Sir:  Before  this  can  reach  the  Department  you  will  undoubtedly 
have  heuid  of  the  wreck  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Columbia,  off  Alasouboro  inlet, 
on  the  evening  of  the  14th  instant,  by  which  disaster  myself,  with 
eleven  of  my  officers,  and  twenty-eight  of  her  crew  were  compelled  to 
surrender  to  the  commuiidaut  of  the  (Jonfederate  forces  at  that  point, 
and  are  now  held  as  prisoners  of  war,  the  officers  at  this  i)lace,  and  the 
crew,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  at  liichuioiid.  I  am  not  permitted 
to  give  any  details  of  the  circumstances  of  our  shijjwreck  and  surren- 
der, but  may  say  the  former  was  the  result  of  no  want  of  prudence  or 
precaution,  and  the  latter  an  inevitable  consequence  of  the  detense- 
less  condition  in  which  we  were  placed,  expose.d  to  the  direct  Are.  of  two 
batteiies.  The  following  are  the  names  of  the  officers  who  are  held 
with  me  as  prisoners  here:

Ensign  K.  T.  Manter,  Acting  Master's  Mate  E.  M.  Glark,  Acting

J.  11.  Peltoii,  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  VV.  H.  Crawi'ord. 

Not  one  of  onr  number  saved  from  the  wreck  anything  beyond  the 
clothing  he  had  on  him  at  the  moment,  and  we  are  at  present  suffering 
f(n"  lack  of  the  means  to  make  ourselves  comfortable  and  preserve  our 
healtli  during  this  inclement  season.  I  resi)ectfully  sisk,  therefore,  that 
the  Department  will  please  send  us  the  following  articles,  addressing 
tliem  to  the  caie  of  Captain  Henry  McCoy,  commanding  C.  S.  Military 
Prison,  Salisbury,  X.  C,  viz: 

One  dozen  pair  navy  blankets,  1  dozen  pair  thick  cloth  pants,  1 
dozen  pair  navy  tiannel  pants,  2  dozen  blue  Hannel  shirts,  li  dozen  flan- 
nel undershirts,  2  dozen  woolen  drawers,  I  dozen  navy  cloth  .jackets,  1 
dozen  black  silk  neckerchiefs,  li  dozen  coarse  towels,  2  dozen  pair  stout 
woolen  socks,  '>  pair  stout  shoes  (No.  !>s),  1  pair  10s,  3  pair  shoes  (No. 
Ss),  3  pair  stout  shoes  (No.  7s),  1  dozen  hair  brushes,  1  dozen  coarse 
combs,  1  dozen  iine  tootli  combs,  1  box  castile  soap. 

I  can  not  close  without  stating  that  from  the  moment  we  landed 
u])  to  the  present  we  have  been  treated  with  the  greatest  courtesy  and 
consideration  by  every  officer  wlio  has  had  us  in  charge,  and  that 
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everything  Iihs  been  clone  wliich  circumstances  permitted  to  alleviate 
the  trials  incident  to  our  situation. 

Hoping  the  Department  may  be  enabled  to  effect  our  exchange  or

Sir:  1  have  to  report  the  loss  of  tlie  U.  S.  S.  Columbia,  [Acting]  Volun- 
teer Lieutenant  Commanding  Joseph  P.  Couthouy.  She  ran  ashore  the 
night  of  the  14tli  instant  at  this  station.  A  boat  was  sent  for  our 
assistance  and  only  readied  us  after  a  hard  pull  through  a  rough  sea 
of  eighteen  hours,  distance  some  20  miles.  Upon  our  arrival  1  per- 
ceived the  Penobscot  at  hand.  She  had  Just  returned  from  Beaufort  to 
this  her  station,  having  been  relieved  by  the  Columbia  for  the  purpose  of 
coaling.  Lieutenant-Commander  De  Haven  had  succeeded  in  rescuing 
some  thirty  of  her  men.  We  have  one  ensign  and  live  men  belonging 
to  the  lost  vessel.  We  returned  the  tire  of  the  shore  batteries,  wliicli 
were  opening  ui)on  the  stranded  ship;  but  the  surf  was  so  high  and 
the  breakers  so  heavy  I  did  not  deem  it  safe  to  send  boats  to  her.  The 
risk  was  too  great. 

The  Columbia  is  hard  and  fast,  surrounded  by  shore  batteries,  and 
from  my  observation  now  in  possession  of  the  rebels.  At  D  a.  m.  this 
day  I  again  stood  in — the  sea  having  gone  down — in  company  with  tlie 
Penobscot,  and  opened  tire  upon  the  ship  and  batteries,  and  ceased  as 
the  carriage  of  the  Xl-inch  gun  of  the  Penobscot  was  disabled  by  the 
recoil  of  her  gun.    1  shall  attempt  to  burn  the  Columbia  to-night.    It 
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is  my  belief  her  battery  has  been  thrown  overboard.    I  enclose  here- 
with the  report*  of  Lieutenant-Commander  De  Haven.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  du])li(!ate  reports  (A)  of 
Lieutenant-Commander  J.  [E.]  De  Haven,  commanding  Pewoi/scot,  dated 
January  17, 18C3,  regarding  the  loss  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Columbia  on  the 
night  of  January  14,  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  a  report  (B)  by  Pay- 
master's Clerk  FL  H.  Fanning,  of  that  vessel,  dated  January  17,  and  a 
list  (0)  of  officers  and  crew  saved  from  that  vessel. 

I  also  enclose  duplicate  reportt  (D),  No.  G,  from  Commander  W.  A. 
Parker,  commanding  Cambridfje,  and  dated  J.inuary  17,  on  the  subject, 
and  duplicate  report  (E),  No.  7,  from  the  senior  oflficer,  and  of  same  date 
on  the  same  subject. 

My  No.  103,  of  January  24,  to  the  Department,  enclosed  a  copy  of 
the  report  of  Acting  Ensign  Williams,  late  of  the  Columbia,  on  her 
loss.  1  have  directed  that  the  officers  and  crew  saved  from  the  Colum- 
bia be  distributed  among  the  vessels  off  Wilmington.  There  will  not, 
however,  be  enough  of  them  to  supply  deficiencies  there.

U.  S.  GuNnoAT  Penorscot, 
Off  New  Inlet,  N.  C,  January  17,  lSf>3. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  tliat  on  the  morning  of  the  24tli  instant  at 
about  10  o'clock,  while  on  my  passage  from  Beaufort  to  join  the  tleet 
off  New  Inlet,  and  when  about  12  miles  distant  tlierefrom,  J  heard  sev- 
eral guns  tired  inshore,  and  soon  afterwards  made  a  vessel  apparently 
aground. 

I  immediately  stood  in  for  her  and  made  her  out  to  be  the  IT.  S.  S. 
Columbia,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Jos.  P.  Conthouy,  ashore  in  the 
breakers. 

A  boat  from  the  Columbia  boarded  me  when  about  a  mile  off,  from 
the  officer  of  which  I  learned  that  the  vessel  went  on  shore  the  evening 
before  and  that  the  guns  fired  were  signals  of  distress,  the  vessel  being 
so  firmly  aground  as  to  render  futile  all  hopes  of  saving  her.

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I  immediately  sent  back  the  Goliimhia's  boat  to  board  tlie  ship,  and 
one  from  this  vessel  to  sound  the  water.  It  was  not  considered  safe  to 
board  the  Columbia,  as  the  wind  was  blowing  a  heavy  gale  from  the 
south  and  the  surf  was  very  heavy  around  tlie  vessel,  but  the  pilot 
landing  good  water  nearly  up  to  wliere  the  ship  lay,  I  ran  this  vessel  in 
within  a  cable's  length  of  the  Columbia  and  anchored  in  4  fathoms 
water.  Mr.  Jack,  executive  ofticer  of  tliis  vessel,  volunteered  to  pick  a 
boat's  crew  and  go  in  to  the  relief  of  the  Columbia.  I  gave  him  the 
launch  with  eleven  ])icked  men,  who  also  volunteered,  and  he  went  in, 
but  soon  sent  me  back  word  that  he  could  do  nothing  more  than  save 
the  crew,  which  I  ordered  him  to  do  as  fast  as  possible.  Mr.  Jack 
anchored  the  launch  as  near  as  practicable  to  the  Columbia  and  went  in 
with  the  Columbians  boat  and  his  own  crew  under  the  bows  of  the 
Columbia,  where  a  tremendous  surf  was  running  at  the  time,  and  took 
a  line  from  the  vessel  to  the  launch,  I  at  the  same  time  signaling  to 
Cai)tain  Couthony  to  abandon  if  necessary,  which  signal  was  not 
understood  by  him — he,  1  presume,  having  no  telegraphic  dictionary. 
By  means  of  tlie  line  from  the  steamer's  bows  to  the  launch,  some 
thirty  of  the  crew  were  hauled  through  the  surf  and  saved,  but  night 
coming  on  Captain  (Jouthouy  refused  to  send  any  more  nieu  that  night, 
and  the  boats  were  called  alongside,  with  the  exception  of  the  launch, 
whi(;li  was  left  in  i)()sition  for  recommencing  operations  in  the  morning, 
with  the  CoZfOHftirt's  boat  alongside  of  her  for  a  tender;  but  about  10 
o'clock,  the  gale  still  increasing  and  the  Columbiu\s  boat  having  been 
swamped,  the  oflScer  in  charge  of  the  launch  returned  on  board  with 
that  boat. 

At  12  the  sea  ran  so  high  that  in  order  to  save  my  own  vessel  (I  only 
having  one  anchor)  I  deemed  it  prudent  to  get  underway,  and  gave  the 
order  to  heave  up  the  anchor  and  stand  olf  to  sea.  At  daylight  Friday 
morning  we  were  several  miles  from  the  unfortunate  steamer,  but  made 
for  her  directly.  We  were  at  this  time  joined  by  the  Cambridge,  Com- 
mander Parker,  senior  ofiBcer  off  New  Inlet,  and  we  stood  in  together 
for  the  Columbia,  coming  to  anchor  nearly  in  our  old  position  of  the 
day  before.  We  had  no  more  than  got  our  anchor  down  before  the 
enemy  opened  fire  on  us  from  the  shore  with  several  batteries,  every 
shot  going  over  our  deck,  which  rendered  it  necessary  for  us  to  change 
our  position,  firing,  however,  with  one  20-pounderParrott,  the  roughness 
of  the  sea  preventing  us  from  casting  loose  an  Xl-incli  Dahlgren.  The 
firing  from  the  shore  was  still  kept  up,  mostly  at  the  Columbia,  many 
of  their  shots  penetrating  her,  which  vessel  soon  hoisted  a  flag  of  truce, 
which  was  not  regarded  by  the  enemy. 

At  about  10  a.  m.  the  Columbia  sent  a  boat  through  the  surf  with  two 
officers  and  five  men,  with  a  letter  from  Captain  Couthouy  informing 
me  that  he  was  ready  to  blow  up  his  vessel  as  soon  as  his  crew  could 
be  taken  off.  This  communication  I  sent  on  board  the  Cambridf/e  to 
Captain  Parker,  but  as  the  gale  was  still  increasing  it  was  not  consid- 
ered prudent  by  him  to  send  in  boats,  but  to  lay  by  the  Columbia  until 
the  wind  moderated,  and  then  to  save  all  we  could. 

At  12  m.  the  enemy  ceased  firing  on  the  Columbia  and  boarded  her 
from  the  shore,  the  captain  of  that  vessel  having  surrendered  her. 

Nothing  was  saved  from  the  Columbia  with  the  exception  of  the 
clirononieter  and  a  sextant,  which  are  on  board  this  vessel  subject  to 
the  orders  of  yourself  or  the  Navy  Department. 

On  the  morning  of  this  date,  the  weather  having  moderated,  we  again 
went  in  company  with  the  Cambridije,  both  vessels  opening  at  short 
range  upon  the  Columbia,  and  driving  from  her  a  large  number  of  men 
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who  were  probably  at  work  stripping  the  vesseL  A  rebel  Hii^  was  fly- 
ing over  her  at  the  time  of  the  action.  Several  batteries  openeil  upon 
us  from  the  shore,  many  of  their  shot  going  over  us,  but  fortunately 
not  hitting  us.  After  firing  eleven  times  with  my  XI  inch  gun,  I  found 
that  the  carriage  was  split,  rendering  its  further  use  dangerous  to  the 
ship's  conii)any,  on  reporting  which  to  Captain  Parker  he  ordered  ine 
to  join  the  fleet  oft"  New  Inlet  and  send  another  vessel  to  his  assistance. 

I  give  you  herewith  a  list  of  the  officers  and  crew. of  the  Columbia 
who  were  saved  and  are  now  on  board  this  vessel ;  the  others,  with  the 
exception  of  one  officer  and  a  boat's  crew  on  board  the  Cambridge,  are 
probably  all  prisoners. 

The  gallant  manner  in  which  Acting  Master  Charles  E.  Jack  con- 
ducted himself  was  highly  creditable,  and  I  would  most  respectfully 
recommend  him  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment, as  I  would  also  the  men  who  volunteered  to  accompany  him,  the 
following  being  a  list  of  their  names  and  rates:

1  also  send  you  the  statement  of  Paymaster's  Clerk  Henry  H. 
Fanning,  relating  to  the  disaster  to  the  Volumhiu.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  instructions  I  lierewitli  submit  an  account 
of  the  loss  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Columbia,  Josci)h  P.  Couthouy,  acting  vol- 
unteer lieutenant,  commanding. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  January  14,  we  left  the  fishing 
grounds  and  proceeded  back  to  bur  regular  anchorage.  About  6 
o'clock  p.  m.  Mr.  Howell,  acting  master,  in  charge  of  the  deck,  sent 
word  to  the  captain,  who  was  in  his  cabin  at  dinner,  that  the  man  at 
the  lead  reported  10  fathoms  of  water,  but  that  he  thought  we  were  too 
near  inshore,  as  the  two  houses  ashore  a|)])eared  very  near.  The  cap- 
tain sent  back  word  to  let  her  run  until  she  was  in  7i  fathoms,  and  not 
to  bring  her  to  anchor  before  that  time. 

Immediately  after  sending  said  word  to  the  ofticer  of  the  deck  the 
captain  came  up  from  his  cabin  and  stood  on  the  bridge  about  thiTC 
minutes,  when  Mr.  Morse,  acting  master's  mate,  who  was  on  the  fore- 
castle, sung  out,  "White  water  ahead."  The  captain  immediately 
ordered  the  engines  reversed,  but  before  they  were  reversed  the  ship 
struck  and  the  breakers  appeared  all  around  us.  After  tlie  ship  was 
hard  and  fast  aground  the  yards  were  braced  around  and  sails  set  on 
the  foremast  in  hopes  of  getting  her  bow  off;  the  cojtl  in  bags  was  then 
thrown  overltoard,  which  did  not  seem  to  ease  her  at  all.  The  engines 
stopped  working  in  about  half  an  hour  after  she  struck,  in  couseiiuence 
of  the  sand  getting  into  the  boilers. 
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About  11  o'clock  p.  III.  a  boat  was  sent  in  search  of  tlie  fleet,  in 
charge  of  Acting  Ensign  Williams  and  ten  men,  as  we  received  no 
response  to  our  signals,  guns,  and  rockets.  At  12  o'clock,  tlie  ship 
continuing  to  pound  and  thump  very  heavily,  tlie  foremast  was  cut 
away,  which  eased  her  very  much.  At  daylight,  Tlinrnday,  January  15, 
our  small  boat,  with  Acting  Ensign  Williams,  appeared  in  sight  oil' our 
starboard  bow  about  3  miles  from  the  ship.  At  10  o'clock  a.  m.  a  sail 
a])peared  in  sight.  We  immediately  commenced  iiriiig  signal  guns, 
when  it  bore  down  to  us  and  proved  to  be  the  U.  S.  gunboat  rvmbscot. 
We  sent  a  boat  out  to  her  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Morse, 
when  she  came  to  anchor  very  near  us,  right  on  the  edge  of  the  break- 
ers. At  3  o'clock  p.  m.  the  I'citobscofti  boat  came  under  our  bows  and 
took  a  line  out  to  her  lauucth,  at  anchor  between  us  and  the  Fciiohscot. 
We  then  commenced  to  send  the  crew,  one  by  one,  out  to  the  launch  on 
a  life  line.  Up  to  dark  we  sent  32  men.  During  Thursday  night  the 
wind  iiuireased  to  a  gale  and  the  sea  made  a  clear  breach  over  the  ship, 
and  she  pounded  and  thumped  fearfully.  About  midniglit,  the  first 
lieuteiuint,  Acting  Master  lialch,  sent  word  forward  to  the  men  to  look 
out  for  themselves,  as  the  ship  was  going  to  i)ieces.  The  men  all  came 
aft  to  the  quarterdeck,  and  some  of  thein  lashed  themselves  to  the  rig- 
ging of  the  mainmast  and  some  to  the  stanchions.  During  the  fore 
part  of  the  night  the  Penobscot  made  signals  to  us,  which  we  did  not 
understand.  At  diiylight  tlie  renobscot  again  stood  inshore,  having 
put  farther  out  to  sea  during  the  night.  At  7  o'clock  a.  m.,  I'Yiday, 
January  IG,  the  rebels  tired  on  us  from  a  battery  on  shore  on  our  star- 
board quarter,  the  tirst  shot  passingover  us  within  1  foot  of  our  smolje 
stacl;.  On  their  continuing  to  fire  on  us  the  captain  ordered  the  white 
flag  run  up,  when  they  ceased  firing.  As  soon  as  the  Penobscot  had 
got  well  in  toward  us  the  captain  ordered  the  American  ensign  hoisted, 
union  down,  and  let  the  white  flag  still  fly,  upon  which  the  rebels 
reo])encd  fire  on  us  from  two  batteries  on  shore  just  astern  of  us,  the 
shell  bursting  very  near  us.  The  (juarter  boat  was  then  lowered,  and 
Acting  Master's  Mate  IJourne  and  seven  men,  together  with  myself, 
put  out  to  the  Penobscot  with  a  dispatch  for  the  captain,  and  also  car- 
ried out  the  ship's  chronometer  and  sextant.  Uiton  the  captain  order- 
ing away  the  quarter  boat  the  paymaster  asked  permissitm  to  go  in  her, 
but  was  refused,  as  the  captain  said  both  the  jiaymaster  and  his  clerk 
could  not  go.  1  being  sick  at  the  time,  the  paymaster  allowed  me  to 
go  in  his  stead.  Up  to  the  time  I  left  the  ship  she  had  not  made  any 
water  or  injured  herself  in  any  way,  except  the  machinery,  which  was 
badly  broken.  As  soon  as  the  rebels  commenced  firing  on  us  the  cap- 
tain ordered  our  six  24-pouuder  howitzers  to  be  spiked  with  rat-tail  files 
and  thrown  overboard,  which  was  done.  Tiie  3(>pounder  rifle  gun  on 
our  forecastle  still  remained  on  board,  thougli  1  believe  spiked.  From 
the  time  the  ship  first  struck  the  captain  seemed  to  lose  all  self  jmsses- 
sion,  and  left  everything  to  his  first  lieutenant.  Acting  Master  IJalch. 
In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  it  was  tlie  general  topic  of  conversa- 
tion among  the  officers  and  men  aboard  tlie  steamer  Columbia  how  nobly 
and  daringly  the  Penobscot  came  to  our  assistance  during  our  imminent 
jteiil,  and  had  it  not  been  for  her  not  a  man  on  board  would  have  been 
saved.

I  send  by  the  Mount  Vernon  Acting  Ensign  James  S.  Williams,  of 
the  Coliimhki,  retaining  the  five  men  subject  to  yonr  order. 

I  have  sent  the  Penobscot  to  New  Inlet  to  blockade  that  point,  and 
consequently  am  unable  to  send  Lieutenant-Commander  De  Haven's 
report  at  this  time,  being  anxious  to  communicate  this  intelligence  to 
yon  without  delay. 

About  forty  of  the  crew,  including  some  of  the  steerage  oflHcers  of 
the  Columbia,  are  now  on  board  the  Penobscot.  I  would  thank  you  for 
instructions  as  to  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  these  officers  and  crew. 
1  have  also  to  report  that  the  three  buoys  ort'  New  Inlet  have  been 
successfully  laid  by  this  vessel,  according  to  your  order  to  Captain  B.  F. 
Sands,  dated  December  29,  ISOL',  and  it  is  believed  that  their  positions 
will  be  found  to  be  accurate,  unless  tampered  with  by  the  enemy. 
Herewith  I  enclose  the  report  of  Acting  Ensign  Daniel  W.  (llenney, 
who  planted  the  buoys.  The  last  was  placed  in  the  daytime  uixm 
Sheep  Head  llock,  and  several  shots  were  fired  upon  the  boat  from 
Fort  Fisher,  but  did  no  harm. 

Several  new  batteries  have  recently  been  placed  on  shore  in  the 
vicinity  of  this  inlet  (Masonboro).

Sir:  Commaiuler  Macomb,  commaTiding  U.  S.  S.  Genesee,  under  date 
of  the  Otli  instant,  off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  informs  me  tliat  on 
the  18th  ultimo,  while  firing  at  the  wreck  of  the  Columbia  in  order  to 
destroy  her  or  drive  the  rebels  away  from  her,  they  brought  down  and 
masked,  under  cover  of  a  ridge  of  sand,  their  two  long-iangeguns  and 
exchanged  Are  with  the  Genesee;  that  again,  on  the  26th  ultimo,  while  the 
I'enobscot  was  covering  one  of  her  boats  alongside  the  wreck,  they  opened 
Are  upon  her  and  the  Genesee,  which  was  immediately  returned  from  the 
two  gunboats,  with  what  effect  is  not  known.  No  damage  was  done 
on  either  occasion  by  the  enemy.

Additional  report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Couthouy,  IT.  S.  Kavy,  late  commanding 

U.  S.  S.  Columbia. 

13  West  Cedar  Street, 

Boston,  May  18,  1863. 

Sir:  It  is  my  painful  dnty  to  make  report  to  you  of  the  loss,  on  the 
evening  of  14th  January  last,  of  the  II.  S.  S.  Columbia,  under  my  com- 
mand, on  the  bar  of  Masonboro  Inlet,  North  Carolina. 

My  iiistrnction'\  as  verbally  given  on  the  morning  of  that  day  by 
Commander  Parker,  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Cambridge,  senior  oflicer  of  the 
blockading  squadron  off  New  Inlet,  were  to  remain  in  the  oiling  till  it 
should  be  dark  enough  to  prevent  the  rebels  from  discovering  what 
was  my  position  for  the  night,  and  then  to  run  in  anywhere  along  the 
coast  between  4  and  5  miles  to  the  northeastward  of  Federal  Point 
and  Masonboro,  anchoring  in  from  7  to  8  fathoms,  at  which  depth, 
while  beyond  the  range  of  their  batteries  so  far  as  these  were  known, 
I  should  yet  be  close  enough  inshore  to  prevent  any  craft  seeking  to 
run  the  blockade  from  slipping  past  unperceived  between  it  and  us. 

In  accordance  with  these  instructions,  shortly  before  sunset,  Federal 
Point  then  bearing  W.S.  W.,  distant  about  J2  miles,  I  headed  the  Colum- 
bia inshore  on  a  northwesterly  course,  intending  to  take  a  position  some 
3  miles  from  the  beach  and  4  or  5  to  the  southward  of  Masonboro. 
The  wind  was  tolerably  fresh  at  the  time  from  the  southward,  and  we 
found  afterwards  that  there  was  a  very  strong  current  setting  along- 
shore to  the  northeastward,  by  which,  before  we  struck  the  supposed 
desirable  depth  of  water,  we  were  swept  nearly  2  leagues  to  the 
northward  of  the  i)oint  I  had  selected  for  an  anchorage. 

Night  came  on,  moonless  and  rather  obscure  overhead,  with  a  mist 
rising  from  the  water  that  rendered  the  coast  indistinguishable  after 
dark,  but  I  ran  in  without  any  apprehension,  relying  confidently  on  the 
soundings,  which  shoaled  gradually  and  regularly  from  15  fathoms  at 
5  p.  m.  to  10  fathoms  at  a  quarter  past  C,  when,  upon  a  calculation  of 
the  course  and  distance  run,  and  an  examination  of  my  charts  T  judged 
myself  to  be  a  good  5  miles  from  shore.     Going  on  deck,  I  saw  for 
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myself  that  tliere  was  a  competent  leaclsiiiiui  in  tlie  cbains,  directed 
Acting  Ensign  James  S.  Williams,  one  of  the  most  intelligent  aud 
trustworthy  of  my  officers,  who  was  doing  tluty  us  sailing  master,  to 
stand  beside  hin)  and  watch  carefully  that  the  casts  were  correctly 
reported,  and  took  the  deck,  stationing  myself  on  the  bridge  in  com- 
pany with  my  executive,  Acting  Master  J.  W.  Halch,  and  Master's  Mate 
of  the  Watcli  Esrom  Morse.  The  water  contiuued  to  shoal  gradually 
and  regularly  to  8i  fathoms,  when  I  gave  orders  to  slow  her  aiul  pre- 
pare to  bring  ship  to  anchor.  On  8  fathoms  being  reported,  I  directed  Mr. 
Balch  to  come  to  anchor  the  moment  we  struck  half  seven,  and  on  that 
depth  being  called  gave  the  order  to  stop  her  and  come  to  at  once.  At 
that  moment  Mr.  Balch,  who  was  outboard  of  me  on  the  bridge  hiking 
ahead,  turned  and  said,  "There  is  something,  sir,  on  tiie  starboard  bow 
that  looks  like  white  water."  I  replied,  "Back  her, Mr.  Balch,  back 
her  instantly,  sir;  though  it  can  not  be  that  there  is  any  white  water 
within  2  miles  of  us  with  half  seven  alongside."  The  bell  was  rung 
immediately,  and  at  the  same  moment  the  lookout  on  tlie  forecastle 
called,  "  Breakers  ahead  I"  I  then  sprang  from  the  bridge  and  shouted 
down  the  engine  room  the  order,  "  Back  her,  quick:  there  is  a  shoal 
ahead!"  The  order  was  prom])tly  obeyed,  but  before  the  action  of  the 
propeller  conld  be  reversed  the  vessel  took  the  ground  at  (J: 2")  and  in 
another  moment  was  in  the  surf  striking  heavily  with  only  8  feet  water 
under  her  bows  and  1)  to  10  along  the  waist  and  (piarter,  while  her 
draft  was  9  feet .'!  incshes  forward  and  11  [feet]  1  |inches)  aft. 

It  was  my  tirst  im])ression  that  the  disaster  was  owing  to  the  leads- 
man's having,  through  a  mistake  of  the  marks,  called  the  wrong  sound- 
ings; but  on  subsequent  reflection,  in  view  of  their  gradual  and  normal 
decrease  as  we  came  in,  and  also  of  the  assurances  of  Mr.  Williams,  in 
whose  care  and  vigilance  1  had  every  reason  to  ])lace  entire  confidence, 
I  became  fully  satistied  that  it  was  to  be  attributed  to  our  having 
unfortunately  struck  into  one  of  those  narrow  gullies  or  swashes  fre- 
quently found,  as  I  have  since  been  informed,  off  the  barred  inlets  of 
onr  Southern  coast,  which,  terminating  in  a  citl  de  «of,  not  seldom  c.arry 
their  deep  water  up  to  the  very  face  of  the  reef,  and  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing day  we  could  clearly  distinguish  three  or  four  within  a  mile  of 
onr  position. 

Every  possible  exertion  was  made,  with  steam  and  canvas  and  by 
lightening  her  of  her  coal,  to  extricate  her  from  her  perilous  situation, 
but  it  was  soon  too  apparent  that  our  utmost  endeavors  were  fruitless. 

The  injection  pipes  were  quickly  choked  with  sand,  tiie  water  in  the 
boilers  was  soon  exhausted,  and  a  few  minutes  before  8,  Mr.  Bennet,  the 
.chief  engineer,  reported  that  it  was  impossible  to  get  any  more  work 
out  of  the  engines. 

Not  one  of  the  boats  was  capable  of  carrying  out  an  anchor,  and,  had 
it  been  otherwise,  the  attempt  to  run  one  out,  with  a  crew  so  utterly 
green  as  ours,  could  have  had  no  other  result  than  the  loss  of  everyone 
engaged  in  it.  Our  only  chance,  and  that  a  very  doubtful  one,  of  ever 
getting  the  Golmnbia  afloat  again  evidently  lay  in  obtaining  assistance 
from  the  squadron  oft" New  Inlet.  Signal  guns  were  fired,  rockets  sent 
up,  and  Ooston's  night  signals  burned  at  intervals  for  the  next  two 
hours  to  attract  the  attention  of  our  consorts,  but  to  no  purpose.  We 
had  been  set,  as  the  event  ]»roved,  too  far  to  leeward  to  be  heard  or 
seen  by  any  of  them.  Accordingly,  I  dispatithed  Acting  Ensign 
Williams  in  the  gig,  with  a  ])icked  double  crew  often  men,  with  orders 
to  make  the  best  of  his  way  to  the  Cambriflf/e  and  inform  (Jai)tain  I'ar- 
ker  of  onr  disaster.  But,  owing  to  the  great  strength  of  the  northerly 
cnrrent  and  the  heavy  gale  of  the  next  night,  he  was  unable  to  reach 
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the  Cambridge  till  the  morning  of  the  Kith,  when  it  was  too  late  for  her 
to  be  of  any  service  in  getting-  the  ship  off,  as  by  that  time  she  had 
bilged  and  the  tide  was  flowing  through  all  her  compartments. 

Toward  midnight  the  surf  increased  a  good  deal,  and  she  struck  so 
heavily  that  it  became  necessary  to  cut  away  the  foremast  to  ease  her. 
The  starboard  anchor  was  let  go  and  chain  veered  as  lier  head  fell  oii 
seaward  to  check  her  from  paying  round  so  as  to  present  her  broadside 
to  the  rollers.  With  daylight  on  the  15th  it  became  apparent  that  the 
position  of  the  vessel  was  a  hopeless  one.  ITer  seams  were  fast  opening; 
she  had  worked  so  far  onto  the  bar  and  the  sand  had  silted  up  under  her 
bows  and  on  the  seaward  side  of  her  so  high,  that  even  had  she  con- 
tinued tight  it  would  have  been  next  to  an  impossibility  to  heave  or  tow 
her  off,  though  lightened  to  a  swept  hold.  She  was  lying  (heeled  over 
about  three  strakes  at  high  water)  near  the  middle  of  the  seaward  or 
eastern  edge  of  a  crescent-shaped  chain  of  breakers  that  stretched  some 
three-fourths  of  a  mile  N.  N.  E.  and  S.  S.  W.,  and  made  out  irregularly 
to  about  the  same  distance  from  the  low  sandy  beach. 

We  had,  obviously,  no  longer  anything  to  hope  beyond  our  rescue 
from  the  wreck  and  being  able,  before  abandoning,  to  destroy  it  so 
effectually  as  to  prevent  the  rebels  deriving  any  advantage  from  it. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  forenoon,  the  U.  S.  S.  Penobscot,  Lieu- 
tenant De  Haven  commanding,  made  her  appearance  in  the  ofiing,  <ind, 
after  our  firing  several  guns  to  attract  her  attention,  ran  in,  and, 
anchoring  as  near  us  as  was  prudent,  promptly  proceeded,  in  compli- 
ance with  my  request  (sent  him  by  Master's  Mate  E.  Morse,  who,  at 
considerable  peril,  succeeded  in  getting  through  the  surf  with  one  of 
our  boats),  to  send  his  launch  and  another  boat  to  our  assistance  and 
take  the  crew  off  the  wreck  by  means  of  a  surf  line.  Snch,  however, 
was  the  swell  on  the  edge  of  the  rollers  and  the  conflicting  force  of  the 
current  and  undertow,  that  spiteotthe  strenuous  and  unremittingexer- 
tious  of  all  in  the  boats,  it  was  nigh  4  p.  m.  before  they  conld  bo  got  into 
position  to  operate.  The  night  setting  in  dark  and  stormy,  with  the  surf 
growing  every  moment  heavier,  after  having  hauled  thirty  ofour  men  for 
morethanahundredyardsthroughtherollers  in  safetyto  the  boats(the 
signals  for  the  last  three  or  four  being  made  by  lanterns),  the  officer  in 
charge  hailed,  not  to  send  any  more,  as  the  risk  of  the  men  being 
drowned  in  the  transit  had  become  too  great.  Soon  after  this  tlie  wind 
increased  to  a  gale  from  S.  W.,  and  the  launch,  which,  with  our  boat 
for  tender,  had  rom.ained  at  her  moorings  in  readiness  to  resume  oper- 
ations in  the  morning,  was  compelled  to  return  to  the  Fenobscot.  Toward 
midnight  it  blew  furiously,  with  torrents  of  rain  and  a  great  siirf  tum- 
bling in,  and  the  Penobscot  was  herself  forced,  for  her  own  safety,  to 
get  underway  and  steam  to  sea.  Our  situation  through  this  tempestu- 
ous night  was  one  of  considerable  peril,  and  for  several  liours  it  appeared 
questionable  whether  morning  would  find  us  all  still  upon  the  wreck 
and  in  life.  The  snrf  broke  with  great  violence  on  her  starboard  bow, 
forcing  (in  spite  of  both  anchors  being  down  with  30  ftxthoms  of  chain 
trending  to  the  S.  W.)  her  head  gradually  rouTid  to  the  eastward,  so  as 
to  bring  her  nearly  broadside  to  the  rollers  and  cause  her  to  strike  with 
terrific  force  along  the  whole  line  of  her  length,  and  gradually  settle 
on  her  starboard  bilge  with  her  deck  facing  the  sea  that  began  to  break 
over  it  in  a  very  menacing  fashion.  To  keep  her  as  much  as  possible 
on  even  keel,  all  the  howitzers  were  got  over  and  lashed  in  the  port 
waist,  and  everything  movable  of  weight,  above  or  below  decks,  trimmed 
on  the  same  side.  About  2  a.  m.  a  great  sea  struck  her  with  such  force 
as  to  part  both  chains  in  the  hawse,  and  the  danger  of  her  falling  over 
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seemed  imminent.  All  hands  were  mustered  aft,  and  a  couple  of  fathoms 
of  ratline  served  out  to  eacli  man  to  lash  himself  with  at  need,  when, 
providentially,  the  wind  suddenly  shifted  to  the  N.  W.  and  blew  with 
equal  violence  directly  offshore,  after  which,  her  head  being  to  S.  E., 
she  lay  much  easier.  By  this  time  the  water  in  her  was  up  to  the  berth 
deck,  and  all  the  lower  portion  of  the  magazine  was  flooded. 

At  daylight,  on  Friday,  lOtli,  there  was  nothing  in  sight  seaward, 
but  as  soon  as  objects  could  be  distinguished  on  shore  the  rebels  opened 
a  sharp  and  well  directed  lire  with  sliell  on  the  wreck  from  two  batteries, 
which  we  afterwards  learned  had  been  mounted  with  guns  brought  the 
day  previous  from  Fort  Fisher.  One  of  these,  a  30-pounder  Parrott, 
was  about  -i  miles  inland  and  directly  astern;  the  other,  a  Whitworth 
20  ])ounder,  was  on  a  knoll  near  the  beach,  some  2i  miles  S.  W.  of  us. 
Half  an  hour  later  two  (ipouuder  tieldpieces  also  opened  on  us  astern 
with  solid  shot  from  behind  a  sand  ridge,  a  short  distance  back  of  the 
beach.  These  latter  all  fell  short,  but  the  shell  from  both  the  others 
passed  directly  over  the  wreck  just  above  our  heads,  or  exploded  within 
a  few  yards  on  either  side  of  her.  Seeing  that  a  surrender  was  inevita- 
ble under  the  circumstances,  the  position  and  condition  of  the  ship 
being  such  as  to  render  her  guns  useless,  I  ordered  the  six  24-pounder 
howitzers  to  be  spiked  and  thrown  overboard,  with  their  equipments, 
the  carriages  being  iirst  cut  to  pieces  so  as  to  render  them  unservice- 
able in  case  of  their  drifting  on  shore,  and  after  the  biitteries  had  fired 
some  time,  a  white  flag  was  run  up  at  the  peak,  with  cmr  ensign  union 
down  below  it  at  half  mast,  in  token  of  our  inability  to  offer  any 
resistance.  The  rebels  paid  no  regard  to  this,  but  kept  up  their  fire 
as  before,  and,  later  in  the  forenoon,  the  Pcnoliscot  making  her  appear- 
ance in  the  olting,  standing  in  for  us,  I  hauled  down  the  white  iiag  and 
sent  a  boat  off  to  her  in  charge  of  Master's  Mate  E.  L.  Bourne,  with 
the  chronometer  and  sextant,  and  a  note  to  Captain  J>e  Haven,  inform- 
ing him  that  we  were  lying  under  the  direct  fire  of  two  rebel  batteries, 
which  had  got  our  range  very  accurately;  that  1  had  spiked  my  guns 
and  made  every  preparation  to  blow  up  the  vessel  on  leaving  her;  that 
it  was  then  comparatively  smooth  under  our  lee,  and  if  his  boats  were 
sent  in  at  once  they  could  take  us  all  off"  with  little  difficulty,  whereas 
an  hour  or  two  later  the  surf  would  make  so  heavily  agam  with  the 
flood  tide  as  to  render  this  impracticable.  Our  boat  got  safely  through 
the  breakers,  though  she  was  several  times  near  being  swam])ed,  owing 
to  the  inexperience  of  her  crew,  and  I  coTifidently  anticipated  that  Cap- 
tain De  Haven  would  immediately  send  in  his  boats  to  our  rescue.  But 
before  Mr.  Bourne  could  reach  the  I'ejwbxcot,  which  had  by  this  time 
anchored  a  mile  or  so  outside  of  us,  the  Cambruh/e  came  ui),  followed 
by  the  Genesee,  and  after  communication  with  her,  the  Penobscot  hove 
up  and  steamed  out  with  the  others  some  2  or  3  miles,  when  they  com- 
menced firing  at  the  batteries  at  long  range.  On  this  the  latter 
redoubled  their  fire  on  the  Columbia,  spite  of  the  ensigii  tlying  union 
down  in  her  main  rigging,  which  was  cut  in  several  jdaces  by  their 
shell.  By  10  o'clock  the  surf  was  tumbling  in  so  heavily  again  outside 
of  us  that  no  boats  could  have  gotten  through  it  to  our  relief  had  the 
attempt  to  send  them  been  made,  and  regarding  it  as  my  duty  not  to 
hazard  longer,  to  no  purpose,  the  hves  of  my  remaining  officers  and 
men.  I  gave  orders  to  spike  the  Parrott,  drown  the  ])owder  in  the  mag- 
azine, and  run  up  a  white  tlag  at  the  peak,  in  token  of  surrender.  The 
rebels  persisted  in  firing  upon  us  for  nearly  an  hour  longer,  till  I  sent 
Acting  Ensign  Manter  ashore  in  our  only  remaining  boat  with  a  flag 
of  truce  to  enquire  the  meaning  of  their  keeping  up  a  lire  alter  our 
surrender,  when  they  ceased  and  showed  an  answering  fiag  of  truce. 
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alleging  that  tliey  had  not  previously  seen  our  white  flag.  On  the 
batteries  ceasing  their  fire,  the  gunboats  in  the  offing  ceased  theirs  also, 
and  soon  afterwaids  the  Penobscot  and  Genesee  steamed  away  in  the 
direction  of  New  Inlet. 

At  2.30  p.  m.  our  boat  returned  without  Mr.  Manter,  bringing  a  ver- 
bal message  from  Colonel  Lamb,  commanding  the  Whitworth  battery, 
requiring  myself  and  as  many  of  my  officers  as  the  boat  could  take  to 
come  on  shore  immediately  and  report  at  his  quarters. 

Accordingly,  at  3  p.  m.,  I  left  the  ship,  in  company  with  half  a  dozen 
of  my  officers,  having  ])revious]y  thrown  overboard  all  tlie  Oostons  and 
other  night  signals  and  destroyed  all  tlie  United  States  and  squadron 
signal  books  and  instructions  in  my  charge,  by  burning  them  to  ashes 
in  the  i)resence  of  Acting  ]\Iaster  J.  W.  J>alch,  Acting  Assistant  Sur- 
geon P.  Treadwell,  and  Acting  Assistant  Paymaster  T.  Q.  Ilill,  as  set 
forth  in  their  certilicate  to  that  ettect,  which  will  be  found  appended  to 
this  report.  On  reaching  the  shore  I  was  met  by  a  mounted  field  offi- 
cer with  his  staff,  who  announced  himself  as  Colonel  Wilson,  of  the 
Georgia  brigade,  stationed  near  Masonboro,  and  senior  officer  of  the 
post,  to  whom  I  formally  surrendered  the  Columbia  and  myself  with 
my  remaining  officers  and  crew  as  prisoners  of  war.  "We  were  courte- 
ously treated  by  Colonel  Wilson,  who  returned  our  side  arms  and 
expressed  regret  and  mortification  at  the  batteries  having  kept  up  their 
fire  so  long  after  we  showed  a  white  flag. 

Kight  set  in  before  all  the  officers  and  crew  could  be  got  on  shore, 
and  I  was  taken  to  a  house  a  short  league  inland,  remaining  there 
until  the  next  afternoon  (17th),  when  we  were  all  carried  to  Wilming- 
ton. Early  on  the  morning  of  17th  the  Cambridf/e  and  Penobscot  again 
opened  fire,  the  former  engaging  the  batteries  at  long  range,  as  before, 
the  latter  running  in  nearer  and  shelling  the  wreck,  which  was  struck 
several  times,  to  the  imminent  x)eril  of  several  of  our  officers  and  men 
who  were  still  on  board,  and  narrowly  escaped  being  swamped  in 
escaping  to  the  shore.  Several  shell  from  the  Penobscot  also  struck 
the  beach  and  exploded  within  a  few  feet  of  where  the  rest  of  our  men 
were  drawn  up,  they  being  apparently  mistaken  for  rebels  by  those  on 
board  the  gunboat.  Fortunately,  though  this  treatment  at  the  hands 
of  our  friends  caused  no  small  surprise  and  consternatioTi,  no  one  was 
actually  injured. 

On  arriving  at  Wilmington  the  officers — who  with  myself  had  saved 
only  what  we  had  on — were  deprived  of  their  side  arms,  which  were 
not  after  returned,  and  at  2  a.  m.  of  the  18th  we  were  (without  food  or 
fire,  though  the  night  was  intensely  cold)  put  into  a  dilapidated  car  for 
Cioldsboro,  where  we  arrived  at !),  famished  and  thoroughly  exhausted. 
From  this  point  the  petty  officers  and  crew,  twenty-eight  iu  number, 
were  sent  forward  to  Richmond,  Va.,  while  my  officers  and  I  were 
ordered  to  the  military  prison  at  Salisbury,  N.  C,  which  we  reached  on 
the  morning  of  the  19th.  During  our  stay  here  we  suffered  only  a 
nominal  imiirisonment,  having  the  free  range,  on  parole,  of  the  garrison 
yard,  an  enclosure  of  15  acres;  were  comfortably  lodged;  furnished 
with  fuel  ad  libitum.  Our  rations,  though  insufficient  and  of  a  very 
poor  quality  of  bread  and  bacon  mainly,  were  the  same  as  those  served 
out  to  their  own  men.  There  was  no  restraint  upon  our  purchasing 
outside,  and  our  treatment  throughout  by  all  the  officers  of  the  garri- 
son was,  I  feel  bound  in  justice  to  say,  entirely  courteous  and  consid- 
erate. 

We  remained  at  Salisbury  till  March  2G,  when  we  left  for  Eichmond, 
witli  the  understanding  that  we  were  all  exchanged.  Owing,  however, 
to  some  disagreement  between  the  commissioners  we  remained  (with 
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the  exception  of  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  P.  Treadwell,  who  was 
paroled  as  a  noncombatantand  sent  home  on  31st)  in  close  confiuement 
at  the  Libby  Prison  from  28th  of  that  month  to  the  5th  of  the  present, 
when  we  were  sent  North  for  exchange  by  flag-of-truce  boat  State  of 
Maine,  and  reaching  Washington,  via  Annapolis,  on  the  evening  of  the 
7th,  had  the  honor  to  report  in  person  to  the  Department  on  the  fol- 
lowing morning. 

The  names  and  rank  of  the  officers  who  were  made  prisoners  with 
me  are  as  follows :  * 

I  can  not  close  this  long  report  without  earnestly  commending  to  the 
favorable  consideration  of  the  Department  Acting  Master  J.  W.  Balch, 
of  whose  conduct  during  the  time  he  was  under  my  command,  both  on 
board  the  Columbia  and  while  a  prisoner  in  the  South,  it  would  be  difii- 
cult  to  say  too  much  in  praise.  It  fully  justiiied  the  high  terms  of 
appreciation  in  which  he  was  spoken  of  by  his  former  commander.  Cap- 
tain J.  E.  Goldsborough,  with  whom,  prior  to  joining  the  Columbia,  he 
served  for  more  than  a  twelvemonth  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Florida.  A  thor- 
ough seaman,  a  good  disciplinarian,  intelligent,  zealous,  and  energetic; 
cool  and  self-possessed  in  danger;  fertile  of  expedients  in  emergencies, 
and  loyal  to  the  core,  I  take  leave  respectfully  to  express  my  convic- 
tion that  the  interests  of  the  service  would  be  advanced  by  the  promo- 
tion of  Mr.  Balch  to  a  command. 

Acting  Ensign  E.  T.  Manter  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  E.  M.  Clark 
are  also  entitled  to  honorable  mention  for  their  cool  and  efficient  con- 
duct at  the  time  of  our  shipwreck  and  for  their  loyal  and  irreproach- 
able behavior  while  prisoners  and  surrounded  by  the  most  pernicious 
influences  and  examples  of  an  opposite  character.  They  both  well 
deserve,  and  I  am  satisfied  would  fill  with  advantage  to  the  country  and 
credit  to  themselves,  a  higher  than  their  present  grade  in  the  volunteer 
naval  service. 

Of  the  remainder  of  the  officers  who  were  imprisoned  with  me  1  regret 
that  my  duty  compels  nie  to  speak  in  very  different  terms.  Their 
deportment  while  i)risoners  was,  without  exception,  in  a  high  degree, 
insubordinate  and  discreditable.  Acting  Master  E.  A.  Howell,  Acting 
Assistant  Paymaster  T.  Q.  Hill,  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  P.  Tread- 
well,  Acting  First  Assistant  lOngineer  G.  M.  Bennet,  and  Acting  Third 
Assistant  Engineers  J.  H.  Pelton  and  W.  II.  Crawford,  especially,  by 
their  entire  disregard  of  all  the  regulations  and  discipline  of  the  service,: 
by  their  vituperative  language  in  the  hearing  of  our  enemies,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  the  policy  of  his  admin- 
istration, and  their  insolent  and  mutinous  bearingunder  my  reproof  of 
the  same;  by  their  affiliation  and  constant  fellowship  with  the  rebel 
officers  at  Salisbury  and  their  communication  with  rebel  functionaries 
on  the  subject  of  their  capture  and  detention,  without  my  knowledge 
and  in  defiance  of  my  express  prohibition ;  by  their  habitual  and 
excessive  indulgence  in  spirituous  liquors,  after  having  solemnly  pledged 
their  word  of  honor  as  officers  and  gentlemen  not  to  use  any  so  long  as 
they  remained  prisoners  in  the  South— in  my  judgment  disgraced  the 
uniform  they  wore  and  showed  themselves  wholly  unworthy  to  fill  the 
situations  to  which  they  had  been  appointed  in  the  United  States  naval 
service. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  crew,  although  most  of  them 
Avere  landsmen,  totally  unaccustomed  to  the  discipline  or  the  dangers 
of  the  service,  manifested  no  fear  either  in  the  perils  of  the  storm  or 
under  the  fire  of  the  enemy,  but  obeyed  all  orders  as  promptly  as  their

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degree  of  intelligence  permitted,  and  bebiived  ii:  a  very  praisewortliy 
manner  from  tlie  moment  the  vessel  struck  until  that  of  our  separation 
from  tliem  at  Goldsboro. 

lu  conclusion,  1  respectfully  request  that  the  Department  may  be 
l)k'a8ed  to  order,  as  early  as  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  will

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  orders  received  I  have  examined  such  records 
and  charts  in  possession  of  this  office  relative  to  ports  on  the  coast  of 
North  Carolina  and  beg  to  present  the  following  report: 

The  coast  of  North  Carolina — more  especially  the  parts  not  in  posses- 
sion of  the  enemy — presents  an  almost  unbroken  front  of  inhospitable 
barren  sands.  With  the  exception  of  Cai)e  Fear  River  entrances, 
there  is  no  port  known  to  navigators  north  of  Georgetown,  S.  C. 

From  a  report  of  Major  H.  Prince,  U,  S.  Army,  furnished  to  the  U.  S. 
Coast  Survey  in  1853,  the  following  extract  may  be  of  interest: 

From  Cape  Fear  River  to  North  and  South  Carolina  bounilary  extends  a  80und, 
separated  lioni  the  ocean  liy  a  narrow  strip  of  sand  iiills.  Into  tliis  sound  are  sev- 
eral iuk'ts,  of  which  the  principal  are  Lock  wood's  Folly,  Shallotto,  Tubb's,  and  Little 
River.  The^e  were  I'ound  to  have  from  G  to  9  feet  of  water  in  them,  with  practical 
entrances  and  {^ood  anchora<;e8.  The  rivers  in  this  section  are  mostly  serpentine 
creeks,  winding  through  marshes  and  swamps,  thickly  covered  with  growth  of  black 
glim,  pine,  etc. 

A  sketch  of  the  topography  from  Cape  Fear  to  Little  River  Inlet  is 
appended,  and  is  derived  from  Coast  Survey  Report,  1853,  page  55. 
Tlie  entire  work  being  only  a  reconiioissance  and  upon  a  very  limited 
scale,  it  could  "[notj  be  enlarged  with  any  degree  of  accuracy.

North  of  Cape  Feav  River  entrances  no  inlets  can  be  found  which 
would  allow  a  vessel  of  very  light  draft  to  enter  port  without  iuimineuc 
danger. 

The  bar  of  Georgetown,  S.  C,  is,  like  the  Southern  bars  in  general, 
subject  to  constant  changes. 

No  charts  which  would  enable  a  ship  to  enter  port  safely  without 
local  assistance  could  be  furnished. 

The  information  desired  by  Mr.  Sanders  applies  more  especially  to 
the  inlets  south  of  Cape  Fear,  and  I  have  endeavored  to  furnish  all  the 
data  which  can  be  procured.

Run  into  the  month  of  Little  Uiver,  a  small  stream  of  —  feet  water, 
near  the  boundary  line  of  North  and  South  Carolina,  emptying  into 
the  Atlantic  about  30  or  40  miles  below  Cape  Fear.  It  is  not  down  on 
the  charts  nor  on  the  coast  survey,  and  its  existence  even— certainly 
its  harbor  and  anchorage  ground— is  hardly  known  to  any  Yankee. 
Communications  from  a  little  village  or  post-oftice  called  Little  River, 
about  4  or  (i  miles  from  the  mouth,  are  readily  had  with  the  interior 
by  country  roads,  etc.,  with  Charleston  and  Wilmington.  A  pilot  can 
be  had  at  Wilmington  to  meet  and  bring  in  vessels  from  the  coast,  and 
rosin  and  turpentine  in  any  quantity  can  be  procured  for  return  cargo; 
also  cotton,  lumber,  etc.

Abstract  Joy  of  the  U.  S.  <S'.  Mahasla,  Janunry  13,  1803. 

JaniKny  11,  ls(iH. — At  7  a.  m.  steamer  Wninissimcnt  came  alongside 
and  took  on  board  12-i)ouuder  howitzer,  with  Mr.  Black  and  twenty 
men  from  this  ship  and  twelve  men  and  acting  masters  mate  from  the 
Putnam.  Steamer  Winniatsiment  proceeded  to  Gloucester  Point  and 
took  on  board  a  body  of  infantry.  At  9:30  steamer  Winnissiment  went 
up  river  with  a  body  of  infantry  and  Mr.  Black  and  party.  At  10  a.  m. 
General  Keyes  and  party  came  on  board.  At  10:10  a.  m.  got  under- 
way and  proceeded  up  York  River.  At  1  p.  m.  arrived  at  West  Point 
and  made  fast  to  the  wharf;  landed  marines  as  pickets.  At  1:15 
steamer  WiiinisKiment  came  up  and  made  fast  to  the  wharf,  from  which 
landed  howitzer  and  men  under  command  of  Mr.  Black;  also  landed 
the  troops,  who  proceeded  up  the  river  shore  on  an  expedition.  Saw 
about  fifty  of  the  enemy's  cavalry  opposite  West  Point.  At  4  p.  m.  the 
expedition  that  landed  from  the  Winnissiment  returned  with  37  head 
of  cattle.  At  4:30  p.m.  marines  came  on  board,  cast  off,  and  proceeded 
slowly  down  the  rivei',  preceded  by  the  Winnissiment.  At  8: 10  p.m. 
came  to  anchor  off  Yorktown.  General  Keyes  and  party  left  the  ship. 
Sent  otlicer  and  men  belonging  to  the  Putnam  on  board  their  vessel.

Sir:  General  Yiele  sent  me  a  message  last  evening  that  there  was 
much  excitement  in  Norfolk  in  expectation  of  a  raid  upon  the  place  by 
the  enemy;  that  he  had  taken  precautions  and  would  advise  me  to  have 
any  gunboats  at  my  command  in  readiness. 

What  foundation  there  was  for  the  above  I  know  not,  but  I  did  know 
that  there  were  two  gunboats  at  this  yard  unable  to  move,  and  might 
be  easily  burned  by  a  successful  enemy.  The  Morse  was  preparing  to 
remove  her  piston  to  repair  and  no  steam  up.  The  Young  Rover  has  no 
propeller.  1  therefore  ordered  them  to  be  hauled  into  the  stream,  so 
that  they  could  not  be  boarded  and  could  use  their  guns  effectively. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  most  effective  way  of  protecting  this  place 
and  to  repel  the  enemy  is  by  active  gunboats  in  the  channel  from  tlie 
hospital  to  the  upper  part  of  this  yard,  say  three,  stationed  in  the  chan- 
nel at  the  above-mentioned  places. 
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The  force  of  marines  here  is  too  small  to  protect  every  part  of  this 
yard  against  an  enemy  in  force.  They  might  keep  them  at  bay  long 
enough  to  give  the  gunboats  time  to  act  efficiently. 

1  merely  state  the  facts  as  they  have  occurred  here,  without  ofi'ering 
any  advice,  but  merely  to  give  you  all  the  information  I  have  on  the 
subject. 

1  have  ordered  the  Morse  to  replace  her  piston  again  and  keep  up 
steam  until  the  excitement  is  over,  or  until  I  get  another  vessel  here  to 
aid  the  helpless  one. 

The  Youufi  Rover  will  be  ready  to  leave  here  early  next  week  in  all 
things  except  her  propeller,  windlass,  and  capstan,  but  will  have  the 
means  of  working  her  cables.

There  are  rumors  in  Norfolk  of  a  raid  from  the  direction  of  the  Dismal 
Swamp,  and  General  Peck  telegraphs  me  this  evening  that  our  pickets 
have  been  fired  on  between  Suttblk  and  Deep  Creek.  General  Viele  is 
very  anxious  to  have  a  small  gunboat,  or,  as  he  says,  an  additional 
small  gunboat  sent  up,  to  remain  near  the  drawbridge,  that  he  may  look 
after  the  threatened  raid  in  other  directions. 

You  will  oblige  me  if  you  can  comply  with  his  request.    The  seces- 
sionists in  Norfolk  have  been  in  high  spirits  for  several  days,  and  we 
hear  in  many  quarters  that  some  movement  against  us  is  intended.

in  a  bad  way  if  we  were  attacked  here,  as  she  can  not  steer. 
The  enemy  is  hovering  about  us  in  some  force. 

If  you  can  si)are  them,  I  should  much  like  to  have  two  or  three 
steamers  of  light  draft. 

'I'he  people  here  are  considerably  alarmed,  anticipating  an  attack.  I 
tliink  there  is  no  immediate  danger. 

Vance  has,  however,  undertaken  to  clear  the  eastern  counties  of  the 
"  hated  foe,"  and  he  may  commence  operations  at  this  point  soon. 

There  are  again  reports  of  floating  batteries  building  a  little  way 
al)ove  Hamilton.

Dear  Livingston:  General  Dix   seemed  quite  easy  this  evening 
about  Norfolk.     He  thinks  the  difficulty  of  crossing  the  Nansemond,  or 
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of  coming  around  by  the  swamp  routes  with  the  bridges  cut  (which 
Gt'Tieral  Viele  had  done  last  night)  on  one  of  the  roads  (but  there  are 
several),  will  give  timely  notice. 

General  Viele  ought  to  be  able  to  give  you  timely  notice  of  their 
approach. 

All  you  want  is  timely  notice  to  prevent  personal  surprise  to  you. 

Please  push  on  tlie  repairs  and  finish  the  Whitehead's  rifle  screens 
round  the  bow  and  stern,  for  which  she  has  the  hinges  fitted  and  needs 
only  the  boiler  iron,  one-fourth  inch,  but  three-eighths  will  do. 

The  ferryboats  should  be  seized  in  time  of  danger  to  prevent  their 
being  used  for  boarding  the  gunboats. 

It  is  not  uucomraon  for  generals  to  make  use  of  a  case  of  alarm  in 
order  to  get  more  troops.

Send  a 
smart  steamer  there  commanded  by  a  reliable  officer,  say,  the  Ghocura. 
The  rebels  next  to  the  Cape  Fear  entrance  refer  their  correspondents 
to  the  inlets  on  the  coast  north  and  south  of  these  entrances.  Of  course, 
Western  Bar  and  New  Inlet  are  the  points  u[)on  which  they  will  con- 
centrate if  they  are  preparing,  as  we  are  advised,  to  force  the  blockade. 
Keep  your  best  armed  vessels  at  these  ])oints;  a  small,  active  steamer 
or  two  on  the  coast  above  and  below,  with  a  good,  long-ranged  gun, 
aided  by  the  schooners,  can  guard  against  antl  perhaps  catch  those 
making  the  coast,  either  to  run  it  up  or  down  at  night  or  to  enter  the 
inlets  Lockwood's  Folly,  Shallotte,  Tubb's,  and  Little  lliver,  on  the 
soutli  coast,  and  Masonboro,  New  Topsail,  New  Eiver,  etc.,  on  the  north 
coast.

Report  of  Pilot  rhilUps,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  capture  of  the  sloop 
J.  C.  McCabe  in  the  James  River. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Zouave, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  January  ]s.  1863. 
Sir:  At  8  this  morning  a  sail  was  discovered  up  the  James  Kiver. 
On  taking  possession  of  her,  she  proved  to  be  the  small  sloop  J.  V. 
N  w  R— vol  8 29 
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McCabe,  of  12  tons,  with  the  following  persons  on  board,  viz,  two 
white  men,  S.  R.  Durfey  and  Peter  Smith;  one  colored  man,  Tom  Har- 
ris; and  three  white  boys,  John  Lawrence,  James  Smith,  and  John 
Benson,  aged,  respectively,  16, 14,  and  8. 

It  is  alleged  by  these  men  (Durfey  and  Smith)  that  they  escaped 
from  Petersburg  to  avoid  the  conscription.  Tom  Harris  alleges  that 
he  came  away  because  he  could  get  no  pay  for  his  work.  I  think  from 
all  the  circumstances  attending  this  case  that  it  is  only  a  scheme  for 
getting  to  Norfolk,  from  whence  they  intend  to  run  goods  up  the  river 
for  rebel  use.  There  are  many  reasons  for  arriving  at  this  conclusion. 
Durfey  and  Smith  carried  their  families  to  Petersburg  after  the  rebel- 
lion broke  out;  they  left  them  there,  although  they  could  have  been 
brought  away  in  the  sloop. 

The  sum  of  $784.08  was  found  in  their  possession,  notwithstanding 
they  told  me  they  had  determined  to  leave  what  money  they  had  with 
their  wives  and  escape  themselves.  In  the  lining  of  Tom  Harris's  cap 
was  found  an  order  from  J.  E.  Horner,  of  Petersburg,  on  Mr.  Thomas 
Smith,  of  Norfolk,  directing  him  to  deliver  a  box  of  goods  to  Captain 
Smith  or  Tom  Harris.    This,  of  course,  was  to  be  taken  to  Petersburg. 

I  enclose  duplicate  prize  lists  of  the  officers  and  crew  attached  to 
this  vessel,  and  a  copy  of  the  statement  of  the  prisoners  to  Commander 
Harrison,  acting  fleet  captain.

Report  of  Acting  Sear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Nariy,  regarding  illicit  trade 
between  Baltimore  and  Richmond.

Sir:  I  respectfully  acknowledge  the  receipt  this  morning  of  your 
communication  of  the  17th  instant,  with  its  enclosure  from  Amos  Tuck, 
esq.,  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  concerning  contraband  trade 
carried  on  between  Baltimore  and  Richmond  by  way  of  Accomac 
County. 

1  shall  refer  a  copy  of  Mr.  Tuck's  letter  to  the  senior  officer  in  York 
River  and  instruct  him  to  do  everything  in  liis  power  to  put  a  stop  to 
the  traffic  in  contraband  goods  therein  referred  to. 

I  have  the  Mahaska  stationed  in  York  River  for  the  protection  of 
Yorktown,  as  guard  vessel,  etc.  The  General  Pntnam  is  also  in  the 
York  River,  unable  to  move,  as  her  boilers  have  ceased  to  supply  steam, 
but  she  is  so  stationed  as  to  enfilade  Gloucester  Point  until  her  new 
boiler,  now  being  made,  is  ready  for  her;  and  the  Crusader  is  employed 
on  blockade  service  between  the  Piankatank  and  Fortress  Monroe. 

With  this  limited  means  it  is  impossible  to  maintain  inviolate  the 
blockade  of  a  coast  so  extensive  and  so  indented  with  navigable  waters 
as  the  western  sliore  of  the  Chesapeake.  7  have  from  time  to  time 
(see  my  Nos.  192,  234,  239,  etc.)  informed  the  Department  of  the  fre- 
quent operations  of  the  naval  force  in  that  vicinity,  in  the  destruction 
of  boats,  canoes,  and  other  criift  which  might  be  used  in  carrying  on 
such  illicit  trade  as  that  referred  to  in  the  enclosed.

I  would,  in  this  connection,  respectfully  refer  the  Department  to  the 
inforniiition  and  suggestions  contained  in  the  enclosure  of  my  No.  20.5, 
of  December  14,  to  the  Department,  which,  I  presume,  in  the  press  of 
correspondence,  has  been  overlooked.

Sir  :  I  arrived  here  last  night  from  Plymouth.  I  hear  constant  com- 
l>laints  of  goods  from  Norfolk  reaching  the  rebels  by  being  carried  over 
tlie  Chowan  River  and  then  by  land  to  Weldon,  thence  to  Richmond 
by  rail.  The  company  stationed  here  has  been  very  active  in  capturing 
and  destroying  goods  on  their  way  to  rebeldom. 

The  Underwriter  moved  down  15  miles  below  this  place  last  night 
with  a  body  of  soldiers  on  board  and  brought  off  and  destroyed  several 
thousand  dollars'  worth  (Confederate  prices)  of  goods. 

There  is  a  screw  loose  somewhere  at  Norfolk. 

I  have  stopped  the  sale  of  salt  at  this  place  and  at  Plymouth,  as  I 
learned  the  salt  went  directly  to  the  rebel  Army. 

Even  if  they  (the  rebels)  do  not  seize  the  salt  sold  to  the  Union  men, 
they  will  take  the  meat  preserved  when  it  suits  them  to  do  so. 

A  mail  was  seized  near  here  the  other  night  on  its  way  from  Norfolk 
to  Richmond.     I  read  the  letters  and  found  nothing  of  importance

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except  the  names  of  those  engaged  in  carrying  letters;  they  are  Mar- 
garet E.  Pulleu  and  John  M.  Pulleu;  they  have  several  times  passed 
to  and  fro  between  Norfolk  and  Kichmoud. 

I  sent  you  no  report  of  our  oi)erations  in  the  Blackwater  and  Notto- 
way, because  we  did  nothing;  we  were  there  merely  to  menace  Frank- 
lin so  that  a  large  force  should  be  kept  there  and  not  be  permitted  to 
go  oft'  to  fight  General  Foster  at  Kiiiston  and  Gohlsboro.  In  this  I 
think  we  succeeded.  The  boats  were  twice  fired  on  by  musketry — once 
on  the  Blackwater,  12  miles  from  Franklin,  by  about  twenty-five  men, 
and  again  at  the  blockade  in  the  Nottoway  by  a  regiment.  They  fled 
after  delivering  their  tire.    No  one  hurt. 

The  water  fell  so  rapidly  while  1  was  in  tbe  Blackwater  (2  feet  in  one 
day)  that  I  returned  to  the  Junction  of  the  Blackwater  and  Nottoway 
and  did  not  move  up  again.  Perhaps  it  was  the  best  jdace  1  could 
have  chosen,  as  we  could  not  be  fired  on  from  any  point  but  one,  and 
that  we  commanded  by  the  guns  of  four  steamers. 

This  Miss  Fallen  mentioned  above  is,  I  believe,  a  Confederate  agent. 
She  carries  letters  from  Kansas  to  Connecticut,  and  from  Connecticut 
to  Eichmond.

Sir  :  In  addition  to  the  statement  of  contraband  trade  between  Nor- 
folk and  Richmond,  as  reported  January  5  by  Lieutenant-Commander 
Flusser,  of  the  Commodore  Perry,  in  Albemarle  Sound  and  referred  to 
the  Department  in  copy  in  my  No.  82  of  yesterday,  I  beg  to  submit  a 
copy  of  an  additional  report  from  the  same  officer,  dated  January  13, 
on  the  habitual  passage  of  large  ([uantities  of  goods  from  Norfolk  over 
tiie  Perquimans  River  en  route  to  Richmond,  and  on  his  measures  to 
embarrass  and  destroy  this  traffic. 

I  have  referred  the  subject  to  Major-General  Dix  in  order  that  proper 
steps  may  be  taken  to  put  a  stop  to  this  reported  large  and  mischievous 
traffic  from  Norfolk.

Sir:  Being  at  Hertford  on  Sunday  last,  the  11th  instant,  and  finding 
from  the  rej)resentations  of  a  loyal  and  respectable  citizen,  and  having 
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licard  before  from  other  sources,  that  large  quantities  of  goods  were 
passed  over  the  Perquimans  Riverthere,  eu  route  to  Richmond,  I  thought 
proper  to  destroy  the  bridge  at  that  place  and  did  destroy  it. 

I  should  have  destroyed  on  Sunday  night  another  bridge,  some  6  miles 
above  Hertford  by  the  river,  but  my  steamer  was  run  upou  a  stumj) 
abreast  of  tlie  town,  and  the  men  were  so  much  exhausted  by  the  hard 
heaving  necessary  to  get  her  off  that  I  postponed  it  to  a  later  date. 

If  they  persist  at  Norfolk  in  supplying  the  rebels  in  this  department, 
I  shall  do  all  in  niy  power  to  stop  or  seize  the  goods  in  transit. 

I  was  informed  at  Hertford  that  on  one  day  a  train  of  forty  carts  from 
Norfolk  passed  over  the  bridge,  each  with  two  sacks  of  salt  (a  sack  con- 
tains 3  to  3i  bushels)  on  their  way  westward  to  the  Chowan  River.  At 
another  time  a  train  of  twenty-four  carts  passed  similarly  laden. 

I  understand  that  60  pounds  of  salt  now  is  all  that  is  allowed  to  be 
sold  at  one  time  to  any  one  person  at  Norfolk.  I  seized  at  Hertford  3 
sacks  from  one  man,  2  of  which,  so  he  said,  belonged  to  him,  and  1  to 
one  of  his  neighbors. 

I  seized  it  because  he  had  more  than  the  regulation  allowed  him  to 
bring  out  of  Norfolk,  and  also  because  he  had  not  taken  and  would  not 
take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States. 

I  understand  it  is  not  exacted  of  purchasers  of  goods  at  Norfolk, 

Mr.  Morse  informs  me  that  he  came  down  to  supply  the  county  of 
Hertford,  N.  C,  with  salt,  on  an  application  being  made  to  General  Viele 
by  the  magistrate  of  the  county  (secessionists)  for  1,000  sacks.  My 
belief  is  that  the  people  of  the  county,  except  those  who  are  too  poor  to 
purchase,  have  enough  salt. 

All  that  is  now  bought  is  intended  to  be  sent  over  the  lines.  Salt 
sells  on  the  Chowan  River  at  from  $150  to  $175  per  sack.

Sir:  The  severe  southerly  gale  here  on  the  16th  instant  gave  lue 
much  uneasiness  for  the  safety  of  the  vessels  on  the  blockade  off 
Wilmington. 

The  verbal  report  of  Acting  Lieutenant  Commanding  Baldwin,  of  the 
Vanderhilt,  of  the  violence  of  this  gale,  as  experienced  by  liini,  increased 
my  concern,  and  now  I  see  by  the  public  papers  that  the  Colorado,  which 
left  here  on  the  8th  instant  for  the  southward,  has  gone  into  New  York 
damaged,  and  that  one  of  the  blockaders  off  Wilmington,  as  quoted 
from  the  Richmond  papers,  was  ashore. 

It  is  a  relief  to  know  that  the  Miami,  under  orders  for  Wilmington, 
was  at  Beaufort  on  the  3d,  awaiting  further  instructions.  I  have  ordered 
her  to  return  here. 

The  report  of  Captain  Drayton,  of  tlie  I2tli  instant,  that  the  Passaic 
was  at  Beaufort  waiting  favorable  weather,  is  encouraging,  and  I  trust 
that  she  is  there  still;  but  I  am  anxious  lest  the  ironclads  at  Beaufort, 
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like  those  from  Xew  York,  put  to  sea  in  the  favorable  weather  of  yes- 
terday aud  the  day  before  and  that  they  are  exposed  to  the  present 
easterly  }jale.

Sik:  a  large  sloop-rigged  and  decked  boat  from  I'etersburg,  Va., 
was  ia])tured  by  a  tug  sent  from  this  vessel  on  the  18th  at  8  a.  m.  in 
sight  of  and  whilst  approaching  this  blockade. 

She  had  two  wnite  men,  one  colored  man,  and  three  white  boys  on 
board.  The  two  white  men  say  they  are  Virginians  and  lelt  to  avoid 
the  recent  conscription  order  calling  for  men  between  40  and  4j  years 
of  age;  that  they  left  their  families  behind,  and  with  them  all  their 
money.  But  on  searching  the  parties  an  order  is  found  on  the  negro 
(a  smart  fellow)  for  goods  to  be  got  in  Norfolk  for  the  writer  in  Peters- 
buig,  and  all  the  men  have  nu)ney.    The  total  amounts  to  S784.08. 

This  is  rebel  property,  and  the  object  probably  was  to  get  the  goods 
and  information  at  Norfolk  and  run  over  the  flats  off  the  Nansemond 
and  by  the  blockade  here. 

On  the  19th  1  sent  the  Gommodore  Morrin  to  examine  the  oyster  boats 
off  the  Nansemond. 

She  captured  yesterday  a  similar  boat  coming  from  Norfolk  with  an 
army  permit  to  oyster  and  with  army  and  other  goods  on  board, 
avowedly  bound  up  the  river  to  trade. 

The  i)ermit  to  oyster  bound  the  owner  not  to  aid  the  enemy. 

What  disposition  shall  be  made  of  these  persons  and  goods?  Iwould 
be  glad  of  an  early  answer.  There  seems  to  be  plenty  of  goods  in 
Norfolk  and  the  decked  oyster  boats  and  oyster  vessels  have  facilities 
for  trading  in  this  region  which  1  can  not  prevent  without  the  aid  of 
half  a  dozen  light-draft  steamers  with  efticient  officers  in  command  of 
them.

Sir:  I  have  the  lioiior  to  inform  you  that  this  vessel,  under  my  coni- 
niand,  has  this  day  seized  for  atteu)])ting  to  violate  the  blockade  the 
British  schooner  I'ridc,  from  Nassau,  New  Providence,  purporting  to 
be  bouud  to  Baltimore,  I\Id. 

At  the  time  of  her  capture  she  was  about  15  miles  S.  E.  from  the 
outer  end  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals,  under  a  reefed  mainsail  and  jib,  with 
her  head  laying  to  the  southward,  the  wind  being  west.  As  soon  as 
she  discovered  this  vessel  to  be  in  chase  of  her,  she  made  sail,  still 
standing  to  the  southward,  although  the  wind  was  fair  for  Baltimore. 

The  master,  Thomas  Phillijjs,  on  being  asked  why  he  was  laying  off 
till'  point  of  the  shoals  under  easy  sail  with  a  fair  wind  blowing  for  his 
assumed  port  of  destination,  replied  he  wished  to  keep  to  windward. 
The  supercargo,  James  Brown,  also  told  me  that  had  he  not  been  mis- 
taken as  to  the  character  of  this  vessel  we  never  would  have  caught 
him. 

The  Fride  was  built  in  Charleston,  S.  C,  is  loaded  with  175  sacks  salt, 
several  cases  drugs,  shoes,  etc. 

I  have  sent  her  to  Washington,  D.  C,  for  adjudication,  in  charge  of 
Acting  Master  T.  B.  Sears.  The  accommodations  of  the  Fride  are  so 
exceedingly  limited  as  to  render  it  impossible  to  send  any  portion  of 
her  crew  north  in  her,  excepting  her  master,  Thomas  Phillips.  The 
remaining  portion  of  them  are  now  on  board  this  vessel  and  will  be 
sent  to  Washington  by  the  very  first  opportunity. 

No  other  vessel  was  in  sight  at  the  time  of  tlie  capture.

Report  of  Commander  Murray,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  condition  of  vessels 
ill.  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina. 

V.  S.  S.  Hetzel, 
Off  New  Berne,  N.  C,  January  21, 1863. 

Admiral:  As  complaints  are  so  often  made  to  me  of  the  inefficient 
condition  of  some  of  the  naval  vessels  in  these  sounds,  1  must  beg 
leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  general  statement  of  their 
condition  and  availability,  as  they  appear  to  mo  through  personal 
observation  and  enquiry,  viz : 

The  Hetzel  is  in  bad  condition.  She  api)ears  to  be  nearly  worn  out, 
and  unless  she  is  soon  and  effectually  rei)aired,  it  will  be  impossible  to 
move  her  at  all,  on  account  of  the  gradual  decay,  from  rust,  of  the 
tubes  of  her  boiler.  In  her  present  state  she  is  only  useful  as  a  guard 
vessel  or  as  a  floating  battery. 

Tiie  Commodore  Ferry's  engine  is  badly  out  of  line;  otherwise  she  is 
in  good  condition. 

The  Hunchhach  needs  general  repairs;  her  engine  requires  a  thorough 
overhauling  and  her  upper  works  are  in  a  dilapidated  condition.    In 
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lier  present  state  she  is  useful  only  as  a  guard  vessel  or  as  a  floating 
battery.    One  of  her  rudders  is  gone. 

The  Louisiana  is  iu  fair  condition. 

The  SoHthfield  is  in  good  condition. 

The  Underwriter  is  in  good  condition. 

The  Delaware  is  in  good  condition. 

The  Valley  GUy  needs  repairs  on  her  rudder  and  propeller;  otherwise 
she  is  in  good  condition.  At  present  she  can  not  move  without  assist- 
ance, and  is  useful  only  as  a  guard  vessel  or  floating  battery. 

The  Commodore  Hull  is  iu  good  condition. 

The  Shawsheeii^s  boiler  needs  repairing  and  rebracing.  The  boiler 
braces  are  liable  to  give  way  at  any  moment,  especially  in  rough  water. 

The  Loclcicood  is  generally  in  bad  condition;  her  boiler  leaks  badly, 
and  both  it  and  the  engine  need  thorougli  overhauling  and  repairs. 

The  Seymour  needs  TeTpSbha  badly;  lier  boiler  is  in  such  condition  that 
it  cau  not,  with  safety,  bear  a  pressure  of  more  than  8  pounds  of 
steam. 

The  Brinker  is  kept  afloat  only  by  continual  pumping. 

The  Granite  is  in  good  condition. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  tiiat  each  of  the  above  vessels  needing 
repairs  be  sent  north  as  fast  as  their  places  cun  be  supplied  by  those 
now  absent  on  the  same  mission.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Gillis,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S, 
Commodore  Morris,  of  the  capture  by  that  vessel  of  a  blockade  runner  in 
James  River. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Morris, 
Off  Nansemond  River,  Virginia,  January  31,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  on  the  morning  of  the 
20th  instant,  a  sloop-rigged  boat,  partly  decked,  of  about  10  tons,  no 
name,  was  captured  by  this  vessel  while  attempting  to  run  the  block- 
ade by  running  into  the  Chuckatuck  Greek,  a  small  stream  near  the 
mouth  of  the  James  River. 

The  following  were  the  persons  on  board  at  the  time  of  the  capture, 
viz:  Henry  Barrett,  in  command  of  the  vessel;  S.  T.  Oliver,  owner  of 
the  goods,  and  Jos.  Marys,  a  boy  in  Barrett's  employ. 

The  cargo  consisted  of  army  gauntlets,  felt  hats,  cavalry  boots,  hand- 
kerchiefs, combs,  toothbrushes,  and  quinine. 

Henry  Barrett  had  a  pass  from  Brigadier-General  Viele,  allowing 
him  and  one  man  to  fish  and  oyster  within  our  lines,  dated  November 
17, 1862.  On  the  back  of  the  pass  was  a  pledge,  or  guarantee,  signed 
by  Barrett,  reading  thus: 

In  availing  myself  of  the  benefits  of  the  within  pass,  I  hereby  give  my  solemn 
word  of  honor  that  I  will  give  no  aid,  comfort,  or  intelligence  to  the  enemies  of  the 
United  States  Government  iu  any  manner  whatever;  that  I  will  use  the  pass  only 
for  the  purpose  specified,  .ind  that  I  will  not  transfer  it. 

Among  the  papers  was  a  list  of  stores  and  a  communication  to  Major 
Morey,  quartermaster,  signed  by  Major-General  French  and  J.  A. 
Shingleur,  aid-de-camp;  also  a  release  of  certain  articles  by  J.  B. 
Morey. 
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A  letter  to  Colonel  George  Garrison,  supporting  the  character  of 
S.  T.  Oliver  as  a  Southern  man ;  signed  G.  W.  Burford. 

An  order  at  sight  on  Smyth  &  Co.,  of  Petersburg,  Va.,  to  pay  to 
S.  T.  Oliver  all  the  funds  belonging  to  me;  signed  by  G.  W.  Burford. 

A  letter  requesting  the  sending  of  checks  on  Exchange,  Farer's,  and 
Virginia  banks  to  the  amount  of  $3,000;  also  a  note  at  the  head  of  the 
letter,  requesting,  in  case  the  party  could  not  get  checks,  to  bring  $500 
or  $1,000  Confederate  notes  aud  $1,000  or  $2,000  in  Virginia  Treasury 
notes ;  letter  not  signed  or  addressed. 

Henry  Barrett,  on  being  examined  as  to  who  owned  the  sloop, 
acknowledged  that  it  was  owned  by  a  gentleman  in  Norfolk,  but  refused 
to  tell  his  name. 

The  owner  of  the  goods  acknowledges  to  having  run  the  blockade 
once  before  successfully. 

I  beg  leave  to  state  that  the  vessel  would  be  of  great  service  here  in 
putting  down  the  carrying  trade,  which,  from  the  information  I  have 
gathered,  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  is  quite  extensive,  and 
respectfully  recommend  that  she  be  appraised  and  retained  for  service 
on  these  waters. 

Accompanying  this,  please  find  a  complete  list  of  stores,  papers,  etc., 
in  the  paper  marked  "A."  Also  a  copy  of  the  statements  made  by 
Henry  Barrett  and  S.  T.  Oliver  to  Fleet  Captain  N.  B.  Harrison  in  the 
paper  marked  "  B,"  in  which  Barrett  acknowledges  that  he  is  the  owner 
of  the  sloop,  although  he  had  previously  stated  that  she  was  owned  by 
a  man  in  Norfolk.  You  will  also  find  a  muster  roll  of  this  vessel 
marked  ''C."

Continue  to  do  everything 
in  your  power  to  embarrass  or  destroy  this  abominable  trade,  the 
profits  of  which  must  be  enormous,  under  the  want  occasioned  by  the 
strict  blockade  kept  at  the  peril  of  the  Navy.  General  ])ix  can 
l)ermit  no  trade  beyond  the  limits  of  his  command,  and  Governor  Stanly 
has  no  more  anthority  to  give  such  permits  as  you  allude  to  in  your 
report  regarding  the  G.  W.  Grice  than  any  private  citizen.

Sir:  Navy  transports,  such  as  schooner  E.  L.  B.  Wales,  passed  out 
on  tliellth  instant,  should  have  a  certificate  from  Commander  Totten 
or  rommodore  Livingston  and  not  from  Oeneral  Dix,  stating  how  she 
tlien  is  or  has  been  employed  as  a  navy  transport;  it'  in  ballast,  say  so. 
Army  transports  passed  on  the  certificate  of  Oolonel  Taylor  should  not 
only  show  that  they  are  in  the  employ  of  the  Army,  but  that  the  cargo 
is  army  supplies  for  his  department,  or  that  the  vessel  is  in  ballast. 
Was  the  Relief  (passed  in  on  the  13th )  examined  i  The  steamer  Karnah 
ought  not  to  have  been  passed  in.  The  master  or  owner  applied  to  me 
for  permission  to  go  to  Norfolk  to  coal,  representing  that  she  had  been 
purchased  at  Nassau,  was  in  private  employ,  and  had  put  into  and  sold 
coal  at  Port  Royal.  He  said  General  Dix  would  give  him  a  permit.  I 
told  him  General  Dix  could  not  do  so,  and  desired  him  to  state  his  case 
iji  writing,  and  T  would  answer  it.  He  went  off  without  doing  so.  You 
must  explain  by  what  authority  yon  allowed  this  vessel  to  pass  the 
blockade.  Neitlier  you  nor  General  Dix,  whose  permits  are  only  to  be 
respected  when  conforming  to  your  instructions,  have  any  authority  to 
raise  the  blockade  in  this  manner.

Sir:  This  will  be  handed  to  you  by  Mr. Morse  (calling  himself  Major 
^lorse),  whose  schooners  (two)  1  seized  at  Hertford  on  Sunday  last,  tlie 
11th  instant,  for  not  having  the  j)roper  passes. 

Tlie  schooners  were  loaded  with  just  such  articles  as  the  rebel  Army 
is  in  need  of,  and  if  the  cargoes  were  sold  there  I  have  no  doubt  a  large 
portion  of  the  goods  would  be  smuggled  across  the  Chowan  River  to 
tlie  rebels. 
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I  shall  send  you  the  papers  by  another  route.  Mr.  Morse  seems  to 
have  acted  in  good  faith,  as  he  lay  several  days  at  Hertford  without 
opening  his  hatches,  waiting  a  permit  from  me;  though  I  was  informed 
at  Hertford  that  the  reason  of  his  holding  on  to  his  cargo  was  that  one 
man,  Mr.  Winslow,  to  whom  he  wished  to  sell  it  all,  would  not  buy  it 
without  a  guarantee  from  Lieutenant  Etheridge,  commanding  at  Win- 
fleld,  that  he  would  not  seize  the  articles  after  tlte  sale. 

I  have  told  him  that  if  his  vessel  is  not  sent  in  for  adjudication,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  obtain  a  release  from  you  and  a  permit  from  Gov- 
ernor Stanly  before  he  can  trade  in  these  waters.

Sir  :  In  regard  to  the  vessels  seized  by  Captain  Flusser  at  Hertford, 
I  would  say  that  as  soon  as  I  arrived  at  that  place  1  went  across  the 
country  directly  to  Wiufield,  on  the  Chowan  River,  to  see  the  proper 
authority  to  enable  me  to  dispose  of  my  goods  in  a  proper  manner.  I 
remained  there  two  or  three  days  awaiting  his  return,  and  as  he  did  not 
come  I  returned  to  Hertford,  leaving  word  with  the  commander  of  mili- 
tary that  I  would  return. 

I  remained  an  hour  or  two  and  returned  to  Winfield,  and  was  much 
disappointed  to  find  Ca])tain  Flusser  had  been  there  and  left  again  dur- 
ing my  absence.  He  left  word  for  me  to  remain  until  he  returned  again. 
While  I  was  waiting  for  his  return  I  received  a  line  from  him  at  Hert- 
ford, where  he  had  gone.  I  immediately  went  back  to  Hertford,  and 
there  found  my  vessel  and  cargo  in  his  charge. 

I  had  not  sold  any  of  the  goods,  neither  would  I  have  done  [so]  until 
I  had  reported  to  him  and  done  so  by  his  permission. 

Had  I  understood  it  to  be  necessary  before  going  into  these  waters  tx> 
have  seen  you,  I  should  most  assuredly  have  done  so,  but  I  supposed 
the  authority  of  General  Dix  was  respected,  or  would  be,  by  whoever  I 
might  find  there.  My  design  was  to  turn  the  cargoes  into  cotton  under 
proper  authority  and  to  bind  each  purchaser  in  the  same  manner,  as  is 
customary  at  Norfolk,  not  to  give  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemy.  While 
with  Captain  Flusser  he  read  me  a  letter  from  Governor  Stanly  upon 
the  subject  of  selling  goods  to  the  peo])le  within  our  lines,  which 
accorded  with  my  views.  I  hope  there  will  be  no  delay  in  having  this 
matter  arranged,  and  await  your  reply.

Sir:  To  enable  me  to  answer  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  I 
would  respectfully  ask  the  Department  for  its  decision  in  the  case  of 
the  trading  schooner  George  W.  Grice,  submitted  iu  my  iS'o.  90,  of  Jan- 
uary 21,  with  the  papers  iu  the  case.  She  was  seized  at  Hertford,  N.  C, 
with  articles  for  traffic  on  board  belonging  to  Mr.  B.  II.  Morse,  by 
Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  on  the  11th  ultimo,  under  the  general 
orders  of  the  Department.  Mr.  Morse  had  a  permit  to  trade  from  Major- 
General  Dix  under  certain  restrictions. 

(General  Dix,  under  date  of  the  3d  instant,  informs  me  that  his  com- 
mand includes  all  that  part  of  the  State  (of  Virginia)  which  lies  south 
of  the  Itappahannock  and  east  of  the  Petersburg  and  Weldon  liailroad.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Nary,  regarding  the  situation 
in  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina. 

Coulideutial.l  U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  January  22,  1863. 
SiE:  Commander  Murray  was  asked  for  and  ordered  to  duty  for  a 
temporary  purpose  in  connection  with  two  projected  movements  of 
General  Foster,  one  of  which  has  been  executed,  viz,  the  operation  at 
Goldsboro  (though  from  want  of  water  in  the  Neuse  our  gunboats  could 
not  reach  the  rebel  gunboat  building  at  Kinston;  the  army,  however, 
lired  into  its  framework  with  some  elfect),  whilst  the  other  projected 
movement  has  been  postponed.  This  last  (ieiieral  Foster  thought 
Commander  Murray  could  i)romote  from  hissu|)|H)se(l  knowledge  of  the 
inlets  on  the  coast.  But  Commander  Muri'ay  has  since  informed  me 
that  he  was  not  acquainted  with  the  inlet  in  view  (iNew  Topsail  Inlet), 
and  when  General  Foster  was  last  here  he  informed  me  that  both 
Commander  Murray  and  himself  hiid  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
would  not  answer  for  the  use  of  the  then  ])rojected  e,\])edition  as  a 
depot,  etc.  This  conclusion,  I  piesunie,  was  based  on  an  investigation 
of  the  matter,  as  I  had  called  the  attention  of  both  (ieneral  Foster  and 
Commander  Murray  to  thisiulet. 
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Considering  the  views  of  General  Poster  (enclosed  in  my  jSTo.  19),  I 
scarcely  expect,  after  the  experiment  at  Vicksburg,  he  will  be  prepared 
to  attack  Wilmington,  where  the  enemy  can  mass  troops  against  him, 
whilst  he  has  no  opportunity  to  retreat  or  embark  and  the  gunboats 
can  not  approach  to  his  relief. 

The  situation  in  the  sounds  is  this:  The  enemy  is  building  gunboats, 
doubtless  to  be  ironclad,  on  tlie  rivers  above.  We  must  either  destroy 
them  where  they  are  or  have  ironclads  ready  to  take  them  when  they 
are  floated  down  with  a  rise  in  the  river,  or  we  lose  our  supremacy  in 
the  sounds.  Whilst  the  enemy's  attention  is  engaged  by  operations 
against  Eichmond  and  Charleston,  and  when  the  rivers  in  North  Caro- 
lina rise,  I  think  it  is  a  good  time  for  a  joint  army  and  navy  movement 
against  the  points  where  these  rebel  gunboats  are  building. 

If  it  is  not  the  policy  or  purpose  of  the  Department  to  keep  Com- 
mander Murray  longer  from  his  station  and  to  assign  him  to  permanent 
duty  in  tlie  sounds  of  North  Carolina,  I  propose,  on  his  return  to  his 
station,  immediately  to  exchange  Commander  Foxhall  A.  Parker  and 
II.  K.  Davenport,  transferring  the  former  to  the  sounds  and  the  latter 
to  Yorktown. 

The  experience  and  success  which  Commander  Parker  has  had  in 
getting  up  or  conducting  expeditions,  the  combination  of  energy  and 
prudence  which  marks  his  character,  and  the  importance  of  the  objects 
to  be  obtained  in  the  sounds,  commend  this  proposed  arrangement, 
which  I  now  respectfully  submit  for  the  consideration  and  determina- 
tion of  the  Department.

Bcport  of  Acting  Master  Warren,  V.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S. 
Daylight,  of  the  chase  and  dcsiruction  by  that  vessel  of  a  schooner 
off  New  To2)sail  Inlet,  North  Carolina. 

U.  S.  S.  Daylight, 
Off  New  Topsail  Inlet,  January  22,  1863. 
SiE :  I  have  to  report  that  at  7 :  35  yesterday  morning,  whilst  heaving 
up  our  anchors,  we  saw  a  strange  sail  standing  in  for  the  land  N.  E.  of 
us.  We  immediately  gave  chase,  and  soon  commenced  firing  at  her 
from  our  Parrott  gun,  but  could  not  reach  hsr.  She  continued  on  her 
course  and  at  about  9:30  ran  ashore  a  little  to  the  westward  of  Stump 
Inlet.  The  sea  was  so  rough  and  surf  so  heavy  that  we  could  not 
board  her;  we  therefore  took  a  position,  anchoring  near,  and  opened 
tire  upon  her  with  our  starboard  broadside  and  Parrott  gun.  From 
the  heavy  swell  it  was  difficult  hitting,  but  we  succeeded  in  hitting 
her  from  twenty  to  twenty-live  times,  firing  in  all  about  ninety-five  shot 
and  shell.  We  left  her  completely  riddled  and  full  of  water.  She  was 
a  large  fore  and  alt  schooner,  deep  loaded,  and  showed  no  colors  or 
signals.    Her  crew  escaped  in  their  boats.

Report  of  Acthui  Ensign  Beits,  O.  S.  Nary,  regarding  the  firing  vpon  a 

Kiqjpuscil  steamer.

Newport  Neirs,  January  ^S,  18(i3. 
Sir  :  I  respectfully  request  to  report  that  ou  the  evening  of  22d  Janu- 
ary, 1803,  at  7:  45,  Acting  Ensign  Trask  (being  officer  of  deck  at  the 
time)  reported  a  light  up  river;  went  forward  aud  found  it  was  approach- 
ing rapidly  and  suspiciously.  I  immediately  gave  orders  to  beat  to 
(juarters  and  slip  the  cable,  tiring  a  rocket  and  burning  a  blue  light  in 
the  meantime  as  a  signal  of  alarm.  In  slipping  tlie  cable  the  buoy 
rope  unfortunately  got  foul  of  the  breeching  shackle  and  carried 
away,  leaving  the  anchor  and  30  fathoms  chain  without  a  buoy  rope 
attached.  Fired  four  shells;  after  the  second  was  fired  the  position  of 
the  light  was  altered  immediately;  fired  a  third,  when  it  disappeared 
entirely;  we  then  fired  a  fourth  at  wliere  the  light  was  last  seen,  and 
under  the  circumstances  I  believed  myself  justifiable  incoming  down 
the  river  to  report  for  further  orders.  In  coining  down  we  burned 
two  blue  lights  to  show  the  position  of  our  vessel  to  the  fleet.  When 
within  hail  of  the  Galena  the  question  was  put  to  us,  "  What  did  you 
see?"  to  which  I  answered,  "  Steamer,  I  think."

Report  of  Commander  Parker,  U.  8.  Navy,  giving  information  obtained 
from  refugees  concerning  Confederate  affairs. 

U.  S.  S.  Cambridge, 
OffNeio  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  January  23,  1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  this  p.  m.  [there]  came  off  from  shore  three 
refugees,  whites,  from  whom  I  gather  the  following  information: 

There  are  75,000  men  at  Fredericksburg  under  Stonewall  Jackson, 
Longstreet,  Hill,  Loring,  and  Cooke,  witli  Pendleton's  Artillery.  A 
portion  of  the  army  have  fallen  back  about  12  miles.  General  \^'in(le^ 
is  in  command  at  liichniond.  The  redoubts  on  James  River  above  aud 
below  are  well  mounted.  The  smallpox  is  raging  there  fearfully,  aud 
somewhat  at  Wilmiugtou.  At  tlie  latter  place  General  Wliiting  is  in 
command,  and  has  given  orders  to  have  the  women  and  children 
removed  from  the  town.  Troops  are  arriving  daily.  About  !l,()00  men 
are  at  Masonboro  Inlet,  expecting  an  attack  from  our  forces.  Tlie  num- 
ber of  guus  at  Fort  Fisher  is  about  40,  being  12  aud  32  pounders,  and

1,500  men.  At  Oaswell,  38  guus  and  500  men,  Colonel  Lamb  in  com- 
mand. Torpedoes  are  being  sunk  in  the  river  near  the  city,  and  obstruc- 
tions called  cribs,  filled  with  stones  and  connected  with  chains,  down 
the  river.  One  of  these  torpedoes  is  at  the  lower  end  of  the  shipyard, 
another  1  mile  below.  Masked  batteries  and  forts  up  and  down  on 
each  side.  Our  troops  are  expected  to  land  at  Masonboro.  Hewlet's 
Creek,  about  7  miles  up  from  the  inlet,  is  dammed  in  several  places,  and 
a  siege  gun  placed  upon  each  dam. 

The  rams  are  not  completed,  and  far  from  it.  They  need  iron  and 
one  engine.  One  of  them  is  still  on  the  stocks.  They  will  each  mount 
four  guns.  A  bridge  is  built  across  the  North  East  Eiver  for  the  pur- 
pose of  retreat  across  to  Potter's  plantation  in  case  of  emeigency. 
There  are  no  batteries  on  Zcek's  Island.  There  are  two  at  Brunswick 
of  about  30  guns,  one  at  the  second  lighthouse,  and  two  (casemate  bat- 
teries 3  miles  from  Wilmington.  North  from  Fort  Fisher  7  miles  are 
two  batteries  of  4  guns  (Camp  Wyatt). 

Two  steamers  recently  ran  in  loaded  with  arms,  etc.,  for  the  Confed- 
erates, the  Giraffe  and  the  Herald.  The  former  is  of  iron  and  still 
there.  The  latter  is  wood  and  has  gone  out.  The  brigantine  Fanny 
Lexcis  is  loaded  with  cotton  and  ready  to  run  out.  Siie  is  the  vessel 
which  was  run  ashore  some  weeks  since  by  the  blockading  vessels  and 
was  saved  by  the  rebels. 

One  lieutenant  and  nineteen  men  belonging  to  the  Confederate  forces 
were  drowned  in  wrecking  the  Columbia.  Captain  Couthouy,  officers, 
and  men  were  immediately  dispatched  to  Eichniond.  Nothing  was 
saved  from  the  Columbia,  and  the  enemy  tired  her.  Our  shells  did  no 
damage,  one  only  having  struck  her. 

The  enemy  are  pressing  into  the  Army  all  males  between  10  and  50 
years  of  age.  At  present  there  is  but  one  regiment  at  Wilmington — 
1,100  men. 

The  draft  of  water  at  New  Inlet  is  said  to  be  15  feet. 

The  Giraffe  will  endeavor  to  obtain  letters  of  marque.    She  is  armed. 

The  prize  schooner  Emma  Tuttle  is  at  Nassau,  [New  Providence]. 
She  carried  away  her  main  boom  oft'  Hatteras  and  was  given  up  to  her 
captain  by  the  prize  master  on  board.  This  testimony  was  given  by 
the  prize  crew  to  our  consul  at  Nassau.

Yesterday  at  5  p.  in.  I  cnptuj  od  the  suUoouDr  Time,  from  Nassau,  laden  with  salt, 
about  10  miles  to  the  sontli  and  eastward  from  Fort  Fislier.  Wlien  first  seen  she 
was  runniuj;  for  Smitli's  Island  to  the  .south  ami  west,  which  was  not  the  right 
course.  I'pon  seeing  the  Cambi-hlyc  slie  hauleil  to  the  wind  and  tacked  N.  E.  The 
wind  was  light  from  the  northward.     I  have  ordered  her  to  proceed  to  Beaufoit  in 
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charso  of  a  prize  crew,  there  to  remain  lor  your  disposal.     Her  papers  are  in  charge 
of  tlie  prize  master. 

He  adds  in  a  postscript: 

III  breakiug  oat  the  cargo  of  the  schooner  Time,  a  large  quantity  of  bicarbonate 
soda  anil  matches  has  been  found,  which  are  not  included  on  the  ship's  manifest. 
The  state  of  the  weather  does  not  allow  a  complete  overhauling  of  the  entire 
cargo. 

I  enclose  a  duplicate  report  of  Commander  Parker  on  the  subject, 
dated  January  24,  covering  a  report  of  survey  on  the  prize,  finding  her 
unseaworthy,  and  a  report  dated  January  30,  giving  a  list  of  the  mer- 
chandise found  on  board  and  a  statement  of  its  discrepancy  with  the 
niauifest.

SiE :  The  schooner  Time,  from  Nassau,  with  an  assorted  cargo  was 
taken  as  a  prize  by  this  vessel  yesterday.    1  have  put  her  in  charge  of 
a  prize  crew  and  ordered  her  to  Beaufort,  together  with  her  papers. 

From  the  course  the  schooner  was  steering  when  discovered,  the 
nonappearance  upon  her  manifest  of  soda,  matches,  and  shoes,  already 
found  in  her,  the  contradictory  statements  of  her  master,  and  his 
apparent  anxiety,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  considering  the  schooner  a 
legal  prize,  and  also  that  it  is  my  opinion  her  master  (Poland),  now  on 
board  the  Cambridge,  will,  if  released,  endeavor  again  to  run  the 
blockade.  Herewith  i)lease  find  a  report  of  a  survey  upon  the  schooner.

Sir:  In  reply  to  the  Department's  letter  of  March  23,  requiring,  in 
consequence  of  an  enquiry  from  the  British  minister,  an  exi)lauation  as 
to  the  treatment  and  detention  of  the  master  and  crew  of  the  prize 
schooner  Time,  captured  by  the  Cambridge  off  Wilmington,  I  enclose 
two  reports,*  dated  March  27  and  April  3,  from  Commander  Parker,  of 
the  Cambridge. 

It  appears  that  the  master,  chief  mate,  and,  perhaps,  the  second 
mate  of  the  Time  are  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  mas- 
ter's complaints  of  ill-treatment  are  groundless;  that  the  captured  per- 
sons received  a  full  ration  and  no  unnecessary  restraint;  that  the  alleged 
consignees  of  the  Time  have  never  done  business  at  Beaufort  within 
the  memory  of  the  oldest  inhabitant. 

The  Time  was  surveyed  when  captured  and  found  unfit  to  go  North 
during  the  stormy  season.  This  cause  of  detention  will  be  removed 
under  instructions  to  take  advantage  of  the  approaching  mild  season 
and  send  the  Time  North  for  adjudication,  and  to  discharge  such  of  tlie 
crew  as  are  not  needed  as  witnesses. 

The  spring  so  far  hiis  been  unusually  stormy.  Such  worthless  vessels, 
cleared  for  Beaufort  from  the  British  Islands,  are  designed  to  be  beached, 
and  often  are  beached,  when  they  can  not  run  in,  if,  by  so  doing,  they 
can  escape  capture.

SiE :  I  referred  to  the  senior  ofttcer  in  Yorktown  a  copy  of  the  letter 
from  Amos  Tuck,  esq.,  enclosed  in  your  communication  of  the  17th,  the 
receipt  of  which  I  acknowledged  in  my  No.  79,  of  January  19,  and  have 
received  from  him  a  reply  (a  copy  of  which  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose), 
from  which  it  apjiears  that  the  yawl  boat  of  Captain  Lewis  Hudgius, 
therein  alluded  to  as  being  actively  employed  in  the  contraband  trade 
between  Accomac  County  and  the  mainland,  has  been  au  object  of  sus- 
picion and  search  with  Commander  Parker. 

I  would  again  respectfully  invite  the  attention  of  the  Department  to 
the  want  of  swift,  light  draft  steamers,  efitectually  to  blockade  the 
extent  of  indented  coast  on  the  Chesapeake  below  the  Piankatank 
River,  where  the  numerous  creeks  and  inlets,  watched  only  by  the 
Crusader,  must  afford  ample  opportunity  for  smuggling  operations  in 
canoes  and  small  boats. 

These  steamers,  together  with  the  six  asked  for  in  my  92,  of  January 
22,  for  this  immediate  Adcinity,  would  enable  jne  to  give  eff'ect  to  the 
blockade  of  the  waters  of  Virginia.

SiE:  In  relation  to  the  letter  of  Amos  Tuck,  esq.,  to  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  I  have  to  state  that  I  have  long  been  aware  that 
a  contraband  trade  is  carried  on  between  Baltimore  and  Richmond  by 
way  of  Accomac  County,  and  have  used  my  best  endeavors  to  put  a 
stop  to  it. 
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Hearing  about  six  weeks  ago  that  the  yawl  boat  of  Captain  Lewis 
Hudgins  was  in  Horn  Harbor,  I  sent  a  couple  of  boats  there  to  cut  her 
out,  but  when  they  reached  the  harbor  she  could  not  be  found,  having 
been  hauled  up  in  one  of  the  many  creeks  in  that  vicinity. 

The  smuggling  is  carried  on  principally  in  large  canoes,  and  is,  I 
learn,  on  the  increase.  The  truth  is,  there  is  not  force  enough  here. 
The  Crusader  has  an  extent  of  coast  of  about  40  miles  to  look  out  for — 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Back  Kiver  to  the  Piankatank — and  steams  about 
5  knots  an  hour.  There  should  be  at  least  two  more  steamers  of  light 
draft  on  the  blockade.

Sir  :  I  respectfully  forward  herewith  a  copy  of  a  report,  dated  the 
ITth  instant,  from  Lieutenant- Commander  Flusser,  commanding  U.  S. 
S.  Commodore  Ferry,  at  Plymouth,  N.  C,  concerning  the  operations  of 
the  enemy  on  the  Roanoke  River  at  and  above  Hamilton,  where  they 
are  building  a  gunboat,  as  he  is  informed  and  as  he  infers  from  circum- 
stances which  he  narrates. 

I  have  ordered  the  Valley  City,  to  which  he  alludes  as  the  most  efiQ- 
cient  vessel  in  the  sound,  to  the  Norfolk  navy  yard  to  receive  a  new 
propeller.  One  of  the  light  drafts  from  New  Berne  will  be  sent  on  to 
take  her  place.

Sir  :  I  have  received  today  your  letter  informing  me  of  the  cai)ture 
of  the  Harriet  Lane,  and  directing  me  to  take  all  measures  to  prevent 
surprise  and  capture  of  the  vessels  at  Plymouth. 

I  should  much  like  to  have  a  small  steamer  to  station  several  miles 
up  the  river  as  a  picket,  but  at  present  they  are  all  engaged  at  New 
Berne  or  near  there. 

I  have  again  received  information  of  the  building  of  a  floating  bat- 
tery above  Hamilton,  carrying  eight  guns.  From  another  source  I 
learn  that  300  negroes  are  employed  at  some  work  on  the  river  6  miles 
above  Hamilton.  I  shall  try  to  get  someone  to  go  there  and  bring  me 
a  correct  report.  The  enemy,  in  some  force,  has  been  in  our  vicinity 
for  several  days  past. 
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Four  of  the,  Valley  (Jity^H  men  went  outside  of  tlie  lines  on  Sunday 
last  and  are  supposed  to  be  captured,  as  tbey  are  good  men,  and  have 
not  since  been  seen. 

If  the  reports  of  the  negroes  being  at  work  above  Hamilton,  in  the 
river,  are  correct,  it  must  be  that  they  are  building  .something  to  tight 
us.  Tbey  can  not  be  obstructing  the  river,  for  that  should  be  done 
near  the  battery  which  is  building  4  miles  below  Hamilton. 

The  Valley  City  has  injured  her  rudder  so  seriously  that  she  will  be 
obliged  to  go  to  New  Berne  for  repairs;  she  needs  hauling  out.  I 
regret  the  necessity  for  sending  her  away,  as  she  is  the  most  efficient 
vessel  in  the  sound. 

1  know  of  no  way  in  which  the  steam  drums  of  the  Southfield  and 
Commodore  Perry  can  be  protected  against  a  O-pound  shot,  at  close 
quarters,  with  wood  and  one-fourth  inch  iron.  Again,  the  engine 
being  above  water,  needs  ])rotection  as  much  as  the  steam  drums.  It 
would  require  a  great  deal  of  heavy  iron  to  protect  the  vulnerable  parts 
of  the  engine  and  boiler. 

There  are  military  stations  at  this  place,  at  Winfleld,  on  the  Chowan 
Eiver,  and  at  Elizabeth  City.  Neither  of  these  places  lias  a  force 
sufficient  to  protect  it  against  200  men,  but  the  commanders  depend  on 
the  gunboats  to  hold  their  positions.  If  I  aid  them  (and  it  must  be 
done),  I  have  no  spare  boats  to  carry  the  mails.  There  are  but  four 
boats  in  Albemarle  Sound.  There  should  be  at  least  six.  Two  are 
necessary  here,  as  we  do  not  know  at  what  moment  we  may  be  attacked. 

1  wrote  you  some  days  since  by  Mr.  Morse,  and  sent  you  copies  of 
his  vessel's  papers;  the  orignals  I  retained,  as  I  thought  it  probable 
the  schooner  would  be  released. 

The  guerrillas  are  thick  now  through  these  eastern  counties.  They 
have  committed  some  murders.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  with  regard  to 
captures  made  by  this  vessel  in  the  Chuckatuck  Creek,  a  small  stream 
emptying  into  the  James  Kiver  near  its  mouth. 

On  the  20th  instant  captured  a  small  sloop,  about  10  tons,  bound  into 
the  Chuckatuck  Creek;  had  on  board  at  the  time  contraband  goods 
and  three  persons,  viz,  S.  T.  Oliver,  owner  of  the  goods;  ilenry  Bar- 
rett, captain  of  the  sloop,  and  a  boy  named  Joseph  Marys.  The  vessel 
is  quite  new  and  in  excellent  condition,  and  is  worth  about  $250.  On 
the  22d  instant  captured  an  oyster  sloop,  called  the  John  C.  Calhoun,  in 
command  of  a  man  by  name  of  White;  she  also  had  two  other  men  on 
board;  she  was  loaded  with  oysters;  she  is  of  about  G  tons,  rather  old 
and  out  of  order;  worth  about  $50.  Same  day  captured  the  schooner 
Harriet  in  Chuckatuck  Creek;  no  one  on  board;  she  is  about  10  tons, 
quite  old ;  worth  about  SlOO.  Same  day  captured  a  sloop  named  Music, 
about  4  tons;  has  been  used  to  carry  the  mail  between  Norfolk  and  the 
Chuckatuck  and  was  at  the  time  in  charge  of  a  man  by  the  name  of 
Stoneham.  On  the  23d  captured  four  clinker-built  boats,  about  18  feet 
long  and  4  feet  beam;  worth  about  $50  each.  Also,  same  day,  two 
small  boats  of  little  value.  These  vessels  were  taken  outside  of  our 
established  lines.  Small  bodies  of  cavalry,  I  am  informed,  visit  the 
adjacent  country  from  both  sides,  but  more  frequently  from  the  Con- 
federate side.

Snj:  I  would  respectfully  recommend  to  the  senior  naval  officer  at 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  that  a  vessel  be  so  placed  as  to  protect  or  defend  the 
approach  to  the  railroad  depot. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  a  large  rebel  force  threatens  this  city  and  its 
vicinity,  and  a  corresponding  activity  and  disposition  of  the  naval 
forces  will  be  required  to  prevent  a  demonstration  or  drive  back  the 
enemy  should  he  make  an  attack. 

It  has  suggested  itself  to  me,  and  I  respectfully  present  it  to  you, 
that  there  is  no  time  when  one  or  two  of  the  blockading  ships  off  Gape 
Fear  are  not  engaged  in  coaling  or  provisioning  at  Beaufort;  by  a 
proper  disposition  of  the  supply  transports,  could  not  the  vessels  of 
war  so  engaged  be  on  the  ground  best  adapted  for  such  protection? 
For  instance,  thus : 


A  and  B,  supposed  position  of  sbips. 

A  large  depot  and  an  important  basis  of  supplies  would  thus  be  pre- 
served by  the  Navy.

Admieal  :  In  accordance  with  the  urgent  request  of  General  Foster, 
and  my  personal  conviction  of  the  necessity  of  such  a  precautionary 
measure,  in  view  of  the  large  rebel  force  that  now  threatens  this  city 
and  its  vicinity,  I  have  suggested  to  the  senior  naval  officer  at  Beau- 
fort, I^.  C,  the  propriety  of  placing  his  supply  transports  in  such  posi- 
tions that  when  the  blockading  vessels  off  Gape  Pear  come  up  for 
supplies  they  wiU  be  enabled  while  taking  them  in  to  protect  the  rail- 
road depot  at  Morehead  City.  I  have  also  suggested  that  some 
arrangement  be  made  by  which  there  will  always  be  at  least  one  or  two 
vessels  of  war  at  Beaufort, 

For  the  reasons  above  stated,  as  weU  as  on  account  of  the  insuffi-

Sir  :  I  have  received  your  No.  92,  in  which  you  ask  what  disposition 
shall  be  made  of  certain  persons  who  have  been  engaged  in  violating 
the  blockade,  and  of  the  goods  and  money  found  in  their  possession 
when  captured. 

Tliey  seem  to  be  proper  cases  for  the  action  of  the  prize  court,  and 
should  be  disposed  of  accordingly. 

The  Department  will  call  the  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to 
the  abuse  that  is  carried  on  under  oyster  permits,  and  also  to  the  con- 
traband trade  between  Norfolk  and  other  points,  as  indicated  in  Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Flusser's  reports  accompanying  your  Nos.  87  and  88. 
You  must  endeavor  to  do  the  best  you  can  with  the  light-draft  steam- 
ers that  you  now  have.  Continue  to  exercise  vigilance  and  to  capture 
and  send  in  for  adjudication  such  vessels  as  are  violating  regulations, 
exceeding  their  permits,  trafficking,  etc.

Report  of  Lieutenant-  Commander  Gillis,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  an  expe- 
dition to  Chnckafuch-  Creek  for  the  interception  of  traffic  and  mails 
hetioeen  Norfolk  and  Richmond. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Morris, 

Off  Newport  News,  January  27,  1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  22d  instant  an  expedition 
that  I  had  sent  up  the  Chuckatuck  Creek  returned,  having  obtained 
some  important  information  iu  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  the  mails 
were  carried  between  Norfolk  and  Eichmond,  as  also  the  manner  in 
which  goods  were  sent  from  Norfolk  through  our  lines. 

It  appears  that  a  regular  trade  has  been  carried  on  by  means  of 
small  boats,  ostensibly  employed  in  oystering  and  fishing,  having  passes 
for  that  purpose  signed  by  the  provost-marshal  of  Norfolk,  by  order  of 
Brigadier-General  Viele. 

The  mails  and  goods  have  been  received  from  the  boats  in  the 
Chuckatuck  Creek  and  forwarded  from  thence  by  two  men  named 
Joseph  Grey  and  Eeddick,  or  Eeddrick,  the  latter  person  attending  to 
the  transportation  after  the  goods  and  mails  are  landed  and  furnishing 
teams  for  that  purpose. 

The  expedition  succeeded  in  capturing  several  small  vessels  and 
boats,  a  list  and  description  of  which  I  send  herewith. 

During  the  time  I  have  been  stationed  off  the  Nansemond  River,  I 
have  kept  boats  out  on  picket,  using  for  that  purpose  the  sloop  captured 
on  the  20th  instant  by  this  vessel.  I  find  her  to  be  well  adapted  to 
that  kind  of  service. 

I  have  taken  and  destroyed  all  the  boats  and  vessels  I  have  been 
able  thus  far  to  find  outside  of  our  lines.  1  have  information,  however, 
that  there  are  several  more  small  vessels  farther  up  the  Chuckatuck 
Creek  than  my  boats  have  yet  been,  and,  if  it  meets  your  api)robation, 
I  intend  to  send  an  expedition  up  as  far  as  the  boats  can  go.  I  have 
also  received  information  that  during  the  night  of  the  2J:th  instant  a 
large  quantity  of  goods  were  transported  across  the  Nansemond,  about 
12  miles  from  its  mouth,  at  a  place  called  Western  Branch. 
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I  intended  to  send  an  expedition  up  there  last  night,  but  was  pre- 
vented ou  account  of  its  being  necessary  for  me  to  go  on  picket  with 
my  vessel. 

I  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  services  of  a  negro  who  is  perfectly 
familiar  with  every  portion  of  the  country  in  Nausemoud  County  along 
the  Chuckatuck  Creek,  and  thus  far  he  has  proved  more  reliable  than 
the  intelligent  contrabands  generally  do. 

In  order  to  prevent  mails  and  goods  being  transported  across  the 
Nausemond  the  greatest  vigilance  is  necessary,  and  it  is  indispensable 
that  at  least  one  small  boat  be  kept  off  the  mouth  of  the  Chuckatuck 
Creek  at  night.  I  have  two  boats  admirably  adapted  to  this  kind  of 
service,  they  being  of  light  draft,  very  fast,  roomy,  and  comfortable; 
they  were  used  before  their  capture  to  carry  mails  and  contraband 
goods. 

I  would  respectfully  mention  the  energy  and  intelligence  displayed 
by  the  officer  who  has  had  charge  of  the  several  expeditions  I  have 
sent  out,  Mr.  P.  B.  Low,  acting  ensign.

A  respectable  refugee,  just  arrived  from  Beaufort,  reports  the  .abolitionists' 
fleet,  ninety-two  sail,  including  two  monitors  and  six  other  ironclads,  in  Beaufort 
Harbor.  Also  that  fii.OOO  abolitionists  are  encamped  at  Morehead  City  and  Caro- 
lina City.  General  Roliertsou  has  just  veturued  to  Kiuston  from  a  recounoitering 
expedition  throiigh  Jones  and  Onslow  counties.  He  reports  that  a  company  of  cav- 
alry, Captain  Perkins,  surprised  a  party  of  abolitionist.s  last  Friday  at  Big  North- 
east Bridge,  near  Jacksonville,  Onslow  court-house,  killing  1  captain  and  5  privates 
and  routing  the  balance.     No  loss  on  our  side.

SiE :  I  feel  that  T  owe  to  myself,  as  well  as  to  the  oflQcers  and  crew 
under  my  commaiid,  to  state  to  you  the  condition  of  this  vessel  in  as 
few  words  as  possilile. 

We  have  no  sufficient  armament.    Our  Xl-inch  Dahlgren  gun  is  dis- 
abled, and  can  not  be  repaired  without  being  taken  from  the  carriage.

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The  decks  leak  so  badly  that  the  men  can  not  sleep  in  their  ham- 
mocks in  rainy  weather,  and  the  water  often  stands  an  inch  or  more 
deep  on  the  berth  deck.  Not  only  water  goes  through  the  decks,  but 
ill  scrubbing  the  decks  sand  readily  goes  through  the  seams. 

We  have  no  galley  fit  to  do  the  cooking  for  the  ship's  company,  ours 
having  been  condemned  by  survey  more  than  three  months  ago  and 
nothing  has  been  done  to  it  since. 

By  collision  with  the  Genesee  we  lost  onr  head,  and  we  have  not  the 
roundliouses  to  accommodate  the  men. 

In  consequence  of  lying  aground  two  days  at  Shallotte  Inlet  lasf< 
June,  several  knees  amidships  were  split  and  have  started  from  the  wood 
considerably,  rendering  the  ship  unsafe  in  a  sea.  I  send  you  herewith 
the  report  of  the  senior  engineer.  I  would  respectfully  request  that 
the  vessel  may  either  be  surveyed  by  a  competent  board  or  sent  to  some 
Northern  port  for  repairs.

Sir:  1  beg  leave  to  meution  a  circumstance  that  I  deem  of  great 
importance  at  this  moment.     I  did  not  mention  it  in  my  general  report 
from  prudential  motives. 

Before  I  sent  the  vessels  under  the  fort  1  ordered  the  iron  plating  on 
the  pilot  houses  and  casemates  to  be  covered  with  a  coating  of  tallow. 
This  rule  was  followed,  even  on  the  small  light-draft  vessels,  gener- 
ally called  "tin  clads."  The  Rattlet  was  struck  fair  on  her  iron 
covering  (only  three-fourths  of  an  inch  thick)  by  two  IX-inch  shells, 
which  riew  upward  witliout  scratching  the  iron. 

The  Cincinnati  was  struck  eight  times  on  her  pilot  house  with  IX- 
inch  shell,  which  glanced  oft'  like  peas  against  glass.  The  Baron  de 
Kalb  was  the  only  one  that  had  a  casemate  broken  in,  and  that  was 
done  by  a  continuous  hammering  of  three  hours  with  solid  shot  from 
the  fort. 

I  am  perfectly  convinced  that  a  coating  of  tallow  on  ironclad  gun- 
boats is  a  perfect  protection  against  shot  if  fired  at  an  angle.  The 
experiment  is  worth  being  tried.

a  mile  from  Fort  Fisher.  The  officers  engaged  showed  proper  zeal,  yet 
tlie  expedition  was  unsuccessful  on  account  of  the  shoalness  of  the 
water.

Off  If  etc  Inlet,  Xorth  Carolina,  January  28, 1863. 
Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  to  capture  and,  if  possible,  destroy 
a  brig  lying  in  the  river  oft'  Fort  Fisher,  on  the  night  of  the  26th  of 
January,  at  8  o'clock,  I  left  the  ship  and  proceeded  in  a  southwesterly 
direction  toward  Smith's  Island  to  lind,  it'  possible,  a  passage  across  the 
shoal  into  the  main  channel  at  New  Inlet.  Having  a  boat  and  crew  of 
seven  men,  and  accompanied  by  another  boat  uniier  command  of  Mr. 
Glenney,  with  a  crew  of  six  men,  I  pulled  up  from  Smith's  Island  along 
the  breakers  till  abreast  of  its  northern  extremity,  where  1  found  a  pas- 
sage with  breakers  each  side,  through  which  the  sea  did  not  seem  to 
break  much.    I  kept  in  through  it,  sounding  as  I  went,  carrying  5  and 

0  feet  water  through,  and  deepening  to  8,  11,  and  13  feet,  the  course 
through  W.  N.  W.  Here  I  found  myself  separated  from  the  other  boat, 
and  returned  through  the  passage  to  look  for  her;  searched  for  nearly 
an  hour,  and  not  finding  her,  I  determined  to  proceed  alone.  I  returned 
again  in  through  the  passage,  and,  when  well  inside  in  smooth  waterj 
saw  the  brig  bearing  N.  N.  W.  I  steered  for  her,carrying  on  that  course 
8  to  12  feet  to  abreast  of  Zeek's  Island,  the  center  bearing  W.  by  S. 
Here  I  anchored  the  boat,  waiting  for  the  moon  to  go  down,  after  which 

1  proceeded  on.  Having  gone  on  till  the  north  point  of  Zeek's  Island 
bore  W.  by  S.,  found  the  water  shoaled  suddenly  to  2J  feet.  Eeturned 
to  the  southward  and  deepened.  I  then  tried  for  a  passage  farther  to 
the  eastward  and  found  one  that  I  thought  might  take  me  through, 
but,  after  following  it  a  short  time,  the  water  shoaled  again  to  2i  feet. 
[  then  pulled  back  and  sought  for  a  passage  close  to  the  island,  and 
found  a  good  boat  channel  with  6  to  12  feet  and  followed  it  till  ai)reast 
of  the  northeast  part  of  the  island,  where  I  suddenly  opened  a  battery 
of  three  guns  on  which  lights  were  being  moved  about  as  if  posting  sen- 
tries. The  channel  round  this  part  of  the  island  did  not  appear  to  be 
more  than  100  yards  wide.  Not  thinking  it  prudent  to  pass  the  battery, 
aTid  not  liaving  time  to  continue  the- search  for  another  passage,  as  it 
was  then  3  o'clock,  I  returned  to  the  ship  without  accomplishing  what 
I  had  undertaken,  but  which  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  might  easily  have 
been  done  had  there  been  water  enough  to  allow  me  to  cross.

Sir:  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  to-day  of  your  several  com- 
munications, viz:  Dated  13th  January  and  duplicate,  relating  to 
Lieutenant  William  B.  Gushing,  his  prize,  and  the  prizes  Brilliant 
and  J.  C.  Roker;  20th  January,  relating  to  Acting  Second  Assistant 
Engineer  William  [H.|  Whiting;  21st  January,  about  wrecked  steamer 
Columbia  and  her  signal  book ;  22d  January,  in  regard  to  parole  of  rebel 
officers  captured  by  vessels  of  yoar  squadron. 

I  have  sent  orders  to  Lieutenant  Gushing,  under  cover  to  Gommander 
Murray,  to  report  to  you  in  person  at  Hampton  Roads. 

His  prize,  the  schooner  Holmes,  was  rebel  property,  captured  in  rebel 
waters,  and  is  a  clear  prize.  I  am  informed  by  Acting  Master  Garr 
that  she  is  a  sound  and  good  vessel,  and  would  sell  here  for  $1,500  or 
$2,000.  She  is  now  in  his  charge  and  awaits  your  further  directions  in 
reference  to  her.  He  says  she  would  be  quite  a  serviceable  vessel  here 
in  lightering  and  for  a  tender  in  these  waters. 

The  Cambridge  and  Daylight  were  the  vessels  that  captured  the 
Brilliant  and  J.  C.  Roker,  and  I  will  transmit  to  Gommander  Parker 
your  directions  in  regard  to  his  action  in  their  case. 

Acting  Second  Assistant  Engineer  William  [H.|  Whiting  has  not  yet 
reported. 

In  regard  to  the  wrecked  steamer  Columbia,  I  forwarded  by  last  mail 
the  reports  in  duplicate  of  Lieutenant-Gonimander  De  Haven,  com- 
manding the  U.  S.  S.  Fenobscot,  of  the  loss  of  the  Columbia  and  rescue 
of  most  of  her  crew,  and  of  Gommander  W.  A.  Parker,  of  his  action  in 
the  case. 

In  regard  to  the  signal  book*  nothing  can  be  ascertained,  but,  in 
view  of  the  probable  possession  of  it  and  the  set  of  Goston  signals  by 
the  rebels,  I  at  once  saw  the  necessity  of  changing  our  private  night 
signals  and  distinguishing  lights  to  guard  against  the  escape  of  a  rebel 
or  neutral  under  our  signals,  of  which  I  reported  to  you  in  my  commu- 
nication marked  No.  2,  dated  26th  January,  1863.

My  Dear  Lee  :  By  my  ofQcial  report  sent  you  by  this  mail  you  will 
learn  how  near  I  have  been  to  a  very  great  disaster  to  my  ship.  The  pilot 
that  I  received  from  the  Miami  had  completely  lost  his  head  when  we 
touched  upon  the  bar,  and  if  I  had  not  stopped  and  reversed  the 
engines  as  promptly  as  I  did  I  would  have  never  gotten  off  the  breakers, 
but  would  inevitably  have  gone  to  pieces,  for  very  soon  after  I  anchored 
inside  the  harbor  a  heavy  southwester  came  up  and  made  a  terrible  sea 
on  the  bar,  preventing  the  army  expedition  from  sailing  as  it  was 
intended  that  morning.  After  I  received  another  pilot  (who  brought 
me  in)  the  embarrassment  of  the  Miami's  pilot  was  accounted  for  by 
the  information  the  second  one  gave  of  the  shifting  of  the  outer  buoy 
in  the  last  severe  gales  they  have  had  here,  to  the  distance  of  some 
300  yards.  This  should  have  been  replaced  immeaiately  after  it  was 
known,  and  I  will  endeavor  to  take  measures  to  have  it  done,  for  if  a 
pilot  is  embarrassed  by  its  being  out  of  place,  what  incalculable  danger 
to  those  who  are  by  stress  of  weather  obliged  to  try  to  enter  without  one. 

I  grounded  on  the  same  breakers  that  came  near  finishing  the 
Montatil;  which  vessel  was  aground  and  thumped  heavily  for  some 
time,  being  obliged  to  have  the  assistance  of  tugs  to  get  her  off,  and 
for  the  same  cause — the  misplacement  or  shifting  of  the  buoy — which 
should  have  been  a  warning  to  have  it  replaced. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  I  can  not  discover  any  material  damage  to  the 
Dacotah,  or  anything  that  will  prevent  my  going  ahead  in  my  duties  of 
the  blockade ;  and  I  am  now  pushing  on  with  my  coaling  and  will  be  off 
again  for  my  station  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  would  not  have  had  this  happen  for  worlds,  especially  at  this 
time,  when  we  are  all  looking  for  active  work  down  here.  It  would 
have  been  not  only  a  disaster  to  my  vessel,  but  it  would  have  put  me 
hors  de  combat,  which  I  would  have  felt  even  as  keenly  as  the  loss 
of  the  good  old  ship.  I  could  see  her  riddled  by  shot,  but  to  go 
to  pieces  ignobly  in  these  breakers  would  have  been  a  heavy  blow  to 
me.  You  may  imagine  uiy  joy  v'hen  I  found  she  had  not  sprung  a  leak 
in  the  shocks  she  had  sustained.  Not  a  drop  more  than  usual  has  she 
made  since  the  grounding,  though  she  must  be  very  severely  strained. 
She  will  have  to  have  her  new  boilers  (which  are  ready  in  Boston) 
next  spring,  and  then  she  can  go  into  dock  to  ascertain  the  damage  sus- 
tained. My  great  desire  is  that  she  may  not  be  out  of  this  approaching 
conflicv. 

The  order  detaching  Chief  Engineer  Peltz,  which  did  not  come  to 
hand  till  yesterday,  is  another  disappointment  to  me.  I  lose  my  right- 
hand  man  in  being  deprived  of  him,  especially  as  the  ranking  engineer 
is  an  elderly  man,  without  much  practical  exi)erience,  except  as  a  super- 
intendent of  a  machine  shop.  I  have  therefore  sent  an  application  for 
a  regular  chief  or  first  assistant  to  take  charge  of  the  engines,  which  I 
beg  you  to  forward  and  approve.  You  will  tiiid  Mr.  Peltz  a  most  valu 
able  officer.  He  has  already  saved  much  expense  to  the  Government 
in  the  preservation  of  our  own  boilers  and  engines,  besides  what  he  has 
been  able  to  do  in  his  department  on  the  other  vessels  of  our  section  of 
the  blockade. 

Your  letters  (of&cial  and  others)  are  most  unaccountably  long  upon 
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the  way  sometimes,  and  from  the  appearance  of  the  envelopes  pretty 
badly  used  eu  route.

Sir  :  I  ran  up  to  Jamesville  on  the  29th  ultimo  to  see  if  the  regiment 
reported  to  be  there  were  fortifying,  Jamesville  being  one  of  the  best 
positions  on  the  river  from  which  to  annoy  gunboats,  and  rather  too 
near  Plymouth  to  allow  the  enemy  to  hold  it  quietly.  We  saw  some 
picket  stations  ou  the  bluffs,  but  none  of  the  enemy.  The  banks  were 
shelled  as  we  ascended  the  river.  I  did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  laud.  I 
shall  go  or  send  a  boat  up  occasionally  to  prevent  fortifying. 

On  the  30th  ultimo  I  left  Plymouth  with  fifty  soldiers  of  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Massachusetts,  under  Captain  Sanford,  landed  the  same  day 
at  Hertford  with  about  ninety  men,  marched  8  or  10  miles,  destroyed 
two  bridges  over  the  Perquimans  River,  and  returned  to  Plymouth  the 
same  night. 

There  are  now  no  bridges  remaining  on  the  Perquimans,  so  that  the 
goods  sent  from  Norfolk  to  the  enemy  on  the  south  side  of  the  Chowan 
(by  whom  they  are  conveyed  to  Richmond)  have  to  be  passed  over  a 
ford,  and  the  roads  leading  from  that  ford  can  be  guarded  by  the  troops 
at  Winfield.

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There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  contraband  traffic  in  Albemarle 
Sound  and  its  rivers,  carried  on  by  small  boats,  which  keep  close  in- 
shore and  push  into  a  river,  creek,  or  swamp  if  seen  by  a  gunboat. 

On  the  2d  instant  I  left  Plymouth  and  anchored  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Yeopim  Elver.  Two  armed  boats  were  sent  in,  one  going  up  the 
river  and  the  other  up  the  creek.  We  succeeded  in  capturing  three 
boats,  two  loaded  with  salt  and  some  other  articles  of  small  value. 
Their  crews  escaped.  The  boats  are  stout  and  good  and  might  perhaps 
sell  for  something  at  New  Berne.  I  have  not  yet  heard  from  you  in  the 
case  of  the  schooner  George  W.  Grice. 

The  Delaware  arrived  here  on  the  2d  instant  to  tow  the  Valley  City  to 
Hampton  Eoads.  On  the  same  day  the  Forty-fourth  Massachusetts 
Regiment,  Colonel  Lee,  also  arrived.  I  requested  Colonel  Lee  to  go  up 
in  the  gunboats  and  we  would  make  a  joint  attack  on  the  battery  at 
Rainbow  Bluff.  We  have  force  enough  to  whip  them.  I  detained  the 
Delaware  to  form  one  of  the  expedition,  but  alter  taking  two  days  to 
make  up  his  mind,  Colonel  Lee  decided  not  to  go.  The  Delaware  leaves 
to-day.

COLONEL:  You  will  embark  your  command  to-morrow  morning  at  7 
o'clock  on  the  steamer  Northerner  and  proceed  directly  to  Plymouth, 
N.  C. 

The  Massasoit  will  be  at  the  wharf  at  the  foot  of  Middle  street  for 
the  purpose  of  transferring  your  regiment  to  the  Northerner. 

Upon  your  arrival  at  that  place  you  will  assume  command  of  the 
post,  and  immediately  after  consultation  with  Captain  Flusser,  U.  S. 
Navy,  and  Major  Bartholomew,  Twenty-seventh  Massachusetts  Volun- 
teers, take  the  necessary  steps  to  drive  in  the  enemy's  pickets. 

It  is  reported  here  that  the  enemy  is  in  force  (about  1,000)  at  James- 
ville. Should  you  find  this  report  corroborated  by  the  information  you 
may  receive  at  Plymouth,  you  will  advance  on  that  place  and  whip  the 
enemy;  and  if,  upon  consultation  with  the  above  officers,  it  should  be 
deemed  advisable,  you  are  authorized  to  advance  as  far  as  Williamston. 
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It  is  necessary  that  the  advance  should  be  made  very  shortly  after 
your  arrival,  so  that  the  enemy  may  not  receive  information  of  your 
arrival  at  the  place,  and  you  are  therefore  advised  to  close  the  lines. 

Captain  Plusser,  U.  S.  Navy,  will  furcish  you  with  some  boat 
howitzers  and  crews,  and  he,  as  well  as  Major  Bartholomew,  are  strongly 
recommended  to  you  from  their  long  experience  at  the  post. 

Much,  of  course,  must  be  left  to  your  own  discretion,  and  the  greatest 
coutideuce  is  placed  in  your  judgment  and  abilities.  The  general's 
desire  is  to  drive  the  enemy  back  and  prevent  his  annoying  our  forces 
at  Plymouth.

Commodore  Flusser  arrived  on  the  evening  of  the  2d  February,  and 
alter  consultation  I  arranged  to  go  with  my  regiment  on  his  three  gun- 
boats to  Williamston,  starting  the  next  morning  at  7  o'clock  and  land- 
ing at  Williamston  or  Jamesville  as  might  be  thought  best,  the  landing 
party  to  be  supported  by  three  boat  howitzers  and  their  crews,  under 
command  of  Lieutenant  Furniss,  of  the  Valley  City.  On  the  following 
morning  a  drifting  snowstorm  rendered  any  advance  by  land  or  water 
impossible;  the  impassable  state  of  the  roads  also  prevented  an  expe- 
dition to  Windsor  to  confiscate  bacon  packed  for  rebel  use.

At  5: 30 
they  returned  with  fifty-one  soldiers  of  the  Twenty-seventh  Massachu- 
setts Regiment,  Captain  Sanford  and  Lieutenant  Briggs.  Steamed 
down  the  river,  and  at  10:. 30  came  to  anchor  oil'  the  town  of  Hertford. 
Lauded  the  soldiers  and  thirty  sailors  belonging  to  the  boat  under 
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command  of  Captaiu  Flusser.  At  1  p.  m.  manned  two  boats,  went  ou 
shore,  and  destroyed  a  bridge  across  the  Perquimans  River.  From  4 
to  midnight,  expedition  returned. 

January  5i.— Came  to  anchor  oft'  J'lymouth  and  sent  soldiers  ashore. 

February  5.— At  9: 30  a.  m.  came  to  anchor  oft'  the  mouth  of  Yeopim 
Eiver;  sent  two  armed  boats  away  in  charge  of  Acting  Master  H.  A. 
Phelon  and  Ensign  W.  P.  Burke.  At  12:15  Acting  Master  Phelan 
returned  with  two  sailboats  loaded  with  salt  and  other  contraband 
goods.

Admiral:  I  enclose  two  letters*  from  Lieutenant-Commander  Flus- 
ser,  to  which  I  respectfully  call  your  attention.  Tlie  want  of  strong 
vessels  is  much  felt  now  in  the  sound.  A  large  force  of  the  enemy  is 
in  front  here  and  1  have  ordered  the  Miami  up  from  Beaufort  to 
leeuforce  until  return  of  expedition.  No  better  use,  I  think,  can  be 
made  of  her  at  this  time  and  she  is  a  tower  of  strength  to  us.  At 
Plymouth  the  enemy  is  said  to  be  picketed  into  the  very  town,  and  I 
do  not  doubt  their  intention  to  attack  Flusser,  but  I  may  be  in  error, 
and  they  are  there  for  feed,  and  their  naval  floating  fort  a  scarecrow. 
Let  us,  if  we  can,  be  prepared  for  either.  ICIizabeth  [City]  is  guarded 
on  the  water  by  two  schooners  of  war,  which  I  have  improvised  for  the 
purpose  of  concentrating  the  vessels  in  Albemarle  Sound.  I  am  now 
preparing  another  for  Winfield.  This  is  all  done  at  the  cost  of  the 
army  and  by  me  as  commander  of  the  army  armed  transport.  I  am 
about  to  place  an  army  transport  at  Beaufort  to  aid  such  vessels  of 
war  as  may  be  in  for  coal  and  provisions  in  defense  of  the  railroad 
depot.  (I  have  written  and  arranged  a  programme  with  Captain 
Sands  for  that  purpose.)  This  will  compensate  in  a  measure  for  tak- 
ing away  temporarily  the  Miami.

I  have 
already  sent  two  gun  schooners  to  Elizabeth  and  am  preparing  another 
for  that  place  on  the  Chowan,  enabling  you  to  mass  your  force,  such  as 
it  is.  I  will  try  also  and  do  more,  for  I  regard  your  position  as  assail- 
able in  the  highest  degree.  I  have  taken  the  responsibility  of  ordering 
the  Miami  back  from  Beaufort  for  use  here,  and  may  be  finally  enabled 
to  spare  the  Commodore  Hull  to  strengthen  you.  Something  must  be 
done  to  render  your  position  tenable  or  we  must  evacuate  it.  The 
admiral  is  gradually  weakening  us  when  he  should  strengthen.  I  shall 
write  to  him  next  mail  on  the  subject.  I  am  surprised  to  hear  you  say 
in  your  other  letter  about  the  schooner  G.  W.  Grice  that  you  doubt 
your  right  to  open  packages.  You  have  not  only  a  right,  but  it  is  your 
duty  in  case  your  suspicions  are  aroused.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  this  day  of  12  tons 
of  coal  per  army  transport  Seguin. 

There  are  no  returns  of  arrivals  or  departures  for  this  week. 

This  section  for  the  past  ten  days  has  been  in  a  state  of  expectancy, 
anticipating  an  attack.  On  the  21st  received  a  communication  from 
the  adjutant-general  stating  that  they  were  momentarily  anticipating 
an  attack  and  the  general  would  rely  upon  the  Stepping  Stones  to  pre- 
vent the  rebels  crossing  at  the  road  above  Western  Branch  or  hold 
them  in  check  long  enough  for  him  to  be  prepared  to  meet  them  and 
prevent  their  taking  him  in  the  rear.  On  the  28th  the  enemy  were 
within  6  miles  of  the  town  [Suflblk]  on  the  Whitemarsh  road,  and  the 
general,  having  more  definite  ideas  of  his  plans,  expressed  himself 
desirous  that  I  should  move  up  nearer  the  town  to  a  point  that  would 
command  the  Providence  Church  road  and  assist  the  Wisconsin  battery 
should  they  attempt  a  movement  [by]  that  road  while  engaged  on  the 
Whitemarsh.  4  a.  m.  the  29th  the  Federal  troops  under  General  Cor- 
coran, consisting  of  two  batteries  of  artillery,  1,200  cavalry,  and  4,000 
infantry,  met  the  enemy  and  fought  until  daylight,  mostly  artillery. 
The  enemy  fell  back  some  2  miles,  and  again  at  10  o'clock  they  engaged 
with  artillery  and  infantry.  They  remained  at  that  point  until  1  and 
then  fell  back  to  Carrsville.  The  cavalry  advanced  to  that  point  and, 
the  enemy  falling  back  toward  the  Blackwater,  they  returned  and  the 
forces  arrived  back  at  Suffolk  on  the  morning  of  the  30th.  Casual- 
ties about  100,  killed  27.  The  loss  of  the  enemy  has  not  been  ascer- 
tained; captured  only  five  prisoners;  some  deserters  have  come  in 
since.  They  were  under  the  command  of  E.  A.  Pryor,  in  person,  and 
were  about  3,000  infantry,  600  cavalry,  and  seven  pieces  of  artillery, 
which  was  his  whole  force,  leaving  only  a  small  detachment  of  conva- 
lescents in  camp  at  Franklin.  There  are  no  troops  at  Petersburg  above 
a  police  guard  to  perform  that  duty  in  the  works;  the  remainder  of 
Pryor's  and  that  force  have  gone  to  North  Carolina. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  desire  to  state  that  probably  sooner  or 
later  there  will  be  an  attack  upon  Suffolk  in  force.  They  have  there 
sixty-one  pieces  of  artillery  and  a  large  amount  of  ordnance,  commis- 
sary, and  quartermaster  stores,  which  would  be  very  acceptable  to 
them  could  they  get  possession,  and  the  general  seeming  to  have  great 
confidence  in  our  present  little  armament,  should  the  opportunity  occur, 
I  would  like  to  be  sure  of  performing  my  allotted  duty,  not  only  credit- 
ably, but  successfully.  There  is  abundance  of  room  for  two  more 
smoothbore  12-pounder  Dahlgrens  on  field  carriages,  and  these,  with 
our  present  armament,  would  fire  a  force  equal  to  two  sections  of  a  light 
battery,  and  for  this  service  quite  as  efficient  as  heavier  guns.

Con- 
trabands are  to  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  complement  of  vessels 
under  the  general  order  of  the  Department  of  December  18,  1862. 
Funds  will  be  sent  to  Paymaster  Whittemore  for  each  vessel  on  the 
blockade  on  receiving  requisitions  for  the  quarter  (in  a  communication 
from  you  and  another  from  Captain  Case),  showing  what  amount  is 
needed  for  each  vessel,  and  accompanied  by  a  report  showing  what 
amount  each  vessel  had  at  the  date  of  the  requisition,  which  should  be 
on  the  first  day  of  the  quarter.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen,  U.  8.  Navy,  of  the  chase 
and  destruction  of  a  schooner  off  New  Topsail  Inlet. 

U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon, 
Off  New  Topsail  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  February  3, 1863. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  that  on  the  2d  day  of  Febru- 
ary, 1863,  while  cruising  about  5  miles  to  the  northward  of  New  Top- 
sail Inlet,  and  about  5  miles  from  the  land,  I  discovered  a  schooner 
close  inshore  carrying  all  sail  and  standing  to  the  southward.  I  imme- 
diately stood  in  chase,  and  on  nearing  the  schooner  discovered  that 
she  was  within  100  yards  of  the  beach,  and  that  her  crew  had  aban- 
doned her  and  landed  on  the  beach  with  their  boat.  I  at  once  cleared 
away  our  boats  and  the  schooner  was  soon  boarded  by  Acting  Masters 
White  and  Buck  and  Acting  Ensign  Paine.  Upon  boarding  her,  they 
found  her  to  be  a  schooner  of  about  200  tons  burden,  loaded  with  salt. 
The  weather  looking  threatening,  and  finding  that  the  crew  had  taken 
everything  of  value  with  them,  they  set  her  on  fire  and  returned  to  the 
ship. 

Finding  that  she  did  not  burn  very  fast,  I  sent  another  boat  under 
Acting  Ensign  Paine,  who  scuttled  her,  and  shortly  afterwards  she 
sunk  in  about  3  fathoms  of  Avater.

He  informs  me  that  every  man  from  16  to  64  has 
to  go  on  the  4th  of  this  month  to  Join  the  rebel  Army,  and  that  from 
Shallow  [Shallotte]  River  to  Little  River  there  are  not  six  men  but 
what  have  beeu  called  away  to  Wilmiugtou  to  join  the  Army.    They 
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are  trying  to  fill  up  the  river  at  Wilmington  with  sand,  but  it  washes 
away  as  fast  as  they  put  it  down.    Sir,  with  your  permission,  I  will 
keep  this  negro  as  one  of  my  crew,  and  rate  him  as  a  second-class  boy.

Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  work  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Weehaicken. 

U.  S.  Navy  Yard,  Norfolk,  February  5, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  received  yours  of  the  3d  instant,  in  answer  to  my  letter 
in  relation  to  the  Weehaicken. 

I  remember  agreeing  with  Captain  Eodgers  that  it  was  not  safe  to 
leave  her  here  too  long,  as  she  might  be  a  great  temptation  to  boarding, 
but  I  did  not  suppose  she  required  so  much  to  be  done,  and  in  speaking 
of  it  I  had  reference  to  the  difference  of  time  in  doing  work  at  Newport 
News. 

I  am  glad  that  you  feel  that  I  have  every  desire  to  push  on  with 
things  relating  to  your  vessels,  which  is  the  case;  but  mechanics  are 
queer  people  to  deal  with ;  for  instance,  yesterday  an  engineer  of  the 
Lackaicanna  came  up  for  her  condenser,  supposing  it  to  be  finished. 
He  wished  to  know  if  I  could  not  work  at  night.  I  informed  him  that 
involved  double  wages  and  not  much  gain  in  work,  for  the  men 
were  so  used  up  that  the  next  day  a  fair  day's  work  could  not  be  got 
out  of  theni.  He  replied  that  they  could  have  fixed  the  condenser  in 
ten  hours  on  board  their  vessel,  which  convinced  me  that  it  should 
have  been  done  there  and  saved  the  Government  double  wages.  On 
enquiring  of  Mr.  Lyons  about  it  and  the  time  it  had  taken  to  do  it, 
he  replied  that  theoretical  mechanics  sometimes  make  great  mistakes, 
and  that  if  he  did  the  work  as  they  sometimes  jiropose  the  vessel  would 
generally  be  back  again  in  a  few  days. 

Whenever  you  would  like  men  to  work  at  night  at  double  wages  you 
have  only  to  say  so ;  although,  except  in  some  short,  important  jobs,  to 
get  a  vessel  off,  there  is  not  much  gained  without  a  double  gang  to 
work,  and  it  is  diflicult  to  find  men  that  will  work  at  night  and  not  in 
the  day;  and  to  do  both  I  doubt  if  much  is  gained.  As  to  working  at 
night  at  the  request  of  every  ofiQcer  who  comes  here  in  a  hurry,  I  should 
be  but  a  poor  agent  of  the  Government  if  1  were  to  waste  the  money 
in  that  way. 

I  should  be  very  glad  at  any  time  an  important  job  is  under  way  to 
have  an  oflBcer  here  to  witness  the  work,  and  if  he  will  report  to  me 
neglect  or  backwardness  in  any  mechanic  I  would  be  obliged  to  him 
and  would  discharge  the  mechanic.  But  good  mechanics  can  easily 
find  employment  and  will  have  their  own  way  in  many  things;  for 
instance,  yesterday  carpenters  would  not  work  on  board  the  Morse 
because,  they  said,  it  was  too  cold.    To  this  I  must  submit. 
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I  take  pride  and  pleasure  in  pushing  on  with  everything  here  for  the 
general  weal,  and  you  may  rely  upon  it  that  everytliiug  will  be  done 
that  I  can  to  accomplish  that  purpose,  and  1  trust  that  no  blame  will 
rest  at  my  door  without  it  is  deserved. 
You  will  please  excuse  this  long  letter.

Sir  :  I  am  informed  by  the  senior  oflQcer  in  the  sounds  of  North  Car- 
olina that  there  are  probabilities  or  possibilities  of  an  attack  on  the 
railway  buildings  of  Morehead  City  during  the  absence  of  the  main 
body  of  the  army  from  New  Berne  and  vicinity.  In  view  of  this  con- 
tingency, I  have  directed  Acting  Master  Carr  to  place  the  store  or  coal 
ships  in  the  harbor  of  Beaufort,  in  such  a  position  as  would  enable  the 
blockading  vessels,  while  in  port  receiving  supplies,  to  lie  in  a  conven- 
ient position  for  repelling  any  such  attack.  You  will  direct  that 
vessels,  while  in  that  port  for  supplies,  shall  be  kept  in  constant  read- 
iness for  any  emergency.  On  the  18th  of  November  an  arrangement 
of  private  signals  was  made  between  the  vessels  of  the  blo(jkade  and 
commandant  at  Fort  Macon,  in  order  to  prevent  surprise  by  the 
steamers  of  the  enemy.    It  was  as  follows: 

First  day  of  the  month,  a  blue  tlag;  second  day  of  the  month,  a  red 
flag,  and  so  on  during  the  odd  and  even  days  of  each  month,  until  fur- 
ther notice  from  me  or  change  by  you.

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  on  the  18th  of  January,  while  firing  at  the 
wreck  of  the  Columbia,  near  Masouboro  Inlet,  for  the  purpose  of  driv- 
ing away  the  rebels  and  more  eflectually  destroying  her,  they  brought 
down  their  two  long-rauge  guns,  and  placed  them,  masked  undercover 
of  a  ridge  of  sand,  and  opened  fire  on  this  vessel,  which  was  returned 
immediately. 

Again,  on  the  2Gth  of  January,  while  the  Penobscot  was  covering  one 
of  her  boats  alongside  the  wreck,  they  opened  fire  upon  both  vessels, 
which  was  promptly  returned,  and  an  exchange  of  shots  took  place 
between  the  two  gunboats  and  the  shore,  with  what  damage  to  the 
rebels  it  is  impossible  to  know,  as  they  were  so  hidden  by  the  ridge  of 
sand  and  bushes  we  could  only  direct  our  fire  by  the  smoke  of  their 
guns.

Sir  :  On  the  IStli  of  November  an  arrangement  of  private  signals 
was  made  between  the  vessels  of  the  blockade  and  commandant  at  Fort 
Macon  in  order  to  prevent  a  surprise  at  the  port  of  Beaufort  by  the 
steamers  of  the  enemy.     It  was  as  follows: 

First  day  of  the  month,  a  blue  flag;  second  day  of  the  mouth,  a  red 
flag;  and  so  on  during  the  odd  and  even  days  of  each  month  until 
farther  notice. 

Let  a  similar  arrangement  be  observed  by  all  vessels  belonging  to 
the  division  of  this  squadron  in  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina  on  enter- 
ing Hatteras  Inlet  with  the  fort  at  that  place,  in  order  to  avoid  any 
.surijrise  by  the  vessels  of  the  enemy.  Inform  the  commandant  of  that 
fort  accordingly,  and  advise  him  to  fire  a  shot  across  the  bows  of  armed 
vessels  entering  the  inlet  in  order  to  bring  them  to,  provided  they  do 
not  exhibit  the  private  signal  above  mentioned,  and  arrange  with  him 
such  a  method  of  defense  as  will  prevent  the  possibility  of  any  sur- 
prise. Suggest  to  the  commanding  oflicer  of  the  fort  that  it  would  be 
advisable  to  have  several  guns  to  bear  on  the  anchorage  at  the  inlet. 
The  gunboat  J.  P.  [Isaac]  Smith,  lately  captured  by  the  enemy  in  Stono 
liiver,  with  her  light  draft,  might  do  great  harm  if  she  go  into  the 
sounds. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  I  deem  it  advisable  to  revoke  for  the  present 
ray  orders  to  the  Miami,  and  if  she  has  not  already  left  you  will  detail 
her  for  duty  at  Hatteras  Inlet  and  instruct  her  commanding  ofticer  to 
keep  his  vessel  at  all  times  prepared  for  action ;  to  keep  a  bright  look- 
out, especially  in  the  mid  and  morning  watches,  and  to  exercise  his 
crew  at  quarters  several  hours  every  day. 

The  night  signal  for  vessels  belonging  to  this  squadron  entering  Hat- 
teras Inlet  will  be  to  burn  a  Coston  No.  3.  Inform  the  commanding 
officer  at  the  fort.  Keep  the  Delau-are  and  Valley  City  in  the  sounds, 
if  they  have  not  already  left,  while  General  Foster  is  absent.  Vessels 
with  elfective  batteries  should  not  be  sent  away  for  repairs  during  the 
present  condition  of  affairs  in  the  sounds.

My  Dear  Murray:  The  Forty- fourth  is  a  bully  regiment  and  its 
colonel  ii  bully  man. 

1  could  not  get  him  to  stir  out  of  Plymouth;  he  would  do  nothing. 
I  offered  to  take  two  companies  on  board  the  Delaware,  Southfield,  and 
I'erry  as  sharpshooters,  go  up  and  destroy  the  battery  at  Kainbow 
Bluff  if  he  would  go,  too,  and  hold  Williamston  till  my  return,  telling 
him  at  the  same  time  that  1  would  give  him  three  iiieces  of  artillery  to 
defend  himself  with.  He  thought  he  would  and  then  he  thought  he 
wouldn't.  He  said  that  if  they  had  only  given  him  the  Fifth  Khode 
Island  and  a  cavalry  force  he  certainly  would  have  gone.  I  don't  think 
he  would.  He  said,  when  speaking  of  going  up  to  Williamston,  that  he 
would  wish  me  to  remain  there  six  hours  while  he  entrenched  himself; 
that  there  were  five  roads  leading  into  the  town  and  he  needed  a  cavalry 
( I  think  he  said  cavalry)  picket  of  100  men  on  each.  Furniss  talked  quite 
roughly  to  him,  wished  to  know  if  his  men  came  out  here  to  tight  or  to 
eat  Uncle  Sam's  grub,  etc. 

I  had  planned  an  expedition  to  retake  poor  Woodworth,  who  was 
captured  by  the  rebels  at  Salmon  Creek,  on  the  Chowan,  his  goods 
seized,  his  vessel  burned,  and  $50,000  taken  from  him.  The  snowstorm 
stopped  this.  The  next  night  we  had  another  expedition  to  Windsor 
to  destroy  some  stores  of  the  rebs;  he  broke  it  up  by  sajing  the  roads 
were  too  bad;  they  were  frozen.  He  pleads  inexperionce;  if  he  does 
not  know  how  to  command  his  regiment,  he  should  resign.  I  think 
his  lieutenant-colonel  not  (luite  so  good  as  he  is;  perhaps  I  should  say 
the  colonel  is  not  quite  so  bad  as  the  lieutenant-colonel. 

Do  not  fail  to  write  to  the  admiral  and  urge  him  to  give  Furniss  a 
better  boat,  and  send  him  directly  back  to  Albemarle  Sound.

Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  enclose  a  duplicate  report*  to  me  from  Com- 
mander W.  A.  Parker,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Cambridge,  dated  January 

'Seep.  4G9. 
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23, 1863,  of  information  derived  from  three  white  refugees  from  the 
shore,  regarding  the  rebel  position  at  Fredericksburg,  the  redoubts  on 
James  liiver,  position  of  affairs  at  Wilmington,  concerning  number  of 
men  and  guns  at  Ports  Fisher  and  Caswell,  the  character  of  the  obstruc- 
tions in  Cape  Fear  River,  the  rams  at  Wilmington,  the  entrance  of  two 
steamers,  the  Giraffe  and  Herald,  into  that  port,  the  endeavor  of  the 
former  to  obtain  letters  of  marque  and  the  escape  of  tbe  latter,  and 
concerning  the  prize  schooner  Emma  Tuttle,  which  is  said  to  have  been 
given  up  to  her  captain  off  Hatteras  by  the  prize  master  on  board. 

Captain  Sands,  under  date  of  January  20,  states  that  Commander 
Parker  misunderstood  the  refugees  regarding  the  escape  of  the  Herald  ; 
that  she  was  then  still  in  the  river,  ready  loaded  to  run  out,  and  that 
the  Giraffe  was  loading  for  the  same  i)urpose. 

The  refugees  were  turned  over  to  Major-General  Foster  at  Beaufort, 
who,  after  examining  them,  suffered  them  to  go  North. 

A  dispatch  from  Charleston,  S.  C,  of  January  29,  in  the  public 
papers,  states  that  the  steamship  Giraffe,  from  Wilmington,  had  arrived 
at  Nassau,  [New  Providence] ;  also  the  steamshiii  Cornuhia,  from  Wil- 
mington, had  arrived  at  Nassau.

Mr.  Bowen  tells  me  that  he 
was  employed  by  Mr.  Blunt,  of  New  York,  at  the  rate  of  $100  per 
month.  He  now  lives  in  the  wardroom  of  this  ship,  and  the  mess 
draws  $1  per  diem  for  his  subsistence.  I  have  also  on  board  Francis 
W.  Savage,  who  is  a  pilot  for  Cape  Fear  River.  I  appointed  him  as 
such,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Admiral  Lee;  thus  far  he  has  drawn 
no  pay,  as  I  wait  said  approval  and  decision  as  to  what  his  pay  shall 
be.  He  is  subsisted  by  one  ration  per  day  and  lives  in  the  steerage 
mess.

Sm :  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  communication  to  you  from  Acting 
Eear-Admiral  S.  P.  Lee,  in  which  you  are  directed  to  supply  your 
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deficiency  of  meu  (15)  from  this  vessel,  as  we  have  that  number  beyond 
our  complement.  I  do  not  know  by  what  the  Bureau  of  Equi])ment  and 
liecruitiug  were  guided  in  arriving  at  this  conclusion.  I  have  a  bat- 
tery of  seven  guns,  one  pivot  and  six  broadside,  which  takes  54  men. 
I  have  also  a  forward  and  after  shell  room,  and  a  magazine  forward. 
From  the  latter  I  have  to  supi)ly  lour  classes  of  guns,  and  from  the 
shell  rooms  three  classes  of  shell;  for  this  1  have  2:i  men.  In  the 
master's  division  at  anchor,  at  relieving  tackles,  at  signal  halyards,  at 
wheel,  at  stopper  rigging,  at  stopper  shot  holes,  leadsman,  etc.,  I  have 
13  men;  for  firemen  and  coal  heavers,  15;  total,  105;  three  supernu- 
meraries, who  are  contrabands,  and  one  man  belonging  to  the  steamer 
Columbia.  I  do  not  see  how  I  can  get  along  with  less  than  105  men, 
and  that  is  only  sufficient.  I  am  informed  tliat  the  steamer  Daylight, 
with  a  like  number  of  lighter  guns  and  more  uniform  in  caliber,  has 
150  men  for  a  crew.  I  have  never  received  any  official  complement  for 
this  vessel,  and  I  am  sure  I  do  not  desire  one  man  more  than  I  actually 
recjuire.  In  stationing  and  requiring  men  for  a  crew,  I  have  always 
been  governed  by  the  Ordnance  Instructions.  Keferring  you  to  article 
304  of  said  instructions,  1  think  I  am  a  few  men  short  of  the  number 
required  for  each  chain  of  passing  scuttles  for  powder  and  projectiles. 
I  have  one  man  sick  and  ordered  by  a  medical  survey  to  be  sent  home. 
Awaiting  your  decision  in  this  matter,

No  clearance,  or  permit  whatsoever,  will  bo  granted  for  any  shipment  to  any  port, 
place,  or  section  aftected  by  the  existing  blockade,  except  for  military  purposes  and 
upon  the  certificate  and  request  of  the  Department  of  War  or  the  Department  of 
the  Navy. 

The  above  is  a  copy  of  Article  III  of  regulations  concerning  internal 
and  coastwise  commercial  instructions. 

It  is  true,  governor,  the  pass  does  not  cover  a  trading  voyage  like 
many  of  those  already  granted  by  you;  nevertheless,  it  is  the  removal 
of  a  vessel  with  a  cargo,  say  furniture,  military  goods,  gunpowder  and 
shot,  into  a  section  affected  by  the  existing  blockade.

Report  of  Commander  Case,  TJ.  8.  Navy,  commanding  the  TJ.  8.  8.  Iroquois, 
regarding  the  speed  of  that  vessel. 

U.  S.  S.  Iroquois, 
Blockade  off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  February  8,  1803. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  the  arrival  of  the  Iroquois  ott'  this  place  last 
evening.  We  anchored  about  10  miles  to  the  southward  and  came  up 
this  morning. 

We  experienced  very  heavy  gales  from  N.  E.  to  S.  E.  on  our  passage, 
commencing  on  the  evening  of  Wednesday  and  continuing  until  a.  m. 
of  Friday,  the  Weeliawken  gale  being  a  moderate  breeze  iu  comparison. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  speed  of  the  Iroquois  has  been  very  much 
overrated.  Under  the  most  favorable  circumstances  at  sea,  with  steam 
alone,  I  have  not  been  able  to  get  more  than  7  knots,  with  (10  revolutions. 
With  steam  and  sails  and  a  fair,  fresh  breeze  from  9  to  10  knots. 

An  examination  of  her  log  of  the  last  cruise,  which  is  now  on  board, 
shows  that  to  be  her  speed.  Perhaps,  under  the  most  favorable  circum- 
stances, fresh,  fair  wind,  smooth  water,  with  the  engine  making  65  to 
75  revolutions,  the  reported  speed,  12  or  11:  knots  might  be  obtained, 
but  it  could  be  kept  up  only  for  a  short  time,  as  the  vibration  with  the 
increased  number  of  revolutions  is  so  great  that  it  would  certainly 
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strain  and  injure  tLe  vessel.    In  a  head  sea,  with  the  engine  liable  to 
race  more  or  less,  her  speed  is  proportionally  less — say  3  to  5  knots. 

I  have  therefore  to  request  that  the  rate  of  speed  handed  in  by  me 
may  be  reduced  to  7  knots,  which  1  believe  is  her  full  average,  under 
all  circumstances.

Report  of  Commander  Parker,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  regarding  three  white  refugees. 

U.  S.  S.  Cambridge, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  February  8, 1863. 
Sir:  Your  letter  of  30th  of  January  has  been  received.  In  reply 
I  have  to  state  that  the  three  white  deserters  spokeu  of  in  your  com- 
munication were  sent  to  the  Dacotah.  I  know  not  what  disposition 
Captain  B.  F.  Sands,  senior  officer,  has  made  of  them,  but  understand 
they  have  since  been  taken  by  General  Foster  as  guides.  I  found  that 
they  were  much  fatigued  and  exhausted  by  their  long  pull  of  about  6 
miles  in  a  heavy  boat.  They  remained  on  board  this  vessel  only  one 
night.  They  were  not  allowed  the  free  range  of  the  vessel,  nor  were 
tbey  set  at  large.  They  had  in  their  possession  several  thousand  dol- 
lars of  notes  on  Southern  banks,  also  many  watches  and  some  valuable 
jewelry.  They  expressed  a  willingness  to  aid  General  Foster  as  guides 
and  return  with  the  army  to  Wilmington,  from  which  place  they  had 
deserted  to  avoid  being  drafted  into  the  Confederate  service.  The  wife 
of  one  of  them  came  ott'  to  us  several  weeks  ago  with  her  brother-in-law, 
who  gave  notice  that  her  husband  would  come  off  to  this  vessel  to  claim 
our  protection  as  soon  as  he  could  settle  up  his  business  affairs  at 
W[ilmington].

Beaufort,  N.  C,  January  30 — 11:30  a.  m. 

Via  Fort  Monroe,  Va.,  February  8, 1863, 
The  constant  and  strong  southerly  winds  (amounting  at  times  to 
gales)  that  have  prevailed  for  the  past  ten  or  fifteen  days  have  pre- 
vented our  sailing,  although  most  of  the  troops  have  been  on  board 
ready  to  sail  more  than  a  week.  Yesterday  the  wind  shifted  to  the 
northwest,  and  as  everything  looked  favorable  I  started  the  fleet. 
Nearly  all  got  over  the  bar  before  dark,  with  a  fair  start  down  the 
coast.  The  wind,  however,  shifted  back  to  the  southwest  after  dark, 
and  blew  strongly,  preventing  the  few  remaining  vessels  going  to  sea. 
It  is  still  blowing  hard  (11:30  a.  m.).  This  will  interfere  very  much 
with  the  progress  of  the  fleet,  and  may  scatter  it  considerably.  As 
soon  as  the  wind  will  permit  I  shall  start  with  the  remaining  vessels. 
So  long  a  continuance  of  southerly  gales  is  very  unusual.

blockade. 

TJ.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Dacotah, 
Off  Cape  Fear  Biver,  North  Carolina,  FebrvMry  10, 1863. 

Dear  Sir  :  I  have  abstained  from  obtruding  my  views  of  the  ineffi- 
cient qualities  of  the  vessels  on  this  blockade,  from  an  indisposition  to 
annoy  you  with  complaints,  and  a  determination  to  do  my  best  with 
the  means  placed  at  my  disposal. 

Since  the  affair  off  Galveston,  our  weakness  here,  and  the  necessity 
of  more  efficient  and  more  vessels,  is  brought  more  forcibly  to  my 
mind. 

The  blockade  has  been  so  strict  against  the  smaller  class  of  unarmed 
vessels  that  the  rebels,  as  we  have  seen  off  Charleston,  will  seek  to  break 
it  by  arming  the  blockade  runners,  or  aid  them  by  force  from  within  their 
harbors  by  ironclads  or  others,  and  increasing  the  number  to  attempt 
it  at  one  time,  succeed  in  getting  in  a  part  of  the  number.  Again,  if  a 
sail  heaves  in  sight,  I  can  not  send  one  vessel  alone  to  chase,  if  she  is 
not  able  to  cope  with  any  rebel  afloat,  but  must  send  an  additional  one 
to  look  out  for  her,  for  any  bold  buccaneer  may  draw  her  away  from  the 
squadron  and  destroy  her,  as  was  done  with  the  Hatteras,  and  I  have 
none  to  spare  from  the  close  blockade  of  the  entrance  here,  especially 
as  I  know  there  are  loaded  vessels  iu  the  river  ready  to  run  out. 
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Many  of  our  vessels  are  not  a  bit  better  than  was  the  Eatteras,  and 
could  not  be  expected  to  make  a  better  light  with  such  a  foe,  and  would 
only  be  doomed  to  go  down  as  she  did,  with  her  flag  flying. 

Of  the  paper  steamers  composing  our  force  oif  Wilmington  the  Penob- 
scot has  been  obliged  to  go  north  for  repairs.  The  Cambridge  ought  to 
go,  and  is  ordered  north  for  repairs.  The  Maratanza,  in  heavy  weather, 
is  in  danger  of  swamping  with  her  heavy  after  pivot  gun;  and  others 
are  always  complaining  of  deficiencies  or  inefficiency.  This  vessel  even 
(probably  the  only  or  the  most  eflBcient  one  of  them  all)  had  her  old 
boilers  patched  and  stayed  in  New  York  in  November  last,  to  last  for 
six  weeks.  By  care  and  painstaking,  especially  due  to  Chief  Engineer 
P.  G.  Peltz  (lately  detached  from  the  vessel),  we  have  not  been  obliged 
to  go  north  for  repairs,  and  hope  to  hold  out  until  she  can  be  spared  to 
take  in  her  new  boilers,  which  await  her  at  Boston,  and  lor  a  general 
refitting  in  dock,  etc.  This  is  the  condition  of  the  blockade  here.  A 
vessel  appeared  in  the  offing  the  other  morning,  and  I  signalized  the 
Chocura  to  chase.  Soon  perceiving  that  she  was  a  large  steamer,  and 
very  much  resembling  the  description  of  the  Alabama,  I  got  underway 
myself  to  assist  in  the  chase,  leaving  only  the  Monticello  to  guard  the 
inlet.  She  proved  to  be  the  Iroquois.  A  smaller  vessel,  however, 
could  decoy  one  of  ours  off  into  the  power  of  the  Alabama,  or  any  bold 
buccaneer  under  rebel  colors;  so  that  1  must  always  send  a  brace  (pos- 
sibly of  lame  ducks)  to  chase  in  the  offing,  leaving  an  insufficient  force 
to  prevent  egress  of  the  rebels  ready  in  the  river  to  run  out  in  our 
absence,  or  I  must  myself  do  the  chasing,  which,  with  our  heavy  con- 
sumption of  fuel,  would  keep  us  running  for  coal  every  ten  days,  occu- 
pying from  five  to  seven  days,  sometimes  by  stress  of  weather  even 
more,  in  the  work  of  going,  coaling,  and  returning  to  our  station. 

These  remarks  are  not  suggested  by  a  spirit  of  complaining  or  carp- 
ing, but  I  would  place  before  you  the  condition  of  the  blockade  here, 
that  too  much  may  not  be  looked  for  from  us,  with  the  inefficient  kind 
and  number  of  the  vessels  for  the  duty  that  may  be  expected  of  them. 
And  I  would  suggest,  in  addition  to  our  present  force,  an  outer  line  of 
vessels  to  chase  and  board  vessels  in  the  approaches.

SlE:  Much  inconvenience  is  experienced  by  the  detention  and  detach- 
ment at  the  North,  of  prize  officers,  crews,  and  small  arms,  sent  by  the 
vessels  ott'  Wilmington. 

To  remedy  this  inconvenience,  I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  com- 
mandants of  the  diflerent  navy  yards  and  the  Baltimore  naval  station 
be  directed  to  make  it  a  duty  of  the  commanding  officers  of  their 
respective  receiving  vessels  to  see  that  these  officers  and  crews  with 
their  small  arms  are  promptly  retransferred  and  forwarded  to  their 
vessels  when  their  examination  before  the  prize  court  or  commissioner 
is  over,  and  to  see  further  that  there  is  no  unnecessary  delay  in  securing 
such  examination.

Sir  :  The  blockaders  must  either  ride  at  anchor  with  a  sufficient  scope 
of  cable  to  prevent  parting  cable  or  anchors,  or  they  must  be  under- 
way.   The  recent  loss  of  anchor  stocks  and  of  anchors  and  cables  may 
be  attributed  to  making  the  vessels  fight  their  anchors  in  a  rough  sea 
with  a  short  scope  of  cable.    The  anchors  should  always  be  weighed  in 
time  to  prevent  such  straining,  where  it  is  not  intended  to  ride  out  the 
weather  at  a  long  scope.

Sir  :  It  is  reported  by  Acting  Master  W,  G.  Saltonstall,  command- 
ing U.  S.  S,  Commodore  Hull,  guard  vessel  in  Pamlico  River,  that  on 
the  11th  of  January  the  sloop  Fine,  from  Beaufort,  was  boarded  from 
that  vessel.     She  bad  a  pass  from  Edward  Stanly,  military  governor  of 
North  Carolina,  giving  the  owner  permission  to  carry  potatoes  in  his 
vessel  to  Washington,  N.  C,  and  return  with  a  load  of  his  furniture  to 
New  Berne,  and  directing  him  to  report  to  the  officer  in  command. 
The  permit  was  endorsed  by  the  provost -marshal  at  Beaufort.    The 
commanding  officer  of  tlie  guard  vessel  detained  her  for  proper  papers. 
I  request  to  be  informed  if  permits  of  this  character  are  to  be 
respected.

Newport  Neics,  Va.,  February  12, 1863. 
Sir  :  There  must  always  be  some  difficulty  in  getting  three  medical 
officers  together  to  hold  medical  surveys,  and  the  forms  to  complete 
them  are  cumbrous ;  therefore,  unless  in  cases  of  some  importance,  it 
seems  desirable  to  avoid  them. 

The  object  of  a  survey  is  to  determine  whether  the  persons  submitted 
to  it  are  so  disabled  as  to  render  their  discharge  from  the  service  or 
from  the  control  of  the  squadron  necessary,  or  to  determine  to  what 
right  and  protection  the  disabled  person  is  entitled. 

In  cases  of  temporary  disease,  requiring  hospital  treatment,  a  simple 
hospital  ticket  is  all  that  is  necessary,  and  I  am  informed  by  the  fleet 
surgeon  that  this  only  was  required  in  many  of  the  cases  embraced  by 
medical  surveys,  reports  of  which  1  have  lately  received  from  the 
southern  divisions  of  this  squadron. 

These  stations  are  amply  supplied  with  hospital  accommodations. 
Besides  the  large  hospital  at  Portsmouth,  Va.,  we  have  temporary 
naval  hospitals  at  New  Berne,  Washington,  and  Plymouth,  N.  C. ;  also 
an  arrangement  has  been  made  by  the  proper  authorities  which  gives 
us  the  use  for  our  men  of  the  army  hospitals  at  Beaufort  and  Ocra- 
coke,  N.  C.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Furniss,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding 
the  construction  by  the  Confederates  of  a  formidable  floating  battery. 

U.  S.  S.  Valley  City, 
OffNansemond  River,  Va.,  February  13  [12],  1863. 
Admiral  :  Lieutenant-Commander  C.  W.  Flusser  informed  me  before 
I  left  Plymouth,  N.  C,  that  he  had  reliable  information  from  three 
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different  sources  that  the  rebels  were  constructing  a  formidable  float- 
ing battery  about  15  miles  above  Hamilton,  N.  O.,  on  the  Roanoke 
River. 

This  battery  is  said  to  be  constructed  from  a  scow  made  of  one-fourth 
inch  iron,  which  was  formerly  used  for  carrying  cotton  from  the  upper 
rivers  to  Norfolk;  capacity  about  500  bales.  The  s"ow  has  been 
strengthened  by  heavy  timber  and  protected  by  cotton  bales,  and  is 
intended  to  mount  seven  guns,  three  of  which  are  said  to  be  of  a  very 
heavy  caliber.  A  deserter  from  the  rebel  fort  at  Rainbow  Bluff,  situ- 
ated on  the  bank  of  the  river  about  3  miles  below  Hamilton,  spoke  of 
these  guns  as  being  larger  than  the  IX-inch  guns  of  the  Commodore 
Perry. 

The  rebels  give  out  that  this  floating  battery  is  merely  intended  to 
act  in  concert  with  the  fort  at  Rainbow  Bluff  for  the  defense  of  the 
river.  It  is  well  known,  however,  that  they  have  two  steamers  above 
Hamilton,  one  the  Cotton  Planter,  a  stern  wheeler,  capacity  250  bales, 
and  another  smaller  side-wheel  steamer  of  about  60  tons  burden,  but 
quite  powerful.  These  two  would  be  quite  suflttcient  to  bring  the  bat- 
tery down  the  river  if  they  see  fit. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser  has  written  to  you  on  this  subject  by 
mail.

Sir:  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  H.  K.  Furniss,  of  the  Valley  City, 
reports  you  desired  him  to  inform  me  that  the  rebels  are  fitting  out  a 
cotton-defended  steamboat,  to  come  down  the  Roanoke  and  attack  our 
gunboats  at  Plymouth.  You  must  make  every  preparation  in  your 
power  for  their  reception. 

If  the  officers  and  crews  of  the  gunboats  have  been  and  are  exercised 
from  three  to  six  hours  every  day  at  great  guns  and  small  arms, 
they  will  possess  a  skill  and  confidence  in  their  use  which  will  enable 
them  speedily  to  destroy  and  capture  such  an  enemy.  You  might 
readily  construct  a  shelter  on  deck  for  sharpshooters,  whom  you  might 
obtain  from  the  army  to  serve  as  marines.  The  main  thing  is  not  to  be 
surprised.  The  gunboats  should  be  kept  in  perfect  readiness  for  action 
day  and  uight  as  though  the  men  were  constantly  at  quarters.  The 
watch  should  be  kept  armed,  and  in  times  of  threatened  danger  the 
rest  of  the  officers  and  men  should  sleep  in  their  clothes.  In  the  latter 
part  of  the  mid  and  during  the  morning  watch  and  all  thick  weather 
the  utmost  vigilance  should  be  observed.  The  vessels  should  occupy 
such  a  position  as  readily  to  support  each  other.  The  Whitehead,  well 
armed  and  rifle  screened,  has  left  here  for  Plymouth  to  report  to  you. 
The  Ceres,  yet  at  Baltimore,  I  hope  will  soon  follow.  I  rely  upon  you 
to  give  a  good  account  should  they  make  such  an  attack.    Keep  up  a 
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constant  full  head  of  steam,  cables  unshackled,  properly  buoyed,  and 
ready  to  slip  without  having  any  scope  to  veer,  and  keep  a  picket  boat 
out,  when  necessary,  with  duly  concerted  signals.

Report  of  Gunner  Hines,  U.  S.  Wavy,  regarding  expected  attack  by  guer- 
rillas upon  Elizabeth  City,  N.  G. 

Elizabeth  City, 
On  board  Schooner  B.  Butler,  February  12,  1863. 
My  Deae  Sir  :  1  deem  it  my  duty  to  write  you  a  few  lines  by  the 
steamer  Lancer. 

I  have  devoted  my  time  to  drilling  the  soldiers  to  great  guns.  They 
have  done  well,  considering  the  time  they  have  been  drilling.  I  am 
doing  all  I  can,  both  on  shore  and  on  board.  1  go  out  scouting  for 
guerrillas.  We  have  just  got  in  town.  I  succeeded  in  killing  one 
to-day.    None  of  my  men  were  hurt,  as  the  enemy  would  not  stand. 

Captain  Sanders  is  down  with  you  now.  He  is  not  willing  for  me  to 
leave  yet.  I  came  near  getting  killed  two  nights  ago  by  a  ball  fired  by 
one  of  those  murderers.  The  steamer  leaves  soon.  Please  send  some 
stands  of  grape,  as  I  know  they  will  attack  this  place  soon,  for  they 
are  all  around  town.

Sir  :  Proceed  to  the  schooner  Marie  Banks,  on  shore  about  2  miles 
below  Cape  Henry,  and  render  her  all  the  assistance  in  your  power. 
She  had  364  coils  of  rigging  belonging  to  the  Navy  on  board,  which 
you  will  take  out  and  bring  up.  Land  and  provide  with  subsistence 
and  necessary  means  strong  working  parties  from  the  Delaware  and 
Wyandotte  and  get  this  rigging  out  as  quick  as  possible,  and  get  it  on 
board  the  Delaware  and  Wyandotte  as  fast  as  the  weather  allows. 
Acting  Master  Wright,  commanding  the  Wyandotte  was  directed  by 
mo  on  the  10th  instant  to  render  this  vessel  assistance,  and  save  the 
Government  stores,  and  to  take  the  wrecking  schooner  Planet  Mars  with 
her  steam  pumps  and  wrecking  apparatus  to  assist  him  in  the  operation. 
He  took  the  Planet  Mars  down  there,  but  at  the  instance  of  her  owners, 
without  her  pumps  and  wrecking  apparatus,  and  immediately  brought 
her  back,  after  landing  a  small  party  from  her  and  an  officer  from  the 
Wyandotte.    This  party  lifted  17  coils  of  rigging  from  the  schooner, 
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whicli  lies  quite  near  it,  to  the  beach,  which  was  removed  to  the  Wyan- 
dotte by  Acting  Master  Wright  and  brought  up  here  last  night.  The 
Wyandotte  went  up  to  Norfolk  last  night  to  get  tlie  steam  pump  of  the 
Planet  Mars  and  take  it  down  to  the  wreck.  I  have  not  authorized  the 
Bakers  to  wreck  the  schooner;  it  is  the  Government  property  I  meant 
to  save,  and  in  doing  so  to  assist  her.  I  did  not  put  Mr.  Baker  in 
charge  of  this  operation,  but  Acting  Master  Wright.  A.  Rockwell,  jr., 
master  of  the  wrecking  schooner  Planet  Mars  and  agent  for  the  Messrs. 
Baker,  informed  me  in  writing  on  the  7th  instant  that  she  had  a  steam 
pump  and  wrecking  apparatus.  It  was  to  have  the  assistance  of  this 
steam  pump  and  wrecking  apparatus  that  1  directed  Acting  Master 
Wright  to  take  her  down.  It  appears  from  Acting  Master  Wright's 
report  of  last  night  that  he  went  without  the  pump  and  apparatus  and 
derived  consequently  no  assistance  from  the  schooner  Planet  Mars. 
Take  with  you  from  this  ship  and  the  Galena  their  small  force  pumps 
and  necessary  hose  and  do  what  you  can  with  them  to  pump  out  the 
schooner  and  get  this  rigging  out  at  once.  Land  a  party  to  go  there 
as  soon  as  practicable. 

Dismiss  Mr.  Baker  if  you  do  not  need  his  assistance.  Dismiss  his 
schooner,  which  has  so  far  rendered  no  assistance  anyhow.  She  is 
still  in  the  roads.  Notify  her  as  you  go  by.  If  you  do  need  it,  tell  him 
he  will  be  allowed  10  or  15  per  cent  on  the  appraised  value  of  the  pub- 
lic property  belonging  to  the  Navy  which  he  may  have  taken  out  of 
the  schooner  before  you  reached  there,  or  which  he  may  assist  you  to 
save  if  you  consider  it  necessary  to  continue  his  services  after  you 
reach  there.  Use  all  practicable  dispatch  in  the  performance  of  this 
duty  and  report  to  me  the  result  of  your  proceedings  in  writing.

Report  of  Commander  Case,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  Confederate  defenses 
at  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  Neio  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  February  13, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  the  enemy  working  like  beavers  in  adding  to 
the  defenses  of  New  Inlet.  From  their  apparent  great  energy  I  am 
induced  to  believe  that  in  the  event  of  our  capture  of  Charleston  this 
is  to  be  the  point  for  the  blockade  runners.  For  the  same  reason  I  am 
also  inclined  to  believe  in  the  truth  of  the  report  that  the  old  channel 
(directly  along  the  beach  and  close  to  Federal  Point)  has  lately  reopened 
with  deeper  water. 

They  have  now  four  casemated  batteries  west  of  Fort  Fisher  com- 
pleted and  a  fifth  nearly  so,  each  mounting  two  or  three  guns,  built  of 
heavy  framework,  and  covered  deeply  with  sand  and  sodded.  A  steam 
engine  is  in  use,  apparently  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  sand,  etc. 
Bast  of  Fort  Fisher  there  are  two  batteries  of  three  guns  each. 

The  light-house  at  Federal  Point  was  taken  down  a  few  days  before 
my  arrival  lor  the  i)urpose,  I  presume,  of  using  the  materials  in  the 
construction  of  furnaces,  etc.,  in  the  new  batteries. 
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The  defenses  are  much  more  formidable  and  much  more  judiciously 
arranged,  on  account  of  detached  batteries,  than  those  at  the  South 
Bar,  Fort  Caswell,  etc. 

The  withdrawal  of  the  Penobscot  for  repairs  and  of  the  Genessee  for 
other  service  leaves  the  blockade  east  of  Frying  Pan  Shoals  weak  and 
ineflBcient. 

If  a  vessel  now  gets  inside  of  the  blockaders  she  can  soon  run  under 
cover  of  the  batteries  and  anchor  until  the  tide  serves  for  crossing  the 
bar.  A  few  months  ago  this  would  have  been  impossible,  the  defenses 
at  that  time  being  such  as  to  make  an  immediate  crossing  of  the  bar 
absolutely  necessary. 

The  following  vessels  are  now  engaged  on  the  blockade  east  of  the 
shoals,  viz,  Iroquois,  Cambridge,  Mount  Vernon,  off  New  Inlet.  Daylight, 
from  Masonboro  Inlet  east  to  New  River  Inlet. 

The  Cambridge  requires  extensive  repairs,  and  is,  by  your  order,  to  be 
sent  North  on  the  reporting  of  the  State  of  Georgia. 

The  mortar  schooner  Arietta  is  at  Beaufort,  I  believe,  for  anchors, 
having  lost  hers  in  the  late  heavy  gales.  Commander  Parker  repre- 
sents her  to  be  unfit  for  the  service  on  account  of  her  inability  to  work 
offshore.  She  had  originally  a  centerboard,  which  was  taken  out  when 
she  was  converted  into  a  mortar  schooner.  If  it  could  be  restored,  I 
think  she  would  be  of  use  to  the  blockade.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  a  large  side- wheel  steamer  suc- 
ceeded in  eluding  us  and  got  into  this  river  this  morning  at  4  a.  m.  I 
had  a  picket  boat  from  this  vessel  inside  the  bar,  and  one  from  the 
Monticello  was  anchored  on  the  bar  in  13-feet  water.  The  latter  saw 
nothing  of  the  blockade  runner,  but  my  picket  boat,  in  charge  of  Act- 
ing Master  W.  Earle,  saw  her  pass  between  him  and  the  shore,  and 
came  near  being  run  over  by  her  soon  after  discovering  her.  The  boat 
was  anchored  in  12-feet  water  on  the  western  side  of  the  channel,  with 
the  fort  bearing  N.  N.  E.,  and  the  steamer  passed  between  her  and  the 
beach,  evidently  having  tracked  the  beach  along,  where,  under  cover  of 
the  dark  land,  she  could  not  be  seen  a  quarter  of  a  mile  off  in  the 
obscurity  of  the  hour  before  daylight.  The  moon,  in  its  last  quarter, 
was  just  rising,  but  was  behind  clouds.  The  Chocura  was  stationed  at 
the  Western  Bar,  the  Monticello  farther  west,  near  the  shore,  and  the 
Dacotah  guarding  the  approaches  to  the  bar.  Yet  neither  vessel,  with 
all  their  accustomed  watchfulness,  saw  anything  of  the  blockade  run- 
ner, and  it  is  with  much  chagrin  that  I  am  obliged  thus  to  report  a 
rebel  success.  I  enclose  the  report  of  Acting  Master  W.  Earle  of  the 
circumstance.  Without  more  vessels  to  string  along  the  beach  in  sight 
of  each  other,  and  a  line,  or  even  one  steamer,  outside,  to  intercept 
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before  they  make  the  land,  I  can  not  see  how  we  are  to  prevent  these 
successes  in  running  the  blockade,  which  I  had  flattered  myself  we  had 
made  a  close  one — and  had  not  my  picket  boat  seen  her  go  inside  1 
would  not  have  believed  she  had  gotten  in  at  this  inlet  with  the 
arrangements  I  had  made  to  prevent  the  breaking  of  the  blockade. 

Having  ordered  the  Maratanza  down  to  Shallotte  Inlet  to  relieve  the 
Victoria,  that  she  might  go  to  Beaufort  to  replenish  coal,  I  gave  to 
Commander  Scott  my  launch  and  howitzer  to  make  reconnoissance  of 
the  inlet  there  for  any  vessels  that  might  be  inside  ready  to  run  out, 
and  to  learn  something  of  the  bars. 

I  enclose  his  letter,  accompanied  by  rejjorts  of  the  ofl&cers  in  charge 
of  the  expedition.  The  two  prisoners  taken  by  them  in  the  boat  they 
captured  are  on  board  this  vessel,  subject  to  your  orders.  No  vessels 
were  found  in  either  inlet.  We  gain  no  information  from  the  prisoners, 
who  were  conscripts  and  have  served  but  three  months,  as  they  say, 
much  against  their  will,  and  would  like  to  go  back  under  parole,  so 
that  they  should  not  have  to  fight  against  the  old  flag.

SiE:  Last  evening,  in  obedience  to  your  order,  I  took  the  second 
cutter  and  proceeded  to  the  bar  on  picket  duty. 

At  8 :  45  anchored  close  in  with  the  northern  shore,  in  8  feet  water, 
a  short  distance  to  eastward  of  Piney  Point.  At  10,  weighed  anchor, 
and,  steering  across  the  channel,  came  to  in  8,  feet  water.  12:30 
flood  tide  made;  weighed  anchor  again,  and  at  1  o'clock  came  to  on  the 
northern  side  of  the  channel  in  12  feet  water,  Fort  Caswell  bearing 
N.  N.  E.  about  one-fourth  of  a  mile  distant.  Here  we  lay  till  4  o'clook, 
when  we  saw  a  light  bearing  west;  by  its  rapid  approach,  I  knew  it 
to  be  a  steamer's  light,  and  by  the  course  she  was  steering  I  was  con- 
vinced that  we  were  in  imminent  danger  of  being  run  down.  I  ordered 
the  anchor  to  be  taken  up,  and  a  few  strokes  of  our  oars  placed  us  in 
safety.  As  she  came  abreast  of  us  she  stopped  her  engine,  and  we  sent 
up  a  rocket  over  her  stern,  and  she  then  steamed  ahead  fast  again.  In 
a  few  moments  after  we  burned  a  red  light  to  indicate  that  a  chase 
would  be  useless,  as  she  was  a  long  way  inside  the  bar. 

From  the  time  we  first  saw  the  light  till  the  steamer  passed  us,  five 
minutes  could  not  have  elapsed,  and  I  am  certain  her  hull  had  not  been 
in  sight  more  than  two  minutes. 

She  was  long,  low  steamer,  with  two  masts  and  two  smokestacks; 
her  length  I  thought  fully  equal  to  that  of  the  Dacotah,  and  was  a  side- 
wheel  steamer. 

She  extinguished  her  light  when  she  came  up  to  us,  and  set  it  again 
as  she  proceeded  up,  and  was  answered  from  Fort  CaswelJ. 

The  moon  being  up,  and  morning  close  at  hand,  I  immediately  came 
on  board.

On  Board  U.  S.  S.  Maratanza, 
Off  Shall otte  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  February  8, 1863. 
Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  tbe  7tb  instant,  to  make  a  recon- 
iioissance up  Sballottc  Inlet,  we  left  tbe  sbip  at  7:30  p.  m.  same  date, 
in  tbe  hiuncb  well  manned  and  provided  witb  everything  necessary  for 
such  an  enterprise. 

After  leaving  tbe  sbip  we  steered  in  N.  E.  by  N.,  and  sounding  as  we 
proceeded.  We  found  tbe  soundings  to  be  very  regular,  tbe  water  shoal- 
ing gradually  from  (i  to  3  fathoms  to  within  one-fourth  of  a  mile  of  the 
bar,  which  runs  parallel  and  nearly  across  tbe  mouth  of  said  inlet. 

After  some  delay  in  finding  tbe  entrance  we  discovered  a  break  in 
tbe  bar,  which  we  supposed  to  be  tbe  channel.  We  iiiimediately  steered 
for  it,  and  were  right  in  our  supposition,  for  it  proved  to  be  the  entrance. 
In  it  we  found  2  fathoms  of  water,  it  being  then  nearly  high  tide,  and 
just  M'ithin  we  found  3  fathoms,  which  soundings  we  kept  until  we 
arrived  nearly  across  tbe  inlet.    *    *    * 

We  then  steered  E.  about  2  miles,  sboaling  tbe  water  from  2  to  1 
fathoms.  We  then  found  it  necessary  to  cross  to  tbe  south  side  of  the 
inlet,  as  tbe  channel  tended  in  that  direction. 

We  proceeded  up  that  shore  about  3  miles  farther  without  seeing  any- 
thing of  importance. 

Finding  tbe  tide  to  be  ebbing  very  fast,  and  having  a  difficult  chan- 
nel to  navigate,  we  started  on  our  return.  We  followed  tbe  south  side 
of  tbe  river  back,  where  we  found  another  channel,  but  more  intricate 
than  the  one  on  the  north  side  of  said  inlet. 

At  1  a.  m.  we  passed  out  of  the  entrance  to  Shallotte  Inlet  on  tbe  bar, 
it  being  then  low  tide,  1  fathom  of  water. 

At  2  a.  m.  we  returned  to  the  ship,  having  accomplished  tbe  object  of 
our  enterprise.

Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  to  make  recounoissance  up  Little 
liiver,  and  to  ascertain  if  there  were  any  vessels  up  the  river,  on  tbe 
N  w  R— VOL  S 34 
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9th  instant  at  7:30  p.  m.  we  left  the  ship  in  the  launch,  the  crew  prop- 
erly armed  and  equipped  for  such  an  enterprise,  and  accompanied  by  a 
boat  and  crew  from  the  scliooner  Matthew  Vassar,  moved  inshore  in  a 
northeasterly  direction.  After  some  delay  in  finding  the  channel  we 
eventually  succeeded  and  crossed  the  bar,  on  which  we  found  6  feet  of 
water,  it  being  about  mid  tide.  After  crossing  the  bar,  and  depending 
on  the  ofiBcer  in  charge  of  the  boat  from  the  Mattheio  Vassar  (who  had 
been  up  the  river  before)  for  instructions  how  to  proceed,  we  found 
him  totally  deficient  of  any  knowledge  of  the  course  of  the  channel, 
and  consequently  had  to  depend  wholly  on  our  own  resources;  in  doing 
so,  we  got  into  a  false  channel,  and  in  retracing  our  way  we  discovered 
a  boat  with  five  men  in  her,  pulling  up  the  river.  When  about  100 
yards  off  we  hailed  them  and  ordered  them  to  come  alongside,  but  they 
being  near  the  shore,  and  taking  the  alarm,  three  of  them  jumped  over- 
board and  succeeded  in  making  their  escape.  We  immediately  landed 
a  party  and  sent  them  in  pursuit,  but  owing  to  the  facilities  the  place 
aflbrded  for  secreting  themselves,  we  failed  in  capturing  them.  In  the 
captured  boat  were  two  men  named,  respectively,  G.  W.  Hewett  and 
Stephen  Hewett,  natives  of  North  Carolina,  who  surrendered  as  pris- 
oners without  resistance.  We  found  also  in  the  boat  5  muskets,  23 
each  of  jackets,  caps,  drawers,  shirts,  stockings,  23  pair  of  shoes  and 
1  dozen  blankets,  intended  for  the  use  of  a  company  of  infantry  sta- 
tioned at  this  place.  From  what  appeared  to  us  to  be  very  reliable 
statements,  made  by  the  prisoners  (that  there  was  one  company  of 
infantry  and  one  of  cavalry,  about  175  men  in  all,  stationed  at  a  small 
fort  about  one-half  mile  up  the  river  from  where  we  were  then,  the  fugi- 
tives having  alarmed  the  garrison,  as  we  saw  by  their  firing  muskets 
and  rockets),  we  did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  proceed  up  the  river  any 
farther,  so  started  on  our  return.  In  running  out  of  the  inlet,  sounding 
as  we  came,  we  found  from  2  to  3  fathoms  of  water  in  mid-channel,  and 
on  the  bar  at  11  o'clock,  it  being  high  tide,  we  found  10  feet  of  water. 
We  returned  to  the  ship  at  12  midnight,  not  being  entirely  successful 
in  accomplishing  the  object  of  our  enterprise.

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  February  15,  1863. 
Sir  :  The  Cambridge  will  have  to  go  to  Beaufort  for  coal  to-morrow 
evening  (16th). 

Thel>rt)//(V//(«camein  from  the  eastward  this  morning.  I  shall  retain 
her  for  the  blockade  of  the  main  entrance,  hoping  I  may  soon  have  a 
vessel  to  supply  her  station,  which  will  be  left  witliout  one  until  the 
return  of  the  Cambridge  or  the  arrival  of  a  vessel  from  the  north. 
I  can  not  urge  too  strongly  the  necessity  for  an  increased  force  here. 
I  regret  to  say  that  I  fear  a  brig,  which  had  been  lying  inside  of 
Zeek's  Island  for  some  time,  escaped  on  Thursday  night  or  early  Fri- 
day morning  (12th  and  13tli   instant).    There  was  a  dense  fog  on 
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Thursday  and  the  night  was  very  thick,  with  fresh  breeze  from  the 
southward  and  westward.  The  Cambridge  ran  some  30  miles  off  the 
coast,  after  daylight,  to  look  for  her,  but  failed,  met  a  N.  E.  gale,  split 
her  fore-topsail,  and  returned  in  the  afternoon  to  report  her  want  of 
success. 

The  Genesee  left  here  on  the  7th  instant  for  Beaufort,  but  has  not  yet 
returned.

Fannie  in  tow. 

February  2,  the  sloop  Granite  left  for  her  station  at  Ocracoke  Inlet. 

February  4,  the  LocTcicood  started  for  Washington,  N.  C,  having 
Commander  Davenport  and  Captain  Ottinger,  of  the  U.  S.  Eevenue 
Service,  on  board,  and  taking  mail. 

February  8,  the  Shaicsheen  arrived  from  Hattcras  Inlet. 

February  8,  the  Loehirood  returned  from  Washington,  N.  C. 

February  8,  the  Seymour  left  for  Hatteras  Inlet  to  relieve  Shaivsheen 
and  aid  Miami  in  getting  off  the  Swash. 

February  12,  The  Seymour  returned  from  Hatteras  Inlet. 

February  12,  the  Miami  arrived  from  Beaufort,  N.  C. 

February  12,  the  Whitehead  arrived  from  Hampton  Eoads  with 
dispatches,  etc. 

February  13,  the  Shaicsheen  proceeded  to  Hatteras  Inlet  to  remain 
until  return  of  Miami. 

February  14,  the  Seymour  left  for  Plymouth  with  coal  schooner 
Deborah  Jones  In  tow. 

The  Delaware  left  Plymouth  with  Valley  City  in  tow  for  Hampton 
Eoads  (date  not  known).  With  these  exceptions  the  fleet  is  stationed 
as  per  report  of  January  31.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Warren,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  the  escape  of  a  steamer 
off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina. 

U.  S.  S.  Daylight, 
Off  Nen-  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  February  16, 1803. 
Sir:  On  the  evening  of  the  loth  instant  (weather  foggy),  whilst 
standing  toward  Fort  Fisher,  we  discovered  a  steamer  running  for  the 
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river  cbnnnel  from  the  south.  We  immediately  started  ahead  at  full 
speed  to  cut  her  off,  which  we  did.  It  being  about  suuset,  1  made  the 
usual  signals,  and  fired  a  gun  to  notify  the  fleet.  The  chase  immedi- 
ately turned  back  and  ran  south  or  S.  S.  E.  We  followed  and  fired  as 
fast  as  we  could,  but  we  could  not  gain  on  her;  she  outran  us.  We 
tired  eighteen  30-pounder  Parrott  shell  and  eight  32-pounder  solid  shot  at 
her,  but  with  what  result  we  could  not  tell,  for  it  soon  grew  quite  dark, 
and  we  lost  sight  of  her. 

The  Iroquois,  Mount  Vernon,  and  Gambridge  were  soon  alongside  of 
me,  but  it  was  by  this  time  quite  dark.  We  spread  out  and  searched 
for  her,  but  did  not  find  her  again. 

I  was  near  enough  for  a  good  view  of  her,  and  lost  her  for  want  of 
speed.  She  was  a  long,  low,  rakish  side-wheel  steamer,  with  two  fun- 
nels and  two  masts,  with  yards  on  the  foremast,  and  on  examination 
of  your  extracts  from  Liverpool  and  Glasgow,  she  strongly  resembles 
the  lona.  Pearl,  Lloyds,  and  Neptune.  She  could  not  have  escaped  if 
we  had  had  4  knots  more  speed. 

We  anchored  near  the  mouth  of  the  channel  during  the  rest  of  the 
night.    She  did  not  get  in.

Report  of  Gaptuin  Sa)idn,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  inefficiency  of  the 
blockade  of  the  Gape  Fear  River. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Dacotah, 
Off  Gape  Fear  River,  North  Carolina,  February  17, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  acknowledge  receipt  this  day  of  your  communications 
of  Jauuary  17,  about  attention  to  southern  limits  of  blockade  and 
directions  as  to  keeping  best  armed  vessels  at  the  main  inlets,  to  guard 
against  the  breaking  of  the  blockade;  and  29th  January,  enclosing  for 
distribution  copies  of  extracts  from  the  J)epartment,  regarding  screw 
steamer  Miriam,  from  London,  with  rifles,  etc.,  for  Confederates,  etc. 

In  regard  to  the  blockade  of  the  inlets  below  this  entrance  to  Cape 
Fear  River,  I  have  to  state  that  I  have  a  schooner  at  Little  Eiver,  with 
a  steamer  at  Shallotte,  which  latter  also  visits  the  Little  Eiver  Inlet. 
As  one  steamer  is  always  away  for  replenishing  coal,  I  have  but  two 
available,  besides  the  Dacotah,  for  the  blockade  of  this  entrance,  and 
yet  the  enemy  succeed  in  getting  in,  as  you  will  see  by  my  communica- 
tion of  14th  instant,  and  notwithstanding  my  precautions  of  picket 
boats  in  addition  to  the  watches  of  vessels;  so  that  you  will  see  how 
little  a  vessel  can  be  spared  from  this  entrance  for  the  service  farther 
south. 

I  think  it  even  necessary,  for  the  more  effectual  blockade  of  this 
river,  that  another  efficient  steamer  should  be  stationed  here,  if  I  had 
one  for  the  purpose. 

Your  postscript,  that  the  intercepted  information  was  not  so  reliable 
as  the  ofBcial  dispatches,  pointing  to  the  main  entrances  as  the  point 
for  concentration  for  an  attempt  to  force  the  blockade,  gives  me  some 
latitude,  and  until  your  further  orders,  I  will  husband  what  strength  I 
have  at  this  point.  Captain  Case,  with  the  Iroquois  and  other  vessels, 
is  at  New  Inlet. 
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If  I  had  auotlier  active  steamer  to  guard  from  Lockwood's  Folly 
along  the  coast  eastward  to  this  entrance,  I  would  stand  a  better  chance 
to  intercept  some  of  these  blockade  runners,  who,  under  the  cover  of 
dark  nights,  are  succeeding  in  passing  us  unseen. 

I  have  also  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  yours  of  16th  January,  enclos- 
ing for  distribution  copies  of  a  statement  of  periodical  returns  required 
Irom  each  commanding  officer. 

Owing  to  the  succession  of  bad  weather  since  the  arrival  upon  the 
station  of  the  Iroquois  I  have  not  been  able  to  communicate  across  the 
reef.  Indeed,  sometimes  weeks  will  elapse  without  a  chance  to  get  a 
boat  across  and  our  means  of  communication  is  often  at  Beaufort,  where 
the  vessels  meet  for  fuel.  I  would  suggest  that  any  communication 
that  requires  immediate  and  prompt  attention  of  the  parts  of  the 
blockading  squadron  on  the  New  Inlet  side  of  the  reef,  be  made  direct 
to  the  senior  oflBcer  there,  as  it  reaches  its  destination  sooner  than  by 
coming  through  me.

Report  of  Commander  Parker,   U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Cam- 
bridge, advising  that  that  vessel  be  sent  to  a  Northern  port  for  repairs. 

U.  S.  S.  Cambridge, 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  February  17,  18C3. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  the  arrival  of  this  vessel  at  this  port  for  the 
purpose  of  coaling. 

1  have  to  report  that  tlie  Cambridge  is  in  want  of  extensive  repairs; 
but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  we  can  hold  out  for  a  month  or  more,  if  any 
demonstration  is  to  be  made  on  Wilmington  and  the  adjacent  forts, 
and  we  all  most  anxiously  desire  to  remain  to  take  part  in  the  light,  if 
it  is  to  come  oft'  soon,  although  the  boiler  is  liable  to  fail  any  moment. 

I  would  most  respectfully  suggest  that  the  ofidcers  and  crew  of  this 
vessel  have  been  engaged  on  the  blockade  for  the  last  year  and  a  half 
without  any  opportunity  to  visit  their  families  and  friends,  or  any 
relaxation  from  their  arduous  duties  except  a  short  time  at  Baltimore. 

Nearly  every  officer  and  man  attached  to  this  vessel  are  natives  of 
the  Northern  States,  and  it  is  very  desirable  that  they  should  be  allowed 
the  usual  privileges  of  visiting  their  friends  while  the  vessel  is  refitting 
for  active  service.  This  will  be  impossible  if  Norfolk  or  Baltimore  be 
the  port  selected  in  which  to  make  the  repairs. 

My  experience  at  Baltimore  convinces  me  that  the  repairs  can  be 
made  at  the  North  cheaper,  better,  and  more  expeditiously  than  will 
be  possible  either  at  Baltimore  or  Norfolk.  Besides,  it  is  nothing  more 
than  common  justice  to  allow  the  men  a  short  leave  of  absence  to  visit 
their  homes.  I  have  not  been  absent  a  single  day  since  I  reported  for 
duty  on  board  in  August,  1861,  and  this  is  the  case  of  many  others. 

The  health  of  the  men  would  be  improved,  and  they  would  be  more 
contented  and  happy  by  having  this  small  indulgence.

Sii! :  I  have  to  report  that  a  large  two-pipe  steamer  endeavored  to 
euter  Kew  Inlet  about  G  p.  m.  ou  the  15th  instant.  She  was  discovered 
by  the  Daylight  when  near  the  entrance,  turned  back,  and  chased  down 
the  reef.  The  night  was  very  dark  and  misty,  the  steamer  was  faster 
than  the  Daylight  or  Mount  Vernon  (which  joined  in  tlie  chase)  and 
escaped,  though,  I  trust,  not  without  being  hit  by  some  of  the  many 
shots  fired  at  her. 

I  had  gone  out  into  deep  water  with  this  ship  to  bury  a  man,  and 
only  got  back  in  time  to  receive  the  report  of  her  disappearance. 

I  have  to  commend  Acting  Master  AVarreu  for  his  vigilance  and 
prompt  action. 

The  steamer  has  not  since  returned,  but  we  think  she  may,  and  are 
keeping  close  watch  for  her.

Report  of  Captain  Sands,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  the  capture  hy  the  U.  S.  S.  Vic- 
toria of  the  brig  Minna,  and  transmitting  report  of  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  Hooker,  U.  S.  Navy. 

U.  S.  S.  Dacotau, 
Off  Cape  Fear  Eivcr,  North  Carolina,  February  18,  1863. 
Sir  :  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  this  day  of  your  letters,  viz, 
February  6  (marked  confidential),  about  disposition  of  the  vessels  of 
this  squadron  while  coaling  at  Beaufort,  and  the  private  signals  to  be 
used  by  them  entering  that  port,  and  the  impracticability  of  withdraw- 
ing the  Cambridge  and  Maratanza  until  further  orders. 

I  have  to  report  that  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  E.  Hooker,  com- 
manding the  U.  S.  S.  Victoria,  towed  here  a  i)rize  brig,  captured  by  him 
near  Shallotte  this  morning.  Her  name  Minna,  of  [Quebec,  from]  Nas- 
sau, [New  Provideuce|,  loaded  with  salt,  drugs,  etc.  Her  master  and 
crew  had  abandoned  her  upon  his  firing  to  heave  her  to,  and  had  she 
no  contraband,  would  be  a  prize  derelict.  He  sends  her  to  New  York 
for  adjudication  with  master,  the  mate,  and  two  of  her  crew,  the 
remainder  retained  on  board  to  be  sent  north  at  some  other  more  con- 
venient opportunity.     I  enclose  his  report. 

1  would  also  have  sent  by  her  several  of  my  crew  Avhose  terms  of 
service  have  expired,  but  there  was  no  room,  and  I  must  wait  for 
another  opportunity. 

The  terms  of  service  of  some  of  my  best  men  have  expired,  say  nine 
more,  since  my  last  communication  upon  the  subject — one  first-class 
fireman,  four  coal  heavers,  and  four  seamen ;  and  during  the  rest  of  the 
mouth  and  20th  of  March,  there  will  be  two  first-class  firemen,  four 
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second-class  firemen,  aud  oue  coal  heaver,  six  more  of  the  best  men  in 
the  engineer's  department. 

I  have  received  five  men  of  the  Cohimbiah  crew,  and  when  1  hear  ot 
the  disposition  of  the  rest  of  her  crew  upon  the  other  side  of  the  reef, 
I  will  make  to  you  a  report  accordingly. 

The  weather  for  the  past  month  has  i)revented  any  communication 
across  the  reef.

p.  S.— February  19.  I  have  to  acknowledge  receiptof  consular  extracts 
of  correspondence  received  by  you  February  5. 

The  Genesee  came  in  here  last  evening  for  Parrott  ammunition  from 
the  William  Bacon  on  her  way,  under  orders,  to  Western  Gulf  Squad- 
ron.   As  it  was  but  a  small  quantity  he  required,  1  allowed  him  to  take  it. 

I  have  also  the  gratification  to  report  to  you  that  the  Giraffe,  tlie 
steamer  that  got  into  the  river  and  nearly  ran  over  my  picket  boat  on 
the  14th  instant,  as  reported  to  you  on  that  date,  attempted  to  escape 
last  night  and  nearly  ran  over  the  Ghocnra^s  picket  boat,  which  gave 
the  signal  warning,  upon  which  the  steamer  returned  inside,  baffled  in 
her  attempt.  It  was  a  dark,  foggy  night,  and  just  at  high  water.  We 
almost  wish  she  had  gotten  out  farther,  that  we  might  have  had  a  chance 
to  take  her,  but  in  the  obscurity  of  the  night  there  was  every  chance  of 
her  escape,  and  once  having  lost  sight  of  her  she  would  have  been  suc- 
cessful. We  were  ready,  every  vessel,  but  could  not  even  see  each  other 
until  close  aboard,  nor  was  anything  seen  of  the  Giraffe,  except  by  the 
picket  boat.  In  these  dark  and  foggy  nights  the  odds  are  greatly  in 
favor  of  the  neutrals,  but  our  vigilance  is  unrelaxed. 

I  enclose  a  communication  from  Lieutenant  Hooker,  commanding 
Victoria,  in  relation  to  tlie  inefficiency  of  his  officers.  No  vessel  here 
can  spare  an  officer  without  aff"ecting  her  efficiency,  and  hope  the  case 
may  be  remedied  by  sending  him  officers.  The  picket  duty  is  very  hard 
upon  all.

Sib  :  I  have  to  report  to  you  that  this  morning,  at  early  daylight,  a 
brig  was  discovered  standing  in  toward  the  land  under  easy  sail  at  Bacon 
Inlet,  a  few  miles  above  me.  I  immediately  got  underway  and  steered 
so  as  to  cut  him  off'.  When  within  about  2  miles  of  the  vessel  they  saw 
me  and  immediately  made  sail,  standing  on  toward  the  land.  I  fired  a 
shot  across  her  bow,  when  she  backed  her  fore- topsail,  and  all  her  crew 
(captain,  mate,  and  six  men)  leit  in  the  boat,  taking  with  them  their 
clothing,  private  ventures,  the  ship's  papers,  chronometer,  etc.  Although 
the  fore- topsail  was  left  aback,  yet  her  other  sails  were  so  trimmed  that 
the  vessel  was  forging  ahead  rapidly,  evidently  with  the  intention  of 
having  her  beached  before  we  could  reach  her. 
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On  discovering  the  boat  leaving  the  vessel,  I  at  once  opened  fire  upon 
it,  and  alter  the  second  shot  they  tossed  oars  and  awaited  my  approach. 
A  boat  was  dispatched  to  the  brig,  which  reached  her  in  time  to  save 
her  from  going  on  shore.  On  boarding,  they  found  the  vessel  entirely 
deserted,  all  the  officers  and  crew  having  abandoned  her.  She  proved 
tobethebrigJfniHa,  of  Quebec,  from  Nassau,  New  Providence,  with  salt, 
drugs,  etc.

General:  I  have  received  from  your  assistant  adjutant-general  a 
communication,  dated  February  18,  enclosing  a  list  of  steamers  in  the 
employ  of  Government  at  Fortress  Monroe,  Va.,  and  vicinity.  I  beg  to 
be  informed  if  these  are  to  be  considered  as  additional  to  those  included 
in  the  lists  sent  me  in  your  letters  of  October  20  and  23.  I  fear  that 
some  irregularities  have  been  occasioned  by  my  not  having  been 
promptly  supplied,  agreeably  to  the  arrangement  agreed  upon  in  Octo- 
ber, with  the  names  of  steamers  as  they  were  added  to  or  taken  from 
the  original  list.  Under  this  arrangement  steamers  may  enter  and 
pass  out  of  the  roads  without  being  recognized  as  in  the  employ  of 
your  department.  To  avoid  any  abuse  which  might  arise  out  of  this 
custom,  I  have  to  reijuest  that  you  will  issue  orders  that  all  steamers 
shall  communicate  with  the  guard  vessel  in  passing  between  the  hours 
of  sunset  and  sunrise.  I  will  instruct  the  outer  guard  vessel  accordingly. 
I  have  also  to  request  that  you  will  direct  that  the  tiag-of-truce 
steamers  sball  be  required  so  to  arrange  their  movements  as  not  to 
pass  the  blockade  at  Newport  News  at  night,  as  by  so  doing  they  are 
liable  to  be  lired  into.

With  the  Whitehead  and  Ceres  (rifle-screened)  and  such  of 
the  other  vessels  as  you  may  need  and  are  most  readily  fitted  either 
with  some  of  the  104,000  pounds  of  boiler  iron  ordered  from  Philadel- 
phia to  New  Berne  to  rifle-screen  the  vessels  in  the  sounds,  or  even 
with  thick  oak  planking,  bales,  etc.,  for  the  protection  of  a  sufficient 
force  of  sharpshooters  (which  I  desire  you  to  obtain  from  General  Fos- 
ter and  which  he  has  promised  me  to  supply),  you  can,  cooperating 
with  General  Foster's  land  force,  destroy  the  rebel  ironclads  building 
on  the  rivers,  beginning  operations  on  the  river  where  the  rebel  demon- 
stration is  most  threatening.  Make  every  arrangement  in  your  power 
for  the  prompt  and  timely  execution  of  this  plan.  The  bad  weather 
and  perhaps  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  iron  may  make  delay,  and  you 
had  best  look  round  for  some  substitute  and  arrange  for  using  it  should 
the  iron  fail  to  come  in  time;  but  Pll  use  every  etibrt  to  get  it  there.

I,  John  Mackeuzie,  master  of  the  schooner  Golden  Eagle,  of  aud 
from  Nassau,  New  Providence,  bound  to  Beaufort  with  a  cargo  of  salt, 
having  received  a  license  from  the  U.  S.  consul  at  Nassau  for  the  same, 
do  hereby  certify  that  on  the  morning  of  the  13th  day  of  December 
was  boarded  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Penobscot  and  taken  into  Beaufort  with  a 
prize  crew,  during  which  time  they  pillaged  from  the  vessel  her  stores, 
composing  50  pounds  of  coffee,  at  20  cents  per  pound;  50  pounds  of 
sugar,  at  15  ceuts  per  pound;  one-half  barrel  of  beef,  $10;  120  pounds 
of  ham,  at  20  cents  per  pound;  G  pounds  of  butter,  at  50  cents  per 
pound ;  2,000  oranges,  at  $3  per  100,  aud  from  myself  -^C ;  from  the  mate, 
Mr.  Davis,  $15;  from  the  cook,  $30;  from  one  of  the  seamen,  $10. 

The  vessel  was  delivered  up  to  me  on  the  5th  day  of  January,  1863, 
having  detained  the  vessel  twenty-three  days,  for  which  I  claim  $25  per 
day,  and  during  which  time  the  salt  has  fallen  40  cents  per  sack.  I 
will  be  extremely  obliged  to  you  if  you  will  put  the  owners  in  the  way 
to  recover  the  same  by  sending  to  Messrs.  Sawyer  iS:  Menendez,  Nas- 
sau, and  you  will  oblige.

Letter  from  Mqjor-General  Dix,   U.  8.  Army,  to  Acting  Rear- Admiral 
Lee,  U.  S.  Xavy,  regarding  army  steamers. 

Hdqrs.  Seventh  Army  Corps,  Dept.  of  Virginia, 

Fort  Monroe,  Va.,  February  20, 1863. 

Admiral:  I  have  just  received  your  communication  of  yesterday. 

Tlie  list  of  steamers  sent  you  by  Colonel  Van  Buren  yesterday  shows 
the  additions  made  to  the  list  furnished  you  in  October.  These  steam- 
ers should  have  been  reported  to  you  at  the  time  they  were  respectively 
taken  into  the  service  of  the  quartermaster's  department,  but  through 
a  misapprehension  in  the  assistant  adjutant-general's  office,  explained 
in  Colonel  Van  Buren's  letter,  they  were  not  reported  to  me.  1  will  see 
that  no  such  mistake  occurs  hereafter,  and  that  all  changes  are 
reported  on  the  day  they  are  made.  I  think  no  inconvenience  has 
resulted  from  it,  as  all  these  steamers  have  a  flag  number,  and  none 
others  are  passed  without  special  permits. 

All  steamers  in  the  service  ot  the  Army  communicate  with  the  guard 
vessel  now,  both  by  niglit  and  day,  when  it  is  possible.  If  they  are  in 
the  quartermaster's  service,  they  exhibit  a  flag  with  a  number  cor- 
resjionding  with  that  on  tlie  list  which  has  been  furnished.  If  not  in 
his  service,  they  are  passed  under  special  permits. 

There  is  a  difficulty  at  night  in  distinguishing  the  guard  vessel  from 
others,  and  I  respectfully  suggest  tbat  the  one  here,  as  well  as  the  one 
at  Norfolk,  may  hoist  a  red  light  at  night,  so  that  our  steamers  may 
know  and  be  able  to  communicate  with  them. 

In  regard  to  flag-of-truce  boats,  their  purpose  always  is  to  reach  here 
before  night,  but  Colonel  Ludlow  is  sometimes  unavoidably  detained, 
and  it  may  happen,  too,  that  our  prisoners  can  not  be  put  on  board  the 
transports  at  City  Point  in  time  to  reach  your  picket  boat  until  after 
dark.  The  prisoners  are  generally  miserably  provided  for,  and  a  delay 
of  a  single  night  at  Newport  News  would  be  inconvenient.  I  therefore 
propose  that  you  suggest  some  signal  by  whistle  or  lights  by  which  the 
flag-of-truce  boats  may  advise  you  of  their  approach.  It  is  not  likely 
that  it  will  be  often  necessary  to  use  it.

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Neicport  News,  Va.,  February  21,  1863. 
General:  I  have  received  your  communication  of  February  20  and 
have  directed  that  the  guard  vessel  off  Fort  Monroe  and  Norfolk  shall 
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Lave  a  red  light  hoisted  between  sunset  and  sunrise.  When  I  wrote 
you  about  the  flag  of  truce,  I  had  considered  what  you  now  suggest 
about  a  signal.  The  objection  to  that  is  this:  Any  such  signal  will  be 
quickly  understood  through  informers,  and  may  be  badly  abused  by 
the  enemy.  If  the  exchanged  prisoners  pass  the  night  of  their  arrival 
at  Old  Point  on  board  the  steamei-,  the  inconvenience  would  probably 
be  the  same,  if  the  flagof-truce  boat  should  leave  City  Point  at  such 
an  hour  as  would  admit  of  her  passing  the  blockade  at  daylight.  If 
this,  which  appears  to  nie  to  be  quite  practicable,  can  not  be  carried 
out,  I  will,  on  hearing  from  you,  instruct  the  fleet  captain  to  arrange 
variable  signals  with  the  Hag-of-truce  boats  and  the  picket  vessels.

Sir  :  I  asked  yesterday  for  the  regulation  allowance  to  enable  me  to 
have  requisitions  made  out  here  for  the  necessary  ordnance  supplies 
for  certain  ironclads  carrying  four  XV^-inch  and  six  Xl-inch  guns,  to 
secure  accuracy  and  dispatch.  I  hope  the  Bureau  will  at  once  order 
600  rounds  of  ammunition  for  each  of  these  XV-inch  guns  and  1,000 
rounds  for  each  of  these  Xl-inch  guns.  This  ammunition,  with  such 
other  necessary  supplies  as  your  judgment  will  suggest  should  accom 
pany  it,  should  be  sent  to  Beaufort  in  new  and  stanch  vessels,  not 
drawing  over  14  feet  water,  and  to  be  chartered  by  the  month,  so  that 
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tbis  could  be  taken  from  place  to  place  as  reciuired.     It  would  be 
desirable  to  have  from  1,000  to  1,500  baud  grenades,

SiK:  I  bave  to  request  that  two  steamers  of  between  6  and  7 J  feet 
draft,  rifle-screened,  with  four-sixteenths  or  flve-sixteenths-inch  iron  on 
the  sides,  around  and  over  the  battery,  on  the  pilot  house  and  engine 
room,  be  sent  to  New  Berne  with  all  practicable  dispatch. 

I  have  made  every  effort  to  repair  and  rifle-screen  the  vessels  there, 
but  several  of  them  are  in  very  bad  condition  and  only  a  part  can  be 
withdrawn  at  a  time  for  repairs.  The  Geres,  after  two  and  a  half 
months'  absence,  returns  with  her  battery  only  rifle-screened  along  her 
low  bulwarks. 

The  Miami  steers  badly  in  the  shoal  water  of  the  sounds.  I  have 
withdrawn  her  from  the  sounds  and  shall  bring  her  here  where  she  is 
needed  and  will  be  more  useful.  Commodore  Harwood  understands 
rifle-screening  and  fitted  the  Whitehead  well.

Report  of  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  transmitting  copy  of 
instructions  to  Lieutenant- Commander  Flusscr,  U.  S.  Navy,  in  view  of 
Confederate  operations  in  the  Roanoke  River. 

U,  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  February  21,  1863. 
Sir  :  Recent  reports  from  the  sounds  indicate  great  activity  on  the 
part  of  the  rebels.    Information,  considered  reliable  by  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Flusser,  has  been  sent  me  by  Commander  Murray,  dated 
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14th  instant,  that  the  euemy's  iiouclad  up  tliclioanokel.'iveristocorae 
down  on  the  liith  of  March.  Measures  have  been  taken,  and  which  I 
think  will  be  ettectual,  to  provide,  as  far  as  our  facilities  there  will  allow, 
against  any  such  contingency  and  to  secure  a  good  result.  Commander 
Murray  informs  me  that  he  has  improvised  several  men-of-war  out  of 
army  transports,  by  the  sanction  and  at  the  request  of  Major-General 
Foster,  manning  and  equipping  them  at  the  expense  of  the  army.  Two 
of  tliem  (schooners)  lie  has  placed  at  Elizabeth  City;  one  he  Avas  pre- 
paring for  Wnitield  and  one  for  Beaufort  for  the  protection  of  the  rail- 
road terminus  there. 

Under  date  of  the  2Sth  ultimo,  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser  re- 
y)orted  that  he  had  learned  that  the  rebels  were  constructing  an  iron- 
clad battery  often  guns  on  the  hull  of  a  large  and  strong  grain  barge, 
which  was  lying  14  miles  above  Hamilton,  on  the  Koanoke,  that  they 
were  placing  guns  on  her  on  the  lOth  ultimo,  and  that  three  of  these 
guns  were  100-pounders. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  copy*  of  my  instructions  of  February  12,  to 
Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  regarding  measures  to  be  taken  to 
guard  against  surprise  in  case  of  attack.  The  Ceres,  alluded  to  in  these 
instructions,  has  arrived  here  from  Baltimore,  partiaLy  rifle-screened, 
and  left  here  last  night  for  the  sounds  via  Hatteras  Inlet. 

I  have  sent  and  am  sending  iron  there  for  rifle-screening.  Three- 
inch  oak  plank  was  used  by  our  Ellet  rams  in  the  Mississippi  for  tliis 
purpose.

SIR:  I  have  to  report  that  I  received  information  from  Commander 
A.  Murray,  senior  ollicer  at  New  Berne,  that  the  South  Atlantic  Squad- 
ron was  in  immediate  want  of  ammunition  and  requesting  that  tiie 
ordnance  schooner  Arietta  should  be  sent  to  liear- Admiral  Du  Pont 
with  supplies,  and  stating  that  he  had  information  that  such  was  your 
order. 

I  have,  therefore,  ordered  the  schooner  Arietta  to  re])ort  to  licar- 
Admiral  Du  Pont  and  to  ask  his  permission  to  return  to  this  station 
after  delivering  the  required  ammunition.

Report  of  Commander  Case,  U.  S.  Navy,  of  the  successful  violation  of 
blockade  by  an  English  steamer. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  February  21, 1863. 

Sir  :  It  again  becomes  my  disagreeable  duty  to  report  the  successful 
violation  of  the  blockade  by  an  English  screw  steamer.  She  passed 
the  Mount  Vernon  soon  after  midnight,  ran  in  under  the  protection  of 
the  batteries,  and  at  early  daylight  passed  inside,  as  I  judged,  by  the 
new  channel.  She  was  a  long,  low  vessel,  with  a  single  mast  and  pipe, 
the  latter  placed  well  aft,  and  painted,  like  her  hull,  etc.,  lead  color,  I 
transmit  herewith  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen's  report  of  the 
circumstances. 

At  daylight  we  also  discovered  a  schooner  ashore  on  the  bar,  which  I 
believe  is  one  we  saw  in  the  river  yesterday  afternoon,  and  which  I 
expected  would  attempt  to  run  out  during  the  night,  the  wind  and 
weather  being  favorable.  Expecting  this,  I  had  given  an  order  for  the 
vessels  to  occupy  stations  nearer  each  other,  as  follows :  The  Mount  Ver- 
non off  the  inlet,  the  Daylight  to  the  eastward,  and  tliis  ship  a  little  to 
the  southward  and  westward  of  the  Mount  Vernon,  the  vessels  to  be  not 
more  than  a  mile  or  a  mile  and  a  half  apart,  and  as  near  in  as  possible, 
and  the  Daylight  to  send  a  guard  boat  as  near  the  bar  as  practicable 
during  the  night. 

The  Mount  Vernon  and  Daylight  arrived  at  this  station  soon  after 
dark,  and  this  ship  took  up  position  between  7  and  8  p.  ni.  in  a  little 
more  than  0  fathoms,  and  near  enough  to  see  land,  which  was  visible 
throughout  the  night. 

Nothing  passed  us  or  was  seen  until  the  signal  rockets  of  the  Mount 
Vernon,  which  indicated  the  presence  of  blockade  breakers.  We  got 
underway  promptly,  but  could  see  nothing  until  we  made  the  Mount 
Vernon,  which  reported  having  been  passed  by  a  steamer.    At  daylight 
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five  batteries  (including  Fort  Fisher)  opened  fire  on  the  vessels,  with- 
out damage,  though  a  few  shot  fell  alongside  of  and  beyond  the  Mount 
Vernon  and  Daylight.  The  Mount  Vernon  fired  three  or  four  shots  at 
the  schooner  and  this  ship  one,  which  fell  short. 

The  schooner  is  still  on  the  bar,  and  will  most  likely  go  to  pieces  if 
the  N,  E.  wind,  now  blowing,  is  attended  as  usual  by  a  heavy  swell. 
No  apparent  efilbrts  have  been  made  from  the  shore  to  relieve  her,  which 
induces  me  to  believe  that  my  supposition  of  her  intention  to  run  out  is 
correct.  She  appears  to  be  quite  light.  If  she  was  going  in,  her  cargo 
would  be  valuable,  and  1  should  think  no  means  to  save  it  would  be 
left  untried. 

It  is  exceedingly  mortifying  to  have  to  make  these  repeated  reports 
of  successful  violation  of  the  blockade;  at  the  same  time  I  have  the  full 
consciousness  that  everything  that  can  bo  done  to  prevent  it  is  done 
on  board  of  this  vessel  by  both  officers  and  crew. 

Were  a  large  number  of  vessels  here  the  lines  could  then  be  extended, 
and  we  then  might  have  some  hopes  of  intercepting  quick  vessels, which, 
by  a  dashing  move  in  a  dark  night  or  misty  weather,  are  soon  by  us 
and  safe  under  the  rebel  batteries. 

As  the  vicinity  of  the  inlet  is  now  covered  by  the  new  batteries,  I 
think  our  chief  hope  of  success  in  preventing  the  inward  violation  of 
the  blockade  will  be  in  finding  the  vessels  farther  away.  To  do  this 
there  should  be  an  offshore  as  well  as  an  inshore  lookout  vessel  to  watch 
the  reef  and  shores  to  the  southward  and  northward  and  eastward, 
which  are  first  made  by  blockade  runners,  and  tlie  course  tlien  shaped 
to  meet  circumstances.

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  to  you  that  on  the  night  of  the  20th  instant  I 
took  up  a  position  with  this  vessel,  according  to  orders  received  from 
you,  a  little  to  the  eastward  of  the  entrance  to  New  Inlet.  The  TI.  S.  S. 
Daylight  anchored  from  one-half  to  three-fourths  of  a  mile  to  the  east- 
ward of  the  Mount  Vernon. 

At  11 :  30  p.  m.  the  officer  of  tlie  deck  reported  a  vessel  bearing  S.  S. 
W.  and  apparently  steering  W.  N.  W.  We  immediately  slipped  our 
cable  and  started  ahead  under  20  pounds  of  steam,  increasing  our  speed 
as  fast  as  possible,  but  we  soon  discovered  that  the  chase  was  a  steamer 
and  that  her  speed  was  fully  equal  if  not  superior  to  our  own,  and 
before  we  could  come  within  gunshot  of  her  she  had  run  under  the  guns 
of  Fort  Fisher,  and  we  shortly  afterwards  lost  sight  of  her.  I  made 
the  specified  night  signal  at  the  commencement  of  the  chase,  and 
the  Daylight  joined  in  the  pursuit.  At  1  a.  m.  I  communicated  with 
U.  S.  S.  Iroquois  and  again  stood  inshore,  laying  to,  under  easy  steam, 
in  a  position  as  near  as  possible  to  the  former  one.  The  night  was  so 
dark  that  a  vessel  could  not  be  seen  over  one-half  or  three-fourths  of  a 
mile. 

At  daylight  this  morning  we  again  saw  the  steamer  and  immediately 
started  for  her  at  full  speed,  but  she,  being  very  uear  the  inlet,  soon

got  inside  and  out  of  the  reacli  of  our  gmis.  At  this  time  we  discovered 
a  schooner  endeavoring  to  get  inside  the  entrance  to  New  Inlet.  We 
immediately  started  for  her  and  opened  fire  from  tlie  100-pounder  rifle, 
succeeding  in  driving  her  ashore  on  the  bar  about  three-fourths  of  a 
mile  from  Fort  Fisher,  which,  together  with  the  batteries  around  the 
inlet,  replied  quite  briskly  to  our  firing,  miany  of  their  shots  passing 
over  and  falling  around  us. 

The  steamer  was  a  screw  steamer,  with  one  mast  well  forward  and 
smokestack  about  her  center.  While  standing  in  this  morning  she 
hoisted  the  English  ensign  at  the  masthead.  The  schooner  I  suppose  to 
be  the  same  one  seen  inside  the  bar  yesterday  afternoon,  and  I  think 
she  was  trying  to  run  the  blockade  out,  but,  day  breaking,  she  tried 
to  get  inside  again.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Braine,  U.  S.  Navy,  giving  information 
received  from  contrabands. 

IJ.  S.  S.  MONTICELLO, 

Shallotte  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  February  21, 1863. 
Sir  :  Yesterday  I  observed  on  the  beach  near  Little  Eiver  Inlet  two 
contrabands  making  signals  to  us.  Hoping  to  receive  some  informa- 
tion from  them,  I  sent  a  boat  and  took  them  oft'.  They  proved  to  be 
Sam  Picket,  aged  22,  and  Henry  Picket,  aged  17,  from  Shallotte.  They 
informed  me  that  there  is  a  schooner  in  Little  River,  loaded  with  cot- 
ton, turpentine,  and  rosin,  waiting  to  run  out,  and  that  there  is  another 
schooner  in  Shallotte  Inlet,  which  has  been  loaded,  but,  finding  no 
opportunity  to  escape,  has  discharged  her  cargo  and  sent  it  down  to 
Little  Eiver.  They  also  tell  me  that  there  are  about  fourteen  pickets 
at  Shallotte,  and  a  larger  number  at  Little  Eiver.  I  have  shipped  them 
on  board  of  this  steamer  as  second-class  boys  for  the  term  of  three 
years.

I  have  ordered  300  hand  grenades  to  be  sent  from  here  to  Beaufort  for 
the  vessels  in  the  sounds.  They  are  dangerous  on  board  wooden  ships 
and  should  be  carefully  handled.  They  might  be  very  useful  in  case  of 
any  such  attack  as  that  threatened  at  Plymouth.

Report  of  Commander  Case,  U.  S.  Navy,  transmitting  report  of  Acting 
Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  a  Confederate 
steamer  seen  in  Cape  Fear  River. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  Neic  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  February  23,  1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  communication  from 
Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen,  in  relation  to  a  steamer  supposed 
to  be  an  ironclad,  seen  in  Cape  Fear  Eiver  by  the  officer  of  the  deck 
and  coast  pilot  of  the  Mount  Vernon  on  the  20th  instant. 

From  the  description  given  me  by  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant 
Trathen,  I  judge  her  to  be  of  the  same  model  as  the  Merrimacic  No.  2  or 
Richmond.  From  her  peculiar  construction,  lowness,  and  angular  sides 
she  can  operate  outside  of  New  Inlet  only  when  the  wind  is  from  the 
west  or  northwest  and  the  sea  smooth,  which  is  not  often,  if  my  fort- 
night's experience  is  any  criterion  to  judge  by.  But  when  she  can 
operate,  the  blockading  steamers  would  have  the  alternative  presented 
to  them  of  ramming  or  running,  the  success  of  either  expedient  depend- 
ing upon  the  speed  of  the  ironclad. 

All  of  the  blockading  vessels  have  their  boilers  above  the  water  line, 
which  the  enemy  is  aware  of,  and  aim  at  to  disable  them.  The  lowness 
of  their  batteries  makes  this  not  an  uncertain  or  difficult  thing. 

Either  of  our  ironclads  could  have  ridden  out  the  gales  I  have  expe- 
rienced oft'  New  Inlet  (which,  I  am  told  by  the  officers  of  longest  expe- 
rience on  the  blockade,  have  been  unusually  violent)  with  safety, 
provided  their  decks  were  tight.  They  would  lay  easier  at  their 
anchors  than  this  ship,  which  rode  them  all  out  with  from  30  to  50 
fathoms  of  cable,  rarely  bringing  a  strain  upon  it. 

The  Roanoke  could  lie  within  three-quarters  of  a  mile  of  the  inlet  and 
amuse  her  people  by  knocking  down  the  forts,  commencing  with  Fort 
Fisher.  I  am  satisfied  the  rebels  would  gladly  abandon  them  within  a 
week  after  finding  their  fire  did  no  injury  to  her.  Nothing  could  pass 
her,  in  or  out,  making  the  blockade  thorough.

Sir:  I  Lave  to  report  that  at  3  p.  m.  on  the  L'Otli  instant  the  officer 
of  the  deck  and  the  coast  pilot  of  this  ship  observed  a  suspicious  look- 
ing craft  inside  the  bar  at  New  Inlet.  Upon  examination  with  glasses 
she  appeared  to  be  a  vessel  about  200  feet  in  length,  nearly  level  with 
the  water,  and  drooping  at  both  ends.  She  had  nothing  above  decks 
except  a  very  short  smokestack,  and  a  flagstaff  on  one  end,  at  which 
a  rebel  flag  was  flying.  She  appeared  to  come  down  the  river,  and 
steered  in  behind  Fort  Fisher,  moving  through  the  water  very  briskly, 
and  from  her  general  appearance  we  supposed  her  to  be  an  ironclad 
ram.

Sir  :  Prom  the  boarding  returns  of  the  guard  vessel  at  Washington, 
N.  C,  sent  with  this  mail,  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  schooner  Sarah, 
bound  out  of  Washington,  N.  C,  with  a  cargo  of  tar,  turpentine, 
cotton,  rags,  and  pitch,  was  boarded  from  tlie  guard  vessel;  her  master 
had  a  permit  from  Governor  Stanly,  dated  December  1,  to  trade  until 
January  31, 18G3,  in  the  waters  of  North  Carolina,  with  loyal  citizens, 
and  the  commanding  oflicer  of  the  guard  vessel  allowed  her  to  pass  out 
January  5,  under  a  pass  from  Governor  Stanly,  endorsed  by  Com- 
mander Murray,  senior  officer  in  sounds  of  North  Carolina. 

On  the  lyth  of  January  this  schooner  returned  from  New  Berne  to 
Washington  with  a  cargo  of  merchandise,  consisting  chiefly  of  dry 
goods  and  groceries.  She  was  boarded,  and  her  manifest  was  found 
to  be  endorsed  witli  a  permit  from  Governor  Stanly  to  sell  the  articles 
therein  named  at  Washington,  under  direction  of  military  authorities; 
she  also  had  a  separate  permit  from  same  source  and  to  the  same 
effect,  dated  January  17.  By  order  of  Acting  Lieutenant  Renshaw, 
senior  officer  at  Washington,  she  was  allowed  to  enter. 

This  trading  is  contrary  to  the  Department's  instructions,  and  I  have 
so  informed  Commander  Murray.

General  Foster,  in  permit  D,  certifies  to  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  the 
military.  Acting  Lieutenant  Eenshaw  states  that  the  letter  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  was  deceitfully  kept  from  him  by  the  captain  of  the 
Anna  Sheppard.

Extract  from  letter  from  Commander  Alexander  Murray,  dated  at  New  Berne,  N.  C, 

February  7,  ISUS. 

There  is  no  exciting  news  in  this  quarter.  Davenport  has  gone  up 
to  Washington,  N.  C,  on  duty  connected  with  some  trading  vessels. 

A  commerce  is  being  carried  on  within  these  sounds  which  I  think 
altogether  wrong.  It  has  been  inaugurated  by  Governor  Stanly,  and 
appears  to  be  a  part  of  the  policy  by  which  he  was  to  bring  back  the 
State.  Failing  to  satisfy  him  of  what  I  conceive  an  error  in  policy,  as 
well  as  a  violation  of  the  law  for  the  enforcement  of  the  blockade,  I 
have  enunciated,  on  the  strength  of  your  "instructions"  and  my  own 
understanding  of  the  law,  that  no  passes  are  valid  procured  from  any 
officer  of  the  Government  (save  the  tlireo  Secretaries)  to  trade  within 
these  waters.  Davenport  agrees  with  me,  and  understands  how  to 
carry  it  out.

Sir  :  I  have  received  Commander  Davenport's  report  to  you,  dated 
February  10,  of  his  examination  of  the  case  of  the  schooner  Anna 
Sheppard  by  your  order  of  February  4.  I  suppose  this  i-eport  conies 
from  you,  though  there  is  no  indication  of  the  fact,  either  by  endorse 
ment  or  otherwise.  I  have  submitted  the  case  to  the  Department  with 
all  the  papers  accompanying,  together  with  an  extract  from  your  com- 
munication to  me  of  February  7  on  the  subject  of  trade  in  the  sounds 
of  North  Carolina.  I  have  so  submitted  it  because,  under  my  instruc- 
tions, it  becomes  my  duty  so  to  do  in  all  cases  of  seizure  or  detention. 

Under  the  blockading  instructions  sent  you  on  December  2,  no  mer- 
chandise or  articles  for  traffic  are  allowed  to  pass  the  guard  vessels  in 
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the  waters  of  ZSTortli  Carolina,  except  under  a  special  permit  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  War,  or  Navy ;  and  no  officer  of  the  Army 
or  Navy,  or  any  person  or  persons  other  than  those  Secretaries,  can  give 
a  permit  to  pass  such  merchandise  or  articles  for  traffic  by  tlie  guard 
vessels.  The  Anna  Sheppard  had  a  permit  from  the  Secretary  of  War, 
dated  January  6,  to  discharge  her  cargo  at  any  port  in  North  Carolina 
held  by  United  States  forces,  the  said  cargo  being  supplies  for  the 
United  States  troops. 

The  permit  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  especially  with  the  character  of 
the  cargo  certified  by  Major  General  Foster  as  needed  for  the  use  of 
the  military,  should  have  been  sufficient  to  pass  the  A7inn  Sheppard  with- 
out detention.  In  violation,  though  not  intentional,  I  presume,  of  these 
blockading  instructions,  the  schooner  Sarah  was  allowed  to  pass  out  of 
Washington  on  the  5th  of  January  with  a  cargo  of  products  for  traffic 
under  a  permit  from  Governor  Stanly,  endorsed  by  you,  and  to  pass  in 
again  on  the  18th  of  January  with  a  cargo  of  merchandise,  under 
another  permit  of  Governor  Stanly.  The  orders  of  the  Department  on 
which  were  based  the  above  instructions  have  not  been  altered,  and  I 
have  not  been  informed  that  Governor  Stanly  has  authority  to  give  ])er- 
mits  to  trade  in  the  blockaded  regions  of  North  Carohna.  The  boarding 
returns  from  the  sounds  are  irregular  and  defective.  Under  date  of 
January  15  you  were  supplied  with  a  form  for  these  returns,  with 
instructions  that  this  form  was  to  be  used  in  future.  Let  the  blockading 
vessels  assigned  to  guard  duty  at  New  Berne,  Washington,  Hatteras, 
Ocracoke,  Plymouth,  and  wherever  else  they  may  be  stationed,  make 
returns  accordingly,  and  let  them  each  be  supplied  with  a  copy  of  the 
blockading  instructions,  and  promptly  notified  of  such  changes  as  may 
be  made  in  them  hereafter.  Exact  a  strict  compliance  with  all  their 
requirements,  drawing  attention  to  tlie  last  paragraph  regarding 
returns.

Navy  Department,  February  21,  1863. 
Sir  :  It  is  represented  to  this  Department  that  the  Secretary  of  War 
lias  requested  the  release  of  the  schooner  Anna  Sheppard,  detained  by 
you,  and  permission  for  her  cargo  to  be  discharged  "  at  any  port  in 
North  Carolina  held  by  the  United  States  forces,  for  whose  use  the 
supplies  are  required." 

You  will  respect  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  if  the  cargo 
alluded  to  consists  only  of  military  stores,  or  articles  for  the  United 
States  forces,  and  is  not  intended  for  general  traffic,  permit  it,  or  such 
portion  as  is  intended  for  the  United  States  forces,  to  be  landed  and 
release  the  vessel.  Any  other  articles  must  be  retained  on  board,  and 
returned  with  the  vessel.

Sir:  I  have,  tlie  lionou  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  21st  iiistiint,  in  which  you  have  beeu  good  enough  to  say  that — 

It  ia  represented  to  thi.s  Department  that  the  Secretary  of  War  has  requested  tlie 
release  of  the  schooner  J  ii  na  Sheppard,  detained  by  yon,  and  permission  lor  her  cargo 
to  lie  discharged  at  any  port  in  North  Carolina  held  by  the  United  States  forces,  for 
whoso  nse  tlie  supplies'  are  vecimied.  You  will  respect  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  and  if  the  cargo  alluded  to  consists  only  of  military  stores  or  articles  for  the 
United  States  forces,  and  is  not  intended  for  general  traffic,  permit  it,  or  snch  por- 
tion as  is  intended  for  the  United  States  forces,  to  be  landed,  and  release  the  vessel. 

In  reply,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  in  accordance  with  a  request  of  Com- 
mander Murray,  temporarily  on  duty  here,  I  proceeded  to  Washington 
to  investigate  the  case  of  the  Anna  Sheppard,  accompanied  by  Captain 
Ottinger,  of  the  Revenue-Cutter  Service  and  the  inspector  of  customs 
for  Kew  Berne. 

Having  called  for  all  the  vessel's  papers,  1  found  that  the  master  or 
supercargo  had  two  permits  from  the  honorable  the  Secretary  of  War, 
to  one  of  which  was  appended  a  letter  from  the  honorable  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  in  reply  to  one  from  the  War  Department,  and  saying  in 
substance — 

If  the  cargo  of  tlie  Anna  Sheppard  consists  of  stores  for  the  United  States  forces 
in  North  Carolina,  a  paper  from  you  {t\n:  Secretary  of  War)  will  be  respected  by  any 
naval  officer. 

After  examining  the  papers,  I  called  upon  the  commandant  of  the 
post,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Lyman,  stated  the  object  of  my  visit,  and 
requested  him  to  inform  me  whether  the  cargo,  or  any  part  of  it,  was 
for  the  United  States  forces  at  any  port  held  by  them  in  North  Carolina. 

Ilis  letter  in  reply  was  forwarded  on  the with  the  other  papers 

in  the  case,  by  which  you  will  perceive  that  she  bad  nothing  for  the 
United  States  forces,  but,  on  the  contrary,  her  whole  cargo — hoop- 
skirts,  ginghams,  and  all — was  nothing  but  a  speculating  venture  on 
the  part  of  unauthorized  traders.  Under  these  circumstances,  and  with 
such  convictions,  in  whicli  Captain  Ottinger  and  Mr.  Smith  fully  agreed 
with  me,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  seize  the  vessel  and  place  her  under  the 
guns  of  the  guard  vessel. 

From  the  natuie  of  your  instructions,  which  I  have  quoted  above,  I 
feel  that  it  will  best  subserve  the  interests  of  the  Covernment  to  hold 
the  schooner  until  I  receive  further  instructions  fi'om  you. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  I  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Department  to  the  inordinate  amount  of  trading — other  than  by  sut- 
lers— carried  on  in  these  waters  under  various  pretexts.  With  all  my 
endeavors  to  prevent  it,  I  am  able  to  effect  but  very  little,  when  permits 
are  granted  by  the  military  governor,  countersigned  by  the  general 
commanding,  as  "a  military  necessity."  It  will,  perhaps,  seem  to  you 
strange  that  the  parapliernalia  of  a  woman's  wardrobe  and  other  arti- 
cles of  general  traffic,  should  thus  pass  by  other  authority.  With  all 
deference,  but  most  earnestly,  do  I  suggest  that  no  trading  be  allowed 
in  these  waters;  as  those  of  our  citizens  who  are  making  fortunes  out 
of  the  sacrittces  of  those  who  are  fighting  the  battles  of  tlieir  country, 
have  no  desire  to  see  this  fratricidal  war  terminate  as  long  as  they  can 
make  money  out  of  it. 
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Trusting  that  you  will  approve  my  holding  the  Anna  Sheppard  until 
I  shall  receive  further  instructions  Irom  you,

Sir:  The  schooner  Anna  Sheppard  has  been  disposed  of  in  accor- 
dance with  the  wishes  of  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  as 
implied  in  his  letter  of  February. 

In  your  letter  of  the  22d  ultimo  you  say  the  Anna  Sheppard  had  a 
permit  Irom  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated  January  6,  to  discharge  her 
c&igo  in  any  port  in  North  Carolina  held  by  United  States  forces,  "the 
said  cargo  being  supplies  for  the  United  States  troops."  The  Anna 
Sheppard  had  not  supplies  for  the  United  States  troops,  as  you  will 
perceive  by  reference  to  the  letter  of  Colonel  Lyman,  commandant  of 
the  post,  to  Commander  Davenport,  now  in  possession  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 

If  the  Secretary  of  W^ar  does  not  wish  his  passes  dishonored  he  must 
see  that  the  terms  are  comi>lied  with,  because  I  apprehend  it  is  a  part 
of  the  duties  of  blockading  ships  to  detain  vessels  and  cargo  to  the  point 
of  libel  if  necessary,  in  despite  of  passes  intended,  for  aught  he  may 
know,  to  cover  illicit  trade.

Sir:  Your  communication  of  Marcli  4,  regarding  the  case  of  the 
schooner  Anna  Sheppard  is  just  received. 

In  my  letter  to  you  of  February  22  I  stated:  "The  permit  of  tlie 
Secretary  of  War,  especially  with  the  character  of  the  cargo  certified 
by  Major-General  Foster  as  needed  for  the  use  of  the  military,  should 
have  been  sufficient  to  pass  the  Anna  Sheppard  without  detention." 

The  letter  of  Colonel  Lyman,  on  which  you  base  your  statement  that 
the  Anna  Sheppard  had  not  supplies  for  the  United  States  troops, 
was  considered. 

I  supposed  you  would  understand  that  the  certificate  of  the  major- 
general  commanding  as  to  what  was  needed  for  the  use  of  his  forces 
was  conclusive,  so  far  as  your  professional  duty  was  concerned, 
notwithstanding  the  conflicting  opinion  of  his  subordinate  officer. 

If  the  cargo  clearly  was  not  of  the  character  supposed,  and  certified 
by  the  major-general  commanding,  the  case  should  have  been  respect- 
fully submitted  to  him  for  explanations,  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Navy 
to  stop  illicit  trade  which  such  certificates  are  not  intended  to  cover.

Report  of  Captain  Sands,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  of  unsuccessful  attempts  to  capture 

two  steamers. 

U.  S.  S.  Dacotah, 
Off  Gape  Fear  River,  North  Carolina,  February  23,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  on  the  20th  instant  the  Matthew  Vassar 
drove  oft'  a  steamer  attempting  to  run  into  Little  River.  The  Monti- 
cello,  Lieutenant-Commander  Braine,  whom  I  had  sent  down  to  relieve 
the  Victoria,  hearing  firing,  stood  along  the  coast  to  the  westward  to 
intercept  anything  that  might  be  hugging  the  shore  to  escape,  but  the 
steamer,  having  doubtless  hauled  offshore,  got  oft'  in  the  haze  of  the 
atmosphere.  I  enclose  report  of  Acting  Master  Savage  of  the  circum- 
stances; also  his  report  of  23d  instant  of  having  again  driven  oft'  a 
steamer  on  the  night  of  the  22d,  when  the  Victoria  went  to  her  aid,  but 
missed  the  steamer  likewise. 

I  have  also  to  report  that  at  daylight  this  morning,  seeing  a  two- 
masted  single-pipe  steamer  near  Fort  Caswell,  and  from  her  looming 
so  large  in  the  morning  atmosphere  I  supposed  she  was  on  this  side  of 
the  fort.  Hailing  the  Monticello,  which  had  just  come  out  from  her 
inshore  station,  I  directed  him  to  go  in  and  try  his  rifle  gun  on  her,  and 
followed  in  with  this  ship  to  endeavor  to  destroy  the  steamer.  Getting 
as  near  as  we  could  safely  manage  our  vessels,  we  opened  on  her,  our 
fire  being  returned  from  the  fort.  My  shot  all  fell  short  of  the  steamer, 
which  proved  to  be  inside  the  entrance  and  farther  up  than  I  had  sup- 
posed. Being  inside  of  the  range  of  the  Whitworth  rifles  of  the  fort, 
the  shots  of  which  went  over  us,  and  firing  seven  shells,  which  did  not 
reach,  and  the  steamer  getting  off'  and  under  steam,  I  signalized  the

Moniicello  to  cease  firing',  and  both  of  us  returned  to  our  anchorage, 
the  fort  having  tired  some  forty-eight  shot  from  all  her  battery,  mostly 
at  the  Bacotah,  and  mostly  falling  short.  The  steamer  had  apparently 
been  heading  out,  leading  me  to  suppose  that  she  had  grounded  in 
attempting  to  get  out.  The  Maratanza's  picket  boat  was  anchored 
during  the  night  in  7  feet  water  off  the  Bug  Lights,  and  reports  that 
nothing  could  have  gone  in  past  her  without  being  seen,  and  they  saw 
nothing,  tending  to  confirm  our  belief  that  the  steamer  had  grounded  in 
attempting  to  run  out. 

After  anchoring  at  our  day  stations  Lieutenant-Commander  Braine 
telegraphed  to  me  that  a  master's  mate  was  mortally  wounded.  I 
enclose  his  report. 

I  also  enclose  report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Tiieutenant  Hooker  of  hav- 
ing gone  to  the  aid  of  the  Mattheiv  Vassaj-  when  she  drove  off  a  steamer 
of  the  night  before. 

I  have  ordered  to  the  Moniicello,  at  the  request  of  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Braine,  Acting  Master's  Mate  Williain  Bryant,  who  came  as 
passenger  in  the  Victoria  under  orders  for  the  Daylight,  the  Moniicello 
having  but  two  watch  officers  since  the  death  of  Acting  Master's  Mate 
Baker. 

I  have  sent  the  schooner  William  Bacon  to  assist  the  Victoria  and 
Matiheir  Vassar  in  keeping  the  blockade  of  the  inlets  between  this 
and  Shallotte. 

In  the  recent  demonstrations  upon  this  part  of  the  coast  by  the 
blockade  runners  1  feel  that  1  have  not  the  force  to  make  it  a  close 
blockade.    The  same  may  be  said  of  the  other  side  of  the  reef.

Sir  :  I  most  respectfully  take  the  liberty  of  reporting  to  you  that  this 
morning  at  1 :  30  a.  m.,  when  my  guard  boat  was  on  the  bar  off  this  inlet, 
there  was  a  steamboat  attempted  to  run  in  over  the  bar  into  Little 
Iviver  Inlet,  the  night  being  foggy,  with  a  strong  breeze  from  S.  W.  and 
a  heavy  sea.  My  boat's  crew  attempted  to  board  her,  but  did  not  suc- 
ceed, on  account  that  when  they  saw  the  boat  they  reversed  their  engine 
and  backed,  full  speed.  My  boat's  crew  fired  a  volley  of  musketry  into 
them  and  gave  chase,  and  kept  tiring  with  their  rities,  as  they  had  no 
howitzer,  where  if  they  had  had  a  howitzer  they  would  certainly  have 
captured  her.  My  vessel  was  lying  within  three  quarters  of  a  mile  off 
the  breakers  on  the  bar,  where  I  took  my  position  that  evening  to  inter- 
cept the  passing  of  all  vessels  going  out  or  in,  but  the  fog  prevented  me 
from  seeing  this  steamer  till  she  was  crossing  my  stern,  and  I,  having 
no  pivot  gun,  could  not  get  a  range  on  her  till  she  was  well  past  me. 
1  fired  two  shells  at  her,  but  did  not  know  the  result. 

I  immediately  made  signals  to  the  Monticello  to  assist  me  and  give 
chase.  Commander  Braine  was  promptly  oti  her  pursuit,  but  did  not 
succeed  in  seeing  her,  the  morning  was  so  hazy. 

She  was  a  very  low  and  long  boat,  witli  propeller  wheels;  no  masts; 
painted  lead  color,  and  a  telescope  funnel,  which  was  lowered  down 
N  w  K — "VOL  8 3G 
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most  even  with  the  top  of  lier  paddle  boxes.  She  was  a  hard  boat  to  see 
in  a  foj;:.  She  stood  out  to  sea,  and  I  hope  is  captured  by  some  of  our 
vessels  before  now.

I  opened  fire  on  her  from  my  broadside  guns,  but  on  account  of  it  being 
almost  calm  1  could  not  manage  my  vessel  to  get  a  satisfactory  range 
on  her,  and  the  want  of  a  pivot  gun  was  the  occasion  of  losing  her.  My 
guard  boat  was  not  over  100  yards  from  her,  but  having  no  howitzer 
could  not  take  any  effect  on  her.  I  made  signals  for  the  Victoria  to 
assist,  which  were  promptly  answered,  and  [siie|  came  to  me,  but  too 
late  to  see  her,  the  intruder  having  put  out  to  sea.  She  was  a  large 
prooeller  steamer,  schooner-rigged,  painted  lead  color.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  at  !):30  last  evening  I  heard  a  gun  from 
the  Matthew  Vassur  and  immediately  got  underway.  Soon  after  a 
second  gun  was  fired  and  a  blue  light  burned.  Steering  in  close  to  the 
beach  so  that  nothing  should  pass  inside  of  me,  1  proceeded  under  full 
steam  to  the  Matthexc  Vassar,  and,  on  speaking,  learned  that  a  large 
two-masted  steamer,  painted  lead  color,  had  passed  between  him  and 
the  beach  and  ran  up  the  beach  toward  Shallotte.  From  my  not  seeing 
her,  I  presume  she  steered  seaward  after  getting  clear  of  the  Matthew 
Vassar. 

After  learning  the  above  I  returned,  carefully  examining  the  beach 
as  far  eastward  as  near  Lockwood's  Folly,  when  I  fired  a  gun  and  sent 
up  two  rockets  to  put  the  tieet  on  their  guard,  lest  she  should  attempt 
to  get  into  Wilmington,  and  then  returned  to  my  anchorage.  This 
morning  I  learn  that  she  passed  so  near  the  Matthew  Vassar\s  guard  boat 
that  they  fired  upon  her  with  muskets.  Acting  Master  Savage  also 
thinks  that  if  he  had  had  a  howitzer  he  could  have  brought  iier  to.

Admiral  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  letter*  from  Captain  Edgar, 
of  the  steamer  Thomas  A.  Morgan,  the  mail  boat  between  this  post  and 
Yorktown,  setting  forth  a  forcible  intrusion  into  his  vessel  by  Lieu- 
tenant Blake,  commanding  officer  of  the  JlJa/tfls/crt,  the  guard  vessel  at 
Yorktown,  and  the  arrest  of  Mr.  John  E.  Wilson,  his  clerk,  who  was 
taken  on  board  the  said  guard  vessel  and  kept  in  irons  from  4  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  to  10  o'clock  the  next  day. 

I  have  examined  Mr.  Wilson  and  a  witness  who  saw  a  part  of  the 
transaction  for  which  the  former  was  arrested,  and  their  testimony 
shows  that  the  pilot,  Mr.  Green,  had  a  quarrel  with  Mr.  Wilson,  of  a 
private  nature,  resulting  in  blows;  and  from  all  the  facts  1  think  there 
is  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Green  was  the  aggressor. 

But  whatever  the  merits  of  the  case  may  be,  the  act  of  Lieutenant 
Blake  in  stopping  the  mail  steamer  in  the  service  of  the  Army,  and 
taking  one  of  her  officers  out  of  her  by  force,  instead  of  bringing  thecase 
before  me,  was  an  outrage  which  I  do  not  doubt  you  will  call  on  him 
l)romptly  to  redress.  The  delay  in  bringing  the  case  before  you  was 
caused  by  your  absence  and  by  accidentally  mislaying  Captain  Edgar's 
letter.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  visited  Mobjack  Bay  on 
Friday  last. 

On  my  way  there  I  met  the  U.  S.  S.  Grusader,  the  commanding  officer 
of  which  vessel  reported  to  me  that  he  had  just  captured  the  schooner 
General  Taylor  with  an  assort«d  cargo  from  New  York  to  Baltimore.  I 
enclose  herewith  his  report  to  you  iu  relation  to  the  ca])ture. 

From  appearances,  and  everything  connected  with  the  said  vessel,  I 
should  take  her  to  be  engaged  in  an  illegitimate  trade,  the  weather 
being  such  that  no  vessel  would  be  compelled  to  seek  a  harbor  on  the 
western  shore  of  the  bay;  besides,  the  wind  was  fair.  When  the  Gru- 
sader discovered  her  at  anchor  in  Mobjack  Bay  she  had  on  board  three 
passengers,  whose  ax>pearance  would  indicate  that  they  would  not  take 
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passage  in  such  a  vessel  and  at  this  season  of  the  year  without  some 
object  in  view.  The  papers  of  the  vessel  are  correct.  Nevertheless  I 
am  convinced  that  her  intention  was  to  run  the  blockade  if  a  good 
opportunity  should  offer,  as  the  articles  comprising  her  cargo  would 
find  a  better  market  at  the  place  they  were  shipped  from  than  they 
would  in  Baltimore.  The  vessel  is  now  at  this  place,  awaiting  your 
decision  i  n  the  matter. 

The  commanding  officer  of  the  Crusader  also  informed  me  at  the  same 
time,  that  on  Wednesday  last,  the  18th  instant,  he  boarded  in  Mobjack 
Bay  the  schooner  iJlma,  said  to  be  bound  to  Baltimore  from  New  York 
with  an  assorted  cargo.  He  found  her  papers  all  right  and  ordered  her 
to  get  underway  and  to  proceed  up  the  bay. 

I  have  been  informed  that  the  schooner  JElma  ran  into  the  bay 
(Mobjack)  that  same  night,  and  in  doing  so  passed  under  the  stern  of 
the  Crusader ;  she  was  not  even  hailed,  and  no  attempt  made  to  stop 
her;  neither  was  there  any  attempt  made  to  capture  or  destroy  her 
until  the  fact  became  known  to  me,  which  was  two  days  after  she  got 
in.  I  immediately  proceeded  to  the  mouth  of  the  East  River,  from 
whence  I  dispatched  an  expedition  up  the  river,  where  she  was  found 
burned  to  the  water's  edge.  It  seems  a  great  want  of  vigilance  and 
energy  on  the  part  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Crusader  in  not 
attempting  to  stop  her,  or  in  not  cutting  her  out  with  boats  that  same 
niglit.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  seized  this  day  off  New 
Point  the  sciliooner  General  Taylor,  59  tons.  Captain  Shelly,  from  New 
York,  bound  to  Baltimore  with  an  assorted  cargo  which  looks  suspicious. 
"When  I  first  saw  him  he  was  lying  at  anchor  in  Mobjack  Bay  (I 
was  standing  down  the  bay).     As  soon  as  I  hauled  in  for  him  he  got 
underway. 

I  sent  an  officer  on  board.  He  examined  the  marks  on  some  of  the 
packages  on  board,  and,  finding  they  did  not  agree  with  the  manifest, 
brought  the  captain  with  her  papers  on  board  this  vessel,  who  did  not 
give  a  very  straightforward  account.  At  first  he  had  three  passengers 
and  then  two,  and  a  short  time  after  only  one.  I  finally  boarded  her 
myself  and  found  his  crew  consisted  of  a  cook,  steward,  and  one  man. 
Two  of  them  said  they  were  working  their  passage.  They  do  not  have 
the  appearance  of  men  who  would  work  their  passage,  or  even  take 
passage  in  such  a  vessel  without  some  object  in  view ;  and,  again,  no 
respectable  merchant  would  ever  ship  goods  in  such  a  vessel,  particu- 
larly at  this  season  of  tlie  year. 

The  Mahasla  being  in  sight,  I  communicated  with  her,  and,  after 
advising  with  Lieutenant  Commanding  Blake,  I  put  a  prize  crew  on 
board  and  sent  her  to  Yorktown.

Sir  :  I  respectfully  report  to  you  that  last  uiglit  at  11  p.  m.  another 
steamer  attempted  to  run  iuto  this  iulet.  She  was  a  large  side-wheel 
steamer,  painted  black ;  no  masts,  and  a  stump  bowsprit  and  a  flagstaff 
forward,  and  one  funnel.  She  approached  the  bar  and  discovered  my 
guard  boat,  when  she  stopped  and  began  to  back,  at  the  same  time  hail- 
ing boat  ahoy.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the  boat  answered  ''  Friend," 
and  x^uUed  rapidlj'  toward  him  to  board  him.  The  steamer  in  the  mean- 
time got  turned  around  and  answered  the-ffero,  or  A  rrow,  could  not  be  sure 
which.  My  boat  was  then  within  25  yards  of  her,  as  the  officer  on  her 
deck  gave  the  order  to  go  ahead  fast.  My  boat's  crew  then  lired  a  volley 
of  12  rifles  and  12  boarding  pistols  fore  and  aft  his  decks  and  demanded 
him  to  stop^  which  he  did  not;  so  I  fired  on  her  from  the  vessel  from  my 
broadside  guns.  The  shot  ricochetted  close  to  her.  She  then  stopped 
so  my  boat  got  close  to  her.  She  then  went  ahead  again,  my  boat's 
crew  firing  into  her  two  more  volleys,  and  was  able  to  keep  up  by  her 
i'or  some  time,  and  supposed  her  to  be  disabled,  but  the  men  being 
fagged  out  could  not  continue  their  chase,  and  my  vessel  lying  in  such 
a  position  and  no  wind  that  I  could  only  get  one  shot  at  her.  The 
regular  signals  were  given  for  the  steamer  Victoria  to  give  chase,  which 
was  promptly  done,  but  did  net  succeed  in  finding  her.

Beport  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Hooker,  V.  S.  Navy. 

U.  S.  S.  Victoria, 
Off  Little  River,  February  28,  1863. 
Sir:  On  the  night  of  the  24th  instant,  the  William  Bacon  being  at 
Shallotte,  I  anchored  near  the  Matthew  Vanmr  and  in  such  position  as 
I  deemed  best  fitted  to  cut  off  any  vessel  attempting  to  enter  this  river. 
At  11  p.  m.  signals  were  made,  "  Steamer  approaching."  I  immediately 
slipped  and  moved  toward  the  bar.  A  gun  was  fired  from  the  Vassar, 
and  in  a  few  minutes  I  was  on  track  of  a  line  of  black  smoke,  visible  in 
the  light  of  the  setting  moon.  When  the  moon  set,  however,  this  trace 
was  lost,  as  the  night  was  dark  and  cloudy.  In  a  few  minutes  a  bright 
light  was  seen  for  a  moment  or  two  on  our  port  bow,  and  I  steered  away 
south  for  it,  and  soon  got  sight  of  a  dark  object,  which  was  made  out 
to  be  a  side- wheel  steamer,  apparently  crossing  our  bow,  as  we  were 
approaching  it  upon  the  starboard  quarter.  When  within  range  I  fired 
a  shot  across  her  bow  from  my  rifled  gun  at  full  elevation.  No  atten- 
tion being  paid  to  this,  no  lights  shown,  and  the  steamer  apparently 
keeping  the  same  course,  while  at  the  same  time  we  discovered  a  black 
object  upon  the  water  near  her,  which  we  supposed  to  be  a  boat  leaving 
her,  I  fired  another  shot  over  her.  Lights  were  then  shown,  which  I 
replied  to.  A  Coston  light  was  soon  after  burned,  which,  as  I  was 
within  hailing  distance,  I  did  not  reply  to,  but  hailed,  giving  my  own 
ship's  name,  and  learning  that  she  was  the  State  of  Georgia. 
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After  going  on  aboard  of  her,  I  returned  to  uiy  auchorage.  The 
steamer  wliich  attempted  to  enter,  from  Ler  description  and  tlie  mode 
of  ber  retreat,  I  think  must  have  been  the  same  one  that  made  the  first 
attempt  some  nights  ago. 

I  have  been  quite  unwell  for  two  or  three  days,  a  part  of  the  time 
unable  to  leave  my  berth,  otherwise  I  should  have  communicated  before.

Report  of  Commander  Armstrong,  U.  S.  Nary,  of  the  seizure  of  the  British 
schooner  Annie,  February  24,  18ii3. 

U.  S.  S.  State  ov  Georgia, 
Off  ^YiJmington,  N.  €.,  February  25,  1863. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  seizure  of  the  English  schooner 
Annie,  of  Nassau,  by  this  ship,  under  the  following  circumstances: 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  2J:th,  while  this  ship  was  on  her  passage 
from  Port  Koyal,  S.  C,  to  Wilmington,  N.  i).,  and  when  in  latitude 
33°  42'  N.,  longitude  78°  40'  W.,  and  about  10  miles  southwest  from 
Little  River  Inlet,  a  sail  was  seen  to  the  northward  running  along  the 
land.  Chase  was  immediately  given  and  our  colors  hoisted.  She 
])roved  to  be  a  schooner.  Upon  standing  in  and  approaching  her  and 
when  from  2  to  3  miles  distant,  the  schooner  was  lieaded  directly  for 
the  laud.  She  ran  in  and  came  to  anchor  just  outside  the  surf.  A 
boat  was  seen  to  leave  her  for  the  shore,  and  on  landing  the  crew  were 
observed  to  take  from  her  what  apj)eared  to  be  trunks.  lioats  were 
sent  from  this  ship,  and  the  schooner  was  found  by  them  at  anchor, 
with  all  sails  set,  without  colors,  and  abandoned.  The  enclosed  papers, 
as  per  list,  are  all  that  were  found  on  board.  Her  cargo  consists  of 
salt  and  one  box  of  drugs.  Her  name,  Annie,  of  Nassau,  on  the  stern. 
A  British  ensign  and  a  mutilated  rebel  flag  were  found  in  the  cabin. 
She  was  evidently  intending  to  laud  her  cargo  in  one  of  the  inlets  of 
this  coast. 

I  enclose  the  report  of  the  boarding  ofiicer. 

I  seized  her  as  abandoned  and  for  violation  of  the  blockade,  and 
have  placed  her  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Isaac  Hallock  and 
a  ijrize  crew  and  sent  her  to  New  York  for  adjudication.    Acting  Mas 
ter's  Mate  Hallock  will  hand  you  this  report,  with  all  the  papers  found 
on  board. 

No  other  vessel  was  in  sight  at  the  time  of  capture.

Sir:  It  is  my  painful  duty  to  announce  the  death  of  Acting  Master's 
Mate  Henry  Baker,  who  was  killed  on  the  morning  of  February  23, 
1803,  at  7  a.  m.,  during  an  engagement  with  Fort  Caswell.  He  was 
struck  in  two  places — in  the  face,  between  the  eyes,  and  in  the  right 
shoulder,  the  second  piece  entering  the  lungs.  He  lingered  until  9.30 
a.  m.,  when  he  expired.  Among  his  effects  were  found  some  letters, 
and  a  doubt  exists  as  to  his  right  name,  whether  it  was  Henry  Baker, 
George  Baker,  or  Thomas  Furnald.  Will  you  please  inform  me  on  this 
point.  His  last  words  were  "A.  0.  Barker;  send  my  things  to  S.  D. 
Skellton,  Charlestown,  Mass.  I  leave  all  that  I  have  got  to  my  father." 
His  effects  are  ready  to  be  transmitted  to  you  as  soon  as  I  can  become 
satisfied  that  you  are  the  proper  person  to  receive  them.  He  was  a 
brave,  energetic,  and  efficient  ofiQcer,  and  bid  fair  to  advance  in  his 
profession.  His  death  is  deeply  regretted  by  all,  as  he  was  a  general 
favorite.  I  trust  1  may  hear  from  you  soon  with  satisfactory  evidence. 
1  also  intrust  you  to  impart  this  sad  news  to  his  relations,  and  my  sym- 
pathy with  them.  His  next  (or  nearest)  of  kin  should  administer  for 
the  money  which  Henry  Baker  has  due  him  upon  the  books  of  this 
ship.

Neicport  News,  Va.,  February  24, 1863. 
Sir:  On  the  19th  instant,  when  Major-General  Poster  was  here  on 
his  return  from  Washington  to  New  Berne,  I  spoke  to  him  in  reference 
to  the  destruction  of  the  gunboats  which  the  rebels  are  building  on 
the  rivers  emptying  into  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina,  with  the  inten- 
tion of  floating  them  down  with  the  approaching  spring  floods,  and 
I  wrote  to  you  on  the  same  day  on  that  subject. 
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General  Foster,  while  stating  that  his  best  troops  had  been  sent  to 
I'ort  Royal,  seemed  nevertheless  disposed  to  cooperate  in  this  movement 
with  the  15,000  men  he  had  left,  and  will,  I  am  sure,  do  so  if  he  thinks 
his  means  suflScient.  To-night  I  have  your  letter  of  the  23d,  which 
is,  though  not  so  acknowledged,  probably  a  reply  to  mine  of  the  19th, 
above  mentioned,  sent  by  General  Foster,  and  probably  received  by  you 
from  him  on  the  20th,  on  his  arrival  at  New  Berne,  as  you  therein  speak  of 
returning  to  Plymouth  with  reenforcements.  Measures  can  be  at  once 
taken,  in  accordance  with  directions  I  have  recently  given  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Flusser  and  yourself,  so  to  strengthen  our  positions,  at 
Plymouth  and  Washington  especially,  as  to  provide  against  any  sur- 
prise by  the  enemy;  and  when  i)reparations  have  been  made  by  Ma,jor- 
General  Foster  for  cooperation  to  effect  the  object  I  have  indicated, 
when  the  approaching  pressure  on  Charleston  and  Eiclimond  shall  be 
felt,  which  will  oblige  the  enemy  to  withdraw  his  forces  from  North 
Carolina,  and  when  the  lioanoke  and  Tar  rise,  this  plan  of  operation 
can  be  executed  with  effect.

Escape  of  a  blockade  runner  at  the  Western  Bar  entrance  to  Cape  Fear 
Biver,  February  25,  1863. 

BepoTt  of  Captain  Bands,  U.  S.  Navy. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Dacotah, 
Off  Gape  Fear  Biver,  North  Carolina,  February  26,  1863. 
Sir  :  Again  It  is  my  unpleasant  duty  to  report  that  a  steamer  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  in  at  this  entrance  [Western  Bar]  of  the  river  on  the 
morning  of  the  2oth  instant.  At  about  3  a.  m.  the  Monticello^s  picket 
boat  fired  a  rocket  and  soon  after  made  the  signal  that  a  vessel  had  got 
into  the  river.  We  were  all  alert  at  the  first  signal,  but  though  star- 
light overhead,  the  horizon  was  very  hazy,  jjarticulaily  over  the  land. 
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The  Steamer  was  not  seeu  by  the  picket  boat  until  she  was  close  aboard 
and  had  passed  so  rapidly  that  she  was  inside  the  bar  before  the  warn- 
ing signal  could  be  made,  and  seemed  to  be  running  close  along  the 
surf  line  near  the  shore,  as  the  picket  boat  was  anchored  about  a  mile 
west  of  the  Bug  lights  in  10  feet  of  water,  and  the  steamer  was  inshore 
of  her. 

She  bears  the  description  of  the  steamer  driven  off  from  Little  River 
by  the  Matthew  Yassar  on  the  morning  of  the  20th  iustant.  I  enclose 
the  officer's  report.  This  shows  how  futile  is  our  night  blockade  with 
the  force  we  have,  in  the  state  of  the  atmosphere  at  this  season;  and  in 
the  coming  months  of  Marcli  and  April,  when  the  fogs  commence,  it 
will  be  even  more  difficult  to  prevent  the  frequent  recurrence  of  such 
successes  on  the  part  of  the  neutrals.  Our  vessels  have  nightly  picket 
boats  between  us  and  the  beach,  and  yet  the  blockade  runners  pass  us 
unseen,  or  else  seen  too  late  to  be  intercepted. 

I  have  not  to  complain  of  a  single  instance  of  want  of  vigilance  on  the 
part  of  the  commanders  here,  but  much  to  praise  for  alertness  and 
promptness  of  action.  And  1  can  not  see  how  we  can  prevent  these 
successes  unless  we  have  the  numerical  force  to  string  the  whole  shore 
along  to  the  westward  here,  and  to  the  northward  on  the  other  side  of 
the  reef  (for  Captain  Case  has  the  same  to  contend  with  there),  or  until 
we  have  a  foothold  upon  the  shore  in  the  possession  of  Forts  Caswell 
and  Fisher. 

An  outer  line  of  cruising  vessels  could  pick  up  those  we  drive  off  at 
night,  and  prevent  a  second  trial  at  other  points.  Indeed,  in  view  of 
the  probability  of  an  early  appearance  of  the  ironclad  rams  that  are 
said  to  be  ready,  we  stand  much  in  danger  of  this  blockade  of  two  or 
three  vessels  at  each  entrance  being  broken,  and  doubling  our  force, 
without  an  ironclad  to  help  us,  may  not  prevent  it.  If  the  blockade 
runners  succeed  against  the  number  of  vessels  blockading  Charleston, 
it  can  hardly  be-expected  that  we  can  seal  this  port  with  the  compara- 
tively small  force  we  have.  A  low  pressure  tug  for  each  side  of  the 
reef,  with  a  rifle  howitzer  to  sweep  the  coast  at  night  above  New  Inlet 
and  below  Western  Inlet,  would  be  of  great  service  to  arrest  this 
blockade  running.  The  Resolute  and  Reliance  would  be  the  very  vessels 
if  they  could  be  managed  to  exhaust  their  steam  without  the  noise 
they  now  make.

Sir  :  I  enclose  you  the  rei)ort  of  Acting  Master  Richard  Hustace,  of 
this  ship,  who  was  in  upon  the  bar  at  this  entrance  to  Cape  Fear  River 
on  the  night  of  the  2'lth  instant,  and  occujiied  a  commanding  position 
to  observe  vessels  attempting  to  evade  the  blockade;  and  yet,  with  all 
vigilance,  you  perceive  that  a  steamer  succeeded  in  getting  in.    I  judge 
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she  could  not  have  drawn  more  than  0  feet  of  water.     From  her  build 
and  rig  she  was  certainly  adapted  for  the  purpose  she  succeeded  in.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  last  night  at  7  o'clock  I  left  this  ship  in 
the  first  cutter  with  a  crew  of  eleven  men  and  proceeded  in  for  the 
"Western  Bar  for  the  purpose  of  performing  picket  duty.  1  arrived  at 
the  bar  at  8: 15  o'clock,  sounded  in  and  out  over  the  bar  and  across  the 
channel,  and  at  9  o'clock  took  my  position  on  the  north  side  of  channel 
and  anchored  in  12  feet  of  water.  Sea  was  smooth  and  weather 
cloudy.  Near  midnight  the  weather  became  clear  and  I  was  enabled 
to  take  the  following  bearings:  Bald  Dead  liglit-house  about  E.  S.  E. 
and  Fort  Caswell  nearly  E.  by  N.  J  N.  After  1  o'clock  the  weather 
became  misty  to  southward  and  westward  and  along  tlie  land,  render- 
ing it  difficult  to  see  objects  at  any  distance.  At  3 :  30  a.  m.  a  steamer 
suddenly  hove  in  sight  between  me  and  the  land,  coming  out  from 
under  the  cover  of  the  woods;  she  passed  between  the  boat  and  the 
shore,  going  at  full  speed.  The  breaking  of  the  surf  on  the  beach 
drowned  the  noise  of  her  paddles.  I  had  to  get  underway  in  order  to 
bring  the  gun  to  bear  on  her,  but  before  I  could  do  that  she  was  some 
distance  up  the  channel.  I  immediately  made  the  sign.il  of  a  vessel 
having  succeeded  in  passing  me.  I  proceeded  in  toward  the  fort  and 
got  soundings  at  8,  9,  and  10  feet,  where  the  steamer  had  passed.  She 
was  hailed  from  the  shore,  but  I  did  not  hear  the  answer  returned. 
She  stopped  on  the  Eip  long  enough  to  take  a  pilot,  as  I  supposed,  then 
stood  in  and  was  soon  out  of  sight.  Tide  had  been  running  ebb  three 
hours  when  steamer  ran  in.  Steamer  was  very  long,  low  hull,  side- 
wheels,  short  smokestack,  no  masts.  Fort  Caswell  beat  to  quarters 
when  I  made  signal  to  the  blockaders.

Report  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Navy,  urging  that  the  iron- 
clads be  employed  for  the  attach  upon    Wilmington,  N.  C. 

Confidential.]  U.  S.  FLA(iSHip  Minnesota, 

Off  Newport  Netcs,  Va.,  February  2<i,  1863. 
Sir:  I  duly  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  tlie  Department's  confiden- 
tial dispatch  of  the  13th  ultimo,  informing  me  that  "the  examination 
of  the  bars  and  the  reports  of  your  (my)  officers  in  regard  to  the  impos- 
sibility of  the  Passaic  and  Montauk  entering  Cape  Fear  lliver,  rendered 
it  necessary  to  abandon  the  projected  attempt  upon  Wilmington,  yet 
success  at  those  points  would  lead  the  Department  to  hazard  more  at 
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Wilmington  than  would  be  judicious  at  the  present  time."  The  Depart- 
ment also  therein  informed  me  that  "there  are  several  vessels  of  the 
exact  type  of  the  Patapseo  and  the  Keohulc  of  much  lighter  draft  (carry- 
ing two  Xl-incli  guns)  to  be  ready  in  a  month;  "  and  tlie  Department 
adds:  "  If  there  is  any  prospect  of  getting  into  Cape  Fear  River  with 
these,  they  will  be  placed  at  your  disposal  as  fast  as  finished,  unless 
disaster  should  occur  to  those  gone  and  going  south." 

In  my  confidential  dispatch  of  December  28,  I  say:  "Tlie  Coast  Sur- 
vey charts  furnish  sufficient  data,  irrespective  of  the  unreliable  night 
soundings  we  are  taking,  for  deciding  in  the  affirmative  this  question 
as  to  the  possibility  of  the  Passaic  and  monitors  entering  Cape  Fear 
River,  provided  there  are  no  obstacles  on  the  shoal  and  narrow  Rips  at 
Fort  Caswell,  where  obstructions  extending  but  a  foot  or  two  from  the 
bottom  would  be  insurmountable  until  removed.  As  it  is  understood 
at  the  Department  that  tlie  ironclad  force  at  present  command  is  not 
suflicient  to  reduce  Fort  Caswell,  it  follows  that  these  obstructions  can 
not  be  removed  whilst  under  the  protection  of  its  cannon  and  musketry." 

As  the  ironclads  I'assalc,  etc.,  drew  Hi  feet,  and  as  there  Avere  but 
12  feet  on  the  Kips  under  Fort  Caswell  at  high  tide,  it  followed  that 
when  the  tide  fell  its  4.^  feet,  the  ironclads,  if  aground  there,  would  be 
exposed  below  their  armor  and  easily  destroyed ;  besides  which  natural 
difficulty  we  know  that  there  are  artificial  obstructions  there,  that  the 
channel  is  less  than  100  yards  wide,  without  buoys,  and  with  shoals  on 
each  side. 

In  my  confidential  dispatch  of  January  4,  enclosing  a  communica- 
tion from  General  Foster,  showing  conclusively  wliy  the  army  could 
not  cooperate  in  the  proposed  attack  on  Wilmington,  and  also  enclosing 
reports  of  our  soundings  showing  more  water  on  the  Western  Bar  than 
the  charts,  I  said :  "  I  am  of  opinion  that  our  ironclads  can  get  over  the 
Western  Barand  that  the  reduction  of  Fort  Caswell  is  the  first  object 
10  be  accomplished." 

The  Coast  Survey  chart  showed  9  feet  on  the  Western  Bar  at  low 
Avater  and  an  average  rise  of  4i  feet  in  the  tide,  making  I'Sh  feet.  The 
ironclads  drew  Hi;  this  allowed  2  feet  for  swell  of  sea  on  the  bar  and 
for  error  of  calcnlation  in  the  time  of  tide,  but  it  was  not  then  well 
known  that  the  monitors'  seagoing  qualities  would  endure  a  gale  of 
wind,  if  encountered  while  waiting  for  an  opportunity  to  cross  the  bar. 

In  respect  to  the  army,  the  facts  are  briefly  these:  The  army  could 
not  cooperate  by  a  land  march  of  100  miles  in  seven  days  with  rivers 
to  cross.  It  was  equally  impracticable  for  the  army,  even  if  prepared 
to  go  by  sea,  to  make  and  maintain  a  landing  either  above  or  below  the 
bars  and  their  defenses,  and  in  face  of  the  enemy,  there  probably  in 
force,  because  free  at  Fredericksburg  and  readily  concentrated  from 
Richmond  on  the  one  side  and  from  Charleston  and  Savannah  on  the 
other.  Hence,  doubtless,  the  conclusion  reached  by  General  Halleck 
to  transler  the  troops  intended  for  Wilmington  to  Port  Royal. 

In  respect  to  the  projected  naval  part  of  the  attack,  the  brief  view  of 
the  case  is  that  the  ironclads  drew  too  much  water  for  the  upper 
entrance  (New  Inlet),  and  consequently  could  not  get  in  to  enfilade  the 
strongly  built  and  casemated  works  on  Federal  Point,  whilst  the 
wooden  vessels  could  not  approach  them  by  sea  near  enough  to  fight 
them  with  ett'ect.  The  affair  at  Arkansas  Post  shows,  what  was  before 
understood,  that  such  works  can  only  be  fought  successfully  at  close 
quarters,  and  this  the  soundings  oft  Federal  Point  did  not  allow.  It 
appeared,  therefore,  that  Fort  Caswell  was  the  key  to  the  position; 
that  it  must  first  be  taken,  and  that  the  army  could  not  aid  in  its 
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reduction.  Hence  I  nrf;e(l,  as  Mr.  Fox  will  kindly  locollect,  that  all 
the  ironclads  intended  for  operations  down  the  coast  should  take  Wil- 
mington on  their  way. 

The  reduction  of  Fort  Caswell  will  enable  us  to  command  both 
entrances  to  Wilmington,  and  to  relieve  the  outside  blockade  of  that 
port.  It  will  also  give  us  a  landing,  a  depot,  and  a  base  for  operations 
against  Wilmington,  its  immediate  defenses,  and  those  below  it  and 
above  Fort  Caswell.  I  have  heretofore  represented  that  Wilmington 
is  strongly  defended,  and  is  the  nearest  fortified  port  the  rebels  have 
through  which  they  get  supplies  for  their  army  in  "Virginia;  that  the 
blockading  force  off  its  entrances  is  divided  by  the  long  extent  of 
Smith's  Island  and  Cape  Fear  Shoals,  and  hence  one  part  of  this  force 
can  not  support  the  other  readily,  an  important  consideration,  threat- 
ened, as  "we  are  officially  advised  that  force  is,  by  a  concentration  of 
rebel  vessels  of  war  and  supply  (aided  by  their  two  ironclads  now 
understood  to  be  ready,  or  nearly  so,  at  Wilmington);  all  of  which 
facts  furnished  us  with  additional  reasons  for  capturing  Fort  Caswell. 

Owing  to  the  great  difficulties  growing  out  of  the  shoal  water  in  this 
locality,  the  Department  wisely  (if  I  may  be  permitted  to  say  so) 
declined  to  allow  the  first  of  its  ironclads  in  sufficient  force  to  reduce 
Fort  Caswell  to  encounter  the  attending  risks  before  operating  at 
Charleston,  where  there  is  good  water. 

When  I  was  at  Washington  last  week,  Assistant  Secretary  Fox 
informed  me  that  the  five  ironclads,  Catskill,  Sangamon,  Lehigh,  Nan- 
tncl-et,  and  Keokuh,  would  be  provided  for  the  present  projected  expedi- 
tion against  Wilmington,  the  last  named  being  a  light-draft  ironclad, 
carrying  four  Xl-inch  guns,  whilst  the  other  four  are  of  the  same  class 
as  the  Passaic  and  Montauk;  that  the  Catskill  would  first  go  to  Port 
Koyal,  to  be  returned,  however,  after  operations  are  over  in  that  quar- 
ter; and  that  the  Roanoke  would  relieve  the  Sangamon,  now  here. 

1  am  well  pleased  with  the  proposed  force  of  five  ironclads,  carrying 
four  XV-inch  guns  and  eight  Xl-inch  guns.  Nevertheless,  in  view  of 
the  calls  and  casualties  of  service  witliin  the  limits  of  tlie  North 
Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron,  I  respectfully  suggest  that  all  the  work 
for  the  ironclads  within  these  limits  should  be  comi)leted  before  any  of 
them  are  sent  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  If  practicable,  I  would  like  to 
have  two  of  the  new  double-enders  capable  of  taking  ordnance  supplies 
at  night  over  the  bar  to  the  ironclads  within  it.  If  these  can  not  be 
had,  the  Keokuk  will  be  so  used.

Beport  of  Commander  Case,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  V.  S.  S.  Iroquois, 
of  the  grounding  of  that  vessel  on  arrival  off  Morehead  City. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Off  Beaufort,  N.  C,  Fehrnary  26,  1SG3. 
Sir  :  I  have  to  inform  you  that  on  my  arrival  here  I  proceeded  to 
the  anchorage  off'  Morehead  City,  as  directed  by  your  order  of  the  Gth 
instant,  but  got  aground  on  one  of  three  lumps  which  lay  just  below  at 
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the  outlet  of  P>op;ue  Sound.  At  one  time  I  feared  the  vessel  might  be 
injured,  as  she  was  hard  and  fast  amidships,  vritli  but !»  feet  of  water 
on  her  i)ort  side,  and  the  liood  tide  pressing  her  up  against  every  eflbrt 
we  could  make  to  relieve  her,  both  ends  being  in  deep  water.  Prepa- 
rations were  made  to  take  advantage  of  the  first  of  the  ebb,  which  for- 
tunately succeeded,  and  we  ancliored  in  mid-channel,  in  its  widest  part, 
just  below  the  depot,  but  could  veer  only  15  fathoms  of  cable  without 
touching  on  either  bank  when  the  ship  swung. 

The  Chocuru,  which  I  found  here,  had  dragged  ashore  twice,  with  a 
greater  scope.  Under  these  circumstances  1  determined  to  take  the 
ship  down  near  the  fort,  the  nearest  place  to  Morehead  City  where 
there  was  unoccupied  room  for  the  ship  to  swing.  I  lost  one  day  in 
grounding,  getting  off,  etc.  1  shall  direct  the  larger  vessels  not  to  go 
up  near  the  depot  hereafter,  as  there  is  only  room  for  the  smaller  ones 
to  swing,  and  nothing  to  spare  for  them,  with  a  secure  scope  of  cable. 
I  am  told  that  the  pilot  I  had  on  board  is  the  best  here. 

Captain  Quincy,  in  charge  of  the  post,  informed  me  that  he  did  not 
apprehend  any  attack  now.    There  is  a  regular  army  gunboat,  one  of 
General  Burnside's  navy,  anchored  at  tlie  mouth  of  Pogue  Sound,  cov- 
ering the  depot  and  within  short  range  of  Morehead  City.

Sir:  111  reply  to  your  confidential  communication  of  the  -i5th  instant, 
I  triiiisniit  enclosed  i)arts  of  tiie  chart*  of  Cape  Fear  Eiver,  embracing 
the  localities  Avliere  obstructions  are  placed,  and  marked  A,  under  Fort 
Caswell,  in  about  8  feet  water;  B,  under  Zeek's  Island  battery;  and  C, 
under  battery  at  Brunswick. 

Of  course,  we  do  not  know  the  precise  ])()Sition  of  these  obstructions, 
but  the  one  most  important  for  us  to  know  about  is  doubtless  that  on 
the  Rips  under  Fort  Caswell. 

The  principal  benefit  I  expect  to  derive  from  the  rafts  is  from  their 
pendant  shell  encountering  and  exploding  the  torpedoes,  etc.,  which 
may  be  placed,  if  not  on  the  bar,  between  it  and  the  Rips.  When  Fort 
Caswell  is  taken,  the  rafts  may  be  useful  in  removing  the  obstructions 
on  the  Rips.  I  suppose  that  the  heavy  pendant  to  the  rafts  is  fitted 
to  be  adjusted  at  pleasure,  so  as  to  suit  the  draft  of  water  at  any  given 
locality.

Sir:  General  Vie] e  recently  informed  me  that  lie  bad  been  told  by- 
secessionists  in  Norfolk,  in  whose  representations  lie  placed  contidence, 
that  tbe  rebel  ironclad  called  the  Richmond  is  a  success,  having  speed 
and  light  draft. 

One  of  our  jnlots,  whose  opportunity  for  acquiring  information  from 
bis  acquaintances  m  Xorfolk  is  pretty  good,  tells  uie  that  a  fellow  Free 
Mason,  on  whom  be  can  rely,  was  at  Uichmoiid  a  month  ago,  and  states 
that,  besides  tbe  Richmond,  the  rebels  have  anotlier  ironclad  called  the 
Ladies'  Boat,  and  now  about  ready;  that  they  are  finishing  for  a  gun- 
boat one  of  the  two  vessels  which  Abrahams,  of  Baltimore,  began  before 
tbe  war  to  build  at  Kicbniond  for  the  tobacco  trade;  that  tbe  Yorktown 
(formerly  the  ratrick  Henry)  is  armed  and  ironclad;  that  tbey  are  get- 
ting tbe  JamestoH-n  up,  which  bad  been  sunk  at  tbe  obstructions;  and 
tbat  tbey  have  three  other  small  armed  steamers.  Our  pilot's  inform- 
ant says  that  tbe  obstructions  below  liicbmond  are  made  of  canal  boats 
tilled  witb  stones,  etc. 

I  have  tbe  ISangamon,  Galena,  and  tbe  two  ferryboats  Commodore 
Barney  and  Commodore  Morris  anchored  in  bow  and  (juarter  line  across 
tbe  narrow  part  of  tbe  river  2  miles  above  Newport  News  Point,  witb 
tbe  view  to  protect  our  15,000  troops  now  there  and  to  prevent  the 
Yorktou-n  from  running  the  blockade,  as  it  is  reported  she  designs  to  do. 

This  last  report  comes  from  another  of  our  pilots,  who  served  up 
James  Itiver  in  tbe  Monitor,  and  wbo  bas  a  son,  I  believe,  in  the  rebel 
Navy  at  Richmond. 

This  large  ship  is  anchored  south  of  Newport  News  Point,  in  the  best 
pool  of  water  in  this  vicinity. 

The  Department  will  perceive  that  the  rebels  are  believed  to  have 
more  ironclads  on  James  River  than  we  have,  and  tbat,  especially  if 
tbe  army  is  to  operate  on  James  River,  we  require  an  efficient  and 
movable  force  of  ironclads  here.     Tbe  Galena  is  now  foul  and  dull.

Navy  Department,  February  28,  1803. 
Tbe  delay  in  attacking  Charleston  enables  us  to  send  tbe  Keokuk 
there,  but  both  she  and  the  Catskill  will  be  back  before  tbe  Lehigh  and 
the  Roanoke  are  ready.  Your  second  lieutenant  is  to  be  detached,  and 
we  send  you  young  Lamsou  in  bis  ])lace.  Lamson  was  expected  to  go 
on  other  duty,  but  in  antici|)ation  of  your  movement  upon  tbe  enemy  [ 
tliought  you  might  wish  upon  your  staff,  at  least  for  this  fight,  a  young 
man  that  Du  Pont  and  Eodgcrs  consider  one  of  the  very  best  iu  tbe 
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service.  Davis  bas  had  liim  in  the  Bureau  for  a  month  and  speaks  in 
the  highest  terms  of  him.  I  feel  that  you  ought  to  have  him  for  this 
occasion,  since  you  have  no  flag-lieuteuant.  The  Keokuk  has  two  tur- 
rets, but  only  one  Xlinch  gun  in  each.  She  has  a  commander,  however, 
e(iual  to  the  other  two  you  supposed  she  carried.  The  Florida,  a  vessel 
similar  to,  but  superior  to,  the  State  of  Georgia,  commanded  by  Bank- 
head,  is  nearly  ready  for  sea.  I  think  we  shall  send  her  to  you  and  let 
you  send  off  a  double-ender  to  Farragut.  I  presume  the  latter  vessel 
would  be  as  satisfactory  to  Farragut,  whilst  I  know  you  would  infinitely 
prefer  the  Florida  for  blockade  i)urposes.  Karragut's  squadron  is  now 
the  weakest  and  very  much  needs  strengthening,  but  wliere  aie  the  ves 
sels  to  come  from  ?  We  buy  everything,  and  are  buildiug  to  our  utmost 
capacity.

The  schooner,  instead  of  passing  under  my  stern,  passed  the  Samuel 
Rotau,  and  was  hailed  by  that  vessel.  That  night  I  had  the  wind  from 
E.  X.  E.,  weather  very  thick  and  rainy,  rendering  it  impossible  to  see 
two  ship's  lengths.  After  boarding  her  the  second  time  and  bringing 
her  captain  on  board  with  his  papers,  referred  the  matter  to  Acting 
Volunteer  Lieutenant  Keuuison,  commanding  U.  S.  schooner  Samuel 
Rotan,  who  judged  her  to  be  all  right,  and  advised  me  to  order  her  out 
of  the  bay  and  proceed  on  her  way  to  Baltimore.  This  is  the  last  I  have 
seen  of  her.

General:  I  received  this  evening  your  communication  dated  28th 
ultimo.  It  is  necessary  that  the  guard  vessel  should  have  an  original 
certificate  to  send  in  with  the  weekly  return  for  the  Department,  in 
order  to  show  the  character  of  a  vessel  and  cargo  passing  the  blockade. 
The  certificate  of  the  (juarter master  at  Fortress  Monroe  will  answer 
til  is  purpose,  which  1  respectfully  request  you  will  have  given  in  all  cases 
where  it  is  desirable  that  the  vessel  should  retain  her  original  order. 
The  guard  vessel  will  be  directed  to  return  the  order  to  which  you  refer, 
and  hereafter  to  merely  take  the  name  of  the  transi)ort  having  trooi)8 
on  board,  and  afterwards  get  a  certiticate  from  the  quartermaster.

Murray,  U.  IS.  Navy,  regarding  Confederate  battery. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Perry, 
Plymouth,  N.  C,  March  1,  1863. 

My  Dear  Murray  :  I  should  have  written  you  by  the  Pawtu.vet,  but 
was  up  the  river  when  she  went  off.  No  more  news  of  the  battery, 
except  that  she  is  of  40  feet  beam  and  of  a  proportionate  length.  She 
is  by  one  said  to  be  covered  with  0  inches  of  railroad  iron ;  by  another, 
to  have  her  upper  deck  covered  with  cotton  bales.  I  send  the  Shaw- 
sheen  to  tow  up  the  provision  schooner — we  have  but  three  or  four  days 
provisions  left.  You  may  as  well  send  us  up  a  coal  schooner.  Guer- 
rillas murdered  a  Union  man  at  Edenton,  and  broke  oj)en  and  robbed 
the  store  of  another  last  night.  I  shall  go  over  to-morrow  to  look 
them  up. 

I  have  made  the  change  you  authorized  in  the  commander  of  the 
Shaicsheen.  Would  it  not  be  well  to  send  up  the  Lancer  to  lie  alongside 
the  wharf  here,  to  take  off  the  soldiers  in  case  of  attack  "J  Then  we 
may  entice  the  battery  into  the  sound  and  destroy  her.

Report  of  Commander  Case,  U.  8.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Iroquois,  of 
the  chase  of  a  blockade  runner.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  at  10 :30  a.  m.  yesterday  (1st  instant),  when 
off  Topsail  Inlet  on  my  way  from  Beaufort  to  this  place,  I  discovered 
the  black  smoke  of  a  blockade  runner  to  the  southward  and  eastward, 
with  what  I  supposed  to  be  the  Cambridge,  but  which  proved  to  be  the 
Mount  Verno7i,  in  chase.  I  bore  away  and  joined  in  the  pursuit.  The 
wind  was  from  the  west,  enabling  me  to  put  all  sail  on  the  ship,  which, 
with  the  steam,  gave  us  a  s]>ee(l  of  from  1 1  to  I'J  knots  i>er  hour,  the 
engine  making  from  05  to  70  revolutions  per  minute. 
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We  continued  the  chase  five  hours  without  any  apparent  change  of 
position  iu  our  favor.  At  times  volumes  of  black  smoke  were  emitted 
from  the  smoke  pipe  of  the  Mount  Vernon,  niakiug  me  believe  both  were 
blockade  runners,  and  the  more  anxious  to  catch  one  of  them.  Both, 
however,  had  the  advantage  in  speed,  and  I  abandoned  the  chase  at 
3:30  p.  m.  and  bore  up  for  this  place,  off  which  we  arrived  at  daylight 
this  a.  m. 

The  Mount  Vernon  continued  the  pursuit;  she  was  some  10  or  12 
miles  nearer,  and  1  trust  was  successful.  She  has  not  yet  returned  and 
will  probably  go  to  Beaufort  for  coal  before  doing  so,  as  her  supply 
was  short.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding 
U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon,  of  the  chase  of  a  blockade  runner. 

U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon, 
Off  Neic  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  March  2,  1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  to  you  that  on  the  morning  of  the  1st  of  March, 
1863,  according  to  orders  received  by  signal  from  the  U.  S.  S.  State  of 
Georgia,  I  proceeded  to  chase  a  steamer  bearing  from  us  E.  N.  E.,  in  com- 
pany with  the  U.  S.  steamers  Cambridge  and  Daylight. 

At  9  [a.  m.]  a  heavy  fog  settled  on  the  water,  and  thinking  that  the 
chase  would  i)robably  stand  inshore,  we  altered  our  course  and  stood 
jST.  N.  W.  At  9 :  30  the  fog  cleared  away  and  we  again  saw  the  chase 
bearing  from  us  E.  N.  E.  and  apparently  standing  S.  E.  We  made  all 
sail  and  carried  as  much  steam  as  was  possible.  At  11 :  30  we  tried  the 
range  of  our  rifle,  having  come  up  with  him  considerably,  but  the  shot 
fell  short  about  one-half  mile. 

Shortly  after  meridian  the  chase  kept  away  before  the  wind.  We 
followed  his  example  and  at  1 :  30  passed  through  a  field  of  some  300 
barrels,  which  seemed  to  be  powder  barrels,  and  he  continued  to  throw 
overboard  his  cargo  for  about  two  hours.  From  tliis  time  he  seemed  to 
gain  on  us  slowly.  We  threw  into  the  fires  a  quantity  of  condemned 
pork  and  a  half  barrel  of  })itch,  and  used  every  exertion  to  overhaul 
the  chase,  but  to  no  avail.  We  kept  sight  of  him  until  dark  and  for  a 
short  time  afterward,  but  about  8  ]>.  m.  we  lost  sight  of  him.  We  then 
hauled  up  for  New  Inlet,  which  bore  at  that  timeW.  by  S.,  140  miles 
distant. 

The  chase  was  a  long  paddle-wheel  steamer,  with  two  masts  and  two 
smokestacks,  very  rakish  in  her  appearance,  and  painted  a  light  lead 
color. 

When  we  gave  up  the  chase  the  wind  and  sea  were  both  on  the 
increase,  and  the  ship  was  laboring  very  heavily.

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Beport  of  Commander  Case,  U.  S.  Kavy,  regarding  the  escape  of  a  British 
steamer  into  New  Inlet. 

U.  S.  S.  lEOQUOIS, 

Off  New  Inlet,  Xorth  Carolina,  March  2,  1863. 

SiE:  I  regret  having  to  report  that  an  English  steamfr,  the  same,  I 
believe,  we  chased  yesterday,  succeeded  in  getting  into  New  Inlet  this 
evening,  just  at  sunset.  Siie  came  from  the  northward  and  eastward, 
close  along  the  land,  under  its  shadow,  and  from  her  lowness  was  not 
visible  until  she  threw  up  a  dense  volume  of  smoke  within  a  mile  and 
a  half  of  Fort  Fislier. 

The  blockading  ships  lay  about  5  miles  offshore,  and  although  this 
ship  and  the  Utate  of  Georgia  were  underway  in  a  few  minutes,  it  was 
too  late  to  intercept  her.  The  Htate  of  Georgia  fired  three  shots  from 
her  100-pounder,  which  fell  far  short  of  the  steamer  as  she  was  cross- 
ing the  bar. 

She  was  a  long,  very  low  paddle-wheel  steamer,  with  two  pipes  and 
two  masts  without  yards. 

There  were  Ave  steamers  off  the  inlet,  the  extreme  vessels  about  2 
miles  apart,  and  arranged  as  follows:  From  the  northward  and  east- 
ward, Cambridge,  Daylight,  Mount  Vernon,  Iroquois,  and  State  of  Georgia. 
The  Mount  Vernon  had  lier  cylinder  head  off  for  the  purpose  of  repack- 
ing her  piston  and  preparing  to  go  to  Ueaufort  for  coal  in  the  morning. 
The  Daylight  was  under  orders  to  proceed  to  the  northward  and  east- 
ward to  look  after  the  inlets  in  that  direction  (but  will  not  now  go  far- 
ther than  Masonboro  Inlet,  cruising  between  it  and  this  placte),  while 
the  Cambridge,  State  of  Georgia,  and  this  vessel  remain  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  New  Inlet  and  endeavor  to  guard  it. 

The  Cambridge  is  in  such  condition  as  to  be  of  but  little  service,  and 
can  not  be  called  upon  to  chase  except  in  case  of  emergency.  Both 
the  State  of  Georgia  and  this  ship  had  been  underway  during  the  day 
to  look  after  vessels  which  proved  to  be  blockaders,  the  Monticello  and 
Mount  Vernon. 

All  have  lookouts  at  their  mastheads,  who  have  heretofore  been  very 
vigilant  and  usually  reported  vessels  about  the  same  time.  The  pilot 
of  this  ship  and  myself  were  at  the  time,  and  had  been  for  some  time 
before,  watching  for  vessels,  and  more  particularly  the  movements  of 
an  ironclad  steamer,  just  inside  the  bar,  which  seemed  to  be  preparing 
to  come  out,  with  the  view,  I  now  presume,  of  aiding  the  steamer  run- 
ning in,  the  movements  of  which  they  must  have  known,  as  they  were 
no  doubt  telegraphed  along  the  beatih  from  station  to  station. 

The  boldness  of  the  steamer  coming  in  was  based  on  the  knowl- 
edge, obtained  yesterday,  of  his  speed  being  superior  to  ours,  which 
he  could  avail  himself  of,  if  necessary,  at  any  time. 

The  whole  attention  of  blockade  runners  seems  of  late  to  have  been 
turned  toward  the  two  entrances  to  Wilmington,  and  I  trust  that  you 
will  consider  it  necessary  to  send,  if  possible,  a  larger  force  here. 
Small,  fast  vessels  are  what  is  wanted  most,  such  as  can  lay  close  in 
without  being  seen  at  night,  or  only  at  short  distance  during  the  day. 
Such  are  the  English  blockade  runners;  the  advantage  of  speed  and 
invisibility  is  now  altogether  with  them.

Sir:  I  received  this  evening  your  official  conininnication  of  the  2Cth 
ultimo,  marked,  as  usual,  "informal." 

Jf  the  enemy  ai)pears  at  Plymouth  it  will  not  do  to  relinquish  posses- 
sion and  retreat  with  the  exi)ectation  that,  with  such  a  force  as  you 
describe,  he  will  follow  you  into  better  water  for  a  ^g\\t.  When  the 
enemy  shows  himself  with  a  force  on  tlie  river  at  Plymouth,  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Flusser,  with  the  whole  force  present,  will  at  once  rush  a 
sufficient  distance  above  him,  firing  all  arms  as  he  goes,  when  he  can 
with  eflect,  and,  taking  the  battery  in  reverse,  attack  it  by  ramming 
and  firing. 

A  sufficient  picket  should  be  kept  ahead  to  give  notice  and  prevent 
the  officers  and  (-rews  from  losing  their  necessary  rest. 

I  would  much  rather  see  our  military  and  have  our  naval  force  con- 
centrated ready  to  threaten  the  enemy  at  any  point  than  have  him 
constantly  threatenimg  our  very  many  scattered  positions. 

1  explained  these  views  to  General  Foster  last  fall.  I  suppose  the 
battery,  if  not  all  the  reported  force  of  the  enemy  at  Hiilifax,  [N.  C], 
to  be  exaggerated.  I  ho])e  General  Foster  will  find  himself  in  sufficient 
force,  when  the  pressure  on  Charleston  and  Kichmond  is  felt  by  the 
enemy,  to  anticipate  and  attack  him. 

You  speak  of  having  a  light  draft  steamer,  obtained  from  the  army, 
with  a  reliable  officer  on  board.  She  might  be  used  advantageously  in 
preventing  violations  of  the  blockade  in  the  upper  and  shoal  waters  of 
the  sound.

Report  of  Acting  Bear- Admiral  Lee,  TJ.  8.  Navy,  regarding  the  condition 
of  certain  vessels  of  his  command. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Newport  News,  Va.,  March  3,  1863. 
Sir:  Reports  from  New  Inlet  represent  the  condition  of  the  vessels 
belonging  to  that  blockade  (besides  the  Iroquois),  viz,  the  Cambridge, 
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Movnt  Vernon,  and  Dayln/ht,  as  in  a  bad  condition,  aa  rejrards  their 
boilers  and  machinery  especially. 

The  Cambridge  is  now  at  Beanfort  repairing  her  boilers,  which  are 
represented  to  be  in  so  precarious  a  condition  as  to  be  liable  to  fail  at 
any  moment. 

The  Mount  Vernon's  boiler  is  also  reported  to  be  in  bad  condition  and 
in  want  of  scaling.  This  was  to  have  been  done  when  slie  next  went 
for  coal  to  Beaufoit. 

The  machinery  of  the  Daylighi  is  also  said  to  be  broken  down,  and, 
according  to  the  latest  report  from  Actinj;  Master  Warren  to  Captain 
Case,  he  eouhl  remain  at  his  station  until  the  return  of  the  latter 
from  Beaufort,  if  he  had  to  lay  at  his  anchors.  These  vessels  will  be 
retained  in  active  service  as  long  as  it  can  be  done  with  safety,  but  if 
it  is  found  necessary  to  send  any  one  of  them  north  for  repairs,  the 
blofkiide  of  New  Inlet  and  to  the  northward  will  be  left  virtually  to 
two  vessels,  the  third  being  absent  most  of  the  time  for  coal  and  repairs. 

The  Penobscot,  I  am  informed,  was  received  at  the  Washington 
navy  yard  to  wait  her  turn  for  repairs.  1  respectfully  suggest  that 
the  work  on  the  river  craft  and  other  less  urgent  work  there  should  be 
suspended  until  the  completion  of  the  Penobscofs  repairs,  and  that  the 
commandant  at  that  station  be  instructed  in  similar  contingencies  to 
give  the  preference  to  vessels  of  the  outside  blockade.

Capture  of  a  landing  party  from  the  TJ.  S.  schooner  Matthew  Va^sar. 
BepoTt  of  Acting  Master  Savage,  U.  S.  Navy. 

U.  S.  Schooner  Matthew  Vassab, 

Off  Little  Hirer  Inlet,  March  4, 1863. 
Sir  :  I  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  to  you  that  yesterday  morn- 
ing I  sighted  a  large  boat  on  the  point  of  the  island  at  this  inlet.    I 
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sent  Acting  Master's  Mate  George  Drain  and  a  boat's  crew  of  seven 
men  and  one  contraband  to  either  capture  or  destroy  her,  if  possible, 
without  any  risk,  and  tlien  return  to  tlie  vessel.  Tliej'  landed  and 
destroyed  the  boat  without  any  resistance,  and  then  started  to  come 
back,  when  they  turned  back  again  and  proceeded  up  the  river  behind 
the  island,  which  was  contrary  to  my  orders.  I  set  the  boat's  recall, 
which  was  taken  no  notice  of.  1  then  saw  some  men  come  from  the  log 
fort  on  Little  Kiver,  as  1  thought,  to  cut  my  boat  off  on  her  return.  1 
then  sent  another  armed  boat  to  .issist  the  first  one  on  her  return,  if 
required.  It  was  then  reported  to  me  from  the  masthead  that  the  lirst 
boat's  crew  had  landed  on  the  mainland,  about  one  mile  up  tlie  river. 
I  then  fired  two  guns  to  call  his  attention  to  the  boat's  recall,  and  like- 
wise to  drive  the  rebels  out  of  the  woods  where  he  was,  all  of  which  he 
took  no  notice  of,  but  proceeded  with  liis  men  into  the  woods,  where  I 
lost  sight  of  them,  and  have  neither  heard  nor  seen  anything  of  them 
since.  It  is  my  opinion  that  they  are  captured  and  taken  prisoners,  as 
this  morning  the  boat  is  to  be  seen  up  the  river  with  a  quantity  of 
rebels  in  her.  We  shelled  them  and  drove  them  away  from  the  boat, 
but  having  no  force  of  men,  and  only  one  boat,  1  thought  it  prudent  to 
postpone  it.  There  was  an  arms  chest  in  the  boat  and  twelve  rifles,  and 
no  other  arms,  as  I  did  not  allow  them  to  go  on  any  expedition,  and  the 
reason  of  there  having  so  many  rifles  was,  that  this  boat  was  my  guard 
boat,  and  had  her  arms  chest  with  her  coinx)lemcnt  of  arms  in  it.

Sir  :  On  the  3d  instant  I  was  ordered  by  Acting  Master  II.  H.  Savage, 
commanding  U.  S.  schooner  Matthew  r<(.v«ar,  to  go  ashore  at  Little  Kiver 
Inlet  and  destroy  a  boat  that  was  lying  on  the  beach  at  that  place; 
and  also  to  make  myself  acquainted  with  the  river  aiul  bay  in  case  an 
expedition  would  be  sent  in  there  to  destroy  salt  works,  etc.,  ami  likewise, 
if  1  saw  any  white  men  on  the  beach,  to  take  them  off. 

After  1  had  destroyed  the  boat,  I  proceeded  up  tlie  western  branch 
toward  the  salt  works,  and  when  about  200  yards  from  the  i)oint  where 
the  boat  was  destroyed,  my  boat  grounded  on  an  oyster  rock.  I  then 
went  up  on  the  beach  to  see  if  anyone  was  about,  find  in  about  five  min- 
utes I  was  surprised  by  a  party  of  armed  men  mounting  a  hill,  about  120 
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yards  distant,  making  for  lis  at  double  quick.  The  men  having  no  side- 
arms  or  bayonets,  and  but  ten  spare  cartridges  for  their  rifles,  I  deemed 
it  prudent  to  surrender  rather  than  have  the  men  all  shot  down,  and 
there  was  no  jwssible  chance  to  get  out  with  the  boat,  the  wind  and 
tide  both  being  against  us. 

The  day  before  I  was  captured,  the  boat  was  sent  ashore  to  take  off 
two  negroes  that  were  seen  on  tlie  beach,  and  [Acting]  Master's  Mate 
Draper  reported  that  a  white  man  came  down  on  the  beach  at  the  time 
and  said  he  would  like  to  go  oil'  to  tlie  blockade  fleet  and  take  the 
oath  of  allegiance,  but  his  brother-in-law  was  up  at  the  salt  works  and 
he  wanted  to  do  the  same,  and  if  the  boat  was  there  next  day,  they 
would  both  come  off.    Mi'.  13ra])er  let  him  go  on  his  word. 

After  I  was  captured  1  was  told  by  one  of  the  guards  that  this  man 
was  a  corporal  in  their  company,  and  that  they  came  on  the  beach  at  4 
o'clock  that  morning  to  catch  anyone  tliat  might  come  to  the  beach.

Sir:  Having  no  vessel  suited,  I  was  unable  to  respond  properly  to 
an  application  from  General  Foster  to  aid  him  in  another  reconnois- 
sance  to  New  Kiver  Inlet.  A  light  transport  with  a  fieldpiece  was 
substituted.  I  regret  this,  because  I  like  to  represent  the  Navy  in 
these  undertakings. 

The  LocJcicood,  the  only  light  vessel  I  had,  the  rest  being  in  Albe- 
marle, is  entirely  unfit  to  go  outside  and  is  only  waiting  the  return  of 
the  Delaware,  which  for  some  reason  has  been  detained,  to  proceed 
north  via  canal  for  repairs.  The  Lockuwod  is  now  on  an  expedition  up 
Pungo  Kiver,  where  I  have  reason  to  believe  an  organized  system  of 
communication,  protected  by  Whitford  guerrillas,  exists.  I  expect 
favorable  results. 

I  have  prepared  instructions  for  the  Shaiciheen  to  replace  the  Miami, 
when  she  will  ])roceed  to  Hampton  Koads  in  obedience  to  your  orders. 
I  would  like  to  have  another  ferryboat,  say  the  Commodore  Barney  and 
the  Delaware,  the  latter,  from  her  special  adaptation,  being  almost  a 
necessity. 

I  could  then  send  you  the  Seymour  and  Lockirood,  which  might  be 
used  in  smooth  water,  by  bracing  their  boilers,  for  a  long  time.  I  have 
rescued  the  guns  and  stores  of  the  Ceres,  and,  should  we  eventually 
save  her,  will  take  time  to  place  her  all  ataunto.  Until  all  this  is  done, 
and  the  crisis  at  Plymouth  over,  no  vessel  should  be  withdrawn  from 
these  sounds.  I  regret,  therefore,  the  loss  of  the  Miami.

I  wish  to  buy  material;  I  wish  to  put  the  Government  to  a 
small  expense  with  the  promise  of  large  returns.  Will  you  send  me  a 
few  machinists,  permit  me  to  employ  more,  and  authorize  the  expense? 
Please  think  over  this,  as  a  little  reflection  will  point  out  to  you,  with- 
out my  writing,  the  many  advantages  that  would  accrue  from  this 
arrangement.  It  might  be  authorized  as  a  branch  of  the  Norfolk  navy 
yard,  subject  to  visitation  from  the  commandant  or  his  subordinate  or 
entirely  controlled  by  the  senior  naval  officer  on  the  spot.  Mr.  Lay  is 
using  one  of  the  small  shops  for  work,  which  I  entirely  approve,  some 
of  his  contrivances  being  wonderfully  ingenious,  but  he  is  at  personal 
expense  which  I  would  like  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  meet.

Report  of  Commander  Murray,  U.  S.  Xavy,  of  the  destruction  of  a  bridge 

in  the  I'ungo  River. 

U.  S.  S.  Hetzel, 
New  Berne,  N.  C,  March  5,  1803. 
Sir:  The -Zyocfc?roo^  returned  from  Pungo  Eiver  this  morning.     She 
destroyed  a  bridge  which  the  enemy  had  built  to  facilitate  the  removal 
of  the  products  from  that  section  into  the  interior. 

She  brought  in  a  few  stores,  two  cases  of  tobacco,  and  a  quantity  of 
bacon;  also,  a  small  schooner  and  a  few  arms. 

The  troops  had  a  conflict  with  the  guerrillas  in  the  swamp,  resulting 
in  the  death  of  4  of  our  men  and  the  wounding  of  Ki.  The  enemy  lost 
about  30  killed  and  a  few  prisoners;  most  of  the  killed  of  the  enemy 
and  some  of  the  prisoners  (taken  in  arms)  had  passes  and  protections 
signed  by  Governor  Stanly.  One  in  particular,  taken  in  woman's 
clothes,  had  a  pass  protection  and  also  a  commission  from  Jefif.  Davis, 
fle  is  to  be  tried  for  his  life. 

General  Foster  has  concluded  to  hurry  off  a  second  expedition  to  the 
same  place,  and  the  Ceres,  which  I  understand  is  rescued,  will,  if  possi- 
ble, be  hastily  equipped  and  sent  to  join  the  Lockicood.

Report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis,  U.  S.  Nary,  suggesting  an  expe- 
dition into  Pagan  Creek  for  the  interception  of  contraband  trade. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Moreis, 

Off  Neii-port  News,  Ya.,  March  5,  1863. 

Ste:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

On  the  night  of  tlie  2d  instant  I  sent  a  boat  to  the  entrance  of  Pagan 
Creek  [Virginia],  to  watch  for  any  boats  that  tlie  rebels  might  attempt  to 
run  in  or  out  of  that  stream  under  cover  of  night.  No  boats  were  seen, 
but  on  approaching  the  land  men  were  discovered,  apparently  a  picket 
guard.  The  officer  of  the  boat  deemed  it  imprudent  under  the  circum- 
stances to  land,  and  the  boat  returned.  I  sent  the  boat  out  again  last 
night  to  watch  the  entrance  to  Pagan  Creek,  and  the  officer  in  charge, 
Acting  Ensign  P.  B.  Low,  reports  to  me  that  he  landed  and  obtained 
information  that  the  rebel  General  Pryor  is  within  4  miles  of  the  mouth 
of  the  creek  with  a  body  of  men,  how  many  he  does  not  know,  and 
that  he  has  been  reconnoitering  as  well  as  he  could  our  forces  on  this 
side  of  the  river,  and  that  he  has  been  down  nearly  oi)posite  to  New- 
port News  within  the  last  few  days.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that 
an  expedition  might  be  sent  up  Pagan  Creek  as  far  as  Smithfleld,  a 
distance  of  6  miles,  where  there  are  quite  a  number  of  small  vessels 
used  by  the  rebels  in  their  contraband  trade,  and  from  all  I  can  learn 
the  place  is  used  as  a  depot  where  stores  and  provisions  are  collected 
and  forwarded  to  the  rebel  army.  I  have  three  boats  tliat  can  easily 
carry  fifty  men  and  suppose  that  the  gunboat  Barney  could  easily  send 
the  same  number  in  her  boats,  and  by  receiving  the  assistance  of  some 
of  the  soldiers  from  the  troops  now  stationed  here,  1  think  an  impor- 
tant blow  could  be  struck  at  the  contraband  trade  that  is  undoubtedly 
carried  on  through  that  place.

Sir:  Tour  interesting  letters  of  the  10th,  14th,  17th,  18th,  19th,  and 
23d  ultimo  (numbered  from  10  to  14,  inclusive),  with  their  enclosures 
were  received  last  night. 

A  careful  perusal  of  your  reports  strengthens  me  in  the  belief  that 
picket  boats  are  a  bad  substitute  for  picket  steamers.  It  is  evident 
from  your  narrative  of  the  entrance  into  the  river  on  the  morning  of 
the  14th  and  25th  (»f  a  steamer,  that  had  a  steamer  been  on  picket 
instead  of  a  boat,  the  blockade  runner  would  probably  have  been  inter- 
cepted and  caught.  Now  that  you  understand  how  closely  they  track 
the  land  and  how  steep  the  beach  is,  you  can  take  efficient  measures 
to  stop  them  there.  Though  a  success  seems  to  have  been  achieved  on 
the  night  of  February  18.  by  the  picket  boats  in  scaring  back  the 
Giraffe,  and  by  the  boat  of  tlie  Matthew  Vassar,  on  tlie  20tli  and  23d, 
yet  tlie  chances  of  their  being  run  down,  as  was  shown  in  Acting  Mas- 
ter Earle's  report  of  the  14tli,  iire  very  great,  and,  even  in  these  cases 
of  success,  steamers  placed  outside  and  near  where  the  boats  were

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would  have  captured  instead  of  scared  away  the  strangers.  The  send- 
ing in  of  picket  boats,  moreover,  is  a  temptation  to  a  dangerous  relaxa- 
tion of  vigilance  on  lioard  the  steamers.  Use  picket  steamers  hereafter. 
I  am  aware  of,  and  fully  sympathize  with,  your  embarrassments  and 
anxieties  res])ecting  the  character  and  number  of  our  blockading  force. 
1  liave  urged  on  the  Department  the  necessity  for  increasing  it,  both 
in  numbers  and  in  individual  efBciency,  in  view  of  the  Galveston 
disaster  and  the  Charleston  raid,  and  the  probable  increase  of  etiorts 
to  elude  the  Wilmington  blockade,  consequent  on  tlie  approaching  naval 
movements  in  the  neigiiborhood  of  Charleston.  It  must  be  understood, 
however,  that  the  Department,  when  the  extentof  coast  to  be  blockaded 
is  considered,  and  the  urgent  demands  for  cruisers,  is  doing  and  lias 
done  all  that  it  could  for  this  blockade.  1  appreciate  the  difficulties 
of  your  situation,  and  desire  you  to  dispose  of  your  force  to  the  best 

advantage.

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Perry, 

Plymouth,  N.  C,  March  7,  1863. 
My  Dear  Murray:  1  detained  tlie  Seymour  until  the  arrival  of  the 
Shairslieeu,  as  1  did  not  know  at  what  time  it  would  be  necessary  to  send 
you  a  dispatch.    The  IShawxhven  is  [)atching  boiler,  so  the  ISeymour  will 
tow  the  provision  schooner  to  Wintield  and  thence  to  New  Berne. 

The  former  cabin  steward  of  the  IShiorsheen  is  here  to  be  discharged. 
I  have  received  no  information  of  his  having  been  condemned,  nor  an 
order  to  discharge  him.    i  have  uo  money,  and  can  not  pay  him  off'.    I 
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send  him  back  to  you  witU  his  account  made  up  to  the  1st  of  February. 
If  he  has  drawu  auything-  siuce  then,  we  have  not  been  notified  of  the 
fact. 

1  was  at  Jamesville  yesterday  with  a  portion  of  two  companies  of 
infantry.  Tlie  enemy  had  commenced  to  dig  ritie  pits  tliere.  We  had 
an  opportunity  to  fire  at  them  as  they  ran.  One  man  was  struck,  I 
think,  as  he  fell  from  his  horse,  but  before  we  came  up  lie  had  skedad- 
dled, leaving  his  rifle  and  his  cap.  We  were  tired  on  from  an  old 
church,  and  while  I,  with  one  company,  pursued  the  enemy,  I  regret  to 
say  that  someone  who  remained  behind  tired  the  building. 

The  provision  schooner  has  not  one-half  of  what  we  need.  You 
skinned  her  below;  the  ]>oor  devils  here  only  get  the  leavings.  No 
chance  for  manavelins  at  Plymouth. 

Nothing  new  of  the  formidable  battery.  I  think  the  land  force  which 
was  collected  above  has  gone  to  aid  Pryor.  "VVe  have,  however,  rebels 
close  to,  on  both  sides  of  the  river. 

I  left  old  French  last  night  above  Jamesville,  much  to  his  discomfort. 
Kemember  me  kindly  to  army  and  navy  friends.

We  need  a  nurse,  and 
we  need  more  men.  They  have  sent  me  an  officer  aud  detached 
another.    1  need  a  watch  officer;  can't  you  send  me  Avery? 


Letter  from  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  U.  S.  N'avy,  to  Commander 
Davenport,  U.  IS.  Navy,  regarding  general  matters. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Perry, 
Plymouth,  N.  C,  Mareh  7,  1863. 

My  Dear  Davenport:  I  send  this  by  a  sail  boat  to  Koanoke.  The 
boat  goes  to  get  us  some  heavy  guns  for  our  fort,  which  is  nearly 
finished. 

Tliere  was  a  probability  of  an  attack  here  last  Jiight.  A  steamer's 
smoke  was  seen  uj)  the  river.  1  went  up  to  Jamesville  to-day,  but  saw 
nothing  of  her.  If  she  was  there,  she  ran  away  as  we  went  up,  being 
jirobably  too  weak  to  fight  us.  I  send  you  an  extract  from  a  letter  ot 
a  man  who  is  said  to  be  working  on  a  gunboat  up  the  river.  The  letter 
is  written  to  his  brother,  who  was  captain  of  the  .4  lice  when  we  captured 
her  .up  this  river.  The  fellow  lias  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance,  but  is, 
nevertheless,  I  fear,  a  scamp  and  a  secessionist.  1  think  it  may  be  a 
Merrimack  story  to  put  us  ott'our  guard.  1  believe  the  battery  has  been 
finished  for  some  time. 

I  should  like  you  to  send  nie  more  steamers  so  soon  as  you  can  pos- 
sibly spare  them. 
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We  have  but  a  small  force  here  to  fight  an  ironclad;  we  also  need 
(badly)  ammunition,  ])rovisions,  and  coal. 

Have  I  a  right  to  pass  a  vessel  with  cotton  from  here  to  lioanoke 
Island,  New  Berne,  lieaufort,  etc? 

I  have  here  some  captured  cotton  (uninjured),  a  large  seine,  two  or 
three  good  boats,  and  .i  small  quantity  of  salt.  Thes(^  tilings  can  not 
be  sent  home.  Can  I  not  sell  tliem  here  and  i)ut  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  in  the  hands  of  the  doctor  for  the  benefit  of  the  sick? 

Five  hundred  rebels  crossed  the  itoanoke  above  here  last  night,  bound 
to  Washington,  N.  (J.  I  think  the  rebels  lear  an  attempt  on  our  part 
by  way  of  James  ville  or  Williamstouto  raisethe  siege  of  W[ashington]. 
We  can  hear  their  guns  at  W|asiiingtou]  sometimes  quite  distinctly. 

Please  send  me  the  things  1  mentioned,  viz,  gunboats,  ammunition, 
provisions,  and  coal,  iis  soon  as  convenient.     Remember  me  kindly  to  all 
army  and  navy  friends.     Luck  to  our  side.

Dear  Brother  :  Perhaps  you  know  that  there  is  a  gunboat  and  a 
battery  building  on  this  river.  The  battery  was  built  above  here  in  6 
miles  of  Halifax.  It  was  launched  last  week  and  is  now  2  miles  below 
here. 

We  could  not  stop  her  here.  It  is  not  coppered  yet,  though  it  is  in 
the  water.  The  iron  is  to  be  put  on  and  the  guns  mounted,  but  I  can 
not  tell  when  that  will  be  done.  The  boat  is  just  about  commenced  at 
this  place.  I  think  it  will  take  all  the  year  to  finish  this  boat.  There 
are  about  fifty  hands  here,  mostly  black.

Sir:  Enclosed  herewith  is  an  extract  from  the  public  prints,  regard- 
ing the  capture  of  the  Douro  by  the  U.  8.  8.  Quaker  City,  Having  made 
her  escape  from  Wilmington  on  or  about  the  !)th  instant. 

This  evasion  of  the  blockade  and  tlie  instances  of  escape  of  blockade 
breakers  by  sui)erior  si)i'ed,  not  only  in  getting  out  of  the  river  [Gape 
FearJ,  but  also  when  detected  and  turned  back  wiiile  endeavoring  to 
enter,  as  has  been  reported  to  tlie  Department,  illustrates  the  urgent 
necessity  of  keeping  on  each  side  of  the  reef  a  swift  chaser. 

Under  the  piesent  system  adopted  by  blockade  breakers  vigilance 
alone  without  speed  is  insullicient  to  keep  inviolate  the  blockade  of  the 
inlets  of  North  Oarolina  in  the  neighborhood  of  Wilmington.

Capture  of  the  anglo-rebel  uteamcr  ])ovro. 

The  British  steamship  Douro,  of  Liverpool,  which  was  captured  by 
the  U.  ^.  gunboat  Quaker  City,  Commauder  J.  M.  Frailey,  ott'  Wilming- 
ton, N.  C,  arrived  at  this  port  yesterday,  a  i)rize,  in  charge  of  Acting 
Ensign  Theodore  [F.]  De  Luce.  The  details  of  her  capture  are  as 
follows: 

At  daylight  on  the  9th  instant,  when  off  Cape  Fear,  a  steamer  was 
seen  standing  to  the  southward.  The  Quaker  City  immediately  stood 
toward  her,  and  soon  discovered  her  to  be  a  "neutral"  British  vessel, 
evidently  a  blockade  runner.  After  a  most  exciting  chase  of  over  four 
hours  the  Quaker  City,  owing  to  her  superior  speed  and  seagoing  quali- 
ties, overhauled  her  in  latitude  33°  41'  N.,  longitude  77°  02'  W.  So 
great  was  the  determination  of  the  British  commander  to  escape,  if 
possible,  that  it  was  not  until  Commander  Frailey  brought  his  broad- 
side guns  to  bear  upon  her  that  he  surrendered.  About  fifty  shot  and 
shell  were  thrown  at  and  over  the  vessel  before  she  slackened  sail,  and 
it  was  found  that  the  crew  were  even  then  as  courageous  as  whisky 
could  make  them.  It  was  discovered  that  but  little  damage  was  done 
by  the  missiles,  as  the  crew  had  made  a  series  of  protective  embrasures 
with  cotton  bales,  under  which  they  took  shelter  when  they  saw  the 
flash  of  the  Quaker  Cityli  guns.  She  proved  to  be  the  British  iron-screw 
steamer  Douro,  of  Liverpool,  185  tons  register,  with  a  cargo  of  422  bales 
of  cotton,  with  a  small  quantity  of  turpentine  and  tobacco,  from  Wil- 
mington, bound  to  Nassau,  and  commanded  by  Captain  Kenneth  Mc- 
Kenzie.  She  had  several  passengers  on  board,  who  were  of  course 
detained.  Commander  Frailey  ordered  her  to  New  York  for  adjudica- 
tion, under  command  of  Acting  Ensign  Theodore  F.  De  Luce. 


Report  of  Commander  Case,   U.  S.  Navy,  of  the  escape  of  a  steamer, 

March  cS',  18(13. 

U.  S.  S.  Ieoquois, 
Off  Newport  Neivs,  Va.,  March  11, 1863. 
Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  the  officers  of  the  watch  on  Sunday  night 
(8th  instant)  reported  seeing  a  steamer  passing  out.  She  was  visible 
for  an  instant  only,  and  not  long  enough  to  train  a  gun.  We  were 
underway  in  a  few  minutes,  steering  in  the  direction  she  was  reported 
to  be  going,  and  in  fifteen  minutes  after  she  ])assed,  the  moon,  which 
was  nearly  full,  arose  and  gave  us  a  view  of  2  or  3  miles,  but  nothing 
was  visible  on  the  horizon  or  inshore,  the  beach  being  ])lainly  in  sight. 
I  was  under  the  impression  the  officers  were  mistaken,  until  yesterday, 
when  some  contrabands  taken  on  board  the  Daylight  oft'  Masonboro 
Inlet  reported  the  sailing  of  a  steamer  on  Sunday  night,  though  they 
did  not  know  which  side  she  went  out.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Ceres  has  been  rescued  from 
her  perilous  position  on  the  saddle  near  Eoyal  Island  [Shoal]  light. 
We  were  compelled  to  use  the  wreckinfj  vessel  and  materials  of  Messrs. 
Johnson  &  Higgins.    I  had  lightened  her  of  everything,  as  she  was  full 
of  water  and  driving  higher  on  the  bank,  being  450  feet  from  floating 
when  the  wreckers  arrived.     I  do  not  think  the  charge  very  high,  as 
these  people  are  at  great  expense  all  the  time  with  only  occasional 
employment.    Their  first  charge  was  a  thousand  dollars.    In  twenty- 
four  hours  after  she  arrived  she  was  again  equipped,  battery,  provi- 
sions, and  coal,  and  underway  for  the  Pungo  Eiver — the  first  expedi- 
tion in  that  quarter,  with  its  results  demanding  a  second.

Sir  :  In  my  dispatch  to  you  of  March  8  I  quoted  from  a  letter  of  the 
Department,  dated  March  C,  regarding  your  temporary  absence  from 
the  station  on  the  loth  ultimo,  when  a  steamer  attempted  to  enter  New 
Inlet,  as  appeared  from  your  report  No.  10  of  February  18.  I  enclose 
herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  of  the  Department  of  the  same  date, 
received  since,  requiring  an  investigation  of  the  circumstances  con- 
nected with  this  escape.  I  have  sent  a  copy  of  your  report  to  the 
Department.  Give  me  such  additional  ex7)laiiations  in  the  matter  as 
may  be  necessary.  In  order  to  avoid  any  similar  occurrence  in  future  you 
will,  as  far  as  practicable,  keep  the  bar  closely  watched  by  one  steamer 
and  have  two  others  lying  as  close  as  possible  to  the  beach,  one  above 
and  one  below  the  entrance,  all  within  supporting  distance  of  each 
other.  In  your  No.  18,  of  February  21,  in  narrating  the  circumstances 
attending  the  entrance  question  into  Wilmington  on  the  night  of  the 
20th  or  morning  of  the  21st  you  state  tliat  you  had  stationed  the 
Mount  VernoH  off  the  inlet,  the  Daylight  to  the  eastward,  this  ship, 
Iroquois,  a  little  to  tbe  southward  and  westward  of  the  Mount  Vernon, 
the  vessels  to  be  not  more  than  a  mile  or  a  mile  and  a  half  apart  and 
as  near  in  as  possible.  According  to  the  report  of  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  Trathen  the  Mount  Vernon  and  Daylight  were  from  one-half 
to  three-fourths  of  a  mile  apart.  This  position  of  the  vessels,  in  a  line 
eastward  of  the  entrances,  virtually  reduced  the  blockading  force  to 
one  vessel.  This  sort  of  grouping  is  objectionable,  especially  at  night. 
Steamers  instead  of  boats  are  preferable  for  picket  duty,  and  you  will 
use  steamers  accordingly  for  such  service.  In  cases  where  a  boat  in 
the  night  would,  by  her  signals,  either  scare  away  a  blockade  runner 
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or  give  notice  too  late  of  her  approach  to  be  run  down  by  hcF  (as  was 
nearly  the  case  on  the  other  side  of  the  reef  on  the  night  of  February 
23),  a  steamer  in  the  same  position  would  effect  a  capture.

Report  of  Commander  Case,  U.  S.  Navj/,  regarding  the  erection  of  Con- 
federate defenses  on  Federal  Point,  and  requirements  of  the  blockade. 

TJ.  S.  S.  Iroquois, 
Off  Ne%o  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  March  10, 1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  to  report  that  a  tower  is  in  process  of  construction  on 
the  southwest  end  of  Federal  Point,  about  1  mile  from  Fort  Fisher.  It 
is  now,  I  judge,  some  CO  feet  high,  diagonally  braced  and  supported  in 
the  rear,  and  still  unliiiished.  I  at  first  thought  it  was  intended  only 
for  a  liglit-house,  signal,  or  lookout  tower,  but  now  think  that  guns  are 
to  be  used  in  it  also,  to  throw  plunging  shot  on  the  decks  of  vessels. 
The  stories  are  being  filled  around  with  sand  as  they  arise,  a  steam 
engine  being  used  for  that  purpose. 

All  the  works  finished  or  in  the  course  of  construction  in  the  vicinity 
of  Federal  Point  indicate  the  expectation  of  extensive  operations. 

I  am  now  fully  satisfied  that  a  new  channel  has  opened,  or  rather  that 
the  old  one  close  to  the  beach  has  reopened.  The  steamer  we  last  saw 
going  in  never  varied  her  course,  but  went  straight  in  along  the  beach 
at  Federal  Point,  only  a  few  hundred  yards  distant  from  it. 

Low-pressure  tugs  would  be  of  great  service  in  the  blockade  of  New 
Inlet,  particularly  so  if  fast,  with  engine  and  boiler  in  first-rate  order, 
good  ground  tackle,  and  armed  with  a  30-pounder  rifle  forward  and  aft. 

I  am  not  sure  that  the  inshore  blockade  can  be  effectual  without  tugs 
or  some  other  small  and  very  fast  steamers,  such  as  can  move  about  at 
night  without  being  seen  and  signaled,  as  all  tlie  large  vessels  are  now. 
Vessels  (especially  such  as  this)  with  considerable  top  hamper  are  most 
always  visible  from  the  shore;  there  is  no  background  for  concealment, 
and  we  rarely  move  at  night  without  its  being  noticed  directly.  If  it 
is  necessary  to  slip  the  cables  when  inshore  at  night  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  inlet,  it  is  tantamount  to  abandoning  tliem,  for  they  can  not  be 
recovered  in  the  day  without  a  fight  with  four  or  five  forts.  The  enemy 
have  guns  of  very  long  range  and  never  miss  an  opportunity  to  let  us 
know  it.  On  the  5th  instant,  while  over  4  miles  from  the  fort,  a  shot 
was  thrown  within  a  very  siiort  distance  of  this  vessel,  and  the  day 
before  three  or  four  near  the  State  of  Georgia.  Our  day  station  buoy, 
Avhich  is  in  8  fathoms  of  water,  with  Fort  Fisher  bearing  W.  by  N.,  is 
just  without  their  range,  where,  when  the  air  is  clear,  we  can  distinctly 
see  the  o])erations  of  the  men  at  the  forts  and  on  tlie  shore,  and  the 
movements  of  vessels  in  the  inlet  and  river.  J  judge  it  to  be  near  5 
miles  from  the  beach. 

Since  the  unfortunate  occurrence  of  the  2d  instant  the  vessels  have 
been  more  spread,  so  as  to  guard  as  effectually  as  is  possible  with  the 
force  now  here  the  shores  north  and  south  of  the  inlet.  The  State  of 
Georgia,  Cambridge,  and  Iroquois  are  off  the  inlet,  and  about  2  miles 
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apart,  and  the  Daylight  is  between  the  Big  Hill  (which  is  8  miles  to  the 
northward  and  eastward)  and  Masonboro  Inlet,  where  the  blockade 
runners  get  pilots  when  they  have  none  oti  board. 

The  Mount  Vernon,  when  she  returns  from  Beaufort,  will  take  the 
place  of  the  Gamhridge.

Commander  Braine,  commanding  Monticello,  under  date  of  March  1, 
sends  to  me  a  report  from  the  engineer  of  that  vessel,  detailing  the  bad 
condition  of  the  engine  and  boiler  of  that  ship,  little  or  nothing  having 
been  done  to  her  when  in  New  York,  the  urgent  need  for  her  services 
having  induced  the  Department  to  order  her  to  sea  without  completing 
her  repairs,  "  if  she  could  last  but  three  weeks." 
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^  Captain  Case's  report  concerning  the  ironclad  referred  to  in  Captain 

Sand's  letter  I  have  not  yet  received.    Captain  Sands,  however,  sends

Sir  :  *  *  *  We  are  all  getting  into  a  lame  condition.  The  Mara- 
tanza's  donkey  pump  broken  up.  Ghocura's  boilers  sprung  leak,  almost 
to  put  out  fires,  but  which  is  (by  hauling  fires)  partially  remedied.  This 
vessel  {Dacotah)  also  suftering  with  worn-out  boilers,  three  stay  bolts 
givmg  way  on  our  way  for  coal,  and  an  old  leak  in  water  bottom,  which 
we  can  not  get  at,  partially  remedied  by  allowing  sediment  to  deposit 
while  repairing  at  Beaufort. 

All  this  is  unfortunate  at  this  time,  when  we  are  daily  looking  for  a 
visit  from  the  Confederate  ram  that  has  already  made  its  appearance 
outside  of  the  bar  at  New  Inlet,  of  which  a  report  has  already  been  for- 
warded to  you  by  Captain  Case,  senior  oflicer  on  the  northern  side  of 
the  shoal. 

I  would  feel  somewhat  more  at  ease  if  we  had  an  ironclad  at  each  of 
these  mam  inlets  to  Cape  Fear  River,  to  fend  off  an  attack  upon  the 
wooden  vessels  by  this  Confederate  ram,  although,  without  such  aid  we 
will  do  our  best  to  prevent  its  success.  But  without  some  such  assist- 
ance the  blockade  may  be  at  any  time  broken  by  even  this  sinele  vet

Sir:  I  have  this  day  directed  Commander  Pirker  to  iiroceed  to 
Hampton  lioads  with  tlie  Cambridge  and  report  to  you  on  liis  arrival 
there.    8he  is  represented  to  be  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  of  no  use  liere. 
She  can  neither  chase  nor  take  care  of  herself  in  heavy  gales  owing  to 
the  condition  of  her  boiler  and  machinery  and  want  of  ground  tackle. 
None  but  quick  vessels  in  good  order  can  be  of  any  service  ofl'  New 
Inlet.    The  class  of  vessels  now  violating  the  blockade  is  far  different 
from  those  attempting  it  a  year  ago,  and  the  batteries  are  so  numerous 
that  we  can  do  but  little,  if  anything,  after  they  are  once  by  us.    In 
fact,  from  the  active  movements  of  the  rebels  in  getting  their  ironclads 
ready,  I  am  not  sure  but  they  will  attempt  soon  to  raise  the  blockade. 
Tlieir  success  or  failure  cau  only  be  known  after  the  trial  is  made. 

We  have  seen  one  ironclad  in  the  river,  and  the  contrabands  taken 
on  board  the  Cambridge  on  the  23d  ultimo  state  that  one  ironclad  was 
finished  and  a  second  nearly  so.

Sm:  The  officer  in  command  of  the  guard  vessel  in  Nansemond 
Eiver,  under  date  of  March  7,  reports  to  me  that  during  the  past  [pre- 
ceding] week,  in  order  to  deprive  the  enemy  of  facilities  for  conveying 
supplies  and  information  across  the  river  (that  being  a  thoroughfare 
between  Norfolk  and  Richmond)  he  had  destroyed  in  and  about  Ben- 
net's  Creek  twenty-two  small  skiffs,  two  sloops  not  practicable  to  get 
out,  seized  four  oyster  skiffs,  and  one  small  2- ton  sloop.

Report  of  Captain  Sands,  U.  S.  Navy,  forwardinr/  report  of  the  capture 
of  a  landing  party  from  the  U.  S.  schooner  Matthew   Vassar. 

U.  S.  S.  Dacotah, 
Off  Gape  Fear  River,  North  Carolina,  March  13,  1863. 

Sir:  On  the  Cth  instant  I  received  tlie  enclosed  report*  of  Acting 
Master  Savage,  commanding  U.  S.  schooner  i¥«<(/ie(c  Fa.fSrtr,  dated  4th 
instant,  in  relation  to  the  loss  of  a  boat,  crew,  officer,  and  arms  belong- 
ing to  that  vessel,  which  I  forward  for  your  information.  There  is 
something  so  unaccountable  in  the  report  that  it  looks  to  me  very  like 
a  desertion,  or  at  best  an  act  of  recklessness  without  appai'ent  object, 
and  a  great  want  of  ordinary  prudence  and  caution.  1  have  sent  the 
William  Bacon  to  relieve  the  Matthew  Vassar  at  Little  Eiver  Inlet,  and 
the  latter  to  take  the  station  of  the  Bacon  near  Shallotte,  with  theFic- 
toria  to  overlook  both  of  them. 

On  the  7th  instant,  having  heard  tiring  to  the  westward,  1  sent  the 
C/tocwra  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  it.  Keturning,  Lieutenant-Commander 
Truxtun  brings  the  information  that  the  Victoria,  having  observed  a 
large  number  of  men  in  the  little  fort  at  Little  lliver  (Fort  Randolph), 
with  a  large  flag  Hying  and  much  cheering,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieuten- 
ant Hooker  stood  in  his  vessel  and  shelled  them  out  of  it.  Soon  after, 
seeing  a  man  on  the  beach  waving  a  signal,  he  stood  in  closer,  and,  see- 
ing it  was  a  white  man,  sent  a  boat  on  shore  winch  returned  with  one 
of  the  crew  of  the  Vassar'' s  lost  boat,  who  had  escaped,  and  whose  story 
is  that  when  halfway  to  the  schooner  upon  their  return  from  destroying 
the  boat  on  the  beach,  the  officer  proposed  to  pull  into  the  river  and 
kill  a  bullock,  which  they  did,  landed,  killed  a  beef,  and  had  it  in  their 
boat,  which  was  returning  down  the  river  when  they  were  hailed  by  a 
body  of  men  and  ordered  to  laud,  to  which  the  crew  wished  to  reply  by 
a  volley  from  their  rifles.  The  officer,  saying  it  was  useless,  ordered 
them  to  pull  inshore,  and  surrendered.  This  man,  throwing  away  his 
rifle,  jumped  overboard  and  swam  to  the  beach  side  of  the  inlet,  con- 
cealing himself  in  the  bushes  until  he  saw  the  Victoria,  after  shelling 
the  men  out  of  the  fort. 

The  report  of  Lieutenant  Commander  Braine  of  the  condition  of  the 
engines  of  the  Monticello,  under  his  command,  being  addressed  to  you, 
I  forwarded  it  in  my  last  communication  to  you ;  but  I  ordered  Chief 
Engineer  Dungan  of  this  vessel  to  inspect  them,  as  is  usual  in  such  cases 
in  this  division  of  your  s([uadron,  and  I  enclose  his  report.

No  information  of  importance,  except  that  they  heard  of  two  regiments 
that  were  to  come  to  Smitliville  to  make  a  breastwork  along  the  river, 
and  that  the  boat's  crew,  lately  captured  there  {Matthew  Vassar^s)  were 
taken  to  Fort  Caswell,  thence  to  Wilmington  and  Richmond. 

The  fort  here  (Caswell)  is  being  greatly  strengthened,  another  tier  of 
casemates  on  the  ramparts  and  a  gun  of  large  caliber,  evidently  from 
its  size  just  mounted  on  the  eastern  face.

SiE:  In  answer  to  yours  of  the  21st  ultimo,  in  relation  to  the  Lock- 
wood,  the  coal  vessels  carrying  iron,  the  Commodore  Hull,  and  the  300 
hand  grenades  have  been  received.  I  had  already  made  up  my  mind 
to  so  dispose  of  the  Commodore  JHvlL  Now  that  I  intend  to  do  most  of 
the  repairs  at  Washington,  N.  C,  an  additional  vessel  will  nearly 
always  be  there;  besides,  I  have  placed  an  old  ferryboat  with  two  guns 
and  contrabands,  which  has  added  strength;  she  has  become  quite 
efficient.  A  two-gun  battery  is  about  to  be  erected,  at  the  suggestion 
of  Acting  Lieutenant  Eenshaw,  above  the  bridge,  which  will  command 
the  upper  obstruction.

Sir:  Fill  up  with  coal.  Take  in  for  tbe  vessels  on  tlie  blockade  oii" 
Wilmington  sucli  ordnance  supplies  as  Lieutenant-Commander  PLenix 
may  have  to  send  and  you  can  possibly  carry,  and  such  stores  or  other 
articles  as  Commander  Totten  may  have  to  send  and  you  can  carry. 
There  are  some  officers  and  men  on  board  the  Western  World  belonginfj 
to  vessels  on  the  blockade,  whom  you  will  take  down.  The  enclosed 
letter  for  Captain  Case,  off  New  Inlet,  requires  that  the  Cambridge 
should  be  sent  here  for  repairs  if  her  condition  is  such  that  she  can  not 
await  the  expected  return  of  the  Penobscot,  in  about  a  month.  If  the 
Cambridge  must  leave,  the  Victoria  or  one  of  tlie  other  steamers  can 
relieve  her.  When  ready  for  sea  you  will  ]>roceed  to  the  blockade  off 
Wilmington,  where  you  will  be  senior  officer.  Captain  Sands  Avill  hand 
you  the  record  of  instructions  received  from  me  in  regard  to  the  conduct 
of  the  blockade,  which  you  will  keep  up  and  pass  to  your  successor. 
The  pressure  on  Charleston  will  cause  the  steam  blockade  breakers  to 
make  for  Wilmington  and  the  adjacent  inlets.  Make  every  effort  to 
cai)ture  them.  Picket  boats  are  of  no  account.  The  steamers  must  do 
picket  duty  and  be  so  stationed  as  to  intercept  the  blockade  runners 
as  they  feel  their  way  along  the  coast.  As  these  steamers  make  the 
coast  near  Little  River  and  Shallotte  Inlet,  there  should  be  a  smart 
steamer  there.  Great  watchfulness  will  also  be  required  to  prevent  a 
surprise  by  the  ram.  The  Sacramento  had  better  be  off'  the  Western 
Bar,  as  it  is  the  most  important  entrance,  and  the  Dacotah,  having  old 
boilers,  had  better  be  on  the  south  side  also.  As  soon  as  she  is  ready 
I  shall  send  the  tug  Violet  to  report  to  you  for  such  duty  as  you  may 
assign  on  the  south  side  of  the  reef.  She,  of  course,  is  not  capable  of 
enduring  so  much  exposure  as  the  seagoing  vessels,  but  may  be  useful 
on  picket  and  other  service  where  speed  and  light  draft  are  desirable. 
If  she  does  not  suit  lor  the  service  send  her  back.

Cambridge  and  Arietta. 

U.  S.  S.  Cambridge, 
Beaufort,  N.  C,  March  Id,  1863. 
Sir:  Your  letters  of  February  28  and  March  4  have  been  received. 
In  re])]y  I  have  to  state  that  it  will  be  imimssible  to  make  such  repairs 
at  Beaufort  as  will  enable  the  Cambridge  to  do  farther  duty  on  the 
blockade,  and  I  have  orders  from  Captain  Case,  senior  officer,  to  pro- 
ceed at  once  to  Hamjiton  Itoads  and  report  to  you. 
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I  deeply  regret  tliat  my  decision  to  send  tlie  yl)7r/^(.  toPorv.  lioyal 
does  not  meet  your  approval.  I  acted  upon  tlie  imperfect  information 
which  I  received  from  Commander  Murray.  It  was  necessary  for  me 
to  make  the  decision  as  the  senior  officer  present,  and  I  believed  that 
more  detriment  would  have  accrued  to  (government  in  my  failing  so  to 
do.  The  commanding  officer  of  the  Arietta  also  informed  me  that  his 
vessel  needed  such  repairs  as  could  not  be  done  at  Beaufort,  but  readily 
so  at  Port  Koyal.  1  had  likewise  previously  had  an  interview  witii 
Major-General  Foster,  commanding  North  Carolina  forces,  wlio  informed 
me  that  there  would  be  no  immediate  attack  upon  Wilmington,  but  one 
was  expected  on  Charleston. 

These  are  the  reasons  which  decided  me  to  order  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  Arietta  to  report  to  Admiral  Du  Pont  at  Port  Koyal  and 
to  ask  his  permission  to  return  to  this  station  after  delivering  such 
ammunition  as  was  required.  Thus  no  material  damage  was  likely  to 
occur  to  this  squadron  by  the  temporary  absence  of  the  Arietta. 

I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  inform  you  what  ordnance  stores  the 
Arietta  carried  or  had  on  board,  but  believe  her  original  supply  had 
not  materially  diminished.

Sir  :  Commander  Murray  reports  that  on  the  night  of  the  13tli  the 
enemy  made  a  slight  attack  on  Fort  Anderson  (on  the  left  baiik  of 
the  Xeuse),  on  the  gunboat  Hunchbaclc,  and  a  small  aimed  schooner, 
in  which  attack  the  Hiinchhaclc  was  struck  twice  and  the  schooner  once, 
without  any  material  damage  to  the  Hunchback,  although  the  schooner 
was  with  difQculty  kept  afloat. 
The  attack  was  almost  a  surprise. 

No  other  result  is  reported  than  that  the  enemy  retreated  and  two 
light-draft  vessels  were  sent  up  the  river  to  harass  them,  etc.

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Neu-port  Netvs,  Va.,  March  24,  1863. 
Sir  :  In  my  No.  306  I  spoke  of  the  attack  on  Fort  Anderson  as  being 
a  slight  one,  as  I  inferred  from  the  tenor  of  Commander  Murray's 
report  of  the  14th  and  15th  instant  (a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed, 
marked  A). 
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The  public  papers  represent  that  Fort  Anderson,  opposite  New  Berne, 
wiis  an  unfinished  earthwork,  without  any  cannon  mounted,  and  held 
by  a  regiment  of  volunteers,  whose  casualities  on  this  occasion  were  one 
killed  and  two  wounded;  that  the  rebel  attack  was  by  bombardment 
and  that  no  assault  was  made,  although  one  was  threatened. 

A  subsequent  report  of  Cominaiuler  Murray,  dated  March  17,  received 
2;id.  accompanied  by  a  list  of  ammunition  expended  (copies  of  both  of 
wliich  are  herewith  enclosed,  marked  B),  states  that  the  fire  of  the  Hetsel, 
Commander  Daven[)ort,  was  very  accurate,  and  that  after  three  dis- 
charges from  her  IX-inch  gun  the  enemy's  battery  was  silenced,  and  that 
one  of  the  lletzeVs  shells  dismounted  and  broke  a  rifled  Parrott  gun  and 
killed  and  wounded  a  number  of  the  enemy.  (Commander  Murray 
thinks  that  one  of  the  IX-inch  shells  from  the  Hetzd  was  probably  one 
of  the  most  destructive  projectiles  thrown  during  this  war  from  either 
side.)  From  these  last  reports  (B)  it  appears  that  the  firing  of  the 
Jlvtzel,  Hunchback,  Shairsheen,  and  Ceres  (particularly  that  of  the  Hetzel) 
was  considerable  and  effective,  protecting  Fort  Anderson  and  repulsing 
the  enemy.  But  for  the  gunboats  under  Commander  Murray,  no  doubt 
a  serious  assault  would  have  been  made  on  that  fort. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-seven  projectiles  were  expended,  of  which 
fifty-four  were  IX-inch  shells  fired  from  the  Jletzcl  and  one  hundred 
and  twelve  IX-inch  shells  from  the  Munchhacl:

Sir:  We  were  attacked  last  night  and  this  morning  by  the  enemy  in 
force.  Last  night  it  was  picket  fighting.  Tliis  morning  at  early  day- 
light the  enemy  unmasked  batteries  on  our  right,  attacking  the  fort 
(Anderson)  on  the  left  of  the  Neuse  and  the  gunboat  HvncJibach  and 
an  armed  schooner,  temporarily  improvised  to  strengthen  that  position. 

Lieutenant-Commander  McCann  replied  with  a  well-directed  fire,  the 
schooner  aiding. 

There  was  then  an  interval  of  about  an  hour  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering a  demand  the  rebels  had  made  for  a  surrender  of  the  fort,  but 
evidently  to  give  them  time  to  bring  up  more  pieces,  fourteen  pieces  in 
all,  with  which  the  attack  was  renewed. 

The  Hunchback  was  struck  twice,  without  material  damage  to  the 
vessel  and  none  to  the  crew.  Tlie  schooner  was  struck  once,  and  is 
with  difficulty  kept  afloat. 

March  15,  mleridian]. — There  is  no  repetition  of  the  attack.  General 
Pettigrew*  is  said  to  have  been  at  the  head  of  the  rebel  forces,  con- 
sisting of  four  brigades.  They  are  now  represented  to  be  retreating. 
I  have  sent  two  light-draft  vessels  (one  of  them  the  Lockwood),  at  the 
re(juest  of  the  commanding  general,  to  harass  their  rear  on  the  Neuse, 
and  if  possible  to  cut  them  off  at  Street's  Ferry,  some  10  miles  up  the 
river. 

Tlie  enemy  are  in  two  detachments.  This  movement  will  prevent 
them  uniting  within  easy  striking  distance.  The  firing  of  the  Hunch- 
back and  Hetzel  was  excellent,  and  the  manner  in  which  Lieutenant- 

*  Commanding  brigade  on  left  of  Neuso  River  only.  General  Hill  was  in  command. 
News  from  deserters. — [A.  Murray.] 
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Commander  McCann  handled  the  battery  which  the  enemy  unmasked 
upon  him  in  the  morning  was  as  gratifying  to  us  and  as  creditable  to 
him  as  it  must  have  been  mortifying  and  vexatious  to  the  enemy. 

In  consequence  of  repairs  s'oing  on  upon  the  Hetzel  (and  Shawsheen, 

whose  rudder  has  been  unshipped),  these  vessels  had  to  be  towed  to 

their  positions  with  tugs. 

The  point  assailed  was  unexpected  and  the  attack  almost  a  surprise. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  rough  sketch  showing  the  position  of  batteries 

and  gunboats.

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In  going  over  the  ground  occupied  by  their  artillery  it  was  found  that 
one  of  the  HetzeVn  shells  dismounted  and  broke  a  rifled  Parrott  gun 
and  killed  and  wounded  a  number.  Some  were  blown  to  pieces,  as 
fragments  of  bones,  clothes,  etc.,  tilled  the  ground.  The  army  on  this 
side  of  the  river  were  "  lookers  on,"  unable  to  assist  the  besieged  gar- 
rison, and  I  am  gratitied  that  the  navy  had  such  an  opportunity  to  pro- 
tect the  army.

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Letter  from  Lieutenant-Colonel  Anderson,  V.  S.  Army,  to  Commander  Davenport,  V.  B.  Kavy, 
regarding  the  efficiency  of  the  shells  fired  by  the  United  States  gnnboats. 

Fort  Anderson, 
Neiv  Berne,  N.  C,  March  19,  1863. 

Dear  Sir:  lu  reply  to  your  favor  of  to-day,  asking  for  infonuation 
in  regard  to  the  service  ])erformed  by  the  tlagsLip  Hetzel,  gunboat 
HuuMack,  and  others  in  repelling  the  enemy  from  this  place  on  the 
morning  of  the  14th  instant,  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  I 
should  have  considered  the  result  highly  satisfactory  had  your  vessels 
been  in  a  more  favorable  condition  for  repelling  au  attack. 

The  first  shots  fired  from  your  own  vessel,  and  likewise  those  from 
the  Hunchbacl;  fell  short,  striking  near  our  Hanks,  but  sufficiently  dis- 
tant to  do  us  no  injury.  One  shot  from  the  Hunchback,  however,  struck 
the  bridge  at  the  entrance  way  at  the  front  of  the  left  flank,  dropping 
into  the  water  in  the  ditch,  but  did  not  explode.  During  the  engage- 
ment 1  watched  with  particular  interest  to  see  where  your  shot  fell, 
and  after  a  few  shots  could  see  them  drop  and  explode  immediately  in 
the  enemy's  line  and  among  their  forces,  they  withdrawing  at  the  same 
time  in  some  haste  beyond  your  range.  1  have  since  examined  the 
ground  upon  which  their  batteries  were  placed  and  should  judge  that 
several  shots  fell  so  near  their  guns  as  to  cause  considerable  loss  of  life. 
The  Twenty-sixth  Regiment  J^orth  Carolina  Volunteers  were  in  line 
immediately  in  rear  of  the  batteries,  though  not  visible  from  the  fort. 
Upon  examining  the  ground  where  they  lay,  saw  the  evidence  of  several 
shells  exploding  near  them,  and  have  since  learned  that  their  loss  in  the 
regiment  was  some  fifty  in  killed  and  wounded. 

in  the  vicinity  of  the  house  in  the  rear  and  near  their  line  of  bat- 
teries I  found  several  CO-pouud  shot  [shellj  which  for  some  cause  did 
not  explode.

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I  regretted  afterward  having  so  written,  fearing  I  might  imply  care- 
lessness to  tlie  army.  1  am  now  fully  satisfied  that  nothing  but  au 
imperfect  system  of  reconnoissance  on  the  part  of  the  army  justified  it. 

Four  days  before  the  attack  General  Foster  requested  me  to  send  all 
the  light  boats  to  aid  the  expediticm  to  Hyde  County.  The  enemy  sup- 
posed all  had  gone,  and  made  his  first  attack  here.  Fortunately  the 
Ennchhacl-  and  Hetzel  were  towers  of  strength.  The  Hunchback  com- 
manded the  point  and  its  approach,  and  the  Hetzel  enfiladed  from 
below.  I  took  the  Shaicsheen  (whose  rudder  was  unshipped)  in  tow 
with  a  tug  into  close  quarters.  I  neglected  also  to  mention  the  gallant 
manner  in  which  the  revenue  schooner  Agassey  \Agassiz]  took  up  her 
position  at  close  quarters  and  opened  fire  in  time  to  embarrass  their 
retreat. 

They  left  some  ammunition  and  one  gun  (30-pounder  Parrott)  burst, 
or,  as  some  think,  broken  by  a  IX-inch  shell  from  Hetzel.

At  early  daylight  irregular  firing  first  called  our  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  fort  was  attacked  and  that  a  battery  of  two  guns  from  a  con- 
venient point  on  the  opposite  bank  had  opened  upon  the  Hunchback 
and  schooner,  who  were  replying  at  intervals.  At  a  little  before  6 
o'clock  the  firing  ceased,  when  signals  from  fort  informed  us  that  the 
enemy  gave  them  thirty  minutes  in  which  to  surrender.  At  half  past  6 
the  battery  about  250  yards  from  and  to  the  right  of  the  fort  opened 
upon  it,  and  those  from  the  shore  opened  sharply  upon  the  Hunchback,  the 
Hunchback  and  schooner  replying.  The  Hunchback  went  aground  early 
in  the  a.  m.  The  fire  from  the  enemy  was  now  very  hot  and  lasted  for 
half  or  three-quarters  of  an  hour,  when  the  Hetzel  arrived  in  tow  of  a 
tug  and  threw  IX-inch  shell  among  them,  causing  them  to  withdraw 
immediately. 

At  twenty  minutes  to  8  were  spoken  by  General  Foster  from  shore  and 
directed  to  continue  our  fire,  as  the  enemy's  infantry  was  there  in  force. 

At  eight  minutes  past  10,  Hunchback  got  off;  firing  at  this  time  from 
gunboats  and  our  shore  batteries  being  much  less  frequent  and  less 
regular. 

Occasional  firing  was  heard  all  the  morning  from  over  to  the  south- 
west of  the  town.  At  ten  minutes  past  11  the  revenue  cutter  and 
Shan-sheen  had  got  up  under  battery.  The  Ceres  arrived.  Firing  had 
now  almost  entirely  ceased,  and  at  half  past  11  Hetzel  and  all  regular 
firing  ceased. 

At  ten  minutes  to  2  the  Shaicsheen  sent  out  flag  of  truce  and  picked 
up  rebel  deserters. 

Note  by  senior  officer  of  navy:  No  movement  of  the  army  was  made 
up  to  ;■)  p.  m. ;  the  enemy's  rear  was  pursued  by  gunboats  Locktcood  and 
Allison  10  miles  up  Neuse  River.

Commodore:  When,  (m  the  14th  of  March,  18G3,  General  Pettigrew, 
with  18  iiieces  of  artillery  and  more  thau  3,000  men,  made  his  furious 
assault  upon  Fort  Anderson,  an  unfinished  earthwork,  garrisoned  by 
300  men  of  my  command  (the  Ninety-second  New  Yorlc  Volunteers), 
the  capture  or  destruction  of  the  brave  little  band  seemed  inevitable, 
but  the  gunboats  under  your  cominand,  the  pride  of  loyal  men  and  the 
terror  of  traitors,  came  promptly  to  the  rescue. 

Your  well-directed  tire  drove  the  enemy  from  the  field;  covered  the 
landing  of  the  Eighty-fifth  New  York,  sent  to  the  relief  of  the  garii- 
son,  and  the  repulse  of  the  rebel  army  was  comi)lete. 

Allow  me,  commodore,  in   the  name  of  tln>  officers  and  men  of  my 
command,  to  express  my  admiiation  of  the  promj)titude  and  skill  dis- 
played by  your  command  on  that  occasion.

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Abstract  log  of  the  IT.  S.  S.  Hunchback. 

March  14, 1863.— At  5 :  30  a.  m.  lieard  the  musketry  and  discovered  the 
alarm  signals  bnruingfrom  Oamp  Anderson,  on  the  other  side  ofthe  river. 
Immediately  beat  to  quarters  and  prepared  for  action.  At  5 : 4.1  a.  m.  the 
enemy  opeiied  on  the  camp.  We  discovered  their  position  and  immedi- 
ately opened  lire  upon  them.  They  then  commenced  to  shell  the  Hunch- 
Z^rtcAfrom  two  positions.  One  was  np  the  river,  distance  about2,200  yards. 
We  succeeded  in  silencing  the  gun  up  the  river  in  twenty  minutes  and 
the  others  in  about  an  hour.  Their  distance  was  1,750  yards.  The 
enemy  had  18  pieces  of  artillery.  At  8  a.  m.  the  llctzel  opened  lire. 
We  expended  lO-l  shells  from  IX-inch  gun,  12  shells  from  100-pounder 
ritle  ;  also  i!3  shells  from  rifle  howitzer,  llemarks  :  At  7 :  10  a.  m.,  in 
tnrningtheboat,  she  got  aground,  and  thesteamers  Phccnix  and  Masmsoit 
and  tugboat  Alula  came  to  our  assistance  and  towed  us  off.  When 
getting  the  boat  in  good  position  we  anchored  at  both  ends.  After  the 
seventh  fire  from  the  100-pouTider  rifle,  the  vent  choked  and  the  bolts 
of  the  breastwork  were  broken,  preventing  its  further  use.  The  fire 
was  then  kept  up  from  the  IX-iuch  shell  guns  and  the  rifle  howitzer 
until  the  enemy  retreated.  We  received  two  shots,  doing  no  damage 
except  to  the  woodwork. 

Eeport  of  Brigadier-General  James  J.  Pettigrew,  C.  S.  Army. 

Headquartees  Pettigrew's  Brigade, 

Oreenville,  N.  C,  March  17, 1863. 
General  :  The  expedition  intrusted  to  me  having  failed  in  accom- 
plishing the  hoped-for  result,  I  submit  the  following  statement  of  the 

causes : 

«  ##***♦ 

In  the  afternoon,  the  enemy  having  received  reenforcements,  I  thought 
he  might  sally  out,  so  I  drew  up  in  line  parallel  to  the  Are  of  the  gun- 
boats, the  right  resting  some  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  the  work. 
While  in  this  position  the  enetoy's  scouts  were  perceived  advancing, 
doubtless  to  discover  our  position,  but  they  disappeared  as  soon  as 
our  skirmishers  showed  themselves.  The  shelling  of  the  gunboats  con- 
tinued all  day.  The  two  rifled  guns  at  Pettiford's  Ferry  replied,  and  I 
have  every  reason  to  think  disabled  one. 

The  loss  of  the  enemy  I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining.  Several 
boat  loads  of  apparently  dead  or  wounded  men  were  sent  over  to 
New  Berne. 

Our  casualties  were  caused  by  the  bursting  of  the  20-pounder  and  by 
the  shells  from  the  gunboats.  The  fort  did  not  return  our  fire  at  all. 
Including  concussions  and  other  trivial  injuries  they  amount  to  23,  dis- 
tributed as  follows :

Sir  :  On  the  afteruoou  of  the  12th  instant  I  received  by  telegriii)li 
from  MajorGeneral  Dix  information  that  a  cavalry  force  with  sixty 
wagons  were  waiting  in  Mathews  County  for  a  cargo  of  merchandise  to 
be  smuggled  to  Eichniond,  which  he  thought  a  gunboat  between  Mob- 
jack  and  the  Piankatank  might  prevent. 

I  at  once  by  telegraph  directed  Commander  Creighton,  commanding 
Mahaskn,  in  York  liiver,  to  proceed  with  the  Mahaska  to  the  locality 
indicated,  where  the  steamer  Crusader  and  schooner  8<(muel  liotaii 
then  were,  and  endeavor  to  capture  the  smugglers  and  to  watch  Mob- 
jack  well.    I  also  sent  the  Delaware  to  the  same  locality 

Under  dates  of  14th  and  15th  instant  Commander  Creighton  informs 
me  that  agreeably  to  orders  he  at  once  proceeded  to  cruise  between 
the  Piankatank  and  Mobjack,  examining  the  latter  esi)ecially,  but  saw 
nothing  of  vessels  engaged  in  illegal  trafl&c.  In  the  Piankatank  he 
heard  that  the  rebels  had  a  number  of  wagons  at  Gloucester  Court- 
Ilouse  and  vicinity,  butnone  at  Mathews  Court-Efouse;  that  they  came 
to  obtain  forage  and  provisions  for  the  army  and  had  500  (iavahy  at 
Gloucester  Court- House  and  1,000  at  Saluda  Court- House  and  that  their 
horses  were  in  bad  condition. 

I  so  informed  MajorGeneral  Dix. 

Commander  Creighton  further  informed  me  that  on  the  p.  m.  of 
1-tth  three  boats  with  thirty-six  men  left  the  Crusader,  in  charge  of 
her  commanding  officer.  Acting  Master  Andrews,  and  went  into  Milford 
Haven,  where  he  found  a  schooner  of  about  50  tons,  whose  cargo  had 
been  removed  by  the  rebels  and  which  had  run  the  blockade.  Not 
being  able  to  get  her  out  they  burned  her.  Commander  Creighton 
thinks  she  entered  the  Piankatank  on  Thursday,  the  12th  instant, 
though  the  negroes  say  that  she  entered  on  Friday,  the  13th  instant.

Take  with  you  sufficient  funds  to  supply  the  vessels  on  tlie 
blockade  off  Wilmington  and  in  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina  for  tlie 
coming  quarter.  From  the  blockade  you  will  proceed  to  Beaufort  and 
tlieiice  to  New  Berne. 

This  is  the  present  system  of  supplying  the  vessels:  Those  off  Wil- 
mington make  timely  requisitions  for  the  forthcoming  quarter  for  all 
their  wants  in  all  the  departments  of  the  vessels  on  the  storekeeper  at 
Beautbrt.  After  these  have  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  senior 
officer  off  Western  Bar  or  New  Inlet,  according  to  the  position  of  the 
vessel,  they  are  sent  to  the  paymaster  of  the   Willium  Badger,  who 
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compares  the  whole  ainoiint  required  with  that  ou  hand;  makes  tripli 
cate  requisitions  for  the  deficiencies  for  my  approval  and  transmission 
to  tlie  bureau,  who  will  send  the  supplies  from  a  Northern  port.    These 
requisitions  of  the  paymaster  should  be  sent  here  with  duplicate  returns, 
showing  what  is  ou  hand,  what  is  reciuired,  and  what  is  deficient. 

In  lilje  manner  the  vessels  in  the  sounds  are  supplied  at  New  Berne. 
To  i)revent  want  of  supplies,  the  paymaster,  acting  as  storekeeper  at 
Deaufort  and  New  JSerne,  must,  by  timely  api)lications  to  the  senior 
officers  above  referred  to,  inake  sure  promptly  to  get  the  requisite  infor- 
mation and  require  for  timely  supplies.  TJjeir  requisitions  must  show 
at  wliat  times  and  in  what  quantities  the  supplies  must  be  certainly 
delivered.  The  respective  senior  officers  off  tlie  two  entrances  to  Wil- 
mington and  in  tlie  sounds  and  tlie  two  storekeejier  paymasters  at 
Beaufort  and  New  Berne  will  be  responsible  for  any  want  of  supplies 
which  may  occur,  which  they  have  ample  authority  and  oi)portunity  to 
prevent. 

You  are  authorized,  with  the  ap]>roval  of  the  senior  officer  at  New 
Berne,  to  provide  such  storeroom  asliore  at  New  Berne  as  may  be  nec- 
essary there.  The  senior  naval  otiicer  present  should  arrange  with 
General  Foster  for  a  proper  |  place]. 

Ascertain  and  report  wliat,  if  any,  additional  arrangements  are  nec- 
essary and  can  be  best  made  for  keeping  supplies  of  all  sorts  at  Beau- 
fort. Give  a  certified  copy  of  this  order  to  the  three  senior  officers  and 
the  two  paymasters  above  referred  to  for  tlieir  information  and  guidance.

batteries.  The  public  papers  report  the  capture  by  the  Quaker  City,  off 
Wilmington,  of  the  steamer  Douro,  having  made  Iter  escape  from  that 
l)orc  on  or  about  the  '.»th  instant.  Let  each  vessel  keep  a  tide  table  on 
her  deck  board.

P.  S.  No.  2.— I  hear  iiiforinally  that  the  blockade  has  been  evaded 
eleven  times  by  steamers  since  December.  The  only  one  captured  was 
by  the  Quaker  City  on  her  passage  from  Port  Royal  rniiiiiiig  out  of 
Wilmington  with  cotton.  Ey  stationing  at  night  one  steamer  as  close 
in  to  the  bar  as  practicable,  and  one  steamer  above  and  another  below 
tlie  entrance,  both  as  near  the  coast  as  practicable,  to  interce]»t  the 
blockade  breakers  who  run  along  and  close  to  the  coast  feeling  their 
way,  some  of  them  should  he  captured.  Picket  boats  and  groujiing  the 
steamers  is  abandoning  the  power  of  the  blockade.  The  method  pro- 
posed requires  great  care,  watchfulness,  and  judgment,  and  it  is  labo- 
rious, re(iuiriiig  the  sacrifice  of  rest  at  night,  which  must  therefore  be 
taken  by  day.

SiK:  I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  tiie  insufliciency  of 
the  defenses  of  IJeaufort,  N.  0.,  in  case  the  rebels  should  succeed  with 
tlieir  ironclads  in  destroying  or  driving  the  vessels  from  the  blockade 
of  Wilmington.  It  is  but  a  short  distance  from  this  inlet,  could  be 
reached  in  a  few  hours,  and  I  think  easily  taken  by  an  active  party 
with  one  or  two  ironclads  to  operate  with. 

There  aie  contradictory  statements  about  the  inmctlads  of  the  enemy 
in  Cape  I'ear  Piver.  "VVe  lL)elieve  we  have  seen  one,  and  the  contra- 
bands received  on  board  the  Cambridge  on  the  2;kl  ultimo,  and  Daylight 
on  the  Ktth  instant,  confirm  that  belief;  but  those  received  this  day, 
say  neither  is  finished,  though  work  is  advancing  rai)idly  on  both,  and 
they  expected  to  have  them  ready  soon.  Both  were  taken  ui>  the  river 
to  White  Hall,  a  short  distance  above  Wilmington,  when  an  attack 
was  expected  on  Fort  Caswell  a  short  time  since. 

I  take  for  granted  that  both,  if  not  ready  now,  will  be  soon,  and, 
when  ready,  that  active  operations  will  be  undertaken  against  the 
blockading  vessels,  which  the  weather  at  the  approaching  season  of 
the  year  will  permit  almost  any  week,  the  water  being  generally  smooth 
on  either  side  of  the  shoals. 

Should  the  operations  be  successful,  the  blockade,  of  course,  would 
be  raised  and  require  a  force,  when  resumed,  sufficiently  large  to  stop 
and  warn  off  all  vessels  attempting  to  enter  the  inlet  until  the  required 
notice  of  the  renewal  of  the  blockade  could  be  officially  given.

Report  of  Commander  Case,  I'.  S.  Navy,  of  the  escape  of  a  schooner  into 

Wilmington. 

U.  S.  S.  Iroquois, 
OfF  New  Lnlet,  North  Carolina,  March  19,  1803. 
Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  a  schooner  took  advantage  of  the  north- 
east gale  now  blowing  and  tlie  thick  weatlier  to  run  tlie  blockade  tliis 
morning.    As  the  day  broke  we  descried  her  through  the  mist  to  the 
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iioitliwiird  and  westward  and  close  under  the  laud.  We  got  under- 
way immediately,  but  before  we  could  get  fairly  in  motion  siie  bad 
crossed  tlie  bar  and  was  inside. 

Tlie  Monut  Vernon  was  stationed  Inshore  to  the  northward  and 
westward  of  us,  and  had  she  been  auywlicre  within  '2  or  3  miles  of 
the  station  assigned  her  could  readily  have  cut  tlie  schooner  off  and 
captured  or  driven  her  ou  shore.  But  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant 
Trathen  informs  me  he  had  been  compelled  to  get  underway  on  account 
of  the  weather,  and  had  gone  far  to  the  northward  and  eastward. 
When  the  sail  was  first  reported  to  me  I  thought  it  must  be  the  Mount 
Vernon  (in  fact,  until  1  saw  the  schooner's  tO|)niast  above  the  trees 
really  believ^ed  it  was  she),  as  it  was  in  the  direction  of  her  station, 
and  ordered  our  anchor  to  be  weighed  instead  of  slipped,  though  1  am 
fully  satisfied  we  should  have  gaini'd  nothing  by  doing  the  latter.  The 
sea  was  heavy,  ship  rolling  deep,  wind  fresh,  the  schooner  close  inshore, 
nearer  the  inlet  than  we  were,  and  running  rai)idly  for  it  with  a  free 
wind. 

The  officer  of  the  deck  (EnsigTi  Stothard)  thought  he  saw  a  steamer 
also  near  the  bar  or  inside  of  it,  but  1  think  he  was  mistaken  and  took 
the  tower  building  for  one,  more  particularly  as  no  steamer  could  be 
seen  anywhere  in  the  river  a  short  time  afterwards  when  it  was  lighter 
and  objects  more  distinct.  The  tower  has  been  i-epeatedly  taken  for  a 
steamer  in  the  gray  of  the  morning  and  evening  and  so  reported.

Master  William  Wright,  commanding  the  guard  ship  Mystic  (April  17), 
explaining  why  and  when  the  bark  Edisto  came  into  the  roads. 

C,*  report  of  Acting  Master  Thomas  Wright,  commanding  Wyan- 
dotte (March  22),  regarding  the  collision  and  enclosing  statements  of 
witnesses. 

D,*  report  of  B.  F.  Flynn  (March  22),  master  of  bark  Edisto,  on 
the  collision,  asking  to  have  his  damages  repaired  and  claiming  $50 
per  day  denjurrage  for  detention. 

E,*  report  of  survey  held  by  my  order  (March  24)  on  bark  Edisto, 
finding  the  Wyandotte  to  blame  for  the  collision  and  estimating  dam- 
ages on  the  Edisto  at  $140. 

F,*  copy  of  my  letter  of  March  24  to  master  of  the  bark,  ofl'ering  to 
pay  him  $140  or  have  his  damages  repaired  at  the  navy  yard.

K,*  Letters  from  Captain  Crosby  (April  4),  master  of  the  bark  (April 
C),  captain  of  tug  Cohasset,  (April  9),  on  the  unnecessary  detention  of 
the  bark  at  the  navy  yard,  caused  by  her  master  till  the  evening  of 
the  5th,  when  the  U.  S.  tug  Cohasset  towed  her  to  the  roads. 

L*  and  M,*  reports  of  April  6  and  10,  from  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  guard  ship  Mystic,  on  the  delay  of  the  Edisto  in  the  roads  till 
the  7th  of  April,  when  an  ofiflcer  and  boat's  crew  of  the  Mystic  were 
sent  on  board  and  took  her  outside  the  blockade  to  within  2  miles  of 
the  light-sliip. 

N,*  statement  from  master  of  bark  Edisto  (received  April  7)  of  claim 
against  Government  for  $50  per  day  demurrage  for  illegal  interruption 
of  his  voyage  and  for  detention  on  account  of  collision  from  March  21 
to  April  7,  and  of  $22  for  pilotage  in  and  out  of  Hampton  Eoads,  the 
whole  amount  claimed  being  $822,  to  be  paid  as  damages  and  demur- 
rage to  Messrs.  Lombard  &  Co.,  of  Boston,  part  owners  and  agents  of 
the  bark  Edisto. 

As  I  am  required  to  express  an  opinion  regarding  all  matters  pre 
sented  to  the  Department  requiring  action,  I  would  respectfully  state 
that  the  detention  of  the  Edisto  by  the  military  authorities  in  these 
waters  seems  to  have  been  one  of  the  unavoidable  incidents  to  a  state 
of  war;  that  the  damages  by  collision  with  a  United  States  vessel  were 
repaired  as  promptly  as  practicable  at  the  expense  of  Government; 
that  there  was  an  evident  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  master  of  the 
Edisto  to  create  unnecessary  delays,  thereby  to  increase  the  amount  of

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demurrage;  that  duiiug  the  greater  part  of  lier  stay  tlie  weather  was 
unusually  inclement;  that  Government  never  claims  damages  against 
])rivate  parties  for  injuries  to  public  vessels  frequently  occasioned  by 
the  fault  of  private  vessels. 

I  would  therefore  especially  recommend  that  the  claim  contained  in 
enclosure  N  be  entirely  disallowed.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  English  steamer  Nicolai  I, 
was  captured  on  the  morning  of  the  21st  by  the  steamer  Victoria  and 
schooner  William  Bacon  near  Little  Kiver  Inlet.  She  reports  as  hav- 
ing cleared  from  Nassau  for  Charleston,  and  was  driven  ott'  that  port  by 
the  squadron,  and  then  started  for  WilmiDgtou;  all  her  papers  were 
tbrown  overboard  except  her  register. 

Her  cargo  is  said  to  be  dry  goods  and  munitions  of  war,  and  valued 
in  London  at  about  £100,000. 

She  being  nearly  out  of  coal,  I  have  supplied  her  from  this  ship  and 
ordered  her  to  Beaufort  to  coal  and  thence  proceed  to  Philadelphia  or 
New  York  as  the  prize  officer  may  And  the  weather  suitable.

U.  S.  Schooner  William  Bacon,

Sir:  Enclosed  please  find  a  report  of  the  capture  of  the  English 
steamer  Nicolai  I  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Victoria  and  the  U.  S.  schooner  Will- 
iam Bacon,  and  accompanied  by  a  list  of  the  officers  and  crew,  with 
their  rank  and  rate,  on  board  of  this  vessel  at  the  time  of  the  capture. 
The  capture  took  place  as  follows:  On  the  morning  of  March  21,  being 
tliick  and  foggy,  wind  N.  E.,  lying  off  Little  Eiver,  m  company  with 
the  U.  S.  S.  Victoria,  receiving  water  from  her  at  the  time.  At  about 
!)  o'clock  a.  m.  a  sail  was  discovered  in  under  the  land  to  the  westward. 
Immediately  the  commander  of  the  Victoria  gave  orders  to  heave  up 
anchor  and  give  chase,  requesting  me  to  accompany  him  with  this 
vessel.  I  immediately  slipped  my  chain  and  made  sail  and  gave 
chase,  and  after  about  half  an  hour,  the  Victoria  being  in  range,  fired 
several  shots,  the  William  Bacon  in  meantime  rapidly  coming  up.  The 
strange  sail  immediately  wore  around  and  stood  toward  us,  but  did 
not  strike  his  flag,  and  as  we  did  not  know  but  what  there  might  be 
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some  resistance,  every  man  was  at  tlie  guns  ready  for  immediate  action. 
A  boat  from  the  Victoria  was  lowered,  manned,  and  armed,  ready  to 
proceed  ou  board  on  coming  up  with  the  stranger.  As  both  vessels 
ranged  up  alongside  within  a  few  hundred  yards  the  boat  boarded,  and 
found  it  to  be  the  English  steamer  Nicolai  I,  endeavoring  to  run  the 
blockade.  The  steamer  was  taken  charge  of  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Victoria 
and  convoyed  up  to  the  fleet,  to  report  to  the  senior  officer  commanding 
on  the  station  the  above  facts,  all  of  which  are  respectfully  sub-

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  8  o'clock  this  morning, 
while  off  Little  Kiver,  N.  C,  in  company  with  U.  S.  schooner  William 
Bacon  (the  wind  being  N.  B.  and  weather  thick  and  rainy),  a  sail 
was  discovered  near  the  land  below  us.  I  immediately  got  under  way 
in  chase,  directing  the  schooner  to  accompany  me.  The  strange  ship 
was  soon  made  out  to  be  a  large  side  wheel  steamer,  without  masts, 
except  a  lower  foremast,  painted  lead  color,  steering  eastward  along 
the  laud  and  in  shoal  water.  As  soon  as  my  approach  was  discovered 
her  course  was  altered,  and  she  steered  from  me  and  oft'  the  land  under 
a  press  of  steau).  I  immediately  opened  tire  upon  her,  and  after  some 
half-dozen  shots,  all  of  which  struck  in  close  proximity  to  her,  she 
hoisted  the  English  colors  and  rounded  to.  Ou  boarding,  she  proved 
to  be  the  English  steamer  Nicolai  I,  from  Nassau,  New  Providence, 
for  Charleston,  S.  C,  with  dry  goods,  arms,  ammunition,  etc.  There 
were  no  papers  except  her  register  on  board,  the  captain  stating  that 
he  had  thrown  them  all  overboard.  He  also  states  that  he  attempted 
to  enter  Charleston  on  the  night  of  the  19th,  but  was  driven  away,  and 
that  he  was  now  trying  for  Little  River  or  Wilmington.

Sir:  I  have  received  reports,  dated  tlie  21st  instant,  from  the  com- 
mandiiiK  otlieers  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Victoria  and  schooner  Williain  Jiacon, 
detailing  the  ciicnmstances  of  the  captnie  of  tlie  English  steamer 
yicolai  I,  from  Nassau,  New  Providence,  on  the  morning  of  the  21st 
instant. 

The  schooner  was  receiving  water  from  the  Victoria,  at  Little  River, 
X.  O.,  the  weather  being  thicli  and  lainy,  when  a  large  steamer  with- 
out masts  was  discovered  under  tlie  laud  to  the  westward  in  shoal 
water.  Both  vessels  at  once  got  underway  and  gave  chase.  In  about 
half  an  hour  the  Victoria  got  witliin  range,  and  after  half  a  dozen  shots 
the  stranger  hoisted  English  colors,  rounded  to,  aud  was  at  once 
boarded  by  a  boat's  crew  from  the  Victoria.  The  captain  stated  that 
he  had  thrown  overboard  all  her  papers  except  the  register,  which  was 
found;  he  also  stated  that  he  attempted  to  enter  Charleston  on  the 
night  of  the  19th,  but  was  driven  away.  She  is  said  to  be  loaded  with 
dry  goods,  arms,  ammunition,  etc. 

1  learn  further  from  reports  enclosed  to  me  by  Captain  Boggs,  com- 
manding the  Sacramento,  under  date  of  Marcli  21,  that  Acting  Master 
Alfred  Everson,  of  the  Victoria,  on  taking  possession  of  the  prize,  found 
the  crew  excited  by  liquor  and  destroying  the  cargo,  aud  on  going  below 
discovered  one  of  the  firemen  of  the  Nicolai  I  in  the  act  of  throwing 
a  keg  of  powder  into  the  furnace.  After  having  been  twice  ordered  to 
halt  Mr.  Everson  discharged  his  pistol  at  him,  the  shot  taking  effect  iu 
tlie  man's  thigh.  He  was  sent  to  the  hospital  at  Beaufort,  and  is 
rejiorted  by  the  surgeon  as  doing  well  aud  only  likely  to  be  confined 
for  a  short  time. 

The  Nicolai  I  left  Beaufort,  whither  she  had  been  sent  for  coal,  on 
the  2Cth  instant  for  New  York. 

I  informed  the  Department  in  my  No.  340,  of  the  28th  instant,  that 
twenty-sis  of  the  original  crew  of  the  prize  arrived  liere  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts and  were  sent  by  me  in  her  to  Philadelphia  with  a  letter  of 
advice  to  the  commandant.  Two  of  these  were  detained  here  by  me 
for  examination.  One,  Henry  Powell,  alias  Frederick  Gardner,  says 
he  is  from  Wilmington  and  a  citizen  of  New  York.  He  is  now  held  as 
prisoner  on  board  the  Brandywine,  and  I  shall  send  him  to  Washington 
by  first  opportunity  to  be  locked  up.  The  other,  Emanuel  Roberts,  a 
negro,  who  says  he  is  from  Nassau,  I  shall  discharge  here. 

Enclosed  is  the  crew  list  of  the  schooner  William  Bacon  present  at 
the  capture.  It  was  enclosed  in  the  report  sent  to  me.  I  rec^uest  the 
Department  to  give  it  the  proper  direction.

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Perey, 

Plymouth,  N.  C,  March  21,  WCS. 
My  Deah  Murray:  The  I-Jscort,  which  arrived  here  last  night,  left 
this  morning  unexpectedly  to  me,  or  1  should  have  written  by  her.     1 
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received  a  letter  to-day  from  Wells.  His  vessel  is  broken  down  in  Croa- 
tan  Sound.  I  sent  liim  to  tow  up  tbe  coal  schooner  Eaf/le.  Eagle  not 
yet  arrived,  and  blowing  too  heavy  for  last  two  days  to  send  a  steamer 
after  her.  I  fear  she  is  aground  below  Roanoke  Island.  Would  it  not 
be  well  to  have  the  Seymour  towed  through  the  canal  by  the  Emihjf 
Why  do  you  not  send  up  the  Geres?  Five  Virginia  and  two  North 
Carolina  regiments  are  reported  about  4  miles  from  the  town,  with  two 
batteries  and  some,  cavalry,  under  the  command  of  General  Garnett. 
We  can  see  their  camp  fires.  They  must  sufl'er  very  much  from  the 
heavy  rains  which  have  been  falling  for  three  days. 

A  "reliable  contraband,"  who  says  he  deserted  from  the  enemy  to  day 
and  who  represi^nts  himself  as  an  officer's  servant,  declares  that  he  has 
heard  of  no  boat  building  up  this  river;  that  he  does  not  believe  there 
is  one  there;  that  one  was  some  time  since  under  construction  at  Tar- 
boro,  but  that  work  on  her  has  been  discontinued,  etc,  I  fear  the 
"reliable  contraband"  was  sent  in  by  Messieurs  les  Secesh.  I  do  not 
think  anyone  can  outlie  a  North  Carolina  white,  unless  he  be  a  North 
Carolina  negro. 

22d. — General  Foster  arrived  this  morning. 

Remember  me  to  Davenport,  McCann,  and  other  army  and  navy 
friends.    Tell  Colonel  Hoffman  I  thank  him  for  seeing  the  ladies  off.

It  can  scarcely  be  said,  I  think,  that  I  was  absent  from  the  station  on 
the  occasion,  as  the  ship  was  at  no  time  more  than  10  miles  from  the 
inlet.  A  corpse  was  on  board,  which  had  to  be  disposed  of.  I  did  not 
thiiik  it  right  to  throw  it  overboard  in  8  fathoms  water  and  directly  on 
the  anchoring  ground  of  the  vessels,  so  went  outside  some  4  or  5  miles 
and  drop])ed  it  in  11  fathoms. 

1  should  like  to  be  instructed  as  to  how  I  am  to  act  slionld  we  be  so 
unfortunate  as  to  lose  another  man  when  off  New  Inlet.

Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  just  before  getting  underway  from  my 
night  station  at  daylight  this  morning  three  free  negro  men  came  on 
board,  having  escaped  from  Smithville  and  passed  Fort  Caswell  in  the 
(lark.  One  had  been  captured  by  rebel  pickets  at  Suttblk,  Va.,  and 
brought  here  a  prisoner. 

Tlicy  bring  information  of  the  commencement  of  a  battery  at  Smith 
ville,  just  above  the  site  of  old  Fort  Johnston,  and  that  the  rebel  ram 
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which  appeared  outside  of  New  Inlet  some  weeks  since  returned  because 
she  could  not  stand  the  sea.  Also,  that  there  are  three  Whitworth 
guns  (or,  as  they  call  them,  "the  little  guns  that  shoot  so  far")  mounted 
at  Fort  Caswell.  I  had  supposed  four  when  I  drew  their  tire  on  the 
morning  of  the  23d  February  last.

Sir  :  I  respectfully  request  instructions  as  to  what  disposition  shall 
be  made  of  i>ers()ns  taken  out  of  vessels  seized  as  a  prize  for  violating 
the  blockade.  To  send  them  North  in  the  vessel  would  require  a  much 
larger  prize  crew  than  the  exigency  of  the  fleet  will  permit.  They  are 
generally  a  daring  set  of  men,  and  the  compensation  to  them  would  be 
the  strongest  inducement  to  attempt  a  reca])ture. 

1  also  request  instructions  as  to  what  disposition  shall  be  made  of 
the  contrabands  that  may  escape  to  the  fleet.  Some  have  come  oft'  and 
many  more  may  be  expected,  both  women  and  children.  Are  we 
obliged  by  any  law  or  regulation  to  receive  all  contrabands  that  may 
ask  asylum?  Iain  aware  that  a  law  imposes  a  penalty  on  any  officer 
wlio  shall  return  or  give  up  any  contrabands.

SiE :  I  have  tbe  honor  to  report  tliat  at  7 :  10  this  morning  I  discovered 
a  schooner  within  100  yards  of  the  beach,  standing  directly  for  New 
Inlet  under  all  sail.  We  immediately  stood  in  chase  under  a  full  head 
of  stcara.  The  schooner  persisting  in  standing  for  New  Inlet,  had  by 
this  time  got  within  gunshot  of  Fort  Fisher,  which  fired  seven  shots, 
all  falling  in  close  proximity  to  the  schooner.  At  7:30,  having  run  to 
within  100  yards  of  the  schooner,  stopped  the  engine  and  sent  two 
boats  well  armed  under  command  of  Acting  Master  William  T.  Buck 
and  Acting  Ensign  F.  M.  Paine,  who  boarded  and  took  possession  of 
her.  We  then  backed  up  and  took  her  in  tow,  towing  her  off  into  deeper 
water,  the  U.  S.  S.  State  of  Georgia  acting  in  concert. 

On  boarding,  she  was  discovered  to  be  the  English  schooner  Mary 
Jane,  of  Halifax,  Frazer,  master,  from  Nassau,  New  Providence,  and 
purporting  to  [be]  bound  to  Halifax,  with  a  cargo  of  salt,  soap,  flour, 
etc.  Besides  these  articles  he  has  on  board  a  (quantity  of  coffee  and  a 
keg  of  whisky,  not  on  his  manifest. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances  I  have,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senior  oflftcer,  sent  the  schooner  Mary  Jane,  together  with  Cap- 
tain Fra/er  and  his  mate,  to  the  port  of  New  York  for  adjudication,  in 
charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  George  C.  Kellogg.

Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  March  25,  1803. 
Sir:  One  of  the  crew  of  the  Nicolai  J,  Henry  Powell,  says  he  has  run 
the  blockade  of  this  port  twelve  times.  A  steamer  commanded  by 
Ex-Lieutenant  Wilkinson  makes  monthly  trips  between  Wilmington 
and  Nassau;  Ex-Commander  [Lieutenant  Washington]  Gwathmey  com- 
mands Fort  Caswell.  The  steamers  that  run  the  blockade  are  very 
light  draft,  not  over  8  or  9  feet;  they  run  close  along  the  edge  of  the 
surf  and  are  hid  from  us  by  the  dark  background. 

He  is  willing  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  become  a  pilot.  He 
understands  the  rebel  signals,  and  with  proper  small  steamers  thinks 
the  blockade  runners  can  easily  be  captured.  To  close  this  i)ort  effec- 
tually and  make  prizes,  you  must  send  down  at  least  two  fast  low- 
pressure  propellers.

Sir:  At  G.30  a.  m.  this  day  discovered  a  strange  sail  bearing E.  by  S. 
1  made  signal  No.  503  to  the  tl.  S.  S.  Htate  of  Geon/ia,  and  was  signal- 
ized by  her  to  start  iu  chase.  At  6.35  started  ahead  under  a  lull  liead 
(if  steam.  At  G.45  made  tlie  strange  sail  to  be  a  schooner  standing 
N.  N.  W.,  and  from  time  to  time  altering  his  course  from  N.  N.  W.  to 
W.  N.  W.  At  0.50  fired  a  shot  from  tlie  pivot  guu  across  the  bows  of  the 
schooner,  but  she  still  persisted  in  standing  inshore.  At  7.15,  having 
got  to  within  musket  shot  of  the  schooner,  fired  two  more  shots  across 
his  bows,  but  he  still  kept  on  his  course,  and  at  7.25,  being  within  hail, 
told  the  ca])tain  that  if  lie  did  not  heave  to  we  would  sink  him.  He 
vpi)lied,  '■  Sink  away  and  be  damned  to  you,"  but  the  men  complied  with 
the  order  to  heave  to,  in  defiance  of  the  captain's  threats  and  menaces. 

1  then  sent  a  boat  under  command  of  Acting  blaster  William  T.  Buck, 
who,  on  boarding  her,  discovered  that  besides  the  captain,  mate,  and 
crew  of  live  men,  there  were  also  on  board  a  man,  a  lady,  and  seven 
small  cliildren,  two  of  them  apparently  very  sick.  These  persons 
informed  him  that  they  had  taken  passage  on  the  schooner  from  Key 
West,  su Imposing  her  bound  to  Kew  York.  They  have  been  very  harshly 
treated  by  the  officers  of  the  schooner,  and  have  been  kept  on  an  allow- 
ance of  food,  but  whether  this  was  a  matter  of  necessity  or  not,  they  are 
unaware,  as  at  one  time  the  captain  would  inform  them  that  there  were 
plenty  of  provisions  on  board  and  again  he  would  tell  them  that  there 
was  a  scarcity.  They  have  implored  him  from  time  to  time  to  jun  in  for 
some  of  the  fleets,  aTid  if  he  was  short  of  provisions  they  would  supply 
him.  At  8  o'clock  last  evening  he  informed  them  that  he  was  going 
to  square  away  for  New  York,  and  accordingly  kept  inshore.  When 
captured  this  morning,  she  was  steering  directly  for  New  Topsail  Inlet, 
that  bearing  N.  N.  W.,  distant  3  miles,  and  although  purporting  to  be 
bound  for  New  York,  and  having  a  fair  wind  (S.  W.),  he  had  hauled  on 
a  wind  and  persisted  in  standing  for  an  enemy's  coast.  TTe  told  the 
peojile  on  board  that  he  was  near  New  York  and  was  going  in,  making 
all  sail  for  tliat  ])urpose. 

The  schooner  is  the  Rising  Dawn,  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  from 
Key  West,  and  purporting  to  be  bound  to  New  York,  and  on  examin- 
ing the  papers  it  appears  that  he  was  taken  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Octorara, 
and  sent  to  Key  West  for  adjudication,  but  was  released  on  giving 
bonds.  She  was  originally  from  Nassau,  New  Providence,  and  has  on 
board  L',f)0O  bushels  of  salt  and  11  bales  of  gunny  cloth.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  forwarding  hoarding 
returns  and  list  of  violations  of  the  blockade  in  the  sounds  of  North 
Carolina. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Neicport  Ncirs,  Va.,  March  25,  1863. 
Sir:  In  forwarding  the  enclosed  boarding  leturns  from  Washington, 
N.  C,  for  the  weeks  ending  February  8,  15,  L'2,  and  March  1,  I  have 
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thought  it  proper  to  accompany  them  with  a  copy  of  my  blockading 
instructions  to  the  senior  officer  in  the  sounds,  dated  December  2, 1862, 
which  instructions  have  since  been  illustrated  and  explained  by  me  in 
frequent  letters  to  him,  all  of  which  have  been  based  on  the  instrnc 
tions  and  decisions  received  by  me  from  time  to  time  from  the  Depart- 
ment, regarding  the  maintenance  of  a  proper  blockade. 

From  the  enclosed  returns  it  will  be  perceived  that,  contrary  to  the 
letter  and  intention  of  these  blockading  instru(;tions,  the  following 
violations  of  the  blockade  have  been  allowed  in  the  sounds: 

(1)  February  1,  Government  transport  steamer  Ecu/lc,  from  New 
IJerne  to  Washington,  with  army  goods,  consigned  to  quartermaster, 
and  also  with  West  India  and  dry  goods  for  traffic,  ordered  to  be 
passed  by  Commander  Murray. 

(2)  February  2,  schooner  Martha  H.  Styron,  of  4S  tons,  allowed  to 
pass  into  Washington  by  the  senior  officer  there,  with  cargo  of  sutler's 
stores.  The  manifest  (endorsed  by  Commander  Murray,  with  instruc- 
tions to  the  senior  officer  at  Washington  to  pass  such  goods  as  are  not 
contraband  of  war)  includes  snuff,  wine,  dry  goods,  and  hoop  skirts. 

(3)  February  ;5,  sloop  I'ine,  of  about  40  tons,  with  a  mixed  cargo, 
composed  principally  of  women's  goods,  family  groceries,  men's  furnish- 
ing goods,  and  crockery,  was  permitted  to  enter  Washington  under 
a  certificate  from  the  headquarters  of  Major-General  Foster  that  the 
cargo  was  for  the  use  of  tlie  officers  and  soldiers  of  that  post,  "to  be  held 
or  sold"  subject  to  the  order  of  the  commanding  officer,  the  certificate 
being  endorsed  by  Commander  Murray  with  the  following:  "You  will 
please  recognize  this  as  General  Foster's  order  and  of  course  a  military 
necessity." 

(4)  February  10,  steamer  Massasoit  allowed  to  enter  Washington  with 
army  and  quartermaster's  stores  under  proper  permits,  and  also  with 
several  lots  of  goods  comprising  principally  men's  and  women's  furnish- 
ing goods,  and  groceries,  accompanied  by  a  permit  from  Governor 
Stanly  and  General  Palmer  "to  sell  by  permission  of  the  military 
authorities,"  and  endorsed  with  the  following  by  Commander  Murray: 
"This  is  all  wrong  (I  find  her  cargo  to  consist  principally  of  shoes)  and 
contrary  to  existing  blockade;  but  I  allowed  her  to  pass,  first,  because 
these  goods  might  as  well  be  in  Washington  as  New  Berne;  second,  I 
am  not  disposed  at  present  to  make  an  issue  with  the  military  governor 
and  commanding  general." 

(o)  February  23,  schooner  iS'.  //.  Samples,  of  50  tons,  with  cargo  of 
tar  and  cotton,  from  Washington  to  Beaufort,  under  permit  from  Com- 
mander Murray. 

(<i)  February  25,  schooner  boat  Id^i,  of  25  tons,  passed  out  of  Wash- 
ington with  a  small  lot  of  domestic  produce,  under  authority  of  Com- 
mander Murray. 

I  do  not  recognize  allowing  trade  in  the  waters  of  North  Carolina 
under  the  plea  of  military  necessity,  no  special  permit  having  been 
given  by  the  President  for  the  purpose  as  at  Norfolk. 

But  sutler's  supplies,  certified  by  the  commanding  general  or  those 
authorized  by  him  to  act,  as  necessary  for  the  army,  are  allowed  to 
pass.

Letter  from  the  Assistatit  Secretary  of  the  Navi/  to  Acting  Rear- Admiral 
Lee,  U.  S.  Xavy,  regarding  preparation  of  vessels  by  the  Department. 

Navy  Department,  March  26, 18(13. 

Xow  that  we  have  done  all  we  can  for  Uu  Pout,  let  us  go  over  the 
ground  of  Wilmington.  The  Jioanoke,  as  you  have  been  advised,  is 
j)roniised  April  20;  the  ie/tij/Zt  certainly  in  three  weeks,  and  part  of  the 
ironclads  from  Du  Pont.  The  rafts  are  being  made,  and  six  extra  decks 
of  timber  and  iron  for  the  monitors  to  render  them  proof  against  a 
plunging  fire.  Three  light-draft  fast  steamers  lor  shore  work  on  the 
blockade,  as  you  suggested,  have  been  bought  and  will  be  fitted  with 
a  very  light  battery,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  their  speed.  If  you  can 
get  a  more  full  account  of  the  obstructions  and  send  me  sketches,  I 
think  we  can  get  up  a  more  extensive  afi'air  to  blow  them  up.  The 
Bureau  of  Ordnance  has  been  directed  to  have  all  your  requisitions  in 
Beaufort  by  April  20.  You  know  the  means  used  on  the  seacoast  for 
projecting  a  line  on  board  a  stranded  vessel  by  means  of  a  bomb  and 
chain.  Would  it  not  be  worth  an  experiment  with  a  small  charge  of 
powder  in  the  XV-inch  gun  to  shoot  out  a  grai)nel  to  be  hauled  in  and 
disconnect  the  connecting  wires  of  torpedoes.  1  hope  Boggs  and  Bank- 
head  will  pick  up  some  of  those  English  steamers  that  seem  to  have 
selected  Wilmington.  They  seem  to  use  New  Inlet.  The  more  certain 
information  you  can  give  us  aboutthe  obstructions  and  tlieir  character, 
the  more  shall  we  be  enabled  to  construct  means  to  remove  them.  We 
must  have  the  entrance  of  that  port,  and  1  think  you  can  do  it.  Col- 
onel Delafield  says  that  none  of  the  masonry  of  our  forts  will  stand  the 
XV-inch  guns. 

Do  you  propose  to  keep  Murray  permanently  in  the  sounds  in  com- 
mand? If  so,  perhaps  it  would  be  delicate  to  Davenport,  who  has  been 
in  command,  to  give  him  the  option  of  leaving  if  he  wishes.

Sir  :  Much  embarrassment  is  occasioned  by  the  practice  of  sending 
prize  vessels  to  Beaufort,  having  them  condemned  there  as  unsea- 
worthy,  and  sending  their  cargoes  separately  to  a  Northern  port, 
thereby  probably  causing  a  double  ])rocess  of  adjudication  and  expenses, 
as  it  is  necessary  that  the  vessels  themselves  should,  if  practicable,  be 
afterwards  sent  to  a  Northern  i)ort  to  be  legally  disposed  of.  It  would 
seem  that  a  vessel  which  could  cross  the  Gulf  Stream  safely  in  the 
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winter  seasou  to  the  coast  of  North  Carolina,  taking  all  the  chances  of 
tlie  weather  and  hazards  of  the  blockade,  might  also  with  safety, 
choosing  weather,  continue  the  voyage  along  the  coast  to  a  Northern 
port,  i  desire  [that]  you  will,  during  the  approaching  milder  season, 
and  as  soon  as  i)racticable,  cause  the  captors  to  send  their  prize  vessels, 
now  lying  at  Beaufort,  condemned  as  unseaworthy,  to  the  Northern 
ports  to  which  their  cargoes  have  already  been  respectively  sent  for 
adjudication,  each  in  charge  of  a  prize  master  and  crew  proper,  to  be 
used  as  witnesses  of  the  capture,  and  accompanied  by  proper  papers 
referring  to  those  already  sent  with  their  cargoes.  Keport  to  me  when 
this  is  done.  Instruct  each  commanding  officer  on  this  subject  for  his 
future  guidance.

Cornubia. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Beavfort  Harbor,  N.  C,  March  20,  18G3. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
lOth  instant,  with  a  copy  of  your  letter  to  Captain  Boggs,  of  same  dale, 
in  reference  to  the  steamer  Cornubia. 

It  is  quite  possible  the  Cornubia  escaped  via  New  Inlet,  though  from 
the  information  I  obtained  from  a  contraband  taken  from  the  Mount 
Vernon  on  the  16th  instant,  and  who  has  been  in  the  habit  of  going  in 
the  pilot  boats,  I  think  it  is  quite  probable  she  went  the  other  way. 
He  states  that  most  have  gone  in  of  late  at  New  Inlet  and  out  the  Fort 
Caswell  way. 

According  to  his  statement,  the  Cornubia  arrived  off  the  Big  Hill, 
some  12  miles  N.  E.  of  New  Inlet,  at  9  a.  m.  of  the  2d  instant,  and  was 
ordered  in  the  afternoon  by  Major  Lamb,  commandant  of  Fort  Fisher, 
to  be  prepared  to  run  in  as  soon  as  he  could  return  to  the  fort  and  get 
his  guns  ready.  She  was  run  very  close  along  the  breakers  by  Jim 
Burroughs  (a  pilot  living  on  the  beach),  who  reported  she  ran  5  miles 
in  twenty  minutes.    Another  ))ilot  came  with  her  from  Nassau. 

This  was  the  two-pipe,  paddle-wheel  steamer  which  passed  us  on  that 
date,  as  reported  in  my  Number  3(i. 

The  Cornubia  and  the  Giraffe,  the  contraband  states,  have  been  quite 
olten  in  and  out  of  Wilmington.  "They  went  to  Charleston  until  the 
steamers  got  too  thick  tliere."  I  hope  we  may  yet  have  success  in  stop- 
l)ing  tiieui.  Vessels  farther  from  the  inlet  than  we  usually  are  will  have 
the  best  chance.  Where  we  lay,  and  where  some  vessels  always  should 
be,  it  is  a  dash  with  them,  if  seen,  and  they  are  soon  under  the  batteries; 
if  not  seen,  the  result  is  of  course  the  same.  When  going  out,  of  a  dark 
night,  it  is  pretty  much  the  same  thing;  the  ground  is  clear  for  their 
light  draft,  and  they  have  ])ilots  who  know  every  inch  of  it.  Such  ves- 
sels as  this  are  visible  long  before  we  can  see  them,  and  they  come,  after 
seeing  us,  with  a  full  head  of  steam  and  are  by  us  and  away  in  a  jifly.

Tlie  officers  are  anxious,  the  meu  are  anxions,  all  keep  a  sbarp  lookout, 
aud  I  do  not  spare  myself.  There  is  but  little  rest  for  a  blockader,  night 
or  day;  he  must  be  wide  awake  and  always  ready,  for,  indepejident  of 
any  desire  he  may  have  to  serve  his  country,  his  reputation,  life,  interest, 
and  all  are  at  stake — reasons  sufficient,  one  would  suppose,  to  make  him 
vigilant.

coal. 

Philadelphia,  March  27, 1803. 
Sir:  Agreeably  to  instructions  from  the  Bureau  of  Equipment  and 
IJecruiting,  I  have  been  endeavoring  to  procure  vessels  to  carry  coal  to 
Cape  Fear  for  the  supply  of  your  squadron.  1  have  not  yet  been  able 
to  lind  any  captain  willing  to  go  there  on  any  terms.  They  allege  that 
the  anchorage  is  exposed  and  rough,  and  say  their  vessels  would  be 
knocked  to  pieces  in  discharging  alongside.  They  do  not  seem  to  be 
aware  of  the  danger  from  the  rams  in  Cape  Fear  Elver.  I  think  they 
])robably  overrate  the  risk  to  their  vessels,  and  would  be  pleased  to 
Icaru  from  you  what  assurances  I  can  give  them  about  only  being 
unloaded  when  the  water  is  smooth,  repairs  of  injuries,  etc.  But  after 
all,  from  present  indications,  1  fear  it  will  be  difhcult  to  persuade  any 
of  them  to  go  there,  in  which  case  1  shall  keej)  uj)  the  sujiply  at 
Beaufort,  as  heretofore.

P.  S. — Officers  and  crews  captured  in  blockade  breakers  are  now 
conveyed  North  and  discharged,  except  those  who  are  needed  at  the 
trial  or  those  who  are  known  to  be  citizens  of  the  United  States.  This 
is  putting  them,  their  pilots,  etc.,  on  their  way  to  run  the  blockade 
again.  If  it  be  allowable  under  public  law,  it  would  be  well  to  detain, 
except  in  doubtful  cases,  all  persons  found  on  board  captured  vessels 
until  after  trial,  and  then,  if  they  are  convicted,  to  lock  them  up  until 
the  war  is  over.

Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  communication  of  March  24,  received  this  day 
by  Lub  Massachusetts,  you  are  informed,  and  will  communicate  this 
information  to  the  commanding  officers  of  the  blockading  force  otf 
Wilmington,  that  all  white  and  IVee  colored  persons  from  the  insurrec- 
tionary region,  taking  refuge  on  board  any  of  the  blockading  vessels, 
will,  as  soon  after  being  so  received  as  practicable,  be  landed  again  at 
any  safe  point  along  the  coast,  in  order  to  avoid  the  possibility  of 
making  our  blockading  vessels  convenient  vehicles  to  assist  in  convey- 
ing such  persons  to  places  where  they  can  operate  as  rebel  agents  or 
si)ies  or  as  pilots,  or  otherwise  aid  in  attempts  to  violate  the  blockade. 

With  regard  to  contrabands,  however,  all  such  as  may  ask  asylum 
will  be  received  according  to  law,  and  taken  as  soon  as  practicable  to 
Eeaufort,  where  they  will  be  put  in  charge  of  the  military  authorities. 

That  part  of  the  crew  of  any  captured  vessel  that  can  not  safely  be 
sent  Nortii  with  the  prize,  and  who  are  known,  or  for  good  and  suffi- 
cient reasons  suspected,  to  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  will  be 
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sent  North  by  the  first  safe  opportunity,  consigned  to  the  care  of  the 
commandant  of  tbe  navy  yard  to  which  the  vessel  conveying  them  may 
be  bound,  to  be  locked  up ;  they  must  be  accompanied  by  a  letter  to 
such  commandant,  stating  all  tlie  facts  and  tlie  proof  concerning  the 
citizenship  in  each  case.  Tou  will  send  a  duplicate  and  triplicate  of  this 
letter  to  me. 

Those  against  whom  no  such  proof  or  suspicion  is  entertained  will 
be  released  from  the  blockading  vessels  as  soon  as  practicable.

Sir  :  I  have  this  day  by  the  Massachusetts  received  your  rejiort  of  the 
L'2d  instant,  conveying  the  agreeable  information  of  the  capture  of  the 
Nicolai  I  by  the  Victoria  and  William  Bacon  on  the  morning  of  the 
lilst  instant.  It  was  preferable  to  send  the  reports  of  the  capture 
direct  by  the  Massachusetts,  if  practicable,  rather  than  to  intrust  them 
to  slow  and  uncertain  carriage  of  the  mail  from  Beaufort.  On  the  5th 
instant  I  informed  Captains  Sands  and  Case  that  I  had  been  advised 
at  the  Navy  Department  to  send  prizes  to  Boston,  where,  I  am 
informed,  the  process  of  adjudication  is  attended  by  fewer  delays  and 
less  costs  than  in  other  districts.  I  regret  that  the  Nicolai  I  was  not 
so  sent,  and  that,  being  a  steamer  capable  of  making  a  voyage  across 
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tlieAtlantic,  the  port  of  afljudication  was  left  to  tlie  discretion  of  the 
prize  master.  You  will  in  future  in  similar  cases  designate  the  port  to 
Avhich  the  prize  is  to  be  sent,  and,  for  the  reason  above  specified,  it  is 
for  the  present  desirable  that  the  port  in  question  should  be  Boston.  I 
have  sent  a  copy  of  this  to  Captain  Case.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  [brigj  Perry  arrived  this 
morning  and  is  now  beating  up  toward  this  vessel. 

The  Florida  has  just  been  obliged  to  change  her  anchorage,  shot  being 
thrown  alongside  and  beyond  her  from  the  forts.  She  arrived  off  liere 
on  the  25th  instant.

Violet, 
of  the  return  of  that  vessel  in  distress  to  Hampton  Roads. 

U.  S.  S.  YlOLET, 
Old  Point  Comfort,  Ya.,  March  39,  1863. 

Admiral:  I  regret  to  inform  you  that  I  have  been  compelled  to 
return  to  this  place  in  distress.  Please  peruse  the  accompanying 
reports. 

I  arrived  off  Hatteras  Shoals  last  evening  about  3  o'clock,  and  after 
using  my  utmost  exertions  to  cross  to  the  southward  of  them  (during  a 
severe  gale  from  the  southeast  coast,  with  a  very  high  sea  running, 
which  strained  the  vessel  so  badly,  causing  her  to  spring  a  leak),  I  wore 
round  about  5 :  30  p.  m,,  and  after  a  severe  night  returned  here  this  day 
at  1  p.  m. 

Tlie  vessel  (although  the  waves  made  a  complete  breach  over  her) 
behaved  nobly.  She  never  could  have  weathered  the  storm  had  she  been 
of  an  ordinary  class.  We  are  still  leaking,  and  the  crew  have  to  bail  her 
as  the  pump  (connected  with  the  donkey  engine)  has  given  entirely  out. 

I  respectfully  await  your  further  orders.  The  vessel  must  be 
thoroughly  calked  and  made  seaworthy  ere  it  will  be  safe  again  to 
proceed.

Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  March  39,  1803. 
Sir:  I  am  anxiously  looking  for  the  arrival  of  the  tug  Violet.  Two 
such  vessels,  one  east  aud  the  other  west  of  the  shoals,  will  render  the 
blockade  more  efficient.  The  blockade  runners,  with  their  light  draft 
and  stripped  of  their  spars,  can  run  so  close  in  along  the  very  edge  of 
the  surf  that  we  can  not  see  them  in  coiisequenceofuot  being  able  to  go 
close  inshore.  While  they  are  hid  by  the  dark  background,  tliey  can 
see  our  vessels  looming  up  against  the  clear  horizon.  Three  tugs  lying 
low  in  the  water  without  spars  will  much  increase  our  chances  of 
cajitures. 

The  Ghocnra's  boilers  are  in  such  a  bad  state  from  leaks,  accumula- 
tions of  salt,  etc.,  that  she  can  not  raise  more  than  10  pounds  of  steam. 
Consequently  I  send  her  to  Beaufort  for  coal  and  to  give  an  oppor- 
tunity to  blow  down  and  calk  and  patch  her  boilers.  Captain  Truxtun 
promises  to  have  all  done  in  the  shortest  possible  time.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Kavy,  suggesting  that  addi- 
tional ironclads  be  furnished  for  the  attack  on  Wilmington,  A'.  C. 

Confidential.]  U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

OffKeuport  Netcs,  Ya.,  March  30, 1863. 

Sir  :  The  defenses  of  the  inlets  into  Cape  Fear  River  have  been  much 
strengthened  since  the  ironclads  were  sent  to  Charleston,  as  appears 
from  my  subsequent  reports  to  the  Department.  We  have  later  intel 
ligeiice  that  the  enemy  is  fortifying  below  Smithville.  This  and  other 
works  will  give  a  bombing  fire  on  the  decks  of  the  ironclads  when 
attacking  Fort  Caswell.  This  difficulty,  with  those  arising  from  shoal 
water,  obstructions,  torpedoes,  and  Ogeechee-like  defenses,  suggest  that 
Admiral  Uu  Pont  should  be  instructed  to  send  up  for  the  attack  on 
Wilmington  all  of  the  best  of  the  monitor  class  of  ironclads  and  in  the 
best  condition  practicable. 

It  is  to  be  expected  that  the  ironclads  will  come  out  of  the  Charleston 
fight  in  bad  condition;  that  their  XV-inch,  if  not  their  Xl-iuch,  guns 
will  have  to  be  replaced.  Where  is  this  to  be  done?  What  time  will  it 
talvc,  and  what  guns  and  mechanical  means  are  provided  for  doing  this? 

Engineer  officers  think  that  when  the  masonry  of  a  fort  is  battered 
down  formidable  earthworks  will  be  found  inside. 

Captain  Case  apprehends  that  the  rebel  ironclads  might  make  a  raid 
ui)on  Beaufort.  It  will  be  prudent,  therefore,  not  to  send  ammunition 
to  that  place  until  the  ironclads  are  there  to  i)rotect  it.  If  this  ammu- 
nition is  to  be  sent  in  seaworthy  steamers  they  might  accompany  the 
ironclads. 

As  a  means  of  breaking  torpedo  wires  a  number  of  common  log  rafts 
or  skeleton  rafts  might  be  sent  up  in  advance  of  the  monitors  with  the 
fiood  tide,  dragging  with  light  gunner's  grapnels. 
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Advantage  iniglit  be  derived  from  tbe  services  of  those  acquainted 
with  the  method  of  projecting  a  line  on  board  of  a  stranded  vessel  by 
means  of  a  bomb  and  chain  and  provided  witli  sufficient  means  for 
making  this  method  available  for  each  monitor.  The  monitors  could 
only  use  this  method  by  slow  approach  on  the  ebb  tide  and  exposed 
meanwhile  to  a  bombing  fire.

That  the  condition  of  the  XV-[iuch]  guns  can  only  be  determined 
after  operations  at  C[harleston]  have  been  concluded.  If  the  XV-[inch] 
should  no  longer  be  safe,  change  must  be  made,  and  this  can  be  done 
best  at  New  York.  Of  the  Xl-finch]  I  have  no  fear  to  1,000  fires,  but 
they  can  be  changed  with  the  XV[inch]  without  delay. 

The  Bureau  furnished  Rear-Admiral  Lee  (March  9)  with  full  infor- 
mation respecting  the  amount  and  classification  of  stores  destined  for 
Beaufort,  and  in  a  communication  of  yesterday's  date  he  was  notified — 
under  advisement  from  the  Navy  Department — that  sailing  vessels  had 
been  chartered  in  New  York  to  receive  a  portion  of  the  ordnance  stores, 
and,  unless  otherwise  directed,  they  would  be  ordered  when  loaded 
direct  to  Beaufort ;  and  also  that  the  supply  bark  Houghton  had  been 
ordered  from  New  York  to  report  to  the  admiral  at  Hampton  Roads  to 
take  in  tlie  remaining  stores  assembled  for  the  same  destination. 

Should  the  Navy  Department  desire  any  change  in  the  above  pro 
gramme  the  orders  will  be  immediately  issued  by  the  Bureau.

SiU:  I  have  to  inform  you  that  this  moruing  we  discovered  a  sail  at 
5:30  a.  ni.  I  immediately  slipped  and  stood  for  her  and  at  G :  20  brought 
lier  to.  She  proved  to  be  the  English  schooner  Sue,  from  Nassau,  New 
Providence,  claiming  to  be  bound  to  Beaufort,  N.  C,  Gilbert  Ericksoii, 
master,  and  having  on  board  goods  contraband  of  war. 

I  have  her  on  my  list  of  suspected  vessels.  She  i.s  an  old  offender, 
having  run  the  blockade  before.  She  has  kept  no  reckoning  of  her  run, 
having  left  Nassau  the  21st  instant.  Erickson  came  on  board  of  her 
just  previous  to  her  sailing  and  knows  nothing  of  her  cargo.  Following 
is  one  of  the  lists  of  her  cargo,  as  she  cleared  at  Nassau  on  the  16th 
day  of  March : 

Twenty-live  boxes  pipes,  14  cases  and  5  bales  list  goods,  4  bales  and 
1  package  leather,  25  boxes  soaj),  10  boxes  tin,  2  half  chests  tea,  SOO  sacks 
salt,  1  box  tea,  2  boxes  gin,  1  barrel . 

Between  the  above  and  her  bill  of  lading  a  discrepancy  is  shown  of 
550  sacks  of  salt,  which  I  strongly  suspect  has  been  landed  on  the  coast, 
as  I  learn  from  the  captain  that  he  landed  to  the  southward  and  west- 
ward of  us  near  Georgetown,  |S.  0.],  and  comuiunicated  with  some 
darkies  on  shoie,  and  I  think  it  is  the  weather  alone  that  prevented  him 
from  lauding  it  all. 

I  find  a  letter  aboard  of  her  to  George  W.  Dill,  of  Beaufort,  N.  C,  a 
party  who  has  long  been  susjiected  of  sympathy  with  the  rel)els,  and 
once  been  imprisoned. 

I  send  her  to  the  port  of  New  York  for  adjudication  in  charge  of 
Acting  Master  Richard  Hustace,  with  a  prize  crew  of  eight  men  and 
the  captain,  mate,  and  cook  of  the  schooner.  At  the  time  of  the  capture 
no  other  vessel  was  in  sight. 

I  beg  leave  to  inform  you  that  I  have  forwarded  to  the  honorable 
Secretary  of  the  Navy,  to  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  and  to  the  U.  S. 
prize  commissioner  a  report,  of  which  this  is  a  copy.  The  wind  being 
ahead,  and  blowing  ever  fresh,  it  was  impracticable  to  send  her  to  you 
unless  I  left  my  station  and  towed  her,  so  1  directed  her  to  proceed  to 
New  York  with  all  dispatch.

YoRKTOWN,  Va.,  April  7,  1863. 
SiB:  I  would  most  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  a  circumstance 
which  occurred  to  me  as  I  was  on  my  way  from  New  York  to  York  River, 
Virginia,  with  the  sloop  E.  C.  Delavan.  About  the  time  I  arrived  off" 
York  Spit,  the  weather  set  in  very  thick.  As  I  was  compelled  to  come 
to  anchor,  in  the  morning,  thinking  I  would  find  the  way  again,  weighed 
anchor  and  proceeded,  as  I  thought,  for  the  above  named  place,  but  find- 
ing I  had  lost  my  way,  I  again  came  to  anchor,  when  the  (I.  S.  S. 
Commodore  Morris  hove  in  sight.  They  soon  were  alongside;  they 
then  sent  two  officers  in  company  with  three  men  on  board  of  the  sloop 
E.  C.  Delavan ,  sent  her  to  Yorktown.  On  the  day  preceding  [suc- 
ceeding], being  the  1st  of  April,  the  steamer  Commodore  Morris  started 
up  the  Ware  River  on  the  expedition,  taking  my  sloop  in  tow.  Here 
they  partly  loaded  her  with  wheat,  and  it  is  in  her  still,  now  lying  off 
Yorktown.  This  has  caused  me  considerable  inconvenience,  besides 
loss  of  time;  likewise  damaged  my  sloop  considerably,  which  in  my 
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preseut  eoudition  is  very  hard  on  me.  They  have  taken  me  ou  expedi- 
tions three  different  times.  Hoping  these  few  lines  will  meet  your 
approbation,

Sir:  In  reply  to  the  Department's  letter  of  April  14,  regarding  the 
complaint  made  by  the  master  of  the  sloop  E.  C.  Delavan,  of  detention 
and  improper  use  of  his  vessel,  I  would  inform  the  Department  that 
reports  from  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis,  dated  April  2  and  14,  inform 
me  that  this  vessel  was  discovered  lying  in  the  North  Eiver  at  11  a.  m. 
of  the  31st  ultimo  by  the  Commodore  Morris,  about  a  mile  from  the 
mouth.  Ber  papers  were  regular,  except  that  in  none  of  them  were 
any  limits  placed  to  the  number  of  men  allowed  on  board. 

The  master's  excuse  for  being  there  was,  as  he  stated  in  his  note 
referred  to  me  by  the  Department,  that  he  supposed  he  was  in  York 
Eiver,  for  which  place  he  had  cleared,  but  that  he  had  lost  his  way. 
According  to  his  own  account,  he  had  been  in  North  Eiver  since  the 
previous  night  (some  fourteen  hours),  though  there  was  a  fair  wind  to 
run  out  with,  they  having  had  ample  time  to  communicate  with  the 
shore. 

Lieutenant  Commander  Gillis  says  there  is  no  other  evidence  to 
show  that  this  vessel  was  engaged  in  an  unlawful  occupation.  1  have 
instructed  Lieutenant  Commander  Gillis  to  answer  the  points  in  this 
case  presented  in  the  Depsirtment's  letter  of  April  14.  His  answer, 
when  received,  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  with  the  letter  ot 
the  master  of  the  slooj). 

The  officers  on  the  blockade  in  the  neighborhood  of  York  Eiver  com- 
plain that  the  passes  or  permits  given  by  General  Dix,  not  restricting 
the  amount  of  goods  therein  authorized  to  be  purchased,  enable  persons 
to  use  their  stores  ou  Back  and  l'o(inosin  rivers  as  depots  for  supplies. 
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which  are  run  across  the  mouth  of  the  York  River  iuto  the  enemy's 
country,  and  that  permits  are  given  to  persons  living  north  of  the  York 
liiver  to  pass  through  our  lines  with  clothing,  etc.  These  officers  ask 
for  instructions  in  the  premises,  which  1  delay  giving  until  lam  informed 
by  the  Department,  in  reply  to  my  No.  401  of  April  13,  of  the  nature  of 
the  recent  proclamation  of  the  President,  referred  to  in  the  Department's 
letter  to  me  of  April  10,  as  relieving  such  questions  of  the  embarrass- 
ment that  attends  them. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  report  of  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis,  dated 
April  14,  regarding  the  Delavan  and  this  question  of  passes. 

I  would  like  to  be  informed  if  the  rule  authorized  by  the  Department 
in  its  communications  to  me  of  April  4  and  9,  requiring  that  citizens  of 
the  United  States  found  attempting  to  violate  the  blockade  shall  be  sent 
to  the  North  to  be  locked  up,  should  not  also  be  a))plied  to  the  captains 
and  crews  of  the  E.  C.  Delavan  and  similar  small  craft  which,  by  pre- 
text or  stealth,  pass  the  blockade  established  and  held  at  so  much  pains 
by  the  Navy,  and  in  the  numerous  rivers  and  creeks  of  the  west  shore 
of  Virginia  are  placed  in  positions  to  carry  on  an  illicit  trade,  giving  aid 
and  comfort  to  the  enemy.

SiE :  In  reply  to  the  Department's  letter  of  April  14,  referring  to  me 
for  explanations  a  communication  addressed  to  the  Department  on  the 
7th  instant  by  Captain  John  K.  Van  Name,  who  complains  of  the 
detention  and  use  of  his  sloop,  the  E.  G.  Delavan,  by  the  commander 
of  the  U.  S.  S.  Gommodore  Alorris,  in  York  River,  I  gave  the  Depart- 
ment in  my  No.  416,  of  April  17,  a  statement  of  facts  regarding  her 
detention,  as  derived  from  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis's  reports. 

Jlnclosed  1  forward  a  letter  of  explanation  from  Lieutenant-Com- 
mander (iillis,  dated  April  20,  regarding  the  detention  and  alleged 
ill-use  of  the  Delavan. 

I  would  like  to  be  informed  if  I  am  authorized  to  send  this  vessel  to 
Washington  for  adjudication,  and  if  those  of  her  crew  who  are  citizens 
of  the  United  States  are  to  be  locked  up. 
I  understand  that  the  prize  court  is  now  established  there.

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Morris, 

Off  YorUown,  Va.,  April  20,  1863. 
Sir  :  On  the  morning  of  the  31st  ultimo,  while  going  up  Mobjack  Bay, 
I  discovered  a  vessel  lying  in  North  River,  about  a  mile  from  the 
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mouth.  On  boiU'diiis'  l>er  she  proved  to  be  tlie  sloop  IJ.  C.  Delaran. 
8bc  bad  regular  papers,  but  there  is  not  on  any  of  them  any  limit  to 
the  number  of  men  allowed  to  be  employed  on  board,  and  she  bad  at 
the  time  she  was  taken  live  men  on  board.  I  questioned  the  captain 
of  her  as  to  his  reasons  for  being  in  that  locality,  and  his  excuse  was 
that  he  had  lost  his  way,  and  supposed  he  was  in  York  lliver,  for  which 
place  he  had  cleared.  1  think  his  excuse  a  trifling  one,  as  he  is  per- 
lectly  familiar,  according  to  his  own  account,  with  every  spot  of  ground 
in  this  locality.  At  lirst  he  said  that  he  had  never  been  here  before, 
but  I  have  since  learned  that  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  oyster  busi- 
ness in  York  Kiver  for  a  number  of  years,  lie  had  been  in  North  Kiver 
since  the  night  previous,  and  it  was  then  11  o'clock  in  the  day,  and 
there  was  a  fair  wind  to  run  to  York  liiver  with,  and  the  weather  was 
not  so  thick  but  what  1  conld  discover  the  vessel  at  the  distance  of  at 
least  3  miles. 

I  did  use  the  vessel  on  the  following  morning  for  the  purpose  of  tak- 
ing grain  from  the  plantation  of  JMr.  Patterson  Smith,  but  supposed 
that  under  the  circumstances  1  was  Justified  in  doing  so.  The  damage 
done  to  the  vessel,  and  of  which  he  complains,  does  not  amount  to  any- 
thing, and  will  be  repaired  by  the  carpenter's  mate  of  this  vessel.  Uis 
coin])laint  of  being  taken  on  expeditions  1  can  not  consider  a  serious 
one,  for  1  could  not  well  spare  more  than  a  couple  of  men  to  look  out 
for  the  sloop,  and  if  he  had  been  disposed  to  take  advantage  of  my 
absence  at  any  time  could  have  easily  recaptured  the  vessel,  and  I  have 
therefore  kept  him  on  board  this  vessel  for  safe-keeping.  The  grain 
was  turned  over  to  the  (juartermaster  as  soon  after  1  returned  from  the 
expedition  as  I  could  get  it  ashore.  Doping  that  this  explanation  may 
lu'ove  satifsactory,

Netcport  News,  Ya.,  March  31,  1863. 

Sir  :  I  have  sent  copies  of  your  Nos.  55, 62,  and  74  to  tlie  Navy  Depart- 
ment ill  explanation  of  the  present  condition  and  prospects  of  the  block- 
ade off  New  Inlet.  I  also,  in  a  dispatch  to  the  Department,  quoted  from 
your  No.  01,  regarding  your  temporary  absence  from  the  blockade  on  the 
15th  ultimo.  Your  explanation  is  satisfactory  to  me.  The  Dejiartmeiit 
evidently  labored  under  a  misapprehension  regarding  the  distance  you 
went  from  the  blockade  on  that  occasion  to  bury  the  dead. 

The  line  of  the  blockade  should  not  be  broken  near  or  between  sunset 
and  sunrise  for  any  such  purposes.  Most  officers  and  lookouts  are  vigi- 
lant in  the  early  part  of  the  night  and  in  the  daytime,  but  it  is  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  night  and  at  about  a.  m.  and  p.  m.,  twilight,  also  at 
about  the  time  of  high  tide  at  night,  that  additional  vigilance  from  the 
commanding  or  executive  officer  is  most  required.  I  am  sure  that  you 
and  the  other  officers  will  earnestly  endeavor  to  preserve  an  efficient 
blockade,  and  I  sympathize  fully  with  the  disappointments  and  difficul- 
ties with  which  you  have  had  to  contend.  The  Department  is  preparing 
three  light,  swift  steamers  for  duty  off"  Wilmington,  which,  doubtless, 
when  completed  and  sent,  will  materially  strengthen  that  blockade.  I 
wish  the  names  sent  to  me  at  once  of  the  three  officers  on  the  blockade 
(choosing  from  both  sides)  most  capable  of  commanding  these  steamers 
efficiently.*

Boggs,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  provisions  for  the  U.  S.  schooner 
Matiheic  Vassar. 

U.  S.  S.  MONTICELLO, 
Off  Little  River  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  March  31,  1863. 
Sir:  I  have  to  inform  you  that  it  is  impracticable  for  me  to  supply 
the  U.  S.  schooner  Matthew  Vassar  with  provisions  without  leaving  my 
station  totally  unguarded,  as  the  schooner  is  20  miles  from  me,  while 
she  is  only  7  miles  from  the  blockaders,  where  you  are. 

1  am  short  of  sugar,  butter,  and  flour,  what  the  schooners  most  need. 
In  a  week's  time  the  William  Bacon  will  need  almost  everything  in  the 
line  of  provisions.  I  to-day  supplied  her  with  wood  and  coal,  the  cap- 
tain having  declined  taking  any  provisions.

Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  disposition  of  crews  of  prize 
vessels  aiid  of  negroes  and  contrabands. 

Commandant's  Office,  U.  S.  Natt-Yard, 

Philadelphia,  March  31, 1863. 
Sir  :  I  received  yonr  telegram  on  Sunday.    The  Massachusetts  arrived 
yesterday,  and  I  ordered  the  two  Hewetts  and  James  Mooney  from  her, 
and  directed  tbe  commander  of  the  ^S'estern  World  to  receive  them  on 
board  and  to  deliver  them  to  your  order. 

I  liJive  disposed  of  the  crews  of  the  captured  vessels — foreigners  sent 
on  shore,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States  confined. 

The  contrabands  and  free  negroes  I  have  ordered  to  be  sent  onshore, 
as  I  know  of  no  autliority  to  retain  them  on  board  ship  at  the  expense 
of  tlie  Government  without  their  rendering  any  adequate  service  in 
return.  I  take  this  occasion  to  advise  you  that  an  act  is  now  pending 
in  the  legislature  of  this  State  which,  if  passed,  imposes  a  heavy  pen- 
alty upon  any  person  bringing  negroes  into  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.

Report  of  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  transmitting  report  of 
Lieutenant -Commander  Gil  lis,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  expedition  to  the 
Ware  River,  in  connection  ivith  a  company  of  troops  from  YorTctown. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  April  3, 1863. 
Sir  :  I  received  this  day  from  Lieutenant-Commander  Gillis,  of  the 
D.  S.  S.  Commodore  Morris,  the  enclosed  report,  dated  April  2,  of 
his  operations  in  connection  with  a  company  of  troops  from  Yorktown 
sent  by  General  Keyes,  on  the  Ware  Kiver,  conducted  by  him  for  the 
capture  or  destruction  of  a  quantity  of  grain  belonging  to  the  rebel 
Government. 

Being  attacked  two  different  times  by  the  rebel  cavalry  he  concluded 
to  destroy  the  grain,  and  after  so  doing  he  returned  without  loss  to 
Yorktown.

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Morris, 

Off  Yorlitown,  Va.,  April  2,  1863. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  the  following  report: 
In  my  communication  No.  22  I  mentioned  my  intention  of  making  a 
personal  examination  as  to  the  reports  I  had  received  of  a  large  quan- 
tity of  corn  that  was  stored  on  Ware  River,  and  for  that  purpose  got

uiidcTway  on  the  morning  of  the  31st  ultimo  and  proceeded  up  that 
stream  as  far  as  1  could  go  with  my  vessel  and  near  enough  to  the 
bouse  of  Mr.  Patterson  Smith  to  have  my  men  and  boats  under  cover 
of  the  guns. 

I  landed  and  examined  the  premises  of  Mr.  Smith  and  found  that 
the  information  I  had  received  as  to  the  quantity  of  corn  was  far  short 
of  the  amount  actually  on  hand,  for  as  near  as  could  be  estimated  by 
measuring  one  of  the  barns  there  must  have  been  very  near  if  not 
quite  20,000  bushels. 

I  questioned  Mr.  Smith  very  closely  as  to  whether  he  had  done  any- 
thing to  aid  the  rebel  cause;  whether  he  had  sold  any  of  his  grain  or 
other  produce  to  the  rebel  authorities;  but  he  denied  in  the  most  pos- 
itive terms  that  he  had  ever  done  anything  to  help  the  rebel  cause, 
that  he  had  ever  sold  any  grain  or  other  produce  except  to  liis  imme- 
diate neighbors;  and  on  my  questioning  him  in  regard  to  the  sales  he 
had  made  to  his  neighbors,  he  could  not  tell  me  how  much  he  sold,  or 
the  name  of  a  single  one  of  tlie  neighbors  he  had  sold  to,  neither  how 
much  he  had  sold  it  for.  1  then  recpiested  him  to  show  me  his  accounts 
in  order  that  I  might  be  able  to  learn  some  of  the  particulars  in  regard 
to  the  sales  he  had  made,  but  he  declined  doing  so.  I  then  told  him  I 
wished  to  search  the  house  for  arms,  when  he  gave  me  his  "word  of 
honor"  that  he  had  no  arms  of  any  description  about  the  house;  and 
on  making  a  search  nothing  of  the  kind  could  be  found,  but  I  had 
received  information  that  there  were  guns  in  the  house  and  told  Mr. 
Smith  he  could  either  produce  them  or  I  would  take  effective  measures 
to  find  them;  he  then  went  to  a  chimney  and  brought  out  a  fowling 
piece,  which  he  assured  me  was  all  he  had  in  his  possession;  but  I  was 
satisfied  that  he  lied  to  me,  as  he  had  repeatedly  done  before. 

I  then  questioned  him  again  as  to  the  sales  he  had  made  of  grain, 
and  on  my  telling  him  that  he  had  sold  to  a  man  by  the  name  of  Arm 
stead,  an  agent  for  the  rebel  Government,  he  acknowledged  that  he 
had  done  so,  but  only  a  small  quantity.  He  said  that  Armstead  wished 
to  purchase  his  crop;  and  on  my  asking  him  why  he  did  not  sell  it  to 
him,  he  said  that  Armstead  would  not  pay  him  his  price  for  it. 

I  then  asked  him  if  he  would  take  the  oath  of  allegiance,  which  he 
refused  to  do.  I  then  asked  him  if  he  would  pledge  himself  not  to 
give  aid,  comfort,  or  intelligence  to  the  rebel  Government,  which  he 
also  refused  to  do;  and  in  consideration  of  all  these  circumstances, 
and  not  wishing  to  act  unadvisedly,  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  bring 
Mr.  Smi*^h  away  and  communicate  with  General  Keyes.  I  therefore 
embarked  my  men,  and,  with  Mr.  Smith  as  prisoner,  returned  to  York- 
town,  where  I  arrived  at  10  o'clock  that  night,  and  immediately 
communicated  with  General  Keyes  and  informed  him  of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances; and  his  views  exactly  coinciding  with  mine  as  to  the  neces- 
sity of  either  bringing  off  or  destroying  the  grain,  I  determined  to 
return  to  Ware  River  on  the  following  morning,  the  1st  instant,  and  on 
informing  General  Keyes  that  a  rebel  cavalry  force  was  stationed  at 
Gloucester  Court-House,  and  that  our  operations,  if  we  went  without 
a  pretty  good  force,  would  not  be  likely  to  remain  undisturbed,  he 
immediately  placed  at  my  disposal  as  many  men,  cavalry  or  infantry, 
whichever  I  thought  would  be  the  best,  as  I  thought  would  be  necessary. 
I  took  100  infantry,  and  with  these  and  with  the  Delaware,  which  I 
fortunately  met  on  my  way  down  York  Kiver,  and  directed  to  accom- 
pany me,  1,  yesterday  morning,  returned  to  the  plantation  of  Mr.  Smith 
and  commenced  removing  a  quantity  of  wheat,  of  which  there  were 
about  1,000  bushels,  but  had  not  got  off'  more  than  250  bushels  before 
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tlie  alarm  was  given  that  the  cavalry  were  approaching.  The  men  were 
immediately  formed  and  we  prepared  to  give  them  a  warm  reception  as 
they  charged  down  upon  us,  and  a  few  well-directed  shots  caused  a 
wavering  in  their  ranks,  and  a  cheer  and  a  charge  on  the  part  of  both 
sailors  and  soldiers  turned  an  attack  into  a  retreat,  and  they  tied  until 
out  of  range  of  our  muskets,  when  they  halted  and  appeared  to  be 
holding  a  consultation,  but  just  at  this  time  a  shot  was  tired  from  the 
100-pounder  rifle  on  board  of  this  vessel,  wliicli  struck  right  in  their 
midst,  and  they  again  took  to  flight  and  disappeared  around  a  bend  of 
the  road.  On  going  down  the  road  some  distance  I  discovered  indica- 
tions of  the  eflect  of  our  firing,  there  being  quite  a  (piantity  of  blood 
in  the  road,  showing  that  some  of  the  party  had  paid  dearly  for  their 
temerity. 

I  would  state  that  when  we  were  seen  approaching,  the  overseer's  son 
was  sent  off,  and  I  had  not  the  least  doubt,  when  1  learned  that  such 
was  the  case,  that  he  had  been  sent  to  bring  a  force  sutlicient  to  cut  us 
off,  not  expecting  to  meet  any  more  than  had  lauded  tlie  day  before, 
and  they  were  doubtless  very  much  surprised  on  seeing  so  large  a 
force.  They  succeeded  in  capturing  two  of  our  pickets  in  their  charge, 
but  had  not  time  to  take  them  ofl',  wlien  they  were  in  their  turn  charged 
upon,  and  the  consequence  was  that  we  did  not  lose  a  man. 

Knowing  that  it  would  take  me  a  long  time  to  remove  tlie  grain,  and 
that  the  enemy  would  have  ample  time  to  bring  down  a  strong  body  upon 
us,  I  determined  to  destroy  it,  and  therefore  set  fire  to  all  but  one  of  the 
buildings,  in  which  there  were  at  least  1,500  bushels  of  corn,  that  I  left 
for  the  use  of  the  family  and  the  hands  on  the  plantation.  Alter  seeing 
the  tires  well  under  way,  I  embarked  niy  force  without  molestation  and 
started  to  return.  Arriving  opposite  to  the  house  of  a  man  by  the  name 
of  Bird,  who  is  an  officer  in  the  rebel  Army,  and  who  had  left  his  prop-, 
erty  in  charge  of  an  old  negro  servant,  I  landed  a  party,  who  found 
that  there  was  a  large  quantity  of  corn  stored  in  his  barns,  and  they 
were  all  set  tire  to,  and  although  the  party  were  on  shore  but  a  few 
moments,  they  came  very  near  being  captured  by  the  cavalry  making 
a  dash  down  upon  them  under  cover  of  the  smoke  of  the  burning 
barns,  but  I  discovered  them  in  time  to  throw  a  shell  from  one  of  the 
howitzers,  which  exploded  in  their  midst,  and  they  fled  without  accom- 
plishing their  object.  I  destroyed  at  this  latter  place,  as  near  as  could 
be  estimated,  1,000  bushels  of  wheat  and  3,000  bushels  of  corn,  making 
altogether  some  22,000  bushels  of  grain  that  the  rebels  have  thus  been 
deprived  of. 

I  am  not  able  to  visit  the  plantation  of  Mr.  Dabney,  owing  to  the 
fact  of  his  living  so  far  from  the  bank  of  the  river  that  I  could  not 
keep  the  men  under  cover  of  the  guns.  I  regretted  this  very  much,  as  I 
UTiderstand  that  he  has  a  much  larger  quantity  of  grain  on  hand  than 
had  either  of  the  others,  and  that  he  is  only  waiting  for  an  opportunity 
for  shipping  it  to  Richmond. 

I  would  state  that  I  received  most  important  aid  from  Lieutenant 
Andrews,  of  the  Signal  Corps,  as,  by  his  assistance,  I  was  enabled  to 
direct  the  aiming  of  the  guns  on  board  tliis  vessel.  All  my  messages 
were  transmitted  with  the  greatest  celerity,  almost  as  rapidly  as  they 
could  have  been  given  had  they  been  delivered  orally,  and  with  entire 
accuracy,  and  this,  too,  during  the  excitement  of  a  sudden  attack. 
I  would  also  state  that  I  feel  deeply  indebted  to  Lieutenant  Eobinson, 
of  the  Fifth  Pennsylvania  Oavalry,  who  volunteered  to  go  on  the  expe- 
dition, and  to  whose  intelligence  in  posting  pickets  the  safety  of  our 
whole  force  is  indebted. 
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All  the  officers,  as  well  as  the  men  whom  1  liad  with  me,  behaved  in 
the  most  gallant  style,  the  only  trouble  being  to  keep  them  back.  I 
can  not  mention  the  name  of  any  particular  one,  where  each  appeared  to 
be  ecjually  anxious  of  doing  his  whole  duty,  and  therefore  merely  give 
the  names  of  those  officers  who  were  present,  without  particularizing; 
they  were  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  M.  II.  Henry,  Acting  Ensign  P. 
B.  Low,  Acting  Master's  Mate  Kalph  G.  J.  Pendleton,  and  Captain's 
Clerk  J.  E.  Alexander. 

I  returned  to  Yorktown  last  evening  and  debarked  the  troops  I  had 
on  board.    I  have  communicated  with  General   Keyes,  and  he  has 
expressed  himself  as  being  highly  pleased  at  the  success  of  the  exjje- 
dition,  and  trusting  that  it  may  also  meet  with  your  approval,

Proclamation  hy  the  President  of  the  United  States  concerning  internal 
and  coastwise  intercourse. 

Whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  13, 
18G1, 1  did,  by  proclamation,  dated  August  10, 1861,  declare  tliat  the 
inhabitants  of  tlie  States  of  Georgia,  South  Carolina,  Virginia,  North 
Cai'olina,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  Louisiana,  Texas,  Arkansas,  Mississippi, 
and  Florida  (except  the  inhabitants  of  that  ])art  of  Virginia  lying  west 
of  the  Alleghany  Mountains,  and  of  such  other  parts  of  that  State  and 
the  other  States  hereinbefore  named  as  might  maintain  a  loyal  adhe- 
sion to  the  Union  and  the  Constitution,  or  miglit  be  from  time  to  time 
occupied  and  controlled  by  forces  of  the  United  States  engaged  in  the 
dispersion  of  said  insnrgents)  were  in  a  state  of  insurrection  against 
the  United  States,  and  that  all  commercial  intercourse  between  the 
same  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  with  tlie  exceptions  aforesaid,  and 
the  citizens  of  other  States  and  other  parts  of  the  United  States  was 
unlawful  and  would  remain  unlawful  until  such  insurrection  should 
cease  or  be  suppressed,  and  that  all  goods  and  chattels,  wares  and 
merchandise  coming  from  any  of  said  States,  with  the  excei)tions  afore- 
said, into  other  parts  of  the  United  States  without  the  license  and  per- 
mission of  the  President,  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  or 
proceeding  to  any  of  said  States,  with  the  exceptions  aforesaid,  by  land 
or  water,  together  with  the  vessel  or  vehicle  conveying  the  same  to  or 
from  said  States,  with  the  excei)ti()ns  aforesaid,  wouhl  be  forfeited  to 
the  United  States.  And,  whereas,  experience  has  shown  that  the 
exceptions  made  in  and  by  said  proclamation  embarrass  the  due  enforce- 
ment of  said  act  of  July  13,  ]8(J1,  and  the  proper  regulation  of  the  com- 
mercial intercourse  authorized  by  said  act  with  the  loyal  citizens  of 
said  States: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  revoke  the  said  exceptions,  and  declare  that  the  inhabitants 
of  the  States  of  Georgia,  South  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee, 
Alabama,  Louisiana,  Texas,  Arkansas,  Mississippi,  Florida,  and  Virginia 
(except  the  forty-eight  counties  of  Virginia  designated  as  West  Vir- 
ginia, and  except  also  the  ports  of  New  Orleans,  Key  West,  Port  Eoyal 
and  IBeaufort  in  North  Carolina)  arc  in  a  state  of  insurrection  against 
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the  Uuited  States,  aud  that  all  commeicial  iuteicourse,  not  licensed  and 
conducted  as  provided  in  said  act,  between  the  said  States  aud  the  iuliabi- 
tauts  thereof,  with  the  exceptions  aforesaid,  and  the  citizens  of  other 
States  and  other  parts  of  the  United  States,  is  unlawful  and  will  remain 
unlawful  until  such  insurrection  shall  cease  or  has  been  suppressed,  aud 
notice  thereof  has  been  duly  given  by  proclamation;  and  all  cotton, 
tobacco,  and  other  products,  and  all  other  goods  and  chattels,  wares 
and  merchandise  coming  from  any  of  said  States,  with  the  excei)tions 
aforesaid,  into  other  parts  of  the  United  States,  or  proceeding  to  any 
of  said  States,  with  the  exceptions  aforesaid,  without  tlie  license  and 
permission  of  the  President,  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
will,  together  with  the  vessel  or  vehicle  conveying  the  same,  be  forfeited 
to  the  United  States. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal 
of  the  United  States  to  be  afflxed.  Done  at  the  city  of  Washington 
this  31st  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1863,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the 
Uuited  States  of  America  the  eighty-seventh.

Order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Kavy  regarding  the  interdiction  of  com- 
mercial intercourse  with  the  Confederate  Staten,  the  collection  of  aban- 
doned proj)erty,  etc. 

Navy  Depaetment, 

Washington,  March  31,  1S6S. 
For  the  purpose  of  more  eflfectually  preventing  all  commercial  iiiter-- 
course  with  insurrectionary  States,  except  such  as  shall  be  authorized 
in  pursuance  of  law,  and  of  securing  consistent,  unilorm,  and  efticient 
action  in  conducting  such  intercourse  as  shall  be  so  authorized,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  abandoned  property 
and  for  the  prevention  of  frauds  in  insurrectionary  States,"  approved 
March  12, 18C3,  it  is  hereby  ordered — 

I.  That  no  officer  of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States,  nor  other  i)erson 
connected  therewith,  shall  authorize  or  have  any  interest  in  the 
transportation  of  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  (except  sujjplies 
belonging  to  or  contracted  for  by  the  United  States,  designed  for  the 
military  or  naval  forces  thereof,  and  moving  under  military  or  naval 
orders,  and  except  also  sutlers'  su])plies  and  other  things  necessary 
for  the  use  and  comfort  of  the  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  and 
moving  under  permits  of  the  authorized  oflicers  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment) into  any  State  declared  by  the  President  to  be  in  insurrection; 
nor  authorize  nor  have  any  interest  in  the  jjurchase  or  sale  therein  of 
any  goods  or  chattels,  wares  or  merchandise,  cotton,  tobacco,  or  other 
l)roducts  of  the  soil  thereof,  nor  the  transportation  of  the  same,  except 
as  aforesaid,  therefrom  or  thereiu;  nor  shall  any  such  oflicer  or  person 
authorize,  prohibit,  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with  any  such  purchase 
or  sale  or  transportation  which  shall  be  conducted  uuder  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  unless  under  some  imperative 
military  uecessity  in  the  place  or  section  where  the  same  shall  be  con- 
ducted, or  unless  reijuested  by  an  agent  or  some  otlier  authorized 
officer  of  the  Treasury  Department,  in  which  case  all  officers  of  the 
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Navy  of  tlie  [Jnitetl  States  and  other  persons  connected  therewith  will 
render  such  aid  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  and  of 
the  law  and  in  enforcing  due  observance  of  the  said  regulations  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  can  be  given  without  manifest  injury  to 
the  public  service. 

II.  It  is  further  ordered  tliat  every  officer,  sailor,  or  marine  m  the 
naval  service  of  tlie  United  States  who  sliall  receiA'O  or  have  under  his 
control  any  property  which  shall  have  been  abandoned  by  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  captured  in  any  district  declared  to  be  in  insurrection 
against  the  United  States,  including  all  property  seized  in  any  such 
district,  under  naval  orders,  excepting  only  such  as  shall  be  required 
for  tbe  use  of  the  naval  forces  of  the  L'nited  States,  and  as  is  excluded 
by  the  act  of  March  12, 18(i3,  shall  promptly  turn  over  all  such  prop- 
erty to  the  agent  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  tlie  Treasury  to  receive 
the  same,  who  shall  give  receipts  therefor,  if  desired. 

And  every  such  officer,  sailor,  or  marine  shall  also  turn  over  to  such 
agent  in  like  manner  all  receipts,  bills  of  lading,  and  other  papers, 
documents,  and  vouchers  showing  title  to  such  property,  or  the  right 
to  the  possession,  control,  or  direction  thereof;  and  he  shall  make 
such  order,  endorsement,  or  writing  as  he  has  power  to  make  to  enable 
such  agent  xo  take  possession  of  such  property,  or  the  proceeds  thereof. 
Arms,  munition  of  war,  forage,  liorses,  mules,  wagons,  beef  cattle, 
and  supplies  which  are  necessary  in  naval  operations,  shall  be  turned 
over  to  the  proper  officers  lor  the  use  of  the  Navy.  All  other  property 
abaiuloned,  captured,  or  seized  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
said  agents  of  the  Treasury  Department. 

Tlieoflicerreceivingor  turning  over  such  property  shall  give  the  usual 
and  necessary  invoices,  receipts,  or  vouchers  therefor,  and  shall  make 
regular  returns  thereof  as  prescribed  by  the  Navy  Regulations.  The 
receipts  of  the  agents  of  the  Treasury  Department  shall  be  vouchers 
foi-  all  property  delivered  to  them.  And  whenever  called  upon  by  the 
said  agent  of  the  Treasury  Department  authorized  to  receive  such 
abandoned,  or  captured,  or  seized  property,  as  aforesaid,  or  the  proceeds 
thereof,  all  persons  employed  in  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States 
will  give  him  full  information  in  regard  thereto,  and,  if  requested  by 
him  so  to  do,  they  shall  give  him  duplicates  or  copies  of  tlie  reports 
and  returns  thereof,  and  of  the  receipts,  invoices,  and  vouchers  therefor. 

And  every  officer  of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States  hereafter  receiv- 
ing abandoned,  or  captured,  or  seized  property  in  any  insurrectionary 
State,  as  aforesaid,  or  tbe  proceeds  thereof,  or  under  whose  order  it  may 
be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  naval  forces  as  aforesaid,  shall,  upon  request 
of  an  agent  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  as  aforesaid, 
render  a  written  report,  with  invoices  thereof,  to  said  agent,  in  which 
he  will  specify  the  arms,  supplies,  or  other  njunitions  of  war  retained 
for  use  of  the  naval  forces,  as  aforesaid,  and  also,  separately,  the  prop- 
erty turned  over  to  said  agent  or  which  may  have  been  sold  or  other- 
wise disposed  of.  And  in  case  a  sale  of  any  such  property  shall  be 
made  under  his  authority,  or  under  the  authority  of  any  one  subject  to 
his  order,  he  will  so  state,  and  will  describe  the  property  so  sold,  and 
will  state  when  and  where  and  by  and  to  whom  sold,  and  the  amount 
received  therefor,  and  what  disposition  was  made  of  the  proceeds. 

And  all  officers  of  the  Xavy  of  the  United  States  will,  at  all  times, 
render  to  the  agents  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  all 
such  aid  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  take  possession  of  any 
abandoned,  or  ca]itured,  or  seized  j^ropcrty  aforesaid,  and  in  transport- 
ing the  same,  so  far  as  can  be  done  without  manifest  injury  to  the 
public  service. 
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All  expenses  of  transporting  property  herein  referred  to  will  be 
reported  by  the  officers  who  furnish  the  transportation  to  the  agent  of 
the  Treasury  Department,  and  also,  through  the  proper  channels,  to 
the  Navy  Department  at  Washington,  in  order  tliat  the  expenses  may 
be  reimbursed  from  the  ])roceeds  of  sales  of  such  transported  property. 

III.  All  naval  officers  in  connnaiid  of  squadrons,  vessels,  or  stations 
will,  upon  receipt  of  this  order,  revoke  all  existing  orders  throughout 
■  their  respective  connnands  conflicting  or  inconsistent  herewith,  or  which 
permit  or  prohibit  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with  any  trade  or  trans- 
)>ortation  conducted  under  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  not  understood  as  applying  to  any  lawful  maritime  prize  by 
the  naval  forces  of  the  United  States;  and  their  attention  is  particularly 
directed  to  said  regulations,  ])rescribed  March  31,  1863,  and  they  will 
respectively  make  such  orders  as  will  insure  strict  observance  of  this 
order  throughout  their  respective  conimajids.

[U.  S.  S.]  Louisiana, 
Washington,  [N.  G.],  March  31,  \1863]. 
Dear  Murray  :  We  are  on  the  eve  of  an  attack,  the  enemy  having 
sent  in  by  Hag  of  truce  to  clear  the  town  of  women  and  children. 

A  small  battery  of  field i)ieces,  or  perhaps  something  larger,  has  been 
opened  from  a  point  called  Hill's  Point,  so  that  our  reenforcemeiitscan 
not  reach  us.  The  water  is  so  low  that  neither  of  the  boats  under  my 
command  can  get  to  it,  and  in  fact  we  are  all  now  close  to  the  bottom, 
so  if  you  can  do  something  to  assist,  all  right.  Hill's  Point  is  below 
the  barricade.

Sir:  Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  a  communication  dated  April  1  and 
marked  A,  received  Just  now  from  Commander  Daveuijort  by  the  hands 
of  Major  Anderson,  aid  to  General  Foster,  and  a  copy  of  my  reply 
thereto,  13. 

I  have  sent  Fleet  Captain  Crosby  to  the  Gosport  navy  yard,  where 
the  Miami  is  being  repaired,  to  dispatch  her  to  the  relief  of  Washing- 
ton, as  soon  as  practicable. 

I  have  also  sent  a  tug  with  orders  to  the  Delaware  (blockading 
between  Fortress  Monroe  and  Yorktown  and  waiting  for  repairs,  which 
she  much  needs)  also  to  go  to  the  relief  of  Washington. 

A  glance  at  the  map  will  show  that  the  enemy  can  conveniently  cross 
the  two  peninsulas  and  (luickly  concentrate  against  either  Plymouth, 
Washington,  or  New  Eerne,  attacking  these  in  detail. 

On  the  2d  of  March  I  wrote  to  Couimander  Murray  as  follows: 

I  would  much  rather  see  our  uiilitiiry  amt  have  ouv  naval  I'oice  concentrated, 
ready  to  threaten  the  cuemy  at  any  point,  rather  than  have  liiiii  constantly  threaten- 
ing oiir  very  many  scattered  positions.  I  explained  these  views  to  General  Foster 
last  I'all.

A  strong  blow  from  N.  W.  has  blown  the  water  out  of  the  river  here, 
so  that  all  my  remaining  boats,  the  Hunchback,  Shawsheen,  and  Hetzel, 
are  ashore.  J  have  to  send  to  Albemarle  Sound  reciuesting  and  ordering 
[Lieutenaiit-JConnnander  Flusser  to  send  such  boats  as  can  be  spared. 

At  the  request  of  the  commanding  general  here,  I  have  to  urge  that 
such  light-draft  gunboats  as  you  can  spare  may  be  sent  here  for  tem- 
porary use.

Anderson.  The  Miami  is  under  repairs  at  the  navy  yard.  J'^Ieet  Oaj)- 
tain  Crosby  has  gone  up  to  dispatch  her  to  the  relief  of  Washington,  N.O. 
The  Dehacare  (waiting  the  return  of  the  VaUcy  City  or  General  Putnam, 
both  now  repairing  at  Baltimore),  on  the  blockade  near  Yorktown,  is 
also  ordered  by  tug  to  hasten  to  the  relief  of  Washington. 

The  facility  with  which  the  enemy  can  cross  over  to  the  attack  of 
either  Plymouth  or  New  Berne  renders  it  hazardous  to  withdraw  the 
gunboats  from  the  defense  of  those  places,  especially  the  former,  which 
is  without  defenses. 

I  supposed  that  you  had  in  the  army  gunboats  put  by  General  Foster 
at  the  disposition  of  Comnuuider  Murray  such  additional  strength  as 
would  more  than  replace  the  vessels  away  for  repairs. 

The  Miami  has  a  heavy  battery,  but  lier  bad  steering  is,  as  I  know 
from  personal  experience,  a  serious  drawback  to  her  approaching  Wash- 
ington.   As  you  will  be  present  at  and  understand  the  situation,  I  give 
you  no  definite  instructions  in  regard  to  operations  at  Washington.

there,  and  that  reenforcements  can  not  reach  him,  owing  to  a  rebel  bat- 
tery at  Hill's  Point,  on  Tar  [Pamlico]  Kiver,  which  Commander  Daven- 
port has  sent  the  LocTcwood  and  other  vessels  to  attack.  The  heavy 
battery  of  the  Miami  will  make  her  useful  in  this  attack,  but  her  bad 
steering  renders  it  necessary  that  she  should  not  go  into  too  shoal 
water.  I  hope,  however,  you  will  be  able  to  get  within  eflective  range 
of  the  battery.  You  should  get  information  of  the  situation  of  aflairs 
as  you  approach  the  place  and  be  governed  accordingly.

Pamlico  River,  April  3,  1803. 
(Received  April  3,  10  p.  m.,  per  steamer  North  Shore.) 
My  Dear  Captain:  1  arrived  yesterday  evening  about  o  p.  m. 
Upon  conferring  with  General  Prince,  he  requested  me  to  throw  a  few 
shots  at  the  battery  on  Hill's  Point.  I  threw  eight  rifled  shells;  five 
of  them  burst  in  the  fort.  At  the  tliird  shot  they  withdrew  a  heavy 
gun  they  had  mounted  there.  They  did  not  reply.  After  dark  I  sent 
up  by  the  boats  of  tlie  Ceres,  LocJiwood,  and  sloop  Granite  a  quantity  of 
32i)ounder  ammunition.  Captain  Renshaw  desires  me  to  send  more 
ammunition  up  to-niglit,  which  1  will  do.  They  are  sadly  in  want  of  ammu- 
nition at  Washington,  and  1  will  send  100  rounds  of  I'arrott  ammunition 
up  to-uigiit,  which  will  reduce  my  Parrott  ammunition  to  30  rounds.  I 
would  respectfully  state  that  we  want  32-pounder,  VlII-inch,30-poiiuder, 
and  2J:-pounder  ammunition  here.  The  naval  force  below  the  blockade 
consists  of  this  vessel,  the  Lockivood,  Granite,  and  steamer  Allison.  I 
wrote  to  Captain  Renshaw  yesterday  and  received  the  following  note* 
in  reply,  which  I  enclose.  Unless  we  are  strongly  reenforced  I  am 
afraid  tliat  General  Foster,  Renshaw,  and  the  others  are  gone  goslings. 
1  do  not  write  this  officially,  as  I  am  in  a  great  hurry,  the  vessel  that 
leaves  for  New  Berne  going  immediately.  Where  we  now  lay  we  can 
])revent  them,  I  think,  from  erecting  batteries  farther  down  the  river. 
They  evidently  do  not  like  the  30-pounder  Parrott  shells.  I  will 
endeavor  after  dark  to-night  to  buoy  out  the  channel.

General:  Since  my  communication  of  the  1st  instant  by  Major 
Anderson,  I  have  received  several  dispatches  from  General  Foster. 
General  Foster  feels  tolerably  strong  in  Washington  for  some  days, 
but  the  ultimate  safety  of  that  place  depends  on  tlie  batteries  on  the 
river  being  overcome.  Our  force  to  overcome  them  is  not  sufficient, 
and  I  therefore  most  respectfully  but  earnestly  beg  that  if  at  all  within 
your  power  reenforcements  be  sent  here.  I  should  wish  10,000,  but  any 
will  be  acceptable,  and  the  sooner  the  better  to  save  General  Foster, 
who  is  there,  and  perhaps  to  save  North  Carolina  (/.  c.  New  Berne)  by 
preventing  or  rendering  it  unnecessary  to  send  more  troops  from  New 
Berne. 
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I  expect  decidedly  gunboats  from  Admiral  Lee,  and  trust  we  can 
punish  the  enemy,  but  they  are  strong  and  we  are  weak.

Report  of  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Behm,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  of  the  arrival  in  PamUco  Biver  of 
the  V.  S.  S.  Southfield,  towing  the  D.  S.  steamers  Whitehead  and  Isaac  N.  Seymour. 

U.  S.  S.  Southfield, 

Bamlico  River,  below  the  Barricade,  April  4,  1863. 

Sir:  I  arrived  here  yesterday  morning  in  the  Southfield  with  the 

Seymour  and  Whitehead  in  tow,  engaged  the  battery  on  Hill's  Point 

with  the  other  boats,  but  uselessly,  as  the  rebs  ran  in  tlieir  guns  and 

not  one  of  them  was  to  be  seen  till  after  we  had  ceased  firing,  when 
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they  threw  a  few  shots  from  Whitworth  guns  after  us.  Last  night  we 
replaced  the  buoys  on  the  obstrnctions  again,  and  at  3  o'clock  the 
Ceren  went  up.  Early  in  the  night  we  sent  five  small  boats  up  with 
ammunition,  which  all  safely  reached  there.  The  Ceres  got  uj)  all  right, 
but  in  starting  down  again,  to  land  some  200  troops  on  Rodman's 
Tolnt,  she  got  aground  and  remains  there  yet.  Although  the  rebs  tried 
hard  to  hit  her,  she  is  so  far  unhurt.  It  has  been  blowing  a  gale  froni 
the  northwest  all  day,  and  tliere  is  hardly  any  water  up  above.  It  is 
now  moderating,  and  if  the  water  rises  1  shall  send  the  Loclacood  wp  in 
the  morning,  towing  a  schooner  with  six  fieldpieces  and  500  men  up. 
CJeneral  Prince  has  arrived  just  now  from  New  Berne,  and  I  hope  we 
will  get  reenforcements  from  somewhere  soon,  so  that  we  can  effect  a 
landing  and  destroy  the  battery  at  Hill's  I'oint.  After  that  is  done,  I 
intend  to  go  up  as  far  as  I  caTi  and  take  the  guns  on  Rodman's  Point 
in  the  flank,  but  it  will  never  do  to  leave  the  fort  behind  us,  as  none  of 
the  transports  could  pass  without  being  exposed  to  a  heavy  fire. 

Please  send  up  here  as  soon  as  practicable:  100  rounds  of  IX-jinch] 
10  second  fuze  shells,  100  cartridges  for  IX-|inch]  guns  of  10  pounds, 
sixty  100  pounder  Parrott  shells,  10-second  and  15  second  fuzes,  filled, 
sixty  10)}ound  cartridges,  1  barrel  of  sperm  oil,  l.^O  rounds  for  24- 
pounder  Dahlgren  howitzer,  and  all  the  ammunition  you  can  spare  for 
the  Louisiana,  Commodore  Hull,  and  Geres,  so  that  we  may  keep  them 
supplied.  I  have  sent  in  my  requisitions  for  ammunition  nearly  the 
same  as  I  sent  in  some  three  to  four  weeks  ago.  I  have  received  none 
since  I  left  Fort  Monroe,  and  I  am  afraid  six  guns  will  soon  use  up 
what  I  have  left  if  you  do  not  send  soon  some  more  up  here. 

I  hope  we  will  get  reenforcements  soon,  or  I  am  afraid  that  General 
Foster  will  be  in  a  bad  predicament.  We  ought  to  have  force  enough 
to  open  the  river  so  that  our  transports  can  pass,  and  this  can  only  be 
accomplished  by  landing,  as  the  rebs  do  not  show  themselves  when  we 
fire.  I  have  written  in  great  haste,  having  only  had  a  few  minutes' 
notice. 

I  send  my  quarterly  returns,  which  please  forward  kindly  to  the 
admiral.  1  addressed  them  to  Commander  Murray,  thinking  that  he 
was  still  at  New  Berne.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  hearing  of  an  approach- 
ing attack  on  this  place  by  D.  D.  Hill's  corps  dhtrmvv,  I  started"  from 
New  Berne  at  2  o'clock  on  Sunday,  March  29,  ordering  reenfori-ements 
to  follow  at  once. 

In  consequence  of  the  transport  getting  aground  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river  the  troops  did  not  arrive  before  the  enemy  succeeded  in  investing 
the  i>lace  by  placing  batteries  on  the  river  banks  and  on  the  roads 
leading  from  the  town. 
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I  foniid  here  a  Kurrisou  of  only  sixteen  comi)aiiies  of  infantry,  one 
company  of  artillery,  and  25  cavalry— 1,200  men  in  all.  The  enemy 
opened  lire  on  onr  advance  i)osts  on  Monday  niglit  and  on  Wednesday 
morning  at  daybreak  opened  from  batteries  of  rifled  guns  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  river. 

One  gunboat,  the  Commodore  Hull,  received  98  shots  from  a  battery 
of  Whitworth  guns.  I  put  up  batteries  on  this  side  of  the  river  to 
reply  to  and  draw  the  fire  of  three  guns  from  the  gunboat.  At  the  same 
time  1  sent  word  to  General  Palmer  to  send  troops  to  take  the  bat- 
teries on  tlie  river  by  landing  and  attacking  the  batteries,  Mi i lie  the 
gunboats  (also  to  be  sent)  attacked  them  in  front

Admiral:  Washington  is  still  invested  by  a  large  rebel  force,  who 
have,  by  good  management  and  greatly  superior  numbers,  obtained  a 
position  from  which  it  will  be  extremely  difficult  to  dislodge  them. 

J  have  sent  all  the  gunboats  from  this  place  exce])t  the  Jfetzel  and 
Shaicsheen,  and  1  remain  here  myself  with  the  vessel  under  my  command, 
only  at  the  request  of  the  comnnuiding  general. 

Q'he  Southjield,  Whitehead,  and  Seymour  have  also  been  sent  from 
Plymouth,  which  leaves  Lieutenant  Flusser  in  a  very  critical  condition, 
as  you  will  perceive  by  the  enclosed  extract  from  a  letter*  received 
from  him  this  a.  m.  The  rebels  have  planted  a  heavy  battery  at  Hill's 
Point,  below  Washington,  which  prevents  reenforcements  from  reaching 
the  besieged  garrison  of  the  town  above. 

We  have  succeeded,  however,  in  communicating  with  them  and  have 
supplied  them  with  amnuuiition  by  means  of  running  by  the  batteries 
in  small  boats  during  the  night. 

It  is  very  evident  that  the  enemy  have  been  largely  reenforced  in 
this  State,  and  that  they  are  going  systematically  to  work  to  recover 
it  from  our  hands. 

In  view  of  the  threatening  aspect  of  affairs  in  the  sounds  and  the 
inefficient  condition  of  the  army  at  this  place,  1  would  respectfully  and 
urgently  request  that  vessels  of  light  draft  be  sent  here  with  all  ])os- 
sible  dispatch  and  that  we  be  immediately  supplied  with  ammunition. 

We  are  hourly  in  expectation  of  an  attack  upon  New  Berne,  and 
reenforcements  can  not  be  sent  us  too  soon.    1  write  in  great  haste.

My  Dear  Davenport  :  Yours  of  the  4tli  I  received  late  last  night 
after  1  had  engaged  the  batteries  at  Hill's  Point.  I  have  remembered 
your  iustructions  for  my  guidance  here.  I  am  not  willing  to  attempt 
running  the  Allison  and  Phneni.v  past  the  batteries  and  obstructions 
because  I  can  not  find  a  pilot  who  can  carry  me  up.  However  urgent 
may  be  the  necessities  of  (general  Foster  and  our  boats  at  Washington, 
1  (leein  it  too  great  a  risk  to  send  the  two  transports  in  tow  of  steamers 
crowded  with  troops  under  the  fire  of  the  batteries  at  Hill's  Point, 
Swan  and  Rodman's  points,  should  we  be  successful  in  getting  through 
the  obstructions. 

It  was  our  intention  last  night  to  attempt  sending  up  the  reenforce- 
ments and  ammunition,  but  it  was  impossible  to  get  ready  before  day- 
light this  morning.  To  do  this  in  the  daytime  would  result  in  the  loss 
of  the  troops  and  boats.  I  am  going  down  to  consult  Colonel  Troxel 
and  inform  him  of  the  position  of  affairs  and  my  views  on  the  subject. 
I  imi  willing  to  run  any  risk  with  our  boats,  but  would  not  take  the  risk 
of  losing  the  transports  and  troops.  I  believe  General  Prince  will  con- 
mr  with  this  in  my  opinion.  You  will  understand  the  critical  position 
I  am  placed  in. 

Should  we  not  determine  to  send  up  the  boats  to-night,  I  will  send 
the  ordnance  schooner  and  two  of  the  gunboats  to  New  Berne  at  once, 
and  lecoinmend  the  troops  to  be  sent  there  also. 

0  ]).  m. — Since  writing  the  above  I  have  determined  not  to  attempt 
to  run  the  batteries,  as  there  is  no  pilot  in  the  squadron  who  can  take 
us  up  beyond  Rodman's  farm.  1  will  send  two  of  the  gunboats  and  the 
ordnance  schooner  to  New  Berne,  and  wait  for  orders  here  at  Maul's 
Point.

S.  Navy,  to  Acting  Sear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy 
concerning  affairs  in  the  vicinity  of  Washington,  N.  C.  ' 

On  Board  U.  S.  S.  Minnesota,  April  7, 1863. 

The  latest  information  from  Washington,  N.  C.,is  to  the  effect  that 
Cieneral  Foster  with  1,200  men  is  surrounded  by  the  enemy  under  Gen- 
eral D.  H.  Hill.  At  Hill's  Point  they  have  a  hastily  constructed  battery 
of  lield  L'i-pounders  (four,  I  think).  I  am  not  sure  if  the  upper  poiut 
reached  is  in  the  enemy's  hand;  the  reason  for  thinking  so  is  that  Gen- 
eral Prince  informed  me  about  the  3d  instant  that  the  Commodore  Hull 
was  iighting  two  batteries  when  he  left. 

There  are  troops  and  ammunition  in  transports  below  Hill's  Point 
waiting  either  the  silencing  of  the  battery  or  some  favorable  opportu- 
nity to  run  by;  the  water  (owing  to  K  W.  and  S.  W.  winds)  was  very 
low  at  the  time.  The  forces,  or  part  of  naval  forces,  are  recalled  from 
Plymouth  to  reduce  this  battery.  The  ITunchhacl;  was  on  her  way  from 
New  Bevne,  and  arrived  in  due  season,  I  think. 
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We  desire  more  gunboats  and  heavy  guns  (say  IX-iiicb),  such  as 
Commodore  r<rri/  and  class. 

If  the  worst  transpires  at  Washington,  they  would  be  in  time  to  save 
New  Berne.  I  do  not  think  the  army  feel  very  safe  at  New  Berne,  as 
I  carried  an  open  letter  from  General  Palmer  to  General  Dix,  urging 
more  troops  for  a  short  time.  I  have  every  confidence  in  the  Hunchback, 
if  Foster  only  holds  out.

Report  of  Commander  Davenport,  TT.  S.  Navy,  advising   the  evacuation  of  Washington  and 

Flymoath. 

U.  S.  S.  Hetzel, 
Neio  Berne,  April  7, 1863. 

Admiral  :  Your  letter  (marked  especial)  of  the  3d  instant  is  received, 
together  with  others,  which  I  will  answer  as  soon  as  I  can  give  them 
my  attention.  I  fully  agree  with  you  in  your  opinion  as  expressed  in 
the  second  paragraph  of  your  letter,  and  I  think  that  I  shall  retain  the 
JJcloirarr  here,  at  least  until  the  other  vessels  arrive.  We  have  as  yet 
accomplished  nothing  at  Washington,  and  our  ability  to  do  so  is  very 
much  doubted.  We  are  unable  to  send  reeiiforcemeuts  to  the  army,  as 
you  will  see  by  reference  to  the  enclosed  copy  of  a  letter*  received 
from  Lieutenant-Commander  McCaun.  I  am  of  opinion  that  Washing- 
ton and  Plymouth  .should  be  evacuated  at  once,  and  I  am  about  to  hold 
a  consultation  with  General  Prince,  who  has  returned  from  below 
Washington,  having  been  unable  to  land  reenforcements.  General 
Foster,  who  is  at  Washington,  claims  that  he  can  evacuate  the  city 
whenever  he  shall  think  it  expedient  so  to  do.  The  Ceres  ran  by  the 
batteries  on  the  4th  instant,  carrying  ammunition  to  the  vessels  above, 
but  was  badly  used.  Captain  MacDiai  mid  has  also  passed  them  sev- 
eral times  in  small  boats,  communicating  with  those  above,  in  a  very 
gallant  manner,  and  I  desire  to  commend  him  for  his  conduct  through- 
out the  aiiair. 

I  have  done  all  I  can,  and  shall  continue  to  use  my  best  endeavors  to 
make  the  Navy  useful.  The  Commodore  Hull  is  completely  riddled,  but 
the  casualties  are  as  yet  light  on  our  side.  Major  Anderson  has  returned, 
and  states  that  General  Dix  is  unable  to  give  us  a  man. 

I  am  surprised  that  the  army  can  not  be  reenforced.  It  is  absolutely 
necessary  tliat  an  army  force  should  be  landed.  The  gunboats  are 
doing  all  that  can  be  expected  of  them,  but  the  batteries  must  be 
attacked  in  the  Hank  by  the  army.

Dear  Davenport  :  Last  night  Mr.  Josselyn,  executive  ofiQcer  of  the 
Cominoilore  Hull,  van  bv  tho  batteries  aud  was  met  by  tlieir  guard 
boats  at  the  ob.structions  and  fired  upon  by  large  parties  of  infantry. 
This  will  prevent  our  putting  down  buoys  and  of  course  prevent  us 
getting  up.  None  of  the  pilots  are  willing  to  try  to  get  any  of  the 
boats  up.  I  have  two  schooners  loaded  with  ammimition,  one  for  the 
gunboats  and  one  for  the  garrison,  and  will  get  tiiein  up  if  possible 
when  the  wind  (fhanges  and'  the  tide  rises.  The  enemy's  picket  boats 
are  thick  on  the  river  and  drove  back  the  Louisiana's  cutter  while  try- 
ing to  communicate  above.  Two  transi)ort  schooners  1  send  to  New 
Beine  this  evening.  Renshaw  wished  one  of  the  gunboats  sent,  but  it 
is  impossible  to  do  so. 

Should  you  come  here  I  will  explain  all  <it  once. 

I  am  now  going  up  to  attack  Mill's  Point  batteries  with  thii[South- 
_ticl<l\,  Seymour,  and  Whitehead  and  [leavej  the  sloop  Granite  to  take 
care  of  the  ammunition  schooners.

.Neiv  Berne,  N.  C,  April  H,  1863. 

Sir:  There  is  nothing  decisive  from  Washington  yet.    A  large  force 

is  being  thrown  across  the  river  here,  with  the  intention  of  moving 

overhmd  to  Washington,  and  it  leaves   us  very  weak  here.    I  am 

entirely  opposed  to  this  movement  and  have  plainly  stated  my  reasons 
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to  tbe  command  Id  g  geueral.  I  liave  written  to  Tjieiitcnant  Commander 
McGauu,  directing  biiu,  in  case  disaster  shall  meet  this  force  or  it  shall 
become  evident  that  we  are  del'eated  at  Washington,  to  send  all  the 
gunboats  immediately  here  that  he  can  possibly  spare  at  Washington. 
We  are  expecting  an  attack  here  at  any  moment.  1  shall  retain  the 
DeUnvare  here. 

From  my  previous  letters  you  will  perceive  that  the  army  must  be 
strongly  reenforced  or  we  shall  be  driven  out  of  this  State.

Dear  Davenport:  I  send  the  Seymour  to  New  Berne  to  inform  you 
of  the  state  of  affairs  here,  and  if  you  can  spare  her,  please  let  lier 
return. 

I  attacked  the  batteries  at  Hill's  Point  yesterday  afternoon  with  four 
boats.  The  work  is  now  very  strong  and  can  not  be  passed  unless  llie 
buoys  are  placed  down ;  even  then  1  think  it  would  be  imprudent  to 
take  up  the  boats  and  have  so  many  works  in  our  lear. 

We  threw  a  great  many  shells  into  the  batteries,  but  their  guns  were 
sheltered.  They  replied  with  only  one  Whitwortli  gun.  We  could  see 
an  occasional  shot  fired  at  Washington  and  from  the  boats  above.  I 
went  clear  up  to  the  battery  last  night  in  the  Whitehead,  h\\tv.ui\\A  dis- 
cover nothing  of  our  boats  or  the  rebel  guard  boats  on  the  river.  This 
battery  is  constructed  so  that  their  guns  command  the  channel  up  and 
the  obstructions.  They  have  also  added  more  guns  to  it  and  are 
strengthening  it  day  and  night. 

Unless  there  is  a  force  to  occupy  these  points  the  boats  here  will 
inevitably  be  lost  should  they  succeed  in  getting  up.  I  wish  you  would 
come  up  and  examine  for  yourself  and  give  me  instructions.  1  now 
am  unable  to  get  the  ammunition  schooners  through,  as  the  water  has 
been  low  and  wind  blowing  down.  We  will  be  in  want  of  ct)al  before 
a  schooner  can  be  sent  up  unless  one  is  coming  now.  A  deserter 
informs  us  that  Hill's  division  is  most  all  on  the  south  side  of  the  river. 

There  is  still  the  same  trouble  with  the  pilots;  not  one  will  attempt 
to  take  us  up  unless  the  buoys  are  down,  and  in  daylight,  and  then  it 
must  be  high  water.  I  have  heard  nothing  from  above  since  the  night 
of  theCth,  when  Mr.  Josselyn,  of  the  Commodore  Hull,  ran  down. 

Captain  Wells,  of  the  Seymour,  will  inform  you  more  fully  of  our 
position.

I  wrote  you  yester- 
day that  a  large  force  had  started  overland  for  Washington,  and  it 
leaves  us  in  such  a  condition  here  that  I  dare  not  leave  the  city  myself. 
From  a  chart  made  by  Captain  Wells,  of  the  Seymour,  and  from  the 
letters  of  yourself  and  Captain  Behm,  I  consider  it  unadvisable  to 
attempt  running  any  more  boats  up  to  Washington,  at  least  until  some 
diversion  is  made  by  the  army.

Sir:  It  is  not  my  wish  to  interfere  with  any  instructions  you  have 
from  the  senior  officer  in  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina,  but  the  infor- 
mation 1  gain  from  the  negro  man  who  accomjjanies  this  letter  satisfies 
nie  that  tlie  battery  at  Hill's  Point  (excepting  one  gun)  has  been 
removed  to  Blount's  Creek;  he  can  show  you  the  position.  You  will, 
however,  at  your  earliest  convenience,  send  to  the  senior  oflicer,  who  I 
understand  is  at  New  Eerne,  and  request  that  launches  with  boat 
howitzers  and  ammunition  may  be  sent  immediately  to  you  and  then 
sent  to  me,  using  your  judgment  when  to  send  them  llirough. 

Small  steamers  well  covered  with  hay  bales  can  pass  up  and  down  at 
tlii'ir  discretion.  Tlie  men  that  I  am  constantly  sending  through  the 
Idockade  weaken  us  very  much. 
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There  are  six  2J:-[pouiuler]  liowitzers  on  the  boats  now  at  this  place, 
and  it  appears  there  is  no  ammunition  to  bo  had  for  them.  This  neglect 
1  am  at  a  loss  to  account  for.  If  we  had  any  other  guns  that  shrapnel 
was  furnished  for,  it  would  not  be  of  so  much  importance,  as  we  need 
tliem  very  much.  Oar  position  at  this  place  at  present  is  very 
critical  and  requires  prompt  action.  I  tlierefore  request  that  a  copy 
of  this  letter  may  be  sent  to  the  admiral  and  senior  officer  in  these 
waters.

Dear  Davenport  :  Both  of  your  letters  of  the  0th  instant  I  received 
yesterday,  and  would  have  answered  by  the  Tliomas  Colyer  last  niglit, 
only  I  was  so  worn  out  for  want  of  sleep  tliat  I  was  unable  to  do  so. 
Yesterday  afternoon  I  ancliored  all  the  gunboats,  transports,  steamers, 
and  sclioonersjust  out  of  range  of  Hill's  Point  batteries  and  abreast  of 
Blount's  Oreeii,  but  heard  no  tiring  there  or  in  that  direction.  I 
intend  to  engage  tlie  battery  when  I  hear  the  army  approaching  inland; 
to  do  so  before  would  be  a  waste  of  ammunition. 

Tlie  letters  and  dispatches  for  (leueral  Foster  and  staff  I  will  send 
through  by  the  next  boat,  which  I  will  endeavor  to  do  to-night  if  there 
is  wind.  Two  out  of  three  of  the  sloops  witli  ammunition  for  the  army 
and  gnnboats,  also  a  cutter  with  [Lieutcnant-]Co]onel  McChesney  ran 
through  on  the  night  of  the  i)th;  the  other  boat  with  annnunitiou  for 
the  army  is  still  here.  Tiio  ordnance  schooner  in  tow  of  the  Valley  City 
arrived  yesterday,  and  the  coal  schooner  towed  by  the  Seymour. 

1  have  directed  all  the  boats  to  fill  up  with  ammunition  and  coal. 

I  hear  the  Miami  is  aground  on  the  Swash  at  Ilatteras  Inlet,  but  am 
expecting  her  up  to-day.  Should  Washington,  [N.  C.J,  be  captured 
before  the  force  from  New  Berne  arrives  T  will  return  at  once  to  New 
Berne  as  you  direct,  when  we  can  be  of  no  further  service  here.  I 
enclose  to  you  a  copy  of  Captain  Kenshaw's  letter  of  yesterday,  in 
acx'ordance  with  his  wish.  Had  we  tiie  launches  and  howitzers  he 
refers  to  we  could  open  communication  with  Washington.  As  for  the 
steamers  he  wants  sent  up,  I  think  it  im[)rudent  to  attempt  it.  When 
the  IjOuisiaiuCs  boat  came  through  I  had  put  on  board  the  two  sloops 
all  tiie  ammunition  the  oflicers  reported  the  boats  at  Washington  in 
need  of,  but  it  appears  tliey  are  in  want  of  24-pounder  ammunition, 
which  I  will  endeavor  to  get  up  the  lirst  fair  wind  in  a  small  schooner 
I  have  here. 

I  have  received  a  letter  from  General  Potter  in  reference  to  the  army 
ordnance  stores  in  the  schooner  Ghampioii,  which  could  not  find  her 
way  tlirough  the  blockade.  He  is  in  waiitof^i.'  pounder  shot  and  shell 
and  powder  [forj  O-pounder  smoothbore  ami  Wiards.  The  Champion 
and  one  other  boat  will  be  ready  to  run  through  to  night  with  all  the 
ainiinmition  we  can  furnish. 

I  will  keep  the  boats  near  lUount's  Creek  and  Hill's  I'oint  ready  for 
any  emergency. 
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I  am  determined  not  to  go  up  to  Washington  (if  that  were  possible) 
and  leave  several  batteries  in  onr  rear.  Tlie  commaudiug  officers  here 
concur  with  me  in  this  opinion. 

I  believe  it  is  the  wisli  of  the  army  oiHcers  at  Washington  that  we 
should  lie  in  sight  of  the  town  under  the  lire  of  ilill's  I'oint  batteries, 
to  enable  us  to  see  their  signals.    This  1  will  not  do.

Report  of  Commander  Bavenport,  TJ.  S.  Kavy,  continmn^  to  urge  the  necessity  of  reenforce- 
ments  at  Washington,  Plymouth,  and  New  Berne. 

U.  S.  S.  Hetzel, 
New  Berne,  N.  C,  April  12,  1803. 

Admiral:  I  send  you  a  rough  chart  which  will  give  you  some  idea 
of  the  batteries  on  the  I'anilico  and  the  position  of  General  Foster. 
In  my  opinion  he  must  have  large  army  reenforcements,  which  should 
march  either  from  the  direction  of  Plymouth  or  land  below  the  forts 
on  the  river  and  take  them  in  Hank  while  the  gunboats  do  all  they  can 
in  front.  I  thiidi  it  is  very  doubtful  policy  to  attemi)t  running  up  the 
river.  If  disaster  happens  to  him  at  Washington  I  fear  the  loss  of 
the  Louisiana,  Commodore  .Hull,  nud  Ceres. 

We  are  keeping  a  lookout  for  an  attack  here.  I  have  a  very  small 
force  here,  and,  as  this  is  the  most  important  point,  I  remain  for  its 
defense.     No  gunboat  has  arrived  save  the  Delan-nre. 

There  are  two  schooners  at  Elizabetli  City,  armed  with  two  guns 
each.  I  have  spoken  to  the  commanding  general  (Wessells)  about 
sending  them  here,  but  he  has  not  decided  ujion  its  propriety. 

Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser  wishes  more  gunboats  at  Plymouth. 
Tiiless  strong  reenforcements  are  sent  pioniptly  I  fear  the  worst.  I 
send  this  per  Acting  Master's  Mate  P.  B.  Doran.  The  Army,  upon 
which  I  am  entirely  dependent  for  transportation,  is  so  short  of  facili- 
ties that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  communicate  with  you  or  with  any 
other  part  of  the  sounds.  Mr.  Doran  has  been  here  lor  some  time 
awaiting  a  passage  north.

SiE:  I  request  that  you  will  iuform  me  what  has  transpired  below  to 
preveut  the  passing  of  the  steamer  Eacort  through  to  tliis  ]>lace.  The 
small  force  that  I  could  spare  to  meet  her  at  Rodman's  was  ready  at  the 
time  specified  ia  your  letter  of  the  11th  iustant. 

There  appears  to  be  a  want  of  knowledge  of  our  situation  by  the  naval 
authorities  below.  If  the  entire  force  I  have  under  my  corauiaiid  should 
leave  their  position  before  this  town  most  probably  an  assault  would 
be  made  immediately,  as  the  object  of  the  enemy  for  the  first  ten  days 
of  the  siege  was  to  destroy  the  gunboats,  but  I  am  happy  to  say  they 
have  thus  far  failed. 

If  there  is  any  objection  to  additional  naval  force  being  sent  to  Wash- 
ington, N.  C,  I  would  like  to  be  informed.  You  will  also  let  me  know 
what  your  command  consists  of  and  what  facilities  you  have  for  fitting 
your  cutters  with  howitzers  to  run  through  at  night.  I  am  informed 
that  the  rebels  have  a  raft  for  their  infantry  watch  at  night  on  the  river. 

The  schooner  that  Captain  MacDiarmid,  of  the  steamer  Geres,  will  run 
the  blockade  with  has  the  Louisiana^  howitzers  on  board,  with  a  picked 
crew,  and  I  request  she  may  be  sent  back  as  soon  as  Captain  MacDiarmid 
is  ready.  You  will  send  a  copy  of  tnis  letter  to  the  admiral  and  senior 
officer  in  the  sounds.

Letter  from  Commander  Townsend,  V.   S.   Navy,   to  Commander   Davenport,  XT.  S.  Navy, 
announcing  arrival  at  New  Berne,  with  the  \5.  S.  S.  Miami  under  his  command. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Miami, 
Hew  Berne,  N.  C,  April  14,  1863. 

Sir  :  On  the  other  side  of  this  sheet  you  will  find  a  copy  of  an  order 
from  the  Navy  Department  directing  me  to  transfer  the  command  of 
the  Miami  to  yourself  and  return  to  Hampton  Koads. 

Selecting  such  time  as  would  bring  us  to  Cape  Hatteras  by  daylight, 
I  sailed  at  3  p.  in.  on  the  7th  instant,  passed  through  the  Slue  of  Hat- 
teras, and  before  10  a.  m.  on  the  8th  got  ashore  in  attempting  to  cross 
the  Swash  at  Hatteras  Inlet.  If  the  Miami  drew  only  the  water 
indicated  by  her  marks  (7  feet  9  inches),  she  should  have  passed  over 
the  Swasli  with  some  9  inches  to  spare,  but — settled  as  she  is  amid- 
ships— she  struck  very  hard.  On  the  evening  of  the  !)th  the  tug  Alert 
arrived  from  Xew  Berne  to  assist  us.  On  the  following  day  the  tug 
Mtirray  returned  from  an  expedition  and  also  came  to  our  aid.  Light- 
ening, heaving,  and  tugging  carried  us  slowly  from  ijoint  to  point,  till 
finally,  about  2  p.  m.  on  the  13th,  the  Miami  was  got  over  into  the 
deeper  water  of  the  sound. 

I  will  say  to  the  credit  of  Captain  George  Brown,  harbor  master  at 
Hatteras  Inlet,  that  it  is,  in  my  opinion,  owing  to  his  pilotage  of  the 
Miami,  his  thorough  experience  and  knowledge  of  the  Swash,  and  his 
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indefatigable  exertions  uight  and  day,  that  we  got  over  in  live  days.  I 
must  also  speak  of  the  excellent  service  rendered  us  by  the  two  tugs,  the 
Murray  a.m\  the  Alert.  Blowing  off  the  water  from  the  boilers  took 
some  20  tous  of  pressure  from  our  weak  spot,  but  it  left  us  without 
motive  power. 

Learning  that  you  were  at  Xew  Berne,  1  at  once  headed  for  this 
place,  anchored  about  10  p,  m.,  below  Wilkinson's  Point,  started  again 
at  daylight  this  morning,  and  just  now,  at  —  a.  m.,  have  arrived  at  New 
Berne,  I  have  given  you  this  sketch  of  our  trip  as  a  matter  of  record. 
I  hasten  to  apprise  you  of  my  readiness  to  turn  over  to  you  the  com- 
mand of  the  Miami,  in  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  Department,

Report  of   Lieutenant-Commander  UcCann,   U.   S.  Navy,   of  the  shelling  of  battery   above 

Blount's  Creek. 

U,  S.  S.  Hunchback, 
Above  MauVs  Foiut,  April  15,  1863. 
Sir:  Since  the  Escort  left  this  place  we  have  been  shelling  the  bat- 
tery above  Blount's  Creek.  They  replied  to  the  Valley  City  with  a  rifle 
gun  and  a  small  lieldpiece,  but  soon  after  withdrew  their  guns.  Gen- 
eral Foster  desired  me  to  have  this  point  watched  closely  to  prevent 
the  erection  of  other  batteries.  I  will  also  keep  a  boat  near  Hill's  Point 
to  protect  boats  going  up,  and  as  soon  as  1  have  the  schooners  back 
from  Washington  and  the  launches  I  will  send  through  the  guns  and 
ammunition  needed  above.  We  are  getting  out  of  100-pounder  ammuni- 
tion, both  shells  and  10-pound  charges,  and  Captain  Behm,  of  the 
South  field,  wishes  200  spelter  rings  for  the  Parrott  fuzes.  I  have  read 
your  dispatch  intended  for  Captain  Flusser,  and  send  the  Lockwood  back 
to  New  Berne  in  accordance  with  your  order.    The  ordnance  schooner 
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is  well  supplied  with  all  the  ammunition  for  the  gunboats  except  that 
above  mentioned.  There  are  only  40  tons  of  coal  on  board  the  schooner 
now,  and  we  will  soon  want  a  supply. 

Would  be  pleased  to  see  yourself  or  Captain  Flusser  here  to  relieve 
me  of  the  responsibility  I  now  have.  1  shall  do  all  in  my  power  to 
relieve  the  garrison  at  Washington  and  the  gunboats,  but  will  not  run 
the  vessels  here  under  the  rebel  batteries  until  we  can  drive  tlie  enemy 
out  and  occupy  them.  Our  boats  are  of  more  service  here  than  if  they 
were  at  Washington  or  above  Hill's  Point.  I  trust  you  will  excuse  my 
writing  unofficially  as  I  am  nearly  worn  out.

Dear  Davenpoet  :  I  have  just  seen  General  Foster  on  his  retivrn 
from  Washington,  and  he  is  very  anxious  to  have  the  launches  with 
howitzers  and  light-draft  schooners  sent  to  this  pla(!e  to  enable  us  to 
keep  up  communication  with  our  forces  above  and  to  supply  them  with 
ammimition.  I  shall  comply  with  the  general's  wishes  with  regard  to 
the  movement  of  the  boats  here.  He  does  not  approve  of  the  boats 
running  tlie  blockade  or  attacking  the  batteries  until  the  time  arrives, 
but  to  keep  one  or  more  boats  near  the  obstructions  to  take  care  of  the 
boats  passing  through  and  to  observe  closely  both  banks  of  the  river 
and  keep  the  enemy  from  erecting  batteries  at  Blount's  Creek. 

Commander  Kenshaw,  it  appears,  wishes  all  the  boats  to  go  up  between 
Hill's  Point  and  Eodman's.  We  would  be  out  of  ammunition  in  a  few 
hours'  fire  and  have  to  remain  under  the  fire  of  the  rebel  batteries  and 
not  [be  able  to]  get  up  to  New  Berne  or  to  return  again.  There  are  no 
pilots  here  who  can  carry  the  Southjield  or  Hunchhaclc  up,  and  I  think 
it  prudent  to  wait  here  until  we  are  ready  to  cooperate  effectually  in 
driving  the  rebels  out  of  the  batteries  above  and  holding  them.  The 
Escort  is  about  to  return.

Admiral:  I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  12th  instant  advising 
that  the  schooner  Uteehnan  had  been  sent  to  llatteras  Inlet  with  ord- 
nance stores.  I  will  procure  a  steamer  to  meet  her  there.  The  Lenthall 
has  arrived  at  Washington  in  tow  of  the  Valley  City. 

I  have  communicated  that  portion  of  your  letter  which  refers  to  the 
advisability  of  abandoning  the  weaker  posts  in  the  sounds  to  the  sev- 
eral generals  now  at  this  place.  1  have  had  a  consultation  with  (xcneial 
Naglee,  and  he  concurs  with  me  fully  in  my  opinions  in  regard  to  the 
means  to  be  used  in  the  defense  of  this  place.  As  soon  as  it  sliall  have 
become  evident  that  the  services  of  the  Miami  can  be  dispensed  with 
here,  and  that  she  is  needed  at  Washington,  she  will  proceed  to  that 
place.  I  shall  retain  her  here  for  the  present,  however,  as  she  is  nec- 
essary to  protect  us  from  an  advance  from  the  opposite  side  of  the 
Trent,  as  the  army  is  short  of  artillery.  I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter 
received  from  the  commanding  general,  which  will  explain  why  I  con- 
sider it  politic  for  me  to  remain  here  for  the  present. 

It  is  now  blowing  very  fresh,  and  it  is  claimed  that  a  steam  tug  could 
not  go  to  Hatteras  at  present.  I  dislike  to  send  a  gunboat  from  here 
at  this  juncture. 

I  enclose  also  a  letter*  received  from  Lieutenant-Commander  McCann, 
extracts  from  or  a  copy  of  which  I  have  not  time  to  make.

Admiral:  I  have  assumed  command  of  the  Minmi,  much  to  my 
regret.  The  Hetzel  is  mudi  better  adajrted  for  the  use  of  the  senior 
ofiicei-  in  the  sounds,  and  1  trust  you  will  send  me  a  lieutenant-comman- 
der as  executive  officer  of  the  Miami,  inasmnch  as  her  draft  of  water, 
etc.,  may  necessitate  the  changing  of  vessels  at  times  as  circumstances 
may  compel,  and  I  would  like  to  have  a  regular  officer  on  board  during 
my  absence. 

Your  several  communications  per  Paymaster  Spalding  were  received, 
and  I  beg  that  you  will  understiind  that  under  present  circumstances  it 
is  almost  impossible  to  reply  to  them  in  detail.  I  hope  that  you  will 
pardon  my  writing  to  you  unofficially,  but  I  have  so  much  writing  to  do 
and  have  so  much  to  say,  or  rather  refer  to,  that  I  scarcely  have  time 
to  put  my  views  in  oflicial  shape.  Gai)tain  |GommanderJ  Towusend, 
who  is  about  to  return,  will  give  you  verbally  all  the  information  of 
importance  regarding  affairs  in  this  department.  As  I  write  I  notice 
the  arrival  of  a  regiment  to  reenforce  this  place,  and  I  learn  that  a 
whole  brigade  (not  to  exceed  2,500  men)  has  reached  IJeaufort  from  Port 
lioyal.  1  also  hear  that  no  greater  reenfoicemeuts  may  be  expected 
from  that  direction.  You  are  aware  that  the  army  is  disi)osed  to  exact 
more  from  the  gunboats  than  the  latter  are  fitted  to  perform,  but  all 
that  can  be  done  by  them  to  assist  the  other  branch  of  the  service  will 
be  accomplished.  As  has  been  been  my  habit,  1  communicated  to 
(General  Foster  that  portion  of  your  letter  that  referred  to  the  occupa- 
tion of  several  unimportant  jxjsitions  in  tjie  sounds.  It  was  his  impres- 
sion that  yon  now,  for  the  tirst  time,  expressed  the  opinion  tliat  the 
holding  of  such  places  was  impolitic.  However,  upon  the  information 
conveyed  in  a  letter  from  Lieutenant-(GommanderJ  Flusser  to  myself, 
which  was  received  this  raor)iing,  he  concluded  to  order  the  evacuation 
of  Plymouth.  1  have  directed  the  Underwriter  to  give  all  nettessary 
assistance  to  the  evacuating  force,  convoy  it  to  lioanoke  Island,  and 
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remain  thereabouts,  occasionally  making  reconnoissanccs  in  Albemarle

My  Dear  General:  I  have  received  this  evening  yours  of  the  12th 
instant.  Flusser  is  in  command  of  the  naval  operations  at  Washing- 
ton, N.  C,  and  the  Miami  is  ordered  there.  The  naval  force  tliere  will 
bo  considerable.  I  have  directed  Flusser  to  concert  a  plan  with  Gen- 
eral Naglee  for  a  joint  attack  to  raise  the  blockade  and  capture  the 
enemy  and  his  batteries  if  practicable.  I  have  sent  300  and  am  sending 
more  rounds  of  ammunition  there.  I  admire  your  pluck  and  I  antici- 
])ate  success  for  you. 

We  have  had  quite  an  affair  in  the  Nansemond  between  our  flotilla 
and  the  rebel  batteries  and  sharpshooters,  the  enemy  having  made 
lively  demonstrations  here  to  cross,  threatening  General  Peck's  rear. 
Tliis  has  been  done,  1  suppose,  to  prevent  reenforcements  from  being 
sent  from  here  to  you.  Troops  are  now  arriving  from  the  Potomac,  and  I 
now  go  to  Fortress  Monroe  to  urge  that  reenforcements  be  sent  to  you. 
Tiie  indications  are  that  the  enemy  are  leaving  this  vicinity  this  after- 
noon. I  hope  you  have  been  able  to  hold  out.

I  have,  given  the  necessay  orders  to  the  gunboats.  It  is  <|uite  possible 
[that]  they  may  strike  at  this  place,  (ieneral  Foster  has  reconsidered 
his  determination  to  evacuate  Plymouth,  and  therefore  gunboats  must 
be  kej>t  there  for  the  protection  of  the  army.  I  had  given  orders  for 
tlie  withdrawal  of  all  the  boats;  that  the  army  should  be  convoyed  as 
far  as  the  upper  end  of  lioanoke  Island,  and  that  the  Underwriter  should 
remain  there,  occasionally  cruising  in  the  upper  sounds,  looking  into 
the  rivers,  etc.  You  may  think  it  strange  that  arrivals  from  this  place 
reach  Hampton  Eoads  and  you  hear  nothing  from  me.  The  fact  is 
that  there  is  so  much  irregularity  in  the  departure  of  vessels  from  this 
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department,  often  at  a  Lall'-boiu's  notice,  tljat  I  do  not  hear  of  it  until 
too  late.  -  My  position  here  is  one  of  great  responsibility  and  frequently 
of  delicacy.  The  causes  for  the  latter  you  can  readily  appreciate  and 
understand.

General  report  of  Acting  Eear-Admiral  Lee,  TJ.  S.  Navy. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Keicport  Neics,  Va.,  April  18,  1863. 

Sir  :  In  my  telegraphic  dispatch  to  the  Navy  Department  of  7  p.  m. 
yesterday,  I  stated  that  General  Foster  had  escaped  from  Washing- 
ton, N,  G. 

I,  last  evening,  received  dispatches  of  the  12th  and  IGth  from  Com- 
mander Davenport,  who  is  still  at  New  Berne,  where  there  seemed  to 
be  apprehensions  of  an  attack. 

The  Delaware,  Valley  City,  and  Miami  had  arrived.  Commander 
Davenport  on  the  IGth  instant,  relieved  Commander  Townsend  in  the 
command  of  the  21iami,  which  remained  to  aid  in  the  defense  of  New 
B(3rue. 

On  the  14th  the  Hunchbacl;,  Southfield,  Valley  City,  Whitehead,  and 
Seymour  were  off  Maul's  Point  in  the  Pamlico  Eiver  below  the  batteries; 
the  Louisiana,  Commodore  Hull,  and  Geres  were  at  Washington,  the  last 
named  having  run  the  batteries  and  received  some  damage.  The 
Iliinchhaeli,  Southfield,  and  Valley  City  draw  too  much  water  to  attempt 
to  pass  the  batteries. 

The  Seymour  was  reported  disabled  in  her  steam  power  and  rifle. 

I  forward  herewith  a  sketch  sent  me  by  Commander  Davenport, 
exhibiting  the  position  of  the  batteries  on  the  Pamlico.  (See  No.  431). 
Commander  Davenport  writing  on  the  IGth,  at  New  Berne,  says  he  had 
ju.st  had  an  interview  with  General  Foster,  wlio  had  just  returned 
from  Washington,  N.  C.  "  He  seemed  to  be  very  sanguine  of  relieving 
Washington."  Commander  Davenport  adds  "  We  shall  be  compelled 
to  attack  those  batteries  with  the  gunboats." 

I  have  assigned  Lieutenant-Coinmaudcr  Flusser.to  the  command  at 
Washington.  Commander  Townsend  who  arrived  liere  this  morning 
lelt  New  Berne  on  the  ICth  and  reports  that  a  brigade  of  our  troops 
had  arrived  at  Beaufort  from  Port  Koyal.

S.  Navy,  regarding  the  execution  of  orders 
for  the  evacuation  of  Plymouth. 

U.  S.  S.  Undeewkiteb, 
Plymouth,  N.  C,  April  18,  1863. 
Sir  :   Yesterday  afternoon  I  received  your  communication  of  the  16th 
instant,  informing  me  that  this  ])lace  was  to  be  evacuated  and  directing 
me  to  render  such  assistance  as  might  be  in  my  power.    I  immediately 
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conferred  with  Colonel  Pickett,  commanding  this  ])ost.  He  was  very 
desirous  that  onr  forces  at  Wiiifield  should  be  withdrawn.  Therefore, 
at  his  re(iuest,  I  went  up  there  last  night.  Upon  my  arrival  there  I 
found  that  the  transport  steamer  John  Furron  was  already  there  and 
had  nearly  completed  the  embarkation  of  our  troo])s  at  tliat  point.  As 
soon  as  they  were  all  on  board,  I  set  tire  to  all  of  the  blockhouses,  etc., 
and  saw  them  thoroughly  destroyed.  All  the  public  property,  contra- 
bands, etc.,  were  removed  in  the  John  Farron. 

I  returned  to  this  place  this  morning  and  find  that  the  orders  for  its 
evacuation  have  been  countermanded.

U.  S.  S.  Louisiana, 
Off  Washington,  N.  C,  April  2S,  1863. 
My  Dear  Davenport:  Your  very  kind  and  complimentary  letter 
of  the  ITtli  instant  should  have  been  answered  without  delay,  but  1 
really  have  been  put  to  it  straightening  things  up  since  our  tight. 
MacDiarniid  and  Saltonstall,  as  well  as  myself,  return  you  our  thanks. 
If  we  only  had  the  proper  workmen,  all  repairs  could  be  made  here. 
There  is  but  one  part  of  the  Commodore  Hull  that  would  be  necessary 
to  send  north  for,  that  is  a  part  of  her  paddle  wheel ;  a  pattern  could 
be  sent  on,  the  flange  cast  and  sent  down  to  her;  two  or  three  ship 
ioiners  could  repair  her  light  works;  the  blacksmith's  work  Mr.  Lay 
could  do.  I  have  endeavored  to  do  all  in  my  power  for  the  good  of  the 
(iovernment.  Tlie  energies  of  the  enemy  have  been  far  beyond  any- 
thing I  could  con(;eive.  Between  dark  and  daylight  they  have  built  a 
road  of  logs,  also  sandbag  fort,  and  opened  lire  with  ll'-pounder  rifle 
gun ;  this  has  taken  place  in  three  different  places.  In  a  swamp  that 
you  sink  up  to  your  knees  to  get  through  they  jmt  a  32-pouiider  in  a 
position  that  to  transport  a  great  gun  to  appeared  wonderful;  but, 
thank  heaven,  everything  has  turned  out  for  tlie  best.  I  have  under- 
stood from  one  of  their  otticers,  taken  prisoner,  that  the  [intention]  of 
the  enemy  was  to  destroy  the  gunboats  [and]  then  assault  the  town. 
Tell  me  what  you  have  done  with  the  launches.  If  I'd  had  I  them]  when 
the  enemy's  infantry  guarded  the  [channel |,  they  would  have  been 
taught  a  lesson;  as  [it  was]  they  got  it  one  night.  1  hope  I  have  done 
all  right.

U.  S.  S.  Hetzel, 
New  Berne,  N.  C,  April  21,  ISGS. 
Admiral:  1  am  discharging  the  /y^'w^/taZZwith  all  dispatch.    The  con- 
dition of  her  cargo  is  so  deranged,  from  the  irregular  manner  in  which 
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aininuiiition  was  taken  from  her  by  tlie  vessels  at  Washington,  that  it  is 
very  difficult  to  select  that  which  we  require  here. 

Although  your  last  order  with  reference  to  her  cargo  directed  me  to 
take  the  whole  of  it,  I  shall,  in  obedience  to  your  previous  order,  send 
such  as  we  can  not  use  or  do  not  want  to  Beaufort  by  rail — the  X  and  XI 
inch,  etc.  We  have  had  much  rain  since  her  arrival,  which  has  inter- 
fered with  the  work.  I  sent  the  Seymour  to  report  to  you,  via  canal, 
directing  Acting  Master  Wells  to  find  out  at  Itoanoke  Islaiid  whether 
there  were  obstructious  in  the  canal  eitlier  by  being  blocked  up  or  by 
the  presence  of  guerrillas ;  if  so,  not  to  attempt  the  passage,  particularly 
not  to  do  [so]  unless  the  steamer  which  usually  ran  through  was  still 
making  her  regular  trips,  and  then  he  would  follow  her.  i!y  the  enclosed 
order  you  will  perceive  that  General  Foster  has  subdivided  this  depart- 
ment and  has  placed  a  brigade  at  Plymouth,  Washington,  and  some  at 
Beaufort — I  do  not  know  how  many— each  under  the  command  of  a 
brigadier-general.  I  shall  endeavor  so  to  dispose  of  the  gunboats  as  to 
aid  the  army  as  occasion  requires. 

I  send  by  to-day's  mail  the  official  reports  of  Commander  Renshaw, 
Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  MacDiarmid,  and  Acting  Master  Salton- 
stall,  whose  gallantry  was  so  conspicuous  that  nothing  that  I  can  say 
could  enhance  their  merits  and  their  claims  to  your  most  favorable  con- 
sideration. 

In  conclusion,  I  trust  that  the  course  I  pursued  under  the  trying  cir- 
cumstances in  which  I  was  placed  will  meet  with  your  approval,  the 
more  especially  as  it  was  in  consonance  with  the  views  of  thecommanding- 
general  left  here  in  the  absence  of  General  Foster.

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Keioport  News,  Va.,  May  24,  1863. 
Sir:  Lieutenant-Commander  Flusser,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Commo- 
dore Perry,  under  date  of  April  17,  reporting  to  me  that  he  was  on  his 
return  from  Washington  to  Plymouth,  expresses  his  opinion  that  the 
rebels  had  retired  from  before  Washington  after  a  fifteen  days'  fight 
(in  which,  as  he  states,  our  loss  was  ridiculously  small),  on  account  of 
the  want  of  provisions;  but  their  object  may  have  been  to  forage  in 
the  fertile  district  between  the  Neuse  and  Pamlico  rivers  and  Albe- 
marle Sound,  and  also  to  make  a  diversion. 

Commander  Davenport,  under  date  of  the  21st,  informs  me  that 
General  Foster  returned  from  Washington  to  New  Berne  overland, 
having  met  with  no  resistance.

Sir  :  My  No.  370  of  April  3,  383  of  April  7,  388  of  April  9,  397  of 
April  11,  399  of  April  12,  402  of  April  12,  429  of  April  18,  and  453  of 
A])ril  23,  contaiuert  in  formation  as  it  was  received  by  ine  from  time  to 
time  regarding  the  operations  of  the  gunboats  in  the  recent  demonstra- 
tions of  the  enemy  against  Washington,  N.  C,  on  the  Pandico  Itiver. 

I  beg  leave  to  present  herewith  the  official  reports  from  commanding 
oflicers  engaged  in  those  operations,  as  follows:

April  28.

E.  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  (x.  W.  Graves,  commanding  U.  S.  S. 
Lochicood. 

F.  Acting  Master  William  G.  Saltonstall,  commanding  IT.  S.  S.  Com- 
iiiofJore  Hull,  dated  April  20. 

G.  Acting  Master  V,.  Boomer,  commanding  U.  S.  sloop  Cranite,  dated 
April  27. 

It  appears  from  the  official  reports  that  the  investment  of  Washing- 
ton, N.  C,  by  the  enemy  lasted  eighteen  days.  Be  appeared  before 
our  intreuchnients  on  the  30th  of  March  and  retired  on  the  15th  of 
April. 

The  Loiiisidua  and  Commodore  Hull  were  at  the  time  stationed  at 
Washington,  and  on  the  ai)pearance  of  the  enemy  opened  fire  on  him. 
On  the  morning  of  the  31st  of  March  the  rebels  reoccapied  their  old 
works  about  7  miles  below  the  town, to  cut  off  thewatercommunicatious. 

At  5:  45  a.  m.  of  Ajjril  1,  the  enemy,  from  liodman's  Point,  about  a 
mile  and  three-quarters  below  the  town  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river, 
and  from  a  cornfield  a  short  distance  above,  opened  fire  on  the  Commo- 
dore Bull,  which  had  been  stationed  thereto  prevent  the  occupation  of 
the  ijoiut.  if  possible,  by  the  enemy.  The  tire  was  returned  with  spirit 
from  the  gunboats. 

After  a  sharp  action  of  an  hour  and  a  half,  in  endeavoring  to  change 
her  position,  tiie  Commodore  Hull  grounded,  and  so  remained  till  8  j). 
m.,  exjwsed  to  a  continued  and  accurate  fire,  which  she  gallantly 
returned  till  her  ammunition  was  exhausted. 

Fortunately,  though  much  cut  up,  the  Commodore  Hull  received  no 
vital  injury. 

Meanwhile  the  Ceres,  Loci-wood,  and  sloop  Granite,  and  subsequently 
the  Hunchback,-were  dispatched  from  New  Berne  by  Commander  Daven- 
port to  the  relief  of  the  besieged  force  at  Washington,  but  were  stopped 
below  Hill's  Point  by  the  reestablishment  of  the  enemy's  batteries 
there,  and  by  his  removal  of  the  buoys  at  the  old  obstructions. 

During  the  siege,  however,  hazardous  communications  were  opened 
by  boats  between  the  vessels  below  and  the  vessels  above  the  enemy's 
batteries,  thus  conveying  ammunition  and  dispatches.  On  the  3d  of 
April  the  Hotilla  below  Hill's  Point  was  reenforced  by  the  Southfield, 
Whitehead,  and  Seymour  from  Plymouth.

The  Louisiana,  Commodore  Hull,  and  an  aimed  transport  called  the 
Eaijle,  under  charge  of  Second  Assistant  Engineer  Lay  and  Paymaster 
W.' W.  Williams,  of  the  Louisiana,  as  volunteers,  were  almost  constantly 
engaged  with  the  enemy's  batteries  opposite  Washington  till  the  morn- 
ing of  the  4th,  when  the  Geres,  under  command  of  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  MacDiarmid,  made  a  gallant  dash  by  the  batteries  with  a 
supply  of  ammunition  and  joined  tlie  besieged  force  at  Washington, 

On  the  (ith  a  small  naval  battery  of  two  light  guns  was  established 
on  shore,  commanding  the  channel  from  above,  to  repel  any  attempt  on 
the  part  of  the  enemy  to  attack  the  gunboats  from  that  (juarter  by 
water. 

On  tlie  7th  instant  112,  on  the  <Sth  107,  and  on  the  !tth  55  shot  and 
shell  were  tired  by  the  enemy  on  the  gunboats  and  town  without 
intlictiug  serious  damage. 

At  midnight  after  the  10th,  when  the  firing  had  been  particularly 
severe,  Acting  Ensig)i  Da  Uamara,  of  the  Commodore  Hull,  arrived  from 
the  lower  Heet  with  a  schooner  loaded  with  naval  ammunition. 

On  tlie  12th  the  gunboats  silenced  and  destroyed  by  their  tire  a  bat- 
tery which  the  enemy  had  erected,  with  sand  bags  and  cotton  bales, 
abrciist  the  town,  and  which  for  several  days  jirevious  had  maintained 
an  active  and  dangerous  fire  on  the  gunboats. 

On  the  l.itli  the  rebel  boats,  filled  with  infantry  as  pickets  on  the 
river  between  the  forts,  were  driven  ashore  by  Acting  Volunteer  Lieu- 
tenant ^lacDiarmid  with  a  howitzer  on  a  small  schooner.  On  the  same 
night  the  army  transport  steamer  Escort  gallantly  ran  the  blockade 
with  reenforcemeuts  for  Washington,  having  safely  passed  Hill's  Point 
under  cover  of  the  gunboats  below. 

On  the  14th  and  15th  the  frequent  and  heavy  fire  from  the  enemy's 
batteries  was  occasionally  returned  by  the  gunboats. 

Meanwhile  the  gunboats  below  Hill's  Point  held  themselves  in  readi- 
ness, under  command  of  Lieutenant-Commander  McCann,  of  the  Hunch- 
hurl;,  to  cooperate  with  the  troops  who  were  there  in  transports,  either 
to  cover  their  attempt  to  run  the  batteries,  to  reenforce  the  garrison  at 
Washington,  or  to  land  and  capture  the  Hill's  Point  works;  neither  of 
which  operations  was  attempted. 

This  battery,  which  I  hear  is  a  strong  natural  bank  or  earthwork, 
perforated  with  embrasures,  was  engaged  six  times  by  the  gunboats 
without  apparent  effect.  In  view  of  tlie  necessity  of  their  presence 
below  Hill's  Point  to  cooperate  with  the  proposed  movements  of  the 
troops  atloat  and  with  those  of  the  troops  which  started  overland  from 
Xew  Berne  with  the  ultimate  pur]>ose  of  reducing  this  battery,  it  was 
not  considered  expedient  to  run  the  blockade  of  the  river  with  thtse 
gunboats. 

On  the  morning  of  the  15th  the  steamer  Escort  returned  with  Major- 
General  Foster  on  board,  passing  the  Hill's  Point  battery  under  cover 
of  our  fire.  Blount's  Creek  was  watched  by  the  gunboats  and  the 
rebel  earthworks  there  were  shelled  on  the  15th,  causing  the  enemy  to 
withdraw  his  guns. 

The  next  day  the  enemy  suddenly  disappeared  from  his  intrench- 
ments  before  Washington  and  from  his  works  on  the  river  and  the 
siege  was  raised. 

I  am  proud  to  be  able  to  assure  the  Department  that  the  credit  of 
the  Navy  has  been  well  sustained  in  these  operations  by  both  officers 
and  men. 

Commander  Itenshaw,  at  Washington,  and  Lieutenant-Commander 
McCann,  below  in  the  river,  conducted  affairs  with  prudence  and  judg- 
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nieut,  the  former  in  his  position  of  severe  trial  exhibited  energy  and 
resource,  meeting-  the  various  emergeucies  of  the  siege  with  prompt- 
ness and  decision. 

Acting  Vohmteer  Lieutenant  JNIacDiarmid  strengthened  the  confi- 
dence of  his  superior  otiicers  in  his  well-known  zeal  by  repeated  acts  of 
enterprise.  This  gallant  otticer  I  commend  to  the  especial  notice  of  the 
1  )epartnient.     1  hope  soon  to  be  enabled  to  give  him  a  better  command. 

The  Department  has  promptly  and  generously  recognized  by  promo- 
tion the  steady  and  faithful  gallantry  with  which  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  Saltonstall  fought  his  disabled  vessel  for  nearly  an  entire 
day  against  heavy  odds,  and  his  good  conduct  during  the  progress  of 
the  siege.  I  will  be  glad  to  have  him  in  command  of  an  efiQcient  light- 
draft  on  the  outside  blockade,  where,  I  think,  he  would  render  good 
service. 

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  (Graves  and  Acting  Master  [F.  S.] 
"Wells  (since  promoted  for  gallantry)  are  both  commended  for  their 
activity  and  efiicient  services. 

In  conveying  ammunition,  supplies,  and  dispatches  in  boats  under 
the  rebel  tire.  Acting  Ensign  DaCamara,  of  the  Commodore  Hull;  Act- 
ing Master's  Mate  McKeever,  of  the  Louisiana,  and  Acting  Master's 
Mates  A.  II.  Hicks  and  Edward  Austin,  of  the  Lockivood,  displayed 
excellent  spirit. 

Acting  Master  Francis  Josselyn,  Acting  Ensigns  J.  O.  Johnson  and 
J.  B.  Da  Camara,  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  A.  F.  Ilaradou,  of  the 
Commodore  Hull;  Acting  Master's  Mate  Henry  W.  Wells,  Acting  Sec- 
ond Assistant  Engineer  H.  Ratierty,  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer 
■  luhn  S.  Harper,  and  Paymaster's  Steward  John  C.  Cross,  of  the  Gcre.i, 
are  recommended  to  especial  notice  for  their  good  conduct  and  bravery 
in  battle. 

I  cordially  unite  with  their  several  commanding  officers  in  recom- 
mending Acting  Ensigns  J.  B.  Da  C.imara  and  J.  O.  Johnson,  of  the 
Commodore  Hull;  Acting  Master's  Mates  H.  W.  Wells,  of  the  Ceres,  and 
A.  H.  Hicks,  of  the  Lockicood,  for  promotion. 

The  accomi)anying  reports  represent  the  casualties,  as  follows: 

Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  Thomas  Mallahan,  of  the  Ceres, 
killed.  One  man  of  the  Ceres  mortally  wounded,  and  three  men  of  the 
Commodore  Hull  slightly  wounded.

Admiral:  In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  24th  instant,  calling  for 
my  utlicial  report  of  the  recent  affair  at  Washington,  I  have  the  honor 
to  state  that  upon  the  first  information  of  tiie  attack  I  dispatched  the 
JMclwood,  Ceres,  Granite,  and  Hunchback  to  their  relief,  the  latter  taking 
an  ordnance  schooner  in  tow.  I  also  directed  Lieutenant-Commander 
Flusser  to  send  all  the  boats  he  could  spare  from  Albemarle  Sound  to 
Washington,  keeping  in  view  your  instructions  with  regard  to  weaken- 
ing New  Berne  and  Plymouth.  I  directed  Lieutena.itCommander 
McCann  to  exercise  his  sound  discretion  and  Judgment,  and  to  cooper- 
ate with  the  array  in  such  movements  as  should  be  decided  upon  by 
the  commanding  general. 
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From  the  official  reports  of  Comuiaiuler  Eeusbaw,  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieuteiiiint  MacOiarmid,  and  Actins  Master  Saltonstall,  which  I  have 
already  forwarded,  you  will  perceive  that  they  behaved  in  a  most  gal- 
lant manner,  and  1  most  respectfully  commend  these  officers  and  all 
under  their  command  to  your  most  favorable  consideration,  and  I  trust 
that  Lieutenant  MacDiarmid,  for  his  zeal  ajid  bravery  in  running  the 
blockade,  will  obtain  a  better  command. 

These  reports  will  also  give  you  a  statement  of  the  damages  sus- 
tained by  the  several  vessels  and  a  list  of  the  casualties. 

Lieutenant-Commander  McGaiin  informs  me  that  Aethig  Master 
^Yells.  of  the  steamer  Seymonr,  was  ])articularly  zealous  and  energetic 
in  the  performance  of  his  duty  and  in  maiiiiig  the  vessel  under  his 
command  useful. 

The  pilots  stated  their  iiuibility  to  take  any  of  the  vessels  up  by  the 
barricade  in  tlie  absence  of  the  buoys. 

I  refer  you  to  Lieutenant-Commander  McCaun's  report  of  the  18th 
for  an  account  of  the  operations  of  tiie  gunboats  below  Hill's  Point 
from  the  5th  instant  until  the  siege  was  raised. 

On  the  morning  of  the  Kith  the  Whitehead  arrived  at  New  Berne 
from  Washington  with  the  information  that  the  siege  of  that  place  was 
abandoned.  After  becoming  fully  convinced  that  the  enemy  had 
retreated,  1  ordered  the  several  vessels  at  Washington  to  resume  their 
original  stations.

StR :  I  most  respectfully  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  eighteen  days' 
in\('stment  of  this  place  by  tlie  rebels.  They  appeared  before  our 
entrenchments  about  S  p.  m.,  30th  March.  The  fort  and  gunboats 
Louisiana  and  Commodore  Hull  opened  tire  on  them  and  continued 
nearly  an  hour.  When  informed  from  shore  |  that]  the  enemy  [had]  dis- 
appeared, ceased  firing. 

A  small  infantry  force  we  had  sent  to  Rodman's  farm  was  driven  off 
the  same  night.  On  the  31  st  March  I  directed  the  Commodore  Hull  to 
guard  that  ])oint  and  prevent  a  battery  being  erected,  having  under- 
stood one  had  opened  tire  at  Hill's  Point,  7  miles  below,  which  prevented 
reenforcements  coming  through  that  were  to  follow  General  Foster;  also 
manned  a  small  schooner,  giving  charge  to  Mr.  Gilbert,  a  citizen,  who 
is  an  apt  hand  in  such  matters,  to  communicate  with  vessels  below, 
requesting  ammunition  to  be  sent  me  without  delay;  he  performed  tliis 
duty  thoroughly. 

At  daybreak,  1st  April,  two  batteries  opened  fire  on  the  gunboats  and 
town;  one  at  Kodman's,  about  1^  miles  distant  below,  consisting  of  two 
Whitwortli  and  one  Parrott  rifled  guns;  the  other,  one  32-pounder  some 
distance  above  Hodman's.  The  wind  blowing  very  fresh  from  the  north- 
ward and  westward,  leaving  but  little  water  in  the  river,  the  Louisiana 
could  scarcely  be  sprung  to  bring  her  broadside  to  bear  on  the  u))per 
battery;  but  the  enemy's  tire  was  returned  briskly  by  all  the  boats. 
Between  8  and  9  o'clock  a.  m.  the  Commodore  Hull  was  compelled  to 
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c"hange  her  position,  but  grounded  after  moving-  a  short  distance.  Our 
amniuiiition  becoming  limited,  and  as  I  thought  only  sullicient  to  defend 
an  assault  on  the  town,  which  was  threatened,  I  ordered  the  boats  to 
lire  an  occasional  shot  and  keep  the  men  well  secured.  Second  Assist- 
ant Engineer  John  L.  Lay  and  Assistant  Paymaster  W.  W.  Williams 
volunteering  to  take  charge  of  the  guns  on  board  transi)ort  Eagle,  I 
(l.rected  them  to  do  so.  They  have  done  good  service  and  acted  to  my 
entire  satisfaction.  At  4  p.  m.  Acting  Master's  Mate  jMcKeever,  of  the 
Louisiana,  ran  the  blockade  in  a  small  sailboat  for  ammunition,  the 
enemy's  batteries  firing  twenty  shots  at  him,  but  without  effect.  About 
sundown  firing  ceased  on  both  sides.  I  then  sent  word  to  Acting  Mas- 
ter W.  G.  Saltonstall,  when  he  could  get  atloat,  to  put  his  vessel  in  the 
best  position  to  defend  the  town,  and  as  much  out  of  range  of  the  enemy's 
batteries  as  possible,  he  having  been  perfectly  riddled,  the  light  works 
only  having  suffered.  Three  of  lier  men  were  slightly  injured  by  the 
dismounting  of  one  of  her  howitzers.  Sent  Carpenter  Mills,  of  the 
Louisiana,  to  repair  the  carriage  as  soon  as  possible. 

At  midnight  the  Commodore  Hull  took  position  abreast  the  town. 
Mr.  ]\lcKeever  returned  and  informed  me  that  ammunition  would  be 
sent.  The  2d  instant  121  shot  and  shells  of  various  calibers  and  descrip- 
tions were  fired  at  the  gunboats  and  town  by  the  enemy  without  doing 
any  material  damage.  After  consulting  with  General  Foster  I  ordered 
that  no  notice  should  be  taken  by  returning  their  fire.  Tlie  enemy  was 
busily  engaged  during  the  latter  part  of  the  day  erecting  batteries 
opposite  our  entrenchments. 

3d  instant,  together  with  the  two  batteries  that  had  been  playing 
on  us,  a  third  one  opened  directly  abreast  of  us,  containing  a  rifled 
12-pounder,  distant  about  (iOO  yards.  They  succeeded  in  firing  five 
shots,  when  it  was  silenced,  our  shells  completely  demolishing  tlie  work. 
The  other  two  batteries  fired  ninety-eight  shot  and  shell  during  the  day. 
Our  gunboats  below  showed  themselves  off  Hill's  Point,  but  soon 
dropped  behind  Swan  Point. 

4th  instant,  7 :  30  a.  m.,  the  U.  S.  S.  Ceres,  Acting  Volunteer  Lieuten- 
ant MacDiarmid,  commanding,  arrived,  having  run  the  blockade.  He 
was  fired  on  at  Hill's  Point,  but  not  from  Eodman's  or  the  batteries 
above.  This  act  of  his  received  universal  admiration.  He  had  ammuni- 
tion for  us.  At  12:30  p.  m.,  Eodman's  battery  being  reported  aban- 
doned, the  Ceres,  with  three  companies  of  infantry  on  board,  started  to 
occupy  that  place,  with  orders  to  return  if  the  battery  had  not  been 
removed.  When  well  toward  her  destination  two  guns  opened  fire;  sht 
turned  to  come  back,  but  the  river  being  so  low  she  grounded.  I  imme- 
diately sent  all  boats  to  her  assistance.  Neither  tlie  Louisiana,  Com- 
motlore  Hull,  nor  Eafjle  could  liave  got  near  her  on  account  of  low 
water.  Fortunately  no  damage  was  done,  excepting  two  men  were 
wounded  by  tlie  enemy's  shrapel.  While  the  Ceres  was  aground  she 
did  good  work  with  her  guns.  From  want  of  ammunition,  or  being 
deceived  by  her  ap])earance,  the  enemy  ceased  tiring,  and  all  the  troops, 
fortunately,  were  safely  landed.  I  directed  a  scow  to  be  sent  to  lighten 
the  Ceres,  which  was  promptly  accompli-shed,  and  tlie  little  steamer 
resumed  her  place  opposite  the  town  at  midnight. 

Sunday,  5th  instant,  no  firing  from  either  side ;  the  usual  duties  of 
naval  vessels  were  performed. 

Gth  instant,  an  occasional  shot  from  32  pounder  in  upper  rebel  bat- 
tery. The  enemy  busy  at  Rodman's,  building  a  raft  and  clearing  the 
woods.  About  4  p.  m.  an  explosioii  at  tliat  point,  followed  by  the  burn- 
ing of  a  large  building.    At  S  p.  ni.  started  a  dummy  down  the  river. 
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The  wind  being  light  and  the  tide  slack,  it  did  not  arrive  off  Rodman's 
till  nearly  1 1  p.  ni.,  when  they  opened  lire  from  their  battery  upon  it, 
also  volleys  of  musketry. 

7th  instant,  having  been  informed  that  the  enemy  were  fitting  a 
steamer  and  two  Hats  to  come  down  the  river;  also  that  they  were  well 
protected  by  cotton  bales,  I  conferred  with  General  Foster,  and  deter- 
mined to  build  a  naval  battery  in  a  position  that  commanded  the  chan 
nel  above.  At  10  p.  m.  a  30-pouuder  Parrott  gun  from  the  Geres  and  a 
lL'j)ounder  rifled  howitzer  from  the  Louisiana  were  in  battery  ready  for 
action.  The  river  was  well  protected  2  miles  above  by  our  torpedoes. 
One  liundred  and  twelve  shot  and  shell  were  fired  from  the  enemy's 
batteries  during  the  day  at  the  gunboats  and  town  without  material 
injury.  None  were  replied  to  except  one  in  the  swamp,  which  was 
immediately  silenced. 

8tli  instant,  107  shot  and  shell  were  fired  at  the  gunboats,  without 
damage,  excepting  one  of  the  Commodore  IluWa  i)addle  wheels  being 
struck  and  a  shell  exploding  aboard,  doing  no  damage. 

9th  instant,  nothing  of  importance  occurred;  the  enemy  fired  55 
shot  and  shell  at  us,  of  which  no  notice  was  taken. 

loth  instant,  at  8  a.  m.,  four  rebel  batteries  opened  fire  on  our  fort 
and  intrenchments,  which  were  promptly  answered  by  the  fort  and 
blockhouses.  The  firing  continued  nearly  an  hour  without  intermission. 
Occasional  tiring  from  Rodman's  and  the  battery  above  at  the  gunboats 
and  town.  At  midnight  Acting  Master  Josselyn  and  Acting  Ensign 
Da  Camara,  of  the  Commodore  Hull,  arrived  from  the  lower  fleet, 
bringing  a  schooner  laden  with  naval  ammunition. 

11th  instant,  the  firing  at  Hodman's  was  devoted  mostly  to  our  earth 
works  below  the  town.    Five  rebel  batteries  also  opened  fire  on  our 
fort  and  intrenchments,  which  coiitinued  an  hour. 

IL'th  instant,  finding  that  the  enemy  had  repaired  their  fort  in  the 
swamp  abreast  of  ns  with  sand  bags  and  cotton  bales,  I  directed  the 
gunboats  to  tire  on  it,  at  the  same  time  ordering  small  pieces  of  port- 
tire  to  be  put  in  the  shells,  which  had  the  desired  effect  of  setting  fire 
to  the  cotton.  The  enemy,  under  the  galling  tire  of  the  gunboats, 
endeavored  to  extinguish  the  flames,  but  their  eftbrts  proved  unsuc- 
cessful. They  tlieu  placed  a  red  flag  with  a  dark  cross  directly  in  an 
embrasure  and  left  it.  When  we  ceased  tiring  there  was  but  little  ves- 
tige of  fort  or  flag  left.  One  hundred  and  four  shots  were  fired  during 
the  day  at  the  gunboats  and  town;   the  latter  suffered  slightly. 

l.?th  instant,  our  batteries  on  shore  fired  a  few  shots,  but  no  response 
from  the  enemy.  Rodman's  and  the  battery  containing  the  32-pounder 
above  tired  l-'O  shots  at  the  gunboats  and  town.  The  E(t(jle  was  struck 
twice,  producing  but  little  injury,  At  5  p.  m.  a  30-pounder  rifle  gun 
opened  fire  on  the  Louisiana,  one-half  mile  distant  on  the  New  ]ierne 
road,  doing  no  damage  except  cutting  some  of  the  light  rigging  and 
blocks  away,  the  shots  mostly  passing  over  and  taking  effect  in  the 
town.  This  gun  was  silenced  in  fifteen  minutes  by  the  Louisiana. 
During  the  night  I  directed  the  mastheads  to  be  decorated  witli  bushes 
to  correspond  with  the  woods,  the  enemy  having  range  of  us  from  both 
sides.  Having  understood  that  the  rebel  infantry  were  in  the  habit  of 
keeping  guard  on  the  river  below  to  prevent  our  small  boats  coming 
through,  I  ordered  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  MacDiarmid  to  take 
any  small  schooner  he  could  find,  mount  a  howitzer,  and  drive  the  rebel 
pickets  from  the  water.  About  10  p.  m.  he  encountered  the  rebel  boats 
tilled  with  infantry.     After  exchajging  a  few  shots  they  were  com- 
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pelled  to  retire,  since  which  time  they  have  not  ventured  on  the  river 
to  prevent  our  small  boats  from  passing  up  and  down. 

At  11 : 1'o  p.  m.  transport  steamer  Escort  gallantly  ran  the  blockade 
with  reenforcements  for  our  army. 

14th  instant,  the  enemy  attempted  to  again  raise  their  tiag  on  the 
sivamp  battery.  A  few  well  directed  shell  from  the  Commodore  Hull 
tore  it  to  i)iecos.  At  meridian,  eueniy  opened  lire  with  six  batteries  on 
the  fort  and  intrenchnients,  which  was  replied  to  by  our  forces. 

loth  instant,  same  rebel  batteries  opened  fire  on  our  fort  and 
intrenchinents;  continued  forty-five  minutes.  The  firing  from  Eod- 
man's  and  the  battery  above  took  place  at  intervals  during  the  day. 
After  sundown  the  tiring  became  morerapid  and  continued  until  nearly 
10  o'clock  p.  ni. 

16th  instant,  deserters  came  in  and  informed  us  the  enemy  were 
leaving.  Discovering  that  the  guns  had  been  removed  from  liodman's 
Point,  I  ordered  the  Commodore  Mull,  Geren,  and  Uai/lc  to  shell  the 
point  well  before  landing  our  troops.  Acting  Third  Assistant  lOngi- 
neer  Thomas  Mallahan,  of  the  Ceres,  while  attempting  to  land  in  one 
of  her  boats,  was  killed  by  a  musket  ball.  The  gunboats  below  tele- 
graphed that  guns  on  Hill's  Point  had  been  removed,  and  wished  to 
know  if  they  sliould  come  up.  1  answered  in  the  affirmative,  and  after- 
wards ordered  them  not  to  pass  Eodnian's,  to  thoroughly  shell  the 
woods,  as  we  wished  to  land  troops  and  occupy  the  place.  Between  4 
and  5  o'clock  p.  m.  the  troops  were  landed,  in  compauy  with  the  how- 
itzer and  crew  of  the  Louisiana,  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate 
McKecver,  after  which  I  directed  the  lower  fleet  to  return  to  their 
respective  stations.  With  regard  to  their  movements  while  lying  below 
Hill's  Point  I  know  nothing;  they  had  no  orders  to  reiwrt  to  me; 
Lieutenant  Commander  McCann,  of  the  Hunchbacl;,  kindly  forwarded 
ammunition,  for  which  1  have  thanked  him. 

I  forgot  to  mention  on  the  14th  instant  the  steamer  Escort,  with 
General  Foster  on  board,  ran  the  blockade  under  a  galling  fire  from  six 
guns  on  Rodman's  battery. 

Concluding  this  rei)ort,  I  would  state  that  the  best  feeling  and  most 
cheerful  cooperation  of  the  two  arms  of  defense  at  Washington,  N.  C, 
made  us  very  formidable. 

1  earnestly  wish  that  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  MacDiarmid  may 
have  a  better  command. 

Acting  Master  Saltonstall,  of  the  Commodore  Hull,  has  acquitted 
himself  in  a  gallant  and  officer-like  manner. 

I  also  wish  to  bring  before  your  notice  Acting  Master's  Mates  n.  W. 
Wells,  of  the  Ceres,  and  E.  McKeever,  of  the  Louisiaua,  for  untiring 
assistance;  Acting  Master  William  F.  Pratt,  of  steamer  ISouthJield,  was 
also  of  assistance  to  me. 

To  all  the  oflicers  and  men  under  my  comma. id,  for  their  untiring 
zeal,  unceasing  energy,  and  determined  bravery  displayed  during  the 
siege  and  opposed  to  an  enemy  su2)erior  in  numbers,  1  return  my  sin- 
cere and  heartfelt  thanks.

SiE :  I  have  respectfully  to  inform  you  that  siuce  my  report  was  made 
of  the  late  siege  of  this  place,  I  have  discovered  that  the  enemy  burst 
four  of  his  guns  at  Rodman's  Point,  two  Whitworth  and  two  Parrott 
riHed,  the  two  latter  marked  Tredegar  Works,  Richmond.     Some  of  the 
pieces  have  been  found  in  an  old  well  at  the  above-named  point.

SiK:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  movements  of 
this  vessel  since  the  4th  instant: 

Early  on  the  morning  of  the  4th  instant  I  proceeded  to  the  Pamlico 
River  with  the  ordnance  schooner  [C.  S.\  Garstairs  in  tow,  but  in  con- 
seiiuence  of  a  gale  in  the  sounds  did  not  reach  the  squadron  of  gunboats 
and  transports  at  anchor  below  Uill's  Point  until  3  p.  m.  on  the  5th. 

Having  anchored  about  3,000  yards  from  the  point,  we  observed  the 
rebels  at  work  upon  the  battery  and  commenced  shelling  them  with 
100 -pounder  rifle  and  IX-inch  guns,  the  other  boats  joining  in,  while 
the  enemy  returned  a  deliberate  fire  from  a  Whitworth  rifle,  their  other 
guns,  two  Napoleons  and  a  20- pounder  rifle,  remaining  silent. 

1  consulted  Generals  Prince  and  Spinola,  and  ascertained  that  they 
had  abandoned  the  intention  of  landing  troops  from  the  transports  to 
cooperate  with  the  gunboats  in  occupying  this  point,  but  had  deter- 
mined to  run  the  batteries  with  the  steamers  Phamix  and  Allison,  each 
with  a  schooner  in  tow,  crowded  with  troops.  The  pilots  were  doubt- 
ful of  finding  the  channel,  and  four  hours  after  the  time  agreed  upon 
for  us  to  cover  tlie  passage  of  these  vessels  through  the  blockade  not  a 
vessel  was  in  motion,  and  this  plan  was  ultimately  given  over. 

The  pilots  still  hesitate  about  getting  us  through  the  spilings  with- 
out the  buoys  being  down,  and  they  had  been  removed. 

If  there  had  been  no  other  objections  to  running  the  gunboats  past 
the  batteries  at  Hill's  and  Swan  points  than  our  inability  to  silence 
them.  1  could  not  see  the  advantage  gained  in  placing  them  between 
the  batteries  at  Hill's  and  Rodman's  points,  but  by  remaining  near 
Blount's  Creek  until  the  army  was  ready  to  occupy  these  jioints  we 
could  have  had  the  use  of  all  the  boats  to  cover  the  land  forces  in 
crossing  the  creek  and  to  light  the  batteries  above. 

Your  order  of  the  Oth  instant  to  be  on  the  lookout  for  General  Spi- 
nola's  expedition  marching  overland  fioni  New  Berne  to  drive  the 
enemy  across  Blount's  Creek  for  the  purpose  of  afterwards  capturing 
Uill's  Point  battery  was  another  reason  for  not  running  the  blockade. 

We  engaged  the  Hill's  Point  battery  three  times  without  silencing  it, 
and  on  consultation  with  the  commanding  otlicers  it  was  deemed 
improper  to  attempt  to  run  the  gunboats  through  toward  Rodman's 
until  a  demonstration  was  made  by  the  army.  I  trust  my  action  in 
this  instance  has  met  your  approval  as  well  as  Commander  Renshaw's. 

On  the  7th  instant,  at  3  p.  in.,  we  again  attacked  Hill's  Point  battery, 
which  returned  our  fire  as  before. 
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In  accordance  with  your  order,  we  have  furnished  every  facility  for 
the  supplying  of  ammunition  and  x)rovisions  at  Wasliinjiton;  we  have 
done  all  in  our  power  to  execute  the  plan  of  the  general. 

On  the  11th  instant  General  Palmer  arrived  in  the  Escort  with  the 
intention  of  running  her  past  the  batteries  with  reenforcemeuts  and 
ammunition  for  Washington.  On  the  morning  of  the  12th  instant 
the  general  had  determined  to  run  her  through  by  daylight.  At  5 
o'clock  we  engaged  the  battery  while  the  IJtscortvfus  lying  by,  all  ready 
to  start  up  should  we  succeed  in  silencing  the  enemy's  guns.  They 
returned  a  steady  tire  from  a  ritle  gun  for  thirty-five  minutes,  Avhen  the 
general  concurred  with  me  that  it  was  not  prudent  to  endeavor  to 
run  her  up  at  daylight.  The  attempt  was  made  at  night,  but  a  dense 
fog  again  prevented  a  further  movement.  However,  at  9  o'clock  p.  m. 
on  the  13th  instant  the  Escort  ran  past  Hill's  i'oiut  in  safety,  under 
cover  of  the  gunboats. 

At  10  o'clock  heard  heavy  firing  from  Hill's  Point  and  Swan  Point 
batteries.  I  Avent  up  in  the  Wliitiheud  near  the  obstructions,  but  see- 
ing no  vessels  on  the  blockade  returned  to  the  anchorage.  Soon  after 
Mr.  McKeever  came  on  board  in  a  cutter  and  informed  me  that  Cajitain 
MacUiarmid  was  under  the  battery  in  a  schooner,  becalmed.  I  sent 
the  Whitehead  up  and  brought  her  down. 

At  daylighton  the  15lh  instant  1  discovered  the ^scor^  coming  down, 
and  ordered  the  gunboats  to  move  up  and  engage  the  battery  while 
she  passed.  A  heavy  tire  was  opened  u])on  her  from  the  upper  guns 
on  the  bluft'  but  there  was  no  reply  to  our  firing. 

General  Foster  desired  uje  to  observe  the  movements  of  the  enemy 
near  Blount's  Greek.  I  sent  the  Valley  City  in  to  shell  the  earthworks 
there,  when  the  enemy  opened  upon  her  with  a  rifle  gun  and  light  field- 
piece.  The  Hunchback,  Southfield,  and  Whitehead  opened  upon  them, 
when  the  enemy  withdrew  his  guns. 

On  the  morning  of  the  IGth,  the  steamer  Eagle,  of  the  upper  squad- 
ron, was  seen  firing  at  Rodman's  Point,  and  there  being  no  reply,  I  sent 
the  signal  officer  on  board  the  Southfield  to  open  communication  with 
Washington.  It  was  soon  reported  that  the  enemy  was  retiring  from 
the  siege,  I  then  steamed  up  near  Hill's  Point,  but  found  it  deserted. 
Commander  Eenshaw  signalized  us  to  go  up  to  Washington,  as  the 
enemy,  except  infantry,  at  Kodman's  farm  had  retreated.  At  3  p.  m.  we 
anchored  oil'  Rodman's  Point,  followed  by  the  iSouthfield,  Whitehead, 
and  Seymour,  and  shelled  the  woods  and  earthworks  there. 

I  communicated  with  Commander  Renshaw,  stated  my  reasons  for 
not  running  the  batteries  on  my  arrival  below.  He  replied  that  Avhat  I 
had  done  was  satisfactory,  and  ordered  me  to  return,  in  accordance 
with  your  orders,  to  New  Berne. 

I  arrived  here  with  the  vessel,  and  the  Seymour  in  tow,  at  G  o'clock 
this  morning.

U.  S.  S.  Ceres, 
Off  Rodman^ s  Point,  Pamlico  River,  April  18,  1863. 
Sir:  In  obedience  to  orders  received  from  Commander  H.  K.  Daven- 
port, 1  left  New  Berne  about  11  p.  m.  on  the  evening  of  the  1st  instant 
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to  report  to  the  senior  officer  at  Wasliiiigtoii,  N.  C;  arrived  iu  the 
ramlico  River  about  i  p.  in.  on  tlie  2d  instant,  conferred  with  Brigadier- 
General  Prince,  commanding  the  military  forces  on  hoard  the  transports 
below  Hill's  Point,  and  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  G.  W,  Graves, 
commanding  U.  S.  S.  Loclcwood.    At  the  request  of  General  Prince  1 
fired  nine  rounds  from  the  forward  30-pounder  Parrott  gun  at  the  bat 
tery  on  Hill's  Point.    The  enemy  did  not  reply.    At  8  p.  m.,  dispatched 
three  boats  with  32-pounder  ammunition  for  the  garrison  at  Washing- 
ton.   They  returned  at  4: .JO  a.m.,  3d  instant,  with  a  bearer  of  dis- 
patches for  the  army  and  a  communication  from  you  to  myself.    The 
pilot  of  the  Louisiana  accompanied  them  with  a  request  from  you  that 
1  should  lay  the  buoys  in  the  channel  if  possible  that  night,  the  enemy 
having  removed  the  buoys  a  few  evenings  previous.    About  3 :  30  p.  m^ 
U.  S.  steamers  Southfield,  Whitehead,  and  Seymour  arrived.    At  3 :  lo 
p.  m.,  in  obedience  to  orders  received  from  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant 
C.  F.  W.  Behm,  got  underway,  in  company  with  U.  S.  steamers  South- 
Held,  Whitehead,  and  Lochtoood,  to  attack  the  battery  on  Hill's  Point. 
Proceeded  within  easy  range  of  the  battery  and  commenced  firing. 
\  p.  m.,  in  obedience  to  signal  from  the  Southfield,  ceased  firing.    8:30 
]).  m.,  took  five  boats  in  tow,  loaded  with  ammunition,  and  towed  them 
as  far  as  tlie  obstrnctious  iu  the  river.    The  boats  proceeded  toward 
Washington,  after  which,  in  company  with  Acting  Master  F.  S.  Wells, 
commanding  U.  S.  S.  Seymour,  and  the  pilot  of  the  Louisiana,  placed 
two  buoys  in  the  channel  where  the  obstructions  had  been  removed. 
Midnight,  went  alongside  transport  steamer  Thomas  Colycr,  and  took 
on  board  as  much  ammunition  as  I  could  carry  without  seriously  reduc- 
ing the  speed  of  the  vessel.    3  a.  ni.,  4th  instant,  started  to  pass  the 
battery  on  Hill's  Point.    3 :  30  a.  m.,  when  abreast  of  the  battery,  enemy 
opened  a  heavy  fire  on  us,  but  fortunately  without  effect.    4  a.  m.,  came 
to  anchor  2  miles  below  the  battery  on  Kodinan's  Point.    As  the  pilot 
was  not  willing  to  pass  the  battery  in  the  night,  owing  to  the  intricate 
channel  between  Rodman's  Point  and  Washington,  dispatched  the  cut- 
ter, in  command  of  the  executive  ofiflcer,  to  inform  you  that  the  Ceres 
was  below  liodman's  Point,  and  to  request  that  you  would  open  fire  on 
the  battery  while  we  were  passing  it.    6  a.  m.,  got  underway  and  pro- 
ceeded toward  Washington;  opened  fire  on  the  battery  as  soon  as  the 
guns  would  bear  on  it;  passed  it  without  receiving  a  shot  from  the 
enemy.    7  a.  m.,  arrived  alongside  U.  S.  S.  Louisiana  and  reported  to 
you ;  delivered  ammunition  to  the  gunboats  and  garrison. 

At  12:30  ]).  m.  went  alongside  the  wharf  at  Washington  and  took 
on  board  a  detachment  of  troops  for  the  purpose  of  occupying  Rodman's 
Point;  1  p.  m.,  got  underway  and  proceeded  toward  the  point.  When 
about  1,200  yards  off  the  point,  the  enemy  opened  fire  with  two  guns 
upon  us.  While  endeavoring  to  turn  around  in  the  channel  the  vessel, 
owing  to  the  narrowness  of  the  channel  and  the  lowness  of  the  tide, 
unfortunately  grounded;  returned  fire  from  the  after  Parrott  30-pounder; 
owing  to  the  crowded  state  of  the  vessel  with  troops,  could  not  fire  as 
rapidly  as  we  could  have  done  had  the  decks  been  clear.  Small  boats 
from  Washington  came  promptly  to  our  assistance;  transported  the 
troops  to  the  Washington  side  as  rapidly  as  possible.  After  landing 
the  troops,  opened  fire  upon  the  battery  with  both  rifled  guns  and  a 
24-pounder  Dahlgren  howitzer.  At  4  p.  in.  a  shell  from  the  forward 
30-pounder  Parrott  gun,  fired  by  Acting  Master's  Mate  H.  W.  Wells, 
dismounted  one  of  the  enemy's  guns.  They  immediately  ceased  firing 
and  drew  their  other  gun  out  of  battery  to  another  embrasure.  8  p.  in., 
a  scow  came  down  to  our  assistance;  discharged  everything  on  board, 
with  the  exception  of  ammunition  and  guns,  that  would  have  a  tend- 
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encyto  lighten  the  vessel.  At  11  p.  m.  vessel  Hoated;  proceeded 
toward  Washington;  grounded  again,  but  succeeded  in  working  off, 
and  arrived  at  Washington  at  2  a.  in.,  oth  instant.  April  (>,  no  tiring. 
April  7,  dismounted  the  after  Parrott  30-pounder  gun  and  mounted  it 
in  a  battery  on  shore  to  command  the  approaches  from  Pactolus. 
Detailed  a  gun"s  crew  under  command  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  11.  W. 
Wells  and  Acting  Third  Assistant  Engineer  John  S.  Harper  to  tight 
it.  April  S,  8:30  a.  m.,  enemy  opened  tire  from  Hodman's  Point,  a 
31!  pounder  abreast  of  the  fleet,  and  a  gun  in  the  swamp.  Gunboats 
succeeded  in  silencing  the  swamp  battery,  it  only  tiring  twice.  April  9, 
11  a.  m.,  enemy  o])ened  fire  from  Rodman's  and  the  3D  pounder.  None 
of  their  shots  struck  this  vessel.  April  10,  y  a.  ni.,  enemy's  batteries 
oi)cned  on  the  fort  outside  the  town,  the  battery  at  Rodman's  firing 
occasionally  at  the  fleet;  during  the  afternoon  enemy  keeping  up  a  con- 
tinuous fire  from  Rodman's  Point  and  the  32pounder.  April  11,  during 
the  afternoon,  enemy  tiring  from  Rodman's  Point  and  the  32-pounder. 
April  12,  fired  three  rifled  shot  at  the  battery  in  the  swamp.    April 

13,  battery  on  Rodman's  Point  opened  fire  on  the  fleet.  3 :  30  a.  m., 
enemy  opened  tire  with  a  rifled  30pounder  gun  apparently  from  the 
crossroads;  returned  tire;  presume  that  the  gunboats  silenced  it,  as 
they  ceased  tiring  immediately  after  we  had  opened  fire  on  it.    April 

14,  occasional  firing  from  Rodman's  Point  and  the  32-pounder  gun. 
April  15,  enemy  opened  a  heavy  tire  upon  the  gunboats  from  Rodman's 
Point  and  the  32-pounder,  doing  very  little  dannige.  April  10,  9  a.  m., 
received  information  that  the  enemy  had  raised  the  siege.  In  obe- 
dience to  your  order  got  underway  and  proceeded  toward  Rodman's 
Point;  anchored  about  400  yards  from  the  battery.  Sent  a  boat  under 
command  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Harry  A.  Hudson  to  reconnoiter. 
When  about  100  yards  from  the  vessel  four  companies  of  siiarjishoot- 
ers  opened  a  fire  of  musketry,  killing  instantly  Thomas  Mallahan,  act- 
ing third  assistant  engineer;  opened  fire  on  the  enemy  immediately 
with  shell  and  shrapnel.  This  fire  was  kept  up  for  about  twenty 
minutes,  when  the  enemy  beat  a  hasty  retreat.  Proceeded  toward  Wash- 
ington and  took  on  board  a  detachment  of  the  Fifth  Rhode  Island 
Volunteers;  from  thence  proceeded  to  Rodman's  Point  and  landed 
them.  April  17  took  on  board  the  after  30-pounder  Parrott  gun  and 
mounted  it.  5  p.  m.,  took  on  board  two  buoys;  got  underway  and  laid 
them  in  the  channel  between  Rodman's  Point  and  Wasiiington. 
Anchored  off  Rodman's  Point  in  a  position  to  command  the  approaches 
to  it.  I  beg  to  call  your  particular  attention  to  the  gallaTit  conduct  and 
cool  bravery  displayed  by  Acting  Master's  Mate  Henry  W.  Wells.  No 
commanding  otticer  could  have  been  better  supported  than  I  was  by 
him.  I  hoi)e  the  Department  will  make  him  an  acting  ensign.  My 
thanks  are  due  to  Acting  Second  Assistant  Engineer  Hugh  Rafl'erty, 
Acting  Tliird  Assistant  Engineer  John  8.  Harper,  and  Paymaster's 
Steward  John  C.  Cross  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duty  under 
very  trying  circumstances.  The  crew  have  received  my  thanks.  I 
have  to  report  the  following  casualties: 

John  M.  Smith,  seaman,  mortally  wounded  April  4  (since  dead). 
Thomas  Mallahan,  acting  third  assistant  engineer,  killed  April  10. 
The  damage  done  to  the  vessel  is  trifling.     Subjoined  is  a  list  of 
ammunition  expended.

U.  S.  S.  LOCKWOOD, 

Off  New  Berne,  N.  G.,  April  7,  1863. 
Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  proceeded  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
31st  ultimo  to  Washington,  N.  C,  with  dispatches.  About  4  o'clock 
on  the  morning  of  the  1st  instant  passed  the  army  steamers  John  Farron 
and  EmUie,  with  two  schooners.  At  9  a.  m.  same  day  I  arrived  at  the 
obstructions  in  Pamlico  Kiver,  about  0  miles  below  Washington.  I 
found  the  buoys  had  been  removed,  and  abreast  of  me,  ou  the  port  hand, 
1  discovered  the  old  earthwork  on  Hill's  Point  had  been  reoccupied  by 
the  enemy,  who  had  five  pieces  of  artillery  mounted.  1  should  judge  I 
was  about  1,000  yards  distant  when  I  first  discovered  their  position. 
I  dropped  down  the  river  about  half  a  mile  and  came  to  anchor.  After 
remaining  about  half  an  hour,  without  any  demonstration  from  the  bat- 
tery, I  got  underway  and  proceeded  to  the  army  boats.  After  a  brief 
consultation  with  Brigadier-General  Spinola,  I  returned  to  within 
three-fourths  of  a  mile  of  the  battery  and  opened  fire  upon  it,  without 
eliciting  any  reply.  Their  object  seemed  to  be  to  get  my  vessel  between 
the  two  lines  of  spiling  before  they  made  any  demonstration.  During 
the  afternoon  I  received  two  of  the  general's  aids  on  board,  who  had 
dispatches  for  General  Foster,  and  ran  up  as  far  as  the  obstructions. 
Here  1  manned  a  small  boat  1  had  brought  for  the  purpose  with  five  of 
my  men,  directing  them  to  pull  past  the  forts  under  cover  of  my  fire, 
which  they  accomplished  successfully.  About  dusk  received  from  the 
Farron  20  kegs  powder  and  370  32-pounder  shells,  intending  to  run 
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past  the  battery  and  supply  the  boats  at  WashiTigton  when  an  oppor- 
tunity should  ofl'er.  On  the  morning  of  the  2d  instant,  in  company  with 
the  army  tug  Allison  and  sloop  Granite,  which  1  had  in  tow,  I  moved 
up  to  within  1,200  yards  of  the  battery  and  again  opened  fire  with  my 
32-pounder  and  12-pounder  ritle.  After  five  or  six  shots  1  succeeded 
in  dra\ying  their  fire,  which  was  directed  with  great  accuracy,  their  two 
out  I  of]  four  shots  hitting  me,  tlie  first  througli  tlie  pilot  house  and  smoke- 
staclv,  about  3  feet  above  the  steam  chimney,  the  second  through  the 
engine  room,  striking  the  steam  pipe  and  steam  chest,  and  glancing 
from  there  to  the  hurricane  deck,  fortunately  doing  no  great  injury. 
After  exchanging  a  few  more  shots  with  the  enemy,  the  Alluon  showing 
a  dis])ositiou  to  keep  out  of  range,  and  being  fettered  with  the  sloop  in 
tow,  1  hauled  oft'  aud  came  to  anclior  about  9  a.  m.,  distant  about  3,000 
yards  from  the  fort,  as  I  estimated  by  the  range  of  my  12-pounder  rifle 
and  the  Granite'is  rifle.  I  then  proceeded  to  load  my  boats  with  the 
ammunitiou  received  the  night  previous,  in  order  to  run  them  up  to  our 
forces  in  Washington,  my  two  boats,  together  with  one  from  the  sloop, 
carrying  96  rounds  32-pounder  shell  and  10  kegs  powder.  Acting 
Master's  Mate  A.  H.  llicks  was  placed  in  charge.  As  the  boats  were 
about  to  shove  oft',  the  lookouts  reported  men  in  an  old  deserted  bat- 
tery on  the  starboard  shore.  I  thought  it  prudent  to  wait  until  dark, 
in  order  to  insure  the  safe  passage  of  the  boats.  At  5  p.  m.  the  U.  S.  S. 
Ceres  arrived.  I  immediately  communicated  with  Acting  Volunteer 
Lieutenant  MacDiarmid,  who  approved  of  my  project  and  sent  me  one 
of  his  boats.  The  ammunition  was  safely  delivered,  and  the  boats  re- 
turned 4  o'clock  the  next  morning,  having  been  fired  upon  with  artillery 
and  small  arms  from  both  sides  of  the  river  without  eft'ect.  In  perform- 
ing this  dangerous  and  arduous  service.  Acting  Master's  Mate  llicks 
has  added  to  his  already  acquired  reputation  as  a  cool,  trustworthy, 
and  brave  officer,  and  I  recommend  him  to  your  favorable  notice  for  pro- 
motion. Enclosed  I  forward  list  of  the  men  who  volunteered  for  this 
service,  and  whom,  I  think,  ought  to  be  rewarded  in  some  way.  On  the 
3d  instant,  about  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  we  were  reonforced  by  the 
gunboats  Southfiehl,  ^Yhitehead,  and  Seymour  from  Plymouth.  After  a 
consultation,  moved  up  to  the  battery  with  our  fleet  and  fired  about 
forty  rounds,  when  the  signal  was  made  to  cease  firing,  and  tlie  boats 
were  heading  down  the  river.  The  fort,  which  had  remained  silent  under 
our  fire,  rejtlied  with  three  shots,  none  taking  eft'ect.  At  7  p.  m.  sent  my 
small  boat,  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  Edward  Austin,  with  56 
rounds  32-pounder  shell,  to  Washington.  He  performed  his  mission  suc- 
cessfully, notwithstandingtheeiieniy's  attempts  to  jireveiit  by  firing  upon 
him  with  artillery  and  musketry.  On  the  5th  instant  commenced  taking 
in  ammunition,  about  3  a.  m.,  for  use  of  our  forces  at  Washington.  Hav- 
ing as  much  as  we  could  conveniently  transport,  1  took  in  tow  transport 
schooner,  having  on  board  about  four  coin])anies  of  infantry,  six  pieces 
of  artillery,  and  a  large  quantity  of  ammunition,  l^esigning,  in  accord- 
ance with  orders  the  night  previous,  to  run  past  the  batteries  while  the 
balance  of  the  boats  engaged  them,  ran  up  to  the  Southfield  and  reported, 
when  the  order  was  countermanded,  and  I  was  instructed  to  return  the 
troops  to  the  transports.  Late  in  the  afternoon  my  boiler  commenced 
leaking  to  such  an  extent  as  to  put  out  the  fires.  I  ordered  the  engi- 
neers to  blow  out  the  water  and  repair  it  temporarily  with  all  possible 
dispatch,  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  Acting  Second  Assistant  Engineer 
Jos.  T.  >'^ewton  aud  Acting  Third  Assistant  John  T.  Miller  for  the 
energy  and  jiromptness  they  displayed  in  complying  with  my  orders. 
At  9  p.  m.  had  steam  again.     Ou  the  6th  instant  received  a  supply  of 
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ammuDition  from  Gunner  E.  A.  McDonald  for  the  use  of  this  vessel ;  8 
p.  m.  received  orders  to  proceed  here  from  Senior  Officer  W.  P.  McCann.

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Hull, 
Off  JUlVs  Point,  Pamlico  Hirer,  Ai>ril  20,  1863. 

SiE:  In  accordance  with  your  instructions  and  the  wishes  of  Major- 
General  Foster,  I  got  underway  in  this  vessel  at  1 :30  p.  ni.  of  March 
30,  1863,  and  dropped  down  river  for  a  distance  of  half  or  three-quar- 
ters of  a  mile  to  a  position  where  I  could  command  with  my  guns  the 
high  land  in  the  rear  of  the  town,  which  I  was  directed  to  shell  in  case 
of  the  expected  attack  taking  place.  At  a  few  minutes  before  8  p.  m., 
the  signal  of  attack  being  made  from  the  fort,  I  commenced  firing  from 
both  my  30-pounder  Parrott  rifles  upon  the  rear  hills  and  roails  leading 
into  town,  and  so  continued  to  do  for  fifty-five  minutes,  when  I  received 
orders  from  you  to  reduce  my  fire  to  one  shot  every  half  hour,  which  I 
continued  to  throw  for  two  or  three  hours,  when  all  becoming  quiet  on  thfc 
town  side,  I  ceased  firing  in  that  direction,  having  discharged  thirty- 
eight  rounds.  At  10  p.  m.  1  heard  musketry  and  howitzer  firing  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  river,  up  the  road  leading  from  Hodman's  Point, 
where  Captain  Lyon's  company  of  Noith  Carolina  volunteers  had  been 
stationed  with  orders  to  hold  it  at  all  hazards.  1  assisted  him  with  a 
few  howitzer  shrapnel  from  time  to  time. 

Tuesda;/,  March  31,  l!^l>3. — Af  2  a.m.  saw  a  flatboat,  similar  to  that  in 
which  Captain  Lyon  had  gone  down,  approaching  my  vessel.  Sent  a 
boat  to  communicate,  which,  returning,  reported  that  our  forces  had  been 
driven  from  the  point  by  the  enemy  and  been  obliged  to  embark. 
Captain  Lyon,  however,  announced  his  intention  of  returning  to  the 
point  at  dawn  to  ascertain  the  i)osition  of  iiffaiis.  It  rained  very  hard 
all  the  morning,  andjust  at  dawn  musketry  and  howitzer  firing  was  heard 
at  the  extreme  point,  and  I  soon  distinguished  the  tlatboat  just  clear 
of  the  land,  sustaining  and  returning  a  very  heavy  lire.  I  immediately 
shelled  the  point,  when  the  enemy  hastily  retreated,  and  the  boat 
crossed  the  river.     I  sent  a  boat  to  her  relief  in  charge  of  a  master's 
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mate,  who  returned  about  noon,  having  been  unable  to  tow  the  flat  up 
river  against  the  strong  wind  and  tide.  He  also  reported  that  the  boats 
had  been  fired  upon  from  a  battery  establislied  during  tlie  night  at 
Hill's  Point,  some  5  miles  below,  on  the  right  river  bank,  opposite  the 
barricade.  Captain  Lyon  had  assured  him  that,  had  it  not  been  for 
the  assistance  of  our  shells  in  the  morning,  his  wliole  force  would  have 
been  killed.  The  afternoon  and  night  passed  quietly,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  an  occasional  shell  tlirown  at  Eodman's  Point  whenever  I 
observed  anyone  there.  Your  order,  received  during  the  afternoon,  to 
proceed  down  river  and  shell  the  battery  at  Hill's  i'oint,  I  was  unable 
to  obey,  owing  to  the  extreme  lowuess  of  the  water  on  the  bar  just 
below  me,  there  being  only  (Ji  feet  while  this  vessel  was  drawing  8. 
During  the  night  of  Tuesday  and  morning  of  Wednesday,  April  1,  I 
kept  as  sharp  a  lookout  as  possible  on  Kodman's  Point  and  at  early 
dawn  sent  a  boat  to  ascertain  the  depth  of  water  in  the  channel  with  a 
view  to  carrying  out  your  orders  of  the  previous  day  with  regard  to 
Hill's  Point,  and  with  orders  to  approach  as  near  as  practicable  to 
Eodman's  Point  to  ascertain  if  any  change  had  been  made  there  during 
the  night. 

At  5 :  45  a.  m.,  just  as  my  boat  had  regained  the  vessel,  we  were  sud- 
denly and  warmly  attacked  from  a  battery  of  apparently  four  guns 
erected  on  Itodman's  Point,  at  a  distance  of  about  900  yards,  and  imme- 
diately afterwards  by  two  fleldpieces  stationed  in  a  cornfield  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  river,  on  my  port  quarter,  at  a  distance  of  between 
700  and  800  yards.  At  once  went  to  quarters  and  as  warmly  returned 
the  fire  from  my  after  pivot  gun  on  the  liodman's  Point  battery,  and  my 
forward  pivot  and  the  two  port  howitzers  on  the  battery  in  cornfield. 
Tiie  after  starboard  howitzer  carriage  was  disabled  by  the  first  shot  of 
the  enemj^'s  striking  it  at  the  fighting  bolt  and  smashing  it  badly. 

After  using  the  after  port  howitzer  for  awhile,  the  slide  got  broken  by 
the  excessive  recoil  of  the  piece.  I  therefore  shifted  the  gun  and  slide  of 
one  to  the  carriage  of  the  other.  I  also  transported  my  starboard  for- 
ward howitzer  aft  to  the  port  side,  but  a  casting  which  I  had  had  made 
here  broke  at  the  first  fire,  rendering  it  useless.  Assisted  by  the  fire  of 
the  Louiniana  and  Eagle  (army  boat),  we  soon  caused  the  battery  in  the 
cornfield  to  cease  firing,  and  change  position  to  their  right,  thus  reliev- 
ing me  a  while  from  their  fire,  which  was,  however,  soon  renewed 
again.  The  action  continued  very  hot  for  upwards  of  an  hour  and  a 
half  on  both  sides,  when  I  found  they  had  obtained  my  range  so  accu- 
rately that  every  shot  was  coming  on  board  from  Eodman's  Point,  and 
fromour  position,  raking  us,  while  the  cornfield  battery  caused  us  to 
be  in  a  bad  cross  fire.  1  therefore  reluctantly  concluded  to  get  under- 
way and  try  to  change  my  position  and  their  range,  though  1  feared 
from  the  extreme  lowness  of  the  river  and  my  position  between  two 
shoals  that  it  would  do  me  but  little  good,  as  their  guns  at  Eodman's 
Point  seemed  all  rifled,  with  apparently  one  or  two  Whitworths  among 
them,  and  a  20  pounder  Parrott.  Still  fighting  my  after  pivot,  I  got 
up  anchor  and  steamed  up  the  channel  for  150  yards,  when  the  vessel 
touched  on  the  sand  shoal,  and  being  unable  to  back  her  ofl',  and  the 
water  still  falling  fast,  she  remained  a  fixture  there  for  the  rest  of  the 
day,  soon  being  in  7  feet  water.  The  tide,  owing  to  the  strong  N.  W. 
wind,  unfortunately  for  us,  was  unusually  low  on  that  day.  I  now  lay 
with  our  stern  toward  the  Eodman's  Point  battery,  and  the  cornfield 
battery  well  on  my  ]tort  quarter,  the  latter  soon  changiTig  so  far  aft 
that  I  could  bring  no  guns  to  bear  on  it  with  much  efiect,  except  the 
after  pivot,  which  was  busily  engaged  with  the  other  battery.    This 
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was  served  with  great  coolness,  precision,  and  good  effect,  I  believe, 
until  12.30  p.  ni.,  when  my  ritled  ainmuuitiou  was  all  expended,  I  hav- 
ing fired  159  shell  and  shrapnel  since  the  commencement  of  the  engage- 
ment. As  I  could  do  no  more  fighting,  there  being  no  more  ammuni- 
tion to  be  had  for  my  large  guns,  and  my  howitzers  being  of  no  use, 
as  I  was  unable  to  train  tbem,  I  was  most  reluctantly  compelled  to 
cease  firing  and  send  the  men  below  to  be  as  much  as  possible  out  of 
danger,  while  1  went  up  to  report  the  state  of  affairs  to  you,  and  was 
directed  if  possible  to  obtain  a  pilot  who  could  take  me  down  river 
when  the  water  rose  (my  own  being  perfectly  useless  from  fright),  pro- 
ceed to  New  Berne,  get  more  ammunition,  and  return  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble. I  tried  in  vain  to  find  a  pilot ;  no  one  would  go,  and  had  they  been 
willing,  said  it  was  impossible  to  succeed,  as  the  buoys  on  the  barricade 
had  been  removed.  I  was,  therefore,  obliged  to  abandon  this  plan, 
and  returned  on  board  to  find  the  concentrated  fire  from  the  two  bat- 
teries hotter  and  more  accurate  than  ever,  and  the  cross  fire  cutting 
the  vessel  up  very  badly.  It  seemed  as  if  they  wished  to  complete 
our  destruction  that  night,  for  they  did  not  direct  a  shot  at  any 
other  object.  From  T)  to  half  past  5  p.  m.  1  counted  twenty-five  shot 
and  shell  thrown  at  the  vessel,  twelve  of  them  taking  efiect;  yet, 
strange  to  say,  that  during  the  day  slie  was  not  vitally  injured  in  any 
part;  her  machinery,  boilers,  steering  apparatus,  and  guns,  with  the 
exception  of  one  howitzer,  remained  untouched,  and  though  the  decks 
and  cabins  were  strewn  with  splinters  and  fragments  of  every  descrip- 
tion and  everything  above  decks  was  more  or  less  affected,  only  three 
men  were  wounded,  and  only  one  of  those  seriously,  but  not  danger- 
ously, by  the  fragments  of  muskets,  caused  by  a  sliot  striking  the  rack 
and  breaking  eight  of  them.  The  most  serious  injury  the  vessel  sus- 
tained was  the  shooting  away  of  two  of  the  king-posts,  causing  the 
large  iron  cross  braces  to  come  down  on  deck,  thereby  getting  the  shaft 
considerably  out  of  line.  The  Whitworth  solid  shot  pierced  through 
the  iron  plates  about  the  boat  and  pilot  houses  as  if  they  had  been  of 
paper,  and  one  shattered  the  fresh  water  condenser.  The  light  plank- 
ing of  the  sponsons  outside  was  very  badly  cut  up,  but  no  shot  had 
penetrated  into  the  hull  and  .she  did  not  leak;  the  smokestack  was 
riddled  and  its  braces  almost  all  shot  away.  My  lying  stern  on,  I 
think,  happened  providentially,  as  the  boat  presented  a  much  smaller 
mark  for  the  enemy,  ajid  the  sponson  planking  broke  the  force  of  the 
shot  below  the  deck  without  damaging  the  hull  itself,  At  dark,  the 
firing,  which  during  the  afternoon  had  been  almost  all  upon  our  side, 
ceased,  I  firing  the  last  shot  (which  I  had  reserved)  for  the  day,  and 
about  8  p.  m.,  the  wind  having  moderated  and  tlie  water  in  the  river 
come  up  enough  to  Hoat  us,  1  moved  up  to  my  old  anchorage,  abreast 
of  the  lower  part  of  the  town.  Upon  examination,  1  found  that  the 
vessel  had  been  struck  over  ninety  separate  times,  but  through  God's 
mercy  we  escaped  destruction  and  death,  or  even  very  serious  injury. 
My  crew,  after  the  first  few  minutes  at  the  commencement  of  the  action, 
behaved  remarkably  well  for  men  unused  to  the  business,  as  many  of 
them  were,  and  my  ofiQcers,  especially  those  on  the  after  deck,  who  had 
most  of  the  fighting  to  do,  viz.  Acting  Ensign  Da  Gamara  and  Acting 
Master's  Mate  Haradon,  behaved  with  coolness  and  bravery,  showing 
in  their  own  conduct  an  admirable  example  to  the  men.  By  your 
directions,  I  sent  Acting  Ensign  Da  Gamara  down  river  in  a  small  boat 
with  six  men  and  important  dispatches  for  New  Berne.  He  passed 
safely  through  the  blockade,  and  did  all  in  his  ))ower  to  forward  them 
to  New  Berne  with  dispatch,  for,  finding  no  steamer  going,  he  put  out 
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into  the  sound  in  a  heavy  gale  and  was  only  saved  from  swamping  by 
the  timely  assistam-e  of  the  Ceres,  which  brought  him  back  to  the  lower 
fleet,  when  a  steamer  conveyed  him  to  New  Berne.  He  returned  at 
once  in  the  gunboat  Ilitnchbach;  and  subsequently  brought  through  the 
blockade  a  schooner  loaded  with  ammunition.  He  is  deserving  of  pro- 
motion. On  my  arrival  in  town,  1  procured  some  cotton  bales  with 
which  to  protect  my  crew  at  the  guns. 

Tliursilay,  April  2,  18()3. — All  was  quiet  until  the  afternoon,  when  I 
lired  a  few  shell  unexpectedly  found  in  town  at  an  earthwork  being 
thrown  up  by  the  enemy  in  the  cornfield  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
river,  near  the  battery  of  yesterday.  Toward  sundown  they  com- 
pleted it,  and  tired  a  few  light  rifled  shell  to  get  our  range,  which  they 
soon  did  with  accuracy. 

Friday,  April  5, 1863. — Finding  last  evening  that  the  battery  in  the 
field  was  likely  to  do  us  some  damage  by  its  fire,  to  which  I  could 
make  no  reply,  being  entirely  out  of  ritied  ammunition,  1  deemed  it 
prudent  to  haul  the  vessel  ahead  at  daylight,  to  bring  the  little  island 
in  the  river,  abreast  of  us,  between  the  vessel  and  battery.  I  had 
scarcely  done  so,  when,  at  6  a.  m.,  an  earthwork  mounting  one  gun,  a 
12-pounder,  opened  upon  us  at  a  distance  of  050  yards,  directly  abreast 
of  the  vessel,  in  the  swamp  on  the  right  bank  of  the  river,  it  having 
been  placed  there  during  the  night.  The  first  shot  entered  the  ward- 
room and  passed  out  of  the  vessel  through  my  cabin,  on  the  other  side; 
the  second,  a  shrapnel,  entering  at  the  water  line  and  exploding  in  the 
fire  room.  1  at  once  replied  from  my  two  port  howitzers,  assisted  by 
the  Eagle  ajid  Louisiaua,  and  alively  fire  ensued.  This  vessel  was 
struck  six  times,  the  shell  frequently  going  through,  or  exploding 
inside.  I  soon  obtained  the  exact  range,  bursting  the  shrapnel  at 
every  discharge  directly  over  the  breastwork,  making  it  dangerous  to 
load  their  gun.  The  enemy  inside  remained  under  cover  of  the  work, 
scarcely  ever  showing  themselves  after  the  first  hour,  until  10:30  a.  m., 
when  they  suddenly  left,  and  retreated  up  the  road.  A  sharp  lookout 
was  ke])t  during  the  day,  and  whenever  any  movement  was  observed, 
a  shell  was  fired.  By  your  orders,  I  kept  up  an  occasional  fire  in  that 
direction  during  the  night.  Between  9  and  10  p.  m.,  four  boats  arrived 
from  the  lower  fleet,  bringing  ammunition  for  us. 

Satnrdai/,  April  4,  1863. — At  daylight,  could  see  nothing  of  the  gun 
in  swamp  battery;  observed  the  IT.  S.  S.  Ceren  coming  uj)  from  below, 
and  when  abreast  of  Eodnian's  Point,  I  opened  fire  on  the  works  there 
with  my  rifled  guns  at  a  distance  of  about  a  mile,  as  did  the  Geres  and 
army  boat  Eagle.  No  res])onse  was  made  by  the  enemy  to  our  fire,  and 
she  arrived  safely,  bringing  us  additional  ammunition.  About  noon 
the  Ceres  passed  down  river  again  with  two  companies  of  the  Forty- 
fourth  Massachusetts  Regiment  Volunteers,  intending  to  land  them  at 
Kodman's  Point  in  case  the  enemy  had  vacated,  which,  from  their 
silence  in  the  morning,  it  was  thought  they  miglit  have  done.  As  soon, 
however,  as  she  got  abreast  of  the  point,  the  batteries  suddenly 
ojiened,  and  in  trying  to  return,  she  got  aground.  I  instantly  opened 
fire  from  my  after  pivot  gun,  and  at  once  dispatched  my  two  cutters 
and  gig  to  assist  in  conveying  the  troops  on  shore,  and  rendering  her 
all  possible  aid.  Toward  4  p.  m.,  the  fire  of  the  enemy  ceased,  as  did 
mine.  About  sundown  tire  was  opened  at  this  vessel  from  the  battery 
in  cornfield,  which  had  become  a  very  substantial  work.  I  replied  only 
occasionally,  ammunition  being  scirce;  their  fire  was  very  accurate. 

Sunday,  April  5,  1863.— The  day  passed  quietly,  without  action  on 
either  side. 
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Monday,  April  6,  18fl3. — (ienerally  quiet  today.  I  did  not  fire,  and 
was  uot  tired  at.  Acting  Master  Josselyn,  my  executive  oflicer,  ran  the 
blockade  of  the  river  after  dark  with  a  cutter  and  eight  men. 

Ttiesday,  April  7, 1863. — During  the  day  this  vessel  was  continually 
fired  at  from  all  the  rebel  river  batteries.  We  only  replied  to  the  one 
in  the  swamp,  abreast  of  us,  which  was  soon  silenced.  A  32-pounder 
gun  has  been  i^laced  in  the  cornfield  battery,  which  threw  solid  shot  .at 
us,  one  of  which  came  on  board,  striking  and  going  through  quarter- 
deck, and  thence  glancing  up  and  goinjt'  out  through  the  hurricane 
deck ;  another  struck  the  water,  just  under  port  counter,  and,  glancing, 
struck  the  vessel  just  at  the  water  line,  inflicting  a  bad  wound,  but  not 
going  through.  The  enemy  fired  ninety-six  shot,  mostly  at  this  vessel, 
as  she  was  nearest  them. 

Wednesday,  April  8, ,1863. — The  river  batteries  again  opened  upon 
us,  firing  solid  shot  and  shell.  As  during  yesterday,  I  only  replied  to 
the  sn-amp  battery,  which  was  soon  silenced.  The  vessel  was  struck 
twice  by  solid  32-pounder  shot,  one  striking  the  port  paddle  wheel, 
breaking  the  arms  and  floats,  and  badly  cracking  the  flange;  a 
20-pounder  Parrott  shell  struck  the  berth  deck  and  exploded,  doing  no 
great  damage. 

Thursday,  April  9,  1863. — A  comparatively  quiet  day,  a  few  shot  only 
being  fired  at  us  from  the  lower  batteries,  to  which  1  made  no  reply, 
reserving  my  ammunition  for  closer  action. 

Friday,  April  10,  1863. — Acting  Master  Josselyn  and  Acting  Ensign 
Da  Cauiara  arrived  during  the  night  from  the  lower  fleet,  the  latter 
bringing  through  a  small  schooner  loaded  with  navy  ammunition.  Mr. 
Josselyn  started  with  a  similar  one,  but  subsequently  returned  to  tiie 
lower  gunboats,  the  wind  dying  out,  and  came  up  in  the  cutter,  bring- 
ing some  army  ofticers  and  dispatches.  This  vessel,  though  frequently 
fired  at,  was  not  struck.  Sent  a  boat  in  charge  of  an  acting  master's 
mate  down  river  at  night  by  your  orders. 

Saturday,  April  11,  1803. — No  action  on  our  part,  and  the  gunboats 
undisturbed  by  the  enemy's  fire,  it  being  all  directed  at  our  shore 
battery. 

Simday,  April  12,  1803. — Acting  Master's  Mate  Wilkinson  returned 
safely  from  below,  bringing  dispatches  for  General  Foster.  By  your 
advice  I  opened  fire  at  8  a.  m.  from  my  rifled  guns  upon  the  swamp 
battery  abreast  of  us,  which  had  been  very  much  built  up  and  strength- 
ened during  the  night  by  sand  bags  and  cotton  bales,  having  two 
embrasures,  but  then  mouuting  no  guns.  Our  practice  was  excellent, 
a  dozen  well-directed  shell  injuring  it  very  badly,  throwing  over  and 
bursting  the  bales,  setting  the  cotton  on  tire,  and  rendering  the  work  a 
ruin.  Continued  firing  occasionally  during  the  rest  of  the  day  and 
night  at  it,  as  I  thought«they  were  at  work  there. 

Monday,  April  13,  1863. — The  usual  large  amount  of  firing  in  front  of 
the  town  and  from  the  river  batteries  at  the  vessels  occurred,  the  latter 
generally  averging  about  100  shots  per  day.  At  11.30  a.  m.  we  were 
struck  by  a  20-pounder  parrott  shell  on  the  starboard  side  of  the  after 
pilot  house,  carrying  the  woodwork  entirely  away  and  bursting  on 
deck ;  set  some  of  the  broken  wood  on  fire,  which  was  soon  extinguished. 
The  projectiles  would  fre(iueutly  ricochet  over  us,  barely  clearing  the 
vessel.  I  fired  occasionally  at  the  swamp  battery  to  keep  all  out  of  it. 
Transport  steamer  Escort  and  two  schooners  arrived  from  lower  fleet 
safely  with  stores  and  ammunition,  having  passed  through  a  very 
heavy  fire. 

Tuesday,  April  1-1, 1863. — Very  much  the  same  state  of  things  as  yes- 
terday, we  being  subjected  to  the  usual  daily  fire  without  returning  it. 
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I  fired  a  few  rifled  shell  at  tlie  swamp  battery,  where  the  enemy  had 
erected  a  flag-.  It  soou  fell  over,  torn  to  pieces.  All  quiet  duriug 
uigbt. 

Wednesday,  April  15,  1863. — Firing  at  us  going  on  all  day  at  inter- 
vals, continuing  sometime  after  dark,  but  without  serious  eftect  and 
without  eliciting  reply. 

Tlmrsduy,  April  Ki,  1863. — At  10:30  a.  m.,  the  enemy  having  appar- 
ently withdrawn  the  guns  from  all  their  batteries,  I  proceeded,  in 
obedience  to  your  orders,  but  with  difficulty,  owing  to  the  low  water 
and  ignoianee  of  my  pilot,  to  witliin  1,000  yards  of  Hodman's  Point  and 
joined  tlie  Ceres  and  Eagle  in  shelling  the  works  there.  After  au  hour 
and  a  half,  our  fire  not  being  returned  from  cannon,  I  went  back  with 
the  other  boats  to  town.  In  the  afternoon,  the  lower  fleet  coming  up, 
shelled  the  point,  and  late  in  the  day  it  was  occupied  by  our  troops. 

Friday,  April  17,  1863. — At  1.30  p.  m.,by  your  orders,  got  underway 
and  proceeded  to  off  Hill's  Point,  of  Avhich  our  troops  had  taken  pos- 
session during  the  day,  with  directions  to  remain  there  for  their  pro- 
tection, until  further  orders. 

I  will  now  close  this  necessarily  very  long  report,  covering  a  period 
of  eighteen  days.  Accompanying  it  are  reports  of  ammunition  expended 
and  received  and  of  the  injuries  received  by  the  vessel. 

1  can  not  close  without  speaking  in  the  highest  terms  of  my  crew. 
Thej'  have  worked  bravely  and  willingly  throughout  the  long  siege, 
and  though  exposed  to  constant  danger  and  many  discomforts  from  the 
dilajiidated  condition  of  their  quarters,  caused  by  the  enemy's  shot  and 
the  impossibility  of  having  a  fire  in  the  galley,  we  being  so  often  in 
action,  they  never  murmured,  but  were  always  ready  for  duty,  night  or 
day.  To  my  officers,  viz.  Acting  Master  Francis  Josselyn,  Acting 
Ensigns  J.  O.  Johnson  and  J.  H.  IDa  Camara,  jr.,  and  Acting  Mastery's 
Mate  A.  F.  Haradon,  I  am  also  much  indebted.  They  showed  through- 
out an  earnest  desire  to  do  their  duties  and  to  defend  the  vessel  and 
town  to  the  last.  It  would  give  me  pleasure  to  see  the  two  ensigns 
promoted  to  acting  masters,  as  they  are  fully  competent.  Mr.  Hara- 
don had  resigned  a  few  days  previous  to  the  actions.  The  vessel, 
though  struck  altogether  108  times,  and  needing  repairs  very  much, 
can  still  be  of  service.  Through  God's  mercy  I  have  no  deaths  to  record, 
and  of  the  three  men  wounded  in  the  action  of  April  1,  two  are  again 
on  duty  and  the  third  soon  will  be.

])ort  and  ammunition  vessels,  which  duty  I  performed  until  the  18th 
instant,  when  I  received  your  order  of  the  17th,  per  steamer  Whitehead, 
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At  3  p.  m.,  got  underway  aud  proceeded  down  the  river;  arrived  off 
PortsmoutL,  Ocracoke  Inlet,  on  the  19th  instant.

I  can  not  close  this  report  without  beiiring  testimony  to  the  gallant  conduct  of 
the  Navy  while  acting  in  conjunction  with  my  command,  particularly  Captain 
MacHiarmid,  of  the  gunboat  Cerea.

Report  of  Brigadier-General  Pettigrew,  C.  S.  Army. 

April  15,  1863—8.30  a.  m. 
General:  I  received  your  note  last  night  enclosing  one  from  Brown 
and  one  from  Whitford.    If  the  dispatch  mentioned  by  Brown  was 
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really  sent  to  the  coiiimander  of  tlie  exi)edition  it  was  very  kind  of  liiin 
to  comuiunicate  it;  but  what  becomes  of  General  Longstreet's  effort  to 
keep  the  enemy  in  Suffolk  if  they  thus  march  across  his  face?  My 
opinion  is  what  it  was  last  night — concentrate.  If  you  are  going  to 
fight  ill  the  rear  of  the  road  leading  from  Blount's  farm  to  the  Swift 
Creek  road.  I  am  opposed  to  exposing  anyone  at  the  Blount's  Creek, 
for  I  should  consider  them  sacrificed  unless  I  stationed  a  regiment  at 
the  farm,  and  that  would  increase  the  dispersion  of  our  forces,  which 
already  exceeds  reasonable  limits.  I  send  you  Captain  McCrady's  dis- 
patch, by  which  it  appears  that  the  same  steamer  ran  down  by  both 
batteries  this  morning.  So  passes  away  the  blockade.  As  somebody 
remarked  this  morning,  with  more  truth  than  agreeability,  "  The  enter- 
tainment will  now  conclude  with  the  laughable  and  amusing  farce  of 
'I'unning  the  Blockade.'  Parents  may  send  their  children  with  the 
assurance  that  the  exhibition  is  perfectly  innocent."  It  is  a  mystery  to 
me  that  the  one  battery  should  not  have  seen  her  and  the  other  should 
not  have  sunk  her.

Letter  from  Uajor-General  Hill,  C.  S.  Army,  to  Flag-Officer  Lynch,  C.  S.  Navy,  regaiding  the 
abandonment  of  the  siege  of  Washington. 

GOLDSBORO,  N.  C,  A2)ril  21,  1863. 

Dear  Sir:  We  were  compelled  to  give  up  the  siege  of  Washington, 
[N.  C),  as  the  Yankee  supply  boats  ran  the  blockade.  Two  more  days 
would  have  starved  the  garrison  out.  I  think  that  it  is  possible  Foster 
has  been  reenforced  to  some  extent. 

I  learn  this  morning  of  an  advance  to  within  14  miles  of  Greenville. 
I  do  not  know  whether  anything  serious  is.  meant  or  not. 

The  cavalry  reports  are  so  sensational  that  if  1  went  to  every  point 
at  which  they  see  a  column  of  20,000  men  I  would  be  perpetually  in 
the  saddle. 

I  am  much  concerned  about  the  obstructions  in  the  Cape  Fear.  What 
is  their  condition  ?  I  feel  perfectly  satisfied  that  the  ironclads  can 
now  pass  all  the  light  batteries  on  the  river.  The  only  hope  is  to  hold 
them  under  a  concentrated  fire.  The  unfortunate  scattering  of  the 
batteries  interferes  with  this. 

The  Brooke  gun  seems  to  have  done  the  work  at  Charleston.  Do  you 
know  whether  there  are  any  to  be  had  in  Richmond  I  I  have  applied 
for  two  to  be  placed  in  Caswell. 

What  is  the  condition  of  your  boats?  Have  you  any  ready  for 
service'  The  Yankees  will  not  try  Charleston  Harbor  again;  that  is 
certain — not  if  the  land  attack  be  abandoned.  Savannah  or  Wilming- 
ton will  certainly  be  the  next  object  of  their  cupidity.  They  can  not 
go  back,  for  very  shame,  without  accomplishing  something.  It  then 
behooves  iis  to  spare  no  ettbrts  to  strengthen  Wilmington.  It  is  of 
incalculable  importance  to  the  South. 

I  do  not  believe  tiiat  anything  more  will  be  done  at  Charleston, 
exceiJt  making  feints  until  the  mass  of  the  troops  is  moved  elsewhere,

Sir:  To-day  Mr.  Mitchell  (whose  business  card  is  enclosed)  called  on 
board  with  live  Treasury  permits  (all  alike,  four  of  which  he  has ;  the  fifth 
is  herewith  enclosed),  giving  to  Messrs.  J.  F.  Mitchell,  Jacob  Walte- 
meyer,  and  George  H.  Duttou,  a  clearance  "to  proceed  with  their  boats 
beyond  the  lines  established  by  the  blockadin<»*  squadron  into  the  Nan- 
semond  Eiver  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  oysters,"  subject  to  certain 
conditions  aud  bonds,  and  with  "the  additional  stipulation  that  said 
oyster  boats  shall  be  kei)t  at  all  times  in  sight  of  the  United  States 
gunboats,  aud  retired  after  nightfall  within  the  Federal  lines,  and  gen- 
erally used  in  conformity  with  such  regulations  as  Admiral  Lee, 
commanding  squadron,  may  prescribe." 

The  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  not  aware  that  the  one 
gunboat  stationed  in  the  Nansemond  to  intercept  trade  and  mails  from 
Norfolk,  and  to  prevent  the  rebels  from  crossing  that  river  to  get  in  the 
rear  of  our  outposts  at  Suffolk,  can  not  keep  under  observation  differ- 
ent oyster  boats  and  parties  coming,  going,  and  scattered  on  different 
oyster  banks  in  that  river. 
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A  few  mornings  since  there  appeared  at  the  mouth  of  the  Nansemond, 
where  boats  are  not  allowed  to  oyster,  a  large  fleet  of  boats,  some  of 
them  quite  large,  and  all  suited  to  smuggling  supplies  up  the  creeks  in 
that  vicinity,  to  go  thence  to  the  rebels,  who  have  cavalry  ready  to 
receive  and  convey  supplies. 

I  have  not  always  a  light-draft  vessel  to  occupy  that  position,  and  the 
Department  has  found  itself  unable  to  supply  the  six  light-draft  steam- 
ers 1  some  time  since  asked  for  to  i)revent  smuggling  in  this  blockade 
up  the  numerous  small  rivers  and  creeks  between  the  Piankatank  and 
Cape  Henry. 

Mr.  Mitchell  admits  that  the  oyster  season  is  nearly  over.  I  infonnco 
him  that  I  should  have  to  refer  the  subject  to  the  De])artment,  and 
would  notify  him  of  the  result.

Report  of  Commander  Scott,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  rescue  of  the  crew 
and  the  destruction  of  the  U.  S.  transport  Union. 

U.  S.  S.  Maeatanza, 
Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  April  3,  1803. 

Sir:  At  5:15,  on  the  morning  of  April  2,  a  strange  steamer  was 
discovered  irom  this  vessel  bearing  N.  E.  We  beat  to  (piarters  imme- 
diately, made  all  preparations  for  chase,  and  fired  a  gun  for  her  to  come 
to  and  Make  known  her  character. 

She  bore  up  for  us,  and  when  within  a  few  hundred  yards  hoisted 
the  American  ensign  union  down.  A  boat  was  then  sent  to  her  and 
ascertained  that  she  was  the  U.  S.  transport  stern-wheel  steamer  Union. 
Cai)tain  Chambers,  from  Hilton  Head,  S.  C,  bound  to  Beaufort,  F.  C; 
that  her  engines  were  in  a  very  bad  condition,  the  reversing  portion 
utterly  useless;  that  many  of  the  buckets  were  broken  from  lier  wheel; 
that  the  upper  works  and  hull  were  working  badly,  and  the  water 
gaining  rapidly  in  the  hold.  Two  hawsers  were  then  j)assed  to  her  and 
made  fast  to  our  stern.  *  «  *  a  heavy  S.  W.  gale  was  raging,  the 
wind  increasing  in  violence  and  the  sea  rising  rapidly. 

At  1  p.  m.  Captain  Chambers  hailed  us  and  reported  that  his  vessel 
was  going  to  pieces;  that  he  sliould  be  obliged  to  .abandon  her,  and 
requested  me  to  take  off  the  crew. 

The  fact  was  made  known  to  Captain  Boggs,  the  senior  officer,  who 
ordered  the  crew  to  be  taken  off,  and  the  vessel  destroyed  if  necessary 
to  prevent  her  from  drifting  ashore  and  falling  into  the  hands  of  tlie 
rebels. 

In  compliance  with  his  orders,  a  boat  was  sent  from  tliis  ship  in 
charge  of  Acting  Ensign  James  C.  Gibney,  and  all  the  officers  (with 
the  exception  of  the  captain)  and  crew  were  taken  on  board  this  vessel. 

The  captain  wished  to  remain  on  board  as  long  as  there  was  tiie  slight- 
est possibility  of  saving  her,  and  to  him  I  gave  directions  for  firing  her. 
At  3  p.  m.  it  became  apparent  to  me  that  the  vessel  would  soon  be  a 
total  wreck  and  I  ordered  Captain  Chambers  to  light  his  fires,  cast  ofi 
our  hawsers,  and  come  on  board. 

The  steamboat  was  enveloped  in  flames  before  he  left  her,  and  after 
casting  off  the  hawsers  he  was  hauled  on  board  this  vessel  by  a  small 
line. 
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Two  Xl-inch  shells  were  then  fired  into  her  from  this  vessel,  aad 
several  from  the  Sacramento. 
She  then  drifted  in  and  sunk  within  a  half  mile  of  the  beach.

Navy  Department,  April  4,  1863. 
Sir:  I  have  received  your  No.  343,  enclosing  a  copy*  of  certain 
instructions  you  propose  sending  the  senior  oflicer  on  the  blockade  off 
Wilmington. 

The  instructions  generally  meet  with  the  Department's  approval.  So 
far,  however,  as  they  relate  to  the  landing  of  refugees  along  the  coast, 
some  modification  seems  necessary.  It  will  not  be  judicious  or  humane 
to  land  refugees  or  deserters  from  the  service  of  the  enemy  in  the 
country  from  which  they  have  escaped.  Considerable  caution  should 
be  exercised  in  reference  to  this  matter.

SiK:  I  received  from  Lieutenant-Colonel  |  Edwin  S.  |  Stowell,  Ninth 
Vermont  Infantry,  in  charge  of  Hag  of  truce  which  returned  from  City 
Point  this  morning,  a  communication  dated  4th  instant,  he  stating  as 
follows : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  enemy  very  busy  and  in  some  force  (evidently  try- 
ing to  bide  the  amount)  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  I'owhiitau,  throwing  up  new  earth- 
works, both  above  and  l)elow  tlie  original  works  ot  last  summer,  one  above  and  near 
to  and  two  below  the  old  works;  one  of  them  on  the  famous  woodpile  site,  and  the 
other  10  or  15  rods  below  on  a  high  knob,  last  summer  covered  with  trees  thai 
have  been  felled,  as  wull  as  many  others  along  down  the  same  side  of  the  river  to 
give  range. 

These  in  process  of  erection,  with  the  old  works,  will  make  four;  and  they,  with 
their  position,  impress  me  forcibly  with  the  idea  of  impassability  if  allowed  to  be 
completed. 

I  would  further  report  no  other  works  occupied  above  or  below  Powhatan  nor  at 
City  Point  commanding  the  river. 

I  saw  no  indications  of  a  force  above  or  in  front  of  the  WlUianisbiirg  line,  and 
nothing  fnrther  now  worthy  of  notice.

James  River,  Virginia,  April  7,  1863. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  while  on  picket  yesterday  I  dis- 
covered a  sailboat  making  for  Smithfleld.  I  sent  a  boat  in  chase  and 
brought  it  alongside.  Found  tliat  it  contained  one  man  and  some 
oysters,  but  had  seen  the  boat  run  ashore  and  tlie  man  make  several 
trips  through  the  water  to  the  beach  before  our  cutter  reached  him. 
The  captured  person,  William  T.  Drummond,  has  been  for  fifteen 
months  in  the  rebel  service;  he  was  one  of  the  first  twelvemonths  vol- 
unteers; has  never  been  paroled  nor  taken  the  oath,  but  says  he  has 
been  permitted  to  come  to  Newport  News  and  purchase  articles  with- 
out being  forced  to  do  either.  As  he  is  a  strong,  healthy  man,  and 
likely  to  be  drawn  as  a  conscript  by  the  Confederates,  I  have  thought 
best  to  bring  him  down  to  give  his  i)aiolo.

Sir:  Herewith  I  respectfully  return  to  you  a  permit  given  from  your 
headquarters,  December  29,  to  Edward  Bush,  to  carry  oysters  in  his 
sloop,  Jacob  Marten,  to  Suffolk,  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  uaval 
authorities. 
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Edward  Bush  with  his  sailing  sloop  and  a  large  boat  was  found  in 
the  lower  Nansemond  day  before  yesterday  morning  by  the  picket  boat 
Alert  and  brought  to  this  ship.  As  that  region  is  infested  by  smug- 
glers and  rebel  mail  carriers,  I  have  found  it  necessary  not  only  to  pro- 
hibit the  gathering  of  oysters  in  the  Nausemond,  but  to  allow  no  boats 
there  by  day  or  night,  where  such  illicit  operations  can  be  carried  on, 
and  to  instruct  the  guard  vessels  to  recognize  no  oyster  permits  after 
May  1,  and  until  then  only  in  open  boats. 

Edward  Bush  was  sent  back  to  the  guard  vessel  to  be  released  with 
his  boats,  with  a  warning  in  accordance  with  the  above.

Report  of  Lieutenant- Commander  Gillis,  U.  8.  Navy,  regarding  coopera- 
tive expedition  in  the  direction  of  Gloucester  Gourt-Ho%ise. 

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Morkis, 

Off'  Yorktown,  Va.,  April  10,  1803. 

Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  my  movements 
since  my  communication  of  the  2d  instant: 

On  the  evening  of  the  5th  instant  I  went  on  shore  at  the  request  of 
Major-Geiieral  Keyes  to  concert  a  movement  in  the  direction  of  Glouces- 
ter Court-House  and  the  vicinity  of  Ware  River  for  the  purpose  of 
breaking  up  any  guerrilla  parties  that  might  be  found,  and  also  to  col- 
lect grain,  cattle,  horses,  etc.,  for  the  use  of  the  army.  Arrangements 
were  made  to  start  on  the  following  morning,  but  the  storm  that  day 
prevented  our  moving  until  the  7th  instant,  when  the  land  forces,  con- 
sisting of  700  infantry  and  300  cavalry,  under  command  of  Colonel 
Grimshaw,  of  the  Fourth  Delaware,  started  for  the  scene  of  operations 
by  land,  while  this  vessel  with  100  of  the  One  hundred  and  seventy- 
ninth  Pennsylvania  drafted  militia,  accompanied  by  the  Thomas  A. 
Morgan,  with  a  like  number  of  the  same  regiment,  all  under  command 
of  Colonel  Blair,  proceeded  by  the  way  of  Mobjack  Bay  and  Ware  River 
to  cooperate  as  far  as  possible  with  the  land  force  and  to  cover  them 
should  they  be  driven  down  to  Ware  River  by  a  superior  force  of  the 
enemy. 

Arrangements  were  also  made  to  communicate  at  that  place,  unless 
our  forces  should  meet  with  so  much  opposition  that  they  would  be 
unable  to  reach  Gloucester  Court-House.  I  proceeded  up  Ware  River 
as  far  as  I  could  go  with  safety,  came  to  anchor,  and  waited  until  half- 
past  1  p.  m.,  when  communication  was  had  with  Colonel  Grimshaw, 
and  he  informed  me  that  he  had  reached  Gloucester  Court-House  with- 
out having  met  any  of  the  enemy,  and  that  he  was  on  his  way  back  to 
camp.  I  then  got  underway  and  proceeded  to  Mobjack  Bay,  where  I 
anchored  for  the  night.  On  the  following  morning,  at  half  past  5,  I 
got  underway  again  and  proceeded  up  North  River  as  far  as  the  plan- 
tation of  Mr.  Dabney,  where  the  troops  were  debarked  and  at  once 
proceeded  to  secure  a  large  quantity  of  grain,  which  was  brought  on 
board  of  this  vessel,  sufficient  being  left  to  support  the  family  and  the 
negroes  on  the  place  until  another  crop  would  be  ready  for  their  use, 
say  150  bushels  of  wheat  and  1,500  bushels  of  corn.    A  few  of  the 
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rebel  cavalry  were  seen  hovering  around,  bat  no  demonstration  was 
made  on  their  part,  although  I  was  informed  that  they  had  been  sent 
for  the  nigiit  before,  our  force  probably  being  too  strong  for  them  to 
attempt  to  cope  with. 

After  having  gotten  the  grain  all  on  board  the  troops  were  reem- 
barked  on  board  the  Thomas  A.  Morgan  and  we  returned  to  this  place, 
and  yesterday  I  turned  the  graiu  over  to  the  quartermaster  of  the 
army;  the  amount  as  near  as  could  be  estimated  is  800  bushels  of 
wheat  and  1,200  bushels  of  corn.  It  will  be  held  by  the  quartermaster 
subject  to  your  directions  as  to  its  disposition. 

Tliere  were  cajjjured  during  the  expedition,  as  near  as  1  can  learn, 
about  100  head  of  cattle,  some  30  or  35  horses  and  mules,  and  a  large 
number  of  sheep. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  letter  picked  up  on  shore  at  the  house  of  a  Mrs. 
Eoy,  on  East  Kiver,  who,  from  all  accounts,  has  been  extensively 
engaged  in  carrying  on  the  contraband  trade,  her  house  being  used  as 
a  depot.  It  appears  that  a  man  by  the  name  of  Kendall  intended  run- 
ning the  blockade  from  the  eastern  shore,  and  I  would  ask  if  I  am 
authorized  to  extend  my  operations  as  far  as  that  point.  I  regret  that 
I  have  to  inform  you  of  an  accident  by  which  Acting  Ensign  11.  M. 
Pierce,  whom  1  had  sent  ashore  to  assist  in  directing  tlie  removal  of 
the  grain,  liad  one  of  the  bones  of  his  right  leg  fractured.  He  was 
standing  near  a  horse  which  became  frightened  and  si)rang  forward, 
knocking  Mr.  Pierce  down  and  <at  the  same  time  slipping  and  falling 
upon  his  leg. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Pierce,  and  the  suggestion  of  the  surgeon,  I 
have  had  him  removed  on  shore  at  Yorktown,  where  he  is  kindly  cared 
for. 

I  would  respectfully  reijuest  to  be  informed  what  disposition  is  to  be 
made  of  property  captured  in  this  way,  and  whether  any  prize  money 
lor  the  crew  is  to  accrue  therefrom.

Navy,  transmitting  correspond- 
ence regarding  movements  of  the  enemy  against  Yorktown,  Suffolk,  and 
Williamsbtirg,  Va. 

Confidential.]  U.  S.  FLAGSHIP  MINNESOTA, 

Off  Neirport  Netcs,  Va.,  April  11,  1863. 

SiK :  Major-General  Keyes,  at  present  in  command  of  this  depart- 
ment, sent  me  a  message  last  evening  that  he  had  satisfactory  evidence 
that  the  enemy  in  large  force  was  about  to  attack  Suffolk,  and  that 
cousequently  he  was  obliged  to  countermand  the  order  he  had  given  to 
send  a  brigade  (already  embarked)  to  the  relief  of  Major-General 
Foster  at  Washington,  N.  C. 

This  morning  I  received  from  Major-General  Keyes  a  communication, 
a  copy  of  which  (A)  is  enclosed,  in  reply  to  which  I  sent  him  a  message 
by  his  aid  to  the  effect  that  I  could  not  spare  from  the  force  in  this 
immediate  vicinity  the  additional  gunboats  he  desired  to  assist  in  the 
protection  of  Yorktown  from  the  attack  now  threatened  by  the  enemy, 
and  that  to  make  the  recconnoissance  he  proposed  in  James  Eiver  to 
Jamestown  Island,  to  ascertain  if  the  enemy  had  crossed  to  the 
peninsula  from  the  south  side,  and  to  relieve  the  pressure  on  our  lines 
at  Williamsburg,  a  force  of  several  gunboats,  one  of  which  should  be 
an  ironclad,  would  be  required,  as  the  Sangamon,  Galena,and  Commodore 
Barney  (the  only  vessels  besides  this  at  Newport  News)  are  all  slow, 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  enemy  has  a  naval  force  on  the  river, 
they  should  go  together  for  mutual  support. 

I  propose  to  start  this  force  at  daylight  in  the  morning,  to  prevent 
accident  by  running  aground  at  night. 

From  the  enclosed  copy  (J3)  of  a  report*  from  Commander  Davenport, 
received  this  morning,  and  dated  April  8,  it  will  be  perceived  that  at 
that  time  the  pressure  on  Washington  and  New  Berne  continued  very 
great,  and  urgent  appeals  are  made  for  more  force,  both  by  land  and 
water,  to  enable  us  to  maintain  our  foothold  in  North  Carolina. 

If  the  object  of  the  enemy  in  the  movements  in  front  of  Suffolk  and 
at  Williamsburg  is  not  merely  to  prevent  the  sending  of  reenforcements 
to  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina,  their  land  and  naval  forces  will  doubt 
less  act  in  cooperation. 

I  enclose,  however,  a  copy  (C)  of  a  telegraphic  dispatch  received  last 
evening  from  Brigadier-General  Viele,  respecting  the  alleged  present 
position  of  the  Richmond. 

In  view  of  the  present  posture  of  affairs,  it  is  very  important  that 
this  point  should  be  strengthened  as  soon  as  practicable  by  the 
addition  of  the  Lehigh. 

Several  swift  double-enders  are  also  needed  here  for  purposes  of 
reconnoissance  and  to  afford  an  efBcient  movable  force  to  be  dispatched 
from  point  to  point  as  occasion  may  require.

Admiral:  The  enemy  attacked  Williamsburg  early  this  morning, 
and  by  the  last  accounts  were  moving  with  a  heavy  force  upon  Fort 
Magruder,  which  is  a  mile  and  more  below  the  city.  They  have  also  a 
force  this  side  of  Fort  Magruder,  and  have  burned  the  camp  of  the 
Fifth  Pennsylvania  Cavalry. 

It  is  possible  the  enemy  have  crossed  troops  from  the  south  side  of 
the  James  River.  If  so,  and  to  ascertain  the  fact,  I  would  be  glad  if 
you  could  send  a  gunboat  up  as  far  as  Jamestown  Island.  Such  a 
movement  would  also  tend  to  diminish  the  pressure  on  our  lines  before 
Williamsburg. 
The  wires  between  Yorktown  and  Williamsburg  have  been  cut. 
The  enemy  were  represented  as  being  in  large  force.  The  gunboats 
should  therefore  move  up  and  down  between  Yorktown  and  Queen's 
Creek,  and  I  trust  you  will  be  able  to  spare  three  gunboats  to  keep  in 
sight  of  Yorktown.

Letter  from  Acting  Bear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navi/,  to  Major-General 
Keyes,  U.  S.  Army,  regarding  hin  limited  means  fur  cooperation. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Xeirport  Neu's,  Va.,  April  11,  1863. 
General:  Yours  of  this  date  is  received.    With  the  force  at  my 
disposal  1  can  only  give  partial  support  in  James  River  to  your  outpost 
at  Williamsburg  by  occupying  that  position  instead  of  this,  but  this 
ship  can  not  go  there. 
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As  the  two  flag-  of-trucc  boats  arrived  to-day  from  City  Point  do  not 
report  any  rebel  vessels  in  James  Eiver,  it  is  not  probable  that  the 
enemy  have  crossed  from  the  right  to  the  left  bank  of  the  river  at 
Jamestown  Island. 

I  can  not  assign  the  additional  gunboat  force  you  request  for  York- 
town,  not  having  the  means  of  doing  so  in  consequence  of  the  number 
of  vessels  required  to  assist  the  army  in  its  occupation  of  several  posi- 
tions in  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina. 

If  the  enemy  have  the  means  of  crossing  the  Nansemond,  and  wish  to 
do  so  in  force  under  cover  of  their  artillery,  the  two  small  navy  and  the 
small  army  vessels  called  gunboats  (which  arc  frail  little  river  or  har- 
bor steamers,  mounting  in  all  but  a  few  pieces  of  fixed  artillery)  should 
not  be  considered  enougli  to  prevent  it.  The  Nansemond  is  a  mere 
creek  above  the  Western  Branch,  and  musketry  alone  can  command 
the  decks  and  drive  from  their  guys  the  crews  of  these  little  crafts, 
which  are  liable  to  be  disabled  in  their  exposed  boilers,  etc.,  by  a  few 
discharges  from  small  and  scattered  fleldpieces. 

Last  fall  I  called  the  attention  of  General  Dix  to  the  policy  of  lev- 
eling the  earthworks  in  this  vicinity,  lleferring  to  my  conversation 
with  you  on  this  subject  at  Yorktown  last  fall  and  on  board  this  ship 
the  other  day,  I  respectfully  renew  my  suggestion  that  the  contrabands 
and  other  force,  if  necessary,  should  be  emjiloyed  to  raze  these  works 
without  delay. 

Permit  me  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  enclosed  extract  from  a 
report*  I  made  to  the  honorable  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  on  the  iJ4tli 
of  October  last  immediately  after  my  visit  to  Yorktown,  referring  to 
the  destruction  of  all  military  works  in  the  vicinity  of  Norfolk  and 
Yorktown  which  might  encourage  further  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
enemy  to  reoccupy.

Memorandum  for  Lieutenants  Cushiug  and  Lamson  to  assist  Ma,jor- 
(ieneral  Peck,  whom  the  enemy  are  attempting  to  surround  at  Suffolk: 
The  ^fount  Washington,  Lieutenant  Lamson,  the  Stepping  Stones,  Act- 
ing Master  Harris,  the  Cohasset,  and  the  Alert  are  in  the  Nansemoud 
l>etween  Suffolk  and  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  Western  Branch.  Of 
these  the  Stepping  Stones  only  can  cross  the  bar  at  low  water.

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The  Mount  Washington  has  a  32- [pounder]  of  33  cwt.  and.  three  field- 
pieces,  with  a  detachment  from  the  Minnesota.  The  Stepping  Stones 
has  four  howitzers.  The  Gohasset  has  a  20pounder  Parrott  and  a 
24-pounder  howitzer.  The  Alert  has  one  12  and  one  24-pounder 
howitzer.  There  are  also  two  army  gunboats  in  the  Nansemond — the 
West  End  and  the  Smith  Briggs. 

The  object  of  the  enemy  will  be  to  cross  the  Nansemond  in  order  to 
get  into  the  rear  of  our  forces  at  Suffolk.  To  accomplish  this,  he  will 
endeavor  to  silence  or  capture  the  gunboats  by  the  use  of  scattered 
tieldpieces  and  by  musketry.  Our  vessels,  therefore,  must  occupy  the 
safest  and  most  commanding  positions  and  divide  their  lire  in  the  same 
proportions  as  that  of  the  enemy  is  divided.  Keep  the  vessels  in 
motion  where  it  can  be  safely  done  without  fear  of  collision,  in  order  to 
distract  the  aim  of  the  enemy.  In  no  event  must  these  vessels  be  sur- 
rendered. In  case  of  extreme  emergency  they  should  be  destroyed, 
their  crews  landing  on  the  opposite  bank  from  the  enemy.  In  the  event 
of  a  reverse,  it  is  left  to  Lieutenant  Lamson,  who  has  a  topographical 
map  and  understands  the  situation,  whether  to  retreat  to  the  Commo- 
dore Barney,  to  Suffolk,  or  in  the  direction  of  Norfolk.  Lieutenant  Lam- 
son will  communicate  with  me  as  often  as  is  necessary  and  convenient 
by  telegraph  via  Sufiblk,  Old  Point,  and  Newport  News.  It  is  not 
intended  by  these  instructions  to  prevent  the  exercise  of  a  sound  dis- 
cretion, suiting  the  exigencies  of  the  case,  on  the  part  of  Lieutenants 
Lamson  and  Gushing.

the  advance  of  the  enemy. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  News,  Va.,  April  12,  1863. 

Sir  :  I  informed  the  Department  in  my  No.  397  of  yesterday,  that  I 
had  received  a  message  from  Major-General  Keyes  to  the  effect  that  the 
enemy  were  about  to  attack  Suffolk  in  large  force.  Last  evening  I 
received  corroborative  dispatches  from  the  army  informing  me  that  the 
enemy  was  in  large  force  on  both  sides  of  Suffolk.  This  morning  at  3 
o'clock  Lieutenant  Lamson,  whom  I  had  sent  in  an  armed  tug  up  the 
Nansemond  yesterday,  returned  to  this  ship  with  an  urgent  message 
from  Major-General  Peck  that  the  enemy  were  advancing  in  an  attempt 
to  surround  our  forces  at  Suffolk  and  to  get  into  their  rear  by  crossing 
the  Nansemond.  To  prevent  this  movement,  if  practicable,  I  at  once 
dispatched  the  following  vessels,  under  charge  of  Lieutenant  Lamson, 
with  instructions  to  occupy  the  Nansemond  between  Suffolk  and  the 
bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  Western  Branch  and  render  all  the  assistance 
in  their  power  to  the  army,  viz : 

Mount  Washington,  river  steamer,  with  a  30-pounder  Parrott  and 
three  howitzers,  with  a  detachment  from  the  Minnesota.  Gohasset,  tug, 
with  a  20-pounder  Parrott  and  a  24-pounder  howitzer.  Alert,  tug,  with 
one  12  and  one  24-pounder  howitzer.  Stepping  Stones,  light  ferryboat, 
with  a  battery  of  howitzers. 

The  last-named  vessel,  under  the  command  of  Acting  Master  Harris, 
was  already  in  the  Nansemond,  which  is  her  permanent  station. 

I  also  detached  the  Commodore  Barney,  Lieutenant  Gushing,  from 
the  reconnoissance  I  proposed  to  send  at  daylight  this  morning  to

Jamestown  Island  (see  No.  397),  and  which  I  am  obliged  to  counter- 
mand, and  order  her  to  occupy  the  lower  Nansemond. 

Two  army  gunboats,  the  West  End  and  Smith  Brigqs,  are  in  the 
Nansemond. 

The  Wynndotte  and  Morse  are  in  the  stream  off  Norfolk  navy  yard 
and  I  have  sent  the  Juniata  to  command  the  railroad  drawbridge  into 
the  upper  part  of  Norfolk.  I  have  directed  Commander  Clitz  to  use 
every  effort  to  get  the  work  on  his  machinery  completed  at  the  navy 
yard. 

Up  to  this  hour,  12 :  30  p.  m.,  I  have  no  further  news  from  theNanse- 
moiid,  but  will  inform  the  Department  by  telegraph  if  anything  of 
importance  occurs  there. 

Major-General  Keyes  telegraphed  to  me  yesterday  that  our  troops 
toward  Williamsburg  had  been  driven  by  a  large  force  of  rebels  down 
toward  the  mouth  of  Queen's  Creek,  and  that  if  a  larger  force  of  gun- 
boats was  not  sent  to  the  York  River,  even  Yorktown  itself  might  fall. 
At  that  time  the  Commodore  Morris  had  come  to  Hampton  Koads  by 
my  orders  to  be  succeeded  by  the  Morse.  1  at  once  sent  her  back  with 
all  dispatch  to  the  York  liiver,  where  she  and  the  Crusader  now  are. 
This  is  all  the  assistance  I  can  render  the  array  in  that  quarter. 

The  Department  will  perceive  the  embarrassment  under  which  I 
labor  in  not  being  able  to  answer  the  calls  of  the  army  in  the  sounds, 
on  the  Nansemond,  James,  and  York  Rivers,  for  gunboat  support  to 
enable  it  to  hold  its  scattered  positions.

Beport  of  Lieutenant  Gushing,  V.  S.  Navy,  regarding  conditions  in  lower  Nansemond  Biver. 

IT.  S.  S.  Commodore  Barney, 
Nansemond  River,  April  12,  1863. 
Sir  :  I  am  at  anchor  just  below  the  obstructions.    I  have  been  up  to 
Suffolk  and  communicated  with  General  Peck  and  with  Lieutenant 
Lamson. 

There  are  two  points  in  the  lower  Nansemond  where  the  enemy  would 
be  likely  to  cross.  I  am  now  off  one,  the  other  is  2  or  3  miles  below. 
The  rebels  have  a  pontoon  train,  and  can  easily  bridge  the  river  (if  not 
closely  watched)  in  the  night.  1  can  only  guard  this  position,  since  we 
can  not  run  with  the  Barney  after  dark. 

If,  as  senior  officer,  I  have  command  of  the  vessels  now  in  the  river, 
I  will  take  one  from  above  and  station  it  at  the  point  below  me,  men- 
tioned by  General  Peck.  If  the  enemy  make  a  fair  attack  in  front, 
without  attempting  to  cross  the  river,  am  1  at  liberty  to  lighten  my 
vessel  so  as  to  cross  the  bar?  At  high  water  I  can  get  over  in  7  feet 
water,  and  then  there  is  deep  water  all  the  way  up. 

If  it  comes  to  a  fight,  it  will  be  a  hard  task  to  remain  at  anchor  within 
sound  of  rebel  cannon.

Sir:  The  Philadelphia  has  just  arrived  with  your  instructions  of  the 
12th  instant,  which  will  be  most  carefully  adhered  to.  She  also  brings 
IG  slieets  of  boiler  iron  for  rifle  screens. 

At  the  mouth  of  the  Nansemond  River  this  morning  I  found  the 
Cohassct  aground,  but  did  not  attempt  to  tow  lier  oli',  as  she  had  but 
little  coal  on  board  and  I  feared  to  lose  time,  and  so  not  be  able  to 
get  over  the  bar  with  either  vessel.  The  Alert  arrived  this  evening, 
and  1  have  stationed  her  to  flank  the  Jericho  Creek  batteries.  The 
Mount  Washington  commands  the  Providence  Church  road.  A  few  min- 
utes since  General  Peck  sent  me  a  dispatch  from  Colonel  Dutton,  stating 
that  the  rebels  were  erecting  an  earthwork  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Nanseraond  River,  at  Deep  Creek,  and  I  have  sent  the  Stepping  Stones 
to  ascertain.  The  enemy  advanced  this  morning  on  the  Somerton  road, 
about  10,000  strong,  and  also  showed  themselves  in  force  on  the  White- 
marsh  road.  By  the  middle  of  the  afternoon  most  of  them  had  disap- 
peared in  the  woods,  and  General  Peck  is  of  the  o])inion  that  they  are 
changing  their  front  so  as  to  more  completely  surround  him.  There 
was  some  light  skirmishing.    This  information  is  from  General  Peck. 

When  the  enemy  appeared  he  withdrew  all  his  artillery  posted  on  the 
river  near  us  and  sent  it  to  the  front,  leaving  the  defense  of  this  side, 
he  said,  to  the  boats. 

The  general  wished  me  to  express  to  you,  sir,  his  deep  obligations 
for  your  prompt  assistance  and  hoped  soon  to  thank  you  in  person.  1 
telegraphed  to  you  this  evening  and  shall  communicate  often  and  every- 
thing that  transpires.  Tljere  are  no  15-second  shells  for  the  32-pounder 
on  board,  and  I  respectfully  request  to  have  some  forwarded,  if  they  are 
not  on  board  the  steamer  Stcan.

Nen'port  Neics,  Va.,  April  13,  1863. 

The  letters  from  each  of  you,  dated  the  12th,  were  received  this  morn- 
ing. Hereafter,  whilst  in  the  Nansemond,  give  the  hour  when  your 
reports  are  written.  Tlie  Harney  will  watch  one  of  the  two  points 
Lieutenant  Cnshing  speaks  of  in  the  lower  Nansemond,  and  the  Cohas- 
set  the  other.  So  station  the  latter.  It  will  not  be  proper  for  the 
Barney,  with  her  draft  of  water,  to  go  above  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of 
Western  Branch.  The  light  .'i2-pounder  of  the  Mount  Washington  can 
not  keep  a  shell  long  enough  in  the  air  to  ex])lode  a  15-second  shell; 
1(»  second  shell  will  be  sent  to  her  as  soon  as  practicable. 

;Major-General  Keyes  was  on  board  this  ship  yesterday.  I  asked  him 
what  evidence  there  was  that  the  enetny  was  in  front  of  our  lines.  He 
answered  the  reports  of  deserters.    The  two  flag-of- truce  boats  of  the 
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9th,  as  you  kuow,  saw  do  rebel  steamers  on  the  James.  Oue  of  tlie  two 
flag-of-truce  boats  of  this  morning  saw  a  steamer  above  City  Point. 
When  the  enemy  makes  a  serious  attack  in  this  quarter  it  will  be  both 
by  land  and  water.  What  evidence  is  tliere  that  tliere  is  any  con- 
siderable force  before  Suffolk?  If  the  enemy  have  ])ontoons,  as  Lieu- 
tenant Gushing  says,  they  can  cross  the  Nansemond  especially  above 
Western  Branch  at  their  pleasure.  Their  field  artillery,  properly 
placed,  is  more  than  a  match  for  our  little  gunboats  in  that  situation, 
where  even  their  sharpshooters  can  drive  our  men  from  tlieir  guns.  If 
there  is  an  enemy  there  in  force  Major-Cieneral  Peck  will  find  these 
little  improvised  gunboats  a  very  insufticient  defense  for  his  rear.  I 
have  lately  had  urgent  calls  for  gunboats  in  the  sounds,  in  addition  to 
our  considerable  force  there,  and  have  sent  several  since  then.  I  liave 
had  equally  urgent  calls  for  gunboats  in  the  Vork  Kiver,  in  the  Nanse- 
mond, and  in  the  James  to  guard  Williamsburg. 

Owing  to  the  number  and  kind  of  the  enemy's  vessels  above  us  at 
Eichmond,  this  last  position  would  require  all  the  naval  strength  I 
have  here;  this  vessel  can  not  go  there,  and  I  can  not  further  scatter 
my  force.  The  truth  is  the  army  should  cease  the  impolicy  of  occupy- 
ing so  many  detached  and  weak  positions,  and  relying  ui)oii  what  are 
called  ferryboats  in  New  York  and  gunboats  here  to  make  such  posi- 
tions tenable.  Lieutenant  Lamson  will  please  say  to  General  Peclc  that 
I  have  done  all  I  can,  and  hope  soon  to  hear  that  all  is  quiet  near 
Suflblk.

Beport  of  Lxautenant  Cnshing,  U.  S.  Navy,  regaiding  a  supposed  spy,  and  stating  his  ability 
to  retain  command  of  the  Nansemond  Bivei. 

U.  S.  S.  GoMMODOBE  Barney, 
Nansemond  River,  April  13 — 1:30 p.  m. 

Sir  :  I  send  a  boy  who  deserted  from  the  rebels  day  before  yesterday. 
He  has  been  closely  questioned  by  me,  and  I  am  far  from  satisfied  witli 
his  story.  He  first  said  tiiat  the  Goufederates  took  him  from  Peters 
burg  day  before  yesterday.  After  a  time  he  made  the  time  three 
weeks.  First  said  that  he  ran  away  5  miles  from  Butlblk;  next,  that 
he  was  at  the  time  only  2  miles  from  Petersburg,  and  finally  that  he 
ran  away  at  both  places.  He  once  denied  that  he  had  been  near  Suf- 
folk, but  evidently  has.  I  cross-questioned  him  strictly,  and  thus  made 
him  contradict  himself.  He  is  a  smart  boy,  and  1  think  a  spy.  He 
wants  to  ship,  but  1  do  not  want  him  here,  for  he  would  desert  and  go 
back  to  them  with  information  at  night. 

The  Goufederates  are  trying  without  doubt  to  surround  General 
Peck.  I  find  that  there  are  about  10,000  men  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
river,  and  these  are  probably  the  flanking  force.  The  rest  of  Long- 
street's  force  is  on  the  right  bank,  in  rear  of  Suffolk.  I  understand 
that  he  has  some  siege  pieces  and  heavy  artillery.  I  can  and  will  ])re- 
vent  them  from  crossing  below  the  barricade.  Some  of  the  Gonlederate 
cavalry  was  in  sight  this  morning,  and  women  and  children  came  down 
to  us  for  protection.  I  have  seen  no  point  on  this  river  that  can  be 
called  a  good  artillery  position,  and  have  no  doubt  but  that  our  light 
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boats  can  retain  command  of  the  Nansemond.  General  Peck's  fortifi- 
cations are  of  the  strongest  description,  and  he  can  repulse  any  force 
of  the  enemy.  No  more  vessels  are  needed.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Kim- 
ball, of  the  Ninth  New  York  Zouaves,  was  shot  dead  by  General  Cor 
coran  night  before  last.  I  shall  seize  all  the  boats  in  the  river  until 
the  enemy  advance  or  retreat.  I  may  be  wrong  in  my  opinion  of  this 
drummer  boy;  you  can  judge  better  than  I.

Bepoit  of  Lieutenant  Lamson,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  an  exchange  of  artillery  fire  with  th» 

enemy. 

U.  S.  S.  Mount  Washington, 

Off  Suffolk,  April  13,  1863—4  p.  m. 

Sib:  This  morning  the  enemy  appeared  on  the  Somerton  road  and 
there  were  some  exchanges  of  artillery  fire.  General  Peck  sent  me  a 
dispatch  saying  they  were  coming  down  the  Providence  Church  road 
and  1  sent  orders  to  the  Aier^,  just  below  the  point,  to  fire  on  that 
road.  About  an  hour  since  the  enemy  showed  themselves  just  coming 
out  of  the  woods,  and  I  opened  fire  from  this  vessel,  the  Cohasset,  and 
Alert.  They  have  retreated  into  the  woods.  General  Peck  sent  to  ask 
if  I  could  hold  this  side  against  four  or  five  thousand  infantry  and 
cavalry.  I  replied  that  I  thought  I  could  if  they  bad  not  more  than 
one  light  battery. 

No  artillery  has  yet  been  seen  on  this  road.  The  Stepping  Stones, 
Captain  Harris,  is  patrolling  with  the  West  End  from  the  Western 
Branch  to  this  point,  with  orders  to  report  occasionally.  I  saw  General 
Peck  to-day,  and  he  expressed  himself  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  dis- 
position of  the  boats  and  said  they  were  in  the  most  advantageous 
position.  He  requested  that  I  would  keep  at  least  two  of  them  abreast 
the  town,  unless  I  discovered  the  enemy  actually  crossing  or  attempting 
to  cross  below. 

The  Sican  has  just  come  up  with  ammunition,  and  I  have  taken  on 
board  as  much  as  I  can  stow  with  safety.  She  has  no  primers  or 
ammunition  for  the  32-pounder.  I  need  the  primers,  as  the  Cohasset 
has  only  half  enough  for  the  ammunition  she  had  on  board  when  she 
came  up  this  morning — thirty  20  second  paper-case  fuzes,  forty  15-sec- 
oud  and  forty  10-second  for  her  20-pounder  rifle.  I  shall  direct  the 
boats  to  take  on  board  as  much  ammunition  as  they  can  stow  with 
safety  and  send  the  Swan  down  with  this  dispatch. 

We  have  provisions  on  board  this  vessel  for  one  week,  and  I  am  get- 
ting coal  from  the  army.  Tliis  morning  at  2  a.  m.  two  shots  were  fired 
across  our  deck  from  some  bushes  on  the  bank.  The  watch  had  their 
arms  in  their  hands  and  returned  the  fire  immediately. 

The  guns  ou  board  the  boats  are:  One  32-pouuder,  27  cwt.;  one 
20-p6under  Parrott  rifle,  four  12-pounder  rifled  howitzers,  five  12-pounder 
smoothbore  howitzers  (heavy). 

The  pilot  house  of  this  vessel  is  well  protected  with  iron,  and  rifle 
screens  have  been  put  up  on  deck.  1  have  visited  all  the  boats  to 
attend  to  their  preparations,  and  you  may  depend,  sir,  upon  us  to  do  all 
that  is  possible  to  assist  General  Peck  in  any  emergency. 
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The  enemy  is  along  the  river,  and  the  West  End  has  been  tired  on 
with  rifles.

U.  S.  S.  Mount  Washington, 
Above  Western  Branch  Nansemond  River,  April  13, 1863 — 6:45  p.  m. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  order  of 
to  day,  and  have  ordered  the  Gohasset  to  report  to  Lieutenant  Gushing 
in  accordance  therewith.  I  have  detained  the  Swan,  as  I  did  not  think 
it  safe  for  her  to  come  down.  Major-General  Keyes  requested  me  to 
bring  him  down  in  the  Mount  Washington.  I  shall  return  to  Sufiblk 
immediately  with  the  Stepping  Stones  and  act  as  circumstances  may  ren- 
der necessary  until  further  orders  from  you.  The  Alert  twisted  her 
rudderhead  this  afternoon,  but  would  probably  be  repaired  this  even- 
ing. On  our  way  down  we  received  quite  a  sharp  musketry  fire  from 
the  enemy's  skirmishers.  Six  or  eight  balls  struck  the  screens  you 
sent  down  last  evening,  directly  abreast  the  window  of  the  pilot  house. 
No  one  on  board  was  injured.  We  kept  up  a  return  fire  from  our  rifles 
and  from  the  guns  with  canister  and  shrapnel.  Hoping  that  my 
disjiositions  here  may  meet  your  approval,

Letter  from  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  to  Lieutenant  Gushing,  U.  S.  Navy, 
approving  his  determination  to  hold  the  lower  Nansemond. 

U.  S.  Flagsuip  Minnesota, 

Narport  News,  Ya.,  April  13,  1863. 
Sir  :  Yours  of  this  date  received  this  evening,  I  am  highly  gratified 
with  your  opinion  that  you  can,  and  your  determination  that  you  will, 
prevent  the  enemy  from  crossing  the  Nansemond  below  the  Western 
Branch.  The  width  of  the  river  there  allows  the  Barney  to  move  about 
and  fire,  which  will  greatly  favor  your  efibrts;  but  it  is  in  the  narrow, 
creek-like  stream  above  the  Western  Branch  that  the  light  vessels  are 
exposed  to  the  fire  of  the  fieldpieces  and  musketry,  and  whilst  I  place 
confidence  in  the  intelligence  of  Lieutenant  Lamson  and  the  officers 
and  crews  of  the  Mount  Washington,  Stepping  Stories,  Cohasset,  and 
Alert,  I  do  not  think  it  prudent  that  General  Peck  should  exclusively 
rely  on  the  invulnerability  of  these  vessels  to  protect  his  rear,  and 
should  remove  all  his  artillery  (as  he  appeared  to  have  done  by  Lieu- 
tenant Lamson's  letter)  which  he  had  previously  provided  for  this 
puri)ose. 
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It  is  very  flattering  to  have  the  Army  rely  upon  the  Navy,  but  where 
so  great  a  result  is  at  stake  it  is  ])roi)er  tluit  the  general  should  not 
make  the  mistake  of  foregoing  those  judicious  auxiliary  measures 
necessary  to  secure  so  important  a  point  as  tlie  i)rotection  of  his  rear. 
I  expected  Lieutenant  Lamsou  to  call  the  general's  attention  to  the 
facts  of  the  case.  I  shall  accept  your  opinion  that  the  boy  you  sent 
tills  evening  is  a  spy,  and  shall  treat  him  as  a  prisoner  for  the  pre3ent. 
Itelying  ou  your  opinion  of  your  ability  to  keep  the  enemy  from  cross- 
ing the  lower  Kansemond,  I  revoke  my  order  to  call  the  Cohasset  from 
above  to  assist,  and  shall  so  apprise  Lieutenant  Lamson.

I  shall  have  the  light-draft  tug.4Zer/,  Just  returned  disabled  from  the 
Nansemond,  repaired  in  a  few  hours.  1  have  sent  for  some  rifle  screen- 
ing and  hope  to  increase  to-day  and  to-morrow  the  force  in  the  river.

gunboats  in  the  Nansemond. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Barney, 
Nansemond  River,  Virginia,  April  14,  [ISGS] — 7 :30  p.  m. 
Sir:  This  morning  the  vessels  from  above  came  down — the  Mount 
Wanhington  disabled.  About  11 :  30  [a.J  m.  the  enemy  fired  on  us  with 
seven  pieces  of  artillery,  giving  us  a  cross  fire.  At  once  got  underway 
and  went  into  action,  silencing  the  enemy  in  an  hour.  At  about  1  p.  m. 
the  rebels  took  up  a  position  within  700  yards  of  the  Mount  Washington, 
which  was  aground,  and  opened  on  us  with  both  artillery  and  sharp- 
shooters. I  kept  close  to  the  disabled  steamer,  and  fouaht  the  enemj' 
until  high  water,  when  I  ordered  the  Stepping  Stones  to  take  the  Mount 
Washington  in  tow.  This  was  done  under  a  heavy  fire.  At  5  p.  m.  I 
had  the  satisfaction  of  silencing  the  enemy's  battery.  jMy  loss  foots  up 
3  killed  and  7  wounded.  I  do  not  know  as  yet  what  the  casualties  are 
in  the  other  vessels.  I  have  eight  raking  shots,  but  fortunately  my 
engine  is  not  disabled.  I  can  assure  you  that  the  Barney  and  her  crew 
are  still  in  good  fighting  trim,  and  we  will  beat  the  enemy  or  sink  at 
our  post.  I  need  more  ammunition  for  IXincli  and  6-inch  guns.  The 
worst  of  the  wounded,  and  the  dead,  I  send  down  to  the  Minnesota.  It  is 
only  requisite  to  look  at  the  Mount  Washington  to  see  with  what  desper- 
ate gallantry  Lieutenant  Lamson  fought  his  vessel.  I  am  now  taking 
in  coal  and  shall  anchor  for  the  night  where  we  have  fought  all  day.

Navy,  regarduig  shipment  of  ammunition  and  coal. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Newport  Neics,  Va.,  April  14,  1R68 — 8:30  p.  m. 
We  are  now  trying  to  ship  the  Alerfs  rudder,  which  was  repaired  at 
Old  Point  to-day,  and  have  done  some  ritie-screening  to  the  Zouave  and 
the  Alert. 
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Ammunition  was  shipped  from  Old  Point  via  Norfolk  and  Suffolk 
before  Captain  [Acting  Master]  Harris's  letter  was  received  this  evening, 
when  a  tug  was  sent  in  hope  of  intercepting  it  at  Norlolk  and  bringing 
it  back.  I  hope  to  send  all  the  amnninition  in  these  tugs  at  daylight  in 
the  morning.  Coal  was  sent  you  by  the  Philadelphia  this  a,fternoon. 
An  engineer  from  this  ship,  with  mechanics,  materials,  and  a  forge,  will 
go  up  in  the  tugs  in  the  morning  to  repair  tiie  boilers  in  the  Mount 
Washington,  which  vessel,  1  understand,  is  aground  this  afternoon  at 
the  bar,  but  the  Stepping  Stones  will  tow  her  off  at  flood  tide  and  take 
her  below  the  bar  to  the  Barney.  It  appears  that  the  gunboats  are  now 
all  out  of  the  upper  Nansemond  and  that  some  rebel  infantry  have 
crossed  the  Nausemond,  got  into  our  rear  at  Suffolk,  and  will  interrupt 
our  communications. 

I  understand,  also,  that  there  are  now  ample  supplies  at  Suffolk, 
partly,  if  not  mostly,  got  there  whilst  the  gunboats  held  the  enemy  in 
check  from  crossing  the  Nansemond.  1  presume  the  rebel  batteries  are 
now  so  fully  developed  on  the  upper  Nansemond  that  Lieutenant  Lam- 
son  will  not  be  able  to  do  iimcii,  if  indeed  anything,  more  there  with 
the  few  ligl)t  vessels  not  disabled.  Abandoned  rebel  batteries  at  Pig 
and  Barrel  points  at  the  mouth  of  the  Nansemoud  inay  be  reoccupied 
with  a  view  of  cutting  off  your  comnmuications.  It  might  be  well  to 
shell  these  some,  and  then  examine  them  to  see  what  their  present  con- 
dition really  is.  Be  cautious  about  this.  You  liavc  done  a  good  part 
and  I  rely  upon  your  conduct.  I  Iea\  e  you  to  judge  of  the  situation 
before  you.    Let  me  hear  from  you  as  changes  and  opportunities  occur.

P.  S. — April  15 — 5  a.  m. :  General  Dix,  from  Fort  Monroe,  at  1  o'clock 
this  morning,  says  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  gunboats 
should  continue  their  stations  in  the  Nansemoud,  as  the  great  danger 
to  General  Peck  is  tlijit  the  enemy  may  cross.  This  is  later  and  more 
authentic  information  than  I  had  when  writing  to  you  last  night. 

Do  the  best  you  can  with  the  means  at  your  disposal  to  effect  this 
object.  The  Gohassct  accompanies  the  Zouave,  both  taking  ammunition. 
The  Alerfs  rudder  could  not  be  shipped  last  night.  We  hope  to  suc- 
ceed with  the  light  of  this  morning,  when  she  will  be  sent  to  you.  The 
Cohasset  has  no  rifle-screening.  1  expect  some  by  the  Baltimore  boat 
this  morning,  and  will  send  some  to  you  as  soon  as  possible.  Do  not 
waste  your  aummuitiou.

U.  S.  S.  Stepping  Stones,

SiE:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  detailed  report  of  the 
action  of  the  14th  instant  in  the  U.  S.  S.  Mount  Washington,  then  under 
my  command.    I  will  submit  a  connected  report  of  tiie  operations  of 
the  flotilla  in  the  upper  Nansemond  as  soon  as  i)ossiblc. 

On  the  evening  of  the  13th  instant  I  brought  Major-General  Keyes 
down  from  Suffolk,  having  in  company  the  Stepping  Stones,  Acting- 
Master  T.  A.  Harris,   and   the   Alert,  Acting   Master  Cox;    we  ran 
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through  a  very  heavy  fire  froTu  the  enemy's  sharpshooters,  losing  one 
killed  and  one  wounded.  At  daylight  on  the  14th  instant  I  got  under- 
way to  return  to  Suflblk,  the  Mount  Washington  leading,  and  followed 
by  the  armed  army  steamer  West  End,  under  Lieutenant  Eowe,  Ninety- 
ninth  Kegiment  New  York  Volunteers,  and  the  Stepping  Stonen. 

As  we  turned  the  bend  below  Norfleet's  Point,  I  discovered  a  fresh 
earthwork  on  the  point  and  commenced  shelling  it;  seeing  nothing  but 
riflemen  behind  it,  I  gave  the  signal  to  run  past,  and,  when  within  400 
yards,  the  enemy  opened  fire  from  seven  pieces  of  artillery  which 
they  rolled  into  the  work  from  the  woods.  One  of  the  pieces  was  a 
20  pounder  rifie,  the  first  shot  from  which  entered  our  boilers.  Other 
shots  struck  in  quick  succession,  raking  our  bows  and  the  forward  part 
of  the  decks;  the  engines  immediately  stopped,  the  vessel  drifted 
against  the  bank,  and  the  escaping  steam  and  hot  water  drove  almost 
everyone  out  of  the  vessel,  but  at  my  order  they  returned  and  opened 
tire  from  all  our  guns.  The  West  End  also  got  aground,  and  I  sent 
Third  Assistant  Engineer  Rainier  to  the  Stepping  Stones  with  an  order 
to  come  up  and  tow  me  off,  which  was  done,  and  as  soon  as  the  Mount 
Washington  was  out  of  range  I  anchored  and  sent  Captain  Harris  to 
tow  oft'  the  West  End.  "We  then  proceeded  down  the  river,  the  Step- 
ping Stones  towing  the  Mount  Washington,  and  the  enemy's  sharp- 
shooters firing  from  almost  every  point.  While  passing  the  bar  and 
obstructions  near  the  mouth  of  the  Western  Branch,  the  tide  being 
low,  the  Mount  Washington  grounded,  and  almost  immediately  the 
enemy  opened  upon  us  with  ten  pieces  of  artillery,  six  planted  in  a 
strong  earthwork  on  Hill's  Point,  and  four  in  the  woods  to  the  right, 
throwing  a  cross  fire  into  our  vessels. 

Finding  that  the  Mount  Washington  would  be  immovable  till  the 
next  high  tide,  I  ordered  the  engineers,  firemen,  and  all  others  except 
the  men  I  brought  from  the  Minnesota  to  man  the  gnns,  to  go  on  board 
the  Stepping  Stones,  and  directed  Captain  Harris  to  go  down  to  a  safe 
position  and  to  come  up  and  tow  me  oft"  at  high  water.  The  West  End, 
being  short  of  coal,  continued  on  down  the  river. 

Tlie  enemy  kept  up  a  heavy  and  well  directed  fire  from  his  artillery 
and  sharpshooters,  posted  in  the  bushes  and  rifle  pits  that  lined  the 
banks,  and  was  replied  to  by  all  our  guns  and  by  those  of  the  Commo- 
dore Barney,  Lieutenant  Cushing,  who  came  as  near  the  bar  as  his 
draft  of  water  would  permit  and  supported  me  throughout  the  action 
in  the  most  gallant  manner.  The  Stepping  Stones  also  used  her  rifled 
guns  with  great  effect.  The  enemy  soon  obtained  our  range,  and  his 
artillery  told  with  fearful  eftect  on  the  timbers  and  machinery  of  these 
slightly-built  vessels. 

By  1 :  30  p.  m.  we  had  silenced  the  euemy's  battery  and  dislodged  his 
sharpshooters,  using  from  the  Mount  Washington  canister  and  2-second 
shrapnel. 

About  3  p.  m.  the  enemy  reopened  with  a  less  number  of  pieces  from 
a  new  position,  a  little  to  the  right  of  the  first  one,  and  his  sharpshooters 
poured  in  a  most  galling  fire  from  the  trees  and  rifle  pits. 

We  immediately  replied  with  all  our  guns,  and  the  firing  was  unin- 
terrupted till  we  got  out  of  range  at  0  p.  m. 

As  the  tide  rose  the  vessel  swung  so  that  the  bow  guns  would  not 
bear,  when  I  had  a  l--pounder  howitzer  mounted  on  the  hurricane  deck, 
and,  with  the  assistance  of  Master's  Mate  Birtwistle  and  Seamen  Sulli- 
van and  Jonrdan,  worked  it  till  the  bow  guns  could  be  brought  to  bear. 
The  gun  was  struck  several  times  by  the  enemy's  shot,  and  the  wood- 
work near  it  was  much  cut  up.  As  soon  as  the  vessel  began  to  float  I 
sent  a  boat  to  carry  out  a  hawser  to  a  pile  at  the  obstructions,  manned 
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the  capstan,  hove  up  the  auchor,  aud  commenced  warping  down,  when 
the  rebels  shot  away  the  pile  and  obliged  me  to  anchor  again  and  send 
out  a  boat  with  another  warp,  which  was  done.  A  kedge  was  also  got 
ready  for  warping  farther  down.  A  little  after  five  the  Stepping  Stones 
came  up  to  tow  me  oft',  when  she  received  the  entire  attention  of  the 
rebel  battery,  and  had  her  pilot  house  and  decks  much  cut  up  and  one 
gun  dismounted.  The  hawser  slipped,  and  the  channel  being  so  narrow 
she  was  obliged  to  run  down  some  distance  before  she  could  turn,  when 
the  artillery  was  again  turned  on  the  JlfoMMtTV'a«/timif/rm.  Captain  Harris 
soon  ran  np  to  me  again,  and  at  C  p.  m.  I  was  out  of  the  enemy's  range. 
The  jBanie?/ still  remained  engaging  the  enemy,  and  continued  to  fire 
till  the  enemy  ceased  and  withdrew.  Toward  the  close  of  the  action 
the  iMoimt  Washhif/ton's  flagstaff  was  shot  away  even  with  the  upper 
deck,  when  Mr.  Birtwistle  and  Seaman  Henry  Thielberg  assisted  me  to 
haul  it  up  out  of  the  water  by  the  ensign  halyards,  raise  it,  and  lash  it 
alongside  the  stump. 

I  can  not  find  words  to  express  to  you,  sir,  my  admiration  of  the  cour- 
ageous conduct  of  my  ofiBcers  and  men,  who  fought  the  guns  for  six  hours, 
aground,  in  a  disabled  vessel,  under  such  a  tire  of  artillery  and  musketry, 
and  who  did  not  flinch  even  from  working  a  gun  on  the  open  hurricane 
deck,  or  from  going  out  twice  in  a  boat  to  carry  a  hawser.  I  wish,  sir, 
through  you,  to  express  my  "warmest  thanks  [to]  Captain  [Acting  Mas- 
ter] Haynie,  of  the  Mount  Washington,  and  his  executive  officer,  Mr. 
GrifBn,  who  nobly  refused  to  leave  the  vessel  when  his  crew  was  sent 
away,  and  who  rendered  the  most  valuable  assistance  during  the  action. 
Master's  Mate  Birtwistle,  of  the  Minnesota,  behaved  in  the  most  gallant 
manner,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  him  to  your  notice  as  a  most 
brave  and  eflicient  officer.  All  the  men  behaved  so  well  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  discriminate,  but  the  following  instances  of  devotion  came  under 
my  own  observation.  Joachim  Sylvia  was  instantly  killed  by  a  shell 
that  knockett  him  overboard,  when  Samuel  Woods,  captain  of  the  gun, 
jumped  overboard  aud  swam  after  the  body,  which  sank  before  he 
reached  it,  when  he  immediately  swam  back  to  the  vessel,  went  to  his 
gun,  and  fought  it  to  the  close  of  the  action  in  a  manner  that  attracted 
the  attention  of  everyone.  After  the  action  he  was  as  much  noted  for 
his  tender  care  of  the  wounded.  Henry  Thielberg  (seaman)  assisted  to 
haul  up  and  raise  the  flagstaff,  and  volunteered  to  go  upon  the  pilot 
house  to  watch  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  and  although  I  saw  three 
balls  strike  within  a  few  inches  of  his  head,  he  did  not  move  from  his 
position  till  ordered  down. 

Robert  Jourdan  and  John  Sullivan  assisted  to  work  the  howitzer  on 
the  upper  deck  when  the  other  guns  would  not  bear.  Robert  Wood, 
boatswain's  mate,  behaved  with  great  courage  and  did  not  leave  his 
post  when  struck  on  the  head  by  a  spent  ball.  These  men  were 
from  the  Minnesota.  I  wish  also  to  mention  Quartermaster  Delon, 
of  the  Mount  Washington, yf]io  remained  with  me  at  the  wheel  after 
everyone  else  had  been  driven  from  the  deck  by  the  escaping  steam 
and  the  enemy's  shells.  Third  Assistant  Engineer  John  Healey 
reported  to  me  that  the  only  men  who  remained  at  their  posts  in  the 
engine  room  were  William  Jackson  and  James  Lody,  both  colored. 

Lieutenant  Gushing,  in  the  Commodore  Barney,  remained  as  near  the 
Mo\int  Washington  as  the  depth  of  water  would  permit,  and  it  was 
owing  in  a  great  measure  to  his  well-directed  fire,  causing  the  enemy 
to  shift  his  position,  that  the  Mount  Washington  was  not  entirely 
destroyed.  His  vessel  was  fought  in  the  most  effective  manner,  and  he 
sent  his  gig  to  me  to  ask  if  he  could  do  anything  more.  Acting  Master 
T.  A.  Harris,  of  this  vessel,  requested  permission  to  remain  with  me,  and 
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I  was  obliged  to  give  him  several  i)ositive  orders  before  lie  would  cast  ofi" 
the  Mount  Washington.  Wheu  he  came  up  to  tow  me  oft',  the  enemy's 
fire  was  entirely  directed  at  the  Stepping  Stones,  with  the  hope  of  dis- 
abling her,  aud  the  mauiier  in  which  he  handled  his  vessel  elicited  the 
highest  admiration  from  all  who  saw  it.  I  can  not  speak  too  highly  of 
his  energy,  courage,  and  skill. 

For  a  list  of  our  casualties,  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of 
Assistant  Surgeon  Samuel  J.  Jones,  of  the  Minnesota,  who  did  his  duty 
on  board  both  the  Mount  Washington  and  Stepping  Stones,  and  who  was 
sent  down  by  Lieutenant  Gushing  in  charge  of  the  killed  and  wounded, 
which  amounted  to  more  than  one-tenth  of  the  number  of  men  in  the 
three  vessels. 

The  Mount  Washington  is  so  completely  riddled  in  hull  and  machinery 
that  I  can  not  attempt  to  give  a  statement  of  her  damages.

U.  S.  S.  OOMMODOEE  BAENEY, 

Nansemmid  Biver,  Virginia,  April  15,  1863 — 1:15  p.  in. 

Sir  :  The  enemy  has  not  seen  fit  to  renew  the  action  of  yesterday. 
I  discovered  his  camp  this  morning  and  shelled  it.  liiiantryand  artil- 
lery retired  without  answering  our  fire,  but  may  open  on  us  at  any 
moment.  I  have  just  received  a  dispatch  from  General  Peck.  The 
rebels  have  not  crossed  as  yet,  but  he  anticipates  their  intention  to  try 
it  this  afternoon  or  to-night.  Lieutenant  Lamsou  is  still  here,  but  will 
move  up  the  river  the  moment  the  Alert  arrives. 

The  rebels  intended,  no  doubt,  to  cross  at  this  iioint  yesterday,  but 
being  beaten  were  unable  to  do  so.  I  am  taking  the  ranges  and  bear- 
ings of  the  iioints  above,  and  shall  use  my  IX-inch  guns  with  long 
fuzes  if  requisite.  I  forgot  to  mention  in  my  dispatch  of  last  night 
that  my  100-pounder  Parrott  was  disabled  yesteiday.  A  riiie  shell 
carried  away  the  elevating  screw  and  about  a  foot  and  a  half  of  the 
muzzle  is  blown  oft".  One  wheel  of  12-pouiider  howitzer  was  shot  away, 
but  a  spare  one  made  it  all  right.  It  may  be  that  the  rebels  are  mask- 
ing batteries  in  the  edge  of  the  woods,  but  I  will  not  be  driven  oft'  in 
any  event. 

Please  excuse  the  haste  in  which  this  is  written,  as  I  have  much  to 
look  out  for.    General  Peck  has  one  army  gunboat  at  Suft'olk.

Lieutenant  Gushing  reports  that  the  enemy  had  not  crossed  at  quarter 
past  1  o'clock  to-day. 

The  tug  which  brought  his  report  says  all  is  quiet  on  the  lower  Nan- 
seniond and  our  boats  moving  between  Hallowing  [Halliday's]  Point 
and  the  obstructions  at  Western  Branch.  The  boats  were  driven,  dis- 
abled, out  of  the  upper  jSTansemond  yesterday.  The  navy  boats  will  do 
all  in  their  power  to  assist  you,  but  I  fear  those  I  could  send  this 
morning  may  not,  from  their  draft,  be  able  to  cross  the  obstructions.

SiE:  I  was  in  hopes  the  Alert  would  arrive  iu  time  to  cross  the  bar 
at  Western  Branch  with  me  at  high  water  this  morning  and  go  up  the 
river  again.  If  we  have  two  boats,  one  can  tow  the  other  oif  if  dis- 
abled or  aground.  This  afternoon  at  4  I  got  underway  to  make  the 
attempt,  but  the  wind  was  so  high  that  we  could  do  nothing  with  the 
vessel,  she  has  so  much  out  of  water.  About  5  p.  ni.,  the  Barney  shelled 
the  point  above  us.  I  ran  up  to  dislodge  the  enemy  by  taking  them  in 
rear.  The  guns  were  loaded  with  canister  and  primed,  and  the  men 
kept  under  cover  till  we  rounded  the  point  when  we  saw  his  reserve  of 
about  100  men  behind  the  bluft'  and  completely  uncovered.  They  ran 
and  we  fired  five  charges  of  canister  directly  into  their  fiank  and  rear. 
I  saw  quite  a  number  fall  and  after  we  had  forged  ahead  they  ran  out 
of  the  rifle  pits  and  carried  them  off.  At  this  time  the  Barney  made 
the  signal  that  she  needed  assistance  and  I  turned  round  and  went 
back.  She  was  aground  and  I  towed  her  off.  They  had  remained  in 
the  rifle  pits  and  poured  even  a  heavier  fire  into  us  than  when  going 
up.  It  was  the  hottest  rifle  fire  wo  Itave  been  under.  I  kept  the  men 
covered  as  much  as  possible  and  had  only  three  men  wounded  (one 
severely,  belonging  to  the  Barney).  A  sergeant  brought  down  word 
that  their  batteries  had  been  silenced  atNorfleet's  and  wanted  theWest 
End  to  come  up.  I  shall  go  cautiously  as  soon  as  i)ossible.  I  am  per- 
fectly confident  that  no  rebels  have  crossed.  I  am  patrolling  the  river 
to-night  with  the  Zouave  and  Gohassct.  When  the  Barney  got  aground 
the  rebels  sent  off  some  men,  probably  to  bring  up  their  artillery.  I 
can  not  speak  iu  too  high  terms  of  the  coolness,  courage,  and  activity 
of  Captain  Harris,  who  handles  his  vessel  under  fire  better  than  he 
does  anywhere  else.  I  will  make  a  detailed  report  of  the  action  of  the 
llth  as  soon  as  possible.

I 
am  of  your  opinion,  sir,  that  the  rebels  will  cross  above  this,  if  at  all, 
where  the  river  is  narrower.  An  army  officer  said  yesterday  that  they 
considered  one  of  the  boats  at  Suffolk  would  be  worth  a  brigade  of 
men.  They  said  the  army  had  had  scarcely  any  fighting  yet.  We  are 
doing  all  we  can  do,  sir,  and  will  continue  to  make  every  effort.

Nansemond. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  'Newport  News,  Va.,  April  16, 1863 — Foon. 

Sir:  Nothing  of  importance  has  occurred  ai  Suffolk  to  report  to-day. 

Since  Lieutenant  Lamson  fought  his  way  down  the  upper  Nansemond 
on  the  14th  with  two  improvised  gunboats,  weak  river  craft,  there  have 
been  no  gunboats  on  the  upper  Nansemond  save  one  armed  army  tug 
at  Suffolk. 

The  upper  Nansemond  is  7  miles  long  and  difficult  to  navigate,  as  it 
is  very  crooked  and  narrow  and  has  some  bad  bars.  It  is,  in  fact,  a 
mere  creek. 

Though  two  nights  and  nearly  two  days  Lave  elapsed  since  our  gun- 
boats were  driven  down,  the  enemy  has  not  yet  crossed.  General  Uix 
has  just  informed  me  that  our  line  is  intact  as  yet. 

If  the  enemy  is  not  merely  making  a  feint  in  this  quarter,  I  do  not 
see  why  he  has  not  attempted  to  cross  the  Nansemond  and  get  into 
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(iouerul  reek's  rear,  wliich  lie  could  have  clone  if  he  is  here  in  the  great 
force  which  his  deserters  report. 

The  army  authorities  make  frequent,  urgent,  and  embarrassing  calls 
on  me  for  gunboats  to  assist  them  in  holding  weak  detached  posts  and 
long,  weak  lines,  whidi  they  can  not  hold,  and  which  the  gunboats 
could  not  make  secure  even  if  I  had  the  number  and  kind  which  these 
extraordinary  calls  require.

Nnnscmoiid  Rirer,  Western  Jiranch,  April  16,  1803 — 2: -SO  p.  m. 
Sir:  Lieutenant  Lamson  went  up  the  river  at  high  water  this  morn- 
ing with  the  Stepping  Stones,  Cohasset,  and  West  End.  I  do  not  think 
that  they  encountered  any  artillery.  The  earthwork  from  which  we 
forced  the  enemy  on  the  15th  has  not  been  taken  possession  of  again  by 
their  battery.  I  drove  them  from  their  ritie  pits  this  morning,  but  it  is 
not  possible  to  keej)  them  out.  I  think  that  they  have  only  left  enough 
men  here  to  make  their  intention  doubtful  and  have  witlidniwu  to  some 
other  point.  Tlie  cars  were  underway  this  morning  and  all  last  night 
on  the  Roanoke  and  Seaboard  Railroad.  I  could  hear  the  whistle  of 
the  engines  and  see  tlie  smoke  of  numerous  trains.  I  can  only  believe 
from  present  indications  that  the  enehiy  is  in  retreat.

Reports  from  Lieutenants  Gushing  and  Lamson  Just  received.  The 
enemy  have  not  crossed  the  river  and  there  is  every  indication  that 
they  are  retreating,  though  they  still  have  some  artillery  and  sharp- 
shooters on  the  Naiisemoud.  Our  boats  shot  down  a  number  of  their 
men  to-day  with  canister,  and  we  had  3  wounded,  making  in  all  5 
killed  and  18  wounded  in  our  little  flotilla,  to  which,  from  what  I  can 
learn,  the  tight  has  been  pretty  much  confined.  Three  boats  from  the 
Rappahannock  just  arrived  and  gone  up.  Troops  are  arriving  here 
from  the  Potomac.  As  I  wrote  the  Department,  the  enemy  has  not 
improved  his  opportunity  the  last  forty-eight  hours  of  crossing  the 
Nansemond.

Report  of  lieutenant  Gushing,  V.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  erection  of  earthworks  by  the  enemy. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Barney, 
Western  Branch  Nansemond  Kirer,  April  17,  ISGo — 8:30  n.  m. 
Sir  :  The  Vrimrose  draws  too  much  water  to  go  over  the  bar;  so  does 
the  Yanlcee.  I  shall  send  the  Alert,  Cocur  de  Lion,  and  Teaxer  up  in  an 
hour.  The  rebels  are  again  in  force  in  my  front,  throwing  uj)  earth- 
works. Artillery  has  been  in  sight  this  morning,  and  1  expect  an 
attack  to-day.  I  can  go  within  musket  range  of  the  enemy,  and  will 
cover  the  passage  of  the  light  boats.  Last  night  General  Getty  and 
Lieutenant  Lamson  came  down  to  capture  the  rebel  sharpshooters.  I 
took  them  in  front,  as  they  ran  away,  with  H-second  shell.  I  do  not 
know  as  yet  to  what  extent  they  (our  force  above)  have  been  success- 
ful. I  send  you  two  deserters  from  a  Mississippi  regiment.  1  am 
aware  that  you  like  to  know  the  real  state  of  affairs  in  the  enemy's,  as 
well  as  our  own  camps,  and  these  men  can  give  you  a  great  deal  of 
information.  The  Yanl-ee  and  Primrose  will  be  of  great  use  here,  and  1 
shall  station  them  at  once.  I  do  not  care  to  send  a  detailed  report  of 
the  fight  of  the  14tli  till  we  get  through  with  the  rebels  in  this  quarter. 
You  are  mistaken  in  supposing  that  the  "cars"  mentioned  in  my  last 
were  ours;  they  belonged  to  the  enemy,  and  were  right  abeam  of  this 
boat,  on  the  rebel  shore.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Lamson,  V.  S.  Navy,  regarding  proposed  attack  upon  Confederate  bat- 
teries at  Hill's  Point,  Western  Branch. 

U.  S.  S.  Stepping  Stones, 
Off  the  Wood  Yard,  ;>  miles  above  Western  Lranrh, 

April  17,  I860 — 9  a.  m. 
Sir:  In  accordance  with  my  intention  expressed  to  you  yesterday,  I 
got  underway  at  d>:'M)  (high  water),  directing  the  Cohasset  to  steam  up 
to  the  bar,  but  not  to  cross  till  1  ascertained  if  there  was  any  artillery 
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in  the  rebel  battery  and  gave  him  the  signal.  I  feared  he  might  get 
aground.  The  ]Ytst  End  came  up  at  that  time  and  Lieutenant  Rowe 
placed  himself  under  my  orders.  The  Commodore  Barney  shelled  the 
l)oint  and  I  ran  past,  receiving  a  very  heavy  fire  of  musketry.  Having 
seen  the  impossibility  of  reaching  the  rebels  in  their  well-protected 
pits,  when  close  under  the  bank,  I  ordered  the  guns  to  be  charged  with 
caTiister  and  the  men  to  be  kept  entirely  under  cover,  using  their  rifles 
only  from  behind  the  screening.  The  other  vessels  received  the  same 
orders  and  we  passed  without  loss.  I  hoped  to  get  another  flanking 
fire  on  their  reserve,  but  it  had  been  moved  back  into  the  woods. 
Finding  no  artillery,  I  signaled  the  Gohasset  to  come  up.  I  found  a 
picket  here  and  sent  a  dispatch  to  General  Peck,  asking  him  if  he 
would  prefer  me  to  come  to  Suffolk  or  remain  here  and  guard  this  part 
of  the  river,  which  seemed  to  me  more  important.  I  also  sent  out  two 
cavalrymen  to  get  information  from  the  officers  and  pickets  along  the 
river.  They  say  that  the  rebel  batteries  are  all  silenced,  which  I  sup- 
pose means  that  they  have  rolled  the  guns  a  little  back  into  the  woods, 
(ieneral  Peck  replied  that  this  was  one  of  the  most  important  points 
to  guard,  and  he  thought  I  had  better  remain  and  act  in  conjunction 
witli  General  Getty,  who  commands  this  part  of  the  line,  and  to  open 
communication  with  General  Getty.  He  said  if  a  gunboat  could  be 
spared  from  here  it  would  add  much  to  his  security  to  have  one  at 
Suffolk.  General  Getty  said  he  would  like  to  have  a  gunboat  to  go  up 
to  draw  the  fire  of  the  rebel  batteries  to  show  him  their  position.  I 
told  him  if  General  Peck  wished  me  to  go  to  Suffolk  I  would  go  imme 
diately,  but  that  I  did  not  think  you  would  approve  of  my  exposing 
the  boats  to  artillery  merely  to  find  their  position  and  without  other 
object  in  view.  From  the  charts  you  sent  me  yesterday  I  saw  that  it 
would  be  quite  easy  to  throw  a  body  of  soldiers  across  here  to  the 
rebel  side  and  march  down  in  rear  of  the  battery  and  rifle  pits  that 
have  annoyed  us  so  much  and  capture  them  all.  I  took  the  chart  and 
rode  over  to  General  Getty's  headquarters,  about  2  miles  distant, 
explained  the  position  to  him,  and  told  him  I  liad  examined  the  country 
to  be  passed  over.  He  approved  of  the  plan  entirely  and  directed 
Colonel  Donohoe,  Tenth  New  Hampshire  Volunteers,  and  Major 
Wheelan,  First  Mounted  Eifles,  to  act  accordingly.  He  came  on  board 
and  I  ran  down  toward  the  battery.  The  general  said  he  thought  the 
part  of  the  river  near  the  point  ought  to  be  better  guarded,  but 
expressed  himself  perfectly  satisfied  when,  in  answer  to  a  preconcerted 
signal,  the  Barney  burst  a  IX-inch  shell  over  the  spot.  At  11  last 
evening  I  received  on  board  200  men  and  anchored  in  the  stream 
till  1  o'clock,  when  I  ran  up  to  the  point  selected  and  in  ten  minutes 
landed  them  on  the  opposite  side.  They  were  to  march  across  the 
neck  of  land  between  them  and  the  battery  (please  see  sketch*  by 
Dr.  Franklin),  surprise  them  while  1  attacked  in  front  close  under  the 
battery  and  run  up  to  a  landing  place  at  the  upper  end  of  it,  receiving 
our  troops  and  their  prisoners  on  board  before  their  reserves,  several 
miles  distant,  could  be  brought  up.  After  landing,  the  troops  marched 
about  50  yards  and  came  back  because  they  saw  four  of  the  enemy's 
pickets.  I  received  them  on  board  immediately  at  the  point  where  I 
landed  them  and  took  them  back  to  their  own  side  again. 

I  feared  such  would  be  the  case,  for  the  first  signal  the  colonel  wished 
to  agree  upon  was  that  for  retreat  to  the  point  of  debarkation.  General 
Getty  thinks  they  would  have  succeeded  and  said  this  morning  that  he 
wished  he  had  led  the  expedition  himself.    This  morning  I  ran  down  to 

*  Not  found. 
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engage  the  batteries  while  the  Alert  ran  up.  Tlieyhad  erected  several 
new  earthworks,  which  had  been  thrown  up  during-  the  night,  but  from 
my  position  near  the  upper  end  of  their  works  I  shelled  them  completely 
out  of  the  two  entrenchments  nearest  me.  I  can  get  a  good  flanking  fire 
on  them.  The  Alert  received  three  shots  through  the  pilot  house,  lull- 
ing the  pilot,  T.  J.  Hawkins,  and  wounding  Quartermaster  John  Jones. 
General  Getty  sent  for  me  to  go  down  to  Calhoun's  [Calioon's?]  Point 
and  show  him  the  position  of  the  rebel  batteries  and  where  he  could 
put  one  that  would  not  be  exposed  to  a  flanking  lire.  We  found  a 
position  and  he  put  two  20-pounder  Parrotts  in  position.  He  said  the 
gunboats  alone  had  prevented  the  enemy  from  crossing  and  that  he 
jdaced  his  main  confidence  in  them.  I  assured  him  that  yonr  orders  to 
assist  him  in  any  way  possible  should  be  carried  out. 

1  have  made  arrangements  to  send  our  wounded  to  Suftblk  in  ambu- 
lances, to  go  from  there  to  the  hospital  at  ]S'orfolk.  I  have  made  a 
requisition  on  General  Getty  for  fresh  bread  and  meat  for  my  men  and 
I  am  having  coal  and  the  ammunition  on  board  the  Swan  hauled  down 
to  this  point.  It  is  4J  miles  to  Suftblk  by  land,  and  7  miles  by  water. 
I  am  getting  canvas  screening  around  the  bow  and  stern,  and  have 
made  a  requisition  for  heavy  bales  for  a  barricade  for  the  upper  deck, 
which  will  afford  a  great  deal  more  protection  to  the  men.  Please  to 
send  us  cartridges  instead  of  loose  powder,  for  we  have  no  more  cylin- 
ders, and  loaded  shell,  as  we  have  no  facilities  for  doing  anything  of 
that  kind.  General  Getty  thinks  the  attempt  to  cross  will  be  made 
between  here  and  Suffolk,  and  that  the  show  of  force  at  "Western 
Branch  is  a  feint.  The  river  there  is  too  wide  for  a  pontoon  bridge. 
My  officers  and  men  are  all  in  good  spirits  and  determined  to  give  a 
good  account  of  themselves.  I  can  not  say  too  much  in  their  praise. 
General  Getty  has  kindly  offered  to  supply  me  with  anything  I  need 
that  he  can  procure.  They  keep  a  very  poor  lookout  along  the  river. 
1  have  shelled  rebels  twice  from  where  I  am  lying,  and  the  army  wished 
to  know  what  I  was  firing  at.  My  position  here  is  a  very  safe  one,  and 
I  have  the  boats  placed  so  as  to  throw  a  cross  and  raking  fire  along 
the  only  point  where  the  rebels-  could  erect  a  battery  to  do  us  much 
damage. 

If  the  enemy  throws  a  pontoon  bridge  across  I  shall  attempt  to  run 
it  down  at  all  hazards. 

I  have  concerted  a  system  of  signals  with  the  officers  ashore  so  that 
I  can  be  informed  of  any  attempted  crossing  and  of  the  direction.  I 
am  most  careful,  sir,  to  observe  your  cautions  in  regard  to  keeping  my 
men  well  covered.

Eeport  of  Lientenant  CoBhing,  IT.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  movement  of  three  steamers  up  the 

river. 

U.  S.  S.  CoMMODOKE  Barney, 
Nansemond  River,  Western  Branch,  April  17,  [1863] — 9  p.  m. 
Sir:  At  high  water  this  morning  I  started  the  Alert,  G<nir  de  Lion, 
and  Teaser  up  the  river.    The  Alert  passed  up  safely,  but  the  Teaser 
and  Cceur  de  Lion  grounded.    I  got  the  first  named  of  the  two  ofl"  an 
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hour  or  two  ago;  the  second  got  off  before  noon  and  was  sent  up  the 
river  this  evening.  The  Teaser  has  in  some  way  disabled  the  engine, 
and  I  am  forced  to  send  her  down.  J  shall  order  the  Yankee  up  at  9  in 
the  morning,  though  1  think  it  dangerous  to  do  so,  since  she  can  not  be 
guided  by  the  helm  when  in  the  mud.  We  will  lighten  her  as  much  as 
possible,  and  if  she  goes  ashore  under  the  fire  of  the  battery  I  will  pro- 
tect her  as  much  as  possible.  The  Primrose  cnu  not  go  up  iu  any  event, 
but  is  of  the  greatest  importance  below.  I  have  pickets  ashore  on  this 
bluff,  in  order  that  1  may  not  be  surprised  by  the  enemy,  and  in  order 
tliat  my  officers  may  not  be  picked  off  from  the  brush.  This  forenoon 
two  of  my  men  captured  the  engineer  in  chief  on  the  staff  of  the  rebel 
Major-General  French.  He  came  down  within  300  yards  of  the  boats 
to  make  a  reconnoissance,  no  doubt  intending  to  locate  rifle  ])its  and 
batteries.  He  was  accompanied  by  a  citizen,  armed,  who  made  his 
escape.  The  people  living  in  this  vicinity  aid  the  rebels  in  every  way, 
and  do  not  scruple  to  fire  at  our  men.  If  I  take  one  with  arms  in  his 
hands  trying  to  kill  my  men,  I  will  not  take  him  prisoner.  Please  bear 
in  mind  that  this  oflicer  was  captured  below  Western  Branch  Creek, 
which  fact  goes  to  prove  that  General  French  is  on  duty  below  my 
position;  in  fact,  I  am  aware  that  he  dined  with  his  staff  in  the  village 
of  Chuckatuck,  some  distance  below,  and  from  the  shore  I  also  received 
information  that  a  brigade  of  rebels  is  located  3  miles  inshore  from 
Sleepy  Hole,  and  that  they  are  constructing  a  masked  battery  there. 
I  have  sent  the  Yankee  and  Zoiiare  there  to-night,  and  have  stationed 
the  Primrose  at  Bush's  Point,  another  dangerous  spot.  I  remain  in  my 
old  position  with  this  vessel,  within  700  yards  of  the  battery  and  rifle 
pits.  The  Confederates  have  thrown  up  so  much  earth  fronting  me 
that  I  can  do  them  very  little  injury  by  my  fire.  Their  three  guns  bear 
on  a  point  in  the  channel  just  above  the  bar,  and  seem  to  be  stationary. 
I  judge  so  from  the  fact  that  they  did  not  fire  on  the  Teaser  during  the 
five  hours  that  she  lay  helpless  within  500  yards  of  the  fort,  but  they 
fired  on  the  Alert  jnst  as  she  reached  a  certain  i)oint  not  50  yards  from 
the  Teaser,  and  also  on  the  Cceur  <le  Lion  this  evening  when  at  the  same 
point,  and  when  they  passed  this  spot  the  firing  ceased,  though  they 
would  have  been  for  some  time  within  range  of  an  ordinary  battery. 
1  am  confident  that  these  are  pieces  that  I  have  disabled  by  knocking 
the  carriages  in  pieces,  and  that  they  have  so  placed  them  that  they 
bear  on  one  point,  and  have  wedged  them  in  that  position.  If  I  could 
get  directly  in  their  front  I  could  break  them  up  in  fifteen  minutes,  but 
they  are  behind  a  high  bank  of  earth  and  do  not  bear  on  me  at  all.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Cushinf,  U.  S.  Navy,  proposing  a  plan  for  the  capture  of  battery  and 

rifle  pits. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Barney, 
Nansemond  River,  Western  Branch,  April  17,  [1863] — 10  p.  m. 
Sir:  There  is  one  thing  that  I  neglected  to  state  in  my  dispatch 
written  an  hour  ago.  The  ex])edition  that  was  to  capture  the  rifle  pits 
failed  in  consequence  of  the  army  nu^n  being  frightened  at  nothing. 
Two  handled  men  were  landed  by  the  Pepping  Stones ;  they  remained 
ashore  five  minutes  and  saw  three  rebel  iiickets  running  away,  which 
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SO  frightened  them  that  they  returned  without  firing  a  shot.  If  you 
can  send  me  two  launches  with  smoothbore  12-pounder  howitzers  or 
others,  I  will  agree  to  capture  the  battery  and  ritte  pits  on  the  bank 
ahead  and  spike  the  guns.  As  the  cannon  are  stationary,  but  few  men 
are  needed  in  their  works,  and  I  am  confident  that  they  can  be  driven 
out,  killed,  or  captured  by  a  close  attack  with  launches  iu  front  and 
Hank,  and  then  a  sudden  land  charge  with  about  fifty  men.  Just  after 
dark  would  be  my  time  for  attack,  when  the  few  men  in  the  rifie  pits 
can  not  pick  the  men  off  iu  the  launches.  It  is  important  that  these 
guns  should  be  spiked,  since  every  steamer  going  up  has  to  pass  the 
point  on  which  they  bear,  and  some  must  get  disabled.  Their  position 
is  such  that  the  few  rebels  there  could  not  get  assistance  iu  time  to 
repel  a  sudden  and  vigorous  attack.  If  this  is  not  done  the  artillery 
will  soon  be  repaired  with  new  wheels  or  other  disabled  portions,  and 
thus  their  force  will  regain  several  rifled  pieces  that  can  not  now  be 
used  in  the  field.  That  captured  engineer  officer,  whose  name  is  Rog- 
ers, admits  that  the  cars  are  running  on  the  railroad.  I  knew  that 
I  could  not  be  mistaken.  I  learu  many  of  these  points  in  advance  of 
the  army,  and  will  try  to  give  you  reliable  inlonnation.  I  shall  take 
most  of  the  men  from  the  Teuaer  before  sending  her  down,  as  I  am  short- 
handed  iu  consequence  of  deaths,  wounds,  and  five  men  lent  to  Captain 
Harris.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Brown,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Coeur  de  Lion,  of  the  passage 
of  the  Confederate  battery  at  HUl's  Point  by  that  vessel. 

U.  S.  S.  CoEUR  DE  Lion, 
Nunsemoitd  liiccr,  April  17,  18(i3. 

Sir:  I  Imve  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  following  particulars  of 
the  passage  of  tliis  vessel  by  the  rebel  battery  placed  on  tlie  point 
opposite  the  obstructions. 

At  0 :  45  p.  m.,  we  got  underway,  and  having  made  every  preparation 
in  the  way  of  protecting  boiler  and  steam  drum  (which  I  did  with 
chain  cables  and  hammocks),  we  started  up  the  river. 

As  soon  as  we  came  within  range  the  rebels  opened  upon  us  with 
artillery  and  sharpshooters,  and  when  opposite  the  point  a  shot  struck 
our  pilot  house,  knocking  the  wheel  and  all  our  steering  apparatus  to 
atoms,  mortally  wounding  the  pilot  and  dashing  him  ci)ni])letely 
through  the  port  side  of  the  pilot  house,  one-half  of  which  was  carried 
away  by  the  same  shot. 

The  vessel  immediately  swung  toward  the  rebel  battery,  but  as  a 
tiller  had  been  placed  alongside  the  rudderhead  it  was  instantly 
shipi)ed  and  the  quartermaster,  James  G.  Burnett,  took  the  helm  which 
he  kept  till  he  had  passed  all  danger.  A  second  sliot  struck  us,  pass- 
ing through  the  bow  about  3  feet  above  the  water  line;  it  fell  into  the 
fore  peak  and  there  exploded,  setting  fire  to  the  ship.  Our  buckets 
had  been  already  filled  before  starting,  and  the  hose  screwed  on  to  the 
force  pump,  so  in  a  few  moments  the  tire  was  extinguished. 

Another  shot  passed  a  few  inches  above  the  boiler  and  cut  the  keel 
of  the  gig  entirely  ofl';  anotlier  shot  also  hit  the  after  block  of  the  boat 
davit,  and  the  stern  of  the  gig  fell  into  the  water. 
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As  we  passed  we  gave  the  rebels  our  whole  broadside,  which  we  had 
trained  abeam,  and  fired  as  soon  as  we  brought  them  to  bear. 

The  quartermaster,  Joseph  Crawford,  was  in  the  pilot  house  at  the 
time  it  was  kno(tke(l  to  pieces,  but  fortunately  the  shot  struck  a  few 
inches  to  the  port  side  of  him.  The  boatswain's  mate,  William  Horney, 
exhibited  great  coolness  in  sighting  his  gun  under  a  galling  fire  from 
sharpshooters. 

I  would  mention  Mr.  William  G.  Morris,  acting  ensign  and  execntive 
officer,  and  state  that  he  was  most  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
and  to  him  is  due  the  credit  of  conning  the  shi])  after  the  loss  ot  the 
pilot,  as  he  gave  the  orders  from  forward,  the  helmsman  not  being  able 
to  see  on  account  of  the  decit  houses.  All  the  officers  behaved  with 
coobiess  as  far  as  they  came  within  my  notice.  The  pilot,  William 
Ayler,  colored  man,  died  at  8  p.  m.,  but  no  others  on  board  were  injured. 

We  anchored  above  the  battery  at  7 :  45  p.  m.

Eeport  of  Acting  Master  Brown,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  commanding  TT.  S.  S.  Coeur  de  lion,  of  his  own 
conduct  in  connection  with  the  expedition  in  the  Nansemond  Biver. 

U.  S.  S.  Cceur  de  Lion,  May  13, 1863. 

Sir:  I  would  most  respectfully  bring  to  your  notice  a  few  facts 
relating  to  the  expedition  in  the  Nansemond  liiver  which  1  considered 
would  be  too  egotistical  for  me  to  write  in  an  official  report,  but  which 
I  think,  in  justice  to  myself,  should  be  made  known  to  you,  as  they 
might  exert  an  influence  in  my  favor  at  some  future  time.  Upon  the 
17th  of  April,  during  our  first  attempt  to  pass  the  rebel  battery,  the 
TJ.  S.  S.  leaner  fouled  her  propeller  and  grounded  on  the  bar  within 
range  of  the  sharpshooters  in  the  rifle  pits. 

The  Ccenr  de  Lion,  being  next  in  line,  went  to  her  assistance,  where 
we  lay  for  two  hours  endeavoring  to  get  |hcr]  off.  While  directing  the 
movements  of  the  vessels  1  was  frequently  exposed  on  the  upper  deck, 
and  while  there  a  ritle  ball  passed  through  my  coat  sleeve,  bruising  but 
not  cutting  my  shoulder.  On  the  second  attempt  we  passed  alone  by 
the  battery,  and  when  the  pilot  was  killed  and  the  wheel  shot  away, 
my  report  says,  the  tiller  was  instantly  shipped;  this  was  done  by 
myself,  as  the  delay  of  a  moment  to  give  the  order  to  another  would 
have  been  fatal  to  the  ship,  as  she  was  at  that  time  running  into  the 
bank  of  the  narrow  channel.  When  Rear-Admiral  Lee  did  me  the 
honor  to  send  lor  me  and  congratulate  me  upon  my  success,  Lieutenant 
Lamson  told  him  the  safety  of  the  vessel  was  due  entirely  to  my  exer- 
tions. I  did  nothing  more  than  my  duty,  but  as  there  are  so  many 
volunteer  officers  in  the  service  on  trial  whose  antecedents  are  wholly 
unknown  to  you,  1  feel  that,  for  the  sake  of  my  family,  I  should  not 
shrink  from  any  honorable  course  to  obtain  the  good  opinion  of  the 
Department.  Trusting  you  will  pardon  me  if  I  have  overstepped  the 
bounds  of  modesty,  I  have  the  honor  to  be,  sir.

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Newport  News,  Va.,  April  18,  1803— Noon. 
Sir:  Your  two  reports  of  the  17th,  9  [p.  m.]  and  10  p.  in.,  received 
to-day  at  noon.  I  shall  be  pleased  to  find  that  the  Yanlre  was  not 
sent  uj)  this  morning  for  the  good  reason  giveu  by  you  and  because  I 
doubt  the  propriety  of  longer  continuing  our  vessels  in  the  Nanse- 
mond, wliich  is,  above  Western  Branch,  a  mere  (treek  or  natural  canal, 
and  unfit  for  the  operations  of  vessels,  now  that  the  enemy  is  establish- 
ing his  artillery  and  rifle  pits  so  as  to  command  that  communication. 

The  enemy  is  occupying  the  left  bank.  Our  army,  reenforced  since 
yesterday,  should  occupy  the  right  bank  and  defend  it  with  artillery 
and  rifle  pits.  It  would  be  better  to  have  our  number  of  guns  ashore 
than  afloat.  I  now  write  to  Lieutenant  Lamson  not  to  remain  in  that 
creek  any  longer  than  his  communications  remain  open  so  that  he  can 
return  and  rejoin  you,  nor  so  long  as  to  risk  his  ability  to  return.  For- 
ward the  enclosed  to  Lieutenant  Lamson,  if  you  have  a  safe  oppor- 
tunity to  do  so,  by  one  of  our  army  officers  on  the  right  bank  (looking 
downstream)  of  the  Nansemond.

S.  Navy,  regard- 
ing a  proposed  attack  upon  the  enemy. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Ken-port  Neics,  ^'a.,  April  IS,  1S(>:S — 9 p.  m. 

Sir:  The  attack  you  propose  would  be  better  by  day  than  by  night. 
We  can  not  risk  the  loss  of  so  many  men.  The  squadron  is  not  so  fully 
manned  as  to  justify  the  risk.  More  men  can  not  be  got,  though  they 
have  been  asked  for.  The  enemy  could  reoccupy  the  work  if  we  suc- 
ceeded. If  the  fieldpieces  now  there  are  disabled  the  enemy  can  replace 
them.  If  he  is  casemating  you  can  stop  or  harass  him  by  occasional 
and  irregular  firing. 

Cai)tain  Crosby  will  go  to  Suffolk  in  the  morning  to  see  to  the  pro- 
priety of  witl)drawing  the  vessels  tVom  the  upper  to  the  lower  Nanse- 
mond  now,  or  to  arrange  for  doing  so  in  full  time  to  prevent  their  being 
cut  otT.  Do  you  think  the  time  to  withdraw  has  come?  When  oar 
vessels  pass  you  can  cover  their  passage.  The  armed  citizen  may  have 
been  an  officer  of  importamte  on  a  reconnoissance.  The  rebel  officers 
sometimes  dress  as  private  citizens.  I  would  like  to  have  a  reconnois- 
sance kejit  up  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  erecting  defenses  below  you. 
The  old  battery  at  Barrel  Point  should  be  shelled  and  examined  when 
there  is  a  good  chance  to  do  it.  The  enemy  may  have  moved  their 
]>ieces  outside  their  first  battery,  and  you  may  not  have  its  range. 
The  vessels  from  above  and  you  from  below  can  fire  on  it  when  they 
wish  to  pass,  at  which  time  they  should  be  prepared  to  assist  each 
other,  the  best  pilot  in  the  deepest  draft  vessel  going  ahead.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Lamson,  V.  S.  Navy,  regarding  proposed  plans  for  an  attack  upon  the 
Confederate  batteries  at  Hill's  Point. 

U.  S.  S.  Stepping  Stones, 
Off  Wood  Yard,  Nansemond,  April  IS,  isc.l — 9  a.  m. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receiptof  your  dispatch  of 
the  17th  instant.    There  are  one  or  two  things  in  it  I  do  not  understand, 
owing.  I  suppose,  to  their  referring  to  something  Lieutenant  Gushing 
has  spoken  of. 
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The  Cceur  de  Lion  came  up  last  evening.  Eer  wheel  is  shot  com- 
pletely away,  and  the  pilot,  William  (colored),  killed;  she  is  not  other- 
wise injured  and  can  be  steered  perfectly  well  by  the  tiller. 

1  rode  out  to  General  Getty's  headquarters  yesterday  and  proposed 
another  attack  on  the  battery  that  is  annoying  us  so  much,  and  which, 
if  not  taken,  Mill  cut  oil'  entirely  my  communications  with  the  fleet 
below.  I  offered  to  take  500  men  on  board  this  vessel  and  land  them 
at  the  landing  place  close  to  the  upper  end  of  tlie  batteries  and  rifle 
pits,  throwing  ashore  at  the  same  time  four  of  my  howitzers,  the  other 
boats  to  take  a  raking  position  and  cover  the  landing  and  embarkation. 
I  know  the  water  and  the  ground  there;  their  guns  do  not  bear  on  the 
handing  place,  and  their  force  is  not  more  than  300  or  400,  probably  not 
so  much.  It  could  all  be  done  before  they  could  receive  any  reenforce- 
ments.  General  Getty  approves  the  plan,  aiid  so  do  his  statt"  oflicers, 
but  said  his  men  were  too  tired  to  do  it  last  night,  but  that  perhaps  we 
would  try  it  to-night.  If  we  can  once  get  them  out  of  the  place  the 
position  is  such  that  we  can  keep  them  out.  The  army  seem  to  be  lying 
perfectly  at  their  ease,  expecting  us  to  take  care  of  them. 

(Jeneral  Getty  has  just  come  on  board,  and  says  General  Peck  wishes 
to  see  me  at  Suffolk  in  regard  to  this  attack.  General  (iletty  will  go  up 
also.  I  hoi)e  they  will  make  it,  for  I  shall  not  be  satisfied  unless  I  take 
the  battery  that  knocked  the  Mount  Washington  to  pieces. 

I  detained  the  Cohanset  and  telegraphed  yon  for  orders.  She  is  very 
efficient  hei'c  and  can  not  go  down  .without  danger. 

Hoping  to  meet  your  approval  in  all  I  may  do,  I  have  the  honor  to

If  we  need  them,  can  you  send  some  nine  or  ten  ;52-pounder 
or  ritled  guns  via  Norfolk  to  this  point.

General  :  I  do  not  see  the  propriety  of  continuing  our  small  vessels 
ill  the  upper  Nansemond,  which  is,  above  Western  Branch,  a  mere 
creek  or  natural  canal,  and  unfit  for  the  operations  of  vessels,  now  that 
the  enemy  is  establishing  his  artillery  and  rifle  pits  in  such  strength  as 
to  command  communication.  The  enemy  is  thus  occupying  in  force 
the  left  bank  of  the  upper  Nansemond  with  earthworks  for  his  artillery 
and  rifle  pits  in  such  strength  as  to  command  that  communication.  Our 
army,  reenforced  since  yesterday,  may  now  oppose  the  enemy  by  occu- 
pying in  like  manner  the  right  bank  of  that  small  stream.  The  same 
number  of  guns  we  now  have  on  the  upper  Nansemond  would  be  better 
employed  on  shore. 

I  have  directed  Lieutenant  Lamson  not  to  remain  in  the  upper 
Nansemond  any  longer  than  his  communications  remain  open,  nor  so 
long  as  to  risk  his  ability  to  rejoin  Lieutenant  Gushing  in  the  lower 
Nansemond.

Beport  of  Lientenant  Lamson,  V.  S.  Kavy,  regarding  his  proposed  plan  of  attack  upon  the 
Confederate  batteries  at  Hill's  Point. 

U,  S.  S.  Stepping  Stones, 
Off  Wood  Yard,  Nansemond  River,  Va.,  April  19, 1863 — 8  a.  m. 
Sir:  The  expedition  I  proposed  for  last  night  comprised  two  col- 
umns, one  to  land  up  the  river  and  attempt  to  get  in  rear  of  the  bat- 
tery by  the  route  proposed  for  the  expedition  of  the  night  of  the 
10th  instant.  When  they  had  thoroughly  alarmed  the  enemy  in  his 
rear,  I  was  to  run  this  vessel,  with  500  men  on  board,  right  under  the 
upper  end  of  the  batteries  and  land  them,  with  four  of  my  howitzers, 
worked  by  my  own  men,  who  were  to  have  assistance  in  dragging  them 
up  the  bank.  The  landing  place  can  not  be  touched  by  a  single  one  of 
their  guns  and  it  is  only  a  few  yards  into  the  works.  General  Peck 
sent  for  me  to  ride  up  to  Sufltblk  yesterday  morning  to  arrange  the 
affair,  and  the  entire  direction  of  it  was  given  to  me.  The  Eighth 
Eegiment  Gonnecticut  Volunteers,  under  Golonel  Ward,  were  to  go  up 
the  river  in  the  Gceur  de  Lion,  Captain  Brown,  and  parts  of  the  Thir- 
teenth Indiana  Volunteers  and  Eighty-ninth  New  York,  under  Colonels 
Dobbs  and  England,  were  to  be  embarked  on  this  vessel.  I  arranged 
a  system  of  signals  with  Lieutenant  Gushing,  so  that  I  could  draw  his 
fire  and  direct  it  to  any  point  I  desired;  my  other  gunboats  were  to 
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cover  the  landing  in  front  and  take  a  position  in  the  bend  above,  where 
they  could  pour  in  an  effective  fire.  The  plan  was  perfectly  feasible 
and  only  required  promptness  and  determination  to  succeed  without 
much  loss.  My  vessels  were  all  ready  and  at  the  wharf  for  the  troops; 
the  commanders  had  received  their  instructions,  and  the  guus  ready 
for  lauding  at  the  proper  time,  but  the  troops  did  not  arrive  till  almost 
two  hours  after.  1  embarked  the  200  on  the  Vocur  dc  Lion,  but  it  was 
so  late  before  the  others  were  ready  that  we  could  not  have  reached 
the  battery  before  broad  daylight.  I  told  General  Getty  that  I  thought 
it  was  too  late,  but  I  would  proceed  if  he  desired.  He  said  he  would 
say  nothing  about  it;  that  the  expedition  was  mine.  1  thought  it 
would  not  be  prudent  to  attack  in  broad  daylight,  and  so  sent  the  men 
ashore  to  wait  till  to-night.  I  liave  examined  the  position  thoroughly; 
it  is  the  key  to  the  river,  and  unless  it  is  taken  our  boats  must  run 
down  in  the  night.  Tliey  are  not  putting  in  any  more  artillery,  but  from 
the  bend  above  1  can  get  an  enfilading  fire  and  have  forced  them  to 
abandon  one  of  their  earthworks  and  move  farther  down.  I  have  had 
oflBcers  climb  the  highest  trees  commanding  a  view  of  it,  and  have  been 
to  every  point  where  the  battery  can  be  seen  to  advantage.  If  I  had 
200  sailors  I  am  confident  it  would  not  have  annoyed  us  so  long.  I  shall 
make  the  attempt  to-night  unless  the  army  fails  the  third  time,  and 
shall  guide  the  column  myself. 

Since  I  came  here  I  have  not  ceased  co  urge  upon  General  Getty  the 
high  importance  of  taking  and  occupying  this  point,  for  if  we  once  get 
the  enemy  out  of  his  i)its,  100  men  and  a  couple  of  boats  can  keep  him 
out.  The  general  has  approved  everything  I  have  said,  but  for  some 
reason  his  officers  have  failed  to  do  their  part;  ours  has  been  done 
exactly  as  I  told  them  I  would  do. 

We  have  fought  the  rebels  every  day  since  last  Sunday,  except  to-day, 
with  a  heavy  loss  compared  to  our  force,  and  the  army  have  lain  on  their 
bank  or  in  their  earthworks  without  a  man  hurt,  and  have  utterly 
failed  to  render  me  the  assistance  and  support  they  ought  to  have 
given. 

Your  dispatch  of  the  18th  came  last  evening  and  shall  be  strictly 
obeyed.  I  am  confident  I  can  run  the  batteries  at  night  without  much 
risk,  at  high  water.  I  am  not  sure  but  I  ought  to  do  so  to-night,  instead 
of  trying  again  to  cooperate  with  the  army.  General  Peck,  however, 
says  everything  shall  be  ready  to  night  and  that  I  shall  have  his  best 
men,  I  think  they  are  not  putting  more  guns  in  position.  I  have  a 
picket  out  on  the  enemy's  shore  to  watch  the  battery,  and  have  it  so 
covered  by  my  guns  that  the  enemy  can  not  get  near  it  without  being 
exposed  to  a  very  hot  fire.  I  think  my  ability  to  go  down  the  river  will 
be  as  good  to-m.orrow  as  to  day,  and  the  army  may  do  something 
to-nig-ht.  I  read  General  Getty  your  dispatch,  and  he  seemed  very 
much  alarmed  at  the  idea  of  the  gunboats  going  down,  and  said  he 
could  not  hold  the  river  with  his  present  fortifications  without  them. 

If  we  take  the  battery  all  is  secure.  I  am  most  anxious  to  do  so,  as 
well  on  account  of  the  advantage  of  the  position  as  a  great  desire  to 
send  you  one  of  the  guns  that  was  used  against  the  Mount  Washington. 
I  will  not  remain  longer  than  1  think  it  safe.  I  can  not  express  to  you, 
sir,  my  admiration  of  the  conduct  of  my  officers  and  men.  They  work 
day  and  night,  and  have  not  flinched  under  the  heaviest  fire.

Admiral:  I  bave  just  received  your  letter  of  tlie  IStU  iu  regard  to 
tlie  withdrawal  of  the  gunboats  from  the  upper  Naiiseinoiul.  1  should 
very  much  regret  such  a  measure  at  this  moment.  1  believe  there  are 
only  three  of  your  gunboats  above  the  Western  IJranch,  and  their  pres- 
ence is  indispensable,  for,  although  I  havereenforccd  (Jencral  Peck,  there 
are  7  miles  of  river  to  guard,  and  we  have  not  tr()()i>s  enougli  to  pro- 
tect every  part  of  it  and  i)revent  the  enemy  from  crossing.  I  have  two 
armed  quartermaster's  boats,  theM'cs'i  J'hiil  and  the  »V/»///(  />V(V/(/.v,  above 
the  Western  IJranch,  aiul  with  your  gunboiits  the  defense  of  this  part 
of  the  river  is  complete.  We  are  establishing  batteries,  but  for  want  of 
heavy  guns  they  are  not  yet  in  readiness.  Within  the  next  forty  eight 
hours  1  hope  to  have  them  prepared  for  ellicient  service.  General  Peck 
telegraphs  me  that  the  withdrawal  of  the  gunboats  al  this  time  would 
be  fatal.

Report  of  Commander  Crosby,  V.  S.  Navy,  regarding  his  mission  to  Suffolk,  in  obedience  to  orders. 

U.  S.  Flagshii'  Minnesota, 

Neu'port  Nerrs,  \'a.,  April  21,  1SG3. 
Sir:  On  the  morning  of  the  19th  instant  1  went  to  Suffolk  with  your 
written  order  to  me  to  enforce  your  written  order  of  the  18th  instant  to 
Lieutenant  Lamson  not  to  remain  in  the  narrow  ujiper  Nansemond  any 
longer  than  his  communications  remained  open,  nor  so  long  as  to  lisk 
his  ability  to  return  and  rejoin  Lieutenant  Cushing  in  the  lower  Nanse- 
mond, unless,  in  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion,  after  conferring 
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with  him  and  ascertaining  the  facts  of  the  situation,  I  thought  it  best 
not  to  do  so,  in  which  event  I  was  to  notify  him  to  remain  so  long  as 
he  judged  best.  I  had  also  your  subsequent  verbal  order  to  bring  the 
ves.sels  down  from  the  upper  to  the  lower  Nansemond  if  I  could  get 
them  by  the  rebel  battery  which  commanded  the  bar  near  the  Western 
Branch.  On  reaching  Suflblk  I  iirst  saw  Generals  Peck  and  Getty  and 
informed  them  of  my  orders.  General  Peck,  being  anxious  that  the 
gunboats  should  remain,  telegraphed  you  to  that  effect,  at  my  sugges- 
tion, and  subsequently  received  from  you  in  reply  instructions  for 
Lieutenant  Lamson  to  remain  until  further  orders  from  you.  In  the 
meantime  I  communicated  with  Lieutenant  Lamson,  to  whose  plan  for 
capturing  the  rebel  battery  at  Western  Branch  (which  cut  off  the  com- 
munication of  our  gunboats)  General  Getty  agreed  to  give  cordial  sup- 
port. The  plan  was  carefully  carried  out  at  sundown  that  day  (19th) 
and  before  the  high  water  admitted  of  the  gunboats  passing  the 
obstructions. 

(ieneral  Getty  and  Lieutenant  Lamson  wishing  to  hold  this  battery, 
the  possession  of  which  by  us  removed  the  object  of  your  order,  1  con- 
sented that  tlie  gunboats  should  remain  to  cooperate  in  holding  that 
point,  and  at  7:30  p.  m.  telegraphed  to  you  on  the  subject.  At  10:30 
p.  m.  General  Getty  received  from  General  Peck  your  directions  to 
Lieutenant  Lamson,  above  mentioned,  to  remain  iintil  further  orders 
from  you,  when  I  returned  to  the  Minnesota,  leaving  the  gunboats  sup- 
porting General  Getty.

Report  of  Acting  Master  Street,  tJ.  S.  Navy,  of  tlie  operations  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Primrose  in  the 
expedition  for  the  capture  of  the  Confederate  battery  at  Hill's  Point,  April  19,  1863. 

U.  S.  S.  Primrose, 
Nansemond  River,  Virginia,  May  1,  1863. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  operations  of  this  vessel  on  the 
Nansemoud  Eiver  while  under  your  command.  I  arrived  at  Hampton 
Eoads  on  the  16th  of  April  at  3: 30  p.  m.  and  was  immediately  ordered 
to  proceed  to  the  above  river,  so  as  to  communicate  to  Lieutenant  Com- 
manding W.  B.  Gushing  at  Western  Branch  before  night.  1  arrived 
and  reported  my  vessel  ready  for  duty  at  7 :  30  p.  m.,  and  was  again 
ordered  down  the  river  to  a  point  known  as  Sleepy  Hole,  as  it  was  sup- 
posed the  enemy  would  attem])t  to  effect  a  crossing  in  that  vicinity.  I 
remained  there  until  the  evening  of  the  18th,  when  I  was  ordered  by 
Lieutenant  Gushing  to  proceed  up  to  Western  Branch  to  take  part  in 
an  expedition  to  capture  the  rebel  battery  at  Western  Branch  that  night, 
but  owing  to  the  nonariival  of  the  launches  the  movement  did  not  take 
place.  On  the  19th  (Sunday)  at  10: 1.")  a.  m.  the  rebels  opened  upon  us 
with  rifled  guns  from  a  masked  battery  up  Western  Branch  Creek,  at 
a  distance  of  700  yards,  and  immediately  after  by  sharpshooters  from  a 
bluff'  abreast  of  the  vessel,  distant  about  75  yards.  1  immediately  got 
underway  and  opened  fire  with  124-pounder  howitzer  shrapnel  ou  the 
sharpshooters  and  30-pounder  ritle  on  the  battery.  The  firing  continued 
until  2  p.  m.,  when  I  was  ordered  to  cease  until  later  in  tlie  day,  the 
sliarpshooters  having  been  driven  from  the  bluff  and  the  battery  having 
been  silent  for  some  time;  and  as  it  was  understood  that  a  force  would 
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be  landed  in  the  evening  from  gunboats  above,  at  6  o'clock  p.  m.,  the 
signal  being  given  to  again  engage  the  batteries,  I  stood  up  in  company 
with  the  Commodore  Barney  and  opened  a  brisk  fire.  The  steamer 
Stepping  Stones  in  the  meantime  came  down  with  troops  and  succeeded 
in  landing  them  under  a  cross  fire  from  boats  above  and  below  the  bat- 
tery. At  7:40  p.  m.  the  battery,  consisting  of  five  guns,  together  with 
161  prisoners,  was  taken.  During  the  engagement  in  the  morning  one 
of  my  guns  was  dismounted  by  the  recoil,  causing  a  few  moments'  delay 
and  injuring  the  elevating  screw.  The  only  damage  the  vessel  sus- 
tained was  the  breaking  of  doors  and  glass.  Several  pieces  of  the 
enemy's  shell  passed  through  the  ensign.  The  vessel  is  pierced  with  a 
number  of  small-arms  balls.  I  am  happy  to  add  that  during  the 
engagement  of  this  day,  although  the  sharpshooters  were  at  close  range 
and  the  enemy's  shell  burst  close  around  us,  no  casualties  occurred. 
At  intervals  during  the  night  we  kei)t  up  a  fire  inland  to  prevent  a 
force  from  coming  down  to  retake  the  battery. 

Since  the  19th  1  have  been  engaged  in  guarding  the  river  from  Western 
Branch  to  the  mouth,  and  on  the  ai)proach  of  sharpshooters  or  cavalry 
would  open  fire  and  drive  them  back. 

Both  officers  and  men  have  acted  in  a  praiseworthy  manner. 

1  enclose  herewith  an  account  of  ammunition  expended  while  on  the 
river.

Point)  battery. 

U.  S.  S.  Stepping  Stones, 
(If  Hill's  Point,  Nansemond  Rirer,  !«.,  April  30,  1S(;3 — 9  a.  m. 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  gunboats  under  my  com- 
mand, ill  conjunction  with  .'500  men  under  General  Getty,  eaptured  the 
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rebel  post  at  this  place  and  opened  our  coiumuuicatiou  with  the  river 
below. 

At  3  p.  m.  of  yesterday  1  received  on  board  this  vessel  ])ortions  of 
the  Eighty-ninth  New  York  Volunteers,  Lieutenant-Colonel  England, 
and  Eighth  Connecticut  Volunteers,  under  Colonel  Ward.  1  had  can- 
vas screens  from  the  awning  ridge  rojies  to  conceiil  the  men,  and  my 
battery  of  four  12-pounder  boat  howitzers  ready  for  landing,  manned 
by  iny  own  men  with  a  detachment  of  soldiers  to  assist  in  hauling  them 
H])  the  bank. 

JSTear  0  o'clock,  at  a  preconcerted  signal  from  our  steam  whistle,  a 

heavy  tire  was  oi)eiie(l  upon  the  rebel  batteries  fr all  our  gunboats 

which  had  been  placed  in  position  iireviously  and  from  (ieneral  (ietty's 
two  batteries  on  Colham's  [Calhoun's  or  Calioon'sl  L'oint  opposite, 
under  Captains  Moiris  and  Vallee.  1  then  steamed  slowly  down  the 
river  as  though  1  intended  to  run  the  battery,  as  I  have  done  several 
times,  until  1  got  nearly  abreast  of  it,  when  1  gave  the  signal  for  the 
gunboats  and  batteiies  to  cease  tiring,  put  the  helm  hard  astarboard, 
and  ran  into  the  bank  directly  under  the  upper  end  of  the  battery,  and 
so  close  that  they  could  not  bring  a  gun  to  beni'.  The  screens  were 
triced  up,  gangway  boards  launched,  and  with  a  cheer  from  all  the 
boats  and  batteries  the  lOightyninth  rushed  ashore,  followed  by  my 
howitzer  battery,  and  the  Llightli,  which  got  ashore  about  the  same 
time  by  .jumping  from  the  after  end  of  the  boat.  The  rebel  works  con- 
sisted of  two  lines  with  an  impassable  ravine  between. 

We  carried  the  first  line  at  once,  but  while  the  Eighty-ninth  were 
running  around  the  head  of  the  ravine  the  enemy  swung  round  some  of 
their  guns  and  ])oured  a  discharge  of  grape  into  our  men,  which  was 
instantly  replied  to  by  canister  from  my  guns  which  1  had  planted  on 
the  crest  of  the  ravine  pointing  directly  into  the  rear  of  their  battery. 
The  brave  Eighty-ninth  were  in  their  works  by  this  time,  and  they  did 
not  tire  a  shot  afterwards.  We  took  Kil  prisoners  and  five  pieces  of 
iirtillery,  12-pounder  and  Mi-pounder  tiehl  guns,  captured  from  us  at 
IIari)er's  Ferry  and  from  western  Virginia,  with  a  large  (juantity  of 
ammunition. 

isot  a  man  escai>ed.  1  also  regained  this  vessel's  gig,  which  was 
shot  out  of  the  davits  while  running  the  battery  a  few  days  since  and 
drifted  ashore.  1  can  not  give  too  nuich  praise  to  the  brave  officers 
and  men  of  the  Eighty-ninth  New  York  and  I'^ighth  Connecticut,  who 
charged  in  the  most  gallant  style.  General  (lett.\' and  staff  directed 
the  troops  and  were  exposed  to  a  very  iiot  lire.  My  own  otiiceis  and 
men  behaved  with  the  courage  they  have  shown  in  action  with  the 
enemy  every  day  but  one  since  we  have  been  in  this  river  (eight  days). 
The  loss  on  both  sides  was  small,  owing  to  the  decisive  charge  and  the 
immediate  silencing  of  their  guns  with  canister.  1  can  not  refrain  from 
speaking  of  the  handsome  manner  in  which  Acting  Master  T.  A.  Harris 
handled  this  vessel,  and  of  the  skill  and  courage  he  showed  thronghont 
the  artair.  The  enemy's  work  was  as  strong  as  it  is  possible  to  make 
an  earthwork,  and  they  had  commenced  to  casemate  it.  I  send  you, 
sir,  our  Hag,  which  J  planted  on  the  works  with  those  of  the  two  regi- 
ments, also  one  of  the  captured  guns.

Sir  :  Another  battery,  heavier  than  the  lirst,  has  beeii  unmasked  by 
the  enemy.  I  engaged  it  yesterday,  until  I  was  taken  in  the  flank  at 
close  quarters  by  a  sharp  tire  of  musketry  across  our  decks.  I  drove 
them  from  the  woods  and  again  engajjed  the  battery  while  our  force 
was  in  sight  taking  tlie  fort.  My  loss  was  one  man  mortally  wounded, 
who  died  last  night,  and  whose  body  1  send  to  the  Philadelphia.  This 
vessel  was  struck  but  once  (in  the  hull)  by  shell,  though  they  burst  all 
around  at  a  distance  of  liO  yards  either  side.  Unlike  their  firing  of 
the  14th,  their  shell  now  burst  with  great  precision.  The  pieces  in  this 
battery  are  all  rifled,  as  were  those  on  the  ca])tured  ])oint  on  the  day 
we  engaged  it.  One  is  a  50  or  100  pounder  rifled,  and  the  others  are 
from  20s  to  12s.  It  is  so  masked  that  1  have  only  their  smoke  to  fire 
at.  1  engage  it  to  day  at  12  m.,  and  if  I  do  not  get  a  shot  in  my 
exposed  magazine  shall  hope  to  silence  it  before  night.  1  shall  extend 
your  congratulations  to  Lieutenant  Lamson,  as  well  as  General  (ietty, 
to  whom  all  the  credit  is  due  for  yesterday's  gallant  exploit — the  cap- 
ture of  the  battery  in  our  front.

By  the  return  of  Captain  Crosby  this  morning  and  the  receipt  of 
Lieutenant  Cushing's  note  just  now,  I  am  informed  of  the  prominent 
and  leading  i)art  taken  by  Flag-Lieutenant  Lamson  in  planning  and 
executing  the  expedition  which  resulted  so  handsomely  in  the  capture 
of  Western  Branch  battery,  in  conjunction  with  General  Getty  and  his 
troops.  I  heartily  congratulate  Lieutenant  Lamson  and  all  the  officers 
and  men  of  both  services  engaged  in  this  highly  creditable  affair.  I 
desire  Lieutenant  Lamson  to  forward  a  full  report  of  the  particulars  as 
soon  as  practicable.  Lieutenant  Cushing  will  send  me  tracings  from 
the  topographical  niap,  on  which  he  will  designate  the  position  and 
range  of  the  heavy  battery  just  unmasked.  Mark  on  the  sketch  the 
names  of  places  and  the  position  of  all  obstructions,  natural  and  arti- 
ficial, not  given  on  the  map.  I  shall  desire  General  Dix  to  capture 
this  new  battery.  Even  tlie  good  firing  from  the  Barney^s  heavy  guns 
does  not  seem  to  produce  any  permanent  effect  upon  earthen  works, 
judging  from  the  unexpected  good  condition  of  the  guns  captured  in 
the  Western  Branch  battery.

Sir:  Tlie  second  battery  withdrew  from  my  fiont  last  iiiglit.  All  is 
now  clear  at  this  point,  and  if  the  army  fortify,  we  can  hold  the  position 
a<;ainst  any  force,  the  gunboats  protecting  both  Hanks.  It  i.s  my  opin- 
ion, and  the  opinion  of  every  army  officer  with  whom  I  have  conversed, 
that  anymore  boats  in  the  upper  Nausemond  would  be  superfluous.  It 
is  narrow,  and  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  enemy  to  throw  pontoons 
over  in  the  lace  of  the  artillery  and  musketr\-  fire  of  the  land  force.  It 
is  too  small  a  stream  for  many  boats  to  maneuver  at  once,  and  about 
all  the  good  that  they  can  do  is  to  give  confidence  to  the  army.  Below 
here,  on  the  contrary,  our  boats  are  expected  to  do  the  entire  work 
unaided  by  the  land  force,  and  in  order  to  do  it  1  must  have  all  the  ves- 
sels that  are  here  now.  The  only  one  that  is  7iow  here  that  could  go 
over  at  the  highest  tide  is  the  Yanlcee,  a  long,  clumsy,  side-wheel  boat, 
that  Avould  be  far  from  manageable  in  the  narrow  stream  above,  while 
she  is  of  use  here.  For  this  reason  I  have  declined  to  send  her  higher 
up.  Captain  Crosby  is  of  my  opinion.  I  think  that  the  enemy  is 
retreating  as  fast  as  possible  and  that  the  army  could  easily  cut  off  at 
least  one  brigade  of  their  troops  by  a  dash  out  on  the  road.

I  hope  that  this  work  and  all  otliers  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Nansemond  will  be  completely  razed  and  not  left  to  invite 
reoccupation  and  allow  the  enemy  to  annoy  us  and  cut  oft'  our  communi- 
cations. If  Suffolk  is  to  be  held,  I  hope  the  present  opportunity  will 
be  improved  to  construct  such  works  on  the  right  bank  of  the  upper 
Nansemond  as  its  proper  defense  requires. 

Our  little  gunboats,  so  much  called  for  and  relied  on  by  the  army,  are 
not  a  suitable  defense  for  that  stream,  and  their  services  arc  really 
necessary  elsewhere.

Letter  from  Uajor-General  Feck,  U.  S.  Army,  to  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  express- 
ing regret  at  the  withdrawal  of  the  naval  force  from  the  upper  Nansemond. 

Headquarters  U.  S.  Forces, 

Suffolk,  Va.,  April  21,  IS63. 

1  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  iJOth,  in  which  you  say 
that  "our  little  gunboats,  so  much  called  for  and  relied  upon  by  the 
army,  are  not  a  suitable  defense  for  that  stream"  (the  Nansemond). 

This  is  a  very  late  day  to  advise  the  authorities  of  the  inability  of  the 
navy  to  hold  the  water  communication,  when  General  Longstreet  is 
pressing  my  small  force  with  35,000  men.  The  tardiness  with  which 
the  information  comes  can  be  explained  only  upon  the  theory  that  you 
(lid  not  think  so  before  the  operations  of  the  14th.  In  the  absence  of 
this  information  from  so  high  a  source,  great  reliance  has  been  i)laced 
upon  the  gunboats,  and  their  truly  gallant  commanders  believed  they 
could  prevent  the  enemy  crossing. 

L'pon  the  18th  or  19th  I  was  advised  that  you  had  ordered  all  the 
boiits  out  of  the  upper  Nansemond,  and  I  telegra])hed  as  follows: 

SliFi-OLK,  Va.,  J2>ril  19,  ISCS. 
Admiral  S.  P.  Lee, 

Xeiiiiort  Xcirs : 
Tiie  withdrawal  of  all  the  boats  above  Western  Brancli  of  tho  Naiisrmond  at  this 
crisis  will  be  attended  with  fjroat  risk,  and  may  result  in  th(^  enemy's  crossing.  It 
will  require  me  to  detach  many  more  regiments  and  guns,  which  I  can  not  afford. 
Earnest  and  hearty  cooperation  of  navy  and  army  will  beat  General  Longstreet  in 
tills  campaign,  and  1  beg  you  to  reconsider  the  i)ropoRitioD.  For  two  or  three  very 
good  cover  is  afforded,  and  other  works  are  being  constructed. 
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It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  your  boats  are  all  safe  where  you 
ordered  them.  Boats  or  uo  boats,  I  shall  hold  the  river.  If  no  further 
cooperation  is  extended,  I  shall  make  the  arrangements  necessitated  by 
its  withdrawal. 

All  the  forces  in  my  hands  since  my  arrival  here  liave  been  constantly 
employed  on  the  defenses  of  the  Nansemond,  and  no  more  work  could 
be  done  with  my  limited  resources.  I  now  see  and  appreciate  the  great 
importance  of  the  day  and  night  labors  of  my  troops. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  add  that  if  General  Longstreet  had  not  been 
permitted  to  employ  several  thousand  laborers  at  Fort  Powhatan  for 
nearly  two  months  without  interruption,  in  establishing  most  lirmly  his 
left  flank  on  the  James  Eiver,  his  present  campaign  would  not  have 
been  undertaken. 

The  Navy  has  many  gallant  spirits,  but  none  more  so  than  Lieutenants 
Lamson,  Gushing,  and  Harris.  The  Government  is  under  great  obliga- 
tion to  these  young  officers  for  their  untiring  energy,  unfailing  resources, 
and  excellent  judgment.  Their  services  will  be  duly  acknowledged,  as 
well  as  [those  ofj  their  officers  and  crews.

Letter  from  Acting  Rear-Admiral  Lee,  V.  S.  Navy,  to  Major-General  Peck,  U.  S.  Army,  regard- 
ing the  withdrawal  of  the  naval  force  from  the  upper  Nansemond. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  Neics,  Fa.,  May  6,  1863. 

Sir:  Your  communication  dated  the  21st  ultimo,  in  reply  to  mine  of 
the  20th,  was  received  on  the  2Gtli.  Sijuadron  duties  have  prevented 
an  earlier  reply  to  your  communication,  which  1  regret  to  find  is  very 
deficient  in  that  candor  and  professional  comity  proper  in  official  cor- 
respondence, and  reasonably  to  be  expected  from  an  officer  educated 
at  West  Point. 

When  naval  defense  is  necessary  for  military  works,  a  timely  requi- 
sition from  the  War  or  the  Navy  Department  for  the  number  and  kind 
of  vessels  needed  therefor  should  be  made,  that  they  may  be  built  or 
purchased  and  equipped.  I  am  not  responsible,  as  you  seem  to  sup 
pose,  for  the  defense  of  the  military  post  at  Sutitblk,  as  dependent  on 
the  defense  of  the  military  line  of  the  upper  Nansemond,  which  is  a 
mere  creek,  unsuited  to  the  operations  of  vessels,  and  obviously  requir- 
ing military  defense;  nor  was  it  my  fault  that  such  necessary  military 
preparation  was  not  already  made. 

Heretofore  I  had  a  small  vessel,  the  Stepping  Stones,  resembling  a 
Norfolk  ferryboat,  carrying  fieldpieces  on  field  carriages,  patrolling 
that  small  stream,  to  preserve  the  blockade  and  intercept  rebel  com- 
munications, trade,  mails,  etc.  When  Suffolk  was  threatened,  as 
General  Keyes  informed  me,  by  the  enemy  40,000  strong,  with  pon- 
toons and  heavy  artillery  (as  reported  by  deserters  all  along  the  lines), 
urgent  calls  were  made  upon  me  for  gunboats.  This  call  was  preceded 
by  equally  earnest  calls  for  gunboat  assistance  to  repel  the  enemy, 
who  was  attacking  one  and  threatening  another  military  jiost  in  the 
sounds  of  North  Carolina,  which  required  all  the  light  drafts  provided 
by  the  Government    for  other    naval  duty,   not  needed   to  answer 
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demands  at  otlior  points,  except  the  Commodore  Unriic)/,  wliicli  I  sent 
to  tlie  Nansonioiid,  t()j;etlior  witb  my  two  transports,  oik-  armed  with 
fiL-ldpieces  and  manned  by  a  detaclinieiit  from  this  vessel,  the  otlier  as 
a  teuder  witli  ammunition,  coal,  etc.,  and  three  of  my  small  tuys  (each 
armed  with  two  lifilit  pieces),  thus  leaving'  the  S(|uiidron  without  a 
transport,  tender,  disi);itch,  mail,  or  jjicket  boat,  save  one  tag.  When, 
on  the  14th  of  A])ril,you  telef;raphed  me  that  three  of  the  (improvised) 
gunboats  were  disablcil,  and  asked  lor  more,  J  obtained,  temporarily, 
and  sent  to  the  Xansemoiid,  ibur  tnj;s — half  the  I'otomac  steam  rtotilla. 
This  recital  shows  what  earnest  effoi  ts  were  made  to  relieves  you. 

It  must  be  very  apparent  to  every  candid  and  intelligent  iirofessioiial 
mind  that,  had  General  Longstrect  really  intended  to  loice  a  crossing 
of  the  upper  Xansemoiid,  with  the  reputed  means  at  his  command, 
these  \'G\y  light  pieces,  mostly  iieldpieces,  on  the  oi)en  deck  of  a  few 
merchant  vessels,  could  not  have  prevented  his  doing  so  there.  TIk; 
same  number  of  ticldpieees  would  have  made  a  better  resistance 
behind  earthworks  ashore  than  on  frail  little  steamers  atloat.  Ihmce, 
in  my  instructions  of  the  ]3th  ultimo,  sent  to  Lieutenants  (Pushing  and 
Lamson  that  day  and  night  (see  A*  and  l>t  annexed),  these  views 
were  expressed  by  me  to  be  comnuinicated  to  you.  Your  theory,  there- 
fore, that  this  conviction  was  the  result  of  the  rough  handling  the 
boats  received  in  fighting  the  enemy's  earthworks  on  the  14th  falls  to 
tlie  ground. 

It  was  my  manifest  duty  to  let  you  know  that  the  Navy  had  not  the 
means  to  malce  the  military  defense  expected  of  it.  Had  I  underta'ken 
the  defense  imposed  without  a  word  of  warning  as  to  tlie  suthciency  of 
my  naval  means  (as  a  substitute  for  military  defense)  to  protect  your 
rear  from  a  real  attempt  by  the  enemy  to  cross  Nansemond  Creek  |  u])per 
riverj,  the  failure  that  must  have  ensued,  so  disastrous  to  the  army  and 
nation,  would  have  been  charged  upon  the  Navy.  I  did  send  Fleet 
Captain  Crosby  to  Sufl'olk  on  the  I'.tth  to  withdraw  the  boats  from  the 
upper  Nansemond,  if  practicable. 

The  situation  was  this:  You  had  been  largely  reenforced  and  had  a 
gallant  army  :.'2,(H)0  strong  at  Suftblk.  You  had  Just  erected  earth- 
works and  rilie  pits  along  the  right  bank  of  the  Nansemond  suitable  for 
its  defense.  The  enemy  had  made  no  attempt  to  cross  Nansemond 
Creek,  the  blockade  of  which  he  had  established.  Ilis  earthworks  at 
"Western  IJranch,  which  commanded  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  Nansemond 
Creek,  had  cut  off  the  communications  of  the  gunboats,  whilst  ,>''ours 
wereoi)en;  had  thoroughly  ilisablcd  one  and  seriously  damaged  three 
other  boats,  besides  killing  and  wounding  so  large  a  i)ro]i((rtion  of  their 
small  crews.  The  eneuiy's  rifle  ])its  and  artillery  on  the  left  bank  were 
a  serious  annoyance  to  the  boats,  but  did  not  seem  to  thieaten  the 
safety  of  the  post.  Y^our  detachments  had  twic^e  failed  to  support 
Lieutenant  Lamson  (see  Ct  and  l)t)and  capture  this  battery  and  raise 
the  blockade  (which  was  afterwards  so  easily  done)  and  my  transports 
and  tenders  were  sustaining,  in  an  unequal  and  unnecessary  contest 
with  the  enemy's  earthworks,  much  damage.  Nevertheless,  when  you 
that  day  (the  19th)  by  telegrajth  de.sired  the  retention  of  the  gunboats 
in  the  upper  Nansemond  1  promjjtly  replied  by  telegraph  and  directed 
Lieutenant  Lamson.  tlnough  you,  to  renniin  with  the  boats.  You  most, 
unfairly  omit  this  from  your  statement  of  the  case,  and  go  on  to  charge 
me  with  having  withdrawn  tlic  gunboats,  when  tlie  fact  is  I  gave  no 
orders  to  do  so  after  the  one  1  just  revoked  at  your  instance  and 
through  you.

Lieutenant  Lamson  reiiorted  to  me  that  this  evaenation, 
earnestly  opposed  by  hiui,  obliged  him  to  withdraw  the  boats  from  the 
Hp])er  to  the  lower  Xanseniond  from  just  above  to  just  below  the  bar 
under  Western  Branch  battery  and  coinnianded  by  it,  a  distance  of 
half  or  three  quarters  of  a  mile.  Thus  your  orders  and  not  mine  occa- 
sioned the  withdrawal  of  the  gunboats.  In  your  communication  of  the 
21st  you  admit  your  ability  to  hold  the  Nanseiiiond  without  the  boats. 

Your  reference  to  what  you  term  "  Longstiect's  present  camiiaign," 
as  occasioned  by  his  reoccupatiou  over  two  months  since,  without  Inter- 
ruption, of  Fort  Powhatan,  thus  "establishing  most  firmly  his  lelt  ilaiik 
on  .lames  liiver,"  is  scarcely  intelligible.  Fort  Powhatan  is  50  miles  in 
an  air  line  from  Suffolk,  whilst  the  enemy  have  "been  permitted"  to 
occupy  for  the  last  half-year  the  line  of  the  Blackwater,  immediately  in 
front  of  Suflblk  and  less  than  halfway  in  the  general  direction  of  Fort 
Powhatan.  Of  course,  it  was  easy  enough  for  them  to  reoccuj^y  their 
fort  in  their  rear. 

It  may  instruct  you  to  know  that  as  soon  as  I  learned  from  Colonel 
Ludlow  that  tlie  enemy  had  reocciii)ied  and  was  strengthening  Fort 
Powhatan,  a  military  act  performed  within  the  military  lines  of  this 
military  department,  without  waiting  for  (ieneral  Dix  to  ask  me  for 
naval  cooperation,  I  promptly  called  on  and  conferred  with  him  on  tlie 
siiliject,  and  iecei%'ed  bis  assurance  that  he  could  not  act,  as  the  enemy 
was  on  the  Blackwater  in  greater  strength  than  he  had. 

It  was  obvious  from  the  failure,  from  want  of  military  cooperation,  in 
the  attack  on  Fort  Darling,  with  an  ironclad  and  gunboat  force  quite 
equal  to  that  at  my  command,  that  I  could  not,  witliout  military 
cooperation,  prevent  the  enemy  from  holding  and  extending  a  fort  on 
his  river  front  when  he  held  in  force  undisputed  military  possession  of 
the  country  around  it.

Sir:  When  1  said  yesterday  that  the  enemy  had  withdrawn  from 
our  front  1  intended  to  convey  the  idea  that  tlie  battery  that  1  was 
going  to  engage  had  been  abandoned  during  the  night.  I  might  have 
added  tljat  I  had  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  whole  rebel  army 
is  in  retreat.  .My  opinion  coincided  with  that  of  General  Getty.  Last 
night  our  troops  evacuated  the  fort  in  my  frcuit  by  order  of  General 
Peck.  I  protested  against  an  act  that  would  close  the  river  if  the  enemy 
were  in  earnest;  but  the  rebel  pickets  now  hold  it.  Our  land  force  for- 
tified it  strongly  in  the  rear  and  left  their  works  for  the  rebels  to  use. 
1  do  not  see  how  such  a  movement  can  be  justified.  You  are  mistaken 
in  believing  the  captured  guns  to  be  the  ones  used  against  us  on  the 
14th.  They  (those  used  then)  were  rifled  guns,  and  we  have  some 
of  their  shell  now  on  board.    We  disabled  that  battery  and  it  was 
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replaced  by  Lbis.     I  confess  that  when  I  looked  iit  the  works  and  saw 
tlieir  great  strength  I  was  astonished  that  we  silenced  them  on  that 
day.    I  think  that  active  work  is  nearly  over  in  this  quarter.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Lamson,  U    S,  Navy,  regarding  the  abandonment  of  Western  Branch 

(Hill's  Point)  battery. 

U.  S.  S.  STErriNG  Stones, 
Off  Sleepy  IIollow  [UoleI,  Nansemond  Uiveb, 

Ai)riJ  31,  18(>3 — 7: 15  a.  m. 

SiK:  1  have  the  lienor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yourdisi)atches 
of  the  i!Oth  and  21st  instant  by  the  PhihulcJpliiu  this  morning.  Yester- 
day, soon  after  closing  my  report  to  you,  (General  Getty  informed  me 
tliat  General  Peck  had  directed  him  to  abandon  the  captured  battery  at 
Hill's  Point,  and  that  the  troops  and  munitions  would  be  withdrawn  as 
soon  as  possible.  I  immediately  went  down  with  this  vessel,  put  up 
my  canvas  screens,  and  received  on  board  all  the  captured  artillery  and 
the  guns  General  (Jetty  had  landed.  1  placed  the  other  gunboats  in  a 
position  to  command  tlie  approaches  to  the  battery  and  arranged  sig- 
nals with  them  and  the  Commodore  Barney  to  direct  their  fire  to  any 
point. 

As  soon  as  it  became  dark  we  commenced  ferrying  over  the  troops, 
of  whom  over  1,000  had  been  landed  on  the  point.  Our  boats  shelled 
the  approaches  occasionally.  I  told  General  Getty  that  in  obedience 
to  y<mr  instructions  I  must  go  below  the  point  with  the  gunboats  the 
moment  he  abandonea  the  battery,  and  in  order  to  do  that  it  would  be 
necessary  to  land  the  last  load  below.  When  all  had  crossed  except 
our  pickets  I  made  signal  to  the  boats  to  get  underway,  leaving  the 
^ycst  End  and  some  small  boats  to  carry  over  the  pickets.  It  was  a 
very  dark  night,  with  a  heavy  easterly  wind,  but  we  passed  the  bar  and 
the'obstru(;tions  safely  and  anchored  ott'  this  ])lace.  1  took  the  precau- 
tion to  send  out  boats  with  liijhts  to  mark  the  channel,  as  it  would 
])robably  have  been  fatal  to  any  vessel  to  have  grounded.  At  12  o'clock 
the  last  picket  was  crossed  and  the  Wetst  End  joined  the  fleet  below. 
At  daylight  this  morning  we  hauled  alongside  the  wharf  here  and 
landed  all  (Teneral  Getty's  artillery,  munitions,  etc.  General  (4etty 
remained  on  board  this  vessel,  and  accomplished  the  withdrawal  of  his 
men,  guns,  and  trophies  in  the  most  admirable  manner.  We  had  infor- 
mation that  the  enemy  intended  to  attack  during  the  evening  in  stnmg 
force,  and  their  sharpshooters  were  within  range  of  our  pickets  during 
the  evacuation. 

The  officers  and  crew  of  this  vessel  have  worked  incessantly  during 
two  niglits  and  days  transporting  trooi)s  to  the  captured  battery  and 
withdrawing  them,  and  I  can  not  speak  in  too  high  terms  ot  their 
uncomplaining  jierseverance.  Acting  iMaster  T.  A.  Harris,  command- 
iiig  this  vessel,  has  been  especially  noticed  for  untiring  energy  and 
useful  services,  and  of  the  courage  of  all  1  need  only  say  that  they 
planted  our  guns  within  CO  yards  of  those  of  the  enemy,  -which  were 
greater  in  number  and  caliber  and  were  firing  grape.  I  sent  the 
C'oliassct  down  yesterday  in  obedience  to  your  order  received  through 
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Lieutenant  Cusliiiig.  Doctor  Franklin,  of  tbe  Minnesota,  made  several 
recoil noiwsances  to  ascertain  the  position  of  the  battery,  and  by  climb- 
ing trees  at  different  points  made  a  correct  drawing,  showing  the 
ai)proaches  to  the  works,  whicli  was  of  valuable  assistance.  Hoping 
that  your  wishes  have  been  satisfactorily  executed,

This  has  been  done.  When  1  loft  last  evening  the  enemy  was  invest- 
ing Suti'olk  as  closely  as  ever,  and  there  were  no  signs  of  his  retreating. 
1  regret  exceedingly  tiie  withdrawal  of  the  gunboats.  If,  as  we  have 
reason  to  believe,  the  enemy  is  very  strong,  it  will  be  dillicult  without 
their  aid  to  prevent  his  crossing.  We  sliall  do  the  best  we  can  with 
the  two  boats  armed  by  my  order  and  manned  by  our  troops.

General:  I  am  surprised  by  the  statement  in  your  dispatch  of  this 
date,  just  ie(;eived,  that  the  captured  battery  on  tlie  left  bank  had  been 
abandoned  because  "  Lieutenant  Lamson  had  informed  General  Peck 
that  you  (1)  had  ordered  him  to  leave  the  upper  Nansemond  with  his 
gunboats." 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  Lieutenant  Lamson's  report  showing  that  this  is 
a  mistake. 

My  letter*  of  yesterday's  date  to  General  Peck  (a  copy  of  which  is 
enclosed )  written  last  night,  but  not  sent  to  or  forwarded  by  Lieutenant 
Laiii.soii  until  this  morning  (atter  the  battery  was  evacuated),  affords  no 
.lustitication  for  the  previous  abandonment  of  the  captured  battery, 
which  commanded  the  commnnications. 

As  long  as  it  was  held  our  gunboats  could  pass  above  or  below  it,  as 
it  iiiiglit  be  necessary.

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The  responsibility  of  abandoning  tliis  position  rests  on  other  shoulders 
than  mine. 

You  must  see  that  the  representation  you  make  does  me  injustice, 
and  is  not  sustained  by  the  facts  of  the  case.

Sir  :  I  have  seen  with  much  surprise  the  telegram  of  General  Dix 
to  yourself,  in  which  he  says  that "  Lieutenant  Lamson  having  informed 
General  Peck  that  you  had  ordered  him  (me)  to  leave  the  Upper  Nanse- 
moud  with  the  gunboats.  General  Getty  was  directed  to  abandon  the 
left  bank,  where  he  had  captured  one  of  the  enemy's  batteries." 

General  Dix  is  laboring  under  a  great  mistake,  for  just  the  reverse 
of  what  he  says  is  true.  After  the  capture  of  the  battery  I  received 
orders  from  you  to  remain  in  the  upper  Nansemond  with  the  Hotilla 
under  uiy  command,  and  so  informed  General  Getty.  I  did  not  com- 
nmnicate  with  General  Peck  on  the  subject,  but  your  order  to  me  to 
remain  was  forwarded  through  him.  The  only  written  orders  1  received 
from  you  on  the  subject  were  dated  on  the  18th  and  20th  instant. 

That  of  the  LSth  is  in  these  words:  "You  will  not  remain  in  the 
river  (upper  Nansemond)  any  longer  than  your  communications  remain 
open  so  that  you  can  return  and  rejoin  Lieutenant  Gushing — not  so  long 
as  to  risk  your  ability  to  return."  On  the  20th  you  repeated  the  same 
instructions.  When  the  tirst  of  the  above  orders  was  received,  it  was 
already  so  dangerous  to  pass  the  rebel  battery  that  1  should  not  have 
attempted  it  unless  I  had  been  forced  to  do  so,  or  had  received  positive 
orders,  and  Generals  Peck  and  Getty  had  both  agreed  to  put  in 
execution  a  plan  that  I  had  proposed  for  capturing  the  battery  and 
which,  after  two  miscarriages  on  the  part  of  the  army,  was  successfully 
accomplished. 

On  the  19th  instant  Fleet  Captain  Crosby  came  up  with  discretionary 
orders,  dated  the  I8th  instant,  in  regard  to  the  gunboats  remaining  in 
the  upper  river.  That  evening  the  battery  was  captured,  and  General 
Getty  said  he  would  move  over  troops  and  hold  it  if  Captain  Crosby 
would  direct  the  gunboats  to  remain,  which  he  did.  That  evening  I 
received  a  telegram  from  you,  through  (ieneral  Peck,  directing  me  to 
remain  in  the  upper  river  till  further  orders. 

The  next  morning  about  12  ni.  General  Getty  showed  me  his  orders 
from  General  Peck  to  withdraw  from  the  captured  point,  and  later  in 
the  day  an  order  to  withdraw  before  night.  1  had  received  no  orders 
from  you  which  required  me  to  withdraw  from  the  upper  Nansemond, 
and  so  told  General  Getty,  and  earnestly  expressed  to  him  my  entire 
disapprobation  of  the  abandoning  of  the  ca[)tured  point.  I  told  him 
repeatedly  that  I  would  remain  in  the  upper  Nansemond  as  long  as  he 
held  the  point,  but  that  if  he  evacuated  it  I  should  be  obliged  to  go 
below  it. 

My  communications  were  perfectly  safe  as  long  as  he  held  this  key 
to  the  river.  The  position  was  an  exceedingly  strong  one,  and  General 
Getty  had  crossed  more  than  one  thousand  men,  and  had  defended  the 
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rear  by  several  Hues  of  rifle  pits,  intrenchmeuts  with  embrasures,  and 
bad  six  guns  mounted  in  them. 

There  was  nothing  in  your  instructions  to  me  or  in  my  communica- 
tions to  Generals  Peck  or  Getty  that  rendered  it  necessary  for  them  to 
abandon  the  work,  but  their  movement  made  it  absolutely  necessary 
for  me  to  move  below.

Report  of  casualties  on  the  vessels  in  the   upper  Nansemond  in  the  passage  of  the  Con- 
federate battery  at  Hill's  Point. 

U.  S.  S.  Stepping  Stones,  April  21,  1803. 

Sir:  I  have  to  report  tlie  following  casualties  which  occurred  in  the 
upper  Nansemond  flotilla,  Lieutenant  Lamson  commaiidiiig,  on  the  19th 
ultimo.  They  occurred  while  the  Alert  and  Occur  de  Lion  were  passing 
a  rebel  battery  at  Hill's  Point,  near  Suttolk,  Va. 

T.  J.  Hawkins,  pilot,  struck  in  the  head  by  a  solid  shot  from  a 
12  pounder  rifle  and  killed  instantly. 

John  Jones,  landsman,  severely  wounded  in  left  arm  by  splinters  of 
boiler  iron,  scattered  by  a  ll'-pounder  rifle  sliot;  arm  since  amputated 
ill  npper  third. 

William  Ayler,  pilot,  had  his  left  leg  completely  am])nfated  at  junc- 
tion with  thigh  by  a  ll'-pounder  rifle  shot;  died  in  thirty  minutes 
afterwards. 

The  casualties  all  occurred  in  the  line  of  duty.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  11  a.  m.  [April  11]  Lieuten- 
ant K.  H.  Lanisou  came  on  board  at  Western  Branch  13ar.  At  2:15 
p.  m.  we  arrived  at  Sull'olk.  At  4: 30  p.  m.,  on  our  return,  the  long  roll 
beat;  asked  General  Peck  where  he  desired  the  vessel.  He  answered, 
"  Where  you  can  be  of  the  most  service."  At  4 :  45  p.  m.  got  underway 
and  ran  down  as  far  as  the  wood  wharf,  in  sight  of  Hill's  Point.  At  7 
p.  ni.  returned  to  town  [Suflblk?],  having  seen  nothing  unusual, 
lieceived  a  dispatch  from  General  Peck  saying  that  he  relied  upon  us 
to  guard  the  Providence  Church  road.  At  9  p.  ni.  Lieutenant  Lainson 
left  at  the  bar  for  the  Alert  below,  to  proceed  to  tlie  flagshij).  Patrolled 
the  river  throughout  the  night. 

Ajyril  13. — At  8  a.  m.  went  to  Suffolk.  At  11  a.  ni.  the  Mount  Wuxh- 
ington  anchored  immediately  ahead.  At  8  p.  m.  ran  down  in  sight  of 
Hill's  Point  and  patrolled  the  river  through  the  night. 

April  13. — At  ()  a.  m.  anchored  at  Suflblk.  At  10  a.  m.  ran  down  to 
Hill's  Point,  anchored  and  sent  a  boat  on  shore;  reconuoitered  as  far 
as  the  buildings,  half  a  mile  distant;  brought  11  hor.ses  to  the  beach 
and  secured  them.  No  signs  of  the  enemy.  At  8  \sic\  p.  m.  started  for 
Suttolk.  At  4  p.  m.,  while  passing  Xoriieet's  Point,  was  ojiened  upon 
by  a  brisk  tire  from  sharpshooters,  which  was  returned  ])romptly  with 
shrapnel  and  canister.  Had  one  man  (J.  Sullivan)  wounded.  At  4:30 
p.  ] II.  arrived  at  Suffolk;  ordered  to  take  ])ositiou  third  in  line — the 
Mount  Washin<jton  leading  and  the  G.  ^Y.  Thomas  second — to  convoy 
her  to  Western  Branch  Bar.  While  passing  Norfleet's  Point  were  again 
opened  upon  by  sharpshooters.  At  C  p.  m.  arrived  at  the  bar.  At 
6:30  p.  ni.  ordered  to  follow  the  Mount  Washington  toward  Suttolk. 
Punning  up  some  3  miles,  the  Mount  Washington  came  to  anchor. 
Lieutenant  Lamson  came  on  board  and  ordered  us  to  remain  just  below 
the  wood  wharf  until  morning. 

A2)ril  1-1. — At  5  a.  m.  was  ordered  to  get  underway  and  follow  the 
motions  of  tiie  Mount  Washington ;  ran  up  2  miles,  when  the  Mount 
Washington  opened  lire  on  earthworks  at  Nortleet's  i'oint,  thrown  up 
since  passing  down  the  evening  before;  elicited  no  reply  for  some  min- 
utes, the  Mount  Washington,  stepping  Stones,  and  West  End  tiring 
briskly.  Coming  closer,  the  enemy  opened  its  concentrated  tire  upon 
the  Mount  Washington.  At  7  a.  m.  received  orders  to  come  up  and  tow 
ott' the  iJ/oHHf  ir«s// /»</<0H,  asliore  and  disabled;  passed  up  and  towed 
her  out  of  range  and  was  ordered  back  to  tow  oft'  the  West  End,  also 
ashore.  Towed  her  olil',  returned  to  the  Mount  Washington,  took  her  in 
tow,  and  proceeded  down  the  river.  At  11  a.  m.  (low  water  at  meridian), 
getting  nearly  over  the  bar,  the  Mount  Washington  took  ground  and 
found  it  impossible  to  pass  over. 

At  11: 15  a.  m.  artillery  and  musketry  opened  njapii  the  vessels  from 
Hill's  J'oint,  300  yards  distant;  opened  tire  by  owi^r.  At  11 :45  a.m. 
was  ordered  to  proceed  farther  down  to  suitable  position  for  ett'ective 
service,  and,  as  soon  as  tide  would  permit,  return  to  the  Mount  Wash- 
ington and  tow  her  fartlier  down. 

Iveceived  on  board  the  crew  of  the  Mount  Washington  and  a  portion 
of  her  ofticers,  with  what  ammunition  Lieutenant  Lau)son  could  spare, 
the  ottieers  and  crew  of  the  Minnesota,  attached  to  Lieutenant  Lamson, 
remainiug. 
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Itan  down  to  slooj)  J.  Ofiden  with  tlic  wounded  of  both  vessels  and 
])Lacedtheiu  on  board,  receiving-  and  returning  the  fi le  of  sliarpshooters 
all  along  the  bank  for  a  mile  and  a  half  below  ^^'e.stern  I'.raniih. 

Ketnrned  and  opened  tire  upon  the  enemy's  battery,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Commodore  Barney  a\\&  Mount  \Vaiihiiiiiton,\\]\\ii\\  had  scarcely 
for  a  moment  ceased  firing,  and  then  only  to  change  iwsition  of  guus. 
At5p.ni.  ran  up  to  tlie  j)/f>MH?  ]Vanliin<it(m.  Atr):.';o  again  took  lier 
in  tow,  and  at  C  were  out  of  range  of  tlie  battery,  and  proceeded  to 
anchorage  half  a  mile  below  Sleepy  Hole  wharf.  Casualties  of  to-day 
have  been:  Pilot  Small,  wounded  severely;  J.  Smith,  II.  Fish,  1'. 
Curraii,  J.  Diebert.  S.  Dent,  J.  Troubletield,  (1.  Scott,  William  Kobin- 
son,  wounded  slightly. 

A])ril  J'). — At  <S  a.  m..  Lieutenant  Lamson  on  board,  ran  up  and 
anchored  near  tlie  Commodore  licxrney  xuxtW  4:. 5(1  j).  m.,  when,  the  tide 
serving  to  cross  the  bar,  ran  U))  and  i)assed  the  battery,  rendering  the 
leserves  beyond  entirely  exposed;  stopped  and  fired  upon  them  with 
caiiistei',  they  retreating  in  all  directions,  ('ommodorc  liurney  signal- 
ing for  assistance,  ran  down  and  found  her  aground  at  the  obstruc- 
tions. The  euemy  at  once  returned  and  again  ojieiied  tire  iii)on  us 
briskly. 

xissisted  the  Commodore  Barney  oft',  and  came  to  anchor  close  to  her 
within  easy  range.  It  now  becoming  dark,  tiring  ceased  on  both  sides. 
Through  the  night  all  quiet,  with  the  exceiition  of  a  few  musket  shots 
from  tlie  bank  below  Western  Branch.  ( 'asualties  of  to  day  have  been : 
Charles  Urqnart,  Thomas  Mack,  wounded. 

April  Id. — At  8:. '30  opened  tire  upon  the  batteries.  At  9  a.  m. 
weighed  anchor  and  i)assed  u]),  receiving  no  artillery  tire,  but  a  sharj) 
musketry  lire.  Anchored  at  the  wood  wharf,  1  i  miles  above,  lilngaged 
throiigli  the  day  in  tiring  upon  the  enemy  whenever  .seen  ;  shelled  them 
from  the  adjacent  woods  twice.  At  11  p.  m.  embarked  200  soldiers  and 
proceeded  quarter  of  a  mile  up  the  river;  landed  them  on  the  west 
l)ank,  pushed  off,  and  kept  the  vessel  in  motion,  gradually  dropping 
down  to  be  ready  to  render  all  necessary  assistance.  Fifteen  minutes 
after  landing  them  two  rockets  were  thrown  up,  and  was  ordered  by 
Lieutenant  Lamson  to  return  to  point  of  disembarkation.  Again 
received  them  on  board,  proceeded  to  original  jioint  of  embarkation, 
and  landed  the  party. 

April  17. — At  !t  a.  m.,  the  Commodore  Bariiey  signaling  for  assist- 
ance, ran  down  to  the  battery  and  assisted  her  in  drawing  their  atten- 
tion while  the  ^l/tTf  passed  up.  Ivcturned  to  our  anchorage;  engaged 
the  remainder  of  the  day  in  watching  and  slielluig  the  enemy. 

April  /N. — No  active  movement  through  the  day.  At  '.)  p.  m.  was 
ordered  to  haul  into  the  wharf  and  receive  500  men,  but  from  sonic 
cause  tliey  were  not  embarked.  Hauled  again  into  the  stream  and 
anchored  tor  the  night. 

April  19. — At  10  a.  m.,  with  a  numb(>r  of  army  officers  of  rank  on 
board,  weighed  anchor  and  proceeded  down  close  to  the  rebel  battery. 
After  remaining  "Jt^hort  time,  returned  to  our  aii(;horage,  tiring  uiion 
them  smartly  when  about  to  return.  At  5  ]>.  m.  received  on  board  ;500 
men,  well  screened  fiom  view,  and  started  for  the  bar.  When  abreast 
the  point  at  the  battery,  laid  the  vessel  on  shore;  tnxqis  disembarked. 
Lieutenant  Lamson,  with  two  ohicer.s,  twenty-four  men,  and  four  guns 
from  this  vessel,  ran  them  at  once  on  shore  and  phused  them  in  battery 
on  the  plateau  to  cover  the  forming  of  the  troo])s. 

A  sharp  lire  of  musketry,  lour  guns  (three  of  them  our  own),  a 
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heavy  cheer,  and  iu  ten  minutes  the  rebel  works  were  ours,  with  five 
pieces  of  artillerj-,  102  prisoucrs  of  Forty-fourth  Alabama,  and  151 
stand  of  arms.  At  9  p.  m.,  leaviiiji  our  battery  on  the  plateau  with 
Lieutenant  Lauison,  otticers,  and  men,  received  on  board  our  wounded 
and  prisoners  and  returned  to  point  of  embarkation  for  reenforcements, 
arliUery,  and  iutrenchinj;  tools. 

Iteceived  on  board  three  heavy  army  12-pounders  with  cannoneers 
under  Lieutenant  iMnrray,  intrencliinj;-  tools,  and  400  troops;  returned 
to  Mill's  I'oint,  landed  the  above;  remained  until  the  gcuns  weie  in  posi- 
tion and  the  captured  battery  properly  manned.  Lieutenant  Lamson, 
with  tiie  vessel's  battery,  oflicers,  and  men,  returned;  nuide  another 
trip,  bringing  200  men,  more  intrenching  tools,  ammunition,  provi- 
sions, etc. 

April  30. — Landing  them  at  ?<  a.  m.  Then  placed  the  vessel  within 
.10  yards  of  the  point  in  position  to  cover  an  advance  of  the  enemy. 
At  8  a.  ni.  returned  a  portion  of  the  troops  and  brought  down  their 
relief.  At  2  p.  m.,  much  to  oni'  surprise,  was  ordered  to  receive  on  board 
the  captured  battery,  prei)aratory  to  an  evacuation  of  the  jjosition; 
received  three  12-pounders  and  two 24  pounders  (enemy's  battery),  U.  S. 
artillery  battery,  cannoneers,  amnmnition,  and  intrenching  tools,  and 
hauled  into  the  stream  to  await  suitable  tide  to  ]iass  the  bar.  At  11 
p.  m.  i)assed  the  bar  and  anchored  2  miles  below  for  a  more  favorable 
opportunity  to  pass  down. 

April  31.  -  At  4  a.  m.  weighed  anchor  and  proceeded  to  Sleepy  Hole 
wharf.  Made  fast  at  4.30  a.  m.  and  discharged  all  the  men  and  mate- 
rial of  the  laud  forces.  At  12  m.  cast  olf  tioin  the  wharf  and  anchored 
just  below. 

The  vessel  has  recei\ed  seven  artillery  shots,  182  bullet  marks  iu  the 
woodwork,  besides  those  wiiich  struck  the  ])lating,  is  somewhat  cut  u)) 
in  woodwork,  and  boats  totally  destroyed,  but  is  not  at  all  disabled. 

My  casualties  amount  to  twc^lve  wounded,  for  full  particulars  of 
whi('li,  I  respectfully  refer  to  the  rei)ort  of  the  medical  oHicer  of  the 
Hotilla,  and,  with  those  rejjlaced,  am  in  as  gmid  condition  for  service  as 
ever. 

I  would  desire  to  mention  the  ini|)ortant  assistance  received  from 
Acting  iMisign  William  Hunter,  of  the  Commodore  Barney,  \\\  attaching 
warp  to  the  Mount  Wanltinfjtou,  lie  liaving  just  befoi'e  come  on  board 
with  his  howitzer  and  crew  from  tlie  sloop  sent  out  with  the  wounded, 
which  gun  he  worked  most  etfectively. 

The  oflicers  and  crew  of  this  vessel  behaved  to  my  entire  satisfactiou. 
With  the  otiicers  it  would  be  impossible  t(j  particularize,  for  they  all  did 
nobl.\-.     For  their  names  please  see  the  accompanying  list. 

Of  the  crew,  I  would  desire  to  meiiti(m  James  Randolph  and  Alex- 
ander iMcliowan,  acting  quartermasters,  for  their  coolness  and  relia- 
bility at  the  wheel,  attention  and  constant  vigilance  in  watching  the 
nio\ements  of  the  enemy  while  at  anchor;  Thomas  Jones,  for  his  con- 
■slantetliciency,  the  zeal  which  he  dis])]ayed  at  his  gun,  and  for  voluu- 
teernig  to  remain  at  the  landing  selected  for  the  troops  on  the  night 
of  the  10th,  with  a  lantern  to  guide  tlie  vessel,  in  order  not  to  mistake 
the  spot. 

1  would  desire  to  state  that  it  woufd  have  been  utterly  imi)ossible  to 
have  towed  the  Mount  Vi'a.ihinfjton  through  the  narrow  and  tortuous 
windings  of  vSudblk  Branch  had  she  not  been  managed  with  the  greatest 
care  and  skill,  tliec(md)iiu'd  length  of  the  vessel  and  wari),with  a  smart 
breeze  from  the  .south  west,  ie(|uiring  greatjudgment.  strictest  attention. 
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and  very  prompt  action.    To  accomplisli  this  would  be  a  very  difficult 
matter  under  tbe  most  favorable  of  ordinary  circumstances.

General:  On  the  L'lst  of  this  month,  by  the  exliibition  of  a  white 
flag  on  shore  by  a  person  in  citizen's  dress,  a  boat  from  tlie  Stepping 
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Stones  was  lured  ashore,  tired  ou  by  trooi)S  iu  iiiiibusb,  one  of  its  crew 
killed,  [and]  the  followiug-nained  men  taken  prisoners,  viz: 
William  Coleman,  J.  McNielty,  F.  Jlopkius,  and  J.  Keed. 
This  was  a  base  transaction,  and  the  men  should  be  surrendered  and 
uot  exchanged  as  prisoners  of  war.  Lieutenant  Lamson  verbally 
informed  me  last  evening  that,  iu  a  recent  communication  by  Hag  of 
truce  at  Suffolk,  the  enemy  expressed  a  purpose  to  return  the.se  men. 
Please  have  this  done.

The  outrage  described  is  so  revolting  that  1  am 
satislied  it  is  but  necessary  to  invite  your  attention  to  it  to  insure  the 
uecessary  redress.  1  ask  that  the  men  so  captured,  if  alive,  shall  be 
surrendered,  and  that  the  peri)etrators  of  the  outrage  shall  meet  with 
the  punishmeuc  due  to  their  crime.

The  ca])ture  herein  mentioned  was  made  under  the,  following  circum- 
stauces:  Some  free  negroes,  who  had  been  deceived  by  the  party 
making  tlie  capture,  had  tohl  them  bow  they  signaled  the  boat  when 
the\-  wished  to  communicate  with  those  on  board  ;  that  they  had  been 
engaged  in  gathering  iuibrmation  for  the  oHicers  on  the  Stepping  Stones, 
which  they  generally  carried  to  Captain  John  Bush  and  lie  to  the  Step- 
ping  Stones,  but  in  the  absence  of  Captain  Bush  it  was  only  necessary 
to  gi\e  a  signal  and  they  would  send  out  a  boat;  that  they  fre([iiently 
liailed  theiu  and  they  landed,  sometimes  for  news  and  sometimes  to 
carry  negroes  ofi'  who  were  trying  to  get  within  their  lines.  The  boat 
was  hailed.  The  signal  use(l,  as  the  negroes  directed,  was  a  pocket 
handkerchief.  The  party  consisted  of  four,  all  in  the  uniform  of  Con- 
iederate  soldiers.  The  boat  was  sent  out  with  live  marines  |sailors], 
privates,  armed  with  muskets;  there  was  no  otiicer  with  them,  nor  had 
they  any  flag.  On  discovering  the  character  of  the  party  on  shore,  two 
of  them  raised  their  muskets  to  (ire,  at  which  time  they  were  tired  on 
by  three  men  on  shore,  killing  one  and  wounding  another.  The  party 
then  surrendered.  It  was  a  signal  to  which  they  had  often  responded, 
and  the  men  captured  did  not  regard  it  as  a  truce.  In  my  opinion  the 
])roceediiigs  were  legitimate.  The  boat  was  only  lired  on  in  self 
defense.

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Report  of  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  V,  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  capture  and  abandonment  of 
the  Western  Branch  (Hill's  Point)  battery. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
OffNetoport  Newn,  Va.,  April  23,  1863. 

Sir:  I  respectfully  enclose  foi  the  iiifonniition  of  the  J)epartment  a 
copy  (A)*  of  the  telegraphic  dispatch  from  Majoi-CJeneral  Bix,  dated  1 
p.  m.  yesterday,  stating  that "  Lieutenant  Lauison  having  informed  Gen- 
eral Peck  that  you  fl]  had  ordered  him  to  leave  the  Upper  Nansemond 
with  his  gunboats,  General  Getty  was  directed  to  abandon  the  left 
bank,  where  we  had  captured  one  of  the  enemy's  batteries  and  brought 
away  the  guns." 

1  also  enclose  a  copy  (B)*  of  my  reply  thereto,  enclosing  a  report  made 
to  me  by  Lieutenant  Lamson  last  night,  from  which  it  will  appear  that 
the  statement  above  quoted  is  erroneous. 

The  rebel  battery  referre<l  to  is  situated  at  the  confluence  of  the 
Western  Branch  and  commands  the  communications  between  the  upijer 
and  lower  Xansemond.     Our  gunboats  have  suffered  severely  from  it. 

The  plan  of  attack  was  made  by  Lieutenant  Lamson,  urged  by  him 
upon  the  military  authorities,  and,  after  two  starts,  rendered  abortive 
by  the  shortcomings  of  the  troojis,  was  linally  put  into  successful 
execution  under  his  controlling  management. 

This  battery,  after  capture,  was  abandoned  by  our  troops  against 
the  repeated  and  urgent  remonstrances  of  both  Lieutenant  Lamson  and 
Lieutenant  Gushing,  it  was  thus  oi)ened  to  immediate  reoccupation 
by  the  enemy,  and  it  became  necessary  that  oui*  three  little  vessels 
should  drop  down  to  the  lower  Nan.-einond. 

My  instructiotis  to  Lieutenants  Gusliing  and  Lamson  when  they  went 
into  the  Xansemond,  and  every  direction  to  them  whilst  there,  required 
these  officers  to  render  all  the  assistance  in  their  power  to  the  army. 
This  thej'  did  with  marked  ability  and  success. 

But  I  believe  it  was  impracticable,  with  our  few  light-armed  and 
onen-decked  vessels,  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  crossing  the  upper 
Nansemond,  which  is  a  crooked  creek,  some  7  miles  long.  It  was  bid 
policy  to  risk  the  army  on  the  expectation,  entertained  and  expressed 
to  me  by  General  Dix,  that  a  naval  force  could  perform  the  impossible 
feat  of  protecting  its  rear  and  preventing  its  capture,  as  the  enemy, 
with  our  water  communications  cut  off,  could  easily  destroy  our  vessels 
by  concentrated  fire  of  fieldpieces.  Had  I  adopted  this  idea  and 
attempted  its  execution,  the  navy  would  have  been  responsible  for  the. 
catastrophe  which  would  have  followed  if  the  enemy  had  in  i)ro])er  force 
determined  to  cross  this  stream.  The  true  defense  was  by  well-located 
earthworks  and  rifle  pits. 

While  entertaining  and  presenting  these  views,  1,  nevertheless,  as 
will  appear  from  the  following  brief  statement  of  my  orders  and 
correspondence,  continued  our  vessels  in  the  upper  Nansemond  until 
the  army  saw  tit  to  abandon  the  key  jmsition,  which  had  been  captured 
by  the  elforts  of  Lieutenant  Lamson. 

April  18, 1  ex]>ressed  to  Lieutenant  Lamson  my  doubts  about  the  pro- 
priety of  continuing  our  vessels  in  the  Nansemond  Greek,  and  instructed 
him  not  to  remnin  with  them  there  any  longer  than  the  communica- 
tions sliould  remain  open.  On  the  same  day  I  communicated  toMajor- 
General  Dix  the  fact  of  my  having  given  such  directions. 

April  19,  I  sent  Fleet  Gaptaiu  Grosby  with  directions  to  deliver  the 
al)ove  order  to  Lieutenant  Ljamson),  if  in  his  discretion  there  was  no 
good  reason  for  continuing  the  occujjation  of  the  upper  Nansemond. 

"  iSoc  ]i.  7.~i(J. 
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April  19,  at  6  p.  m.,  I  received  a  telegram  from  Major-Geueral  Peck, 
commanding  at  Suttolk,  urging  tbe  necessity  of  keeping  the  gunboats 
in  the  river  to  enable  the  army  to  hold  its  present  position.  In  reply  I 
informed  him  that  Lieutenant  Lamsou  might  await  further  orders  in  the 
upper  Nausemond,  though  the  gunboats  were  needed  elsewheie. 

April  19,  10:30  p.  m.,  I  instructed  Lieutenant  Gushing  to  congratu- 
late General  Getty  on  the  capture  of  the  battery,  and  to  say  to  him,  "I 
willingly  assist  him  and  let  the  gunboats  remain." 

April  20, 10:30  a.  m.,  I  wrote  to  Lieutenants  L[amson]  and  0[ushing] 
as  follows: 

As  tlio  iirmy  is  now  in  strength  in  the  upjior  Nanaeiiiond  (h^iviiif;  lectivcd  reeu- 
forcemcnts),  there  will  be  no  necessity  lor  Uec^ping  our  llotiila  there  so  lon<;  as  to 
expose  it  to  having  its  coinmuuicatioii  eut  oB'.  Act  accordingly,  giving  notice  to  the 
army. 

No  action  was  taken  on  this  conditional  order  while  tlic  communi- 
cations were  kept  open  by  our  retention  of  the  rebel  battery. 

Ajiril  20,  the  forces  of  Lieutenants  C(usliiugJ  and  L[amson]  being 
below  the  captured  battery,  I  wrote  to  them  as  follows: 

The  flotilla  need  not  return  to  the  upper  Nansemond  (the  enemy  being  in  retreat, 
as  reported  by  Lieutenant  Ciishing)  except  the  ■S/(j)jnn(7  Hlonis.  She  may  resumi'  her 
usual  position  in  the  river. 

No  action  was  taken  on  this,  as  the  condition  supposed  and  reported 
by  Lieutenant  Gushing  did  not  exist,  and  our  vessels  remained  above 
the  captured  battery  until  it  was  abandoned  by  the  army.

prisoners. 

U.  S.  FLAGSiiir  Minnesota, 
Off  Newport  Nen:i,   Va.,  -April  2:>,  1^63. 
Sir:  Mr.  Rogers,  a  rebel  lieutenant  of  engineers,  was  captured  in 
the  lower  Nansemond  by  Lieutenant  Gushing,  of  the  Commodore  liar- 
nei/,  on  tiie  17th  instant. 

Major-General  Dix,  under  date  of  the  20tli,  in  rejdy  to  my  represen- 
tations, informs  me  that  he  will  be  held  subject  to  my  order. 

Major-General  Dix  suggests  that  it  would  be  well  to  make  some  early 
disposition  of  the  case,  as  he  is  conlined  at  Fort  Norfolk  with  other 
prisoners  of  war  who  are  awaiting  an  exchange. 

Two  rebel  sokliers,  M'.  P.  Lawson  |  D.  P.  Lonson  ?]  and  T.  J.  Wade,  of 
the  Second  Mississippi  Regiment,  were  sent  to  me  on  the  ITtii  by 
Lieutenant  Cashing,  and  a  di'ummer  boy  was  sent  to  me  on  the  13tb  by 
the  same  otlicer.  These  claimed  to  be  deserters,  but,  liaving  reason  to 
suspect,  from  the  character  of  their  statements,  that  they  were  sj)ies,  I 
sent  them  all  to  the  Brandy  wine,  where  they  are  now  held  as  prisoners 
of  war. 

I  respectfully  submit  these  cases  to  the  Department  for  such  action 
as  it  may  deem  ])roper.

General:  I  sctuI  herewith  four  iicffroes  wlio  went  on  board  the 
Monni  Washington  in  the  Nauseinond  on  tlie  15th  instant,  representing 
that  they  were  free  negroes  and  that  tliere  was  no  enemy  in  siglit,  but 
scarcely  a  minute  had  elapsed  when  the  Mount  Wasliingtoit  was  attacked 
and  a  long  and  severe  engagement  followed. 

I  respectfully  request  that  you  will  make  such  disjiosition  of  tliem  as 
may  seem  proper  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case.

Letter   from   Major-General  Dix,  U.   S.   Army,  to  Acting  Eear-Admiral   Lee,  TJ.  S.  Navy, 
regarding  cooperation  of  the  Navy  in  the  Nansemond. 

Hdqrs.  Seventh  Army  Corps,  Dept.  of  Virginia, 

Fort  Monroe,  Va.,  April  33,  18(>3. 

Admirai.:  I  received  at  midnight  your  letter  of  yesterday  in  regard 
to  the  battery  captured  at  the  mouth  of  the  Western  Branch  of  the  Nan- 
semond liiver,  enclosing  one  from  Lieutenant  Lanison,  and  cheerfully 
accept  them  as  an  explanation  of  the  M'itbdrawal  of  the  gunboats. 

I  supposed  the  order  to  withdraw  them  was  absolute,  and  the  im- 
pression was  conhrmed  by  your  former  dispatches,  in  which  you  said 
I  "must  not  rely  upon  these  frail  and  open  ferryboats  and  river  steam- 
ers which  you  (I)  call  gunboats,  to  keep  the  rebels  from  crossing  the 
upper  Nansemond,  which  is  long,  narrow,  and  crooked — a  mere  creek  or 
natural  canal — and  unfit  for  the  operation  of  vessels,  now  that  the  enemy 
is  establishing  his  artillery  and  ritle  pits  in  such  strength  as  to  command 
that  communication;"  and  fur  this  reason  you  said  you  did  not  see  the 
propriety  of  continuing  them  there.  From  these  and  other  expressions 
of  the  same  character,  1  supposed  that  their  withdrawal  was  definitely 
settled,  although  1  had  opposed  it  with  all  proper  earnestness.  My  two 
armed  steamers  are  to  remain  there.  I  know  there  is  danger  thattliey 
will  be  fired  into,  injured,  perhaps  crii)pled,  but  this  hazard  must  be 
incurred  to  prevent  the  rebels  from  crossing.  Yours  will  be  exposed 
to  no  more  danger  than  mine.  The  position  of  the  captured  battery, 
though  a  commanding  one,  gave  us  no  security  against  the  crossing  of 
the  enemy  except  at  that  point.  It  would  have  been  no  obstacle  to  his 
crossing  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  or  fi  miles  above,  and  the  troops  we  must  have 
kept  there  to  hold  it  would  have  been  much  more  useful  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  river  as  a  movable  force  to  oppose  him  wherever  he  should 
have  made  an  attempt  to  cross.  Besides,  its  occupation  would  not  have 
removed  your  objections  to  the  en)ployment  of  your  gunboats  in  the 
narrow  channel  above.  What  we  want  is  to  have  two  or  three  gunboats 
moviiig  up  and  down  the  upper  Nansemond  for  several  miles  to  watch 
the  enemy's  movements  and  to  aid  in  destroying  his  pontoon  bridge  if 
he  should  attempt  to  throw  one  across  the  river. 

I  have  not  time  to  enter  into  eN])lanations,  but  if  yon  will  give  to 
Lieutenants  Lamson  and  Gusliing,  who  have  displayed  so  much  gal- 
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Ian  try,  discretionary  powers,  so  that  tbey  may  go  up  the  upper  Nause- 
uioiid  when  they  think  it  safe,  and  permit  them  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  General  Getty,  who  is  charf-ed  with  the  defense  of  the  right  bank 
of  tlie  river,  I  feel  confident  we  can  defeat  the  enemy's  purpose.  And 
should  he  establish  a  battery  below  your  gunboats  I  have  no  doubt 
they  would  be  able  to  pass  it  without  loss. 

1  know  you  will  be  happy  to  hear  that  the  fleet  above  Vicksburg  has 
passed  that  stronghold  without  the  loss  of  a  siiigle  armed  vessel,  so 
(General  Halleck  informed  me  yesterday.  And  1  really  think  your 
apprehensions  in  regard  to  your  gunboats  should  be  lessened  when  you 
consider  that  as  yet  not  one  of  them  has  been  permanently  disabled.

Letter  from  Acting  Bear-AdmiTal  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  to  Major-General  Dix,  U.  S.  Army,  making 
a  statement  of  facts  regarding  the  cooperative  operations  on  the  Nansemond. 

U.  S.  Flaoship  Minnesota, 
Off  Neicport  Neirs,  Va.,  April  39,  J 803. 

Genekal:  I  have  received  your  communication  of  the  '22d.  You 
thei'eiii  refer  to  some  general  views  whiiili  I  had  expressed,  and  from 
which  you  drew  the  conclusion  that  I  had  withdrawn  the  flotilla  from 
the  upper  Nansemond. 

When  General  Keyes  a  fortnight  since  informed  me,  on  current  reports 
obtained  from  rebel  deserters  and  fugitives  all  along  the  Une,  that  Long- 
street  was  approaching  Suffolk  with  40,000  men,  heavy  artillery,  and 
])oiit.ooiis,  and  earnestly  preferred  requests  for  gunboats  to  protect  the 
lino  of  tlie  river,  the  greater  part  of  the  liglit-draft  force  of  this  si|uad- 
ron  was  engaged  cooperating  in  the  defense  of  the  military  positions 
in  the  sounds  of  North  Carolina,  and  I  was  in  receipt  of  urgent  requests 
from  that  (juarter  also  for  an  additional  gunboat  force.  There  was  a 
similar  pressure  for  additional  gunboats  for  Williamsburg  and  York- 
town.  Here  I  had  but  one  available  gunboat,  the  Commodore  Barney, 
which  [  at  once  detailed  for  duty  in  the  lower  Nansemond.  The  Nanse- 
mond was  already  occupied  by  one  light  ferryboat  (mounting  four  field 
howitzers)  which  liad  been  used  for  naval  guard  ship  there.  There 
rcTiiained  here  two  river  steamboats  and  four  tugs  (mounting  two  light 
pieces  each),  belonging  to  the  naval  service,  and  used  for  tran.sport, 
tender,  mail,  and  picket  duties.  All  of  these,  save  but  one  of  the  tugs 
for  picket,  1  immediately  equipped  with  detachments  of  men,  and  such 
|meausj  as  1  had  at  my  disposal  for  their  protection  from  ritie  shot, 
arming  one  of  the  river  steamers  with  four  fieldpieces  on  field  carriages 
from  this  ship,  and  sent  them  up  the  Nansemond  in  accordance  with 
the  requests  I  had  received.  One  of  the  river  steamers  I  reserved  for 
transport  of  ammunition,  coal,  and  dispatches,  at  the  service  of  the 
vessels  in  the  Nansemond. 

The  embarrassment  thus  occasioned  here  by  the  absence  of  tenders 
was  partially  relieved  by  the  kind  loan  of  the  quartermaster's  tug 
Dii  I'ont. 

In  further  response  to  urgent  calls  from  General  Peck  and  yourself, 
I  applied  to  the  Dei)artment  for  an  additional  force  of  light  drafts  to 
meet  the  demands  on  the  navy  in  these  waters.     Four  vessels  were

then  detached  from  the  rotoiiiuc  Flotilhi,  thisbeiiiff  half  of  Commodore 
Harwood's  steam  force.  They  arrived  here  on  the  10th  and  were  sent 
into  the  Nauseuiond  the  same  eveniii|i-.  Lieutenants  Gnsliinji  and 
Lamsou,  who  had  in  charge  the  two  divisions  of  the  flotilla  in  the 
Nansemond,  were  instructed  to  do  everything  in  their  power  to  assist 
the  army. 

The  upper  part  of  the  river,  in  which  most  of  those  light  vessels  thus 
hastily  eipiipped  were  ordered  to  oi)erate,  is  but  a  (^aiial  or  ditch,  of 
width  so  insignificant  that  the  boats  are  obliged  to  touch  one  bank  with 
their  bows  that  their  sterns  swing  clear  of  the  other.  This  narrow  and 
tortuous  stream  winds  between  banks  covered  with  woods,  where  rifle- 
men or  artillery  can  at  any  time  conceal  tluMiiselves  and  open  a  mur- 
derous and  concentrated  tire  on  onr  men  on  the  open  declcs  of  their 
vessels  at  short  range,  shifting  from  place  to  place,  or,  masking  batteries 
above  and  below,  cut  ofl'your  commmunications  at  will  and  destroy  or 
capture  the  flotilla. 

Had  the  enemy  in  force  leally  determined  to  cross  the  Nansemond, 
how  long  could  such  .vessels  effectively  ojipose  the  movement?  It  was 
obvious  to  me  that  tlie  few  light  fieldpieces  we  had  (mostly  on  tield  car- 
riages) would,  in  the  event  of  contesting  a  crossing,  have  done  better 
service  behind  earthworks  than  on  oi)en  decks,  over  magazines  of  pow- 
der and  steam,  for  the  boilers,  nuichinery,  and  annnunition  of  these 
light-draft  vessels,  unlike  tliose  of  regular  men-of-war,  are  near  or  above 
water,  and  exposed  to  shot  and  shell. 

The  line  which  these  frail  and  vulnerable  vessels  were  called  upon  to 
protect,  and  in  front  of  which  they  were  expected  to  patrol  and  draw 
the  enemy's  fire,  was  purely  a  military  line,  whose  natural  defenses 
should  have  been  earthworks  on  our  side  against  earthworks  on  the 
other;  riflemen,  scouts,  communications  and  proper  disposition  of  troops 
to  oppose  similar  demonstrations  on  the  part  of  the  enemy.  Was  it 
justifiable  for  you  to  impose  or  for  me  to  undertake-,  without  a  word  of 
warning  to  you  regarding  its  utter  impracticability,  a  naval  defense  of 
your  military  line,  which  defense,  if  fairly  tried,  must  have  failed,  to  the 
grief  of  the  nation  and  the  probable  reproach  of  the  Navy'? 

I  beg  to  remind  you  that  while  thus  straining  every  effort  to  meet 
these  demands  on  the  part  of  the  army,  though  I  was  under  the  con- 
viction tuat  it  was  an  anomalous  and  iinpi'oper  use  of  naval  means, 
I  suggested  to  you,  having  in  view  the  coiifidence  so  flatteringly  reposed 
in  such  means  by  you  and  (Tenei'al  Peck,  to  arm  and  eciuip  with  field- 
pieces  and  men  for  this  service  in  the  Nansemond,  as  1  had  done  witli 
the  Mount  Washington  and  Stej^phifi  Stones,  one  of  the  numerous  tugs 
and  transports  at  your  disposal,  of  which,  as  shown  by  your  official 
notices  to  me,  you  had  about  forty.  I  have  not  been  informed  that  this 
suggestion  was  adopted. 

In  your  letter  of  the  22d  you  say,  alluding  to  the  gunboats,  "I  know 
there  is  danger  that  they  will  be  fired  into,  injured,  i)erhaps  crippled, 
but  this  hazard  must  be  incurred  to  prevent  the  rebels  from  crossing. 
Yours  will  be  exposed  to  no  more  danger  than  mine." 

A  newspaper  correspondent  from  Fortress  Monroe,  and  professing  to 
derive  his  inspiration  from  the  highest  authority,  a  great  breach  of 
military  and  professional  decorum,  accused  me  of  withholding  the  neces- 
.sary  services  of  the  gunboats  and  desiring  to  keep  them  out  of  danger 
by  putting  them  in  glass  cases. 

I  have  not  learned  that  for  this  gross  and  indecent  assault,  this 
wicked  misrepresentation  of  an  honest  and  earnest  performance  of  duty, 
under  high  responsibilities,  the  anonymous  correspondent  has  in  any 
way  been  corrected.    These  things  constrain  me  to  quote  from  a  report 
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by  Lieuteuaut  Lauisou,  under  date  of  Sunday,  April  19:  "We  Lave 
fonjiUt  the  rebels  every  day  since  last  Sunday,  excei)t  to-day,  with  a 
heavy  loss  compared  to  our  force, and  the  army  have  lain  on  their  bank 
or  in  their  earthworks  without  a  man  hurt,  and  have  utterly  failed  to 
render  me  tbe  assistance  and  support  they  ought  to  have  given." 

During  this  time  the  Mount  Washington  and  Aleri  had  been  disabled 
and  withdrawn  for  repairs,  the  former  in  a  serious  contest  with  tlie 
enemy's  battery  at  Western  Branch,  having  had  her  boiler  exploded,  her 
gallows  frame  destroyed,  and  having  been  otherwise  much  (!ut  uj)  while 
helpless  and  aground  on  the  bar  commanded  by  that  battery  without  the 
use  of  her  steam. 

Our  loss  in  this  and  subsequent  unequal  contests  amounted  to  one  of 
our  vessels  entirely  disabled  and  three  of  tiie  other  four  partially  so, 
and  twenty  four  men  killed  and  wounded,  a  very  large  proportion  of 
our  small  number  of  men  engaged. 

The  interval  of  two  days  between  the  disabling  of  some  vessels  and 
the  arrival  of  others  on  the  upper  Nansemond,  together  with  the 
absence  of  any  naval  demonstration  on  the  part  of  the  enemy  in  James 
Kiver,  seemed  to  indicate  that  it  was  not  his  intention  to  cross  the 
Nansemond.  Your  reenforcements,  giving  you  as  I  am  told  a  strong 
army  of  2i.',000  men  at  Sufiblk,  enabling  you,  as  yon  have  just  done,  to 
erect  works  and  to  defend  the  line  of  the  river;  the  inability  of  my  little 
vessels,  as  shown  by  subsequent  contests  with  the  rebel  battery  to  raise 
the  blockade  of  the  upper  Nansemoud,  while  my  transports  and  tenders 
were  being  cut  up  without  being  adequate  to  the  main  object  of  pro- 
tecting that  line ;  my  orders  to  return  the  vessels  from  the  Potomac  Flo- 
tilla as  soon  as  the  emergency  was  over,  and  a  requisition  upon  me  to 
convoy  and  protect  Major-General  Hooker's  supply  vessels  goiug  into 
the  Paniunkey,  combined  to  dispose  me  to  withdraw  the  light  drafts 
from  the  upper  Nansemond,  and  1  accordingly  sent  Fleet  Captain 
(Jrosby  to  Suftblk  to  ascertain  facts  and  to  bring  them  down  if  practi- 
cable, giving  due  notice  to  the  army;  but  at  your  and  General  Peck's 
instance  I  left  them  in  the  river,  as  shown  in  my  dispatches  of  the 
19th  to  (ieneral  Peck  before  and  to  General  Getty  after  the  capture  of 
the  battery  on  the  Western  Branch,  which  capture  opened  our  commu- 
nications. The  former  dispatch  went  through  your  headquarters.  I 
am  further  constrained  to  say  that  it  was  not  until  after  two  failures 
on  the  part  of  the  army  to  support  Lieutenant  Lamson  that  that  young 
officer  was  finally  enabled  to  put  into  execution  (with  the  gallaut  and 
effective  cooperation  of  the  troops  under  General  Getty)  the  plans 
which  he  had  made  and  urged  to  capture  the  battery  at  Western 
Branch. 

A  due  regard  for  the  facts  should  have  prevented  the  reflection 
implied  in  your  letter.  The  readiness  and  zeal  which  the  officers  and 
men  under  my  command  have  exhibited  in  these  unequal  contests,  in 
which  my  vessels  have  been  tired  into,  injured,  and  crippled;  the  gal- 
lantry with  which  they  have  incurred  hazards  to  prevent  the  rebels 
from  crossing;  these  did  not  tempt  me  selfishly  to  misuse  the  means 
and  lives  with  which  I  am  intrusted  for  the  public  welfare  tc  undertake, 
without  proper  explanations,  an  enterprise  which  is  military  and  not 
naval,  which  is  practicable  in  the  former  sense  and  imi)ossible  in  the 
latter.  Beiice  I  have  taken  pains  to  apprise  the  military  authorities 
of  the  insufficiency  of  these  means  to  the  euds  proposed  and  urged  by 
them. 

Lieutenants  Gushing  and  Lamson  are  still  in  the  Nansemond  and 
under  instruction  to  give  all  the  assistance  in  their  power  to  the  army.

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The  orders  which  I  have  given  Lieutenant  Lamson  not  only  do  not 
restrain  but  direct  liis  going  into  the  upper  Nansemoud  when  necessary 
and  i)racticable,  at  his  discretion.

Letter  from  Major-General  Dix,  U.  S.  Army,  to  Acting  Bear-Admiral  Lee,  11.  S.  Navy,  respond- 
ing to  his  statements  regarding  operations  in  the  Nansemond. 

IlDQRs.  Seventh  Army  Corps,  Dept.  of  Virginia, 

Fort  Monroe,  May  2,  1863. 

Admiral:  Your  letter  of  the  29th  ultimo  contains  some  references 
to  atfairs  on  the  Nansemond  which  concern  the  immediate  commander 
there  more  nearly  than  myself,  and  a  copy  will  be  forwarded  to  him. 

I  desire  to  acknowledge,  as  I  always  have,  tlie  readiness  with  which 
my  calls  on  you  for  aid  have  been  answered.  Li  regard  to  dirterences 
of  opinion  between  us  concerning  oiir  respective  duties,  1  have  done 
all  in  my  power  to  confine  the  knowledge  of  them  to  those  immediately 
around  me  and  my  official  superiors.  How  difficult  it  is  to  carry  out 
such  a  ])urpose  in  this  country  of  free  discussion  1  need  not  sitggest  to 
you.  3Iy  own  public  conduct  in  this  department  has  in  more  than  one 
instance  been  criticised  in  a  most  unjust  and  offensive  manner  by  a  cor- 
respondent whom  I  knew,  but  as  it  did  not  affect  any  public  interest  I 
did  not  notice  it,  although  1  have  sent  three  out  of  the  dei)artment,  two 
for  giving  military  information  and  one  for  interference  with  officials. 
In  regard  to  the  newspaper  article  referred  to  by  you,  the  moment  my 
attention  was  called  to  it  (for  1  rarely  read  correspondents'  letters),  the 
rejmted  author  was  advised  that  he  had  been  guilty  of  a  great  impro- 
priety in  using  the  words  "highest  authority,"  which  he  explained  to  be 
a  common  i>hrase  among  newspaper  correspondents,  importing  that  the 
statement  was  made  on  undoubted  information.  He  was  also  advised 
that  the  remarks  in  regard  to  yourself  were  strongly  disapproved  by  me, 
and  on  both  points  I  was  assured  that  there  would  be  no  cause  for  com- 
plaint hereafter. 

The  last  paragraph  of  your  letter,  advising  me  that  Lieutenants 
Lamson  and  Gushing  were  authorized,  in  their  discretion,  to  go  into  the 
upper  Nansemond  and  cooperate  with  any  forces  there  against  the 
enemy,  is  all  I  can  ask,  and  I  know  that  the  spirit  and  gallantry  those 
young  officers  have  exhibited  on  all  occasions  will  insure  to  us  all  the 
aid  it  is  ])ossible  to  afford.

Eeport  of  Lieutenant  Cushing,  11.  S.  Navy,  regarding  expedition  to  Chuokatnck  village  for  the 
lecaptare  of  the  boat's  crew  of  the  U,  S.  S.  Stepping  Stones,  April  22,  1863. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Barney, 
Sleepy  Hole,  Nansemond  liiver,  April  23,  18(>3 — 12  a.  m. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  21st  I  received  informa- 
tion from  Captain  Harris,  of  the  Stepping  Stones,  then  anchored  at  this 
station,  that  a  boat's  crew  of  five  men  had  been  killed  or  captured  by 
the  enemy  under  the  following-named  circumstances:  At  11  a.  m.  on 
that  day  a  white  handkerchief  was  waved  on  the  rebel  shore  by  a  man 
dressed  in  citizen's  clothes,  and  thinking  the  person  to  be  a  Mr.  Wilson, 
and  wishing  to  gain  information  as  to  the  state  of  the  country.  Captain 
Harris  sent  in  a  boat  containing  five  men  to  bring  him  off.  As  soon  as 
the  boat  reached  the  beach  it  was  tired  upon  by  persons  concealed  in 
the  brush.  The  tire  was  returned  from  the  boat  and  the  Stepping  Stones 
opened  from  her  howitzers.  Upon  learning  of  this  treacheious  act,  I 
determined  to  so  punish  it  that  we  should  not  suffer  so  in  future.  On 
the  morning  of  the  2i.'d  we  moved  down  from  Western  Branch  with  the 
Yanl;ee  iu  company  and  anchored  near  the  Steppitu/  Stones.  1  at  once 
proceeded  to  organize  a  boat  expedition,  and  at  1.45  p.  m.  seven  boats 
left  the  side  of  the  Barney,  two  belonging  to  that  vessel,  three  from  the 
Ynnlee,  and  two  from  the  West  End  (army  boat).  The  crews  were  made 
up  of  details  from  the  several  vessels  present  and  numbered  about 
ninety  men.  We  pulled  iu  boats  in  line  abreast  and  covered  by  the  fire 
of  the  boats,  and  landed  the  men  and  one  IL'-pounder  howitzer.  The 
boat  sent  iu  the  day  before  was  secured,  together  with  four  muskets 
and  the  dead  body  of  Rietchurch,  seaman  of  Minnesota. 

Leaving  a  party  to  guard  the  boats,  I  advanced  and,  throwing  out  a 
line  of  skirmishers  in  front,  burned  three  houses,  with  barns,  etc.,  owned 
by  men  who  had  given  active  service  to  the  rebel  cause  while  wearing 
the  dress  of  private  citizens.  All  the  buildings  were  on  the  point  of 
laud  from  which  the  enemy  tired  on  the  21st. 

As  soon  as  this  was  done  our  force  advanced  on  Chuckatuck  village, 
3  miles  distant,  at  wliich  point  400  cavalry  were  said  to  be  posted.  We 
came  upon  their  pickets  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  town  and 
drove  them  in,  and,  having  secured  a  mule  cart,  toggled  the  trail  rope 
of  the  howitzer  to  the  rear  and  went  forward  at  a  double-quick.  My 
object  was,  if  possible,  to  recapture  our  men  and  to  punish  the  rebels 
for  their  cowardly  conduct.  Two  other  squads  of  their  pickets  were 
driven  in,  and  at  4.30  we  entered  the  town.  Suddenly  a  party  of  cav- 
alry, numbering  about  forty  men,  appeared  some  200  yards  in  our  front, 
coming  down  the  street  at  a  saber  charge.  The  howitzer  was  at  once 
uiilimbered  and  discharged,  and  my  men  oi)ened  with  musketry.  At 
this  the  mules  became  frightened  an<l  charged  directly  into  the  rebel 
ranks,  taking  with  them  the  most  of  our  howitzer  ammunition.    As  soon 
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as  the  j>an  was  again  discliarged  oar  sailors  went  forward  with  a  cheer, 
drove  the  euemy,  and  repossessed  themselves  of  the  cart  and  ammu- 
uition. 

The  rebels  retreated  with  the  loss  of  two  killed  and  three  horses, 
fully  e(iuii)i)ed,  captured;  also  six  cavalry  pistols.  We  remained  mas- 
ters' of  the  town.  Finding  that  the  captured  sailors  had  been  taken  to 
the  Confederate  headquarters  across  Keed's  Ferry,  1  started  for  the 
river  at  5:15  p.  m.  and  reached  the  boats  safely  at  7,  having  a  slight 
skirmish  by  the  way.  I  lost  one  man  killed  in  the  cavalry  charge. 
(Daniel  Conlow,  landsman),  who,  being  slightly  in  advance,  fired  right 
in  the  face  of  the  advancing  force  and  was  shot  in  two  i)laces.  I  send 
his  body  by  the  Cceiir  de  Lion,  as  also  the  corpse  of  the  man  killed  on 
the  21st.  This  has  been  a  most  important  reconnoissance,  and  has,  I 
think,  demonstrated  that  the  rebels  are  not  in  strong  force  near  Suffolk. 
I  shall  communicate  the  result  to  General  Peck  at  once.  Acting  Mas- 
ter's Mate  James  Birtwistle,  of  the  Minnesota,  behaved  as  usual  with 
the  coolest  bravery  in  working  the  howitzer,  and  certainly  deserves 
promotion  if  gallantry  and  strict  attention  to  duty  merit  such  reward. 
Acting  Ensign  William  Hunter  had  charge  of  the  advance  guard,  and 
did  his  whole  duty.  Acting  Master's  Mate  G.  M.  Lawrence,  of  the 
tStcpping  Stones,  acted  as  guide,  and  may  justly  claim  great  credit  for 
his  share  in  the  expedition.  Master's  Mate  Aspinwall  took  charge  of 
the  boats,  and  took  all  citizens  near  prisoners,  in  order  that  no  infor- 
mation of  our  movements  might  be  taken  to  the  enemy.  Acting  Mas- 
ter's Mate  Borden,  from  the  Yankee,  took  charge  of  the  main  body 
under  myself,  and  did  his  duty.  When  I  entered  the  town  I  had  witla 
me  about  half  of  the  men,  as  1  had  to  leave  a  force  at  the  crossroads  to 
protect  my  rear.  I  can  not  refrain  from  drawing  a  contrast  between  the 
conduct  of  the  sailors,  who  behaved  most  nobly,  with  that  of  the  fifteen 
soldiervs  from  the  West  End,  whom  I  was  obliged  to  threaten  in  order 
to  make  them  do  their  duty.

If  General  Peck  wishes  to  have  gunboat  assistance  on  the  ui>per  Nan- 
semond, after  hearing  of  Lieutenant  Cushing's  reconnoissance  yester- 
day, propose  to  liiin  to  recapture,  with  our  assistance,  the  rebel  battery 
at  Western  Branch.  If  he  declines,  1  approve  of  Lieutenant  Lamson's 
report  to  me,  that  it  would  be  improper  lor  our  gunboats  to  attempt  to 
pass  if  it  is  occupied  by  the  enemy  with  artillery.  But  this  I  very 
much  doubt.  I  think  the  army  scouts  should  ascertain  about  it,  or  you 
can  make  a  demonstration  to  ascertain  it  if  the  army  declines.  If  the 
work  is  not  so  held  with  artillery  by  the  enemy,  Lieutenant  Lamson 
will  take  the  light  drafts  up  to  Suliolk  and  return  and  report  to  me, 
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leaving  tbe  Stepping  Stones  in  her  usual  position  witli  the  Alert.  Keep 
the  four  light  drafts  up  the  upper  Nauseinond  if  General  Peck  is  going 
to  make  a  movement.

Navy  Department,  April  24, 1863. 
Sir:  1  have  received  your  dispatch  No.  448,  with  the  enclosures. 
The  course  pursued  by  you,  as  disclosed  by  your  orders  to  Lieutenants 
Gushing  and  Lamson  and  your  correspondence  with  Major-General 
Dix,  was  judicious  and  is  approved  by  the  Department. 

Great  credit  is  due  Lieutenants  Gushing  and  Lamson  and  their  com- 
mands for  the  courage,  skill,  and  energy  displayed  by  them  and  their 
officers  and  men  in  an  emergency  requiring  the  exercise  of  undaunted 
bravery  and  resolution.  The  naval  forces  have  well  sustained  them- 
selves in  the  trying  circumstances  in  which  they  have  been  placed  and 
borne  themselves  in  a  manner  deserving  commendation.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  battery  which  they  captured,  and  which  was  the  key 
of  the  position  above,  should  have  been  abandoned,  unless  under  com- 
pulsory necessity.  You  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  your 
own  course,  and  also  with  that  portion  of  your  command  which  partici- 
pated in  these  conflicts  and  so  faithfully  executed  your  orders.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Lamson,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  operations  near  Suffolk. 

General  Getty's  Headquarters, 

Near  Sufoll;  April  2J,  IStiH—ia  m. 

Sir:  I  came  up  to  General  Peck's  headquarters  last  evening  and 
communicated  with  liim.  He  has  organized  a  reconnoissance  to-day  on 
the  Somerton  road,  and  says  he  will  send  a  strong  force  across  the  river 
at  Suffolk  to-morrow  and  sweep  the  country  from  this  river  to  the  West- 
ern Branch. 

lie  is  very  anxious  that  the  gunboats  should  cooperate  on  his  right 
flank  and  by  ascending  the  Western  Branch,  which  the  Stepping  Stones 
can  do  as  far  as  Reed's  Ferry.  From  all  the  information  I  can  get,  1 
am  more  convinced  that  you  are  perfectly  correct  in  your  opinion  that 
the  attack  on  Suffolk  is  only  a  grand  foraging  expedition. 

I  heard  General  Peck  examine  a  deserter  who  came  in  this  morning, 
and  he  said  the  rebel  soldi'ers  all  said  it  was  only  a  foraging  expedition, 
and  that  wagons  were  running  night  and  day  carrying  provisions  of 
all  kinds  across  their  pontoon  bridge  on  the  Blackwater.    The  enemy 
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were  reported  this  moniiiig  in  strong  force  on  tlie  Providence  Churcli 
road,  but  an  officer  wbo  went  out  said  that, as  usual,  they  "saw  doable," 
General  Getty's  officers  report  tliat  the  rebels  have  not  reoccupied  the 
captured  battery.  We  will  ascertain  to-day.  Your  orders  to  cooperate 
if  a  forward  movement  would  be  made  will  require  me  to  remain  and 
see  what  General  Peek  will  do  and  assist  to-morrow  with  the  light  draft. 
The  general  thought  the  reconnoissance  to  Chuckatuck  an  important 
one,  and  I  think  it,  and  seeing  Lieutenant  Gushing  and  myself  mounted 
on  Nansemond  cavalry  horses  has  incited  him  to  make  these  forward 
movements,  for  he  said  nothing  about  them  till  we  had  explained  what 
had  been  done.  I  gave  the  general  your  opinion,  and  the  information 
brought  by  the  deserter  confirmed  it. 

A  signal  officer  will  be  sent  on  board  our  boats,  so  as  to  communicate 
with  the  force  ashore  and  direct  our  fire.

Sir:  1  beg  leave  to  enclose  for  the  information  of  the  Department 
certified  copies*  of  the  several  reports  by  Lieutenants  W.  B.  Gushing 
and  li.  H.  Lamson  respecting  our  operations  in  the  lower  and  upper 
Nansemond  during  the  recent  demonstration  of  the  enemy  against 
Suflblk. 

The  Department  will  perceive  on  perusal  of  these  interesting  narra- 
tives that  these  young  officers,  in  the  extremely  difficult  and  hazardous 
positions  in  which  they  have  been  placed,  have  exhibited  remarkable 

'  Placed  chronologically. 
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zeal,  courage,  and  discretion,  and  that  the  officers  and  men  under  tlieir 
coinuiand  have  faithfully  and  gallantly  supported  them. 

I  would  respectfully  draw  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the 
conduct  of  Lieutenant  Lamson  in  planning  and,  witli  the  important 
cooperation  of  the  troops  under  Brigadier-General  Getty,  efiecting  the 
capture  of  a  battery  of  five  guns  and  about  130  men  on  Hill's  Point, 
which  commanded  the  communications  between  the  upper  and  lower 
Nansemond,  and  which  had  severely  harassed  (and  in  one  instance 
entirely  disabled)  the  little  vessels  of  our  flotilla. 

One  of  the  guns,  a  brass  21r pounder  tieldpiece,  and  the  sword  of  the 
rebel  commanding  officer  are  now  on  board  this  ship,  subject  to  thedis 
position  of  the  Department.  I  trust  that  Lieutenant  Lamson  will  bo 
permitted  to  retain  the  sword  as  a  proper  testimonial  of  his  good 
conduct. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  enclosing  letters*  of  the  20th,  21st,  and  24:th 
from  Brigadier-General  Getty,  expressing  his  obligations  for  the  assist- 
ance given  by  the  gunboats  and  his  admiration  for  their  disposition  by 
Lieutenant  Lamson  during  the  capture  and  final  evacuation  of  this 
earthwork. 

I  hope  the  Department  will  also  especially  notice  Lieutenant  Cush- 
ing's  gallantry  and  enterprise  in  conducting  an  important  armed  recou- 
noissance  with  ninety  men  from  the  gunboats  and  a  12-pounder 
howitzer,  3  miles  into  the  enemy's  country  to  Chuckatuck  village, 
where  a  force  of  cavalry  was  put  to  flight  and  a  safe  return  to  the  gun- 
boats effected  after  a  brief  occupation  of  the  town.

Lamson — The  Siepphif/  Stones,  Acting  Master  T.  A.  Harris;  Mount 
WaMnf/ton,  Acting  Master  and  Pilot  H.  H.  Haynie;  Gaeiir  de  Lion, 
Acting  Master  Charles  H.Brown;  Co/tasset,  Acting  Master  and  Pilnt 
Thomas  Evans;  Zouave,  Acting  Master  and  Pilot  Sylvanus  Cox;  Akvt, 
Acting  Master's  Mate  John  Bishop,  and  two  army  gunboats,  the  Went 
End  and  Smith  Briggs. 

In  the  lower  Ifansemond,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  William 
B.  Gushing — The  Commodore  Barney,  Lieutenant  W.  B.  Gushing; 
Yankee,  Acting  Master  T.  I*.  Ives;  Teaser,  Acting  Ensign  Philip 
SheridaTi;  Primrose,  Acting  Master  W.  T.  Street. 

Of  these  the  Yankee,  Teaser,  Primrose,  and  Ga;itr  de  Lion  are  from 
the  Potomac  Flotilla.  The  first  three  proceeded  into  the  Nansemond  on 
the  evening  of  the  16th ;  the  last  on  the  morning  of  the  17th. 

The  Department  will  notice  with  pleasure  that  the  conduct  of  both 
officers  and  men  is  repeatedly  commended  in  the  enclosed  reports. 
Opportunity  is  given  for  especially  mentioning  the  good  and  efficient 
service  rendered  by  Acting  Master  T.  A.  Harris,  commanding  Stepping 
Stones,  and  his  zeal  and  devotion  during  all  the  operations  in  the  river. 
Acting  Master's  Mate  James  Birtwistle,  of  the  Minnesota,  is  repeatedly 
and  honorably  mentioned  as  a  modest,  brave,  and  efficient  officer.  I 
respectfully  recommend  these  officers  for  promotion  for  gallant  con- 
duct in  the  face  of  the  enemy. 

Acting  Ensign  William  Hunter,  of  the  Commodore  Barney,  and 
[Acting  Master's  Mate]  O.  M.  Lawrence,  of  the  Stepping  Stones,  are  com- 
mended by  Lieutenant  Gushing;  and  Acting  Master  and  Pilot  H.  H. 
Haynie  and  Acting  Master's  Mate  Griffin,  of  the  Mount  Washington, 
by  Lieutenant  Lamson;  and  Acting  Ensign  William  G.  Morris,  of  the 
Cceur  de  Lion,  by  the  commanding  officer  of  that  vessel.

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These  names  are  mentioned  in  the  enclosed  hasty  but  interesting 
reports,  written  in  the  midst  of  the  excitement  of  active  and  perilous 
service. 

It  will  give  me  pleasure  to  forward  to  the  Department  for  proper 
record  or  reward  such  individual  instances  of  gallantry  and  good  con- 
duct among  the  men  as  their  commanding  officers  may  recommend 
under  the  fourth  and  fifth  articles  of  the  tenth  general  order. 

I  forward  herewith  the  fleet  surgeon's  reports  of  casualties  in  the 
several  engagements  in  the  Nansemond,  which  are  complete  up  to  their 
dates,  and  include  7  killed  and  15  wounded. 
Lieutenant  Lamsou  was  slightly  wounded.

Beport  of  Lieutenant  Lamson,  U  S  Navy,  regarding  cooperative  measares. 

U.  S.  S.  SxEPPiNCr  Stones, 

Nansemond  River,  April  25,  18G3. 

SiK :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  proceeded  to  Suffolk,  in  obedi 
ence  to  your  order,  and  communicated  the  substance  of  your  written 
orders  of  the  23d  instant.  General  Peck  siiid  that  he  had  organized  a 
reconnoissance  in  force  for  the  23d,  and  if  that  was  successful  he  would 
cross  over  in  force  to  day  and  sweep  the  peninsula  between  the  Nanse 
mond  and  the  Western  Branch.  I  told  him  my  orders  from  you  were  to 
cooperate  as  much  as  possible  in  any  forward  movement,  and  that  I 
would  do  so  by  going  up  the  Western  Branch  in  this  vessel  and  by 
sending  the  other  light  drafts  up  this  river.  1  assured  him  that  your 
orders  to  me  were,  and  always  had  been,  to  remain  in  the  upper  river 
as  long  as  I  could  be  of  service.  Finding  that  nothing  could  be  done 
on  the  river  during  the  day,  I  volunteered  to  act  on  General  Gorcoran's 
staff,  and  was  present  during  the  skirmish  on  the  Edenton  road. 

Our  force  numbered  about  5,000,  with  two  batteries  of  artillery  and 
cavalry.  Our  skirmishers  engaged  the  enemy,  and  a  hot  fire  was  kept 
up  for  some  time,  when  our  men  charged  their  rifle  pits  and  drove  the 
enemy  into  the  woods.  Their  artillery  (four  guns)  then  opened  upon 
us  and  a  heavy  artillery  fire  was  maintained  for  nearly  an  hour,  when 
the  enemy  ceased  firing  and  retired.  Our  forces  then  withdrew.  Our 
loss  was  35  killed  and  wounded.  The  enemy  had  not  more  than  four 
guns  and  from  800  to  1,000  men  engaged;  we  took  four  prisoners. 
During  the  same  time  Colonel  Buehler,  with  1,200  men,  advanced  on 
the  Somerton  road  and  skirmished  with  the  enemy's  pickets.  The 
enemy  was  reported  at  work  on  the  river,  opposite  General  Getty's 
line,  and  this  morning  he  informed  me  that  a  new  road  was  seen  leading 
down  to  the  water  from  the  opposite  woods.  This  road  is  commanded 
by  two  of  General  Getty's  batteries.  This  morning  I  came  down  to 
Calhoun's  Point  to  reconnoiter  the  battery  recently  captured  on  Hill's 
Point.  No  enemy  could  be  seen  in  it,  and  Captain  Morris,  commanding 
Battery  Stevens,  said  that  the  rebels  had  not  been  in  the  works  for 
two  days. 

I  told  General  Getty  that  I  would  bring  up  all  the  light  drafts  at  any 
time  when  he  needed  their  assistance. 
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I  told  General  Peck  I  would  bring  up  the  gunboats  whenever  he 
wished  me  to  do  so.  One  of  the  armed  army  boats,  the  Smith  Briggs, 
is  at  Suiiblk,  and  her  captain,  J.  C  Lee,  told  me  yesterday  that  his 
vessel  had  done  nothing  since  the  enemy  iirst  appeared  except  to  shell 
the  woods  at  a  distance.  The  West  End  lias  been  of  no  assistance  to 
me  whatever,  except  to  assist  once  in  shelling  the  battery,  and  she  was 
the  farthest  from  it  of  any  vessel.  General  Getty  informed  me  that  he 
had  reported  Lieutenant  Eowe,  commanding  the  ^Vcst  End,  for  refusing 
to  cross  over  troops  when  the  battery  was  abandoned.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Cashing,  V.  S.  Navy,  regarding  proposed  reconnoisaances  by  the  army. 

U.  S.  S.  Commodore  Barney, 
Western  Branch  Nansemond  River,  April  25, 1863 — 11  a.  m. 
Sir:  After  informing  General  Peck  of  the  movement  to  Ohuckatuck, 
he  concluded  to  make  two  reconnoissauces  in  force — one  yesterday  on 
the  Somerton  road,  and  the  other  to-day,  across  from  Suflblk,  sweeping 
down  to  this  point.  Whether  the  troops  went  or  will  go  out  I  can  not 
say,  for  the  state  of  the  weather  may  have  prevented  it;  but  if  the 
movement  is  made  we  will  have  to  distribute  the  boats  along  the  river 
on  his  line  of  march.  It  is  also  reported  that  two  fleldpieces  were 
placed  in  position  in  the  earthwork  on  Hill's  Point  yesterday,  but  I  am 
not  able  to  confirm  it  and  do  not  believe  that  such  is  the  case.  I  ca.u 
draw  no  response  to  my  fire.  I  thought  that  I  would  keep  the  Yanlcee 
here  until  to-morrow,  until  we  see  if  the  army  moves,  and  then  I  will 
send  her  down.  I  shall,  if  required,  go  up  Western  Branch  Creek  with 
two  of  the  lightest  boats  in  order  to  aid  our  land  force.

I  shall  move  all  the  light  drafts  up  to  the  bar  this  morning,  and,  after 
reconnoitering  the  battery  on  Hill's  Point,  will  go  up  the  river  to-day 
or  to-morrow,  as  both  General  Peck  and  General  Getty  were  so  anxious 
that  the  boats  should  do  so.  General  Peck  said  that  he  would  send  a 
signal  ofHcer  on  board,  so  that  we  could  communicate  more  readily  with 
(ieneral  Getty.  I  have  read,  sir,  with  greai.  astonishment  and  indigna- 
tion the  false  statements  in  the  New  York  Herald,  said  to  be  "received 
trom  the  highest  authority,"  that  Lieutenant  Gushing  and  myself  had 
been  restrained  by  your  orders  in  any  movement  against  the  enemy.

Our  guns  opened  upon  it,  but 
at  sundown  had  elicited  no  reply.  The  rebels  made  no  attempt  to 
conceal  the  work  till  it  was  discovered  by  us,  when  they  immediately 
commenced  masking  it  with  brush. 

Several  days  since  I  proposed  an  attempt  to  capture  a  body  of  the 
enemy  now  at  Chuckatuck.    General  Getty  said  yesterday  he  thought 
we  could  do  it. 
I  will  inform  you,  sir,  before  the  arrangements  are  made. 
Yesterday  25  of  the  enemy  attempted  to  destroy  the  wharf  at  Hollo- 
way's  [Halliday's]  Point  (opposite  Sleepy  Hole). 

The  Swan  and  Commerce  came  down  this  morning.    I  noticed  the 
mark  of  one  shot  on  the  Swan.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Lamson,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  general  condition  of  affairs. 

U.  S.  S.  Stepping  Stones,  April  28,  1863— 8  p.  m. 
Sir:  The  vessels  that  passed  down  this  morning  (two  army  trans- 
ports) were  fired  on   by  three  12-pounder  guns  from  the  new  work 
above  Norfleet's  Point,  3  miles  below  Suffolk.     I  am  (!onfldent  these  are 
the  only  guns  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river  at  present. 
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Evening;  before  last  I  went  to  see  Colonel  Pease  in  regard  to  sending 
a  scouting  party  over  the  river.  Colonel  Pease  promised  to  send  three 
men  if  I  would  send  a  boat,  which  I  did,  but  the  men  were  not  sent 
by  him.  Yesterday  morning  General  Getty  sent  to  ask  the  use  of  a  boat 
to  send  a  party  over  last  night.  I  sent  the  boat  to  Colonel  Pease,  who 
put  a  crew  of  his  men  in  it  and  started  it  up  the  river  in  broad  daylight. 
Near  Fort  Connecticut  the  boat  was  fired  upon  by  the  enemy's  sharp- 
shooters. The  crew  ran  the  boat  on  the  marsh  and  left  it,  and  at  high 
tide  it  drifted  over  to  the  rebel  side.  I  am  confident  there  is  no  strong 
force  along  the  Nansemond,  and  General  Getty's  works  are  so  strong 
that  it  would  be  scarcely  possible  for  them  to  cross. 

General  Peck's  officers  reported  to  him  this  afternoon  that  the  enemy 
were  erecting  a  new  earthwork  on  the  South  Quay  road. 

General  Getty's  batteries  fire  at  intervals,  day  and  night.  I  saw 
General  Peck  to-day  at  Suffolk.  He  seemed  very  much  alarmed  about 
his  position,  though  from  what  cause  I  could  not  ascertain. 

The  enemy  have  not  been  seen  in  any  force.  General  Peck  seemed  quite 
anxious  to  have  the  gunboats  come  up  to  Suffolk,  though  he  did  not 
propose  anything  for  them  to  do  except  to  be  ready  to  act.  I  told  him 
that  all  the  boats  that  could  come  up  were  ready  at  all  times,  and  that 
1  had  arranged  signals  with  General  Getty  by  which  he  could  apprise 
me  of  any  attempted  crossing  or  of  any  attack,  and  that  I  should  pro- 
ceed to  the  threatened  point  at  all  hazards.  I  shall  propose  to  General 
Peck  to  send  a  picket  into  the  battery  on  Hill's  Point  to  apprise  us  of 
any  attempt  of  tlie  enemy  to  reoccupy  it  with  artillery,  and  then  I  will 
move  farther  up  the  river. 

There  is  nothing  to  prevent  my  going  to  Suffolk  if  there  was  any 
object  in  doing  so.

I  have  Lieutenant  Lamson's  report  this  evening.  The  President,  as 
you  are  aware,  wishes  the  navy  to  give  all  the  aid  in  its  power  to  the 
army,  especially  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  crossing  the  Nansemond  to 
get  into  the  rear  of  the  army  at  Suffolk.  With  signals  arranged  with 
our  troops  along  the  right  bank  to  apprise  you  of  the  point  where  your 
services  might  be  available  to  run  through  a  pontoon  and  to  aid  other- 
wise in  preventing  a  crossing  of  the  upper  Nansemond,  your  position 
here  would  answer  for  those  vessels  which  can  always  cross  the  bar; 
but  in  respect  to  the  otliers,  whose  services  may  be  needed  above  in  the 
event  of  a  crossing  above,  there  might  be  a  difficulty  in  getting  over 
the  bar  at  the  time  required.  I  approve  the  plan  proposed  by  Flag- 
Lieutenant  Lamson  to  go  with  his  light  drafts  just  above  Hill's  Point 
battery,  the  army  keeping  the  Hill's  Point  battery  (which  the  enemy 
have  not  reoccupied,  probably  because  the  vessels  are  below  it)  pick- 
eted, as  proposed  by  Lieutenant  Lamson,  or  by  yourselves  if  necessary. 
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Lieutenant  Commanding  Gushing,  of  the  Barney,  will  protect  this  part 
of  the  river  and  below,  but  if  an  earnest  attempt  at  crossing  above  be 
made,  he,  too,  will,  if  practicable,  support  Lieutenant  Commanding 
Lamson.  It  is  impracticable  to  give  such  instructions  as  will  meet  the 
contingencies  of  the  service  here,  hence  I  leave  you  both  to  do  the  best 
you  can — Lieutenant  Cushing  below  and  Lieutenant  Lamson  above  the 
bar,  but  both  operating  above  should  it  become  necessary  to  do  so  on 
notice  by  signal  or  otherwise  from  Lieutenant  Commanding  Lamson  to 
Lieutenant  Commanding  Cushinj:.

Sir:  Yesterday  I  informed  General  Oetty  that  if  he  would  place  a 
small  picket  on  Hill's  Point  to  guard  against  a  surprise  from  the 
enemy's  sharpshooters  and  to  give  notice  of  any  attempt  to  place 
artillery  in  tlie  works,  I  would  move  above  the  bar,  so  that  I  could 
more  quickly  cooperate  with  General  Peck  or  himself. 

General  Getty  informed  me  that  Colonel  Pease  had  been  instructed 
to  place  a  picket  on  the  point,  and  at  the  request  of  Colonel  Pease  I 
sent  him  a  boat.    About  12  last  night  he  sent  for  another  boat,  and 
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sam  he  thought  "the  object  could  be  accomplished  about  dark  without 
so  great  danger.'"  I  sent  the  second  boat  immediately,  and  this  morn- 
iug  received  a  note  sayiiig  the  boats  did  not  reach  him  "iu  time  to  get 
off  before  daylight,"  and  the  ofticer  did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  go  in 
daylight.  Tired  of  so  many  delays  and  disappointments,  I  have  occu- 
l)ied  the  point  with  a  picket  of  my  own  men,  driving  out  a  small  rebel 
l)icket,  who  ran  after  a  few  shots.  I  brought  up  this  vessel,  the  Ca'ur 
(le  Lion,  and  the  Alert,  and  will  have  the  Teaser  come  u|)  in  the  morn- 
ing, all  of  which  is  in  accordance  with  your  instructions.

Sir:  A  new  battery  was  unmaskeil  yesterday  at  Le  (Jompte's  house, 
on  a  high  bank  at  Western  Branch  Oreek.  I  shelled  them  out  at  once 
yesterday,  but  again  drew  their  tire  last  night.  The  light  vessels  have 
come  down  from  the  upper  Nanscmond.  I  intend  to  go  into  action 
to-day.  So  far  the  shells  picked  uj)  by  us  show  that  the  rebels  have 
one  30-pounder  Parrott,  one  50-pounder,  and  a  Whitworth.  It  is  a 
strong  position,  but  I  think  that  we  can  drive  them  from  it.  In  shell- 
ing them  out  yesterday,  I  took  up  a  position  where  I  could  see  them 
and  not  be  seen  myself.

Preparations  are  being  made 
by  the  army  to  take  the  guns,  and  I  will  aid  them  if  1  am  asked.  If 
we  get  in  front  of  them  with  the  vessels,  we  can  silence  the  battery  and 
the  troops  can  take  it.  This  is  my  especial  point  of  action,  and  in  case 
the  movement  is  made  I  will,  of  course,  take  command  of  the  vessels 
engaged.  The  withdrawal  of  the  Yanlcee  and  Primrose  has  taken  away 
about  half  of  my  force,  just  at  the  moment  when  I  was  going  to  engage 
the  battery  with  all  my  flotilla.  I  shall  prevent  the  enemy  from 
strengthening  his  work,  as  I  have  a  range  light  ashore,  enabling  me  to 
shell  them  as  well  by  night  as  by  day.

em  Branch. 

U.  S.  S.  Stepping  Stones, 

May  1,  1863—6  p.  m. 

Sir:  Yesterday,  after  going  up  to  Hill's  Point,  the  enemy  opened 
upon  us  from  the  high  ground  near  Le  Compte's  house,  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Western  Branch.  They  had  three  ritled  guns,  one  5^-inch, 
one  30-pounder,  and  one  which  I  think  is  a  Whitworth  gun.  The  bat- 
tery commands  the  channel  for  some  distance  above  and  below  the  bar. 
They  seem  to  have  their  pieces  so  that  they  can  run  them  behind  a  bank 
when  we  tire,  and  as  soon  as  we  cease  they  reopen.  1  came  down  with 
the  light  drafts  last  evening  at  dusk  to  assist  Lieutenant  Gushing  to  drive 
the  enemy  away.  The  pilot  (colored)  of  the  Canr  de  Lion  got  very 
much  frightened,  and  ran  the  vessel  entirely  out  of  the  channel  below 
the  bar  and  got  her  aground  in  range  of  the  enemy. 

The  Alert  went  to  his  assistance,  and,  after  towing  her  ofif,  fouled  her 
propeller.  I  towed  the  Alert  out  with  this  vessel  and  sent  her  down, 
as  1  do  not  think  it  prudent  to  put  her  on  the  beach  in  the  river.  Yes- 
terday I  proposed  to  General  Getty  to  attempt  to  capture  this  battery, 
and  this  morning  he  sent  a  request  for  me  to  come  to  his  quarters  and 
go  to  Suffolk  to  consult  with  G^eneral  Peck. 

We  have  scouts  out  now  to  find  out,  if  possible,  the  strength  of  the 
supporting  force.  In  case  this  is  not  deemed  advisable,  General  Peck 
will  send  5,000  men  under  General  Getty  from  Suffolk,  on  the  Provi- 
dence Church  road,  to  sweep  the  peninsula  between  the  Nansemond 
and  the  Western  Branch.  If  successful,  this  will  either  capture  or  drive 
away  the  battery.  I  send  you  tlie  base  of  cue  of  the  projectiles  fired 
liom  the  battery  last  night.  General  Peck  said  he  thought  Longstreet 
was  falling  back.

Sir  :  On  the  16th  ultimo  I  reported  with  my  command  to  you  and 
received  orders  to  proceed  up  the  Nansemond  and  to  report  to  Lieutenant 
Lamsou.  At  ■")  o'clock  we  got  underway,  and  following  the  Primrose, 
wliich  vessel  was  su])plied  with  a  pilot,  at  about  half  past  7  p.  m.  we 
reached  a  point  about  1  mile  below  a  formidable  battery,  then  held  by 
the  enemy;  there  we  were  ordered  to  anchor  by  Lieutenant  Gushing,  of 
the  Commodore  Barney. 

As  my  vessel  at  that  time  was  drawing  nearly  8  feet  of  water,  Lieu- 
tenant Gushing  thought  that  it  was  not  advisable  for  me  to  attempt  to 
pass  the  battery,  and  he  therefore  endorsed  my  orders  as  having  reported 
to  him,  as  senior  officer. 

The  next  day,  or  the  day  following,  the  steamer  Gonur  dc  Lion,  of  the 
I'otomac  Flotilla,  being  of  light  draft,  was  sent  up  and  was  badly  hit 
by  the  enemy,  although  not  disabled.  The  Teaser,  also  of  the  Potomac 
Plotilla,  attempted  to  cross  at  the  same  time,  but  her  propeller  caught 
in  a  rojie  and  it  became  necessary  to  tow  her  back. 

On  the  following  Sunday  morning  the  enemy  opened  a  carefully 
masked  battery  upon  the  vessels  that  lay  nearest  to  the  main  btxttery, 
which  were,  in  the  order  in  [which]  they  lay,  the  Commodore  Harney, 
Yankee,  and  Primrose;  their  tire  was  very  accurate  and  their  rilled 
shells  burst,  sometliing  rather  uncommon,  and  the  fuzes  were  of  exactly 
the  right  length.  Fortunately,  none  of  the  vessels  were  seriously  injured. 
In  a  few  moments  after  the  battery  opened  a  charge  was  made  by  a 
body  of  infantry  down  to  the  river  bank,  driving  in  the  pickets  that  we 
had  stationed  there  to  give  the  alarm  of  an  attack,  and  immediately  on 
their  reaching  the  thicket  on  the  edge  of  the  wood,  they  opened  a  sharp 
musket  tire  upon  us. 

By  order  of  Lieutenant  Gushing  we  were  immediately  underway, and 
stood  down  the  river  a  few  hundred  yards,  where  we  were  out  of  range 
of  the  shari)shooters,  and  where,  from  our  anchorage,  we  could  deliver 
a  raking  and  effective  tire  into  the  enemy's  infantry.  They  soon  retreated 
back  over  the  Western  Branch  Greek,  so  called, 
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During  the  day  we  coutiuued  tiring,  sbelling  tbe  woods. 

We  have  constantly  picketed  that  part  of  the  left  bank  of  the  river, 
opposite  to  which  we  have  anchored,  and  the  enemy  has  not  yet  dis- 
turbed us. 

Our  scouts  have  occasionally  penetrated  about  a  mile  inland  to  a 
bridge  over  the  Western  Branch  Greek,  which  is  now  destroyed,  how- 
ever, but  over  which  we  keep  a  watch  so  that  the  enemy  shall  not 
rebuild  it,  which  work  would  make  our  position  insecure,  for  the  enemy 
might  then  bring  down  field  artillery  with  which  to  annoy  us  for  a  few 
moments  until  we  could  bring  our  guns  to  bear  on  him, 

******* 

Ten  days  ago  the  enemy  left  the  village  of  Ghuckatuck,  his  left, 
which  movement  I  do  not  think  would  have  taken  place  had  reenforce- 
nients  been  expected  on  his  right. 

As  to  the  capabilities  of  the  Yankee  in  such  waters,  I  will  state  that 
when  she  can  be  turned  and  fought  broadside  on  she  is  very  well,  but 
for  narrow  river  service  she  is  awkward  to  handle,  and  when  coaled 
sufficiently  to  give  her  stability  to  tight  both  heavy  guns  (an  VIII  [-inchj 
and  a  .lO-pounder  Dahlgreu  rifle)  on  one  side  her  draft  of  water  is  almost 
8  feet,  which  totally  unhts  her  (together  with  her  length,  say  165  feet) 
for  the  upper  ]^ansemond,  and  she  is  not  readily  managed  in  that  river, 
even  at  a  point  below  that;  at  Sleepy  Hole  or  below,  or  in  the  roads, 
with  a  good  pilot,  she  may  do  good  service.

SiE:  This  morning  the  army  moved  in  three  directions.  Five  thou- 
sand under  General  Getty  moved  down  the  left  bank  from  Suffolk. 
Three  companies  landed  at  Hill's  Point  under  Golonel  Button,  but  in 
trying  to  advance  were  driven  back  without  loss.  Golonel  Dutton  came 
on  board,  and  I  sent  ashore  with  him  one  12-pouuder  boat  howitzer, 
with  fifteen  men  and  one  officer.  They  are  now  advancing.  A  third 
party  was  lauded  at  Sleepy  Hole,  and  have  just  reached  this  point, 
having  captured  fourteen  men  and  one  officer.  Heavy  cannonading 
can  be  heard  in  the  direction  of  the  Providence  Ghurch  road.  I  think 
that  the  movement  will  be  a  success. 

I  have  sent  the  Gosur  de  TAon  above  the  bar,  and  the  Barney  is  below. 
I  have  aided  Button  by  clearing  the  woods  in  his  front.

Sir:  After  conferring  with  General  Getty  last  eveniTig  I  went  down 
to  Sleei>y  Hole  wbarf  with  tlie  Htepping  Stones  and  tlii.s  vossel,  and  at 
4:45  this  morning  had  landed  the  Twenty  first  Goniiecticut  Volunteers, 
one  section  of  artillery,  and  a  squadron  of  cavalry  on  the  left  bank. 

They  marched  towiird  Chuckatuck  and  Heed's  Ferry,  and  have  just 
ai)i)eared  at  this  place.  1  came  up  in  the  Teaxer  to  patrol  the  river  and 
to  commuuicate  with  Lieutenant  Gushing.  The  force  that  landed  at 
Sleepy  Hole  is  under  Major  Crosby.  They  have  taken  one  officer  and 
fourteen  meu  jn'isoners.  General  Getty  was  to  cross  at  Suffolk  with 
5.0(10  men  at  0  this  morning.  We  can  hear  his  artillery  in  the  dire<;tion 
of  the  Providence  Church  road.  If  anything  important  occurs  I  will 
send  down  the  Teaser  this  evening.

Beport  of  lieutenant  Gushing,  IT.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  cowardly  conduct  of  a  cooperating 

land  force. 

TJ.  S.  S.  CoMMODOBE  Barney, 
Western  Branch  Nansemond  River,  May  4, 1803 — 9  a.  m. 
Sir:  An  order  was  passed  last  niglit  for  all  the  troops  under  Colonel 
Button  to  retire  from  the  left  bank  and  take  up  their  old  position  on  the 
right.  It  seems  that  General  Getty  did  not  advance  from  Suffolk  till 
1  p.  m.  yesterday,  and  is  supposed  to  have  returned  about  8  p.  m.  I 
am  goiTig  to  his  quarters  to  learn  the  facts  of  the  case  and  will  at  once 
write  to  you. 
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The  Fourth  Rhode  Island,  under  Coh)nel  Duttoii,  behnved  in  a  cow- 
ardly and  shameful  manner.  This  regiuieut  started  from  Hill's  Point 
iu  the  morning,  and  at  the  first  fire  of  the  enemy  broke  ranks  and  ran 
like  slieep;  not  a  man  injured.  Then  I  lent  them  a  howitzer  with 
fifteen  sailors,  and  another  adviince  was  made.  Our  sailors  led  the 
way  and  drove  the  enemy,  but  their  infantry  supports  are  reported  as 
liiivin,n-  deserted  them  whenever  the  rebels  opened  fire.  At  last  two 
(ieldpieces  were  eucouuterod,  supported  by  some  Texan  troops,  and  tiic 
Fourth  IJhode  Island  retreated  in  great  haste  and  disorder,  the  howitzer 
covering  the  rear.  The  sailors  are  reported  by  Colonel  Dntton  as  the 
only  troops  who  fought  well.  Actiiij;-  Master's  Mate  Fader  says  that 
when  the  rebel  artillery  oi)eiied,  the  officer  commanding  tlie  howitzer 
supports  ran  so  fast  that  he  let  fall  his  sword,  looking  over  his  shoulder 
at  it,  but  not  daring  to  stop  to  pick  it  up.  Mr.  Fader,  thus  deserted, 
drove  the  enemy  back,  picked  up  the  sword,  and  secured  the  retreat  of 
his  gun.  When  he  reached  the  fort,  the  officer  asked  him  for  the 
sword,  which  was  returned  with  the  remark  that  "ollicers  should  uot 
use  their  legs  at  the  expense  of  their  lienor." 

1  am  only  sorry  that  Mr.  Fader  did  not  tell  him  that  he  could  find 
the  sword  at  General  Getty's  headquarters.  Colonel  Dutton  does  not 
hesitate  to  say  that  the  soldiers  acted  like  cowards.  Hereafter,  1  shall 
only  aid  them  by  water.  1  should  not  feel  justitied  in  risking  men  or 
guns  ashore  in  company  with  such  troops. 

In  my  opinion,  our  recounoitering  force  was  driven  back  by  one  much 
inferior,  having,  however,  the  advantage  of  ground,  and  I  believe  the 
enemy  to  have  retired  about  the  time  that  our  force  was  withdrawn. 

The  gunboats  were  off  Western  ]>ranch  all  day,  ready  to  engage  the 
enemy,  but  we  had  no  fight.  I  learned  from  prisoners  that  the  battery 
of  heavy  rifled  guns  lately  planted  at  Le  Compte's  house  is  commanded 
by  Otey  Bradford,  son  of  Paymaster  Bradford,  U.  S.  Navy,  and  a 
classmate  of  mine  at  Annapolis.  You  see,  sir,  that  General  Getty  was 
right  in  supposing  tlie  officer  to  be  one  of  the  Old  Navy.  Colonel 
Dutton  has  just  come  on  board.  He  says  that  General  Getty  encoun- 
tered a  force  of  the  enemy  who,  although  much  smaller  than  his  own, 
were  so  posted  that  he  could  only  get  at  them  by  losing  a  great  many 
men.  He  had  orders  uot  to  bring  on  a  general  engagement,  but 
skirmished  till  dark,  and  then  fell  back  by  order  of  General  Peck. 
His  loss  was  about  75  killed,  wounded,  and  missing.

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I  shall  communicate  with  him  to  day.    The  Ccenr  tie  TAon  came  down 
last  night  when  Colonel  Button  withdrew  from  Hill's  Point.    Tliecolonel 
says  his  men  behaved  very  badly.    One  regiment,  Fourth  Khode  Island, 
run  at  the  flrst  fire,  without  a  man  hurt.

Sir  :  Last  evening  1  took  on  board  Major  Crosby's  command  below  the 
Western  Branch  and  recrossed  them  to  this  point  with  their  artillery 
and  horses. 

Yesterday  General  Peck  sent  out  forces  to  reconnoiter  on  the  Somer- 
ton  and  Edenton  roads,  and  I  understood  they  went  11  miles  without 
finding  an  enemy.  Two  deserters  from  Reilly's  battery  also  report  that 
Longstreet  is  falling  back  from  the  Naiiseinoiid  and  from  before  Suffolk. 
Their  tight  with  General  (ietty  was  to  cover  their  retreat  and  when  he 
was  ordered  to  fall  back,  the  rebels  retreated  also.  Will  communicate 
again  this  evening  if  anything  occurs.

The 
Department  is  willing  and  desirous  that  the  naval  should  extend  to 
the  military  branch  of  the  service  all  the  cooperation  and  assistance 
that  it  consistently  can,  but  as  regards  the  arming  of  steamers  and 
]iroviding  them  with  articles  of  outfit  within  the  reach  of  the  Quarter- 
master's Department,  it  does  not  feel  called  upon  to  do  this,  and  the 
\^'ar  Department  has  expressly  requested  that  it  should  not  be  done, 
esjjecially  as  regards  ordnance. 

The  Department  is  proud  of  the  gallant  men  of  the  Navy  who  have 
so  bravely  performed  their  whole  duty  in  the  Nansemond,  and  regrets 
that  in  protecting  the  army  loss  of  life  should  have  occurred,  and  that 
some  of  the  light  draft  and  light-armed  vessels  were  damaged.

Beport  of  Uajor-General  Peck,  TT.  S.  Army,  commanding  at  Suffolk,  Va.,  headquarters  United 

States  forces. 

Suffolk,  Va.,  May  5, 1863. 
Colonel  :  *  *  *  On  the  14th  Lieutenant  Gushing,  U.  S.  Navy, 
was  hotly  engaged  for  several  hours  with  a  large  force  at  tiie  mouth  of 
the  Western  Branch.  His  loss  was  severe,  but  the  enemy  suffered 
much  and  had  some  artillery  dismounted.  The  enemy  opened  a  10-gun 
battery  near  the  Nortleet  house  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  the  gun- 
boats and  of  covering  a  crossing.  Lieutenant  Lamson,  with  the  Mount 
Washington,  West  End,  and  Stepping  Stones,  engaged  the  battery  for 
some  hours  in  the  most  gallant  manner,  but  was  comi)elled  to  drop 
down  to  the  Western  Branch.  The  Mount  Washington,  completely  rid- 
dled and  disabled,  grounded,  as  did  the  West  End,  and  both  were 
towed  off  by  the  Stepping  Stones.    The  rudder  of  the  Alert  was  broken. 
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Several  batteries  on  the  river  were  opened  with  fine  effect  and  others 
were  pushed  with  all  dispatch  toward  completion.  More  or  less  skir- 
mishing and  artillery  fire  on  all  portions  of  the  lines.  In  the  night  the 
Smith  Briggs,  lying  near  my  headquarters,  was  attacked,  but  Captain 
Ijce  and  the  guns  of  the  drawbridge  repulsed  the  enemy. 

On  the  IStli  the  force  between  Suffolk  and  Western  BraTich  was 
leported  by  the  best  authorities  at  10,000,  witli  a  pontoon  train  under 
the  immediate  command  of  General  French.  About  noon  our  batteries, 
under  the  direction  of  (ieneral  (Jetty,  below  the  mouth  of  Jericlio 
Greek,  were  warmly  engaged  with  the  Nortieet  battery.  Four  of  the 
rebel  20-pounder  rifles  were  dismounted  and  the  battery  was  silenced. 
A  party  sent  out  on  the  Edenton  road  captured  the  camp  equipage  of 
one  regiment.    Fear  of   an   ambuscade  ])reveuted  taking  of  many 

prisoners. 

******* 

General  French's  engineer  was  taken  prisoner  by  Lieutenant  Cnsh- 
ing's  pickets.  He  was  laying  out  >vorks  and  had  a  map  of  Suffolk, 
which  he  tore  to  pieces. 

On  the  18th  the  enemy  was  very  active  in  throwing  up  new  batteries 
and  rifle  pits  along  the  river.  A  heavy  one  was  in  progress  near  the 
mouth  of  Western  Branch  on  Hill's  Point.  Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy, 
ordered  all  the  boats  out  of  the  upper  Nansemond,  lest  they  should  be 
destroyed,  leaving  the  whole  defense  of  the  river  to  the  laud  forces. 
The  admiral  was  urged  to  reconsider  his  orders.  Upon  my  representa- 
tion the  order  was  tem])orarily  suspended. 

On  the  19th,  about  dusk,  General  Getty  and  Lieutenant  Lamson 
executed  most  successfully  a  plan  which  had  been  agreed  upon  for 
crossing  the  river  and  capturing  Battery  Huger  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Western  Branch.  The  Eighty-ninth  New  York  and  Eighth  Connecticut 
were  taken  over  on  the  Stepping  Stones.  Five  pieces  of  artillery,  9 
oflBcers,  and  120  soldiers  were  captured.  It  was  m'cII  conceived  and 
ably  conducted,  and  reflects  great  honor  on  the  combined  arms.  Lieu- 
tenant Lamson  suggested  the  enterprise,  landed  with  four  of  his  how- 
itzers, and  played  a  brilliant  part.  Captain  Stevens  was  conspicuous 
for  his  gallant  conduct  in  this  aft'air  and  deserves  mention;  also  Lieu- 
tenants McKechnie  and  Faxon,  aids  of  General  Getty. 

May  3. — *  *  *  In  conjunction  with  the  above.  Major  Crosby 
crossed  the  Nansemond  near  Sleepy  Hole,  with  the  Twenty-first  Con- 
necticut, a  section  of  the  Fourth  Wisconsin  Battery,  aiul  eleven  mounted 
rifles.  At  4  a.  m.  pushed  on  and  occupied  Cliuckatuck,  driving  out  300 
rebel  cavalry.  He  skirmished  all  the  way  to  Keed's  Ferry,  capturing 
10  prisoners,  and  then  returned  to  the  river  under  cover  of  the  gun- 
boats. At  the  same  time  Colonel  Button  crossed  in  boats  and  occupied 
Hill's  Point  with  the  Fourth  Ehode  Island,  a  portion  of  One  hundred 
and  seventeenth  New  York,  and  a  detachment  from  the  Commodore 
Jiarney.  He  advanced  some  distance,  but  was  met  by  a  superior  force 
]josted  strongly  in  the  woods,  and  after  much  skirmishing  returned 
u])on  Hill's  Point,  from  which  the  enemy  could  not  dislodge  him. 

I  again  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  valuable  services  of 
Lieutenants  Gushing,  Lamson,  and  Harris,  U.  S.  Navy.  These  ollicers 
rendered  every  assistance  in  their  power  in  crossing  the  river.  Lieu- 
tenant Cushiug  sent  a  boat  howitzer  and  detachment  with  the  Fourth 
Khode  Island,  under  Colonel  Dutton. 

I  regret  to  state  that  Colonel  Ringold,  of  the  One  hundred  and  third 
New  York,  lost  his  life  from  two  wounds  while  leading  on  his  men  in 
tie  most  gallant  manner.    He  was  a  meritorious  ofbcer. 
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May  4. — About  9  p.  m.  on  the  3d  the  enemy  commenced  retiring  upon 
the  Blackwater.  His  strong  line  of  pickets  prevented  deserters  and 
contrabands  from  getting  through  with  the  information  until  he  had 
several  hours  the  start.

Thus  ends  the  present  investment  or  siege  of  Suifolk,  which  had  for 
its  objects  the  recovery  of  tlie  whole  country  south  of  the  James, 
oxteudiug  to  the  Albemarle  Sound  in  North  Carolina,  the  ports  of  Nor- 
lolk  and  Portsmouth,  80  miles  of  new  railroad  iron,  the  equipments  of 
two  roads,  and  the  capture  of  all  the  United  States  forces  and  prop- 
erty, with  some  thousands  of  contrabands. 

The  cooperation  of  the  gunboats,  under  Lieutenants  Gushing,  Lam- 
son,  and  Harris,  U.  S.  Navy,  sent  by  Admiral  Lee,  has  been  very 
eficctive  and  I  take  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  gallant 
services  of  their  officers  and  crews.

Report  of  Brigadier-General  Getty,  IT.  S.  Army,  commanding  Third  Division,  Ninth  Army  Corps. 

Hdqrs.  Third  Division,  Ninth  Army  Corps, 

Siiffolk,   Va.,  May  13,  1863. 

Sir  :  *  *  *  On  the  14th  instant  the  enemy  had  planted  a  battery 
in  the  earthworks  on  Hill's  Point  and  in  the  engagement  that  ensued 
between  them  and  our  naval  forces  in  the  river  almost  entirely 
destroyed  the  gunboat  Mount  Washington.  After  this  action  five  gun- 
boats returned  to  the  upper  Nansemond,  above  Hill's  Point,  and  it 
became  evident  that  their  safety  required  that  this  battery  should  be 
silenced,  for  the  channel  of  the  river  runs  within  50  yards  of  Hill's 
Point  and  the  action  of  the  lith  showed  conclusively  that  it  would  be 
almost  certain  destruction  for  any  boat  to  attempt  to  run  past.  It 
was  therefore  with  a  view  to  deliver  our  gunboats  from  a  dangerous 
position,  as  well  as  to  annoy  the  enemy  and  to  gain  possession  of  an 
important  i)oint  for  future  operations,  that  an  expedition  to  eut  out  the 
battery  was  undertaken.  The  plan  of  operation,  as  arranged  with 
Lieutenant  Lamson,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  Hotilla,  was  as  follows: 
Five  hundred  men  were  to  embark  on  the  gunboat  titepping  /Stones  at 
Dr.  Council's  landing,  proceed  down  the  river,  land  on  Hill's  Point 
Just  above  tlie  battery  and  cliarge  the  works  with  the  bayonet.  Lieu- 
tenant Lamson  volunteered  to  land  four  boat  howitzers  to  cooperate 
in  tliis  movement,  and  at  his  request  was  furnished  with  forty  men  to 
man  the  drag  ropes. 

At  5:30  p.  m.  on  April  19,  detachments  of  130  men  from  the  Eighth 
Connecticut  and  140  men  from  the  Eighty-ninth  New  York  embarked 
on  the  Stepping  Stones  at  Dr.  Council's  landing.  A  canvas  screen, 
which  effectually  concealed  the  men,  was  drawn  up  all  around  the  deck, 
and  the  boat  pushed  off  and  steamed  ra])idly  down  the  stream.  As 
she  approached  the  battery  not  a  shot  was  fired  or  a  sound  heard  to 
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indicate  tbe  presence  of  tbe  enemy.  He  was  waiting,  witli  iill  bis  guns 
double  shotted  with  canister,  until  tbe  vessel  sbould  come  abreast  and 
within  ')0  yards  of  his  battery.  At  300  yards  above  the  battery  Lieu- 
tenant Lanison  lieaded  his  boat  inshore,  but  stiiking  on  a  spile  she 
glanced  ofl',  and,  borne  on  the  ebb  tide,  was  on  the  eve  of  shooting  in 
front  of  the  battery,  when  Lieutenant  Lamson,  with  admirable  pres 
ence  of  mind,  reversed  the  paddle  wheels  and  backed  her  aground. 
The  men  jumped  ofl'  from  both  ends  of  the  boat  up  to  their  waists  in 
mud  and  water,  scrambled  hastily  ashore,  and  with  a  cheer  dashed  for 
the  battery.  In  an  instant  Lieutenant  Lamson  had  landed  his  howit- 
zers and  followed.  The  enemy,  apprised  of  our  approach  by  the  cheers, 
opened  a  hot  fire  of  musketry,  and  was  enabled  even  to  reverse  and 
fire  one  of  his  guns;  but  seeing  himself  cut  off',  and  receiving  one  or 
two  discharges  of  canister  from  Lamson's  howitzers,  he  surrendered. 
The  capture  of  5  guns,  7  oflQcers,  and  130  men,  tlic  liberation  of  the  five 
gunboats  above,  and  the  occupation  of  a  point  of  vital  importance  to 
the  enemy  and  an  admirable  point  of  operations  for  us  were  the  results 
of  one  of  the  most  brilliant  achievements  of  the  war.  Our  loss  was  4 
killed  and  10  wounded. 

»  #  *  *  #  *  * 

On  the  27th  instant  a  new  battery  of  the  enemy  was  discovered  some 
distance  west  of  Nortieet's  house,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  2.Sth  it 
opened  fire  on  the  Swan  and  Commerce,  two  unarmed  steamers  whict 
passed  down  the  river  from  Suffolk. 

On  April  30  the  enemy  opened  fire  from  a  battery  of  tliree  heavy 
guns  at  Le  Compte's  house,  on  the  Western  Branch.  After  a  short 
engagement  with  the  gunboats  and  the  two  20-pounder  Parrotts,  under 
Captain  Morris,  in  Fort  Stevens,  the  battery  was  silenced. 

♦  *»***» 

I  can  not  close  this  report  without  acknowledging  the  important 
services  rendered  by  the  naval  forces  cooperating  in  the  river,  a  tribute 
which  they  have  richly  merited.  Lieutenants  Gushing  and  Lamson 
and  the  officers  and  men  of  their  commands  have  shown  that  in  their 
country's  service  they  know  no  fear,  and  that  the  old  breed  of  naval 
heroes  is  not  extinct;  but  to  Lieutenant  Lamson  in  particular,  whose 
gallantry  exhibited  in  his  engagements  at  Norfieet's  and  Hill's  Point 
has  been  fully  equaled  by  the  willingness  and  desire  he  has  shown  on 
all  occasions  to  cooperate  with  the  land  forces  and  to  do  everything  for 
the  good  of  the  service,  my  thanks  are  due.

Report  of  Lieutenant  Lamson,  TJ.  S.  Navy,  of  a  reconnoissance  around  the  enemy's  lines. 

TJ.  S.  S.  Stepping  Stones, 

Nansemond  River,  Vir(/inin,  May  7,  1803. 

SiK :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  order 

relieving  me  from  further  duty  in  this  river,  the  rebels  having  retreated 

from  before  Suffolk.    On  Sunday  evening  (May  3]  General  Peck  directed 

General  Getty  to  fall  back  to  Suffolk,  and  the  enemy  immediately  com- 
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ineiiced  retreatiujj,  and  by  Monday  morning  were  all  gone  except  a  few 
stragglers,  'i'hey  succeeded  in  getting  away  all  tlieir  artillery,  baggage, 
iind  munitions  without  loss. 

I  have  been  entirely  around  their  lines  in  company  with  General 
(ietty,  and  was  astonished  at  their  strength  and  extent.  They  consist 
of  ritie  pits,  redans,  and  batteries,  extending,  except  where  their  front 
was  protected  by  swam|)S,  around  from  the  Edenton  road  on  their  right 
to  the  Nansemond  River  on  their  left. 

The  rebel  works  are  much  stronger  and  more  neatly  finished  than  our 
own  works  of  the  same  class,  the  i)arapets  of  their  ritle  pits  being  from 
(i  to  8  feet  thick,  and  all  their  lines  revetted  with  sods  or  logs  in  the  most 
substantial  manner,  and  surrounded  by  a  most  formidable  abatis  of  pine 
trees.  On  all  the  roads  leading  out  of  Suttblk  they  had  several  lines  of 
entrenchments.  The  batteries  near  the  Western  Branch  were  half 
sunken  works,  and  from  their  position  and  construction  as  formidable 
as  earthworks  can  be  made.  The  battery  near  Le  Compte's  was  com- 
pletely knocked  to  pieces  by  our  shells,  and  from  a  citizen  who  lived 
near,  learned  that  the  rebel  loss  in  it  was  very  great.  It  mounted  two 
30  pounder  rifles  and  one  5.3-incli  rifled  gun. 

The  (Stepping  Stones  resumed  the  guard  of  the  river  in  obedience  to 
your  order,  and  the  other  vessels  have  gone  below.

There  are  four  of 
them,  and  from  their  movements  1  think  they  are  preparing  to  run 
down,  at  least  one  of  them.    The  lower  boats  have  been  otherwise 
occuiiied.    There  are  no  casualties,  and  we  will  be  prepared  to  give 
them  a  warm  reception  should  any  attempt  to  run  down.    Our  embra 
sures  are  now  widened,  so  that  we  will  be  able  to  give  the  boats  three 
shots  from  each  gun  as  they  run  by.

Report  of  Major  Sorrel,  0.  S.  Army,  regarding  the  capture  by  the  Federals  of  the  Western 
Branch  (HiU's  Point)  battery. 

HEAD<>t7ARTERS, 

Near  Suft'ulk,  April  21,  18(>S. 
General  Longstreet  is  closely  engaged  to-night,  and  has  asked  me  to 
write  yon  briefly  the  particulars  of  the  aflair  of  Sunday  night  which 
resulted  in  the  capture  by  the  enemy  of  Stribling's  battery.  Several 
batteries  had  been  planted  on  the  Nansemond  to  hold  the  river  against 
the  passage  of  gunboats  and  transports.  Stribling's  occupied  an  old 
unenclosed  work  on  Hill's  Point,  a  tongue  of  land  a  little  above  the 
confluence  of  Western  Branch  and  Nansemond.  About  dark  on  the 
evening  of  the  19th  the  enemy  opened  a  severe  fire  from  his  field  bat- 
teries, planted  opposite,  and  his  gunboats  above  and  below  the  fort, 
entirely  sweeping,  with  a  cross  fire,  the  plain  in  the  rear  of  the  work. 
I '  nder  cover  of  this  fire  and  the  darkness  he  landed  a  force  not  more 
than  150  strong  a  very  little  distance  from  the  fort,  rushed  upon  its 
rear,  surprised  and  captured  its  garrison.  The  artillery  on  the  river 
was  directly  under  the  command  of  jSIajorGeneral  French.  There 
were  5  guns,  .")5  artillerists,  and  70  infantry  (sliari)shooters)  in  the  fort, 
which  all  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  The  affair  is  regarded  as 
a  most  remarkable  and  discreditable  instance  of  an  entire  absence  of 
vigilance.  A  regiment  (Fifty-ninth  North  Carolina,  and  700  strong), 
which  General  Longstreet  had  particularly  ordered  to  that  vicinity  lor 
the  protection  of  the  battery,  was  not  posted  in  supporting  distance. 
No  official  report  of  the  aflair  has  yet  been  received  from  (Jeiieral 
French.  The  captured  guns  were  carried  across  the  river.  Jt  is  some 
little  consolation  that  only  the  guns  and  ammunition  chests  were  lost. 
The  horses  and  ammunition  carriages,  being  considerably  in  rear  of  the 
battery,  were  saved.  We  are  otherwise  quite  comfortable  here.  The 
(|uartermasters  and  commissaries  are  actively  engaged  in  getting  out 
supplies.

Report  of  Major  Boggs,  C.  S.  Artillery,  of  the  capture  of  Battery  Huger  (Hill's  Point  battery), 

April  19. 

Providence  Church,  Va.,  April  21, 1863. 
Ma.tor  :  In  response  to  your  call  for  a  detailed  report  of  the  occur- 
rences on  the  loth,  I  regret  to  say  I  have  but  an  imperfect  recollection 
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of  more  than  general  affairs.  Captain  Smoot  went  into  battery  on  tbe 
night  of  the  18th.  On  the  19th  I  went  to  the  point  below  him,  in  view 
of  the  gunboat,  to  watch  the  effect  of  his  shot  if  he  should  open.  TJie 
instructions  I  gave  him,  as  received  from  you,  were  to  wait  until  a  boat 
attempted  to  pass  Stribling's  position;  or,  if  no  attempt  was  made  to 
pass,  to  wait  for  the  boat  to  take  a  nearer  jwsition,  as  on  the  day 
before.  I  was  not  a  little  surprised  to  hear  Smoot's  guns  open,  as  tlie 
boat,  I  thought,  had  not  gone  up  far  enough.  The  sliots,  however, 
were  good.  One,  1  am  confident,  struck  on  tlie  starboard  side  in  front, 
just  under  the  hurricane  deck.  During  the  night  succeeding  you 
ordered  Smoot,  in  my  i)resence,  to  come  out  cautiously,  removing  his 
guns  first  by  hand,  which  he'did,  and  last  night  succeeded  in  getting 
out  his  caissons.  The  orders  given  by  me  and  fiom  you  to  Stribling 
were  to  fire  at  nothing  but  a  gunboat  on  attempting  to  pass  or  within 
short  range,  which  order  was  strictly  obeyed. 

On  the  18th,  about  8  o'clock,  three  boats  from  below  came  up  in  line 
of  battle  and  opened  a  terrific  fire  on  Stribling's  position,  the  rear 
boats  continuing  the  fire  while  the  first  boat  passed.  Lieutenant 
Marshall  informed  me  in  the  evening  that  two  shots  were  fired  at  the 
leading  boat,  one  taking  a  damaging  effect.  Seven  shots  were  fired  at 
the  second  boat,  five  taking  effect  and  the  sixth  striking  down  the 
fiagstaff'.  Several  citizens  of  my  acquaintance  informed  me  that  she 
was  towed  below  in  a  sinking  condition.  I  witnessed  tliis  fight  also, 
and  heard  the  crash  of  timber  from  the  shots  on  the  second  boat. 

On  the  evening  of  the  19th,  about  sunset,  I  was  standing  with  you 
•pul  Mr.  Waterbury  in  Mrs.  Moore's  yard  wlien  we  heard  heavy  firing 
and  cheering,  which,  on  investigation,  we  found  to  be  the  shout  of  the 
enemy  in  the  capture  of  Stribling's  battery.  1  immediately  com 
muuicated  your  order  to  Colonel  Connally  to  carry  down  his  regiment, 
which  order  was  executed.  Coit's  section  was  also  carried  in.  Tlie 
shelling  was  terrific,  and  1  do  not  believe  a  dog  could  have  made  the 
trip  from  Eeddick's  quarters  to  the  fort.  In  the  morning  of  this  day, 
while  I  was  watching  the  effect  of  Smoot's  battery,  I  observed  three 
boats  above  the  fort,  one  a  large  side-wheel  vessel,  this  one,  at  least, 
loaded  with  troops.  This  information  1  communicated  to  you,  and 
expressed  my  fears  to  several  officers  (I  think  to  you)  that  there  would 
be  an  effort  to  land  troops.  Captain  [James  A.J  Shingleur  was  there 
and  saw  the  vessels  and  troops.  Just  after  the  report  reached  us  of  the 
capture  of  Stribling's  battery  you  remarked  that  you  hadseiittoCieneral 
Law,  but  that  he  informed  you  he  had  not  the  troops  to  spare.  I  think 
you  remarked  you  had  also  sent  to  General  Hood.  Without  delay,  as 
I  thought,  Generals  Hood  and  Law,  and  shortly  after  General  French, 
were  at  the  crossroads  and  dispositions  of  infantry  made.  Bradford's 
battery  was  occupying  the  works  above  Henry's  and  was  ordered  out 
by  you  through  me,  and  I  had  succeeded  in  getting  out  all  the  pieces 
but  one.  General  Hood  ordered  it  back  again,  where  it  remained  until 
last  night,  when  everything  was  brought  out  in  safety.  The  orders 
given  to  and  obeyed  by  Captain  Bradford  were  to  fire  at  nothing  but 
boats  in  passing  or  tlie  enemy  at  short  r;mge.  One  wheel  in  tliis  bat- 
tery w;is  shattered  and  the  muzzle  molding  of  one  gun  struck  bv  the 
shot  of  the  enemy.  This  battery,  as  well  as  the  Hill's  J'oint  battery, 
was  commanded,  the  former  by  three,  the  other  by  two,  land  batteries 
over  the  river,  and  both  by  large  bodies  of  sharpshooters.

Viiginia.

Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  to  the lieutenant-geueral commanding  tlie 
followiug  report  respecting  the  loss  of  tbe  guns  of  Stribliug's  battery: 

On  tlie  morning  of  the  loth  instant  I  started  from  my  camp  on  tlie 
South  (Juay  road,  at  the  request  of  Lieutenant-General  Longstreet,  to 
endeavor  to  destroy  the  gunboats  of  the  enemy  in  the  Nausemond 
Kiver.  Stribling's,  Bradford's,  and  [J.  0.]  Ooit's  batteries  were  taken 
down.  Only  one  gunboat  could  be  seen,  and  she  was  lying  behind  the 
point  of  laud  below  the  mouth  of  the  Western  Branch  of  the  Nanse- 
mond.  The  batteries  were  put  in  position  in  the  hope  she  would  move 
up,  but  a  storm  coming  on  and  the  near  api)roach  of  night  induced  me 
to  withdraw  the  guns.  The  engineer  informed  me  that  he  and  other 
officers  had  selected  two  sites  for  batteries — the  one  near  the  left  of 
General  Hood's  line  of  battle,  in  which  tliere  wasin  a  work  constructed 
a  battery  of  field  artillery  and  an  infantry  force  for  protection;  tbe 
other  was  the  work  built  for  the  defense  of  the  river  when  we  held 
Suttblk,  and  that  in  it  was  an  infantry  force,  but  no  artillery.  I  di- 
rected Major  L.  M.  Shumaker,  my  chief  of  artillery,  on  the  night  of  the 
Kith  to  take  from  some  houses  on  a  farm  near  by  materials  to  construct 
platforms  and  before  morning  to  put  the  guns  of  Stribling's  battery  in 
the  work.    This  he  accomplished. 

The  next  morning  three  gunboats  attempted  to  pass  up.  One  suc- 
ceeded, but  was  severely  damaged,  when  the  other  two  turned  back.  I 
had  selected  the  site  for  pits  for  two  o2-pounders,  and  on  the  night  of  the 
ISth  they  were  completed  and  the  guns  placed  in  jjosition.  For  the 
protection  of  these  guns  in  the  pits  I  asked  that  three  companies  of 
infantry  be  sent,  designing  to  use  them,  however,  to  guard  also  the 
road  where  all  the  camps  were,  but  the  lieutenant-general  ordered  down 
the  Fifty-tifth  Xorth  Carolina  Kegiment,  Colonel  Connally  commanding. 

On  Sunday,  the  l!)th,  the  situation  of  affairs  was  thus:  Bradford's 
battery  was  m  the  new  work  with  instructions  from  my  chief  of  artil- 
lery, while  the  work  was  defended  by  troops  from  Hood's  division,  and 
by  liis  officers  they  were  posted,  relieved,  and  got  their  orders.  In  the 
Hill's  Point  battery  were  Stribling's  battery,  with  my  instructions;  the 
work  defended  by  two  companies  of  infantry,  under  instructions  from 
the  offlcers  placing  them  there.  The  32-poanders  were  in  position  and 
a  company  of  the  Fifty-fifth  North  Carolina  near  by,  while  the  other 
companies  were  a  supporting  force  to  either  of  these  last  two  batteries. 
All  the  batteries  were  to  receive  further  support  from  General  flood's 
command  if  required,  and  all  niy  officers  were  so  informed,  and  couriers 
were  left  there  to  communicate  such  intelligence  to  General  Law,  who 
was  on  the  extreme  left,  if  his  aid  should  he  required.  The  river  as 
low  down  as  tbe  mouth  of  the  Western  Branch  was  guarded  by  the 
troops  of  General  Hood,  and  reported,  of  course,  to  their  commanders. 
I  was  ill  on  Sunday  and  could  not  ride  down  tbe  river,  but  sent  Col- 
onel G.  A.  Cunningham.  There  were  four  gunboats  above  the  work  on 
Hill's  Point  and  three  below,  and  five  or  six  land  batteries  and  sharp- 
shooters on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river. 

About  10  a.  m.  the  four  gunboats  above  and  the  land  batteries  opened 
a  sharp  fire  on  tbe  Hill's  Point  work,  and  two  gunboats  from  below 
moved  up  to  aid  them,  when  the  32-pounders  o])oned  fire  on  them,  and 
after  a  spirited  engagement  one  was  slightly  injured  and  both  were 
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driven  back.  The  fire  ou  the  work,  however,  continued  until  near  4 
p.  m.,  when  it  ceased.  Major  Shumaker  then  communicated  with 
Ca])tain  Stribling,  and  although  it  was  reported  that  the  gunboats  had 
troops  on  board,  his  note  does  not  intimate  that  he  apprehended  an 
attack  by  a  force  of  the  enemy  landing  for  that  purpose. 

About  4  p.  m.  Colonel  Cunningham  instructed  Colonel  Oonnally  to 
support  the  batteries,  and  this  was,  as  he  states,  about  an  hour  and  a 
half  before  the  guns  were  lost.  In  that  time  he  might  have  been  near 
the  work,  so  far  as  distance  is  concerned,  but  1  have  my  doubts  if  any 
regiments  could  have  passed  the  wide  plain  and  rendered  any  real  sup- 
port under  the  fire  that  was  or  could  have  been  brought  to  bear  on 
their  approach.  The  manner  of  attack  appears  to  have  been  to  have 
sent  one  gunboat  down  as  though  she  was  going  to  pass  the  work  to 
engage  the  attention  of  the  men  in  the  fort,  while  from  the  other  boats 
a  force  of  about  oOO  men  was  landed.  Tt  appears  to  me  that  if  the  gar- 
rison was  surprised,  they  were  negligent;  if  not  surprised,  they  did 
not  offer  a  sufficient  resistance.

Letter  from  Lieutenant-General  Longstreet,  C.  S.  Army,  to  MajoT-General  French,  C.  S.  Army, 
regaiding  the  probable  force  at  Chuckatuck. 

Headqx'ARTEES,  May .?,  1863. 
General:  Your  note  is  received.  The  force  at  Chuckatuck  can  not 
be  more  than  a  few  hundred  men  from  vessels.  It  is  impossible  that 
more  could  be  put  over  in  transports  as  yet.  Possibly  the  enemy  may 
put  cavalry  over  to  annoy  us  tonight.  If  the  left  is  seriously  threat- 
ened, move  in  that  direction,  but  not  until  it  is  certain  that  General 
Hood  is  severely  pressed.  I  think  his  force  fully  able  to  sustain  itself. 
Advise  (General  Pickett  if  the  matter  becomes  serious,  and  he  will  move 
two  brigades  to  where  you  are.

Report  of  Aetinf/  Ensign  Bennett,  U.  S.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Violet, 
regarding  the  chase  of  a  steamer  by  that  vessel. 

U.  S.  S.  Violet, 
Off  Wilmington,  ISf.  C,  Sunday,  April  12, 1863— i  a.  m. 
Sir  :  In  obedience  to  your  orders  I  anchored  last  night  about  8  o'clock 
in  4  fathoms,  about  IJ  miles  from  the  beach;  ordered  fires  to  be  banked; 
also  to  keep  up  25  pounds  of  steam. 
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At  1  a.  m.  a  steamer  (of  about  1,800  tons)  came  along  the  shore, 
square-rigged  forward,  with  two  smokestacks,  and  approached  so 
closely  that  I  was  viuder  apprehension  that  she  intended  to  run  over 
us  (now  within  musket  shot).  Slipped  the  cable,  which  was  buoyed  and 
ready,  upon  which  she  suddenly  put  round  from  west  (the  course  she 
was  heading)  four  points  and  stood  with  full  speed  offshore.  The  port 
bow  gun  was  opened  upon  her,  and  doubtless  the  shell  exploded,  as  a 
crash  was  distinctly  heard  on  board.  Having  signalized  her  presence, 
we  gave  chase,  keeping  up  a  continuous  fire  upon  her.  The  starboard 
bow  and  stern  guns  became  iiseless  by  breaking  off  the  lighting  bolts 
and  tearing  the  chocks  from  their  fastening,  leaving  only  that  on  the 
port  bow  to  operate  with ;  this  gun  shot  with  good  effect. 

Owing  to  the  feeding  of  the  fires  with  fresh  coal  the  steam  fell  to 
about  15  i)ounds,  when  she  gained  on  us  fast,  previous  to  which  we 
were  overhauling  lier.  We  continued,  however,  in  pursuit,  firing  after 
her,  when  on  finding  her  out  of  range,  most  reluctantly  put  back. 

Acting  Master  W.  iMoslander  deserves  great  credit  for  the  good 
judgment  he  displayed  in  selecting  so  excellent  and  commanding  a 
l)osition  to  anchor  in. 

My  officers  and  crew  were  promptly  at  their  stations  and  eiijoyed  the 
sport.  The  chase  was  soinewhat  exciting,  lasting  about  three-quarters 
of  an  hour,  all  deeply  deploring  her  escape.

Instructions  from  Acting  Eear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  8.  Navy,  to  Acting 
Ensign  Bennett,  C.  IS.  Navy,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Violet,  rcgauHng  the 
blockade,  in  view  of  the  escape  of  a  steamer  off  Cope  Fear  River,  April 
13,  1863. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 

Neicport  News,  la.,  Ap^Hl  IS,  1S63. 
Sir:  Your  report  of  April  12,  respecting  the  escape  of  a  steamer 
out  of  Cape  Fear  Kiver  on  that  morning  near  midnight,  has  been  for- 
warded to  me  by  Captain  Sands.  This  unfortunate  circumstance  would 
not  have  occurred  if  proper  precautions  had  been  taken.  As  a  gen- 
eral rule  you  should  not  anchor  at  night,  but  keep  underway,  holding 
your  position  by  turning  the  propeller  and  keeping  your  leads  on  the 
bottom  to  assure  you  that  you  are  not  going  ahead  or  drifting;  this 
requires  the  most  watchful  and  intelligent  attention.  At  anchor  you 
are  liable  to  be  run  down,  you  risk  losing  your  anchor  and  cable  by 
slipping  it,  and  you  are  slow  to  start  in  chase.  It  may  be  sometimes 
necessary  to  drop  a  kedge  for  a  little  while,  but  in  this  case  all  should 
be  ready  to  ruu  it  up  quickly,  and  one  of  the  vessels  should  supply  you 
with  extra  hands  for  the  night.  Care  should  be  taken  to  keep  your 
fires  up;  they  should  not  be  now  high  and  then  low,  but  be  kept  bright 
and  even.  Great  attention  to  feeding  the  tires  is  required  and  the 
engineers  and  firemen  should  be  very  vigilant  and  careful  so  that  the 
n  w  r— vol  8 51 
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steam  may  escape  gradually  and  not  make  a  noise.  But  the  steam 
must  be  ready.  Inform  yourself  thoroughly  regarding  the  private 
signals  as  arranged  for  communication  among  the  blockaders,  and  do 
not  repeat  the  mistake  of  burning  the  wrong  signal.  In  chasing,  if 
you  have  the  best  speed,  you  can  keep  under  the  stern  of  the  chase 
a7i(l  iire  until  she  stops,  when  signal  her  surrender  and  wait  for  assist- 
ance, keeping  meantime  in  such  position  that  you  can  not  be  run  over.

Nen-port  Xeas,  Va.,  April  13,  18G3. 

Have  your  cable  with  buoy  ready  to  slip  and  steam  always  ready  to 
move  quick — in  a  minute.  Keep  a  bright  lookout,  esiiecially  from  1 
a.  111.  to  daylight  and  during  all  thick  weather.  Keep  battery  cast 
loose  and  provided  and  guns  solid  shotted,  watch  armed,  and  all  ready 
to  prevent  beiug  boarded.  When  the  enemy  is  seen  by  the  tug  it  will 
return  in  haste,  firing  its  guns  and  burning  blue  lights  until  answered 
by  a  gun  from  the  flagship  and  a  blue  light  from  each  vessel.  The  tug 
will  report  the  number  and  kind  of  the  enemy's  vessels  to  flp^gship,  and 
in  coining  back  will  show  a  white  light  on  each  bow  to  distinguish  it. 
Our  signal  lights  (a  red  and  blue  light,  the  red  on  top  when  the  night 
begins  with  an  odd  day,  and  the  blue  on  top  on  the  alternate  night) 
will  be  hoisted  when  the  action  begins  by  the  vessel  which  first  has  an 
op])ortunity  of  firing  at  the  enemy  or  by  the  Hagshij).  At  night  or  in 
thick  weather  each  vessel  will  engage  as  soon  as  jiracticable  without 
waiting  for  a  signal.  1  prefer  fighting  in  the  open  space  off  Newport 
News  Point  to  being  embarrassed  in  narrower  waters. 

The  Sangamon  [and  Lehigh]  will  not  permit  a  rebel  ironclad  to  ram 
the  Minnesota  or  to  annoy  her  at  long  range. 

Should  an  ironclad  get  close  under  our  guns,  the  Sangamon  [and 
Lehigh]  will  not  ricochet  shot  from  the  rebel's  roof  into  us,  but  will 
(taking  care  not  to  foul  our  hawse)  prefer  to  attack  him  from  forward 
or  aft.  The  Galena  will  not  let  the  Sangamon  [or  Lehigh]  be  rammed 
wlieii  there  are  other  vessels  here;  they  will  fight  in  couples,  taking 
care  not  to  let  the  Yorhtnipn  slip  by  or  go  to  sea.  We  will  keep  the 
enemy  down  by  getting  above  him  here,

SiB:  Eegarding  the  disposiil  of  white  aud  coh)red  i)ersoiis  from  tlie 
insurrectionary  region  taking  refnge  on  board  any  of  the  vessels  of  this 
S(|iiadron,  and  of  the  masters  and  crews  of  prize  vessels,  you  will  here- 
after be  governed  by  the  following  rules  (authorized  by  the  Department 
in  communications  to  me  of  April  4  and  9),  which  you  will  coinmuui- 
cate  to  the  commanding  officers  of  the  blockading  vessels : 

All  white  and  free  coh)red  persons  taking  refuge  on  board  any  of  the 
blockading  vessels,  if  there  is  good  and  sufficient  reason  to  sujipose 
that  they  are  bona  fide  refugees,  can  be  landed  at  Be.aufort,  N.  0. 

Eefugees  known  as  "coiitrabands"  not  willing  to  enlist,  can  be  turned 
over  to  the  United  States  military  authorities  at  Beaufort. 

That  part  of  the  crew  of  any  captured  vessel  that  can  not  safely  be 
sent  north  with  tlie  prize,  and  who  are  known  or  for  good  and  suffi- 
cient reasons  suspected  to  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  will  be  sent 
north  by  the  first  safe  oi)portunity,  consigned  to  the  care  of  the  com- 
mandant of  the  navy  yard  to  which  the  vessel  conveying  them  may  be 
bound,  to  be  locked  up;  they  must  be  accompanied  by  a  letter  to  such 
commandant  stating  all  the  facts  and  the  i)roof  concerning  the  citizen- 
ship in  eacii  case.  You  will  send  a  duplicate  and  triplicate  of  this  let- 
ter to  me.

On  the  p.  m.  ot  the  12th  instant  11.  B.  M.  sloop  Rinaldo  came  into  the 
roads  and  went  to  sea  again. 

Yesterday  afternoon  a  large  French  frigate  came  into  the  roads  and 
anchored.

SiE:  I  received  a  visit  from  Major-Geiieral  Iveyes  last  evening,  lie 
again  urged  the  importance  of  liaviug  a  gunboat  stationed  in  tlie 
.lames  Kiver  ott'  College  Creek  to  cover  the  land  approaches  to 
Williamsburg  and  to  ju'eveut  the  enemy  from  using  the  river  to  trans- 
port their  troops  or  sui)plies. 

If  we  could  occupy  that  position  with  sufficient  naval  force  to  con- 
tend successfully  with  that  which  the  enemy  might  send  down  the 
river  it  would  be  well  to  do  so,  or  even  to  hold  a  higher  position  on  the 
river. 

When  the  Lehigh  arrives,  which  I  trust  may  be  very  soon,  I  propose 
to  send  her  on  this  service  with  the  Sangamon  and  (lalena,  and  such 
other  suitable  force  as  I  may  be  fui'iiished  with. 

The  Juniata  was  reported  to  me  last  night  as  ready  for  sea.  I 
detain  lier  while  tlie  present  pressure  lasts  to  assist  in  the  defense  of 
Norfolk  and  to  cover  tlie  ap))roaches  from  Stilfolk.  If  Suffolk  falls, 
Norfolk  follows,  and  the  elaborate  earthworks  in  the  vicinity  will  be 
occupied  by  the  rebels. 

I  transmit  enclosed  copies  of  the  correspondence  of  the  liith  instant 
between  (leneral  Keyes  and  myself  on  the  i)ro])ricty  of  leveling  these 
works  at  once  and  of  issuing  proper  notice  to  foreigners  and  noncom- 
batants  at  Norfolk.  The  form  of  ])roclamation  enclosed  in  bis  reply 
diflers  from  that  published  in  the  papers.

Sir:  SiiK'e  my  return  to  tliis  place  on  tlie  lltb  iustaufc  this  vessel 
li.is  been  kept  very  busy  watcliius  the  niovements  of  the  enemy  in  the 
vicinity  of  Williamsburg. 

On  the  morning  of  the  12th  instant,  while  lying  olf  (Jucen's  Creek,  a 
boat  was  discovered  making  across  from  the  Yorktown  side  of  the  river, 
about  1 J  miles  below  where  I  was.  1  immediately  started  to  cut  it  off 
and  fired  a  shell  at  it,  which  had  the  desired  effect  of  bringing  it  to, 
and  on  coming  nj)  with  it  I  found  the  occupants,  three  in  number,  were 
ol'  the  Fifty-ninth  liegiment  Vijginia  Volunteers,  one  sergeant  and  two 
])rivates,  who  had  been  cut  off  during  the  raid  on  the  Fifth  Pennsylva- 
nia Ciivalry  camp  on  the  10th  instant  and  were  trying  to  get  across  the 
river.  As  soon  as  they  found  they  could  not  get  away  they  threw  over- 
board six  revolvers,  one  musket,  and  their  haversacks  containing  plun- 
der from  the  cavalry  camp.  On  my  return  to  this  place  1  turned  the 
])risuners  over  to  Brigadier-(ieneral  King,  who  has  sent  them  to  Fortress 
Monroe. 

Last  evening  I  attempted  to  get  into  Queen's  Creek,  but  found  that 
I  could  not  do  so.  1  succeeded,  however,  in  getting  close  enough  in  to 
be  within  reach  of  the  rebel  camp  with  my  100-pounder  Parrott,  and 
was  foitunate  enough  to  throw  every  shell  I  fired  (five  in  number) 
directly  into  it.

Sir  :  I  have  to  inform  you  that  this  morning  at  5 :  15  a.  m.  a  sail  was 
discovered  to  the  southward  and  eastward.    I  boarded  her  at  C  a.  m., 
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and  slie  proved  to  be  the  schooner  Odd  Fclloir,  without  papers,  colors, 
or  nationality.  The  man  who  sails  her  says  she  is  a  Confederate 
schooner,  but  has  no  papers  to  show  to  that  effect.  She  is  from  Lock- 
wood's  Folly,  an  inlet  near  Cape  Fear  Kiver,  and  is  loaded  with  82 
barrels  of  spirits  turpentine  and  8  barrels  rosin,  and  is  bound  to 
Nassau,  New  Providence. 

lie  says  that  he  and  the  four  men  who  are  with  him  bought  her  to 
run  tlie  blockade.  She  left  Lockwood's  Folly  this  morning  at  2  a.  m. 
I  immediately  took  possession  of  her,  and  send  her  to  the  port  of  New 
York  for  adjudication  in  charge  of  Acting  Master's  Mate  William  H. 
Bryant,  with  a  prize  crew  of  three  men  and  the  captain  of  the  schooner. 
At  the  time  of  her  capture  no  other  vessel  was  in  signal  distance. 
Eobert  Robertson,  her  captain,  is  an  old  offender,  having  run  the 
blockade  in  the  schooner  BlancUard;  he  was  also  captured  in  the 
steamer  Gordon  or  Aasxaii.

Tuexday,  Januari/  G,  1SG3. — At  9  a.  m.  started  for  New  River  with  nine  men  and 
myself  to  take  out  the  gnus  and  macliiiieiy  of  the  Yaukeo  guuliout  Ellia.  At  12  in. 
lamped  at  Golden  Place  for  the  night. 

Wednesday,  January  7. — Arrived  at  Williams  Landing  at  11  a.  m.  Went  aboard  of 
the  wreck  and  found  it  impossible  to  raise  her,  she  being  full  of  holes  and  her  star- 
board side  being  burst  out.  Went  ashore  anil  cut  shears  and  spars  tolay  atemi)orary 
deck. 

Friday,  January  IG.—kt  10  a.  m.,  started  for  Wilmington  with  two  teams.  At  8]).  m. 
camped  18  miles  from  town  for  the  night. 

Saturday,  January  IT. — At  5  a.  m.  started  for  town  ;  at  2  p.  m.  arrived,  and  pnt  out 
all  of  the  things  at  Mr.  Willard's  and  Mr.  Nell's  .and  discharged  all  hands. 

Articles  saved:  1  gun  and  carriage;  Ismail  chain  cable,  30 fathoms;  5  pieces  large 
cable,  60  fathoms;  1  piece  luanila  hawsei,  15  fathoms;  (i  iron  water  tanks;  1  cylinder 
and  steam  chest  and  piston,  etc. ;  1  box  containing  screw  bolts  and  nuts  and  various 
other  p.arts  of  machinery,  several  pieces  of  copper  pipes,  and  a  <|nantity  of  shot  and 
shell.

U.  S.  Gunboat  Commodore  Morris, 

Off  Yorktoini,  Va.,  April  17,  1863. 

Sir:  I  respectfully  submit  the  I'ollowiug  report  of  a  recouuoissauce 
which  i  made  yesterday  with  this  vessel  and  the  Crusader  up  the  York 
Itiver  as  far  as  ^Vest  Point  and  about  a  half  a  mile  up  tlie  Pamunkey 
liiver. 

I  got  underway  at  11  o'clock  with  General  Keyes  and  part  of  his 
staff  on  board  and  proceeded  to  within  about  5  miles  of  West  Point, 
carefully  scrutinizing  the  shore,  to  see  if  there  was  any  evidence  of  bat- 
teries having  beeu  erected  by  the  rebels,  without  discovering  any. 
When  about  opposite  to  Ware  Greek  a  schooner  was  discovered  stand- 
ing down  the  Pamunkey  and  came  to  anchor  at  a  place  called  Taylor's 
Landing,  and  as  I  had  seen  no  signs  of  any  rebel  batteries  coming  up 
and  everything  around  West  Point  looking  as  though  no  enemy  had 
been  in  that  vicinity  I  determined  to  try  and  capture  or  destroy  the 
schooner,  but  soon  after  I  had  passed  the  wharf  at  West  Point  and  when 
about  half  a  mile  above  1  was  opened  upon  by  a  battery  of  three  guns 
directly  ahead  of  us  and  just  below  where  tlie  schooner  had  anchored; 
at  the  same  instant  the  sharpshooters  ah)ng  the  shore  commenced  tiring 
upon  us.  I  immediately  opened  upon  the  battery  with  my  ritled  100- 
pouuder,  and  at  the  same  time  stopped  my  vessel  and  started  back, 
not  deeming  it  ijrudent  or  justifiable  to  run  the  risk  of  having  my  vessel 
disabled  and  any  of  my  crew  killed.  1  tired  nine  shots,  with  what 
ettect  I  am  unable  to  say.  The  enemy  lired  about  thirty-tive  shots, 
about  twenty  of  them  being  while  we  were  in  runge  of  their  guns  and 
falling  all  around  us,  but  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  without  hitting 
us  once,  although  almost  every  shot  was  an  excellent  line  shot. 

The  officers  and  men  beliaved  well  and  were  anxious  to  continue  the 
light,  but  as  we  had  gained  the  object  of  the  recounoissance  and  found 
that  the  reports  that  there  was  a  rebel  battery  in  the  vicinity  of  West 
I'oint  were  true,  and  General  Keyes  being  anxious  to  return,  1  did  not 
think  it  advisable  to  do  so,  and  therefore  continued  on  down.  The  bat- 
tery was  apparently  composed  of  two  Whitworth  20-pounders  and  one 
snniothbore,  of  what  caliber  I  am  unable  to  say.  One  shot  that  expended 
itself  under  our  bows  gave  me  an  excellent  o]tportunity  of  judging  of  the 
caliber  and  character  of  the  guns.  It  was  in  all  probability  a  Hying 
battery,  there  being  no  signs  of  an  earthwork  there,  and  I  did  not 
think  the  result  ol'  driving  them  away  from  their  position  to  reappear 
at  some  other  point  warranted  the  expenditure  of  the  ammunition  that 
it  would  have  required.  I  received  information  to  day  that  nearly  the 
whole  of  the  rebel  (General  Wise's  force  was  eni^amped  there,  and  as 
the  riiilroad  is  supposed  to  be  in  working  order  to  that  place,  I  am 
inclined  to  give  some  credit  to  the  report.  I  am  hai)py  to  state  that 
the  few  shells  I  was  so  fortunate  as  to  land  in  the  rebel  camp  near 
W' illiamsburg  are  supposed  by  the  commanding  officer  at  Port  Magruder 
to  have  had  the  effect  of  facilitating  their  retrograde  movement.  I  have 
kept  both  the  Western  World  and  Crusader  here  for  the  last  few  days 
at  the  request  of  General  Keyes,  but  as  everything  is  (juiet  now  and 
the  enemy  is  supposed  to  have  left,  I  shall  send  them  both  on  their 
cruising  grounds  to-morrow.  I  wished  to  send  the  Western  World 
away  yesterday,  but  (ieneriil  Keyes  was  anxious  to  have  her  remain 
on  account  of  the  long  range  of  her  guns,  and  therefore  retained  her, 
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but  as  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  necessity  for  either  her  or  the  Cru- 
sader to  remain  any  longer,  shall  act  on  my  own  judgment  and  start 
them  off  in  the  morning.  Hoping  that  my  operationp  in  this  vicinity 
may  meet  with  your  approval,

SiH:  From  the  enclosed  printed  extracts  from  the  consular  corre- 
spoiideuce  of  Government,  sent  to  you  for  distribution,  you  will  i)erceive 
that  the  Cornubia*  is  owned  by  the  Confederate  (Jiovernnient;  that 
when  attempting  to  enter  Wilmington  she  was  chased  nine  hours  by  a 
Uuited  States  steamer  and  threw  overboard  $20,000  worth  of  goods  to 
lighten  the  vessel;  that  she  will  attempt  to  enter  again  by  New  Inlet, 
and  that  there  were  four  steamers  there  when  she  left,  and  one,  the. 
liritannia,  came  in  the  day  before.  It  would  seem  from  the  enclosed 
that  the  rebel  ( iovernment  has  established  a  regular  agency  at  Bermuda 
and  uses  the  port  of  Wilmington  as  the  principal  depot  of  supplies.  It 
is  a  matter  of  notoriety  that  regular  trips  are  made  between  the  two 
ports.  It  is  therefore  desirable  that  increased  efforts  and  redoubled 
vigilance  should  be  used  on  both  sides  of  the  cajic  to  interrupt  and 
capture  these  periodical  supply  vessels.

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Report  of  Acting  Rear- Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  affairs  on  the 
blockade  off  New  Inlet.

Sib:  Dispatches  from  Captain  Case,  commanding  U.  S.  S.  Iroquois, 
from  1st  to  KHb  of  April,  inclusive,  inform  uie  as  follows  regarding 
aHairs  on  tbe  blockade  off  New  Iiilet:  Tbe  enemy  is  busily  engaged 
tlliinn;-  sand  around  tbe  tower  referred  to  in  my  No.  299,  of  Marcb  17,  as 
building  by  tbe  rebels  on  tbe  fsoutbwest  end  of  Federal  Point.  It  has 
now  assumed  the  character  of  a  mound,  to  construct  which  they  use  an 
incliued  railway  to  the  top  of  tbe  tower.  1  enclose  herewith  a  sketch, 
sent  by  Captain  Case,  representing  the  appearance  of  this  tower  at  three 
different  stages  of  its  construction.  Brush  and  sods  have  been  used 
freely  at  its  base  to  prevent  the  scattering  of  the  sand  by  high  winds. 

Tbe  enemy  has  lately  made  no  hostile  demonstration  from  the  bat- 
teries near  the  beach  north  of  Fort  Fisher,  though  the  blockaders  have 
been  repeatedly  within  close  range.  It  is  supposed  that  the  guns  have 
been  removed  from  them  and  that  Whitworth  guns  on  field  carriages 
are  brought  to  them  for  use  when  occasion  requires. 

On  the  lOtb  instant  the  enemy  began  to  extend  the  works  at  Fort 
Fisher,  apparently  the  casemates. 

One  of  the  rebel  rams  is  reported  to  have  been  outside  of  New  Inlet 
bar,  but  had  been  obliged  to  return  on  account  of  the  sea.  A  large 
paddle-wheel  steamer  was  lying  in  the  river  near  Fort  Fisher,  waiting, 
probably,  for  an  op])ortnnity  to  run  out.  livery  ettbrt  had  been  made 
so  to  dispose  the  blockaders  as  to  prevent  her  escai)e.

there  on  the  14th  and  the  steamer  Robert  IJ.  Lee  (formerly  the  Giraffe) 

arrived  there  on  the  16th,  three  days  from  Wilmington,  with  COO  bales 
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of  cottou,  turpentine,  tobacco,  and  rosin.  The  Merrimac  left  tlie  17th 
for  "Wilmington,  and  the  Goninbia  was  expected  on  tlie  19th  from  that 
])ort.  He  fnrther  says  tliiswill  be  the  fourth  trip  of  the  Cornnbia,  and 
that  she  makes  them  as  regularly  as  the  mail  steamer  to  Halifax,  hav- 
ing occu))ied  in  her  former  trips  three  weeks  and  three  days  each. 

I'rom  a  previous  dispatch   it  is  supposed  the  destination  of  the 
Ikaurefjard  was  Charleston,  as  she  was  consigned  to  Fraser  &  Go.

Report  of  Captain  Case,  U.  S.  Navy,  regarding  the  sinking  of  obstructions 
by  the  enemy  on  the  inner  bar  of  Ncir  Inlet. 

U.  S.  Steam  Sloop  Iroquois, 
Beaufort  Harbor,  N.  C,  April  20, 1863. 
Sir:  I  have  to  report  that  the  rebels  are  sinking  obstructions  on  the 
inner  bar  of  New  Inlet.  1  had  noticed  a  small  steamer,  with  what  we 
supposed  to  be  scows  in  tow,  stop  at  low  water  near  the  Rips  off  the 
southwest  end  of  Federal  Point  for  a  Ibrtnight  or  more  past,  but  sup- 
posing she  was  bringing  articles  for  the  forts  on  Zeek's  Island  and 
waiting  for  the  rise  of  tide  to  get  to  the  wharf.  On  the  17th  instant  I 
was  fortunately  in  a  position  which  enabled  nie  to  detect  the  work  in 
whicli  she  was  engaged  and  saw  her  sink  a  crib  in  the  channel  off  the 
southwest  end  of  Federal  Point.  We  counted  twelve  stakes  projecting 
from  it.  As  near  as  we  could  judge  from  the  distance  we  were  off,  the 
crib  agreed  in  appearance  with  the  description  given  by  Mr.  Savage  of 
tbose  sunk  in  the  channel  otf  Western  Bar — before  I  came  on  the 
blockade,  and  which  I  believe  was  sent  yon  at  the  time,  as  follows: 
Crib  built  with  KJinch  square  timber,  tongued  and  sided  with  a  double 
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bottom  to  secure  bars  ol'  railroad  iron  to  them,  which  were  left  project- 
ing at  an  outward  angle  above  the  crib,  but  below  \^  ater,  for  vessels  to 
run  on  when  passing  up  the  channel.

U.  S.  S.  Mount  Vernon, 
Off  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  April  32,  1863. 
Sir:  At  2  a.  m.  on  the  -!2d  instant,  while  at  anchor  1.^  miles  from 
Fort  Fisher,  it  bearing  N.  N.  W.,  the  ofiicer  of  the  deck  discovered  a  ves- 
sel inshore  of  us.  I  immediately  sli])ped  the  cable  and  stood  in  chase. 
At  2:15  came  up  within  hail  of  the  sail,  which  proved  to  be  a  schooner. 
I  ordered  her  to  lower  her  sails,  but  he  refused  to  do  so,  and  again 
ranged  ahead  of  us.  At  2 :  25  came  uj)  with  her  again  and  repeated  the 
order,  which  was  in  this  instance  complied  with.  I  was  at  this  time 
in  2jJ  fathoms  of  water,  and  deeming  it  imprudent  to  stand  in  any  closer 
with  the  ship,  I  dispatched  Acting  Master  Buck  with  an  armed  boat's 
crew  to  board  the  schooner  and  take  her  out  into  deeper  water.  At 
2:50  he  reached  the  schooner  and  found  her  to  be  the  St.  George,  of 

*Scc  p.  «2L 
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Bermuda,  J.  L.  Fennell,  master,  with  a  cargo  of  salt,  rum,  and  general 
merchandise,  as  per  manifest  sent  to  the  U.  S.  district  attorney  at 
Kew  York. 

At  daylight  I  made  the  schooner  bearing  E.  N.  E.,  stood  for  her,  took 
her  in  tow,  and  stood  for  tlie  senior  officer. 

J.  L.  Fennell,  the  master  of  the  schooner,  acknowledges  having  run 
the  blockade  several  times,  not  only  in  the  St.  George,  but  in  other 
vessels.    The  mate  and  others  acknowledge  the  same. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances,  I  have,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senior  officer,  sent  the  schooner  tSt.  George  to  New  York  for 
adjudication. 

The  *S^  George  was  boarded  and  ordered  oft'  by  the  U.  S.  gunboat 
Wixnahkktm  on  the  19th  instant  near  Cape  Uatteras.  The  master, 
mate,  and  a  passenger  accompany  the  steamer  to  New  York. 

When  asked  where  he  was  bound,  the  captain  replied  at  first  to  Wil- 
mington, N.  C,  but  afterwards  said  to  Baltimore.  After  being  boarded 
by  the  iVissdhiclcon,  instead  of  standing  to  the  northward  for  Balti- 
more, he  juade  the  best  of  his  way  for  New  Inlet,  North  Carolina.  He 
was  from  St.  George,  Bermuda.

If  lie  can,  it 
would  be  advisable  to  getthese  men.  The  Departnieut  would  give$5,000 
for  each  vessel  carried  safely  in.

Escape  of  tiro  steamers  into  Gape  Fear  River,  said  to  he  the  Merrimac 
and  Ea</le,  April  23,  1863. 

Beport  of  Acting  Eear-Admiral  Lee,  U.  S.  Navy,  transmitting  reports. 

U.  S.  Flagship  Minnesota, 
Off  Nctcport  Neivs,  Va.,  May  5,  1863. 
Sir  :  I  received  by  the  U.  S.  S.  Daylhiht  reports  from  New  lulet,  dated 
the  l!7th  ultimo. 

I  enclose  the  followiug  rejwrts  regarding  the  entrance  of  the  two 
steamers  into  Cape  Fear  River  by  that  inlet  on  the  morning  of  April 
•S6,  1803: 

A.  Commander  [J.  F.l  Armstrong  {State  of  Georgia),  Ajiril  23. 

B.  Comiinnider  |J.  P.]  Bankhead  {Florida.),  April  24. 

C.  Lioutenant-Cominander  [J.  K.\  De  Haven  {I'enobscot),  April  23. 

D.  Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  [JamesJ  Trathen  {Mount  Vernon), 
April  23. 

E.  Acting  Master  [J.  D.]  Warren  {BayligM),  April  23, 

These  steamers  are  reported  by  prisoners  to  be  the  Merrimac  and 
Eagle,  but  they  do  not  answer  the  description  of  those  vessels  given  in 
consular  dispatches. 

Captain  Case  makes  another  request  for  more  force  olf  New  Inlet  and 
the  coast.  My  No.  4!I0  contains  a  statement  of  the  force  there  at  jires- 
ent.  Cai)tain  Case  thinks  that  at  least  six  steamers  are  needed  off  the 
inlet  at  all  times,  and  as  many  more  to  look  after  the  shores  north  and 
south  of  it.    He  remarks: 

Witb  such  .T  iiniiilier  (six  of  them  of  the  size  of  ami  the  same  or  greater  speed  than 
tlie  Mount  I'lrnon)  I  should  liope  and  expect  to  stop  the  passage  of  stenmers,  possilily 
catch  some  of  them  wlien  runiiiug  in.  Wheii  running  ont,  tlie  .adv;intaj;o  of  select- 
in;;  the  time,  etc.,  is  such  that  I  believe  we  have  yet  to  leiirii  of  the  first  steamer 
hjvin;;  been  stopped  auywliere  in  so  doiu;^.  Several  have  been  cau^jbt  after  they 
have  cliareil  the  land,  but  never,  that  I  have  heard  of,  in  the  act  of  running  iint. 

On  the  morning  of  the  27th  twenty -four  colored  relugees,  men,  women, 
and  childieu,  went  off  to  the  Mount  Vernon.  The  military  authorities 
refused  to  re(.eive  them  at  Beaufort,  and  they  were  brought  here  by  the 
J>ayli(iht  and  sent  to  Norfolk. 

The  cre\v  and  second  mate  of  the  schooner  St.  George,  captured  off 
Wilmington  by  the  Mount  Vernon  on  the  22d  ultimo,  gave  some  infor- 
mation regarding  affairs  at  Wilmington  up  to  Ai)ril  1.  At  that  time, 
tiie  second  mate  says,  one  ironclad  was  launched  and  ready  for  service 
there,  niouutiiig  two  guns,  without  ram;  that  there  was  another  on  the 
ways  ready  for  plating  as  soon  as  the  iron  could  be  procured;  that 
Cape  Fear  Biver  is  full  of  torpedoes,  and  that  a  chain  cable  obstruc- 
tion is  stretched  across  the  river,  raised  and  lowered  at  pleasure;  that 
the  inhabitants  of  Wilmington  have  regular  army  rations  issued  to 
them  daily,  and  that  there  is  no  scarcity  of  provisions. 
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The  mound  of  sand  near  Fort  Fisher,  referred  to  in  previous  reports, 
was  at  that  time  G8  feet  high,  and  they  intended  mounting  four  100- 
ponnder  rifles  and  one  68-pounder  on  the  platform  above. 

He  spoke  of  the  frequent  and  regular  running  of  the  blockade  and 
arrivals  from  Wilmington  at  Nassau,  where  he  heard  it  rumored  that 
the  Wilmington  blockade  was  to  be  raised  by  the  Alabama  (or  390), 
Orcto,  and  Eetnbution,thii  last  named  having  been  altered  to  a  steamer. 

Acting  Volunteer  Lieutenant  Trathen  verbally  informed  Captain 
Case  that  the  mate  stated  tliat  these  vessels  were  daily  expecting  to  be 
joined  by  several  large  steamers  from  England,  one  called  tlie  Alexan- 
dria, and  that  in  such  an  event  they,  too,  would  likely  take  part  in  the 
engagement. 

In  view  of  the  possibility  of  any  such  combination  against  that 
blockade,  I  would  suggest  that  the  Ossipec  be  ordered  there  to  assist 
in  protecting  it.

Off  Ncip  Inlet,  North  Carolina,  April  2H,  1863. 

Sir  :  I  regret  to  inform  you  that  two  steamers  have  this  morning  run 
in  this  entrance  of  Cape  Fear  River.  They  are  reported  by  prisoners 
to  be  the  Merrimac  and  Eagle,  but  do  not  answer  the  description. 

At  sunset  of  April  22  our  vessels  were  at  their  usual  stations  and 
\vat<!hing  a  steamer  and  two  schooners  seen  at  anclior  inside.  Guns 
were  heard  from  the  Perry,  at  anchor  to  the  northward.  The  Penob- 
scot and  Daylight  were  left  to  guard  the  entrance.  This  ship,  Florida, 
a\\(\.  Mount  t'^er-Hon  chased  some  miles  to  the  northward,  this  ship  and 
tlie  Mount  Vernon  returning  early  in  the  first  watch  to  their  stations, 
this  vessel  anchoring  at  10 :45  p.  m.  In  the  middle  watch,  at  1 : 55  a.m., 
a  sail  was  reported  running  in  directly  for  us,  but  on  discovering  us, 
she  turned  to  the  S.  E.;  seen  only  for  an  instant  and  disappearing  in 
the  thick  haze  which  enveloped  the  ship. 

At  the  first  alarm  officers  and  crew  were  at  quarters  and  the  ship 
got  underway.  We  remained  in  our  j)osition  as  nearly  as  possible  until 
daylight,  when  the  Penobscot  and  Mount  Vernon  were  seen  in  chase  and 
firing  at  a  steamer  with  black  smoke,  running  directly  in.  This  ship 
joined  in  chase  and  opened  fire  on  the  vessel,  the  fort  firing  at  us  at 
the  same  time.  The  vessel  crossed  the  shoal  and  ran  in  in  safety.  She 
was  a  long  paddle-wheel  steamer,  two  pipes  and  one  mast,  painted  lead 
color,  and  seemed  to  have  a  number  of  men  on  her  deck.  She  bore  the 
rebel  flag.  While  chasing  this  vessel  guns  were  heard  to  the  north- 
ward, in  the  direction  of  the  Florida  and  Daylight,  and  the  smoke  of  a 
steamer  inshore  was  seen.  The  first  steamer  having  passed  in,  I  stood 
to  tlie  northward  and  met  the  Florida  coming  down  to  us.  Ran  up  the 
coast  inshore,  made  signal  for  the  vessels  to  come  within  hail,  to  bring 
them  close  in  with  the  steamer,  which  I  found  ashore,  protected  by  two 
batteries  of  Whitworth  guns,  one  on  each  side  of  her.  This  ship, 
Florida,  and  Daylight  opened  fire  on  the  steamer  and  both  batteries, 
without  much  success  in  hitting  the  steamer.  The  surf  was  breaking 
over  her,  boats  had  been  seen  to  leave  her,  and  she  seemed  abandoned, 
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and  from  tlic  number  of  men  on  tlie  beach,  some  two  or  tliree  hundred, 
I  deemed  it  imprudent  to  send  in  boats.  Stood  out,  madesignal  forthe 
Peuobscot,  and  called  Captain  Bankhead  and  Lieutenant-Commander 
De  Haven  on  board  and  explained  to  them  how  I  intended  to  destroy 
the  steamer.  This  ship  and  the  Florida^  supported  by  the  other  ves- 
sels, to  silence  the  shore  battries,  while  tlie  I'enobscot  destroyed  the 
vessel.  The  two  commanders  had  hardly  returned  to  their  vessels  and 
the  signal  made,  "Prepare  for  battle,"  when  the  steamer  was  observed  to 
float.  Signal  was  made  to  engage  lier,  and  all  the  vessels  stood  iu 
chase,  maintaining  a  running  tire,  as  she  kept  on  close  in  with  the 
shore,  the  I'higlish  iiag  Hying,  until  passing  safely  inside  of  Fort  Fisher, 
she  hoisted  the  lebel  flag,  and  I  was  reluctlantly  compelled  to  draw  off 
the  vessels.  The  commander  of  the  Daylight  reports  she  was  seen  and 
chased  on  shore  at  daylight.  From  her  position,  when  seen  by  me,  I 
did  not  think  it  was  possible  for  her  to  be  got  ott'  the  beach.  My  desire 
was  to  destroy  her,  but  tiie  large  force  on  shore  was  able  to  lighten  her, 
and  she  got  oft'.  She  had  been  run  bows  on;  was  a  river  boat;  one 
pipe,  steeple  engine,  painted  lead  color,  and  very  fast.  I  am  sure  tli.at 
one  shot,  and  I  believe  two,  from  this  ship  struck  her,  but  her  si)eed 
and  close  proximity  to  the  beach  saved  her.  The  fort  tired  up  the 
coast,  and  the  batteries,  the  upper  one  of  which  was  placed  about  4 
miles  from  Fort  Fisher  down  the  coast,  the  Whitworth  guns  passing 
over  us  even  after  we  had  come  out  from  under  the  shore.  A  steamer 
came  out  of  the  river  and  oft'  Fort  Fisher,  as  she  has  been  seen  to  <lo 
upon  several  occasions,  to  aid  the  vessel  iu  running  in.  Since  the  attack 
on  Charleston,  the  alarm  of  vessels  seen  is  almost  nightly  given ;  cables 
are  slii)ped  and  guns  tired.  1  believe  these  two  vessels  are  all  that 
have  passed  in  or  out  since  the  IGth  of  Ai)ril. 

They  have  escaped  us,  owing  to  their  light  draft  and  great  swiftness. 

The  guns  of  tlie  Feyry  were  tired  at  a  steamer  inshore.  Siie  nuist 
have  supposed  us  to  have  chased  north,  and  tried  to  run  in  direct  at 
1 :  55  a.  m.,  but  finding  this  ship  oft'  the  bar  turned  S.  E.  and  ran  around 
the  extreme  left  of  the  line  of  vessels  under  Smith's  Island,  where  she 
was  seen  at  daylight  by  the  Mount  Vernon. 

In  tiring  our  I'arrott  guns  there  were  many  premature  explosions  of 
the  shell  and  much  tumbling  of  the  ])rojectiles.  Of  the  30-pounder 
I'arrott  but  one  shell  took  up  the  proper  rifled  motion.  The  bonching 
of  the  100-pounder  Parrott  became  quite  soft,  and  upon  inserting  the 
priming  wire  jammed  it,  requiriug  the  boring  bitt  to  clear  it.  ITiion 
examination,  portions  of  the  bonching  appear  to  be  pushed  througii 
and  project  into  the  bore.

Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  at  0:20  p.  m.,  22d  instant,  heavy 
guns  were  heard  from  the  J'erry,  stationed  oft'  Masonboro  Inlet.  Signal 
was  made  to  that  effect  by  this  ship  to  the  St((tc  of  (leoryin  and  signal 
made  from  that  ship  to  get  underway.  L  obeyed  the  signal  and  pro- 
ceeded with  all  dispat<;h  in  the  direction  of  the  I'erry,  keeping  as  near 
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iiisliore  as  I  coasidered  prudent.  At  8  p.  m.,  finding  that  I  was  getting 
too  far  from  my  station,  I  determined  to  anchor,  iind  stood  in  to  within 
half  a  mile  of  the  beach,  nearly  abreast  of  tlie  inlet,  and  at  8:30  p.  m. 
let  go  my  anchor  iu  7  fathoms  of  water,  putting  on  slip  buoys,  etc.  At 
.'!:40  a.  m.  a  steamer  was  discovered  standing  in  rapidly  for  the  beach. 
An  alarm  gun  was  fired  immediately,  a  rocket  thrown  up,  and  the  cable 
slipped;  a  second  gnu  was  fired  in  the  direction  of  the  steamer,  as  she 
was  then  out  of  sight,  the  weather  being  very  hazy.  I  stood  iu  rapidly 
toward  the  beach  in  the  direction  the  steamer  had  gone,  and  ([uitc  close 
to  the  breakers.  Seeing  or  hearing  nothing  of  her,  1  cruised  about  until 
light,  when  I  discovered  a  small  paddle-wheel  steamer  (of  tlie  construc- 
tion of  our  river  steamers)  ashore  about  2  miles  to  the  southward,  and 
the  steamer  Daf/li()ht  exchanging  shots  with  two  small  batteries  imme- 
diately in  the  vicinity  of  the  grounded  steamer.  I  fired  several  shots 
from  my  ritled  guns  and  was  preparing  to  engage  the  batteries  more 
closely,  when  I  heard  heavy  and  continuous  firing  in  the  direction  of 
the  bar,  which  caused  me  to  think  that  our  vessels  were  in  some  way 
engaged  with  the  enemy  and  might  rccjuire  my  assistance.  I  accord- 
ingly stood  down  with  all  speed,  leaving  the  J)<iiili<jht  to  look  out  for 
the  steamer.  Day  at  this  time  had  fully  made,  and  I  discovered  the 
^tate  of  Georgia  coming  in  my  direction,  the  other  vessels  apparently 
chasing  to  the  southward  and  eastward.  Tiie  tStaic  of  (Jeoraia  stood  in 
toward  the  batteries,  followed  by  tliis  vessel,  and  fired  several  shots 
at  the  steamer  and  batteries.  At  7 :  30  a.  m.  we  steamed  out  of  range, 
and  I  went  on  board  of  the  Htatc  of  (Ivoiii'ia,  iu  obedience  to  signal  to 
that  ettect.  At  8:30  a.  m.  discovered  that  the  steamer  (apparently 
having  landed  or  thrown  overboard  part  of  her  cargo)  had  succeeded 
in  getting  afloat.  Cliase  was  made  by  all  the  vessels  of  the  8([uadron, 
the  ISIate  of  Georgia  leading,  and  every  etlort  made  to  cut  her  otf;  but 
her  speed  and  extreme  lightness  of  draft  enabled  her  to  reach  the  i)ro- 
tectiou  of  Fort  Fisher  and  she  succeeded  iu  getting  in,  somewhat 
injured  by  the  fire  of  the  State  of  Georgia.

Sir:  I  herewith  submit  the  following  report: 

At  daybreak  tliis  morning  a  steamer  was  discovered  off  Smith's  Island. 
In  consequence  of  a  heavy  haze  she  was  not  seen  until  the  entrance  of 
New  Inlet  was  neaily  made.  In  company  with  the  Mount  lerjioH,!  imme- 
diately stood  for  her,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  State  of  6'eo)Y/i«,  which 
shortly  alter  joined  us,  endeavored  to  cut  her  otl.  Fire  was  opened 
upon  her,  but  all  efforts  to  prevent  her  entry  proved  unavailing. 

Soon  after  a  steamer  was  discovereii  ashore  near  Fort  Fisher.  Imme- 
diate measures  being  i)lanned  lor  her  destru(;tiou  by  yourself,  senior 
olficer  present,  and  communicated  to  the  commanders  of  the  vessels  olf 
tliis  ]»oint,  we,  in  obedience  to  signals,  stood  in  for  her,  when  it  became 
ai)i»arent  that  she  had  succeeded  in  getting  oft'  the  bar  and  was  making 
New  Inlet  rapidly.  We  followed  uj)  as  last  as  possible,  keeping  up  a 
heavy  fire  upon  her  for  the  si)ace  of  three-(iuarters  of  an  hour,  which 
was  licavily  replied  to  by  the  enemy  from  Fort  Fisher  aud  two  batteries, 
but  without  eliect. 
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Her  destruction  would  Lave  been  inevitable  hud  she  not  succeeded  in 
getting  off  and  making  New  Inlet,  notwithstanding  every  efibrt  that 
possibly  could  have  been  made  to  prevent  it.

Sir:  At  3:30  a.  m.  this  day  I  weighed  anchor  in  order  to  be  in 
readiness  at  daylight  for  any  emergency  that  might  occur. 

At  4 :  50  a  steamer  was  discovered  inshore  of  us  between  Bald  Head 
light-house  and  Fort  Fisher,  steering  directly  for  the  latter  place.  We 
immediately  stood  in  chase  under  a  full  head  of  steam,  but  soon  discov- 
ered tliat  the  speed  of  the  chase  was  far  superior  to  our  own.  At  5 :  05 
opened  tire  from  this  vessel  on  the  steamer,  all  the  shot  falling  in  close 
proximity  to  her,  but  he  still  kept  on  at  full  speed  and  in  a  few  moments 
was  under  the  guns  of  Fort  Fisher.  At  this  time  another  sail  was  dis- 
covered, and  at  tirst  reported  to  be  a  steamer  bearing  8.  F.  by  S.  1  at 
once  nmde  signal  No.  503  and  stood  in  chase.  At  5:40  communicated 
with  the  stranger,  which  proved  to  be  the  schooner  )St.  George,  captured 
by  this  shi])  yesterday.  At  G  stood  back  for  the  vessels  at  New  Inlet, 
and  on  approaching  them  discovered  a  steamer  ashore  on  the  beach 
about  2.i  miles  north  of  Fort  Fisher  and  a  large  body  of  men  around 
her.  At  7  :  30  U.  S.  S.  State  of  Georgia  made  signal  No.  333.  At  7 :  40 
passed  within  hail  o(  the  U.  S.  S.  State  of  Georgia  and  was  informed  by 
her  that  the  enemy  had  several  batteries  on  shore  and  had  been  firing 
over  tliem. 

At  7:55  U.  S.  S.  State  of  Georgia  made  signal  No.  877.  Beat  to 
<]uarters,  cleared  ship  for  action,  and  stood  inshore.  At  8  the  steamer 
succeeded  in  getting  ofl'shore  and  stood  down  the  beach  for  Fort  Fisher. 
At  8  we  o])ened  Are  on  the  steamer  and  a  general  engagement  ensued 
between  the  three  batteries  situated,  respectively,  1,  2,  and  2h  miles 
north  of  Fort  Fisher,  and  Fort  Fisher  on  the  one  side  and  on  the  other 
the  V.  S.  ships  State  of  Georgia,  Florida,  Fenobsvot,  and  Mount  Vernon. 
At  8:20  [State  of]  Georgia  made  signal  No.  8;  stood  inshore  to  obtain 
a  better  range.  At  8: 45  State  of  Georgia  made  signal  No.  222;  ceased 
tiring  and  stood  offshore. 

1  am  informed  by  the  prisoners  belonging  to  the  schooner  St.  George 
that  the  steamers  which  ran  in  this  morning  are  the  Merrlmac,  and  Eagle. 

1  beg  leave  to  submit  the  above  report  of  the  part  taken  by  the  U.  S.  S. 
Mount  Vernon  in  this  morning's  operations.  The  following  is  a  list  of 
tlie  ammunition  expended : 

123  ijounds  cannon  powder,  7  20-second  100  pounder  Parrott  shell,  1 
15  second  100  pounder  Parrott  shell,  1  solid  shot  Parrott,  4  32-pounder 
solid  shot,  2  stand  of  canister.

Sir:  This  morning,  being  close  in  under  tbe  land  and  underway 
about  4  miles  above  Fort  Fisher,  just  before  sunrise,  we  discoveretl  a 
steamer  heading  down  the  coast.  Wo  immediately  went  to  quarters 
and  fired  at  her.  She  ran  on  shore,  and  in  ten  minutes  a  battery  of 
Whitworth  guns  was  opened  on  us  at  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  dis- 
tance from  a  point  above  the  steamer,  and  another  battery  of  field  rifle 
guns  below  the  steamer  also  opened  on  us.

Sib  :  Captain  Case,  under  date  of  April  29,  informs  me  that  he  has 
learned  from  the  second  mate  of  the  prize  St.  George  that  the  Merri- 
mac  ( ?),  which  was  chased  by  our  vessels  while  entering  Wilmington 
on  the  23d  of  April,  had  150  mechanics  on  board,  besides  materials  to 
be  used  at  Wilmington. 

Captain  Case  also  informs  me,  under  date  of  May  1,  that  the  rebels 
liave  commenced  the  erection  of  another  mound  at  the  battery  next 
northeast  of  the  mound  already  reported,  which  is  now  nearly  finished; 
also  the  erection  of  other  defenses  on  Zeek's  Island.  They  are  still 
sinking  obstructions  at  the  Kips.  Gians  are  being  added  to  the  forts 
and  tlic  general  force  of  the  latter  is  increased  weekly.

Inform 
me  if  there  is  any  truth  in  this  stntement,  and  if  so,  explain. 
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Tbe  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  dated  March  31,  1863, 
accompanying  the  Treasury  regulations  concerning  internal  and  coast- 
wise intercourse,  enclosed  to  you  this  day  in  another  communication, 
imposes  severe  penalties  on  all  who  apjiropriate  improperly  abandoned, 
captured,  or  seized  proi)erty;  private  property  ashore  should  not  be 
•wantonly  seized  or  abused.  Cause  the  provisions  of  this  order  to  be 
distmctly  understood  by  all  the  naval  vessels  in  the  vicinity  of  York 
River,  lu  future  you  will  not  go  on  foraging  expedition  for  the  army, 
uidess  naval  cooperation  is  asked  for,  and  not  then  unless  you  can 
render  such  assistance  without  interfering  with  your  more  legitimate 
duties.

Admibal:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  let- 
ler  of  the  L;4th  in  relation  to  the  occupancy  of  ymitli's  Island  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Gai)e  Fear  Kiver  by  our  forces. 

The  idea  is  a  good  one,  and  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  carried  out  as 
soon  as  other  oxjeratious  will  permit  or  render  it  advisable. 

When  the  plan  of  operations  against  Wilmington  was  decided  on  and 
my  preparations  were  making,  this  point  (Sniitli's  island)  was  selected 
as  the  tirst  point  on  which  to  land  and  make  an  establishment  to  cover 
a  depot  of  sn])plie8.  I  am  glad  that  Captain  Case  sees  the  importance 
of  it  now,  for  there  is  no  reason  why  it  may  not  be  used  in  the  way  he 
suggests,  and  thus  reheve  the  blockading  vessels  at  the  west  entrance 
of  tlie  Cape  I'^ear  Kiver. 

There  may,  however,  at  tliis  time  be  some  trouble  in  occu])ying  the 
island,  lor  1  have  heard  that  tiie  rebels  have  recently  planted  a  battery 
on  the  island  to  prevent  this  very  thing.  Tlie  island  can,  nevertheless, 
be  taken  by  a  determined  effort  at  any  time  that  it  is  absolutely 
re(|uired. 

1  will  be  most  happy  to  cooperate  in  any  way  as  soon  as  I  have  the 
force.  If  the  8,000  men  belonging  to  this  Deiiartment  now  lying  at 
I'ort  lioyal  were  sent  back  to  me,  with  the  abundant  snpply  of  siege 
gnus,  ammunition,  and  artillerists  that  I  took  down  witii  me  to  the 
Depaitment  of  the  South,  I  will  at  once  engage  to  occui)y  Smith's 
Island,  erect  batteries  to  command  the  channel  to  annoy  Fort  Caswell, 
and  also,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  conunand  the  New  Inlet  channel. 
Unless  tiiis  return  of  my  troops  be  made,  wliich  is  now  refused  by  the 
(Jovernmciit,  J  can  do  notliing  to  aid  you,  inasmuch  as  nearly  1,000  of 
the  two  years'  men  have  to  be  discdiarged  in  "a  few  weeks,  and  eight 
regiments  of  nine  months'  men  within  two  months. 

This  will  very  seriously  dejdete  my  already  small  force,  and  although 
I  can  hold  my  own  I  can  not  undertake  to  <lo  more  than  act  strictly  on 
the  defensive.

Reconnoissance  in  MurreWs  Inlet,  South  Carolina,  and  the  destruction  of 
the  British  schooner  Golden  Liner. 

Report  of  Lieutenant-CommEmdeT  Braine,  IT.  S.  Navy. 

U.  S.  S.  Monticello, 
Off  MurrelPs  Inlet,  So^ith  Carolina,  April  i>7,  1863. 

Sir:  I  organized  an  expedition  composed  of  three  boats  from  this 
vessel  and  two  from  the  U.  S.  schooner  Matthew  Vassar,  all  under  the 
command  of  Acting  Master  L.  A.  Brown,  of  this  vessel. 

After  an  early  reconnoissance  this  morning  at  daylight  at  Murrell's 
Inlet,  Soutli  Carolina,  it  was  found  the  approach  was  too  circuitous  to 
reach  the  sdiooners,  except  alter  a  very  long  i)ull,  and  most  of  that  way 
close  to  heavily  wooded  land,  when^  tliey  would  be  subject  to  ambuscade. 
I  accordingly  directed  them  to  land  on  the  beach,  abreast  the  ship, 
which  they  did,  crossing  the  narrow  sand  spit  and  wading  the  marsh. 

They  boarded  aud  destroyed  the  Knglish  schooner  Golden  Liner,  of 
Halifax,  loaded  with  a  valuable  cargo  ol'  flour,  brandy,  sugar,  and 
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upward  of  2,000  bales  of  cotton  stored  in  the  woods  beyond. 

The  contraband  also  stated  that  there  are  200  men,  infantry  and 
cavalry,  stationed  here,  and  I  disi>ersed  a  few  cavalry  previous  to  tlie 
landing  of  the  boats.  This  being  the  case,  it  was  not  prudent,  witli 
the  force  we  had  (47  men  and  5  oflBcers)  to  attempt  to  destroy  the  cot- 
ton. I  consequently  recalled  the  boats.  The  result  ot  the  expedition 
IS  a  valuable  schooner  burned  and  two  large  houses,  which  were  prob- 
ably used  for  storehouses. 

1  regret  to  have  to  state  that  Acting  Ensign  Isaac  Francis,  of  the 
Matthew  Vassar,  was  wounded  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  his  own 
revolver;  also  that  a  man  named  John  Cahill  of  the  same  vessel  is 
missing. 

I  have  no  doubt,  from  information  I  have  received  per  contraband, 
that  this  is  a  grand  depot  of  cotton.  He  says  the  trade  has  been  most 
brisk  since  last  Christmas,  averaging  five  to  seven  vessels  a  week,  in 
and  out.  The  cargo  out  is  exclusively  cotton,  and  they  have  never  met 
with  any  interruption  in  their  trade  until  to-day.  Vessels  are  now 
expected  here  daily,  with  large  su[)plies  of  clothing  and  stores  of  every 
kind.  J  think  it  is  important  that  this  point  should  be  closely  watched, 
and  I  would  be  pleased  if  you  would  assign  me  the  duty.

Captain:  I  have  the  honor  to  re])ort  that  on  the  inorningof  the27th 
at  sunrise  two  of  the  enemy's  vessels  appeared  ott'  Murray's  fMurrell'sJ 
Inlet,  and  alter  shelling  for  two  hours  landed  about  70 or  80  men  under 
]>rotection  of  their  guns  on  a  small  island  and  set  lire  to  a  schooner 
lying  in  the  inlet  and  near  the  shore  of  this  island,  but  out  of  reach  of 
our  rifles.  Tiiey  immediately  retired  to  their  i)oats,  leaving  one  of  their 
men,  who  was  captured  by  our  pickets.  There  were  four  other  ves- 
sels in  the  inlet,  which  they  continued  shelling  nearly  all  day,  but 
without  ettect. 

I  immediately  concentrated  all  the  force  I  could  spare  from  other 
])oints,  and  am  prepared  to  resist  them  when  they  return,  which  I  su])- 
pose  will  be  very  soon,  to  destroy  the  other  vessels.  I  sent  a  section  of 
artillery  (two  rifie  guns)  immediately  up.  Also  ordered  down  one  of 
the  companies  of  State  troops  under  Captain  Uoykiu,  who  are  stationed 
near  Little  River.  Although  not  under  my  command  ostensibly,  yet 
are  virtually  so,  they  being  within  the  limits  of  this  district.  At  the 
time  of  their  landing  an  effort  would  have  been  made  to  capture  their 
party,  but  Major  Emanuel  had  but  one  company  at  tiiat  jwint  and  one 
third  of  those  wereon  picket  at  the  time;  he  consequently  took  position 
near  the  four  vessels  which  were  higher  up  the  creek,  hoping  that  they 
would  attempt  to  come  up  in  their  barges  to  destroy  them,  but  wtiicii 
they  failed  to  do.    They  are  aware  of  our  present  force  at  that  point, 
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,111(1  no  doubt  will  make  another  effort.    If  tliey  do,  I  Lave  so  arranfred 
it  tliiit  1  !im  in  hopes  of  capturing  the  party.  , 

The  prisoner  1  send  under  guard  by  to-morrow's  train  subject  to 
your  order.  From  liis  statements  (which  circumstances  render  almost 
impossible)  I  have  good  reason  to  believe  lie  was  intentionally  left  as 
a  spy.

Sir:  r  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  meridian  of  the  21st,  after 
leaving  Heautort,  a  vessel  was  discovered  about  12  miles  oft  tiie  land 
between  New  Topsail  and  New  Kiver  inlets,  with  her  head  to  the  east- 
ward, under  low  sail:  wind  moderate  from  the  northward.  I  gave 
chase,  making  all  sail.  Thestrangeriinmediately  bore  nj),  sending  yards 
aloft  and  making  all  sail,  steering  8.  S.  E.,  the  course  for  Nassau.  We 
gaiiu'd  rajiidly  upon  her,  and  when  Just  raising  her  hull,  the  engineer 
reported  the  absolute  necessity  of  stopping  the  engine  for  the  ])ui'])ose 
of  tightening  the  bolts  of  the  crank-bearing  journals.  This  lost  us 
three-fourths  of  an  hour;  when  again  ready,  she  was  so  i'ar  ahead  as  to 
be  lost  sight  of  from  the  deck.  Continued  the  chase  with  a  heavy 
breeze  from  the  N.  E.,  making  from  (iO  to  GO  revolutions  of  the  engines, 
30  to  35  pounds  of  steam,  speed  12  knots,  gradually  gaining;  weather 
thick  and  misty  with  light  rain.  At  8  p.  m.  very  heavy  sea  in  the  Gulf 
Stream,  ch.ase  just  visible  ahead,  and  from  the  state  of  the  weather 
judged  to  be  not  more  than  li  miles  distant.    The  engineer  reported  the 
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engine  in  such  a  condition  tliat  it  was  imperative  to  stop,  or  be  liable 
to  a  general  breakdown.  I  was  consequently  obliged  to  give  up  the 
cliase,  which  I  had  become  convinced  was  a  screw  steamer  and  would 
certainly  capture. 

The  sea  and  wind  were  now  very  heavy,  and  from  not  being  able 
to  uncon])le  tlio  propeller,  I  could  not  lun  her  before  it.  The  impos- 
sibility, from  the  manner  they  are  fitted,  of  getting  the  gaffs  down 
to  reef  the  large  sails,  obliged  me  to  lieave  her  to  under  the  storm, 
main,  and  miz/.en  stay  sails;  the  drag  of  a  fixed  pr()j)eller  kept  her 
nearly  in  the  trough  of  the  sea,  and  the  sea  broke  over  her  in  every 
direction.  The  forward  boat  abreast  the  fore  rigging,  the  keel  hanging 
0  feet  above  the  hammock  rail,  was  washed  away,  carrying  witii  it 
Thomas  McGIinchey,  landsman,  stationed  in  the  boat  as  a  lookout. 
About  tills  time  we  were  able  to  start  the  engines  slowly  and  get  her 
head  to  wind.  Volunteers,  lieaded  by  ]\Ir.  Oousens,  acting  ensign, 
jumped  into  the  starboard  quarter  boat.  I  reluctantly  gave  my  con- 
sent to  lower  her,  but  from  being  so  far  alt,  as  she  touched  the  water 
she  was  forced  under  the  counter,  and  instantly  broke  into  fragments. 
Fortunately  all  were  saved,  though  some  are  badly  bruised.  In  eon- 
sequence,  1  was  obliged  to  abandon  the  unfortunate  man  to  his  fate, 
whose  cries  for  aid  could  still  l)e  lieurd.  The  large  launches  of  this 
ship  (two  in  each  waist)  can  not  be  lowered  with  safety,  except  in  a 
very  smooth  sea.  The  boats  abreast  the  fore  rigging  will  be  lost  in 
every  gale,  and  when  lowered  in  a  seaway  will  be  swamped  by  the 
water  from  under  her  bow,  as  she  scuds  into  the  sea.  Tlie  after  boats 
are  in  the  same  condition.  I  recommend  that  two  of  these  launches, 
dimensions  30  feet  10  inches  long, !)  feet  2  inches  beam,  r>  feet  2  inches 
deep,  be  dispensed  with,  and  I'-'-oared  boats  substituted  in  their  stead. 
Before  this  vessel  can  be  considered  safe  at  sea  in  heavy  weather  her 
coupling  clutch  must  be  so  arranged  as  to  act,  and  her  gaffs  fitted  with 
jaws  so  as  to  lower  easily;  instead  of  the  rail  as  now  on  the  after  ]>art 
of  the  mast.  I  have  taken  one  boat  from  the  Mai>sachusetts  (supply 
vessel)  to  replace  the  lost  quarter  boat. 

Tiie  cause  of  stopping  the  engines  was  a  large  crack  in  the  chest 
connecting  with  fresh-water  reservoir  of  the  surface  condenser  of  after 
engine,  allowing  a  free  escape  of  water  into  the  ship,  and  the  two  rub- 
ber valves  of  the  fresh- water  delivery  ceasing  to  act.

Kary,  regarding  the  engine  and 
boiler  of  the  U.  S.  <S'.  Monticello. 

U.  S.  S.  Dacotah, 
Off  Wilmiuyton,  April  30,  1863. 
Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  I  liave  examined  the  engine  and 
boiler  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Monticello  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do  whilst 
under  steam. 

The  brasses  of  the  crank  shaft  are  brass  and  brass.  The  top  brass 
should  be  taken  out  and  chipped  sufficiently  to  take  up  the  lost  motion. 
The  senior  engineer  reports  the  piston  in  bad  order,  re(iuiriiig  overhaul- 
ing, and  will  probably  have  to  be  put  in  a  lathe  and  turned  up. 

The  Worthington  pump  is  much  worn  and  old.  With  a  few  repairs 
it  will  probably  last  several  months.  The  piping  connected  with  it  and 
the  engines  re<[uire  some  repairs. 

Some  few  of  the  stay  bolts  in  the  water  bottom  of  the  boiler  have 
given  out  at  different  times  and  have  been  repaired  by  putting  patches 
over  them.  One  is  at  present  leaking  badly  and  should  be  repaired. 
Some  of  the  seams  in  the  back  connection  and  shed  of  the  boiler  require 
calking.  Some  of  the  tubes  have  given  out  and  the  leaks  stopped  by 
the  use  of  wooden  plugs.  I  recommend  that  cup  washers  and  bolts  be 
substituted  in  the  place  of  them,  as  they  are  not  to  be  depended  upon. 
The  repairs  to  the  boiler  can  be  made  on  board  the  ship  with  the  assist- 
ance of  a  boiler  maker  and  a  blacksmith. 

The  above  is  the  condition  of  the  boiler  as  far  as  I  could  ascertain 
under  the  circumstances,  but  there  may  be  injuries  of  a  more  serious 
nature.

April  1,  the  Ceres  left  at  10  p.  m.  for  Washington,  N.  0.  Lieutenant- 
Commander  Flusser  was  ordered  to  send  all  the  boats  from  Albemarle 
Sound  that  he  could  spare  to  Washington,  and  the  Southfield,  White- 
head, and  iSeymonr  were  dispatched  upon  receipt  of  the  order. 

April  3,  the  Hunchback  had  orders  to  proceed  to  Washington,  but, 
by  request  of  commanding  general,  these  orders  were  countermanded 
at  10  a.  m.  After  the  arrival  of  the  transport  North  Shore,  on  the 
evening  of  the  3d,  with  dispatches  from  Washington,  the  Hunchback 
was  again  ordered  to  Washington,  and  taking  the  ordnance  schooner 
Carstairs  in  tow,  started  for  that  place. 

April  6,  theiSeymour  arrived  from  Washington. 

April  7,  the  Delaware  arrived  from  Hampton  Koads.  The  Lockwood 
arrived  from  Washington.

Off  Wilmington,  N.  C,  May  1,  18(i3. 
Sir  :  It  becomes  my  duty  to  call  your  iitteution  to  the  condition  of 
tliis  vessel.  The  deck  under  the  Xl-incli  gun  lias  sunk,  springing  the 
beams  and  causing  it  to  leak  so  badly  that  the  cabin  is  not  habitable. 
There  are  other  leaks  about  the  deck,  caused  by  tlie  heavy  battery, 
which,  in  my  opinion,  the  ship  is  not  able  to  carry,  as  with  130  tons  of 
coal  (58  less  than  she  can  stow),  she  has  G  feet  immersion  of  buckets. 

On  a  recent  trip  to  Beaufort,  with  a  fresh  head  Avind  and  moderate 
sea,  and  only  10  tons  of  coal  on  board,  5  knots  was  her  best  speed,  and 
on  returning,  with  140  tons,  in  a  head  swoll  and  no  wind,  we  were 
eighteen  hours  from  Beaufort  to  the  shoal  (distance  S~)  miles).  The 
tubes  in  both  boilers  have  been  leaking  for  seven  months,  causing  the 
fires  to  be  drawn  frequently  for  rei)airs.  Four  days  since  the  boilers 
were  examined  and  all  tubes  found  defective  were  repaired,  making  in 
all  31  tubes  that  have  been  plugged. 

Yesterday  the  engineer  reported  two  more  leaks,  the  extent  of  which 
can  not  be  ascertained  without  blowing  ont  the  boilers. 

The  ship  in  her  present  condition  is  entirely  inefticient  for  service, 
and  I  respectfully  request  that  a  survey  may  be  ordered  on  her.

Sir  :  Acting  Master  Thomas  Andrews,  commnnding  IT.  S.  S.  Crusader, 
reports  to  me  to-day  that  yesterday  morning  a  joint  expedition  from  the 
Crusader  and  Western  World  went  into  Milford  Haven  and  destroyed 
two  schooners  that  had  been  previously  boarded  by  tlie  Crusader  and 
reported  to  you.  They  were  lying  ashore  and  full  of  water.  The  names 
of  the  vessels  were  not  mentioned. 
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The  two  captured  schooners  will  leave  for  Washington,  [D.  C], 
to  morrow  morning.  There  is  no  doubt  of  their  being  prizes,  as  I  have 
learned  that  one  of  the  passengers  of  one  of  tliem  went  on  shore  to 
make  arrangements  to  land  the  goods,  but  the  vessels  were  seized  in 
the  meantime. 

The  trunk  containing  bills  of  lading  not  on  the  manifest,  belonging 
to  this  passenger,  is  now  on  board  one  of  tlie  schooners,  and  in  addition 
to  the  fact  of  a  great  portion  of  the  goods  not  being  down  on  the  mani- 
fest, the  manifest  itself  is  dated  the  day  before  the  bills  of  lading  were 
made  out.  The  hulk  picked  up  by  Captain  Gregory,  of  the  Western 
World,  is  lying  here  and  would  be  of  great  service  to  i)ut  coal  in.  The 
demurrage  on  vessels  lying  here  would  tiius  be  saved  to  Governnieut.

Sir  :  Captain  Case,  under  date  of  April  24,  informs  me  that  of  the 
prize  vessels  now  at  Beaufort  which  have  been  condemned  as  uusea- 
worthy,  the  Time  has  been  sent  north  for  adjudication.  The  Coquette, 
represented  by  a  board  of  survey  to  be  "  an  old  and  worthless  vessel  of 
about  40  tons,  without  sails  or  rigging,"  and  requiring  an  expenditure 
of  at  least  double  her  present  value  to  make  her  seaworthy,  is  to  be 
towed  to  Hampton  lioads  by  the  Daylight  if  her  commanding  officer 
thinks  it  can  be  done  safely.  The  Brilliant  is  represented  to  be  sea- 
worthy aud  will  be  sent  north.  The  J.  G.  Rolcer  by  the  same  board  is 
reported  to  be  an  old  vessel  of  about  150  tons,  re(iuiring,  to  be  made 
seaworthy,  "  a  new  suit  of  sails,  running  rigging,  and  a  new  mainmast, 
which  outlay  would  exceed  the  preseut  value  of  the  vessel." 

I  learn  from  a  report  from  Beaufort  dated  February  14  that  the  sails 
of  the  J.  C.  Boler  were  used  to  lit  out  the  schooner  A.  Colby,  damaged 
in  a  humane  effort  to  rescue  a  boat's  crew  of  the  U.  S.  S.  Rhode  Island. 
By  a  letter  of  March  12  1  am  informed  that  these  sails  were  worth  $20. 

I  would  respectfully  ask  if  I  am  authorized  in  this  case,  in  that  of

Jones  is  Scotch  by  birth,  but  informs  me  that  he  has  been  a  resident  of 
the  South  for  many  years,  and  has  a  family  (wife  and  children)  residing 
at  High  Point,  between  Raleigh  and  Charlotte,  N.  C.  Therefore,  I 
consider  him  as  a  citizen  of  the  United  States.  The  vessel  being  small 
and  leaky  and  of  but  little  value,  I  have  ordered  her  to  Philadelphia 
instead  of  Boston.

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At  10  a.  m.  we  weighed  aucbor  and  stood  on  a  wiud  to  the  S.  E.,  the 
sc:boouer  jiassing  to  the  north  of  us  about  10  miles. 

At  1  p.  u).  we  taclved  ship  to  the  northward,  and  at  1:30  made  the 
sihooner  close  under  tlie  land,  standing  S.  W.  As  soon  as  she  saw  us, 
she  hauled  by  the  wiud  to  the  S.  E.  She  was  evidently  trying  to  run 
into  New  Topsail  Inlet. 

She  is  loaded  with  1,400  bushels  salt  and  a  lot  of  liquor;  her  name  is 
the  Alma. 

One  of  the  hands  belonging  to  her  states  that  this  is  her  third 
attempt. 

She  cleared  from  Bermuda  for  Beaufort,  N.  C.  The  mate  of  the 
schooner  is  a  Wilmington  pilot  and  left  Wilmington  eight  months  ago 
by  running  the  blockade  iu  the  steamer  Zenobia.  1  believe  she  was 
attempting  to  run  the  blockade  and  have  seized  her.  She  hails  from 
Bermuda.

Sir  :  I  have  to  inform  you  that  in  obedience  to  your  order  I  arrived 
in  company  with  the  Chocura  off  this  place  at  6  a.  m.  this  morning. 

Both  vessels  being  anchored  iu  15  feet  of  water,  fire  was  opened  upon 
the  four  schooners  at  anchor  iu  the  inlet,  several  shells  taking  effect, 
causing  more  or  less  injury  to  the  vessels.  No  enemy  being  in  sight,  a 
boat  in  charge  of  Acting  Ensign  J .  C.  Gibney  was  sent  in  to  recounoiter. 
Soon  after  the  landing  of  the  oflScer  and  crew  a  heavy  fire  of  musketry 
was  opened  upon  them  from  a  large  rebel  force  concealed  behind  the 
sand  hills,  causing  the  death  of  Benjamin  P.  Head,  landsman,  and  the 
wounding  seriously,  but  uot  dangerously,  of  Charles  Claucey,  lands- 
man. Immediately  upon  the  appearance  of  the  rebels  in  force,  fire  was 
opened  upon  them  by  this  vessel  and  the  Chocura,  which  forced  them 
to  retreat  with  a  loss  of  several  killed  and  wounded,  and  enabled  the 
boat  to  take  Mr.  Gibney  and  party  from  the  beach. 

I  am  convinced  from  the  rebel  forces  at  this  place  of  the  utter  imprac- 
ticability of  attemptiug  a  boat  expedition  for  destruction  of  the  vessels, 
as  the  route  is  long,  circuitous,  and  protected  for  a  great  distance 
by  thickly  wooded  banks,  affording  the  best  possible  cover  for  the  large 
number  of  infantry  now  collected  here.

Our  men 
attacked  them,  killing  one  and  wounding  three,  apparently  seriously, 
as  they  had  to  be  assisted  into  the  boat.  It  appears  that  some  of  our 
men  were  discovered  by  them  too  soon  to  admit  of  the  capture  of  the 
others.  Major  Emanuel  in  his  report*  mentions  Private  T.  G.  Britton 
as  having  behaved  with  great  gallantry.  Arms  of  the  man  killed  and 
three  wounded  I  have  turned  in.

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obstructious  for  the  ironclad  steamer  liichmond.  I  euclose  you  also  a 
tracing  of  a  drawing-  in  my  ])ossession,  showing  the  two  upper  lines  of 
obstructious,  with  depths  of  water  at  ebb  tide.  I  have  studied  the 
(juestiou  with  some  care,  and  think  the  opening,  if  made,  should  be  on 
the  north  side  of  the  river  as  near  the  bank  as  possible.  The  gateway 
may  be  arranged  as  shown  below,  although  further  study  may  greatly 
improve  the  idea.* 

The  bottom  of  the  passagewaj'  would  of  course  have  to  be  kept 
leveled  V!ith  jncrrcn 2>cr(liics,  so  tliat  the  lighter  wlien  sunk  would  come 
to  the  low-water  level.  There  is  some  ditference  of  opinion  as  to  the 
propriety  of  making  the  passageway,  and  it  would  certainly  seem  of 
doubtful  policy  to  send  below  an  ironclad  vessel  with  inferior  single- 
acting  engine,  at  least  if  we  are  to  form  any  judgment  from  recent  dis- 
asters. The  whole  (juestiou  is  now  naturally  referred  to  you  as  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Department  of  Virginia.  It  would  seem  an  easy  matter 
to  raise  the  crib  of  the  second  line  of  obstructions,  which  one  is  too 
low,  to  the  level  of  low  water.  It  is  here  mentioned  as  a  matter  of 
imiiortance.

Sir:  The  bleak  and  exposed  condition  of  Drewry's  Bluff  makes  it 
necessary,  in  order  to  preserve  the  efficiency  of  the  marines  stationed 
at  that  point,  that  they  should  be  protected  from  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather  during  the  approaching  winter  by  temporary  buildings. 
Besides  contributing  greatly  to  the  liealth  [andj  comfort  of  the  men, 
])lacing  them  under  such  shelter  would  render  tliem  more  contented 
with  their  condition  and  thereby  have  a  tendency  to  prevent  desertion. 
The  estimated  cost  of  putting  uj)  tlie  buildings  rei|uired  is  $15,000, 
for  which  sum  an  a))propriation  by  Congress  is  needed. 

The  principal  item  of  expense  in  the  estinmte  is  lumber,  which  would 
be  useful  for  public  purposes  should  the  buildings  not  be  required 
beyond  the  winter.

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bt'iug  made.  1  am  informed  that  the  obstructions  are  now  being  removed 
from  the  James  liiver,  so  as  to  admit  the  passage  of  our  boats.  In  my 
humble  opinion,  it  is  a  ruinous  step.  I  understood  from  Mr.  Mallory 
that  this  would  not  be  done.  That  the  Richmond  and  her  consort  would 
remain  above  the  bluff.  That  the  obstructions  ought  not  to  be  removed 
is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  (sountry.  I  would  prefer  that  the 
James  River  should,  for  the  time  being,  be  dried  up.  Let  not  the 
desire  of  some  naval  ofiQcer  to  make  a  name  dct^eive  the  Government 
into  an  act  apparently  so  rash.  The  news  of  tlie  removal  of  the 
obstructions  will  startle  the  country.  I  would  not  hazard  it  to  insuie 
the  destruction  of  a  dozen  Northern  vessels.  Should  the  Richmond  be 
lost  or  blown  up,  as  she  probably  will  be,  the  execiatioTi  of  the  country 
upon  the  Naval  Department  at  least  will  be  unparalleled.  If  the 
obstructions  are  permitted  to  remain  and  the  boats  lay  above,  we  may 
safely  rely  on  the  defense  of  the  capital  by  a  water  attack.  Let  them 
be  strengthened.  I  presume  it  is  only  an  opeuinn  which  it  is  exi)ectod 
we  can  suddenly  close,  and  I  predict  evil  from  the  step.  But  I  can 
write  no  more.

Sir:  Commander  Cooke,  sent  by  me  to  North  Carolina  to  obtain  iron 
for  plating  tlie  gunboats  being  built  for  the  defense  of  the  State,  has 
returned  without  having  accomplished  this  object.  He  reports  that 
you  have  the  control  of  a  (juantity  of  railroad  iron,  and  1  therefore 
address  myself  to  you  upon  the  subject. 

To  enable  the  boats  to  resist  the  guns  of  the  enemy  their  armor  must 
be  at  least  4  inches  thick,  placed  at  an  angle  of  at  least  36  degrees. 
This  armor,  from  the  limited  power  of  our  mills,  we  are  compelled  to 
roll  into  plate  -  by  7  inches  and  10  feet  long,  and  to  put  them  on  the 
vessels  in  two  courses.  If  you  will  let  the  Department  have  the  rails 
and  facilitate  its  transportation  to  Richmond  they  will  be  immediately 
rolled  into  plates  for  the  vessels  in  question  and  for  such  other  defenses 
as  we  may  build  in  tiie  waters  of  your  State. 

Commander  (Jooke  will  remove  the  iron  if  you  consent  to  its  trans- 
fer and  will  arrange  the  compensation  according  to  his  instructions. 
IMcase  telegraph  your  reply.

Captain  :  Colonel  Walter  Gwyuii  sends  the  following  extract  from  a 

letter  of  yours  to  him : 

According  to  tbe  understanding  with  you  in  Richmond,  I  have  commenced  work 
at  White  Hall,  and  if  you  thinlc  the  river  [Neuse]  liiu  not  be  defended  in  time  to 
protect  the  worli,  I  will  thank  you  to  inform  me  of  the  fact  through  Colonel  Gilmer 
or  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

To  which  Colonel  G[wynii]  replies  in  his  letter  to  me: 

My  opinion  is  that  with  a  sufficient  force  the  obstructions  wo  are  placing  in  the 
Neuse  liiver  can  be  defended  against  any  force  the  enemy  are  likely  to  send  against 
it.  They,  as  well  as  the  land  defenses,  will  lie  completed,  I  think,  in  six  weeks;  but 
unless  tbe  south  side  of  the  Neuse  is  occupied,  if  tbe  enemy  possesses  any  enterprise 
at  all,  they  will  most  assuredly  destroy  the  gunboat  which  Commander  Cooke  is 
building  at  White  Hall.  A  force  stationed  at  White  Hall  might,  however,  prevent 
such  a  disaster.     Vou  will  please  communicate  this  opinion  to  Commander  Cooke. 

If  further  information  with  regard  to  troops  for  defense  be  desired,  it 
is  respectfully  suggested  that  Major- General  S.  G.  French,  command- 
ing at  Petersburg,  be  addressed  on  the  subject.

Brigadier-General  W.  H.  C.  Whiting,  having  been  assigned  to  Wil- 
mington, N.  C,  for  the  defense  of  the  Cape  Fear,  will  report  directly  to 
Major-General  G.  W.  Smith.  The  Secretary  of  War  desires  your  opin- 
ion as  to  what  sliould  constitute  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  Wil- 
mington district.

Sm:  I  beg  leave  to  call  tlie  attention  of  the  Department  to  tbe  posi- 
tion of  Wilmington  and  its  vital  importance  in  this  war.  There  are 
now  but  three  great  harbors  on  our  coast  not  in  possession  of  the 
enemy — Charleston,  Mobile,  and  Wilmington.  Of  these,  Charleston, 
though  its  capture  would  be  a  severe  blow  to  us  and  an  occasion  of 
great  triam])h  to  the  enemy,  and  have  serious  effect  on  the  war  at  home 
and  abi-oad,  is  not  a  point  of  such  strategic.  im])ortanee  in  the  present 
positiou  of  affairs  as  the  other  two.  Their  capture  destroys  two  great 
arteries  of  communication,  now  more  than  ever  necessary  since  the 
loss  of  the  Mississippi;  cuts  two  great  lines  of  telegraph;  renders 
Charleston  of  little  avail  to  us,  shoukl  it  prove  impregnable,  as  an 
importing  point  for  war  material,  and  affords  by  rivers  and  roads  most 
effective  basis  by  which  the  enemy  may  extend  their  power  to  the  inte- 
rior, endangering  at  once  the  armies  of  the  east  and  west,  on  which 
now  the  hopes  of  the  country  rest.  These  two  points.  Mobile  and 
Wilmington,  are,  from  local  circumstances,  exceedingly  difiicult  to 
defend,  the  latter  especially. 

I  sijeak  advisedly,  from  long  service  at  all  of  these  cities  in  the  engi- 
neer service  of  the  Tnited  States.  Though  nearly  all  that  may  be  said 
on  the  subject  in  regard  to  Wilmington  will  apply  locally  as  well  as 
generally  to  Mobile,  it  is  with  the  former  I  now  have  to  do.  It  is  of  the 
last  importance  to  hold  the  port.  In  the  fall  and  winter  the  blockade 
is  exceedingly  difficult,  owing  to  Cape  Fear,  a  dangerous  point  on  the 
coast,  which,  with  its  extensive  shoals,  extends  far  to  seaward  between 
the  two  entrances  to  the  harbor.  The  i^revalence  of  southeast  weather 
at  the  main  entrance,  while  it  is  very  dangerous  for  vessels  outside,  forces 
them  to  the  northward  of  the  cape  and  gives  easy  access  to  vessels 
rniniing  the  blockade.  In  like  manner  the  northeast  gales  drive  the 
enemy  to  shelter  to  the  southward  of  the  cape  and  clears  the  New  Inlet 
or  upper  entrance.  The  river  affords  great  facilities  for  building  gun- 
boats. Two  are  already  there  ready  for  their  iron.  Their  completion 
ought  not  to  Ite  lett  to  chance,  for  either  of  them  would  compel  most 
extraordinary  preparations  on  the  part  of  the  enemy  and  undoubtedly 
enable  us  to  hold  the  port  for  a  great  length  of  time,  and  time  is  much 
with  us  now.  Once,  in  servi(!e  and  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  the 
building  of  a  Heet  of  similar  vessels.  Along  the  sound,  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity  of  the  river,  are  extensive  works  producing  3,000  bushels 
of  salt  daily.  This  important  supply  depends  entirely  on  our  holding 
the  port.  1  mention  these  considerations  as  worthy  of  attention,  but 
subordinate  to  the  great  strategic  importance  of  the  plan  in  relation  to 
the  progress  of  the  war. 

As  to  its  defense  and  the  difficulties  of  the  problem,  it  will  be  seen  by 
reference  to  the  mai>  that  the  two  entrances,  7  miles  apart,  separated  by 
Smith's  Island,  are  isolated  from  mutual  support  by  the  river  itself.  As 
tlie  works  defending  them  (not,  by  the  way,  of  strength  commensurate 
with  the  object)  are  liable  to  separate  attacks  both  by  sea  and  land  from 
the  northword  and  southward,  thesupporting  force  is  liable  tobedivided. 
This  difficulty  would  not  be  so  formidable  were  our  means  of  boat  trans- 
portation greater,  but  as  we  stand  it  is  very  much  so.  The  series  of 
swamp  lands  and  bayous  which  separate  Oak  Island  for  a  considerable 
distance  from  the  mainland  form  an  additional  and  serious  obstacle  to 
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tlie  relief  of  FortCaswell,  the  work  {lesigiied  to  protect  the  main  entrauce. 
The  fall  of  one,  though  so  far  apart,  will  necessarily  result  in  that  of  the 
other,  aud  thus,  without  mutually  assisting  in  the  defense  of  either,  the 
safety  of  either  of  these  important  positions  depends  on  the  other.  This 
is  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Cape  Fear,  from  8  to  10  miles  from  the  mouth, 
sj)reads  over  extensive  shoals,  with  tlie  channel  so  far  from  the  land  that 
artillery  can  scarcely  be  placed  so  as  effectually  to  prevent  the  access  to 
tlie  upjter  river  from  being  cut  off,  and  with  it  the  river  communications 
to  the  forts.  In  addition,  though  the  forts  command  the  entrances, 
which  are  comparatively  narrow,  neither  of  them  has  any  control  over 
the  harbor  nor  the  inside  anchorages,  while  we  are  prevented  by  want  of 
means  from  increasing  our  batteries  on  the  mainland  so  as  to  render  the 
harbor  unsafe  for  the  enemy  after  a  successful  i)assage  of  the  entrances. 
The  distance  of  the  city  is  an  unfavorable  element  in  the  matter — 21 
miles  to  Fort  Fisher  and  28  to  Fort  Caswell,  with  the  three  routes,  the 
river  and  the  roads  by  either  bank.  The  roads  are  extremely  heavy, 
passing  through  tracts  of  deep  sand.  The  <;ity,  again,  though  2-4  miles 
from  its  harbor,  is  but  C  miles  from  tlie  sea,  and  may  be  attacked  from 
the  sounds  by  way  of  Topsail  aud  Swansboro  without  any  attempts  on 
the  forts,  and  this  in  the  present  iwsition  of  the  enemy  is  not  unlikely. 
In  the  event  of  his  success  the  forts  must  fall  without  resistance.  In 
this  condition  of  things  the  presence  of  a  strong  maneuvering  force  is 
indispensable  aud  its  necessity  immediate,  no  matter  how  strong  we 
may  be  able  to  make  the  forts  or  how  perfect  the  arrangements  for 
obstruction;  and  as  both  our  means  and  time  are  limited,  the  sup])ort- 
ing  army  must  be  in  readiness.  That  granted,  though  the  odds  are 
more  favorable  to  the  attack  than  the  defense,  the  enemy  may  be 
afraid  to  undertake  it.  1  have  mentioned  the  difficulties  of  the 
defense  to  show  how  urgent  is  the  necessity  of  the  force.  There  is 
another  consideration  which  deserves  attention.  The  fact  that  once  in 
his  possession,  all  the  circumstances  now  so  favorable  to  us  are  of 
advantage  to  him,  and  the  means  to  drive  him  out  must  be  so  extraordi- 
nary aud  so  dis])roportionate  to  those  now  needed  to  defend  it  that  I  fear 
we  should  be  altogether  unable  to  regain  the  place.  The  Cape  Fear, 
navigable  to  Fayetteville,  gives  him  a  barrier  on  the  south  impassable 
to  us,  near  the  city  esi)ecially,  where  the  river,  separating  into  several 
channels,  forms  directly  opposite  the  broad  and  swampy  rice  lands  of 
Eagle's  Island.  The  North  East  Branch,  on  the  other  hand,  with  the 
great  Holly  Shelter  Swamps  extending  along  its  east  bank  for  20  or  30 
miles  and  close  to  the  sounds,  would  entirely  defend  him  (taken  in  con- 
nection with  his  inexhaustible  means  of  support  and  reenforcement 
from  the  seaward)  against  attack  from  the  northward.  All  the  means 
in  our  power,  therefore,  or  rather  all  that  can  be  spared  from  points 
e(iually  menaced,  though  perhaps  not  so  important,  should  be  put  for- 
ward at  once.  To  retain  this  position  10,000  effective  men,  with  four 
to  six  field  batteries,  is  the  least  force  I  can  recommend  as  to  the  sup- 
l)orting  corps  for  its  defense.  If  this  can  not  be  had  we  must  trust  to 
God  in  what  we  have,  small  as  it  is,  and  the  blindness  of  tlte  enemy. 
Why  he  neglected  this  place  aud  struck  at  New  Berne  is  more  than  I 
can-tell.  I  may  add  that  the  danger  of  its  reduction  is  moie imminent 
from  the  disorders  consequent  on  the  pestilence  which  has  desolated 
the  uufortunate  city.  Preparations  have  been  suspended,  the  garrison 
reduced  and  withdrawn,  the  workshops  deserted,  trausiwrtation  ren- 
dered irregular  and  uncertain,  provisions,  forage,  and  supplies  exhausted. 
Unless  therefore  more  speedy  measures  for  reenforcement  and  relief  be 
adopted,  I  have  great  apprehensions  of  a  successful  coup  de  main  on 
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the  part  of  the  enemy.  Even  a  lodfi^ment  or  tlie  successful  passage  of 
CDC  of  tbe  forts  by  even  one  or  two  of  bis  gunboats  would  be  a  most 
serious  matter,  and  as  things  now  stand  there  is  little  to  ]>revent  such 
disaster.  Having  been  assigned  to  this  important  charge  but  a  few 
days  since,  I  am  not  yet  prei)ared  to  say  whether  the  dispositions 
adopted  are  altogether  such  as  1  would  recommend.  No  doubt  in  gen- 
eial.they  are  the  best  which  circumstances  would  permit.  It  is  now, 
however,  too  late  to  undertake  changes,  perhaps  also  to  make  additions, 
unless  in  the  all-important  matter  of  the  supporting  troops,  and  that  I 
have  hurriedly  endeavored  to  set  forth. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  a  coinmunication  of  this 
date  to  Major-General  Smith,  relative  to  the  securing  of  the  large 
amount  of  rice,  etc.,  in  the  vicinity. 

Respectfully  urging  these  remarks  upon  your  attention,  and  request-

It  is  certainly  desirable  to  increase  the  force  at  Wilmington,  but  at 
present  I  have  not  the  means  of  doing  it.  An  extract  from  General 
Whiting's  letter  to  me  has  been  forwarded  to  Geneial  Lee,  but  under 
present  circumstances  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  he  has  no  force  to 
spare.  General  Whiting's  remarks  about  the  rice  in  his  vicinity  have 
been  submitted  to  the  commanding  general.  When  the  pressure  of  the 
enemy  on  the  north  will  permit,  forces  should,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
will,  be  detached  south  of  James  River.  Until  such  tiine  I  do  not  see 
how  the  permanent  force  at  Wilmington  can  be  materially  increased; 
but  in  emergency  all  disposable  force  witliiii  reach  would  be  sent  at 
once  to  the  support  of  this  or  any  other  important  point  in  imminent 
danger  of  immediate  attack  by  superior  forces.

latter  at  one-half  mile  of  circuit  through  the  agency  of  partially  insu- 
lated wire  and  using  only  twenty  cups  in  the  galvanic  battery.  I  then 
placed  two  tanks  (at  different  hours  of  the  day)  in  2  fathoms  water, 
one  containing  75  and  the  other  200  pounds  powder,  the  tanks  having 
been  a  few  days  beloie  raised  from  where  they  had  been  in  4  fatlioms 
water  for  five  months.  They  were  connected  with  twenty  cups  of  the 
Crowley-Boynton  battery  by  a  1,000-yard  circuit  of  partially  insulated 
wire.  Over  the  75-])ouii(l  tank  I  moored  a  10-ton  sloop,  and  in  two  and 
ouehalf  seconds  after  the  closing  the  galvanic  circuit  by  connecting 
the  wires  from  the  battery  the  tank  ex])loded,  completely  destroying 
the  boat  and  throwing  a  column  of  water  30  feet  in  diameter  about  45 
feet  high.  My  belief  is  that  any  small  vessel,  say  not  exceeding  50 
tons,  would  have  been  destroyed  or  sunk  by  the  explosion  when  10  feet 
from  the  center  of  the  column.  The  200-pound  tank  was  exploded 
under  precisely  similar  circumstances,  and  in  the  same  time  after  closing 
the  circuit.  The  explosion  threw  a  column  of  water  (iO  feet  in  diameter 
about  75  feet  high,  and  some  fragments  of  the  wrecked  sloop  and  some 
timber  moored  over  tlie  tank  were  thrown  over  100  feet  high.  I  think 
that  any  ordinary  sized  gunboat  or  other  vessel  would  have  been  sunk 
or  destroyed  when  within  30  feet  of  the  center  of  the  column.  The 
apidication  of  the  Crowley-Boynton  galvanic  battery  is  a  vast  improve- 
ment upon  the  Wollastou  batteries  we  have  been  using,  and  enables  us 
to  operate  at  any  point  with  little  expense  or  trouble  where  two  men 
can  be  stationed  in  safety.  The  experiments  were  more  satisfactoiy 
than  I  had  been  led  to  expect,  and  establish  the  efficiency  of  the  sub- 
marine batteries  we  are  now  preparing  for  the  river,  and  hope  to  have 
done  this  week  if  the  Tredegar  Works  do  not  again  disappoint  us.  I 
will  forward  you  in  a  few  days  Mr.  Crowley's  detailed  report  of  the 
construction  of  his  battery,  together  with  its  relative  efficiency,  cost, 
size,  weight,  etc.,  to  the  Wollastou  battery  we  have  been  using.

Dear  Sir:  Upon  consultation  with  the  directors  of  the  Atlantic  and 
North  Carolina  Kailroad  Company,  1  have  concluded  to  let  you  have 
the  iron  for  the  gunboat  building  on  the  Neuse  Uiver  if  you  will  get  it 
from  the  torn-up  portion  of  the  road  nearest  the  enemy.  In  considera- 
tion of  the  alarming  condition  of  our  main  roads  (the  iron  giving  way, 
etc.),  it  is  deemed  advisable  that  the  iron  taken  from  the  Atlantic  road, 
which  is  nearly  new,  be  exchanged  with  the  other  roads  for  their  dam 
aged  rails,  which  I  am  told  will  answer  for  rolling  as  well  as  the  others. 
The  bolt  iron  of  the  destroyed  bridges  across  the  Neuse  you  can  also 
have. 

In  regard  to  the  other  boat  in  the  Tar  or  Koanoke,  I  think  you  ought 
to  furnish  with  iron  from  the  Seaboard  and  Itoanoke  Koad,  which  is 
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close  ou  hand  and  is  principally  the  property,  as  I  am  informed,  of  an 
alien  enemy. 

riease  let  me  know  if  these  ])ropositions  meet  your  ap])r()val.  The 
railroad  company,  of  course,  expects  to  accept  your  proposition  for  jjro- 
vidiiij;'  lor  a  return  of  the  iron.

Sir:  Adjutant-General  Cooper  some  time  since  informed  me  tliat 
men  in  tbe  ranks  of  the  Army  who  were  mariners  by  ])rofession  would 
by  your  predecessor  be  detailed,  on  application,  for  the  naval  service, 
provided  they  were  not  in  tlie  face  of  tlie  enemy. 

As  commander  of  the  naval  defenses  of  North  Carolina,  I  submitted 
last  month  to  (leneral  French,  at  Petersburg,  and  to  (Jovernor  Vance, 
at  Ilaleigh,  a  plan  for  defending  the  inland  water  courses  of  North 
Carolina  against  marauding  expeditions  of  the  enemy  by  means  of 
movable  batteries  of  heavier  caliber  than  howitzers.  Hoth  ])roinised 
cooperation,  but  witliout  the  sanction  and  interposition  of  the  authority 
of  your  Department,  there  is  no  hope  of  success. 

Jly  purpose  is  to  raise  men  accustomed  to  the  water — for  at  times  it 
may  be  necessary  to  take  to  the  water — divided  into  three  companies, 
with  two  light  32-pounders  each,  to  be  posted,  respectively,  at  inter- 
mediate points  between  the  Chowan  and  the  Roanoke,  the  Roanoke 
and  the  Tar,  and  the  Tar  and  the  Paudico  rivers,  the  inland  position  to 
be  as  near  as  possible  and  equidistant  to  the  two  streams  between 
which  it  lies,  the  roads  to  be  kept  in  good  condition  both  to  the  rivers 
and  for  some  distance  down  their  banks,  and  lines  of  signals,  consisting 
of  red,  white,  and  black  canvas  balls,  to  be  established  by  isolation  of 
trees  denuded  of  their  branches  from  central  positions  to  remotest  look- 
out points.  By  this  means,  upon  first  intelligence  of  the  enemy  ascend- 
ing one  of  the  rivers,  two  of  the  batteries,  one  on  each  side,  could  be 
transported  to  that  river's  bank  to  defend  it.  These  movable  batteries, 
unlike  fixed  ones,  will  not  re<juire  protecting  forces,  and  in  the  event  of 
a  tlauk  movement  by  the  enemy  it  is  proposed  to  have  roads  from  cen- 
tral i)ositions  to  the  railroads  for  transportation  ot  batteries ;  and  as  the 
soil  of  North  Carolina  between  the  delta  and  the  mountains  is  sandy,  it 
by  consequence  becomes  more  indurated  than  softened  by  the  winter 
rains.  There  are  many  men  now  in  the  camps  who,  from  their  former 
pursuits,  are  admirably  fitted  for  such  an  undertaking,  and  1  resjiect- 
fulli'  ask  your  permission  to  procure  their  names  and,  they  consenting, 
your  authority  for  their  transfer  to  the  rolls  of  the  Navy.  It  would  be 
mere  platitude  to  speak  of  both  professions  being  embarked  in  one 
coinmon  cause,  etc.  Your  intelligence  will  decide  what  is  practicable, 
and  its  decision  will  be  enfori^ed  by  patriotism.

James  River  be  required  to  employ  R i eh motid  pilots.

Richmond,  December  2,  18tJ3. 
Sir:  It  is  perhaps  necessary  for  me  to  state  for  the  information  of 
the  Department  that  the  French  vessel  of  war  CIrenade,  now  at  an

anchorage  at  City  Point,  has  a  river  pilot  on  board,  who,  I  understand, 
took  the  oatli  of  allegiance  to  the  Yankee  Government,  and  whose  name 
is  Cunningham.  An  opportunity  is  thereby  afforded  to  the  enemy  to 
obtain  important  intelligence  from  our  lines.  As  several  vessels  may 
soon  be  expected  up  this  river  as  far  as  City  Point  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  ott'  the  tobacco  purchased  by  the  French  Clovernment,  each  of 
which  will  probably  require  the  services  of  a  pilot,  I  respectfully  sug- 
gest that  some  action  be  taken  to  ])revent  them  from  coming  beyond 
Newport  News  until  they  are  furnished  with  pilots  from  this  city. 
When  the  vessels  reach  tliat  anchorage,  the  pilot  can  be  sent  to  them 
by  Hag  of  truce.  If  this  be  not  done,  the  enemy  will  reap  advantages 
by  obtaining  not  only  a  better  acquaintance  with  the  navigation  of  the 
river,  but  also  an  opportunity  of  comnninicating  witli  the  disloyal  per- 
sons who,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  infest  our  neighborhood.  Added 
to  this,  it  will  be  giving  to  the  pilots  in  the  enemy's  lines  a  decided 
advantage  over  ours  in  a  pecuniary  sense,  which,  if  possible,  should  be 
avoided.  Should  this  communication  be  deemed  of  any  importance,  I 
respectfully  submit  to  the  Department  whether  it  would  not  be  advis- 
able that  some  such  arrangement  be  made  before  the  Grenade  leaves 
our  waters.

Commodore  :  I  have  received  your  note  of  yesterday,  placing  the 
naval  forces  under  your  command  at  my  disposal  for  the  defense  of  this 
place  and  requesting  information  as  to  their  disposition.  I  am  much 
obliged.  Eegavdiiig  the  security  of  the  gunboats  as  of  the  first  impor- 
tance, and  indeed  in  case  of  disaster  here  tlie  most  eflicieut,  if  not 
the  only  means  of  reprisal  upon  the  enemy  to  regain  the  place,  I  do 
not  think  their  safety  should  be  risked.  In  the  event  of  a  formidable 
attack  they  should  be  carried  out  of  the  way  up  the  Cape  Fear  Elver. 
For  further  security  I  have  caused  batteries  at  three  points  on  the 
river  to  be  located,  and  the  guns  and  crew  of  the  Arctic  should  be  dis- 
posed to  occupy  and  hold  these  batteries  against  any  attempt  by  the 
enemy's  boats  to  ascend  the  river.  This  is  obvious  to  me  as  the  proper 
arrangement  under  the  circumstances,  and  indeed  those  guns  are 
nearly  all  that  I  have  to  depend  upon  for  this  important  service.  I 
will  in  addition,  if  possible,  assign  a  small  Whitworth  gun  to  your 
command.

Letter  from  Major-Gencral  Smith,  C.  S.  Army,  to  General  Beauregard,  G. 
S.  Army,  regarding  vieasurcn  for  the  defense  of  Wilmington,  N.  C. 

GOLDSBORO,  N.  C,  January  10, 1863. 
My  Dear  General:  Your  telegram  of  the  8th  instant  was  received 
f^st  night  on  my  return  from  Raleigh.  I  answered  by  telegraph  that 
j-flur  opinions  were  well  founded,  but  that  I  thouglit  the  difficulty  you 
suggested  in  getting  the  troops  back,  in  case  the  ironclads  pass  the 
forts  and  get  into  the  (ape  Fear,  could  be  obviated.  Jt  is  very  impor 
taut  for  the  Confederate  Government  to  hold  Wilmington,  and  it  is 
almost  absolutely  necessary  to  this  State.  They  can  not  take  Wilming- 
ton by  land,  I  think,  if  (ieneral  Gist  with  the  troops  he  liad  tliere  before 
is  in  the  place  in  time  to  maneuver  in  front  and  check  tiieir  approach. 
I  have  here  and  at  Kinston  a  little  over  5,000  men.  There  are  three 
regiments  at  Rocky  Mount,  half  way  from  Goldsboro  to  Weldon,  and 
three  at  Weldon.  1  hope  that  (ieneral  Lee  will  yet  see  in  time  the 
necessity  for  transferring  a  portion  of  the  forces  now  in  front  of  Fred- 
ericksburg to  this  State,  which  I  feel  assured  is  to  be  the  theater  of 
active  operations  this  winter  and  spring.  If  we  can  hold  Wilmington 
and  Weldon,  the  enemy,  if  tliey  penetrate  the  interior  of  the  State,  can 
not  hold  themselves  there.  But  if  they  succeed  at  Wilmington,  and 
once  get  ])ossession  of  it,  we  will  never  get  it  away  from  them.  My 
opinion  is  that  but  for  the  storm  at  sea  which  sent  the  Monitor  to  the 
bottoni,  disabled  the  Passaic,  and  sent  the  Galena  no  one  knows  where, 
they  wonld  before  this  time  have  made  a  combined  attack  by  sea  and 
land  upon  Wilmington,  and  would  probably  have  succeeded  in  passing 
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tbe  forts  -with  their  ironclads;  and  if  we  liad  beiMi  cauglit  with  inade- 
quate forces  to  resist  and  check  tliem  on  land  they  would  have  had  a 
comparatively  easy  time  of  it.  But  tlie  ironclads  are  foiled  so  far,  and 
if  advantage  is  taken  of  the  delay  they  will  tind  themselves  headed  off 
in  every  direction. 

I  can  not  close  this  huriied  letter  without  thajdving  you  for  the  ])rora|)t 
and  efficient  assistance  you  so  generously  gave  in  Ueceniber  when  \vc 
were  seriously  threatened,  and  hope  that  you  will  be  able  to  continue 
it  to  us  now.  I  know  you  will  do  all  yon  can.  We  must  combine  and 
contrive  to  beat  them.  I  am  always  glad  to  hear  from  you  and  will 
endeavor  to  wiite  to  you  often.

Colonel:  I  have  received  reports  from  the  enemy's  lines  which 
indicate  that  an  attack  will  be  made  both  by  land  and  water  upon  this 
place,  the  movement  to  commence  to-morrow.  I  need  not  repeat  the 
exi)ressions  of  my  confidence  in  you  and  your  garrison  and  in  your 
determination  to  hold  your  position  to  the  last.  Some  contingencies 
may  arise  in  which  you  may  require  instruction.  Should  you  find  that 
ironclads  are  too  much  for  you  and  succeed  in  jiassiug,  endea\or  to 
save  and  reserve  some  of  your  guns  for  fire  on  the  wooden  sliips  and 
transports.  Vou  will  re])ort  by  telegrai)h  every  hour  the  progress  of 
events.  ]  do  not  think  ships  alone. can  drive  you  out,  though  it  is  pos- 
sible that  iionclads  maybe  able  to  dismount  your  guns.  You  will, 
therefore,  even  if  tlie  ironclads  pass  you,  continue  to  hold  the  fort  as 
long  as  you  are  sui)plied  with  provisions.  Instruct  your  vedett(^s  to 
patrol  for  any  indicntions  of  an  attempt  to  land  in  force  below  Mason- 
boro  Sound,  and  give  me  instant  information.  As  soon  as  the  enemy's 
fleet  makes  its  api)earance,  send  off  your  negro  force;  a  steanuT  will 
be  sent  for  that  purpose.  But  should  it  not  api)ear  in  time  you  will 
send  them  off  on  foot,  under  charge  to  make  a  forced  march,  say  to  the 
Ifiveiside  Salt  Works,  or  other  point  where  a  steamer  can  be  sent,  at 
the  same  tinn^  letting  this  office  know  the  i)oint.  With  a  firm  reliance 
on  Divine  Providence,  1  bid  you  and  your  brave  garrison  (rodsi)eed. 
l>'ight  as  well  as  you  have  labored  and  1  have  no  fears  for  the  result.

Colonel:  We  have  reports  from  the  enemy's  lines  which  indicate 
that  the  enemy  will  commence  a  movement  upon  this  place  both  by 
land  and  water  to  morrow.  Though  our  works  are  by  no  means  as  for- 
ward as  we  could  wish,  I  am  sure  that  everything  has  been  done  in  our 
])0wer  and  with  our  limited  time,  especially  by  your  command.  You 
will  hold  your  position  to  the  last  extremity.  If  attacked  by  ironclads 
upon  whicli  you  can  make  no  impression  or  which  succeed  in  passing 
you,  endeavor  to  save  some  of  your  guns  for  Are  upon  the  wooden  ships 
or  transports.  As  soon  as  the  enemy  make  their  appearance,  send  off 
your  negro  force.  For  this  purpose  a  steamer  will  be  sent  you,  but  in 
case  a  steamer  should  not  arrive  soon  enough,  you  are  authorized  in 
the  meantime  to  impress  and  hold  at  the  fort  all  the  sailboats  and  small 
vessels  about  Smithville.  Should  it  unfortunately,  from  want  of  pro- 
visions or  destruction  of  your  armament,  become  necessary  to  abandon 
the  work,  make  arrangements  to  blow  it  up  and  destroy  it  as  far  as 
practicable.  Send  out  an  intelligent  oflQcer  to  select  the  best  point  in 
such  an  event  for  crossing  the  marsh  to  the  mainland,  and  endeavor  to 
bring  off  your  command.  The  time  for  putting  down  the  submarine 
shells  is  left  to  your  judgment.  The  keys  would  seem  to  be  the  best 
position.  I  sincerely  wish  that  the  direction  relative  to  destruction 
will  not  be  tested,  but  relying  upon  God,  our  cause,  and  your  brave 
command  I  hope  for  victory.  If  we  are  beaten,  it  will  be  through  no 
fault  of  yours.

Letter  from  Brigadier  ■  Oeneral  Whiting,  C.  S.  Army,  to  the  Secretary  of 
War  of  the  (Jonfederate  Staten,  stating  his  apprehension  for  the  safety 
of  Forts  Fisher  and  Caswell  in  case  of  attack  by  the  Federal  gunboats. 

Headquaetees, 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  January  LV,  1863. 
Sir:  I  send  you  a  sketch*  showing  the  lines  about  Wilmington. 
Though  not  of  a  formidable  kind,  yet,  manned  by  brave  troops,  they 
will  make  a  stout  resistance.  My  last  information,  received  this  morn- 
ing from  Beaufort,  is  that  during  the  past  week  large  bodies  of  troops 
have  been  moved  by  railroad  from  New  Berne  and  put  on  board  the 
transports,  twenty  or  thirty  of  which  have  swung  out  into  the  stream 
preparatory  to  mooring.  They  are  mostly  sailing  craft.  There  are  no 
blockaders  otf  the  harbor  this  morning,  which  indicates  that  they  have 
been  called  ott  to  assist  the  transportation.  Seven  steamers  from  the 
southward  arrived  at  Beaufort  last  P>iday.  My  great  trouble  is  the 
])0ssibility  of  the  monitors  forcing  their  way  in  the  outer  harbor  and 
destroying  the  forts,  thus  opening  an  easy  and  admirable  base  for  their 
future  operations  against  tlie  city  and  the  interior.  The  attack  by 
land,  if  such  is  made,  I  do  not  fear,  by  reason  of  our  advanced  positions 
and  the  dispositions  of  his  army  by  Major-General  Smith,  but  the 
tremendous  ordnance  possessed  by  the  enemy  makes  me  apprehensive 
of  the  results  of  an  action  with  the  forts  should  wind  and  weather 
enable  him  to  cross  the  bai  s.  1  have  strengthened  Fort  Caswell  by 
ironclad  casemates;  45()-pounder  shot,  however,  are  hard  to  fend  ott', 
either  for  forts  or  monitors.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  a 
Judicious  system  of  obstruction  has  not  been  made  for  tliis  important 
harbor  during  the  two  years  past,  time  enough  for  executing  any  work 
of  the  kind.  One  similar  to  the  Charleston  boom  (impracticable  there) 
could  readily  have  been  ])laced  and  maintained  here  on  the  "keys"  or 
inner  bulkheads,  near  [Fort]  Caswell  and  New  Inlet,  and  in  the  narrow 
river  near  the  city,  where  this  would  be  invaluable.  Such  means  of 
obstruction  as  I  have  been  able  to  gather  in  the  last  two  months  1  have 
employed;  that  is,  scows  laden  with  stone  and  two  small  vessels,  the 
only  ones  to  be  had.  Obstiuctions  of  tins  nature  are  objectionable 
here  from  the  shifting  nature  of  the  bottom  and  the  great  extent  of 
shoal.  A  channel  is  soon  formed  around  them  to  restore  the  equilib- 
rium which  they  disturb.  Strong,  open  framework,  or  chevaux-de- 
frise  of  timber,  iron,  and  chain,  which  would  not  interfere  with  the 
waterway,  is  the  best  for  this  coast,  but  that  is  work  for  which  I  have 
not  been  able  to  find  the  time,  the  workmaiiship,  or  the  material.    The 

■  Not  foiiud. 
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submarine  mortars  of  General  llama  may  aid  us.  Tliey  are  placetl  to 
tlie  best  of  my  .jiulgiiieiit.  Tbcmgli  tlie  number  of  guns  at  [Forts]  Gas- 
well  and  Fisher  is  considerable,  their  quiility  is  bud  and  caliber  small. 
Many  of  the  rille  guns  are  not  banded  and  not  to  be  trusted.  We  have 
but  one  X-inch  gun  and  but  one  ritie  as  large  as  42  in  the  district.  I 
have  great  hopes  in  the  inefficiency  of  the  monitors  at  sea  and  in  the 
dilliculty  of  the  channel.  A  scoundrel  of  a  i)ilot  has  managed  to  go 
over  to  the  enemy  in  tlie  past  three  weeks  and  is  now  on  board  their 
fleet.  1  can  not  disguise  the  lact  that  the  (;onsc(ineuces  of  a  successful 
])assage  will  be  very  serious.  In  this  resi)ect  I  refer  to  my  letter  to 
Secretary  of  War  of  November  1 !  last,  previous  to  my  assuming  com- 
mand liere,  and  to  a  consideration  of  tlie  map  of  this  section.  Major- 
General  Smith,  being  now  in  liichmond,  will  be  able  fully  to  inform  the 
Department  in  this  matter,  our  views  being,  I  am  hapity  to  say  for  my 
part,  identical.

My  Dear  Muse:  Seeing  by  the  papers  that  Wilmington  is  threat- 
ened, I  venture  to  otter  some  remarks  as  to  the  best  mode  of  fighting 
ironclads,  ])artly  founded  upon  some  ex|)erieMce  with  them  whilst  ou 
board  the  Virginia  and  at  Drewry's  Kluff. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  we  ha\e  a  gun  of  sufficient  i)o\ver  and  penetra- 
tion to  do  much  harm  to  the  new  ironclads  of  tlie  Monitor  class.  Bnt 
what  guns  fired  singly  may  fail  to  accomplish  may  be  effected  by  a 
simultaneous  concentiated  fire,  the  guns  being  all  aimed  at  the  same 
part  of  the  vessel,  and  fired,  as  we  say  in  the  Navy,  by  broadsides,  or, 
as  I  believe  the  same  idea  is  expressed  ashore,  by  salvos. 

It  is  probable  that  no  vessel  yet  built  can  withstarid  the  sliocik  and 
concussion  of  a  number  of  heavy  projectiles  striking  the  same  i)lace  at 
the  same  time.  If  the  sides  care  not  penetrated  the  concussion  would 
disable  the  men  fighting  the  guns.  The  r//y/mffl.  only  had  shells.  The 
elfect  of  their  concussion  on  the  turret  of  the  Monitor  was  so  great  as  to 
pi'event  some  of  her  men  from  taking  further  part  in  the  action.  Even 
with  tlie  comparatively  oi>en  and  roomy  deck  of  the  Virginia.oxmoihQV 
crew  who  chanced  to  be  near  where  one  of  the  Monitor^s  shot  struck, 
but  not  touching  the  I'oof,  was  lor  some  time  incapacitated  from  doing 
anything. 

The  point  aimed  at  in  those  of  the  Monitor  class  should  be  either  the 
port,  Mhen  it  presents  itself,  or  that  part  of  the  turret  next  to  the  deck 
and  nearest  the  guns  fired.  There  might  be  time  lost  in  waiting  for 
the  port.  In  the  light  with  the  Virginia  the  Monitor\s  turret  immedi- 
ately revolved  when  its  gun  was  tired,  and  the  port  was  not  seen  again 
until  the  gun  was  ready  for  firing.  If  the  lower  part  of  the  turret  is 
struck  it  would  probably  be  prevented  from  revolving,  which  would 
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dimiuish  tbe  efficiency  of  the  vessel  one-half,  for  then  the  lateral  train- 
ing would  have  to  be  done  by  the  helm.  The  whole  vessel  would  have 
to  turn.  A  seaman  who  has  experienced  that  difficulty  can  appreciate 
the  great  advantage  of  the  revolving  turret. 

Should  the  projectile  fall  short,  it  will  have  the  chance  of  the  ricochet; 
if  above,  it  may  still  strike  the  turret. 

It  is  so  important  that  the  portion  of  the  turret  nearest  the  gun  fired 
should  be  the  jiart  struck,  that  evcTi  when  the  guns  are  remote  from 
each  other  each  gun  should  lire  at  that  part  nearest  to  it;  for  though 
by  so  doing  all  the  projectiles  will  not  strike  at  the  same  place  and  to 
that  extent  the  principle  of  concentration  is  departed  from,  yet  the 
effect  would  be  greater,  as  owing  to  the  cylindrical  form  of  the  turret 
the  projectiles  would  glance  if  striking  at  any  other  place.  For  vessels 
without  turrets  the  water  line  is  the  vulnerable  i)art,  a  certain  portion 
of  which  should  be  the  point  aimed  at.

Report  of  Lieutenant   Wood,   G.  S.  Wavy,  regarding  vessels  under  con- 
struction at  Wilmington,  S'.  C,  and  means  of  defense  for  that  place. 

Wilmington,  N.  C,  February  11, 1803. 
Sir:  Leaving  Eichmond  on  the  10th  in  obedience  to  your  instructions, 
I  readied  this  place  on  the  lltli,  and  submit  the  following:  Two  iron- 
clad gunboats  (four  guns)  were  commenced  here  last  spring,  but  owing 
to  the  yellow  fever  and  tbe  constant  anticipation  of  an  attack  they 
have  been  delayed.  One,  ready  for  the  iron  shield,  is  yet  two  months 
from  completion ;  the  other  three,  on  account  of  their  motive  power, 
will  be  deficient  in  speed,  say  from  4  to  5  knots  at  the  best,  and  of 
course  as  rams  their  best  ])oint  of  offense  inefl'ective.  They  will  draw 
12  feet;  too  much  I  fear  to  operate  successfully  in  this  river  or  on 
the  bar.  Two  others  of  lighter  draft  were  commenced  some  tune  ago; 
one  on  the  Eoanoke  at  Halifax,  the  other  on  the  Tar  at  Tarboro,  but 
owing  to  the  want  of  iron  the  work  on  them  is  partially  suspended. 
The  only  obstruction  in  the  river  is  2  miles  below  the  city,  a  very 
unreliable  and  imperfect  work.  It  is  a  surface  one,  a  raft  of  timber 
moored  with  anchors;  already  the  current  has  8we])t  it  iiartially  out  of 
place.  At  the  mouth  of  the  river,  on  the  biir,  vessels  have  been  sunk, 
but  owing  to  the  nature  of  the  bottom  they  soon  disapi)ear.  1  recom- 
mend for  an  obstruction  rows  of  cribs  filled  with  stone,  echeloned  across 
the  river,  only  sufficiently  far  apart  to  allow  vent  to  the  current.  If 
stone  can  not  be  had  readily,  then  drive  in  the  same  manner  piles  in 
bunches  of  four,  sawing  them  below  the  low-water  mark.  Xo  subma- 
rine batteries  have  yet  been  jjlaced,  though  some  are  ready.  The  bat- 
teries covering  the  water  approaches,  as  far  as  1  am  able  to  judge,  are 
well  placed  and  admirably  constructed.  Hut  the  great  want,  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  the  place  if  it  is  to  be  held  against  a  naval  attacic,  is 
heavy  guns,  larger  caliber.  With  over  100  guns  bearing  upon  the 
water  there  is  but  one  X  inch,  no  XI  inch,  and  but  few  8-inch;  24s  and 
32s  form  the  armament  of  most  of  rhe  batteries.  Fort  Fisher,  at  New 
Inlet,  is  a  series  of  sand  and  i)almctt,o  works,  which,  with  proper  weight 
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of  metal,  could  defy  auy  water  attack.  Fort  Caswell,  much  weaker,  is 
in  a  trausitiou  state;  the  masonry  as  far  as  possible  is  beiug  covered 
with  sand,  and  on  two  facesof  the  workan  inclined  shield  covered  with 
railroad  iron  and  sand  bags  is  being-  erected.  The  steamer  Cornubia,  on 
her  second  trip,  has  just  left  for  lieimuda,  and  this  morning  the  Oiraffe 
returned  safely.  There  is  a  perfect  accord  between  the  military  and 
naval  commanders;  both  are  working  with  Ri)irit.

Letter  from  Brigadier-General  Whiting,  C.  S.  Army,  to  Major- General 
Bill,  C.  S.  Army,  regarding  the  value  of  the  Whitworth  guns  at  Forts 
Gasicell  and  Fisher  as  a  protection  to  blockade  runners. 

Headquarters, 
Wilmington,  N.  C,  March  (i,  1803. 
General  :  The  Whitworth  guns  are  all  we  have  to  depend  on  to  keep 
the  blockaders  at  such  a  distance  as  will  enable  the  steamers  to  run  the 
blockade.    One  is  at  |Fort|  Caswell,  one  at  Fort  Fisher,  and  one  about 
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5  miles  above  [Fort]  Fisher,  on  tlie  beach.  Wo  have  now  four  British 
and  one  Confederate  steamers  in  port  daily  ex[)ectiMg  to  leave  and  sev- 
eral steamers  are  expected  to  arrive.  We  have  had  an  engagement 
with  the  enemy  over  each  one  of  these  vessels,  the  enemy's  slooi)s  of  war 
fiercely  attacking  the  forts,  while  their  smaller  vessels  attempt  to  cut  off 
the  steamers.  This  has  hai)pened  at  both  forts.  Without  the  disposi- 
tion alluded  to  at  Fort  Fisher  we  should  have  lost  the  Corntihia  inevita- 
bly three  days  ago.  She  bad  been  thrice  chased  off'  the  coast  and 
became  short  of  coal.  Running  into  the  land  at  Masonboro,  she  com- 
nuinicated  with  Colonel  Lamb,  and  the  disi)osition  Ijcing  offered, boldly 
made  for  the  bar,  a  fleet  of  five  vessels  firing  into  her.  She  liad  the 
most  valuable  cargo  of  powder  and  arms  she  has  yet  brought.  Under 
these  circumstances,  unless  for  a  matter  of  greater  and  pressing  impor- 
tance, I  should  not  like  to  take  the  responsibility  of  detacliing  the  gun 
from  the  coast  defense. 

What  is  this  expedition  of  which  you  speak?  General  Longstreet 
wrote  me  something  about  it,  but  wanted  nie  to  send  ort'  half  my  force 
and  half  my  gairisons.

Army,  advising  the  purchase 
by  the  Nary  J)epartment  of  the  blockade  runner  Mariner. 

llEAUyUARTERS, 

Wilmington,  N.  G.,  March  33,  1H63. 
Sir:  The  steam  tug  Mariner,   formerly  the  most  powerful  tng  in 
this  river,  has  come  in  from  Nassan,  [New  L'rovidcncel,  her  owners  hav- 
ing put  her  to  blockade  running.     She  is  not  suitable  for  this  purpose, 
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carrying  but  very  little  cargo,  while  her  boilers  and  engines  being  very 
gooci,  she  is  absolutely  necessary  here,  for  the  Navy  first,  and  then  for  us. 
She  can  readily  be  fitted  into  a  i)owerful  gunboat.  I  consider  her  essen- 
tial for  the  deiense  here,  especially  in  connection  with  the  gunboats 
building,  as  a  tender,  and  also  in  connection  with  tiie  valuable  cargoes 
now  arriving  in  Goveiunieiit  steamers.  With  her  we  shall  be  able  to 
save  much  in  case  of  accidents  which  might  happen  to  any  of  our  vessels 
from  the  enemy's  lire.  She  is  also  needed  for  army  transportation. 
Please  sliow  this  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  who  will,  I  hope,  at 
once  order  her  purchase.  Flag-Ofhcer  Lyn(!h  concurs  with  me  in  the 
necessity  of  this,  and  will  doubtless  report  at  once.  If  the  Navy 
Department  does  not  want  the  boat  we  certainly  do.  I  shall  not  per- 
mit her  to  leave  unless  ordered.  Great  efforts,  no  doubt,  will  be  made 
to  procure  a  permit,  but  I  beg  to  refer  you  to  my  letter  of  this  date 
relative  to  blockade  running.  Tlie  boat  could  carry  but  very  few  bales. 
Her  engines,  boiler,  and  hull  arc  too  valuable  to  permit  them  to  be 
sacrificed  in  order  that  a  party  of  speculators  should  make  money.

C.  S.  Navy,  regarding  naval  matters  in  general. 

Confederate  States  of  America, 

Executive  Department, 

Richmond,  Va.,  March  24,  1SC3. 

My  Dear  Sir  :  1  regret  exceedingly  not  meeting  you  on  the  road. 

1  missed  you  by  a  day  or  two  at  Mobile.     I  had  a  very  interesting  and 

instructi\e  trip.    Our  iron  gunboats  are  increasing  (piite  lapidly  in 

number,  but  all  want  power.    Three  or  four  knots  will  not  do;  as  rams 
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some  of  tliem  are  harmless.  I  prefer  as  a  battery  two  7-iiich  and  two 
IX-iiu'h  to  any  other,  and  a  5-inch  armor  to  4.  Brooke  is  about  making 
round  X  and  XI  inch  smoothbore  and  banding  them;  will  use  very 
heavy  charges.  This  may  answer  for  very  short  ranges,  but  1  hardly 
see  its  other  advantages.  There  is  quite  a  ferment  just  now  in 
naval  circles.  Yon  doubtless  heard  most  of  the  changes  before  this. 
I'orrest  relieves  Barron  on  James  Hiver.  The  latter  is  president  of  a 
])erambulating  board  for  the  examination  of  midshipmen.  Mitchell 
takes  Forresfs  i)lace  in  the  lUircau.  Brooke  relieves  Minor,  who  goes 
to  Selma.  Fairfax  is  inspector-general  of  ordnance.  These  are  changes 
for  the  better;  others  are  in  contemplation.  I  do  not  think  there  is 
any  chance  of  the  bills  before  Congress  for  the  Navy  passing.  1  am  in 
favor  of  a  provisional  navy  for  the  war.  I  see  no  other  way  of  getting 
rid  of  the  old,  infirm,  drones,  etc.  Please  let  me  hear  your  views.  We 
want  at  Charleston,  Savannah,  and  other  jioints  young  men.  With 
almost  as  many  iron  vessels  in  commission  as  the  enemy,  wc  must  be 
doing  something.  If  they  concentrate  on  Charleston,  let  us  dash  at 
Port  Eoyal.  If  necessary,  the  vessels  from  Wilmington,  Charleston, 
and  Savannah  might  concentrate  Fort  Sumter  is  the  weak  spot  of 
Charleston,  and,  what  is  worse,  nearly  all  the  heavy  guns  have  been 
placed  on  its  parapet  instead  of  being  distributed  around  the  harbor. 
I  hope  your  orders  are  only  temporary  to  Charlotte,  that  soon  you  may 
be  employed  on  active  service  on  the  coast  or  abroad.  The  admiral 
has  applied  for  Minor  as  his  flag.  Davidson  is  about  starting  on  an 
expedition  to  the  Chesai)eake.  Morris  and  myself  often  talk  of  you.

My  Deak  Jones:  Had  I  known  where  a  letter  could  lind  you  I  would 
have  thanked  yon  before  this  for  tlie  im|)ortant  ])aper  you  sent  me.  I 
sent  the  letter  to  Commander  Lynch,  and  deeming  tlie suggestions  ajid 
information  so  useful,  I  re(iuestedhim  to  let  General  Whiting  take  copies 
of  it  for  himself  and  send  a  copy  on  ti>  Charleston.  M'hy  the  delay  of 
the  attack  on  Charleston  is  a  question  very  fre(iuently  asked  here,  but 
never  answered  to  my  entire  satisfaction.  Tliey  uuiy  have  some  deep 
scheme  in  view,  but  I  have  endeavored  to  make  myself  believe  it  arises 
from  disappointment  in  the  efficiency  of  their  ironclads.  Jn  case  they 
are  deterred  by  the  real  or  fancied  strength  of  Charleston,  do  you  think 
they  will  letire  without  jnaking  a  demonstration  on  some  place  they 
may  think  weaker?  I  am  afraid  this  will  be  the  i)lace.  What  will  be 
the  result  1  can't  say.  We  are  stronger  than  we  ever  were  before,  but 
stdl  I  am  afiaid  our  forts  can't  withstand  their  heavy  bolts,  and  if  they 
demolish  tiiem  tliere  are  no  obstructions  to  prevent  their  light  vessels 
from  coming  up.  Our  boats  will  not  be  ready,  and  I  can't  say  when 
tliey  will  be.  If  their  ironclads  draw  14  feet  they  can't  come  up.  John 
Cordon  went  out  in  the  privateer  RetrihutUm.  He  was  sent  iiome  as 
prize  master  of  one  of  the  i)rizes  and  after  making  a  capital  land-fall, 
he  ran  ashore  on  the  bar,  frightened  by  the  Giraffe  running  the  blockade, 
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which  he  mistook  for  a  blockader.  The  vessel  was  saved,  but  cargo 
lost.  I  understand  you  are  in  charge  at  Charlotte.  You  will  find  it  a 
pleasant  place,  and  yourself  in  a  jiosition  in   which  you  can  be,  and  I 

have  no  doubt  will  be,  of  great  service  to  the  Confederacy.

Report  of  Lieutenant-General  Longstreet,  C.  S.  Army,  regarding  condition 
of  affairs  at  Washington,  N.  G. 

IlEADtiUARTERS, 

Petersburg,  Vu.,  April  1,  1863, 
General:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  let- 
ters of  the  27th  and  31st  ultimo  and  of  tlie  2d  instant.  General  Hill 
has  succeeded  in  cutting  off  the  enemy's  position  at  Washington,  [N.  C.J, 
from  his  gunboats  and  has  surrounded  it,  but  he  fears  that  time  alone 
will  reduce  the  garrison.  He  complains  of  want  of  artillery.  It  is 
thought  that  there  are  no  ironclads  on  the  coast  of  North  Carolina, 
and,  if  I  am  correctly  informed,  there  is  but  one  in  the  James  Eiver. 
General  Hill  is  ordered  and  urged  to  be  prompt  in  his  operations.  If 
he  finds  that  too  much  time  will  be  consumed  in  reducing  the  garrison 
at  any  point,  he  is  to  draw  off  as  soon  as  he  gets  out  the  supplies  from 
the  eastern  counties.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  cross  the  Blackwater  on 
Wednesday  or  Thursday  next  and  to  get  what  sni)plies  there  are  east 
of  that  stream,  and,  if  I  find  it  possible,  to  make  an  effort  to  get  that 
garrison.  There  seems  but  little  room  to  doubt  but  the  enemy  is  inclined 
to  make  his  great  effort  in  the  West,  but  we  may  break  him  up  in  the 
East  and  then  reenforce  in  the  West  in  time  to  crush  him  there.  It  may 
be  necessary  in  this  view  to  suggest  to  the  commander  in  the  West  to 
decline  battle  there  until  we  can  reenforce,  unless  lie  finds  a  favorable 
opportunity.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  finish  Avith  the  operations  in  this 
section  in  time  to  join  you  as  soon  as  the  roads  are  in  condition  for  you 
to  begin  to  operate.  I  liave  not  thought  that  the  enemy  could  advance 
on  either  this  or  your  line  until  the  roads  were  better;  on  this,  not  at 
all,  unless  he  sent  other  than  the  forces  that  he  has  had  here.  The  forces 
that  have  gone  West  may  have  been  sent  there  to  keep  down  trouble. 
It  is  possible,  too,  that  he  has  deceived  himself  with  regard  to  the  forces 
sent  by  us  West.  The  three  regiments  that  were  sent  from  here  may 
have  been  magnified  into  a  great  force.  Their  papers  have  frequently 
mentioned  movements  of  our  troojis  toward  Kentucky.

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Letter  from  Flag-Officer  Lynch,  C.  S.  Navy,  to  Senator  Bavin,  retjimling 
the  transfer  of  men  from  the  Army  to  the  Navy  for  duty  on  ironclads 
building  in  North  Carolina. 

Naval  Commandants  UFFicii, 

Wilmington,  N.  C,  April  6,  1863. 

Dkar  Sir:  There  is  such  an  urgent  necessity  for  men  to  compose 
the  crews  of  the  iroucliid  gunboats  building  in  North  Carolina,  some 
of  which  are  rapidly  approaching  completion,  that  I  take  the  liberty  of 
earnestly  beseeching  your  influence  to  enable  me  to  obtain  them. 

There  are  many  men  in  the  Army  who,  from  having  been  fishermen, 
pilots,  and  navigators  of  sounds  and  rivers,  are  admirably  adapted  to 
our  purpose,  and  many  such  have  applied  to  me  for  tiansler  to  the 
^'avy;  but  General  Order  No.  77,  of  the  War  Department,  requires  the 
commanding  officer  in  all  cases  of  transfer  to  certify  whether  the  appli- 
cant is,  or  is  not,  a  '•  seafaring  person,"  Avhich  term  preclndcs  them,  as 
their  voyages  have  been  mostly  limited  to  inland  navigation. 

Captains  of  companies,  from  obvious  reasons,  are  exceedingly  averse 
to  such  transfers,  and  in  a  few  instances  where  the  more  enlightened 
or  more  patriotic  consent  it  is  rarely  that  the  objections  of  tlie  com- 
manding officers  of  regiments,  or  of  the  general  commanding  the 
military  district,  are  overcome. 

In  November  last,  upon  assuming  command  in  this  State,  I  found 
about  30  men  upon  the  navy  rolls,  and  with  all  my  cttorts  have  barely 
succeeded  in  doubling  tiie  number.  One  ironclad,  the  North  Carolina, 
building  here,  is  very  nearly  ready  for  her  crew,  the  complement  of 
which  is  150  men.  The  other,  the  Baleigh,  is  now  ready  for  her  iron 
shield,  and  can  in  eight  weeks  be  prepared  for  service,  as  far  as  the 
material  is  concerned. 

At  Whitehall,  upon  the  Neuse,  we  have  a  gunboat  in  nearly  the 
same  state  of  forwardness  as  the  Baleigh;  at  Tarboro  we  have  one 
with  the  frame  up,  and  the  keel  of  one  is  laid  near  Scotland  Neck, 
where  we  have  a  floating  battery  with  its  woodwork  complete. 

For  all  these  demands  l  liave  about  00  men,  and  the  Navy  Dei)art- 
ment,  to  which  1  have  applied,  is  unable  to  assist  me.  In  reply  to  my 
last  appeal  it  informed  me  tliat  the  Secretary  of  War  had  promised  to 
issne  an  order  which  would  supply  our  wants,  but  I  have  heard  noth- 
ing of  it  since.  Besides,  mere  orders  from  that  Department  will  not 
prove  available;  for  the  execution  of  some  issued  by  his  Excellency  tiie 
I'resident  has  been  evaded.  So  long  as  cai^tains  of  companies  aie 
clothed  with  discretionary  power,  or  are  permitted  to  interpose  obsta- 
cles to  transfers,  there  can  be  no  hope  of  success.  The  superior 
ofUcers,  as  a  general  thing,  are  less  biased  by  personal  motives,  and,  by 
consequence,  more  patriotically  disposed.  With  limitation  of  a  certain 
number  from  any  company,  every  man  accustomed  to  tlie  water  wlio 
may  apply  for  the  Navy  should  bo  entitled  to  a  transfer  thereto  until  its 
instant  wants  are  supplied. 

Besides  obtaining  a  number  of  men  suflicient  for  the  gunboats,  I  have 
long  been  anxious  to  organize  marine  artillery,  formed  into  movable 
batteries  of  two  guns  each,  of  lieavier  caliber  than  army  howitzers, 
yet  sufficiently  light  for  transportation  to  hold  respectively  nearly 
e(|uidistant  ])ositions  between  the  Neuse  and  the  Tar,  the  Tar  and  the 
lloanoke,  and  the  Roanoke  and  Chowan  rivers.  In  connection  with 
these  batteries,  lines  of  signals,  by  isolating  conspicuous  trees  and 
denuding  their  branches,  could  be  established  to  each  river's  mouth, 
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and  upon  notice  of  the  euemy  advanciug  up  any  one  of  tliem,  the  bat- 
tery on  each  side  of  it  would  be  moved  rapidly  to  the  banks  to  coutest 
the  passage.  In  November  I  obtained  from  Governor  Vance  au  order 
upon  colonels  of  the  lower  counties  for  as  many  laborers  as  might  be 
required  to  lay  out  and  repair  the  roads;  but  the  crying  want  of  men 
to  man  the  guns  has  paralyzed  the  movement.  One  hundred  and 
twenty  men  would  be  sufficient  for  this  purpose.  I  have  the  guns  and 
ammunition,  and  thirty  horses  can  be  speedily  purchased.  With  our 
gunboats  and  such  movable  batteries  the  granary  of  North  Carolina 
can  be  protected. 

Since  writing  the  above,  I  have  received  copies  of  a  circular,  one  of 
which  is  enclosed.  As  all  the  conscripts  have  been  assigned,  the  order 
of  ( ieueral  Rains  artbrds  no  remedy.  It  comes  too  late.  Had  he  issued 
it  two  months  ago,  our  wants  would  have  been  supplied,  and  the 
elliciency  of  the  Army,  scarce  perceptibly,  if  at  all  diminished.

Report  of  Brigadier-General  Whiting,  C.  S.  Army,  calling  attention  to 
mistalies  and  improprietieti  contained  in  letter  of  Flag- Officer  Lynch, 
C.  S.  Navy. 

Headquarters  District  of  the  Cape  Fear, 

Wilmington,  N.  C,  April  11,  1803. 

Sir:  a  letter  of  Flag-Ofiicer  [William  F.]  Lynch  to  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  with  accompanying  letter  of  Senator  [George]  Davis,  of  North 
Carolina,  has  been  referred  to  me  as  relating  to  the  defense  of  the 
Cape  Fear.  There  are  several  points  in  both  letters  (mistakes  as  well 
as  improprieties)  upon  which  I  might  remark  with  some  animadversion. 
1  will  simply  refer  to  them.  In  the  first  place,  the  battery  to  which 
Flag-Otticer  Lynch  refers,  March  13,  has  not  been  discontinued,  but 
(although  the  guns  will  be  needed  for  the  North  Carolina)  is  prepared 
for  mounting  others.  Second,  the  river  obstructions  are  not  only  much 
further  advanced  than  when  "I  (be)  first  came  on  the  station,"  but 
nearly  all  that  has  been  done  in  this  matter  has  been  done  since  I 
assumed  command ;  is  rapidly  progressing  as  satisfactorily  as  the  means 
at  my  command  and  the  nature  of  the  problem  will  permit.  In  this 
connection  permit  me  to  refer  you  to  my  report  on  the  defenses  of  the

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Cape  Fear,  section  headed  "Obstructions,"  and  generally.  Many 
projects  of  obstructions,  mostly  impracticable,  have  been  presented  to 
me.  There  is,  thirdly,  "no  uneasiness  felt  in  the  community"  with 
which  the  Department  has  not  been  fully  (through  myself,  when  well 
founded)  made  acquainted,  and  upon  which  1  have  perhaps  equal  facili- 
ties witli  Senator  Davis  to  enlighten  it.  Flag-Ollicer  Lynch  says, 
fourthly:  "Under  these  circumstances,  1  i)ray  you  to  obtain  authority 
for  nie  to  obstruct  the  river,  which  in  twelve  days  I  will  be  ready  to 
defend  with  thelforth  Carolina  undev  one  coat  of  plating."  I  am  com- 
petent to  give  the  authority  asked,  and  most  cheerfully  concede  it  in 
the  same  spirit  in  wliich  I  have  always  assisted  and  cooperated  with 
the  Navy  and  always  shall,  though  I  most  respectfully  suggest  that  I 
thuik  the  completion  of  the  gunboats  will  be  quite  as  much  as  the  navy 
authorities  can  attend  to,  the  iVor^/i  Caroiima  not  yet  being  ready  for 
the  purpose  proposed  on  tlie  13th  March.  As  to  the  defense,  that  is 
my  attair.  I  will  not  further  allude  to  the  manifest  impropriety  of  these 
letters  than  to  notice  a  remark  in  that  of  Senator  Davis,  that  he  has 
"reason  to  believe  that  General  D.  FI.  Hill  has  been  painfully  disap- 
pointed in  the  defense  of  Wihnington."  If  General  Hill  had  any  such 
feeling  it  was  doubtless  in  relation  to  the  deficiency  of  the  armament, 
a  feeling  shared  by  the  Department  and  by  myself,  and  due  to  the 
straituess  of  our  resources  and  the  pressing  demands  upon  us  every- 
where, and  not  to  any  measures  1  have  taken.  Senator  Davis,  in  a 
natural,  pr()i)er  anxiety  upon  a  matter  of  the  greatest  importance  to 
himself  and  people,  and  not  familiar  with  the  subject,  has  no  doubt 
misunderstood  General  Hill.  1  request  that  you  will  permit  Senator 
Davis,  if  not  inconsistent  with  the  public  service,  to  read  the  report 
upon  the  defenses  of  the  Cape  Fear  which  I  had  the  honor  to  submit 
for  the  information  of  the  President,  with  his  ]>erniission,  and  that  you 
will  refer  this  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Xavy,  to  whom  Flag-OfiQcer 
Lynch's  letter  was  originally  addressed.

Richmond.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report,  as  suggested  by 
his  Excellency  the  President  and  requested  by  you  in  a  recent  endorse- 
ment on  a  communication  by  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the  Navy,* 
requesting  that  an  opening  be  made  in  the  James  Kiver  obstructions  at 
Drewry's  P.luff  for  the  passage  of  the  O.  S.  S.  Richmond. 

Colonel  W,  H.  Stevens,  chief  of  construction.  Department  of  Northern 
Virginia,  in  a  recent  letter  to  this  Bureau,  after  careful  examination 
and  consideration,  expresses  the  opinion  that  a  satisfactory  opening  for 
the  passage  of  vessels  may  be  made  in  ten  days.     While  this  opinion

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as  to  time  seems  ratlicr  too  sanguine,  I  think  it  clear,  however,  that 
the  luiclertaking-  is  not  one  necessarily  requiring  much  delay  for  its 
realization. 

This  opening  can  be  so  arranged  as  to  be  closed  on  short  notice  by 
sinking  a  vessel  at  its  lower  extremity  and  keeping  ready,  at  points 
higher  uj),  rafts  for  the  same  purpose.  The  barrier,  however,  will  be 
neithei'  so  perfect  nor  so  safe  after  as  before  the  completion  of  the 
opening. 

1  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  cut  a  canal  through  the  low  grounds  on 
account  of  the  treacherous  nature  of  the  soil.  Such  a  canal,  by  the 
intluence  of  successive  freshets,  might  enlarge  to  dangerous  dimensions. 

In  conclusion,  considering  the  fact  that  there  are  two  bars  in  James 
liiver  between  Drewry's  Bluff  and  City  Point  over  which  the  Richmond 
can  ])ass  only  in  time  of  freshets,  and  further  that  hei' machinery  and 
speed  are  so  defective,  I  most  respectfully  but  earnestly  represent  that 
it  will  be  judicious  to  make  an  opening  in  the  James  liiver  obstructions 
only  when  a  second  ironclad  is  on  the  eve  of  completion.

Army,  regarding  the  cap- 
ture of  Utribling's  (Iliirs  Point)  hatteri/.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receii)t  of  your  favor  of  the 
IStli.  If  the  enemy  has  abandoned  the  intention  of  reducing  Charles- 
ton it  would  be  well  to  Lave  all  the  troops  sent  from  North  Oarolina 
returned  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  indeed  some  of  those  comprising 
the  regular  garrisons.  Generals  Clingman's  and  Evans's  brigades  could 
be  placed  at  Wilmington  and  General  Cooke's  at  Goldsboro. 

We  were  so  unfortunate  as  to  meet  with  a  serious  disaster  on  the 
18th  in  losing  Captain  Stribliug's  battery,  55  of  his  men  and  70  of 
(ieneral  Law's  brigade.  The  enemy  succeeded  in  making  a  complete 
suri)rise  by  moving  down  the  river  with  one  of  his  gunboats  until  he 
got  nearly  under  the  fire  of  the  battery,  as  though  it  was  the  intention 
to  run  by  the  battery;  then  he  opened  fire  upon  our  fort  at  or  ujion  Hill's 
Point  from  gunboats  and  land  batteries,  as  though  his  desire  was  to 
draw  our  attention  from  the  gunboat,  which  seemed  to  be  tryiug  to  get 
by  our  battery.  Under  this  lire  and  the  seeming  desire  of  the  boiit  to 
pass,  the  enemy  landed  probably  200  or  300  men  in  the  vicinity  of  our 
fort  and  captured  it  by  complete  surprise.  I  iiave  not  made  any 
report  of  the  facts  before  this  because  1  had  hoped  to  have  (ieneral 
French's  report  of  the  facts  officially.  Jt  has  been  .so  long  delayed, 
however,  that  1  thought  it  proper  to  mention  this  much,  that  you  may 
be  apprised  of  the  facts  so  far  as  they  have  come  to  light.  As  well  as 
I  can  judge  at  present,  the  misfortune  is  due  to  the  entire  want  of  vigi- 
lance on  the  part  of  the  troo])s  in  the  fort.

A  regi- 
ment (about  700  strong)  had  been  stationed  by  (ieneral  French  in  sup 
porting  distance  of  the  battery,  but  no  call  was  made  upou.  it  for  aid. 
One  of  our  scouts,  .just  from  l''ort  Monroe,  reports  the  enemy  reenfor- 
cing  him  to  a  considerable  exteut,  and  that  the  enemy's  intention  now 
is  to  effect  a  surprise  by  landing  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  on  both 
sides  of  the  James  above  us.  His  late  successful  dash  at  our  battery 
and  the  limited  time  for  which  he  holds  many  of  his  soldiers  may 
induce  him  to  attempt  some  extraordinary  movements.  Please  keep 
me  advised  of  any  important  information  that  you  may  receive.

Wilmington,  N.  C,  April  2'>,  7Sr,:i. 
General  :  Yours  of  tlie  2.'>d  received.    General  Cooke  and  his  troops 
are  arriving,  but  General  Beauugard  has  received  General  Evans  in 
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liis  stead,  so  I  have  only  made  an  exchanjse,  but  am  a  gainer  by  the 
swap.  Beauregard  says  tlie  enemy  are  still  in  force  in  his  front,  but 
that  the  moment  1  am  menaced  he  will  aid  me.  I  do  not  think  a  land 
iittack  can  be  made  upon  me  here  with  you  in  position  at  Kinston.  J 
should,  of  course,  require  more  troops  than  i  have  now,  but  should 
expect  them  from  Beauregard.  In  the  meantime,  we  are  daily  growing 
stronger  as  against  a  sea  attack. 

The  Merrimac,  Charleston,  and  Margaret  and  Jessie  all  came  in  day 
before  j'esterday.  We  had  quite  a  spirited  engagement  over  the  two 
former.  As  you  expected,  my  30-i)ounder  Parrott  burst  in  the  engage 
meut.  The  Merrimac  brings  me  three  splendid  Blakely  guns,  8  inch 
riiled  130-pounders.  Two  of  them  are  for  this  place,  one  gone  to  Mis- 
sissippi. I  shall  place  one  at  Caswell  and  one  at  Fisher.  I  have  three 
X-iiich  columbiads  at  Caswell. 

I  wrote  you  about  torpedoes.  1  have  only  a  few  here,  hardly  enough 
for  the  obstructions.  You  had  better  apply  to  liains,  chief  of  ("on- 
script  Bureau.     I  think  there  are  any  number  of  them  in  Kichinond. 

Enclosed  please  find  a  letter  from  my  scout,*  which  may  give  you 
some  intelligence.

Letter  from  Lieutenant-Oeneral  Longstreet,  C.  S.  Army,  to  Major-dencral 
Hill,  C.  8.  Army,  regarding  general  military  matters. 

Headquarters,  April  29, 1863. 
General:  Your  letter  of  the  26th  is  received.  I  am  somewhat 
relieved  to  lind  you  are  not  threatened  with  anything  immediate  from 
the  enemy.  They  always  move  slowly,  and  must  do  so  in  North  Caro- 
lina, where  they  have  no  railroad  for  their  transportation.  I  hoj)e  that 
all  the  troops  sent  to  South  Carolina  will  soovi  be  returned  to  you.  I 
<loubt,  though,  if  the  enemy  intends  any  decided  move  in  North  Caro- 
lina or  here.  The  enemy  will  try  any  dodge  or  trick,  however,  whicli 
gives  any  i)romiae  of  success.  Reenforcements  have  been  sent  here  |to 
SuffolkJ,  but  I  am  not  satisfied  as  to  the  extent.  I  am  of  the  opinion, 
however,  that  I  can  hold  my  position  against  any  attaclf  from  the  front. 
We  shall  be  here  at  least  two  weeks  longer  hauling  out  supplies.  I 
expect  you  to  keep  (ieneral  Foster's  forces  off  of  me  and  I  shall  con- 
sider myself  quite  safe.  There  are  no  other  forces  to  accumulate 
against  me.  We  have  recovered  some  twenty  odd  siege  guns  tliat  were 
left  near  here  when  we  gave  up  this  county  last  year,  which  1  hope  that 
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we  niiiy  be  able  to  send  yoii  as  soon  as  we  can  get  carriafies  for  them. 
This  is  all  that  I  can  i)romise  you  in  artillery.  I  can  get  nothing  in 
Eichraond,  or  little  at  best.  If  you  can  not  keep  General  Foster's  forces 
off  of  me  you  must  be  i)repared  to  join  us  with  part  of  your  force  in 
case  General  Foster  should  move  in  this  direction  from  Forth  Carolina. 
Have  your  scouts  out  and  keep  yourself  well  advised  of  the  enemy's 
movements.  We  are  in  telegrapliic  communication  with  you  now  via 
Petersburg.

Wilmington,  May  1,  IfiO'l. 

Sir:  The  affair  of  the  steamer  Lizzie  is  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
War  Department  and  has  been  ever  since  her  arrival  in  this  port,  at 
whicli  time  1  stated  the  circumstances  of  the  steamer,  the  objections  to 
lier  being  permitted  to  leave,  which,  in  my  opinion,  are  very  strong,  and 
tlie  necessity,  in  both  a  military  and  naval  point  of  view,  which  I  con- 
ceived to  exist  for  her  remaining  in  the  river  lor  Government  service, 
concluding  with  the  statement  that  I  should  not  permit  her  to  leave 
without  the  orders  of  the  Department.  To  this  letter  I  have  received 
no  rejdy,  nor  to  subsequent  letters,  nor  to  my  telegraph  sent  previous 
to  your  own  application.  To  the  latter  I  fully  expected  you  would 
have  before  this  received  an  answer,  i  will,  however,  telegraph  again 
to-day,  requesting  an  immediate  leply. 

I  do  not  know  that  any  distinction  should  be  made  between  a  native 
and  a  foreign  owner  when  the  latter  may  be  either  an  enemy  or  belong- 
ing to  a  nation  which  does  not  choose  to  recognize  us  and  whose  Gov- 
ernment has  prohibited  the  business  in  which  she  is  engaged ;  if  any, 
perhaps  in  favor  of  the  native.  I  am  sorry  if  the  owners  have  suffered 
in  common  with  many  others  from  some  of  the  inconveniences  of  a 
state  of  war.  But  with  reference  to  this  trade  wiiieh  this  vessel  and 
otliers  are  engaged  in,  1  must  say  that  1  liave  advised  the  Government 
to  take  possession  of  them  all.  The  telegram  I  have  refeired  to  is  as 
follows :
